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PREFACE. 


Thb  editors  of  the  Baptist  Magazine  respectfully  remind  their 
readers  that  this  Periodical  has  now  completed  its  twenty-fourth 
volume  ;  and  they  appeal  to  them,  whether  the  ends  proposed 
by  its  founders  have  not  been  realised  ?  It  has,  according  to 
its  motto^  *^  spoken  the  truth  in  love,"  and  by  the  distribution 
of  its  profits  not  only  "  supplied  the  wants  of  the  saints" — the 
Widows  of  our  Ministers — but  has  been  abundant  also  '^  by  many 
thanksgivings  .unto  God." 

Most  of  the  present  Editors  were  appointed  by  the  Pro- 
prietors, in  1814,  when  the  late  Messrs.  Fuller,  Ryland,  and 
Hinton^  withdrew  from  the  Evangelical  Magazine.  Their  con- 
stant aim  has  been  to  conduct  the  Work  according  to  the  prin- 
ciple laid  down  in  the  Preface  to  the  Sixth  Volume,  written  by 
Mr.  Fuller.  "  We  are  all,"  said  that  excellent  man,  "  account- 
able to  God  as  well  as  to^  the  public  for  the  way  in  which  we 
conduct  publications  which  are  read  by  thousands  of  our  coun- 
trymen. If  we  propagate  falsehood,  or  indulge  in  spleen  or 
party  zeal^  we  may  expect  our  labours  to  be  blasted ;  but  if  we 
be  employed  in  honestly  promoting  the  cause  of  God  and  truth, 
though  our  efforts  should  be  accompanied  with  much  imperfec- 
tion, we  may  hope  they  will  be  blessed." 

The  ^Editors  are  deeply  conscious  that  their  "  efforts  have 
been  accompanied  with  much  imperfection,"  but  they  are  also 
certsdn  they  have  **  honestly  endeavoured  to  promote  the  cause 
of  God  and  truth,"  and  have  acted  under  the  impression  that 
they  were  **  accountable  to  God,  as  well  as  to  the  public."  On 
this  principle  they  have  conducted  the  Magazine  for  eighteen 
years,  and  they  resolve  in  the  fear  of  Him  who  searcheth  the 
hearty  not  to  cease  zealously  maintaining  in  its  pages  the  doc- 
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trittal  «eirtfmertts  tyt^bicb  the  wofk  has  been  hitherto  dis- 
tinguishedv  They  are.  Calvinists  of  the  old  school,  and  will 
therefora  dificpuntenance  any  statements  that  are  opposed  16 
th€f  lejidid^  views  of  that  system. 

The  Editors  feel  assured  that  the  friends  of  Thb  Baptist 
M^fSgAjiiNft  will  be  gratified. to  learn  that  this  integrity  of  senti^ 
nient  has  been  providfe^d  fc^  in  the  recent  union  of  the  two 
pei^iodidals  mentioned  in  our  last  number.* 

Ata.^e^ting  of  the  Praprifttnrfl..i)f  the  Baptist  Magaaiine^ 
held  November  20th,  it  was  explicitly  stated,  as  one  of  the 
coiiditioqs  of  the  union.  "  that  no  alteration  will  be  made  in  the 
leading  tneological  sentiments  of  the  woiic/'  and  they  ea]:toestiiy> 
hcfpe'.that  their  brethren  who  will  in  future 'be  assdcJatAl ''^rfffi' 
them;  wrH^by  their  influence  promote  a  more  extensive  circu- 
lation of  the  work^  as  well  as  by  their  contributions  esihanse 
the  vialue  of  its  pages. 

In  conclusion,  the  Editors  take  the  liberty  of  urgtng  upon  ail 
the  members,  and  especially  upon  the  ministers  of  the  I>eno-< 
minAtioa,  to.  co*opeFate  with  them  in  their  efibrts  td  kflpr&tt^ 
the  Magazine  and  anient  its  sale.  Thus  may  its  acknow- 
ledged defects  be  supplied— its  usefulness  increased'-'a  larger 
sum  obtained  to  assist  the  worthy  claimants  on  its  ptoflts:-'-^ 
thus  shall  th*  union  of  the  Denomination  te  promotitl  wWtle 
its  spirituality  and  edification  are  secured,  and,  above  all,  th« 
glory  of  God  and  the  triumphs  of  the  Redeemer  riiall  be  ^vety- 
wheriB  advanced,  even  by  means  so  feelfte,  inadequate,  and  , 
unworthy. 

To  secure  these  blessings,  however,  prayer  most  be  aoeoai^ 
paiiied  with  effort,  and  effort  must  he  utiited  with  f>taye!^i  T^nA' 
will  the  Editors  indulge  the  plfeasing  expectation  ihat  the  tinioii. 
"wiU  prove  an  era  in  the  history  of  The  Baptist  MftG^uems, 
from  whiph  will  be  dated  ltd  increased  prosperity;    *

One  of  the  general  ideas  natocally 
arising  at  the  repetition  of  such 
words  would  be,  that^uiuri/y  is  the 
greatness  of  man^ — that  hereafter 
is  the^  grand  scene  for  the  attain- 
ment of  the  fulaessof  his  existence. 
When  depressed  and  mortified  by 
a  conscious  littleness  of  being,  emo- 
tions and  inclinations  which  seem  to 
si<rnify  that  he  should  not  be  litlde^ 
[mduce  him  to]  look  to  futurity, 
[and  he  says]  ";!  shall  be  great 
yonder.*'  When  feeling  how  little 
belongs  to  him,  how  diminutive 
and  poor  his  sphere  of  pomuion 
here,  [he  consoles  himself  with  the 
thought],  "The  immense  futurity 
is  mine.  I  may  be  content  to  be 
poor  awhile,  in  the  prospect  of,"" 
;&c.  &c.  &c.  If,  here  obscure,  and 
even  despised j  "well; — ^it  is  not 
here  that  I  expect  or  want  to  verify 
my  importance.'*  If  forcibly  ad- 
monished of  the  brevity  of  life, 
"well,  the  sooner  [will  be]  my 
entrance  on  a  life  that  shall  have 

no  end." 

Another  ihii^  we  may  observe 

*  It  will  be  easily  perceived  that  the  fol- 
lowing is*  what  it  professes  to  be,  a  mere 
alcetch — a  very  rongh  outline  of  a  very  ori- 
ginal dbcDone,  full  of  massive  and  brilliant 
•thoiighta  •— furnishing  to  the  reader  ample 
tnf^M^mU  fn  exteiided  reflection,  and  suf- 
ficiently .indicating  the  intellectual  power, 
and  pious  feeling  of  the  distinguished  mind 
whence  it  originated.  The  few  terms  in- 
cluded in  crotchets  we  haxp  supplied  to  pre- 
MTve  the  eontinuity. — ^En. 
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upon  the  words  is,  that  it  is  most 
gratifying  to  see  the  divine  revda- 
tion  connecting  the  attribute,  the 
condition,  of  p«/cctw>»— on  any 
terms,  in  any  sense,  at  any  future 
period,— with  human  nature ;  grati- 
fying if  this  were  but  intimated  as 
a  mere  possibility,  most  emphatically 
so,  to  see  it  expressed  as  an  assur- 
-ance — a  promise. 

Think  of  mani  the  combination 
of  all  defects, — ^Let  any  conceivable 
excdlenee  be  named,  and  (9ie  very 
mention  of  it  is,  in  effect,  a  reproach 
to  him,  as  not  having  it,  or  having 
it  in  a  very  defident  measure. 

Whoever  does  possess  the  most 
of  any  one  of  them,  is  deeply  la- 
mentilig  to  perceive  how  partial^ 
how  miserably  little  [it  is],  compared 
with  even  far  less  ih&n  perfections, 
Looking  at  man,  we  seem  to  see  a  vast 
collection  of  little  beginnings — at- 
tempts,— failures, — -like  a  plantation 
on  a  bleak  and  blasted  heath.  And 
the  progress  (in  whatever  is  valu- 
able and  noble)  so  miserably  diffi- 
cult and  slow,  whether  in  individuals 
or  communities,  ^o  that  the  per- 
fectabiKty  of  man,  in  the  sense  in 
which  that  phrase  has  been  employ- 
ed, stands  justly  ridiculed  as  one  of 
the  follies  of  philosophic  romance. 

Then,  how  delightful  is  it  to  see 
Revelation  itsdf  pronouncing  as 
possible,  and  predicting  as  to  come, 
something  "perfect"  in  the  condi- 
tion of  man. 

Next,  observe  that  £his  prediction 
of  something  "perfect**  to  come, 
relates  to  knowledge.  This  is  some- 
thing surprising.  It  seems  much 
more  easy  to  concdve  of  perfection

'Hitf  present*  Revelation  is  the 
grfeateftt  Itosing  coriferred  on  hu- 
mati  i0tei%ence  on  earth.  But  how 
obviously  th^t  is  but  "  in  part,*'' 
HtJw  many  thined  are  not  men- 
tioned,— many  with  but  a  particle 
of  information  ; — some  presented 
wi^  but  an  obscure  and  half-re- 
V(ial^d  aspect,  like  the  moon,  some- 


times seen  iwilli  a  aarrow  lin«r  etf 
light,  and  the  disc  opaque  and  dimly 
perceptible ;  we  may  hope  that' 
when  **  the  perfect  '*  is  come,  most 
of  what  is>  thus  concealed,  or  but 
obscurely  intimated^  will  be  nnmled 
in  perfect  light.  .  And  it  would  not 
be  a  wild  imagination,  that  then, 
there  will  be  a  $tUl  further  neuh  re* 
velaMm,,  strictly  suchf  to  impart 
information  of  what  will  still  be^ 
beyond  the  sphere  of  knowledger 
by  any  other  means.  And  thai 
also  to  become  ultimately  dur  ^im* 
mediate  knowledge.  And  then,  BtUi 
a  further  and  further  revelation,  and 
so  forward  interminably  ^aiyd  iot 
ever. 

But  all  these  anticipations  remind 
us  but  the  more  forcibly  how-wv 
here  know  but "  in  part.'-*  So  -^'  ia 
part,"  thai  just  the  part,  theportioa 
which  we  want  to  ctitlnn  is  divided 
off  from  our  reach.  It  seems  aa  if 
a  dissevering,  principle,  or  a  dark^yeii

It  is  entitled  the  *^  Glorious  Gos- 
ipeV*  This  is,  indeed,  a  glorious 
; subject;  able  to  make  the  most 
ignorant  '•  wise  unto  salvation/*

manner  not  now  to  be  described,  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.

"  Since  the  last  summer,  when  I  waa 
inlbvmed  thct  yoa  intended  going  iftto  the 
ministry,  I  have  feh  a  degree  of  interest  and 
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eoDoern  respecting  you,  which  has  prompted  ' 
me  to  write  to  you  on  the  subject.     The  de-  ^ 
termination  you  have  made  is,  I  hope)  of  the 
^  Lordi  and  that  you  have  viewed  the  matter 
on  all  sides,  and  are  actuated   by  the  best 
motives.     "What  I  mean  by  the  best  motives 
is,  that  you  are  influenced  by  compassion  for 
the  souls  of  your  fellow-creatures,  and  that 
you  deiire  to  consecrate  your  talents  and 
strength  to  the  Redeemer's  service,  in  labour- 
ing to  bring  them,  through  his  grace,  to  the 
obedience  of  the    Gospel.      There  is  great 
want  of  faithful  ministers ;  ihousands   are 
perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge ;    and  you 
may  conceive  the  Lord  asking,  in  his  pro- 
vidence«  Who  will  go  to  warn  them  of  their 
dangei^  and  to  proclaim  to  them  the  glad 
tidings  of  my  salvation  ?     If  you  can  an- 
swer as  the  prophet  did,  with  humble  de- 
rotedness  of  heart,  '  Here  am  I,  send  me;* 
then  jjpo,  and  the  Lord  niake  your  way  pros- 
perofiSy    and    give   you    abundant  success. 
But  to  be  in  the  ministry,  and  not  to  preach 
Christ,  nor  to  love  the  souls  which  he  has 
purchased  with  his  blood,  is,  I  conceive  one 
of  the   most   deplorable   and   dishonourable 
conditions  a  man  can  be  in.     And  permit  me 
also  to  remark,  that  if  you  preach  Christ, 
you  will  have  to  encounter  the  opposition  of 
that'  world  whi6h  crucified  him.     Neither 
your  learning,  nor  yoilT  labours  of  love,  nor 
your  good  .condi^^t,,  will  exempt  you  alto- 
gether from  this  cross.     I  do  not  make  the 
observation  to  discourage  you;  but  because 
our  Lord  acted  in  this  manner  with  his  dis- 
ciples, and  admonished  them  to  count  the 
Cost,  for '  nt)  man  having  put  his  hand  to  the 
plough,  and  lookii^  back,  is  fit  for  the  king- 
dom of  God.'    Luke  iz.  62.      I  commend 
your  endeavours  to  improve  the  present  op* 
portunities  by  a  diligent  application  to  the 
langpages  food  to  science ;  it  may  be  useful 
in  strengthening  and  preparing  the  mind  for 
more  important    exertions,  and  may  make 
your  way  more  easy  among  some   classes; 
but  never  forget,  my  dear  friend,  that   this 
very  learning  would  prove  ruinous,  should 
you  make  it  your  chief  aim,  and  should  it 
seduce  you  into  a  vain  uid  self-important 
spirit.

Tbe  Second  letter  ably  aninwdveptsNon 
the  answers  grvien  to  the  second,  tliirtf ^  andd

Ip  his  interpretation,  of  the  language  of 
the  catecbism,  the  author  quotes  some  of 
the  highest,  nuwt  apiMroved,  and  unobjec- 
tionable  ajiliionties.  Thjias  as  to  sfton*

The  in- 
effable absurdity  of  the  engagements,  the 
utter  impossibility  oftheiraccompjishment, 
and  the  almost  univenal.  indilfe«emre  witls 
which  they  are  treated,  ate  maah  more 
strikingly  represented  thm  we  recollect  to 
have  ever  previously  seen.  Well,  indeed^ 
is  it  said,— • 

**  Regarding  the  *  vows '  made  in  detail, 
never,  on  another  occasion,  surely,  shall  \ref 
find  a  human  being,  parent  or  not,  entering^ 
advisedly  and  honeaiUy^  int»  socfa  a  series  -ot 
engagements  for  another.**  p^  26t 

Reluctantly  passing  over  much  that  we 
would  gladly  transcribe,  we  shall  present 
our  readers  with  the  last  paragraph,  on 
this  part  of  the  subject. 

"  If  respecting   the    presumptuous   cha- 
racter of  these  Bponsorial  vows,  our  statement 
is  thought  strong,  let  the  commeatatoi-  Who 
may  be  favourable  to  them,  infium  us  why 
even  a  simple  promise  has  not  been  thou^t 
sufficiently  binding  by  the  churoh,  either  om 
the  sponsors  or  the  child?  But  the  Ibrmep 
are  to  '  promise  and  vow*  what  it  is  demon-- 
strable  (as  fiir  as  human  character  is  ever  ia 
this  life  demonstrable)  they  cannot  expect  to 
see  performed.     *  A  vow,*  says  our  staodarit 
lexicographer,  *  is  a  promise  made  to  a  I>i»- 
vine  power.*     It  involves,  tharefi»e>  an  im»» 
mediate  ap{>eal   to  the  heart-8eai:ching  Gq4 
for  the  truth  and  seriousness  of  onr  inten^ 
tions.     These  vows  are  oflkred  in  Divixw 
worship ;  they  can  difbr  no^ung»  as  it  seems 
to  us,  from  the  most  solemn  oath,     tf  they 
do,  let  the  casuists  of  the  chnrch  say  in  what, 
for  synonymous' with  *  a  vow  unto  ^Gcrf,*  %i> 
in    Scriptura,    the*  oempvebensiro'  phriM, 
<  swear  an  oatk  to  hind  hi$,soml  with  «  btmd^ 
(see  Numb.  xxx.  2);  mi  *  bccsnse  of  1 4uob 
*  swearing,*  as  we  believe,  such  vows,  ligl)tlx 
entered  into,  ordinarily,  and  impossible  to  be 
fuUUled,  *  the  land  moumeth.***  p.  81. 

The  close  of  this  letter  is  employee^  in 
pointing  out  the  manifest  impropriety  of 
the  answer  put  into  the  cbild^s  mouth  to 
the  fourth  question :  *<  Dost  thou  thinJ^ 
that  thou  are  bound  to  believe,  and  m  da  at 
they  have  promised  for  thee  .'*' 


<<  By  the  terms  of  this  question,  the  obli* 
gation  of  the  child  to  believe,  seems  to  be 
rested  wholly  on  the  promise  that  he  sh(UL. 
Can  any  thing  be  more  futile,  or  more  cal- 
culated to  prgudice  the  young  mind  against 
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the  very  elgects  to  be  kept  priiiitrU3r  ia  vitw 
— the  faith  of  the  Go«|iel  and  its  evidences? 
No  human  being,  we  contend,  not  even  a 
parent  can  shew  a  right  thus  *  to  bind 
a  child  to  his  own  conclusions  on  these 
topics.  The  latter,  doubtless,  is  bound  to 
iN^eve  all  that  the  parent  or  any  other 
human  instructor  or  friend  has  beSieved  of 
Cud's  holy  truth;  but  never  because  either 
that  parent,  or  iiistructor,  has  belieyed  it, 
or  may  have  undertaken  that  he  shall. 
This  is,  therefore,  to  substitute  a  dark  and 
unfounded  authority  over  the  ehild^s  mind 
for  the  bright  and  inviting  light  of  evidence; 
and  the  '  Yes,  verily  "*  of  the  answer,  can 
€xpran  no  poaaible  conviction  of  his  mind* 
unless  he  have  arrived  at  a  belief  of  the 
truth  of  the  G«i^>el  from  very  different 
sources  to  any  which  are  here  supplied.*'

**  To  4911  a  coDijposition  of  this  kind  the 
Apo6tles%  or  even  emphaticaUy  the  cre^d, 
thtaxti^ies  of  a  Christian's  belief,  which  omits 
aQ  the  chi^  doctrines  the  apostles  preached, 
aad  t*  wbifeh  a  guilty  worid  have  td  look  for 
acoeptsnoe  and  peace  "with  Qod,  as  wcdi  as  all 
the  gxeat  motives  to  Christian  conduct,  has, 
to  us,  always  appeared  one  of  the  most  ex-

Ag^ain,  on  tb^   claus«,  'rSufered  under 


PontivM  PUate  f  wat  eru€{fied^  dead^  and 
but  ied ;  he  descended  into  hell  :'*  it  is 
observed,-^ 

*'  Of  these  five  facts,  four  were  probably 
as  true  of  the  malefactors  who  sofieftd  with 
our  Lord,  as  of  that  adorable  Sufierer  himsetf 
—and  the  last,  in  the  usual  acceptation  of  the 
terms  (of  which  more  anon)  is  clearly  more 
applicable  to  the  tmpenitent  thief  than  to  any 
other  party.  How  di^ent  the  language  of 
a  real  Apostlk's  CaKED  on  these  points; 
although  incidentally,  as  it  were,  occurring 
at  the  end  of  a  long  letter.  I  delivered  unto

asleep.  After  that  he  was  iseen  of  James, 
Aen  of  all  the  apostles.  And,  last  of  lall,  he 
was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  bom  out  of 
due  time :  here  both  the  necessity  and  the 
fact  of  a  real  atonement  for^  our  sins  *  in  the 
Saviom'*s  death,  is  ^  first  of  all,'  and  most 
clearly  brought  out.  It  is  *  the  Go^l*  the 
apostles' preached ;  and  what  the  first  Chris* 
tians  received — so  as  to  keep  ia  '  meHiory* — 
and  in  which  they  stood  (see  thft  earlier  verses 
of !  Cor.  XV. );  while  the  evidences  of  dur 
Lord's  resnrrecticm,  to  the  amount  of  upwards 
of  five  hundred  imimpeachable  testimonies^ 
are  placed  before  us  with  equal  brevity,  bold- 
ness, and  folicity.  How  refre^ing  the  con- 
templation of  such  a  passage  in  the  taiidst  of 
onr  unsatisfactory  examination.*'  p.  ^9^ 

Other  claims  upon  our  space  will  not 
allow  us  the  pleasure  of  following  the 
writer  in  his  appropriate  strictures  on  the 
deficiency  of  iustructiota  in  thb  formulary, 
in  relation  to  the  detalogue  and  the 
Lord's  Pratyer;  but,  if  the  reader  will 
accept  our  counsel,  and  peruse  these 
letters  for  himself,  we  are  of  opinion  that 
he  wilt  be  rather  surprised  at  the  brevity, 
than  at  (he  length  of  our  extracts. 

The  fourth,  and  last  letter  in  this  spirit- 
stirring  pamphlet,  is  entitled,  **  Elx position 
of  the  Sacraments^"  in  which  both  wurda 
and  thingti  are  so  obviously  measured 
and  weighed  by  the  standard  of  truth,  a»d 
according  to  the  principles  of  the  sounilest 
reason,  that,  if  it  should  attain  to  a  circu- 
lation as  extensive  as  we  earnestly  desire, 
we  are  utterly  unable  to  conceive  how  any 
person  whose  conscience  is  accessible  to 
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IhemftueDce  of  its  individual  responsi- 
Jiility,  can  ever,  io  future,  whether  offi- 
cially or  otberwise,  tamper  with  the  eter- 
nal Intcreits  of  the  youti*,  by  adapting 
as  tbefr  initiatory  to  religious  knowledge 
and  befief,  a  formulary  so  clearly  de- 
monstrated to  be  grossly  deficient,  pal- 
pably absurd,  and  vitally  erroneous. 
We  are  conscious  that  \%e  have  expressed 
outselvea strongly,  but  whether  too  much 
so  for  the  occasion,  let  our  final  extract 
from  these  pawerfully  written  pages  de- 
iermine.  The  answer  to  the  fifteenth 
question  in  the  catechism,  *«  What  meanest 

thou  by  ihU  word  sacrament  ?"    in,    *'  / 
,   n^antM  outward  and  visible  sign  qf  an 

inward  and  spiritual  grace  given  unto  us, 

bfdavn^'hy  Christ  himself,  as  a  means 
'    whereby  we  receive  the  same,  and  a  pledge 

io  assure  us  thereof!**    On    which    our 

fiu^hoF  proceeds  thus : — 

"  Of  aU  tbe  attempted  definitions  of  im- 
iftortant  religious  terms,  with  which  no  idle 
investa^ation  of  them  for  thirty  years  has 
made  u»  a€q,uainted,  this,  on  the  best  con- 
sideration we  are  able  to  bestow,  appears  the 
most  perplexing  and  ambiguous.  As  far  as 
we  comprehend  its  purport,  the  first  clause 
of. this  answer  is  a  virtual  contradiction  of 
lihe  answer  to  the  vipxt  question.  From  this 
slause.  we  should  understand"  that  a  sacra' 
rnfint  was  simply  the  Outward  and  visible 
Wgn*  not  necessarily  and  always  accompanied 
by  inward  and  spiritual  grace  :  and  thus  we 
,.  Jsnow  numbers  of  the  clergy  and  other  divines 
to  understand  it.  In  that  answer  (to  the 
sixteenth  question  of  the  catechism),  a  sacra- 
ment is  said  to    consist  of  «  two'    parts 

the  *  outward  and  visible  sign  *  and  *  the 

inward  and  spiritual  grace.' 

**  But  what  is  to  be  made  of  the  collocation 
pf  phrases  and  ideas  following,  as  designed  for 
^  child's  *  instruction?'  *  An  outward  and 
visible  sign  of  an  inward  and  spiritual  grace 
given  unto  us.'  What  is  here  said  to  be 
given  unto  us,  the  graee,  or  the  sign  of  the 
grace?  Either  may  be  understood;  both 
have  been:  for  either  may  be  correctly  teken 
as  the  nominative  of  the  verb ;  and  (boasting 
|io  extensive  theological  library)  we  are  in 
possession  of  copies  of  the  catechism,  pointed 
^oth  ways.  Tlie  confusion  thus  introduced, 
extends  of  course  to  the  claases  foUowing, 
mid  what  is  said  to  be  ordained  by  Christ 
himself,  as  a  means,  &c.  as  well  as  what  is 
*  received,'  become  equivocal,  and  gramma- 
tically refer  to  the  same  dou])le  antecedent. 
"  But  takliu'    the  outward   sacrament  to 


be  meant  by  *  a  means  whereby  we  receive* 
the  inward  and  spiritual  grace:  no  wit  of 
man  certainly  can  pronounce  whether  the 
Church  intends  that  these  are  always  effectual 
means  or  not.,  It  appears  a  stronger  clause 
than  the  first ;  and  the  majority  of  the  clergy, 
therefore,  do,  in  effect,  seem  to  say  consistently, 

Well,  then,  the  grace  must  be  received. 

And  so  of  the  phrase  *  a  pledge  to  assure  us 
thereof,' that  is,  (we  suppose,)  of  the  inward 
grace.  A  real  and  honest  pledge  in  word  or 
deed,  should  make  the  matter  undertaken  or 
engaged  for  certain.  Does  this  pledge  ?  our 
evangelical  clergy — (better  biblicists  than 
ciurchmen  here,  we  are  happy  to  say,)  reply. 
No.  It  may  or  may  not  be. '  The  other  and 
larger  portion  of  the  clergy,  say,  Ybs.  The 
spiritual  grace  is  not  only  signified,  hut 
*  conveyed  by  these  signs.''  (Archbishop 
Wake).  And  such  is  the  amount  of  unity 
and  *  concert'  secured  by  subsaiption.  to- 
these  formularies."  p.  62. 

In  concluding  this  urtkle,  we  deem  it 
but  just  to  the  author,  and  to  onr  reiiders, 
candidly  tosUte  that,  on  this  most  objec- 
tionable epitome  of  national  religion,  we 
do  not  remember  to  have  seen  any  pub- 
lication which  appears,  to  us,  so  perfecily 
adapted  to  meet  the  greatly  neglected 
requtremenU  of  the  case  as  that  to  which 
we   have   now  attei»ded.    The  work    is 
evidently  the  i«ault«f  .matWBed  qonsidcr- 
atkm  and  «areful  researck ;  «iid.tve  are 
mach  gratified  in  being  enabled  tQ>  add, 
that  the  style  and  ternper  of  the  Writer 
are  such,  as  may  be  safely  comraended 
to  the  iniitatiiMi  of  any  who  may  find  it 
indtspen^ble  to  employ  the  pen  of  con- 
troversy.   Though,  up  ta  the  moment  iq 
which  we  are  now  writing,  we  possess  no 
knowledge  of  the  author  of  this  produc- 
tion, apart  from  the  work  now  before  us,, 
yet  we  did  not  proceed* far,  in  an  atten^ 
tive  perusal  of    it,   before  we   perceived 
what  we  considered  ta  be  internal  evi- 
dence of  its  having   oecn  written  by  a 
member  of  our  own  denomination ;  and 
this  impression,  which  was  deepened  as  we 
advanced,  has  been  confirmed  by  our  sub- 
sequent inquiries*     We  Uust,  he  will  not 
consider  himself  to  be  dbparaged  by  our 
stating  it,  as  our  conviction,  that  a  Baptist 
only  could    have    discharged    the    duty 
which  he  has  so  successfully  performed. 
In  short,  such   is  our  conscientious  per-

XHi  that  itubjeet  which  at  present  absorbs 
afmoit  every  one^s  attention,  and  which 
hfts  acted  a«  a  test^  in  discovering  true- 
hearted 'Britoa«>  the  writer  thus  expresses 
VJteself  t-- 

*'"**  l^any  pressing  diffictilties  Hest  upon  us  as 
*  i.  rihXicfaL  at  present,  wlach,  hciwever,  under 
atOi  direction  of  a  Pavriot  .King,  and  a 
ministry  in  which  the  people  fully  confide,  we 
may  «on^dently  anticipate  will  be  as  speedUy 
removed  as  we  can  rationally  expect.  It  is 
a  very  serious  grievance  that  His  Majesty's 
government  is  opposed  by  very  many  in  both 
houses  of  paf liament.  A  divided  aristocracy 
in  Our  senate-house,  under  any  circumstances, 
is  sufficiently  painful;  but  at  present  more 
than  ordinarily  calamitous..  Whether  at  any 
time  it  is  politically  wise  in  kings  to  put 
their  subjects  in  possession  of  their  private 
opinidns,  may,  with  some  perhaps,  admit  of  a 
question.  But  Britain  is  in  possession  of 
the  taind  of  her  king;  and,  with  ^  excep- 


tion of  two  or  three,  the  whole  bench  of 
bishops,  and  a  large  nunlber  of  temporal' 
lords,  have  hurled  defiance  at  the  known 
{.wish  of  their  king  and  his  minintry  \  It  may 
be  almost  a  doubt,  if  the  lower  house  of  par- 
liament determine  on  their  political  regenera- 
tion, whether  the  upper  house  have  more 
than  the  right  that  mere  courtesy  concedes 
to  interfere  in  such  movements.  But  the 
first  mover  in  the  house  of  lords  on  the 
reform  bill  puts  forth  a  motion  which  di- 
rectly insults  the  whole  commous  of  Bng- 
land.  If  common  courte^  demaiMl  that  the 
bill  for  reforming  the  constituency  oi  the 
nation  should  have  its  claims,  at  least,  pa- 
tiently heard  in  a  committee,  even  this  cour- 
tesy is  refused  toto  ccelo. 

"  That  his  majesty's  government  should 
have  been  thwarted  in  this  measure,  at  a 
time,  also,  when  the  nation  so  imperatively 
called  for  a  reform,  an^  so  anxiously  antici- 
pated the  consummation  of  their  desires,  is 
still  more  to  be  deplored.  I  am  not  at  all  cei*- 
tain  that  the  operation  of  the  reform  bill 
would  have  benefited  the  natioii  to  the  fidl 
extent  that  millions  imagine — some  of  its 
provisions  may  yet  need  careful  revision; 
yet,  as  a  whole,  it  was  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  most  magnificent  meaiures  ever  con- 
templated by  a  British  house  of  commons. 
We  might  have  hoped  that,  in  a  meature  so 
purely  political,  the  noble  prelates  (who,  in 
the  character  of  ministers  of  Christ,  if  minis- 
ters of  Christ  truly  they  are,  have  a  dignity 
thrown  aifpund  them'  infinitely  more  illus- 
trious than  the  honours  which  invest  them- 
as  statesmen)  ^vould  have  refrained  firom  in- 
termeddling ;  but  their  ecclesiastical  dignity 
they  have  prostrated,  in  the  sight  of  their 
king  and  the  whole  nation— their  political 
dignity  has  perished.  Why  should  our  eccle- 
siastical rulers  have,  with  infinite  hardihood 
and  daring,  ventured  on  rendering  their 
official  character  neutral,  if  not  even  odious, 
by  this  oblique  political  movement  ? 

"  The  lower  classes  of  a  nation  may  be 
unreasonable  in  their  demands;  but  the  pe- 
titioners for  a  reform  in  parliament  were  the 
wealthy,  the  honourable,  of  the  whole  nation. 
A  minority  of  high  ^  and  estimable  character 
went  not  into  this  measure ;  but  this  mi- 
nority was  comparatively  small  indeed.  The 
tens  of  thousands  and  millions  of  the  nation 
had,  and  yet  have,  their  hearts  in  the  cause. 
Most  indecorous,  then,  truly  was  it,  to  de- 
spise a  prayer  which  more  than  sixteen 
millions  of  Britons  presented,  and  which 
their  king  and  his  ministeis  had  listened  to 
with  feelings  of  lively  interest !  Surely  we 
may  be  permitted  to  ask — If  a  small  portion 
of  the  aristocracy,  supported  by  the  arch- 
bishops aud  bishops  of  this  realm,  do  these 
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thU^Jia  Uifi,«T?e)»  trecv  whsX  wiU  |;^|S  dok  { 
thi^  dry?  Surely  those  spiritual  champioiu 
of  political  corruption  should  have  remem- 
bered how  deeply  the  church  strikes  its  roots 
ioto  the  revenue,  and  how  ill,  therefore,  it 
became  them  to  aid  in  slouldering  out  the 
bilL  If  oar  bbeities  were  left  in  such  ca8> 
tqdy*  how  brief  would  be  our  transition  to  an 
fny^ynatipi  of  oor  rights,  civil  and  sacred, 
a^d  an  entrance  into  all  the  felicities  of  feudal 
alavery !" 

After  enomeratiDg  other  sources  of  na- 
tipQUl  afflict  too,  ft  I  *.d  canacafor  apprehend 
ii^  the  Divine  judgments,  be  vays, — 

. «  United  prayer  will  achieve  wonders. 
You  know  the  condescension  of  a  gracious 
God  to  the  prayers  of  Abraham,  when  he 
pleaded  for  Sodom  and  the  cities  of  the  plain. 
You  remember  the  success  of  Nineveh  and 
her  lung  when  they  were  humbled  before 
God.  And  he  is  still  ready  to  hear  and 
odMMer  peayer.  And  swtely,  as  a  nation, 
we  have  gieat  room  for  humiliation  before 
hivh  Wheal  you  reflect  on  the  violation  of 
the  sabbath— on  the  lying,  swearing,  dis- 
honesty, undeanness,  and  general  profane- 
ness,  which  openly  and  awfully  prevail;  then 
you  must  be  aware  that  our  sins  embarrass 
our  rulers,  and  Might  oor  hopes  of  prospeiity. 
Wlw^ia  Gkidso  lon^suffenng  and  gracious, 
but ito:  give  naspfcefor  lepentanoe?  Why 
is  J|»iK  Christ  yet  on  a  thiooe  of  mercy,  but 
to  invite  our  continued  supplications  ?  ftluch, 
veiy  much  indeed,  is  in  our  hands  ;  we  are, 
in  a  great  measure,  to  arrest  the  progress  of 
all  the  calamities  which  threatens  us,  by  our 
ferrent  and  continued  prayers^  I  regard  it 
aaa  token  foe  geod,  that  our  govemmeat  has 
recognised  this  priiKuiple  by  the  appointment 
of  .ft  form  of  prayer  for  this  special  occaMion. 
But  whether  bound  or  otherwise,  as  to  a 
form  of  words,  let  us  press  ujjon  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  by  holy  violence,  and  the  vio- 
lent shall  take  It  by  force.** 

T^e  following  remarks  are  in  character 
in  a  disciple  of  Him  u  bu  went  about  doing 
good  :  — 

♦*  Tliis  is  especially  the  time  for  the  rich 
to  abound  in  works  of  benevolence.  I  do 
ndt  primarily  intend,  by  this  remark,  the 
benevolence  whfch  consists  in  aim^ving; 
bult  the  benevoleBee  ^iitpla>'ed  in  employing 
capital  «n'  whith  liie  wealthy  might  retire, 
in  iitidipg  employment  for  the  labouring  poor. 
In  many  instances,  the  labour  might  be  com- 
paratively unproductive  to  him  who  furnish- 
ed it :  but  if  it  were  not  destructive  of  pro- 
perty, that,  where  gain  is  not  necessary, 
ouj^ht  to  suffice.  A  large  number  of  indi- 
vidmis  hare  not  the  %'ery  slightest  occasion  to 


depuinulate  pr<q;wrty.  T<^iet«ia  the  portion 
they  already  possess,  is  to  live  in  the  midst 
of  affluence.  Such  itadividuak  would  do  well 
to  ask  how  many  they  could  rescue  from  idle- 
ness, and  consequently  praserve  from  want^ 
and  fomn  the  commisaiaa  of  iimumorabla 


cruneb. 

Yfv  hope  our  nunisten,  ft«d  «tber 
brethren  in  oflSce,  will  regard  the  6iUi»w.* 
ing  recommeniiatioo, :  — 

*'  United  .special  prayer-meetings  are  at 
this  time  very  important.  May  I  advise  that 
where  two  or  three  ministers  of  the  Gosptd 
are  near  each  other,  an  hour  and  a  half  spent 
in  prayer  together  once  a  week,  would  be  ai 
great  avail  at  this  time.  Its  immediate  in- 
fluence would  be  an  increase  oi  holy  love  in 
the  ministers  themselves.  And  if  of  diffiireut 
denominations,  it  would  awaken  every  kindly 
foding  towards  each  other.  Their  aiiads 
would,  when  in  public  services,  he  mons 
drawn  towards  the  condition  «f  ^  peov* 
Sympathy  and  compassion  would  be  awAVeo* 
ed,  aud  their  respective  oofigregation^  would 
participate  in  their  feelings.  Justly  may  the 
ministers  of  Christ  doubt  whether  their  hear- 
ers will  ever  be  properly  aroused  to  benevolent 
labours,  tifl  th<^  do  see  their -epirftual  guides 
taking  the  lead  ia  every  good  word  and  week. 

^'  And  why  should  not  the  membecs  of  our 
respective  churches  unite  io  pr^er  tc^eth^, 
especially  in  reference  to  our  present  situation 
as  a  nation?  Is  it  too  much  to  expect  that 
a  people  professing  faith  in  God,  should  give 
an  hour  ia  a  week  to  ettrauttKfaary  prk>»ery 
when  eoctraerdinary  dangers  JthMaten  ?  Why 
shosM  tfas  world  ^wnsamt  all  our  eoeEfies  ? 
And  if  otherwise,  wo  labour  in  works  of  a 
benevolent  character,  will  not,  our  labours  be 
paralysed,  if  not  sustained  by  ardent  and 
united  prayei'  ?  Will  it  not  betray  a  want  of 
piety,  if  prompt  in  other  serv^ices,  and  appa- 
rently indilierent  in  this?  And  now,  I  pray 
yon,  beseech  God  ^at  he  will  be  gtadoos 
unto  us;—-*  1  smote  fWk  with  bbstiag,  aud 
with  mildewy  and.  wi^  hail^iaaU  the  lafaaur 
of  your  hands ;,  yet  ye  turned  not  to  me,  saith 
the  Lord;*  — *  Prove  we  now  herewith^ 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you 
the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour  you  out 
a  blessing  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough 
to  receive  it.  Then  they  that  foared  the 
Lord  spake  often  one  to  another ;  and  (he 
Lord  hearkened  and  heard  it;  and. a  book 
of  remembrance  was  written  before  Inm  for 
them  that  feared  the  Loid,  and  that  thought 
upon  his  name.* 

**  Allow  me,  my  Christian  friends,  to  be 
urgent  on  this  head  ;  if  we  can  step  between 
the  living  and  the  dead,  and  stay  the  plague  ; 
if  the  anger  of  God  may  be  turned  awa^  bv 
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oar  mens ;  if  ilM  fafeHing^of  huiten  mvy  tle- 
•eend  oir^ur  goilty  Iund  is  answer  to  our 
prayers}  oh)  wbftt  a  Mkity  to  ooraelTei, 
what  a  trimnpli  to  tme  ^iety,  irliat  a  blen- 
ing  to  soidey  'what  m  hononr  to  the  Son  of 
God !— Awake,  awake,  O  Zkm  !  put  on  thy 
Btreogth.** 

This  cotBinnii-aeiKie  pamphlet  coni  ludes 
with  aome  very  evaof^lical  exbottations  : 
it  is  a  aeasooable  pablication. 


Ecifiesiiutical  History  ;  or^  a  Course  of 
Lectures  delivered  at  Founder's  Hall, 
Lothburt/t  London.  By  William 
Jones,  Vl  A.,  Author  of  **  Lectures 
on  the  Apocalypse,"  &c.  Vol."!.— Lon- 
don :  Hold<«worth  and  Ball. 

It  may  perhaps  be  said,  after  reading  (be 
title  of  the  work  before  us,  «  What  ne- 
cesnty  was  there  for  another  history  of 
the  Church  ?  Ha^e  we  not  I>apin\  and 
Mosbienn%  and  lifilner's,  with  the  notes 
and  rontinuations  of  their  learned  trans^ 
lators  and  successors?**  .  We  certainly 
have}  and  if  by  EccIe>*iaAti(*al  History  be 
intended  the  history  of  national,  endowed, 
and  estahl{$ihed  charcbes,  or  of  the  cor- 
rupt hierarchies  by  which  they  have  been 
generally,  if  not  always,  governed,  ibcse 
may  b?  quite  sufficient ;  but  if  the  subject 
be  what  is  intended  by  the  (^hnrch  of 
Christ,  in  the  nnPoat  strict  and  literal  import 
of  that  phrase,  then  we  npprehend  there 
n  as,  notwithstanding'  the  works  of  those 
vohifiiihotrs  writers,  a  most  affecting  rn- 
cuum  fo  lie  supplied  in  the  history  of  the 
Church,  li  was  not  possible  that  Dupin^ 
a  Roihan' Catholic,  who  believed  the  su- 
premacy-of  the  Pope,  could  describe  the 
latare  «f  ChHsli^s.' kingdom,  arthe  spi- 
rituaHty  o^lisf  lawk.  It  wss  not  probable 
that  JlfJtefttifm, '#ho,  Ihmigh  a  Lutheran, 
yet  odti^deredf  ibe  ffoman  t^atholic  body 
as  the  true  tliough  corrupted  church, 
would  be  able  to  appreciate  the  spirit 
and  principles  of  the  genuine  followers 
of  the  Saviour,  or  to  discriminate  the 
featnres  of  true  Christians ;  and  hence,  we 
always,  in  perusing*  his  work,  read  his  ae> 
counts  of  •*  Heresies  '*  and  <*  Heretica^^  as 
being  most  likely  the  records  of  thk 
Church.  And  even  Milner*s  History  of 
the  Church  is  not  free  from  blemishes  of 
the  same  khud  ;   and,  most  likdy,  wouM 


harep^trlook  more  nf  his  paHMMefftfrstt 
established  national  church,  had  he  ffved 
to  bring  it  down  to  a  later  period.  In  ad- 
dition  to  a  correct  knowledge  of  general 
history,  and  of  extensive  ecclesiastical 
research,  and  of  an  honest  arilnd  to  prt**- 
sent  facts  as  they  existed,  it  demamls  tlml 
a  writer  on  this' subject  should  well  un- 
dentand  the  nature  of  the  kingdom  of 
Christ,  as  stated  in  the  New  Testament ; 
and  be  resolved  to  bring  aR  his  fkcts  to 
be  decided  by  that  inf:illib1e  te*t!  N© 
man,  we  venture  to  assert,  who  does  not 
fully  believe  the  sole  headship  of  Christ 
in  his  church ;  the  perfection  of  (he  New 
Testament  alone  for  all  the  ends  of  doc- 
trine and  discipline  ;  and  the  inalienable 
right  of  private  judgment  among  the 
prol^Hsed  followers  of  the  -Saviour,  has  the 
essential  qualifications  for  writMg  the 
history  of  tub  Citurch  or  Cniifvt) 
and,  without  any  design  to  ffattiet  Mf. 
Jones,  we  consider  him,  in  those  re»pfect<<, 
eminently  qualified  for  the  task,  which  the 
contents  of  this  respectable  volume  prove' 
he  has  satisfaclor  ly  executed. 

There  is  a  Freinrinary  EtsMnntf,  'Con- 
sisting of  tbretf  sections,  ^tw  A  View  ef  the 
Character  of  Christ  the  fl^sviouv  of  tite 
World.— 2.  The  State  of  the  Gentile 
World  at  the  tin^e  of  the  Messiah^s  ap- 
pearance— ^3.  The  State  of  the  Jewish 
Nation  at  the  tkne^  tba  bintb  of  Cttriai. 
ft  is  sufficMBt  t»  sa3s  withau*.  selcatiqy 
extracts^  whk:h  might  Mwily  be  donv^  that 
the  reader  wilf  find  muth  in  ttt^  af  tb^e 
sections,  to  elucidate  the  reference  in  the 
New  Testament  to  the  existing  state  of 
things,  in  regard  to  the  effects,  produced 
by  idolatry  among  the  Gentile  nation^; 
and  also  to  the  various  sects  of  relig^ionists 
among  tlie  Jews  when  Christ  appeared 
'*  as  a  refiner's  fire  and  fuller's  soap,*'  to 
reform  the  abuses  and  remove  the  corrup- 
tions which  had  crept  into  the  churcl), 
in  consequence  of  their  having  made  void 
the  commandments  of  God^by  AlMervnigr 
the  traditions  of  nM».  In  the  fiast  ko<> 
turp,  Mr.  J.  corrttily  refltuMrks,  thiit  he 
considers  '<  the  Bnok  of  the  Acts  of  the 
A  polities  as  a  perfect  specimen  and  example 
of  M  hat  a  history  of  the  Christian  Church 
ought  to  be."  He  gives  a  brief  review  of 
this  book,  copMideting  it  ^atai^cpitopae 
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of  ecclesiastical  history.*'  We  select  the 
followiDK  as  a  specimen  of  his  sentiments, 
and  of  the  principles  which  pervade  the 

whole  work.-— 

**  The  second  chapter  eon  tains  an  account 
of  the  descent  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  day 
of  jieatecost,  in  which  was  fulfilled,  as  the 
historian  tells  us,  a  memorable  prophecy 
which  had  been  delivered  by  Joel  eight  hun- 
dred years  before.  We  then  have  the  sub- 
stance of  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Apostle 
Peter  to  a'mnltitiule  of  unbelieving  Jews, 
most  of  "wliom  had  been  accessary  to  putting 
the  Son  of  God  to  a  shameful  and  ignominous 
doath)  and  so  powerful  was  the  appeal  that, 
through  Divine  energy,  about  three  thousand 
of  them  were  converted  to  the  faith,  bap- 
tized into  the  name  of  Christ,  and  formed 
into  a  Christian  diuroh." 

The  chapter  closes  with  a  particular 
specification  of  tlie  ordinances  of  pub- 
lic wArship*  which,  under  apostolic  direc- 
tion, and  conformably  to  the  will  of  the 
ascended  Raviour,  chap.  i.  3,  they  statedly 

observed— 

« The  doctrine  of  the  teaching  of  the 
apostles  —  the  fellowship  or  contribution 
for  tiie  relief  of  the  poor,  &c.  the  com- 
memoration of  the  Lord's  death,  here  termed 
*  the  brealring  of  bread,*  with  the  mo- 
ral and  devotional  exercises  of  prayer  and 
praise,  v.  41— 47.  And  with. this  com- 
numoed  tb«  Christiwi  Church,  or  setting  up 
of 'Christ's  kingdom  in  the  woild;  that 
church  pr  Jongdom,  whose  history  we  intend, 
if  the  Lord  will,  to  trace  from  that  period  to 
the  presedt,  contemplating  the  stone  cut  out 
of  the  mountaiii  without  hands»  gradoaily 
expanding  ita  diasanaions  until  it  became  a 
great  mountain  ;  or,  according  to  one  of  pur 
.Lord's  parablus,  *  the  grain  of  mustard  seed,' 
taking  root  in  the  earth,  springing  out  of  the 
ground,  rising  majestically  into  a  tree,  cast- 
ing forth  its  branches  on  every  side,  so  that 
the  birds  of  the  air  come  and  l<*ige  under 
fheffi." — p.  67. 

It  is  impossible,  from  our  contracted 
limits,  that  we  can  give  even  a  syllabus 
of  tWs  volume  :  Mr.  Jones  has  made  a 
judicious  selection  of  the  fragments  of 
history  dufmg  the  three  first  centuries, 
which  Mlvistrate  the  prevalence  of  Chris- 
tianity in  the  face  of  Fagao  opposition; 
when  its  purity  and  power  were  seen  in 
the  martyrdom  of  Ignatius,  Polycarp, 
and  others,  who  loved  not  their  lives 
to  the  death.  The  gecularizing  eflfecls 
produced  by  the  adoption  of  Christi- 
anity by  Constantine  are  shewn  with 
great  precision  of  statement.    The  state  of 


Brilain  when  Druidioal  su|»ers1ition  and 
cruelty  prevailed  over  its  barbarous  in- 
|>abitants,  as  well  as  the  account  (»f  the 
period  when  the  Gospel  was  introduced, 
will  be  read,  we  donbt  not,  with  peculiar 
interest.  The  bo(?k  wants  a  copious 
index,  which  we  suppose  will  be  Supplied, 
when  the  author  has  completed  his  design, 
in  another  volume. 


Church  Reform  :  a  Letter  to  his  Grace 
the  Archbishop  of  Canierbury.  By  A 
Layman,  pp.  68.— Effingham  Wilson. 

This  pamphet  is  distinguished  by  a  vein 
of  pungent  satire.    We  never  read  works 
of  this  description  without  being  forcibly 
reminded  of  the  words  of  an    inspired 
teacher,  "  and  yet  shew  I  unto  you  a  more 
excellent  way."  Ridicule  may  be  exceed- 
ingly entertaining  to  a  certain  class  of  per- 
sons who  witness  its  exhibition,  and  against 
whom  Its  influence  is  not  directed  •,  but 
we  consider  its  operation  as  a  corrective 
of  error,  whether  voluntary  or  otherwi?ie, 
extremely  doubtful,  and   its    agency   to 
be  snch  as  can  seldom  be  successfully  em- 
ployed in  the  great  affairs  of  religion. 
The  author  of  this  Letter  to  his  Grace  of 
Canterbury,  brings  into  his  pages  a  con- 
siderable number  of  facts  which,  regard- 
ing them,  as  we  certainly  ilo,  as  affecting 
distortions  of   the  simplicity  and  spirit- 
uality  of  the  primitive  church,  are  much 
more  adapted  to  induce  a  tear,  thab  to 
excite  a  smile ;  and,  whether  such  a  re- 
presentation of  them  as  ought  to  produce 
no  other  emotions  than  those  of  unminglcd 
disapprobation,  might  not,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  seriousness  of  the  subject.  Be  naore 
eflTective  than  laboured  attempts  to  write 
facetiously,  we  would  suggest,  generally, 
to  those  who  deem  it  incumbcni  to  exptise 
the  unscriptiiral  nature  and  tendency  of 
political  church  establishments.     Let  us 
not,  however,  be  misunderstood,  as  though 
it  were  our  design   to  wffhhold  acknow- 
ledging the  just  clahnsof  this  writer  to 
public  attention  •,    on  the   contrary,   his 
Letter  is  certainly  written  with  consider- 
able ability,   and     contains    very  miich 
which  should  engage,  and  that  too  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible,  the  must  serious 
consideration,  especially  of  tlie  mcmbeia 
of  the  Church  of  England.

It  was  ibefpvtwllege  of  Ms.Pftineto 
hare  piens.  parents,  w4iose  prayers  were, 
BO  donbty  freqnenfly  and  liarvently  pre- 
itatp^  to  God  in  behalf  of  their  children ; 
and  with,  regatd  to  the  deceased,  and  se- 
veral oUiers  of  their  family,  their  suppli- 
catloQs  were  not  in  vain.    The  precise  era 
of  our  friend's  oonversion  I  have  not  asoer- 
tuned  I  but  it  is  e^rtain  that  at  an  early 
age  he  sought  the  God  of  his  lather,  and 
that  he  was  early  blessed  of  God.    Owing, 
however,  to  difieirent  ctrcumstancesywhicfa 
it  is  needless  to  mention,  it  was  Ion?  be- 
fof^  h<^  Ventured  to  make  a  public  pro- 
fession.   It  was  ^pt  until  March,  1805, 
that  I|^  bef^an^e  a  ff^ember  Qf  (be  churc|i  at 
Gamlingaj  y  and,  in  the  samf:  !?YP^tb,  be 
was  also  chosen  a  deacon  j  the  duties  of 
whioh.  ofl^  kP  4iwh«W^.with  a  uni- 
lQm^.lteg«kr4^^^  |fpo4  of  jtbe  seek^.

terest  of  Jesus  for  a  fri^d.  Nor  was  he 
concerned  merely  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
cause  of  Christ  at  Gamliogay,  but  was 
anxious  that  the  savour  of  the  kntiwfcdge 
of  the  Redeemer  should  be  made  mftni- 
fest  in  every  place.  He  was  deeply  in- 
terested in  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel 
throughout  ihe  worlds  and  was  most  cor- 
dial in  affording  his  assistance  to  missions. 

As  a  husband  and  a  fiitSier,  the  kimlb- 
ness  and  tendeness  of  Mr.  Paine  werfe 
exemplary.  Hn  aflfection  for  his  beredved 
partner  and  children  increased  with  his 
days.  About  an  hour  before  bis  ileath, 
observing  a  friend  speaking  to  his  afflict- 
ed wife,  he  said,  <<  IX>n*t  forget  the  dear 
woman.** 

Mote  than  two  years  ago  he  wsa  visited 
with  a  serious  and  painfol  affliction ,  from 
which  be  never  entirely  recovered.  But 
as  his  tribulation  abounded,  bis  console, 
tion  much  more  abounded.  The  grace  of 
the  Saviour,  in  whom  be  trusteed,  was 
su^qient  fqr  him.  Of  thb  the  following 
account  of  bis  pastor^s  interviews  with 
him,  extracted  from  the  funeral  sermon, 
will  af!\>rd  ample  proof. 

«  On  the  4th  of  March,  185f9,  I  vinted 
himi  apd  found  him  very  happy.  *  I 
never  supposed,*  he  said,  ^  that  1  should 
feel  reluctant  to  leave  the  world,  and  now 
Ifind  I  do  not.'" 

On  the  8th,  which  was  Lord's  day,  I 
saw  him  after  the  evening  service.  He 
had  been  very  ill  in  the  day,  but  was 
then  something  better.  *<  My  mind,"  he 
said,  *'  is  supported  ;  I  do  not  Know  what 
it  is  to  have  an  alarming  fear," 

On  the  evening  of  the  9th,  he  was 
taken  worse.  It  was  quite  supposed, 
both  by  himself  and  his  family,  that  he 
was  dying  j  but  he  was  perfectly  calm. 
At  his  request  his  son  read  and  prayed  ; 
and  he  then,  for  about  half  an  hour,  ad- 
d^e««^ed  his  children  in  a  most  taithful, 
yet  affectionate,  manner. 

On  the  loth  he  was  much  better  than 
on  the  preceding  evening.  He  exprjess^'d 
his  gratitude  to  God  for  having  enabled 
him,  v^  itii  a  greater  degree  of  composure 
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and  self-potsenion  than  he  bad  expected, 
to  speak  to  his  family.  *''  I  belicTe,"  he 
•aid,  **  it  was  a  melting^  season  to  us  all.^* 
From  this  time  Mr.  Paine  continued  better, 
nntil  the  33d,  when  be  was  again  taken* 
worse.  In  tbe  morning  be  was  inca- 
pable of  conversation;  but  in  the  even- 
ing a  little  better.  He  was  very  happy, 
be  saids^Mn  meditating  on  the  love  of 
Christ,  and  oa  the  superintending  pro- 
vidence of  God." 

He  could  say,  ^*  Here  am  I,  Lord,  do 
'  with  me  as  seemeth  gxx>d  in  thy  sight.** 
He  told  me  that  the  two  following  pas- 
sages bad  been  very  much  impressed  on 
bit. mind:  *<The  eternal  God  is  thy  re- 
fuge, and  underneath  are  the  everlasting 
arms:'^  and,.**  Let  us  fall  now  into  the 
hands  of  the  Lord,,  for  bis  mercies  are 
great.** 

On  the  S4th  be  was  somewhat  better 
than  on  tbe  preceding  day  ;  and  was  very 
happy,  rejoicing  In  the  unchangeable  love 
of  the  Saviour,  and  saying  with  David, 
<<  Though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of 
the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil ; 
for  thou  art  witb  me,  thy  rod  and  thy  staff 
they  comfort  me.*' 

Early  in  the  morning  of  tbe  ^tb  he 
was  taken  worse.  His  pain  was  most  ex- 
cruciating. **Ue  hoped,*'  he  said,*'  be  shon  Id 
not  mnrmur*  bat  should  have  patience  to 
bear  what  the  Lord  might  lay  upon 
him.**  I  saw  him  about  twelve  o'clock  : 
he  was  then  very  ill,  but  composure  and 
resignation  appeared  in  his  very  coun- 
tenance. I  said,  I  hoped  he  still  found 
strength  eq.oal  to  his  day  ?  **  Yes,*'  he 
replied,  <*  1  trust  I  do;  but  I  am  not 
quite  so  comfortable  as  I  have  been.** 
•*  You  do  not  mean,**  I  said,  *<  that  you 
are  distressed  in  mind?*'  «No;"  he  re- 
plied, ^  not  at  all ;  but  I  am  too  weak 
and  bevrildered  to  collect  my  thoughts 
as  I  wish.**  I  saw  him  again  in  the  even- 
ing ;  and,  when  leaving  him,  he  rci^uest- 
ed  an  interest  in  tbe  prayers  of  hb  friends, 
•*  for,"  he  added,"  I  feel  that  I  need  it; 
my  mind  is  so  much  bewildered/^ 

Oil  the  26th  he  was  considerably  re- 
vived. I  reminded  him  that  God  could 
yet  rentore  him  to  health.  **Yes,**  he 
replied,  ^  he  can  ;  but  I  trust  1  feel  an 
entire  resignation  to  His  will/'     He  said, 


he  bad  no  alarming  fear;  for  he  kneff 
in  whom  he  had  belived,  and  hoped  that 
death  was  deprived  of  his  sting.  When 
rieft  him,  I  could  not  help  saying  to  my* 
self,  **  Happy  irthe  man  that  is  in  such  a 
case,  yea,  happy  is  that  man  whose  God 
is  the  Lord.*' 

On  the  27th,  Mr.  Paine  was  better  ia 
health,  and  very  comfortable  in  his  mind* 
He  said,  **  The  longer  I  live  tbe  more 
precious  I  feel  the  doctrines  of  gi«ce»' 
and  especially  the  doctrine  of  atone- 
ment by  the  death  of  Christ.  Christ, 
and  him  crucified,  is  jfche  only  found- 
ation of  my  hope.  It  is  only  when 
I  look  b^  faith  to  HiUy  that  I  can  find 
any  solid  comfort.**  On  my  saying  to 
him,  that  I  hoped  he  could  still  hold  fast 
bis  confidence  ?  <*  Yes  ;** '  be  replied, 
«the  love  of  Christ  to  poor  perishing 
sinners,  has  been-  so  mucb  impressed  oo 
my  mind,  during,  my  affliction,  tiiat  L 
think  it  would  be  wrong  to  doubt.**  .He 
then  repeated,  with-  peculiar  emphasia» 
that  delightful  vene,  which  has  cheered 
the  mind  of  many  a  Christian  under  afflia-> 
tion  and  in  prospect  of  death : — 

"  His  love  in  time  past  forbids  me  to  think- 
**  He  *11  leave  me  at  last  in  trouble  to  sink  ; 
"  Each  sweet  Ebenezer  I  have  in  review, 
**  Confirms  his  good  pleasure  to  help  me  quite 
through."    ' 

He  then  referred  to  the  lavt  time  but  one 
be  sat  down  with  his  Christian  friends  at 
the  LorcFs  table.  He  observed, «  i  then 
thought  it  might  perhaps  be  tbe  last 
time  that  I  should  commune  with  you  ; 
and  I  could  not  lielp  looking  forward 
witir  peenliar  pleasnveto  heavei^when 
there  would  be  no  sin  nor  Imposfection^ 
no  pain  nor  sorrow,  to  pwvent  tbe  enjoy  • 
men  t  of  the  Divine  service." 

When  I  left  him,  he  said  be  thooght 
he  did  not  feel  quite  so  willing  to  depart 
as  he  did  a  month  before.  His  family 
seemed  to  cling  more  around  his  heart ; 
<*but,**  be  added,  ^l  iiope,  opon  the 
whole,  I  feel  resigned.** 

On  the  8th  of  April  [  found  bim  moclt 
weaker  than  he  had  been  for  several  days 
preceding  ;  but  his  mind,  as  usual,  was 
composed.  *'  What  a  favour,**  said  he,, 
«*it  is  to  be  able  to  ncrcise  cooAdtnce 
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n    CU»4.      '<  Blessed    is  the  man   that 
maketh  the  Lord  his  tnui/  ** 

On  the  10th  of  April,  he  was  very 
^weak,  but  very  resigned  and  happy.  He 
-said  his  pain  in  the  night  had  been  very 
severe;  as  much  as  he  knew  how  to  bear; 
but  he  had^  reason  to  be  thankful  that, 
durinif-  the  whole  of  his  affliction,  he  had 
scarcely  known  what  complaining  was. 
And«  Why,*^  he  asked,  «< should  a  living 
man  complain,.a  man  for  the  punishment 
of  bis  sins  ?*' 

Thus  was  -ibe  subject  of  this  short  me-' 
mmr,  during  'hia  painful  and  protracted 
affliction  (for  he  was  confined  to  his 
hoQse  about  thirteen  weeks),  supported 
and  cumforted. 

During  the  la^t  week  of  his  life  he  was 
confined  to  his  bed.  He  was  not  able  to 
convene  «nu^  ;  but  be  said  enough  to 
satiify  hia  friends  respecting  the  state  of 
his  mind  3  and  that  the  knew  in  whom 
he  had  believed.  He  went  down  to  the 
brink  of  Jordan  with  calm  and  holy  tri- 1 


umph ;  be   stepped  into  the  riTf  r  -with 
firm  foot,  and 

*<  Shuddered  not  to  cross  the  stream, 
"  Venturing  all  his  care  on  Mm ; 
'*  Him  whose  dying  love  and  power 
"  8tiird  the  tempest,  hnsh'd  its  i^wr. " 

As  a  proof  of  the  holy  serenity  and  con- 
fidence he  enjoyed  in  his  dying  moments ; 
when  a  friend  said  to  him,  a  shot t  time 
before  his  departure,  ^  Your  heart  and 
your  flesh  fail  you,  but  God,  I  hope,  is  the 
strength  of  your  heart  ?"  **  Yes,"  he 
replied,  <<  and  he  will  be  my  portion 
forever.'*   Thus, — 

"  His  God  snstain'd  him  in  the  final  boor, 
<<  His  final  hour  brought  glory  to  his  God.** 

His  remains  were  interred  in  the  bury- 
mg'gvound  belonging  to  the  meeting- 
house, Gamlingay,  on  Lord^s  day,  the 
31st  of  July,  1631 ;  when  a  discourse  was 
delivered,  to  a  large  and  attentive  au- 
ditory, from  Heb.  xii.  3:  '' Looking  unto 
Jesus  ;''  a  text  which  the  deceased  him- 
self had  selected.

distinguish  the  most  accomplished  clergy  of 
the  establishment  from  the  most  able  of  tiieir 
non-confohmng- brethren ;  we  mean  the  sober 
sottidnesB  Of  his  judgment,  the.deiioate  re- 
finement of  his-tastt)  and  thsxlaasiGal  purity

"The  clergy  Vthe'eslftblkhed  <bto^  ^oe 
apt,  too  apt  perhaps,  though  we  wish  to 
speidc  of  them  tenderly,  to  think  harshly  of 
dissenting  ministers,  qs  a  coarse  and  greasy- 
minded  race,  who  mix  up  prayers  and  pro^ 
vender  in  the  most  incongruous  way,  ofiend^ 
ing  the  awful  majesty  of  heaven,  by  the  un- 
ceremonious manner  in  which  the^  oftr'their 
appeals.  Now  of  all  this,  'if  lindeed  there  be 
any  thing  in  it  ever,  there  does  not  t^peor  to 
have. been  the  least  partide  about^Robert  Hall. 
The  character. of  his  pulpit  jdiscourses,  so  far 
as  ,we  feel  ourselves  capable  of  criticising 
them,  was  that  of  mild  and  uniformly  sus.- 
tained  sublimity.  A  meek  and  holy,  bnt  yet 
most  dignified  grandeur  lifts  at  once  both  the 
preafcher  and  the  hesrer  up  to-  the  third 
heaven  of  pensive  contemplative  piety*  There 
is  ^not  only  graces  but  .gracefulness  in  every 
part  of  his  sermons.  They  put  forward, 
above  all,  that  calm  happiness,  tliat  rest,  that 
peace,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  and 
which  is  the  peculiar  portion  of  God's  chosen 
people.  The  beauty  and  eaccellettcy  (tf  holi- 
ness, as  ^  tefl^Btibn  of  ^at  divine  image  in 
which  man  was  originally  fivmedt  a^  as  the 
only  meet  preparation,  through  fiuth,  Un  at^ 
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t^iniog  «pd  enjtfyiiig  the  eveelaatio^  hapjpuMn 
of  heaven — these  were  the  themps  on  which 
he  loved  t^  dwelly  and  aft^  which  the  mind 
takes  tiihe,  and  the  unwelcome  bustle  of  the 
world,  to  biing  it  down  again  to  the  ordinacy 
feelings  and  duties  of  human  life  and  action* 

"  Hall  was  a  catholic  christian :  the  doc- 
trine •£  the  trbitfi  of  the  incamatioki,  the 
divinity  and  peraonality  of  tise  Holy  Spirit, 
the  atonement^  justificatioii  by  £iith  only, 
the  obligation,  of  the  moral  law  on  believers, 
personal  holiness,  the  resurrection,  thejudg> 
menl^  the  eterniU  duration  of  the  pains  of  hell 
and  of  the  joys  of  heaven,  all  these  are  incul- 
cated by  him  with  the  large  and  sober  views 
of  a  phib^pher,  the  learning  of  a  scholari  the 
eloquence  ii  an  orisitor,  and  the  afiebtionate 
eatnestneas  of  a  Christian,  divine.  Thcee  high 
and  holy  doctrines,  the  tenets  upon  which  all 
Christianity  hinges,  were  the  wells  of  salva- 
tion* in  which  his  delighted  spirit  loved  to 
bathe.  Yet  never  does  he  outstep  the  mo- 
desty and  humility  qit  requisite  in  a  frail  and 
fini^  beii^gy  like  uian,  inquiring  into  mys- 
teries which  eveiD  angels  tremUiqgly  desire  to 
look  into*  There  is  no  prying  with,  unhal-r 
lowed  curiosity,  and  startling  rashness  into 
the  inscrutaUe  purposes  of  the  Deity;  ixo 
worse  than  idle  effort  to  anticipate  the  tardy 
foot  of  time,  by  dogmatic  explanation  of  th« 
dark  prediction  of^  the  sacred  text.  There 
is  no  pretension  to  an  insolent  repulsive 
blasphemous  &miliancy  with  the  Almighty ; 
no  madly  rushing  in  where  angels  fear  to 
tread. 

"  His  style,  like  his  concq>tion8^  is  Inmi- 


noun  ami  idear^  it  is  dio  pndy  Eiiglish  and 
unafiected :  it  has  been  selected  by  so  acbni-; 
rable  a  judge  as  Dugald  Stewart,  as  the  very 
model  and  perfection  of  English  composition. 
It  is  elegant  Without  e0brt,  foil  without  re- 
dundance. The  result  of  this  happy  oomM- 
nation  of  all  attsinable  exocilADeesy  only  not 
genius,  not  the  crestivs  pvwer,  baa  natural^, 
been  to  pUbce  Hstt  hi^  and  fer  |kbo?ea]l  othec 
preachers  of  his  class,  pefhaps  of  any  class  in 
his  day.  The  bi^htness  oi  his  well-earned 
fame,  too,  has  reflected  some  portion  of  its 
lustre  upon  all  his  brother  seceders.  That 
the  mantle  of  the  ascended  saint  may  deaeend' 
upon  soue  no  lees  gifted  fuocflMocy  -  that  tUe 
church  of  God  may  amtiBue  to  be  «erve4  byi 
intellects  as  piercing,  and  piety  as  purely  fer- 
vent as  that  which  he  consecrated  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  sanctuary,  is  a  pray^  in  which  all 
good  men  will  willingly  unite. 

''  The  sermon  on  modem  infiddity  has,  we 
observe,  been  recently  reprinted,  in  «  cheap 
ferm*  fer  gteneral  circiilatkin.  It  .ia  geaoiMUy- 
considered  Mr.  HaU*a  best  single  work,  and. 
wc  think  justly.  It  is  full  of  piercing  thought^ 
close  argument,  graphic  ddmeation,  And  ele- 
vated views.  There  is  no  aiming  at  that  pic- 
tulvsque  phraseology,  that  landscape  style  of 
oratory  in  which  the  preaehers  commonly 
called  popular*  ara-  so  apt  to  indulge;  but 
there  is  a  forcible  good  sense,  and  a  luminooa 
flow,  of  real  eloquence  throughout  it,  that 
make  ns  almost  repent  of  having  questioned 
the  author's  claim  to  the  uncertain  honours  of 
what  men  call  geniua."

CHAPELS  OPENED,  &c. 


LEOBUKT,  HEREFOBD. 

On  Wednesday,  March  2,  18S1,  a  fiew 
chapel  was  opened  at  Ledbury,  in  the  county 
of  Hereford,  for  the  use  of  the  church  and 
eon|^*egatiun  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Hon.  G.  H.  R.  Cuizon,  when  sermons  were 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waters,  of  Wor- 
cester ;  Swan,  of  Birmingham  ;  and  Preeoe, 
of  TenbBry.  The  dimeosibos  of  the  build- 
ing are  48  feet  in  length,  and  SO  feet  in 
breadth.  Below  the  ebapel  is  a  commodious 
Bchool-room,  which  it  is  intended  to  com- 
plete^ for  tile  use  of  the  sabbath-school. 
From  a  regard  to  economy,  however,  this 
part  of  the  erection  is  not  yet  finished.  'The 
entire  expense  of  fitting  up'the  ohapel  amounts 
to  -^HSSy  towards  which  a  portion  has 
been  oontributed ;  and,  for  the  remainder, 
an  apped.  will  be  made  to  the  religious 
public 

This  place  of  worship,  which  has  resulted 
fioom  the  Divine  blessing  on  Mr.  Curzon's 
esKTtioDSy  wilU  it  ia  hoped,  bs  of  much  utility 
in  t  nei^bottrbood  that  has  been  signally 
destitute  of  the  fruits  of  godliness.  The 
ereotian .  of  tihe  diapd  was  commenced  with 
the  sanotion  of  the  Midland  Association  of 
Baptist  Churches,  to  ^hich  the  circumstances 
ti  the  ease  had  been  sul>m^ted.  The 
chmroh  at  Ledbury  contains  twenty-nine 
members,who  are  too  poor  to  contribute  much 
towarda  defraying  the  debt  which  at  present 
renuiins  on  the  chapel*  A  few  friends, 
tfae^e£Dre»  who  lure  connected  with  the  neigh- 
bouring churches  at  Ross,  Ryeford,  and  Cole- 
ford,  have  consented  to  become  responsible 
fr»  the  son  that  has  been  expended.  The 
circumstances,  however,  of  these  individuals 
will  not  allow  them  long  to  retain  this  re- 
sponsibHity  without  much  personal  incon- 
venaeocel  This  consideration,  together  with 
the  general  merits  of  the  oase>  .will,  it  is 
hoped,  influence  those  friends  of  the  Re- 
deemer, to  whom  an  dpplrcation  may  be 
made  in  behalf  of  the  Baptist  Church  «at 
Ledbury,  to  aid,  as  far  as  practicdble,  in 
liquidating  the  remainder  of  the  debt.

COLEMAN  S   GREEN,  NEAR    HITCHIN,  HERTS. 

On  Thursday,  November  17,  a  new  meet- 
ing-house was  opened  at  Coleman's  Qstem, 
near  Hitehin,  Herts.  The  Rev.  Thonaa 
Grriflin,  of  Hitohin,  preached  in  the  morning' 
from  1  Samuel  ii.  80  (last  clause) ;  in  tlw 
afternoon,  the  Rev.  Henry  Bmgesi,  of  LntOD» 
piieadied  from  John  xvii.  18,  19$  and,  in 
the  evening,  the  Rev.  J.  W»  Wayne  (Inde- 
pendent), of  Hitehin,  peached  bom  Matthew 
xi«  5  (last  dause).  The  oongregationa  wore 
large  and  attentive,  and  the  coUeotionn 
amounted  to  jC2£.  ISs.  7-JcL 

It  is  presumed  tiiat  the  fottowmg  dtotch 
of  the  rise  and  pixigiiess  of  this  small,  bttt 
interesting  cause,  may  prove  acceptable^  not 
only  to  the  Baptist  denomination,  but  to  die 
religious  public  in  general. 

The  justly-celebrated  John  Bunyan,  in  his 
itinerant  efforts  to  promote  the  cause  of 
genuine  Christianity,  -used  frequently  to 
preach  in*  several  places  in  the  hmttiediate 
vicinity  of  Coleman's  Green.  These  labours 
of  love  were  owned  and  blessed  by  the  great 
Head  of  the  church,  to  the  conversion  and 
edification  of  many;  but  when  he  ceased 
from  his  labours  the  people  no  longer  enjoyed 
the  light  of  Divine  truth ;  and,  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  villages  in  this  neighbour- 
hood, it  might,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  have 
been  said,  "  No  man  careth  for  their  souls." 
But,  about  forty  years  since,  the  Rev.  Mesam. 
Pilly,  of  Luton;  Geard  and  Williams,  of 
Hitehin  ;  and  other  ministers  in  the  neigh- 
1  bourhood,  being  desirous  of  imitating  tha 
example  of  the  venarabla  author  «f  ^  Tk» 


liittlUgen9€.^Dom€Hie. 
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Pi]§|rim*t  PirtQgrea,**  and  anxious  to  promote 
tlie  interest  of  tbeir  domraon  Sanriour,  com- 
moieed    a    religious    service    at   Coleman's 
Green,   which   they    conducted   alternately, 
as  their  other  engagements  would   permit. 
These  occasional  services  were  kindly  afford- 
ed and  gratefully  acoeptedj  till  about  twelve 
years  since,  irhen  the  people  being  desirous 
of  possessing  tiie  advantages  of  a  settled  mi- 
nlstry,  the  Rev.  I>.  Parkins,  (now  of  Ald- 
wmUe,)    accepted  an    invitation    to   reside 
amongst  them.     Mr.  Parkins  was  succeeded 
hy  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Earlby,  during  whose  re- 
sidence (in  the  year  18S5)  a  Particular  Bap- 
tist Church   was  formed,  on  the  removal  of 
Afr.  Barley  to  Netvport  Pagaell.    The  present 
minister;  the    Rev.  Henry  Biggs,  came  to 
reside  amongst   the   peq)liB,   whose  labours 
proving  both  f^x^table  and  useful,  he  was 
mianimousiy  invited  to  become  the  pastor  of  this 
infimt  church,  and  was  ordained  to  the  office 
in    October,     1827.        The    Rev.    Messrs. 
llGddleditch,  of  Biggleswade,  Thompson,  of 
Walkers,   Danid  (now  of  Ceylon),  Wayne, 
of  Hitefain,  and  other  ministers,  engaged  in 
the  solemn  service- 

The  congregation  having  increased,  the 
old  place  became  too  small,  and  was,  besides, 
in  soeh  a  state  of  dilapidation  that  it  conld 
not  be  repaired  or  enlarged;  a  piece  of  ground 
was  therefore  pnrohased  in  a  more  eligible 
situation,  large  enough  for  a  borying-ground 
and  BMetingo^ouse,  a  place  of  worship  has 
been  erected^  85  feet  by  S7,  at  a  cost  of 
£3d0,  indoding'  galleries.  It  is  vested' in 
the  hands  of  trustees.  Though  the  people 
aie  poor,  ihey  hame  raised  nearly  £100 
amongst  theiDsehrss  ;  a^d  a  weekly  subscrip- 
tiom,  which  has  been  for  some 'time  carried 
on,  is  stiU  continued;  and  many  friends 
in  (he  neighboiurhood  have  rendered  liberal 
assistanee ;  bntan  appeal  must'  be  made  to 
the  religion*  pinblie  for.  what  yet  remains,  and 
it  is  sinotrly  hoped'  such  appeal  will  not  be 
made  in  vain.

They  are  persuaded  that  none  of  their  fHeads  would  wish  that  any  of  those  usefvl 

agents  should  be  dipcfaarged,  but  rather  that  the  number  of  then  hi  each  depsit- 

ntenty  should,  if  possible,  be  considerably  increased. 

From  the   Moaaaskabk  manner  in  wliich  the  Society,  from  its  commencement^  bM 

been  supplied  with  money,  its  condoctofSy  though  not  without  considerable  painful 

anxiety  In  tegard*  to  Intore  supplies,  are  led  to  hope  that  these  difficulties  will  be 

soon  effectually  removed :  having  a  satisfymg  oonsdonsness  that  they  have  honestly 

attempted  to  **  work  the  work  of  God,'*  they  venture  to  exerdsfe  a  humble  depcnd- 

anee  upon  the  Dlfitie  Providence^  not  doubting  but  the  lovers  of  evangelical  trntii 

wUl  again  lend  them  a  helping  hand  in  this  time  of  necesdty.    They  are  confident 

that  rather  than  these  useful  operattons  in  the  Sister  Kingdom  should  be  suspended 

or  abridged,  the  pastors  and  deacons  of  the  churches  will  promote  colicctioos  in 

theirplaces  of  worship,  to  enable  the  IVeasurer  to  meet  his  present  engagements. 

Tbe  Committee  have    been  much  encuoraged  by  the  kind  attention  to    their 

leqnests  by  the  Committees  of  the  British  and  Foreign,  and  the  Edinburgh  Bible 

Socie^es,  the  former  having  granted  them  600  Bibles  and  1100  Tcstamenhs  and 

the  latter  200  Bibles  and  1500  Testaments.

chievous employment,  but  in  expanding  their 
minds  apd  directing  them  to  the  contempla- 
tion of  generally  useful  topics, .  and  with  the 
Divine  blessing  leading  them  to  the  perusal 
of  that  Word  which  is  able  to  make  them 
wise  unto  salvation.

From  the  JRev,  Jamet  ABen  to  the 
Secretaries, 

BaUina,  Nov,  ISth^  1831. 
Mt  deak  Brethren, 

With  this,  I  forward  you  the  journals  of 
the  readers  for  the  past  month.  In  the 
school  department,  we  are  not  able,  for  the 
pnaent,  to  do  mudL  In  the  spring  and  au- 
tumn cf  the  year,  the  children,  for  the  most 
part,  are  employed  in  the  fields.  Besides, 
the  typhus  fover  is  extensively  prevalent  in 
many  of  the  districts  in  whidi  they  are 
placed ;  and,  consequently,  it  causes  many  of 
the  children  to  be  kept  at  home.  The  storm 
of  the  priesthood  had  blown  over,  disregarded 
by  the  people ;  and  the  mechanical  curses, 
pronounced  in  due  form  from  all  the  popish 
altars  in  the  two  dioceses  of  Killalla  and 
Aahoury,  have»  at  length,  ceased.  I  fisared 
nethiii^  from  their  curses  from  the  first-— 
the  people  in  too  many  cases  are  opposed  to 
the  wishes  of  their  popish  guides  to  be  hdd 
much  Imiger  in  bondage ;  and  I  trust,  amidst 
all  the  discouraging  dgns  of  the  times,  that 
the  Lord  will  yet,  and  that  speedily,  i^pear 
in  a  way  of  mercy  for  this  poor  and  be- 
n^ted  part  of  this  kingdom.  The  sebools, 
notwithstand)!^  the  fever  and  the  hurry  of 
the  field-work»  are  better  attended  than 
usual  at  this  season  of  the  year;  and,  I  may 
add,  that  our  opportunities  for  nsefiilnrss  are 
greater  than  at  any  period  since  I  came  to 
this  country. . 

In  my  last  letter,  I  intimated  my  intent 
tion  of  visiting  Errii,  the  district  of  country 
over  which  my  old  opponent,  priest  Lyons, 
hfllds  absolute  sway.  I  was  going  by  special 
in^tation  from  die  principal  landed  pro- 
prietor, and  from  the  people  themselves.  I 
had  prepared  to  set  out,  my  horse  and  car 
were  ready — tracts  of  every  description  were 
tied  up — Testaments  and  Bibles  were  ready 
to  place  in  the  car,  when  the  death  of  our 
dear  sister,  Mrs.  Berry,  was  announced.  She 
had,  it  would  appear,  caught  the  typhus  fever 
from  some  of  the  children  of  the  school;  and 
had  been  labouring  under  its  influence  for 
several  days  before  either  she  herself  or  we 
were  aware  that  she  had  been  seised.  From 
the  moment  she  ww  awtre  of  bw  diaaise, 


she  expressed  it  as  her  opinion  that  she 
should  die;  nor  did  she  in  the  slightest 
degree  fear  the  approach  of  death.  She  was 
one  of  our  most  valuable  members  and 
teachers.  Her  piety  was  unassuming,  fervent, 
and  sincere;  and,  I  have  no  doubt,  that» 
whilst  she  was  blessed  in.  her  death,  her 
works  will  follow  her.  It  would  appear  she 
was  in  the  habit  of  keeping  a  diary  of  her 
experience.  I  shall  transcribe  from  it  the 
last  sentence  she  wrote  under  the  date  of 
August  15,  1831 :— "  This  day  I  have  been 
very  unwell,  but  have  felt  great  consolatioii 
in  reading  *  Buck's  Treatvw  onRdigious  Ex- 
perience:'  it  has  soothed  my  mind,  and  made ' 
me  feel  more  love  to  that  God  who  gave 
his  Son  as  a  ransom  for  my  sios,  and  not 
for  mine  only,  but  fat  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world.  Adorable  Redeemer!  when  shall  I 
awake  up  alter  thy  likeness ;  when  wih  thou 
speak  the  word  and  say^  SodI,  come  up  hither? 
but  not  my  will,  but  tiiine  be  done.*'  For 
a  frirther  aocoont  of  her  life  and  death,  I 
would  refer  you  to  Mr.  Berry's  Journal  for 
this  month.  I  trust,  diis  boeavement  has 
been  made  a  blessing  to  the  %vhole  of  our 
little  church. 

As  I  have  been  prevented  from  visiting 
Erris,  I  have  written  a  small  pamphlet  "  On 
the  True  Foundation  of  a  Sianar's  bope,*" 
which  I  have  addressed  to  priest  Lyons  and 
his  parishioaers,  and  which  I  aidcntly  hope 
and  pray  mmf  do  some  of  them  at  least  im- 
mortal good.  It  is  Sfvdy  the  tisae  to  work  ; 
the  enemy  of  souls  is  busy ;  those  who  value 
the  truth  need  to  be  awake.  The  time  for 
my  quarterly  inspectioBS  baa  now  com- 
meneed ;  and,  for  tiia  next  numth,  t  shaU 
be  much  engaged,  if  life  md  hmMi  are 
sparedi  among  my  aekools.

<^  After  diimer  went-  in  9  saltee  to  Bone 
^)llah;  found  a  goodnumbei^of  people  sitting 
logather  maWag  bamboo  cages  for  cAtcliitig 
fi^  an  em{?oymeBt  to  which,  in  oonseqnenoe 
of  thedeBtmctif^'eC  |he /bvrVBat.this  year, 
•11  the  poorest  of-tbe  people  are  necessitated 
to  resort,  in  order  to  obtain  a  subsistence.  I 
went  and  sat  down  in  the  midst  of  these 
peopl^  Koi  began  by  obserring  that  thdr  em- 
idoyment  reminded  me  of  one  who  was  eon> 
tiandiy  making  traps  and  devising  methods 
to  ealch  and  deatrdy  men  ^  at  this  their  atten- 
tioD  was  excited  :  they  began,  with  surprise, 
to  look  al  nie>  wondering  what  I  could  mean. 
I  then  explained,  shewing  that  Satan,  the 
enl  spirit,  was  going  about iconstanily  seeking 

to  draw  men  iiiio  the  snares  of  sin  that  he 

might  eventually  drag  them  down  into  hell. 

Finding  that  I  was  speaking  to  them  of  sal. 

▼ation,    ooe    and,    '  In  what  direction   does 

hearen   lioy-   ^^  ^*      ^  ^^^  ^^   *^^  ^^^7 
to  hMwen  woe  by  belief  ing  in  the  Lord  Jesus 


Christ,  and  observing  his  eommands ;  that  it 
was  of  no  consequence  for  us  now  to  kiioW 
in  what  point  of  the  compass  heaVen  tnigfat 
lie,  that  IE  we  were  the  true  serrantsof  God 
we  should  be  sure  to  arrire  there,  for  after 
death  God  would  se^d  his  angels  to  shew  ns 
the  way.     I  sac  with  these  |)eople  some  eon- 
siderable  time  conversing  on  dirine  ^ings ; 
some  of  them  appeared  a  good  deal  afl^ted 
at  what  was  told  them.     On  returning  to  the 
tent,  found  the  individual  waiting  to  see  me 
of  whom  I  have  previously  expressed  myfcope 
that  he  was  really  concerned  a]>out  sali^tkMi. 
Found  that  he  wis  inerettsihg  in  kB##lldge 
of  the  Scriptures.  To  a  question  I  put  to  hhn. 
Whether  he  had  made  up  his  mind  to  em- 
brace Christ?  he  replied,    'Not  yet,  bat  I 
am  thinking  about  it.*     I  endeavoured'  to 
shew  him  the  folly  of  proerasttnatioa.     He 
remained  with  me  til)  quite  dark*  *^ 

"  l£th.  —Directed  my  course  tUs  mom* ' 
ing  to  the  village  of  Barapoor,  distant  a  mile 
and  a  half  from  hence  north-west.  CoOecied 
here  about  forty  persons,  Mnssdmans  and 
Hindoos.  Read  to  them  a  tract  and  ex- 
plained its  meaning  :  afterwatds,  they  were 
more  for  proposing  questions  and  liisputing 
than  for  hearing  a  discourse.  I  did  not  leave 
tbese  people  until  I  had  answered  all  iheir 
objections.  We  parted  very  friendly,  and  they- 
took  about  a  dozen  tracts.     Departing  hence. 
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proceeded  aboKt  a  mile  ftirtber  to  a  pUee 
caDed  Sokeram  Pookoor.     On  landing  here, 
met  a  Musaelmai^  who^  on  learning  my  ob- 
ject)  said,  *  You  must  go  to  yonder  houses,  here 
are  none  but.Musselmans  in  this  place.*    Poor 
man,  he  thought   that  Christianity  is  de- 
signed for  Hindoos  only !  I  said,  '  Have  you 
then  no  need  of  instruction  and  salyatioii  ?  shew 
me  the  way  to  the  head  man's  dwelling.  I  am 
come  to  instruct  Mussdmans.*     At  this  he 
smiled,  and  went  before,   pointing  out  the 
road.     The  head  man  received  me  with  great 
respect,  brought  a  sto(il  to  sit  upon,  and  some 
treacle  of  the  juice  of  the  palm,  which  he  had 
just  made,  for  me  to  drink.  I  drank  a  little  to 
please  them,  and  then  bade  him  and  the  rest 
of  the  people  to  sit  down :  this  they  didreadily. 
I  began  instructing  them  with  reading  a  part 
of  a  tract  called  the  Malice  and  Durwau,  or 
the  gardener  and  porter.  In  this,  is  contained 
the  history  of  the  foil  of  man  and  its  conae- 
quenoQs:  my  audience  heard  attentively,  and 
none  objected,  until,  after  shewing  them  tihe 
way  of  selvatioii,  I  exhorted  them  to  come 
into  it,  when  one  or  two  said  in  the  language 
of  despondency,  '  Sir,  we  are,  as  you  have 
described  us,  sunk  in  sin  and  ignorance,  but 
it  is  too  late  now  for  us  to  think  of  becoming 
better )  those  who  may  come  after  us  may, 
but  we  are  too  for  gone  to  be  recovered.'   I  did 
what  I  could  to  counteract  this  feeling ;  how 
for   I  succeeded  must  be  left  to  the  day  of 
JMdgowQik  to  disclose*     How  true  it  is  that 
Satan,  after  leading  men  into  sin,  drives  them 
tode^Miir*     In  tlus  place  also  I  left  some 
tracts.     Returned  home  quite  fotigued.  For- 
got yestaiday  to  notice  an  idolatrous  cere- 
mony of  sacarifice  which  I  then  witnessed ; 
it  oecmned  in  the  village  in  which  we  are 
aesiding.     The  occasion  of  it  was  a  vow 
which  had  been  made  by  some  one  whose  son 
was  attacked  by  the  cholera :   the  child  reco- 
vered, and- the  sacrifice  was  the  performance 
of  the  vow*     The  animal  oflfered  was  a  goat. 
I  was  too  late  to  see  it  slain.     It  had,  how- 
ever, but  juat  expired  when  I  came  to  the 
qiot.     The  head  of  the  victim  was  severed 
foem  the  body*  and  placed  on  a  small  mound 
of*  earthy  where  an  idol  had  stood*  but  was 
BOW  buoken  and  fallen  down ;  near  it  was  a 
basket  of  «iigar<*cane  and  fruit,  and  the  in* 
strnmeat-with  which  the  animal  was  sacri- 
ficed, an  immense  knife  about  two  feet  long 
and  six  inchts  broad*  very  bright,  and  cu- 
riously wrought  on  the  back  and  sides.     A 
Biahmin.  was  conducting  the    ceremonies, 
and  I  could  not  but  observe  how  intent  he 
was  on  his  work;  he  took  not  the  least 
notice  of  me  during  the  whole  time  I  stood, 
perhaps  ten  minutes,  looking  on.     Between 
the  Brahmin  and  the  people  assembled,  stood 
two  men  holding  up  a  long  piece  of  cloth 


to  hide  him  and  the  eereraooies  firom  the 
spectators.  I  nevertheless  took  the  liberty 
to  step  aside  and  obaerve  what  he  was  doing. 
The  ceremonies  in  which  he  was  engaged 
consisted  in  sprinkling  water  on  the  offerings 
of  fruit,  &c.  that  lay  near  him,  in  removing 
small  pieces  of  sugar-cane  from  place  to  plaoe, 
and  in  touching  various  parts  of  his  head  and 
body  with  his  fingers.  At  the  oonduaion  of 
these  several  performances  the  veil  was  taken 
away,  when  the  priest  gave  some  pieces  of 
sugar-cane  to  one  or  two  persons.  He  then 
blew  two  or  three  bksts  widi  a  horn,  at  which 
the  whole  company  prostrated  themselvee  to 
the  earth.  This  act  of  adoration  finished  the 
service.  I  left  this  place  not  a  little  grieved 
and,  I  may  add,  mortified  at  what  I  had  aeen^ 
especially  as  the  principal  persons  concerned 
in  it  had  of^  conversed  with  me  on  reli^ 
gious  subjects,  and  confiessed  the  vanity  of 
idolatry,  and  the  truth  of  Christianity.  Dis- 
tressing as  this  scene  was,  it  reminded  me  of 
the  words  of  the  wise  man*  <  When  thou 
vowest  a  vow  unto  God*  defer  not  to  p^  it.' 
If  heathens  are  so  mindful  of  their  vows*  hovr 
much  more  so  ought  Christians  to  be. 

''  ISth. — Went  this  morning  to  Mogra  to 
be  present  at  the  market  held  there,  at  which 
an  immense  number  of  people  assemble.  On 
entering  the  place  met  Sadhoo*  a  young  na- 
tive preacher  sent  by  brother  W.  H.  Pearce 
to  assist  me  in  these  excursions  in  these  vil* 
lages.  His  coming  was  very  acceptable*  as 
he  is  a  pious,  able,  and  sealqus  youth,  and 
very  much  liked  by  all  who  hear  his  dis- 
courses. Having  rested  a  little,  we  proceeded 
to  a  small  mound  a  little  way  out  of  the 
bustle  of  the  market.  Here  v^e  commenced 
our  business,  and  were  soon  aurrounded  by 
a  considerable  number  of  people.  Sadhoo 
first  addressed  them,  and  was  listened  to 
for  a  while  very  attentively ;  at  length  some 
one  broke  silence  and  came  forward  as  an 
advocate  of  Hindooism.  Such  things  of  coune 
are  very  common*  but  if  possible  we  endeavour 
to  get  opposers  to  wait  till  the  raid  of  our 
addresses.  This,  however,  we  cannot  al« 
ways  effect,  and  our  discourses  are  unavoid- 
ably broken.  Such  was  the  case  on  this 
occasion,  and  a  disputation  succeeded  on  the 
merit  of  Hindooism  and  Christianity,  in  which 
I  assisted  the  native  preacher.  The  topics 
dwelt  upon  l^  us  were  the  contradictions 
abounding  in  the  Shasters,  the  iniquitous 
lives  of  die  Debtas,  and  the  uncertainty  felt 
and  acknowledged  by  all  of  the  efficacy  of 
the  means  resorted  to  for  salvation.  Most 
oi  our  hearers  seemed  much  struck  at  what 
was  said*  and  confessed  its  truth;  but  s 
Brahmin  replied  with  a. good  deal  of  acri- 
mony, and  endeavoured  to  stir  up  the  peo- 
ple against  us.    I  thuiefore  addressed  him  to 
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f;he following  efieet.  '  Wherever  weproobim 
the  wMy  of  8alvati<^  by  Jeans  Christy  we  iava- 
riab]|r  ^d  Brfduniiis  to  be  our  princiftsl  -  op* 
posers.  This  you  do  evidently  because  you  are 
iirterested  persons  ;  because  you  know  that  if 
Christianity  prevails*  your  reputation,  and  in- 
fluenoey  and  present  means  of  acquiring  money 
will  be  lost ;  you  would  not  be  called  to  births 
and  weddings;  shraddhas  and  poojas:  you 
would  not  then  obtain  tbe  chief  seats  and  the 
best  g\£ts;  be  called  thakoor,  and  worshipped 
as  gods.  Thisy  as  you  well  know,  is  the 
ground  of  your  opposition.  Besides,  as  you  are 
better  acquainted  with  the  Shasters  thaa  the 
OHnmon  people^  you  know  that  what  we  ad- 
vinoe  is  trn^  and  is  no  lie,  and  you,  of  all 
people,  therefore  ought  to  embrace  Christian- 
ity with  readiness,  and  conduct  others  into  the 
way  of  truth.  Beware  then  lest  the  love  of 
money,  and  tbe  love  of  the  world,  bring  down 
upon  you  the  sevenfold  vengeance  of  God,  for 
assuredly  he  knows  all  your  wickedness,  and 
win  not  fail  to  punish  you,  except  you  re-r 
pent.'  This  rebuke  silenced  him*  He  hung 
down  his  head  with  shame,  and  said  no  more* 
After  this  I  spoke  to  the  people  without  in- 
terruption for  some  time  on  thje  life,  death, 
and  object  of  the  Redeemer's  coming  into  the 
world;  and,  on  concluding,  distributed  a  good 
number  of  tracts,  which  were  sought  after 
with  the  greatest  eagerness. 

*'  14th. — ^Bent  our  course  this  morning  on 
foot  in  a  westerly  direction.  Passing  through 
the  village  of  Sada  Suppoor,  found  several  per- 
sons sitting  together  making  bamboo  cs^es  for 
fishing ;  unmmg  them  were  two  persons  who 
wore  badges  of  mourning,  and  of  bang  about 
to  perfivm  Shxaddha*  or  funeral  rites  for  the 
dead.  They  were  brothers,  and  had  lost  with- 
in two  days  a  moth^  and  sister  fay  the  ehdera. 
The  native  pxeacbtf  spoke  to  than  in  a  very 
suitable  mannery  and  endeavoured  to  convince 
them  of  the  inefficiency  of  all  such  rites  to  af- 
fect the  conditioiB.  of  the  desd.  They  listened 
with  some  attention,  but  I  fear  they  did  not 
understand  mueK. 

**  Going  a  little  fiurther,  we  found  in  the 
Bime  village  a-  mach  larger  company  of  peo- 
ple, who  requested  us  to  speak  to  them  the 
word  of  God,  a  request  with  whioh  we  with 
great  pleasure  complied.  Here  we  spent 
three  quarters  of  an  hour  vary  pleasan^  in 
telling  them  of  the  way  of  salvatton.  A  per- 
son who  came  while  we  were  speaking  said, 
after  ^^»a^'"g  a  little  while,  <  Sir,  wewordiip 
God,  we  serve  Kristnoe,  what  else  do  yon 
wish  us  to  do.'  It  was  replied,-  that  *  it  is 
tme  you  serve  KristnoOj  but  it  is  not  true 
that  you  worship  God.  In  supposing 
Kristnoo  to  be  God,  you  have  made  a  grsat 
mistake ;  you  axe  like  achild  that  leaves  has 
•ative  village  and  parents  when  rary  yotmgr 


and  goes  to  a  distant  plaee  where  be  renaias 
until  he  loses  all  remembrance  of  his  parents, 
even  thmr  names  ;  on  returning  to  the  place 
of  his  birlh  he  knows  not  to  whom  he  is 
related  ;  and  being,  in  consequence,  imposed 
on  by  some  worthless  persons,  he  unhappily 
regards  them  as  his  parents,  to  whom  he  is 
net  in  die  most  distant  manner  related.  Thus 
your  forefathers  and  you  have  wandered  so 
for  and  so  long  from  the  true  God,  that 
you  have  lost  all  knowledge  of  him,  and-  now 
through  being  deceived  by  wicked  men,  yea 
imagine  that  Kristnoo,  a  worthless  Debta, 
is  the  God  who  made  you,  preserves  you,  and 
He  whom  you  ought  to  serve.  HeAr  then  and 
know  for  the  first  time,  that  Jesus  Oktxkk 
is  the  one  true  God.'  Ifoving  distribated  a 
few  ta-aets  here,  we  proceeded  half  a  oule  fiur- 
ther, to  the  village  of  Gon  Julia.  Several 
persons  secdng  ns  ftom  oth«r  villages  came 
running  after  us,  and  acoompaaisd  ns  to  the 
place  whither  we  were  going.  Several  of  thv 
inhabitants  of  Gora  Julia  on  seeing  us  came 
out  to  meet  us,  and  cendneted  as  to  ika 
Mundul's  or  head  man's  hoose,  taying  that 
they  were  very  happy  that  we  had  psadtheAr 
a  visit.  This  was  indeed  the  most  wetoone 
reception  to  anyplace  that  I  had  ever 'met 
with.  The  report  of  oor  arrival  having 
quickly  ^need  abroad,  in  less  than  ten  minutes 
we  had  a  eongregation  of  more  than  a  hmdred 
persons.  Haying  requested  them  to  sit  dowu# 
I  spoke  to  them  at  considerable  lengdi  o«  tbe< 
l^esent  miserable  condition  in  whssh  they, 
and  all  the  Heathen  were;  and  pointed  out, 
in  as  clear  a  manner  as  I  eoald,- the  way  ef 
salvation.  I  enjoyed -their  ri  vetted  otteatioii, 
and  firom  thor  looks,  and  smSes;  tad  eb* 
servatiens,  was  njoiead  to  find  that  my  nws«> 
sage  proved  acceptable  to  them.  Sadh^ 
followed  me,  and  to  him  tiiey  listened  with 
as  much  attention  as  they  had  to  my  dis* 
course.  At  the  close  of  our  addxesses''a>goed 
deal  of  conversation  ensued  on  sevenl  thitig» 
started  by  oar  audience.  A  good  naityol 
them  seemed  much  affetited,*  paitieiilully'the 
Mundul,  at  whose  house  we  were.  •  One  tsld-- 
man  ^wed  his  kindness  bybringfin^  mi  psim 
juice  todriftk,  and  others  byforiagiug  sOods  tO' 
sit  on.  I  left  this  plaoe^  thoiigh«^we*y'ia 
body,  mueh  refreshed'  in  spitit^  ttnd  eseeaiA 
raged  to  persevere  in  sowing  the  seed  ef  «h«? 
kingdom.  j    .      •' 

<<  2  l8t.-*»SEnoe  thelaM  reoordin  my  jeernal 
several  other  villages  have  been  visited^  namely, 
Dhsa  Kata,  Sodanund  Poor,  Gfaowkee  XaUa, 
Harree  Poor,  Monee  Raj,  in  all  whieh  places 
the  Gospel  was  preached,  and  tracts  put  into 
circulation;  and  in  some  of  them>the  people 
heard  with  most  gratifying  attention.:-  the 
gesieral  circamstanoes,  however,  differ  so  little 
fiwm  what  have  been  already  notieed,  that  it 
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doM  not  sppen  mjicwiry  to  giTe  tkem  more 
ia.detaiL 

''  84th. — ^Left  Lnekyantipore  this  day,  after 
a  reaidenee  of  three  weeks  and  three  days,  in 
the  review  of  which  I  cannot  bnt  exclaim, 
'  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  all  that  is 
within  me  bless  his  holy  name.*  In  the 
midst  of  gfreat  dangers  I  and  mine  have  been 
preserved.  A  door  has  been  opened,  and 
strength  has  been  given  me  to  preach  the 
Ueswd  Gospel  in  many  villages  where  a 
minister  of  Christ  has  never  been  before. 
Some  thousands  have  heard  of  the  grace 
of  God  through  Christ,  and  many  hundreds  of 
tracts  have  been  given  away  in  the  hope  that 
the  knowledge  of  a  Saviour  may  be  stiU  more 
increased,  and  the  impressions  produced  be 
deepened.  Before  closing  this  journal  I 
would  make  a  few  observations  on 'this 
interesting  district,  as  affi)rding  many  and 
great  encouragements  for  the  prosecution  of 
missionary  labour  therein. 

**  First.  During  six  months  in  the  year 
the  state  of  the  country  is  such  as  that 
every  part  of  it  is  accessible  with  ease  to  a 
missionary.  It  is  during  that  time 
entirely  flooded  vdth  water,  so  that  a  canoe 
can  go  to  every  village  with  no  difficulty,  and 
little  delay.  This  is  an  important  considora^ 
tion,  as  in  most  places,  in  consequence  of  the 
want  of  roads,  the  greatest  difficulties  present 
themselves  to  the  missionary.  The  country 
also  during  the  rainy  season  is  as  healthy  as 
other  places. 

**  Secondly.  Although  the  inhabitants  are 
very  superstitious,  and  attached  to  caste, 
they  have  little  knowledge  of  the  Shast- 
ers,  and  are  therefore  very  ill  prepared  to  de- 
fend their  system  against  the  statements  of 
Christian  missionaries ;  and  as  there  are  but 
very  few  Krahmitts  among  them,  and  these 
generally  very  ill  informed,  there  is  scarcely 
any  to  whom  they  can  resort  to  get  the  diffi- 
culties thus  presented  satisfactorily  answered, 
and  their  doubts  removed.  Caste  also  is  re- 
tained more  through  fear  of  worldly  loss  than 
respect  which  they  have  for  it. 

*'  Thirdly.  The  people  are  generally  very 
much  oppressed  by  the  landowners,  and  in 
oonseqoenoe  much  discontented.  Beside,  the 
dUierent  religious  ecrvices  to  which  they  at- 
tend are  chiefly  for  obtaining  worldly  good. 
Thus  an  idol  which  they  call  Dokyin  Roy,  is 
to  be  seen  in  every  field  (excepting  tiiose 
whidi  belong  to  Musselmans),  and  it  is  sup- 
posed to  be  very  propitious  in  bringing  abun- 
dance offish  and  rice ;  and  for  this  object  also 
tooh  of  them  as  have  saved  a  little  money  ge- 
nerally expend  it  in  building  a  temple  in  ho- 
nour of  Kristnoo,  so  that  most  of  the  villages 
have  at  least  one  of  these  buildings.  But  nei- 
ther Dokyin  Roy  nor  Kristnoo  fulfil  their 
expectations ;  for,  as  I  sud  befoxei  the  people 


generally  are  very  mndi  diatitiil,  and  even 
those  fomilies  that  have  erected  temples  tb 
Kristnoo  are,  with  f&tf  exoeptions,reduced  to 
poverty,  A  very  ignorant  heathen  man  said 
to  me  once  as  I  was  travellingin  a  canoe,  when 
asking  him  some  questions  respecting  diese 
temples ;  '  I  do  not  know  how  it  is,  but  the 
fact  is  certain  that  every  body  that  builds  a 
temple,  instead  of  getting  rich,  as  he  expected, 
comes  to  poverty  ;*  and  this,  on  inquiry,  I 
found  to  be  very  generally  true.  Hence  their 
poverty,  the  oppressions  to  which  they  are 
subject,  and  the  inefficacy  of  idolatry  make 
many  sincerely  desire  a  change ;  and  when 
missionaries  visit  them  it  causes  them  also  to 
receive  them  with  gladness,  and  listen  to 
their  message  with  attention.  *  When  thy 
judgments  are  abroad  in  the  world,  the  in- 
habitants thereof  will  learn  righteousness. 

"  Fourthly.  Christianity  has,  by  the  labours 
of  missionaries  and  the  distribution  of  tracts, 
obtained  through  all  parts  of  the  country  ft 
good  reputation ;  so  that  there  exists  a  great 
desire  and  curiosity  to  hear  the  word  of  God, 
and  peruse  die  little  printed  messengera  of 
mercy.  I  have  often  been  surprised  at  the 
pleasure  which  has  been  manifested  when  the 
inconsistencies,  contradictions,  and  abomina- 
tions of  Hindooism  have  been  exposed.  The 
people  appeared  as  though  they  had  been  wish- 
ing to  throw  away  the  load  which  oppresses 
them,  and  that  they  had  now  found  reasons 
for  so  doing.  On  these  occasions  also  they 
have  highly  extolled  the  Gospel,  saying,  'This 
is  the  true,  the  excellent  way.'  A  considerable 
number  of  persons  who  have  not  professed 
themselves  Christians  have  obtained  a  good 
insight  into  its  doctrines,  precepts,  and  pros- 
pects. 

^  Fifthly.  The  iee  of  caste  is  now  broken. 
Several  hundreds  of  persons  within  a  few  years 
have  become  Christians  in  profession,  and 
thus  shown  their  disregard  for  caste.  This 
with  Hindoos  is  a  great  point.  Dostoor,  or 
example,  sways  a  very  powerful  influmce  over 
their  minds;  nor  do  I  find  that  in  this  part  of  the 
country  Christians  are  less  respected  by  their 
neighboun  than  they  were  before  losing  casto. 
Many  say  they  have  done  right,  and  that  they 
would  follow  them  did  they  not  fear  the  anger 
of  their  landownen. 

"  From  all  these  things  then  it  certainly  ap- 
pean  that  a£Eectionate,  prudent,  persevering, 
evangdical  missionary  labours  in  this  district, 
followed  by  pnyer,  would,  in  a  few  years,  ac- 
complish the  most  glorious  achievements  in  the 
cause  of  our  adoraUe  Redeemer;  and  with 
these  views  I  cannot  but  look  back  on  my  la- 
boun  here,  humble  and  imperfect  as  they  have 
been,  with  hope  and  thankfulness,  and  com- 
mend them  to  His  overruling  power,  who  has 
saidy  *  My  wotd  shall  not  return  onto  me 
void."   Ajoen*

On  Tuesday  afternoon,    March   22nd, 
tike  ordinance  of  Believers'  Baptism  was  ad- 
mimstered  in  Mr.  Wilson's  Tank,  in  Intalee, 
when  four  persons,  about  to  be  receiyed  into 
the  native   cburcli,  at  Galcntta,  tbos  made 
a  public  profession   of  their  £uth  in  Qinst 
Jesus.     One  was  formerly  a  Mussulman  re- 
siding in  Calcutta ;  and  die  remaining  three 
are  Hindoos ;  one  from  the  village  of  Bon- 
stoUah,    and  the   other    two    from  that  of 
Kharee. 

The  service  was  commenced  by  singing, 
with  reading  the  Scriptures  and  prayer,  by 
Mr.  W.  H.  Pearce ;  idfter  which  an  address 
to  the  spectators  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
G.  Pearce.  Mr.  C.  C.  Aratoon  then  asked 
the  candidates  several  questions  as  to  the 
reasons  which  induced  them  thus  publicly  to 
embrace  the  religion  of  Jesus;  and  having 
received  from  one  of  them,  in  the  name  of 
the  rest,  satisfiictory  replies,  he  explained  the 
design  of  the  solemn  service  in  which  they 
had  engaged  to  the  numerous  spectators  pre- 
sent, and  besought  them  also  to  embrace  the 
Saviour.  He  then  went  down  with  the 
candidates  into  the  water,  and  baptized 
them ;  after  which,  brother  Soojautally,  the 
Society's  native  preacher,  concluded  the  in- 
teresting service  with  prayer.  Besides  pro- 
fessing Christians,  it  is  estimated  that  250 
Hindoos  and  Mussulmans  were  present,  and 
all  behaved  with  the  most  respectful  atten- 
tion during  the  service. 

In  the  evening,  the  persons  baptized  were 
received  into  the  feUowship  of  the  native 
cburch,  when  the  Lord's  Supper  was  admi- 
nistered by  Mr.  W.  H.  Pearce,  to  nearly 
thirty  native  members,  besides  European 
visitors. 


BOMBAY. 

It  will  appear,,  by  the  subjoined 
extract,  that  our  American  mission- 
ary brethren  at  Bombay  have  re- 
cently been  encouraged  in  their 
efforts  by  several  instances  of  hope- 
ful success.  Besides  three  other 
persons,    admitted  into  their  com- 


munion a  little  while  before,  two 
Hindoos  were  received'  on  the  first 
Sabbath  of  December  (1830)  of 
whom  it  is  said : — 

"  On  tie  first  Sabbath  in  December,  Da- 
jeeba,  a  Hindoo  of  tbe  Purhoo  caste,  was  re- 
ceived into  the  church  by  bi^tism,  and  ad- 
mitted to  the  Lord's  Supper.  And  on  the 
first  Sabbath  in  March,  Moroba,  of  the 
Hindoo  caste,  was  received  into  the  church 
by  baptism. 

"  After  this  the  Lord's  Supper  was  admi- 
nistered in  the  American  Mission  Chapel  to 
mneteen  communicants,  among  whom  were 
the  descendants  of  Shem,  Ham,  and  Japheth 
— ^from  the  four  quarters  of  the  globe.  The 
services  were  conducted  in  the  Murat'hee 
language.  The  novelty  of  the  scene  drew 
out  a  large  number  of  natives,  to  whom 
the  nature  and  design  of  the  ordinances  were 
dearly  explained,  and  who  listened  to  the 
instruction,  and  watched  the  movements, 
with  much  apparent  concern. 

"  Dajeeba,  previously  to  his  baptism)  had 
been  employed  by  the  American  Mission  as 
a  teacher  of  one  of  their  native  schools  in 
Mazagaum,  for  nearly   three  years,  during 
which  time  he  had  been  a  regular  attendant 
on  the   religious  services  at  the  chapel  on 
the  Sabbath  and  on  Tuesday.     Little   more 
than  a  year  previously  to  his  baptism  his 
mind  was  apparently  deeply  impressed  with 
Divine  truth, —a  sense    of  his  own  innate 
depravity  and  sinfulness  of  life,  and  a  per- 
suasion of  the    inefficacy  of  the  numerous 
atonements  inculcated  by   Hindooism  to  ex- 
piate  sin.     For  a  season   his  mind  was  in 
such  a  state  of  anxious  inquiry  respecting  the 
way   to   obtain   the  remission   of    sin   and 
eternal  life,  as  to  disqualify  him,  in  a  measure, 
for  the   regular  instruction   of  his    school. 
He    requested    permission    to    put   another 
teacher  in  his  place,  that  he  might,  with  less 
interruption,  pursue  the  great  inquiry  which 
seemed   to  absorb   his  ^very  thought.     His 
request  being  acceded  to  by  the  missionaries, 
he  went  to  them   daily  for  several   weeks, 
to  read  the   Scripture  and   receive  instruc- 
tion.    Having  read  the  New  Testament  at- 
tentively, and   having   had  it   explained  to 
him   by  the  missionaries,   he  professed  his 
belief  in   Christianity,  and  in  Christ  as  his 
only  Saviour.     But   in  consequence  of  the 
entreaties  of  an  aged  and  infirm  mother,  who 
was  dependant  on  him  for  support,  and  the 
influence  of  other  friends,  he  was  induced  to 
defer  the  violation  of  his  caste   by  uniting 
with  the  church.     Though  he  seemed  to  lose, 
in  a  measure,  the  deep  solicitude  he  once 
manifested  for  his  salvation,  and  was  guilty 
of  some  improper  conduct^  yet  it  is  believed 
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BOtictum  to  liM  piactice  of  idohtry. 
He  ^•ckmtd  to  read  tihe  Seriptnrce  daily,  and 
to  yny  to  the  one  fiiriiig  and  tme  God. 
About  nx  months  before  hit  b^ytism.  Divine 
troth  ieemed  to  take  a  more  deqi  and  abiding 
hold  of  bia  feelinga.  He  acknowledged  that 
he  had  done  wrong  in  listening  to  the  en- 
treaties of  a  moiher,  rather  than  to  the  eom- 
mands  of  his  Saviour ^  and  requested  to  be 
baptized.  His  mother,  who  be£m«  lo  Tim-r 
lently  opjwsed him,  consented  to  his  baptism; 
for  she  said,  '  I  am  convinced  that  Dajeeba 
will  find  no  peace  to  his  mind  till  he  has 
pro&ssed  Christ  before  his  countrymen  by 
being  baptized ;  But  aa  for  me,*  she  added, 
*  I  can  assure  you  that  I  will  nerer  be  guilty 
of  apostacy  from  the  religion  of  my  ancestors. 
If  they  have  gone  to  hell,  I  will  go  there  too 
—I  have  no  concern  for  that.'  And  here 
we  would  mention,  that  Christians  may  be 
excited  to  pray  for  this  aged  Pagan  woman, 
that  she  was  present  at  the  baptism  of  her 
son,  and  since  that  time  has  attended  divine 
service  at  the  chapel  when  her  infirmities 
would  admit.  She  is  less  bitter  in  her  feel- 
ing—-more  disposed  to  hear — and  attends 
family  worship  with  her  son. 

*'  Dajeeba  is  a  young  man,  aged  26,  rather 
modest  and  retiring  in  his  natural  disposition, 
poiaetses  good  natural  talents,  and,  for  a 
Hindoo,  considerable  infinrmation.  He  is  ad- 
▼antageoualy  employed  as  superintendent  of 
aehods,  and  at  ^  same  time  pursuing  a 
course  of  study  for  more  extensive  usefulness. 

**  The  o^r  Hindoo  convert,'  Moroba,  had 
been  employed  as  a  teacher  of  a  school  in 
conneouon  with  the  mission  only  six  months 
previous  to  his  baptism.  From  that  time,  in 
addition  to  the  stated  services  at  the  chapel, 
and  the  Christian  instruction  given  in  the 
school,  he  attended  daily  the  reading  of  the 
Soriptures  and  prayer  at  one  of  the  mission- 
aries houses.  About  two  months  after  this 
he  brought  his  household  gods,  which  had 
been  worshipped  in  the  families  of  his  ances- 
ton  for  years,  and  gave  them  to  the  mission- 
ary, and  said,  <  Tidce  these  abominable  gods, 
for  I  have  no  further  need  of  them.  I  wish 
to  dear  my  house  ci  them,  for  I  am  convinced 
there  ia  but  one  Qod,  who  ia  a  Spirit — and 
from  this  time  I  am  determined  to  worship 
him  in  my  family,*  At  the  same  time  he 
requested  to  be  baptised  as  soon  as  the  mis* 
aionaries  should  deem  him  a  proper  subject 
for  admiaaioB  to  the  Christian  church. 

<<  Moroba  and  Dajeeba  are  bitterly  perse- 
cuted by  their  former  castes,  but  as  yet  they 
seem  to  suffer  joyfully  for  Christ^s  sake.  The 
wifo  of  the  former  ia  at  present  in  a  very 
interesting  state  of  mind.  She  daily  receives 
Christian  ittstruction  from  one  of  the  ladies 
•f  the  miisioB.    Hopes  art  cntsrtuiwd  that 
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JAMAICA. 

The  following  testimony  will 
speak  for  itself.  It  was  banded  to 
the  editor  by  a  Christian  friend,  who 
spent  some  months  in  Jamaica,  and 
had  ample  opportunities  of  making 
himself  acquainted  with  the  state  of 
several  of  our  churches  there. 

The  contributor  of  the  following  brief 
article,  was  once  a  little  sceptical  about  the 
great  success  of  the  Baptist  West-India  Mis- 
sionaries,  on  account  of  the  vast  number  of 
supposed  conversions ;  but,  having  been  per- 
mitted to  see  their  labours  and  the  good 
effected,  he  begs  leave  to  give  as  a  sample 
a  few  of  the  many  queries  and  answers  which 
the  missionary  and  the  candidate  for  baptism 
respectively  put  and  received,  prior  to  that 
ordinance. 

What  is  sin?  **  All  that  don't  fitten." 
Another,  *'  All  the  badness  we  do  Aforetime. " 
Who  is  Jesus  Christ?  «  The  Son  of  God." 
And  what  has  He  done  for  our  salvation  ? 
"  Him  'tand  for  we."  .  Another,  "  Him  get 
himself  wound  for  we.^*  Do  you  repent  of 
sin  ?  "  Ebery  ting  me  do  Aforetime,  me  sorry 
for  to  me  heart.'*  How  did  you  know  your- 
self to  be  a  sinner  ?  <<  Me  tink  me  a  sinner  ; 
for  me  hearee  de  Bible  read.**  Do  you  love 
Jesus  ?  <<  Me  lub  me  Massa  Jesus ;  me  wish 
me  always  at  Him  feet."  Why  do  you  love 
the  Saviour  ?  '*  For  Him  come  down  and  be 
crucified,  and  Him  *till  pray.**  Can  you  do 
good  of  yourself?  **  By  de  power  of  Jesus." 
Why  do  you  wish  to  be  baptized  ?  "  Massa 
Jesus  leave  de  word,  and  me  wish  to  follow 
him  track."  But  if  any  one  should  mock 
afterwards,  what  would  you  do?  "  Me  take 
him  hand,  and  me  say,  how  you  do?"  What  ' 
does  the  minister  break  the  bread  for,  and 
pour  out  the  wine  ?  "  To  mind  upon  it, 
and  'member  upon  it,  how  Massa  Jesus  body 
broke  for  we,  how  Him  precious  Uood  'pilt 
for  we."  Why  do  you  wish  to  partake  of 
the  Lord's  Supper?  *'  It  bring  feeling  over 
me  mind;  fin*  Him  wounded  for  me  sin." 
One  of  them  having  been  asked  if  she  loved 
God,  replied  in  the  affirmative ;  and  on  bein^ 
further  asked,  whether  she  loved  all  the 
brediren  and  sisters,  answered,  *'  Hi  Massa  ! 
me  no  lub  me  broder  and  me  sisters,  who 
me  see  ebery  day,  when  me  lub  God  wh6 
mtJiflber  see."

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A  BRIEF    Memoir    of    the  late 
Rev.  Isaac  Mann,  A.M.,  by  his 

INTIMATE     FRIEND,    AND     TUTOR, 

THE  Rev.  W.  Steadman,  D.D. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Mann  was  bom  at 
Hunmanby,  a  village  in  the  East 
Riding  of  Yorkshire,  at  nearly  an 
equal  distaoce  between  Scarborough 
and  Bridlington,  on  the  23rd  of 
January,  1/85.  To  the  latter  of 
those  places  his  father  removed  not 
long  after  his  birth,  and  followed 
the  occupation  of  a  gardener.  Of 
his  father,  Mr.  Mann  wjrote  a  me- 
JDoir  some  years  ago. 

Of  the  precise   time   when   Mr. 
Mann's   religious   impressions  com- 
mencedi    we  have  no   certain  ac- 
<count :     but    it    must    have    been 
early,  as  he  was  baptized  and    re- 
x^ived  a  member  into  the  church  at 
Bridlington, —  then  and  still  under 
-the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Robert 
Harness, — in  the  year  1802,  when  he 
was  only  seventeen  years  of  age.     In 
the  year  1805  he  was  called  to  the 
work  of   the  ministry,  and  recom- 
mended to  the  newly-formed  Acade-. 
my  at  Bradford,  where  he  Arrived  in 
the  beginning  of  February,    1806. 
He  was  the  first  pupil  taken  upon 
the  foundation  of  that  Institution, 
though  the  Rev.  James  Viney,  now 
at  Beckington>  who  was  supported 
by  a  generous  individual,  had  been 
there  a  few  weeks  before  Jiim.     At 
that  Seminary  hfi  conducted  himself 
in  such  a  way  .as  secured  the  esteem, 
not  only  of  bis  tutor  and  fellow- 
stadents,  but  of  aU  who  were  ac- 
<^aainted    with   him.     Prior  to  his 
£omingj  be  bad  read  a  number  of 
Yq^.  VIL  3d  Serict. 


useful  books,  and  acquired  a  con- 
siderable share  of  general  kijiow- 
ledgcj  and,  during  a  residence  of 
nearly  four  years,  he  .applied  himself 
with  exemplary  diligence  to  the  ac? 
quisition  of  the  learned  languages, 
and  other  branches  of  science  >  also 
to  the  lectures  on  theology,  the 
greater  part  of  which  he  .copied  as 
they  were  delivered.  Though  cheer- 
ful, his  temper  was  habitually  de- 
votional ;  and  the  general  strain  of 
his  conversation  such  as  made  those 
about  him  wiser  and  hetUr,  His 
preaching  was  acceptable,  not  only 
in  neighbouring  congregations, 
which  he  occasionally  supplied,  but 
in  places  at  a  greater  distance, 
which  he  visited  during  the  vaca- 
tion,— such  as  Chester  and  Burs- 
lem.  Indeed,  every  thing  about 
him  conspired  to  raise  his  character 
and  to  encourage  the  expectations 
of  his  friends,  that  he  would  prove 
an  able  minister  of  Jesus  Christ, 
wherever  his  lot  might  be  cast. 

In  the  early  part  of  his  studies 
the  church  at  Steeplane,  a  place 
about  thuee  miles  from  Halifax, 
turned  their  attention  to  him. 
There  .the  prospect  was  far  from  in- 
viting. The  church  had  been  greatly 
reduced,  and  was  in  a  divided  state. 
The  place  in  which  they  met  was 
situate  on  the  side  of  a  bleak  moun- 
tain,, and  was  in  so  ruinous  a  .con* 
dition  as  to  resemble  a  hovel  rather 
than  a  place  of  worship.  But  Mr. 
Mann  (ud  not  despise  Uieir  over- 
tures. Being  sensible  that  the 
prospect  of  doing  good  -to  the  souls 
of  men,  not  personal  comfort,  must 
be  his  principal  object,  he  accepted 
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their  invitation^  and  was  ordained 
as  their  pastor  in  the  month  of 
August,  1809.  Here  his  labours 
were  great,  not  only  in  the  stated 
place  of  worship,  but  in  several  sur- 
rounding places,  where,  on  account 
of  the  large,  though  scattered,  popu- 
lation, he  had  frequent  opportunities 
of  preaching  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Christ.  Nor  were  his  labours 
unsucces;sful ;  sinners  were  con- 
verted, and  the  church  was  in- 
creased. But  in  the  course  of  two 
or  three  years^  his  situation  became 
uncomfortable, — some  discord  still 
remained  in  the  church  ;  the  bleak- 
ness of  his  residence  ill  agreed  with 
the  health  of  his  wife ;  and  the 
prospect  of  rebuilding  the  place  of 
worship  utterly  failed.  He  there- 
fore conceived  it  to  be  his  duty  to 
remove ;  and,  in  the  spring  of  the 
year  J812,  accepted  an  invitation 
from  the  church  at  Burslem,  in 
StaflFord shire,  to  become  co-pastor 
with  Mr.  Thomas  Thompson,  who, 
but  a  few  years  before,  had  been 
the  chief  instrument  of  raising  the 
church,  but  was  then  so  much  en- 
gaged in  business  as  to  need  a  col- 
league in  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
Here  he  laboured  with  diligence  for 
about  two  years,  and  then  removed 
toShipleyi  a  village  three  miles  from 
Bradford,  in  Yorkshire. 

In  this  place  his  sphere  of  action 
was  considerably  enlarged,  and  his 
usefulness  greatly  increased.  He  was 
much  beloved  by  his  people,  and  re- 
spected by  the  ministers  and  churches 
in  the  surrounding  neighbourhood  ; 
nor  had  he,  vve  have  reason  to 
think,  any  other  idea  than  that  of 
spending  there  the  remainder  of  his 
days,  till  the  summer  of  the  year 
1826,  when  the  church  at  Maze 
Pond,  being  in  a  destitute  state, 
requested  him  to  pay  them  a 
visit.  With  this  request  he  cora- 
pKed  I  and  having  spent  some  sab- 
baths amongst  them,  received  a 
pressing  invitation  to  become  their 
pastor.      After    due    consideration. 


and  consulting  his  friends,  he  com- 
plied with  the  invitation,  and  re- 
moved, with  his  family,  to  London^ 
in  the  following  autumn.  This  was 
by  far  his  most  Important  station  $ 
and  he  filled  it  with  distinguished 
honour  to  himself,  and  greatly  to 
the,  advantage  of  the  people  of  his 
charge,  till  the  Great  Head  of  the 
church  in  his  wise,  though  mys- 
terious providence,  saw  fit  to  ter^- 
minate  his  valuable  labours. 

The  repeated  removals  of  Mr. 
Mann  may  be  thought,  by  some,  to 
operate  to  his  disadvantage.  This 
unfavourable  impression  will  subside 
when  it  is  recollected  that  they  were 
not  the  result  of  instability  or  ca- 
price, but  of  his  decided  conviction 
that  they  were  such  as  would  con- 
tribute to  the  more  effectually  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  Christ.  Hence, 
though  in  every  removal  the  church 
which  he  left  greatly  regretted  their 
loss,  yet  they  ceased  not  to  esteem  him 
as  a  faithful  minister  of  the  Gospel. 
The  late  judicfous  Mr.  Sutcliff.  in  a 
conversation  with  the  writer  of  this 
article,  observed  that  he  did  not 
indiscriminately  censure  the  removal 
of  ministers,  "  On  the  contrary 
(says  he),  I  wish  we  had  more  re- 
movals among  us,  provided  they 
were  judiciously  adjusted.  Then 
the  place  left  will  prove  to  have 
been  a  training  for  the  next. 
Without  such  removals,  our  most 
important  stations  must  be  filled 
with  young  and  inexperienced  men  : 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  men  of 
superior  talents  and  improved  ex- 
perience, will  be  retained  in  situa- 
tions of  less  importance,  to  which 
ministers  of  inferior  abilities  would 
be  fully  adequate."  These  observa- 
tions were  fully  exemplified  in  the 
removals  of  Mr.  Mann.  Each  place 
prepared  him  for  that  which  fol- 
lowed, and  all  for  Maze  Pond,  in- 
comparably the  most  important  he 
was  called  to  fill. 

Fully  aware  of  this,  he  addressed 
himself  to  his  work  with  redoubled 
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activity.  He  i«ras  occupied  not  only  in 
the  stated  services  of  his  own  church, 
but  availed  himself  of  every  other 
opportunity  of  preaching  the  Gospel. 
In  the   morning    and    evening    of 
Lord^s  days   he  engaged  at  various 
lectures  in  the  city,  so  that  not  un- 
frequently  he  preached  four  times  on 
the  sabbathy  besides  several  evenings 
in  the  week.     Nor  were  his  pulpit 
exercises  confined  to  the  city  and  its 
immediate  vicinity,  but  extended  to 
a  considerable   distance,  when    or* 
dinations  of   ministers,  missionary 
meetings,  annual  sermons,  or  other 
public  occasions  called  fur  them.   In 
support  of  the  Baptist  Mission,  he 
look  several  journeys  to  the  very  ex- 
tremities of  the  kingdom.     As  he 
had  an  extensive  acquaintance  with 
the  ministers  and  c^iurches  of  his  own 
denomination   the  nation   throogh, 
he  laboured  with  assiduity  to  pro- 
mote their  interests.    To  the  appli- 
cation from  ministers  in  needy  dr- 
cumstances,   he   paid   prompt    and 
cheerful  attention,  and  never  failed 
to  use  his  influence  with  his  wealthier 
friends  on  their  bdhalf.    Nor  was  he 
less  ready  to  assist  young  ministers 
and   students,   by  presenting  them 
with  books.    Newly -raised  churches 
experienced  the  benefit  of  his  foster- 
mg  care;    and   those  which   were 
under  thenecessity  of  erecting  places 
of  worship,  the   expence  of  which 
they  were  unable  td  defray,  never 
failed  to  receive  bis  assistance.   Few 
men  were  more  qualified  for  such 
extensive  exertions ;    and  for   the 
latter  years  of  his  life,  more  favour- 
ably situated  for  carrying  them  into 
effect ;  and  few  men  have  risen  up, 
Whose  death  will  be  so  sensibly  felt. 
Nor    were    Mr.   Mann*s   exertions 
confined  to  his  own  denomination. 
Though  a  Baptist  from  conviction, 
he  waSs   a  warm  friend  to  all  who 
loved  our  I/ord  Jesus  Christ  in  sin- 
cerity.  He  cheerfully  rendered  them 
all  the  assistance  in  his  power,  and 
on  public  occasions  was  not  unfre- 
quently    employed  by  them. 


But  Mr.  Mann's  efforts  extended 
beyond  the  pulpit ;  though  preaching 
was  his  principal,  it  was  not  his  only 
employ.  He  encouraged  all  schemes 
of  christian  benevolence  which  had 
for  their  object  either  the  temporal 
or  the  spirifual  advantage  of  man- 
kind. Pie  assisted  at  their  meetings, 
in  obtaining  pecuniary  resources, 
and  in  every  way  within  his  reach 
aided  in  carrying  their  designs  into 
effect.  One  of  ^he  projects  which 
lay  near  his  heart,  but  which  he  lived 
to  see  but  partially  accomplished,  was 
the  establishment  of  a  school  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  the 
poorer  ministers  of  his  own  denomi- 
nation. 

In  friendly  and  pastoral  visits  he 
was  no  way  deficient,  and  in  the 
joys  and  sorrows  of  his  christian 
friends  he  deeply  sympathized.  For 
the  social  circle  he  was  eminently 
fitted,  his  entrance  was  hailed  by  his 
friends,  and  his  departure  was  mat- 
ter of  regret. 

He  was  much  interested  in  the 
prosperity  of  the  seminaries  for  the 
education  of  ministers  among  pro- 
testant  dissenters,  particularly  in 
that  of  Bradford  Academy,  where 
he  had  received  his  own  education: 
its  interests  he  never  lost  sight  of; 
and  from  the  day  he  left  it,  until 
the  day  of  his  death,  when  resident 
in  the  country,  and  after  his  re- 
moval to  the  metropolis,  never  ceas- 
ed to  exert  himself  on  its  behalf. 
The  tutors,  the  committee,  the  stu- 
dents, indeed  all  the  friends  of  that 
Institution,  have  long  been  sensible 
of  their  obligations  to  him,  for  the 
very  efficient  services  he  has  rendered 
it,  and  are  greatly  affected  with  the 
loss  it  has  sustained  by  his  death. 

lie  kept  up  an  extensive  epistolary 
correspondence ;  nor  are  the  publica- 
tions he  has  sent  into  the  world  to  be 
passed  by  unnoticed;  for  though 
they  may  not  entitle  him  to  any  great 
degree  of  literary  fame,  they  cannot 
be  read  by  the  pious  mind  without 
imparting  instruction  and  advantage. 
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Amongst  these,  his  Charges  to  minis- 
ters, at  their  ordinations,  and  the 
Sermon  addressed  to  theistudents  of 
the  Bradford  Academy,  in  the  month 
of  August,  1829,  are  some  of  the 
most  useful,  and  are  earnestly  re- 
commended to  the  ifepeated  peru- 
sal of  those  for  whose  benefit  they 
were  especialFy  designed. 

Mr.  Mann*8  labours  at  Maze  Pond 
were  attended  with  much  success. 
The  church  was  increased  ;  its  mem- 
bers were  united  j  their  usefulness  in 
public  exertions  augmented,  and  the 
congregation  greatly  enlarged, — so 
much  so,  that  the  friends  of  the  in- 
terest had,  for  some  time  previous 
to  his  death,  serious  thoughts  of  en- 
larging their  place  of  worship. 

But,  alas!  how  soon  and  how 
unexpectedly  were  their  prospects 
blighted  !  On  Thursday,  December 
22,  he  complained  to  his  friends  of 
slight  indisposition,  and  on  the  mor- 
row became  seriously  ill.  Medical 
assistance  was  called  in,  and  for  a 
time  promised  to  be  successful.  On 
the  following  Monday,  hi^  disorder 
became  more  severe,  on  the  next  day 
he  revived  and  exhibited  symptoms 
of  convalescence  j  but  on  the  Fri- 
day evening  his  disorder  returned 
with  increased  violence,  baffled  the 
efforts  of  his  medical  attendants,  and 
precluded  all  hope  of  his  recovery. 

Through  his  illness  Mr.  Mann's 
mind  was  composed  and  tranquil. 
The  truths  he  had  preached  afforded 
him  adequate  support,  and  his  desire 
of  recovery  arose  from  his  concern 
for  his  family,  and  his  hope  of  being 
further  serviceable  to  the  church  of 
God.  But  as  a  paper  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  writer,  by  one  of  his 
friends,  will  afford  the  fullest  exhi- 
bition of  the  state  of  his  mind,  it  is 
h^re  inserted. 

My  dear  Sir, 
You  are  well  aUe  to  estimate  tmr  feel- 
ings vnder  this  afflictive  stroke,  because 
you  knew  our  beloved  pastor,  and  the 
affectioQ  and  harmony  that  subsisted  be- 
tween him  and  his  flock,  during  the  five 


years  in  which  we  enjojed  his  labourfc 
Nor  is  it  needful  to  tell  you  with  what 
vigour,  affection,  fidelity,  and  discretion^ 
be  exercised  his  ministry  among  us. 

1  cannot  communicate  much,  to  yoa 
about  the  last  day>i  of  our  beloved  pastor,, 
because  the  prohibition  of  his  doctor,  and 
my  own  indisposition,  pi  evented  me  or 
any  other  perton  from  seeing  much  of 
him.  During  his  ilitaess  be*  had  much  in- 
teresting* conversation  with  his  medical  at- 
tendant, for  whom  he  entertained,  pro- 
fessionally and  personally,  a  great  regard, 
the  tenour  of  which  evinced  the  warm  inr- 
terest  that  he  took  in  the  church  of  Christ 
at  larger  and  the  general  knowledge  that 
he  possessed  on  all  pointii  connected  witb- 
the  ministers  and  churches  of  his  own  de- 
nomination. At  the  commencement  of 
his  illness,  his  first  concern  was,  to  provide 
for  the  fulfilment  of  all  the  benevolent 
pledges  he  bad  given  to  further  the  in- 
terests of  some  of  his  ministerial  brethren- 
in  the  country :  indeed,  this-  was  one  of 
the  ruling  passions  strong  upon-  him  with- 
in a  few  hours  of  his  death ;  for  he  exact- 
ed a  promise  from  a  frtenrl  with  him,  to 
use  every  exertion  in<  favour  of  a  brother 
minister  from  whom  he  had  heard  during 
his  illness*  (le  never  was  remarkable  fur 
evincing  that  fervour  of  assurance  avowed 
by  some  profeswrii,  which  seems  to  leave 
little  for  the  morning  of  the  resurrcctioir 
to  unfold  to  the  spirit  of  the  Christian ; 
but  that  vigorous  faith  in  the  aU-suffi-^ 
ciency  of  the  work  of  Christ  to  redeem  the 
penitent  sinner^  and  which  can  hold  the* 
soul  in  perfect  calmness  never  forsook- 
him,  but  retained  its  full  force  during  his- 
struggle  with  pain  and  disease. 

The  nature  of  his  disorder,  when  in  its 
most  acute  stages,  prevented  him  frona 
speaking  much  \  and  the  pain  he  suffered 
was  violent  and  unremitting:  but  his  pa. 
tience,  as  under  the  hand  of  God,  wa» 
most  exemplary,  while  his  desire  for  pro- 
longed usefulness  seemed  to  induce  a 
tenacity  to  life. 

About  the  middle  of  the  week  in  whidr 
he  died,  his  disease  yielded  in  a  very  en- 
couraging degree,  to  the  course  of  treat- 
ment adopted,  when  he  said  to  a  friend, 
^  Oh !  how  comfortable  I  am  !  Christ  and 
the  truths  I  have  preached  to  others  are 
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BOW  m  J  8i]^>port  aad  consolation.**  Though 
perfectly  aware  of  the  critical  state  he  was 
in,  he  seemed   to  think,  even  till  within 
two  hours  of  his  death,  that  his  strength 
would  oTercome  the  disease,  and  talked 
of  the  hope  he  entertained  that,  "God  had 
more  work  for   him  to  do  yet  at  Maze 
Pond !  '*     The  faculties  of  his  mind,  and 
even  the  strength   of  his  Foice  (though 
the   labour  of    breathing  prevemed  his 
talking  much,)  continued  unimpaired  (ill 
within  a  few  nainutes  of  his  death.    When 
ssked,  whether  he  found  the  basis  of  hie 
hope  sufficient  to  sustain  bis  mind  in  the 
prospect  of  death,   he  exclaimed,  *^  Oh ! 
yes,  I  cannot  doubt  the  efficacy  of  the 
8aTiour*s  atonements  though  it  seems  to 
me  a  miracle  that  such  a  sinner  as  I  am 
should  hawe  found  naercy.*'    It  was  sug- 
gested to  hhn  that  he  had  not  spent  his 
strength  in  vain,,  bat  haviog  found  Christ 
himself,  had  earnestly  laboured,  and  not 
without  success,  to  brmg  others  to  the 
Saviour ;  he  said,  ^  God  granted  me  an 
humble  order  of   talent,  and   if  he  has 
blessed  it  for  usefulness  it  has  been  be- 
cause  I  exercised  it  hone»Uyy  declaring  the 
whole  counsel  of  God ! "    Whenever  the 
friend  by  his  bed-side  touched  those  chords 
of  consolation  with  which  the  Scriptures 
and  our  Sacred  Songs  abound,  they  seem- 
ed to  vibrate  through  his  soul,  and  he 
finished  every  sentence  and  verse  that  was 
begun.      «<  When   thou   passest  through 
the    waters  1    will    be   with    thee,  and 
(he  rivers  shall  not  overflow  thee,"  &c. 
**  To  him  that  overcoroeth,  will  I  give  to 
eat  of  the  tree  of  life,'*  &c.    When  a  fe- 
male member  of  the  church,   who   had 
arrived  to  sk  up  through  the  pight,  was 
introduced  to  him,  he  said  he  was  glad  to 
see  her,  but  she  must  not  speak  to  him. 
About  two  hours  before  his  death,  when 
left  alone  with  one  of  the  friends  who  sat 
up  with  him,  who  had  th.e  painful  task  of 
telling  him  that  he  feared  his  hour  was 
approaching^  and  was  anxious  to  know  if 
he  had  any    wishes  to  express,  he  very 
calmly  gave  some    directions  about  his 
family  affairs,  and  then  added,  <<that  if 
he  should  not  be  raised  up  for  further 
Dsefulness  in  the  church  of  Christ,  his  last 
feelings  were   those  of  affection  and  in- 
terevC  for  the  welfare  of  his  flock,  to  every 


member  of  which  he  begged  that  bis  love 
might  be  expressed,  entreating  that  they 
would  live  up  to  their  profession ;  and 
that,  using  well  all  their  religious  privi- 
leges, they  might  increase  in  numbers  and 
spiiilual  prosperity;  enjoining  on  them 
continued  c(NiCidence  in  the  deacons  of  the 
church,  and  trusting  that  they  would  give 
the  supplies  who  might  be  provided,  a  fair 
hearing,  and  that  they  would  cultivate 
an  affectionate  regard  for  other  churches. 
He  then  expressed  a  warm  interest  lor  the 
pro8|)erity  of  that  denomination  in  the 
Christian  church  with  which  he  had  been 
connected,  and  spoke  in  affectionate  terms 
of  many  of  bis  brethren  by  name.  After 
lying  still  for  about  half  an  hour,  he  re- 
quested to  be  lifted  up,  and  moved  in  his 
bed,  and  as  he  sat  up,  and  took  some  re- 
freshment, <*  Maze  Pond,**  were  the  last 
words  on  his  lips,  after  which  he  reclined 
gently  upon  hb  pillow,  and,  in  a  few  mi* 
notes,  slept  in  Jesus-l 

Mr.  Mann  died  on  Saturday^  De^ 
cember,  31,  J831,  in  the  47ti» 
year  of  his  age,  leaving  a  widow 
and  four  children  to  deplore  his  loss. 
On  Monday,  January  9,  his  re- 
mains 'were  deposited  in  a  vault  be- 
neath the  Meeting-house,  and  nearly 
under  the  pulpit  from  which  he  had, 
with  much  pleasure  to  himself,  and 
profit  to  others,  dispensed  the  truths 
of  the  glorious  Gospel  of  the  blessed 
God.  The  place  of  worship  was 
crowded  to  excess,  and  numbers  were 
unable  to  gain  admission.  Ministers 
of  every  denomination  were  present. 
The  Rev.  John  Dyer  engaged  in 
prayer  J  the  Rev.  Isaiah  Birt  deli- 
vered an  address,  which  made  a  deep 
impression  on  the  crowded  auditory*, 
and  the  Rev.  George  Collison,  of 
Hackney,  concluded  the  mournful 
solemnities  in  prayer. 

On  the  following  sabbath  the 
writer  attempted  to  improve  the 
solemn  providence  from  Rev.  i.  part 
of  the  17th  and  the  18th  verses; 
when  from  the  vacated  pulpit  he 
addressed  a  crowded  and  deeply- 
interested  audience. 


Ses  the  following  paper* 
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Svbstanee  of  the  Addreu  delivered  at  the 
Funeral  of  the  late  Rev,  Isaac  Mann, 
A.M.,  in  the  Chapel^  Maze  Pond,  Mon- 
day, January  9th,  by  hi*  venerable  friend 
the  Rev,  Isaiah  Biat. 

"  We  are  assembled  this  morning 
on  one  of  the  most  humbliog  and 
afflictive  occasions  that  can  occur  in 
the  present  world.  No  event  on 
earthj  can  be  more  afflicting  and 
humbling  than  the  dissolution  of  the 
human  frame.  There  is  something 
reasonable,  interesting,  and  useful  in 
contemplating  the  frame  of  man, 
when  an  edifice  so  fair  is  taken 
down,  when  a  structure  so  beautiful 
is  laid  low.  We  do  not  now  dis- 
pute the  opinion  that  man  was 
created  in  the  image  of  Gpd^  for 
this  fact  is  twice  stated  by  Moses, 
and  is  repeated  by  St.  Paul;  but 
whatever  may  be  said  of  the  mind 
of  man,  the  body  is  certainly  beau- 
tiful and  worthy  of  our  admiration. 
When  angels  are  read  of,  they  are 
read  of  as  men.  When  painters 
have  drawn  these  celestial  beings, 
they  have  drawn  them  as  men. 
Some  artists  have  been  presump- 
tuous enough  to  attempt  a  repre- 
sentation of  the  Deity ;  but  on  such 
occasions  they  have  not  attempted 
to  go  farther  than  a  representation 
of  man.  The  noblest  mental  efforts 
are  rendered  beneficial  to  society 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the 
body  5  and  the  latter  is  the  medium 
oi  carrying  into  effect,  and  of  ren- 
dering practically  useful,  the  best 
and  mightiest  projects  of  the  mind. 
The  Son  of  God  assumed  the  cor- 
poreal form  of  man,  and  took  upon 
him  our  nature.  God  has  thus  con- 
ferred the  highest  possible  honour 
upon  his  creatures,  and  even  now 
the  human  form  appears  in  the 
heavenly  world,  in  the  glorified  per- 
son of  the  Redeemer,  who  is  set 
down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Ma- 
jesty on  high.  We  might  say  much 
mote  of  man's  corporeal  structure. 
But  how  awfoi  to  eontemplate  him 


in  a  state  of  ruin!  What!  this 
beautiful  edifice  thrown  down )  this 
admirable  form  brought  to  death, 
and  laid  low  in  the  grave«  to  be 
trodden  under  foot  by  the  heedless 
passenger !  The  frame  of  him  who 
now  addresses  you  will  soon,  very 
soon,  like  that  of  our  beloved 
brother,  be  brought  to  the  coffin 
and  the  tomb.  These  limbs  will 
become  inactive,  and  this  fiesh  will 
be  give9  over  to  corruption  and  the 
worm.  This  is  indeed  humiliating 
and  afflictive !  And  not  only  him 
who  addresses  you,  but  all  who 
hear  him,  the  young  and  the  old,  the 
rich  and  the  poor,  the  high  and  the 
low,  must  be  subjected  to  this  de* 
gradation.  There  are  no  gradations 
in  death.  This  last  enemy  levels  all 
distinctions,  and  lays  low  men  of  all 
orders  and  conditions.  But  there 
are  striking  demarcations  in  those 
who  are  brought  to  the  grave.  There 
are  many  classes  in  society ;  yet  all 
are  levelled  in  the  silent  tomb. 
There  is  one  class  of  persons  whose 
deadi  little  affects  th^  survivors. 
They  come  into  the  world  sand  pass 
out  of  it  without  exciting  particular 
attention;  without  efiecting  any 
good  for  themselves  or  others. 
There  is  a  second  class,  which  Is 
composed  of  men  whose  lives  are  so 
vicious  and  detrimental  to  society — 
who  are  such  moral  pests,  that  their 
exit  from  this  world  is  a  desirable 
event-— a  relief  to  the  rest  of  man-* 
kind,  and  a  matter  of  coilgratulation 
to  those  whom  they  leave  behind. 
There  are  others  who,  like  him  who 
addresses  you,  have  passed  through 
many  years  of  sorrow,  and  affliction, 
and  trial,  to  whom  death  is  a  relief 
-^a  welcome  visitor.  There  is  yet 
another  class  of  persons,  whose 
death,  like  that  of  our  departed 
brother,  is  a  heavy  affliction  to  sur* 
vivors — a  matter  of  lamentation  to 
friends  and  brethren  around  them, 
and  to  the  church  of  God. 

"The  deceased  was  a  man  of  great 
natural  endowments,  and  those  en- 
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do wments  he  hadcuUi vated  with  great 
labour  and  assiduity.  He  was  also  the 
subject  of  Divine  grace ;  a  recipient 
of  Divine  influence  and  gifts.     It  is 
delightful  to  contemplate  the  mind 
of  man   thus   endowed  (and  these 
endowments  highly  cultivated),  and 
richly  furnished  with  the  graces  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.     The  understand- 
ing of   our   lamented  and   beloved 
friend  was  clear,  his  judgment  cor- 
rect, and    his  disposition  amiable. 
In  the  great  objects  of  human  life 
he  was  active    and    indefatigable; 
and  all   his  affections  and  powers 
were   under   the   influence    of   the 
Spirit  of   God,   and  were  brought 
into  captivity  to  the  obedience  of 
Christ.     He  was   a  blessing  to  his 
family,  to  the  church  of  God,  and 
to  the  world  in  which  he  lived  and 
laboured.     Had  the  event  which  we 
deplore  been  procured  by  man,  it 
would  indeed  have  been  a  disgrace 
to  human  kind,   a  foul  blot  on  the 
highest  character,    a  spot    on  the 
brightest  diadem,  and  a  reproach  to 
the  most  elevated  of  our  species. 
But  what  would  have  been  so  great 
a  crime   in    any  earthly  being,  has 
been  effected   by  God  himself.     It 
was  he  that  brought  down  our  de- 
parted friend  and  brother.     He  has 
taken  him  from  his  house  to  which 
be  shall  not  return 3  from  his  wife, 
his  children,   his    friends,  and   the 
church  of  God.     And  he  has  done 
this  as    a    God    of   righteousness. 
What  would  have  been  criminal  in 
roan  is  righteous  in  God.     Our  la- 
mented friend  was  not  his  own,  not 
the  property  of  bis  family,  nqt  the 
property  of  the  church.  They  called 
him  my  husband,  my  father,  or  our 
pastor;  but  these  were  not  strictly 
correct   expressions.    He  was  not 
their*8,  but  God*s.    It  whs  God  who 
created,    supported,   and    endowed 
him.     And  not  only  so,  but  he  had 
given   himself    to   God !     He  had 
made  no  conditions  or  stipulations, 
bnt  had  said  a  thousand  times, '  Noti 
my  will  but  thine  be  done  V    And 


had  not  tuch  a  proprietor  a  right  to 
do  what  he  pleased  with  his  own  ? 
He  has  only  resumed  his  own  -,  he 
has  violated  no  right.  None  can 
stay  his  hand,  or  say  unto  him  with 
propriety,  '  A^liat  doest  thou  ?'  I 
feel  a  pleasure  while  I  speak,  in  the 
recollection  that  what  our  late  re* 
spected  brother  did,  I  and  those 
around  me  have  done  too — we  have, 
like  him,  given  ourselves  to  God, 
dedicated,  ourselves  to  his  service 
and  his  pleasure. 

"  It  may  be  observed  further, 
that  God  has,  in  the  event  which 
we  deplore,  acted  wisely.  He  has 
done,  not  only  what  he  would« 
and  what  was  right,  but  what 
was  fdr  the  best.  Every  thing  con- 
nected with  our  dear  brother  was 
under  God*s  management.  His 
work,  the  sphere  and  duration  of 
his  labours,  the  number  of  his  days, 
his  death,  and  all  that  affected  him, 
were  wisely  appointed  by  God,  and 
were  in  that  covenant  which  was 
well  ordered  and  sure.  Had  this 
event  not  happened,  the  Divine  plan 
would  have  been  frustrated,  and  the 
all  wise  designs  of  the  Omnipotent 
would  have  been  counteracted. 
Though  we  are  distressed  and 
grieved,  yet  the  death  of  our  brother 
was  as  much  a  part  of  the  Divine 
plan  as  any  event  of  his  life  |  and 
when  we  ask.  Is  it  well  ?^— Is  it  well 
for  the  wife  ? — Is  it  well  for  the 
children  ?  Is  it  well  for  the  church  } 
we  are  constrained  to  say,  '  It  is 
well.' 

"This  act  of  the  Divine  Being, 
is  also  an  act  of  goodness,  as  well 
as  one  of  righteousness  and  wisdom. 
It  is  good  for  our  brother  who  haa 
passed  honourably  and  usefully 
through  this  world  of  temptation^ 
sin,  and  sorrow.  He  has  fought 
the  good  fight,  he  has  finished  hi& 
course,  he  has  kept  the  faith,  and 
henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  him 
the  crown  of  righteousness,  which, 
the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge^  shaU 
give  him  at  that  day«    He  has  comrr. 
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pleted  his  labours^  arid  has  sat  down 
at  the  right  hand  of  God.  All  will 
allow  this  act,  so  far  as  our  brother 
was  concerned,  to  be  very  good; 
ancj  we  join  with  the  voice  from 
heaven,  in  the  exclamation,  *  Blessed 
are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord, 
from  henceforth.  Even  so,  saith 
the  Spirit, ,  for  f bey  rest  from  their 
labours,  and  their  works  do  follow 
them.'  But  it  will  be  asked,  '  Is 
it  good  for  Ihe  widow?  Is  it  good 
for  ,the  children  ?  Is  it  good  for  the 
church  V  We  will,  with  great  thank- 
fulness, allow  that  our  dear  brother 
was  2^  good  husband,  father,  and 
pastor;  but  was  he  the  author  of 
all  this?  No,  if  he  could  speak 
from  the  tomb,  he  would  say,  '  No : 
it  v^as  Christ  that  worked  in  me.' 
Yes,  it  was  God  that  worked  in  him 
and  by  himi  All  he  did  was  of  God. 
If  he  had  a  heavenly  treasure,  it  was 
in  an  earthen  vessel :  and  though 
he  i»  dead,  yet  <jod  stfll  lives.  Yes. 
Jesus ,  still  lives,  and  he  is  full  of 
mercy,  and  grace,  and  truth.  God 
is  as  full  of  grace  now  as  before 
our  brother's  departure,  and  He  will 
never  leave  nor  forsake  those  whom 
he  has  left  behind.  '  All  things 
shall  work  together  for"  good  to 
those  that  love  God.'  Do, we  love 
God?  Then  all  things  shall  work 
together  for  our  good.  These  things 
are  apparently  evil;  but  they  are 
really  for  our  good.  When  Jacob 
had  lost  Joseph,  he  exclaimed,  'An 
evil  beast  hath  devoured  him  ;*  .and, 
when  his  son.Benjamin  was  required 
of  him,  he  said,  '  Joseph  is  not, 
Simeon  is  not,  and  will  ye  take  Ben- 
jamin also.'  But  Joseph  was  alive, 
and  .was  raised  from  a  dungeon  to  a 
throne ;  and  all  that  was  promised 
to  Jacob  at  Bethd  was  fulfilled. 
Christ  can  accompHsh  all  things  for 
us.  -  All  things  are  his.  But  death, 
you  say,  is  an  evil  of  the  greatest 
magnitude.  Yes,  but  "  all  things 
Are  your's;  things  present  and 
things  to  come ;  life  and  death,  a31 
,«re  yours;  and  ye  arc  Christ's,  and 


Christ  is' God's.'  '  Neither  life  nor 
death,  nor  principalities  nor  powersi, 
nor  things  present  nor  things  to 
come,  shall  separate  us  from  the 
love  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord.* 

'  No .  affliction  is  for  the  present 
joyous,  but  rathej  grievous;  yet 
afterwards  it  yieldeth  the  peace* 
able  fruit  of  righteousness  to  them 
who  are  exercised  thereby.  Can 
you  tell  me  a  passage  of  the  word 
of  God  in  which  it  is  said,  '  It  is 
good  for  me  that  I  have  been  in 
prosperity  V  But  there  are  many 
such  passages  as  the  following: — 
'  It  is  good  for  me  that  I  have  been 
afflicted.'  *  I  linow  that  in  very 
faithfulness  thou  hast  afflicted  me.' 
God  has  done  that  which  we  lament 
in  very  faithfulness,  and  it  must 
work  for  our  good.  This,  my  friends, 
may  be  regarded  as  a  time  of  congra' 
tulation  and  praise,  I  know  not 
why  we  wear  mourning  at  funerals. 
We  have  cause  for  rejoicing  and  tri- 
umph. Our  brother  has  won  the 
^ay.  He  has  ceased  from  toil,  and 
sorrow,  and  sin ;  he  has  gone 
through  this  wilderness ;  he  has 
passed  the  river,  and  is  now  set 
down  with  Abraham^  with  Isaac, 
and  with  Jacob,  in  the  kingdom  of 
God.  He  is  taken  from  a,  world  of 
sin,  and  sorrow,  and  suffering,  and 
has  entered  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord. 
His  battle  is  fought,  his  course  is 
run,  and  he  has  received  the  prize. 
There  is  something  selfish  in  our 
sorrow.  We  are  called  upon  to 
yidd  submission  to  the  will  of  our 
heavenly  Fathet.  '  I  was  as  dumb/ 
says  the  Psalmist,  'because  thou 
didst  it  ;*  and  the  wise,  the  good, 
all  should  join  in  this  exclapiation,"' 
— Mr.  Birt  concluded  by  urging  his 
audience  to  regard  the  present  dis^- 
pensation  of  Providence  as  a  call  to 
the  exercise  of  increased  confidence^ 
to  watchfulness  and  prayerfulness^ 
and  to  renewed  activity  in  the  cause 
of  God, 
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Thk  Choi<bra  Mobbus.    .

DiTiNB  ProvidenGe  having  seen  fit 
to  visit  ^18  town  and  its  ndghbour'- 
bood  with  a  painful  scourge,  in  the 
disease  08!ia]]y  denominated  Cholera 
Morbus,  1  trust  a  brief  account  of 
Ae  infliction,  aocompanied  by  a  few 
reflections,  may  liot  be  unacceptable 
to  the  readers  of  the  Baptist  Ma- 
gaaine. 

The  disease,  it  is  geaendly  known, 
first  appeared  at  Snnderiand  5  al- 
fliottgh  a  qiii€Jkty  fatal  case  of  a  sus- 
picious charadter,  occuring  in  this 
town,  flA>out  the  same  time,  had  ex- 
cited our  apprehensions.  The  fact, 
however,  ot  its  having  actusdly 
reached  onr  shores,  was  speedily 
eWnced,  by  the  official  reports  of  its 
progress,  and  by  the  opinions  of 
eminent  medical  men,  sent  to  ascer- 
tain its  existence,  and  to  examine 
its  character.  From  the  disease  be- 
ing confaied,  for  several  weeks,  to 
the  town  d  Sunderland,  the  hope 
was  probably  cberi^ed  by  some, 
diat  Its  ravfl^s  fuight  npt  extend 
farther.  If,  Eoweter^  this  hope  was, 
in  any  case,  too  tenaciously  adhered 
to,  the  isfue  has  proved  that  it  was 
doomed  to  disappointment.  Since 
the  7th  of  December,  the  malady 
has,  in  this  town,  in  Gateshead,  and 
in  the  Tillages  on  the  northern  and 
southern  hanks  of  the  Tyne,  irs  well 
as  in  North  Shields,  and  other  places, 
contimied,  wj^h  more  or  less  viru- 
lence, to  pevail ;  and  has  removed 
into  the  eternal  world  some  hun- 
dreds of  our  fellow-immortals,  many 
iof  whom,  it  is  to  be  feared,  were  un* 
prepared  for  the  summons.  'The 
official  returns  of  the  progress'  of 
tiie  malady,  «|>  to  this  period,  (18th 
of  January,}  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Boards  of  Health  of  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  alone,  and,  of  course, 
exdiHUve  of  Sunderland,  North 
Shields,  &c.,  shew  the  following 
sggr^^te : — 
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When  the  reader  contemplates 
such  A  number  of  persons  brought 
under  medical  treatment,  ^^om  one 
general  disease, — though  appearing, 
it  will  be'  obvious,  under  various 
modifications,-— he  may  possibly  ccm- 
dode  that  a  very  deep,  if  not  a 
visible  impression,  must  have  been 
made  on  the  inhabitants.  Ue  mill, 
however,  be  mistaken  if  he  igureto 
himself  the  gloomy  aspect  and  ap» 
pendages  of '<  theinty  of  the  plague.*' 
Were  such  a  person  to  visit  New* 
castle,  he  would  witness  00  inter* 
ruption  to  business,  no  sanatory 
cordon,  no  fear  of  traversing  the 
most  infected  districts,  nor  any 
thing  in  the  countenances  of  the 
inhabitants  which  indicated  terror. 
Ue  would,  however,  discover,  or  he 
might  ascertain,  the  most  active  ex* 
ertions  Ibr  the  protection  and  oom>4 
fort  of  the  poor,  and  ^&e  most 
prompt  attention  to  the  diseased; 
while  die  oft-recurring  and  speedy 
interment  of  the  dead  would  can# 
mce  him  that  truly  "  the  pestilence 
had  been  walking  in  darkness,  and 
the  destruction  wasting  at  noon 
day." 

Those  parts  of  these  towns,  in 
which  this  disease  has  hitherto  been 
most  fatal,  have  chiefly  been 
confined  sitoations,  espedaHy  the 
streets  near  the  river ;  and  though 
amongst  its  victims  have  been 
induded  many  persons  of  decent 
and  orderly  habits,  yet  it  deserves 
to  be  diatinctly  recorded,  that  tt 
has  Allien  with  pecu&ur  and  aw- 
ful weight  on  the  intemperate  and 
profane.  Several  striking  and  well-» 
authenticated  facts  contained  in  a 
tract  ^  now  printing,  addressed  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead,  will  corroborate  tibis  re« 
mark,  and,  at  the  same  time,  illus- 

*  A  copy  of  this  teact  will  be  forwanled 
to  the  Magaiiiie. 
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trate  the  principle  tfaait,  though  God 
is  long-sufiering  and  of  great  mercy, 
yet,  when  the  cHmes  of  men  reach 
a  certain  crisis,  "  wrath  to  the  ut- 
termost** not  unfrequenfly  descends 
upon  them ;  and  that,  as  in  the 
judgments  predicted  by  the  prophet 
Zephaniah,  those  persons  are  cut 
off  "  who  have  turned  back  from  the 
Lord,  or  who  have  not  sought  the 
Lord,  nor  inquired  for  him/'  *'  How 
oft  is  the  candle  of  the  wicked  put 
out ;  and  how  oft  cometh  their  de- 
struction upon  them,  God  distri" 
bnteth  sorrows  in  his  anger." 

Prom  the  foregoing  statements 
k  may  easily  be  concluded,  that  the 
events  referred  to  must  have  made 
a  considerable  impression  on  the 
miuds  of  those  persons  resident  on 
the  spot,  who  deem  it  their  duty  de- 
voutly to  acknowledge  the  hand  of 
God  in  all  the  dispensations  of  his 
providence,  and  especially ''  in  the 
day  of  adversity  to  consider/*  Such 
an  impression,  the  writer  trusts  he 
is  enabled  to  add,  has  been  pro- 
duced. Monday,  the  26th  of  De^ 
cembier,  was  observed,  by  the  Dis- 
senters generally,  as  a  day  of  special 
prayer  and  humiliation,  on  account 
of  the  infliction  5  and  the  succeed- 
ing Friday  was  spent  in  a  similar 
manner  by  the  Wesley  an  Methodists. 
Since  then,  repeated  conferences 
have  been  held,  and  various  plans 
adopted  for  the  improvement  of  the 
dispensation^  and  for  the  revival  of 
religion  5  nor  are  we  without  hope 
that  He  who  can  bring  good  out  of 
apparent  evil,  will  so  sanctify  the 
strokes  of  his  rod  as  to  give  us  reason 
to  say,  *•  It  is  good  for  us  that  we 
have  been  aflBicted.'*  Prayer  meet- 
ings have  been  better  attended,  and 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  in  the 
most  destitute  {daces,  has  excited 
a  deeper  interest ;  whilst  the  union 
of  ministers  and  Christians,  in  a 
common  object,  has  affbfded  a  pleas- 
ing indication  for  good. 

Whether  it  shall  please  God  that 
this  malady  sh^l  be  confined  to  the 


northern  parts;  Qf  the  kingdom,  or 
extend  its  ravages  further,  his  infi- 
nite wisdom  alone  can  determine, 
and  time  declare.  All,  however,  will 
admit  that  it  h  very  desirable  to  make 
those  reflections,  and  to  gather  that 
instruction,  from  the  events  that  are 
occurring,  which  they  are  calculated 
to  suggest.  With  a  few'  observa- 
tions of  this  nature,  therefore,  thi» 
paper  shall  be  concluded. 

1 .  First,  then,  we  ought  to  he  ex- 
ceedingly thankful  that  this  disease 
has  not  oeen  near  so  fatal  in  this 
country  as  in  many  other  parts  of 
the  world ;  and  that  there  is  reason? 
generally  to  hope,  that,  after  having 
continued  a  few  weeks  in  a  place, 
it  will,  as  at  Sunderland,  gradually 
subside.  Thus  mercy  is  mixed  witK 
judgment,  and  thus  the  Lord  ''stay- 
eth  his  rough  wind  in  the  day  of  hiS' 
east  wind.'* 

2.  It  ought  to  be  our  most  anxious 
care,  not  only  where  the  diseaee 
already  does  appear,  but  throughout 
the  nation,  that  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  be  distinctly  acknowledged, 
that  his  ipterposition  be  most  de-* 
voutly  supplicated,  and  that  the  sane-' 
tification  of  the  trial  be  most  ear- 
nestly desired.  Scripture  and  ex- 
perience unite  to  convince  us,~  that 
if  this  be  neglected,  some  heavier 
stroke  will  be  sent,  to  awaken  us  to 
a  sense  of  our  duty,  while  a  timely 
application  to  the  Divine  Throne,  ac- 
companied by  confession  of  sin  and 
humiliation,  may  secure,  if  not  the 
removal,  yet  the  mitigation  of  th^ 
infliction  >  and^  what  is  of  vast  im- 
portance, its  being  overruled  for 
good.  Surely,  when  "the  Lord's 
voice  crieth  to  the  city,  the  men  o£ 
wisdom  should  see  his  name.** 

3.  This  visitation  loudly  calls  on 
Christians  to  make  more  vigorous 
efforts,  in  aid  of  the  temporal  and 
spiritual  necessities  01  such  of  the 
inhabitants  of  our  large  towns  and 
cities  as  are  living  in  wretchednessr 
and  depravity.  Poverty  and  want 
expose    them    to    disease ;    while. 
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wilfiout  file  hopes  of  tlie  Gospel, 
they  are  utterly  unfitted  for  death 
and  eternity.  To  such  persons  let 
the  Gospel  be  carried,  "whether 
they  will  bear,  or  whether  they  will 
forbear.'* 

4.  And,  finally,  let  every  reader 
of  tills  paper  be  concerned  to  main- 
tain the  attitude  of  the  diligent  ser- 
vant, "  whose  loins  are  girt,  whose 
lamp  Is  burning,  and  who  is  as  a 
man  that  waits  for  his  Lord  ;'*   and 
while  the  true  Christian  in  this  pos- 
ture may  be  told  that  he  has  nothing 
to  fear,  let  such  as  have  not  obtained 
an  interest  m  the  Saviour  remember, 
that  the  day  may  be  at  hand  in  which 
even   they  will   deem  that  blessing 
of  more  value   than  ten  thousand 
worlds.  *  G.  S^

Baptist  Ministers'  Widows.  - 
To  ihe  JEdUor  of  ike  BaptUt  Maga^iM, 

Sib, 
Ydu  have,  in  recent  numbers  of 
your  wWk,  inserted  appeals  on  be- 
half of  the  widows  and  children  of 
two    most     respectable     ministers, 
Messrs.    Jones   of    Newtown,  and 
Mack  of  Clipston.      I  have  been 
gratified  te  find  that  these  appeals 
have  been  affectionately  and  iibe- 
raUy  regarded  by  benevolent  persons 
of  the  denomination,  to  an  extent, 
probably,  equal  to  the  necessities  of 
the  bereaved  families. 

I   take   advantage  of  the  strong 
impression  made  on  the  minds   of ' 
many  with  whom  I  have  conversed 
respecting  the  wives  and  children  of 
brethren   in    the  ministry,  to  bring 
the  subject  before  the  denomination 
at  large,  that,  if  passible,  some  effec- 
tual provision  might  be  made  in  the 
life-time  of  ministers,  who  are  hus- 
bands and  fathers,  that  they  may  be 
relieved   from  the  distressing  appre- 
hension of  Ifeaving  their  widows  and 
jchftldren  In  tci^cBmstances  of  entire 


destitution ;  oir  to  the  supply  granted 
by  the  hand  of  charity ;  which,  how- 
ever liberally  handed  out  in  cases 
where  the  deceased  have  been  ex- 
tensively known,  in  other  instances 
where  they  have  been  comparatively 
obscure,  must  be  of  the  most  pre- 
carious and  insufficient  kind. 

There  are  several  ways  in  which 
the  evils  arising  from  the  present 
system— of  overlooking  a  provision 
for  the  widows  and  dhildren  of  our 
ministers,  who  are  without  private 
property  for  that  purpose, — might 
be  remedied. 

1.  Ought  not  every  church  in- 
stantly (if  they  can  by  any  means  ac- 
complish it)  to  insure  a  certain  sum 
either  on  the  life  of  their  pastor,  ox 
to  be  received  at  the  end  of  a  speci- 
fied period,  as  a  fund  to  be  applied  at 
any  time  for  the  benefit  of  his  widow 
or  children. 

2.  Is  it  not  the  bounden  duty  of 
every  minister  whose  church  will 
not  undertake  this  service,  however 
smaH  his  income,  to  make  some 
sueh  provision  for  his  widow,  &c« 
in  the  event  of  his  death.  Does 
it  not  clearly  come  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Apostle's  declaration,  "  If 
a  man  provide  not  for  his  own, 
especially  for  those  of  his  own 
house,  he  hath  denied  the  faith  and 
is  worse  than  an  infidel."  Surely 
in  doing  that  which  is  easen^ial  to 
his  character  as  a  Christian, ,  and 
much  more  that  of  a  Christian  mi- 
nister, he  may  calculate  as .  much 
upon  the  providence  of  God  supply- 
ing the  requisite  sum  as  upon  what 
is  necessavTy  for  their  present  sup- 
port. 

3.  Could  not  a  fund  be  jaised  in. 
each  county,  where  none  at  present 
exists  5  or  a  general  fund  in  London! 
for  the  whole  denomination,,  to 
grant  assistance  to,  those  churches 
or  ministers  who  apply  for  help  for 
such  a  purpose  }. 

It  cannot  be  needful  ^o  <urge 
this  duty  upon  either  the  churches 
or  pastors^-  as    the    vast   impoit- 
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wnc^^  o£,  the.  subject  must  sorely 
pojqamend  it  to  their  attention. 
11)6 .  excellent  character  of  those 
females  to  whose  p^iety  a^d  economy 
their  husbands,  and  the  du^rches 
\fith  which  ^  they  are  connected, 
.Owe  so  much  .  of  their  comfort 
and  respectability,  demand  all  the 
respect,  which  can  be.  shewn  tliem, 
and  ought  to  be  guarded  from 
the  possibility  of  being  cast  upon 
'*  the  rude  care  of  parishes.*'  1/ of 
course^  do.  not  conte^niplate  a  pro^ 
vision  to  such  an  extent  as  would 
preclude  the  widows  from  the  assis- 
tance, provided  by  the  "  Widows* 
ilfund  for  the  Three  Denominations/* 
the  Magazines,  Hymn  Book,  &c.  &c 
The  waiter  of  this  paper  is  happy 
in,  having  been  able  (through  a  sys- 
tem of.  rigid  economy  on  the  paft  of 
his, "Wife)  to  secure  in  the  Nor- 
wich Insurance  Office,  Bridge  Street, 
I^lackfriars,.  an  annuity  for  her,  that 
no  application  need  be  made  by  his 
survivii]^  friends  to  the  chprphes  on 
lier  behalf.  It  will  afford  him  much 
pleasure .  should  this  address  lead 
pthfars  to.'imi^te  his  example.

must  appear  to  be  a.sul^ect  of  un- 
paralleled moment.

of  earth  with  the  joys  *  pf -hcavWv^-' 
the   utmost  ^qunt  of   hi^J^nesa 
which  this  world  can  afiprd,  with  the 
miseries  of  th^  lost  iur^the  neait; 
and  yon  will  perceive  ■  the  poelpniety: 
of  the  language  of  the  Redeemer^

It  i^  true 
that  it  may  atid  oug^t  to  be  sought 
at  att  times  <aad  under  all  circum- 
stanoesi^  But  StMA  ^ell  knoD^, 
and  yon  ought  §et^lhm}f^b  fH>«Sider, 
thttt  few  are  convert^  toiGod  late 
in  hfe,  and  tbat  »  thne  of  skkness 
is  ode  in  mAiSu^  aliiiheednsollftiotls 
of  leligiMi  R^^H^lfed'.  Thi^,  ray 
fric»d»  of  tlire  sad  condition  of  that 
man,  trhb»  When  laid  on  ft  bed  of 
afliiction,  has  none  of  the  cditiforts 
of  the  Gospel  t«^ -support  hifiii. 

Hfis  it  hitherto  appeared  to  you 
that  to  be  decidedly  rdigious  is  to 
be  melaattholy— ^to  reiinqnish  the 
enjoyments  of  life,  andta  yfcld'  to  a 
state  v(  gloom  and  despondency? 
This  is  f&r  from  being  an  accurate 
▼iewof  ^e  subject.  vWkdliims  wa^ 
are  ways  of  pI^scmtneM^  and  all  her 
paths  ate  paths  of  peace.  A  good 
hope  throtigb  grace  sustains  the 
mind  in  adversity,  and  heightens  its 


eafoyme/it  in  the  season  of  pros-^ 
perity.  It  causes  the  soul  to  rejoice 
in  the  house  of  her  pilgrimage,  in 
the  anticipatbil  6f  ihat  rest  which 
remains  for  the  people  of  God.

no  wish  to  prove  that  yea  are.  With' 
your  besetting  sins  I.amunacqmaint- 
ed  5  and  into  the  nratdre  of  your  pe- 
culiar crhncd  I  hiive  nof  vH^  to  in- 
quire.    The  fact  is,  that  yoti  are  a 
sinner  by  nature  and* by   practice. 
This  is  the  state  of  all  tWB^tis  of- 
Adam,  and,  consequently^  it .  must' 
be  yours.     Iliat  your  character  is 
not  worse  than  otners,  is  a  state* 
tnent  which  implies  that  it  is  bad* 
And  if  others  perish  in  their  ^iv^,  r 
will  your  perishing  with  thepajeurv 
der  you  less  miserable )     This  very 
circumstance  may  be  the  means  of ' 
augmenting  your  future  woe.    But 
the  object  at  Which  I  aim  is  not  to 
render  you  less  miserable  than  oth^rs^ 
but  to  be  the  means  of  making  you 
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Pokry. 


happy  both  in  this  life  and  in  that 
which  is  to  come. 

Remember,  then,  that  you  are 
possessed  of  a  soul  that  is  immortal ; 
that  its  future  state  will  be  one  of 
exquisite  felicity,  or  -of  unutterable 
woe;  that  you  are  alienated  fvom 
God,  and  need  to  be  converted  5 
that  you  are  guilty,  and  need  par- 
don; that  you  are  eondemned,  »nd 
need  to  be  justified;  that  you  are 
unholy,  and  need  to  be  sanctified. 
These  are  some  of  the  branches  of 
ithat   salvation,   the  importance    of 


which  I  have  been  attemptii>g  to' 
impress  upon  your  mind.

TAiaiaawork  of  do  commoi>  character. 
Of  its  author  we  know  very  littk*    From 
exprefisioos  which  occur  in  this  volume,  we 
learn,  that  be  bad  been  in  the  practice  of 
aprinkling  infants  and  calling  it  bapti«m, 
but  he  was  so  convinced  that  this  was  an 
enor,  that  he  would  not  now  do  it  if  by 
so  doing  he  could  obtain  the  globe.    He 
now  feels  a  full  conviction  that  neither 
sprinkling  nor   pouring  are  baptism^  and 
that  infants  are  not  the  subjects  of  that  or- 
dinance, and  there  is  an  unusual  degree  of 
earnestness  in  the  whole  manner  in  which 
he  states  and  defends  his  present  views. 
He  feels  the  importance  of  the  cause -fae  is 
pleading,  since  he  is  fully  satisfied  that  it 
is  the  cause  of  the  Lord.     In  bis  Preface 
he  boldly  and  truly  assert^  that, 

*' Nothing  that'  Christ  has .  appointed  can 
be  innocently  neglected.  To  suppose  that 
schemes  of  generid  usefulness  ought  to  take 
place  of  the  commandmenu  of  Godi  is  a 
direct  affiront  to  the  wisdom  and  power  of 
Jehovah." 

Again^i-» 

"The  arguments  (hat  are  opposed  to  the 
troth  on  any  subject  of  revetation,  have  their  I 
effect  on  the  miad,  not  ^Doai  their  intriosie 
weight,  but  from  their  adaptation  to  the  cor- 
mptimis  of  the  heart.     We  yield  to  them 
because  what  they  are  desigfned  to  establish 
is  more  agreeable  than  that  to  which  they  are 
opposed.     Of  this  we  hare  a  remarkiiblie  ex- 
ample in  the  disobedient  prophet  at  BetheL 
Many  things  might  be  j^ausibly  said  to  jus- 
tify or  excuse  this  unhappy  man.     But  the 
Lord  did  not  excuse  him.     It  behoves  those 
who  change  the  mode  and  the  subjects  of  bap- 
tism) to   consider  this  awful  example.     If 
Christ  has  conunanded  his  disciples  to  be 
btptked  on  their  belief  of  the  truth,  who  ean 
change  it  into    tbe  baptism  of  infants  ?     If

Again,  - 

"  I  have  from  first  to  last  proceeded  as  if 
I  were  upon  oath.     X  have  never  allowed' 
myself  to  use  artifice,  or  to  affect  to  despise  an' 
wgument  which  I  have  fbond  myself  unable 
to  answer.— ^I  have  not  used  one  argament  to 
coQvince  others,  that  has  net  with  myidf  all 
the  weight  which  I  wish  it  to  have  with 
them.     I  am  not  conscious  of  forcing  009 
line  in  the  Word  of  God.     I  have  no  tem- 
poral interest   to  serve  by  establishing   my 
views  of  baptism.     Interest  and  reputation 
are  both  on  the  otiisr  side.**      Preface,  pp. 
vi,  vii. 

Such  sentiments  arouse  both  attention 
and  expectation.    We  feel  that  the  writcp 
is  thoroughly  in  earnest,  and  vre  should 
very  niuch  like  to  know  the  mental  pro- 
ce»<8  by  which  he  was  led  from  his  former 
to  his  present  viewr;  what  gave  rise  to 
the  suspicion  that  he  was  wrong,  ,«bat 
were,  his  hesitations,  what  were  the  rayjf 
of  light  that  at  different  times  crossicd  the 
gloom,  what  the  mental  conflict,  and  the 
growth  of  evidence,  terminating  at  last  in 
full  conviction,  and  compel Mng  him  to 
yfii4d'  without  reserve*'   Perinps  on-  a 
future  day  he  will  indul^ens  wHh  a  history 
of  the  change  j  in  the  mean  time  we  per- 
fectly agre^  in  another  sentence  of  his  pre-, 
face,  that, 

«  Something  more  than  the  strength  of 
argument  is  necessary  to  bring  even  Chris- 
tians to  understand  the  will  of  their  Lord.** 
p.  viii. 

Our  limits  pmvent  us  from, giving  quv 
readers  a  full  view  of  Mj?.- Canon's  ai^u« 
menta.  His  work  is  so  deivM;  that  it  adi 
mitii  not  of  successful  abridgment.  Bu| 
we  will  endeavour  to  give  a  general  out-, 
line  of  the  points  he  diseussds,  and  whielk 
we  hope,  will,  in  many  instanoeM,  lead  to 
the  perusal  of  the  work  itself. 

Tbe  first  part  of  the  voiume  as  pn  the 
mode  ofbaptismy  which,  though  it  nay  be 
called  a  thread-bare  controversy,  still  de- 
mands attention.  Tbe  opposition  to  what 
we  are  satisfied  is  the  only  scriptnrai  mode 
of  ^di|iinistratiun,  seems  to  be  increasing 
beyond    former  example.     JPii^UfiMii^i^ 
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which  have  been  Bent  faito  the  world 
withitt  the  la^t  few  yean,  and  indeed, 
within  the  last  few  months  fully  jproTe 
this  anertion.  Mr.Canon*8  first  ob«er-> 
tations  relate  to  BaW)«»  and  B»wh^«f, 
the  former,  the  primitive,  and  the  latter, 
the  deriTative.  Respecting  the  primitire, 
he  observes,  that  its  primary  meaning  is 
to  dipt  and  that  .it  bai»  a  secondary  m^an- 
hi^^  whtdi  isj  to  dye,-«Mhat  BflMP^onisiiettfr 
used  ta  denote  tbife  'ordlnatioe  'of  ha^rtism ; 
and^fHatBet^itV  never  isignifi'cte  to  <fye. 
Kemarks  i/n  th^  sense  of  derivi^fiv^  in 
,  ^tf  then  occur,  in  which  our  author  ob- 
serves, f^X  this  termination,  when  em- 
ployed to  form  a  dedvative,  appears  to 
hate  served  some  such  purpose  as  the 
Hebrew  causal  form  [Hiphit]^  and  to  de. 
imih  the'iria^ng  of  the  action  of  the  verb 
iu  t>e'  performed.  'In  this  view  he  ob- 
serves, the  verb  to  baptize  ^  would  signify 
originally  to  make  an  object  dip.**  But 
from  reasoning  and  grammatical  analo- 
gies he  proceeds  to  examples  of  the  use 
of  the  words,  and  though  he  brings  them 
in  crowds,  yet  he  regrets  that  he  is  not 
able  to  brin^  them  all,  and  adds— 

**  Kever  was'  the  meaning  of  a  word  so 
ttueh  dlspitted;  no'  word  was  evsr  disputed 
with  iaiB  xeA  gnmads  of  diffiedity.*'  p.  9. 
"  Ooraiithorin  bis  eiaminationof  thepri- 
Mitlva  Bditt-li^  wys,  it  has  been  tuppoited 
by  some,  ^ to  be  a  generic  word,  sigtiiifyiog 
every*  appKeatlon  of  water  witiiout  Any 
respect  to  mode.*'  To  meet  this  objec- 
tion, Mr.  Canon  bi^ngs  instances  from 
classical  f  Greek  authors,  shewing  that  it 
not  only  ^gniftes  modf,  but  has  fhis  signi- 
fication in  cases  where  the  immersion  was 
HoT  fltato  «ater^«-wheffe  indeed  the  id<pa  of 
wttier  was  not  pKSentt  )snd  that  the  kind 
of  fittiA  into  which  any  thing  Is  immersed 
is  not  ekpressed  in  the  word  at  all,  and 
coniequetftly  is  known  only  from  the 
itMM  used  in  the  connection.  Instances 
then  follow  whcve  the  immersion  was  f n 
water,  as  well  ap  in  other  fluids,  in  abun- 
dance. The  e«innDoo  objections  from  the 
oseof  the  word  4o  cases  thought  by  some 
M  be  against  Ate  sense  of  immersion,  are 
ne«t  exdtnifi^d,  as  that  of  Nebuchad.* 
neintar,  who  was  voet  with  the  dew  of 
heaten,^-«iid  of  dipping  a  pen  Into  Ink, 
trhen  only  the  point  is  dipped,— and  of 


toajAia^  wool ;  (from  whence  some  argue 
that  the  word  signifies  not  to  dip,  but  to 
waahf  which  opens  the  word  to  a  variety 
of  applications,)  and  on  all  these,  Mr. 
Carson*s  observations  prove,  |hat  he  has 
not  only  examined  the  present  contro«> 
veray  attentively,  but  also  the  natur«!  of 
figurative  language ;  and  has  shewn  what 
stmngc  work  wonid  be  made  with  our 
own  language,  were  the  same'  tlnd'  of 
cHtidihin  ettiployed  as  Is  used  i6  fKt^er 
away  the  meaniUg  (»f  the  words  in  qnes- 
tibn.  In  the  course  of  this  exanfhiallOB 
a  large  nomb^  of  examf/les  are  broiiglit 
from  H{ppO(;rates',  as  ff  lis  work'liad  boen 
read  for  the  purpose  of  seitKng  the  dse 
of  this  word  J  and  wfe  never  'saw,*  and  *#c 
never  heard  of  such  a  quantity  df  eVideWc 
collected  to  proved  what  was  the  meanii% 
of  an^  word.  He  notices  at  consldH'yMe 
length  the  application  of  Ba«9wto  d'yefii^ 
and  Shews  clearly  bow  it  came  t6  fie 
applied  to  colouring  that  was  ttUd  &k  the 
substance  that  was  said  to  be  di^ed,  but 
that  the  history  of  the  word  manlfifStfy 
proved,  that  the  real  primitive  sense  of 
the  ^Jot  was  never  given  up,  even  fn'fhe 
minds  of  those  who  used  it  in  a  figura- 
tive manner  j  and  such  a  use  of  the  wOrd 
is  exemplified  by  appropriate  examples. 

From  the  primitive,  Mr.  Carvon  pro- 
ceeds to  the  derivative,  B««^y#.  TWs 
word,  he  says^  has  but  on«  Mgoification, 
apd  neveri  like  its  primilive,  is  used  in  a 
secondary  sense  { — but  always  signifiei  to 
dip;  never  expressing  any  thing  but  msdSs. 
Ha  hnows  that  lexicograpliefs  And  legm- 
mentaton  will  be  quoted  agaifist  Wmi 
and  this  leads  bioi  to  laakeaoose  jttst  aH-* 
servations  on  the  mariner  In  whidi  words 
are  explained  in  lexicons.  '  lle''does  nOt 
impeach  either  the  integrity  or  ^'team- 
ing of  their  authors,  but  their  inattention 
to  the  philowpby  <ff  language)  afvlj  we 
may  add,  the  difficulty  of  their  iabofir  ia 
much  increased  by  their  being  obUged  to 
give  explanations  in  words  which  differ  in 
their  primitive  sense  and' original  figure, 
from  tlmse  whid)  they  are  designed  to 
explain.  Every  scbolar  knows  hpw  ex- 
tremeiy  difficult  it  is  to  f  aosfuse  the 
ideas  expressed  in  o»e  language  iuto 
another  with  any  thing  likf  mibcess  ^  and 
the  reason  is,  the  words  nearest  in  sense  to 
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each  olber^.ia  the  rnnifctkre  langqagm, 
bare  either  not  4>reciHelj  the  aame  i^ean- 
iag»  or  prcseAt  their  meaQing  to  the  viqci 
with  jMHoe  dififereooe  of  image,  which  rui' 
deri a  correct,  and  full  trani<iatioD»  that  is 
not  liable  io-distarticm  or  ambiguity,  one 
of  th«  git^test  difficulties  in  which  we 
cao  he. engaged.  On  this  point,  Mr. 
(^arsoQ  layi*  down  a  canoo,  which  i^  that 
in  cedai^  situatioos  two  words^  or  ev9n 
fetMiral  ufgrds^  mttjf  with  ejwU  propriety 
JiU  ihfl  san^e  phce^  though  they  4ure  alt 
atentialljf  different  in  their  ngn\fications : 
and  t|iia  canon  he  illustrates  hy  examples. 
£rerjr  foe  .wbu  baftattended  to  the  nature 
of  \imgitffge,  know«  tiiat  tynoaymes  are, 
tp  m^  the  Ic^sty  rery  rare  thiogi.

Ih:)  Mr.  Carbon,  as  before,  merti^  them 
on  their  own  ground,  under  all  ibe  dis- 
advantages of  his  opponents'  representa- 
tions ;  and  we  admit  that  he  is  a  bc4d 
warrior,  fights  an  excellent  battley  and 
contends  in  a  style  which  shews  he 
felt  himself  sure  of  a  victory.  But,  ad- 
mitting the  t%k\\  force  of  the  powerful  ar- 
guments he  has  used,  we  must  lay*-— why 
stop  here  ?  Why  not  refer  to  the  pr^ciae 
and  ex^nsive  evidence  prpdticed  on  thes^ 
texts  hy  Dr.  Gill,  in  proof  that  <*  cups, 
pots,  brazen  vessels,'*  and  even  <*  beds,*^ 
were  immersed  ?  —  But  Dr.  Gill  was  a 
Baptist  !  He  was :— and  if  this  is  agronnd 
of  suspicion,  why  not  g.o  to  the  Misvah 
which  he  quotes  as  his  authority  ?  If  ^e 
language  be  an  obstacle^  why  not  refer  to 
the  edition  of  SurenkusinSf  who  has  given 
a  I^alin  translation,  and  a  translation  also 
of  the  commentaries  of  Maimonides  and 
Bartenora  f  a  work  which  js  in  many 
public  libraries,  and  in  some  private  ones. 
And  if  still  the  advocate  for  sprinklii^g 
hesitates,  and  says  (according  to  .Mr* 
Carson's  quotations),  that,  in  the  present 
instance,  immersion  is  <<absun]»  in- 
credible,'* and  <<he  who  can  receive  it, 
let  him  receive  it,"  (pp.  74»  T^t)  let  him 
think  of  the  inference  that  unavoidably 
follows  hissowi}  statement,  it  is  eithisr  that 
the  testimony  of  the  Neyv  Testament  re- 
i^pecting.the  customs  of  the  Jews, although 
supported  by  the  testimony  pf  the  Jews 
themselves,  is  not  to  be  Relieved  !  or  if  this 
is  denied,  on  the  ground  that  the  objector 
believes  the  word  wash  {baptize)  did  not 
mean  immerse^  t(ien  let  him  say,  whether 
the  testimony  of  the  Jews  who  assert  that 
they  did  immerse  theif*  '<  beds ''  as,  well  as 
their  **pots  and  cups,"  is  not  a  proof  that 
these  texts  cannot  be  explained  without 
fldmitting  that  the  washings  or  baptisms 
here  spoken  of  were  immersions^  One  pf 
these  inferences  miist  be  taken :  we  leave 
the  opponent  of  baptism  hy  immersion  to 
his  choice. 

But  our  limits  oblige  us  to  dismiss  the 
work  for  the  presents  Our  readers  cannot 
mistake  our  opinion  of  it  j  and  though 
from  the  number  of  Greek  quotations,  it 
can  be  perused  to  full  advantage  only  by 
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DK^n  of  education,  tbere  h  stiTT  a  lar^e 
portion  of  important  matter  open  to  the 
plainest  English  reader.  Before  we  have 
done,  we  intend  to  make  a  few  observa> 
tions  on  Mr.  Carson's  mode  of  treating 
the  controversy,  but  these  we  must  re- 
serve for  a  future  number.

Tke  Church  revived  without  the  aid  of  tin- 
'.  known  Tongues.  A  Sermon  preached  in 
tfte  Scots  Churchy  Svinllow  Street,  on 
Sahhath  the  6th  of  November,  1831.  To 
which  are  now  added  a  Jew  Ptefatary 
Remarks,  By  Robert  Burns,  D.D. 
VS.A.  Minister  of  St.  George*s,  Paisley. 

^Rls  respectable  author  of  this  Sermon, 
on  his  recent  visit  to  the  metropolis,  felt 
it  to  be  his  duty,  as  a  Minister  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  to  enter  his  protest 
against  the  fanatical  extravagancies  of 
Regent  Square.  This  discourse,  which 
is  entirely  practical  in  its  character,  is 
fourided  on  Hoftea  xiv.  5 — 7,  and  is  a 
plain,  forcible,  and  perspicuous  exposi- 
tion of  the  passage.  The  author  shews 
that  the  influence  promised  in  the  text, 
cannot  mean  the  general  agency  of  Pro- 
vidence, because  such  an  agency  is,  and 
iAust  be,  perpetual,  constant,  and  uni 
fbtm  tn  the  chaich,  and  cannot  be  made 
the  subject  of  a  special  promise.  For  a 
similar  reason,  the  influence  promised  In 
these  words  .cannot  signify  that  morally 
persuasive  power  which  the  Word,  written 
ot  preached,  possesses  over  the  mind, 
fetich  a  power  is  ever  essentially  inherent 
in  th^  Word  of  God.  It  is,  at  all  times,  in 
relation  to  its  owu  native  virtues  and  ten- 
dencies, "quick  and  powerful,"  and  the 
reason  why  men  do  not  in  all  cases  submit 
themselves  to  its  control,  is  to  be  found  in 
ibeir  own  obstinate  perverseness,  and  by 
bb  Hitans  Intftie  defectiveness  of  the  instru- 
tbe^.'  Bui  besides,  and  in  addition  to  the 
Word,  JeboraJk  here  promises  something 
without  which  that  Word,  with  all  its 
treasures  and  discoveries^  would  fail  of  its 
eflTect;  something,  the  design  and  ten- 
dency of  which  would  be  to  .refresh  the 
face  of  the  spiritual  world  as  dew  does 
tfaait  "of  the  tttttmal ;  and  to  operate  in  the 


proddetion  of  the  frrif t«  of  'TighteotiMieMi^ 
to  the  glory  of  the  gfreat  Guardian  of  the 
vineyard.  The  promise  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
both  in  his  refreshing  and  his  invigorating 
character,  was  given  to  the  members  of 
the  ancient  church,  and  to  his  sacred  effi- 
cacy are  to  be  ascribed  all  the  happy  fruits 
of  righteousness,  and  peate,  and  joy,  ex-* 
hibited  in  the  characters  aud  hi  the*  Krea 
of  God^s  ancierit  people.  Neveffhelesa 
it  is  the  Gospel  which  is  emphafiealfy 
termed  the  dispensation  of  the  Spirit,  and 
it  is  under  the  government  of  the  great 
Head  of  that  dispensation,  we  are  encour- 
aged to  pray  for,  and  to  expeet  lri»  largest 
efl*usions.  The  author  then  proceeds  toilta»- 
trate  two  main  circumstances  of  rescikt- 
blance  between  the  influence  of  dew  on' the 
face  of  nature,  and  the  influence  of  grace 
on  the  spiritual  vineyard.  1  hey  resennble 
each  other  in  the  manner  oj their  approach, 
and  in  the  mode  oj  their  operation*  Tbey 
resembleeach  other  also  in  the  general cha^ 
racter  of  their  results.  These  results  are 
analogous  to  those  enumerated  in  the  text, 
and  are  beautifully  illustrated  by  the  phe- 
nomena of  vegetation.  There  ia  spiritual 
establishment.  There  is  spiritual  adtanee- 
ment.  There  will  be  the  beauty  wad /rcf^ 
grance  of  Christian  graces,  as  displayed  in 
the  life  and  conversation  of  believers,  iltid 
tbere  is  extensive  usefulness. 

We  cordially  recommend  to  the  pern- 
sal  of  our  readers,  this  excellent  mrmon. 

From  the  Prefatory  Remarks  we  girc 
the  following  extract,  which,  though  it  be 
rather  long^  places  in  a  very  proper  liglity 
the  proceedings  and  pretensions  of  Re^tent 
Square.  In  allusion  to  the  charge  of  blas- 
phemy, and  of  committing  the  unpardon- 
able sin,  which  is  brought  against  those 
who  do  not  believe  that  another  Pente- 
cost is  come,  Br.  Burns  asks, 

'*  I  beg  to  know,  if  there  is  not  at  least 
as  much  danger  of  blaspheming  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord,  by  ascribing  to  his  holy  and  wise 
agency,  those  appear8n<^^  which  inay  have 
had  their  wiginin  human  device  or  insatBaic 
delusion  ?  Is  there  iio  dang^  of  our  hlas- 
phepiing  the  Spirit,  when  we  obstinately 
maintain,  that,  for  the  long  space  of  seven* 
teen  centuries,  genuine  faith  was  not  to  be 
found,  save  only,  perhaps,  among  the  miiacle- 
workers  of  the  anti-christian  hierarchy,  and 
that  '  the  Comfoi-ter  wko  wis  to  abide  with 
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thedKarttb  lor  evev»*  had,  iunag  aU  thU  period^ 
reimqui»he4  lus  J^^llowed  chu'ge»  aud  given 
up  '  the  hody  of  Christ/ without  a  cau»e,  to 
■U  die  dreariness  and  all  the  barrenness  q{  a 
'.  powerless*  unbelief?  Is  there  no  danger 
of  our  blaspheming  the  Spirit,  when,  in  the 
face  of  an  assembled  midtitude,  and  in  the 

*  great  oongr^ation,*  on  argument  is  gravely 
drawn  in  favour  of  the  supernatural  gifts 
prtwumed  to  have    been  bestowed   on   the 

*  haiidmaideps  *  of  the  church  in  these  days — 
ffivai  the  oracular  mysteries  at  Delphos,  the 
responses  of  the  Pythoness,  and  the  prophetic 
warnings  of  the  Sybil  ?     Is  there  no  danger 
of  the  blasphemy  of  the  Spirit  being  com- 
mitted, when  men  tell  us  thiU  the  more  un^ 
imttB»§ibie  a  language  is,  that  is,  the  less 
ei^eace  we  have  of  its  being  a  language  at 
oBj  the  ffreaUr  is  the  'proof  of  its  having 
eeine  from   Him  'whose  inspiration  giveth 
us  understanding  T     Is  there  no  danger  of 
something  approaching  to  blaefdieniy,  in  the 
bold   and   reckless   assertion,   that   the  in- 
spired   apostle,    when    he    admonishes   the 
Sphesian  converts  '  not  to  be  drunk  with 
wine,  but  to  be  filled  with  the  Spirit,'  must 
be  understood  as  proceeding  on  the  assump- 
tion that  there  is>  and  will  necessarily  foe, 
some  kind  of  resemblance  betmzt  the  dBEects 
of  a'  divine  afflatus  and  the  ravings  of  in- 
toxicition?     Is  there  not  something  like  a 
leflection  on  the  arrangements  of  Providence, 
and  «  '  twnpit.wig  of  ijbe  Spirit  of  the  Lord,* 
whfen  it  is  seriously  and  boldly  affirmed  that, 
a^  this  late  period  in  the  world's  history,  Je- 
hovah has  seen  meet  to  institute    a    new 
ordinance,  in  favour  of  the  female  sex  in 
particular^    even    the    <  ordinance,  of   new 
tongues,*  in  order    that  'woman  may  he 
rescued  from  the  cruel  tyranny  of  man,  and 
that  man  may  he  convinced,  by  the  moat  strik- 
ing of  all  evidences,  that  she  is  his  co-equal 
and  co-essential?"     AD  this,  and  something 
more  than  this,  I  have  heard  with  iny  own 
ears — and  all  this  too,  accompanied  wkfa  the 
mofltmiseemly  infriagemeiits  on  that  goodly 
order  wbjch  becomes  the  worship  of  God 
and  the  assemblies  of  the  saints.     *  God  is 
not  the  author  of  confusion  but  of  peace.* 
Now,  we  beg  to  know,   if  there  is  nothing 
in  all  this  that  is  calculated  to  'make  angels 
weep  and  devils  triumph?'    Is  there  no  fear 
lest  by  sdch  delusions  as  dicse,  1^  real  doe- 
fiine  of  the  influences  of  the  Spirit  is   in 
danger  of  being  held  up  to  the  scorn  and 
ridicule  of  men  ?     And  that  all  appeals  in 
favour  of  that  essential  part  of  the  Qiristian 
sratem,  may,  with  some  semblance  of  plau- 
sibility, be  consigned  to  the  regSletis  of  en- 
thusiasm and  spiritual  romance?    WID  not 
infidels  and  ratibnalists  be  confirmed  in  their 
Aiflik^  to  tluB   predouB  doctrinp?  and  will 


not  professors  of  very  moderate  and  ]ukc*> 
warm  habits  in  religion,  be  strangely  tempted 
to  think  that,  as  they  are  walking  in  the 
medium  betwixt  open  ungodliness  on  the 
one  hand,  and  wild  fanaticism  on  the  other* 
they  are  therefore  safe?  Will  not  even  pious 
professors  of  the  Gospel  be  exposed  to  the 
imminent  hazard  of  neglecting  the  ordinary 
operations  of  the  Spirit  in  strengthening  the 
principles  of  godliness,  and  thus  '  grieve  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord,'  and  quench  his  holy 
flame  within  the  heart;  while  they  imagine 
themselves  far  more  profitably  employed  in 
greedily  seeking,  yea,  in  vehemently  demand- 
ing, a  share  in  what  has  been  foolishly  termed 
'  GirisVs  dowry  to  the  church  ?'  And  do 
not  those  men  who  are  called  their  spiritual 
shepherds  encourage  them  in  this  and  set 
them  the  example  ? 

*'  In  these  things,  melancholy  as  they  ftre^ 
there  is  nothing  new,  the  actors  in  this  tragi- 
comedy have  not  even  the  small  pierit;  ^ 
originality.  It  is  httle  more  than  a  century 
past  since  the  French  prophets  acted  pre- 
cisely the  same  scenes  in  London;  and  in 
these  scenes  certain  Pythonesses  performed 
their  part  with  a  skill  and  adroitness  which 
our  modem  Sybils  have  scarcely  yet  attiiofd 
unto.  There  is  this  difference,  heFever^ 
between  the  two  cases  :  the  tongues  ii^  which 
the  disciples  of  the  French  pj-Qphets  uttered 
their  effusions,  were  really  tongues,  ^  I  have 
read  the  printed  exuriae  of  these  efiiisionB 
as  recorded  in  the  lives  and  writings  of  Laey 
and  others,  and  while  there  is  nothing  very 
striking  either  in  the  sentiment  or  ^le^  there 
is  nothing  at  all  strange  or  vupcoiith  in  ^ 
structure  of  the  language  itself,  We  h^e 
very  decent  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  French,  and 
a  little  Dutch: — in  shprt,  we  have  in  these 
deluded  people  what  we  know  to  be  language, 
and  a  language  capable  of  being  turned  to 
some  account.  This  we  have  not  in  the 
modern  speakers ;  and  yet  their  moce  satiwal 
precursors  soon  fell  back  into  tl|eir  native 
obscurity.  No  great  e£&>rt  <^  xe^niqg  was 
employed  to  put  them  down,  ^d  the  civil 
magistrate  interfered  merely  to  keep  the 
peac^.  But  these  misguided  people  thought 
proper  to  suspend  the  decision  of  their  cause 
on  the  issue  of  their  undertaking  to-vaise  one 
of  their  leaders  from  the  grave  alter  he  had 
been  dead  for  some  days*  2n  the  vi(9ni^  pf 
the  metrc^lis  psodigioiis  crowds  as^^hled 
to  wait^  in  amuous^fiiqpeGjtationi.  the  resist  pf 
the  e;iyperiment>  Suffice  it  to  say^  tii^  expe- 
riment failed — the  ch^rm  was  broken^ — and 
the  prophets  have  been  in  a  stat^  of  '  sus- 
pended animation '  from  that  day  tiU  now. 
1  wish  not  to  excite  the  risible  faculti^  of 
any  man ;  and  yet  it  is  not  easy  to,9ta^  these 
plain  matters  (rf  fect^  in  the  wiper  ^  me^ 
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sured   tone  in  which  we  would  rocor^  the 

*  revolutions  of  empires.'  We  only  wish  that 
the  actors  in  the  modern  scenes  would  take 
warning  and  not  be  over-certain  as  to  the 
heavenly  origin  of  that  which  is  not  only 
above  reason,  bnt  which  sets  all  its^  ct^cula- 
tionsy  and  all  its  most  approved  dictates  at 
defiance.  Let  them  first  protfe  that  Revela- 
tion is  not  yet  completed,  and  that  new  dis- 
coveries and  new  additions  to  the  inspired 
canon  may  with  reason  be  expected.  Let 
them  then  prove  that  miracles  and  tongues, 
essentia]  as  they  are  to  the  first  establishment 
of  the  church  in  the  world,  are  equally  essen- 
tial to  its  permanent  duration.  Let  them 
then  prove  that  no  difference  is  recognised  in 
Scripture  between  the  ordinary  and  the  ex- 
traordinary gifts  of  the  Spirit,  and  that  both 
are  expressly  secured  to  the  church  in  all 
ages,  as  promised  to  the  faith  of  Christians. 
Let  them  then  shew  how  It  is  that  in  the  days 
of  the  *  prophesying  of  tlie  witnesses ;'  and 
ill  die  blood-stained  annals  c^the  Waldenses, 
and  the  Husaites,  and  the  Lollards  of  the 
•'olden  times;*  and  in  the  triumphant  march 
of  the  fiithers  of  the  Reformation  in  Germany, 
and  in  France,  and  in  Britain;  and  in  the 

*  patient  waiting*  of  the  Puritans  in  England, 
and  in  the  *  earnest  contending'  of  the  Cove- 
nanters in  Scotland ;  and  in  the  delightful 
rwhtd$  of  religion  in  later  times,  under 
the  Whitfields,  and  the  Wtesleys,  and  the  Ro* 
maines>  and  the  Tennents  of  blessed  memory; 
—let  them  tell  us,  how  it  comes  to  pass  that, 
in  an  such  instances,  there  was  so  much  faith 
as  to  remove  '  mountains'  of  difficulties,  and 
to'  brave  the  violence  of  fire,  and  to  transform 
the  very  aspect  of  the  visible  church  from  the 
coldness  of  death  to  all  the  vigour  and  loveli- 
ness of  renovated  life,—  and  yet  *no  power* — 
nay  not  even  the  pretension  to  it/  Will  they 
afiirm  that  all  these  blessed  results  were  con- 
ferred on  the  church  while  sheAaef  no  faith? 
And  will  they  thus  say  to  us,  that  the  Al- 
mighty Head  of  the  Church  hath  left  us  under 
a  physical  disability  of  ever   recognising  the 

*  fruits  of  the  Spirit,*  even  when  they  stand 
forth  visibly  and  tangibly  to  our  view  ?  Do 
they  thus  honour  the  l^irit  by  whom  the 
Scriptures  were  indited,  and  is  it  t/ius  they 

*  magnify  God*  whose  work  in  the  conver- 
sion of  men  they  hesitate  to  acknowledge, 
except  it  be  accompanied  with  a  sounding  and 
afftiAl^  9  In  fine,  let  them  prove  that  the 
tMgttCB  aM  rttJhf  tongues,  that  the  language 
ij^reeHy  aiaaguage,  fit  for  man,  and  capable 
<^bei|)g  9|»pUed  to  iisafel  laksionary  pnrpoeMi 
at  iMHne  and  abroad.  Tha  Pardiians,  and 
Modes,  a^d  Elamites,  and .  the  dwellers  in  IMIe- 
■opotamia,  and  in  Judea,  and  Cappadocia,in 
Pbatus  and  Asia,  Phrygia  and  Pamphylia, 
ipEg^^t,  and  in  tlif  pai-ts  of  Lybia,  about 


Cyrene,  and  stranger*  of  Rome,  Jews  and 
proselytes^  Cretes  and  Arabians,  were  all 
amazed  and  marvdledt  and  were  in  dodbt, 
saying  one  to  another.  What  meaneCh  this? 
In  so  far,  there  is  something  like  a  resem* 
blance  betwixt  the  impression  made  by  the 
first  Pentecost  and  that  at  present  making 
by  the  (so  called)  second  Pentecost ;  but  here 
the  resemblance  ceases;  for  in  those  times, 
*the  people  were  confounded  because  that 
every  man  heard  them  speak  in  his  own  ian>^ 
guagey  and  they  said  one  to  another,  Behold^ 
are  not  all  these  which  speak  Galileans?  and 
we  do  hear  them  speak  in  our  tonguet  the 
wonderful  works  of  God?*  *'     p.  8--11.

Though  these  Essays  are  written,  as 
might  from  circumstances  be  expected, 
with  unequal  ability,  yet  every  attentive 
reader  of  them  will  find  quite  enough 
in  each  to  satisfy  him,  that  they  must  be 
the  result  of  no  inconsiderable  effort. 
This  volume  comprises  nine  Essays  on 
the  following  subjeets : 

"  The  Spirituality  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ— An  Account  of  tlie  Apologies  of  the 
Christian  Fathers~-The  Testimony  of  Ec- 
clesiastical Antiquity  to  the  Principles  of 
Congregational  Churches — Creeds — ^The  Con- 
gregational System — An  Historical  Sketch  of 
Parochial,  Diocesan,  Metropolitan,  and  Patri- 
archal Episcopacy— Tithes— The  Church  the 
Conservator  of  a  Christian  Ministry — Church 
Discipline.'* 

The  article  on  «  Tithes**  is  the  longest, 
and  is  certainly  very  elaborate.  We  think, 
however,  that  it  is  occasionally  disfigured, 
if  not  weakened,  by  a  sarcastic  flippancy 
that  might  have  been  spared  •,  and  in  one  or 
twoin8tances,bytheappearance6nevity,ia 
connexion  with  scriptural  quotation,  which, 
in  our  opinion,  would  deteriorate  the  finest 
composition.  In  short, such  an  Essay  must 
necessarily  contain  so  large  a  portion  of 
aowelcome  truth,  that,  peihaps,  atittiu- 
lants  of  less  pungency  than  many  oth^ 
suhjects  require,  might  be  sufficient  to 
its  effective  administration.  Hie  Essay 
on  ««  The  Congregational  System,*'  wer 
deem  very  excellent,  of  which  we  give 
the  folio  wing  specimen:— 

*•  It  ^8  to  be  remember^,  mdreoverl  <hkt

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bhurches  wHadt  -vtb  liave  presented)  the  refe- 
rence of   matters   to    the  jadgnent   of  the 
whcil^   ia  not  habitual,  but  only  occasional 
and  nltimate.      The  members  at  large  are 
not  discafldng  and  direetingefeiy  thin; ;  but 
in  a  iveH-oooducted  society,  in  hety  scArody 
any  thing.    They  appoint,  under  Christ  then* 
head,  an  executive '  body,  a  pastor  to  act  in 
sjRrxtnal    concerns,    and  deacons   to  act  in 
temporal  ones,  while    tiie  general  affiurs  of 
the  <^uTch  aie  matters  of  the  joint  consult- 
aiioaofhotlu      The  eases  submitted  to  the 
church  are  only  sueh  as  inyohre  perplexity, 
or  exceed    the   ddi^fiated    authority  of  the 
appraated  officers.      Neither  are  such  eases 
laid  before  the  brethren  at  large  in  a  crude 
and  immature   state  ; '  hnt  first  of  all   they 
engage  the  careful  deliberation  of  the  execu- 
tive,    whose    proposed    measures    form  the 
matter  for  the  consideration  and  decision  of 
the  church.      Upon  such  a  plan,   the  general 
body  is  not  appealed  to  upon  trivial  matters, 
nor  with  unnecessary  frequency;  and  when  it 
ia  c<m8ulted,  the  transaction  is  in  most  cases 
little  more   than  au  unanimous  approval  or 
sanction  of  the  measures  proposed.     If  it  be 
otherwise,   and  there  is  either  a  modification 
of  the  measure  proposed,  or  a  divided  opinion 
in  the  church,  there  is  scarcely  a  doubt  but 
the  decision    of  the  major   number  is   the 
wisest    in    smy  particular  instance,  and  no 
dottbt  at    all  that  a    course  of  proceedings 
pursued  under    sueh  €9ntrd  is  wiser  thui 
any  other.*'  p.  164.

ferred, are  of  such  paramount  and  con- 
tinned  importance,  that  we  ate  far  from 
considering  their  repeiition  to  be  a  woiib 
of  supererogation.

A  Sermon  preached  at  Hull  on  the  13M  of 
November  y  1831,  on  the  Un^otofi 
Tongues.  By  R.  M.  BEyEiii.EY,  Esq, 
— Wfstley  and  Davis. 
Thb  sermon  from  1  John  jv,  I, «» Try  th^e 
spirits,"  &c.  has  no  great  merit,  but  the 
notes  are  respectable,  and  the  appendix 
is  highly  valuable.  The  Rev.  N.  Arm>- 
Rtrong,  at  St-  Anne's,  Blaekfriars,  October 
21,  is  reported  to  have  said,  *'  Among  the 
first  promises  which  the  Lord  Jesus  Lhrist 
gave  to  his  disciples,  was  '  the  meek  shaM 
inherit  the  earth.'"  On  this  Ajlr.  B.  re- 
marks ^  the  prophetical  party  are  not 
quite  agreed  when  this  their  dominion  is 
to  begin,  but  that  it  is  to  be  very  soon 
is  not  doubted ;  nevertheless  it  must  be 
surmised  ^t  if  '  the  meek '  only  are  to 
inherit  the  earth,  the  writers  in  the  Morn- 
ing Watch,  and  the  other  defenders  of  the 
now  system,  can  put  in  a  claim  to  only  a 
very  few  acres,  seeing  that  of  their 
*  meekness'  there  is  a  sad  deficient^'.**

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MRS.  WHtTAKER. 
Tre  subject  of  this  brief  memoir  was  the 
eldest  child  of  pious  parents,  many  years 
members  of  the  Baptist  churchat  Worstead, 
Norfolk.    Mrs.  Whitakerwas  broug^ht  up 
In  the  ways  aod  worship  of  the  true  God, 
to  which  she  manifested  no  aversion.    She 
at  length  became  a  sincere  and  homble 
follower  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  but  did  not 
make  a  public  profession  of  religion  till 
•everal  years  after,  and  it  is  cause  for 
lamentation,  that,  like  many  others  who 
love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity, 
she  delayed  publicly  to  profess  her  faith 
and  repentance,  and  to  put  on  Christ  by 
aUeotion  to  his  commands.     Not  so  did 
Paul,  or  the  Ethiopian  eunuch,  or  the 
Phiiippiuk  jailer.     She  was  a  woman  of 
a  meek  and  qoiet  spirit,  which  is  in  the 
*aigbt  HtGod  ef  great  price :  her  piety  was 
TtttmifeKt  by  her  attention  to  the  means  of 
grace,  and  her  earnest  solicitude  for  the 
fii^XDdJi  welfare    of  her  o^spring.      She 
J)rougbt  them  up  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord, 
liQd  when  in  his  providence  any  of  them 
icfk  her,  she  never  parted  with  them  with- 
out some  pbus  exhortation,  such  as  «<  Live 
ih  the  fear  of  God  ;  don*t  forget  to  pray  ; 
whatever  you  neglect,  neglect  not  your 
souls."    She  was  ihe  friend  of  the  poor,  a 
succourer  of  many,  a  lover  of  hospitality, 
obeying  them  that  had  the  rule  over  her, 
«itiBeroing  them  highly  m  love  for  their 
wosk's  sake.  Having  often  in  her  pilgrim- 
age to  attend  the  funerals  of  her  friends, 
her  chief  solicitude  was  to  obtain  an  evi- 
dence that  there  was  a  hope  that  they 
loved   Christ,  and  were  gone  to  glory. 
Having  entered  her  77th  year,  she  fre- 
quently said  her  father  and  mother  died 
in  that  year  of  their  age,  and,  perhaps,  she 
should,  but  that  she  wished  to  leave  it  to 
the  Lord :  she  was  not  anxious  for  life  or 
death,  but  it  proved  to  be  the  will  of  her 
fecavenly  Father  that  she  also  should  be 
called  away  in  her  77th  year.  She  had  lived 
more  than  50  years  in  the  conjugal  state, 
knowing  as  much  of  happiness  in  it  as  falls 
to  the  lot  of  mortals,  and  leaving  her 
affectionate  partner  behind  to  moan  her 


sudden  departure  from  him,  and  the  Ion 
of  her  pious  counsels  and  prayers.    Sbe 
was  a  pattern  worthy  of  imitation  in  the 
regalarity  of  her  attendance  on  the  public 
worship  of  God  :  neither  age  nor  infir- 
mity kept  her  away.  Often  has  she  been  ob- 
served, with  tottering  tieps  and   pallid 
countenance,  approaching  her  seat,  where 
she  would  be  all  attention  to  the  word  of 
God  'y  and  when  being  unwell  one  Sabbath 
she  was  prevailed  onto  gire  it  up,  she  said 
she  hoped  she  should  he  there  the  next, 
b  ttt  it  was  the  will  of  her  Lord  and  Master 
to  call  her  by  death  to  an  eternal  Sabbath 
ere  that  sacred  day  arrived.  She  had  been 
declining  in  health  some  time,  and  had  a 
violent  attack  of  affliction  a  fortnight  before 
Rhe  (lied,  but  was  apparently  recovering. 
When  a  friend  called  on  her,  she  said  she 
thought  she  was  going,  referring  to  her 
illness,  but  that  her  hope  was  in  Christ, 
that  she  had  no  dependance  any  where 
else,  she  prayed  to  the  Lord  for  mercy 
and  wafi  not  afraid  to  die,  that  she  seemed 
as  thoiigh  sbe  could  be  always  praying  • 
that  the  Lord  was    never  out    of    her 
thoughts,  and  other  things  of  the  same 
strain^  for  a  few  days  after  she  still  ap- 
peared better,  and  had  seen  several  of  her 
children  (who  were  all  married  and  settled 
in  life),  and  given  them  her  pious  advice, 
and  from  the  last  of  her  children  who  saw 
her,  she  parted  with  those  words,  **  Don't 
forget  to  pray  !**  That  evening  she  retired 
to  bed  in  usual  health,  but  was  soon  after 
attacked  with  oppression  in  her  chest,  as 
she  had  been  the  fortnight  before.  To  the 
great  grief  and  alarm  of  her  beloved  hus- 
band, she  died  almost  immediately,  with- 
out a  struggle  or  a  groan.    ^<  Mark  the 
perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright,  for 
the  end  of  that  man  is  peace.** 

She  always  manifested  a  great  desire  to 
know  that  all  her  children, situated  at  a  dis< 
tance  from  her,  attended  constantly  on  the 
preached  Gospel,  and  that  they  knew  and 
followed  the  Saviour.  Respecting  two  of 
them  that  were  gone  to  America,  she  would 
say,  *^  God  is  every  where,  and  i  am  glad 
that  the  Gospel  is  there  also :   I    hope 
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my  pdor.  foreignen  will   not  neglect  to 
attend  a  |^ce  of  werthip,  and  will  be 
biOQgbt  to  Christ,  then  we  shall  meet 
again,  tfaDUjgh  not  expecting  to  meet  again 
in  tida  wM-ld."*     It  gladdened  Iter  heart 
very  nra^h   tbmt  she  lived  to  commune 
with  one  of  her  children  at  the  Lord's  ta- 
ble, and  ahe  feH  a  great  deih«  that  others, 
whom   abe  hoped  were  believet%  should 
MhMr  her  etepe.      Since  her  death,  one  of 
httebfldn^i^  |mb  bfeen  added  to  the  cbnrdi 
.beftrnvaad-afae  Ml  others  tookaig  to  her 


Lord  and  Saviour  for  salvation.  She  died 
'm  hope  that  the  vacancy  in  the  choreb,  of 
whicb  sh'e  had  been  many  years  a  member, 
would  be  more  than  filled  up  by  her  own 
family.  The  chnrch  at  Ingham  have  lost 
a  steady  friend^  whose  prayers  were  valnl- 
able;,  bat  her  generation  work  was  at  ajp 
end ;  she  came  to  the  grave  in  a  good  oy 
age,  as  a  shock  of  com  cometh  in  m  ill 
season.  She  died  at  Stalhans,  Norfolk,  De* 
oember  Sfttb,  18S0.    Her  pastor  preached

*'  I  hope*  my  dear  firiend,  you  enjgy  the 

consolations  of  that  religion  you  have  been 
so  long  acquainted  with,  and  the  value  of 
which  is  never  more  sensibly  felt  than  under 
the  pressure  of  affliction.  How  empty  and 
delusive  does  the  world  then  appear;  and 
how  unspeakably  cheering  that  good  'hope 
through  grace,  which  the  Gospel  inspires ! 
To  look  up  to  God  as  a  reconciled  and  com- 
passionate Father, — to  know  that  '  He  is 
touched  with  a  feeling  of  our  infirmities,* 
and  that  *  he  made  an  everlasting  covenant 
with  us,  well  ordered  in  all  things  and  sure,' 
these  are  wells  of  everlasting  consolation.

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  sug^t 
any  thing  to  your  mind,  with  which  you  are 
not  already  acquainted ;  but,  might  I  be  per- 
mitted to  advert  to  my  own  experience,  I 
should  say,  that  I  have  found  nothing  so 
saliitary  as  to  turn  the  mind  immediately  to 
the  Saviour,  '  Whosoever  calleth  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  shall  be  saved.'  To  pray 
immediately  to  Christ,  to  cast  ourselves  in- 
cessantly upon  His  power  and  grace,  as  re- 
veal^ in  tlie  Gospel,  appears  to  be  the  hest 
antidote  to  evjery  tendency  to  des^Bondency. 
I  have  no  doiiift  that  we  are  much  wanting  to 
ourselves,  in  not  having  more  direct  dealings 
with  the  Saviour,  or  not  addressing  him  now 
in  the  same  spirit  in  which  he  was  applied 
to  for  the  relief  of  bodily  disease.  He  is  ex- 
alted at  the  right  hand  of  God,  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  dispensing  pardon,  peace, 
and  eternal  life  to  all  that  humbly  seek  his 
aid ;  and,  wonderful  condescension !  he  has 
declared  *  he  will  in  nowise  cast  out  whom- 
soever Cometh  unto  him.' "

'*  That  some  truths  are  fundamental,  be- 
sides thoae  you  have  enumerated,  appears  to 
me  sufficiently  inanifest  from  the  Word  of 


God.     If  Chriat  it  set  forth  as  a  propitiatifRi 
(or  a  mercy  seat,  iT^etrrifiOf)  through  faith 
in  his  blood,  then,  fidth  in  his  blood  is  fun- 
damental :  and,  as  the  i4K)atle  is  speaking  of 
him  as  a.  pnyntiatton^  hith.  in  his  blood  must 
mean  a  trust  in  him,  under  that  character. 
But  how  can  this  consist  with  his  being  a 
mere  prophet  or  martyr,  or  with  the  denial 
of  his  atonement?  Again,  *  As  Moses  lifted 
up  the  serpent  in  the  wildwness,'  &  c.     Every 
orthodox  interpreter  supposes  this  is  intended 
to  represent  Christ  cruafied,  or  lifted  up  on 
the  cross,  aa  a  divinely  appointed  source  of 
cure  to  our  spiritual  maladies,   and  conse- 
quently   an  expectation  of  spiritual  benefit 
from  him,  as  crucified.     But  how  does  this 
consist  with  the  idea  of  his  death,  an  a  mere 
circumstance  confirming  his  doctrine,  exdn- 
sive  of  any  proper  influence  it  ia  supposed 
to  exert  in  the  pardon  oi  tm?  He  is  said  to 
be  *  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness  to 
every  one  that  believeth  ;'  then  justification, 
or  acceptance  with  God,  is  in  consequence  of 
feith  in  him  as  the  great  anti-type  and  com- 
pletion of  the  l^al  sacrifices  and  ceremonies. 
We  are  every  where  affirmed  to  be  justified 
by  that  faith  of  which  he  is  the  object;  and 
if  the  conceptions  entertained  by  the  Socini- 
ans  of  that  object  be  essentially  di£krent  from 
our's,  then  must  their  faith  in  that  object  be 
equally  so,  and  one  or  other  of  them  essen- 
tially defective  or  erroneous.     I  am  aware  I 
have  transgressed  the  canon  you  have  laid 
down,  which  excludes  a  reference  to  particu- 
\bx  texts.     I  have  done  so,  becaose  I  am  by 
no  means  satisfied  respecting  the  justness  c^ 
that  canon.     I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  how 
general  reasoning  can  ascertun  the  point  in 
question,  exclusive  of  an  immediate  iq>peal 
to  the  words  of  Scripture.     It  is  with  God 
to  determine  what  is  essential  to  be  believed, 
in  order  to  salvation;  and  his  determinatian 
on  this  subject  can  only  be  ascertained  by  atten- 
tively weighing  the  sense  of  Scripture.     It  is 
true,    different   parties    interpret  particular 
passages  difGerently :  to  quote  these,  or  simi- 
lar passages,  to  a  Socinian,  would,  it  is  con- 
fessed, be  to  little  purpose.     But  you,  my 
dear  Sir,  profess  no^  to  be  a  Socinian :  with 
you,  therefore,  the  only  question  ought  to  be, 
Is  the  proposition,  which  affirms  faith  in  tlie 
atonement  to  be  fundamental  to  salvation,  a  le- 
gitimate inference  from  the  commonly-received 
or  orthodox  interpretation  of  these  passages? 
If  it  is,  we  must  either  renounce  ourorthodoxy, 
or  admit  (however  painful  it  maybe)  that  m- 
ference.     If  the  revealed  method  of  salvation 
— revealed  (I  say)  fiilly  after  the  completion 
of  the  canon, — ^is  a  cordial  acceptance  of  Oirist 
as  the  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the  world, 
they  who  i*eject,  deliberately  and  habitually^ 
every  idea  of  vicarious  atonement^  cannot  be 
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in  that  way.  The  bdief  of  the  mesriahship  of 
Chnst,  was  unquestionably  held  by  the  ancient 
heretics,  or  ti»ey  could  have  had  no  pretension 
to  be  oooaidered  as  Christians  in  any  sense ;  yet 
we  know  in  -what  ligbt  they  were  r^arded  by 
the  primitive  Christians :  and  why  should 
they  who  deny  'the  miniculoas  conception, 
the  incamationy  and  the  atimement  of  the  Son 
of  God,  be  considered  in  a  more  fiivourable 
light  ?  You  yourself,  not  satisfied  with  the 
genera]  proposition  — the  measiahship  of  Christ, 
descend  to  particular  doctrines,  e.  g.  the  re- 
surrection of  the  dead.  But  to  me  it  ap- 
pears, that  the  coUectiye  moment  of  the  doc- 
trines I  have  mentioned  is  far  more  than  that 
of  the  resurrection  .of  the  body,  considered 
apart  from  the  doctrine  of  immortality  or  a 
fature  life.  In  short,  I  can  see  no  possible 
medium  between  giving  up  the  doctrines  id- 
ready  mentioned,  and  asaerting  their  funda- 
mental importance ;  since,  supposing  us  to 
interpret  aright  the  passages  in  which  we 
found  them,  their  belief  is  every  where  con- 
joined with  saving  benefits.  Whether  we  in- 
terpret these  passages  aright,  is  in  no  degree 
the  question  before  us ;  but,  solely  supposing 
our  interpretations  correct,  whether  the  fun- 
damental nature  of  the  doctrines  in  ques- 
tion, is  not  a  necessary  consequence  ?  *

<<  With  respect  to  my  sermon  on  the  Tri- 


ni^,  I  entered  into  no  metaphysical  diaqoi-, 
sition  whatever,  I  merely  confined  myself  to 
the  adducing  passages  which  go  to  prove  a 
plurality  of  persons  in  the  blessed  Godhead : 
such  as  the  plural  name  of  God  in  Hebrew, 
the  use  of  plural  pronouns,  the  injection  of 
plurals  in  the  name  of  God  coupled  with 
singular  verbs,  the  use  of  the  terms,  Makers, 
Creators,  &c.  I  adduced  Isaiah,  saying,  <  the 
Lord  hath  sent  me  and  his  Spirit,'  &c.  From 
the  New  Testament,  I  mentioned  the  baptis- 
mal form,  the  salvation  to  the  Corinthians, 
To  these  I  added  the  principal  passages  usually 
adduced  in  proof  of  the  divinity  of  Christ  and 
the  personality  of  the  Spirit.  In  short,  it  was 
a  mere  appeal  to  the  letter  of  Scripture, 
without  the  smallest  attempt  at  metaphysical 
refinement.  I  considered  that  doctrine  con- 
tinually as  a  doctrine  of  pure  revelation,  to 
which  reasoning  can  add  nothing  but  dark- 
ness and  uncertainty.  It  appears,  however^ 
to  me  replete  with  practical  improvement, 
being  adapted  to  exhibit  the  part  which  each 
person  in  the  blessed  Trinity  sustained  in 
the  economy  of  redemption,  in  the  most  en- 
gaging light,  and  to  excite  the  utmost  ardor 
of  gratitude.  The  time  was  when .  I  main- 
tained the  dual  system,  supposing  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  be  an  en«'gy;  but  I  have  long 
found  abundant  reason  to  renounce  that  doc- 
trine, and  now  find  much  complacency  in 
the  ancient  doctrine  of  the  Trinity."

doing  so  by  a  somewhat  earlier  and  more 
sudden  departure  than  I  had  anticipated. 
Their  kindness,  however,  is  no  less  sincerely 
acknowledged  from  this  side  of  the  Atlantic, 
nor  is  its  value  diminished  by,  the  limited 
pwmlwr  of  contribatiosseventutjly  obtained.  > 


Irgoioe  thatmypaii^  labours  of  that 
sort  are  closed,  but  am  not  the  less  sen^ble 
of  the  importance  of  the  object  sought  by 
them,  that  I  now  occupy  a  station  in  the 
midst  of  the  field  where  the  accomplishment 
of  that  object  is  so  urgently  demanded. 

For  the  infinnoaation  of  many  who  probably 
may  not  have  seen  former  notices  relating  to 
the  Horton  Institution,  permit  me  once  more 
to  state,  through  your  valuable  Magazine,  its 
character  and  object. 

The  Horton  Academy,  then,  is  principally 
dependant  for  its  support  on  the  Baptist  de- 
nomination in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Bruns- 
wick,  which  comprises  almost  all  the  churches 
on  the  Independent  system  in  those  provinces, 
but  is  open  to  all  denominations. ,  y 

.  It  afibrds  literary  education  to  youth  with- 
out regard  to  their  religious  persuasion,  while 
at  the  same  time  it  seeks  to  exercise  over 
them  a  religious  control. 

It  receives  as  students  for  the  sacred  nunji^ 
try,  those  only  who  give  the  most  satiafiKtoiy 
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evideaee  of  piety  aiui  oi^r  qualillcj^oiu,  fjmt, 
118  before  tsaid,  is  not  confined  to  any  one  de- 
nomination. 

That  I  may  not  trespass  on  your  kindness 
by  protracting  my  remarks  too  hr,  I  shall 
conclude  with  once  more  urging  on  the  no- 
tice of  English  friends  this  field  of  promise. 
The  people  are  willing  to  be  instructed,  but 
there  is  a  growing  feeling  that  thdr  teachers 
must  be  taught  also— taught  from  aborei  pri- 
marily, but  taught  also  by  a  just  union  of 
human  with  divine  instruction;  and  how 
important  is  it  to  infuse  into  an  infant  com- 
munity at  its  earliest  commencement  all  those 
religious  influences  by  which  alone  either 
temporal  or  eternal  felicity  can  be  secured. 

Contributions  to  this  liistitution  may  be 
given,  either  separatdy,  to  its  literary  de- 
partment, or,  to  aid  pious  youth  in  their 
education  for  the  ministry,  or  fi>r  the  pur-

TBB  BIFOBM  BILL. 

In  our  httt  volume  we  have  recorded  the 
pn>K«M  of  the  Refoax  Bill  up  to  its  re- 
jection in  the  House  of  Peers  (see  pages  487» 
498).  By  this  rejection,  two  branches  of 
the  legislature  were  unhappily  at  issue  on 
this  great  national  question,  and  it  remained 
for  the  King,  either  to  dismin  his  present 
mmisters,  and  transfer  the  reins  of  govern- 
ment to  other  hands ;  or,  by  dissolving  the 
Parliament,  virtually  to  refer  the  decision  of 
the  question  to  the  nation  at  Urge.  His  Ma- 
jesty preferred  the  latter  alternative,  and,  at 
the^  commencement  and  the  close  of  the 
session,  has  thus  delivered  his  sentiments 
from  the  throne : 

"Having  had  recourse  to  that  measura 
[the  dissolution]  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing the  sense  of  my  people  on  the  expediency 
of  a  reform  in  the  representation,  I  have  now 
to  recommend  that  important  question  to 
your  earliest  and  most  attentive  consideration. 
"  To  the  consideration  of  this  important 
question  the  attention  of  Parliament  must 
necessarily  again  be  called  at  the  opening  of 
the  ensuing  session ;  and  you  may  be  assured 
of  my  unaltered  desire  to  promote  its  setd». 
ment  by  such  improvements  in  the  repre- 
sentation as  may  be  fiuind  necessary  for  se- 
curing to  my  people  the  full  enjoyment  of 
their  respective  rights,  which,  in  combination 
with  the  other  orders  of  the  state,  are  essential 
to  the  support  of  our  fi-ee  constitution." 

Passing  over  the  political  struggles  and 
party  collisions  which  immediately  ensoed 
throughout  the  land,  it  will  be  sufficient  to 
preserve  the  continuity  and  fidelity  of  our  re- 
port to  record  the  result  of  this  appeal  to  the 
British  nation,  which  has  subsequently  been 
unequivocally  expressed. 

The  second  reading  of  the  New  Reform 
Bill,~or  rather  the  Reform  Bill  newly 
modelled — (for  in  substance  it  is  the  same), 
took  place  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Saturday,  December  17th,  when  the  house, 
consisting  of  542  members,  divided  exactly 
two  to  one  in  favour  of  the  Bill ;  exceediug» 
by  twenty-six  votes,  the  majority  for  the 
second  reading  last  session,  and  by  above 
fifty  votes,  that  which  passed  the  Bill,  and 
sent  it  to  the  House  of  Lords.

The  subject  of  scriptural  edacation  for  the  poor  of  Ireland  at  present  eng^es  a1av|[e 

share  of  the  attention  of  the  Protestants  in  that  part  of  the  kingdom,  in  consequence 

of  His  Majesty  ^s  government  having  withdrawn  their  pecuniary  support  from  the 

Kildare-street  Society,  and  transferred  it  to  a  new  Board  of  Commissioners  for  con- 

dncting  a  system  of  education  common  to  ProtesfantB  and  Roman  Catholics.    The 

principle  on  which  grants  were  made  to  the  Protestant  Society  in  Kildare-street  was, 

4hat  the  Received  Version,  of  the  Scripturea  nithoui  note  or  comment  should  be  used  in 

.the  Schools ;  the  principle  for  the  government  of  the  new  Board  (which  is  to  cdnsist 

partly  of  Protestants  and  partly  of  Roman  Catholics)  is,  that  for  four  days  in  the 

:week   the  Bible  as  a  whole  is  to  he  totally  excluded,  and  instead  of  it  a  new  book  of 

selections  from  the  Scriptures,  to  be  agreed  ifpon  by  the  Coromissioneis,  is  to  be  used ; 

and  on  the  two  remaining  days  the  Received  Version,  or  the  Douay  Version,  of  Hke 

Scriptures  to  be  used,  or  not,  at  the  discretion  of  the  respective  pastors  of  the  children^ 

whether  Protestant  or  Catholic. 

It  will  be  instantly  seen  that  this  measure  is  a  concession  to  the  prejudices  of  the 
Roman  Catholics  against  the  indiscriminate  use  of  the  Bible,  and  such  a  compromise 
of  the  jprinciples  of  the  Reformation  as  was  never  before  made  by  a  Protestant  govern- 
ment. Until  now  *'  the  Bible,  and  the.  Bible  alone,*'  has  been  considered  the  religion 
of  Protestants  ;  but  in  future,  should  this  unholy  confederacy  be  cemented^  a  book 
composed  of  extracts,  moral  and  historical,  but  excluding  those  parts  which  are 
evangelical,  will  be  the  religion  of  the  liberal  Protestant  government  of  England  in 
the  year  1S3*2  j  and  of  those  political  Protestants  in  Ireland,  who  may  lend  them- 
selves to  €»rry  such  a  semi-popish  plan  into  effect.  A  scheme  which  we  venture  to 
pronounce  will  be  found  to  be  as  impracticable  as  it  is  anti*Protestant,  and^rhlch,  wc 
doubt  not,  will  terminate  in  the  confusion  of  its  projectors.  Our  senators  would  act 
wisely  if  they  refrained  from  <<  meddling  with  God,*'  in  adopting  schemes  for  govern- 
ing popish  .Ireland.  Better,  far  better,  have  no  national  education  paid  for  from  the 
public  treasiary  than  one  which  repudiates  the  Bible  !  It  will  be  unjust  to  appro- 
priate the  taxes  paid  by  Protestants  for  such  an  anti-Christian,  anti-Protestant  pur- 
pose. One  thing,  however,  is  (Hear,  that,  should  this  objectionable  plan  be  carried 
into  full  eRect  (which  is  not  at  all  propable),  the  operations  of  the  Baptist  Irish  Society 
will  be  rendered  additionally  necessary  -y  as  there  is  no  fear  but  ther^  will  be  plenty 
of  children  found*  and  even  the  children  of  Roman  Catholics,  to  keep  up  the  number 
of  our  scholars  :  nor  can  there  be  any  doubt  but  what  our  liberal  friends  will  be 
increasingly  desirous  of  giving  support  to  Schools  in  which  the  Bible  will  still  be 
duly  honoured  as  the  principal  book  of  instruction. 

We  are  happy  to  hear  that  a  most  crowded  and  respectable  meeting  was  held  in 
the  Rotnnday  Dublin,  on  the  10th  inst,  at  which  the  Archbishop  of  Tuam -presided. 
<<It  was  a  meeting,'*  says  the  Editor  of  a  Dublin  newspaper,  «  of  the  friends  of  the 
!«criptural  education  of  the  people  of  this  country,  through  the  medium  of  the  whole 
Bible,  for  the  purpose  of  their  testifying  their  approbation  of  the  above  principle, 
.and  their  determination  to  abide  by  it."    The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : — 

1.  "  That  it  is  our  ^rm  persuasion,  that  the  Sacred  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testv 
spent,  are  alone  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  and 
that  it  is  the  inalienable  right  and  bounden  duty  of  all  to  read  tbem,  in  order  to  be  thereby 
made  '  wise  unto  salvation  through  faith,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus/  and  that  as  Christians 
and  Protestants,  it  is  our  decided  conviction,  that  the  only  means  by  which  man,  as  an  im- 
mortal beingy  can  be  trained  up  for  the  enjoyment  of  happiness  in  time  and  eternity,  Js 
through  ihe  instrumentality  of  that  Word. 
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H.  "  That  wt  oonndcr  that  tht  demoralked  ilale  ttitut  eonntry  may  be  maialy  tnctdT  to  the' 
ignoraaoe  of  Kriptunl  truth,  and  the  comequent  abeence  of  Mariptural  principle,  which 
characterise  so  large  a  portion  of  its  popii]ation*-and  that  the  only  effectual  remedy  is  to  be 
iMind*  in  the  vider  circnlation  of  the  Word  of  God,  the  more  £dthful  enldroement  of  ito 
prindplee,  and  the  more  general  diffusion  of  education  which  adopts  that  Wwd  as  its 
standard  and  foundation. 

S«  *' That  w«  eoniider  the  genend  ofqparitignof  te  fUmmn  Ctetholie  dei^y  to  llw  « 
•«diiBation  of  the  •people,  has  been  the  greatest  dbstaole  to  the  nIigious,.tbe  noral,.««l  the 
social  amelioration  of  our  oonntry-- and  that  any  attempt  to  eoakece  with  them  in  foiiadii^ 
a  syrtem  of  national  education  on  a  substitution  of  any  port  for  the  entire  Word,  is,  in  our 
judgment,  inconsiitent  with  our  principles  and  obligations  as  Christians  and  Protestants. 

4.  '<  It  having  been  Officially  auBouneed  that-Ae  ground  on  Which  poriiamentary  aid  was 
withdrawn  from  institntions  for  the  ediwation  of  the  >people^  was,  'the  determ^aaiQB  io 
^anforee,  in  all  «thilr  ^Behoelsj  the  reeding  >eftiie  Holy  ScRiptONSi  without  «ole  or  oommunt;' 
we,  therafore^feel  it  our  duty  to  lift  up  our  decided  and  unoomproniisivg  .protest  t^sinst  this, 
principle,  as  at  variance  with  the  reverence  which  iedoe  to  the  Word  m  God,  aiid  witii  all 
tbe  temporal  and  spiritual  interests  of  our  country." 

We  give  one  of  these  speeches  entire,  as.ft  specimen  of  the  spirit  manifested  at  thi^- 
meeting.    In  seconding  the  third  resolution  the  Rev.  Robert  M^Ghee  aaid,-— 

**  He  filt  that  the  prssent  was  the  moat  important  meeting  ever  oomrened  in  the  Rotunda. 
It  was  not  called  that  we  may  strengthen  each  otiiers  hands-  in  our  Christian  duty* 
to  consider  whether  we  shall  abandon  Christianity  itself;  not  to  disseminate  the  BiUe, 
but  to  consider  if  it  be  a  Ht  book  for  a  Christian  people ;  not  how  ddldren  shall  best- 
*be  trained  up  in  the  Word  of -God,  but  wliether'the  Word  of  God  be  true  or  not.     T%e 
•revmid  gentleautt  commented  at  k^ith  on  the  reeohrtion.     He  'declared  »tet  /!»  folt  mm* 
imlrindneae  to-his  Catholic  brsthien,  and  tliat  it  was  of  great  importance^to  mvoidwiteripg 
into  Qontrovieray  on  the  jpreeent  occasion.     Pfevertheless,  this  assemblage  was  imperative  * 
nnder  all  the  circumstances  of  tlie  case.     He  then  adverted  to  the  important  foct  of  the- 
BiUe  being  forbidden  to  tiie  lidty  by  the  t^atholic  dcrgy,  the  facts  had  often  been  denied  hf 
the  Morning  Re^iUeti  and  the  il^-eMum's  Jbtcmo/,  mkL  had 'been  denounced  by  O*€onaelt( 
as  *tmtrue  and  unfounded,'  ^but  he  hoped  to  aend  .the  laet  fortili  from  this  •noelngiap- 
^thoreipghly  anthanrigated  that  no  man  could  venture  to  deny  iti^jain.     The  revecend  gen- 
tleman then  read  an  extract  from  the  Council  of  Trent,  containing  the  celebrated  passsge- 
condemning,  the  indiscriminate  perusal  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  calling  for 
'  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  or  Inquitition*'on  delmquents— empowering  ''the  Briest  or' 
Onffrssor'  to  appoint « -fitting  peBaaoe»— and,  in  the  case  of  cOntumasy,  irf— ebeolntieBi, 
-and  so  let  the  offinder  dsein  his  sin.     :Tbe  reverenil  geBUeman  noKtifeadand'OOmsMRtOii'' 
ink  the  eneydioal  letter  of  Pope  Leo  XIL  denouncing  the  BiUe  .Society,  and  neoowing.the- 
prohibition  on  the  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures^  which,  in  the  hands  oS.  that  Soeie^j  had' 
become  a  human  Gospel,  or  (still  worse)  had  become  the  ff09pd  of  the  dtvSL    He  quoted* 
the  Pope's  letter  in  1824,  recognising,  re  assirting,  and  enforcing -the  former  prohibitor]p 
injttnctK»s^^.etated  -the  readinees  which  the  Irish  Catholic  Bisheps  veeeived,  pnMto%ated» 
4md  oonmsnted  on  it,  oimI  rendering  it  imperative  on  tha  difiiulter  toi  give  np  lhr.prwirribedt 
Book  to  the. parish  priest.     This  is  not  a  mere  Bruhimfidmn^    I>r.  Troy  was-exaniofd- 
respecting  its  efficiency.  He  was  asked  if  those  who  disobeyed  the  paatoral  injunctions  were 
received  at  sacrament ?   He  replied,  'Certainly  not*    If  sdiools  were  establiilied  by  Protee- 
'  tanta,  and  the  parish  priest  entertained  conedientious  scruples  against  allowing  the  children 
of  Ins  ieek  to  attend,  and,  in  conelnnon,  warned  -the  parents  to  keep  thamfiem  anch 
flehools,  would  theparenlsain  by  disobeying  him  ?  He  answered,  *  Certaioly.'    When  asitwl» 
Where  would  people  go  who  died  in  mortal  sin  ?     He  replied,  <  To  hell  for  all  .eternity  V 
Dr.  Doyle  had  avowed  the  case  of  a  peasant  who  was  denied  the  sacrament  for  reading  the 
Word  of  God ;  and  Dr.  Murray  had  written  to  the  Commissioners  of  Education,  to  aaf 
'that  tiiey  need  notgive  'themselves  any  trouble  in  making  any  extracts  frvm  Scripture,  «a- 
the  Schools  would  go  on  very  weD  wiUiout  them.'    Dr.  Doyle  had  indeed  boasted  that  hia 
Chureh  had  a  Bible,  published  here  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  but  then  Jts  price  was  18s.,  be- 
]rond  the  means  of  a  pessant  to  pay!     Here  it  is  (holdiqg  up  a  Douay  BiUe) !  ai^  he 
would  read  a  few  linei  from  its  index,  as  Oharacteristic  of  the  views  of  the  Church 
of  Rome  of  the  'Holy  Scriptures,*  vis.  'Hard  to  be  understood  t~- often  wrested  by* 
men  to  their  own  destruction  i^^not  of  private  interpretation !— eorrupted  by  heretics ! 
Is  this  all  that  can  be  said  in  favour  of  the  Word  of  God?    Well-meaning  persons  have 
been  mided  by  the  sophism  set  forth  on  the  part  of  the  national  system  of  educatioo.     The* 
Cooimianooers  aay,  <  The  BiUe  ia  good'f    Granted.    'All  parti  are  good?'    Oertainly. 
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^Hhj^ibiei,  (Aef  uk)  mt  joinwidi  iHmCalUhamtf  pram«%MB  aft  tiMMdyottom, 

though  partial  ?'     This  was  tiw  avflhaam  whkk  faroiigkt  ruia  to  Jnlaiid.     Tim  parts  weve. 

dl  good  in  lihcir  proper  plaoe,  bat  anangtd  meidy  as  a  historical  or  moral  €ompila<Mii«  in*^ 
stead  of  hnogiog  fife  and  nhatioBy  thsf  woohl  infliet  death  a«d  destniotion  on  men's  apnls^ 
What  sTalled  moralifey  wi^ut  a  aaviag  &ith  im  Hue  whoaa  blood  was  abed  for  ^a  •&  tjio 
eroae?  He  would  not  attsmpl  to  distil  the  eaaaase  of  the  Soriptwas  and  toave  a  Ck^

From  ike  Rev,  Jamts  AOm  to  the 
Seeretanee, 

BaUiMh  2>ee.  19<A,  1831. 

Mt  dxab  B&xtbuew, 

I  aend  youwHh  this,  the  journals  of 
the  Itinerant  Readers,  ^  accounts  for 
the  pinMiit  '  quarter,  and  a  letter  from 
Mrs.  Afieft.  Since  I  last  wrote  I  have  been 
eoaatantly  and  hnuSbf  employed.  The  pota- 
the  crops  are  now  dug;  and  the  children 
who,  fat  tlm  laat  six  or  seven  wedcs,  have 
been  enq^yed  in  the  fields,  are  now  return- 
ii^  to  the  Schools.  During  my  late  tour 
among  tiicm,  I  found  them  as  numerous,  and 
the  piogiem  as  great,  as  at  any  previous  pe- 
riod* The  country  about  us  is  vary  tranquil 
at  pMMut ;  and  tlus  Night  Schools  are  doing 
wdL  The  Itinerant  Readers  were  never 
mote  activdy  and  usefully  employed.  I  should 
rtiink  that,  within  the  last  quarter,  from 
1500  to  8000  tracts  have  been  distributed, 
and  txt  eagerly  read.  Of  these  I  have  dis- 
tribnted  300  or  400  with  my  own  hand, 
within  tile  last  two  weeks.  Our  supply 
is  now  nearfy  exhausted ;  and  I  hope,  there- 
Spie,  you  will  not  fiul  to  send  us  more  at  the 
mrUest|K)ssible  period.  I  should  prefer -thoae 
upon  the  popish  controversy,  judiciously  se- 
lected, 9M  these  are  most  extensively  sought 
andnnd. 

The  past  montli  has  been  to  me  one  eon- 
turned  scene  of  ac^i^^ty.  In  the  early  part 
«f  the  mouthy  I  waa  engaged  amongst  the 
ichodls  and  TJUages.  Since  tiien  I  visited 
Brother  Wilson,  attended  upon  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  ordinance  of  Baptism  by  him 
ia  the  sea  near  to  Sligo,  preached  for  the  In- 
Apquiynfy  in  tiiai  town,  and  returned  home. 


On  Monday  hs^  I  left  home  for  Erris,  ami 
preached  in  the  town  ef  Creesmolina  in  the 
way.  In  this  town  all  the  respectable  inha- 
bitants, with  one  or  two  exceptions,  attandsd. 
Besides  this,  there  were  many  Bonian  Oatho* 
lies ;  snd,  in  fin^  ntany  who  could  not  get  in 
were  obliged  to  go  away.  On  Tuesday  even- 
ing, I  arrived  at  Biwgham'n  Gaatle,  amd  had 
a  conference  with  Major  B.,  the  proprietor  of 
Aeeastleandsgreat  part  of  BRis,«ipon  the 
subject  of  establishing  schnols.  It  would,  in 
my  own  opinion,  require  great  caution  and 
ddiberajdop,  especially  at  this  period,  before 
it  should  be  attempted.  I  took  with  me  a 
large  quantity  of  tracts,  besides  Testaments, 
&C.  and  distr9)uted  them  amoo^  audi  of  the 
people  as  were  able  to  read.  The  people 
themselves  seem  to  be  heartily  tired  of  being 
prieet-ridden ;  but  they  are  too  ignorant  at 
present  to  refuse  to  submit.  If  any  one 
doubted  the  d^rading  tendency  of  popery,  I 
would  refer  him  to  the  district  of  Erris. 

I  would  just  rdate  one  drcumstanoe  con- 
nected with  my  stay  in  Erris,  which  will 
serve  to  illustrate  the  spirit  of  popery.  I 
preached  at  Binghamstewn,  on  Wednesday 
last,  to  about  ISO  persons,  the  greater  part  of 
whom  were  priest  Lyons'  flock.  After  preach^ 
ing,  I  convened  with  such  as  appeared  to  be 
leaders  among  diem,  and  requested  that  they 
would  write  down  the  names  of  sudi  persons 
as  were  desirous  fat  a  school,  and  that  I 
would  return  frx>m  the  castle  to  examine  their 
Hst  on  the  following  day.  I  did  so,  many 
were  exceedingly  anxious,  but  the  news  was 
carried  to.priest  Lyons  as  aoon  as  I  had  left 
town;  — die  bellman  waa  sent  rounds  the 
whole  fiodc  was  assembled  on  that  very  even- 
ing, dioogh  it  waa  dusk  before  I  left  town 
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for  tlie  casfle,  and  W  tirade  of  abuse,  partly 
against  his  flock,  for  holding  any  intercourse 
with  me,  and-partly  against  me,  for  a  variety 
.  of  reasons,  was  directed  from  the  altar.  It 
would  be  disgusting  to  descend  to  the  low 
scurrility  which,  I  waa  told  on  the  following 
day,  he  delivered  to  bb  flock.  Some  of  the 
people,  however,  persisted  in  their  determina- 
tion to  send  their  children  to  the  School 
should  one  be  established  ;  and  others  asserted 
that  he  should  not  prevent  them  from  reading 
any  books  I  might  give  them.  I  left  them 
that  evening,  preached  in  a  small  town  about 
two  miles  distant,  and  on  the  morrow  re- 
turned home.  I  trust  the  seed  sown  during 
this  journey  may  not  be  altogether  unproduc- 
tive. It  requires,  1  can  assure  you,  my  dear 
brethren,  no  ordinary  support,  under  discour- 
agements so  trying.  I  can  truly  say,  I  was 
never  yet  dismayed  at  the  hostilities  or  threats 
of  the  popish  adversary ;  but,  I  should  be 
very  far  from  saying  that  I  have  not  fre- 
quently been  cast  down  by  a  survey  of  the 
ama«ing  opposition  popery  presents  to  a 
spread  of  the  truth.  I  know  there  is  no  re- 
medy for  this  evil,  but  working  on  and  con- 
tinuing instant  in  prayer;  and  I  entreat, 
therefore,  that  our  hands  may  be  upheld  by 
the  constant  and  fervent  prayers  of  our  friends 
at  home.  Jamm  Allzn. 


From  the  Rev.  J.  Wilson  to  the  Secretaries, 
SligOyDec,  \lihy  1831.' 

Dear  Brethbem, 
After  the  temporary  abseoce  of  the  chil- 
drenfrom  the  Schools,  they  are  returning  again 
as  numerously  as  during  the  preceding  part 
of  the  year.  Indeed,  I  sincerely  wish  that 
the  public  alone  were  permitted  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  education  in  this  country,  /or  I 
feel  confident,  that  by  the  desire  of  those  who 
need  it,  to  obtain  it;  and  by  the  seal  of  the 
friends  of  education,  the  blessing  would  soon 
be  enjoyed  throughout  this  country. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  the  Night 
Schools  are  doing  as  well,  if  not  better  than 
on  former  occasions,  they  are  well  attended, 
orderly  conducted,  and  afford  the  means  of 
instruction  to  a  large  portion  of  the  adult  po- 
pulation, who  are  thus  preserved  from  evil  as- 
sociations, and  by  the  advantages  enjoyed  may 
be  expected  to  avoid  them  in  fu^re. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  I  have  at 
length  succeeded  in  procuring  a  place  to 
preach  in,  in  Sligo;  as  there  are  materials 
for  a  church  of  our  denomination  in  the  town, 
and  the  probability  of  a  congregation  being 
railed,  this  waa  very  desirable.  Two  rooms 
on  the  first  floor  of  a  house  in  a  good  situation, 
havt  been  thrown  into  one,  which  will  afford 


comfortable   accommodation  for  aometiiiBg 
more  than  one  hundred  persons. 

I  shall  make  every  effort  to  prevent  any  ic" 
trusi(m  on  the  fubds  of  the  Society,  either  for 
fitting  up  or  for  the  rent  of  the  place,  though 
I  cannot  pledge  myself  that  this  will  be  en- 
tirely avoided.

FOREIGN    INTELLIGENCE. 


CUTWA. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  W. 
Carey,  dated  Cutwa,  April  24  th, 
1831. 


"  As  usual  all  the  annual  fairs  havo  been 
attended  to,  at   which  places  thousands  have 
Heard  the  Word ;  tracts  and  parts  of  Scrip- 
ture have  been  distributed;  at  some  of  the 
places  people    have     come  and    begged   for 
particular  tracts  and  books,  which  was  very 
pleasing,  as  it  sliows  that  the  books  are  read, 
and  not  n^lected  in  every  instance.     The 
fiurs  were   generally   more  thinly  attended 
than  in  former  years ;  much  of  this  must  be 
laid  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the  weather,  but 
I  think  not  altogether,  as  there  are,  no  doubt, 
hundreds  who  see  the  folly  of  attending  them, 
to  obtain  holiness  ;    and  I  think  that  had  it 
not  been  for  the  large  markets,  where  a^  kind^ 
of  articles  may  be  got  cheap,  very  few  would 
come,  excepting  those  who  come  on  purpose  to 
indulge  their  sinful  appetites. 

All  the  usual  places  of  preaching  have  been 
attended  to,  and,  I  am  happy  to  say,  the  people, 
upon  the  whole,    have  been  attentive  hearers. 

On  the  SIst  of  January  last  a  tour  was 
taken  from  Cutwa  to-  Burdwan,  from  Bur- 
dwan  to  Bhurey,  from  Bhurey  to  Sewry, 
from  thence  to  Kabbishun,  and  from  thence 
back  to  Cutwa ;  in  this  tour,  sixty  villages 
were  visited,  and  the  Word  of  Life  dis- 
pensed, at  some  places,  to  very  large  numbers, 
and  at  other  placses  to  smaller  numbers ;  upon 
the  whole  the  messengers  of  peace  were  much 
encouraged,  as  the  people  every  where  heard 
with  much  serious  attention,  and  they  were 
seldom  opposed :  at  most  of  the  places  tracts  and 
portions  of  Scripture  were  distributed.  The 
message  of  peace  was  no  new  thing,  but  a 


pretty  general  knowledge  of  these  things  was 
found  to  prevail.     At  one  village,  after  the 
fttigne  of  the  day,  a  good  number  of  people 
came,  together  with  some  of  the  respectable 
head  people,  and  requested  that  the  worship 
of  God  might  be  performed,  with  smging  of 
divine  hymns,  as  at  Cutwa ;  which  request 
was  complied  with,  and  thtf  people,  with  a 
house  full  of  women,  heard  to  the  last  with 
silent  attention,  in  a  house  dedicated  to  one 
of  their  idols.     At  another  village,  a  good 
number  of  people  came  after  candle  light, 
and  advanced  a  number  of  sensible  questions, 
and  went  away  much  pleased.     Thus   the 
itinerants  were  much  pleased,  and  had  cause 
of  much  joy.  O  that  the  Lord  may  bless  the 
seed  thus  sown.     They  were  out  fifteen  dayr, 
and  travelled  about  166  miles.     On  the  11th 
of  April  the  messengers  of  peace  took  another 
tour  to  Berhampore  and  back  again,  which 
occupied  about  eight  days ;  the  Word  of  Life 
was  dispensed  at  about  thirteen  places,  be- 
sides daily,  with  the  Rev.  M.   Hill,  in  the 
bazaars.     Upon   the  whole  the  work  was 
pleasing  and  very  encouraging.     O  that  the 
Lord  may  bless  these  feeble  attempts  of  his 
feeble  children,  to  the  eternal  good  of  many. 


SEWRY. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Williamson,  dated  29th  of  June, 
1831. 


During  the  cold  season,  as  usual,  we  had 
several  preaching  excursions  among  the  sur- 
rounding heathen,  including  nearly  all  the 
principal  places  within  from  twenty  to 
twen^-five  miles  round.  In  one  of  these 
(in  which  my  family  accompanied  rae),  we 
were  out  nearly  three  weeks,  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  baptizing  two  persons  at  a  place 
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called  Bhooree,  about  twenty-five  miles  from 
this,  the  principal  residenpe  of  the  Beerbhoom 
Christians,  previous  to  our  occupying    this 
station,    and   where  a  few  still  continue  to 
reside.     At   the  annual  melas,  also,  which 
take   place   at   that  period   of   the   season, 
preaching,  together  with  the  distribution  of 
books  and  tracts,  was  kept   up  so  long  as 
they  lasted.      Since  the  commencement  of 
the  hot  weather  I  have  not  been  out  to  any 
distance,  but,   generally  speaking,  we   have 
had   pretty  good    congregations,    composed 
chiefly  of  strangers,  from  all   parts  of  the 
Zillah,  in  the  Bazaar  of  this  place,  which  we 
make  a  point  of  visiting  daily,  with  very  few 
exceptions.    I   cannot  say    that,  in   any  of 
these  poor  attempts  of  ours  to  make  known 
the  Saviour,  we  have  met  with  more  en- 
couragement  than  on  former  occasions,  but 
certainly  we  have  not  met  with   less  ;  and 
I  should  think  it  is  not  a  bad  sign,  when, 
after  the  novelty  of  a  thing  is  over,  it  still 
continues  to  attract  attention.     This  seems 
to   be  the  case  at   present  with  us;    and 
though,  apparently,  converts  are  not  multi- 
plying, knowledge  is  undoubtedly   increas- 
ing* 

In  our  heathen  schools,  both  male   and 

female,  many  of  the  pupils  have  already 
made  considerable  progress  in  their  know- 
ledge of  gospel  history  ;  and  if  they  could 
only  be  prevailed  upon  to  remain,  would,  at 
no  great  distance  of  time,  be  ready  to  enter 
on  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans.  Indeed  some 
of  these  little  heathen  girls,  though,  not  in 
general  so  clever  as  tke  boys,  can  say  more 
about  Christianity  than  many  of  our  adqlt 
christian  sistera.  The  heathen  teachers  of 
these  schools  (for  we  cannot  yet  employ 
Christians),  or  the  sircars,  as  they  are  called, 
attend  regularly  at  the  mission  Bungalow 
on  Lord*s  days,  when  they  generally  desire 
explanations  of  what  they  consider  difficult 
passages,  in  the  course  of  their  weekly  read- 
ing. They  all  seem  to  entertain  a  high  idea 
of  the  superior  excellency  of  the  Christian 
religion.  One  who  was  remarkable  above 
the  rest  for  his  prejudices  against  Christianity, 
now  looks  upon  Christ  as  infinitely  superior 
to  the  greatest  of  his  own  gods.  Most  of 
these  men  are  well  acquainted  with  the  Gos- 
pels; and  though  they  have  acquired  their 
knowledge  for  the  sake  of  acquiring  «onie- 
thing  vastly  inferior,  yet  who  will  say  we 
ought  not  to  entertain  any  hopes  respecting 
them  ?  Pray  for  us  all,  aqd  your  unworthy 
labourers  shall  not  labour  in  ysiiu 

Our  esteemed  friend,  Mr.  Wil- 
liamson, having  been  invited  to  oc* 
cupy  a  post  in  the  Serampore  Col- 
lege, has  thought  it   his  duty   to 


comply  with  that  invitation.  He 
expected  to  leave  S^wry  about  the 
commencement  of  the  present  year ; 
and  the  Committee  have  instructed 
Mr.  Robinson  to  proceed  to  Beer- 
bhoom, and  enter  on  the  sphere  of 
labour  thus  become  vacant. 


MONGHYR. 

Our  December  number  contained 
a  brief  extract  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Leslie  to  Mr.  Barclay  of  Irvine, 
mentioning  the  recent  baptism  of  a 
gentleman  holding  an  official  ap- 
pointment under  the  civil  govern- 
ment. The  Secretary  has  since  re- 
ceived a  letter,  dated  in  the  same 
month  (April),  in  which,  after  relat- 
ing several  particulars  highly  honour- 
able to  the  christian  character  of  the 
individual  referred  to,  Mr.  Leslie 
adds :— 

The  ordinance  of  baptism  I  administered 
to  him  in  the  presence  of  a  deeply  interested 
and  affected  audience.  I  call  him  a  son  of 
our  decided  friend,  Captain  B*  In  addition 
to  having  brought  him  at  first  to  our  little 
place  of  worship,  Captain  B.  spent  much 
time  with  him  in  directing  his  attention  to 
the  Word  of  God.  I  had  comparatively 
very  few  interviews  with  him,  having  but 
little  time  for  visiting,  in  consequence  of 
being  almost  incessantly  employed  amongst 
the  natives.  I  have  visited,  this  cold  season, 
almost  every  village  for  four  or  five  miles 
round  us, — and  they  are  very  numerous. 
I  preach  alao  twice  every  week  in  the  chapel 
in  Hindotthanee.  This,  with  English  preach- 
ing, attending  prayer  meetings,  visiting 
schools,  &c.,  &C.,  keeps  me  fuUy  employed  ; 
indeed  it  is  almost  too  much  for  my  strength. 
Mr.  Moore  continues  to  help  me  in  English 
preaching.  I  ought  to  be  very  thankful  that 
Grod  has  greatly  improved  my  health ;  and  I 
am  now  fit  for  more  work  than  I  have  been 
since  I  came  to  India.  Both  our  congrega- 
tions are  well  attended.  Indeed  the  Hindost- 
hanee  chapel  has  been  latterly  so  filled  that  we 
have  been  quite  unable  to  give  the  people  ac- 
commodation. My  native  assistant,  Nyan- 
sookh,  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  me.  Were 
it  not  for  him  I  really  could  not  attend  to  all 
the  duties  that  have  devolved  upon  me. 

The  hot  season  has  now  commenced  with 
its  usual  violence :    I  must  therefon  desist 
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from  my  TiUafft  ▼kiting.  But  I  have  laid  a 
plan  not  to  allow  a  street  or  lane  in  Monghyr 
to  remain  unvisited  by  the  Goepel.  .  I  trust 
that  my  strength  will  be  continued  for  the 
accomplishment  of  this.  I  have  already 
commenced  operations. 

A  subsequent  letter,  dated  Julv  4, 
was  written  when  Mr.  Leslie  was 
yisiting  Dinapore.  In  it  he  remarks : 

The  European  church  is,  I  think,  in  a  tole- 
rably'good  state.  There  are  five  candidates 
for  baptism ;  and,  I  understand,  there  are  many 
others  who  seem  serioiualy  impressed.  The 
congregation  also  has  increased.  Mr.  Moore 
visited  them  in  April  last,  and  baptised  three. 
Indeed  we  seldom  come  to  this  place  without 
having  to  baptise.  There,  are  at  present,  two 
eflicers  connected  with  the  church,  both  of 
whom  regularly  engage,  when  we  are  not  pre- 
lenty  in  ooodneting  public  worship.  This  is 
very  pleasant  and  profitable  to  the  men,  and 
gives  the  church  some  consequence  in  the  regi- 
ment. Both  of  these  officers  are  men  of  de- 
cided piety,  and  one  of  them  of  extraordinary 
taknts. 

During  my  journey  I  spent  some  interest- 
ing hours  among  the  natives  of  several  vil- 
lages. I  never  met  with  such  attention  in 
die  whfde  history  of  my  missionary  career ; 
and  I  never  was  so  struck  with  the  readiness 
of  eomprehenaion  in  any  people.  They 
teemed  almost  instandy  to  understand  what 
W8S  told  them  of  the  love  of  Christ  to  a 
guilty  world  ;  and  frequently  expressed  their 
astomshment  at  the  wonders  of  redeeming 
bve«  I  felt  8S  if  the  Spirit  rested  upon  me 
and  gave  me  titteranee  ;  for  certainly  I  never 
prodaimed  ^se  doctrines  of  the  Goepel,  in 
the  Hhidooetanee  language,  with  such  ease 
and  fee&ig  as  I  did  chiring  this  journey.  Oh! 
for  that  firiit  whieh  the  Spirit  alone  can  pro- 
dnee. 

At  Monghyr  we  stiH  continue  to  have 
large  eongr^atioDs  of  natives :  but,  alas  !  I 
see  not  tlw  Sph>it  yet  descending  and  giving 
efficacy  to  the  Word.  Besides  preaching 
regularly  in  the  native  chapel,  I  have  made 
it  a  point  to  be  in  the  market  places  as  often 
as  1  could.  My  health,  during  the  whole  hot 
season,  has,  with  the  exception  of  one  slight  at- 
tack ef  fever,  been  remarkably  good ;  and  I  have 
thus  almost  uninterruptedly  been  able  to  con- 
tmne  my  labours.  I  snfiered  severely  for  a 
time  from  the  want  of  sleep ;  but  this  pro- 
duced no  injury  to  my  general  health. 

In  the  English  department  we  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  receiving  into  the  church  by 
baptism^  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Chamberlain 
and  the  two  eldest  daughters  of  the  late  Cap- 
tain Page.     They  have  given  us  every  evi- 


dence of  real  eonver«ion  ;  and  promise  to  be,' 
in  their  day  and  generation,  useful  charac- 
ters. We  have  at  present,  also,  two  Or  three 
others  who  have  proposed  themselves  as  can- 
didates. Our  little  Society  has  experienced 
a  kind  of  revivaL  Our  prayer  meetings 
have  been  spiritual  and  well  attended ;  and 
my  pleasure  in  preaching  Christ  has  indeed 
been  very  great.  I  have  felt  so  happy  in 
my  work,  that  I  would .  not  desert  it  for  sli 
the  world.  The  baptisms  we  have  had  have 
not  passed  without  leaving  impressions.  And 
altogether  we  have  had  cause  for  joy. 

I  trust  die  day  is  not  for  distant  when  we 
shall  have  to  njoios  over  many  natives.  On 
their  conversion  my  heart  is  set ;  and  for 
them  I  labour  and  pray.  Oh!  that  I  did 
both  with  greater  earnestness.  But  I  trust  I 
can  say  that  my  heart  has  recently  received  ' 
a  fresh  impulse,  and  that  I  feel  more  than 
ever  willing  to  live  and  die  seeking  the  salva- 
tion of  the  Hindoos. 


JAVA. 

Mr.  Brucknerj  having  completed 
the  printing  of  his  translation  of  the 
Javanese  New  Testament,  at  the 
Serampore  press,  has  returned  to 
Java  to  resume  his  labours  in  that 
important  island.  The  following 
letter  announces  his  arrival  at  Ba- 
tavia,  and  the  encouraging  anticipa- 
tions with  which  he  was  recom- 
mencing his  work.  It  is  dated  June 
1 6,  last. 

T  wrote  you  previous  to  my  leaving  Bengal'^ 
and  told  you  then  that  I  intended  to  return 
to  Java,  and  to  endeavour  to  do  good  to  the 
people  in  that  island,  on  whose  behalf  I  have 
nearly  expended  my  life,  and  wish  to  con- 
tinue among  them  until  it  may  please  the 
Loid  to  call  me  home.  I  was  most  cor- 
dially received  by  the  President  of  the  Bible 
Society  here;  he  rejoiced  to  see  me  back 
with  my  version  printed.  We  shall  now  be 
able  to  distibute  the  Word  of  Life  among  the 
natives.  A  large  quantity  of  New  Testa- 
ments have  been  given  me  for  distribution 
both  by  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  So- 
ciety, also  by  the  Batavian  Bible  Society. 
I  shall,  in  a  fciW  days,  leave  this  for  Sa- 
marang. 

Java  appears  now  to  become  a  place  of 
which  much  notice  is  taken  :  plans  are 
agitated  to  establish  schools,  and  the  religious 
part  of  Europeans  wish  most  cordially  that 
the  Javans  might  be  iliads  acquainted'  with 
N  2 
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the  Gospel.  And  the  natives,  after  the 
dUtribtttion  of  some  tracts,  have  been  awaken- 
ed to  read  theni)  and  are  desirous  of  having 
more  of  them.  I  think,  taking, things  con- 
nectedly, our  Misnon, — I  mean  the  Baptist 
Mission, — ^has  not  been  fruitless  to  that  nation; 
yea,  it  has  even  been  the  means  that  other 
denominations  of  Christians  have  turned  their 
eyes  upon  Java.  Our  Mission  in  this  island 
has  been  the  precursor  in  the  great  work  of 
evangelizing  this  numerous  people';  and  I 
hope  not  to  withdnnr  my  hand  firom  the 
plough,  especially  now,  as  I  have  so  many 
means  at  my  disposaL  The  blessing  will 
follow  the  work,  though  it  may  not  appear 
to  us  in  that  cheering  manner,  so  as  we  would 
most  heartily  wish  to  see  it.  The  work 
seems  to  go  on  prc^rituiyely,  as  well  in  this 
island  as  in  all  the  other  places  through 
which  I  have  passed  on  my  journey;  even 
the  careless  Malays  have  become  alive  to  the 
reading  of  tracts  and  the  Sacred  Scriptures. 
The  brethren  at  Penang,  Malacca,  and  Singa- 
pore, told  me  of  the  frequent  application  by 
the  natives  for  Malay  books  from  the,  di0er- 
ent  quarters  of  the  Archipelago.  Even  the 
Malays  here  have  become  anxious  for  Malay 
tracts,  of  which  many  are  distributed  amongst 
them.  These  appear  to  me  all  so  many  calls 
for  persereraiice  and  patient  waiting  for  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord  on  our  work,  and  in- 
dications of  more  glorious  days  than  we  have 
been  permitted  to^see  before. 


FALMOUTH. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Knibb,  dated 
November  7,  contains  the  foUomng 
emphatic  testimony  on  behalf  of  the 
converted  negroes.  He  had  pre- 
viously been  adverting  to  certain 
slanderous  imputations  cast  on  them 
and  on  their  teachers,  which  have 
long  been  current  in  Jamaica,  and 
have,  of  late,  been  privately  circu- 
lated in  some  quarters  at  home. 

Amidst  all  thisreproaeh,  the  cause  of  Jesus 
is  t  riumphing ;  and  whatever  charges  may  be 
br(Migl)t  against  your  missionaries,  to  the  last 
day  they  mi^  safely  appeal.  Their  witness 
is  ill  heaven,  and  their  record  is  on  high. 
The  negroes  love  you  ardently  for  your  kind- 
ness in  sending  than  the  Gospel ;  and  their 
prayers  ascend  for  your  welfare.  The  re- 
ligion they  have  supports  them  when  endur- 
ing the  oft-repeated  taunt,  or  when  groaning 
«nder  the  instrument  of  toi-ture;  it  cheers 


them  in  the  hour  of  death,  and  enaUei  them 
to  look  to  heaven  as  their  eternal  rest.     I 
speak  the  feelings  of  my  experience  and  my 
heart,  when  I  say,  that  I  do  not  believe  there 
are  a  race  of  Christians  on  earth  who  rely 
more  entirely  on  the  atonement  for  salvation ; 
or    who,    considering    their    circumstances, 
more  consistently  adorn  the  profession  they 
make.     To  them  is  g^ven,  also,  to  suffer  for 
his  sake.     I  have  beheld  them  when  su&r- 
ing  under  the  murderous  cart  whip ;  I  have 
seen  them  when  their  backs  have  been  a  mass 
of  blood ;  I  have  beheld  them  loaded  with  a 
chain  in  the  streeta,  a  spectacle  to  devils,  to 
angels,  and  to  men ;  and  never'  have  I  heard 
one  mumtur — one  rtproath — against  their 
guilty  persecutes.     Am   I  then  to  be  tcdd, 
that  these  people  display  all  this  Christian 
heroism  through  the  influence  of  a  fAect  of 
paper,  which  they  have  obtained  by  stealing 
"quantum  sufficit  of  their   masten*  pro^ 
vhiont  f"     The  man  who  can  thus  injuvB 
the  distressed  I  despise;  nor  would  I  waste  » 
moment  in  answering  such  felsehoods,  did  I 
not  know  that  I  was  the  servant  of  the  Society. 

It  has  already  done  good.  The  slaves  ar» 
flocking  in  thousands  to  hear  the  Goc^L 
Last  sabbath  the  chdpel  here  was  literally 
crammed  to  excess:  many  nrere  outside. 
Had  I  a  place  capable  of  holding  1800,  it 
would  be  quite  filled.  I  am  cheered  by  tbe 
Mmple  and  interesting  account  some  have 
lately  given  of  their  conversion.  We  doubt- 
less have  errors,  but  when  we  discover  them 
we  are  as  prompt  to  remove  them  as  athert 
are  to  distm-t  and  puUish  them. 

It  has  been  very  sickly  here,  of  late.  We 
have  lost  eleven  this  quarter  by  death; 
but,  thanks  be  to  God,  they  have  died  in  the 
faith,  and  others  are  joining  the  church,  of 
whom  I  hope  it  may  be  said,  <  In  them  in 
found  some  good  thing  toward  the  Lord  God 
of  brael.'*  The  clear  increase  of  members 
this  quarter  is  fifty-two ;  of  inquirers,  four 
hundred  and  twelve.  May  the  Lord  yet 
more  abundantly  bless  us,  and  to  his  name  be 
all  the  glory. 


OLD  HARBOUR. 

In  ouF  number  for  November  last, 
p.  86,  it  was  stated  generally  that 
Mr.  Taylor  had  been  encouraged  by 
the  addition  of  two  hundred  and  ten 
members  to  the  two  churches  under 
his  care,  in  the  June  preceding.  We 
now  give  an  extract  from  his  letter, 
naiTating  this  gratifying  fact^  and 
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contuning  vaiioas  particulars  of  the 
conversations  held  with  the  can- 
didates previous  to  their  admis- 
sion. The  questions  and  answers 
seem  to  have  referred  to  various  in- 
dividuals, though  there  is  no  iutima^ 
tion  in  the  manuscript  where  one 
brief  lUalogue  ends  and  the  other 
begins. 

The  letter  is  dated  July  1,  1831. 

On  Saturday*  May  1 4th,  I  had  the  pleaaure 
oTlayiiig  th«  foundation  stone  at  Old  Har- 
bour for  the  new  chapel*  on  which  occasion  I 
vaa  assisted  fay  nay  friends  Philippe  and  An- 
diei?j».     The  Utter  read  1  Ghron.  zxix.,  and 
the  former  delivered  an  appropriate  address. 
It  was  pot  very  numeiously  attended^  on  ac- 
count o£  the  dave  part  of  our  congregation 
choosjng   rather  to  work  their  groonds  on 
this  day,  than  to  work  them  on  the  Sabbath ; 
consequently  we  had  a  very  numerous  attend- 
ance die  following  day,  and  a  very  liberal  col- 
lection was  made ;  the  mason's  work  is  nearly 
completed.      I  have  been  very  busy  ever  since 
in  both  my  congregations,  examining  candi- 
dates for  baptism,  and  I  have  had  a  greater 
opportunity  this  time  than  ever  I  had  before, 
(^more  minutely  questioning  them  and  taking 
a  particular  account  of  their  experience.  They 
came  tome  one  at  a  time,  and  what  with  their 
simplicity^  peculiar  dialect,  broken  English, 
and  quaint  •imiliesv  I  was  highly  gratified. 
I  endeavoured  to  vary  my  questions  as  much 
as  possible,  but  as  you  are  well  aware,  some 
of  them  must  necessarily  be  of  a  general  ten- 
den^,  bearipg  direct  upon  the  fundamental 
truths  of  the  GospeL    I  therefore  give  them 
in  the  native  dial^t  in  which  they  were  put, 
with  their  corresponding  answers. 

Q.  What  make  you  first  come  for  pray  ? 
^.  Maasa,  me  ^1  me  a  sinner ;  so  me 
come  for  (to)  me  Jesus. 

Q.  What  make  you  for  know  you  a  sinner  ? 

jA,  Massa,  me  hearey  (hear)  de  people 
say  me  a  sinner,  so  me  frightened,  and  den 
BK  begin^br  (to)  pray. 

Q.  What  make  you  pray? 

A.  Massa,  my  Ifredren.  (brethren)  tell  me 
it  had  ting  to  sin. 

Q.  Are  you  a  sinner? 

A.  Yes,  me  sinner,  massa* 

Q,  Where  did  yea  hear  that  you  were  a 

atnoer? 

A»  Me  go  to  Church  of  England,  me 
iearey  (hear)  de  parson  read  me  a  sinner 
Me  dm  kicking  (dancmg  and  carousing)  about 

de  world  till  «»«  ^  ^^*  ^^  ™®  ^^^  f^ 
Q,  Whotdo  you  prayfor? 


A,  Me  pray  for  Maan  Jesus  to  take  away 
my  heart. 

Q.  What  sort  of  a  heart  him  give  you 
then? 

A.  Him  make  me  follow  him,  him  give 
me  comfort. 

Q.  What  yon  pray  for  ? 
A.  Me  pray  that  massa  Jesns  tnke  away 
my  bad  heart. 

Q  JeauB  tells  us  to  repent,  can  you  tell 
me  what  repentance  means  ? 
(After  a  very  long  pause,) 
A,  Massa,  me  grieve,  me  cry,  me  fed  un- 
easy, me  jf/rty  d^  he  donH  let  me  follow  my 
sins  again,  dat  he  take  me  out  of  de  widced 
way. 

Q,  What  difference  does  it  make  in  us 
when  the  heart  is  chaaged  ? 

A,  Massa,    old    works  no  good,   so  we 
change  from  aU  ovr  old  works. 
Q.  What  you  pray  for? 
A.  Massa,  me  pray  for  take  off  sm. 
Q,  Can  sin  be  taken  away  ? 
A,  Not  widont  the  blood  of  Jesus. 
Q.  Why  are  yon  baptized? 
A.  Because  massa  Jesus  ieave  de  order  be- 
hind him. 

Q.  Why  do  we  at  the  taUe  of  the  Lord 
break  the  bread  and  pour  out  the  wine? 

A,  To  remembei'  the  blood  the  Lord  spilt 
on  Mount  Calvary. 

Q.  What  does  the  Lord*s  Supper  remind 
usof  ? 

A,  It  put  we  in  mind  when  Jesus  heart 
bleed. 

Q.  Why  do  we  break  the  bread  and  pour 
out  the  wine  ? 

A,  To  make  we  see  dat  massa  Jesus  come 
for  punish  for  w  (was  punished  for  us. ) 
Q.  Why  do  we  go  to  the  table  of  the  Lord  ? 
A*  Massa,  because  it  de  pattern  de  Lord 
left  behind  him. 

Q.  What  does  the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  mean  ? 

A.  Because  dey  nailed  Jesus,  and  teared 
up  his  body  like  de  broken  bread.. 

Q.  If  Jesus  has  done  so  much  for  us,  what 
ought  we  to  do  for  him? 

A'  Massa,  me  tell  others  to  come  to  Jesus, 
what  me  love  before  me  hate  now. 

Q.  What  does  the  Holy  Spirit  do  for  us  ? 
A»   Him  make  me  know  dat  me  a  sinner. 
Q.  Does  the  Holy  Spirit  do  any  thing  for 
us? 

A»  Yes^  massa,  him  clean  a  man's  heart. 
Q.  Would  you  like  to  leave  Jesus  Christ, 
and.Uveinsinasbefiire? 

A,  Massa  Jesus  no  suffer  me  to  do  such  a 
ting  as  dat. 

Q.  Do  you  think  Jesus  will  hear  you  when 
you  pray,  and  him  never  say,  No,  noi  to  you, 
when  you  ask  a  fiivour  of  him? 
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A,  Matta,  lum  liave  mercy  upon  we,  and 
him  don't  deal  wil  we  as  we  deal  wid  lum. 

I  have  had  the  honour  of  baptising  an  Afri- 
can prince  (by  birth);  when  he  applied  to  me 
I  was  obliged  to  call  for  my  old  hostess  again, 
for  although  thf  old  Africans  can  understand 
us,  we  cannot  understand  them.  She  observed 
to  me  that  he  had  been  a  great  man  in 
his  country,  his  fiice  being  tattooed  nearly 
all  over.  I  endeavoured  to  obtain  as  much 
of  this  man^s  history  as  I  could.  He  said 
he  belonged  to  the  king's  &mily  in  his  own 
country,  his  £Bkoe  was  tattooed  when  he  was  a 
boy  about  seven  years  of  age,  the  cost  of 
which  amounted  to  four  negro  alave*:  he  had 
been  a  great  dealer  in  daves  himself.  On  one 
occasion  he  stole  several  children  out  of  one 
family  and  sold  them,  and  the  fiunily,  to 
avenge  themselves,  waylaid  and  sold  him  by 
way  of  retaliation.  I  asked  him,  if  he  lived 
on  the  coast  of  Africa?  his  reply  was,  No,  but 
so  far  inland  that  when  he  was  taken  away, 
they  made  him  travel  three  moons  (months) 
before  he  reached  the  coast,  and  when  he 
reached  Jamaica  he  found  several  of  his 
countrymen  whom  he  had  sold  in  former  days. 
He  is  now  too  old  and  infirm  to  work  upon 
the  estate  ;  being  a  cripple,  he  is  allowed  to 
sit  down,  as  they  term  it  here.  I  asked  him, 
How  or  what  he  did  for  a  living  ?  He  replied, 
that  he  now  made  waistcoats  and  trowsers. 
He  belongs' to  one  of  the  best  estates  upon  the 
island,  where,  I  believe,  there  is  but  little  to 
complain  of.  On  the  day  of  baptism  he  was 
obliged  to  be  carried  both  in  and  out  of  the 
water. 

Sunday,  June  12,  was  the  day  appointed 
for  the  baptism.  Saturday  evening  was  very 
rainy,  and  I  was  fearful  it  would  prevent 
many  ftom  coming  who  lived  in  the  moun- 
tains; however,  when  I  arose,  about  three  in 
the  morning,  to  take  an  account  of  those  who 
were  pre&ent,  on  entering  the  chapel  I  found  it 
quite  full.  About  half  past  five  I  accompanied 
them  to  the  sea-side,  when  I  baptized  ninety- 
nine  :  this  is  a  very  great  increasie,  for  which 
I  hope  I  fbel  th&nkful.  Sunday,  June  19, 
was  the  day  appointed  for  the  baptism  at 
Hayes  Savanna :  here  a  number  of  very  inte- 
resting young  persons  were  received,  and  at 
sun-rise  we  met  at  the  river  side,  and  I  bap- 
tized 111  persons  in  the  presence  of  a  great 
number  of  spectators.  This  was  almost  too 
much  for  me,  for  I  was  obliged  to  be  draped 
out  of  the  water  ;  I  could  scarcely  stand :  how- 
ever, by  the  time  I  was  dressed,  a  cup  of  coffee 
was  brought  me,  which  set  me  right  pre- 
sently. It  would  have  done  your  heart  good 
to  have  seen  the  sight:  horses,  carts,  chaises, 
the  bank  of  the  river  crowded,  fires,  and  such 
a  host  of  boiling  pans  of  coffee,  and  yet  so 
very  orderly;  our  new  chapel  could  not  by 


any  means  hold  the  people,  and  I  have  great 
reason  to  believe  that  the  services  of  the  day 
have  awakened  several  to  a  sense  of  them- 
selves. Thus  you  will  perceive  I  have  had  an 
addition  of  210  new  members.  I  hope  this  is 
ft  token  for  good  to  me,  that  the  cause  is  not 
dying  in  my  hands;  hoping  also  that  it  will 
prove  a  stimulus  for  iiirther  exertions,  for, 
after  all,  how  little  is  done :  there  may  be  six 
or  seven  hundred  attached  to  this  church, 
but  what  is  that  to  about  10,000  who  are  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  this  station.  I  have 
comparatively  done  but  little  yet ;  O !  that  I 
could  do  more  for  the  fotnre.  God  does  kindly 
impart  more  health  and  strength  to  me  than  I 
could  expect  in  such  a  climate,  O!  that  I  may 
be  enabled  to  devote  the  same  to  him  in  re- 
turn. 

Since  the  return  of  Mr.  Philippo 
to  England,  Mr.  Taylor  has  been  a 
good  deal  engaged  in  supplying  for 
him  at  Spanish  Town;  and  the 
building  of  the  chapel  at  Old  Har- 
bour has  been  suspended^  for  the 
present,  on  account  of  the  scarcity 
of  timber.  We  regret  to  add  that, 
at  the  date  of  his  last  letters,  he  was 
suffering  considerably  in  his  health, 
but  we  trust  the  means  to  which  he 
was  about  to  resort  have  been  bless- 
ed to  his  recovery.  Who  ean  calcu- 
late the  value^  even  in  a  temporal 
sense,  of  such  labourers  in  Jamaica, 
at  such  a  critical  season  as  the 
present  ? 


BELIZE.  (Honduras.) 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Bourn,  dated  2fith  of  July,  1831. 

I  have  attended  to  my  usual  duties  in 
Belize,  and  found  much  of  the  Divine  pre- 
sence in  them*  Besides  these,  I  have  been 
a  tour  up  one  of  the  rivers  to  the  south  of 
Belize.  Numbers  of  people  are  settled  on 
its  banks,  which  are  very  fertile ;  and  num- 
bers more,  it  is  expected,  will  settle.  On 
account  of  my  sabbath  exercises  at  Belize, 
I  cannot  so  efficiently  visit  the  people  as  I 
could  wish. 

In  June  last  I  took  a  tour  still  farther 
to  the  south,  and  visited  Mullin*s  River,  and 
Stern  Creek  settlements.  Arrived  at  Mul- 
lin's   River,  after  a  fine  passage,   the 
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(Uy.  Pkvached  to  the  people  that  eveniaji^, 
and  the  next  morning  at  7  o'clock^ — about 
fifty  present, — not  so  many  as  last  year,  it 
being  rather  too  late  in  the  season, — some  of 
them  were  away  fishing.  Went  round  and 
visited  the  people.  The  excellent  person 
mentioned  on  a  former  occasion,  is  still  there, 
and  in  a  little  better  state  of  bodily  health, 
though  still  quite  foeble.  I  suppose  all  the 
gold  in  the  West  Indies  would  not  tempt 
him  to  leave  the  place,  though  he  has  scarcely 
where  to  lay  his  head.  Since  my  former 
visit,  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  exchanging 
a  few  lines  with  him  occasioually. 

I  left  Mullin*8  River  and  arrived  at  Stem 
Creek  the  same  day.  This  is  a  Charib  settle- 
ment, consisting  of  between  100  and  800, 
including  men,  women,  and  children.  After 
arranging  w^ith  the  chief,  I  preached  to  them, 
the  same  evening,  in  the  open  air.  Next 
morning,  in  company  with  their  chief,  I 
visited  some  of  their  plantations,  and  called 
upon  the  people  from  house  to  house: — ^held 
worship  with  them,  but  had  not  so  many  as 
on  the  preceding  evening,  numbers  being 
away  at  their  plantation.  They  have  no 
achool,  or  any  one  to  teach  them.  A  man 
grown,  who  ^ras  a  boy  with  me  when  I  first 
came  to  Belize,  and  during'  that  time  learned 
to  read  the  New  Testament,  is  the  best  scho- 
lar. I  had  not  seen  him  for  a  period  of  more 
than  six  years ;  and  he  appeared,  at  first,  a 
little  ashamed,  I  suppose,  from  the  ihanner 
b  which  he  left  me ;  after  this  he  iy>'peared, 
and,  X  have  no  doubt,  felt  gratefuL  At  my 
request,  he  brougbt  his  Testament  and  read 
a  chapter,  from  which  it  appeared,  he  had 
not  lost  what  be  had  learned.  His  Hymn- 
Book  and  Testament  were  in  very  good  con- 
dition. Should  the  Lord  change  his  heart, 
he  promises  fair  to  be  a  useftd  character  to 
his  countrymen.  ^ 

The  chief  offered  a  good  house,  of  the  de- 
scription  tbey  bttiM  and  Ihre  in  themselves, 


for  the  small  sum  of  six  doIiarB,  for  a  person 
who  would  come  and  live  among  them,  and 
teach  their  children  to  read,  &c.,  stating, 
that  pay  to  the  amount  of  two  dollars  per 
week,  for  the  children,  should  be  given,  and 
that  they  would  provide  such  provisions  for 
the  person  as  their  plantation  would  afford. 

The  house,  which  is  very  cheap,  is  not  his 
own,  or,  he  said,  he  would  give  it :  the  old 
man  has  been  there  more  than  thirty  years. 
This  place,  with  Mullin*s  River,  can  be 
visited  the  same  day.  I  have  thought,  if 
I  had  no  other  duties  that  required  my  at- 
tention at  Belize — ^was  I  situated  as  clerk  in 
a  store,  and  could  command  the  means, — ^it 
would  be  a  recreation  to  leave  Belize  on  a 
Saturday,  and  spend  the  sabbath  in  en- 
deavouring to  instruct  the  people  in  these 
two  settlements.  I  arrived  at  Mullin*s  River 
the  same  day,  and  preached  to  the  people. 
IVeached  to  them  again  the  next  morning, 
and  arrived  at  Belize  the  same  day.  Things 
in  Belize,  on  -  the  whole,  wear  a  promising 
appearance ;  the  attention  has  been  on  the 
increase.  Last  sabbath  week  I  baptized  a 
white  person,  a  young  man  who  has  been 
under  serious  impressions  since  he  arrived  in 
this  country.  This  makes  the  seventh  per- 
son received  by  baptism  since  Christmas. 
Some  others  are  en  the  list  of  inquirers. 

From  a  subsequent  letter  we  ex- 
tract the  following  paragraph. 

We  have  had  a  hurricane  which  lasted 
a  considerable  part  of  one  night.  A  number 
of  houses  were  blown  down ;  a  small  building 
of  ours  was  blown  into  the  water)  and  carried 
away  nearly  the  distance  of  a  mile.  Some 
lives  were  lost,  the  vessels  in  the  harbour 
driven  aground,  and  almost  a  fEunine  pro- 
duced in  consequence ;  plantains^  corn,  &c., 
swept  away,  while  there  is  a  scarcity  of  flour, 
which  of  coarse  is  at  a  high  price.

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Memoir  of  thk  latk  Rev.  Robert 

Uai^Ij,  A.m. 

If  "  the  excellent  of  the  earth"  de- 
serve to  be  celebrated  by  those  who 
admire  their  character,  and  feel  the 
force  an'd  importance  of  their  labours 
and  their  example,  there  can  be  no 
hesitation  as  to  the  place  which  the 
memory  of  this  extraordinary  man 
ought  to  hold  in  the  estimation  of 
Che  whole  Christiail  world.    Talents 
like  his  were .  certain,  to  attract  the 
admiration  of  the  intelligent;  and 
piety  such  as  his  could  liot  fail  to 
secure  the  affection  of  the  devout. 
It  is  only  at  rare  and  distant  inter- 
vals that  minds  so  highly  gifted  are 
permitted  to'  appear  in  our  world, 
tuid  still  more  seldom'  that  the  ener- 
gies of  such  minds  are  devoted  to 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  everlasting 
benefit   of  men.     In  proportion  to 
ihe    paucity  of    these    appearances 
will  be*  the  strength  of  our  emotions 
when  we  behold  them,  and  as  far  as 
we    ourselves  are    enlightened   and 
pions  we  shall  rejoice  in  their  occur- 
rence. 

In  the  village  of  Amsby,  in  Lei- 
cestershire, about  eight  miles  from 
ihe  county  tovirn,  Robert  Hall  was 
bom,  on  the  2nd  day  of  May, 
1764.  His  mother  was  distin- 
guished for  deep  and  fervid  piety, 
tinited  with  a  peculiarity  of  mental 
temperament ;  and  his  father  has 
long  been  known  and  venerated' 
throiighbut  the  whole  deiiomination 
tb  which  he  belonged,  as  the  pastor 
of  the  Baptist  Church  in  that  village, 
and  author  of 'a  very  pious  and  ex- 
cellent ^work,  entitled  "  Help  to 
Zkm's  TVavellerSj*  to  which  the  son 
afterwards  added  tf  preface  remark-

able  for  the  beauty  of  its  compo- 
sition, its  just  discrimination,  and 
its  spirit  of  filial  reverence  and  ten- 
derness. He  reiAained  the  faithful, 
affectionate,  able,  and  successful 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Amsby  till 
his  death,  which  took  place  on  the 
13th  of  March,  1791,  in  the  63d 
year  of  his  age.  A  memoir  of  him 
appeared  in  Dr.  Rippon^s  ''  Baptist 
Register"  of  that  year.  In  which  is  in- 
serted an  admirable  delineation  *  of 
his  character.  **  Though  he  was 
unacquainted  with  t^e  graces  of 
oratory,  and  the  embellishments  of 
of  language,  scarcely  any  man  spoke 
with  more  striking  and  visible 
effect.**  *'  He  possessed  a  large  share 
of  sensibility,  and  as  he  excelled  at 
the  same  time  in  taking  a  profound 
and  comprehensive  view  of  the  sub- 
ject, the  understanding  and  affec- 
tions of  his  hearers  were  equally  in- 
terested in  his  discourses,  which 
generally  flowed  in  a  stream  of  ar- 
gument and  pathos.*'  ''He  gene- 
rally led  his  hearers,  step  by  step, 
into  a  large  field  of  serious  and 
manly  thinking,  kindled  as  he  ad- 
vanced, and  expatiated  with  increas- 
ing energy  and  conviction  till  the  sub- 
ject was  exhausted.  His  eminent  piety 
lent  a  peculiar  unction  to  the  senti- 
ments he  delivered,  led  him  to  seize 
the  most  inferesimg  views  of  every 
subject,  and  turned  topics,  which  in

We  find  it  is  reprinted  in  the  fourth  yo«' 
Ittme  of  his  works,  just  published,  and  that 
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the  hands  of  others  would  have  fur- 
nished barren  speculation  only,  into 
materials  for  devotion  and  prayer. 
He  appeared  to  the  greatest  advan- 
tage upon  subjects  where  the  facul- 
ties of  most  men  fail  them,  for  the 
natural  element  of  his  mind  was 
greatness.  At  times  he  seemed  to 
labour  with  conceptions  too  big  for 
his  utterance,  and  if  any  obscurity 
ever  pervaded  his  discourses,  it  roust 
be  traced  to  this  source,  the  dispro- 
portion of  his  language  to  the  vast- 
ness  of  his  conceptions.  His  minis- 
try, in  the  hands  of  God,  was  effec- 
tual to  the  conversion  of  great  num- 
bers 5  and  in  this  particular  he  was 
distinguished  in  a  manner  not  very 
common,  for  the  last  years  of  his 
life  were  the  most  successful.  In 
the  habitual  frame  of  his  spirit  he 
walked  with  God.  His  conversation 
breathed  so  much  of  heaven,  was  so 
tinctured  with  the  very  spirit  of  re- 
ligion, that  none  could  enjoy  it  with- 
out an  opportunity  of  being  made 
better. . .  .The  consolations  that  sup- 
ported him  through  life  awaited  him 
at  death.... If  a. strong  and  pene- 
trating gepius,  simplicity  of  man- 
ners, integrity  of  heart,  fidelity  in 
friendship,  and  all  these  virtues  con- 
secrated by  a  piety  the  most  ardent 
and  sincere  on  the  high  altar  of  de- 
votion, have  any  claim  to  respect, 
his  *  memory*  will  long  be  che- 
rished with  teacs  of  admiration  and 
regret  by  those  who  knew  him." 

In  thus  sketching  the  character  of 
his  father,  our  lamented  friend  has 
unconsciously  drawn  a  very  near  re- 
semblance of  himself.  £ven  in 
these  few  sentences,  many  of  our 
readers  will  not  fail  to  recognise 
several  features  very  descriptive  of 
his  own  character. 

Returning  from  the  father  to  the 
son,  as  the  immediate  subject  of  this 
memoir,  we  have  to  remark  that  his 
constitution,  like  that  of  many  other

men  who  have  risen  to  eminence, 
was  originally  so  weak  that  many 
fears  were  entertained  for  his  life. 
Dr.  Cox  *  relates,  on  the  authority 
of  **  an  aged  female  connected  with 
the  family,  that  on  one  occasion  his 
life  was  so  nearly  extinct,  that,  as  he 
lay  stretched  out  in  the  lap  of  his 
mother,  she  exclaimed,  in  agony,  that 
he  wtu  gone,  and  such  was  the  im- 
pression of  all  who  saw  him  at  ihe 
time."     An  attack  of  the  measles, 
about  the  age  of  14,  was  productive 
of  effects  to  which  has  been  ascribed 
the  feebleness  of  his  voice.     Some 
persons   who   have   risen  to  great 
distinction,     have,     in    early    life, 
shewn     remarkable     precocity    of 
talent,     and      others,      afterwards 
equally  eminent,  have  for  a  long 
period  exhibited  no  indications  of 
extraordinary  mental  power  or  at- 
tainment; so  that  no  general  rule 
as  to  appearances   in  early  life  can 
be  laid  down  which  will  enable  us 
confidently  to  predict  the  character 
of  the  future  man.     In  the  case  of 
our  friend    no   striking  prognostic 
appears  to  have  been  given  of  bis 
ultimate  greatness,  nothing  beyond 
what  many  others  have  exhibited  -, — 
an  inquisitive  curiosity  after  know- 
ledge, and  a  great  facility  in  acquir- 
ing it.     The  first  part  of  his  educa- 
tion does  not   seem  to  have  been 
peculiarly  adapted  to  rouse  or  foster 
a  genius  such  as  his ;  and,  accord- 
ingly, when  he  had    reached    the 
limit  of  village  instruction  in'  his 
native  place,  he  was  removed  to  the 
academy  of  the  Rev.  John  Ryland, 
of  Northampton,  where  he  laid  the 
foundation    of   that    classical  pro- 
ficiency which    he    afterwards    at- 
tained, and  which  contributed  to  the 
formation  of  that  exquisite  taste  in 
literature  and  composition  for  which 
he  became  so  distinguished. 

It  is  recorded  of  him,  that,  while

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yet  a  cliild,  his  pleasant  and  *'  oblig- 
ing conduct,  not  tininingled  even 
then  with  eccentricity,  made  him  a 
general  favourite.  He  nas  fond  of 
the  hay-field  ;  and  though  incapaci- 
tated for  much  exertion,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  pain  which  he  felt 
even  at  the  earliest  age  in  his  back, 
he  would  sit  with  the  labourers  and 
fascinate  them  with  his  conver- 
sation.*** 

But  symptoms  of  a  yet  more 
valuable  kind,  especially  in  the  esti- 
mation of  his  pious  father  and  of  all 
good  men,  began  early  to  display 
themselves  in  the  character  and 
spirit  of  Robert  Hall.  Of  this  we 
have  unquestionable  testimony ;  for 
thus  writes  his  father  in  the  Minutes 
of  the  church  at  Amsby,  dated  Au- 
gust 13,  1780:-^ 

'*  The  said  Robert  Hall  was,  even  from  his 
cbildhood,  not  only  serious  and  given  to  se- 
cret prayer  before  he  eonid  qieak  plainly,  but 
was  also  intensely  inclined  to  the  work  of 
the  ministry.  B^  bq;aa  to  compose  hymns 
btCsre  he  was  quite  seven  years  old,  and 
therein  discovered  marks  of  piety,  deq> 
thought,  and  genius.  Between  eight  and 
nine  yean  old,  he  made  several  hymns  which 
were  much  admired  by  many,  one  of  which 
wss  printed  in  the  Gospel  Magazine.  About 
that  time  he  wrote  his  thoughts  on  various 
religions  suljects,  and  select  portions  of  Scrip- 
ture. He  was  likewise  possessed  of  an  in- 
tense inclination  for  learning,  and  made  such 
progress  that  the  country  master,  under 
whom  he  was,  could  not  instruct  him  any 
iiirther.'* 

His  tastfe  for  learning  was  grati- 
fied by  his  residence  with  Mr.  Ry- 
land,  whose  academy  was  in  high 
repute  among  the  orthodox  dissen- 
ters, and  by  his  removal  to  the  aca- 
demy at  Bristol,  which  he  entered  in 
October,  1778,  being  little  more 
than  fourteen  years  of  age  3  and  his 
predilection  for  the  ministry  was  ac- 
complished about  two  years  after- 
wards, when  "  he  ^^as  sent  but  to 
the  ministry  by  his  father's  church, 
being  sixteen  years  and  three  months 
old."

He  remained  at  Bristol  until  the 
completion  of  the  usual  term  of 
study  there,  when  *'  he  proceeded  to 
the  University  of  Aberdeen,  where 
he  took  his  degree  of  M.A.  During 
his  residence  in  this  seat  of  learning, 
he  cultivated  his  talents  with  un- 
common assiduity  and  success,  being 
brought  into  contact  vtnth  many  ele- 
vated minds,  and  some  congenial 
spirits,  who  both  communicated  and 
received  many  salutary  impressions, 
and  called  forth  his  powers  to  their 
loftiest  exercise."*  On  the  conclu- 
sion of  his  course  at  Aberdeen,  in 
1 783,  he  returned  to  Bristol  as  clas- 
sical tutor  in  the  academy,  and  be- 
came also  co-pastor  with  Dr.  £vans, 
over  the  church  at  Broadmead  in 
that  city.  Here  he  remained  seve- 
ral years  very  usefully  and  bene- 
ficially employed,  and  attracting  to 
himself  the  esteem  and  admiration 
of  those  among  whom  he  resided, 
and  who  enjoyed  in  either  depart- 
ment the  benefit  of  his  labours. 

While  Mr.  Hall  was  a  student  at 
Bristol,  two  young  gentlemen  from 
Cambridge,  belonging  to  Mr.  Ro- 
binson*s  congregation,  paid^a  visit 
to  that  city,  and,  calling  upon  Dr. 
Evans  at  the  academy,  requested 
him  to  allow  one  of  the  students  to 
accompany  them  in  their  perambu- 
lation of  the  city  and  its  enchanting 
environs.  Mr.  Hall  ^as  appointed 
to  attend  them  on  this  agreeable  ex- 
cursion, and  he  so  delighted  his 
companions  with  the  liveliness  of 
his  spirit  and  the  charms  of  his  con- 
versation, as  to  produce  a  very 
strong  impression  in  his  favour, 
which  was  communicated  to  their 
friends  on  their  return.  This  was 
confirmed  and  deepened  by  further 
reports  and  by  the  increasing  repu- 
tation of  Mr.  Hall  in  future  years, 
so  that,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Robin- 
son in  June,  1 790,  Mr.  Hall  was 
immediately  invited  to  supply  the 
vacant  pulpit  for  one  month.     He

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accepted  the  invitation,  which  was 
followed  by  another  for  a  longer 
term.  He  now  continued  to  reside 
at  Cambridge,  which  he  did  not  leave 
after  his  first  invitation,  although 
he  did  not  undertake  the  pastoral 
charge  till  the  middle  of  the  follow- 
ing year,  as  appears  by  his  letter  to 
the  church,  announcing  his  accept- 
ance of  it,  inserted  in  the  fifth  vo- 
lume of  his  works,  just  published 
under  the  superintendence  of  one 
of  his  warmest  and  ablest  friends.

Dear  Brethren, 

I  am  truly  sensible  of  the  bonour  you  bave 
done  me,  in  inviting  me  to  the  pastoral  office 
amongst  you.  I  am  cohyinced  of  my  in- 
ability adequately  to  discharge  •  its  arduous 
duties;  but  relying  on  your  candour,  and  the 
hopes  of  superior  assistance,  I  will  attempt  it 
to  the  best  of  my  power*  and  beg  an  interest 
in  your  prayers,  that  my  endeavours  for  your 
spiritual  improvement  may  be  succeeded,  and 
that  I  may  be  able  to  commend  myself  to 
every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God.

This  letter  is  highly  characteristic 
of  the  simplicity  of  purpose  with 
which  he  entered  upon  the  oflScp, 
and  the  spirit  in  which  he  was  de- 
termined to  perform  its  sacred  duties. 

Mr.  Hall  was  now  in  a  situation 
which  called  forth  all  his  energies, 
and  supplied  them  with  ample  scope. 
His  residence  at  Cambridge  of  nearly 
fifteen  years*  duration,  forming  an 
important  era  in  his  public  life,  was 
productive,  in  its  connexions  and  re- 
sults, of  the  most  powerful  influence 
bplh  upon  himself  and  the.  people  of 
his  charge.  In  his  congregation, — 
increased  as  it  had  been  both  in 
numbers  and  respectability  by  the 
labours  |of  his  eminent  predecessor, 
Mr.  Robinson, — were  many  of  the 
most  opulent  and  respectable  fami- 
lies of  Cambridge  and  the  neigh- 
bourhood, and  many  individuals  of 


intelligence  and  literature.  Mr.  Hall . 
too,  as  well  as  MnKobinson,  formed 
an  intimacy  with  several  gentlemen 
of  piety  and  talent  in  the  university, 
and  had  access  to  the  noble  public 
library  of  that  celebrated  institution. 
He  brought  with  him  a  well  culti- 
vated mind,  stored  with  all  the  learn- 
ing and  science  he  had  been  pre- 
viously enabled  to  accumulate,  a 
correct  taste,  and  literary  habits,  with 
a  love  of  his  employment  and  a  de- 
sire to  be  useful  in  promoting  the 
best  interests  of  his  fellow  creatures 
and  the  glory  of  God.  It  is  no 
wonder,  therefore,  that  with  all  these 
motives  for  exertion,  and  these  op- 
portunities for  improvement^  he 
should  continue  to  cultivate  his  mind 
with  assiduous  care,  *'  that  his  pro- 
fiting might  appear  unto  all.**  He 
read,  thought,  and  studied  almoi^t 
incessantly,  as  though  he  were  never 
satisfied  with  himsdf  or  his  attain- 
ments. The  sabbath  bore  witness 
to  the  diligent  preparation  he  had 
been  making  during  the  week  that 
had  preceded  it,  and  his  ministra- 
tions in  the  sanctqary  were  attended 
with  admiration  and  profit  by  his 
delighted  audience.  His  powers  in- 
creased in  splendour  and  energy  as 
they  were  thus  conscientiously  exer- 
cised, and  as  the  field  extended  for 
their  display  and  operation  his  care 
to  occupy  every  part  of  it  profiti^bly 
was  augmented  in  proportion..  In. 
this  period  was  laid  the  foundation 
of  his  fame  and  usefulness,  which 
has  never  been  impaired  in  its 
strength  or  its  solidity  $  and  on  it 
he  reared  a  superstructure  which  will 
remain  to  distant  ages  to  the.  gloiy 
of  God  and  the  benefit  of  the  church 
and  the  world. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  congrega- 
tion received  its  full  share  of  advan- 
tage from  his  settlement  among 
them.  If  "  he  that  watereth  is 
watered  also  himself,"  the  converse 
of  the  proposition  is  equally  true. 
He  who  cultivates  his  faculties^ 
under  a  lively  impreasipn  of  his  re- 
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sponsibili^y  to  6od«  and  with  a  view 
to  his  glory,  will  impart  good  while 
he  is  acquiring  it,  and  while  he  is 
pursuing,    will    dissemipate    truth. 
"  None  of  us  liveth  to  himself  ;'* 
and,   in   the  case^  before  us  ^  there 
was.  a  peculiar  adaptation  in  Mr. 
Hall  to  the  situation  be  was  called 
upon  to  611.     No  other  person  then 
living  appears  to  have  beai  so  likely, 
in  the  order  of  qieans,  to  exert  a 
beneficial   influence  upon  the  con- 
gregation  at   lai^,    or   to   correct 
what  was  erroneous  and  estabhsh 
what  was  good  among  them. 

The  following  extract  from  a' 
letter  written  by  Mr.  Hall  in  *the 
early  part  of  his  residence  at  Cam- 
bridge, to  his  old  and  valued  ^end, 
the  excellent  Mr.  Birt,  will  shew 
the  religious  state  of  the  society  and 
of  his  mind  at  that  period,  and  may 
serve  to  rectify  some  misconceptions 
that  have  beax  prevalent  concerning 
both.

At  the  period  of  Mr.  Robinson's 
death,  some  of  the  leading  members 
of  his  church  and  congregation  were 
very  unsettled  in  their  religious  sen- 
timents.    A  spirit  of  latitudinarian- 
ism,  and  of  indifference  at  least  to  the  * 
peculiar  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  had 
arisen    among  them  $    occasioned, 
most  probably,  by  the  fanciful  exhi- 
bition of  scriptural  truth,  which  had^ 
for  some  time,  been  made  to  them 
by  their  pastor.    In  the  latter  years 
of  his  life,  this  extraordinary  man 
had  departed  from  ^'the  simplicity 
which  is  in  Christ,"  by  indulging  a 
fancied  simplicity  of  his  own,  wluck 
amused  rather  than  edified  his  hear* 
ers,  which  sometimes  distorted,  and 
sometimes  obscured  the  verities  of 
the  Christian  faith,  and  introdaoed  a 
habit  of  vain  speculation  in  the  room 
of  genuine  knowledge,  faith,  and 
expedenoe.  The  humbler  part  of  his 
flock,  in  a  great  measure,  escaped 
this  contagion,  "leaid  retained  their 
piety ;  but  the  most  intellectual  were 
infected^  by  it.    That  Mr.  Robinson  ^ 
ever  embraced  the  Socinian  heresy- 
may  be  doubted^  or  rather  denied, 
on  the  authority  of  many  of  his- 
friends,  and  on  that  of  his  own  letter  < 
to  his  old    friend,  Mr.  Lucas,   of 
Shzewsbary,  written  less  than  nihe- 
months  before  his  death,  in  which 
he  says,  "  Beiieve  me,  I  am  neither 
a  Socinian  nor  an  Arian.'**     He 
retained  the  affections  of  his  people 
to  the  last ;    and  his  memory  has 
been  held  in  livdv  estimation.    Yet 
it  would  be  in  vain,  to  deny,  and  the 
most  impartial    person    acquainted 
with  the  history  of  the  congregation^ 
must  confess,  that  tiie  evils  alluded 
to  above,  really  existed  j    and    to 
such  an  extent,  that  one.  of  Mr; 
Robinson's  warmest  a^mir^s,  who 
afterwards  received   the  moat  iai«' 
portant    benefit    fromt  Mr.   Hall*s 
ministry,  declared  to  the  writer  of:

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this  article,  that,  among  a  certain 
class,  '*he  was  esteemed  the  best 
Christian  who  was  most  skilled  in 
disputation/'  not  he  who  manifested 
most  of  the  spirit  of  Christ.  Mr. 
Robinson  was,  undoubtedly,  a  man 
of  very  considerable  talents,  pos- 
sessing a  fine  genius,  and  great 
power  of  imagination.  It  has  been 
said,  that  his  mind  was  affected,  to- 
ward the  end  of  his  life,  by  the 
vfiriety  of  his  occupations,  and  par- 
ticularly by  the  very  laborious  studies 
in  which  he  was  engaged,  in  pre- 

earing  his  History  of  Baptism  and 
is  Ecclesiastical  Researches;  so 
that,  while  his  imagination  retained 
its  activity,  his  other  powers,  or 
some  of  them,  had  '  declined  in 
strength  ;  and~  his  fancy  being  less 
under  the  control  of  his  reason,  he 
sometimes  deviated  from  the  path  of 
wisdom.  There  is  much  probability 
in  this  statement  $^  but  though,  in 
connection  with  other  circumstances, 
it  may  serve  to  account  for  the  va* 
riati<Mi  we  have  mentioned,  the  fact 
itself  is  not  rendered  by  it  less  cer- 
tain, or  less,  to  be  deplored  by  every 
friend  of  evangelical  religion.  It  is 
painful  to  revert  to  such  topics,  but 
It  will  be  impossible,  without  such 
a  reference,  to  form  a  correct  esti- 
mate of  the  importance  of  Mr.  Hall's 
labours,  and  the  value  of  the  ser-

Aae  Babes  mevbers  of  the 
Christian  Church  and  to  be 
baptised  ? 

Dear  Sir, 

Were  this  question,  —  as  some 
would  represent  it, — one  of  mere 
circumstances,  or  of  party,  I  would 
be  amongst  the  very  last  to  give  it 
particular  attention.  In  my  estima- 
tion, it  involves  principles  which 
enter  into  the  very  vitals  of  the  re- 
ligion of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ — 
whether  it  is  personal  or  relative, 
intelligent  and  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit,  or  mere  neutrality ;  and  whe- 
ther baptism  is  to  be  administered 
under  the  authority  of  our  Lord's 
commission,  or  under  that  of  the  in- 
ferences and  conjectures  of  fallible 
men, — are  questions  of  vast  impor- 
tance ;  and,  so  far  as  I  know  my 
heart,  it  is  under  this  impression  alone, 
that  I  think  the  subject  worthy  of 
special  investigation.  Whatever  as- 
sociates or  affinities  the  baptism  of 
babes  may  find  in  the  Romish  hierar- 
chy, among  Protestants  it  is  a  per- 
fect anomaly.  It  has  no  likeness  or 
kindred  service  in  all  our  churches 
— ^in  these  it  has  neither  family  ' 
features  nor*  family  sympathies; 
and,  what  is  of  unspeakably  higher 
importance,  it  has  no  place  what- 
ever  in  the  genius  or  the  doctrines. 
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the  worship  or  the  commands, 
the  examples  or  the  promises,  of  the 
will  and  testament  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

It  is  impossible  to  conceive  of 
any  thing  more  personal  and  vital 
than  is  the  religion  of  the  New 
Testament  j  it  is  so  personal  that 
we  may  as  well  imagine  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  natural  as  for  the 
new  birth ;  it  is  so  intellectual  that 
we  may  as  easily  conceive  of  a  per- 
son living  without  breathing,  as  of 
his  being  religious  without  know- 
ledge. 

The  religion  of  Christ  is  a  system 
of  truth  :  every  one  that  is  of  the 
truth  heareth  his  voice.  To  be 
initiated  into  such  a  system  without 
a  capacity  to  discern  right  from 
wrong,  is  inconceivable.  It  is  an 
affair  of  the  heart,  and  implies  pre- 
ference and  choice.  It  is  a  service 
to  be  performed,  and  demands  an 
obedient  mind.  It  requires  re- 
pentance, and  supposes  a  conscious- 
ness of  guilt,  a  sense  of  the  previous 
commission  of  sin.  The  whole  sys- 
tem is  founded  on,  and  exists  in,  tes- 
timony, and  necessarily  requires  faith. 
It  is  entirely  spiritual  and  holy  5  it  is 
godliness,  and  implies  supreme  re- 
verence, devotional  feelings,  and  the 
exercises  of  obedience.  The  un- 
consciousness of  a  babe  is  wholly 
incompatible  with  the  necessary  re- 
qoisitions  of  the  religion  of  the 
New  Testament.  The  demands  of 
the  Gospel  are  uniformly  made  upon 
moral  capacity  and  agency.  All  the 
graces  of  Christianity  exist  and  are 
exercised  in  knowledge,  disposition, 
and  in  general  conversation.  In 
the  babe,  all  moral  and  spiritual 
considerations  are  in  a  state  of  per- 
fect neutrality  -,  whilst  in  the  church 
of  God,  the  graces  of  the  Spirit  are 
absolutely  essential  to  the  very  ex- 
istence of    the   vvhole  community. 

In  this  society,  faith,  hope, 
and  charity,  abide  in  constant 
residence,  and  form  the  character 
of  every    individual    member.      If 


babes  are  really  true  members  of 
the  Christian  Church,  it  is  not 
unfair  to  imagine  a^  church  formed 
of  such  members  only,  and  in 
such  an  exhibition  what  a  scene 
presents  itself!  The  members  may 
be  very  numerous,  but  in  spiritual 
knowledge — ^in  gracious  dispositions 
-—in  devotional  exercises,  and  in 
benevolent  conduct — ^in  every  thing 
that  constitutes  and  discriminates  a 
church  of  Christ,  what  a  death-like 
destitution,  silence,  and  inactivity. 
Paedobaptists  themselves  could  not 
be  reconciled  to  a  whole  church  of 
such  members.  What  would  they 
think  of  an  epistle,  analogous  to 
those  in  the  sacred  canon,  addressed 
to  such  a  community, — ^not  of  babes 
in  Christ,  but  of  babes  in  arms, — 
urging  on  their  attention,  the  doc- 
trines, duties,  motives,  consolations, 
and  prospects  involvcxi  in  the  sys- 
tem of  evangelical  faith?  But  it 
should  be  remembered,  that  what  ap- 
pears so  very  repulsive  in  an  entire 
church,  is  the  exact  case  with  r^ard 
to  every  infant  member.  And  why 
that  should  be  in  high  estimation  in 
individuals,  which  would  be  so  repul- 
sive in  the  whole  body,  it  is  in- 
cumbent on  the  advocates  of  the 
baptism  and  church  membership  of 
infants  to  explain.

I  said  it  was  an 
honourable  work ;   yes,  it  is  ;  God 
approves   it,  he  has  blessed  it,  he 
has  setiiis  seal  of  approbation  on 
it  by  making  it  the  means  of  sal* 
vation  to  numbers  :  I  wish 'I  could 
set  before  you  but  an  hundredth  part 
of  the  benefits  that  have  flowed  to 
the  world  by  the .  establishment  of 
Sabbath  Schools,  yet  I  conceal  not 
that  the  work  is  arduous,  that  there 
are  many  obstacles,  many  difficulties 
— that  the  teacher  needs  no  ordi- 
nary share  of  piety,  padence,  perse- 
verance, and  faith,  who  would   be 
successful  in  training  up  a  class  for 
usefulness  on   earth,   and   for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.     But  two  such 
objects  as  I  haVe  last  named  shew 
the  importance  of  the  work*.— yes^  to 
reclaim    the    vidous — to  draw  the 
wandering  from  the  patiis  of  de- 
struction— to  be.  the  means  of  teach- 
ing them  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  that 
they  may  walk  uprightly  and  ho- 
nestly in  their  stations  in  life,  and' 
to  become  a  blessing  instead  of  the 
pest  of  societyy  must  be  an  important 


u>ork,  afid  honoured  indeed  will  that 
teacher  be  who  perseveres  therein, 
and  seeks  divine  assistance  to  render 
his  efforts  availing.   Thus  far  for  the 
moral  effects  of  Sabbath  Sdiools: 
but  these,  though  important,  are  not 
aill — no,  it  is  the  soul,  the  precious 
sou  I,  the  salvation  of  th  e  precious  soul, 
for  which  the  godly  Sabbatli  School 
teacher  labours  with  unceasing  dili- 
gence— it  is  to  make  known  the  Lord 
Jesus  to  perishing  sinners,  even  to 
sinful  children,    that    (he    teacher 
toils,  and  prays,  and  perseveres  3 — to 
save  the  soul  of  a  poor  child  /rom 
hell,  and  to  teach  it  the  way  to 
heaven  is  the  glorious  object  of  Sab- 
bath Schools.     To  this  honourable, 
arduous,  and  important  work,  I  now 
invite  you,  my  dear  )^dqng  friend  j 
"  they  who  turn  many  to  righteous- 
ness shall  be  honoured,  for  they  shall 
shine  as  the  stars- for  ever  and  ever," 
and  to  this  honour  you  are  invited: 
who  can  tell  how  many  poor  chil- 
dren through  your  labours  shall  be 
found  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
Let  these  hints  animate  you  to  begin 
in  so  great  a  work  :  you  must  bring 
with  you  a  heart  filled  with  love  to 
the  Saviour,  and  then  you  will  love 
the  souls  of  the  children  fbr  his  sake; 
you  must  be  earnest  in  prayer,  that 
you  may  have  patience  arid  faith — 
think  much  of  the  worth  of  their 
souls — of  what  they  would  be  if  they 
lived  ignorant  and  unconverted,  and 
of  what  they  will  become  when  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  blessing  your  la- 
bours,  they  shall  be  made  fit  for 
the  kingdom  of  heaven :  with  such 
motives,  desires,  and  prayers,  you 
will  enter  upon  the  work  with  de- 
light— ^you-  will  continue  in  it  un- 
moved by  disappointniJent  or  trouble 
-^you  M^ill  see  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  resting  on  it — and  in  eternity 
rejoice  that  ''  your  labours  were  not 
in  vaiti  in  the  Lord.*'  May  you  hear 
the  Saviour  say  to  you  "  Go  loork  to 
day  in  my  vineyard."  "  Gather  the 
children."      "  JFeed     my    lambs."

Should  it  be  asked,  '<  Why,  seeing  times  are  not  hidden  from  the 
Almighty,  do  they  that  know  him  not  see  his  days?*'*  The  answer  is  obvious— it  is  a 
frieniHy  reservaiiDii)  ibr  goodness  and  wisdom  are  alike  concerned  in  this  concealment. 
Happy  they,  who,  as  unapprehensive  as  was  our  departed  friend  of  the  near  approach 
of « the  last  encfBa^/'  ^all  be  found  as  well  prepared  to  meet  him,— as  faithfully  and 
as  actively  engaged  in  the  servke  of  their  Lord  when  summoned  into  his  presfence.

HuUy  Sept.  10, 1831. 

I  am  very  desirous,  at  this  moment, 
of  spying  all  my  heart  to  my  dear 
charge  at  Maze  Pond — ^but  n,ow^  I 
cannot  address  them.  I  would  say, 
if  they  could  hear  me.  Be  very 
watchful  over  the  state  of  your 
hearts  I  I  do  not  much  fear  your 
external  conduct.  You  will  not 
openly  betray  the  cause  of  your 
Lord,  into  the  hands  of  his  enemies. 
You  will  not  neglect  those  duties, 
which  our  Lord  has  especially  en- 
joined. You  will  walk  as  becometb 
the  Gospel.  But,  there  may  be  a 
too  eager  pursuit  of  the  world;  there 
may  be  a  beloved  sin  concealed  in 
the  heart,  and  these  evils  may  cor- 
rode the  heart,  and  almost  destroy 
the  power  of  vital  piety. 

Do  not  hurry  over  those  duties 
which  have  most  of  spirituality  in 
them*  I  doubt  not  but  public  du- 
ties will  be  discharged  with  a  talent 
and  propriety  higljly  commendable. 
But,  we  may  pray  in  the  hearing  of 
others,  with  apparent  zeal,  aWlity, 
and  for  a  proper  length  of  time,  and, 
in  secret,    pass    rapidly    over    the 


ground,  and  scarcely  exercise  one 
Christian  grace  in  the  si^t  of  God  ! 
We  are  so  sddom  in  our  closets  and 
have  so  small  a  portion  of  time  to 
give  to  meditaticm  and  secret  prayer 
that  we  are  in  danger  of  being  es« 
tranged  from  these  most  important 
duties. 

Revolve  the  great  principles  of 
revelation  constantly  in  the  mind. 
There  are  truths  pecuUar  to  revela* 
tion.  An  apostle  would  direct  you  to 
Christ. and  him  crucified  and  all  the 
truths  of  the  economy  of  our  re* 
demption.  These  are  vital  princi<>> 
pies,  and  should  be  well  understood, 
cordially  end>raced,  and  constantly 
embodied  in  our  practice.  Read  the 
Bible  with  prayer,  and  devout  medi- 
tation, and  compare  one  part  with 
another.  Do  take  time  for  these 
matters !  Alas  !  we  must  find  time 
to  die,  and  yet  we  have  not  time  to 
Uve !  How  long  does  that  ionan  live,- 
who  lives  for  God  and  for  the  welfare 
of  others.  His  works  tell  on  his 
immortal .   existence !     Thev    bear 

m 

fruits,  which-  decay  not  in  the  au- 
tumn of  life.    How  otherwise  can 
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we  redeem  tiiue  but  as  we  are  thus 
vigorously  engaged  for  God  ?  1 
would  add^  be  very  solicitous  to 
cultivate  honourable  thoughts  of 
each  other ;  avoiding  every  form  of 
expression  of  absent  brethren,  which 
would  at  all  lower  your  or  others 
estimation  of  them.  Look  for  fa- 
mily  likeness :  mark  any  conformity 
to  Christ : — dwell  on  what  is  Chris- 
tian in  temper  and  behaviour,  and 
hear  not  disadvantageous  reports, 
but  with  reluctance  and  grief,  and 
repeat  them  not  but  from  sheer  ne- 
cessity. Live  and  love  as  brethren 
in  Christ  Jesus ! 

You  know,  my  beloved  Charge, 
the  importance  which  I  attach  to 
prayer-meetings : — ^the Monday  even- 
ing —  the  Lord's  Day  morning. 
These  times  indicate  our  condition. 
We  are  in  a  prosperous  or  decaying 
state,  as  we  delight  in  converse  with 
God,  or  otherwise.  Our  attendance 
on  these  services  is  much  improved. 
O  pray  for  still  farther  indications  of 
prosperity  !  I  cannot  live  without 
your  prayers.  Your  affectionate  re- 
membrance of  me  in  the  closet,  in 
the  family,  and  in  the  house  of  God, 
will,  if  I  am  not  already  withered, 
preserve  me  from  decay.  You  will 
thus  animate  and  enspirit  me.  Thus 
will  you  be  as  Aaron  and  Hur  unto 
me.  And  you  will  allow  me  this 
plea,  for  though  you  love  your  Lord 
supremely,  and  truly  love  his  work, 
and  on  this  principle  alone  would 
you  increase  and  abound  yet  more 
and  more,  yet  I  know  you  maintain 
a  warm  affection  for  me,  and  would 
do  much  to  promote  my  comfort. 
But  our  increase  is  of  vast  impor- 
tance. Not  from  other  churches, 
but  from  a  fallen  world;  by  the 
conversion  of  its  inhabitants,  the 
rescue  of  those  who  are  ready  to 
perish  !  Yes,  let  us  rejoice  together, 
God,  even  our  own  God,  shall  bless  us! 

I  am  anxious  about  our  Sunday 
School.  I  fear  it  is  not  in  a  good 
state.  The  teachers  and  superin- 
tendants  are  in  need  of  a  word  to 


arouse  them,  and  to  encourage  them. 
This  School  must  be  the  nursery  of 
piety  and  the  birth  place  of  souls. 
But  I  must  close.  Peace  be  with 
you  all,  and  mercy  from  God  rest 
upon  Israel :  my  warmest  love,  and 
constant  prayers  attend  you. 

His  last  Letter  to  the  Same, 

46,  Long  Lane^  Dec.  23, 1831. 

My  dear  Christian  Friends, 
You  may  be  well  assured,  that 
it  is  not  a  slight  occasion  which 
has  induced  my  absence  from  the 
prayer-meeting  this  evening.    A  dis- 
tribution of  monies  to  the  widows 
and  fatherless  children  of  poor  mi- 
nisters, and  in  which  distribution  I 
hope  materially  to  aid  twp  or  three 
worthy  individuals,  leads  me  to  ano- 
ther meeting  at  this  hour.     I  doubt 
not  you  will  accept  this  apology  as 
sufficient.  I  regard  our  prayer-meet- 
ings as  bearing  a  most  interesting 
character.     Their  aspect  is  to  roe 
truly  cheering.     A  large  number  is 
in  attaidance,  a  spirit  of  great  se- 
riousness and  marked  attention  is 
very  visible,  and  my  brethren  appear 
to  possess  the  spirit  of  prayer.    I 
have  long  said  to  our  gracious  Lord, 
"  Shew  me  a  token  for  good!"    I 
accept  of  this  as  an  intimation  of 
mercy  in   store  for,  not  my  flock 
only,  but  this  neighbourhood  also. 
Amidst  various  commercial,  agricul- 
tural,  and   political   difficulties,  we 
have  nearly  closed  the  year   1831. 
You  have  heard  many  sermons,  yon 
have  participated  in  many  mercies 
which   others    have    not    enjoyed. 
Prayer  has  very  frequently  been  pre- 
sented by  you,  or  on  your  behalf. 
You  have  been  invited  to  decide  for 
God,  and  walk  in  the  way  to  the 
heavenly  Canaan.     What  use  you 
have  made  of  your  mercies,  how  you 
have  profited  by  your  privileges,  is  a 
matter  of   no  minor    importance! 
Has  greater  spirituality  been  induced? 
Is  Jesifs   Christ  more  precious  to 
your  souls  ?    Are  you  more  solicitous 
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"than  ever  to  grow  in  grace  and 
abound  in  holiness  ?  .  How  feel  you, 
my  dear  friends,  towards  an  ungodly 
world?  Multitudes  around  us  are 
perishing,  and  the  care  of  their  souls 
is  devolved  upon  us.  We  must  in- 
vite them  to  the  house  of  God,  ac- 
commodate them  when  there,  and 
attempt  to  snatch  them  as  hrands 
from  the  fire !  Our  own  salvation 
will  not  suffice  :  we  cannot  he  in- 
nocent of  the  blood  of  those  around 
us,  if  they  perish  without  a  conti- 
nued effort  to  save  them. 

This  is  our  third  meeting  for  extra- 
ordinary prayer  for  the  nation.  How 
much  have  we  here  to  humble  us ! 
Drunkenness  is  an  alarmingly  grow- 
ing evil.  Let  me  press  on  all  who 
are  temperate  to  forbear  wholly  the 
use  of  ardent  spirits,  except  medi- 
cinally. Our  young  friends  will  not 
in  the  first  instance,  copy  the  exam- 
ple of  the  intemperate,  but  of  the 
temperate,  and  may,  and  in  a  thou- 
sand instances  do^  far  outrun  their 
precursors.  We  bewail  Sabbath- 
breaking;  let  all  in  business  close 
tkeu:  weekly  avocations  in  such  time 
on  the  Saturday  evening,  that  the 
domestics  may  have  proper  time  for 
rest  before  the  Lord's  day,  and  not 
be  occupied  in  preparing  boots  and 
shoes  for  their  employers  3  or  be  de- 
tained at  home  by  unnecessary  cook- 
ing for  that  day.  Employers  ought 
to  secure  time  to  their  menials  to 
attend  X^ivine  worship  a  part  of 
every  Sabbath,  and  know  that  they 
do  attend.  May  I  not  suggest  also 
that  a  fiible,  and  one  or  two  serious 
books  should  be  always  within  the 
reach  of  servants  for  proper  occa- 
sions. The  accommodations  for  di- 
i  vine  worship  are  not  half  competent 
to  the  inhabitants  of  this  metropolis, 
and  yet  many  of  our  places  are  not 
half  filled.  Let  us  be  very  exem- 
plary in  this  matter.  If,  at  any  time, 
there  be  a  straitness  for  want  of 
room,  let  the  members  of  this  church 
be  the  first  to  turn  into  the  aisles  : 
let  our  door  keepers  be  most  diligent. 


kind,  and  aocommodatfog^  and  kt 
no  one  feel  himself  in  other  than 
most  pleasing  circumstances  when 
his  seat  his  crowded.  I  would  that 
our  meeting-house,  which  has  been 
large  enough  for  a  century  past, 
should  be  speedily  and  unanimously 
declared  too  small.  We  owe  a  much 
larger  place  to  the  dense  population 
around  us.  Nor  can  we  better  em- 
ploy our  money  than  in  thus  de- 
voting it  to  God.  Many  of  our  re- 
ligious friends  are  making  larger 
debts  than  would  amply  enlarge  our 
meeting-house,  and  pass  over  the 
loss  as  of  common  pccurrence.  Al- 
low me  to  press,  that  our  prayer- 
meetings  be  yet  more  numerously 
attended.  Encourage  servants  and 
children  to  come  with  you,  bring  as 
many  neighbours  also  as  possible, 
and  see  to  it,  that  you  abound  in 
prayer  at  home,  in  the  closet,  and  in 
the  family,  and  shall  I  add,  ''  and  for 
me,  that  utterance  may  be  given 
unto  me,  that  I  may  open  my  mouth 
boldly  to  make  known  the  mystery 
of  the  Gospel."  Having  devoted 
myself  to  promote  your  soul's  wel- 
fare, I  would  live  for  this  only,  and 
would  pray  God  to  enable  me  to 
retire  willingly  when  my  work  is 
done,  though  it  were  to  live  and  to 
die,  in  circumstances  most  scanty. 
Deeply  and  growingly  impressed 
with  a  conviction  of  my  utter  help- 
lessness without  a  large  supply  of 
the  spii^t  of  Christ,  1  implore,  a^ 
your  richest  hoop,  an  interest  in 
your  fervent  prayers  continually. 
Let  me  especially  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  prayer,  for  the  conversion  of 
sinners.  They  are  perishing  around, 
us  in  vast  multitudes.  Give  and 
lend  them  tracts  and  copies  of  the 
New  Testament.  Let  your  Chris- 
tian benevolence,  piety,  humility, 
and  afiection,  win  them  to  God! 
O  be  ye  my  fellow- labourers  in  this 
and  aJl  other  departments  of  holy 
service.  MTiere  is  the  spirit  of  Bax- 
ter, of  Whitfield,  and  other  eminent 
saints,  who  abounded  in  exertion, 

-p  2 
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and  wbose  exertions  were  crowned 
with  abundant  success?  I  am  not 
satisfied  with  an  increase  from  other 
communities ;  I  would  that  they 
who  are  ready  to  perish  should  come 
in  and  taste  the  goodness  of  our 
God!  Having  spent  this  week  in 
indisposition  of  body,  I  accept  the 
intimation  of  my  mortality,  and 
would  work  while  it  is  yet  day! 
These  overflowings  of  an  exuberant 
affection  and  care,  ask  your  sympa- 
thy and  vigorous  concurrence.  Our 
years  have  passed  by  in  harmony, 
we  have  met  together,  and  our  faces 
have  been  enlightened !  May  God 
vouchsafe  his  blessing  still  more 
abundantly !

Plan  fob  bxtendino  tbb 
Dbnomination. 

To  th$  JSditor  of  the  JBajOist  Magazine, 

Whatbver  tends  to  strengthen  and 
consolidate  the  bonds  of  union 
amongst  Christians,  must  commend 
itself  to  every  devoted  follower  of 
the  Son  of  God. 

I  am  one  of  those.  Sir,  who  think 
with  the*  venerable  Booth,  that 
*'  there  is  great  folly  and  impiety  in 
attempting  to  advance  the  interests 
of  peace  and  charity  at  the  expense 
of  truth  and  duty;"  nor  can  1  think 
that  the  merging  of  names  and  in- 
terests in  the  religious  world,  which 
has  been  recommended  by  many  in 
our  day,  would  produce  those  happy 
results  which  appear^  in  the  descrip- 
'  tions  of  late  writers,  as  splendid 
but  unsubstantial  visions.  I  would 
yield  to  no  man  in  affectionate  re- 
gards for  the  interests  of  other  re- 
ligious communities,  but  I  love  my 
own  denomination  with  strong  at- 
tachment, and  would  not  sacrifice 
my  designation  as  a  Baptist  at  any 
shrine.  If  our  peculiar  sentiments 
are  valuable,  being  founded  on  the 


panons  of  the  Scripture;  if  we  glory 
in  the  men  whose  names  are  pro- 
minent in  our  records  as  martyred 
saints,  who  signed  the  declaration  of 
attachment  to  ^our  principles-  with 
their  own  blood ;  if  those  principles 
involve,  and  we  believe  they  do,  the 
honour  and  potency  of  revealed  and 
immutable  truth,  then  let  us  not 
only  fearlessly  avow  them,  but  .give 
them  the  widest  possible  diffusion. 
I  have  often  mingled  my  regrets 
with  those  of  my  brethren  in  the 
ministry,  vvhen  contemplating  the 
divided' and  insulated  aspect  cJ  our 
churches;  and  have  frequently  joined 
in  sketching  the  outlines  of  a  federal 
and  efficient  union,  such  a  union  as 
would  combine  our  interests  and 
energies,  and  make  us  feel  vitally 
and  indissolubly  one. 

It  is  true  we  have  district  and 
county  associations,  but  it  would  be 
difficult  to  ascertain  what  is  the  os- 
tensible object  of  the  ^a-rties  who 
compose  them,  or  what  practical  be- 
nefits  result  from  such  institutions. 
Opportunities   fire  certainly  afford- 
ed for  the  exchange  of  civiliti^,  and 
th^  enjoyjnent  of  religious  exercises : 
and  in  the  superabundance  of  single 
and  double  lectures,  which  such  ex- 
ercises comprise,  we  cannot  but  per- 
ceive the  correctness  of  Mr.  Ward's 
judgment,  and  the  power  of  his  sar- 
casm   when    he  pronounced    that, 
"  the  people  of  England  are  labour- 
ing under  a  preaching  surfeit."    But 
is  it  not  lamentable  that  the  talent 
and  devotion  of  a  province  are  thus 
frequently  concentrated  in  a  .given 
place,   without    producing    a   subr 
stantial   and   permanent    influ/ence, 
that  would  breathe  the  spirit  and 
wear  the  aspect  of  immortality.  The , 
independence  of  our  churches  is  a 
convenient   argument,   with   some, 
against  closer  approximation ; — ^it  is 
well  if  the  suspicion  be  unjust,  that, 
when  so  used,  it  is  a  mere  shelter 
to  cold-hearted  indifference ; — how- 
ever, such  independence  is  a  wintry 
scene,  where,  amidst  dhilHng  cokk 
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«Bd  frost^bitlen  energies,  the  Oirb- 
turn  presents  a  <!d|)pled  movementy 
neagte  and  shrivelled,  unblessii^ 
9iul  unblessed. 

It  foriDs  no  part  of  my  design  to 
propose  any  specific  measure,   but 
I  must  say,  tbat  it  appears  exceed- 
iDgly  desirable  that  our  ministers 
stid  churches  should  exhibit  a  more 
direct  attitude  of  compact  and  power- 
ful agency  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  religion,  and  vigorously  advanc- 
ing to  the  final  consummation  of  the 
Redeemer's  triumphs.    At  a  meeting 
of  ministers  and  others,  held  a  short 
time  since,  in  a  distant  part  of  the 
kingdom,  it  was  proposed,  by  one 
of  our  most  respectable  and  talented 
ministers,  that  a  decided  effort  should 
be  made  to  extend  our  agencies  to 
populous  districts  where  there  were 
no  Baptist  interests,  or  siieh  only 
as  were  weak  and  decaying.    The 
detail  of  the  measure  presented  the 
following  outline  :    to  s^ct  a  suit*' 
able  place ;  direct  the  energies  and 
resources  of  ^  the  churches  in  the 
association  to  that  spot;    efeet  a 
good  chapel,  -and  appoint  an  active 
and  a  talented  nunister  on  a  com- 
petent salary  5  patronage  to  be  con- 
tinned  nntil  the  concern  was  fairly 
established,  then   commence   on  a 
similar    plan    elsewhere.      Such   a 
measure  is  demanded  on  the  ground 
that,  at  this  moment,  some  of  the 
finest  towns  in  the  kingdom  are  not 
CKX»pied  by  any  agency  in  our  con- 
nexion, nor  can  they  be  until  other 
principles   are    applied    than  what 
have  been  in  operation*  This  is  not 
the  time  £or  refined  sentkuentalisms, 
er  capricious  jealousies  on  the  rela- 
tive inAujence  of  churches.     It  is  a 
legitimate  deduction  from  the  his- 
tory of  past  ages,  that  if  christian 
character  and  effort  do  not  corres- 
pond with  existing  clsums,  churches 
scattered,  and  sanctuaries  desolated 
by  some  ruthless  foe,  will  publish 
the  mournful    tale   before    all   the 
world,  thai  Christians  betrayed  their 
awn  interests.     The  crescent  bf  Mo- 


hammed DOW  towers  in  kity  and 
barbarous   pride    over  plains   once 
'haUowed  by  the  wondrous  scenes  of 
apostolic  tiroes.

tiosate  solicitude  it  breathes,  cannot 
but  be  admired  and  esteemed  by 
every  Christian,  while  it  has,  no 
doubt,  been  read  with  the  deepest 
gratitude  by  all  those  whom  it  more 
ijpmediately  concerns,  and  whose  ne- 
cessities it  is  intended  to  alleviate.  • 

With  deference  to  "  Iota,"  I  can- 
not but  think  one  of  his  plans  sub- 
ject to  obstacles  (I  had  almost  said 
insurmountable),  I  refer  to  a  church 
*'  insuring  a  certain  sum  on  the  lile 
of  their  pastor,*'  &c.  Now  supposing 
a  church  to  do  this  in  some  respect- 
aUe  office  for  1000/.  ie  would  pro- 
bably cost  them  from  25i.  to  30i. 
per  annum,  and  after  Baving  done 
so  for  five  or  seven  years,  it  is  noc 
unlikely  that,  in  the  course  of  Provi- 
dence, their  pastor  may  remove  from 
them  and  be  settled  over  some  other 
congregation  where  his  cireum- 
stances  might  render  the  step  less 
necessary,  and,  perhaps,  that  church 
might  not  feel  disposed  to  continue 
the  insurance,  and  in  the  event  of 
its  falling,  a  considerable  saerifiee 
would  be  made,  whilst  the  vacancy 
in  the  former  church  might  be  filled 
by  an  individual  for  whom  a  similar 
step  is  not  required* 

Your  correspondent  inquires,  if  it 
is  not  the  "  bounden  duty  of  every 
minister  whose  church  wUl  not  un- 
dertake this  service,  however  smal| 
his  income,  to  make  some  such  pro-

Tision  for  his  wife,'*  &c*  z^^^ndouhi" 
edly  it  is  most  desirable:  but^  let  it  be 
remembered  (whilst  it  must  be  deeply 
regretted),  there  are  many  excellent 
and  truly  deserving  ministers  in  our 
denomination  to^o^e  salary  is  so  small, 
that,  although  the  greatest  economy 
is  observed,  it  would  be  utterly  im- 
possible to  make  such  provision, 
whilst,  had  they  the  means  of  ob- 
taining an  object  so  desirable,  their 
minds  would  be  relieved  from  much 
anxiety  for  their  dear  wives  and 
families,  and  the  most  grateful  feel- 
ings would  pervade  their  breasts. 

Here,  Sir,  I  would  beg  re- 
spectfully to  notice  a  point  with 
regard  to  the  salaries  of  some  of  our 
esteemed  ministers.  Many  of  our 
churches  do  much,  very  much,  not 
only  for  their  pastors  and  various 
institutions  claiming  their  kind  at- 
tention, but  are  also  ready,  at  a|| 
times,  to  lend  the  helping  hand  when- 
ever a  special  call  is  made  upon  the  be- 
nevolence of  the  Christian  public  5 
there  are  also  many  of  our  churches, 
— ^to  whose  honour  and  praise  be  it 
spoken, — ^who  strain  every  nerve  that 
they  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a 
ministry  in  accordance  with  their 
own  faith  and  practice, .  and  deny 
themselves,  that  they  may  adminis- 
ter to  the  wants  of  their  affectionate 
and  esteemed  pastors. 

Yet,  Sir,  are  there  not  many  in- 
stances in  which  much  more  could 
be  done  by  some  churches  for  their 
spiritual  teachers  ?  do  they  not  too 
frequently  content  themselves  with 
doing  this  or  the  other,  without  in- 
quiring if  they  could  not  do  more 
for  those  who  spend  and  would 
gladly  be  spent  for  them  ?  Did  such 
individuals  know  the  deep  felt  anxie^ 


ties  of  their  minister,  who,  havjf^ 
but  little  of  this  world's  good,  looks 
upon  a  beloved  wife  and  tender 
family,  thinking,  at  some  future  day, 
he  must  be  called  to  leave  them  to- 
tally unprovided  for :  I  repeat,  could 
they  read  the  emotions  of  such  a 
breast,  those  who  subscribe  their 
guinea  would  give  two,  and  those 
who  have  given  two  would  cheer- 
fully  subscribe  five,  in  order  that  the 
views  of  your  esteemed  correspon- 
dent might  be  met;  and  when  love, 
that  powerful  motive,  impels  us  to 
the  performance  of  duty,  we  shall 
even  deny  ourselves  that  we  may 
increase  the  happiness  of  others,  and 
thus  the  benevolent  heart  will  feel 
the  truth  of  the  assertion,  ^'  It  is 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  re- 


ceive. 


Sincerely  hoping  that  some  farmore 
able  pen  than  mine  may  be  directed 
to  the  furtherance  of  an  object  so 
desirable,  as  the  more  fully  providing 
for  the  ''  widow  and  fatherless," 
and  that  other  of  your  correspon- 
dents may  pursue  the  subject, — with 
prayer  for  increased  exertions  on  the 
part  of  our  churches  in  general, 
I  am.

Cotart  of  Proprietors  of  the  East  India 
Compat^y  OH  W^dneada^^  September  22, 
1830 :  containing  Evidence  in  Proof  qf 
the  direct  Encouragement  afforded  by 
the  Company  to  the  licentious  and  san- 
guinary System  qf  Idolatry  ;  and  demon- 
strating' the  Amount  of  Pecuniary  Prqfits 
derived  by  the  ■  Company  from  the  Tax 
imposed  on  the  Worshippers  at  the  diffe- 
rent Temples. — Hatcbai'd  and  Sons. 

"We  can  scarcely  conceive  of  a  more  pal- 
pable  misnomer,  than  the  application  of 
the  term  Christian^  to, the  nation,  as  such, 
of  which  we  constitute  a  part.  A  small 
minority  only  of  the  population  are  the 
disciples  of  Christ ;  the  mass  of  the  people 
being  jastly  denominated,  by  common 
consent)  nominal  Christians.  That  such 
a  fallacy  is,  on  many  accounts,  prejudi- 
cial to  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom,  will  be  obvious  to  every  reflect- 
ing mind  ;  and  on  our  heathen  dependan- 
cies  its  influence  must  be  eminently  per- 
nicious. What  can  they  think  of  that 
system  of  religion,  professing  to  be  Chris- 
tian,  whose  advocates  contend  for  the  right 
of  buying  and  selling  their  fellow-men, 
with  its  consequent  barbarities ;  and  per- 
tinaciously adhere  to  the  systematic  ag- 
grandisement of  their  revenues  from  the 
impnre  and  destructive  rites  of  idolatry  ? 
That  these  are  national  sins,  is  undeni- 
able.  While  the  traflSc  in  human  blood 
is  legalized^  and  the  participation  in  ido- 
latry is  charteredy  what  can  be  more  idle 
than  an  exclusive  outcry  against  the  Di- 
reeton  of  either  the  Eastern  or  the  West- 
em  usurpations?  True,  in  the  perpetu- 
ation of  these  enormities,  they  follow  their 
bclinatxoD.  Bat  what  then?  They  are 
permitted  to  do  so;  and  so  long  a^s  the 
nation  shall  eMoto  them  to  act  as  they  will, 
so  long,  anquestienahly,  will  the  guilt  be 

national. 

We  are  aware  it  is  fashionable,  just  now, 
to  inveigh  against  national  sins ;  and  yet 
periiaps  a  mare  dangerous  Halhusiy  never 
piesented  itself  to  the  mind  than  the  idea 


commonly  cotiveyed  by  this  expression. 
With  the  multitude,  national  sins  are  the 
sins  of  the  government ;  and  what  can  be 
easier  than  to  lament  these?  It  involves 
no  personal  humiliation-^ no  personal  sa- 
crifice. But  by  national  sins,  if  we  may 
be  allowed  a  truism,  we  mean  the  sins  of 
the  nation^the  sins  of  the  people.  Were 
the  people  virtuous,  the  government  could 
not  be  vicious;  and  to  the  congregated 
mass  of  individuals' \n  the  nation,  who 
withhold  their  indignant  protest  and  their 
energetic  hostility,  must  be  attributed  the 
awful  prolongi^tion  of  these  crying  evils. 

Nor  may  the  Christians  in  tile  commu- 
nity be  permitted  to  hide  themselves  in 
the  promiscuous  multitude.  To  them,  we 
fear,  belongs  the  larger  share  of  this  tre- 
mendous guilt.  They  certainly  could  do 
what  they  seem  little  disposed  to  do. 
Only  let  those  who  have  been  divinely 
enlightened  diffuse  their  light,  and  dark- 
ness will  flee  away.  It  is  little  better  than 
hypocrisy,  in  multitudes  of  professing 
Christians,  to  reflect  on  the  Government, 
to  decry  the  Eastern  and  Western  abomi. 
nations,  to  impugn  the  Court  of  Directors 
and  the  House  of  Assembly,  and,  with  up- 
lifted eyes  and  sanctimonious  demeanour, 
to  sigh  and  cry  over  the  supineness  of  the 
people.  They  are  supine;  they^  by  their 
inactivity,  encourage  'these  enormities; 
they  are  tardy  in  strengthening  the  hands 
of  Government  in  the  accomplishment  of 
those  schemes  of  benevolence  to  which  it 
is  evident  they  are  fiivourably  inclined. 
With  the  vigorous  and  energetic  aid  of 
the  Christians  of  the  land,  the  present 
Government  especially— equally  removed 
from  the  ultraisms  of  tyranny  and  licen- 
tiousness—might easily  sweep  away,  at 
once  and  for  ever,  the  foul  stain  uf  British 
participation  in  either  slavery  or  idolatry. 

Are  we  asked.  What  can  Christians  do  f 
They  can  talk.  They  can  write.  They 
can  publish.  They  can  circulate  just  sen* 
timenis  from  one  end  of  the  land  to  the 
other.    They  can  hold  meeting! ;  they  can 
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deliver  lectmcs;  and  they  can  petition. 
They  can  indnoe  the  people  at  large  to 
petition.  They  can  beside  the  authori- 
ties with  petitioni,  nntil  they  foniiflh  them 
with  the  best  possible  reason  for  refusing 
any  longer  to  listen  to  the  clamour  of  the 
interested  few.  Had  Christians  only  been 
faithful  to  their  principles^  and  acted  in 
the  spirit  of  their  Lord,  who  was  ooosomed 
with  zeal  tor  his  Father^s  glory,  the  evils 
we  are  now  deploringy  and  many  more, 
might  long  ago  hare  become  matters  of 
history.  No  government,  however  averse, 
could  long  withstand  the  reiterated  vir- 
tuous demands  of  a  virtuous  people. 

We  have  been  led  to  these^we  hope 
not  unpro6  table— reflections,  by  the  pe- 
rusal of  the  painfully  interesting  pamph- 
let  announced  at  the  head  of  this  article; 
and  it  affords  us  unfeigned  pleasure  to  ex- 
cept its  benevolent  author  from  the 
charges  we  have  been  compelled  to  in- 
stitute against  Christians  in  general.  It  is 
quite  lefrcsbing  to  find  so  noble  a  re- 
former in  the  very  purlieus  of  Leadenhall 
Street«->a  CbriitJan  in  Cassar^s  household. 

*'  We  are  amenable  (says  be)  as  a  Com- 
pany) far  more  for  the  support  and  exten 
sion  of  onr  common  Christiamty"— operating, 
as  in  that  case  it  cannot  but  do,  to  the 
cradoal  and  peaceable  extermination  of  ido- 
latry-—than  we  are  for  the  preservation  of 
the  national  prosperity,  and  the  aggrandiae- 
ment  of  the  public  revenue  :  and  if  the  Com- 
pany can  be  shewn  to  be  openly,  and  unne- 
cessarily, promoting  the  extension  of  idolatry, 
to  the  ii^ury  and  depredation,  of  true  reli- 
gion, she  has  forfeited  her  trust,  more  signally 
and  emphatically  than  she  could  have  done 
by  negligence  or  malversation  in  her  pecuniary 
or  commercial  relations ;  precisely  in  the  pro- 
portion that  morals  are  of  more  importance 
than  politics,  and  the  interests  of  eternity 
superior  to  those  of  time."— Prc/hce,  p.  vii.

come  not  thou  into  their   secret:   nnto 
their  assembly,  mine  honour,  be  not  thou 
united!'*    But  it  is  not  sufficient  to  stand 
aloof.     Against   such    a   system,  every 
Christian  is  imperatively  railed   to  set 
himself  in  hostile  array.    «<  If  thou  for- 
bear to  deliver  them  that  are  drawn  unto 
death,  and   those  that  are   ready  to  be 
slain  i — if  thou  say,  *  Behold,  we  know  it 
not  }*— doth  not  He  that  poodereth  the

the  Company  was  clear  from  that  innocent 
blood :  but  here,  the  Company  is  at  once  a 
partaker  in  the  crime,  and  a  partner  in  the 
profits.  In  the  other  case,  the  Company 
had  only  to  bear  the  guilt  and  odium  of 
permitting  what  they  might  always  have 
prevented:  in  this,  they  at  once  lie  under 
the  double  responsibility  of  mixing  themselves 
up,  as  a  Christian  government,  with  idolatry 
and  its  ohservances  ;  while,  at  the  same  time, 
they  participate  in  all  the  profits  of  the  un- 
hallowed connection. 

"  To  this  may  be  iiirther  added,  the 
4anonnt  of  moral  profligacy  which  is  involved 
in  these  practices  ;  and  which  thus  receives 
the  sanction  of  the  Co.mpany^s  influence  to 
an  extent  of  w^hich  the  case  of  the  Suttees 
furnishes  no  parallel  example.

the  Christian  world." — pp.  166,  167. 


Baptism  in  its  Mode  and  Subjects  con- 
sidered;  and  th£  Arguments  of  Mr, 
Etoing  and  Dr.  fVardlaw  refuted.  By 
Alexander  Carson,  A  M.,  >]inister 
of  the  Gospel. 

(C  ontinued  froKi  p.  62.) 
We  will  now  resume  our  attention  to  Mr. 
Carson^s  work.  After  what  has  been  al- 
ready noticed  respecting  the  washing  of 
cups,  &c.  in  Mark  vii.  4,  and  Luke  xi.  38, 
Mr.  Carson  meets  an  objection  raised 
against  the  practice  of  immersions,  both 
Jewish  apd  Christian,  that  there  was  not 
water  enough  in  Jerusalem  fur  the  purpose. 
On  this  point  he  observes,  that— 

'*  If  immersion  is  -the reaping  of  the  word 
[baptism],  it  is  not  optional  to  receive  or 
reject  it."  Again,  "  When  a  thing  is  proved 
by  suflicient  evidence,  no  objection  from  diffi- 
culties can  be  admitted  as  decisive,  except  ' 
they  involve  an  impossibility.*' p.  76. 
Vol.  VII.  3d  Series. 


Some  very  good  observations  then  follow, 
shewing  how  unfair  it  is  to  refuse  plain 
evidence  respecting  any  fact,  unless  all 
the  difficulties  that  may  be  raised  against 
it  can  be  explained ;  and.  that,  on  such 
gnQunds  to  reject  the  testimony  of  the 
Bit^le,  is, a. species  of  infidelity  which  it  i^ 
dangerous  to  iqduige. 

Mr.  Carson  proceeds  to  the  '<  examina'- 
tion  of  Mr.  Ewing^s  system.**  It  is  not 
oecessaiy  to  repeat  this  system,  as  our 
readers  will  remember  from  what  has 
passed  in  our  former  reviews,  that  Mr. 
Ewing  was  for  resolving  Batrlu  to  its  ra- 
dical letters,. and  supposed  that  there  were 
bap,  and  thcn^  he  makes  bap  into  pop^  so 
that  we  are  furaisbed  with  the  old  acxui- 
tomcd  words  in  a  new  form,  and  have 
popto^  and  poplizo,  and  poptismoy  and  the 
other  derivations  all  in  due  order.  Hence 
it  follows^  that  to  baptize  a  person  is  to 
pop  water  upon  bina!  Mr.  Carson  refers  to 
Vr.  Cox*s  reply  to  Mr.  Ewipg,  wbi^b  be 
ti>rmR  ^'an  admirable  exposure  of  ihi^ 
fancy /^  and,  in  additi(Hi,  he  gives  us  many 
of  his  own  obftcrvalions  and  reasonings,  in 
which  he  does  nut  handle  Mr.  Ewing *ji 
theory  very  tenderly,  nor  can  we  be  sur. 
prised  at  it.  It  is  astonishing  Ibnt  arvy 
man  of  Mr.  £wing\  years,  talents,  and 
learning  could  be  led  astray  by  siicii  ap 
igmsfatuus.  Mr.  Carson  justly  says,  <*  it 
applies  etymology  beyond  its  province  :^* 
that  so  far  from  etymologists  having  au- 
thority in  theological  controversy,  their 
researches  have  no  authority  in  criticism 
with  respect  to  the  use  of  words  in  classical 
writers.  Classical  writers  are  an  autbo. 
ritytotfae  etymologist,  but  the  etyn^oip^ 
.gistcannotgive  law  tp  th^m. 

**  In  controversy,  a  word  occurring  fre- 
quently in  the  language,  is  never  to  be  taken 
arbitrarily  in  a  sense  which  it  cannot  be 
shewn  incontestibly  to  have  in  some  other 
passage.*'  Again,  "  A  word  that  applies 
to    two     n^es    can    designate   , neither." 

In  the  course  of  Mr.  Canip|i!s  observa- 
tions on  Mr.  Ewing's  tbepry  of  pop,  .&c. 
applied  to  baptism,  he  has  occasion  tp 
jrefer  to. several  of  bis.criticismstm.vatjoiT;; 
passages  quoted  from  different  ^uthoi;s 
:who  have  used  the.wo^d  baptizein  ]th^lr 
^TiritingSf.gnd  in,our  esjteei^  f^i^ly^.coqvic^ 
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his  opponent  of  prejudice  and  mbrepre- 
sentatiOQ  of  evidence,  tboug^b  he  freely 
confesses  his  convictioii  that  Mr.  Ewing 
had  no  intention  to  misrepresent  it. 

The  next  subject  is  the  Baptism  of  ike 
Spirit,  a  subject  often  much  misapplied  in 
the  controversy  under  consideration.  Some 
supposing  that  if  they  have  only  the  bap- 
tism  of  the  Spitity  they  need  not  tbinlc  of 
any  other  baptism,  thus  proving^  that  they 
know  not  what  was  pointed  out  by  that 
expression  :  and  others,  pleading,  that  be- 
cause the  Spirit  was  poured  out  from  on 
high  when  the  primitive  disciples  were 
baptized  with  the  Holy  Gliost,-~  therefore, 
it  is  certain,  that  baptism  is  pouring  not 
immersing.  On  this  point  Mr.  Carson^s 
observations  are  extensive  and  curious, 
relating  very  considerably  to  the  use  of 
words  in  figurative  language.  Here  he 
shews  his  acntencss  of  mind  in  remarks 
which  not  only  apply  to  the  present  case, 
but  to  the  language  of  figure  in  many 
other  instances.  Indeed,  one  would  think 
that  all  which  was  necessary  to  guide  us 
through  such  rep  lesent'it ions  as  appear  in 
the  figurative  parts  of  God^s  word,  was 
merely  a  little  common  sense,  such  as  dic- 
tated the  following  remark  of  our  author: 

"  A  foreigner  might  as  well  contend  that, 
when  it  is  said  in  the  English  language, 
*  water  was  poured  into  a  bath,  and  they 
immersed  themselves,*  it  is  implied  that  /xmr> 
ing  and  immersing  are  the  same  thing." 
p.  123. 

Yet,  strange  as  it  may  appear,  it  is  true, 
that  every  conceivable  method  seems  to 
have  been  tried  of  late  years  to  set  aside 
the  plain  naeaning  of  the  terms  relative  to 
the  ordinance  of  baptism.  The  ancient 
fathers  made  no  such  attempts :  those  who 
spoke  and  wrote  in  Greek,  and  of  course 
thought. in  tiiat  language,  who  were  by 
this  means  far  mure  familiar  with  the  com- 
mon and  accepted  sense  of  its  words  than 
we  can  be,  felt  no  difficulties  about  the 
descent  of  the  Spirit  on  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost, as  a  figure  of  baptism.  '  7'hey  say 
that  the  emblems  of  the  Spiiit^s  descent 
filled  the  house,  aH  water  filled  the  bap- 
tistery;  thus  clearly  recognizing  the  idea 
of  immersion. 

'  The  syntax  of  the  word  is  examined  in 
the  next  place,  and  here  the  use  of  the  term, 


when  in  near  conjunction  with  the  prepo- 
sitions with,  and  in,  and  intoy  and  cut  of, 
is  carefully  examined :  again,  Mr.  Ewing^s 
popping  scheme  is  held  up  to  castigation 
and  ridicule;  and  hit  criticisms  about 
Jordan,  meaning  the  vaUey  of  Jordan  or 
Jordan  dale,  are  shewn  to  be  inapplicable 
in  the  extreme.  We  agree  with  Mr.  Car- 
son  in  his  observations  on  the  use  of  pre- 
positions, at  least  generally.  Much  has 
been  said  on  all  sides  concerning  these 
prepositions,  often  not  to  the  purpose,  but 
so  unwilling  have  Paedobaptists  been  to 
go  into  the  water,  and  so  desirous  of  keep- 
ing out  of  it,  that  they  have  given  such 
applications  of  these  words,  as  would  have 
a  strange  effect  if  used  in  other  connexions. 
Among  other  things  the  vague  import  of 
a  Greek  preposition  is  urged.  Mr.  Carson 
meets  this  with  his  usual  courage,  and 
appeals  to  the  common  sense  of  bis 
readers,  and  adds  :^> 

"  Admitting  all  that  is  demanded  for  this 
supposed  vagueness,  is  it  not  incredible  that, 
with  respect  to  this  ordinance,  each  of  thes6 
three  prepositions  [in,  into,  out  of]  should 
assume,  as  it  were  in  coucert  to  deceive  us, 
its  most  unusual  signification?  Can  we  as- 
cribe such  a  miracle  of  delusion  to  the  Spirit 
of  truth  ?** 

We  are  prevented  fron»  a  long  transcrip- 
tion on  this  point  unly  by  a  want  of  room.. 

The  next  subject  of  examination  is,  the 
evidence  from  Rom.  vi.  3,  &c.  Here  Mr. 
Carson  observes  I  hat  the  apostle  Paul  is 
answering  an  objection,  "  IShall  we  con- 
tinue in  sin  that  grace  may  abound,*^  and 
he  refutes  it  by  the  fact,  that — 

"  From  our  union  with  Christ  we  have 
died  with  him  ;  and  that  we  have  died  with 
him,  he  proves  from  our  baptism;  and, 
therefore,  we  are  buried  with  him:  and  as 
our  baptism  is  an  emblem  of  our  being 
buried  with  Christ,  so  also  it  presents  an 
emblem  of  being  raised  with  him  to  a  new 
life.  Hence,  there  must  l>e  something  in 
baptism  that  is  calculated  to  be  an  emblem  of 
a  resurrection,  as  well  as  of  a  burial.*  Immer- 
sion is  a  mode  that  answers  both ;  and  hn.- 
mersionid  the  only  mode  that  can  do  so.'* 
p.  171. 

The  manner  in  which  attempts  are 
made  to  get  quit  of  the  plain  force  of  this 
representation  has  often  astonished  us. 
Mr.  Carson  expresses  also  his  full  share 
of  surprise,  especially  at  the  way  iu  which 
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Mr.  Ewing^  endeavours  to  turn  it  aside, 
which,  in  iact,  come*  to  this,— the  paMa^e 
cannot  reler  lo  baptinni  as  an  emblem  of 
our  bein^  6trr£e«/ with  Christ,  for,  properly 
speak in^r,  Christ  was  Tiot  burred,  he  was 
only  put  into  a  sepulchre!  In  opposition 
to  Mr.  Ewing*«  theory,  Mr.  Camnn  enters 
iutp  a  disctuision  of  considereble  len^b, 
but  hiH  obsfcrvations  admit  not  of  sQccemt- 
ful  abridi^meni.  lie  pursufs  his  object 
by  some  very  acute  observations  on  the 
foUowingr  verse,  ^*  For  if  we  have  been 
planted  tog^etber  in  the  likeness  of  his 
4ieatli,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of 
his  resurreclion,^^  and  contends,  in  op- 
position to  Mr-  Ew^icfi  that  the  word 
<rvfjc(pv]oi  does  not  mean  grafted^  but,  ac- 
cording: to  its  cla**«ical  use,  signifies  "  in- 
corporated-, g row  ing  together,  united,  joined 
loithf  &c  y  and  hence  he  considers  the 
passage  to  meao^--^*'  we  have  become  one 
with  hiviy  or  have  been  joined  with  him  f 
and  h\%h  authority  may  be  quoted  for  tiiis 
Tendering". 

Our  author  next  attacks  Dr.  Wardlaw's 
explanation,   whi«:li  he  observes  proceeds 
**  on  the  supposition  that  baptism  has  no 
likeness    to  burial  in  any  sense!"  p.  186. 
And  that  the  phrase,  *'  buried  with  him  by 
baptism  into  his  death  I"  niecely  dirfcts  the 
attention  to  that  into  which  b  lievcrs  were 
baptized.      But    as    Mr,  Carson  well  ob- 
serve!?, it  is  in  Rom.  vi.  4,  by  baptism,  and 
not  by  faith    that  they  are  said  to   be 
buried;   and   in   Col.  ii  12,  the  phrase  is 
different,  but  equally  express,  for  there  it 
is  buried  %vitb  Christ  in  baptism.     The  two 
expressiouA  taken  together  make  the  ac- 
tion the  more  definite.     In  subseqtient  ob- 
servations.   Dr.    AVardlaw's    attempts    to 
give  R,oai.  vi.  a  turn  unfavourable  to  our^ 
views  are    shewn  to  be   utterly  in  vain ; 
and  Mr.  Carson  croosiders  them  so  opposed 
in  their  principle  to  Mr.  Ewing*s  fxplana- 
tiun,a8  virtually  to  proclaim  it  a  failure. 

Some  **  brief  strictures  on  Mr.  Kwing's 
miscellaneous  remarks  on  the  hypothesis 
of  immersion/*  close  this  part  of  the  work. 
The  common  objections  of  want  of  deli- 
cacy, of  decency,  and  in  Jerusalem  the 
want  of  water,  are  here  noticed.  Mr.  Car- 
son meets  these  charges  boldly  and  indig. 
nantly.  He  refuses  to  give  them  a  dis- 
cussion because  he  rests  the  freight  of  the 


subject  on  the  evidence  of  the  Scriptures; 
•^hai  if  baptism  wot  enjoined*  and  wa» 
immersion,  tliere  were  means  of  obeying 
the  command,  and  objecting  to  it  is  ob- 
jecting to  the  appointments  of  infinite 
wisdom.  Hints  are  thrown  out  which 
might  be  expanded  into  a  detailed  reply, 
but  this  was  not  our  author's  intention: 
nor  is  it  our*s,  faKher  than  merely  to  sug- 
gest, that  enough  is  known,  and  can  be 
produced  in  evidence,  to  shew  that  im- 
mersions on  many  occa«i<MiSy  were  in  the 
time  of  Christ  ami  bis  apostles,  enjoined  on 
the  people  of  J  udea  aad  Jerusalem  by 
their  elders ;  and  hence  the  conclusion  na- 
turally follows,  that  they  had  the  means  of 
obeying  the  injunctions,  and  if  so,  the 
same  conveniences  used  for  Jewish  purifi- 
cations by  immersion  could  be  used  for 
Christian  baptism  in  the  proper  sense  of 
the  term. 

At  length  we  come  to  the  consideration 
of  the  "  subjects  qf  baptism,"*  on  whicii 
Mr.  Carson  does  not  dwell  at  such  length 
as  on  the  mode;  probably  because  he 
found,  as  others  have  done,  that  it  is  the 
mode  which  is  to  many  the  great  objec- 
tion. He  says,  *'  havin^  ascertained  the 
mmle^  and  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance, 
I  shall  now  inquire  who  arc  the  subjects 
of  it.  If  our  minds  were  uninfluenced  by 
prejudice  this  inquiry  would  not  be  te- 
dious. We  have  the  answer  obviously  in 
the  words  of  the  apostolical  commission." 
p.  204.  He  then  quotes  Matt,  xxviii.  19, 
and  '  after n*ards  Mark  xvi.  16.  He  ob- 
serves that  our  opponents— 

**  Run  over  this  commission  with  the 
greatest  apparent  ease,  and  are  amased  at  the 
want  of  perspicacity  in  their  opponents,  who 
sec  in  it  any  thing  unfavourable  to  the  bap- 
tism of  infants." 

On  the  evidence  of  this  commission,  how- 
ever, Mr.  Carson  is  willing  to  hang  the 
whole  controversy ;  for  he  boldly  asserts, 
that— 

"  According  to  this  commission  believers 
only  are  to  be  baptized.  It  is  impossible 
that  a  command  to  baptize  believers,  can  be 
extended  to  any  but  believers.** 

Again, — 

*'  This  commission  to  baptize  believers, 
does  not  indeed  imply  that  it  is  impossible 
that  another  commission  might  have  been 
given  to  baptize  infants,  but,  by  necessity,  it 
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deludes  them  for  ever  from  being  mduded  in  /  "  Never  was  a  commission  more  definite : 
this  command.  If  infants  are  baptized,  it  is  •  never  was  a  commission  violated  with  less 
from  another  commusiotif  and  it  is  another  !  excuse  of  ambiguity.     Yet  the  arrogance  of 


human  wisdom  has  totally  reversed  the  ordi- 
nance here  enjoined.  It  has  ordered  infants 
to  be  baptized,  who,  by  the  x?ry  terms  of 
this  commission  are  excluded  from  this  bap- 
tism; and  it  leaves  unbaptized,  believers 
whom  only  Jesus  hath  commanded  to  be  bap- 
tized." p.  SI  1. 

This  provokes  Mr.  Carson  to  exclaim, 
« Is  not  this  the  very  spirit  of  Anti- 
christ ?*'  Here  we  must  take  our  leave, 
at  this  time  we  cannot  admit  more,  but 
intend  to  purvue  the  subject  in  a  subse- 
quent number.

Again,^ 

**  Thalf  Believers  only  can  be  baptized  by 
this  commission  is  clear  from  that  into  which 
they  are  said  to  be  baptized :  '  baptizing 
them  into  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
l^oo,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.*  Surely  none 
can  be  baptized  into  the  faith  and  subjection 
of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  but  adults. 
Infants  cannot  believe  nor  express  such  sub- 
jection.** 

Again*  stating  his  joyfully  embracing  as 
brethren  in  Christ  all  who  are  united  with 
him  in  the  doctrin\3  contained  in  these 
words;  he  sayn : — 

"  My  brethren  love  the  thing  imparted  by 
baptism,  while  I  lament  that  they  spend  so 
much  zeal  in  endeavouring  to  establish  a  bap- 
tism not  instituted  by  Christ.  In  doing  so, 
they  injure  thousands  and  thousands  of  their 
brethren,  and  cannot  but  injure  themselves. 
It  is  impossible  to  fight  against  God  on  any 
point  without  being  wounded.  I  acknow-  ^f  the  Plague  from  a  Popish  historian!

'^SraiKING    FACTS  IN  RXQARD   TO 
DRUNKARDS. 

'*  The  first  case  of  Cholera  that  occurred 
in  Gateshead,  was  in  an  aged  female,  who  for 
Biany  years  has  been  remarkable  only  for  her 
filthiness  and  intemperance.  Her  time  was 
4  spent  chiefly  in  begging  and  gathering  up  any 
kind  of  filthy  offals  which  she  could  exchange 
for  money.  The  money  so  obtained  was  ge- 
nerally spcTit  in  drink.  In  a  state  of  extreme 
intoxication  she  was  carried  home,  and  in  a 
few  hours  she  was  attacked  by  the  Cholera, 
of  which  she  died  ia>  a  very  short  time,  under 
awful  circumstances. 

''During  the  week  immediately  preceding 
Christmas  day,  some  of  the  glass-liouses  pre- 
sented scenes  of  excessive  drinking.  When 
some  of  those  persons  were  reproved  for  their 
excesses,  they  jeeringly  replied,  *  We  are 
drinktHg  to  keep  the  Cholera  away.*  The 
sequel  proved  the  reverse  of  their  bravado ; 
for  some  of  those  very  men  where  among  the 
first  whom  the  Cholera  fatally  seized  ! 

"  About  noon  on  Christmas-day  (which 
also  was  the  holy  sabbath),  in  the  lower  part 
of  this  town  and  in  Bottle  Bank,  such  scenes 
of  drunkenness  and  outrage  were  witnessed  as 
would  be  disgraceful  in  a  heathen  country. 
Men  and  women  were  staggering  in  a  state 
of  complete  intoxication.  Some  were  brawl- 
ing and  fighting,  while  crowds  were  collected 
as  spectators  to  glory  in  their'  shame.  The 
streets,  in  this  case,  were  almost  impassable. 
But  '  because  of  these  things,  the  wrath  of 
God  Cometh  on  the  children  of  disobedience.  *  * 
That  nightf  and  the  two  following  days, 
awfully. verified  this  divinely-inspired  declar- 
ation, no  less  than  98  persons  were  smitten 
by  this  pestilence*  a  large  proportion  of  whom 
died  in  a  few  hours.      From  the  25th  of  De-

oember,  to  the  6th  of  January,  825  cases 
were  reported,  and  102  deaths  in  Gateshead 
alone  ! !  One  of  the  worst  streets,  parallel 
with  the  Tyne,  was  said  to  be  swept  of  con- 
firmed drunkards  fi-om  one  end  to  the  other, 
with  a  very  small  exception. 

"  The  day  following  Christmas  day,  two 
men  (one  living  in  the  town  and  the  other  a 
few  miles  in  the  country),'  attended  a  cock- 
fight m  the  afternoon ;  and  at  a  pubh'c-house 
partook  of  a  supper  with  the'  cotnpany  that 
had  been  engaged  in  this  cruel  and  wicked 
sport,  and)  without  doubt,  enjoyed  the  csn- 
comitant  drinks  While  at  supper,  the  towns- 
man was  seized  with  the  Cholera,  and  was  a 
corpse  in  about  twelve  hours;  and  the 
countryman  was  assails  by  the  same  mes- 
senger of  death  as  soon  as  he  got  home,  and 
within  two  days  was  also  in  eternity ! 

"  An  aged  woman,  who  was  seklom  sober 
when  she  could  procure  drink  enough  to  in- 
toxicate her,  got  to  the  door  of  her  habitation 
about  midnight,  on  the  24th,  and  found  her 
door  locked  against  her.  Her  husband  and 
son  were  in  a  similar  condition.  After  she 
had  eflected  her  entrance,  the  Cholera  fol- 
lowed, and  she  speedily  became  its  miserable 
victim ! 

"  A  pensioner,  in  the  lower  part  of  Gates- 
head,  who  was  accustomed  to  see  his  money 
through  before  he  ceased  drinking,  was  cau- 
tioned by  the  gentleman  who  signed  his 
certificate,  on  the  26th,  to  guard  against  his 
usual  practice,  lest  that  should  be  the  last 
pension  money  he  should  ever  receive.  He 
unhappfly  disregarded  the  caution — took  his 
place  in  a  public  house— drank  to  excess 
till  midnight— was  attacked  by  this  fatal 
disease  about  two  o'clock,  and  died  at  half- 
past  six  the  same  morning! 

"  A  man  in  Bottle  Bank,  who  was  a  con- 
firmed drunkard  and  notorious  cock-fighter, 
was  induced  to  attend  a  place  of  worship  on 
the  Sunday  evening  (new  year's  day).  What 
he  then  heard,  alarmed  his  conscience.  On 
reaching  his  home,  he  told  his  wife  he  was  in 
the  way  to  heU,  took  off  the  heads  of  his 
cocks,  and  declared  that  he  would  change  his 
life,  and  attend  the  prayer  meeting  in  the 
chapel  next  morning  at  six  o'clock.  He  rose 
at  five  o'clock  to  be  ready ;  before  six  he  was 
seized  by  Cholera,  and  was  permitted  to  enter 
the  house  of  God  no  more !  God,  however, 
'Spared  him  two  days,  during  which  he  most 
fen'ently  prayed  for  mercy ;  and  we  trust 
that  mercy  was  granted  at  this  eleventh  hour. 
In  the  most  solemn  manner  he  entreated  his 
old  friends,  who  visited  him,  to  allow  his 
untimely  fate  to  be  an  effectual  warning  to 
them.  May  they  have  wisdom  to  take  that 
warning,  'lest  a  worse  thing  come  upon 
them.'"

Th  is  is  in  our  opmioO)  a  h%bly  respect- 
able performance.  Its  subject  is  neither 
of  mere  local  importance  nor  of  ephemeral 
interest ;  but  it  obviously  entitled  to  the 
coneiderate  and  candid  attention  of  all  who 
profess  allegiaoce  to  the  *^  King  of  kingl^ 
aftd.  Lord  of  lords.*'  la  the  openbgof 
his  disoouise,  ibis  jodicious  author  adverts 
lo  the  ordinary  course  pursued  on  such 
occasions,  of  justifying  dusent  from  the 
National  Establishment,  **  as  if/*  he  re- 
marks, **  prima  facie^  there  were  a  strong 
pre&umpUon  against  the  propriety  of  de- 
cliniag  to  enter  her  pale."  llie  ground 
he  prefers  occupying,  and  which  we  think 
he  triumphantly  maintains,  is  marked  out 
in  the  following  passage :  — 

*^  There  are  two  points  of  view  in  which 
the  Established  Church  may  be  regarded. 
In  one  of  them  there  is  no  presumption  at 
aU  against  the  propriety  of  remaining  sepa- 
rate :  in  the  other,  the  presumption  is  alto- 
gether on  the  opposite  side."  p.  6. 

This  double  view  of  the  subject  is  ably 
argued  in  a  consecutive  chain  of  nervous 
and  conclusive  reasoning.  The  following 
i^  a  part  of  the  summing  up  : — • 

**  Before  we  can  hsten  to  the  proposal  to 
unite  ourselves  to  an  established  Church,  it 
roust  he  satisfactorily  proved,  that  man  may 
justly  claim  that  to  which  be  has  no  right - 
that  God  will  accept,  as  obedience  to  his  will, 
wluit  that  will  has  never  enjoined— that  the 
way  to  insure  a  voluntary  service,  is  to  force 
its  performance ;  and  that  the  most  effectual 
means  of  drawing  respect  to  a  man's  exam- 
ple, is  to  lead  him  about  in  chains.  When 
these  points  are  cleared  up,  it  will  be  time 
to  commence  the  justificalaon  of  our  dissent 
ft-om  systems  which  involve  such  gross  con- 
tradictions." p.  21. 

Our  author  has  so  dispoied  of  these 
limbs  of  his  argument  as  to  impart  to  it 
a  regularity  and  compactness  not  less  ere- 
ditable  to  his  attainments  than  inviting 
and  instructive  to  his  readers.  We  must 
make  room  for  the  last  paragraph. 

*<  Under  these  circumstances,  while  each 
party  recognises  in  the  other  the  grand  elements 
of  the  Cbistian  character,  nothing  remains,

shall  bind  us,  if  we  are  true  Christians,  in 
perfect  and  undiangeable  accord  of  judgment 
and  afisction.**  p.  83.

"  The  style  of  Bunyan  is  delightful  to  eyery 
reader,  and  invaluable,  as  a  study,  to  erery  per- 
son who  wnhes  to  obtain  a  wide  command 
over  the  English  language.  The  vocabulary 
is  the  vocabulary-  of  the  common  people. 
There  is  not  an  expression,  if  we  except  a  few 
teehnical  terms  of  theology,  which  would 
ponle  the  rudest  peasant.  We  have  ob- 
served several  pag^es  which  do  not  contain  a 
single  word  of  more  than  two  syllables.  Yet 
no  writer  has  said  more  exactly  what  he 
meant  to  say.  For  magnificence,  for  pathos, 
for  vehement  exhortation,  for  subtle  disquisi- 
tion, for  every  purpose  of  the  poet,  the  ora- 
tor, and  the  divine,  this  homely  dialect — the 
dialect  of  plain  working  men^was  perfectly 
sufficient.  There  is  no  book  in  our  literature 
on  which  we  would  so  readily  stake  the  fame 
of  the  old  unpolluted  English  language— no 
book  which  shews  so  well  how  rich  that  lan- 
guage is  in  its  own  pi-6per  wealth,  and  how 
little  it  has  been  improved  by  all  that  it  has 
borrowwl. 

"  Cowper  said,  forty  or  fifty  years  ago,  that 
he  dared  not  name  John  Bunyan  in  his  verse, 
for  fear  of  moving  a  sneer.  To  our  refined 
forefethers,  we  suppose.  Lord  Roscommon's 
Essay  on  Translated  Verse,  and  the  Duke  of 
Buckinghamslure*s  Essay  on  Poetry,  appeared 
to  be  compositions  infinitely  superior  to  the 
allegory  of  the  preaching  tinker.  We  live  in 
better  times  ;  and  we  are  not  afraid  to  say, 
that,  though  there  were  many  clever  men  in 
England  during  the  latter  half  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  there  were  only  two  great 
creative  minds.  One  of  those  minds  pro- 
duced the  Paradise  Lost,  the  other  the  Pil- 
grim's Progress*'* 


♦  And  we  Bffay  add -^  what,  perhaps,  even 
the  Reviewer  might  not  know-— that  these 
intellectual  giants,  whose  mighty  powers  thus 
raised  them  above  all  comparison,  amongst 
their  eonteinporsries,  and  secured  for  them 
the  admirat&on  of  distant  ages — those  illus- 
trious individuals— ^xt'lo'dinary  as  the  fact 
may  appear  to  minds  accustomed  to  associate 
the  idea  of  littleness  and  narrowness  with 
the  tetm~  these  were  both  Baptists.

«Iia  the  time  of  the  Plague,  anno  1665, 
he  [Baxter]  went  to  Mr.  Hampden's,  inBuck- 
inghamdiire,  and  there,  was  mourning  for  the 
desolating  stroke  which  carried  off  about  an 
hundred  thousand  persons  in  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, besides  a  proportionable  number  in  other 
parts  of  the  land. 

<*The    silenced    [Presbyterian]  ministers 
had,  till  this  time,  preached  very  privately,  and 
but  to  a  few  (not  so  much  through  timorons- 
ness,  as  in  hope  that  their  forbearance  might 
at  length  procure  them  some  liberty).     But 
when  the  Plague  grew  hot,  and  the  [Episco- 
pal] ministers  in  the  city  churches  fled,  and 
left  their  flocks  in  the  time  of  their  extremity, 
several  of  the  Nonconformists,  pitying  the  dy- 
ing and  distressed  people,  that  had  none  to 
call  the  impenitent  to  repentance,  nor  to  help 
them  to  prepare  for  another  world,  nor  to 
comfort  them  in  their  terrors,  when   about 
ten  thousand  died  in  a  week,  were  convinced 
that  no  obedience  to  the  laws  of  any  mortal 
man  whosoever,  could  justify  their  neglecting 
men^s  souls  and  bodies  in  such  extremities, 
any  more  than  they  can  justify  parents  for 
famishing  their   children   to  death.        And 
thereupon  they  resolved   to  stay  with   the 
people,  enter   the   forsaken  pulpits,    though 
prohibited,  and   give  them  what  assistance 
they  could  under  such  an  awakening  Provi- 
dence, and  also  visit  the  sick,  and  get  what 
relief  they  could  for  the  poor,  especially  such 
as  were  shut  up   [in  their  houses.*]     The 
persons  that  set  upon  this  work  were  Mr. 
Thomas  Vincent,  Mr..  Chester,  Mr.  Janeway, 
Mr.  Turner,  Mr.  Grimes,  Mr.  Franklyn,  and 
others.     Often  those  who  heard   them  one 
day  were  sick  the  next,  and  quickly  died.' 
The  fece  of  death  did  so  awaken  preachers 
and  hearers,  that  the  former- exceeded  them^ 
selves   in  lively  fervent  preaching,  and  the 
latter  heard  with  a  peculiar  ardour  and  attent 
tion.     And,   through  the  blessing  of  God| 
many  were  converted  from  their  carelessness, 
impenitence,  and  youthful  lusts  and  vanities, 
and  religion  took  that  hold  on  the  people's 
hearts,  as  could  never  afterwards  be  loosed. 
^<And    whikt    God  was  consuming   the 


*  A  red  cross,  one  foot  in  length,  was 
painted  on  the  door  of  an  infected  house,  with 
the  words,  "Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us." 
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people  bythiM  judgment,  and  the  Nimconfonn- 
uts  were  labouring  to  save  men*B  aools,  the 
Parliament,  which  sat  at  Oxford,  was  busy  in 
making  an  Act  of  Confinement,  to  make  the 
case  of  the  silenced  ministers  incomparably 
harder  than  it  was  before,  Sec. 

**  Af(er  the  ceasing  of  the  Plague  Mr.  Bax- 
ter returned  to  Acton,  on  March  Ist,  4-/    and 


found  the  church-yard  like  a  ploughed  field 
with  gravesi,  andmany  of  his  neighbours  dead, 
but  his  own  house  uninfected,  and  his  femily 
that  he  left  there,  safe.  The  number  of 
ministers  that  were  imprisoned,  fined,  or 
otherwise  afflicted  for  preaching  Christ*^ 
Gospel  all  this  time  was  very  gr^at.'^

I  OaniNATioM  OF  Rev.  C.  E.  De  Valmont. 

On  Thursday  the  8th  of  December,  1831, 
at  the  Meeting-house  at  Prcscott  Street,  the 
Rev.  C.  E.  De  Valnioot  was  ordained  to  the 
work  of  the  ministry  previous  to  his  visiting 
France  as  a  Missionary  in  connexion  with 
this  Society. 

Mr.  Steane  proposed  the  usual  questions, 
the  first  of  which  related  to  the  evidences 
which  he  believed  he  had  of  his  conversion. 

Mr.  De  Valmont — My  dear  friends,  if 
ever  there  was  a  being  who  had  reason  to 
acknowledge  that  he  had  experienced  the 
loving-kindness  of  God,  if  ever  there  was  an 
individnal  whom  God,  by  his  infinite  mercy 
and  grace,  had  more  particularly  led  forth 
on  this  scene  of  sorrow  and  of  trials,  it  is  the 
individual  who  is  now  addressing  you.  From ' 
the  earliest  days  of  my  childhood  I  have  had 
every  reason  to  acknowledge  that  God  is  in- 
deed merciful.  Few  as  my  years  have  been, 
there  is  connected  with  them  a  concatenation 
of  circumstances  which  renders  the  whole  of 
my  life  a  summary  of  evidences  that  tjlic 
spirit  of  the  Lord  is  with  me.  And  as  » 
narrative  of  some  circumstances  particularly 
connected  with  my  early  days,  and  .with  my 
first  steps  in  the  way  of  godliness,  may  not 
prove  unprofitable,  and  as  by  the  accompany- 
ing power  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  upon  us,  a 
recital  of  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  me 
may  prove  an  encouragement  to  others  to 
rely  equally  upon  our  heavenly  Father ""s  pro- 
vidential care,  I   shall  relate  a  few  things. 

I '  shall  commence  with  the  humiliating 
but  just  confession  that  I  was  born  in  sin, 
that  in  sin  I  was  brought  up,^  and  that  in 
sin  I  have  continued.  This  is,  then,; the  clii^ 
character  I  can  give  of  myssl£ 

It  was  my  lot  before  I  had  yet  seen  -the 
tenth  year  of  my  age,  to  follow  to  their  last 
dwelling  place  the  beings  whom  I  most  loved 
upon  the  earth.  I  was  then  left  alone,  and 
in  sorrow  I  stood,  and  well  I  remember  it, 
on  the  borders  of  the  grave  where  the  last 
scenes  closed  upon  my  parents.  But  a  God 
of  grace  watched  over  me,  and  the  hand  of 
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4rainanit]r  wa«  toon  cfxtended  to  me.  In 
•peakii^  of  my  parents,  I  yet  dedre  to  epeak 
of  them  with  that  reverence  which  becometh 
a  child.  I  loved  them,  they  deservai  it ;  and 
often  since  when  I  have  stood  upon  that  spot, 
to  me  so  sacred,  under  which  they  are  wait- 
ing for  their  resurrection,  n^  spirit  has 
always  whispered,  '*  Rest  ye  in  peace.** 

Thus  left  an  orphan,  without  a  single  finend 
■fm  earth,  a  poor  cottager  in  whose  neighbour- 
hood my  parents  had  resided,  took  me  and 
•intrusted  to  nie  the  confidential  situation  of 
herdii^  three  of  his   cows.     Whilst  thus  oc- 
cn[ned  I  often  used  to  read  my  Bible,  though 
I  undtfstood  nothing  of  it,   and  whilst  one 
4ay  reading,  a  gentleman  ef  considerable  for- 
tune passed  by,  and  on  inquiring  what  hook 
I  was  reading,  and  receiving  for  answer,  that 
it  was  the  Bible,  asked  me  if  I  had  no  better 
book  to  rud  \  So  you  may  at  once  jndgeof  the 
character  of  the  individual.    I  toM  him  that  I 
was  fond  of  reading,  upon  which,  after  some 
farther  inquiries,  he  invited  me  to  stay  with 
him.  On  a  consultation  with  the  person  under 
whose  care  I  was,   I   consented.     My  occu- 
pation there  was  no  less  humble  than  it  had 
been  before.      I  had    to  watch  the  iires  in 
several  rooms  in  the  evenings.    One  evening, 
whilst  so  employed,  I  felt  exceedingly  drowsy, 
tbnt  fearing  lest  some- of  the  lighted  fuel  might 
M  out  and  set  the  house  on  fire,  I  endea- 
voared  to  drive  away  my  drowsiness  by  run- 
ning from  one  room  to  another.     On  passing 
through  one  of  the  rooms,  I  looked  on  two 
hook-cases,  the  books  in  which  I  had  been 
strictly  forbidden  to  touch,  but  the  tempta- 
tion  was  so  strong  that  I  yielded.     I  opened 
the  door   of  one  of  the  cases,  kn<yiring  that 
I  was  doing  wrong,  and  laid  iny  hand  on  a 
small  volnme :    1    took  it  to  the  fire  place 
where  I  generally  sat,  and  opened  it  with  a 
great  ded   of  curiosity.     It  was  a  very  old 
fiushioned  printed  bode,  the  title  of  it  was 
**  The  Short  and  invaluable  Time  of  Grace.** 
I  read  it,  and  after  having  read  a  few  pages, 
the  impression  that  fixed  itself  on  my  mind 
was,  tlutt  God  was  a  holy  and  a  just  God, 
and  that  if  man  was  to  come  to  Him,*  he 
must  be  made  holy  and  just,  that  is,  to  be 


brought  home  to  vpy  niind,  that  time  being 
uncertain,  if  it  should  please  the  Lord  to  cidl 
me  away,  as  I  had  seen  my  parents  depart, 
I  must  inevitably  be  lost,  since  the  law  says, 
"  Every  soul  that  sinneth  shall  die.**     The 
question,  What  was  I  to  do  in  order  to  please 
God  ?  came  before  me.     Taking  my  church 
catechism,  which  I  always  had  at  hand,  I 
read  over  the   commandments,  and  in  the 
Swedish  church  catediism,   at  the  close  of 
the  commandments,  it  is  written,  **  Do  this, 
and  thou  shalt  live.**     This,  for  a  moment, 
gave  me  some  hope  ;  bat  it  was  of  a  very 
short  duration,  for,  on  examining  tht  very  first 
commandment,  I  found  that  I  had  neither 
known  God  nor  loved  him,  and  that,  con- 
sequently, by  the  fulfilment  of  the  command- 
ments I  could  not  be  aaved. 

At  that  time  I  should  most  certainly  have 
become  a  victim  to  despair  had  not  merey 
interposed,  for  on  again  taking  my  boek,  t 
read  that  '^by  the  law  is  the  knowledge  of 
sin.**  The  object  of  the  law  then,  I  found, 
was  only  to  make  us  know  our  sinfulness 
and  our  utter  inability  to  fulfil  it.  It  was 
given  to  remove  all  reliance  on  ^mrselves. 
But  who  could  save  me?  and  how  could  the 
sin  of  which  I  felt  myself  guilty  be  removed 
and  pardoned  ?  These  things  were  mysteries 
to  me ;  I  met  with  a  passage  4hat  ^*  Christ 
came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners/*  a  train 
of  passages  describing  who  that  Christ  was, 
the  completeness  of  the  atonement  which  he 
had  wrought  in  fireely  giving  himself  a  sacrl- 
(fice  for  sin,  the  power  of  his  precious  blood 
shed  on  the  cross  to  wash  away  all  guilt, 
the  righteousness  imputed  to  them  who  are 
led  by  grace  to  believe  in  him,  the  declara- 
tion that  all  power  waa  given  unto  him,  that 
he  was  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life,  were 
so  clearly  stated,  and  so  plainly  compre- 
hended by  me,  that  my  heart  was  all  at  once 
filled  with  unspeakable  joy.  In  fact,  so  great 
was  my  joy  in  seeing  that  there  was  some 
hope  of  my  salvation  in  Christ,  that  I  was 
obliged  to  lay  by  the  book  for  a  moment,  f. 
felt,  in  meditating  on  the  great  sa<aifice 
which  Christ  had  made  of  himself,  that  id- 
ready  I  loved  himl     It  came  at  once,  and  2 


rccaved  fuUy  into   favour.      So   I    under-    loved  him  so  that  I  could  not  help  weeping. 


stood  it.  The  commandment  says,  '*  Be  ye 
holy  even  as  I  am  holy,**  and  so  it  was  stated 
there.  On  examining  further  the  nature  of 
that  holiness,  I  found  that  it  was  dtogether 
incompatible  with  the  character  of  man  in 
his  natural  state;  fur  he  was  described  as 
by  nature  altogether  filthy  and  abominable, 
being,  as  the  apostle  says,  "  filled  with  all 
unrighteousness.  *' 

It  was  not  long  before  I  ftilly  perceived  that 
my  own  character  was  traced  in  these  few 
words;     the    conviction    was    immediately

But  on  opening  my  book  again,  I  eould  not 
find  what  I  yet  wanted,  a  fiiller  description  of 
Christ.  By  notes  I  was  referred  to  certain 
passages  of  the  Bible,  and  there  I  read  of  the 
sufferings  of  the  Lord.  It  came  to  my  min(^ 
Might  this  be  the  same  Jesus  Christ  of  whom 
I  had  read  before  in  the  Bible,  and  why  did 
I  never  feel  such  attractions  there  ?  I  referred 
to  the  passages  to  which  I  had  been  directed^ 
and  found  that  he  was  the  very  same :  I  then 
read  of  the  cruel  manner  in  which  he  had 
been  treated  by  his  enemies,  his  4Bcourgin|^ 
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th*  placing  the  crown  of  thomi  on  bk 
head,  the  piercing  of  his  handt  and  his  sid^ 
the  nailing  him  to  the  cross,  and  all  the  other 
agonies  which  he  was  obliged  to  endure,  ancf 
being  naturally'  of  a  tender  disposition,  I 
could  not  refrain  from  tears  whilst  I  was 
reading,  and  felt  indignant  at  those  monsters 
who  had  treated  Christ  in  that  manner. 

I  had  never  yet  prayed,  but  when  I  came 
to  the  passage  where  it  was  stated  that  in 
the  midst  of  his  agonies  the  Lord  prayed  for 
his  enemies;  I  fell  at  once  on  my  knees 
under  the  influence  of  a  power  which  I  can- 
not describe,  and  I  prayed  in  all  sincerity  to 
the  Lord  Jesus,  that  as  he  prayed  to  the 
Father  to  forgive  them,  he  also  would  foi^ve 
me.  It  was  my  first  prayer  and  it  was 
heard.  Oh  !  how  I  now  b^an  to  love  Christ, 
and  every  attempt  at  addressing  him  in 
prayer  increased  my  attachment ;  at  the  same 
time  I  was  very  mueh  troubled.  The  quss* 
tion  arose  within  me.  Did  that  Saviour 
know  me,  or  could  he  love  me,  if  he  knew 
me  ?  I  immediately  thought  of  my  sins ;  every 
act  of  diK>bedience  to  my  parents  stood  before 
me.  I  considered  myself  much  more  wicked 
than  any  other  child  of  my  age.  Overpow- 
ered by  a  secret  sorrow  I  continued  to  weep. 
Those  tears  were  answers  to  my  prayers.  It 
was,  in  fact,  repentance ;  the  first  blossom  that 
budded  in  the  soil  of  infimt  piety.  There 
was  a  pleasure  even  in  those  tears.  What 
would  I  not  have  given  fi)r  a  friend  to  tell 
me  that  Christ  saw  me,  that  Christ  knew 
me,  or  that  Christ  loved  me.  I  had  none,  I 
was  friendless.  There  was  none  to  whom 
I  could  address  myself  upon  the  subject; 
none  who  could  give  me  consolation  or  relie£ 

The  next  day  I  could  not  resut  the  desire 
I  felt  to  call  on  the  minister  of  the  church 
near  the  place  where  I  lived.  I  thought, 
iurelyy  there  I  shall  obtain  some  infi>rmation 
with  regard  to  the  Lord ;  I  therefi)re  went, 
and  described  to  him  what  had  occurred  to 
me  in  the  evening  before.  By  a.  mind  filled 
with  the  love  of  Christ,  such  a  visitor  as  I 
then  was,  ought  certainly  to  have  been  wel- 
comed; but  such  was  not  the  case,  the 
minister  did  not  feel  the  same  interest  in  the 
subject  that  I  did.  When  I  related  to  him 
what  I  have  now  stated  to  you,  he  said, 
"  Poo,  poo,  boy,  nonsense,  foolishness,  child- 
ish imaginations,  extravagances,  get  away 
with  you,  -do  not  trouble  me  with  your 
pratings.**  That  was  the  Christian  instruc- 
tion I  received  fr^m  the  spiritual  guide  id 
the  quarter  where  I  lived. 

I  left  him,  and  Satan  tried  every  thing  in 
his  power  to  persuade  me  that  I  was  wrong, 
and  that  the  minister  was  right ;  that  it  was 
all  nonsense  ;  and  I  thought  I  had  been  acting 
very  foolishly  in  thus  exposing  myself  to  be- 


come an  object  of  ridicule  in  his  eyes.  How- 
ever, the  Lordy  by  his  Holy  Spirit,  did  not 
suffer  Satan  to  gain  the  victory.  I  felt  that 
there  mnsfr  be  something  in  it,  and  I  bnged 
for  the  evening  when  I  could  again  have  re- 
course to  my  book.  The  day  was  a  day  of 
mental  agony;  at  lengdi  the  evening  came— 
the  happy  hour  arrived,  when  in  secret  I 
could  again  commune  with  the  Father  and 
with  his  Son  Jesus. 

My  joy  was  exceedingly  great  when  again 
I  opened  those  sacred  pages,  imd  those  precious 
words  occurred  to  me,  **  Whosoever  cometh 
unto  Him  he  will  in  nowise  cast  out  *,'*  I  was 
at  once  encouraged,  instead  of  going  and 
seeking  confolation  from  the  minister,  of 
whom  I  have  spoken,  to  seek  it  directly  from 
Christ  himself.  Yet  I  thought  the  word 
must  relate  undoubtedly  to  some  who  know 
a  great  deal  of  him.  Perhaps,  it  is  only  the 
old  people  that  can  come  to  him.  There  is, 
perhaps,  no  way  for  a  child :  the  book  even 
supplied  an  answer  to  this,  it  referred  to 
different  characters  that  might  come  to  him, 
and  amongst  others,  "  Suffer  little  children 
to  come  unto  me  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;"  and  this 
was  the  very  invitation  I  stood  in  need  of. 
I  intreated  most  earnestly  the  blessed  Jesns 
not  to  cast  me  out  because  I  had  no  friends 
to  bring  me  to  him,  and  more  especially  not 
to  cast  me  out  on  account  of  my  sins.  I  did 
not  dare  at  that  time  to  ask  of  him  to  be- 
come one  cf  his  kingdom.  Such  a  thing  I 
considered  too  much,  too  great  for  me ;  I 
prayed  to  him  and  I  told  him  in  secret  that 
I  would  desire  nothing  more  than  only  to  be 
loved  a  little.  I  should  be  quite  satisfied  if 
he  only  would  now  and  then  think  of  tot ; 
and  when  again  I  was  referred  to  the  cir- 
cumstance that  refers  to  Christ  praying  to 
the  Father  for  his  redeemed,  I  requested  himi 
most  earnestly,  while  he  was  thus  praying  to 
the  Father,  to  put  in  a  little  word  for  me, 
that  the  Father  might,  out  of  love  to  him* 
forgive  me  my  sins;  being  assured  that  the 
Father  would  rather  hear  him  than  me. 
The  more  I  prayed,  the  more  distinctly  I 
thought  I  could  see  Christ  before  me,  ai|d 
the  more  I  saw  Christ  in  my  childish  ima- 
gination, the  more  he  appeared  k»vely,  alto- 
gether lovely.  .       .. 

I  have  since  that  time  fiiUy  experiencea 
that  nothing  can  separate  us  from  the  love 
of  God  which  is  in  Christ,  if  that  lo^«  J? 
once  been  implanted  in  the  heart  by  Gods 
Holy  Spirit.  I  was  born  again.  Nay,  * 
was  saved ;  stiU  I  knew  it  not.  My  Hfe  n«^ 
became  a  life  of  prayer.  It  constituted  my 
daily  delight.  The  more  I  prayed  the  more 
I  became  aware  of  my  sinfulness.  It  was  »» 
my  experience.  .  Whenever  I  forgot  Christ 
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laumed;  and  again,  wlieiievev  I  thought  of 
Christ  and  prayed  to  him  to  rereal  himself 
unto  me  I  avoided  it.  In  the  same  manner 
my  Saviour  has  always  since  fully  proved 
himself  to  me  to  be  <*  the  same  yesterday, 
to  day,  and  for  ever.'* 

These  things  have  I  realised  since  my 
childhood,  maturer  age  taught  me  to  term 
tht  realization  of  that  knowledge,  iaith,  and 
experience  has  irresistibly  exhibited  it  unto 
me  as  the  free  gift  of  God.  Thus,  without 
going  any  further  into  the  history  of  my  life, 
which  time  will  not  allow,  I  trust  I  have  in 
%  few  words  given  you  evidence  that  my 
heart  has  been  bom  again,  and  that  by  feith 
I  am  united  onto  Christ  and  one  with  him. 

Mr.  De  Valmont  was  then  asked  re« 
qwcting  his  views  of  divine  truth,  and  re- 
plied in  a  satiafiictory  manner.  But  it  is 
<leemed  unnecessary  to  insert  his  answer  since 
it  would  be  found  to  exhibit  only  such  views 
of  the  method  of  salvation,  and  of  the  doc- 
trines and  precepts  of  the  Gospel,  as  are  held 
in  common  by  our  denomination. 

The  third  question  related  to  the  motives 
by  which  he  was  actuated  in  preferrii^  to 
eserdse  his  ministry  abroad. 

Mr,  2>c  VcUmont^l  have  been  for  some 
time  in  this  coantry,  which  I  love,  and  I  have 
travelled  in  several  directions,  and  wherever 
I  have  come  I  have  seen  a  sanctuary  erected 
to  the  God  of  grace.  There  is  scarcely  a 
street  in  this  metropolis,  and  in  the  larger 
places  of  England,  but  where  you  will  see  a 
chapel  or  a  church  in  the  public  highways ; 
ia  the  roads  throughout  the  country  the 
Gospdi  is  sounded  every  where ;  and  what 
covU  my  weak  and  feeble  voice  do  here, 
when  there  are  so  many  men  gifted  with 
talents  a  hundred  times  superior  to  mine. 
But  when  I  know,  on  the  other  side  of  the 
▼ater,  where  millions  and  millions  of  aonls 
an  perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge,  there  is 
no  one  to  tell  them  about  Christ,  that  they 
may  obtain  foiigiveness  and  be  numbered 
among  them  that  are  sanctified  by  faith  in 
Christ  Jesus ;  and  when,  besides,  having  the 
love  of  souls  in  my  heart,  how  can  I  rest 
contented  or  happy  till  the  Lord  has  sent  me 
to  places  where  I  can  speak  out  of  the  fulness 
of  my  heart  ?  When  I  have  fielt  unspeakable 
joy,  why  should  I  not  desire  to  conamunicate 
that  same  joy  to  others  ?  When  I  feel  secure 
in  my  salvation,  and,  to  the  praise  and  glory 
of  God,  I  make  the  acknowledgment,  must 
I  not  earnestly  long  to  have  an  opportunity 
also  of  causing  others  to  stand  on  an  equally 
"m«  ground,  to  place  their  feet  on  that  Rock 
of  ^es,  to  cfing  to  Ghrist  casting  the 
mchor  of  their  hopes  within  the  veil. 

My  friends,  I  could  not  rest— I  cannot  tell 
you  why  or  how,  but  I  could  not  rest  with- 


out preaching.  I  have  teen  here  oofy  a  ihort 
time,  and  I  trust  during  that  time  I  have  not 
been  inactive :  whenever  I  have  had  an  op- 
portunity I  have  spoken  of  Christ.  He  is 
the  dearest  friend  I  have,  I  love  him,  and 
therefore  whenever  I  meet  with  individualsy 
I  like  to  talk  of  Him  whom  my  soul  loveth. 
But  more  especially  do  I  desire  to  go  abroad 
where  that  same  friend  is  not  known.  Oh ! 
I  could  wish  to  go  even  to  the  most  distant 
part  of  the  globe,  and  there  to  speak  of  the 
love  of  Jesus! 

I  am  now  by  your  Society,  a  Society  which 
I  hope  and  truat  may  increase,  and  whose 
labours  may  be  abundantly  blessed,  appointed 
as  an  agent  to  go,  not  to  the  heathens  but  to 
the  very  country  of  my  fathers,  and  there  to 
speak  to  them  of  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
Christ.  France,  the  country  to  which  I  am 
about  to  go,  is  known  in  the  world  as  a  Chris- 
tian country.  There  are,  I  am  glad  to  say  it, 
many  dear  children  of  Christ  in  that  country ; 
yet  they  are  few  in  proportion  to  the  popu- 
lation; and,  oh!  how  happy  shall  I  be 
if  the  Lonl  Ucss  my  labours.  Oh,  my  friends, 
let  me  therefore  entreat  you,  it  may  be  the 
last  time  we  shall  see  each  other  on  earth ; 
let  me  entreat  you,  if  you  take  an  interest  in 
Miasionavy  labours,  if  you  consider  it  indeed 
as  a  work  of  importance  and  a  work  of  love, 
not  only  to  contribute  the  pecuniar)'  means 
that  may  be  in  the  power  of  some,  but  to 
contribute  the  means  that  are  always  in  the 
power  of  rich  or  poor,  high  or  low — your 
prayers.  Your  prayers  will  do  a  great  deal 
more  than  your  money :  be  assured  souls  are 
never  purchased  by  money,  but  souls  are 
always  obtained  by  prayers;  and  if  yon 
should  fieel  an  inclination  to  wish  me  success 
in  the  labours  on  which  I  am  embarking,  it 
depends  upon  yourselves  to  secure  that  suc- 
cess, and  to  have  the  joy  of  hearing  in  such 
a  place,  the  Lord  blessed  him — ^in  such  a 
place,  the  Lord  blessed  him.  There  he  has 
been,  by  the  rich  grace  of  God,  the  instrument 
of  bringing  home,  perhaps,  one,  two,  three, 
or  more  souls. 

Remember,  though  a  soul  cannot  be  pur- 
chased with  all  the  treasures  of  the  worlds 
yet  millions  con  be  purchased  by  prayer. 
Oh !  therefore,  never  enter  within  your  sanc- 
tuaries, let  me  entreat  you,  without  praying 
for  the  extension  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 
If  you  are  members  of  it  pray  for  it  earnestly, 
oh,  pray  earnestly — pray  for  all  Missionaries 
abroad ;  and  when '  you  pray  for  them,  pray 
for  me.  It  will  strengthen  me,  it  will  ren- 
der me  much  more  bold,  much  more  zealous, 
much  more  active.  There  is  a  great  deal  to 
struggle  with.  Although  France  is  consi- 
dered a  very  civilized  country,  yet  there  are 
a  great  many  strong  holds  where  superstition 
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iod  ignorance  ragn  ;  a  gfe&t  many  emiBsa^ 
ries  of  the  enemy  to  religion  Mattered  over 
it,  who  will  every  where  oppose  the  progress 
of  the  knowledge  of  Christ.  By  yonr  prayers, 
my  friends,  we  may  live  to  see  the  standard 
•f  the  cross  erected,  and  I  may  live  to  see 
many  enemies  of  Christ  and  of  true  religion 
iM'ought  into  a  state  of  reconciliation  and 
peace  with  God  through  his  beloved  Son. 
What  a  gladdening  report  will  this  be  to 
send  home?  Oh!  pray  then  that  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Lord  may  oover  the  earth  as  the 

aters  cover  the  deep.

REPORT 

Of  the  Committer  of  Dqnttitt  of  the  Pro- 
tettant  Dissenters  to  the  General  Meet" 
ing,  December  16,  1831. 

Your  Committee  have  the  pleasnre  to  state, 
that  during  the  past  year  their  protection  has 
been  claimed  only  in  one  instance,  where  a 
trustee  of  a  congregation  in  the  country  has 
been  complained  of  for  withholding  title  deeds 
and  money,  forming  part  of  the  endowment 
of  a  chapeL  Your  Committee  have  caused 
an  investigation  to  be  made  into  the  oircum* 
stances,  in  the  hope  that  an  amicable  adjust- 
ment  will  be  effiected* 

Pursuant. to  the  arrangement  referred  to  in 
the  Report  of  your  Committee  last  year,  rela- 
tive to  the  marriage  law,  they  have  held 
aefveral  meetings  with  deputations  from  the 
Protestant  Society,  and  the  Fnitarian  Asso- 
ciation upon  this  important  subject ;  but  it 
is  considered  most  prudent  still  to  delay  bring- 
ing forward  any  specific  measure,  occupied 
as  the  Government  and  Parliament  of  the 
country  are  with  momentous  aff^urs,  some  of 
m'hich  directly  bear  upon  the  proposed  alter- 
ations in  the  marriage  law,  and  the  regis- 
tration of  births  and  burials. 

Your  Committee  refer,  with  much  satis- 
ihction,  to.  the  petitions  presented  from  this 
deputation  to  the  House  of  Commons  in 
February  last,  for  the  removal  of  all  civil 
disalniities  affecting  the  Jews,  as  an  evidence 
that  this  deputation  is  stiil  the  strenuous  and 
consistent  advocate  for  civil  and  religious 
liberty. 

Your  Committee  would  draw  your  atten- 
tion, in  the  last  place,  to  a  circumstance, 
which'  can  hardly  fail  to  prove  peculiarly 
gratifying  toevery  member  of  this  deputation 
in  particular,  and  to  Dissenters  generally ;  as 
affording  an  opportunity  of  rend<>ring  some 
letnm  to  a  nobleman,  for  whose  services  on 
t&eir  behalf,  Protestant  Dissenters  caa  never 
fed  too  grateful. 


At  the  election  which  imni«<fiately  toC* 
lowed  the  dissolution  of  Parliament,  in  the 
m<mth  of  March  last,  the  tried  friend  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty.  Lord  John  Russell,  was- 
propoeed  as  a  candidate  for  the  large  and  im- 
portant county  of  Devon.     Your  Committee 
having  tak^en  into  consideration  the  propriety 
of  caUing  a  general  meeting  of  Dissenters,  for 
tjie  purpose  of  promoting  his  Lordship's  re- 
turn, were  at  first  apprehensive  that  their  in-' 
terference  would  prove  rather  injurious  than 
beneficial   to  his  Lordship;  but    it    having 
been  intimated,   from  an  authentic   source, 
that  the  co-operation  of  the  general  body  of 
Dissenters,  in  promoting  the  return  of  Lord 
John   Russell,  was    highly  expedient,   your 
Committee  no  longer  hesitated  to  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Deputies,  which  was  accordingly 
held,  and  resolutions  were  passed  lezpreesivt 
of  A  determination  to  promote  the  election  of 
Lord  John  Russell,  by  a  subscription  towiurds 
defraying  his  lordship^s  expenses,  and  by  any  - 
other  measures  which  might  appear  to  your 
Committee  desirable  fer  effecting  that  ol^ect. 
A  subscription  was  accordingly  set  on  foot, 
which  the  Deputies  commenced  with  the  sum 
of  £500.     This  was  immediately    followed 
by  a  handsome  subscription  from  the  Protes- 
tant Society,  and  numaous  others  from  pri- 
rate  individuals. 

Measures  were  adopted  for  making  public 
tiie  resolution  of  this  deputation ;  uid  your 
Committee  have  the  satisfaction  to  know, 
tiiat  the  Committee  of  Lord  John  RusseH 
attribute  the  absence  of  opposition  to  his 
Lordship^s  return  mainly  to  the  prompt  and 
spirited  manner  in  which  Protestant  dissen- 
ters came  forward  in  his  Lordship's  cause. 

It  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  the  depu- 
tation, that  the  foUowing  acknowledgment 
was  publicly  made  by  Lord  John  Russell 
after  his  return : — 

**  The  Protestant  dissenters  are  always 
"  so  willing  to  aid  the  cause  of  their 
«  country,  that  I  am  not  surprised,  al- 
«  though  deeply  afiected,  by  your  eagerness 
"  to  assist  Lord  Ebrington  and  myself 
«  against  the  adversaries  of  Reform  and  of 
"  the  existing  Government. 

<*  Your  prompt  liberality  has  helped  to 
*^  prevent  the  struggle  which  it  was  in- 
*'  tended  to  sustain  $  and  the  field  being 
**  abandoned  by  the  enemy,  it  only  remains 
**  for  me  to  record  your  patriotism  and 
«  my  gratitude.  <<  I  remain,  &c.

The  return  of  Lord  John  RusseU  for  De- 
vonshire was  effected  at  the  small  expense  of 
about  ;£S50. ;  the  whole  of  which  has  been 
defrayed  out  of  the  fund  raised  at  the  instance 
of  this  deputation.

Though  all  religioas  -  teachers,  not 
clergymen  of  the  established  Church>  must 
have  a  licence  from  the  secretary  of  state,

I  Confidently  an- 
ticipate your  concurrence  in  this  opinion, 
that  much  as  the  extension  of  that  church 
of  which  we  both  are  members,  is  to  be  de- 
sired, the  prapaffotion  of  Christian  know- 
ledge,  under  any  form  of  church  govern- 
ment, or  with  whatever  infusion  of  error  in 
subordinate  questions,  is  incomparably  to  be

gold :  Ibey  would  be  worthy  of  behig 
placed  on  every  bench  of  judicature,  on 
the  doors  of  our  senate  houses,  and  even 
on  the  steps  of  the  throne. 

"  I  must  not  (says  his  Loidship) 
pass  over,  without  notice,  an  argument 
adduced  in  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  Mr. 
Irving,  the  member  for  Bramber,  who  pro- 
fesses to  act  as  the  agent  for  some  persons 
in  Mauritius.  He  maintains^ that  the  pro- 
posed codes  will  virtually  emancipate  the 
slaves  in  the  British  colonies,  and  thus  sti- 
mulate the  foreign  skve  trade  :  so  that  in 
attempting  to  do  good,  the  government  will 
in  reality  be  producing  the  most  serious  evil. 
Where  the  inference  is  so  mani&stly  un- 
tenable, I  cannot  think  it  worth  while  to 
debats  the  premises.  If  neither  the  state  nor 
individuals  are  to  do  justice,  without  an  ab- 
solute certaint)-  as  to  the  possible  consequences 
which  are  beyond  their  own  control,  the  great 
rule  of  right  is  at  an  end,  and  every  one  may 
plead  the  probable  injustice  of  another  in 
defence  of  his  own  deliberate  wrong-doing.

At  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  3000  prise 
negroes  have  received  their  freedom,  400  in 
one  day ;  not  the  least  difficulty  or  disorder 
occurred : — servants  foiind  masters, — masters 
hired  servants:  all  gained  homes,  and  at 
night  scarcely  an  idler  was  to  be  seen.  In 
the  hist  month,  150  were  liberated  under 
precisely  the  same  circumstances,  and  with 
tbe  same  result.** 

The  Editor  of  the  South  Afi-ican  Com- 
mercial Intelligencer,  of  the  9th  of  February, 
1831,  from  which  the  above  gratifying  intel- 
ligence is  extracted,  says,— "These  facts  are 
within  our  own  observation ; .  and  to  state 
that  sudden  and  abrupt  emancipation  would 
create  disorder  and  distress  to  those  you  mean 
to  serve,  is  not  reason,  but  the  plea  of  any  and 
all  men  who  are  adverse  to  emancipation.

JAMAICA. 

'*  One  of  the  first  fruits  of  the  recent 
emancipation  of  the  free  blacks  and  coloured 
inhabitants  of  Jamaica,  from  the  civil  and 
political  disabilities  under  which  they  had 
groaned  so  long,  has  been  the  return  on  the 
occurrence  of  two  vacancies  in  the  House  of 
Awembly,  of  two  gentlemen  of  colour,  namely, 
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Mr.  Price  Watkii,  a  bankter,  fbr  the  dtf  of 
Kingston,  and  Mr.  Manderwn,  for  the  popu- 
lous and  wealthy  parish  of  St.  James.  The 
first  vote  given  by  Mr.  Watkis  was  in  sup- 
port of  an  unsuccessful  motion  to  adopt  a 
compulsory  manumission  law  for  that  island. 
He  stood  in  a  small  minority,  it  is  true,  but 
the  battle  of  freedom  has  been  commenced  in 
the  very  strongest  hold  of  slavery ;  and  its 
final  triumph  cannot  be  doubted.**

ADDRESS  OP  THX  LONDON  AUXILIARY  TO 
THE  BAPTIST  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 
FOR    SCOTLAND.      ' 

This  Institution  has  been  in  existence  for 
several  years,  and  has  now  nineteen  mission- 
aries, who  are  laboriously  engaged  in  making 
known  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation  in  the 
Gaelic  language  to  their  ignorant  and  perish- 
ing countrymen.  The  extreme  destitution 
of  the  means  of  spiritual  instruction  which 
prevails  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  High- 
lands and  Islands  of  Scotland  is  truly  affect- 
ing, and  were  their  real  condition  and  circum- 
stances better  known,  it  is  hoped  that  a  deep 
feeling  of  commiseration  would  be  excited  in 
Christians  in  general,  and  proportionate  efforts 
be  put  forth  to  emancipate  them  from  the 
bondage  of  sin  and  darkness  with  which  they 
are  at  present  oppressed. 

The  thinness  of  the  population,  iheir  great 
poverty,  the  want  of  means  of  general  edu- 
cation, the  difficulty  of  travelling  from  one 
place  to  another,  arising  from  deep  lakes  and 
arms  of  the  sea,  all  unite  in  keeping  the 
people  in  a  deplorable  state  of  moral  and  spi- 
ritual degradation. 

Some  of  the  parishes  extend  from  forty  to 
sixty  miles  in  length,  and  thirty  in  breadth, 
these,  with  but  few  exceptions,  have  only  one 
parish  kirk  (church),  and  even  here,  in  too 
many  cases, 

"  The  hungry  sheep  look  up  but  are  not  fed :" 
a  cold  and  dry  morality  being  the  mise- 
rable substitute  for  *<  the  glorious  Gospel 
of  the  blessed  God.**  Surely  the  emphatic 
words  of  the  Saviour,  "  Go  ye  into  bX\  the 
world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature,"  are  peculiarly  applicable  to  a 
people  circumstanced  as  are  these  n^lected 
sons  of  Caledonia.  Their  case  can  be  met 
only  by  the  itinerant  preacher  of  the  Gospel 
who  carries  the  message  of  mercy  to  their  very 
doors,  and  "speaks  to  them  in  their  own 
tongue  the  wonderful  works  of  God.***  The 
agents  of  the  Highland  Mission  are  truly 
labourers*  In  order  to  communicata  religious 


*  In  the  Highlands  and  Islands  the  Gaelic 
language  is  almost  exclusively  spoken  by  up- 
wards of  200,000  people. 
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inatniction  evidently,  they  must  travel  on 
foot  many  a  weary  mile,  endure  the  severity 
of  mountain  toils,  and  encounter  the  danger 
of  crossing  the  lochs,  and  boisterous  sounds 
of  the  Atlantic  to  the  different  islands.  Fre- 
quently are  they  in  perils  of  waters,  in  perils 
of  their  own  countrymen,  in  weariness  and 
painfulneas,  in  hunger  and  thirst.  In  this, 
however,  they  are  not  discouraged,  but  find 
their  reward  in  their  work,  for  the  glorified 
Head  of  the  church  has  not  left  them  to 
labour  in  vain,  nor  spend  their  strength  for 
nought,  but  by  their  instrumentality  is 
making  a  "  people  willing  in  the  day  of  his 
power.**  New  and  interesting  fields  of  useful- 
ness, which  the  limited  income  of  the  Society 
alone  render  it  impassible  to  cultivate,  are 
continually  presenting  themselves.  The  har- 
vest truly  is  great,  but  the  labourers  are  kw, 
nor  does  the  Sodety  at  present  possess  the 
means  of  adding  to  their  number.  An  earnest 
and  aflfectionate  appeal  is  therefore  made  to 
all  "  who  have  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gra*- 
dous,**  to  assist  this  interesting  cause,  and  by 
their  prayers  and  contributions  to  com^  for- 
ward, **  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty.**

ORDINATION. 

BIRDBUSH,  WILTSHIRE. 

On  Wednesday,  October  12,  1831,  the 
Rev.  Ebenezer  Temple,  late  of  London,  and 
nephew  of  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Shepherd,  of 
Ranelagh  Chapel,  Chelsea,  was  ordained  pas- 
tor of  the  Independent  Church  at  Birdbush, 
Wilts.  In  the  morning  the  Rev.  W.  Powell 
read  the  Scriptures  and  prayed  ;  Rev.  R- 
Collins  also  prayed.  Rev.  T.  Durant,  of 
Poole,  delivered  an  admirable  introduc- 
tory discourse  on  the  nature  of  church  go- 
vernment ;  the  Rev.  T.  Evans,  of  Shaft*- 
bury,  asked  the  usual  questions,  and  received 
Mr.  Temple's  confession  of  fsiith.  Rev.  !• 
Hyatt,  of  Wilton,  offered  the  ordination 
prayer,  acconipanied  with  imposition  of 
hands.  The  Rev.  Alexander  Fletcher,  of 
Finsbury  Chapel,  London,  delivered  an 
afiectionate  Charge  ;  and  Rev.  S.  Little,  of 
Mere,  concluded  with  prayer. 

In  the  evening  the  congregation  re- 
assembled. The  Rev.  W.  Richards,  of  Mu- 
born  Pore,  ofiered  up  prayer;  the  Rev.  L  ^ 
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Goody  of  Salubnrfy  preodied  to  the  people 
on  the  daty  of  their  shewing^  **  Uie  proof  of 
their  love'^  ^to  their  miniiter,  from  8  Cor. 
▼ill.  24 ;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bailey,  of  Cripple- 
stile,  concluded  the  solemnities  of  the  day 
by  prayer.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Standerwick, 
of  Dalverton  ;  Best,  of  Forent,  &c.,  took 
part  in  the  services. 

The  circumstance  of  there  having  been  no 
ordination  at  Birdbush,  for  nearly  thirty 
years,  since  the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
M'Gibbon,  excited  considerable  interest;  so 
that,  notwithstanding  the  unfiivnarable  state 
of  the  weather,  the  attendance  was  overflow- 
ing. The  labours  of  Mr.  Temple  have  proved 
highly  acceptable  to  the  neighbourhood  ;  and 
the  prospect  of  comfort  and  great  usefulness,  is 
highly  delightfiiL  The  Ordination  Service 
has  been  published  by  the  consent  of  the 
ministers  who  sustained  the  prominent  parts 
on  the  occasion. 

It  may  not  be  either  uninteresting  or  un- 
profitable to  extract  from  Calamy*B  Noncon- 
formist Memorial,  the  remarkable,  and  almost 
romantic,    origin  of  this  venerable  church, 
the    first    congregational    church   in     the 
county.       It    is    as    follows  :      **  Not   long 
tfter  the  year  1 668,  Mr.  Grove,  a  gentleman 
of  great   opulence,    whose  seat    was    near 
Birdbush,  upon  his  wife's  lying  dangerously 
ill,  sent    to    the    parish   minister    to   pray 
with  her.     When  the  message  came,  he  was 
JQSt  going  out   with  the  hounds,  and  sent 
word  h%  would  come  when  the  hunt  was  over. 
At  Mr.  Grove's  expressing  much  resentment 
against  the  minister  for  choosiog  rather  to 
follow  his   diversions  than  attend  his  wife, 
under  the  circumstances  in  which  she  lay, 
one  of  the  servants  said,  *  Sir,  our  shepherd, 
if  yon  win  send  for  him,  can  pray  very  well ; 
we  have  often  heard  him  at  prayer  in  the 
field.*     Upon  this  he  was  immediately  sent 
for,  and  Mr.  Grove  asking  him,  whether  he  ever 
<lid,  or  could,  pray?  the  shepherd  fixed  his 
eyes  upon  him,  and  with  peculiar  seriousness 
in  his  countenance,  replied,  <  God  forbid,  sir, 
I  aboold  live  one;day  without  prayer. '  Here- 
upon he  was  desired  to  pray  with  the  sick 
lady,  which  he  did  so  pertinently  to  her  case, 
wi^  such  fluency  and  fervency  of  devotion, 
IS  greatly  to  astonish  the  husband  and  all 
^  femily  who  were  present.     When  they 
arose  from  their  knees,  the  gentleman  address- 
ed him  to  this  eflfect :   '  Your  language  and 
nunner  discover  you  to  be  a  very  diflkrent 
peison  from   what  your  present  appearance 
iodicata;  I  conjure  you  to  inform  me  who 
lad  what  you  are,  and  what  were  your  views 
end  situation  in  life,  before  you  came  into  my 
Kryioe.'     Whereupon  he  told  him  *  he  was 
<'oe  of  the  ministers  who  had  been  lately 
ejected  from  the'ehurch,  and  that  having  no- 


I  thing  of  his  own  left,  he  wastontent  for  Jive- 
'  lihood,  to  submit  to  the  honest  and  peaceable 
employment  of  tending  sheep.'  Upon  hear- 
ing this,  Mr.  Grove  said,  <  Then  you  shall  be 
my  shqaherdf*  and  immediately  erected  a 
meeting-house  on  his  own  estate,  in  which 
Mr.  Inee  preached  to  a  gathered  oongiega- 
tion  of  Dissenters,  which  continues  unto  this 
day.**  We  may  add,  and  has  continued  unto 
thit  day,  upwards  of  160  years  from  the 
bq^inning. 

ST.    SIDWXLLSy   XXXTXa. 

On  Wednesday,  15th  February,  Mr.  Tho- 
mas Steel,  Ute  a  student  from  Bristol  Acade- 
my, was  ordained  to  the  pastoral  office  over 
the  Baptist  Church,  at  the  Refuge  Chapel, 
St.  Sidwells,  Exeter.  On  the  preceding 
Tuesday  evening,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Baynes  of 
Wellington,  preached  a  discourse  on  "  The 
present  state  of  the  Christian  church.**  On 
Wednesday  morning,  at  seven,  a  prayer  meet- 
ing was  held  to  implore  the  Divine  bUiSsing 
on  the  solemn  engagements  of  the  day,  when 
Mr.  Davey,  a  student  from  the  Western 
Academy,  presided.  At  eleven  the  Ordination 
Service  commenced  in  the  usual  way  by  read** 
ing  and  prayer,  afterwards  Dr.  Payne,  Tutor 
of  the  Western  Academy,  delivered  the  intro- 
ductory discourse  and  proposed  the  questions 
to  the  candidate  for  ordination;  Rev.  Mr.

tenns  of  unbounded  admiration. 

About  ten  years  ago  he  removed  to  Wel« 
llngbdrough,  Northamptonshire,  his  naitive 
place,  where,  in  the  faith  of  that  Gospel 
which  had  long  been  the  object  of  his  hope* 
and  the  subject  of  his  ministry,  he  breathed 
his  spirit  into  the  hande  of  his  Redeemer.

Ths  measure  proposed  by  theGorefninettt  to  exclucle  the  Bible,  as  a  whole,  ftom  the 

National  Schools  ia  Ireland,  and  to  substitute,  instead  thereof,  a  book  eomptled  of 

Scripture  extracts^  has  most  effectually  roused  the  Protestants,  both  of  Ireland  and 

IBa^mmdf  io  oppose  that  plan,  because  they  consider  it  an  unworthy  compromise  of 

the  Protestant  principles,  in  order  to  coociliale  the  prejudices  of  the  Roman  Catholic 

priests.  As  a  specimen  of  the  reasons  of  the  Irish  Protestants  we  give  the  sentiments  of 

the  Arcbishop   of  Tuam  on  the  subject,  as  recorded  in  the  report  of  the  Education 

Commissionen  a*- 

"  I  do  not  regret  the  opportunity  thos  affijrded*  again  and  again  to  deehue,  oatil  by  fire- 

qnent  Tepetition  it  grows  ahnost  into  a  profcrb,  that  it.is  an  educatioa  Ibunded  upon  the 

Holy  Scriptures,  to  which  I  ean  give  my  support  and  conenrrenoe :  I  think  I  ean  diseorer 

the  tendency  of  these  questions,  and  I  sineerely  deplore  it :  in  the  Scriptures  only  is  the 

standard  of  eternal  truth,  and  in  them  is  to  be  found  the  only  adequate  corrective  kr  the 

immorality,  superstition,  darkness,  and  turbnlenos,  which  have  cursed  Irslaad  since  iti  coa- 

ncziim  witb  Great  Britain :  her  population  requires  the  restrictive  principles  which  the 

sanctions  of  the  Bible  can  alone  produce :  the  Almighty  has  given  the  whole  ss  necessary 

lor  his  responsible  creatures;  and  has  directed  us  to  keep  back  nothing,  but  to  communicate 

his  whole  counsel  to  them.    And  who  and  what  are  we,  to  mutilate  and  garble  the  testamenta 

of  his  Word,  or  to  accommodate  their  sacredoess  to  the  paltry  passions  and  prqudioes  of  very 

mistsken  men  ?     I,  for  one^  will  not  venture  upon  a  proceeding  so  rash  and  presumptuous ; 

and  when  I  observe  what  has  been  effected  witiun  the  last  twenty  years,  by  the  pious  exertions 

of  the  dergy,  the  resident  gentry  of  Ireland,  and  the  many  useful  societies,  both  national 

and  otherwise,  to  spread  the  Uessings  of  gospel  education ;  when  I  observe  the  benefits  pro- 

dneed,  not  only  to  the  young,  ^but  to  the  adult  and  the  aged  population,  through  the  medium  of 

such  SduMds  ;  when  I  know  and  can  testify,  what  a  kind  reciprocity  has  been  marked  out 

by  their  means  between  the  elevated  and  the  low;  and  how  the  children  under  education, 

and  required  to  be  educated,  have  estabEshed  an  extension  of  tenderness  and  charity  in  the 

one,  and  duty  and  affection  in  the  other,  I  would  hesitate  at  the  boldness  of  breaking  such 

a  bond  of  conunnnion,  the  inevitable  consequencei  if  a  system  other  than  scriptural  shall  be 

forced  upon  us. 

''It  is  the  Gospel  and  the  love  of  it,  which  has  created  and  still  animates  this  intercourse 
and  interchange :  take  away  the  Gospel,  and  the  genial  current  is  checked,  and  returns  frozen 
and  lifeless  to  the  heart. 

**  To  such  a  system  I  could  not  lend  myself,  nor  could  I  conscientiously  require  the  clergy 
plaoed  under  my  control  to  do  so ;  and  I  am  still  sanguine  in  hope,  notwithstanding  the 
ominous  breathing  of  the  questions  before  me,  that  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Empire, 
King,  Lordsy  and  Commons,  never  will  countenance  any  measure,  however  recommended  by 
a  qpedoua  plausibiiity  (and,  least  of  all,  a  compulsory  one),  in  any  sort  tending  to  depreciate 
the  Bible>  either  by  subtracting  from  its  pages,  or  corrupting  its  text,  spread  over  as  it  is 
with  the  aacredness  and  sanctity  of  the  Lord,  and  incorporated  as  it  is  in  our  own  authorized 
▼enion  upon  the  statote  law  of  the  realm.*' 

There  have  been  two  meetini^s,  most  nameionsly  attended,  held  at  Exeter  I^all,  on 
the  8th  and  16th  instonts.  The  following  petition  to  the  legislature,  agreed  upon  at 
the  last  of  these*  embodies  the  various  resolutions  which  were  onanimously  adopted, 
and  which  Ues  st  Exeter  Hall  to  receiye  signatures : —

*'  The  Humble  Petition  of  the  undersigned, 

"Shewethj     That  your  petitioners  esnustiy  desire  to  promote  the  glory  of  God  and  a 

knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus  C!hrist,  through  the  early  reading  and  eonstant  study  of  the 

Holy  Scriptures  ;  and  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  instruction  of  youth  in 

tiie  litter  and  principles  of  the  entire  Word  of  God  is  a  duty  of  Divine  obligation,  and  has 

been  proved  by  ezperienee  to  be  essential  to  the  moral  well-being  and  social  happiness  of 

m^^^T|/j^      That  the  eflbrte  made  by  Chzistiana  in  this  and  the  sister  countries  to  impart  to 

the  %iioraiit  poor  of  IreUnd  the  benefits  ef  a  system  of  education,  founded  upon  the  whole 
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Word  of  God,  haTe»  under  the  Diviae  blessing,  been  attended  with  astonishing  success,  and 
that  the  result  of  the  experiment  has  satisfiMtorily  proved  the  practicability  as  well  as  the 
moral  infloence  of  the  instruction  diqjensed.  That  as  Christians  and  Protestants,  we  ace 
opposed  to  any  pUn  of  education  in  Ireland  which  does  not  reoogniie  the  integrity  of  Scrip- 
ture as  its  foundation.  That  we  contemplate  with  alarm,  the  dangerous  tendency  of  that 
system  of  national  instruction  which  is  now  in  progress,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Gonmussioners  sitting  in  Dublin, — a  system  which  imposes  restrictions  upon  the  free  and 
general  use  of  the  Word  of  God,  inconsistent  with  Pkvtestant  principles.  That  we  view 
with  equal  regret,  surprise,  and  alarm,  that  regulation  in  the  new  system  which  provides  for 
the  inculcation  of  the  peculiar  doptrines  of  the  Church  of  Rome  at  the  expense  of  Parlia- 
mentary grants,  and  under  the  direct  sanction  of  a  Protestant  Government.  Your  petitioners, 
therefore,  humbly  pray  that  your  Lordships  will  be  pleased  to  take  the  premises  into  consi^ 
deration,  and  to  provide  that  all  grants  of  public  money  for  National  Education  in  Ireland 
be  applied  only  in  the  support  of  systems  of  instruction  which  are  founded  upon  the  oitiie 
Word  of  God,  and  which  encourage  the  free  and  general  use  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  amongst 
all  descriptions  of  persons,  and,  further,  to  provide  that,  in  the  application  of  such  money,  no 
unholy  compromise  be  made  with  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  no  support  or  countenance 
whatever  given  to  those  who  would  substitute  a  part  for  the  whole  of  God's  Word,  or  who 
would  'teach  for  doctrines  the  commandments  of  men.'  ** 

As  a  further  development  of  the  principles  and  feelings  of  the  pious  evangelical 
clergymen  of  the  Irish  Church,  we  present  our  friends  with  an  extract  from  a  letter 
of  the  Rev.  Robert  M<Ghee,  dated  Dublin,  Dec.  15, 1831,  addressed  to  Dr.  Whateley, 
the  new  Archbishop  of  Dublin : 

«  Your  Grace  is  an  exception  to  that  class  of  divines  who  have  not  devoted  any  of  their 
attention  to  consider  the  errors  of  the  Church  of  Rome  :  but  your  Grace  has,  no  doubt,  well 
reflected  that  any  theories,  however  learned,  upon  the  *JError8  of  Homanism,*  whidi  are 
studied  within  the  walls  of  a  University,  are  very  diflerent  from  the  practical  application  of 
eternal  truth  to  combat  those  errors  as  affecting  the  salvation  of  millions  of  immortal  bemgs, 
in  that  station  of  high  and  holy  responsibility  in  which  your  Grace  has  been  pUced  in  this 
country. 

<'  There  are  just  four  points,  to  which,  for  the  sake  of  brevity  and  perspicuity,  I  would 
direct  your  Grace's  attention,  on  the  practical  bearing  of  this  question. 

'*  The  First  is  : — Those  principles  which  Popery  will  admit  in  the  Word  of  God. 

«  Secondly ~  Those  principles  which  Popery  will  reject  from  the  Word  of  God. 

**  ThiAly — Those  principles  which  must  be  thrown  open  to  the  poor  Roman  Catholic  of 
Ireland  from  the  Word  of  God. 

"  Fourthly — The  reception  which  any  mutilated  part  of  God's  Holy  Word,  substituted 
for  that  sacred  Book  to  suit  the  superstitions  of  Rome,  shall  meet  from  those  who  are  de- 
termined to  maintain  the  Gospel  of  Christ  for  the  salvation  of  their  poor  Roman  CUhoHe 
friends  and  neighbours  in  this  unhappy  country. 

*'  Your  Grace  will  not  suppose  that  I  presume  to  submit  considcratiooe  of  die  first  three 
heads  to  you,  as  if  your  Grace  required  information  on  tiie  snlject.  No ;  but  being  some- 
times engaged  in  addressing  my  Roman  Catholic  friends  and  countrymen,  it  seems  to  me  one 
of  the  most  important  modes  of  calling  their  attention  to  Divine  Truth,  of  shewing  them 
what  it  is  their  priests  would  give  them,  and  what  that  important  boon  is  which  they  with- 
hold, and  for  which  they  withhold  the  Word  of  God  itself. 

'*  I  mean  but  to  specify  those  points  essential  to  salvation. 

*'  First  then-'-The  principles  which  Popery  admits  in  the  Word  of  God,  and  in  which 
that  Church  will  tolerate  selections  from  the  Scriptures,  are  neither  few  nor  smalL  The 
history  of  the  Pentateuch  and  the  history  of  our  Lord's  birth,  life,  miracles,  death,  resnr^ 
rection,  and  ascension,  together  with  many  of  his  parables  and  discourses,  selections  from 
the  history  of  the  Acts,  and  many  preceptive  parts  of  the  apostolical  epistles,  they  will 
readily  adiiaait,  and  probably  many  of  the  psalms,  and  selections  from  the  prophets  may  be 
made,  so  as  to  grat^  that  Church;  and  a  very  respectable  volume,  as &r  as  it  goes, may 
thus  be  produ^ ;  aD  the  morality  of  the  Bible  may  be  triumphantiy  paraded  before  us, 
and  we  may  be  told  by  the  Romish  Church,  '  I^ese  are  her  ideetiont  from  the  book*  of 
the  Bibk,  and  are  not  these  very  good,  and  will  not  these  amply  eupply  a  scriptural  edsica- 
tion  for  the  poor  f* 

<(  To  answer  this,  I  must  consider  the  second  point,  namely,  thoae  principles  which  Popeiy 
rejects  from  the  Word  of  God. 
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^  This  brings  vs  at  once  into  the  pidi  and  marrow  of  ihe  qoMtion. 
<<  The  whole  Popish  eontroveny,  as  far  as  it  can  a£bct  the  salvation  of  man,  and  I  desire 
to  press  it  no  fiatrther,  lies  within  the  compass  of  a  nnt-ahell:  it  is  slao  resolvable  into  the 
SDBwer  to  tbat  question,  "  What  must  I  do  to  be  aaved  ?'*  and  in  this  there  are  just  theae 
two  points  to  be  considered. 
'<  First — The  salvation  which  God  proclaims  to  man  in  his  GoepeL 
"  Secondly — The  refoges  of  lies  and  superstition  which  the  Church  of  Rome  substitutes 
for  his  salvation. 

'*  First — The  salvation  which  the  Gospel  of  Christ  proclaims,  though  aet  forth  typically 
and  prophetically  in  various  portions  of  the  Sacred  Volume,  is  not  to  be  found  detailed 
and  explained  except  by  the  Apostles.  This  your  Grace  has  very  clearly  aet  forth  in  your 
*E»aays  on  the  JMfficulties  of  St,  Paul.*  It  ia  exhibited  in  the  brief  extracts  of  the  apostolic 
Bermons  in  the  Acts,  and  more  fully  enlai|;ed  on,  vindicated,  proved,  proclaimed,  and 
mforoed,  in  the  Apostolical  Epiatles  to  the  Churches,  and,  aa  if  by  an  anticipated  judgment  on 
the  Papal  apostacy,  it  is  more  fully  detailed  in  the  Epistle  to  the  Church  at  Rome  tiian 
in  any  other.  There  the  impoaaibility  of  the  ainner'a  justification  by  his  works,  moral, 
penitential,  ceremonial,  or  religious,  ia  aet  forth,  and  the  fiill,  free,  finished  salvation  wrought 
by  the  adorable  Redeemer,  in  his  righteousness,  fulfilling  the  law  for  man,  and  in  his  death 
bearing  the  curse  and  making  the  full  atonement  for  man'a  tranagresaions,  is  enlarged  on 
for  the  instruction,  the  edification,  the  comfort,  the  salvation  of  the  sinner's  souL 

**  The  proclamation  of  this  Gospel  is  the  office  of  a  minister  of  God.  All  the  prophecies, 
histories,  parables,  miiacles,  and  morals  of  the  Bible,  without  this,  were  but  shadows  with- 
out substwce,  precepts  without  motive,  and  curse  without  salvation. 

**  Your  Grace  needs  not  to  be  informed  that  the  whole  religion  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
to  far  from  being  founded  un  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  is  built  on  the  assumption  that  it  is 
fiJse — that  the  righteousness  and  blood  of  the  Redeemer  is  not  the  foundation  of  a  sinner's 
salvation.  She  has  perverted  the  moral  law— she  has  mutilated  the  commandments  of 
God,  stealing  from  her  ordinary  catechisms  that  commandment  which  forbids  the  idolatry 
tibat  she  inculcates,  and  perverting  and  denying  those  which  she  has  left,  by  her  venial 
ains  and  her  mortal  sins ;  and  having  thus  corrupted  the  law,  she  then  denies  the  Gospel, 
and  instead  of  teaching  men  to  trust  freely  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  the  glorious 
pardmi  which  that  blessed  Gospel  reveala  in  Him,  ahe  hides  and  denies  this— «nd  making 
merchandize  of  men's  souls,  she  sells  to  them  superstitious  and  human  fictions  in  its  place. 
—These  she  attempts  to  suppoit  by  a  few  texts  which  she  perveits  from  their  meaning  in 
the  Bible,  and  lest  the  poor  people  should  discover  this,  or  examine,  or  hear,  or  read,  or 
understand  that  blessed  truth  which  would  give  them  real  peace  and  hope,  and  bring  at 
length,  light,  mercy,  salvation,  tranquillity,  and  happiness  to  this  miserable  country,  their 
priests  shut  them  up  in  the  dark,  as  they  would  lose  the  sale  of  their  unctions,  their 
indulgences,  their  absolutions,  their  penances,  their  masses  for  the  living,  their  masses  for 
the  dead,  by  which  they  persuade  the  poor  ignorant  people  that  they  obtain  a  pardon  for 
their  own  sins  and  for  those  of  their  deceased  friends.  They  would  lose,  in  short,  the  sale 
o£  all  their  superstitions,  which  is  their  livelihood;  if  the  poor  Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland 
did  but  know  the  great  salvation  of  the   Bible.     Hence   the  outcry   against  the  Holy 

Scriptures. 

^  It  is  just  the  same  as  at  heathen  Ephesus  against  the  preaching  of  that  apostle  of  whose 
writings  these  priests  have  such  a  dread — *  Their  craft  is  in  danger  to  be  set  at  nought.' 

'<  Therefore,  my  Loid,  the  priciples  which  Popery  rejects  from  the  Word  of  God,  are 
all  those  blessed  testimonies  of  the  apostles  as  to  the  great  salvation  for  sinners  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  only  selection  from  Scripture  suitable  to  the  superstitions  of 
die  Church  of  Rome,  must  be  one  that  excludes  all  the  apostolic  reasonings  on  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  justification  and  salvation  of  the  human  soul,  which  enable  a  sinner 
to  know  <  what  he  is  to  do  to  be  saved.' 

"I  need  not  remind  your  Grace  that  this  is  the  'articidus  atantia  ant  cadentU  eccluia^* 
—that  the  whole  pith  and  marrow  of  the  controversy  between  Protestantism  and  Popery — 
%ht  and  darkness — truth  and  falsehood— God  and  Satan — ^heaven  and  hell  ia  concentrated 
in  thia  grand  principle,  nor  need  I  tell  your  Grace  of  those  difficulties  in  the  *  Errors  6f 
Eomanism,*  which  your  arduous  situation  has  imposed  on  you  the  necessity  of  either 
having  to  combat  iri-econcileable  hostility  to  the  Gospel,  or  of  sunenderingthe  very  founda- 
tions of  salvation  for  the  human  soul. 

"  This,  therefore,  brings  us  to  the  third  point — ^namely,  what  those  truths  are  wliich  must

By  a  letter  from  Mr.  Geo.  Pearce, 
dated  3 1  st  of  August  last,  we  learn 
that  Messrs.  Yates  and  W.  H.  Pearce 
%ad  just  returned  from  a  visit  to  the 
new  station  at  Kharee^  where  they 
had  haptized  ^f teen  natives  on  a  pro- 
fession of  faith. 

Mr.  W.  Pearce  briefly  alhides  to 
the  circumstance  in  the  followiug 
terms : — 

Brother  Yates  and  myself  are  just  returned 


day.**  It  has  been  a  year  of  much  trial  and 
labour,  but  connected  with  many  merdes : 
in  consequence  of  which  we  will  bless  the 
name  of  the  Lord.  If  you  ask  what  I  have 
been  doing  during  the  year,  I  wonld  say  that 
almost  every  hour  I  could  spare  from  active 
exertion,  has  been  occupied  in  trying  to  learn 
the  language  of  the  country ; — I  mean  the 
Singalese:  thinking  it  would  only  perplex 
me  to  be  engaged  in  the  learning  of  two  lan- 
guages at  once.  I  have  almost  exclusively 
devoted  myself  to  the  study  of  the  Singalese, 
as  being  by  far  the  most  difficult,  and  most 
extensive,  as  a  mode  of  usefuhiess  in  this  part 


from  a  very  gratifying  and  encouraging  trip    p^  *^*  island.     As  long  as  Mr.  Siers  remains 


to  Kharee,  particulars  of  which  I  hope  soon  to 
forward  in  a  Journal. 

He  adds  in  the  same  letter^ (Aug.30) 

The  brethren  here  have  just  engaged' the 
services  of  Mr.  Beddy,  a  pious  well-informed 
man,  under  the  ministry  of  the  General  Bap- 
tist brethren,  as  missionary  for  Digah.  Full 
particulars  will  b«  sent  you  by  an  early  op- 
portunity. If  another  should  come  for  the 
station.  Brother  Beddy  can  immediately  re- 
move a  few  miles  to  Patna,  an  immense  city, 
for  \vho9e  illumination,  comparatively,  no 
effi)rts  have  yet  been  made,—- so  do  not  be 
afrud  of  sending  to  India  aa  many  mission- 
aries as  you  can  procure. 


COLOMBO  (Ceylon). 

lietter  from  Mr.  Daniel  to  the 
Secretary,  dated  Colombo,  26th 
September,  1831. 

An  the  '^  Sarah,'*  from  Bombay  to  England, 
is  expected  ev^  hour  to  touch  at  Colombo, 
and  as  her  stay  may  be  only  a  few  hours,  I 
think  it  well  to  embrace  the  opportunity  of 
having  a  £iw  lines  ready  to  transmit  to  you, 
especially,  as  some  time  has  elapsed  since  I 
have  sent  any  information  of  a  direct  mission- 
Vy  nature  to  the  Society. 

I  shall  confine  what  I  have  to  communi- 
cate to  my  own  exertions,  leaving  you  to  ob- 
tein  information  respecting  my  colleague, 
nom  his  own  diary,  which  I  shall  either  send 
THrith  this  or  the  next  pared  I  convey  to  you. 

I  have  now  been  on  this  island  something 
more  than  a  year, — and  on'  looking  book  on 
the  different  scenes  through  which  we  have 
pused,-— we  may  indeed  say,  "  Having  ob- 
tained hdp  of  God  we  continue  to  the  present 
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in  Colombo  he  takes  the  Portuguese  services. 
It  has  not,  therefore,  been  requisite  for  me,  at 
present,  to  do  any  thing  in  that  tongue.  The 
effort  to  acquire  the  Singalese  language  has 
been  a  very  laborious  employment :   and  yes- 
terday I  hod  the  pleasure  to  deliver  my  first 
sermon  in  it.     By  the  means  of  an  inter- 
preter,  I  had  before  preached  to  the  natives  the 
truth  of  the  Gospel ;  but  I  have  now  thought  it 
proper  to  commence  speaking  to  them  myself; 
and  though  a  first  eflbrt  in  a  new  tongue  must 
be  very  imperfect,  yet  I  have  the  satisfaction 
to  know,  that  enough  was  understood  to  give 
the  people  an  acquaintance  with  the  way  of 
salvation  by  Christ.     I  hope  that  by  perse- 
vering study  and  practice,  I  may  attain  such 
an  acquaintance  with  it,  as  will  make  it  easy 
to  myself,  and  intelligible  to  all  my  hearers. 

Our  English  congregation  in  the  Fort  has 
lately  suflered  much  diminution  ;-:-thi8  haa 
arisen  from  two  causes  :  one  is,  the  Fort  chap- 
lain having  died,  has  been  succeeded   by  a 
young  man  of  much  piety  and  devotedness  to 
his  work,  who  has  set  up  preaching  on  a 
Sunday  evening, — the  only  time  at  which  we 
have  preaching  on  the  Lord's  day :  this  has 
naturally  dravm  many  to  the  church  who  at- 
tended with  us.     The  other  cause  to  which  I 
have  referred,  is  the  removal  of  the     8th 
regiment  to  Candy.     In  this  regiment  were 
almost  the  half  of  our  members.     Through 
Divine  mercy,  much  good  has  been  done  in 
this  part  of  my  labour.     Twenty  three  have 
been  added  to  the  church  during  the  year  • 
although  some  of  them  have  been  led  away 
through  temptation,  caused  us  to  mourn,  and 
to  exclude  them  from  our  Society,  yet  others 
stand  fast  in  the  Lord. 

Our  Sabbath  School  in  the  Pettah  for  the 
Portuguese  is  in  a  state  of  considerable  pro- 
mise.    We  were  told  at  its  commencement  it 
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WRS  a  vain  thing  to  attempt  anf  thuig  of  tliis 
kind  here,  for  we  should  have  no  one  to  in- 
struct. However,  from  small  heginnings  we 
have  proceeded,  amidst  many  discourage- 
ments :  we  have  now  between  tifty  and  sixty 
children,  several  of  them  of  fifteen  and  slx- 
tten  yean  of  age.  This,  to  people  in  England, 
may  seem  a  small  number,  but  in  this  super- 
stitious and  heathen  part  of  the  world  it  does 
not  a.ppear  so.  They  are  taught  by  some 
fiiends  who  interest  themselves  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  rising  race.  One  of  them  delivers 
them  an  address  in  Portuguese  every  Sunday 
morning.  I  preach  on  Friday  evenings  in 
this  place,  and  the  attendance  is  encouraging. 
Mr.  Siers's  congregation  here,  on  a  Sabbath 
evening,  is»  I  understand,  improved. 

The  native  congregation  in  Grand  Pass  is, 
through  the  goodness  of  God,  much  improved. 
I^revious  to  my  arrival  it  was  almost  destroy- 
ed ;  often,  I  have  understood,  not  above  ten 
persons  attending.  It  now  of  a  Lord's  day 
wears  a  very  pleasing  aspect ;  I  should  think 
yesterday  130  persons  were  present:  some 
of  them  appear  seeking  the  Lord,  and,  I  hope, 
will  find  him.  One  person  has  been  bap- 
tized and  joined  this  part  of  our  church ;  one 
the  Portuguese  part  of  it  in  the  Pettah ;  and 
two  have  joined  the  church  at  Hanwell. 

As  Colombo  extends  over  a  large  surfiioe 
of  gpround,  and  you  cannot  expect  Pagans  and 
Papists  to  come  from  a  distance  to  hear  the 
Divine  Word,  I  have»  therefore,  several  dif- 
ferent places  in  the  town  where  I  preach  the 
Word  of  God,  at  nearly  stated  periods : — at 
some  of  them  we  ofben  obtain  serious  and  at- 
tentive auiliences,  and  we  hope  the  seed  thus 
sown,  will,  in  the  end,  spring  up,  and  bear 
fruit  to  eternal  life. 

There  are  a  number  of  villages  at  different 
distances  from  Colombo,  to  six  or  seven  of 
which,  I  go  to  deliver  the  Word  of  God. 
At  Byamvillee,  one  of  them,  things  appear 
to  wear  a  promising  aspect ;  several  of  the 
people  say  that  previous  to  our  coming 
among  them,  they  knew  nothing  of  the  true 
God  or  the  way  of  salvation ;  but  now  thsy 
are  determined  to  leave  worshipping  Boodha, 
and  to  worship  the  true  God  alone: — that 
they  have  left  off  Sabbath  labour,  and  widi 
to  spend  the  day  in  the  worship  of  God. 
This  village  is  nine  miles  on  the  Candy  road 
from  Colombo ;  I  visit  it  once  a  fortnight. 
I  have  taken  under  my  care  there  a  school  of 
between  thirty  and  forty  children*  I  wish  I 
could  go  there  on  a  Lord*s  day,  but  my  other 
services  forbid  it.  I  could  very  much  wish 
an  active,  pious  missioAary  could  be  a^it  out 
to  aid  me.  Though  my  health,  through 
mercy,  is  as  good  as  when  in  England,  yet 
when  I  think  of  the  uncertainty  of  life ;  of 
the  sitOAtion  to  which  things  irould  be  soon 
reduced  here  without  an  European  mission- 


ary ;  ->which  may  be  collected  from  iiai  con- 
dition in  which  I  found  them ;  —  I  do  hope  the 
Society  will  take  the  subject  into  their  sei  ious 
consideration.  I  know  the  difficulty  you 
have  to  find  suitable  persons  willing  to  come 
to  these  distant  parts  of  the  world,  but  pro- 
bably God  may  raise  up  some  one  able  and 
willing  to  embark  in  this  holy  enterpiize. 
Let  not  the  friends  in  England  think  Ceylon 
sufficiently  supplied  with  missionaries.  If 
one  hundred  additional  missionaries  were  im- 
mediately to  enter  Ceylon,  they  would  be  in*- 
sufficient  for  the  work  to  be  effected. 

At  Colombo  there  is  a  Mahomedan  popu- 
lation of  between  eight  and  nine  thousand ; 
they  speak  a  different  language  from  the  Sin- 
galese,  and  for  their  salvation  scarcely  an  effort 
has  been  made.  At  one  of  our  missionary 
meetings  I  brought  their  case  before  my  bre- 
thren, and  si^gested  the  great  importance  of 
doing  something  for  their  eternal  good.  It  was 
said  they  were  very  inaccessible.  I  told  tbeni  I 
thought  if  a  Tract  addressed  to  them,  were 
drawn  up  in  a  proper  spirit,  and  translated 
into  their  vemaculaf  tongue,  and  left  at  every 
Moorish  house,  it  might  do  them  good.  The 
proposal  met  with  their  general  approbatino* 
At  their  request  I  drew  up  a  Tract  on  tbq 
insufficiency  of  Mahomedanism  for  the  salva- 
tion of  men,  and  the  claims  of  Christianity. 
It  met  with  t^e  entire  approval  of  my  brethren. 
It  has  been  sen,t  to  Jaffna  for  trandation  into 
the  Tamul  language.  When  it  comes  back 
I  have  every  reason  to  ooDclude  the  Colomlio 
Tract  Society  will  print  it  at  their  ezpensLv 
The  goqd  Lord  prosper  the  effort  and  crown 
it  with  success. 

But  my  paper  is  nearly  full.  I  must  defer 
any  other  information  till  my  next  com- 
munication, when  I  hope  to  send  yoa  an  ac- 
count of  our  diflferent  Schools, with  some  oChcr 
information,  my  paper  will  not  contain.  As 
I  believe  the  vessel  for  England  came  in  la^t 
night,  and  may  stay  but  a  few  hours,  thero 
ntoy  be  no  time  to  make  up  a  parcel,  I  shall 
therefore  send  this  by  **  Tapal,"  or,  as  we  call 
it  in  England,  the  Post.  I  have  the  pleasure 
to  say  that  the  Female  School,  which  is  be- 
gun and  carried  on  by  my  own  family,  is  in  a 
very  promising  state.  We  were  told  in  this 
part  of  the  town  we  should  have  scarcely 
any  scholars  :  we  have  now  about  forty-two, 
near  forty  of  whom  are  in  daily  attendance. 

I  hope  our  dear  friends  in  IJhiigland  pr<y 
much  for  us,,  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  may 
be  poured  out  on  out.  labours.  If  they  be 
needed  iu  England,  it  is  much  more  so  here, 
where  the  hearts  of.  the  population  seem  f^ 
cnliarly  adiwrse  to  the  reception  of  the  Gos- 
pel :  being  a  compound  of  eehfaihness,  idola* 
try,  superstition,  decqytioa,  and  immorality* 
of  which  those  who  have  never  been  among 
them  can  form  no  adequate  idea^    Only  ^^ 
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Spirit  of  Qod  €Aa  do  them  «avbi|^  gootL  O 
that  we  could  see  tuoiilar  scenes  as  are  witness- 
ed ill  the  West  Indies.  My  dear  family  join 
in  kind  regards  to  yourself  and  all  friends. 

JAMAICA. 

For  a  long  period,  it  has  been  a 
plea«in|^  part  of  our  duty  to  lay  be- 
fore our  readers  the  most  gratifying 
information  respecting  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  (lod  in  this  very  im- 
portant field  of  missionary  labour. 
We  are  in  possession  of  intelligence 
of  this  character  still :  but  are  com- 
pelled, for  the  present,  to  postpone 
other  articles,  that  we  may  introduce 
some  of  a  different  character,  \vhich 
came  to  hand  on  the  very  day  (Feb. 
20)  the  materials  for  the  Herald 
should  be  sent  to  the  printer. 

We  are  deeply  pained  to  announce, 
in  the  first  place,  that  the  Mission 
has  been   deprived  of  another  valu- 
able agent  by  the  hand  of  death. 
We  refer  to  the  Rev.  John  Shovel- 
ler^ of  Kingston,  who  was  person^ 
ally  known  through  a  large  part  of 
our  connexion,  and  beloved  where- 
ever  he  was  known.     Only  a  few 
Biontbs'^ago,  we  rejoiced  in  witness- 
ing the   spirit   of  self-devotion  in 
which,   mHler  ch-curastances  not  a 
little  trying,  he  addressed  himself  to 
the  important  work.      We  deemed 
him  eminently  qualified,  by  the  fer- 
vour -of  his   piety,  the   variety  of 
his  acquirements,  and  the  peculiar 
saavity  of  his  disposition— combined, 
too,  with  considerable  experience  iti 
his  sacred  vocation — ^for  the  station 
he  was  about  to  occcupy,  and  trust- 
ed that  he  would  be  permitted  long 
jo  retain  it.     Experience  has  fully 
justified  otir  favourable  esthnate  of 
his  fitness,  but  it  has  pleaded  God  to 
frustrate  our  expectations  of  his  con- 
tinuance y  and    to  remove   him,   in 
the  full  vigour  of  manhood,  to  his 
heavenly  rest.     Even  so.  Father,  be- 
cauK  it  seemeth  good  in  thy  sight. 

Letters,  announcing  this  mourn- 
ful event,  have  been  received  from 
the  officers  of  the  bereaved  church, 
^om  Mr.  Tinson  and  Mr*  Clarke. 


We  insert  tliat  written  by  the  last, 
as  it  contains  the  fullest  account. 
It  bears  date  from  Spanish  Town, 
Jan  2,  1 832. 

I  have  at  this  time  to  addrew  you  uader 
feelings  of  deep  distress,  and  on 'a  subject 
which  will  aflect  yonr  heart,  and  the  hearts 
of  all  friends,  with  ]ioignant  sorrow ;  yet 
being  able  to  look  beyond  time,  and  acquiesce 
in  the  will  of  him  who  does  all  things  well, 
you  will  say,  "  It  is  the  Lord  ;'*  and,  though 
"  clouds  and  darkness  are  round  aboat  him, 
yet  righteousness  and  judgment  are  the  ha- 
bitation of  his  throne/* 

Dear  Brother  Shoveller  has  gone  to  the 
world  above: — at  the  call  of  his  heavenly 
Master  he  has  left  a  lai^e  field  of  u^eftilnese^ 
to  dwell  in  that  blessed  region  where  "  the 
inhabitant  does  not  say,  I  am  sick:'*  and 
those  by  whom  he  was  h%hly  esteemed,  on 
account  of  his  piety,  kindness,  and  seal,  with 
heaitfelt  sorrow  mourn  their  loss. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday  the  8th  ulL 
he  lectured  as  usual,  and  at  his  usual  time 
retired  to  bed ;  during  the  night  he  felt  him- 
self unwell,  but  did  not  call  upon  his  servant 
until  five  o'clock  on  the  Friday  morning :  he 
took  some  medicine,  but,  as  he  became  worne, 
a  doctor  was  sent  for,  who  attended  to  him  jwith 
the  utmost  diligence  ;— on  the  Saturday  he 
seemed  tvoiBe,  and  Dr.  0*Brian  wished  to 
have  the  assistance  of  a  physician,  who  was 
immediately  caDed  ia.  There  wat  on  the 
Sabbath  no  abatement  of  the  progil»8  of  the 
dreadful  malady ;  and  on  the  Monday  morn- 
ing, at  two  o'clock,  he  coughed  a  little,  and 
began  to  bring  up  blood:  during  the  fore- 
noon he  was  at  times  affiected  with  ddirium, 
but  seemed  to  suffer  very  little  pain*  A  few 
minutes  after  twelve  o*clodc  at  noon  a  visible 
change  took  place,  which  informed  uii  that 
death  was  very  near;— he  breathed  hard,  and 
uttered  some  groans,  but  soon  i^;ain  became 
quiet,  and  continued  so  until  about*  five  mi- 
nutes before  he  expired;  when' something 
affected  his  throat  and  caused  a  few  uneasy 
momenta,  after  which  he  was  again  quiet,  and 
fell  asleep  in  Jesus  at  one  o'dodk,  p.  m.  Dec. 
18th,  after  an  ilTness  of  about  three  days  &nd 
a  half. 

He  was  as  one  waiting  for  his  Lord,  and  be- 
held the  approach  of  the  messenger  without 
dismay ;  yea  with  calmness  and  resignation, 
often  arising  to  joy  and  ghidness.  He  had^hia- 
Bure  in  looldng  forward  to  the  moment  when 
his  hekven-born  soul  should  leave  the  clay 
tenement,  to  be  ushered  into  the  presence  of 
his  Saviour  and  his  God. 

I  did  not  know  of  his  iUness  untfl  theevea- 
iug  of  the  day  before  he  died'.  When  I  reached 
Kdngtton  his  inedical  attendants  thought  it 
would  be  beat  for  me  not  to  ^ak  to  him  until 
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morning,  lest,  by  doing  ao,  I  ahould  prevent  him 
from  sleeping  for  the  night.  I  attended  to  their 
advice,  and  so  did  not  converse  with  him 
until  morning.  He  knew  of  my  arrival, 
and  at  6  o'clock,  a.  m.,  sent  to  request  me  to 
eome  into  his  room  :  he  was  scarcely  able  to 
give  me  his  hand,  and  spoke  in  short  sen- 
tences with  some  difficulty.  He  said,  <<  My 
dear  brother,  all  is  well ;  I  look  to  the  pro- 
pitiation— ^to  that  Saviour  I  so  long  have 
preached— his  name  is  precious  and  sweet  to 
me.  I  have  of  late  prayed  fervently  that 
I  might  know  more  of  the  love  of  Christ ; 
and  perhaps  this  is  the  way  in  which  God  is 
about  to  make  me  further  acquainted  with 
it."  Afterwards  he  said,  *<  I  wish  to  live  for 
the  elect^s  sake :"  but  immediately  added, 
«*  God  can  perform  his  work  very  well  with- 
out me."  He  requested  me  to  engage  in 
prayer,  and  when  I  had  done,  said,  ^*  The 
voice  of  prayer  is  sweet  to  me."  A  short 
time  afterward,  brother  Tinson,  when  about 
to  engage  in  prayer,  asked  if  he  had  any 
particular  request  which  he  wished  to  be 
made  to  God,  he  said,  **  Pray  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Messiah's  kingdom."  He  said 
to  me,  with  much  feeling,  *'  I  have  often 
feared  I  should  t)e  troubled  with  doubts  when 
I  came  to  die,  but  I  hope  I  shall  not.  I 
trust  to  the  finished  work  of  the  Saviour." 
To  a  gentleman  who  visited  him,  he  said, 
**  Ah,  Sir,  I  am  very  weak;  but  I  have  firm 
confidence  in  Christ, — I  have  no  other  hope 
if  this  fiiil  me;  hui  it  wiU  not  fail  me — it 
does  not  faii  m«.  I  firmly  trust  to  the 
atonement."  To  the  doctor,  "  I  expect  sal- 
vation  through  the  blood  of  Christ."  When 
afiected  with  delirium,  he  said,  '*  These  poor 
persons  must  be  attended  to ;  will  you  please 
to  lend  me  a  little  money  to  give  to  them? 
I  will  be  sure  to  return  it  again  to  you." 
He  also  spoke  of  some  tame  doves  he  had, 
and  desired  they  might  have  their  liberty, 
if  we  thought  they  would  be  happier ;  ad- 
ding, **  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  that 
it  is  my  duty  to  make  every  thing  as  com- 
fortable as  I  can."  These  two  last  I  mention 
merely  to  shew  the  pleasant  state  of  his 
mind,  after  the  seat  of  reason  was  afiected. 
About  two  hours  and  a  half  before  his  death, 
with  much  feeling,  he  exclaimed,  "  O  my 
dear,  venerable,  holy  fiither;"  and  desired 
paper,  pen,  and  ink,  to  write  to  his  father : 
he  attempted  to  do  so,  but  could  not.  I  have 
preserved  the  sheet  of  paper  on  which  he 
wished  to  write  a  few  words,  and  shall  send 
it  to  his  father,  in  some  one  of  the  boxes  in 
which  his  books  will  be  sent  home.  A  little 
while  after  this,  he  exclaimed,  <<  O  for 
heaven,  heaven,  heaven ;  I  hope  heaven  is 
not  far  off  now." 

**  Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow, 
**  Praise  him  all  creatores  here  below,** 


iSuen  stopped,  as  if  unaBle  to  say  more.     Ahet 
much  wandering  of  mind,  he  became  compoeed^ 
and  appeared  engaged  in  prayer.    I  heard  him 
say,  *'  Chosen  in  thy  Son ;  called  by  thy  grace ; 
sanctified  by  thy  Spirit  through   thy   holy 
Word. "  And  these  were  the  last  words  I  recol- 
lect hearing  him  utter  in  an  intelligible  man- 
ner.    Some  words  which  he  spoke  to  others 
in    my    absence,    may  be  perhaps    proper 
to   notice,    as,     no    doubt,    his    veneraJi>Ie 
lather  will  have  a  mournful  satisfaction  in 
being  made  acquainted  with  whatever  came 
from  his  lips.     On  the  Friday  he  said  to 
one  attending  to  him,  '<  It  seems   as  if  it 
were  all  one  to  me  whether  I  live  or  die ; — 
if  I  die  I  shall  be  happy  with  my  God ;    if 
I  live  I  shall  be  labouring  for  God.     I  should 
like  to  live  for  his  work's  sake."     On  the 
Saturday  he  said,   "  My  fever  is  very  great. 
If  it  be  the  will  of  God  to  take  me  from  this 
world,  I  shall  see  the  Saviour's  hce  and  the 
Saviour's  glory,  and  be  with  those   held  so 
dear,  that  have   gone  before  me."     He  at 
one  time  alluded  to  the  unkindness  of  those 
who  had   put   such   things   in   the   papers 
against  him ;  said  he  had  felt  it,  but   that 
it  did  not  disturb  him  now.     On  the  morn- 
ing of  Monday,  when  he  saw  the  blood  he 
was  not  alarmed,  but  said,   *'  This    mortal 
must  put  on  immortality  :  *'     observed  he  had 
done  what  he  could  in  order  to  save  his  life. 
God  was  good  and  wise,  and  did  all  things 
wdl.     He  had  read  to  him,  at  his  particular 
desire,  Ephesians  i,  1  John  i,  and   a    part 
of  chap,  ii,  Romans  viii,  from  verse  86  to 
the  end.  Psalm  xziii,  and  1  Thess.  iv.  from 
veise  14  to  the  end.     He  often  seemed  quite 
overpowered  in  mind,  and  unable  to  contain 
his  feelings  while  those  verses  in  Romans 
were  read.     To  a  deacon  he  said,  "  I  hope 
you  have  seen  the  importance  of  true  religion  ; 
of  an  upright  and  an  honest  walk  with  God. 
You  are  blessed  with  the  afikction  of  many  of 
your  fellow-members,  and  I  hope  you  will 
endeavour  to  be  useful  to  them."     Another 
deacon  was  weeping  by  his  bed-side,  he  ob- 
served him,  and,  with  much  tenderness,  said, 
"  O  why  do  you  weep  ?     After  death  my 
joys  shall  be  lasting  as  eternity.      My  hope 
is  in  God,  who  made   heaven  and   earfji, 
and  in  the   blood  of  Jesus   Christ,  which 
cleanseth  from  all  sin.     I  go  to  him  as  a 
needy  sinner,    depending    entirely    on    his 
grace.     Self-righteousness  will  not  do.      God 
would  be  just  were  he  to  cast  me  away  :  in 
mysdf  I  deserve  no  iavour  from  him.  A  very- 
solemn  scene  is  before  me — a  world  of  spirits. 
I  have  been  praying  to  the  Lord,  in  private, 
that  I  might  know  more  of  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  Christ ;  more  of  the  love  of  God 
which  passeth   knowledge.      I    praise   the 
Lord  for  bringing  me  into  a  large  field  of 
usefulness ;  and  have  prayed  that  he  would 
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make  me  nsefiiL*^  He  inquired  of  one  pre- 
sent, if  he  was  thought  to  be  dying  ?  The 
person  not  replying,  he  ftdded,  "  I  am  not 
afraid  to  die  :  you  need  not  hesitate  to  in- 
form me." 

Thus,  my  dear  Sir,  I  have  given  yon  some 
account  of  the  state  of  mind  oar  dear  brother 
was  in,  previoos  to  his  departure ;  but  to  do 
justice  to  the  affecting  scene  is  not  in  my 
power.  Since  I  have  had  the  happiness  of 
knowing  him,  he  has  appeared  to  me  as  one 
who  walked  with  God.  His  delight  was  in 
the  study  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures ;  in  prayer  5 
in  profitable  and  holy  conversation ;  in  attend- 
ing diligently  to  the  various  important  duties 
that  devolved  upon  him,  with  the  appearance 
of  one  whose  heart  was  deeply  interested  in 
the  work  of  his  holy  calling ;  and  in  aUe- 
viating  human  misery,  to  the  utmost  of  his 
power.  In  him  the  Mission  has  lost  a  faith- 
fol  and  devoted  agent :  the  churth,  over 
which  he  was  placed,  an  affectionate  pastor : 
and  the  writer  of  these  lioes,  a  friend,  to 
whom  he  was  warmly  attached)  and  whose 
attachment  was,  as  acquaintance  increased, 
becoming  stronger  and  stronger.  But  our 
dear  brother  has  gone  to  a  limd  where  per- 
fect holiness  is  possessed  by  each  inhabitant — 
where  the  engagements  are  similar  to  those 
of  angels^ — ^where  no  enemy  annoys — ^where 
all  are  friends — and  where  sin  and  misery 
are  alike  unknown.  He  has  now  his  desires 
fulfilled— he  sees  his  «  Saviour's  face,  and  his 
Saviour's  glory  ;  '  and,  with  angels,  rejoices 
over  every  sinner  that  repenteth :  and,  per- 
haps, additional  joy  may  be  felt,  when  friends 
^I'hohave  been  left  behind,  in  this  vale  of 
tcftrs,  are  seen  entering  the  pearly  gates  into 
the  city  of  thaeir  God. 

On  Tuesday,  the  ISth  ult.,  the  mortal 
part  of  our  "heloved  brother  was  put  into  the 
▼wdt  in  th«  chapel,  where,  with  the  dust  of 
the  late  dear-  brethen  Kitchen  and  Knibb,  it  is 
to  remain  -to  await  the  resurrection  of  the 
JTMt.  Four  pious  clergymen  and  five  Methodist 
missionary  brethren  fiivoured  us  with  their 
attendance.  The  voice  of  lamentation  was 
most  aflfecting ;  and  surely  it  was  a  voice 
that  answered  to  the  feelings  of  the  hearte 
from  whence  it  proceeded.  About  3000 
were'  present  at  the  interment.  Brother 
Tinaon  conducted  the  services,  and  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Barry  prayed  at  the  vault*  On  the 
following  sabbath,  funeral  sermons  were 
preached  at  Kingston  and  Spanish  Town; 
and  on  sabbath  last  I  baptized  one  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  persons;  most  of  whom 
Vere  examined  by  our  dear  departed  brother. 
Brother  Tinson  and  I  have  engaged  to  supply 
^^  Qneen  Street  Church  for  the  present, 
^til  arrangements  can  be  made.  Mr.  Tinson 
foes  to  rende  in  the  house ;  and  I  leave  Port 
Aoyd,  Uk  re^e  »t  this  place,  in  aooordance 


with  toe  wWi  of  the  Committee,  hi  my 
next,  I  shall  be  able  to  enter  more  into  par- 
ticulars, respecting  the  arrangements  made, 
and  other  matters  relating  to  the  past  painful 
event;  for  the  present  I  conclude,  and  am, 
with  much  affection  and  esteem,

P.S.  The  Island  is  in  a  dangerous  state; 
the  negroes  have  risen  up  in  many  parts,  and 
have  set  fire  to  trash-houses  on  many  properties. 
The  regulars  are  goue  to  endeavour  to  bring 
them  to  obedience  ;  and  the  militia  have  been 
called  to  arms.  Various  reports  are  abroad 
as  to  the  cause  of  the  insurrection,  the  extent 
of  mischief  done,  lives  lost,  and  the  like ;  but 
none  can,  as  yet,  be  relied  upon. 

The  postscript  to  Mr.  Clarke's 
letter  will  furnish  a  suitable  intro- 
duction to  the  remaining  article  of 
intelligence  we  have  to  communicate. 
Before  this  sheet  is  in  the  hand  of 
our  readers,  many  of  them  will  be 
aware,  not  only  that  serious  dis- 
turbances have  taken  place  among 
the  negroes  in  the  parishes  of  St. 
James  and  Trelawney,  on  the  north- 
west of  the  island,  but  that  three  of 
our  missionaries,  as  well  as  two  of 
their  Wesleyan  brethren,  were  taken 
into  custody,  as  abetting  or  insti- 
gating the  revolt!  Incredible  as 
this  statement  may  appear,  the  fact 
that  Messrs.  Knibb,  Whitehome, 
and  Abbott  have  been  arrested,  is' 
we  apprehend,  true ;  and  while  we 
are  entirely  convinced  pf  the  ground- 
lessness and  absurdity  of  the  charge, 
we  are  not  at  all  surprized  that  it 
should  be  made.  The  occasion  was 
deemed  favourable,  and  it  has  been 
seized  with  insatiate  eagerness  by 
the  party  who  have  uniformly  shewn 
themselves  prepared  to  go  all  lengths 
in  their  opposition  to  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  negroes.  We 
shall  presently  give  a  specimen  of  the 
manner  in  which  a  public  journalist 
of  this  class  has  thought  proper-  to 
express  himself,  that  our  readers 
may  judge  for  themselves  whether 
the  language  we  have  used  be  too 
strong  for  the  occasion. 

When  the  packet  left  Jamaica,  the 
iQSurrection  appears  to  have  been 
completely  put  down.     There  had 
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not  been  dme  for  an  roquhr  Into  its 
origin^  but  from  all  the  information 
we  have  been  able  to  procure  it 
seems  to  have  commenced  in  a  mis- 
Understanding  between  the  negroes 
on  an  estate,  near  Montego  Bay,  and 
their  manager,  as  to  the  duration  of 
their  Christmas  holidays.  Three 
days  have  usually  been  allowed ;  but 
as  Christmas  day  fell  on  the  Sunday, 
the  manager  calculated  that  as  one 
of  the  days,  and  required  the  slaves 
to  go  to  work  on  the  following  Wed- 
nesday, Dec.  28.  The  negroes,  how- 
ever, regarding  the  Sunday  as  their 
own,  conceived  themselves  entitled 
to  three  other  days  in  addition  to 
that,  and  refused  to  return  to  labour 
till  the  Thursday,  If  we  are  not 
misinformed,  this  apparently  trifling 
circumstance  led  the  way  to  all  the 
mischief  which  followed.  Holiday- 
time,  among  the  poor  ignorant  ne- 
groes, as  well  as  elsewhere,  is  a  scene 
of  low,  riotous,  sensual  indulgence  ^ 
uid  when  thousands  of  them  were 
inflamed  by  intoxication,  from  day 
to  day,  they  were  just  in  the  state  to 
break  forth  into  acts  of  lawless  vio- 
lence and  outrage  on  the  slightest 
provocation.  They  have  done  so  ; 
much  valuable  property,  on  many 
estates,  has  been  consumed  by  Are, 
and  not  a  few  of  the  poor  misguided 
slaves  have  forfeited  their  lives  in 
the  successful  effort  made  by  the  mi- 
litary to  reduce  them  to  subjection. 

On  what  shadow  of  suspicion  any 
pf  the  "  Sectarian  Teachers*'  have 
been  placed  in  custody,  we  know 
not.  That  they  have  laboured  hard, 
to  correct  the  vile  excesses  we  have 
mentioned,  and  that  they  have  so  far 
succeeded  as  that,  in  various  parts  of 
the  island,  the  precaution  of  a  double 
guard  at  Christmas  is  no  longer  ne<- 
^essary,  are  facts,  we  apprehend,  as 
notorious  as  the  sun  at  noon  day.  A 
private  letter,  indeed,  without  a  signa^ 
ture,  inserted  in  one  of  the  Jamaica 
papers,  mentions  that  on  some  of  die 
captured  negroes  were  found  "  tick- 
ets **  connecting  them  with  the  Bap* 
tist  Society.  Supposing  the  fact  were 


so,  which  certainly  is  not  impossi<« 
ble,  what  docs  it  prove,  even  as  to 
the  holders  of  the  ticket  themselves, 
miich  lens  as  to  the  missionaries  ? 

We  have  already  adverted  to  the 
tone  adopted  by  the  Editor  of  a  well- 
known  journal,  the  Jamaica  Courant, 
This  person,  after  alluding  to  his 
persevering  and  well-uieant  attempts 
to  enlighten  the  Jamaica  public  as 
to  "the  machinations  of  the  secta- 
rians," takes  no  little  credit  to  him- 
self that  die  truth  of  all  his  previous 
assertions  has  aippeared  at  last. 

"  The  sectarian  preacfaera**  lie  writes  ''have 
now  the  jieaaing  satisfaction  of  knowing, 
that  they  have  succeeded  in  rendering  the 
fairest  fields  in  Jamaica  barren  wastes,  and 
have  sent  forth  many  of  our  most  respectable 
families  into  the  world  honadess,  and  without 
the  means  of  existence !  These,  indeed,  must 
be  ffratifying  reflections  to  men  who  pretend 
to  preach  and  tea^h  the  mUd  and  beuij^ 
doctrine  of  our  Saviour  to  our  davee,  but 
whose  souls  is  bent  upon  the  destruction  of 
the  £urest  portion  of  the  British  Empire ;  and 
that  merely  because  they  are  paid  by  the 
Anti-Slavery  Society  to  hasten  our  ruin»* 
They  have  progressed  one  step  too  fa»t,  and 
we  may,  perhaps,  be  able  to  make  their  in- 
£imou8  conduct  recoil  uponthemsdves.  Three 
Baptist  preachers  are  now  in  custody,  and  as 
we  are  satisfied  they  would  not  have  been 
taken  into  custody  upon  slight  grounds  by 
Sir  Willoughby  Cotton,  we  hope  he  will 
award  them  fair  and  impartial  justice.— 
Shooting  is,  however,  too  honourable  a  death, 
for  men  whose  conduct  have  occasioned  so 
much  bloodshed,  and  the  less  of  so  much  pro- 
perty.^^There  are  fine  hanging  woods  in  8t. 
James's  and  Trelawney,  and  we  do  sincerely 
hope,  that  the  bodies  pf  all  the  Methodist 
preachers  who  may  be  convicted  of  sedition, 
may  diversify  the  scene/* 

Such  is  the   ferocious  malignity 

which  a  British  editor  has  dared  to 

exhibit    before    the    whole    world* 

Happily,  however,  all    are   not  of 

this   stamp.    From  the  Watchman, 

a  periodical    ably   conducted   by   a 

gentleman   of  colour   in  Kingston, 

we  extract  the  following  article.

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are  the  instigiators  of  tin  dq»brahte  oocor- 
renoes  in  the  leewaitl  parishes  must  be  receiv- 
ed with  great  caution  by  every  individual  in 
whose  bosom  the  principle  of  justice  exists. 
It  is  utterly  impoBsible  that  men,  professedly 
engaged  in  tbe  wmrk  of  Quistian  instruction, 
ia  destfuying  tho«e  principles  from  the  minds 
of  the  untutored  negroes — minds  adverse  to 
that  religion  which  is   "  peace  on  earth,  good- 
will towards  men,**  -who  have  devoted  their 
time,  talents,  and  strength  in  promulgating 
the  beneficial  doctrines  of  religion,  can  have 
fbigotten  themselves  or  betrayed  the  country. 
It  is  impossible  that  these  men  are  guilty, 
though  a  host  of  rebels  may  arise  to  condemn 
them.       Were    they  the  instigators  of  this 
horrid  rebellion,  what  benefit  would  accrue 
to  them  ^  would  honour  and  distinction  await 
them,  or  would  they  not  have  to  account  for 
the  blood  of  their  feUow-men  ?     Can  it  rea- 
sonably be  supposed  that  they  who  teach  the 
imperative   command  of   the  Deity  in  that 
memorable  part  of  the  Decalogue,  Thol  shalt 
DO  NO  MuRDSR,  wouId  impiously  mock  th^ 
Eternal,  and  set   at  nought  his  commands, 
by  imbruing  their  hands  in  human  blood,  or 
by  exciting  their  ignorant  firflow-creatures  to.! 
the  commisition   of  acts  at  which  humanity 
»bodders?     We  repeat -the  assertion—- it  is 
impossible !  and  time  -will  shew  that  they  are 
u  innocent  of  the  horrid  imputation  as  the 
angels  of  heaven.      But  is  it  worthy  the  sons 
of  Britain   to  criminate  and  condemn,  un- 
heard, these  men   fer  no  other  crime  than 
bearing  the  character  of  missionaries?     The 
war  whoop  had  long  since  been  raised  against 
them — but  by  whom  ?  by  those  whose  im- 
pure lives  are  a  stigma  on  roan,  who  have  pro- 
fessed unblushingly  the  horrid  principles  of 
Atheism,  and  have  been  foremost  in  decrying 
the  very  appearance  of  religion.     The  oppo- 
sition which  the  missionaries  have  so  steadily 
and  wickedly  received  has  arisen  from  this 
source;  and  no  wonder,  because  their  doc- 
trines and  conduct  w  ere  a  lecture  unbearable 
by  the  haters-  of  morality — by  the  lovers  of 
forbidden  sensuality.     It  is  sud,  with  mali- 
cious inveteracy,  that  the  missionaries  have, 
in  their  sermons,  preached  sedition,  but  all 
men  knofw  that  assertion  is  not  proof— let  the 
proof  of  their  having  so  done  be  brought  for- 
ward—let  the    accused  be  confronted  with 
the  accuser — let   the  benefit  of  an  impartial 
trial  be  afforded  them,  and  we  are  convinced 
that  their  hitherto  implacable  enemies  will 
hang  thdr  heads  with  shanoe.     What !  is  it 
consistent   that  a  man  must  of  necessity  be 
criminal  because  it  is  so  reported?     If  so, 
then  justice  has  abandoned  our  shores.    With 
just  as  much  propriety  may  any  individual 
among  us  of  known  respectability  and  unim- 
peachable moral  worth>  be  deemed  a  traitor, 
a  murderer,  or  a  robber,  because  it  haa  been 


■Q  reported  to  gratify  the  vMiMive  mafipe  of 
some  who  detest  virtue  and  encourage  moral 
depravity.  We  speak  to  facts,  let  them  an- 
swer. Is  it  because  certain  intemperate,  un- 
generous,' and  unjust  editors,  actuated  by 
feelings  of  animosity,  have  indulged  vf. 
acrimonious  tirades  against  the  missioo- 
aries,  that  they  are  and  most  be  the  abet«> 
tors  of  incendiarism,  and  have  sacriBced 
their  Christian  principles  to  bring  about 
results  as  hellish  as  they  are  detestable? 
The  supposition  is  an  insult  to  reason ;  and, 
for  the  sake  of  humanity  and  justice,  we  trust* 
the  community  have  not  abandoned  their 
better  judgment,  nor  given  themselves  up  to 
the  direction  of  men  of  perverted  minds  wha 
would  rejoice  in  the  knell  of  christianity« 
Let  justice  be  done  to  those  missionarief 
who,  for  aught  we  know,  have  been  criminated 
by  some  unfortunate  rebels  in  order  to  prevent 
their  being  made  examples  of  to  their  deluded 
fellow  slaves.  The  missionaries  should  be 
heard  in  defence  of  themselves,  for,  according 
to  British  laws,  every  man  must  be  r^arded 
innocent  until  found  guilty.  Can  justice 
therefore  pronounce  them  guilty,  and  will  our 
fellow-citizens  not  rather  suspend  their  judg- 
ment  until  further  accounts  are  received  ?  The 
apprehended  missionaries  will,  perhaps,  ere 
this,  have  been  arraigned  before  a  military 
tribunal,  but  from  which  the  country  expects 
impartial  justice ;  consequently  to  anticipate 
their  condemnation  is  certainly  an  act  of  the 
most  enormous  injustice.  Thousands  in  this 
island,  of  every  grade  in  society,  have  heard 
the  sermons  of  the  missionaries,  and  will  any 
man,  knowing  that  he  will  have  to  appear 
hefore  the  drewl  tribunal  of  heaven,  dedare 
that  any  thing  8editiou3  has.  been  uttered  by 
those  calumniated  individuals?  If  members 
in  the  Societies  to  whom  they  are  sent  tf 
preach  the  peaceable  and  consolatory  doctrines 
of  the  Gospel,  have  blindly  and  wickedly  re- 
nounced their  faith,  have  engaged  in  rebellious 
and  murderous  conspiracies,  is  it  just  to 
charge  that  act  upon  the  missionaries,  wh» 
preach  and  teach  benevolence,  submission, 
and  subordination?  With  as  much  pro- 
priety may  the  rebellionof  a  disobedient  child 
be  charged  on  his  afflicted  parents.- 

"  The  names  of  Messrs.  Knibb,  White- 
horne,  and  Abbott  have  been  associated  with 
traitors  and  rebels,  but  is  the  association 
borne  out  by  facts?  Far  other wise-^they 
are  accused  beeaube  they  are  miuioHariesm 
Is  not  Mr.  Whitehome  well  known  to  almost 
every  individual  in  -this  city— a  gentleman  by 
birth  and  education,  a  native  of  the  island-*^ 
whose  family  is  amongst  us,  and  whose  in- 
terests are  identified  with  the  island  ?  Is  he 
not  moreover  a  Christian  ?  These  circum- 
stances induce  us  to  believe  he  is  innocent ; 
and  his  past  upright,  manly,  and  Christiaaly 
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cohduct  are  the  crkerion  by  trhidi  he  should 

be  judged.     It  is  unreasonable  to  condemn 

him  unheard,  although  a  rebel  might  be  false 

enough  to  accuse  him  in  order  to  prolong  his 

own  worthless  life.     We  cannot   close  this 

article  without  referring  to  the  case  of  the  St. 

George*s  insurrection:  that  unfortunate  cir- 
cumstance is  still  fresh  in  the  recollection  of 

the  community,  who  must  know  that  had 
filave  evidence  been  then  admissable,  the  lives 

of  two  innocent  persons,  Lecesne  and  Escof- 
iery,  had  been  sacrificed  because  they  were 
implicated  by  a  rebel,  who  would  have  secured 
his  life  at  the  expense  of  theirs  ! 

'*  We  trust  sufficient  reason  has  been  ad- 
vanced .  in  this  article  to  refute  the  opinion  of 
the  missionaries*  imputed  guilt,  and  we  are 
convinced  that  no  conscientious  or  reasonable 
man  will  refuse  to  adopt  the  language  of  that 
forcible  maxim,  'Do  unto  others  as  you 
would  they  should  do  unto  you.*  The  mis- 
sionaries, we  again  assert,  are  guiltless,  and  the 
lapse  of  a  few  days  will  confirm  the  truth  of 
our  declaration.**  i 
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P.  S.  Since  the  preceding  article 
was  sent  to  press,  we  have  perused 
the  dispatches  published  by  Govern- 
ment in  the  Gazette  Extraordinary, 
which  have  somewhat  modified  our 
views  as  to  the  cause  of  the  insur- 
rection, but  we  have  neither  time 
nor  space  for  enlargement.     It  de- 
serves particular  attention,  however, 
that  in  these  ample  communications 
from  Lord  Belmore  and  Sir  fVil~ 
loughby  Cotton,  extending  to  the  6th 
January,    no    mention  whatever   is 
made  of  the  arrest  or  imprisonment 
of  our  three  friends^  Messrs.  Knibb, 
iVhiiehorne,  and  Abbott.     It  seems 
very    difficult  to   account  for   this 
omission  if  they  were  really  in  cus- 
tody.

The  religious  state  of  the  society  at 
Cambridge,  over  which  Mr.  Hall  was 
called  to  preside,  has  been  noticed 
in  the  preceding  number.     It  has 
not  been   attempted  to  describe  it 
fully  3  but  a  slight  attention  to  the 
sketch  there  exhibited  will  be  sujp- 
cient  to  convince  the  reader  that  the 
extinction  or  permanence  of  that  so- 
ciety would  depend,  in  a  very  u^- 
usual  degree,  on  the  character  of  the 
future  ,aiinister.    The   situation  of 
its  affairs  was  in  every  sense  critical ; 
and  the  greatest  importance  would, 
of  necessity,  attach  to  the  appoint- 
ment  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Robin- 
son.   The  wisdom  of   the  choice 
that  was  actually  made^  appears  not 
only  jji  the  talents  and  endowments 
of  Mr.  Hall,  which  peculiarly  quali- 
fied him  for  si^ch  a  situation,  but 
from  the  Divine  blessing  which  evi- 
dently rested  upon  his  labours  for 
the  defence  and  propagation  of  the 
truth  as   it  is  in  Jesus.     Had  the 
new  minister  been  a  Socinian,  the 
evangelical  part  of  the  congregation 
would  have  sought,  in  fresh  pastures 
and  by  the  side  of  other  waters,  that 
spiritual  food  and  refreshment  which 
they  could  no  longer  find  at  home. 
Had  he  been  orthodox  in  sentiment^ 
and  fervent  in  spirit,  but  defective  in 
talent  and  general  information,  his 
zeal  would    scarcely  h^ve  compen- 
sated   for    these    deficiencies    even 
among  the  poorer  members,  while 
the  intellectual  and  speculative  part 
of  the  congregation  would  have  pro-

bably  j;iven  a  separate  invitation  to 
a  minister  more  congenial  to  their 
taste,  who  would  have  matured  their 
indi^erence  to  evangelical  religion 
into  socinlanism  or  infidelity.  And 
had  Mr.  Hall  been  a  narrow-minded 
bigot,  or  an  indiscreet  supporter  of 
divine  truth,  he  would  never,  with 
all  the  weight  and  splendour  of  his 
talents,  have  succeeded  in  correcting 
the  evils  he  deplored,  or  of  **  with- 
standing*' with  any  effect ''  the  dan- 
gerous errors  that  were  in  vogue, 
in  the  place  where  Providence  had 
appointed  his  lot."*  It  was  not 
likely  that  the  men  who  had  imbibed 
the  principles  of  religious  liberty, 
and  learnt  the  value  of  private  judg- 
ment, in  the  school  of  Robinson, 
would  be  inclined  to  bow  implicitly, 
even  to  intellectual  domination,  and 
still  less  to  any  inferior  sp^ies  of 
authority.  But  Mr.  Hall  was  at- 
tached, as  warmly  as  his  prede- 
cess6r,.to  these  important,principles, 
aiid  maintained  and  acted  upon  them 
with  unusual  ability ;  hence  he  pos- 
sessed every  advantage  for  the  in- 
culcation of  his  sentiments.  And 
as  he  .;Set  out  with  the  conviction 
that  "  the  Divinity  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  t}ie  Atonement  lie  at  the  foun- 
dation of  the  true  system  of  vital 
religion,  and  that  sinners  will  never 
be  converted  to  God  by  a  ministry 
that  excludes  them,**  the  tendency 
of  his  instructions  must  have  been 
highly  favourable  to  evangelical  re- 
ligion. When,  in  addition  to  these 
propitious  circumstances,  the  extra-

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ordinary  mental  powers  of  Mr.  Hall 
are  taken  into  codsideration,  it  will 
appear  that  his  ministerial  services 
were  eminently  adapted  to  arouse 
attention^  to  disarm  prejudice,  and 
to  work  conviction  on  the  mind. 
The  opportunity  was  a  golden  one : 
it  was  eagerly  seized,  and  applied 
with  all  the  energy  of  his  soul  to  a 
holy  and  beneficent  purpose, — with 
what  success,  the  subsequent  con- 
dition of  the  church  and  congrega- 
tion will  best  declare.  *'  We  bear 
you  witness,"  say  the  members  of 
his  church  in  their  address  on  re- 
ceiving his  resignation, — and  never 
was  a  testimony  more  freely  given, 
or  more  richly  merited — "  We  bear 
you  witness  that  the  prevailing  de- 
sire of  your  heart,  and  the  constant 
object  of  your  labours,  was  to  dis- 
seminate amongst  us  the  knowledge 
of  the  true  God,  and  of  Jesus  Christ 
whom  he  hath  sent,  and  to  fit  us,  by 
divine  grace,  for  the  enjoyment  of  a 
future  world. .  . .  We  entreat  an  in- 
terest in  your  prayers  that  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  will  supply  us 
with  a  pastor  zealous  for  his  ho- 
nour, and  qualified  to  feed  the  people 
of  his  charge  with  the  bread  of  im- 
mortal life." 

But  Mr.  Hair«  usefulness  in  this 
station  was  not  limited  to  his  regu- 
lar and  stated  hearers.  Many  young 
men  of  inquiring  minds,  or  of  lite* 
rary  taste,  transiently  or  permanently 
resident  at  Cambridge,  either  in  the 
University  or  the  town,  attracted  by 
the  fame  of  his  eloquence,  were  in- 
duced to  attend  his  ministry,  and 
received  from  it  impressions  which 
they  will  have  reason  to  remember 
with  gratitude  to  all  eternity.  In 
seeking  the  gratification  of  their 
taste,  all  were  instructed  and  de- 
lighted ;  and  some  received  a  higher 
blessing  than  they  sought  at  the 
commencement  of  their  attendance, 
"  even  the  salvation  of  their  souls." 
Tliere  is  reason  to  believe  that  more 
instances  of  good  in  this  direction 
were  produced,  than  Mr.  Hall  was 


ever  acquainted  with,  and  more  than 
will  be  generally  known  till  the  day 
that  revealeth  all  things. 

As  the  congregation  continued  to 
increase,  the  place  of  worship  be- 
came too  small  to  accommodate  the 
hearers,  and  it  was  consequently  en- 
larged by  a  subscription  raised  en- 
tirely by  the  attendants  at  the  place, 
which  was,  in  a  short  period,  by 
gradual  accessions,  as  well  filled  as 
before  the  alteration. 

During  a  great  part  of  Mr.  Hall's 
ministry  at  Cambridge,  it  was  his 
practice  to  expound  the  Scriptures 
regularly  every  Lord*s  day  morning. 
He  thus  went  through  the  principal 
narratives  of  the  New  Testament, 
with  our  Lord*s  parables,  and  dis- 
courses to  his  disciples  and  the  mul- 
titudes that  followed  him.  He  then 
proceeded  to  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles, 
which  he  treated  at  considerable 
length  and  in  a  masterly  style,  to 
the  great  instruction  and  profit  of 
his  hearers;  and  afterwards  went 
through  several  of  the  Apostolic  Epis- 
tles, from  which  he  drew  and  dis- 
pensed much  spiritual  benefit.  He 
was  always  fond  of  Exposition,  deem- 
ing it  the  most  suitable  method  of 
elucidating  scriptural  truth  which  s 
stated  minister  can  employ,  at  least 
once  .on  the  Sabbath  ;  and  most  ad- 
mirably was  he  qualified  to  excel  in 
this  mode  of  edifying  the  church. 
The  extent  of  his  researches,  the 
correctness  of  his  judgment,  his 
knowledge  of  human  nature,  his 
keen  penetration,  his  comprehensive 
mind,  his  power  of  delineating  cha- 
racters, of  unveiling  motives,  of  de- 
ducing and  enforcing  principles,  of 
tracing  tendencies  and  results,  and, 
above  all,  his  reverence  for  the  divine 
Word,  his  love  of  it,  and  his  implicit 
submission  to  its  dictates, — all  com- 
bined to  fit  him  for  this  important 
task ;  and  how  well  he  executed  it 
those  can  gratefully  testify  who  had 
the  benefit  of  hearing  these  admi- 
rable expositions. 

In  the  afternoon  sendee  he  gene- 
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rally  took  a  single  text  or  passage 
as  ihe  basis  of  his  sernionf  and  de- 
voted his  great  powers  in  another 
manDer  to  the  edification  of  his  au- 
dience.    During  many  of  the  latter 
years  of  his  ministry  at  Cambridge, 
the  afternoon  services  were  attended 
in  term-time  by  many  serious  mem- 
bers of  the  university.     It  was  not 
unusual  to  see  fiftv  or  more  of  them 
present   at     this    service^   *'  having 
shortened  their  dinners  at  the  Col- 
lege-hall for  the   sake  of  enjoying 
a  more  mental   and  sacred   repast. 
Among  them  were  noticed  several 
who   are  now  popular  and  useful 
clergymen  in  the  established  church, 
and  some  of  our  senators,  who  re- 
ceived their  first  lessons  in  eloquence 
from   the  lips  of  Mr,  Hall.*'     He 
also  frequently  preached  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  Lord's  day,  especially  in 
summer,  at  one  or  other  of  the  vil- 
lages adjacent  to  Cambridge.     When 
he  was  not  thus  engaged,  he  some- 
times attended  the  ministry  of  the 
Rev.  C.  Simeon,  at  Trinity  Church. 

His  only  other  regular  service  in 
the  week  was  on  a  Thursday  even- 
ing, when  he  met  a  few  of  his 
people,  chiefly  of  the  poorer  class, 
in  the  vestry'.  After  singing,  and 
prayer,  by  on6  of  the  members,  he 
would  give  out  another  psalm  or 
hymn,  and  then  in  a  style  of  chaste 
and  simple  pathos,  not  to  be  de« 
scribed,  sometimes  tender  and  some- 
times solemn,  he  would,  for  about 
twenty  minutes  or  half  an  hour,  ad- 
dress his  little  band  on  '*  things  per- 
taining to  the  kingdom  of  God." 

Though  he  enjoyed,  as  was  na- 
tural, the  company  of  his  intelligent 
friends,  he  did  not  on  their  account 
neg^t  the  poor  of  his  flock.  His 
idsits  to  them  were  marked  by  great 
kindness  and  spirituality.  He  was 
enabled  to  indulge  his  liberality  by 
setting  apart  a  certain  portion  of  his 
income  for  the  purposes  of  charity : 
though  he  never  stopped  short  of  his 
limit,  there  is  reason  to  believe  he  fre- 
quently went  beyond  it     **  It  may 


surprise  us,"  as  Mr.  Hughes  re- 
marks, in  his  funeral  discourse,  "and 
at  the  same  time  serve  to  enhance 
our  admiration,  that  neither  at  Cam- 
bridge, nor  at  Leicester,  nor  here  [at 
Bristol]  did  he  frequent,  with  par- 
ticular zest,  the  circles  of  learned, 
scientific,  and  ingenious  men ;  not- 
withstanding he  could  so  clearly 
estimate  their  greatness,  and  might, 
for  the  most  part,  be  greeted  as  their 
intellectual  chief.'*  In  truth,  such 
was  the  devotional  cast  of  his  mind, 
that  he  always  preferred  piety  to 
talent,  and  moral  to  intellectual, 
greatness.  He  encouraged  and  some- 
times attended,  a  weekly  meeting  for 
prayer  at  tbe  house  of  one  of  his 
poor  members,  considering  such  as- 
semblies, when  wisely  conducted,  as 
nurseries  for  the  church ;  and  no- 
thing gave  him  more  cordial  delight 
than  to  hear  of  the  progress  of  vital 
godliness,  .either  in  his  own  com- 
munity, or  in  any  other  into  which 
the  Christian  world  is  divided.  Re- 
cognizing, in  its  full  extent,  the 
maxim  of  his  Lord  that  **  one  is 
your  master,  eveii  Christ,  and  all  ye 
are  brethren,**  he  hailed  with  un- 
feigned satisfaction  every  accession 
to  the  Redeemer's  empire — the  em«- 
pire  of  peace,  and  love,  and  purity. 

Of  the  general  style  and  character 
of  his  preaching  at  Cambridge,  some 
idea  may  be  conveyed,  to  those  who 
have  never  heard  him  there,  by  the 
following  sketch,  drawn  up  by  one 
who  had  a  favourable  opportunity 
of  observing  it. 

'*  Xs  a  preacher  he  was  unrivalled, 
at  least  in  modern  times,  and,  per- 
haps, no  age  of  the  church  has  pro- 
duced his  superior.  He  was  the 
first  and  the  last  of  his  class.  He 
stood  alone  among  the  '  company 
of  preachers.*  This  singularity  of 
position  did  not  arise  from  the  pre- 
dominance of  any  one  quality,  for 
others,  have  possessed  one  or  more 
of  his  separate  powers  in  an  equal 
degree,  but  from  that  peculiar  union 
and  balance  of   many    excellences 
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wUeli  in  him  was  so  remarkable, 
l^his  hotiotirable  station  hsis  been 
accorded  tb  him^  hot  by  th6  mem- 
bers of  his  own  cofmmunity  Alone, 
but  by  the  genend  consent  df  all 
libef al  and  intelligent  meli^  wlto  thus 
*  glorified  God  in  him/ 

When  he  began  he  was  usttially 
calm  itnd  collected, » speaking  in  a 
low  tone^  and  looking  onward  aj)  he 
li^ent,  as  if  to  surrey  afresh  the  re- 
gion of  thbught  he  was  about  to 
traverse,  but  not  often  giving  ah  in- 
dication of  those  torrents  of  elo- 
quence that  were  soon  to  be  poured 
from  his  lips. 

Sometimes  at  the  cbnSinence- 
ment,  he  hesitated,  and  seemed  per- 
plexbd,  as  if  dissatisfied  with  what 
Be  had  intended  to  say  ^  at  others, 
trhbn  he  was  about  to  establish  a 
truth,  or  enforce  a  geheral  principle, 
he  would  enter  upon  a  course  of 
clear  and  poiVerful  reasoning,  ren- 
dered equally  attractive  ahd  astonish- 
ing by  the  delectable  purity  and 
beauty  of  his  style.  In  this  latter 
case,  the  sentences,  were  finished  with 
slich  exquisite  care,  that  he  appeared 
to  have  selected  not  merely  the  most 
appropriate,  but  the  only  words 
^nich  served  his  purpose,  and  yet 
delivered  vn^  ftuth  frieedom  and 
ease,^  th&t  they  seemed  the  first 
Ttrhich  catne  into  his  mind.  As  he 
j^t^ceeded,  he  increased  in  animation 
and  strength  of  utterance^  in  his 
ap|$licati(te  af  the  principle*  he  had 
advanced^  6r  the  doctrttie  he  had 
discussed,  he  grew  more  intense  tod 
ardent ;  and  ^hen  he  had  jrisen  to 
A  certain  pitch,  of  holy  excitement, 
his  brow  woidd  expiemd,  his  counite- 
hahce  Brighter^;  and  dmwing  back 
his  majestic  form  ih  the  pulpit,  he 
would  Cbme  forward  again,  charged 
tvith  the  fulness  of  his  message  to 
his  heat'ers,  and  addt'ess  them  in 
tones  and  languages  which  made 
6very  heart  vibrate.  But  it  #as  not 
with  his  lipi  ohiy  that  he  spoke ; 
his  etoquence  wa^  more  infelfectual 
and  spiritual  than  audible  sounds 


could  ibak^  if.  His  speaking  efe 
told  volume*.  Whethei*  beaming- 
with  benignity,  or  lighted  up  with- 
intelHgence,  or  blazing  with  intense 
dnd  hallowed  fe^Jhg,  that  eye  TtidU 
cated  sentiment' ahd  emotions  which 
Wdtds  were  riot  iri^de  td  express. 

It  is  impossible  to  describe  the 
impressiori  which  many  of  his  niost 
powerful  sermdns  prodiiced^  thes' 
glow,  the  rapture,  the  delight,  with- 
which  they  were  heard  5  the  breath- 
less silence  which  prevailed  in  the; 
assembly,  so  that  even  the  ticking;' 
of  the  clock  became  an  awfal  sonrid. 

His  appeals  were  beyond  measure 
affecting,  and  hi*  pleadings  most 
urgent.  With  all  the  disadvan- 
tages of  a  weak  voice,  and  some* 
times  with  a  rapid  and  hurried  nt« 
tetarice,  he  soared  to  the  greatest 
heights'  of  human  doquence.  He 
carried  his  hearefs  with  him,  as  by* 
an  irresistible  impulse,  atid  induced 
in  maiiy  of  them  ah  aspiration  aft^ 
the  same  heaven  to  which  he  was' 
tending,  and  ah  adiHitatibh  bf  the 
*ame  God  and  SaViour  whotn'  he 
loved  and  adored; 

His  preaching  wAs  eminently  cal^ 
culated  to  enlarge  th(s  mind)  as  well' 
as  to  afiect  the  hearty  and  hf^ 
hearers  tffert  conscious  of  ah  fb- 
crease  of  mental  capacity,  as  they 
followed  hini  in  the  vast  rang^  c^ 
his  contemplations. 

The  extent  of  his  views  wa«  truly 
astonishing)  but  represented  iti  so 
lucid  a  manner  as  to  be  distinctly 
visible  to  all  attentive  observers. 
Notwithstanding  the  frequeht  mag- 
nificence of  his  styte,  there  was  so 
much  simplicity  united  with  it,  that 
the  poorest  and  most  ukilettei^d  of 
his  hearers  were  able  to  profit  by 
his  discourses.  They  could  not^  it 
is  true,  quote  many  passages  from 
them  in  the  words  in  which  they 
were  uttered  5  but  they  were  con** 
scious  of  emotions  which  they  bkd 
never  fdt  befdre,  or  had  sufiered  to 
languish  in  thdr  bosoms;  or  they 
gained    ideas,     ^hich    they    could 
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<Acr&e  ifi  tlidr  own  langddge,  striken 
they  canverned  with  efloh  otbcr; 
While  from  tbe  pkiiiet  paMftges  and 
mot-e  ffttniliar  disobifrtes  they  de* 
rived  so  flifich  instmetidn,  that  tbey 
wete  sctureely  bebiod  thek  more  in* 
telligent  brtfthten  in  their  lot e  and 
admiriitioii  oi  the  preacher. 

He  soiiitetitties  ended  abruptly, 
and  sal  ioWn  jnst  when  hia  hearers 
litost  wished  him  to  pibceed )  when 
he  had  enkindled  in  their  breasts  a 
love  of  holitiess  and  truths  or  had 
impressed  them  deeply  with  the 
importance  of  eternal  things^  or 
displayed  the  love  of  God  in  Christ, 
or  ubVeiled  to  them  the  glories  of 
the  spiritual  temple,  in  whibh  God 
dwells  with  his  peeple>  and  they 
with  him>  for  ever. 

The  earnestness  of  his  manner 
i&ttst  have   been  remarked  bv  most 
^rsoBs   who   have  heard  him^     It 
attended  him  in  all  his  publie  rifii«>> 
nistrations,  and  gave  him  an  ittt<- 
mense  advantage  over  the  feelings 
^  his  hearers.     They  saw  that  he 
^  had  something  to  communicate  to 
them  of  surpassing  interest ;  some* 
tiling  which  had  absorbed  his  whole 
soul,  and  in  Which  their  own  safely 
Or  happiness  Were  deeply  involved. 
Whether  he  warned  the  impenitent 
or  consoled  the  faithful;    whether 
he  urged  the  sh&ner  to  fiee  from  the 
wmth  to  come,  or  the  saint  to  per- 
severe    in    his    heavenly    course  5 
#hethet    he  directed  the  self-con- 
demned to  the  blood  of  exjMation, 
6r  eheered  the  f«intiiig  spirit  vvith 
the  promises  of  the  Gospel  5  whelheir 
he  Widded  the  thunders  of  the  law, 
<k  whispered  the  m§M  accents  of 
merc^l  inTitatlon,  cr  exhorted  his 
hearers   iii   general  that  with   fall 
purpose  of  heart  they  should  eleate 
tmto  the  Lord ;  he  appeared  to  be 
equally   in   earnest,   equally  intent 
upon  doing   good,  and  making  a 
right  impression  upon  all  v^ho  heard 
him.     He  obviously  spoke  £:om  the 
heart,  and   tw   in. the  presoioe  of 
God;  while  nothing  trifling  or  ir*> 


relevant   esoajied  him  to   dimfanth 
the  effect  of  siich  an  irapresaoii4 

The  rich  variety  which  pervaded, 
his  discourses,  was  quite  as  remark- 
able as  the  other  characteristica  of 
this  great  preadier.  It  has  not 
been  so  nniversaUy  attributed  to 
him  as  some  of  his  other  excels 
lencies,  because  his  occasional  hear- 
ers were  obviously  not  in  a  sitaatiuil 
to  judge  of  its  extent.  Those  tdm 
heard  him  oixre,  or  twice,  or  twen* 
ty  times  only,  could  form  bat  a  rery 
imperfect  conception  of  it;  while 
his  regular  and  constant  hearetv^ 
who  attended  him-  through  a  kmg 
course,  were  struck  beyond  measure 
by  the  exhibitions  of  a  power  wfaidi 
seemed  inexhaustiblek  It  was  dis* 
played  hot  only  in  the  great  diviir» 
sity  of  topics  which  he  discussed 
or  elucidated,  but  in  his  maimer  of 
treating  them.  The  same  truth 
which  had  been  previously  exhibited 
in  one  form,  or  for  some  espedal 
purpose,  Would  be  viewed  from 
another  position,  or  presented  in 
a  new  aspect^  or  a  new  light,  or 
dtBwn  from  a  different  source,  and 
by  a  varied  process  $  or  placed  in 
new  associations,  and  applied  to  the 
ever-shifting  scenes  of  human  life 
and  christian  experience.  His 
knowledge  was  Tery  extensive,  and 
always  at  command.  He  conid 
range  at  will  throagh  all  the  r^ons 
of  thought  tlMit  are  accessible  to 
mortds,  and,  collecting  fresh  ttea** 
suites  in  every  excursion,  bring  all 
his  acquisitions  to  bear  upon  the 
great  objects  of  his  ministry.  He 
was  not  a  loiterer  in  the  service  of 
his  Lord,  but  a  diligent  and  labo*- 
riotts  ''occupier'*  of  the  talents 
committed  to  him#  He  read  muck, 
thought  much,  and  prayed  much  ^ 
his  power  of  observation  was  cKm- 
tinually  in  exercise  3  and  hence, 
like  a  scribe  weH  instructed  m  the 
hingdem  of  heaven,  he  brought  ou% 
of  his  rich  and  capacious  stmres, 
things  new  and  old,  for  the  edifymg 
of  the  church.    It  was  this  whidi^

more  than  any  thing  else,  gave  such 
an  increasing  interest  to  his  regular 
addresses. 

It  would  undoubtedly  be  but  little 
to  the  honour  of  a  Christian  mini- 
ster,  if,  while  he  delighted  his 
hearers,  he  did  not  profit  them ;  if 
he  instructed  without  reforming 
them  3  if  he  enlarged  their  under* 
standing,  but  did  not  touch  their 
hearts  5  if  he  cultivated  their 
taste,  but  not  their  piety;  if  he 
endeavoured  to  form  their  manners' 
and  qualify  them  to  shine  in  society, 
but  had  no  solicitude  that  Christ 
might  be  formed  in  their  hearts  the 
hope  of  glory  To  this  charge  ouf 
friend  was  careful  not  to  expose 
himself;  for  while  he  assiduously 
cultivated  the  minds  of  his  hearers, 
and  taught  them  to  think,  to  reason, 
and  to  judge,  he  inculcated  upon 
them  the  doctrines,  and  enforced 
the  duties,  of  genuine  Christianity, 
instilling  its  principles  into  their 
hearts,  and  exhorting  them  to  a- 
bound  in  all  the  graces  of  the 
Spirit.  He  laboured  to  establish 
the  only  sure  foundation  of  human 
hope,  and  to  build  them  up  on  their 
most  fioly  faith.  The  doctrine  of 
the  atonement  through  the  blood  of 
Christ,  the  divinity  of  his  charac* 
ter  and  mission,  the  influence  of  the 
Spirit,  justification  by  faith,  the  ne* 
cessity  of  holiness,  and  the  imme- 
diate and  indissoluble  connection 
between  faith  and  works,  were  ac- 
cordingly among  the  topics  upon 
which  he  frequently  insisted;  and 
with  what  ability  he  treated  them 
will  long  be  remembered  by  those 
who  have  heard  his  best  sermons 
upon  these  and  kindred  subjects. 
His  preaching,  though  frequently 
imaginative,  and  not  seldom  pro- 
found, was  eminently  practical,  and 
tended  to  make  the  man  of  God 
perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto 
all  good  works.  Often,  too, — when 
wrapt  in  adoration  of  the  divine 
excellence,  he  has  been  depicting  the 
purity  and  bliss  of  heaven,  the  joys 


that  never  fade,  the  high  dignity  and 
ineffable  delight  of  the  spirits  before 
the  throne,  redeemed  by  the  blood 
of  Christ, — has  he  enkindled  in  the 
soul  a  celestial  ardour,  rendered  it 
insensible  to  present  things,  and  ex- 
cited in  it  a  desire  to  depart  from  all 
below  to  make  those  joys  its  own.**'**' 
It  was  not  merely  in  the  line  of 
his  professional  duty  that  Mr.  Hall 
endeavoured  to  be  useful.  Every 
thing  conducive  to  the  welfare  of 
his  species  was  interesting  to  him  ; 
and  hence  he  occasionally  turned 
his  attention  to  other  topics  than 
those  immediately  connected  with  his 
ministerial  character.  The  first  part 
of  his  residence  at  Cambridge  was 
a  period  of  very  unusual  excite- 
ment. The  French  revolution  had 
broken  out  the  year  before  his  re- 
moval thither,  and  had  produced  a 
strong  impression  upon  all  ardent 
minds,  and  indeed  throughout  the 
community  at  large.  The  greater 
part  were  alarmed  at  the  progress 
of  revolutionary  principles  in  a 
country  so  near  them,  and  conse- 
quently anticipated  the  downfal  of 
ail  regular  governments  and  the  de- 
struction of  social  order  throughout 
£urope;  while  others  hailed  the 
emancipation  of  a  great  people  from 
a  vassalage  which  had  been  endured 
for  centuries,  as  an  omen  propitious 
to  the  liberty  and  happiness  of  man- 
kind. Mr.  Hall  was  among  the 
latter  class,  and, soon  took  a  decided 
part .  in  the  long  controversy  that 
ensued.  "  Spirits  are  not  finely 
touched  but  to  fine  issues  ;*'  and  it 
was  not  likely  that  one  of  his  touch 
and  temperament  would  long  re- 
main inactive  in  the  universal  con- 
test. A  dissenting  minister,  of 
eminent  piety  and  exemplary  cha- 
racter, had  published  a  sermon  in- 
culcating political  sentiments  which 
were  deemed  by  Mr.  Hall  and  his

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jfiriends  inimical  to  tbe  principles  of 
die  British  constitution  and  to  ge- 
neral freedom.  To  this  sermon 
Mr.  Hall  produced^  in  1791»  a 
masterly  reply^  which  was  his  first 
avowed  and  separate  publication.* 
It  came  forth  the  same  year  under 
tbe  title  of  Christianity  Consistent 
with  a  Zs€fve  of  Freedom.  He  dis- 
cusses with  great  ability,  and  in 
beautiful  language,  first  the  duty  of 
common  Christians  in  relation  to 
civil  polity^  and  then  the  duty  of 
ministers  in  the  same  relation.  He 
next  examines  more  particularly  the 
arguments  of  his  opponent  on  these 
and  other  topics  advanced  in  his 
publication,  and  concludes  with  a 
train  of  reflections,  which  one  is 
almost  tempted  to  pronounce  as 
prophetic  as  they  were  descriptive, 
since  they  are  as  applicable  to  the 
present  period  as  they  were  to  that 
in  which  they  first  appeared,  more 
than  forty  years  ago.  It  is  remark- 
able that  though  this  was  one  of 
Mr.  Hall's  earliest  compositions,  it 
evinces  the  same  correct  taste,  and 
the  same  power  of  thought,  which 
were  afterwards  displayed,  with  still 
greater  effect^  in  his  more  matured 
productions.  This  pamphlet  Mr. 
Hall  never  would  allow  to  be  re- 
published ;  because  though  "  he 
continued  to  think  the  main  prin- 
ciples correct  and  important,**  '^he 
regarded  the  tone  of  animadversion 
as  severe,  sarcastic,  and  unbecom- 
ing;**'!* 1^^  chiefly,  it  is  probable, 
on  account  of  the  personalities 
which  were  inseparable  from  the 
discussion. 

The  political  ferment  continued 
to  agitate  the  nation,  and  even  in- 
creased in  violence.  The  ministers 
of  the    crown   were  alarmed,   and

employed  every  means  without  dk- 
crimination  to  -discourage  and  sup- 
press the  utterance  of  liberal  opinions. 
The  hberty  of  the  press  was  not 
only  checked,  but  threatened  with 
extinction.  Spies  and  informers 
were  scattered  over  .the  kingdom ; 
and  the  strong  arm  of  power  was 
directed  against  those  who  dared 
to  think  freely,  and  express  their 
thbughts.  At  this  crisis,  Mr.  Hall 
composed  his  celebrated  Apology  for 
the  Freedom  of  the  Press  and  for 
General  Liberty^  which  made  its 
appearance  in  1793,  attracted  con- 
siderable attention,  and  passed 
through  several  editions.  As  this 
work  has  been  extensively  read, 
and  is  therefore  well  known,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  describe  its  interest- 
ing contents,  to  illustrate  its  power- 
ful reasoning,  .or  to  point  out  the 
many  splendid  passages  with  which 
it  abounds.  It  required  no  small 
courage  at  that  period  to  avow  sen- 
timents like  those  which  he  here  so 
ably  defends  and  so  eloquently  in- 
culcates :  but  Mr.  Hall  was  not  a 
man  to  be  intimidated  by  danger^ 
even  when  it  threatened  the  most 
loudly  3  and  while  engaged  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty,  he  was  ofteu 
unconscious,  or  regardless,  of  its 
existence.  But  though,  as  we  have 
seen,  when  adequate  occasions  called 
for  their  exertion,  Mr.  Hall  did  not 
refuse  to  employ  his  talents  in  the  de- 
fence and  support  of  great  political 
principles  and  interests,  when  he  con- 
ceived them  to  be  in  danger,  he  was 
yet  careful  that  political  considera- 
tions should  not  encroach  upon  others 
still  more  important,  and  hence  he 
uniformly  excluded  them  from  the 
pulpit,  except  in  two  or  three  in- 
stances of  special  occurrence,  when 
an  allusion  to  such  topics  was  in- 
evitable. He  knew  the  human 
character  and  Christianity  too  well 
to  expect  that  the  regeneration 
of  the  world  would  be  effected  hy 
forms  of  government  or  political 
regulations,  or  evan  by  the  exten- 
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dum  of  scicnoe,  litemtare,  and  dm\- 
izatiofi ;  he  looked  for  the  accoia- 
plflshme&t  of  tlhis  eveol:  lo  the  oper- 
;atioA  oi  higher  prindple8,-r-Hthe  pre- 
valence of  Christian  itrjuth,-r^the  £on- 
yerBion  of  liie  souls  of  men  to  God. 
£arl7  in  the  year  1 799,  Mr.  HaU 
was  attacked  by  a  Tiolent  fever^ 
which  threatened  bis  life,  so  liiat  in 
his  own  apprehension  he  was  for 
aome  days  on  the  borders  of  eter- 
nity. The  state  of  his  mind  ait  this 
aolemn  season  may  be  osiUeotfid  fsom 
aielier  to  the  Rev.  Jaines  Phillips  :-^ 

<<  I  never  before  felt  my  mind  so  calm  and 
happy.  Filled  with  the  most  overwhelming 
flense  of  my  own  nnwortfainess,  my  mind  was 
suf^rted  merely  by  a  £uth  in  Christ  eruci- 
fied.  1  would  not  for  the  world  have  parted 
with  that  te&t,  <  The  blood  of  Christ  deanseth 
from  all  sin.'  I  never  before  saw  such 
a  beauty  and  grandeur  in  the  way  of  salvation 
by  the  death  of  Christ,  as  op  that  occasion. 
I  am  fully  persuaded  the  evangelical  doctrines 
alQiie  are  able  to  support  the  mind  ia  the 
•near  view*  of  dealdi  and  judgment.  Msy  yon 
And  I  be  .more  and  more  grounded  ip  «  oon- 
viction  of  their  truths  and  acquainted  with 
their  power !  Jt  is  to  these  doctrines  the  re- 
velation of  Christ  is  chiefly  indebted  for  its 
cAcaey  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men.** 

During  nearly  aeven  ye^rs  from 
the  publication  of  :his  ApoU>gy,  Mr. 
Hall  sent  nothing  to  the  press,  ex- 
cept an  oration  at  the  interment  of 
the  Rev.  HabakkukCi:abb,.of  Roy- 
flton,  who  died  in  \7^5,  and  a 
Letter  in  the  Cambridge  Intelli- 
^ncer,  on  a  subject  of  local  alierca* 
tion,  which  is  not  reprinted  in  the 
new  edition  of  his  works,  and  to 
which  it  is  not  necessary  to  make 
4my  farther  allusion  here.  Mean- 
time, he  was  not  idle ;  he  suffered 
not  his  powers  to  languish,  or  the 
spiritual  interests  of  his  flock  to  be 
neglected.  He  continued  to  feed 
them  with  the  bread  of  life,  and  they 
to  grow  in  grace  and  virtue  under 
his  pastoral  care :  personal  and  Chris- 
tian affection-  were  mutually  in- 
ereascd  as  the  natural  consequence. 

Among  the  results,  or  connected 
with  the  causes,  of  the  French  revo- 


lution i  •  a  ipirit,  not  ai  acepUciain 
merdy,  but  of  open  and  £earless  in- 
fidelity and  atheism  had  displayed 
itself  throughout  that  country,  and 
was  diffusing  its  poisonous  influence 
ov£r  the  Continent  and  in  £<ngland. 
The  philosophers  of  France,  and 
especially  the  disciples  of  Voltaire 
and  his  fraternity,  wece  not  only 
anxious  to  deliver  themselves  from 
the  restraints  of  a  religion  which 
(he^  hated,  but  employed  ey:ery  me- 
thod in  their  power  to  circulajte  their 
pernicious  prindpJes.  In  this  ua- 
happy  enterprise  they  w^e  counte- 
nanced-and  assisted  by  many  persons 
of  literature  and  scienee  both  in  this 
country  and  on  the  .continent.  Mr. 
Hall,  who  was  {>rompt  at  discerning 
the  *'  signs  ,of  the  times,"  and  no- 
ticing the  evil  as  well  as  the  good 
aitising  from  the  momentous  changes 
that  were  ta^ng  place  around  him, 
resolved  .to  examine  .and  expose  the 
pretensions  of  this  ''  new  p^o- 
aophy."  The  .effort  was  completely 
si^ccessful,  as  far  as  argument  and 
eloquence  could  «vail  to  stem  the 
tocrent  of  infidelity,  which  threatened 
to  inundate  the  wodd.  He  preached 
a  mormon  on  the  sulyject,  first,  in 
substance,  at  Bciatol,  and  afterwards 
ta  his  own  place  at  Cambridge,  on 
the  17th  of  November,  1799;  and 
to  so  great  a  length  did  tlie  .discus- 
sion extend,  that  it  occupied,  an  hour 
and  twenty  minutes  in  the  delivery. 
This  wonderful  sermon,  written  after 
it  was  preached,  made  its  pippear- 
ance  from  the  press,  under  the  title 
of  Modern  l^fideiUy  considered  tPHh 
respect  to  its  influence  on  Society,  .in 
the  beginning  of  18Q0,  apd  passed 
through  four. or  fiive  large  editions 
in  the  course  of  the  year.  Elabo- 
rated to  the  .utmost  degree  of. refine- 
ment, yet  without  losing  any  of  its 
strength,  it  is,  perhaps,  the  most 
finished  and  perfeet  of  all  Mr.  ^Hall's 
compositions,  though  separate  pas- 
sages of  at  .lea$t  equal  ppw^r  and 
briili^nqy  i^Ay  bp  foiipd  in  some  of 
his  other  .prodnelioas*     fittt  ocili-'

The  Character  or  the  Present 
Period,  an  Argument  for  the 
Necessity  of  the  Revival  of 
Religion. 
''Behold now  is iheaeoeptedtime.^  2  Cor. 

n.2. 

There  is  a  strong  tendency  in  the 
human  mind  to  shrink  from  the  di- 
rect application  of  divine  truth  to  its 
own  particular  case,  and  from  the 
demand  which  may  be  made  for  its 
immediate  attention.  Numbers  wiU 
listen,  not. merely  with  patience,  but 
e?en  with  complacency,  to  general 
or  abstract  statements,  by  whom  a 
direct  and  specific  appeal  to  con- 
science, in  reference  to  their  imme- 
diate duty,  is  regarded  in  a  very 
different  manner.  Thus  .even  the 
faithful  £zekiisl  was,  jto  his  .hearers, 
''  as  a  very  lovely  song  of  one  that 
bath  a  jdeasant  voice,  a^d .  can  play 
well  on  an  instrument,"  and  y^t 
"  tbev  heard,  his  words  and  did  them 
not/  *  And  thus  also  when  Paul  the 
prisoner  stood  before  F^lix,  it  does 
not  appear  tbat  his  defence  of  ^'  the 
way,  which  his  enemies  called 
"  heresy,"  excited  in  the  latter  any 
svmptom  of  displeasure  or  impa- 
tience ;  .but  .wh^n,  at  a  subsequent 
period,  in  the  presence  of  this  un- 
righteous magistrate  .and  his  guilty 
assoqate,  the  servant  of  Christ  "  rea- 
soned of  righteoi|sness,  temperance, 
and  judgment  to  come,  Felix  trem- 
bled and  answered,  '  Go  thy  way 
for  this  time  5  when  I  have  a  conve- 
nient season  I  will  dlktt,for  thee.'  *'t

Now  there  is  no  small  danger  of 
allowing  this  principle  of  resistance 
to  the  direct  and  immediate  applica- 
tion of  divine  truth,  so  fatal  to  the 
best  interests  of  man,  materially  to 
affect  us,  in  reference  to  a  subject 
now  happily  beginning  .to  excite 
some  attention  in  this  country, 
namely,  the  Revival  of  ipufe  and 
vital  Keligion.  Religion  itself  may 
be  approved,  and  even  admired ;  we 
may  listen  with  interest  to  the  nar- 
rative of  its  revival  in  different 
places,  and  at  different  periods  ^  but 
when  the  subject  is  brought  home 
to  our  own  particular  circumstances, 
and  the  necessity  for  the  revival  of 
religion  is  urged  on  our  personal  and 
immediate  attention,  there  is  too 
much  of  a  disposition  to  say  *with 
Felix,  "  Go  thy  way  forito  time, 
at  a  cowoenient  season  1  will  call  for 
thee."  There  can  scarcely,  how- 
ever, be  any  thing  /more  injjirious 
to  the  interests  of  vital  religion  than 
such  a  spirit  as  this;  it  operates, 
we  fear,  both  on  those  who  possess 
religion,  and .  on  those  who  possess 
it  not ;  it  makes  both  parties  satis- 
fied with  things  as  they  are  5  and,  in 
the  uncertainty  of  futurity,  causes 
them  to  lose  sight  of  what  is  im- 
portant at  present.  ^'  But  now  is 
the  accepted  time,  now  is  the  day 
of  salvation  ;**  and,  therefore,  it  is 
the  object  of  this  paper  to  endeavour 
to  combat  the  principle  to  ^ which  re- 
ference has  been  made,  by.<ahewiug, 
not  only  the  need  there  is  .for  the 
revival  of-  religion  at  the  present 
period,  but  that  there  are  certain 
features  in  the  character  of  the  pe- 
riod itself,  which  demonstrate  that 
necessity.  With  this  view  the  at- 
tention of  the. reader  is  requested 
to  the  following  induction  of  par-

1.  !nhere  is  reason  to  fear  that  the 
character  qf  the  religion  which  exists 
at  the  present  perioi,  as  well  as  its 
prevalence,  fall  far  short  of  what 
ejnsted  in  the  primitive  tinges  of 
Christianity.

Whoever  is  acquainted  with  (he 
ittiie  of  religion  forty  years  ago^  and 
compares  it  with  its  present  state^ 
toust  admit,  after  making  all  due 
allowance  for  what  is  amiss,  that 
there  is  a  remarkable  and  visible 
change  for  the  better.  Then,  the 
greater  part  of  those  noble  institu- 
tions, from  whence  streams  of  mercy 
have  issued  to  the  ends  of  the  earth, 
had  no  existence.  At  that  time,  the 
English  Baptists,  to  whom  One  who 
will  not  be  suspected  of  partiality, 
had  awarded  "  the  honour  of  giving 
the  first  impulse  to  public  feeling*'  * 
on  the  subject  of  missions  to  the 
heathen.  Were  just  bringing  into  no* 
tice  their  mission  to  India  i  the  Lon- 
don Missionary  Society,  upon  a 
larger  scale,  quickly  followed ;  but 
the  Bible  Society,  and  the  Tract 
'Society,  and  numerous  other  kindred 
Societies,  were  not  in  being.  Now, 
liowever,  may  we  not  exclaim,  both 
In  reference  to  Britain  and  to  fo- 
reign lands,  "  Behold,  what  hath 
<7od  wrought !  **  Multitudee  since  the 
•period  referred  to,  in>oMr  own  coun- 
try, have  been  gathered  into  Chris- 
'tian  churches,  and  many,  from  among 
•the  heathen,  have  been  turned  from 
dumb  idols  to  serve  the  living  God; 
whilst  conquests,  not  a  few,  have 
been  made  over  infidelity  on  the  one 
hand,  and  false  Christianity  and  su- 
perstition on  the  other.  And  ^et, 
admitting  that  all  this  exists,  and 
exists  to  the  extent  to  which  we 
have  referred,  the  question  is.  Does 
it  partake  of  la  sufficienbly  scriptural 
character?  Does  it  accord  with  pri- 
mitive Christianity,  both  as  it  re- 
gards the  kind  of  religion  professed, 
and  the  eBtent  to  which  that  religion 
has  spread  ?  In  answering  this  ques- 
tion, it  is  to  be  feared  we  must  admit 
that  there  is,  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, a  defective  assimilation  to  the 
purity,  simplicity,  and  energy  of 
primitive  Christianity  amongst  those 


who  prrfess  the  nttne  of  Christ  i  sad 
that  the  extension .  of  genuine  reli- 
gion,    though,  considerable,    falls 
short  of  what  was  witnessed  in  pri- 
mitive times.  The  number  of  those 
who  believed  at  Jerusalem,  though 
a  "  multitude,*'  were  ''  of  one  heart 
and  of  one   spulj"    "great  grace 
was  upon  them  ^all  ;*'  while  "  the 
Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such 
as  should  be  saved."*     Persecution, 
indeed,  scattered  them   abroad,  but 
impaired  not  their  energy,  for "  they 
went     everywhere     preaching    the 
word,"t  and  thus   scattered  those 
seeds  which   afterwards  produced  a 
plenteous   crop.      Other    churches, 
notwithstanding  their  imperfections, 
were  equally  distinguished.    Of  the 
church  at  Rome  it  was   testified  hy 
Paul,  that  "  their  faith  was  spoken 
of  throughout  the  whole  world :" J 
the  same  writer  tells  the  Thessalo- 
nians  that  he  "  remembered  without 
<:easing  their  work  of  faith,  and  la- 
bour of  love,  and  patience  of  hope 
in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  5  and  that 
from  them  the  word  of  the  Lord 
sounded  out,  not  only  in  Macedonia 
and  Achaia,  but  also  in  every  place 
their  faith  to  God-ward  was  spread 
abroad.  "§     By  the  labours  of  tht 
Apostles  and  their  colleaguies,  toge- 
ther with  those  who  succeeded  them, 
Christianity,  though  fiercely  opposed, 
extended  its  benign  influence  over  a 
large   portion  of  the  then  known 
world,  and  numbered  amongst  its  ad- 
herents men  of  many  "  nations,  and 
kindreds,  and  tribes,  and  tongues." 
If,   however,  in  making   our  esti- 
mate of  religion,  at  the  present  pe- 
riod, we  except  (as  we  must)  lai^e 
numbers  of  merely  nominal  Chris- 
tians who  are  to  be  found  in  thoie 
countries  where  Christianity  is  esta- 
blished by  law,  we  shall  not  only 
find  the  remainder,    comp^mtively 
speaking,  few  in  number,  but  even

amongst    ihem^   we  shall  discover 
much  that  is  amiss.     Some  "  have  a 
name  that  they  live  but  are  dead."* 
In  others,  religion  is  at  a  low  ebb. 
In  some   sections   of  the  Christian 
church,  a  denunciatory  and  bigotted 
spirit,  allied,  in  some  instances,  to  ex- 
travagant and  heretical  notions,  has 
appeared ;   while,  in  others,  there  is  a 
wide  diffusion  of  worldly*  mindedness 
and  worldly  conformity.  Christianity 
has,  indeed,  widely  spread,  but  still 
**  there  remains  much  land  yet  to  be 
possessed."      A  vast  apparatus  is  at 
work,  in  making  known  divine  truth, 
in  a  variety  of  forms ;  and  sufficient 
SDccess  has  ensued  to  demand  our 
warmest  gratitude  to  God,  and  to 
secure  our  perseverance  in  the  us'e 
of  the  means  ;  yet  when  the  amount 
of  success   is    compared  with   the 
amount  of  efibrt,  it  must  be  aekuow- 
ledged  the  proportion  of  the  former 
is  comparatively  small ;  so  that  we 
are,  at  times,  ready  to  exclaim,  "Who 
hath  believed  our  report  and  to  whom 
is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed  ?"t 
Taking  all  these  considerations  into 
the  account,  then,'  the  inference  to 
which  it  appears  we  are  conducted, 
is,  that  there  is  need,  great  need,  for 
the  revival  of  religion,  by  the  com- 
munication of  a  greater  degree  of 
the  life  and  power  of  true  piety, 
where  it  already  exists,  and  by  the 
conversion  of  sinners  to  God. 

2.  7^  present  is  a  period  of  great 
and  increasing  iniipiity  ;  and  hence, 
if  religion  do  not  revive,  there  is 
reason  to  apprehend  its  decline. 

We  have  referred  to  the  results  of 
those  various  efforts  which  have  been 
made  for  the  extension  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  have  remarked  that  these 
lesuUs,  though  pleasing,  are  coinpa- 
ratively  small.  Let  us,  however, 
torn  our  attention,  not  to  the  results 
of  such  exertions,  but  to  the  condi- 
tion of  that  part  of  society,  especially 
in  this  country,  on  which  no 
good    effects    have   yet  been  pro- 
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dUced ;  and  here  we  shall  find  that  a 
melancholy  picture  presents  itself  to 
oar  view.  The  records  of  crime,  at 
the  present  day,  are  like  the  roll  of 
Ezekiel  **  written  within  and  with- 
out, with  lamentation,  and  moum« 
ing,  and  woe.*'  Never,  perhaps^ 
was  there  so  much  juvenile  delin- 
quency, never  such  a  daring  viola- 
tion of  the  Lord's  day.  Thousands 
of  the  youth  of  both  sexes  spend  the 
greater  part,  if  not  the  whole,  of 
that  sacred  season,  in  search  of  those 
pleasures  of  which  they  are  "  lovers, 
more  than  lovers  of  God.'**  A  very 
small  proportion  of  the  adult  popu- 
lation of  most  large  towns  attend  a 
place  of  worship  regularly ;  the  rest 
having  resigned  themselves,  either 
to  indolence  or  dissipation.  Intem- 
perance has  greatly  increased ;  other 
sins  to  which  it  leads,  unblushingly 
meet  our  attention  in  open  day; 
whilst  even  where  gross  iniquity 
cannot  be  said  to  prevail,  yet  farget- 
fulness  of  God,  that  species  of  prac«« 
tical  infidelity,  extends  its  withering 
and  ruinous  influence,  so  that  we 
seem  to  stand  in  the  midst  of  a  world 
"  dead  in  trespasses  and  in  sins.*'t 
Now,  if  such  be  the  result,  even  of 
a  cursory  view  of  the  surface  of  so- 
ciety, it  must  be  admitted  that  there 
are  causes  at  work  sufficiently  pow- 
erful to  produce  the  most  baleful 
effects  on  the  sphere  of  their  opera- 
tion 5  and  that,  if  they  are  not  met 
by  strong  counteractives,  religion 
will  not  advance  but  rather  decline ; 
the  rising  generation  will  not  tread 
in  the  steps  of  such  as  fear  God,  but 
will  grow  up  "  a  seed  of  evil  doers, 
children  that  are.  corrupters."  Re* 
ligion  will  commence  a  retrograde 
motion,  and  as  *'  iniquity  abounds, 
the  love  of  many  will  wax  cold."^ 
The  antidote  to  these  evil  conse- 
quences, however,  is  furnished  in 
the  revival  of  religion,  and  hence 
from  the  actual  state  and  threatened

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increase  oi  crime,  we  argue  the  ne- 
cessity for  seeking,  by  every  scrip- 
tural method,  the  immediate  revival 
of  religion,  both  in  the  hearts  of 
Christians,  and  in  the  world  at 
large. 

3.  The  present  u  a  period  of  great 
excitement ;  but  if  region  do  not 
prosper,  the  excitement  wiU  tend  to 
the  increase  ofiniqmty. 

There  are  times  when  society  re- 
sembles  a  stagnant  lake }  there  are 
other  seasons  when  it  more  resem- 
bles the  troubled  sea  when  it  cannot 
rest.  The  latter*  image,  it  need 
hardly  be  observed^  describes*  the 
present  periods  The  minds  of  men 
are  in  motion,  as  when  the  waves 
are  agitated  by  the  rising  breeze ) 
nor  is  it  easy  to  say  on  what  shore 
their  undulations  will  break.  There 
is  excitement  in  the  political  world ; 
the  stream  of  revolution  has  set  in  ^ 
ancient  governments  have  fallen,  or 
are  tottering ;  public  opinion  is  as- 
serting, its  dominion  3  tyranny  and 
oppression-  must  hide  their  heads, 
and  liberty  or  resistance- will  be  the 
order  of  the  day.  There  is  excite- 
ment in  the  literary  world,  especially 
in  Britain  3  our  population  are  fast 
acquiring  the  art  of  reading,  and 
general  knowledge  is  being  widely 
diffused  amongst  all  classes  of  so- 
ciety I  in  short,  there  is  a  movement 
in  the  public  mind,  and  the  question 
is  not^-  shall  it  be  arrested  ?  for  as 
soon  might  we  hope  to  arrest  the 
mountain  torrent — ^go  on  it  will,  till 
it  has  reached  the  crisis  at  which  it 
is  the  pleasure  of^  Divine  Providence 
.it  shall  be  permitted  to  arrive.  Now, 
while  we  rejoice  in  whatever  ad- 
vances the  civil  liberties  of  men, 
and,  especially,  in  the  emancipation 
of  the  mind  from  the  bondage  of 
ignorance  and  superstition,  let  us 
remember  that,  unless  religion  keep 
pace  with  the  advancement  of  so- 
ciety in  other  respects,  the  excite- 
ment which  exists,  will  tend  to  the 
increase  of  iniquity  5  for  if  it  be 
admitted  that  tUe  bias  of  the  mind  is 


to  evil  and  not  to  good,  l^en  it  fol- 
lows that  it  will  seek  for  objects  to 
gratify  it  which  correspond  with  its 
native  depravity.  Those  who  are 
roused  from  a  state  of  previous  tor- 
por will  be  in  danger  of  embarking 
on  enterprises  of  iniquity;  while  such 
as  read,  in  the  absence  of  just  re<* 
ligious  principles,  will  be  in  danger 
either  of  rioting  in  the  mere  garbage 
of  a  licentious  press,  or  taking  re- 
fuge in  the  gloomy  tenets  of  scep- 
ticism. If,  dien,  these  observations 
be  correct,  what  follows  ?  why,  that 
the  present  period  is  one  in  which 
there  exists  a  pressing  necessity  for 
all  that  love  the  Saviour,  to  seek  the 
revival  of  religion,  in  the  advance- 
ment of  the  interests  of  that  "  king- 
dom which  cannot  be  moved.*** 

4.  Finally,  The  present  is  a  period 
wherein  the  judgments  of-  God  are 
abroad  in  the  earth;  and  at  such  a 
period,  we  are  especially  called  upon 
to  learn  righteousness. 

The  ordinary  method  in  which 
God  communicates  his  mind  to  men 
is  by  means  of  his  word.  The  sacred 
volume,  sent  forth  amongst  the  na- 
tions of  the  earth,  bears  a  silent,  but 
powerful  testimony  in  favour  of  his 
authority,  and  of  the  necessity  of 
receiving  his  Gospel.  Often,  how- 
ever, the  voice  of  this  monitor  is 
drowned  amid  the  confusion  of  dis- 
sipation and  folly  in  which  men  are 
plunged,  and  which  prevail  in  the 
earth.  Superadded  to  his  word,  there- 
fore, Jehovah  is  pleased  to  speak  by 
his  Providence.  He  has  been  doing  so 
lately  to  the  nations  of  Europe,  and 
to  our  own  nation,  in  a  tone  of  dis- 
pleasure so  distinct  and  decided  as  not 
to  be  misunderstood.  He  has  been 
giving  us  to  see  that  though  he  is  a 
God  of  long^sufferiug  and  forbearance, 
yet  that  "he  that  being  often  reproved 
hardeneth  his  neck  shall  suddenly  be 
destroyed  and  that  without  remedy.* '  f 
Reference  is  here  made,  it  will  be 
obvious,    to    the    scourge    of    the 
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Cholera,  with  mrhibh  many  countries^ 
and  amongst  them  oar  own,  have 
recently  been  visited.  This,  how- 
ever, it  will  be  recollected  is  only 
one  olBtt  of  many  of  those  plagues 
which  a- righteous  God  might,  if  he 
saw  fit,  inflict  on  the  earth;  and 
hence,  since  his  hand  has  been 
stretched  out,  is  not  the  necessity 
apparent'  for  that  humiliation  and 
prayer  which,  whilst  they  should  be 
directed  to  obtain  the  removal  of  the 
scourge,  should  above  all,  seek  its 
sanctificatioi^  by  the  revival  of  re- 
ligion in  our  hearts,  and  by  the 
awakening  of  a  slumbering  people 
from  the  repose  of  spiritual  death  ? 
Should- this  voice  oi  the  LfOid  be 
disregarded,  he  may  speak  to  us  in  a 
tone  still  more  appalling  j  should 
Ihis  stroke  be  disregarded,  a  heavier 
may  be  commissioned  to  fall ;  or, 
what  is  still-  worse,  we  may  be 
left  in  the  situation  of  Ephraim 
when  it  'was  said,  "  He  is  joined  to 
idols,  let  him  alone.*** 

Let,  then,  every  friend  of  Zion, 
and  every  friend  of  man,  urged  by 
this  consideration,  as  well  as  by  the 
foregoing  considerations  unitedly, 
be  led  to  present  the. fervent  prayer, 
"  O  Lord,  I  beseech  thee  send  now 
prosperity.*'t  Let  us  seek  the  more 
copious  efiiision  of  the  Divine  Spirit ; 
and  along  with  a  spirit  of  humble 
reliance  on  Divine  energy,  let  us 
connect  those  diligent  and  persever- 
ing efforts  for  promoting  a  revival  of 
religion  which  Scripture  warrants, 
and  which- jibe  experience  of  the 
Christian  church  has,  at  former 
times,  found  to  be  successful.  In 
this  blessed  course  our  transatlantic 
brethren  have  preceded  us ;  but  even 
in  Britain,  there  are  tokens  for  gqod. 
'*  The  time  of  rest,  tlie  pramised  SaNSiith 
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A  brighter  day,  we  trust,  will,  ere 
long,  daMm  on  Zion — a  day  in  which 
the  visions  of    prophecy   shall   be

The  paper  I  sent  you  some  time 
ago,  and  which  was  printed  in  your 
number  for  October  last,  has  occa- 
sioned remarks  which  I  had  not  an- 
ticipated. And  in  your  number  for 
January  last,  I  see  vou  have  pub- 
lished a  long  list  of  Oueries  whu:h  I 
do  not  feel  it  at  all  necessary  to 
answer  at  length. 

Permit*  me,  however,  to  say,  it 
would  give  me  great  concern  if  I 
thought  I  had  written  one  line  that 
could  justly  give  pain  to  the  feelings 
of  your  very  respectable  correspon* 
dent,  B.  H.  D.  I  am  sorry  to  see 
that  he  has  in  several  places  totally 
misapprehended  my  meaning  5  and 
therefore  (unintentionally  I  doubt 
not)  he  has  greatly  misrepresented  it. 
Perhaps  you  will  allow  me  to  add  a 
few  observations  which  I  shall  re- 
commend to  the  candid  attention  of 
your  readers. 

1 .  I  most  cheerfully  concede  that 
Philip  Henry  and  Thomas  Scott  weie 
great  meh,  eminent  disciples  of 
Christ,  very  extensively  useful  in 
the  propagation  of  all  Christian 
truth,  dear  to  God,  and  famous  to 
all  ages:  they  were  not,  however, 
remarkably  distinguished  by  their 
acquaintance  with  Jewish  learning. 
But  John  Gill  was  probably  above 
all  his  cotemporaries  in  Rabbinical 
literature.  In  1 767,*  Dr.  Kennicott 
thus  acknowledged  his  obligations  to 
him :  "  I  have  been  highly  obliged

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by  the  reverend  and  learned  Dr.  6ill, 
who  has  extracted  and  sent  me  the 
variations  f^om  the  modern  Bibles  in 
the  passages  quoted  in  the  Talmuds^ 
both  of  Jerusalem  and  Babylon^  and 
also  in  the  Rabboth." 

So  acxrurate  and  profound  was  his 
knowledge  in  that  department^  that 
Mr.  Ryland,  who  knew  him  well, 
observed  in  my  hearing,  he  might 
have  said  :  Ego  semel  laboravi  ne 
vos  perpetuo,* 

2.  It  surprises  me  that  our  wor- 
thy friend  should  ask  whether  Dr. 
Gill  has  any  '*  substantial  proof*' 
for  what  he  has  asserted^  i^vhen  tbe 
learned  commentator  has  placed  the 
very  words  before  our  eyes.  And 
Dr.  Gill  was  most  exemplary  in 
giving  reference  to  his  authorities  on 
every  subject.  His  extreme  accu- 
racy has  never  been  questioned  be- 
fore to  my  knowledge. 

3.  B.  H.  D.  speaks  of  "  the  ab- 
surd vc^umes  of  the  Jewish  Rab* 

hies." 

That  there  are  absurdities  in  abun* 
dance,  and  puerilities,  and  monstrous 
fables  in  the  Jewish  writ  ngs  will 
not  be  denied;  but  the  Targums 
and  the  Talmuds  are  not  to  be  de- 
spised. Dr.  Geddest  assures  us 
that  "  the  very  worst  of  them  will 
be  found  to  have  its  use ',  and  even 
from  the  dunghill  c^  the  Jerwalem 
Targum  a  pearl  may  be  here  and 
there  picked  up.*'  Dr.  Gill  con- 
fesses his  great  obligations  to  the 
ancient  Jews.  From  his  modest 
preface  to  the  New  Testament  we 
may  learn  that  the  Misnah,  com- 
posed by  Rabbi  Judah,  A.  D.  150 ; 
the  Jerusalem  Talmud,  A.  D.  230  j 
and  that  of  Babylon,  A.  D.  500 ; 
and  the  abridgement  of  it  by  Mair 
monidea  in  the  beginning  of  the 
thirteenth  century,  all  contain  "  what 
was  disputed  ia  the  famous  schools 
of  Babylon,  Sora>  Nahardea,  and 
Fombeditha,  and  written  down  in

books,  partly  before  Christ,  and' 
partly  in  the  time  of  Christ,  and  a 
little  after."  Hillell  and  Shammai 
were  the  rival  heads  of  the  Mianic 
schools,  and  they  had  probably  de- 
rived instruction  from  those  who 
had  been  taught  by  some  of  Ezra's 
great  synagogue. 

4.  The  opinion  whidi  haa  given 
great  oftence  to  B.  H.  D.  ia  not 
among  the  peculiaritiea  of  Dr.  Gill. 

Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  in  his  commen- 
tary on  the  Lord's  Prayer,  speaks 
thus :  "  The  very  learnt  Mr.  Gre- 
gory has  shewn  that  our  Lord  col' 
lected  this  prayer  out  of  the  Jewish 
Euchologies,  8cc.  Works,  4to.  1671, 
p.  162.  See  this  proved  at  large  in 
the  collections  of  Lightfoot  and 
Schoetgenius." 

The  reader  will  do  well  to  consult 
also  the  very  learned  James  Alting, 
Catech.  Palat.  p.  67',  in  Op.  Tom.  5. 
and  Kuinoel  in  loc.  who  refers  to 
those  above  mentioned,  and  to  Wit* 
sius,  Vitringa,  and  Wetstein  in.  sup* 
port  of  the  same  fact. 

It  will  be  most  readily  granted 
that  our  divine  Lord  had  '*  sufficient 
wisdom*'  to  give  directions  to  hia 
disciples  in  the  solemn  duty  of 
prayer  and  supplication  |  but  surely 
it  may  be  granted,  also^  that  his  wis^ 
dom  might  tieem  it  expedient  to  era*- 
ploy  word^  and  phrases,  taken  fron 
the  compositions  of  those  whom  hia 
disciples  from  their  earliest  child*- 
hood  were  taught  to  hold  in  the 
highest  reverence. 

5.  I  have  to  complain  that  what 
I  have  applied  to  one  petition,  my 
esteemed  brother,  B.  H.  D.,  repre^ 
sents  me  as  applying  to  the  whole 
prayer.     See  Query  7. 

Again:  in  reply  to  Oaery  6,  I 
have  never  sa|d  that  it  is .  '*  unlaww 
ful  to  use  the  Lord'*  prayer  in  pri- 
vate or  in  pwblic.  Bat  1  feel  myself 
warranted  in  saying  again  that  when 
we  use  th^  petition,  "  Thy  kingdom 
come,"  we  should  be  careful  to 
"  fX9y  with  the  spirit  and  with  the 
understanding   also.**    We    should 
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keep  in  mind  the  very  different  cir- 
cumstances in  which  the  church  is 
now  placed.  Thus  Dr.  Barrow  :* 
"This  petition. ..  .seetm  in  its 
direct  and  immediate  sense^  to  re- 
spect the  state  of  things  in  that 
time,  more  especially  befitting  our 
Lord  «  disciples  then,  when  the  king- 
dom of  God  (that  is,  the  state  of 
religion  under  the  evangelical  dis- 
pensation) w^as  coming  and  ap- 
proaching. *  *  Thus  Dr.  Doddridge :  t 
*'  It  is  reasonable  to  believe  this 
petition  had  a  sense  peculiar  to  the 
period  in  which  it  was  prescribed, 
and  that  we  under  this  perfect  reve- 
lation of  the  Gospel  cannot  properly 
use  it  precisely  with  the  same  mean- 
mg.

It  is  not  necessary  for  ine  to  go 
further  into  this  matter.  I  cannot 
conclude,  however,  without  referring 
your  readers  to  some  judicious  ob« 
servations  on  the  Lord's  Prayer,  by 
the  late  Rev.  Thomas  Ihomas,  of 
Peckham,  in  your  volume  for  1813, 
p.  446. 

May  the  divine  benediction  rest 
upon  your  publication  $  that  it  may 
be  eminently  conducive  to  the  con- 
version of  sinners,  and  to  the  con- 
solation  of  many  who  have  already 
believed  through  grace  > — and  that 
you  and  your  coadjutors  may  have 
the    pleasure    of  making  many  a 
widow's  heart  sing  for  joy  by  the 
distribution  of  its  profits !

Saturday  Evening.    By   the   Author  of 
^  Natunl  Hutoryof  Eothusiasm." 

This  is  a  book  of  great  merit  with  a  most 
inappropriate  title ;  for  although  there  are 
occasional  references  to  Saturday  night, 
yet  they  contain  no  instruction  as  to  the 
proper  employment  of  a  portion  of  time 
in  immediate  preparation  for  the  Sabbath. 
The  author  in  his  advertisement^  alludes 
to  a  double  significance  of  the  title,  as 
intended  to  refer  to  the  expectation  of 
many  Christians,  that  our  times  are  pre- 
cursive  of  the  era  of  rest  which  has  been 
promised  to  the  church,  and  to  the  workl ; 
and  he  intimates  that  his  convipkion  on 
this  salgect  has  furnished  no  sqoiall  part 
of  the  motive  of  his   undertaking,  and 
given  direction  often  to   his   thoughts. 
We  agree  with  him  and  with  the  sentiment, 
which,  we  believe,  is  very  generally  adopted 
by  the    Christian   world.    Every    thing 
around  us  appears  to  indicate  a  movement 
towards  some  great  crisis,  and  if  there  ever 
were  signs  of  the  times  of  a  peculiarly  im- 
'  posing  and  portentous  aspect,  we  confess 
]that  such  are  at  present  conspicuous.   It  is 
asif  the  machinery  of  Providence  had  been 
almost  standing  still  for  a  period,  but  is 
again  set  in  motion  by  the  great  prime 
mover,  and  has  been  touched  with  an  ex- 
traordinary impulse.   The  spirit  of  inquiry 
is  on  the  alert  on  every  subject,  theolo- 
gical, scientific,  and  political ;  new  theo- 
ries are  adopting,  new  discoveries  made, 
and  new  fancies,  as  might  be  expected,  or 
the  resuscitation  of  old  ones,  starting  into 
life.    Speculation  is  every  where,  but,  un- 
happily, most  in  religion.    And  yet,  per- 
haps, we  ought  not  to  say  unhappily,  be- 
cause whatever  follies  may  be  generated  by 
the  stirring  of  the  muddy  waters  they  will 
.poon  vanish  like  breaking  bubbles  on  the 
•sur&ce,  and  leave,  at  leng^,  the  stream 
of  tmth  more  pure  and  tranquil  in  its  flow. 
What  is   the    duty    of  Christians   in 
general^  .under  existing  circumstances  ?    Is 
it  to  be  mdiffecent  to  what  passes  ?    Is  it 


to  refrain  from  the  .examination  of  the 
particular  parts  of  Scripture  which  have 
been  more  prominently  brought  forward 
of  late,  because  of  the  tortuous  interpre- 
tations that  have  been  given,  or  the  pro- 
gress of  fanaticism  and  self-delusion  which 
has  been  consequent  upon  jQiem  ?    Cer- 
tainly not.    The  duty  of  Christiaus  is  at 
all  times  to  search  the  Scriptures  and  com- 
pare its  predictions  with  passing  events, 
but  more  especially  in  seasons  of  jj^reat 
agitation.    We  do  not  find  fault  with  re- 
search, but  urge  it ;  but  we  do  condemn 
liasty  conclusions  and  vain  imaginings, 
which  generate  pride,  oensoriousness,  and 
rage  for  novelty  and  effect.  We  do  deeply 
deplore  when  men  lay  aside  sober  criticbm, 
and  dispense  with  the  best  attributes  of 
reason,  and  voluntarily  place  themselves 
under  the  influence  of  a  kind  of  religious 
delirium,  whic^  is,  indeed,  like  its^analo- 
gous  madness  of  the  physical  kind,  sufii- 
ciently  soothing  and  agreeable  in  its  be- 
wilderments.    We  do  lament,  when  men 
are  made  exclusive  and  sectarian  by  their 
faith,  and  can  see  no  piety  but  in  their 
own  church,  and  no  religion  but  in  their 
own  practice,  which  practice,  by  the  bye, 
has  to  do  with  any  thing  and  every  tbiag 
but  real  life,  the  appropriate  sphere  of  a 
heaven-born  and  heaven-directing  Chris- 
tianity.   In  a  word,  we  grieve  when  even 
good  men  are  so  muled  as  to  pretend  to 
work  wonders,  while  they  call  names,  and 
present  a  strange  contrast,  in  the  eye  of 
the  world  and  of  the  church,  between-  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel  and  the  temper  of 
their  owa  minds.    The  present  stat^  of 
theology  is  thus  adverted  to  in  the  work 
before  us,  and  the  statement  furnishes,  at 
least,  a   clue    to   what  aomatimes   has 
been  deemed  unaccountable  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  certain  individuals  whose  day 
of  notoriety  is,  we  apprehend,  a  littie  past 
the  meridian. 

"  The  decline  of  theolqgy  is  fiivoured  more- 
over by  incidentsl  causes,  which,  as  they  are 
inseparable  finmi  haman  natorei  and  not  di- 
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needy  Uameworthy,  may  be  advert^  to  with- 
out oflenoe.     Men  of  seme,  and  of  iidr  iofor- 
nuUion,  wdl  know  that  th^re  u«,  within  the 
range  of  rdigious  meditation,  subjects  which 
cannot,  with  much  hope  of  advantage,  or  cTen 
with  propriety,  be  made  matter  of  open  con- 
verse until  after  much   patient  and  private 
consideration  has  been  bestowed  upon  them. 
They  ask  for  days  or  months  of  devout  atten- 
tion.    Too  ingenuous  to  stand  forward  as 
moderator  of  serious  discussions  upon  matters 
of  that  sort,  without  the  prc-requisite  com- 
petency, he  who  is  centre  of  his  circle,  and 
who  feeb   responsible    for  its    movements, 
deems  it  a  point  of  discretion  to  hush  or  pro- 
rogue conyersation.     In  this  manner  religions 
intercourse,  even  in  the  best  circles,  takes  its 
range  lower  than  well  it  might.     OA  the  one 
part,  it  becomes  tacitly  a  rule  (and  especially 
while   so  much   extravagance  is  abroad)  to 
hold  all  great  or  exciting  themes  under  inter- 
diction; and,  on  the  other  part,  a  point  of 
good  breeding  and  defence,  not  to  moot  any 
such  questions.     There  is   left  open   what- 
ever is  most  trite,  vapid,  or  unimportant. 

"  But  that  kind  of  discretion  which  seeks 
safety  in  ignorance  and  silence  is  always  short- 
sighted,  and  fraught  with  pjeril :  or  if  there 
have  been  times  when  it  might  be  put  in 
practice,  this  is  not  such  a  time.  The  re- 
markable tendency  to  extravagance  and  ex- 
aggeration which  distinguishes  the  present 
era,  we  may  ccmfidently  say,  is  to  be  encoun- 
tered, and  held  in  check,  only  by  free,  candid, 
intelligent  biblical  learning.  Cautions,  inter- 
dictions, comminations  will  not  serve  us: 
Bach  modes  of  treatment  may  retain  within 
the  bounds  of  sobriety  those  who  are  in  little 
danger  of  being  seduced  from  it,  namely, 
the  timid  and  the  sluggish;  but  will  only 
hasten  the  departure  of  those  whom  we  shall 
most  grieve  to  see  led  away.  It  is  not,  per- 
haps, unfiiir  to  regard  tibe  heresies,  and  the 
foUiM,  and  the  rancorous  conceits  that  are 
now  preying  upon  the  intestines  of  the  church, 
as  the  natural  consequence  of  the  unth(mght~ 
fui  and  unstudious  habits  that  have  grown 
upon  us.  During  now  a  long  course  of  years 
we  have  hem  running  hither  and  thither-~ 
spending  our  days  in  crowds ; — ^have  lost  all 
relish  far  mental  labour ; — have  abhorred  the 
toil  of  private  meditation;. — ^have  applauded 
only  that  which  tends  to  maintain  and  pro- 
mote an  artificial  agitation  of  the  spirit.  We 
deny  a  hearing  to  writers  who  ask  to  converse 
•with  the  reader  in  his  closet.  We  have  be- 
come thoroughly  superficial,  not  to  say  frivo- 
lous, in  uuktters  of  religion :  or,  in  a  word, 
have  reduced  ourselves  to  a  condition  in  which 
we  have  no  alternative,  but  to  follow  every 
egregious  phantasy  that  shews  itself,  or  to 
wrap  ourselves  in  the  thick  mantle  of  igno- 


rance and  apathy.     Poor  preparatioii  ihis,  for 
arduous  times ! 

**  We  do  not  look  to  all  the  consequenees 
of  that  movement  which  is  rapidly  going  on. 
Whenever  the  Christian  community  comes  to 
be  pretty  evenly  divided  between  the  adhe- 
rents of  a  servile  "  sobriety"    on  the  one 
side,  and  the  eager  votaries  of  novelty  on  the 
other,    it  must  soon  happen  that  all  high 
belief  and  credulity  will  belong  to  the  latter, 
while  a  disposition  hard  to  name — ^but  not 
altogether  unlike  scepticism,  will  characterise 
(or  secretly  influence)  the  former.     Vision- 
aries and  fanatics  of  all  classes,  feel,  as  if  by 
instinct,  that  to  admit  any  sort  of  check  in 
their  course — ^to  listen  at  all  to  mere  reason— 
or  to  grant  that  any  dogma  is  less  than  in- 
fidUbly  certain,  is  to  low  hold  of  their  prop : 
the  tumid  expansion  of  the  mind  dwindles; 
— a  mortal  chill  enters  the  heart ;  and  all  is 
lost !  Reckless  belief,  more  and  more  voracious 
every  day,  is  the  necessary  mode  of  this  order 
of  feeling.     And  it  must  be  granted  to  find  a 
palliation  or  apology  in  what  is  now  happen- 
ing around  us,  when  a  bold  atheism  in  one 
quarter,  and  the  spread  of  an  insidnous  theo- 
logical infidelity  in  another,*  seem  to  make 
unblenching  faith    the  capital  virtue  of  a 
Christian ;  yet,  who  does  not  know,  that  exor- 
bitant credulity,  which  overlays  Christianity 
with  absurdities,  can  never  make  head  against 
unbelief?  Much  rather  does  it  promote  the 
miyhief  it  oppugns.     This,  at  least,  is  clearly 
seen  by  the  "  discreet**  party  among  us,  and 
the  inward  disgust  given  them  by  the  vehe* 
mence  and  intemperance  of  many,  disposes 
them  to  entertain  too  favourably  the  modem 
sceptical  theory  of  interpretation.     It  is  not 
that  this  theory  is  accepted  or  accredited ;  but 
it  lodges  itself  in  our  closets ; — is  spoken  with 
in  secret ; — advice  is  asked  of  it  under  diffi- 
culties.    Yes,  we  are  dealing  with  the  Ger- 
man infidelity,  much  as  an  honourable  man 
who  has  fallen  into  embarrassments,  holds  a 
whispering  parley  at  a^  private  door  with  a 

usurer  whom  he  knows  to  be  plotting   his 

•    »» 
rum.

Baptism  in  its  Mode  and  Subjects  cow 
sidered ;  and  the  Arguments  of  Mr» 
Ewing  and  Dr.  fVardlaw  refuted.  By 
Alexander  Carson^  A.M.,  Minister 
of  the  Gospel. 

(Concluded  from  p.  108.) 

Our  former  observations  will  give  our 
readers  a  generad  idea  of  the  manner  in 
which  Mr.  Carson  reasons  on  our  Lord^s 
commission  to  baptize  believers  j  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  the  interpretation  he 
had  given,  he  next  appeals  to  the  practice 
of  the  apostles.  Here  he  contends,  that 
there  is  ne  evidence  for  the  baptism  of 
infants  on  any  ground.  He  investigates  the 
supposed  case  of  infants  being  in  house* 
holds  ^  he  is  even  willing  to  meet  the  argu- 
ment on  the  supposition  that  there  were 
infants  in  these  families,  by  shewing  that, 
even  so,  there  is  no  evidence  of  their  bap- 
tism, and  in  addition  to  this,  that  if  they 
were  baptized,  it  was  not  on  the  ground 
of  the  commission,  but  for  some  other 
reason,  so  that  nothing  is  gained  by  their 
infant  baptism,  for  they  must  be  baptized 
again  when  they  believe.  On  this  point 
he  says,  'Mf  you  prove  one  instance  of 
infant  baptism,  I  will  baptize  infants;  but 
a  million  of  such  examples  would  not  set 
aside  believer*s  baptism.**  p.  220. 

In  this  part  of  hb  work  he  takes  con- 
siderable notice  of  Mr.  Hallet.  Many  of 
our  readers  know  that  this  gentleman 
stood  high  in  his^ay,  and  in  his  class 
(though  not  among  the  orthodox),  for  his 
talents,  literature,  and  research  j  and  that 
in  his  notes  and  observations^  be  has  said 
much  in  favour  of  infant  baptism,  and 
laboured  hard  to  establish  it.  However, 
Mr.  GarsoQ  turns  his  back  to  no  opponent 
who  is  at  all  likely  to  deserve  attention, 
and  Mr.  Hallett*8  criticisms  and  reasonings 
are  scrutinized  by  our  author  in  a  manner 
similar  to  what  we  have  already  noticed. 

In  the  course  of  his  argument  he  ex- 
amines what  has  been  said  concerning  the 
unbelieving  husband  being  sanctified  by 
the  wifey  &c.  1  Cor.  vii.  14,  particularly  in 


opposing  Mr.  Ewing's  reasoaings,  whicb 
he  says  open  the  door  to  the  inirodnctioa 
of  unbelievers  into  the  church  of  God; 
and  that,  on  the  supposition  that  the  holi- 
ness spoken  of  in  that  passage  is  more  than 
the  holiness  of  a  marriage  state  and  the 
issue  from  it,  the  spirituality  of  Christ's 
kingdom  is  destroyed ;  and  he  pushes  the 
consequence  home  in  a  fearless  manner^ 
He  says  that,  in  such  a  case, 

'^  Baptism  into  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  may 
— must  be  given  to  a  professed  worshipper  of 
Jupiter,  Neptune,  and  Apollo,  with  the  thou- 
sands of  inferior  gods,  if  the  person  is  the 
husband,  or  the  wifie,  or  the  slave  of  a  be- 
liever, and  will  condescend  to  submit  to  this 
Christian  institution!"  p.  258. 

A  bold  startling  assertion,  but  there  is 
more  truth  iu  it  than  many  will  allow  ^ 
and  we  do  not  see  how  it  is  to  be  repelled. 
The  next  part  of  the  volume  is  on  the 
allusions  to  baptism  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment ;  and  then,  the  Abrakamic  Covenant  / 
but  here  Mr.  Carson*s  reasoning  does  not 
admit  of  successful  abridgment.  Fie  con- 
siders this  covenant  as  having  a  letter  and 
a  spirit ;  that  three  promises  were  made 
to  Abraham.  First,  of  a  numerous  poste«» 
lity  ;  literally  fulfilled,  and  also  fulfilled 
in  the  spirit,  by  the  constitution  that 
makes  all  believers  the  children  of  Abra- 
ham. Secondly,  that  God  was  to  be  a  God 
to  him  and  his  seed,  fulfilled  in  the  letter 
by  his  first  protecting  and  then  delivering 
Israel  from  Egypt,  and  by  his  subsequent 
dealings  with  them,  till  they  were  cast  off 
by  their  rejecting  the  Messiah ;  and  ful- 
filled in  the  spirit  by  God*s  being  a  God  to 
all  believers.  Thirdly,  that  his  seed  should 
inherit  Canaan;  and  fulfilled  spiritually 
to  the  true  Israel  in  their  heavenly  inhe- 
ritance. But  he  contends,  that  let  Psedo- 
baptists  make  what  they  will  of  this  cove> 
nant,  it  is  no  foundation  for  infant  baptbm. 
They  call  it,  he  says,  the  new  covenant  ^ 
let  it  be  so,  infants  are  not  saved  by  this 
new  covenant,  but  by  tlie  blood  of  Christ; 
and  then,  not  by  faith  in  that  blood,  from 
their  natural  incapacity  to  believe.  On 
this  ground  be  denies  the  existence  of  a 
latent  inrant  faith.  He  denies  that  the 
infants  of  Abraham  himself,  who  died  in 
infancy,  were  saved  by  this  covenant ;  or 
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Itial  he  bad  any  spititiial  oomiexioo  with 
his  iahat  teed.     He  denies  that  this  cot^ 
oant  was  made  with  €iU  beliereit)  for  God 
nerer  piymiaed  to  each  of  them,  as  he  did 
to  Abraham,  that  he  should  be  the  fiithcr 
of  ag^reatnaticMit  and  become  celebrated 
liJce  Abraham.     That  the  promises  of  this 
covenant  were  not  to  his  seed,  either  car* 
pal  or  spiritual,  in  the  same  way  as  to  him- 
self; and  that  while  circumcision  was  a 
seal  to  Abraham,  it  was  not  a  seal  to  indi 
▼iduals  who  were  circumcised,  of  the  same 
blessings  that  it  sealed  to  Abhiham.     That 
baptism  did  not  oome  inthe  room  of  cir. 
cumdsion  j  that  the  supposed  evidence  of 
the  soGcesaioo  of  the  one  institution  to  the 
other,  utterly  fails  when  fairly  examined ; 
that  the   Injunction    to   circumcise   the 
shtves  of  Abraham,  and  also  to  circumcise 
Idunaely  neither  of  which  parties  had  any 
claim  to  the  land  of  Canaan,  nor  were  the 
heirs  of  the  promiaies,  shews  that  the  right 
was  not,  properly  ^leaking,  spiritual  in  its 
nature;  that  the  Jewish  church,  though 
typical,  was  not  the  same  with  the  Chris- 
tian church  ', — that  baptism  is  not  the  seal 
of  the  new  coyenantj^and  that  to  place 
the  grounds  of  infant  baptism  on  the  Abra- 
bamic  covenant,    it  to  make  intelligent 
obedience   impos8i|>le  to  the  generality  of 
Christiana*     lliis   discussion  closes   Mr. 
Carson's  labour.    The  outline  we  have 
sketched  will  not  do  more  than  shew  the 
general  subjects  which  are  discussed^  and 
very  partially  exhibit  our  author's  mode 
of  reasoning*  but  it  may  have  the  effect  of 
rousing  thecurioaity  of  ourreaderstoperuse 
his  work  for  themselves,  and  if  it  answers 
this  purpose  our  labour  wiUnOt  be  in  vain. 
If  Mr.  Canon  should  see  the  review  which 
we  |iave  written,  we  hope  be  will  take  in 
good  part  a  few  observations  of  a  different 
kiod.     We  hope  he  wUl.  have  occasion  to 
print  a  second  edition,  and  that  he  will  pre- 
pare  for  it.  Hia  work  is  very  fairly  printed, 
but  there  are  a  few  typographical  errors 
which  the  author  would  do  well  to  correct, 
in  his  own  copy,  and  to  see  that  they  are 
corrected  when  he  prints  again.  To  deliver 
a  work  to  the  public  correctfy  printed,  is  a 
much  more  difficult  thmg  than  those  who 
are  inexperienced  in  this  business  would 
imagine  j  and  probably  we  should  not  have 
thought  of  noticing  ft  few  ipaconracies  in 


printiag,  had  we  not  observed,  and  that 
too  of  late,  that  there  are  persons  who 
when  they  do  not  like  the  argument  of  a 
worky  will  seise  on  mere  mistakes  as  an 
occasion  to  run  an  author  down.  We 
therefore  wish  to  see  Mr.  Carson  armed 
cap-d'pie. 

We  were  surprized  to  find  hhn  calling 
Mr.  Robinson,  of  Cambridge,  an  Arian 
Baptist.  From  another  use  of  the  term 
^rfan  in  the  course  of  his  work,  we  sus- 
pect that  he  includes  in  it  every  degree  of 
deviation  from  the  belief  in  Christ's  proper 
deity.  If  so,  we  cannot  deny  him  the 
right  of  using  his  terms  in  his  own  sense, 
if  only  he  gives  us  his  definition  of  them  ; 
but  this  use  of  the  term  Arian  is,  in  our 
view,  not  correct,  nor  here  In  England,  is 
it  common  among  the  well-informed.  How 
it  may  be  used  in  Mr.  Carson's  cirde  we 
know  not.  Applying  this  term  to  the 
person  who  believes  that  Christ  was  in  his 
superior  nature  created,  and,  therefore, 
subordinate,  which  in  our  view  is  its  proper 
application,  we  do  not  believe  that  it  is 
a  just  description  of  Mr.  Robinson's 
opinion.  The  writer  of  this  article  made 
some  ioquiry,  not  long  after  his  death, 
among  those  who  had  the  best  means  of 
knowing  what  were  bis  sentiments,  and  the 
result  was,  that  though  it  was  difficult  to 
say  what  he  was  in  his  latter  years*  yet 
nothing  occurred  that  suggested  the  idea 
of  his  being  an  Avian. 

When  a  second  edition  comes  forward* 
we  shall  be  glad  to  find  a  more  expended 
notice  of  1  Cor.  vii.  14,"  The  unbelieving 
husband  is  sanctified  by  the  wife,"  &c. 
We  fully  agree  with  Mr.  Carson  that  the 
argument  hence  drawn  in  favour  of  in&nt 
baptism  is  futile  }  but  whoever  has  con- 
gideied  to  any  tolerable  extent  the  manner 
of  speaking  and  writing  among  the  Jews 
on  the  subject  of  marriage,  will  find  ad- 
ditional evidence  that  no  such  holines*yW 
is  supposed  to  be  a  preparation  for  the 
baptism  of  infants,  could  have  a  place  in 
the  mind  of  the  apostle. 

We  hope  also,  on  a  review  of  his  book* 
Mr.  Carson  will  soften  or  oblitera^te  a  few. 
expressions  which  occasionally  bear  hard 
on  his  opponents.  This  would  not  weaken 
his  argument,  while  it  would  tend  to  re- 
move a  prejudice,    and  in  mapy  way*

do  service.  Hb  own  good  sense  will  here 
be  a  sufficient  g^uide;— and  though  we 
doubt  not  that  he  has  met  i»ith  a  good 
deal  of  provocation,  and  has  bad  a  train 
of  strange  arguments  to  combat,  yet,  it  is 
undesirable  that  an  opponent  should  have 
occasion  to  complain  of  the  manner  in 
which  he  has  been  attacked.  A  strong 
built  fortification  does  not  require  the 
assistance  of  a  thorn. 

We  have  only  to  add,  that  if  a  good 
Table  of  Contents  is  added  to  the  next 
edition,  it  will  increase  the  value  of  the 
book,  as  a  work  of  reference,  and  if  the 
edition  and  page  of  the  works  of>is 
opponents  which  he  has  quoted,  were 
better  noted  than  in  this  edition,  it  would 
be  to  some  a  great  convenience.  We  now 
bid  Mr.  Carson  farewell ;  with  the  as- 
surance that  we  shall  be  very  glad  to  see 
him  again. 


Memorials  of  the  Stuart  Dynatty^  including 
the  Constitutional  and  Ecclesiasiical 
History  of  England  from  the  decease 
of  Elizabeth  to  the  abdication  of 
James  II,  By  Robbrt  Vauohak, 
Author  of  "The  Life  and  Opinions  of 
Wickliffe."  In  two  volumes.— Lon- 
don :  Holdsworth  and  Ball. 

Thb  grand  subject  of  this  work  is,  the 
history  of  puritanism,  considered  both  po- 
litically and  religiously:  a  valuable 
appendage  to  Neal's  History  of  the  Pu- 
ritans^  Brooks's  Lives  of  the  Puri- 
tans ;  Wilson's  History  of  the  Dissenting 
Churches;  Ivimey's  History  orthe  English 
Baptists;  and  Wilson's  Life  of  De  Foe. 
It  contains  full  proof  of  the  correctness  of 
Hume's  observation,  that « to  the  Puritans 
the  English  nation  owes  all  its  civil  and 
religious  liberty." 

It  is  surprising  that  the  writer  should 
have  spoken  of  the  *<Origin  of  Puritanism" 
as  being  in  the  reign  of  Mary  among  the 
protestant  exiles  at  Frankfort,  on  account 
of  Dr.  Cox  having  innsted  on  the  intro- 
duction of  the  English  liturgy,  and  which 
led  to  the  expulsion  of  Johp  Knox  as  their 
pastor.  Surely  he  knew,  or  might  have 
known,  that  a  congregation  of  persons  of 
similar  sentiments  existed  in  the  reign  of 
Henry   Vlll.y  who  assembled  in   Bow 


Lane,  Cheapside,  of  which  a  Mr.  Thomas 
Rose  was  the  pastor,  and  of  which  Richard 
Baynham  and  others  of  the  martyrs  of 
that  period  were  members.  We  venture 
to  suggest  to  Mr.  Vaughan  that  had  be 
traced  the  river  to  its  soarce  he  would 
have  found  the  fathers  of  puritan  princi- 
ples to  be  the  disciples  of  Wickliffe,  as  dis- 
senters from  the  established  church  when 
it  was  popish,  known  by  the  general  name 
of  Lollards,"  or  as  ''known  men,"  or  *<jttst 
fast  men :"  congregations  also  of  these 
existed  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.,  at 
Oxford,  Amersham,  Newbury,  and  other 
places.  They  were  the  admirers  of  Tyn- 
dale  and  Frith,  called  by  the  churchmen 
**  Sacramentarians,"  by  themselves  <*  the 
people  of  the  congregation."  We  ob. 
ject  to  our  origin  as  protestant  dissenters 
being  attributed  to  any  who  separated 
from  the  protestant  establishment :  our 
predecessors  bad  never  been  members  of 
that  establishment,  because,  in  their 
opinion,  it  was  not  so  reformed  from  the 
corruptions  of  popery,  that  they  could 
unite  themselves  with  it.  Tyndale,  whom 
Fox  calls  **  the  apostle  of  England,"  was 
the  originator  of  our  principles:  in  his 
writings  nothing  can  be  found  in  favour 
vof  the  supremacy  of  the  king  as  head  of 
the  church ;  nothing  in  favour  of  episco* 
pacy,  or  of  the  liturgy. 

We  are  fully  aware  that  Mr.  Vaoghan 
confines  his  view  of  the  Puritans  to  the 
dissatisfied  ministers  and  members  who  be- 
longed to  the  Protestant  establishment,  or 
he  might  have  noticed  the  Baptists  as  a  dis- 
tinct sect  in  the  reigns  both  of  Henry  V I II. 
and  of  Elizabeth :  he  would  have  found  too 
a  separate  congregation  of  them  in  London 
as  early  as  1611 ;  and  probably  he  would 
not  have  overlooked  the  fact,  that  the 
Parliament  in  1620  received  from  them  an 
« Humble  Supplication,"  &c.,  m  which 
they  maintained  that  the  **  church  of  Eng- 
land seeth  and  acknowledgeth  divers 
damnable  doctrines  of  the  church  of 
Rome,"  this  among  many,  <*  that  the  Scrip- 
tures are  not  the  only  rule  of  faith,  but 
that  men  oughi  to  be  constrained  to  be- 
lieve as  the  chureh  believes;"  and  that 
**  persecutions  for  cause  of  conscience  is 
against  the  doctrine  of  Jesus  Christ,  King  of 
kings,"  Ice.  Soc  Mr.  Vaughan  says,  when 
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tpcikiDg  of  tbe  Puritaoi)  who  iq  1021  emi* 
grated  to  America,  ^  The  first  parly  in 
Christendom  to  advocate  the  cause  of  reli- 
fious  liberty — we  naean  toadvocate  it  fully 
lod  consisteotly-^was  this  paKy  of  out- 
casts." O  no  !  the  American  Independents 
soon  gare  fall  proof  that  tbeydid  not  even 
UDderstand  the  docrtrine  of  religious  liberty, 
much  lesBcould  they  advocateit  *' fully  and 
ooBsistentI  y ;'"  and  if  they  had ,  tbe  Baptists, 
six  years  before,  had  publiHhed  their  views 
on  the  subject  as  *.*  folly  and  consistently*' 
as  they  have  been  stated  and  defended  by 
any  one,  even  in  the  present  enlightened 
and  liberal  age  I  * 

A  perusalof  this  work  will  satisfy  tbe 
candid  reader  that  the  principles  of  the 
fimr  monarchs  of  the  Stuart  Dynasty  were 
of  the  most  despotic  nature;  and  their 
conduct  of  the  most  profligate  kind.  They 
hated  the  laws  which  they  swore  to  exe* 
cute,  and  were  do  longer  favourable  to 
parliaments  than  they  found  them  sub- 
servient to  their  arbitrary  maxims  of 
government.  To  carry  their  design  of 
enslaving  tbe  nation  into  effect,  tbe  ob- 
noxious tribunals  of  the  Star  Chamber 
and  High  Commission  Courts  were  estab- 
lisbed ;  and  we  blush  for  the  character 
of  Britons*  in  being .  forced  to  say^  that 
they  always  found  convenient  tools  in 
English  prelates .  and  judges  for  carrying 
their  most  arbitrary  measures  into  effect. 
It  was  because  the  Puritans  and  the 
Nonconformists  opposed  the  approaches 
to  tyranny  in  the  state,  and  to  popery  in 
the  church,  that^  they  were  so  persecuted 
and  oppressed.  It  would  be  impossible 
to  count  tbe  groans  of  those  patriotic  men, 
the  amount  of  money  wrested  from  them, 
or  of  ihe  multitude  of  their  lives  sacrificed 
by  these  royal  murderers,  because  they 
refused  to  fall  down  before  the  image  of 
dc^Mtism  which  they  had  set  up.  Who 
can  feel  any  surprise  that  the  oppressions 
of  tbe  two  first  of  this  race,  assisted  by 
the  popish  practices  and  the  cruelties  of 
Laud,  should  have  driven  the  nation  into

the  << grand  rebellion,**  or  who  can  deny 
that  the  perfidy,  and  cruelty,  and  dissimu- 
lation of  Charles  I.  excu8cd,'if  not  justified, 
his  being  brought  to  execution,  as  a  traitor 
against  the  people  whom  he  was  bound  to 
have  protected  ?  And  who  can  wonder,  in 
reading  Uie  history  of  Charles  II.  and 
James  II.,  and  their  acts  of  misrule,  base- 
ness, extravagance,  falsehood,  and  hy- 
pocrisy, that  they  were  distrusted  and 
execrated  by  all  who  revered  the  laws  and 
detested  popery.  The  forced  abdication 
of  tbe  last  of  these  tyrants,  was  the 
necessary  result  of  his  despotic  maxims, 
and  his  popish  principles.  The  event 
which  we  call  the  <<  glorious  revolution'* 
in  1688,  put  an  end  to  this  state  of  things 
at  that  period,  and  the  protestant  succes- 
sion in  the  glorious  house  of  Hanover,  in 
1714,  prevented  the  return  of  the  Stuart 
Dynasty  :  and  the  revival  of  those  prin- 
ciples of  monarchy  which  had  for  more 
than  a  century,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  years  from  1648  to  1660  tomed  «a 
fruitful  land  into  barienness.** 

Our  limits  prevent  us  from  giving  more 
than  a  transient  glance  at  the  contents  of 
these  volumes,  we  recommend  them  as 
worthy  of  being  carefully  read  as-an  im- 
partial history  of  England  \  at  least  of 
that  period  of  it  which,  as  regards  civil 
and  religious  liberty,  is  certainly  tbe  most 
eventful  and  instructive.

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BAPTIST  CONTINENTAL  SOCIETY- 

As  mmny  friends  have  been  desirout  of 
leoeiring  intbmiation  respecting^  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Sodety,  since  its  forma- 
tion  m  May  1831,  the  following  brief 
sketdi  is  subjoined. 

Soon  after  the  public  meeting  of  last 
year,  the  Secretary  undertook  a  journey 
to  Jerseyy  and  the  opposite  coast  of 
France,  to  ascertain  whether  any  and 
what  facilities  existed  in  those  parts  for 
commencing  evangelical  efforts.  Accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Carr^  of  Jersey,  he  tra- 
relied  tbroogla  a  district  of  country  be- 
tveen  St.  Malo  and  Cond^,  and  had  the 
tatisfaction  of  finding  seTeral  pious  per- 
ions  who  are  disposed  to  aid  in  the  diffu- 
sion  of  sacred  troth  at  Cond^,  Fr^ne,  and 
Montilly.  If  a  suitable  agent  were  found, 
he  might,  no  doubt,  be  usefully  employed 
in  preaching  the  Grospel,  conversing  with 
the  people,  and  establishing  schools  for  re* 
lipook  instrttcrtion.  At  present  missionary 
operations  have  not  been  undertaken  in 
that  quarter,  chiefly  in  consequence  of 
other  matters  of  more  inunediate  and 
urg;ent  necessity. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has 
been  also  called  to  the  North  of  France. 
A  young  man  of  the  name  of  Lorrians 
having  been  strongly  recommended  as 
likely  to  become  a  suitable  agent,  he  has 
been  placed  with  M.  Monod  of  St.  Quentin. 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  hb  prepa- 
ratory instructions.  Two  others,  who  re- 
nde  in  the  neighbourhood  of  St.  Quentin, 
baring  already  acted  in  some  measure  as 
erangelists^  have  offered  themselves  as 
labourers.  Satisfactory  testimony  as  to 
their  fitness  for  the  work  having  been  ob. 
tained,  measures  are  taking  to  bring  the 
negociation  to  a  proper  tondnsion. 

The  Committee  have  engaged  M.  Thieffry 
for  a  few  months  as  an  experiment :  he 
has  been  itinerating  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Sant^ir,  and  viaitiiig  in  the  villages 
from  house  to  house. 


With  regard  to  the  success  of  these 
various  labours  it  must  be  recoliected  thai 
this  is  but  the  teed  time.  We  have,  how- 
ever, every  encouragement  to  proceed  in 
the  patience  of  hope  and  with  the  prayer 
of  fidth ;  for  many  an  open  door  b  set 
before  ns,  and  valuable  agents  are  con- 
tinually presentmg  themselves.  At  Ca- 
ronge,  near  Geneva,  the  Conunittee  have 
secured  the  services  of  M.  Ami  Bost,  who 
has  been  for  many  years  employed  ii^ 
missionary  work  in  different  parts  of  the 
Continent,  and  whose  labours  have  been 
much  blessed  by  our  Divme  Master.  Be« 
sides  hb  iifaierant  eflbrts,  of  which  we 
hope  soon  to  be  able  to  furnish  some  gra-^ 
tifying  accounts,  he  is  regarded  as  a  useful 
consulting  agent,  and,  at  hb  recommea. 
dation,the  Committee  have  recently  deters 
mined  to  employ  three  individuals,  who  ap- 
pear to  be  eminently  qualified  for  tfab  im- 
portant work.  The  Committee  had  en- 
tered into  an  engagement  with  a  valuable 
agent  in  the  same  vicinity  which  was  al- 
most immediately  dissolved  by  the  myste- 
rious providence  of  God.  A  young minbter, 
named  Gruner,  was  labouring  with  great 
usefulness  among  the  German  populatioaat 
Lausanne  and  the  neighbouring  Cantons  of 
Switzerland,  but  even  before  the  arrival 
of  the  decision  of  the  Committee  respect- 
ing him,  he  was  removed  to  his  eternal 
reward.  Thb  affecting  dispensation  at 
the  very  outset  of  our  undertaking,  while 
it  forcibly  reminds  us,  that  not  the  pur- 
poses of  our  hearts  but  the  counsel  of  the 
Lord  shall  stand,  solemnly  enforces  the 
scriptural  admonition,  **  Whatever  thy 
hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might.*' 

O&er  arrangements  are  in  contempla- 
tion, but  they  are  not  sufficiently  matured 
to  bring  before  the  public.  The  exbting 
engagements  of  the  Committee  fiurezceed, 
however,  their  present  income,  yet,  if  more 
extensive  pecuniary  aid  were  furnished,  the 
sphere  of  operation  might  be  greatly  en- 
larged. Under  these  circumstances  they 
earnestly  entreat  the  zealous  co-operation 
of  all  their  friends  in  this  good  cause ;  not 
only  by  liberal  oootributions,  oi  which 
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there  is  evidently  great  need,  but  by  fer- 
vent and  persevering  prayer  for  the  Divine 
blessing,  which  can  alone  crown  their  efforts 
with  success. 

The  following  are  a  few  extracts  from 
letters  of  Mr.  De  Valmont,  of  whose  ordi- 
nation  some  account  was  given  last  month, 
and  whose  missionary  labours  in  France 
have  been  followed  in  several  instances 
with  a  degree  of  success  which  calls  for 
the  liveliest  gratitude:— 

Paris,  Januartff  18S2. 

My  much  beloved  friend, 

I  arrived  in  Calais  at  1 1  o^clock  on  Thurs- 
day   morning  last.  On    landing, 

and  even  in  the  Custom  Houae,  I  had  an  op- 
portunity to  distribute  a  few  tracts,  received 
with  pleasure,  which  very  much  cheered  me. 
'•— —  Taking  a  walk  towards  the  quay 
to  distribute  some  tracts  I  perceived  a  brig 
from  Stockholm  lying  there.  Oh,  thought  I, 
that  the  captain  were  a  good  man !  and  so  he 
proved  to  be.  I  ran  on  board,  told  him  my 
desire  to  preach  to  the  people  on  the  quay, 
his  answer  was,  <<  The  Lord  be  with  you  and 
bless  you.  We  soon  hoisted  the  Swedish 
flag,  called  the  crew  on  deck,  and  as  the  tide 
was  out,  and  the  vessel  about  fifteen  feet  lower 
than  the  shore,  I  mounted  the  top,  and  from 
that  new  pulpit  preached  for  about  an  hour 
and  a  quarter  to  a  large  concourse  of  people, 
not  without  occasional  interruptions,  ex- 
pressed by  groanings,  yeUings^  and  blas- 
phemous exclamations. 


Paris,  January,  1832. 
I  have  delayed  writing  in  order  that  I 
might  have  something  of  interest  to  commu- 
nicate, aind  though  what  I  shall  have  to  say 
at  this  time  does  not  yet  answer  all  my  ex- 
pectations, nor,  perhaps,  yours  and  those  of 
our  other  dear  friends,  still  some  good  news 
is  better  than  none,  besides  to  be  thankful 
lor  a  little,  generally  insures  further  proo£i  of 
benevolence :  first,  then,  let  us  lifit  up  grateful 
hearts  to  our  heavenly  Father  for  his  goodness 
and  mercy  in  permitting  us  to  work  for  him ; 
and,  secondly,  for  his  rich  providence  in 
giving  us  something  to  do  whereby  to  try 
our  sincerity  and  to  animate  our  love.  In 
my  kst  letter  I  had  the  pleasure  to  inform 
you  of  the  beginning  of  my  missionary  cares, 
and  of  the  trifling  difficulties  which,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  I  had  to  encounter.  1  am 
now  happy  to  inform  you  that  brighter  pros- 
pects have  opened,  and  that  some  success  may 
lawftdly  be  expected.  It  is  true,  that  on  one 
occasion  since,  I  have  been  in  solue  degree 


ill  treated,  but  we  are  i^t,  in  moments  of  jojr, 
to  forget  all  our 'past  sorrows.  There  is 
nothing  it  seems  like  a  little  adversity  to  roiue 
us ;  it  is  the  case  with  me,  the  more  difficult 
the  task,  the  more  my  exertions  become  ener- 
getic, since  I  must  cling  closely  to  God,  who 
alone  is  power,  and  who,  moreover,  is  power 
irresistible. I  preached  last  Wednes- 

day at  -noon  to  about  600  people,  and  at 
S  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  about  100,  with 
scarody  any  interruptions.  During  my  prayer 
three  Roman  Catholics  kneeled  down,  dUiough 
the  place  was  not  very  clean:  it  was  a  sight 
very  gratifying  to  me,  and  one  that  would 

have  pleased  our  dear  friends  at  home. 

On  Friday  morning  I  preached  at  Mdan, 
being  a  market  day,  in  the  large  place  where 
the  country  people  assembled,  about  1400  or 
1500  present.  Took  Acts  iv.  12,  for  text, 
a  blessed  meeting,  enjoyed  the  sweetest  spirit, 
seldom  felt  so  happy  :  if  any  of  my  attempts 
will  be  blessed,  surely  that  will  It  was 
worth  a  lifetime's  journey.  I  was  asked  by 
some  country  people  to  take  refreshment  with 
them,  and  to  visit  the  villages  around,  I  pro- 
mised to  do  so  next  summer.  There,  my 
dearest  friend,  is  work.  May  the  Lord  be 
blessed  for  ever.    Afterwards  I  returned  with 

the  diligence  to   Paris.    I  have 

distributed  all  the  tracts  I  brought  with  me. 
A  Catholic  lady  has  given  100  francs  for  the 
purchase  of  others,  but  I  must  tell  you  how. 
After  preaching  ^n  the  garden  of  the  Tailera 
I  gave  tracts  to  as  many  as  would  receive 
them,  the  fashionable  people  took  none,  a  few 
of  the  poor  some.  Unwilling  to  return  home 
with  what  I  had,  and  being  a  little  tireif,  I 
sat  down  among  the  many  nurses  alwap  as* 
sembled  there  with  children,  £>r  the  purpose 
of  inquiring  if  they  had  listened  to  my  preach- 
ing. As  the  children  were  playing  lUioat  me, 
I  folded  up  some  tracts  in  the  shape  of  a  bird 
and  gave  to  them,  knowing  that  some  of  them 
would  bring  the  thing  as  a  curiosity  home, 
and  supposing  that  they  might  fall  into  the 
hands  of  their  parents,  I  prayed,  and  the  scheme 
succeeded.  Last  Saturday  I  went  agun  to 
distribute  birds,  when  one  •  of  the  nurses  de- 
sired to  know  my  address:  thinking  that  she 
had  some  intention  to  inquire  about  something 
concerning  my  preaching,  I  gave  her  my  card 
and  some  more  tracts,  and  received  in  the 
evening,  with  a  very  polite  note,  100  francs 

for  the  purpose  above  mentioned.     Mr. ■ 

has  moreover  given  me '50  Bibles  and  100 
Testaments  for  distribution  on  the  road,  with 
the  offer  of  an  equal  quantity  for  the  south. 
In  my  daily  excursions  I  have  visited  236 
families  of  from  three  to  six  persons,  that 
neither  had  seen  a  tract  nor  a  Bible.  My 
dearest  friend,  praise  the  Lord  continually^ 
and  pray  for  his  poor  servant  And 
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uuf  tkfrpe«M  of  the  Lord  imm  Chriat  and 
His  Spirit  be  witk  you  and  all  of  you  for  ever 
shall  be  the  constant  (wayer  oi  your  much 
attached  De  V^lmomt* 


Wttry  8ur  JkTame,  Sunday  Evening, 

.  After  a  journey  of  nearly  130  milea  on 
foot  I  need  aome  repose,  llua  is  the  Lord*a 
da^ — to  me  a  day  of  rest  ~  to  mychriatian 
friends  in  Knglftnd  one  of  heavenly  enjoy- 
noenta.  The  distance  that  aeparatea  ua  from 
one  aoothery  although  great»  caitnot  prevent 
oar  adoring  vmoes  Seota  aaeeading  together 

to  a    ^ircoe   of  grace. But    you 

want  aoioe  acoouDt  of  my  proceedingji ;  I 
mnat,  tliorefore»  relate  what  coocema  my 
miwisp.      '  Pirst,     I    parted    at    12 

o'dbck  to-day  from  my  dear  fnend  who  haa 
aocompanifld  me  hither.  How  I  liael  our 
■eparalion !  but  he  could  not  atay  any  longer 
from  his  friendSy  m*  he  would  have  gene  with 
me.  We  have  made,  aome  daya,  eight 
leagoea,.  aome  ten,  and  at  others  only  five 
in  the  day..  I  had  only  three  opportunities 
to  preach.  Thus  our  labours  have  beeu 
coB&ied  merdy  to  village  reading,  and  to 
distributing  BiUes,  Teatamenta,  and  tracts. 

In  a  amall  village,  called  F-  -  ■»  one 
circumatanoe  of  tatereat  occurred,  which 
afibided  us  much  joy.  We  had  rjasolved  to 
atop  Aeie  during  the  night ;  and  aa  there 
waa  but  one  houee  that  had  any  thing  like 
apeomanqdi^tiett^  although,  but  a  abelter,  we 
mooeeded  in  obtwmog  poaeeaaion  of  a  amall 
caem,aot,wit^oiitt  much  di^culty.  WhiJst 
oar  hesteas  was  prepariog  the  aupper^  we 
loquired  concerning  their  reh^ous  feelinga, 
and  soon  loarnt  that  the  whole  family  were 
t^ict  Romanists.  On  aaking  them  wheth^ 
they  had  ever  heard  the  Bible  read,  or  if 
they  knew  what  kind  of  book  it  waa,  they 
all  hopf4  God  would  preaerve  them  from 
oomi^  in  contact  with  such  a  book,  as  it  had 
heen  a  aouroe  of  great  aprrow  ,to.  a  dea:^ 
neighbour  of  -Xheirs,  living  about  five,  miles 
^  Having  ^ua  e^Ecited  our  curioHty,  we 
entreated  them  to  inform  ua  of  the  circum- 
itanoea,  aasUriug  them  that  firom  our  know- 
ledge of  that  book,  it  could  produce  no  evil, 
"  Ah,  }Sfesaeui»f  nous  ne  le  conniaaez  4)98,** 
vaa  the  reply,  "  C^eat  un  livre  funestOv^qui  a 
eaus^  bien  des  malheurs,  d  la  chere  fiUe  de 
notre  bon  voisin.**  At  last  she  told  ua  *^  that 
an  EngHah  lady,  whose  name  she  could  not 
mention,  had,  five  years  ago,  come  to  lodge  in 
the  neighbourhood.  That  she  spoke  French 
^  a  French  lady,  and  that  her  husband 
had  been  an  officer  in  the  army;  that  ahe 
^k  a  great  fancy  to  her  neighbour's 
daughter,  a  girl  of  about,  fifteen ;  that  ahe 
instructed  her  in  reading  and  writing,  and 
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adepted  her  as  a  cepstant  oempaiiien.     Three 
yeara  ago  the  lady  died,  and  Mademoiaelle 
Delphine,  who  hitherto  had  aometimea  gone 
to  maaa,   then   altogether  abandoned    that 
good  practice,  and  became  what  Mr.  leCur^t 
with  r^ret  and  ahame  confeaaed,  a  deep- 
rooted  and  incorrigible  heretic,   whom   he 
waa  obliged,  after   many  axM  noany  an  en- 
treaty, to   exclude  from    the   church    and 
abandon  to  Satan  and  to  everlaating  damna- 
tion.    But  her  parenta  ceuld  better  inform 
us  of  her  miaerable  end,  if  we  would  go 
there.     Here  our  converaation,  on  that  auhr 
ject,  ceaaed.     After  aupper,  we  aaked  per- 
miaaion  to  read  one  chapter,   and  to  pray 
with  themt  to,  which  they  at  length  reluct- 
antly conaented.     I  read  the  chapter  about 
Martha  and  Mary.     When  concluded,  I  aaked 
them  what  they  thought  of  the  cdiaracter  of 
Mary,    with    which    they    aeemed   highly 
pleaaed.      After    we     kneeled     down   and 
prayed,     they    no    longer     considered     us 
heretics  becauae  we  prayed  to  Christ;  nor 
did  they  think  that  chapter  which  we  had 
read,  dangerous;    and  when  we  (^red  tn 
read  aomething  more,  they  all  aeemed  ht^py. 
I   again  read  a  chapter,  whilat  my  friend 
aileotly  prayed -that  God  would  bleaait;  and 
we  parted  fiar  the  night.     The  next  morning 
we  avere  asked. if  we  would  atay  to  break- 
fiist,  which  waa  ajp'eed  on  :     and,  whilat 
preparing  it,  the  old  lady  aaked  if  I  would 
not  read  another  chapter,  and  pray,  "aa  ahe 
thought  she  felt  happy  laat  night.      We 
agreed:    and,   after  breakfast,   departed  to 
learn  aomething  mcNre  of  Delphine*a  deaths 
leaving  behind  ua  ja.  Bible  in  the  room  we 
had  occupied  during  the  night,  with  a  auitaUe 
admonition  written ..  on  the  firat  page.     Om 
arriving  at  the  place  where  Delphine*s  parenta 
lived,  we  found  the  father  at  work;  without 
any  ceremonies  we  told  him  our  curioaity 
and  our  errand,  and  be^ed  of  him  that  \f. 
it  were  not  hurtful  to  his  feelings,  he  would 
tell  ns  something  of  his  daughter's  acquaint- 
ance with   the  English  lady ;  on  which  ^ 
led   us    to   his    wife,    saying,    "  Voici   des' 
Messieurs  Anglais  qui  desireut  des  nouvelles' 
de  Mme  B  —  .**     After  many  touching  and 
tender  recitals^  she  brought  us  a  beautifi;^ 
English  Pocket  Bible,    also  a  French  Bible, 
the  property  of  Delphine,  much  read,  the 
leaves  turned  up  in  many  places,  with  fre- 
quent interlineations.     On  a  piece  of  .paper, 
neatly  folded  up  and  preserved  in  it,  .was 
written,  by  the  hand. of  the  young  girl,  a  lew. 
hours  before  her  death,  *''  I  know  that  my 
Redeemer  liveth — to  die  is  Chriat.     Father ! 
for  Jesus'  sake,  pardon  my  parenta — teach 
them  thy  waya-^they  are  life— pardon  my 
enemieS'--and   come,    O  Lord    Jeaua,  «thjit 
where  thou  art  I  may  alao  be.     Bd^huif  ;^ 
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The  girl  only  lived  thirteen  monthi  after  her 
English  benefiKtreM^s  death.  She  refiiaed, 
on  her  death-bed,  the  awintance  of  the  Cur^ ; 
and  is  interred,  in  unconsecrated  ground,  at 

the  side  of  Mrs.  B ,  in  a  beautiful  little 

enclosure.  We  knelt  down  on  the  spot  and 
prayed.  The  archbishop  of  Canterbury 
oonld  not  have  consecrated  it  better.  Thus 
much  for  English  teaching  and  French 
Bibles. 

I  am  satisfied  that  great  benefit  will  ac- 
crue to  our  cause,  from  my  walking  through 
the  country.  It  is  a  sure  way  of  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  peo[de,  their  wants,  and 
their  religious  sentiments.  It  is  true  the 
seed  thus  sown  may  require  some  time  before 
ripening  into  fruit;  but  that  time  will  come : 
others  treading  in  my  steps  will  have  the 
happiness  to  see  it  bud.  It  is  heart-rending 
to  witness  so  many  scenes  of  misery  and 
wretchedness,  as  daily  present  themselves. 
Nowhere  have  I  found  the  common  suflferings 
alleviated  by  the  sweet  consolation  that  true 
religion  affords.  All  is  darkness  on  that 
subject,  and,  being  so,  what  stimulus  can 
there  be  to  industry,  to  the  practice  of  those 
virtues  that  adorn  humanity,  and  which  are 
the  inseparable  companions  of  a  heart  that 
loves  the  Redeemer,  and  fondly  cherishes  his 
commands.  I  am  daily  distributing  Bibles 
and  tracts  which  I  sent  before  me  from  Paris 
to  the  different  resting  places  in  my  road. 
The  further  I  advance  on  my  mis- 
sionary career,  the  more  I  feel  the  value  of 
the  great  cause  that  I  am  advocating,  and 
the  necessity  there  is,  that  its  advocates  should 
be  men  of  talents  and  of  a  holy  life.  What 
abilities  required!  How  mudi  self-denial, 
and  what  great  humility !  Reflecting  on 
these  things,  I  feel  my  nothingness,  my  need 
of  constant  prayers.  Oh!  pray  for  me. 
Here  is  abundant  work  but  few  labourers — 
few  indeed !

WILBERFORCE  SETTLEMENT,    IN 
UPPER  CANADA. 

The  Rev.  Nathaniel  Paui.,  from  Upper 
Canada,  formerly  pastor  of  the  African  Baptist 
Church  in  Albany,  State  of  New  York,  but 
now  pastor  of  the  African  Baptist  church  at 
Wilberforce,  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing statement  to  the  British  public,  relative 
to  the  condition  of  the  people  of  colour  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  circumstances  that 
gave'rise  to  the  Settlement  recently  established 
in  the  above  mentioned  province. 


There  are  in  the  United  States  (tocordin^ 
to  the  census  of  I8S0),  S19,467./r«e  persons 
of  colour,  and  S,0I0,572  slaves  in  that  land 
of  boasted  liberty !  Slavery  is  chiefly  confined 
to  what  in  America  are  denominated,  the 
South  and  South"  Western  States  ; — ^vis. 
District  of  Columbia  (the  seat  of  the  National 
Government),  Maryland,  'Yirginia,  North 
Carolina,  South  Cardina,  Geoigia,  Alabama, 
Mississipi,  Louisiana,  Tennessee,  Kentucky, 
and  Missouri.  It  may  probably  surprise  the 
people  of  this  free  country  to  be  informed, 
that  those  who  are  denominated /ree  in  Ame- 
rica, are  not  in  any  of  the  States  entitled  to 
aU  the  privil^;es  and  immunities  of  citizens  f 
Their  condition,  especially  in  each  of  the 
above  named  States  is,  from  their  oppression, 
rtruly  wretched  and  pitiable.  Though  subject 
to  taxation  in  common  with  all  others,  they 
are,  notwithstanding,  universally  disfranchised ; 
and  having  no  incentives  to  rouse  their  ean*^ 
gies  and  cultivate  their  intellect,  they  are 
obliged  to  submit  to  the  mortification  of  bemg 
considered  inferior  to  their  oppressors.  While 
they  feel  deeply  sensible  of  their  inferiority 
when  confrasted  with  the  more  enlightened 
and  accomplished  white  citisens,  they  are  de- 
prived by  law  of  the  advantsges  of  education, 
— interdicted  from  attending  as  spectators  the 
halls  of  l^slation  and  courts  of  justice, — 
frt)m  filling  posts  of  honour ; — are  prohibited 
the  use  of  the  press,  freedom  of  speech,  and 
from  the  power  of  locomotion;*— debarred 
from  a  participation  in  the  agricultural,  me- 
chanical, and  commercial  pursuits  and  advan- 
tages, in  common  with  the  whites;— pre- 
cluded frt>m  ecclesiastical  privik^es,  excepting 
ocly  in  a  certain  restricted  sense,  being  for- 
bidden by  law  to  convoke  assemblies  of  their 
own  colour,  unless  the  worship  is  conducted 
by  a  white  minister.  And  of  late,  unconsti- 
tutional and  cruel  laws  have  been  enacted  to 
compel  them  to  leave  those  States  in  which 
they  were  bom ;  while  in  no  other  of  the 
United  Slates  can  these  unfortunate  and  op- 
pressed persons  find  an  asylum  without  being 
subject  to  unpleasant,  and  often  to  cmd  , 
restrictions ! 

Even  in  those  parts  which  are  denominated 
free  States^  the  coloured  Jree  people  are  by 
no  means  exempt  from  the  effects  of  the  most 
unjustifiable  prejudices ;  for,  whether  at  home 
or  abroad,  in  public  places  of  amusement  or 
in  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lord,  they  are  alike 
the  sulijecte  of  scorn  and  contempt !  As  an 
illustration  of  their  degraded  condition,  even 


*  By  this  term  is  meant  that  they  are  not 
at  liberty,  after  eight  o'clock  at  night,  to  leave 
their  own  premises,  or  at  any  time  to  go  firom 
one  State  to  another.

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ia  lach  cstioA  as  PhiladelphiB,  New  York, 
and  Boston,  it  is  only  necessary  to  state,  that 
a  white  barber  would  think  himself  grossly 
insulted,  were  a  coloured  person,  however 
TtspeettMe  in  society^  to  enter  his  shop  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  shaved!  Compelled, 
in  cODsequence  of  those  oppressive  measures, 
and  this  d^^rading  treatment,  several  fa- 
milies emigrated  from  Ohio  and  other  States, 
in  the  year  1889,  and  settled  themselves  in 
the  beautiful  and  fertile  tract  of  country 
which  lies  between  Lakes  Erie  and  Huron, 
under  the  sanction  and  protection  of  the 
British  authorities  of  Upper  Canada.  The 
name  of  Wilber force  was  given  by  them 
to  this  new  Settlement,  in  token  of  the  un- 
feigned gratitude  and  high  respect  in  which 
they  hold  that  ardent  friend  of  African  eman> 
cipation. 

Since  the  formation  of  this  infant  colony 
it  has  flourished  beyond  the  most  sanguine 
expectations  of  its  warmest  friends,  and  now 
consists  of  about  forty  families,  who  have 
been  industriously  employed  in  rearing  com- 
fortable log  houses  for  their  dwellings,  and  in 
bringing  their  lands  into  a  state  of  cultiva- 
tion. The  God  of  mercy  has  graciously 
smiled  upon  the  labour  of  their  hands,  so 
that  they  have  raised,  during  the  past  year, 
nearly  enough  to  supply  their  necessities. 

While  their  temporal  wants  have  thus 
been  attended  to  by  themselves,  their  spi- 
ritual necessities,  considered  by  them  as  of 
paramount  importance,  have  also  been  sup- 
plied. Tlie  Gospel  has  been  introduced, 
and  two  Christian  churches  have  been  con- 
stituted, each  of  which  has  a  pastor.  A 
Sunday  School  has  been  formed,  and  is  in 
successful  operation.  A  Day  School,  also, 
promises  to  produce  a  very  beneficial  in- 
fluence on  the  interests  of  the  colony.  In 
addition  to  these  important  institutions,  a 
Temperance  Society  has  been  organized, 
which  receives  the  countenance  and  support 
of  the  whole  colony,  which  has  resolved  to 
prohibit  the  introduction  of  ardent  spirits, 
even  as  an  article  of  merchandize.  It  is 
proposed,  also,  to  found  in  this  colony  a 
Seminary  of  Education  for  Ministers  and 
others,  upon  the  principle  of  manual  labour ; 
iksi  the  students,  by  employing  part  of  the 
day  in  agricultural  or  mechaniccU  pursuits, 
may  provide,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  their 
own  support.  * 

*  This  Institution  was  warmly  supported 
and  recommended  by  the  Right  Rev.  the 
Bishops  White  and  Underdouk,  of  the  Epis- 
copal, and  the  Rev.  Drs.  Macauley  and  Ely, 
of  the  Presbyterian  Churches.  A  Subscrip- 
tion was  headed  by  the  Honourable  A^hur 
Tappan>  of  the  city  of  New  York,  with  the 


But  at  the  same  time,  however,  while  all 
friends  of  the  coloured  people  in  America 
hail  with  delight  the  formation  of  this  highly 
important  Settlement,  they  cannot  but  deeply 
regret,  that  there  are  thousands  of  fires 
people  of  colour  who  are  anxious  to  join 
their  brethren  at  Wilbirforce,  but  who 
do  not  possess  the  means  of  meeting  the  ne- 
cessary expenses  for  doing  so.  It  is  in  be- 
half of  those  oppressed  aud  unhappy  indi- 
viduals, and  to  promote  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion and  religion,  that  the  Rev.  N.  Paul 
has  been  appointed  as  an  agent  to  visit  Eng- 
land, **  to  memorialize  government  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  a  sufficient  portion  of 
land  for  the  enlargement  of  the  colony." 
And,  also,  "  to  appeal  to  the  benevolence 
of  the  British  people  for  such  donations, 
either  in  goods  or  money,  as,  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  such  an  object,  they  may 
be  dbpoeed  to  give.  The  sum  necessary 
for  the  removal  of  a  family  consisting  <tf 
six  persons,  would  probably  amount  to  ^4. ; 
and  to  support  them  at  Wilbbrforce  until 
they  can  bring  their  respective  allotments 
into  a  state  of  cultivation,  will  require,  for 
a  time,  some  assistance.  It  will,  therefore, 
be  seen,  that  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
will  be  required,  in  order  to  carry  this  de- 
sign into  effiect :  but,  it  is  not  doubted,  from 
the  well-known  benevolence  of  this  Chris- 
tian nation,  that  all  necessary  assistance  will 
be  afforded. 

All  sums  furnished  to  the  Rev.  N.  Paul, 
will  be  paid  into  the  Bank  of  Messrs.  Iiad- 
broke*  Gillman,  and  Co.,  Bank-Buildings; 
in  the  names  of  Thomas  Pringle,  Esq.  and 

liberal  sum  of  1,000  dollars.  It  was  the 
intention  of  its  friends  to  have  established  it  in 
the  city  of  New  Haven,  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, on  account  of  the  superior  advantages  of 
that  place ;  but  being  disappointed,  by  the 
unexpected  opposition  of  its  citizens,  as  the 
following  extracts  of  the  proceedings  of  a 
meeting,  called  by  the  Mayor,  on  the  10th  of 
September,  will  shew — they  have  resolved  to 
establish  the  same  at  Wilberforce,  in  Upper 
Canada. 

The  Meeting  at  New  Haven,  after  depre- 
cating the  establishment  of  institutions  jbr 
the  education  of  coloured  people,  and  their 
elevation  to  equal  standing  with  the  whites, 
condudes  as  follows : — **  Resolved,  by  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  Common  Council,  and 
Freemen  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  in 
City  Meeting  assembled.  That  we  will  re- 
sist  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  CoU 
lege  in  this  place,  by  every  lawful  means.

It  was  there 
stated,  that  seven  boys  were  receiving  the 
benefit  of  this  Institution ;  since  which,  one 
more  has  been  received :  many  others  would 
have  been  admitted  but  the  donations  and 
subscriptions  already  received  will  not  meet 
the  present  engagements,  much  Iws  justify 
mOre  extensive  operations. 

Mr.  Southwood,  in  consequence  of  his 
removal  to  Dunmow,  hating  given  up  his 
office  of  Secretary,  the  late  much-lamented 
Mr.  Mann  had  engaged  to  undertake  it,  and 
strong  hopes  were  entertained  of  the  efficiency 
of  his  powerfril  influence  and  exertions,  but 
by  his  sudden  removal  these  expectations 
were  disappointed.  The  Commiteee  have 
since  requested  us  to  become  joint  Secretaries, 
and  we  purpose  soon  circulating  a  concise 
statement  of  the  SociMy*s  object,  plan,  and 
present  circuttistances,  also  to  make  personal 
application  to  obtain  pecuniary  assistance. 
Such  exertions  must  instantly  be  made,  or 
the  Committee  must  curtail  its  present  very 
limited  scale  of  operation,  instead  of  attend- 
ing to  the  many  pressing  applications  which 
they  constantly  receive. 

Notwithstanding  these  difficulties  we  are  by 
no  means  discouraged,  as,  hitherto,  the  So- 
ciety has  not  been  generally  known,  even  in 
the  Baptist  denomination.  We  therefore 
feel  a  pleasing  confidence  that,  by  the  united 
exertions  of  the  members  of  our  churches, 
both  in  town  and  in  the  country,  the 
annual  income  will,  in  friture,  n6t  only  meet 
the  present  expenditure,  but  enable  the 
Committee  to  receive  many  more  to  the  bene- 
fits which  the  Society  is  designed  and  adapt- 
ed to  communicate.

At'a  Meeting  of  Me  Agency  Committee  of 
ike  Anti' Slavery  Society,  ou  the  2'Srd  of 
March,  IS32,  it  woe  reached  that  the 
fdUnoing  Addreee  he  published  c-^ 

TO  THE  FRIEVDS  OF  THE  ABOLITION  OF 
COLONIAI*  8LAVJCRY  THROUGHOUT  THE 
CODHT&Y. 

It  is  reported  that  His  Majesty's  govemmeat 
intend  to  bring  fin^ard  the  discussion  of  the 
Coloaial  question  at  anearly  day.  It  becomes,  on 
your  part,  an  imperative  duty  to  prepare  your 
representatives  for  the  eoatest,  by  declaring, 
pbunly  and  enlpbaticaUy,  the  objtet  which 
you  have  in  view,  and  that  you  will  not  be 
satisfied  until  this  object  is  attained. 

If  His  Majesty's  government  still  intend  to 
propose  any  tneasure  of  immediate  emanci- 
pation, they  will  be  grateful  to  you  &r  the 
support  of  such  a  declaration*  If  they  possess 
no  sucb  intention,  it  becomes  your  sacred 
duty  to  protest  against  the  disappoijiting  ex- 
pectations which  they  have  themselves  en- 
couraged, and  against  their  countenancing  a 
system  which  they  have  hitherto  condemned. 
You  were  informed,  most  truly,  by  those 
who  addressed  you  at  the  General  Meeting  of 
the  Anti-Slavery  Society,  on  the  2Srd  of  April 
last,  that  tben  the  eve  of  a  dissolution  of  par- 
liament was  a  most  important  crisis,  at  which 
it  became  you  to  exert  yourselves  with  re- 
dotaUed  energy.     The  prcaebt  period  is  yet 


more  criticaL  Hia  Majefty'a  goverment  bad 
then  announced  their  disposition;  though 
they  had  not  communicated  their  plans,  their 
disposition  was  already  known,  and  the  re- 
newed avowal  of  it  only  tended  to  confirm  the 
hopes  which  you  had  cherbbed  for  yean. 
Their  plans  are  now  before  you,  and  these 
pflans  do  not  appear  to  contemplate  emanci- 
pation at  any  given  period,  or  to  assign  a  cer- 
tain limit  to  the  endurance  of  the  system — a 
system  the  atrocity  of  which  has  called  forth 
the  indignation  of  the  British  public  to  a  de- 
gree never  before  expressed,  and  given  rise  to 
more  petitions  to  parliament  than  were  ever 
before  presented.  '  If,  then,  you  are  willing 
to  receive  the  announcement  ef  this  plan  in 
silence,  it  is  right  to  tell  you  plably  that 
every  hope  of  an  early  extinction  of  Colonial 
Slavery  must  be  abandoned.  It  requires  no 
great  penetration  to  foresee  that  the  proposed 
amelioration  of  the  system  must  either  prove 
too  good  for  the  planter,  or  too  bad  for  the 
abolitionist.  Protection  has  been  tried  for 
years,  and  official  returns  from  those  Colonies 
where  the  Crown  can  enforce  it  prove  the 
plan  ,to  be  fallacious,  and  even  oppressive. 
The  result  has  proved  this  reasoning  to  be 
correct — the  Crown  Colonies  are  almost  in 
arms  at  the  proposed  amelioration — the  char- 
tered Colonies  will  not  listen  to  the  bare  sug- 
gestion— the  Colonial  party  at  home  is  wild 
with  apprehension ;  and  yet  it  is  to  the  com- 
bined good-will  of  all  that  the  proposed  ame- 
lioration must  be  intrusted  I    - 

But  can  we  suppose  that  within  a  year  of 
announcing  their  intentions  to  Parliament,and 
at  the  very  first  note  of  Colonial  opposition. 
His  Majesty's  government  have  it  iu  contem- 
plation to  substitute  for  the  plan  of  ameliora- 
tion any  scheme  that  approaches  to  the  im- 
mediate abolition  of  slavery? 

Is  that,  however,  the  object  of  your  wishes 
and  of  your  petitions  ?  Do  you  really  believe 
this  system  to  be  one  of  national  guilt,  in- 
herent injustice,  and  intolerable  oppression  ? 
Then  now  is  the  time  when  you  are  impera- 
tively called  upon  to  protest  against  a  substi- 
tution of  any  other  measure.  It  would  be 
irrational  to  expect,  even  if  the  proposed 
amelioration  is  adopted,  that  it  will  be  much 
more  than  a  dead  letter  in  practice,  and  years 
will  elapse  ere  it  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that 
the  plan  has  had  a  **  fair  trial.**  Such  will 
be  the  gag  to  stop  your  mouths  if,  during 
ibis  period  of  prolonged  negro  suffering,  you 
presume  again  to  approach  the  Parliament 
with  new  petitions  for  abolition. 

AH  that  we  ask  might  now  be  conceded, 
with  as  little  violence  to  Colonial  feeling,  and 
as  little  danger  from  Colonial  resentment,  as 
this  partial  half-measure  of  amelioration. 
Our  prayers  for  the  negro  cannot  be  resisted 
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with  any  ihow  of  oonaitency  when  Govern- 
ment is  warmly  supporting  a  contest  for  the 
restitution  of  our  civil  privilq^  not  of  the 
first  of  natural  rights.  If  they  expose  them- 
selves to  this  charge,  and  are  directly  chal- 
lenged with  this  gross  political  contradiction, 
His  Majesty's  government  cannot  hope  for 
the  support  of  that  large,  religious,  and  there- 
fore influential,  class  of  the  community  which 
you  compose :  but  you  must  teU  them  this 
yourselves;  you  must  boldly  avow  that,  in 
your  opinion,  their  best  title  to  the  respect, 
the  confidence,  or  the  support  of  religious  and 
moderate  men,  is  to  be  found  in  their  even- 
handed  justice,  and  in  their  firm  adherence 
to  the  principle  of  moral  as  well  as  of  poli- 
tical reform. 

Be  not  deterred  by  apprehensions  of  specu- 
lative difficulty  and  self-interested  assurances 
of  contingent  danger — ^be  not  deceived  by  that 
spurious  humanity  which  affects  alarm  for  the 
n^pro*s  safety! — ^be  not  discouraged  by  impu- 
tations which  are  known  to  be  unjust  against 
the  purity  of  your  motives — nor  anxious  to 
disclaim  that  fiUse  and  contemptible  insinua- 
tion that  your  principles  are  revolutionary, 
and  your  object  to  promote  confosion  and  in- 
subordination :  those  who  make  these  charges 
well  know  them  to  be  false.  But  come  for- 
ward manfully  and  immediately  to  avow  that 
it  is  your  steadfast  purpose  to  exterminate 
the  system ;  not  by  the  introduction  of  anar- 
chy and  disorder,  but  by  substituting  judicial 
for  private  power,  and  the  constraints  and 
penalties  of  law  for  the  chains  and  the  cart- 
whip  of  the  master;  and  with  the  same 
voice  declare  that  you  will  never  be  satisfied 
with  less. 

For  this  purpose  you  are  entreated  imme- 
diately to  cijl  together  the  Anti-Slavery  As- 
sociations in  your  respective  neighbourhoods; 
to  read  to  them  this  address ;  and  to  invite 
the  members  of  them  to  join  with  you  in  a 
distinct,  specific,  and  decided  declaration  of 
tbeir  sentiments ;  and  forthwith  transmit  that 
declaration  to  your  respective  representatives. 
You  are  most  earnestly  entreated  upon  this 
occasion,  for  it  is  one  that  probably  will  never 
recur,  to  spare  neither  time,  trouble,  nor  ex- 
pense. The  assurances  received  from  every 
part  of  the  country,  supported  us  they  are  by 
nearly  6000  petitions,  are  such  that  we  can- 
not believe  that  this  appeal  will  be  unsuccess- 
ful. Every  reflecting  mind  will  perceive  that 
the  present  is  a  most  critical  opportunity : 
but  we  must  provO)  by  our  actions,  tbat  our 
vigilance  is  unceasingly  awake,  and  our  deter- 
mination unalterably  fixed,  until  the  n^o*s 
chains  are  broken  at  once  and  for  ever.

The  Ordination  of  Mr.  Thomas  Ebenexer 
Wycherley, — formerly  of  the  Particular  Bap- 
tist Chun'h  of  Shrewsbury, — over  the  Particu- 
lar Baptist  Church  at  Donington-wood,  in  the 
county  of  Salop,  took  place  on  Tuesday, 
Jan.  Srd,  1832,  when  the  Rev.  T.  Jones,  of 
Broseley,  described  the  nature  of  a  gospel 
church,  from  2  Cor.  viii.  5  (latter  clause), 
and  asked  the  usual  questions,  the  Rev.  J. 
Thomas,  of  Broseley,  ofiered  the  Ordination 
Prayer.  The  Rev.  M.  Kent  (Mr.  W*8.  pas- 
tor), of  Shrewsbury,  gave  the  Charge  horn 
I  Peter  v.  2,  S,  4.  In  the  evening  of  the 
same  day  the  Rev.  W.  Keay,  of  Wellington, 
delivered  a  Charge  to  the  people,  from  Heb. 
xiii.  19.  Messrs.  Steel  and  Brooks  were 
also  engaged  in  the  sacred  services  of  the 
day;  Mr.  Wycherley  concluded  by  prayer;  the 
whole  forming  a  solemn,  delightful,  and  in- 
teresting scene,  we  hope  not  soon  to  be  for- 
gotten. 

CUDDIN6TON,  BUCKS. 

On  Thursday,  Feb.  16,  1832,  Brother  E. 
Bedding,  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Baptist 
Church  at  Cuddington,  Brother  Tomlin 
delivered  an  introductory  discourse  on  the 
principles  of  dissent,  and  asked  the  usual 
questions.  Brother  Bedding  gave  a  pleasing 
account  of  his  change  by  grace,  and  his  call 
to  the  work  of  the  mimstry.  Brother 
Hopcroft  offered  up  the  Ordination  Prayer, 
with  the  laying  on  of  hands.  Brother  Tyler 
preached  from  Numbers  xxvii.  19,  "  Give 
him  a  charge  in  their  sight.*'  Brother  Terry 
addressed  the  church  from  Heb.  xiii.  17. 
Messrs.  Butcher,  Cooper,  Statham,  Diprose, 
Dodwell,  Norris,  Allnut,  and  Piggott,  ooigaged 
in  the  other  services  of  the  day. 

The  members  composing  this  Society,  with 
their  pastor,  were  all  honourably  and  amica- 
bly dismissed  from  the  Baptist  Church,  Had- 
denham,  and  formed  into  a  separate  church 
at  Cuddington,  December  7,  1831,  with  the 
affiictionate  advice  and  fervent  prayers  of 
their  former  pastor  and  deacons.  The  even- 
ing dosed  with  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.

It  will  be  seen,  hoverer, 
that  the  eo(ise«|wence8  in  regard  to  the  spread  of  scriptnial  instruction  by  the  Readers 
of  the  Scripturoa  in  the  Irish  laogoagey  #id  the  Free  Day-schools,  are  most  gratifying;

**  Monday,  the  four  men  convicted  for  the 
murder  of  Patrick  DoneUan,  whoie  trial  ap- 
peared in  our  last,  were  executed  at  thefivfat 
of  Ennia  jail.  They  acknowledged  the  jus- 
tice of  their  sentence. 

"  John  Casey  said  it  was  not  the  first,  or 
the  second,  or  the  third  time,  that  he  deserved 
the  fate  that  awaited  him. 

"  Patrick  Hartigan  allowed  he  was  present 
at  the  murder,  but  denied  that  he  loaded  the 
gun,  for  it  was  brought  loaded  from  a  certain 
house. 

**  Peter  Donnelly  acknowledged,  also,  the 
justiteof  hisfiite. 

"  Morty  Quinlivan  said,  if  he  were  ofifered 
a  pardon,  he  doubted  if  he  would  accept  it. 
He  never  did  any  thing  in  his  life  that  he 


had  to  charge  himself  with,  and  for  what  he 
was  now  to  suffer  he  hoped  God  would  for- 
give him ;  he  only  endeavoured  to  rid  the 
country  of  a  man  who  was  disturbing  it  for 
the  last  nine  years.  It  was. he  who  fored  the 
buUet  at  Mr.  Synge,  and  if  the  Bible  stopped 
it,  it  was  not  his  foult. 

<<  These  wretched  men,  it  will  be  seen, 
profitted  by  all  the  insidious  advice  given 
them,  and  he  who  was  held  forth  as  an 
enemy  to  the  peasantry^  their  country,  and 
their  God,  they  conceived  they  were  doing 
God*s  service,  by  going  forth  to  murder.

Dear  Brethren, 
I  sit  down  uuder  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to 
God,N\  ho  in  mercy  has  given  me  great  api'.areut 
acceptance,  nut  only  among'  the  Protestants 
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hare,  many  of  whom  leemad  dead  to  every 
spiritual  Goncern,  but  in  a  good  measure 
aaoiw  the  RomAuiata  also.     I  have  scarcely 
preached,   either  here  or    at  Balinagouch, 
that  there  were  not  Romanists  hearing  me : 
3roa  would  imagine  that  Scripture  to  be  ful- 
filledi  "  When  a  man's  ways  please  the  Lord, 
he  maketh  his  enemies  to  be  at  peace  with 
him'XP'overbe  zvi.  7).      Previous   to  my 
ooming  here,  it  was  with  considerable  diffi- 
culty any  thing  of  a  congregation  could  be 
collected  by  preachers  of  great  talent ;  but 
]iow»  as  if  impelled  by  Divine  instinct,  many 
come  from  iim  W^itegate,  three  miles  off, 
on  dark  wet  nights.      Such  is   the   deure 
enkindled,  that,  long  before  the   appointed 
hour,  the  place,  though  spacious,  is  crowded. 
I  have  added  to  a  very  large  kitchen  in  my 
house,  by  removing  a  atone  wall,  two  large 
bed-rooms,  and  yet  the  place  is  too  strait, — 
we  .itill  want  to  ''enluge  our  tent,'*— we 
must  still "  lengthen  our]  cords,**  and  endeavour 
to  ''strengthen  our  stakes."     The  days  ap- 
pointed for  service  here,  are  every  Thursday 
and  Lord's  day  evenings  :  and,  at  the  other 
station^  every   Saturday.      When  I  am   at 
home  I  have  frequent  messengers  from  va- 
rious parts  of  the  country,  entreating  me  to 
visit,  read,  and  pray  for  the  sick,  and  many 
«f  these  come  from   three  to  four  miles. 
I^ast  Friday,  I  visited  a  poor  man  in  Scariff, 
named  Williams.     I  caUed  on  your  reader, 
Michael  Bushe,  and  it  is  easier  to  conceive 
than  describe  the  gratitude  of  the  poor  man. 
Some  poor  old  Protestants  here,  a^e  in  awful 
Ignorance, — not  many  of  them  can  even  read, 
becaase  there  were  no  Free-schools  nor  means 
of  education  in  this  long-n^lected  country 
at  the  time  when  these  men  could  have 
learned. 

I  have  preached  on  the  second  Lord's  day 
in  limerick,  according  to  my  engagement 
with  Dr.  Townly :  Mr.  Thomas,  and  three  of 
your  readers  were  present ;  Dr.  T  ■ ,  and 
two  of  his  readers  were  also  present.  There 
were  many  countrymen  and  women,  who, 
I  suppose  were  attracted  by  the  novelty  of 
the  bish  preaching  :  some  of  them  ex- 
prsaaed  great  thankfiilnraa.     I  have  extended 


my  kboura  more  in  the  Connaught  district 
this  month.  The  School  here  ia  very 
flourishing  :  I  reckoned  this  day  80  scholars, 
male  and  female,  present ;  there  are  many 
of  them  Roman  Catholics.

Letter  from  Mr.  Geo.  Pearce^ 
dated  Aug.  17,  1 83 1 . 

A  considerable  time  liaving  elapsed  since 
I  last  addrened  you,  I  feel  my  negligence, 
and  delay  no  longer.  You  will  unite  with  me 
in  grateful  Cselinga  to-  our  heavenly  Fatheri 
that  I  continue  to  enjoy  undiminiabed  health 
and  strength,  to  serve  him  in  ^  Gospel  of 
his  Son;  and  though  I  cannot  say  thus 
much  of  my  dear  partner,  who  is  a  frequent 
8ii£Berer  from  ill  health,  on  hei^ account,  also, 
I  have  reason  to  be  thankful.  During  the 
lait  few  months  I  have  endeayoured,  accord- 
ing to  my  ability,  to  pieach  the  blessed  Goa- 
pel  to  the  heathen.  In  the  chapels,  straets, 
bazaars,  ghats,  and  other  places,  again  and 
agam,  I  hare  declared  to  numbers  the  un- 
searchable  riches  of  Christ.  But  what 
diall  I  say  of  the  e£fect?  In  thb  country 
the  seed  of  the  Word  takes  a  longer  time  to 
Tigetate  than  in  the  more  favoured  western 
isles  of  the  Atlantic  Here,  patienos,  and 
prayer,  and  faith,  are  exercised  for  a  longer 
penod ;  but  though  the  seed  lies  long  buried, 
it  does  not  perish.  Here,  for  the  most  part, 
one  sows  and  another  reaps ;  we  have  not 
only  sowing,  but  reaping  also ;  and  though 
the  crops  are  not  abundant,  and  though 
tares  frequently  appear,  yet  we  are  blessed 
with  wheat  also. 

The  English  School  for  native  boys  under 
my  care  continues  to  prosper ;  the  at- 
tendance is  numerous,  and  the  progress  of 
the  lads  very  pleasing.  That  any  have  been 
truly  converted,  I  cannot  say ;  yet  1  feel 
confident  that  a  wide  revolution  of  senti- 
ment, on  the  subject  of  religion,  has  taken 
place  in  the  minds  of  several.  They  have 
learnt  much  of  the  doctrines  of  Christianity, 
its  facts^  precepts,  and  pn^hecies;  and 
Qniformly  epeak  with  great  reverenee  of 
the  Bible  and  of  Christ.  I  do  not  wish 
to  excite  undue  expectations;  and  though 
1 4ee  more  to  discourage  than  you  can  pos- 
sibly see,  yet  I  live  and  pray  in  hope  of  them ; 
snd  should  it  please  the  Lord  to  convert  any 
of  them,  they  will  become,  I  am  persuaded, 
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valuable  acquisitions  to  the  Christian  church. 
Schools  are,  to  some  persons,  a  discouraging 
branch  of  missionary  labour,  because  it  is,  in 
general,  years  before  fruit  appears :  but  then 
it  may  be  asserted,  with  confidence,  that 
they  lay  a  foundation  for  good  of  the  most 
solid  kind,  although  it  may  be  long  delayed. 
Persons  in  ihe  middle  stages  of  life  converted 
to  Christianity,  who  have  never  been  much 
acquainted  with  books  and  reading,  will  not* 
humanly  speaking,  attain  to  eminence  in 
the  church.  Experience,  indeed,  has  proved 
this ;  for  many  native  Christians,  while  they 
have  become  acquainted  with  the  essentiid 
doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  and  likewise  of  its 
'principal  fects,  fcc.,  have,  nevertheless,  re- 
tained many  crude  Hindoo  notions,  and  made 
little  or  no  progress  in  general  knowledge^ 
and  have  thus  remamed  incapacitated  for 
much  usefulness.  But  the  lads  in  our 
schools  rise  up  with  their  minds  divested,  in 
a  great  measure,  of  injurious  and  retarding 
ideas,  and  with  enlarged  and  correct  views 
of  the  world,  its  geography,  its  history, 
sacred  and  profene,  and  with  other  kinds  of 
knowledge  calculated  to  assist  them  to  un- 
derstand more  fully,  and  to  enter  more 
deeply  into  the  meaning  of  divine  Writ; 
and  thus,  if  they  are  turned  to  the  Lord,  when 
coming  in  contact  with  Hindooism  and 
Msihomedanism,  they  will  be  as  giants  com- 
pared with  many  of  our  present  native  Chris- 
tian brethren.  That  schools  are  instrumental 
to  the  conversion  of  the  heathen,  few,  I 
think,  wiQ  doubt.  We  know  that  they  are 
highly  instrumental  for  spiritual  good  in 
Britain;  why  not,  then,  in  India?  Only 
three  days  ago  I  was  in  conversation  with 
a  venerable  minister  of  the  Established 
Church,  who  has  been  many  years  in  this 
country,  and  had  much  to  do  with  missionary 
work.  He  said,  '*  we  have  about  fifty  native 
converts  at  such  a  station,  vid  many  of 
them,  when  heathen,  were  educated  iii  our 
schools  there.  I  have  reason  to  think,**  he 
added,  <*  the  instruction  they  there  received 
was  blessed  to  their  spiritual  good." 

Bat  I  must  now  tell  you  of  the  Christian 

Boarding  School  under  my  care.     You  have, 

from  time  to  time,  heard  ef  it,  but  I  beHeve 

I  have  never  given  yon  a  very  extended  ac- 
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count,  which  it  is  now  proper  to  do,  for 
Beveral  reasons.      Since  my  last  notice  of  it, 
it  has  increased  in  numbers   considecabfy ; 
it  now  contains  fifteen  lads,  the  majority  of 
whom  come  from  our  new  Christian  stations 
in  the  south.     Had  these  stations  yielded  us 
nothing  else  beside   the  eight  or  nine  lads 
which  tjbey  hare  sent  us,  I  should  consider 
these  as  no  small  recompense  for  the  labour 
hitherto  bestowed  on  them.     But  to  return  to 
the   School.      You  are  aware  that  it  wa^ 
commenced  and  continned  some  time  under 
the  care  of  Paunchoo ;  his   subsequent  de- 
fection,  however,   rendered   It  necessary  to 
take  the  boys  from  him.     At  first  they  were 
removed  to  our  own  premises,  as  a  temporary 
measure   only,  not  having   any  where  ejse 
to  place  them  }   but  perceiving,  ajfterwards, 
that  great   advantages  would  accrue  from 
their  being  immediately  under  oi^r,  eye,  we 
d^termin?d  on  th£ir  remaining  with  us  per- 
manently, and  therefore  built  them  a  School 
and    other    rooovs   within    our    compound. 
The  wisdom  of  this  determination  we  h<ive 
since  abuntjantly  witnessed  in  tlve  increased 
improveipent  of  the  la,ds  in  every,  poiint  of 
yiew»  but  especially  in  thi^ir  n^irala^ 

Their  education  embraces  both  £ngJid» 
a;id  6ei\gajee.     By  learning  English  tl\ey  ai% 
furnished  with  a  kf^  to  stores  of  knowjedge^ 
faf  suf  pAS9ing,  ii^  extent  and  usefulneas,  what 
Bengalee  wiU  afford  for  centuriep  tacQm«. 
In  fsjct,  at  present)  Bengalee  cpntai(u>  with 
one  oi;  two  expepti^ns^  nojthiiJig  b&yo^4 .  i^^e 
elementary  boqkii.     As  mpst  of  the  boys  arc 
of  tenc^f  age,  the  acquisition  o£  English  wlU 
not  be  di$uult  to  them.     Th&,  i^t^ress  of 
the  lads  in  their  lea^niiy,  since  tl;\ieir  real- 
d^o^^e,  i^  our  c^^lpou:^d,  has  been  v^ry.  jtrati* . 
fying..    With  two  exceptions,  alJL  l^ive  at- 
tired, to  read  ^ngal^  and  some,  progcees  in 
English :    most  of  them  can  wjrite  in  both 
laoguageSf,  and  cypher  in  Bengalee.     Dili- 
gence and  the  bve  of    reading  chfyractcriae 
the  nuyority   of  them;    on  the  Lofd'a  day^ 
especially,  we,  have  a  delightful  p^oof ,of  this. 
For  son^  n^onths  past  more  than  f^tty  scrip- 
ture lessons,  on  the  average,  have  bee^  re- 
peiited  to  us  on  th^  day.     These  ^ra  cluefly 
voluntary*  ami,  lefirnt  out  o(  their  reguhur 
school  hours. 

To  avoid  contap(iinatioi;i  from  heathen 
boys,  the  Chcistiaa,  lad<i  have  a,  schpol-roopa' 
itpd  master  to  them^vea. ;  and  asst^pia- 
ti9n  witih  the  heathen,  is.  entirely  diaaUow- 
«|1.  FxoaL  this  .  and  the  religioua  ii^truc- 
l^ons  which ,  h9,ve  been  imparted  to  them^ 
]hhe  most  happy  electa  have  resulted.  When 
tliey  entered  the  Institution,  they  brought 
with  them  notions  and  habits  little  superior 
to.  those  of  the  heathen,  from  whooji  diey  and 
theiir  p^^renta  were,  but  a  short  time  before^ 
separated;    but  now,  through  the  bk^^ing 


of  God,  whose  special   favour  is  evidently 
towards  them,  their  minds  are  become  en- 
lightened, their  ciMUciences  tender^  and  their 
general    conduct   unexceptionable,  and   fre- 
quently  praiseworthy.     Incidents  often  oc- 
cur which  convince  b»  that  the  fear  of  God, 
in  some  respects,  influences  their  conduct. 
The  following  occurred  only  a  short  time 
ago,  and  is  too  remarkable  to  be  overlooked. 
A  lad  about  ten  or  eleven  years  of  age,  dis- 
tinguished   for  his   understanding   and  ge- 
neral good  behaviour,  being  at  chapel  on  a 
Lord^s  day,  went  to  sleep  during  the  sermon ; 
on  returning  home  I  reproved  him  for  so 
doing,  but  not  harshly.     A  short  time  after, 
going  out  into  the  veranda,  I  found  him  sob- 
bing most  bitterly.     I  inquired  of  the  other 
boys  the  cause ;  they  replied,   **  we  do  not 
kaow ;  he  came  and  sat  dowA  and  began  to 
cry*  and  we  cannot  pacify  hinu^     I  thea 
called  him,  and,  taking  him  aside,  asked  tha 
reason  of  his  cryiij)|.     Alter  some  eflEart,  he 
said,  '^  Oh,  air»  I  went  to  sleep  at  chapel  V* 
and  then  sobbed  louder  than  befiure.     1  said, 
''Dd  you  weep  because  I  waa  aqgry  with 
yoM,  Oft  beoause  God  ia  angry  with  you?" 
Hit  aoawer  ^pa,   *<  Because  God  vs  angry 
'  with  me  y  for  in  going  to  sleep  at  wvrship 
I  sinned  against   him."     He  vaa  then  in* 
farmed,  that  since  he  repented  of  bis  con-* 
duet,  there  was.  reaaon  to   hope  that  God 
would  foi^ive  him.     After  hearing  this  and 
reading  a  pataage  firam  the  Soriptnves  suited 
toMscaae,whidh  I  painted  out  to  him(Prov. 
zsviii.  IS),  ht  left  me   much  oomforted* 
Thia  chiid  caaae  fimm  the  midst  of  hBatkniBB^ 
about  tm^ye  raontha.  ainoa^  when  he  scarcely 
knew  a  latter  of  tha  alphabet;  at  pieacnt  be 
can  Dead  Bengalee  flatntly,  and  hBs.attBinf4 
a  good  deal  of  sariptural  knowledge     He  ii» 
on  the  wiiole,  an  extraordinary  child.     Tbs 
mananr  in  which  the  sabbath-day.  is  dwerred 
by   them»    all   ia    very   pleaaing.      In  the 
momiag .  early  our  eaas  are  sainted  with  the 
gratefiil  aonnd  of  their  youthful  voioesr  sing* 
ing  the  praises  of  God,  or  repeadng  the 
leaaon^  wUcb  thoy  intend  to  give  in  when 
they   meet  Mrs.   Pearce-  and  myself  after 
the  morning  aervioe.      At  ta«  oi'ckwk,  all 
wearing  clean  clothes,  thqr  prooeed  tn  the 
house  of  God^  wken.  they  have  learnt  to 
behave  vrith   deoonum,  and  ^attend  to  the 
aafrmion  in  a  manneii  whieh  woold  probiwy 
aurpriao  many  Engliah  Christians^  coald  tb^ 
see  tham  ajid:hear  thaoh  tell,  aftea  worship) 
what  thay  haye  nnderstood  and  re^mbered 
of  the.  ducoursB.      When  we  return  from 
moaning  worship  we  meet  them  to  hear  titf 
lesBoas  that  may  be   prepared.      This  ex* 
erdse  lasts  about  an  hour  and  half*     They 
thea  retice,  and  have  the  afternoon  to  them- 
selves and  you   will  bo  gratified  to  know 
that  a  great  part  of  it  is  spent  in  readiag 
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the  Scriptures  "wliicli  I  give  to  them  every 
Lord*8  day  morning.  Oh  !  how  may  some 
English  children  and  youth  be  ashamed 
when  they  read  that  these  Bengalee  Chris- 
tian boys  rarely  iMreak  the  sabbath-day  by 
playing  or  idling  awuy  their  precious  time. 
It  is  true*  that  they  are  not  allowed  to  do  so» 
but  then  they  never  oaanifiBBt  any  dissatisfiic- 
tion  on  that  acconnty  hot  appear  as  cheerful 
and  hiqvpy  on  this  as  on  any  other  day. 

Thus,  my  dear  brother,  I  hare  deserifadl 
to  yoo,  without  exaggeration,  this,  to  me, 
dse]rfy-intereating  Institution.  I  cannot  but 
fed  thankful  that  God  has  smiled  most 
gracioualy  cm  this  department  of  my  feeble 
labours.  May  your  prayers  ascend  on  be- 
half of  theae  children,  that  their  attainments 
may  he  sanctified  by  converting  grace,  and 
I  employed  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom  in  this  benighted  country. 

CEYLON.. 

The  follo^^ing  pleasing  intelli* 
gence,  describing  tlie  blessing  which 
bas  attended  the  labours  of  some  of 
our  American  brethren  in  Ceylon, 
IS'  extracted  from  tlbe  Auxiliary 
Missionary  Herald,  published  by 
oar  friends  iti  Calcutta.  It  is  con* 
tained  in  a  letter  from  the  Rev  M. 
Winslovv,  dated  Oodooville,  Jaffna, 
December  17,  1830. 

'<  We  hare  to  speak  of  tiie  goodness  of  the 
Lord  in  gramting  v»  a  refreshing  from  his 
■presence,  ^rhen  we  were  almost  ready  to  des^ 
pair  of  his  appearing,  to  build  up  his  king- 
dom  in    these  flesolafte  phees.     During  all 
the  early  ^art  of  the  ycar^  we  were  mourning 
on    account  of  our   own  dea/inesb,  and  the 
wont  of  lile  ih  the  native  Church.     Some 
peculiar  trials  also  made  us  feel  more  than 
usual  oar  extreme  weaksess  and  insuffieiemcy 
of  ouraelres  for  the  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged.      In  July*   a  day   of  iasting  and 
prayer  waa  observed,  in  the  Mission,  on  ac- 
4«ount  of  the  low  state  of  rdigion  among  ns, 
and  sonac  fslla  in  the  Church.     From  that 
time  a  Utile  more  life  was  visible,  but  nothing 
partic^larlp  encouraging  appeared  uritil  the 
monthly  prayer  meeting  in  October,  when 
a  ^rit  of  prayer  was  somewhat  remarkably 
manifested,  especially  in  r^ard  to  our  own 
f^hildren,  of   whom   several  in  the  Mission 
ai«  old  oidugh  to  know  the  valve  of  their 
mn^.     Thia  meeting  was  followed  by  some 
awakening  among  the  children,  and  by  ma^e 
■aoriousDess  throughout  tU  our  families.     A 
spirit  of  priyer  ior  Divine  aid,  and  expecta- 
tion of  it,  waa  more  prevalent  than  befeie. 
On  tibe  Slat  of  the  month  was  our  qsirterfy 


eommvnion,  when  thfe  memben  of  the 
church  at  ihe  five  different  stations  came  to- 
gether, in  one  pbce,  to  the  table  of  the  Lord. 
It  was  an  interesting  season,  and  the  preacher 
on  the  occasion  was  mndb  affected  in  address- 
ing his  brethren  on  the  state  of  the  native 
chureh.  It  became  a  time  of  heart  search- 
ing, of  hmniliation,  and  }'et  of  joy  in  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Encouraged  by  some  appear- 
ances of  revival  in  the  native  brethren  and 
usters,  and  by  their  own  feelings,  two  of  our 
number  went  to  the  soninary  at  Batticotta 
that  evening,  and  in  connexion  with  tha 
brethren  who  reside  at  the  station,  spent  the 
two  remainii^  week-days  in  private  conver- 
sation, or  in  social  and  pnbhc  meetings,  with 
tha  stttd«its;  who,  with  one  consent,  laid 
aside  their  studies,  and  in  most  cases  seemed 
to  make  it  their  butinen  to  seek  the  salvation 
of  their  souls.  Their  roomk  fat  retirement 
for  devotional  purposed  were  lighted  up  untH 
midn%ht^  especially  on  Saturday  and  Sunday 
evenings ;  and  in  them  individuals,  or  com- 
panies of  tifo,  three,  or  moi'e,  were  earnestly, 
and  in  some  eases,  with  much  anguish,  callii^ 
on  the  Lord  for  mercy.  The  Sabbath  was  a 
very  interesting  day.  Convictimis,  wherfe  be- 
gun, were  increased,  and  new  cases  occurred. 
On  Monday  evetiitig  a  prayer-meeting  of  the 
families  at  the  stations,  with  two  brethren 
from  other  stations,  seemed  to  be  attended 
with  a  peculiar  manifestation  of  the  Divine 
presence.  Two  of  the  older  children,  who 
were  present,  could  not  close  their  eyes  that 
uight,  until  they  had  endeavoured  to  give 
themselves  to  the  Lord :  and  there  is  some 
reason  to  hope  they  were  enabled  to  do  it  in 
sincerity.  The  good  work  also  increased  in 
the  seminary,  and  the  brethren  from  the 
other  stations  continued  to  come  and  assist  iai 
directing  the  inquirers  to  Christ.  By  the 
middle  of  the  week,  almost  every  member  of 
the  seminary  (100  in  all)  was  under  can- 
oem  of  mind,  or  rejoicing  in  hope ; — and  ifi 
a  majority  of  the  cases,  though  by  no  means 
in  aH,  the  exercises  of  their  minds  seemed 
deep,  and  promised  to  be  lasting.  Ob 
Thursday  wias  the  quartoly  meeting  of  all 
our  school-masters,  and  those  of  the  Church 
mission  (about  105),  including  some  school 
visitors.  This  was  held  at  Batticotta,  and 
the  addresses  made,  were  in  the  spirit  of  the 
awakening.  They  were  attended  by  a  bless- 
ing; most  of  the  masters  not  previously 
arbnsed,  were  stirred  up-  to  inquire  earnestly 
afl^'er  the  wiv  nf  salvation,  and  several  df  them 
have,  there  is  reason  to  hope,  dosed  upcerdy 
with  the  terms  of  mercy  through  Christ  Jesu». 
"  At  all  the  other  stations,  and  nearly  at 
the  same  time,  as  at  Batticotta,  the  influences 
of  the  Spirit  were  also  manifested,  paitictf- 
larly  in  the  Free  School  at  TilKpally,  and  the 
Female  Boarding  School  at  Oodooville,  ih

b«tii  of  which  ill  the  older  oUldren  are 
awakened,  and  leveral  of  them  hopefully  oon- 
▼erted.  Some  also*  not  connected  with  any 
of  our  stations,  and  many  of  the  children  of 
the  native  Free  Schools,  are  aflSected.  We 
held  a  general  meeting  of  the  lai^r  children 
in  the  Free  Schools  on  the  18th  of  last  month, 
at  Oodooville,  when  8(K)  were  present.  Of 
these  (at  that  time  or  since)  more  than  100 
professed  to  hare  commenced  prayer  to  God, 
and  most  of  them  a  resolution  to  live  as  Chris- 
tians, nowerer  opposed  by  parents  or  others. 
Our  monthly  prayer  meeting  in  November 
WHS  very  interesting.  The  subject  brought 
forwanl  was  from  the  text,  "Bring  ye  all  the 
tithes  into  the  store-house,"  &c.  With  the 
native  members  in  union  prayer-meetings, 
attended  by  church  members  and  inquirers 
from  difierent  stations,  we  have  also  had  some 
very  precious  seasons.  We  trust  the  good 
work  is  still  in  progress. 

'*  Help  us  to  praise  the  Lord  for  his  mercy 
and  grace. 

''I  should  add,  that  the  revival  of  the 
work  of  the  liord  is  also  manifest  in  the  town 
of  Jafiha,  where  many  are  inquiring,  What 
shall  we  do  to  be  saved  ?  Pray  for  us  all, 
that  we  may  not  hinder  the  Lord's  work,  but 
that  we  may  be  instrumental  in  extending  it, 
until  all  the  perishing  heathens  around  us  are 
converted." 

In  another  letter  to  a  Mission- 
ary in  Calcutta,  dated  the  1 8th,  Mr. 
Winslow  remarks : — 

"  The  season  of  refreshing,  in-  which  we 
are  permitted  to  rejoice,  has  been  thus  far  a 
pleasing  and  interesting  work  ;  we  have  en- 
couragement to  hope  that  it  will  be  more 
general  than  that  of  1884,  when  at  least 
sixty  or  seventy  were  hopefully  converted, 
and  many  more  awakened ;  we  intend  to  hold 
a  general  meeting  with  Inquirers  next  week, 
when,  probably,  200  may  be  present,  who  are 
more  or  less  awakened.  If  but  one  quarter 
of  that  number  are  brought  to  close  in  with 
the  terms  of  salvation,  thiough  a  crucified 
Saviour,  it  will  be  a  great  event,  causing  joy 
on  earth  and  in  heaven.  My  dear  brother 
and  sister,  pray  for  us,  that  the  work  may  go 
on  and  tprecuL'* 

NOGAI  TARTARS. 

Many  of  our  readers  will  reraem- 
ber  with  interest  the  accounts  we 
gave,  some  years  ago,  of  the  de- 
voted and  enterprising  Swiss  mis- 
sionary, Daniel  Schlatter,  resident 
among  the  Nogai  Tartars.  Such 
will  be  gratified  with  the  following 
article,  which  a  friend  has  kindly 


translated  for  the  Herald  from  it 
monthly  publication,  issued  by  the 
Netherlands  Missionary  Society. 

The  following  information,  concerning  the 
missionary  Schlatter,  labouring  for  the  Basle 
Society,  among  the  Nogai  Tartars,  is  at 
least  new  and  encouraging.  We  here  see 
how  this  man,  by  courage  and  firmness,  over-> 
came  many  difficulties,  and  maintained  him- 
self among  the  half-wild  people  on  the  borders 
of  the  Black  Sea*  With  great  and  uncom- 
mon resignation,  he  served  among  them  as 
a  slave,  endeavouring  to  win  their  confidence, 
in  order  to  better  both  their  temporal  and 
eternal  condition.  Religion  alone  could  im* 
part  strength  and  fortitude  for  such  an  un* 
dertkking.  At  first  glance  we  are  led  to 
think  such  an  attempt  by  an  individual, 
rash,  but  we  are  convinced  of  the  contrary 
after  reading  the  simple  narrative  of  his 
journey  through  Belren,  Silistria,  Bredy, 
and  Odessa,  to  the  place  appointed  as  his 
station,  a  Tartar  village  called  Burkud,  on 
the  river  Molosinja. 

In  an  early  trip  to  the  borders  of  the  Sea  of 
Asoph,  he  became  acquainted  with  a  Tartar, 
named  Ali ;  to  him  he  returned  :  the  man 
received  him  with  the  greatest  kindness: 
*'  Stay  with  me,*^  said  he,  *'  as  long  as  yon 
please ;  I  shall  not  ask  you  who  you  are,  nor 
what  you  have  to  do  amongst  us."  His  em- 
ployment in  Ali^s  house  was  as  follows:— 
after  passing  the  night  in  the  stable,  he  rose 
with  the  dawn  of  the  day,  milked  the  cows, 
cleansed  the  stable,  and  made  a  fire  with  the 
sweepings ;  after '  that,  he  drove  the  animab 
to  market,  or  went  on  errands,  or  took  the 
horses  to  pasture,  or  helped  the  mowers ; 
he  then  returned  and  churned  the  butter, 
took  care  of  the  children,  pr^ared  the  table ; 
in  short,  he  did  all  the  business  of  a  servant. 
The  attention  he  paid  to  all  these  duties, 
gained  him  the  r^ard  of  the  whole  family; 
indeed,  Fasche,  the  wife  of  Ali,  was  from 
the  first  friendly  to  him.  In  the  mean 
time  he  made  himself  more  and  more  ac- 
quainted with  the  language  of  his  friends. 
He  then  began  to  exert  himself  for  the  sal- 
vation of  their  souls  :  they  heard  him  with 
attention:  Cadis,  Effisndis,  Mollahs,  at- 
tended his  preaching,  and  at  the  same  time 
they  thought  he  was  in  a  fair  way  to  be- 
come a  Mussulman  — he  succeeded  more 
and  more  in  elevating  their  ideas  of  morality 
and  devotion :  it  was  his  particular  aim  to 
raise  the  women  from  the  d^aded  situation 
in  which  they  were  placed.  He  ate  with 
Patehe  and  her  servants  out  of  one  dish, 
and  purposely  paid  her  the  greatest  atten- 
tion. A!i*s  temper  viras  rough,  but  such 
was  his  respect  for  the  worthy  missicmary, 
that  he  treated  him  rather  as  a  brother  than 
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aserrant     To  tlak  All  and  hu  aon,  Ab- 
dalJah,  Schlatter  gave  a  BiUe. 

The  mstmction'  he  gave  them  in  religion 
and  morality,  and  the  duties  of  his  seryice, 
did  not  occupy  all  his  time :  he  had  still  an 
opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with 
the  society  of  Nogai  Tartars,  and  also  with 
the  German  colony  of  New  Russia. 

The  Nogais   think  themselves  descended 
from  Genghis  Khan  ; — they  are  divided  into 
three  tribes.      Through   the  whole  of  their 
history  they   have    been    herdsmen,    from 
whence  their  name,  Nogai,  which  signifies, 
wanderer  or  traveller.    Since  the  year  179S, 
they  have  been  under  the  Russian  dominion ; 
and  from  the  year  1808,   Count  Dumaison 
has  been  their  governor: — ^he  endeavoured 
to  persuade  the   rich  farmers  to  settle,  in 
which  he  has  in  a  great  measure  succeeded, 
<o  that  there  are  very  few  among   them 
that  wish  to  return  to  their  former  way  of 
life.      Every   opportunity  to  escape  while 
Kttling,  was  cut  off,  being  enclosed  by   a 
double  chain,— a    colony  of  Russians   and 
one  of   Germans.       At    present    they   are 
unarmed    and     peaceable.       Th^    remain 
Pagans  and  Mahometans  : '  they   still    call 
Constantinople  their  chief  cit^^  and  are  at- 
tached to  the   Cadis  and  Molkths,  though 
these  are  appointed  by  tiie  Russian  govern- 
ment.    They  despise  their  Christian  neigh- 
bours, because  they  eat  pork,  and  are  ruled 
by  their  wives.      For  the  rest,  he  represents 
the  Nogais  as  a  faithful  industrious  people, 
gifted    with    sound    jodgnl^nts    and    good 
monories.     They  have  a  quick  and  strong 
sense  of  their  own  rights :    thieves  are  not 
found  among   them.      Each    vUIage  has  a 
school,  though,  that  is  nothing  more  than 
an  open  place  in   which  the  childreQ  are 
taught  to  repeat  prayers  and  poetry.     They 
make  use  of  Arabic  characters,  and  are  un- 
willing to   use  printed   books,    which  are 
among    them    <rf    less  value    than    manu- 
scripts.    The  Tartar  language  is  a  sister  of 
the  Turkish ;  it  is  poor,  hard,  and  without 
gnunmatical  mles. 

Since  this,  we  understand  that  this  mis- 
sionary undertook  to  go  with  the  Englkh 
Mr.  Groves  to  Bagdad,  through  Mesopotamia 
and  Persia,  for  which  journey  he  was  fully 
prepared.  The  account  of  their  first  journey 
is  already  received  at  Basle,  commencing 
October  80,  to  December  18,  1829.  On 
tiie  first  mentioned  day,  they  left  Burkud, 
and,  four  days  after,  passed  over  the  Araxes 
in  Persia.  "  With  this  journey,"  writes 
our  brother,  *'  begins  a  new  and  important 
career.  .  I  know  the  dangers  to  which  I 
expose  mysdf ;  but  I  know,  also,  in  whose 
service  I  am.  May  I  be  more  willing  to 
do  the  will  of  the  Lord,  and  my  concern  be 
to  trust  unreservedly  iuhim !   We  passed  over 


the  mountuna:— we  had  afktiguing  road; 
— ^fortunately  it  did  not  snow,  otherwise  we 
should  have  been  exposed  to  many  dangers. 
On  the  29th  we  arrived  at  Tabriz:  at  that 
place  an  English  missionary  would  be  very 
Ubeful;  the  Prince,  Abbas  Mirza,  would 
willingly  let  him  labour  there ; — he  said  as 
much  to  Mr.  Wolf  some  time  ago.  We 
went  from  Tabriz  to  AGandow,  the  last  place 
where  Tartars  reside,  and  firom  thence  we 
came  to  Kurdistan.  We  had  now  again  to 
cross  high  mountains,  and  hardly  had  we 
arrived  at  Scherzow,  before  it  began  to  snow, 
which  would  have  rendered  the  passage  over 
the  mountains  impracticable.  This  city 
confilins  2900  houses ;  and  all  the  adjacent 
parts  are  inhabited  by  Kurds.  The  cha- 
racter of  these  people  differs  from  that  of 
the  Persians:  they  are  wild  and  rapacious, 
but  with  this  are  frank  and  generous.  I 
feel  persuaded  that  the  Kurds  would  be  dis- 
posed to  listen  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  I  commend  them  to  Christian 
love.**  On  tLe  6th  of  December,  our  be- 
loved brother  reached  Bagdad,  and  was  re- 
ceived there  with  kindness  by  the  English 
resident.  He  concludes  with*thanking  the 
gentlemen  fiv  their  kind  assistance  on  his 
journey. 

JAMAICA. 

In  OUT  last  Number  we  inserted  an 
affecting  narrative  of  the  last  ill- 
ness and  death  of  our  excellent 
missionary  brother,  Mr.  Shoveller, 
of  Kingston,  as  given  by  his  friend, 
Mr.  Clarke.  The  same  packet 
brought  a  short  letter,  with  the  same 
intelligence,  signed  by  eight  of  the 
deacons  and  leaders  on  behalf  of 
the  bereaved  church.  This  docu- 
ment contains  no  additional  facts, 
but  we  publish  it,  as  conveying  a 
genuine  and  spontaneous  expression 
of  the  feelings  and  sentiments  of 
these  our  Christian  brethren,  on  the 
mournful  event  to  which  we  have 
alluded.  Our  readers  will  judge 
whether  the  writers  of  such  a  letter 
can  be  so  grossly  ignorant  as  the 
negroes  are  often  represented  to 
be,  or  whether  it  is  probable  that 
such  men  would  be  guilty  of  vio- 
lence and  devastation. 

By  this  you  are  informed  of  the  lamented 
death  of  oui  beloved  pastor,  the  Rev.  John 
Shoveller.  On  Thursday,  the  8th  of  De- 
cember, he  complained  a  little,  and  in  the 
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^eniog  he  pneached  a  lecture  from  Goiesb 
zxviii.  16|  17.  The  hymns  on  the  occaaion 
were  the  109th,  Book  I.,  and  the  65th,  Book 
IL  On  Friday  morning  early  Jie  awoke  the 
seryants,  having  then  the  fever ;  the  doctor 
was  immediately  called  in^  but  the  messenger 
of  death  would  not  leave  until  it  took  him 
from  us  to  join  the  company  of  the  fiiith* 
fiU  in  glory,  December  12,  1S31.  Oh  !  Sir, 
this  bright  star  was  only  permitted  to 
shine  for  seven  months  and  a  few  days  in  our 
western  hemisphere ;  but  we  hope  his  in- 
fluence will  long  remain  with  us.  Truly  we 
witness  in  him — ^in  his  life  and  death — the 
excellency  of  the  Goi^el  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ  A  little  before  his 
death,  after  shaking  hands  with  brethren 
Spraggs,  Brooks,  and  Duff,  he  said,  **  Re- 
member the  prayer  meeting ;  still  keep  it  up ; 
and  strive  to  keep  up  a  spirit  of  love  amongst 
the  people.**  On  seeing  one  of  us  in  teal's, 
he  said,  "  Do  not  cry  for  one  going  to 
heaven ;"  and  then  said,  **  I  am  near  a 
world  of  spirits — a  solemn  scene  is  before 
me — 1  shall  soon  be  in  heaven.'*  Then  fix- 
ing his  eyes,  as  it  were,  in  the  heavens,  said 
in  the  followaig  verses  : 

*'  Be  the  living  God  my  friend^ 

**  Then  my  bliss  shall  never  end,**  &c* 

The  Rev.  John  Clarke  wiH  inform  you  more 
on  this  subject  Having  now  been  bereaved 
of  a  pastor  in  this  heavy  affliction, — and,  oh ! 
that  the  Lord  may  sanctify  it  to  the  good  of 
our  soulfl^— -we  look  to  you  for  one,  and  we 
pray  that  the  Lord  would  direct  you,  as  soon 
as  possible,  who  shall  fill  the  place  of  our 
late  beloved  pastor ;  and  we  shall  moke  him 
as  comfortable  as  our  circumstances  will  ad- 
mit We  have  agreed  with  the  Rev.  jQ|hua 
Tinson  and  the  Rev.  J.  Oarke  in  supplying 
us ;  and  Mr.  Tinson  will  have  the  use  of  the 
house  until  one  comes  out,  commencing  from 
January  1,  1832,  or  till  we  hear  from  you. 

Brethren,  pray  for  us;  we  are  where 
Satan's  seat  is ;  and  may  that  great  Spirit 
without  which  nothing  can  be  done  aright, 
guide  us  in  this  dork  dealing  of  Providence. 
iOh !  our  friends,  while  we  ore  humbled  under 
it,  we  know  it  is  all  right;  ye^  the  church, 
the  purchase  of  his  blood,  he  will  never,  no 
never,  forsake. 

Since  the  publication  of  our  last 
Number,  a  few  communications  have 
reached  us  from  various  parts  of  the 
island,  through  different  channels. 
The  substance  of  this  it  has  been 
thought  expedient  to  insert  in  the 
public  journals,  with  a  view  to  allay 
the  fedings  of  deep  anxiety  which 
were  so  generally  excited  on  behalf 


of  our  musionary  brethren.  Bst  ai 
the  intelligence  thus  diffused  may 
not  have  reached  all  the  readers  of 
the  Hera/d,  we  shall  re-state  the  facts 
in  our  pages,  more  especially  as  they 
will,  by  this  means,  assume  a  more 
permanent  form,  and  compose  a 
record  which  might  be  consulted 
with  advantage  hereafter. 

Messrs.  Knibb,  Whitehornc,  and  Ablwtt, 
respecting  whom  no  certain  information  bad 
reached  us  at  the  dote  of  inir  last  publication 
were  arrested,  it  now  spears,  on  the  Srd  of 
January,  and  conducted  to  Montego  Bay,  by 
a  party  of  the  Trelawney  militia,  not  on  a 
charge  of  instigating  the  nej^oeB  to  revolt, 
but  because  they  declioed  doing  military  duty. 
In  this  they  doubtless  acted  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  government  otdet  of  ex- 
emption for  all  ministers  and  teachers  of  re- 
ligion continued  in  foroe.  The  collector  of 
His  Majesty's  customs  at  Moivt^o  Bay,  to 
whom  Mr.  Whitehorne  had  long  been  well 
known,  applied  most  kindly  and  premptiy 
for  their  release,  offering  hk  own  bail  for 
their  appearance,  on  which  they  weoe  dis- 
charged, by  orders  from  Sir  WiUougfaby 
Cotton,  and  the  custoe  of  the  parish.  The 
papers  of  Mr.  Knibb,  which  were  taken  pos- 
ftession  of  at  his  arrest,  were  subsequentlf 
restored;  and,  at  the  date  of  our  last  ad- 
vices, each  of  the  three  mnsionories  already 
named,  was  enrolled  in  the  militia.  Mr. 
Whitehorne  as  a  captain,  Mr.  Knibb,  as  a 
private,  and  Mr.  Abbott  with  the  artillery. 

Air.  Burchell  and  his  companions  arrived) 
in  the  Garland  Grove,  on  the  7th  of  Jaluiaiy> 
but  on  account  of  the  excitement  then  pre- 
vailing at  Montego  Bay,  Sir  Willeugbb)r 
Cotton  directed  him  not  to  land  imnediatelyi 
but  to  go  on  board  the  Blanche  frigate,  then 
in  the  harbour.  His  papers  had  been  sealed 
for  examination — the  very  itep  his  friends 
could  deaire  in  his  behalf,  as  beat  adapted 
to  disprove  the  calumnious  <diliiges  which 
have  been  so  industrioUaly  circulated  against 
him.  It  was  perfectly  in  cborocter  for  the 
Jamaica  Couraat  to  affirm  that  this  worthy 
missiooaryw^  confined  in  double  irens!  Our 
informatioa  states,  that  Mr.  B.  haa  «  berth  in 
the  e«ptaia*8  cabin,  and  is  tnode  aa  comfort- 
able OS  he  COB  be,  tinder  all  cinnmstoneei. 
Our  other  friends,  who  went  pMseagers  in 
the  Garhmd  Grove,  IumI  not  landed  when 
these  accounts  left  the  bay. 

A  KiHgatoi^  paper  witiark%  "  Ik  ia  neto- 
rioM  that  the  charges  bro«^ht  %ainit  the 
mieaionariea  are  a  tiaeue  •!  wl]frii»  waaton, 
and  malieioua  falsehood ;  and  are  inleudcd 
Bot  to  hurt  them  only,  bst  to  uqure  the 
«Mia^of  GbiMlttity,  tad  to  arieat  the  pro- 
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gresB  oi  rdigkm  ia  the  isUuid.'*  The  Mo* 
raviaa  missionaries  are  noW}  it  seems,  to  be 
accused  as  well  as  the  Baptists  and  Wes- 
leyans ;  and  two  of  the  catechists  employed 
by  the  Charch  Missionary  Society,  Messrs. 
Joseph  Phillips  and  Hampson  Wynter,  have 
been  placed  in  confinement  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood  of  Kingston,  secured  by  hand- 
cuff till  bailed  by  the  clergyman  of  the 
parish.  Not  the  shadow  of  a  charge  ap- 
pears to  have  been  brought  against  these 
persons,  unless  the  suspicion  of  their  being 
"Baptist  preachers*'  be  deemed  such ;  yet 
it.is  stated  that  one  of  the  officers  concerned  in 
the  arrest,  requested  that  Mr.  Phillips,  the 
first  taken  into  custody,  might  be  tried  at  once, 
at  th^  dram  head,  and  shot ! 

Our  readers  will  begin  to  doubt  whether 
sQch  proceedings  as  these  can  be  associated 
with  the  honourable  name  of  Britons.     But 
we  are  sorry  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  add- 
ing still  another    proof  of  the  inveterately 
ferocious  i^irit  which  now  actuates  a  portion 
of  the  Jamaica  public,     l^lr.  Barlow,  who, 
though  not  in  connexion  with  our  Society, 
has  been  engaged  a  few  months  as  a  substi- 
tute for  Mr.  Flood,  who  is  now  in  England 
for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  has  also  had 
full  demonstration  that   "  the  tender  mercies 
of  the  wicked  are  cruel. ^'     He  resides  at  a 
considerable     distance    eastward    from    the 
scene  of  disturbance,  but  was  seized  in  his 
own  house  on  Friday,  the  6th  of  January, 
by  three  troopers,  and  dragged  to  Buff  Bay, 
a  distance  of  fifteen   miles.      Here  he  was 
confined,  without  a  siagle  charge,  as  far  as 
could    be    ascertained,   having    been    made 
against  him,  in  a  filthy  dungeon,'  the  effluvia 
from  which    is  almost   enough  to  breed    a 
plague,  with  scarcely  anything  to  eat  or  drink, 
scorched  all  day  by  the  sun,  gutrded  by  two 
men  with  drawn  swords,  and  one  with  a 
loaded  mu>iket,'and  deban*ed  all  intercourse 
with  his  friends,  except  in  the  presence  of 
his  keepers.      Denied  the  use  of  pen,  ink, 
and  paper,   he  engaged  a  friend  to  protest, 
on  his  behalf,  against  this  illegal  imprison- 
ment, and  to  demand  a^  trial,  but  this  protest 
was  treated  with  contempt.     At  length  an 
excellent  clergyman   in  the  neighbourhood, 
well  acquainted  with  Mr.  Barlow,  and  who, 
long  previous    to    these    disturbances,    had 
borne  a  most  honourable  and  decided  testi- 
mony to  the  exemplary  worth  of  his  cha- 
racter, contrived  to  hand  him  a  petition  to 
the  governor,  which  Mr.  B.  signed  with  a 
penidl  under  the'  cevtning  of  the  bed.      Ilife 
clerical    friend,    miphaticaUy   a  good    Sa- 
maritan, regardless  of  the  obloquy  to  which 
his  generous   conduct    would   expose   him, 
travelled  himself   with  the   document  thus 
obtained  all  across  the  island  to  Kingston,  a 
distance  of  more  than  fifty  miles.     Messrs. 
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at  Kingston  and  Spanish  Town,  repaired 
with  the  petition,  the  next  day,  to  the  King's 
house,  and  after  an  interview  with  the 
secretaries  of  the  governor,  promptly  obtain- 
ed letters  firom  his  Excellency  Lord  Belmore 
to  the  commanding  ofi^cer  of  the  district. 
With  these  the  noble-minded  clergyman 
hastened  back  to  Buff  Bay,  and  we  have 
every  reason  to  hope  his  friend  obtained  a  speedy 
release.  Of  course  such  a  transaction  as  this 
will  not  be  allowed  to  pass  without  a  ftdl 
investigation.  This  is  the  more  requisite, 
as  when  our  brethren  had' the  interview  with 
the  island  secretary,  no  report  had  reached 
that  gentleman  of  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Barlow, 
though  it  had  taken  place  more  than  a  week 
before. 

The  Baptists*  and  Methodists'  chapels  at 
Montego  Bay,  have  been  used  as  temporary 
barracks  for  the  troops,  and  it  was  reported 
that  two  of  our  chapels  at  country  sta^ 
tions  had  been  destroyed  by  the  incendiaries. 
Should  this  statement  be  confirmed,  it  will 
afford  a  pretty  strong  proof  of  the  real  cha- 
racter of  these  misguided  people.  On  the 
"other  hand,  **  many  of*  the  religious  ne- 
groes have  perished  in  defending  their  mas- 
ter's property  rather  than  comply  with  the 
entreaties  and  temptations  of  the  sanguinary 
rebels.*'  This  f9ct,'  it  is  asserted  by  the 
Editor  of  the  Watchmanf  is  well  attested, 
and  it  will  serve,  better  than  a  thousand 
arguments,  to  repel  the  virulent  accusations 
directed  against  their  laborious  and  self-de- 
nying instructors. 

We  shall  only  add,  that  full  par- 
ticulars of  the  treatment  of  Mr. 
Barlow  have  been  forwarded  to  His 
Majesty's  Goverment,  and  that 
additional  testimonies  have  lately 
reached  England,  from  a  quarter  to 
which  we  cannot  specifically  allude^ 
as  to  the  utter  groundlessness  of 
the  charges  so  wantonly  fabricated^ 
and  so  eagerly  reiterated,  against 
the  missionaries.

The   sermon    on  Modem  Infidelity 
extended  the  reputation  of  Mr.  Hal!, 
as  a   writer,  far  beyond  the  limits 
of  his  party  or  denomination,  and 
rendered  his   productions  hencefor- 
ward a  matter  of  interest  to  the  pub- 
lic at  large,   to  a  degree  which,  per- 
haps,   the    works    of    no  dissent- 
ing writer  had  preriously  attained. 
Though  he  remained  a  "  member  of 
one  denomination  of   Christians,*' 
he  now  became,  "in  a  sense,  the 
common  property  of  all.*'*     The 
sermon,  however,  did  not  rise  to  its 
eminence  in  the  public  opinion  with- 
out some  obstructions :  a  coarse  and 
virulent  attack  was  made  upon  it  by 
Mr.  Anthony  Robinson ;  and  a  con- 
troversy was  for  some  time  carried 
on  in  the  Cambridge  Intelligencer, 
between  certain  writers  who  ques- 
tioned the  propriety  of  some  of  Mr. 
Hairs  applications  of  his  principles, 
and  a-  friend  of  the  author's  who 
maintained  their  justice.     The  let- 
ters appeared  anonymously ;  and  as 
one  of  the  writers  is  still  living,  it 
might  be  improper  to  reveal  their 
names.  The  Editor  of  the  paper,  then 
not  friendly  to  Mr.  Hall,  occasion- 
ally mingled  in  the  fray.    Mr.  Hall 
himself  made  no  reply  to  either  of 
his  opponents.   Meantime,  the  terms 
of  exalted  eulogy  in  which  Mr.  (now 
&  James)  Mackintosh  referred  to  the

sermon  in  his  Lectures  at  Lincoln's 
Inn,  and  Dr.  Parr,  in  the  notes  to 
his  celebrated  *Spitai  Sermon,  ma* 
terially  contributed  to  extend  its 
fame. 

While  the  Sermon  continued  to 
increase  in  sale  and  popularity,  Mr. 
Hall  again  appeared  betore  the  pub- 
lic on  a  very  dilFerent  occasion.   The 
transient  peace  of  Amiens  had  given 
the  greatest  joy  to  the  whole  na- 
tion, notwithstanding  a  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  the  terms  of  the  treaty ; 
and  a  day  of  thanksgiving  was  ap- 
pointed on   account  of  it.     A  Be- 
nevolent Society  had  been  formed  at 
Cambridge  for  the  laudable  purpose 
of  relieving  the  sick  and  aged  poor 
at  their  own  habitations,  and  was 
supported  on  the  most  liberal  prin- 
ciples, equally  by  Churchmen  and 
Dissenters.      Mr.  Hall  preached  a 
sermon  on  this  day,  June  1,  1802, 
for  the  double  purpose  of  celebrating 
the  return  of  peace,  and  recommend- 
ing the  society  to  the  general  en- 
couragement it  deserved ;  and  im- 
mediately printed  it,  under  the  title 
of — Refiections  on  War,  These  sub- 
jects required  a  different  style  from 
that  of  the  former  discourse,  and 
are  accordingly  treated  in  a  manner 
which  such  a  variation  would  dic- 
tate.    On  this  occasion  Mr.  Hall 
departed  from  his  usud  practice,  by 
writing  a  great  portion    (perhaps 
more  than  half)  of  the  sermon  be- 
fore he  preached  it;    and  that  part 
is  therefore  printed  verbatim  as  it 
was  delivered  from  the  pulpit.    The 
reason  of  this  deviation  is  well  as- 
signed by  Dr.  Gregory,  in  his  in- 
teresting note  to  the  sermon  on  Infi- 
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delity.*  Never  before^  perhaps^  were 
the  horrors  of  war  so  vividly  de- 
picted, or  4:he  miseries  and  claims 
of  poverty  more  pathetically  urged. 
This  exquisite  sermon  is  as  beauti- 
ful  a  specimen  of  one  kind  of  com- 
position^ as  its  predecessor  is  of 
another^  and  deserves  to  be  regarded 
with  almost  equal  admiration. 

Scarcely  had  the  nation  begun  to 
enjoy  the  blessings  of  peaca,  when 
a  dispute  arose  on  one  of  the  articles 
in  the  treaty  of  Amiens,  which  is- 
sued in  a  renewal  of  hostilities  with 
France.  Great  preparations  were 
made  on  both  sides.  Buonaparte, 
at  the  head  of  the  French  govern- 
ment, threatened  to  invade  this 
country,  and  was  indefatigable  in  pro- 
viding means,  on  the  most  extensive 
scale,  to  carry  his  purpose  into  effect 
The  contest,  therefore,  at  once 
assumed  a  new  character.  Whatever 
difference  of  opinion  had  existed  on 
the  merits  or  the  object  of  the 
former  war,  a  spirit  of  unanimity 
Slow  pervaded  all  ranks  of  the  com- 
tnunity  in  behalf  of  their  native 
land:  every  heart  w%is  roused,  and 
every  hand  lifted  up,  in  its  defence. 
This  was  not  a  war  to  d^t^rmine 
boundaries,  or  settle  doubtful  points 
pf  inferior  moment,  but  a  struggle 
for  existence  j  nothing  less  being 
apprehended,  should  our  ^>emies 
prevail,  than  destruction  or  exr 
termination.  ''  The  enemy  said, 
'  I  will  pursue, — I  will  overtake, — 
I  will  divide  the  spoil;'  "  and  the 
people  at  home  were  equally  de- 
termined and  prepared  to  resist  his 
approaches.  At  this  important  sea- 
son, whea  every  thing  belonging 
to  us  as  a  nation,  and  every  thing 
interesting  to  us  as  men  and  as 
Christians,  was  at  atake,  Mr.  Hall 
preached  at  Bristol,  on  the  fast  day, 
October  19,  1803,  a  sermon  which 
he  afterwards  published,  on  The  Sen- 
timents  Proper  to  the  Present  Crisis. 
This  had  a  great  effect  in  exciting

and  animating  the  patriotic  spirit ; 
and  speedily  passed  through  several 
editions.  The  last  ten  pages  of 
this  sermon,  describing  the  character 
of  Buonaparte,  and  urging  our 
countrymen  to  the  most  vigorous 
resistance,  have  been  x|uoted,  by 
more  than  one  respectable  critic, 
as  containing  the  finest  passage  of 
the  same  length,  that  is  to  be  found 
in  any  author,  ancient  or  modem. 
Those  who  deem  this  exaggerated 
praise,  will  find  it  difficult  to  pro- 
duce from  other  writers  any  thing 
equal,  and,  probably,  nothing  su- 
perior, to  this  modem  "  Philippic." 
This  was  Mr.  Hall's  last  publica- 
tion that  appeared  with  his  name, 
during  his  connexion  with  the  church 
at  Cambridge.  The  causes  which 
led  to  his  removal,  and  which  had 
been  for  some  time  in  silent  opera- 
tion, began  about  this  period  to 
manifest  themselves  in  a  manner 
that  excited  occasional  apprehension 
in  the  minds  of  his  more  intimate 
friends.  The  flatness  of  the  country 
about  Cambridge,  contrasting  so 
powerfully  with  the  scenes  with 
which  he  had  been  familiar  at 
Bristol  and  its  lovely  neighbour- 
hood, was  always  disagreeable  to 
Mr.  Hall :  and,  at  length,  wrought 
so  strongly  upon  his  susceptible 
mind,  as,  in  conjunction  with  his 
love  of  study,  to  prevent  him  from 
taking  the  exercise  necessary  for 
his  health.  On  this  account,  and 
some  others,  he  deemed  it  expe- 
dient to  ^reside  at  a  small  distance 
from  the  town,  that  by  the  necessity 
of  taking  frequent  and  short  jour- 
neys, his  health  might  be  impraved, 
A  house  was  therefore  engaged  at 
Shelford,  a  village  between  four  ami 
five  miles  from  Cambridge  on  the 
London  road,  whither  he  removed 
in  the  spring  of  1803.  In  many 
respects  this  was  an  eligible  situa- 
tion, as,  beside  its  easy  distance 
from  his  place  of  worship,  it  was 
then  the  residence  of  two  very  es- 
timable friends,  the  late  Mr.  James 
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Natter,  and  the  Rer.  Thomas  Tho- { 
mason,  afterwards  one  of  the  East 
India  Compai|y*s  chapljains  at  Cal- 
cutta. With  the  former  he  enjoyed 
many  social  and-,  delightful  hounj 
and  with  the  latter,  who  was  then 
curate  to  Mr.  Simeon,  at  Trinity 
Church,  and  who  called  upon  him 
in  his  way,  Mr.  Hall  generally  rode 
to  Cambridge  on  the  morning  of 
the  sabbath,  each  proceeding  "in  the 
unity  of  the  spirit  **  to  the  scene  of 
bis  respective  labours  in  the  sane* 
tuary.  It  was  here  that  ]\Jr.  Hall 
composed  the  sermon  last  mentioned; 
and  here,  also,  he  wrote  out  at 
length,  with  a  view  to  publication, 
several  other  sermons  preached  in 
the  course  ci  his  ordinary  ministry. 
Some  of  these  were  seen  by  the 
writer  of  this  notice;  but  he  be- 
lieves they  were  afterwards  de* 
Btroyed  by  Mr.  Hall  at  Foulmire  | 
a  loss  which  it  is  equally  useless  to 
regret,  and  impossiUe  to  appreciate. 
In  this  secluded  village, — too  se- 
cluded, perhaps,  for  one  of  his  pecu- 
liar temperament,  since  it  left  him 
too  much  to  the  resources  of  his  own 
imagination, — it  f^eased  Providence 
to  afflict  Mr.  Hall  with  a  painful 
malady,  i>^hich  put  a  stop  for  a  time 
to  his  labours  at  Cambridge,  and 
ultimately  led  to  the  dissolution  of 
a  connexion  which  had  so  long  and 
so  happily  subsisted  between  him 
and  the  people  of  his  charge.  The 
attack,  which  occasioned  a  temporary 
suspension  of  his  mental  powers^ 
commenced  in  the  early  part  of 
November,  1804 ;  but  symptoms  of 
a  very  alarming  nature  had  dis* 
covered  themselves  several  days  pre- 
viously. After  remaining  a  short 
time  at  Shelford,  under  the  best 
treatment  that  could  be  procured, 
he  waa  placed  under  the  care  of 
Dr.  Arnold,  of  Leicester,  through 
whose  attention,  and  the  blessing 
of  God,  in  about  two  months  he 
recoverai  his  health,  both  of  body 
and  mind.  During  his  absence 
from  them,  his  people  of  the  church 


and  congregation,  evinced  their  sym- 
pathy for  his  snfierings  and  their 
cordial  love  for  his  character,  by 
raising,  in  conjunction  with  other 
friends,  a  fund,  and  purchasing  an 
annuity,  which,  by  rendering  him 
comparatively  independent,  contri* 
buted  much  to  the  comfort  of  his 
future  life.  He  was  much  affected 
by  this  proof  of  their  affection,  and 
as  soon  as  was  judged  expedient 
after  his  recovery,  he  returned  td 
resume  his  charge,  and  testify  hia 
gratitude.  Not  liking  to  re-occupy 
his  house  at  Shelford,  he  took 
another  at  Foulmire,  about  nine 
mUes  from  Cambridge,  in  the  spring 
of  1805.  Whether  this  i^pot  was 
judiciously  chosen  may  b^  doubted, 
as  it  left  him  still  more  a  prey  ta 
his  own  thoughts,  and  gave  him 
fewer  opportunities  of  social  inter- 
course. Here  he  first  read  the  ad* 
mirable  "  Essays! "  of  Mr.  Foster, 
which  were  publii^hed  this  year, 
Mid  wtote  that  niost  able  and  inter-^ 
esting  critique  upon  them  which 
soon  afterward  appeared  in  the 
Eelectic  Review,  In  the  month  of 
November,  exactly  a  year  from  hi« 
former  attack,  his  disorder  Returned 
in  greater  violence  than  before ; 
and,  although  he  soon  recovered  in 
great  measure  from  this  attack,  un- 
der the  judicious  care  of  Dr.  Cox, 
of  the  Fish  Ponds,  near  Bristol,  it 
was  deemed  essential  to  his  com- 
plete restoration,  that  he  should  lay 
aside  all  public  labours,  and  abstain, 
as  much  as  possible,  from  all  strong 
excitement.  His  resignation  of  the 
pastoral  office  followed  as  a  necessary 
consequence,  and  was  communicated 
by  him  to  the  church,  on  the  4th  of 
March,  1806,  in  the  very  affecting 
letter  which  is  now  printed  in  the 
fifth  volume  of  his  Works.*  Thus, 
ended  a  connexion  which  had  sub- 
sisted in  the  happiest  manner  for> 
fifteen  years,  upon  the  course  of 
which  his  friends  could  look  back

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with  pleasure,  while  they  could  xiot 
fail  to  reflect  upon  it»  termination 
I  mth  regret. 

It  is  pleasing  to  remark  that  the 
attachment  on  both  sides  remained 
unaltered  till  the  death  of  Mr.  Hall. 
During  the  quarter  of  a  century 
which  intervened,  his  friends  at 
Cambridge  continued  to  manifest  for 
bim  the  most  cordial  affection  and 
the  highest  veneration.  "  His  peri- 
odical visits  to  them/'  says  Dr.  Gre- 
gory, ''were  seasons  of  real  delight, 
diffusing  (shall  I  say?)  a. gleam  of 
pious  hilarity,  and  intellectual  and 
spiritual  refreshment  over  all.  And 
more  than  once  has  Mr.  Hall  as- 
sured  me  that  every  such  visit  pro- 
duced the  most  unequivocal  proofs 
of  their  undiminished  esteem  and 
friendship.*'* 

.  Among  the  numerous  congratula- 
tions which  he  received  upon  his  re- 
covery, was  one  from  his  old  friend 
and  fellow-student  at  Aberdeen,  Sir 
James  Mackintosh,  who  was  then 
recorder  of  Bombay.  The  letter  in 
which  it  is  conveyed  is,  in  various 
points,  strongly  illustrative  of  the 
character  of  both  these  eminent  men, 
while  to  both,  the  sentiments  thus 
expressed  may  be  said  to  be  equally 
honourable.

*<  Oa  the  moAt  impartial  survey  of  my  early 
life  I  could  see  nothing  which  tended  so 
much  to  excite  and  invigorate  my  under- 
standmg, — to  direct  it  towards  high,  though, 
perhaps,  scarcely  accessible  objects, — as  my 
intimacy  with  you.  Five-and-twenty  years 
are  now  past  since  we  first  met ;  yet  hardly 
any  thing  has  occurred  since,  which  has  1^ 
a  deeper  or  more  agreeable  impression  on  my 
mind.  I  now  remember  the  extraordinary 
union  of  brilliant  fancy  with  acute  intellect 
which  would  have  excited  more  admiration 
than  it  has  done,  if  it  had  been  dedicated 
to  the  amusement  of  the  great  and  learned, 
instead  of  being  consecrated  to  the  far  more 
noble  office  of  instructing,  reforming,  and 
consoling  the  poor  and  the  tbrgottra.

"  It  wai  then  too  early  for  me  to  diaomnr, 
that  extreme  purity,  which  in  a  mind,  pre-ocy 
cupied  with  tibe  low  realities  of  life,  would 
have  been  no  natural  companion  of  so  much 
activity  and  ardour,  but  which  thoroughly  der. 
tachect  you  from  Ae  world,  and  made  you  the 
inhabitant  of  v^iouff  where  alone  it  is  pos- 
sible to  be  always  active  without  impurity, 
and  where  the  ardour  of  your  sensibility  had 
unbounded  scope  amidst  inexhaustible  combi- 
nations of  beauty  and  excellence. 

''It  is  not  given  to  us  to  preserve  an  exact 
medium .  Nothing  is  so  diffieolt  as  to  decide  how 
much  ideal  models  ought  to  be  combined  with 
experience.  How  much  of  the  future  ahould 
be  let  into  the  present,  in  the  progress  of  the 
human  mind ; — to  ennoble  and  purify  without 
raising  us  above  the  sphere  of  our  useful- 
ness;— ^to  qualify  us  for  what  we  ought  to 
seek,  without  unfitting  ns  fat  that  to  which 
we  must  aubmit ;  are  great  and  difficult  pro- 
blems, which  can  be  but  imperfectly  solved. 

"  It  is  certain  the  child  may  be  too  manly^ 
not  only  for  his  present  enjoyment,  but  for  hb 
future  progress.  Perhaps,  my  good  friend, 
you  have  fallen  into  this  error  of  superior 
natures.  From  this  error  has,  I  think,  arisen 
that  calamity  with  which  it  has  pleased  Pkx>* 
videnoe  to  visit  you,  which  to  a  mind  less  for- 
tified by  reason  and  religion,  I  should  not  dare 
t»  mention,  but  which  I  consider  in  you  as 
little  more  than  the  indignant  struggles  of  a 
pure  mind  with  the  low  realities  which  sur- 
romd  it, — ^the  fervent  aspirations  after  r^jiona 
more  congenial  to  it, — and  a  momentary  blind- 
ness, produced  by  the  fixed  contemplation  of 
objects  too  bright  for  human  vision !  I  may 
say,  in  this  case,  in  a  fiir  grander  sense  than 
that  in  which  the  worcb  were  originally 
spoken  by  our  great  poet,

"  On  your  return  to  us,  you  must  surely  have 
found  consolation  in  the  only  terrestrial  pro- 
duce which  ifr  pure  and  truly  exquisite ;  in 
the  afiections  and  attachments  you  have  in- 
spired, which  you  were  most  worthy  to  inspire^ 
and  which  no  human  pollution  can  rob  of 
their  heavenly  nature.  If  I  were  to  prosecute 
the  reflections,  and  indulge  the  feelings,  which 
at  this  moment  fill  my  mind,  I  should  soon 
venture  to  doubt,  whether,  for  a  calamity  de- 
rived from  such  a  source,  and  attended  with 
such  consolations,  I  should  so  far  yield  to  the 
views  and  opinions  of  men,  as  to  seek  to  condole 
with  you.  But  I  check  myself,  and  I  exhort 
you,  my  most  worthy  friend,  to  check  your 
best  propensities,  for  the  sake  of  attaining 
their  object.  You  cannot  live  for  men  without 
living  witii  them.     Serve  God  then  by  the 
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Mthre  Bemce  of  man.  Contemplate  more  the 
good  yoii  can  do  than  the  eyil  you  can  only 
lament.  Allow  yourself  to  see  the  great  lov- 
liness  of  human  virtue  amidst  all  its  im- 
perfections ;  and  employ  your  moral  imagi- 
nation, not  so  much  by  bringing  it  into  con- 
trast with  the  model  of  ideal  perfiection,  as 
in  gently  blending  some  of  the  fainter  colours 
of  the  latter,  with  the  bright  hues  of  real  ex- 
perienced excellence  ;  thus  heightening  their 
beauty,  instead  of  broadening  the  shade  which 
must  surroimd  us  till  we  waken  from  this 
dieom  on  other  spheres  of  existence.

Having  resigned  his  situation  at 
Cambridge,   in  which  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Dr.  Cox,  now  of  JHackney, 
and  being   thus   freed   from   every 
thing  calculated  unduly  to  excite  his 
mind,  Mr.  Hall  spent  some  time,  by 
way  of  relaxation,  among  his  rela- 
tives and  friends  in  Leicestershire,  and 
afterwards  took  up  his  residence  at 
Enderby,  a  pleasant  and  secluded  vil- 
lage near  Leicester.      Here,  by  a 
miion  of  calm  retirement  with  gentle 
occupation,  he  gradually  regained  his 
health,  and  with  it,  his  capacity  for 
usefulness  in  the  church.     Here,  by 
degrees,  he  resumed  his  former  pur- 
suits; and  as  soon  as  his  strength  and 
spirits  were  sufficiently  restored  to 
allow  of  the  exertion,  he  returned  to 
his  delightful  work  of  preaching  the 
Gospel  of  peace.     He  first  supplied, 
occasionally^   a  small  congregation 
assembling  in  Harvey-lane,  Leicester, 
which,  some  years  before,  had  been 
under  the  care  of  the  celebrated  Dr. 
Carey,  now  of  Serampore.  At  length,

church  to  become  their  pastor  5  thus 
realizing   the    conviction    and    the 
wish  of  the  amiable  and  excellent 
Fearce,  even  more  completely  than  it 
had  been  when  he  expressed  it  in 
1794:    "Your    generous    acquies- 
cence," says  he,  **  in  the  removal  of  a 
man  you  so  deservedly  esteemed,  has 
not  been  forgotten  by  Him,  whose 
cause  you  have  made  this  sacrifice  to 
promote.  Regard,  my  brethren,  your 
recent  prosperity  as  a  proof  of  your  di- 
vine Saviour*  s  approbation,  and  be 
encouraged  cheerfully  to  make  any 
future  sacrifice  to  which  his  provi- 
dence may  call  you.***    Among  this 
people  Mr.  Hall  laboured  very  assi- 
duously and  successfully  for  about 
twenty  years,  the  blessing  of  God 
evidently  resting  upon  his  exertions. 
The  place  of  worship  was  small,  not 
capable  of  holding  more  than  from 
three  to  four  hundred  persoos  3  but 
the  congregation  so  much  increased, 
that  it  soon  became  necessary  to  en- 
large it.    This  was  done  in  the  year 
1809,  when  accommodations  were 
provided  for  six  or  seven  hundred, 
which  were  immediately  occupied  3 
and  a  second  enlargement  took  place 
in  1817,  which  enabled  a  thousand 
persons  at  once  to  listen  to  the  rich 
and  varied  instructions,  the  faithful 
appeals,  the  "  sublime  and  hallowed 
eloquence,*'  of  this  highly  gifted  and 
exemplary  servant  of  Christ.     The 
church,    when    he    undertook    the 
charge  of  it,  consisted  of  seventy-six 
members,  and  in  1826^  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God  upon  his  labours  and 
prayers,  it  amounted  to  two  hundred 
and  sixty*  two  members. 

Soon  after  his  acceptance  of  the 
invitation  at  Harvey -lane,  Mr.  Hall 
removed  to  a  house  in  Leicester, 
where  he  continued  to  reside  3  and 
on  the  25th  of  March,  1808,  he 
married  Miss  Eliza  Smith,  with 
whom  he  first  became  acquainted 
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Edmonds^  at  Clipston,  and  who  af- 
terwards resided,  six  months  prepa- 
ratory to  the  union,  in  the  family  of 
Mr.  Timms,  of  Kettering,  in  Nor- 
thamptonshire, at  which  place  the 
ceremony  was  performed.  Fiye  chil- 
dren were  the  fruit  of  this  union, 
of  whom  three  daughters  and  one 
«on  still  surviye,  with  their  widowed 
mother,  to  lament  their  loss.  One 
son  died  in  1814.* 

In  his  situation  at  Ldcester,  Mr. 
Hall  found  many  things  highly  agree- 
able to  him  ;  a  country  more  attrac- 
tive, more  favourable,  in  his  case, 
to  exercise,  and,  consequently,  to 
health;  much  to  afford  rcdief  and  re- 
pose to  his  mind,  after  its  laborious 
exertions;  and  much  to  gratify  the 
best  feelings  of  his  heart.  In  a 
letter  to  the  Rev.  I.  Phillips,  dated 
1 6th  April,  1 802,  he  remarks  :— 

**  My  miaistry  coatinaes,  tlirougli  mercyi 
to  be  considerably  blessed  in  awakening  sin- 
ners. I  cannot  but  hope  the  church  and 
e<Migregatioa  are  ia  a  very  promising  state. 
We  are  in  perfect  harmony,  and  we  have  had 
frequent  additions.  Last  Lord's  day  se'n- 
night,  I  baptized  thirteen,  and  others  stand 
ready.  Blessed  be  the  Lord !  My  strain  of 
preaching  is  considerably  altered ;  much  less 
el^ant,  but  moie  intended  for  conviction, 
lor  awakening  the  conscience,  and  carrying 
home  truths  with  power  to  the  heart.  Our 
congregation  is  plain  and  serioust  with  a 
sprinkling  of  genteel  people ;  and,  indeed,  if 
any  savine  fruit  has  been  reaped  from  my  mi- 
nistry, it  has  been  almost  entirely  among  the 
middling  and  lower  classes,  "f 

After  the  death  of  Dr.  Ryland,  in 
1 825,  the  church  at  Broadmead,  in 
Bristol,  of  which  that  excellent  man 
had  been  many  years  the  beloved 
pastor,  unanimously  invited  Mr.  Hall 
to  succeed  him.  What  an  impression 
this  circumstance  made  upon  his 
mind,  how  anxiously  and  conscien* 
tiously  he  weighed  the  reasons  on 
both  sides  of  this  important  question, 
and    how   eagerly   he    sought    the

path  of  duty,  may  be  learned  from 
his  letters  on  this  subj'ect  towards 
the  close  of  the  fifth  volume  of  his 
Works;  and  how  he  felt,  when  at 
length  he  had  decided  to  accept  the 
invitation,  on  the  prospect  of  leav* 
ing  a  people  among  whom  he  had 
been  so  happy  and  so  useful,  will 
appear  from  the  following  passages 
in  his  letter  of  resignaticHi. 

**Zeicetter,  9d  April,  1826. 
<<  My  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters, 

**  I  take  this  opportunity  of  solemnly  and 
affieetionatdy  resigning  the  pastoral  charge 
which  I  have  so  kng  iu$tained  among  yoa> 
and  of  expressing,  at  the  saoi^  time,  the 
deep  sense  I  shall  ermt  retahi  ti  the  marks 
of  afiectbn  and  esteem,  with  which,  both 
collectively  and  individually,  yoa  have  ho^ 
noured  me. 

''Though  the  previdenee  of  God,  has, 
as  I  coEceivB,  called  me  to  labour  in  anothei' 
part  of  his  vineyard,  my  8(4icit«de  for  yonr 
spiritual  welfare  will  ever  remain  nnim* 
paired,  nor  will  any  thingp  give  me  more  joy 
than  to  hear  of  your  growth  in  grace,  peace, 
and  proaperity*  My  prayer  will  never  cease 
to  ascend  to  the  God  of  all  comfort,  that  he 
will  establish  your  hearts  in  k>vej  unite  you 
more  and  more  in  the  fellowship  of  aainti^ 
and  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work. 

"  Permit  me,  on  this  occasion,  to  return 
you  my  sincere  acknowledgments  for  the 
uniform  kindness  with  which  you  hare 
treated  me,  the  respectful  attention  you  have 
paid  to  my  ministry,  and  the  |»ndoor  with 
which  vou  have  borne  my  infirmitiea. 

"  With  my  most  earnest  prayers  for  your 
spiritual  and  eternal  welfare,  I  remain.

OssEayATioNS  in   refebengb  to 
THE  Millennium. 

Tbe   word  Millennium    signifies  a 
thousand  years  |  and  hence  we  may 
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say^  "  If  Methuselah  had  contmoed 
on  earth  thirty- one  years  longer  he 
would  have  lived  during  a  Millen- 
nium,'*  But  when  we  speak  of  the 
MUlenmum  we  mean  that  deeply  in- 
teresting period  which,  whatever  its 
actual  extent  may  be,  is  sis  times 
called  a  thousand  years  in  the  twen« 
tieth  chapter  of  the  Apocalypse. 
Moreover,  John's  epistle  to  the 
seven  churches  of  Asia  Minor,  or 
the  book  called  the  Apocalypse,  is 
apparently,  not  the  original  record  of 
the  visions,  but  a  subsequent  book 
imbodying  those  visions  with  suitable 
comments.  For,  even  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  book  of  Revelation,  the 
inspired  narrator  writes  as  one  who 
had  seen  the  end  of  the  visions,  and 
who  had  also  learned  somewhat  of 
their  import.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, John  describes  the  Miilen- 
ninm  as  past  when  he  is  speaking 
of  what  he  had  seen,  and  as  future 
when  he  is  adverting  to  the  meaning 
of  what  he  saw. 

When  Satan,  therefore,  shall  be 
braised  under  the  feet  of  the  saints 
in  all  other  regions,  as  he  has  al- 
ready been  in  some  of  the  islands  of 
the  Great  South  Sea,  tlie  Millen- 
nium, we  may  conceive,  will  be  be- 
held with  joy  and  trs^isport  in  hea- 
ven, and  with  dismay  in  hell.  For 
Jolm,  in  describing  the  vision  of 
that  happy  era,  says,  ''  I  saw  an 
angel  descending  from  heaven,  hav- 
ing the  key  of  the  subterraneous 
abyss,  and  a  great  chain  in  his  hand : 
and  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that 
old  serpent,  who  is  the  devil  and 
satan,  and  enchained  him  for  a  mil- 
lennium. And  he  cast  him  into 
the  subterraneous  abyss,  and  shut 
him  down,  and  added  a  superincum- 
bent seal^  that  he  might  not  deceive 
the  nations  any  more  till  thb  mil- 
lennium had  elapsed.'*  Rev.  xx.  1 — 3. 

Satan,  however,  seems  to  be  but 
one  of  four  parties  that  are  to  be 
under  restraint  during  the  MiUen- 
niunu    J^ot,  in  addition  to  the  kings 


of  the  essrth  tfnd  their  armies*,  de- 
scribed as  a  prey  to  the  feathered 
race,  the  beast  and  the  false  prophet 
suffer  condign  punishment ;  and,  in 
short,  sink  to  perdition  to  rise  no 
more.    For  John  saw  both   these 
hostile  parties  cast   alive  into   the 
volcanic  lake  as  stated  in  Rev.  xix.  20 ; 
and  there,  according  to  the  vision, 
they  continued,  not  only  during  the 
Millennium,  but  during  the  perilous 
times  after  the  Millennium.     Thus, 
in  describing  what  took  place  at  the 
close  of  those  perilous  times,  John 
says,  "  The  devil  who  deceived  Im- 
manueVs  last  foes  was  cast  into  the 
volcanic  lake  where  the  beast  and 
the  false  prophet  were.**  Rev.  xx,  10, 
In  the  fate  of  the  beast  and  of  the 
false  prophet,  therefore,  we  seem  to 
behold  a  remnant  secular  and  spi- 
ritual  (once  closely  connected  on 
the    neighbouring    continent),     so 
completely  carried  off  from  the  land 
of  the  living  by  massacres  (in  which 
a  Christian  can  have  no  hand),  and 
by  the  slower  process  of  disease  and 
bodily  decay,  that  there  is  ultimatdy 
no  trace  of  the  two  parties  in  any 
part  of  the  universe  excepting  in  the 
place  of  torment.     In  losing  sight, 
therefore,  of  men's  bodies,  and  keep- 
ing their  never  dying    souls  con- 
stantly in  view,  we  behold  a  tran- 
sition from  the  gospel  plains  to  the 
sinner's   own  place  spoken  of  in 
Acts  i.   25.     Volcanic  fire,  indeed, 
being,  as  we  conceive,  an  emblem 
only,  nuist  be  interpreted  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  object  said  to 
be  cast  into  it.     But  when  we  per- 
ceive such  a  fate  befalling  the  beast 
and  the  false  prophet^  before  the 
Millenmum,  as   is   perpetuated  till 
Satan  commences  his  eternal  parti- 
cipation of  the  same  punishment,  it 
seems  obvious,  that  potentates  ap- 
proving of  persecution^  inquisitors 
delighting  in  cruelty  $   and  prelates 
truly  Anti-christian,  will   disappear 
from  the  earth  during  the  Millen-

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nium  and  for  ever,  they  being  all, 
like  the  ungodly  antediluvians,  *'  spi- 
rits in  prison.**  1  Pet.  iii.  19. 

Destruction,  however,  is  some- 
times only  partial.  ^  Thus  when  An- 
tichrist slew  the  martyrs,  he  did  not 
slay  the  church.  Many  Christian 
soldiers  indeed  fell,  but  as  others 
survived  the  battle,  and  new  war- 
riors joined  them,  Immanuel's  army 
was  perpetuated.  Nevertheless, 
while  the  church  seemed  to  be  under 
the  sentence  of  death  like  sheep  se- 
lected for  the  slaughter,  it  was  dead 
in  a  figurative  sense.  For  in  losing 
sight  of  the  spirit  that  is  absent  from 
the  body  and  present  with  the  Lord, 
hlood  dxidisoul  may  be  used  as  con- 
vertible terms :  and  thus  David's  life 
being  in  great  jeopardy,  he  described 
his  soul  or  life  as  identified  with  blood 
shed  and  clotted,  and  in  close  adhe- 
rence to  the  dust  of  the  earth.  *'  My 
soul,**  says  he,  "  cleaveth  unto  the 
dust :  restore  me  to  life  according 
to  thy  word.**  Ps.  cxix.  25. — On 
this  principle  certain  bodies  of  Chris- 
tians were  slain  and  restored  to  life 
again  at  the  reformation,  whilst  the 
church  militant,  taken  as  a  whole, 
does  not  appear  to  be  altogether 
freed  from  something  like  jeopardy 
or  depression,  in  some  regions  of 
the  earth,  till  the  dawn  of  the  Mil- 
lennium. 

On  some  occasions  too,  God  is 
pleased  to  found  a  vision  on  the 

Parabolic  language  of  mankind, 
hus,  in  the  days  of  Israel's  depres- 
sion, the  vision  of  the  valley  of  dry 
bones  seems  to  have  been  founded 
on  their  saying,  "  Our  bones  are 
dried,  and  our  hope  is  lost.*'  Ezek. 
xxxvii.  11.  We  too  have  our  pro- 
verbial sayings,  among  which  is, 
*'  The  blood  of  the  martyrs  is  the 
seed  of  the  church  ;**  and  such  seed 
when  it  becomes  a  goodly  rising 
crop  at  the  commencement  of  the 
Millennium  is  a  resurrection.  Thus 
as  the  disciples  of  our  Lord  saw 
Elijah  in  John  the  Baptist  who 
came  "  in  the  spirit  and  power  of 


Elijah,"  so  in  the  days  of  the  Mil- 
lennium will  be  beheld,  as  pilgrims 
and  strangers  on  the  earth,  Ridley, 
and  Latimer,  "  and  the  noble  army 
of  martyrs."  Hence,  in  addition  to 
the  church  triumphant,  who,  by 
union  with  Christ  above,  make  his 
victories  and  joys  their  own.  John 
adds,  '^  And  I  saw  the  souls  of  them 
who  had  been  slain  with  the  battle- 
axe  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus,  and 
for  the  word  of  God,  and  who  had 
not  worshipped  the  beast  nor  his 
image,  and  had  not  received  his 
mark  in  their  foreheads,  or  upon 
their  hands,  and  they  lived,  and 
reigned    with    Christ    during   the 

MILLENNIUM.**  ReV.  XX.  4. 

Thus,  though  some  martyrs  were 
burnt  and  others  were  drowned,  yet 
it  was  in  keeping  with  the  vision  of 
two  contending  armies,  and  of  "  the 
camp  of  the  saints**  mentioned  in 
Rev.  XX.  9,  to  speak  of  Immanuel's 
infantry  as  slain  with  the  battle-axe 
used   in  ancient   wars.     Moreover, 
the  slain  in  Immanuel's  army  being 
thus    contemplated    as  restored  to 
life,  nothing  was  more  natural  than 
for  John  to  withdraw  his  attention 
from  one  army  in  order  to  contem- 
plate the  other,  which  presented  to 
his  view  the  rest  of  the  dead,  even 
the  residue  of  Imraanuers  foes  or 
"  the  remnant**  that  remained  after 
the  capture  of  the  beast  and  the 
false  prophet,  and  that  was  reducen 
to. a  vast  accumulation  of  dry  bones 
by  the  sword  and  the  feathered  race, 
as  implied  in  Rev.  xix.  21.    More- 
over,  these    dry   bones,    or    ''the 
kings  of  the  earth  and  their  armies, 
as  they  are  called  in  Rev.  xix.  19i 
were  destined  to  lie  scattered  over 
the  field  of  battle  during  the  MiUcn; 
nium.     "  But  the  rest  of  the  dead, 
says  John,  "  revived  not  till  the 
MILLENNIUM  had  elapsed."  Rev.  XX.  5. 

When  we  behold  countless  num- 
bers of  slain  just  fallen  in  batue, 
there  may  be  some  solitary  instances 
in  which  death  is  apparent  omy : 
but  when  the  birds  of  prey  have  bad 
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their  sumptuous  banquet,  every  ray 
of  hope  is  extinguished.  In  the 
days'  of  the  Millennium^  therefore, 
the  kings  of  the  earth  will  have  to 
look  back  not  only*  on  the  direful 
ravages  of  war,  but  also  on  such  a 
subsequent  paralyzing  of  the  sinevrs 
of  wsit,  that  they  shall  learn  war  no 
more.  With  regard  to  persecution 
too,  the  lion  abstaining  from  his 
accustomed  prey,  and  eating  straw 
like  the  ox,  may  be  approached  with 
safety  by  a  lamb,  or  led,  as  a  docile 
animal,  by  a  little  child.  Thus  as 
to  the  carrying  on  of  wars  and  per- 
secutions, "  the  kings  of  the  earth 
and  their  armies'*  will  have  occasion 
to  say  during  the  Millennium,  "Our 
bones  are  scattered  at  the  grave*  s 
mouth  as  when  one  cutteth  and 
cleaveth  wood  upon  the  earth." 
P8.  cxli.  7* 

We  must  not,  however,  suppose 
that  in  the  Millennium  every  faith- 
ful servant  of  Christ  is  to  be  a  Lord 
Mayor,  a  Prince,  or  a  King;  and 
to  be  freed  from  affliction  and  sa- 
tiated with  temporal  enjoyments. 
No — ^"  Whom  the  Lord  loveth  he 
chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son 
whom  he  receiveth."  Heb.  xii.  6. 
I)avid  said,  *'  It  is  good  for  me  that 
I  have  been  afflicted:**  and  no  part 
of  Scripture  sanctions  the  idea  that 
God  will  veithhold  this  good  when 
religion  shall  flourish  most  and  be 
most  pure. 

Nor  are  we  to  expect  that,  in  the 
days  of  the  Millennium,  the  tribes 
of  Israel  will  have  mitres  and  the 
Urira  and  Thummim;  though  it 
will  be  the  happiness  of  myriads  of 
them  to  have  '*  that  godliness  which 
has  the  promise  of  the  life  that  now 
is  and  of  that  which  is  to  come.** 
But,  in  reference  even  to  the  very 
commencement  of  the  Christian  dis- 
pensation, it  is  intimated  that  Je- 
hovah would  cease  to  have  any  pre- 
dilection for  a  literal  templ^.  "  Hea- 
ven,** says  he,  "  is  my  throne,  and 
the  earth  is  my  footstool.  H^ere 
is  the  house  tiiat  ye  build  for  me  ?

and  where  is  the  place  of  my  rest  ? 
For  all  these  things  my  hand  hath 
made,  and  all  these  things  are  mine, 
saith  Jehovah.  But  my  regard  shall 
be  directed  to  him  who  is  humble^ 
and  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  who  re- 
vereth  my  word.'  Is.  Ixvi.  1,  2, 
There  was  a  time,  moreover,  when 
though  the  murder  of  a  man  or  the 
sacrifice  of  a  dog  was  an  abomina- 
tion, yet  an  ox  or  a  lamb,  offered 
with  ah  Abel*s  faith,  was  highly 
grateful  to  Jehovah.  But  when  the 
Gospel  dispensation  arrived,  the 
efiiilgent  sun  so  superseded  the 
light  of  the  stars  that  had  shone 
before  daylight, -that  a  preference  for 
the  superseded  luminaries  became  an 
abomination.  "  He  that  slayeth.  an 
ox,'*  says  Jehovah,  **  is  as  if  he 
killed  a  man;  and  he  that  sacri- 
ficeth  a  lamb,  as  if  he  beheaded  a 
dog.**  Ver.  3. 

With  respect,  therefore,  to  the 
Jews,  as  well  as  to  the  fulness  of 
the  Gentiles,  a  spiritual  reign  is  ob- 
viously that  in  which  their  partici- 
pation with  Christ  will  consist. 
For  He  who  is  king  of  kings  has 
said,  "  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world.'*  Thus  when  there  shall  be 
unprecedented  and  unbounded  op- 
portunities for  promoting  the  Sa- 
viour's cause,  and  when  spiritual 
blessings  shall  descend  like  floods 
from  on  high,  and  when  the  re- 
deemed on  earth  shall  be  countless 
as  the  sand  on  the  sea-shore,  it  will 
be  the  era  of  the  Saviour's  powerful 
reign  over  the  kings  of  the  earth. 
*'  The  kings  of  Tarshish  and  of  the 
isles  shall  bring  presents  :  the  kings 
of  Sheba  and  Seba  shall  offier  gifts. 
Yea,  all  kings  shall  fall  down  before 
him :  all  nations  shall  serve  him." 
Ps.  Ixxii.  10,  11. 

In  tracing  the  reign  of  Christ 
during  the  Millennium  to  his  comings 
to  reign  as  described  in  Rev.  >xix. 
II — 16|  it  will  be  perceived  that  he 
comes  with  a  sword  in  his  mouth  to 
smite  the  nations.  By  this  mode  of 
representation  we .  learn  that  judg^ 
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inents  are  as  rebukes  emanating 
from  the  lips  of  Immanuel  in  order 
to  place  the  party  rebuked  under 
effectual  restraint.  Moreover,  ac* 
cording  to  the  symmetry  of  the 
vision.  He  who  has  the  sword  to 
smite  distant  foes  must  come  before 
he  can  smite,  though  the  only  event 
really  taking  place  is  an  infliction  of 
judgments.  Thus,  in  a  message  to 
the  commissioned  servant  of  God  at 
Thyatira,  the  Saviour  says,  "  Thou 
hast  also  them  that  hold  the  doctrine 
of  the  Nicolaitanes,  which  thing  I 
hate.  Repent ;  or  else  I  will  comb 
to  thee  quickly,  and  will  fight 
against  them  with  the  sword  that 
cometh  out  of  my  mouth.*'  Rev.  ii. 
15,16. 

•  It  may  be  inferred,  therefore,  that 
the  coming  of  Christ  on  a  white 
horse  and  with  many  crowns  to 
enter  on  his  dominion  over  many 
nations  during  the  Millennium,  must, 
as  to  its  general  character,  be  of  the 
same  nature  as  his  coming,  after  his 
ascension,  on  a  white  horse  and 
with  one  crown  to  reign  over  one 
nation,  when  the  exasperated  Jewish 
hierarchy  gnawed  their  tongues  for 
pain,  as  if  struck  by  his  arrows 
when  **  he  went  forth  conquering 
and  to  conquer,"  as  stated  in 
Rev.  vi.  2. 

Moreover,  when  the  light  of  lucid 
predictions  is  allowed  to  shine  on 
the  dark  prophecies  of  the  Apoca^ 
lypse,  sufficient  borrowed  light  beams 
forth  to  identify  the  dear  predictions 
of  our  Lord's  second  coming  and  of 
the  literal  resurrection  with  what  in 
Rev.  XX.  and  xxi.  is  represented  as 
taking  place  after  the  perilous  times 
that  immediately  succeed  the  Millen- 
nium. In  short,  the  predictions  of 
Holy  Writ,  and  events  already  past, 
combine  to  shew  that  from  Rev. 
xix.  1 1  to  chap.  xxii.  5,  there  is  a 
chain  of  visions  of  which  the  Mil- 
lennium is  the  fifth  Unk,  and  the 
second  coming  of  Christ  the  seventh, 
the  whole  series  comprising— 

,1.  Immanuel   and  the  perfected 


just  on  white  horses,  as  conquerors 

in  the  prospect  of  a  triumph. 

2.  One  of  the  angels  associated 
with  the  most  effulgent  glory,  for  the 
purpose  of  co-operation.^ 

3.  A  warlike  army  opposing  Im- 
manuel and  his  cavalry. 

4.  The  issue  of  the  war  in  the 
irretrievable  ruin  of  two  parties,  and 
that  subjugation  of  two  other  par- 
ties which  constitutes  the  beginning 
of  the  Millennium,  a  subjugation 
already  in  progress  but  not  yet  com* 
pleted. 

5.  The  happy  results  of  this  glo- 
rious victory,  even  the  great  events 
of  the  Millennium. 

6.  A  temporary  triumph  of  the 
two  subjugated  powers. 

7*  The  end  of  time  and  the  prin- 
cipal concomitant  circumstances. 

8.  The  ultimate  state  of  things 
during  the  countless  ages  of  eternity. 

*  In  connexion  with  the  Millennium  two 
mighty  angela  are  beheld,  the  one  a  herald, 
and  the  other  he  who  prevails  over  Satan 
and  makes  him^  a  prisoner  during  the  Amen- 
nium.  But  as  we  may  presume  that  Satan's 
imprisonment  does  not  take  place  without  the 
subgugation  of  his  angels,  so  we  may  cobceive 
that  holy  angelic  chiefr  act  in  concert  with 
a  host  of  associates.  When  Satan  was  a 
holy  archangel,  there  seems  to  have  been 
three  chief  princes ;  but,  in  that  case,  his 
£ill  reduced  the  number  to  two,  as  lepre* 
sented  by  the  two  diernbim  over  the  mercy* 
seat.  Hence  the  mighty  angel,  addressing 
Daniel,  said,  "  There  is  no  angelic  chief  who 
co-operateth  faithfully  with  me  in  the^e 
arrangements  but  Michael  your  prince.** 
Dan.  z.  21.  From  Gen.  xviii.  2,  indeed,  it 
appears  that  Abraham,  by  his  hoapitality, 
received  three  heavenly  messengers  unawares : 
but  one  of  these  guests  appears  to  have  been 
the  uncreated  spirit.  Thus,  according  to  the 
Hebrew  and  the  Septuagint,  one  guest  is 
called  Jehovah,  and  the  other  two  are  caDed, 
not  only  ttoo  angeU,  but  <Ae  two  angeit^  as 
being  two  of  the  three  personages  pvevionsly 
mentioned.  *'  Jehovah  went  his  way,**  it  is 
said  in  Gen.  xviii.  S3  ;  and  then,  in  the  very 
next  verse,  it  Ib  added,  '*  And  the  two  angels 
came  to  Sodom  in  the  evening.**  If,  there- 
fore,  these  riews  are  correct,  the  ministering 
angeb  are  represented  as  taking  an  active 
part  in  securing  arrangements  suitable  fbr 
that  unprecedented  and  glorious  period^ 
'  the  Millennium. 
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It  was  not  unusual  for  oar  Lord 
to  use  a  word  both  literally  and  figu- 
ratively in  the  same  connexion,  as  he 
did  when  he  spoke  of  some  passing 
from  death  unto  "  life*  at  conver- 
sion«  and  of  the  just  and  unjust 
coming  forth  unto  the  resurrection 
of  **  life*  at  the  last  day.*  John, 
therefore,  imitates  his  Divine  Mas- 
ter, in  making^  out  two  resurrections 
when  there  is  literally  hut  one. 
In  looking  forward  too  from  the 
commenf^em^nt  of  the  Millennium 
we  behold  two  deaths.  For  though, 
in  the  days  of  Gog  and  Magog,  the 
kings  of  the  earth  and  their  armies 
revive  from  their  depression,  yet 
that  revival  is  succeeded  by  a  second 
depression  inexpressibly  awful,  and 
of  eternal  duration.  It  is  also  after 
the  coming  of  Christ  to  introduce 
the  Millennium  that  we  behold  two 
resurrections.  The  martyrs  found 
it  in  their  heart  to  evangelize  the 
world,  as  it  was  in  David's  heart  to 
build  a  temple  for  Jehovah  :  but  it 
is  for  men  Uke'ttdnded  with  the 
martyrs  to  be  the  Solomon  that  is 
to  act  out  the  spirit  of  David  in  the 
Millennium,  when,  by  the  subser- 
viency o£  the  arrangements  of  Pro- 
vidence to  the  triumphs  of  grace, 
potentates  shall  fumish  tim^  with 
the  good- will  of  Hiram,  and  encou- 
rage the  erection  of  the  magnificent 
temple  with  all  the  friendliness  of 
Cyrus.  Thus  kings  becoming  the 
servants  of  the  churchf,  the  saints 
on  earth  ascend  thrones :  and  as,  in 
ancient  days,  Jehovah  was  said  to 
reign  or  assume  his  regal^  sway 
tvhenever  he  began  to  reign  conspi- 
cuously and  pre*  eminently  5  so  the 
perfected  just  (who  according  to 
Christ's  promise  in  Rev.  iii.  21,  *^  sit 
with  him  on  his  throne*')  all  assume 
a  new  regal  sway  when  the  Millen- 
nium begins.     Thus  the  saints  in

both  worlds  sit  on  thrones,  aiid 
reign  with  Christ  during  the  thou* 
sand  years,  or,  more  probably,  during 
some  period  not  less  than  seven  or 
eight  hundred  years,  and  called  a 
thousand  years  in  round  numbers; 
as  the  430  years  mentioned  in 
£xod.  xii.  40,  are  called  400  years  in 
Gen.  XV.  13.  Moreover,  such  life 
from  the  dead  as  shall  be  beheld 
in  the  Church  Militant  on  the  art 
rival  of  the  Millennium,  will  be  but 
a  prelude  to  a  second  and  a  still 
better  resurrection.  "  Happy  and 
holy,"  says  John,  "  is  he  who  hath 
a  part  in  the  first  resurrection*  :  on 
such    the    second    death   ^th    no 


power.

A  sespected  correspondent  of  the 
Magazine,  asks,  "Ought  anAssociar 
tlon  of  Churches  to  print  the  doc^^ 
trines  they  hold  P"  The  reasons  he 
assigns  for  proposing  this  question^ 
are,  ''  The  Association,  of  which  I 
am  a  member,  has  always  piinted  the 
formula  in  general  use,  at  the  head 
of  its  Circular  Letters,  viz.>  '  Be-> 
lieving  in  three  equal  peri^ons  in  th^ 
Godhead ;  eternal  and  personal  elecr 
tion ;  particular  redemption, '  &c.&c. 
&c.  Thus  the  views  of  divine  truth 
being  published,  all  who  read  them, 
could  instantly  judge  to  what  par- 
ticular  class  of  professing  Christians^ 
the  churches  belonged.  This  sys* 
tem  has  worked  well  for  these  many 
years,  but  younger  men  have  risen 
up  in  our  churches,  who,  keeping 
pace  with  the  march  of  intellect,  ex« 
claim^  '  We  will  have  no  tests,  no. 
printed  doctrines.*  **  , 

The  reader  will  observe,  that  out; 
excellent  friend  gives  no  intimation^ 
that  the  all-important  doctrines  men-.

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tioned  above^  are  hot  cordially  be- 
lieved bv  the '  cliurches  or  their  pas- 
tors ^  nor^that  there  is  any  decline  of 
zeal  in  preaching  and  defending  them. 
The  simple  question  is,  adopting 
the  language  of  the  evangelist  Luke^ 
whether  these  associated   churches 

ought  still  to  "  8ET  FORTH  IN  ORDER, 
A  DECLARATION  OF  THOSE  THINGS, 
WHICH  ARE  MOST  SURELY  BELIEVED 
AMONGST  THEM.**    Lukc  i.   1 . 

1 .  It  is  fair  to  presume,  for  *'  Charity 
hopeth  all  things  and  is  kind,**  that 
churches  which  /'  hold  the  truth" 
and  speak  the  truth  in  love,  would 
be  solicitous  to  avoid  furnishing  those 
who  are  destitute  of  the  truth,  with 
any  ground  of  suspicion ;  lest  such 
churches  had  lost  the  ''  love  of  the 
truth,"  and  had  resolved  no  longer 
to  "  strive  together  for  the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints.*'  The 
apostle,  on  a  similar  subject,  when 
charged  with  improper  sentiments 
and  conduct,  acted  upon  this  prin- 
ciple of  prudence,  by  publicly  stating 
the  grounds  of  his  conduct,  and  that 
for  the  express  purpose  of  exposing 
in  their  true  colours  "  false  apostles, 
deceitful  workers,  transforming  them- 
selves into  the  apostles  of  Christ. 
But  what  I  do  that  I  will  do,  that  I 
may  cutoff  occasion  from  them  which 
desire  occasion" 

2.  Nor  is  it  to  be  doubted,  that  these 
associated  churches  would  feel  dis* 
tress  on  reflection,  if,  by  discontinu- 
ing the  general  publication  of  the 
doctrines  they  maintained,  they  should 
violate  the  precept  "  that  no  one  put 
a  stumbling-block,  or  an  occasion  to 
fall  in  his  brother's  way.*'  The  sub* 
ject  to  which  this  is  referred  by  the 
apostle,  was  certainly  in  many  re- 
spects inferior  in  importance  to  that 
of  churches  "  setting  forth  in  order 
a  declaration  *'  of  their  faith  3  and 
yet  he  enforces  his  argument,  by 
adding,  "  But  if  thy  brother.'  be 
grieved  with  thy  meat,  now  walkest 
thou  not  charitably.  Destroy  not 
him  with  thy  meat  for  whom  Christ 
died :  let  not  then  your  good  be  evil 
jspoken  of"    Will  it  then,  it  may  be 


askedy  be  "  charitable,'*  or  kind,  to- 
wards those  "brethren**  who  may 
thus  be  caused  *'  to  stumble,  or  be 
offended,  or  be  made  weak,"  to  "  put 
such  a  stumbling-block  in  their  way  ?" 
Will  this  be  to   "  follow  after  the 
things  which   make   for  peace  and 
things  where  one  may  edify  another  ? " 
3.  If  it  can  be  shewn,  that  the 
New  Testament  contains  any  "  form 
of  doctrine  5**  or  "  form  of  sound 
words  J**  or  *'  a  proportion,*'  or  ana- 
logy^ of  faith;  these  having  been 
"  delivered"  to  the  churches  in  the 
inspired  epistles  for  the  purpose  of 
being  read  to  all  the  brethren,  that 
they  might  be  held  fast,  that  all  might 
''strive     earnestly     for     the    faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints  ;*'  is  not 
this  tantamount  to  the  printing,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  them  generally 
known,    the  doctrines,   which    our 
churches  believe  to  be  according  to 
the  analogy  of  faith  as  taught  in  the 
Scriptures  ?  Now  does  not  the  apos- 
tle   Paul   supply  such   a  formula, 
Heb.  vi.  1,  2,     "Therefore,  leaving 
the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ, 
let  us  go  on  unto  perfection:  not 
laying  again  the  foundation  of  re- 
pentance from  dead  works,  and  of 
faith  towards  God,  of  the  doctrine  of 
baptisms,  and  laying  on  of  hands,  and 
of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and 
of  eternal  judgment.**     And  is  not 
what  has  been  called,  "  the  glorious 
chain  of  salvation,"    another  such 
pattern,  Rom.  viii.  30,  "  Moreover, 
whom  he  did  predestinate  them  he 
also  called :  and  whom   he  called, 
them  he  also  justified :  and  whom 
he  justified,  them  he  also  glorified." 
Dr.  Gill  remarks,   "  It   seems  no 
ways  incongruous  with  the  sacred 
writings,  but  perfectly  agreeable  to 


*  Dr.  GiD,  quoting  from  a  Latin  work 
which  he  says  had  been  lately  published,

them/ that  articles  or  heads  of  faitfa^ 
or  a  snmmary  of  Gospel  truths  may 
be  collected  from  them,  to  declare 
explicitly  our  belief  of  them^  to 
strengthen  the  faith  of  others  in 
them,  to  shew  our  agreement  with 
other  Christians  in  the  principal 
parts  of  them,  and  to  distinguish 
ourselves  from  those  who  oppose  the 
faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints/* 
4.  If  it  would  have  any  weight, 
as  I  think  it  ought  to  have,  the 
practice  of  our  associated  churches 
for  the  last  150  years  may  be 
pleaded.  The  phrase  "  the  wisdom 
of  our  ancestors/'  has,  it  is  true, 
been  often  pleaded,  as  if  proceedings 
which  were  adopted  by  our  progeni- 
tors must  have  been  necessarily  ac« 
cording  to  wisdom :  but,  we  know 
that  "  great  men  are  not  always 
wise,  neither  do  the  aged  [always] 
understand  judgment/'  At  the  same 
time  we  know  also,  that  the 
kingdom  of  Israel  went  eventually 
into  apostacy  and  ruin,  because  Re- 
hoboam  **  forsook  the  counsel  of  the 
old  ifien,  which  they  had  given  him, 
and  consulted  with  the  young  men 
that  were  grown  up  with  him !"  In 
the  **  General  Assembly  of  107 
churches,  which  met  in  London  in 
1689,  they  adopted  as  the  distin- 
guishing articles  of  their  faith,  hold- 
ing the  doctrines  of  personal  elec- 
tion, and  final  perseverance/'  This 
was  declaring  to  the  world,  that  they 
were  neither  Arminians,  as  were  the 
"  General  Baptists,'*  nor  of  those 
churches  which  held  what  they  de- 
nominated *'  the  foundation  princi- 
ples of  the  Six  Articles,  in  Heb.  vi. 
1,  2/'  but  who  would  not  unite 
either  with  the  Arminian  or  the 
Calrinistic  churches. 
•  This  simple  declaration  was  found 
to  be  sufficient  to  inform  the  world 
that  our  churches  were,  what  they 
have  since  been  called,  "  Particular 
Baptists/*  But  after  the  Arian  doc- 
trines had  been  introduced  among 
the  Presbyterians  at  Exeter  in  1 7 1 9  5 
and  where  many  of  the  London  dis- 
senting ministers  had  objected  at  the 
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Salters*-hall  Synod'*  m  the  same 
year,  to  subscribe  a  declaration  as  to 
theu:  faith  in  the  doctrine  of  the 
Trinity,  or*  of  "  Three  equal  per- 
sons in  the  Godhead  /'  they  found 
it  necessary,  and  therefore  concluded 
it  would  beright,'to  distinguish  them- 
selves from  Arians  and  Socinians, 
by  adding  to  the  former  principles 
that  which  has  ever  since  taken  the 
precedence  at  the  head  of  our  Asso- 
ciation letters.  And  will  any  one 
assign  another  or  a  better  reason  for 
the  remarkable  fact,  that  while  all 
the  Presbyterian  churches,  at  that 
time  "  the  glory  of  the  land,"  have 
sunk  into  their  present  semi- infidel 
and  skeleton  condition  3  the  Parti- 
cular Baptist  churches,  with  scarcely 
an  exception,  have  been  preserved 
in  possession  of  the  faith  and  hope 
of  the  Gospel.  This  fully  justifies 
our  correspondent  in  saying,  that 
the  system  has  "  worked  well,"  and 
will,  I  hope,  secure  me  from  the  charge 
of  rudeness,  if  I  say  with  eamest'- 
ness,  as  my  good  brother  expresses 
himself,  that  '*  I  tremble  for  the  con- 
sequences of  the  proposed  altera- 
tion." What  possible  advantage,  my 
younger  brethren,  can  you  anticipate 
from  the  change  as  regards  either  the 
peace,  the  purity,  the  prosperity,  or 
perpetuity  of  the  Particular^  Baptist 
churches,  in  which  your  own  happi- 
ness and  usefulness  are  involved ; 
compared  vrith  the  tremendous  risk 
which  you  run  should  your  designs  be 

•  To  shew  the  impropriety  of  removing 
the  term  **  Particular,**  as  I  understand  some 
of  our  brethren  propose  to.do,  when  used  as  a 
prefix  either  to  the  '*  Doctrine  of  Redemp- 
tion,'* or  to  the  **  Baptist  Denomination  ;** 
let  it  be  considered  what  would  be  the  eflkct 
of  doing  this  as  regards  the  title  of  the  *'  Par- 
ticular Baptist  Missionary  Society?"  If  it 
were  simply  called  the  Baptist  IVfissionary 
Society,  it  would  be  impossible  to  know  whe- 
ther a  legacy  left  for  the. Baptist  Missionary 
Society  belonged  to  us  or  to  our  brethren  the 
General  Baptists,  who  also  have  a  Mission- 
ary Society.  Even  the  Missionary  Society 
has  found  it  necessary  to  prefix  the  epithet 
\^Lpnd(m]  or  they,  notwithstanding  their 
greatness,  would  have  been  lost  in  tht  mass 
of  other  Missionary  Societies. 
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accomplished,  which,  in  my  opinion, 
ivili  necessarily  tend  to  ruin  their 
peace,  corrupt  their  purity,  interrupt 
their  prosperity,  and  destroy  their 
perpetuity!  Remember  Him,  ''whose 
you  are  and  whom  you  serve  !'*  Re* 
collect  that  He  still  stands  in  the 
midst  of  the  seven  golden  candle- 
sticks. Listen  to  his  addresses  to 
the  seven  churches  of  Asia;  and 
especially  to  that  to  the  congregation 
at  Thyatira,  Rev.  ii.  19.  25.  "  / 
know  thy  works,  and  charity,  and 
service,  and  faith,  and  thy  patience, 
and  thy  works ;  and  the  last  to  be 
more  than  the  first :  hut  that  which 
ye  have  already  holdfast  till  I  come" 
Take  heed,  my  younger  brethren,  1 
most  affectionately  entreat  you,  lest 
by  an  apparent  indifference  .respect- 
ing the  great  and  fundamental  doc* 
trines  of  the  Gospel  you  give  offence 
to  Him,  "  whose  eyes  are  as  a  flame 
of  fire — in  whose  right  hand  the 
Beven  stars  are  held,  and  out  of 
whose  mouth  goeth  the  sharp  two- 
edged  sword/*  You  can  have  no 
possible  apprehension,  I  am  fully 
assured,  that  for  the  associated 
churches  to  continue  to  do  honour 
to  the  truth  of  his  Gospel  by  'Sprint' 
ing  the  doctrihe,'*  they  believe,  as 
the  *'test**  of  evangelical  sentiments 
for  the  purpose  of  their  being  not 
SUBSCRIBED,  but  merely  confessed, 
will  be  to  "  sin  against  Christ  ;**  and 
1  have  too  good  an  opinion  of  your 
piety  and  prudence  to  believe  you 
will  persist  in  your  intention  at  the 
risk  of  confirming  gainsayers  in  their 
errors;  of  stumbling  your  weaker 
brethren  ;  and  of  violating  the  prin- 
ciples and  destroying  the  model  of 
the  primitive  churches  !  "  Grace  be 
with  all  them  that  love  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity,  Amen^

On  the  Lord*s  Prayer. 

To  the  Rev,  I>r.  N. 

My  dear  Sir, 

Accept  my  best  thanks  for   the 
kind  and  candid  manner  in  which 


yon  have  condescended  to  notice  my 
queries  on  your  Essay.  I  most  sin* 
cerely  assure  you,  that  it  was  with 
much  reluctance  I  differed  with  yon 
as  to  the  view  you  took  of  the  sub- 
ject. Truly  you  are  mistaken  in 
supposing  that  any  thing  you  bad 
written  had  given  me  *^  great 
offence." 

The  close  of  your  £ssay,  indeed, 
from  its  devotional  spirit,  led  me  to 
believe,  that  there  was  a  more  sub« 
stantial  agreement  between  us,  than 
a  few  sentences  had  at  first  view  led 
me  to  suppose. 

The  single  point  I  especially 
wished  to  prove  was,  that  any  pri- 
vate Christian  or  Christian  minister, 
is  at  perfect  liberty  to  use  this  simple 
specimen  of  devotion,  without  being 
charged,  1  think'tather  harshly,  with 
"  judaizing.*'  Excuse,  my  dear  Sir, 
my  mentioning  this  term  again. 
Most  likely  it  escaped  from  your 
pen  in  the  haste  of  the  moment; 
and  I  cannot  but  think,  that  you 
would,  on  deliberation,  use  a  much 
softer,  and  a  much  kinder  epithet. 

That  the  works  of  the  Jewish 
Rabbles  are  of  considerable  use  in 
reference  to  the  labours  of  the  sacred 
critic,  is  too  evident  to  be  denied  for 
a  moment.  But  that  there  ai'e  no 
writings  of  the  same  extent  which 
contain  a  larger  portion  of  all  that 
is  trival  and  worthless,  not  to  say 
ridiculous  and  contemptible,  is  also 
equally  true.  Take  for  example,  the 
commentary  of  one  of  them  on  the 
fourth  commandment.  "This  com- 
mand is  broken  by  walking  on  the 
grass  on  the  sabbath  day,  which  is 
a  species  of  threshing ;  and  by 
catching  fleas,  which  is  a  species  oi 
hunting.*'  This,  you  know,  my 
dear  Sir,  much  better  than  I  do,  is 
sublimity  of  sentiment  compared 
with  what  might  be  adduced  from 
these  writings..  As  you  well  express 
it  in  your  kind  notice  of  my  queries, 
there  are  in  these  works  *'  absurdities 
in  abundance,  and  puerilities, .  and 
monstrous  fables."  Pardon  me, 
Sir,  but  I  cannot  thinkHvrith  you. 
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oiar'Lonl  ever  iteverencod  these 
Hrritera.  "  Ye  have  made  the  Word 
of  God  of  none  effect  through  yonr 
traditioDs»*'  and  other  similar  ex* 
pressions,  seem  to  prore  my  asser- 
tion. 

I  never  questioned  Dr.  Gili*s  ac- 
curacy in  his  qviotations;  and  that 
no  individual  was  ever  hetter  skilled 
in  rabbinical  learning,  is,  perhaps, 
unquestionable.     Still,  with  all  be- 
coming deference  to  him,  and  to  the 
other  respectable  authorities  which 
you  produce,  I  cannot  but  be  still  of 
opinion,  that  it  is  degrading  to  His 
character  in  whom  ''dwelt  all  the 
fulness  of  the  Godhead  bodily,*'  to 
suppose  for  a  moment  that  He  was 
inaebted  for  this  prayer  to  the  works 
of  the  Jewish  Rabbies ;  and  that  wilh 
much  labour  he  culled  one  petition 
from  one   of  them,  and  a  seeond 
from  another,  and  so  on,  till  h/e  had 
Bnished  his    prayer.      Excuse  me, 
my  dear  Sir,  but  if  you  could  adduce 
ten  thousand   names    as   affirming 
that  he  did  so,  I  should  stUl  fondly 
cherish  my  own  view  of  t^e  subject, 
that   the    Liord's    Prayeir  was  our 
Lord's  own  composition^  since  Dr. 
Gill's  vievr  of  the  subject  is  so  ob- 
viously derogatory  to  ;the  character 
of  the  great  Teacher.     It  is  not,  in 
my   opinion,   conclusive  argument, 
that  there  are  to  be  found  here  and 
there,  in.  the  rabbb^ical  writers,  sen* 
timents  somewhat  similar  to  those  in 
this  formuia  of  devotion.     Dr.  Dod- 
dridge knows  nothing  of  our  Lord's 
Iwrrowing  or  stealing,  pardon  the 
expression,  this  prayer  without  any 
acknowledgment. 

'  Gianting  diat  the  petition,  "thy 
kingdom  come !"  may  have  had  a 
lense,  as  you  intimate,  "  peculiar  to 
the  period  in  which  it  was  pre- 
Kribed,'*^  yet,  as  the  Messiah  was 
alteady  come,  I  cannot  suppose  that 
this  was  so  much  the  case,  as  with 
the  petitions  in  the  Old  Testament 
which  refer  to  this  event,  and  which 
sie  continually  used  in  our  public 
devotions  as  unexceptionable.  There 
A%ver  was  a  period  of  time  in  which 


the  petition,  "thy  reign  come  !"> 
was  not  altogether  suitable.  Dr. 
Doddridge  very  properly  adds  to 
your  quotation,  "I  beUeve  there 
are  few  who  decline  the  use  of  this 
prayer,"  on  account  of  this  petition, 
"who  do  not  often  use  scripture 
phrases  with  a  much  greater  lati- 
tude, "f  This  amiable  expositor  re* 
marks  on  Luke  xi.,  "  There  is  not 
a  clause  in  the  Lord's  Prayer  which 
Mrill  not  bear  a  more  extensive  sense, 
and  express  what  ought  to  be  our 
daily  temper,  and  the  breathings  of 
our  heart  before  God.  No  doubt, 
thousands  of  Christians  have  daily 
refreshment  and  edification  in  the 
use  of  it;  and  it  is  astonishing  that 
any  should  venture  to  condemn  their 
brethren  for  it.  But  I  would  hope 
there  are  few  of  any  profession  now 
remaining,  who  have  so  much  the 
spirit  of  opposition  and  censorious- 
ness." 

"The Lord's  Prayer,"  says  Paley, 
"for  a  succession  of  solenm  thoughts, 
for  fixing  the  attention  upon  a  few 
great  points,  for  suitableness  to 
every  condition,  for  sufficiency,  for 
conciseness  without  obscurity,  for 
the  weight  and  real  importance  of 
its  petitions,  is  without  an  equal  or 
a  rival.  From  whence  did  this 
come?  V^Hience  had  this  man  his 
wisdom  ?  Shall  we  say,  that  some 
early  christians  of  taste  and  educa- 
cation  composed  this  prayer,  and 
ascribed  it  to  Christ?  I  answer, 
with  Dr.  Jortin,  they  could  not  do 
it.  And  how  little  qualified  the 
Jews  were,  is  evident,  since  the 
whole  collection  of  the  Talmud  is 
one  continued  proof  into  what 
follies  they  fell  whenever  Jthey  lefl 
their  Bible;  and  how  litde  capa- 
ble they  were  of  furnishing  such 
lessons  as  Christ  delivered."^ 

"  We  should  examine,"  says  an  in- 
genious writer,  ^^in  the  morning, 
whether  our  accounts  are  ready  to

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put  into  the  hands  of  ihe  Lord, 
whose  stewards  we  are  ?  On  con- 
dition we  live  through  the  day,  we 
shall  live,  as  we  hi^ve  done,  supported 
by  God  for  his  own  glory.  Shall 
we  not  say  in  the  morning,  'Our 
Father,  who  art  in  heaven ;  hallow- 
ed be  thy  name ;  thy  kingdom  come  5 
thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is 
in  heaven?*  Jf  we  live,  we  shall 
live  as  we  have  livedo  preserved  alive 
by  eating,  drinking,  clothing,  and  so 
on  5  shall  we  not  then  say  to  the 
Preserver  of  men,  *  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread?*  If  we  live  we 
shall  OTOnd  God,  and  others  will 
offend  us,  let  us  pray  in  the  morning 
then,  '  Forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as 
we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against 
us.*  If  we  live  we  shall  live  de- 
praved creatures,  in  a  depraved  world, 
full  of  temptations  to  induce  us  to  do 
wrong.  Let  us  foresee  this,  and 
say  to  our  heavenly  Father,  '  Lead 
us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver 
us  from  evil.'  Let  us  rejoice  that 
there  is  such  a  being  as  God,  and 
let  us  say  to  him,  'thine  is  the 
kingdom*  of  nature,  providence, 
grace,  and  glory  \  thine  is  '  the 
power*  of  upholding  and  regulating 
each  ;  and  to  thee  be  '  the  glory  * 
and  the  honour  of  the  whole  '  lor 
ever  and  ever.  Amen.*  In  this 
manner  let  us  begin  each  day,  ever 
remembering  that  the  morning  gives 
the  day  its  turn  either  to  devotion  or 
sin.**

what  is  there  to  prevent  its  being 
efi*ected?  Nothing,  were  we  as  a 
denomination  more  united.  In  oui 
Missionary  Herald,  the  Editor  of 
that  department  in  speaking  of  the 
deeply  lamented  Mr.  Shoveller,  says, 
"  he  was  personally  known  through 
a  large  part  of  our  connexion,** 

But,  Sir,  the  question  is.  Are  we 
a  connexion  ?  We  are  a  denomina- 
tion certainly,  but  an  extensive  re- 
form must  take  place  before  we  shall 
be  distinguished  by  that  more  en- 
dearing term  connexion. 

But  some  may  ask,  How  are  we 
to  form  this  relation  ?  Your  cor- 
respondent will  answer  his  part — 
let  others  shew  their  opinion. 

I.  By  a  well  regulated  itineracy. 

II.  A  district  division  of  the 
churches. 

III.  A  quarterly  meeting  of  each 
division,  at  which  one  service  should 
be  limited  to  members  of  churches, 
ministers,  messengers,  and  preach- 
ing brethren.  (Something  on  the 
plan  of  the  Wesleyan  love-feasts.) 

IV.  Annual  conventions  in  four, 
six,  eight  (or  more),  diffierent  parts 
of  the  kingdom. 

V.  A  general  congress  every  three 
years. 

VI.  A  union  of  all  funds  and 
endowments,  for  superannuated 
ministers,  ministers*  widows,  the 
education  of  ministers*  childien,  the 
relief  of  very  poor  or  infirm  mem- 
bers of  churches,  the  building  of 
chapels,  &c. 

In  fact  such  a  union  and  co- 
operation as  shall  tend  to  make 
every  member  of  the  body  feel  an 
interest  in  all  its  concerns.  Doubt- 
less, Sir,  many  are  too  much  wedded 
to  things  as  they  are  to  admit  of 
any  extensive  change — ^nor  would 
the  writer  advocate  any  system  the 
Word  of  Truth  would  not  support, 
but  it  has  long  been  the  persuasion 
of  his  mind,  that  a  settled  ministry 
and.  the  independence  of  churches 
have  nbver  stood  on  higher  ground 
than  mere  expediency,

The  history  of  Joseph  it  luqiiesti^Dably 
one  of  the  most  alTectiog  pieces  of  biogra- 
phy whicfa  has  ever  been  presented  to  the 
worid.  Id  the  whole  mnge  of  literature 
we  know  nothing  equal  te  it.  Its  truth  to 
nature  is  such  as  to  find  a  response  in  every 
bocom.  We  feeli  too,  as  we  read  the  story, 
that  we  are  not  cheated  by  a  fiction  j  that 
we  are  not  surreiideriDg  our  minds  to  the 
power  of  a  pleasing  illasion.  We  vecog* 
nise  that  unaffected  simplicity  of  style, 
that  absence  of  all  endeavour  to  heighten 
a  beauty,  or  conceal  a  defect,  those  un- 
doubted marks  of  aiacerity  which  charac- 
terise the  writings  of  the  sacred  ^jf^ftyianffi. 
and  whicfa,  without  a  long  proceis  of  rea* 
•oning,  give  at  once  to  the  mind  ao  assu- 
rance that  we  are  perusing  a  genuine  nar- 
ration of  facts.  No  one  who  has  felt  the 
tenderness  of  domestic  ties,  whether  pa- 
rent, child,  or  brother  j— no  member  of  a 
Cunily,  in  which  the  charities  of  social 
life  have  dwelt  and  shed  their  happy  influ- 
ence, can  reaisit  the  touching  appeals 
which  this  relation  makes  to  the  sympathies 
of  their  hearts.  'VThen  we  read  this  portion 
of  sacred  history,  we  always  wish  to  select 
a  time,  when  we  can  go  through  the  whole 
without  interruption,  and  a  place,  where, 
Qonotioed  and  retired,  we  may  give  vent 
tothoce  bursts  of  feeliBg  which  it  always 
produces. 

But  to  say  that  this  piece  of  scripture 
biography  is  affecting,  is  to  mention  but  a 
"mail  part  tjlt  its  excellence  \  it  is  full  of  the 
Biost  valuable  lessons  of  iostructioa;  aad 
to  convey  these  to  the  naind  was,  no 
doubt,  the  principal  object  of  the  spirit 
of  inspiration  in  recording  the  history  of 
•Joseph.  It  forms  an  important  link  in  that 
chain  of  events  which  reaches  from  Abra- 
ham, through  ages,  and  generations,  and 
innttinerable  vicissitudes*  to  the  birth  of 
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the  promised  seed,  in  whom  all  the  natioos 
of  the  earth  were  t^  be  blessed.  It  exhibita 
the  evils  of  undue  expression,  of  partiality 
in  a  family,  of  envy  at  superior  happiness 
and  excellence,  of  the  indulgence  of  im- 
pure passion,  in  such  a  majoner  as  to  afford 
an  impressive  wamhig.  W,hile,  in  the  cba- 
mcter  ef  Joseph,  we  see  the  loveliest  and 
holiest  virtues  placed  before  us  in  tlie 
most  attractive  forms.  The  graces  which 
adorned  his  life  and  character,  weve  the 
offspring  of  that  ^emiiiie  piety  which  sup- 
ported him  under  the  severest  trials,  and 
led,  which  is  not  always  the  case  in  this 
probationavy  state,  to  weaHfa,  honour,  and 
high  distinction.  At  the  same  time  the 
attentive  reader  wilt  he  delighted  with  the 
illustrations  which  are  given  of  that  super- 
intending Providence,  which,  in  its  myste- 
rious workings,  is  ever 

**  Ffom  seeming  evil  still  eduobg  food.*^ 
Thb,  then,  is  the  subject  which  Mr. 
Larom,  the  highly  respected  pastor  of  the 
Baptist  church  at  Sheffield,  has  selected, 
with  a  view  to  impart,  in  a  more  extensl%  • 
manner  and  perpetuated  Amn  than  the 
labours  of  the  pulpit  woold  admit,  the  in* 
structions  of  heavenly  wisdom,  and  thus  to 
benefit  and  bless  hisfellow-creatares.  Al- 
low us  now,  gentle  readers,  to  introduce 
the  author,  that  he  may  explain  bis  own 
views. 

<<  While  he  (the  author)  hopes  that  the 
book  may  be  of  service  to  idl  who  may  con- 
descend to  read  it,  and  that  it  will  be  very  be- 
neieial  as  a  little  manaal  fov  familiea,  he 
thinks  it  particularly  SuitaUs  fior  young  men, 
md  he  oQold,  oa  many  aecoants,  wish  that 
amongst  such  it  might  be  extensively  circu- 
lated. To  danger  from  the  seductions  of  the 
world,  and  also  from  the  snares  of  infidelity, 
which  in  the  preseat  day  are  most  assiduoa^y 
laid,  young  men  are  pre-eminentty  espesedy 
whereas,  at  the  same  time>  tbrir  necessary 
engsgemcnts  in  the  occupations  of  business^ 
and  other  needful  pursuits,  leave  them  but 
little  time,  and,  in  some  cases,  it  is  to  be  re- 
gretted, but  little  inclinatioB,  to  read  what 
might  counteract  the  influence  of  those  seduc- 
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tions  and  marea ;  bnt  tbis  book,  the  ske  of 
wluch  it  not  forbidding,  and  in  which  rdigion 
is  exhibited  in  some  of  her  most  lovdy  forms, 
may  be  supposed  to  have,  in  the  estimation 
of  such,  an  attraction  which  books  in  common 
have  not,  since  it  refers  to  a  history,  the 
greater  part  of  which  is  the  history  of  a  young 
man.  It  might  be  reasonably  hoped  that  young 
men  whose  own  characters  are  forming,  would 
be  materially  ben^tted  by  contemplating  the 
character  of  Joseph,  that  they  would  be  ex- 
cited thereby  to  imitate  him,  and  to  possess 
themselves  of  that  by  which  he  attained  to  ex- 
cellence ;  and  by  the  consideration  of  his  his- 
tory they  will  see,  that  it  was  not  licentious- 
ness, that  it  was  not  infidelity,  but  that  it  was 
godliness  that  made  him  great."  Preface, 
pp.  8, 9. 

The  intense  interest  which  the  beautiful 
narrative  excites,  cannot,  of  course,  be  in- 
creased, or  even  maintained,  through  an 
extended  dissertation.  The  object  of  Mr. 
Larom  is,  to  seise  on  those  points  of  the  his- 
tory which  afford  matter  for  profitable  re- 
flection, and  give  an  opportunity  of  im- 
pressing aome  important  truth  on  the 
mind.  With  this  view,  the  work  is  divided 
into  eight  sections,  under  the  following 
heads:— Joseph  envied  by  his  brethren 
—Tempted  in  the  house  of  Potiphai^- 
Advanced  to  honour  in  Pharaoh's  oeurt 
—  Introduced  and  reconciled  tp  his 
brethren— Joseph's  attentions  to  his  aged 
father— Joseph's  death  —  Joseph's  his- 
tory reviewed  as  illustrative  of  the  Pro* 
▼idence  of  God  —  The  Blessing  pro- 
nounced  by  Moses  upon  Joseph's  poste- 
rity. These  topics  the  author  has  discussed, 
always  with  great  perspicuity,  and  fre- 
quently with  considerable  force.  His  object 
appears  throughout  to  be,  not  to  shine  as 
an  author,  but  to  profit  as  a  teacher:  he  is 
consequently  far  less  solicitous  to  exhibit 
himself,  than  to  direct  attention  to  his 
subject.  There  is  a  general  correctness 
and  neatness  about  hifc  style,  and  the  whole 
is  strongly  imbued  with  evangelical  senti- 
ment We  had  marked  several  places  for 
quotation,  but  where  all  is  so  equal,  selec- 
tion is  difficult :  scarcely  a  page  could  be 
opened  without  finding  a  fair  specimen. 
The  following  is  from  the  section  on  <<  The 
Providence  of  God  j"  a  section  which  con- 
tains much  excellent  reasoning  in  a  con- 
densed form  on  this  subject,  considered 
generally,  and  in  its  application  to  the  his- 
tory of  Joseph. 


*'  The  existence  of  that  Providence  is  or" 
tain.    Its  certainty  may  be  argued  from  the 
general  order  which  prevails  amongst  the 
creatures  of  God.     The  exigence  of  order  is 
allowed  in  other  particidars  to  be  a  proof  of 
superintendence,  and  why  not  in  this  case? 
We  go  into  a  well-disciplined  fomily,  we  per- 
ceive the  parent,  the  chHd,  the  servant,  each  in 
his  proper  place,  each  performing  his  part,  each 
moving  in  his  own  sphere;  we  obasrve  their 
rqfularity,  their  r^idar  habits  and  appoint- 
ments, their  r^ular  seasons  of  refi-eshment, 
their  rq;ular  hours  for  prayer ;   and  we  say, 
here  is  superintendence.      We   contemplate 
the  condition  of  a  kingdom:  its   manufiic- 
tures  are  good,  its  trade  flourishes,  laen  of  ta- 
lent  and  science  are  encouraged,  the  people 
are  content,  the  laws  are  executed,  the  Sab- 
bath is  revered,  and  we  reason  from  the  e£kct 
to  the  cause ;  we  conclude  that  the  nation  has 
an  active  government,  an  efficient  adminis- 
tration, an  excellent  magistracy,  a  vigilant 
police.     Lode  then  at  the  kingdom  of  God's 
creatures  in  general ;   see  the  beautiful  order 
which  universally  prevails,— the  sexes  do  not 
become  injuriously  unequal  aa  to  number,  the 
race  of  man  does  not  increase  in  a  proportion 
too  great  for  the  means  of  their  aubsistenoe, 
the  oceans  do  not  despise  their  limits,  the  vo- 
racious animals  do  not  so  multiply  aa  to  be 
generally  destructive,  the  bad  passions  of  the 
human  heart  do  not  break  out  into  acta  of 
universal  vidence,  the  aeasoas  follow  each 
•ther  in  lovely  and  undeviating  succession ; 
seed  time  and  harvest,  cold  and  heat,  summer 
and  winter,  never  fail;   the  early  and  the 
latter  rains  descend,  the  sun  without  cessation 
pays  his  duly  visit  to  illnininate  and  cheer 
the  world,  to  warm  the  earth,  to  quicken  and 
to  bring  the  aeeds,  and  plants,  and  herbag;ei 
and  flowers,  and  firuits  to  perfection ;  all  this 
demonstrates  the  existence  of  a  Providence, 
the  government  of  an  infinite  all -pervading 
mind ;  reason,  then,  establishes  the  doctrine  of 
a  Providence;  but  reason  is  not  that  alone 
by  which  it  is  confirmed;   holy   Scripture 
dedares  its  truth, — ^the  Word  of  God  decides 
the  controversy;   there  we  learn  that  our 
times  are  in  his  hand,  that  he  performeth  all 
things  for  us,  that  he  upholds  all  things  by 
the  word  of  his  power,  that  he  hath  made  of 
one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwdl  on 
all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  hath  determined 
the  times  before  appointed,  and  the  bounds  of 
thdr  habitation ;  that  he  is  not  for  from 
every  one  of  us,  for  that  in  him  we  live,  and 
n)ove,  and  have  our  being,  and  that  he  doeth 
according  to  his  will  in  the  army  of  heaven, 
and  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth.   There 
is  then  a  Providence  which  guides  and  go- 
verns dl  persons  and  things,   and  which, 
therefore,  was  of  course  at  work,  in  bringing 
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to  pass  the  vaiions  events  of  Joteph^s  his- 
tory." p.  145/&C* 

We  suggest  to  the  author  a  reconsider- 
atioo  of  what  he  has  written  in  page  75^  oo 
withholding  the  expression  of  our  foigive- 
ness  *<  towards  any  who  have  wickedly  in- 
jured ns."  We  do  not  so  much  ohject  to  what 
is  stated,  as  to  its  probable  tendency,  unless 
some  cautionary  renaarks  be  added.  The 
danger  appears  to  us  to  lie  on  the  opposite 
side.  It  is,  indeed,  a  rare  thing  to  be  too 
forward  in  the  expression  of  that  forgive- 
ness which  the  Gospel  mculcates,  while  a 
backwardness  to  this  truly  Christian  duty 
is  frequent  and  mischievous.  Is  there  no 
danger  of  exacting  too  rigidly  the  humi- 
liation of  the  oifender,  of  being  ezces- 
Mve  in  our  denoands  for  <*  contrition  an- 
swerable** to  the  offence? 

We  have  noticed  some  inaccuracies 
which  may  be  typographical  mistakes ;  to 
the  same  cause,  probably,  the  misquo- 
tation, page  67,  is  to  be  assigned,  which, 
though  apparently  slight,  disturbs  the 
grammatical  construction  of  the  sentence, 
<<They  [them3  that  honour  me  I  will 
honour." 

The  price  is  moderate,  and  we  recom- 
mend the  work  to  youth  in  general.  It 
would  be  an  acceptable  present  from 
Christian  parents  to  their  rising  family; 
and  we  pray  that  many,  under  the  divine 
blessing,  may  be  induced  by  its  perusal 
to  stndy  and  imitate  the  character  of  the 
pious,  chaste,  industrious,  and  affectionate 
Joseph. 


Sermons.  By  the  late  Rev.  Edward 
Fayson,  jy.D.y  Pastor  of  the  Second 
Church  in  Portland,  in  the  United 
States,     pp.  498.— -Holdsworth. 

Pkbhaps  our  readers  may  recollect  that 
we  endeavoured,  not  very  long  since,  in 
a  somewhat  lengthened  review  of  the  life 
of  Dr.  Payson,  to  present  them  with  some 
of  the  striking  and  impressive  excellences 
of  his  character ;  and  we  are  of  opinion 
that  these  sermons  will  be  found  in  a  high 
degree  corroborative  of  our  former  state- 
ments. In  the  advertisement  it  is  remarked 
concerning  them  :— 

"  It  must  be  conceded  that  many  things 
accompanied  their  delivery,  and  contributed 
to  their  effect,  which  do  not  appear  in  print. 


There  was  an  unafleeted  earnestness,  a  gk>w- ' 
ing  intensity  of  feeling,  a  peculiarity  ^  ex- 
pression and  utterance,  a  manner  wholly 
original  and  .  indescribable,  which  will  not 
attend  their  perusal,  except  in  the  minds  of 
those  who  were  accustomed  to  hear  him. 
The  reader  will  not  fed  the  immediate  in- 
floenoe  of  those  prayers,  which  disarmed 
criticism,  and  awed  the  most  thoughtless, 
whieh  brought  them  directly  before  infinite 
Majesty,  and  made  ihem  fbel  that  they  had 
burinesB  of  greater  importance^  than  to 
critidstt  or  caviL" 

We  shall  not  anticipate  the  judgment 
of  the  reader,  by  attempting  to  decide 
how  fkr,  in  the  present  instance,  such 
apologetic  concession  was  demanded,  but 
proceed,  at  once,  to  state  that  the  volume 
before  us  contains  twenty-five  discourses, 
on  the  following  subjects  : 

The  Bible  above  all  Price -God's  ways 
above  man's — All  things  created  for  Christ— 
The  Old  Way  which  wicked  Men  have 
trodden — Sins  estimated  by  the  Light  of 
Heaven — ^Meu  tried  and  found  defective — > 
Our  Sins  infinite  in  number  and  enormity  — 
The  Wicked,  through  pride,  refuse  to  seek 
God<— Recollections  of  God  painful  to  the 
Wicked — Sinners  Wilful  and  Perverse- 
Amiable  Instincts  not  Holiness— The  Pro- 
mised Fruit  of  Christ's  Suflferings — ^Messiah's 
Victory  predicted  and  desired — Sinners  En- 
treated to  hear  God's  Voice — The  Difficulty 
of  Escaping  the  Damnation  of  Hell — The 
Dead  in  Sin  made  Alive— Univosal  Law  of 
Foigiveness — ^Fraud  Exposed  and  Condemned 
— The  Mark  of  Deliverance — ^The  Christian 
Manner  of  Expressing  Gratitude  —  The 
Timely  Presence  and  Salutation  of  Jesus — 
A  Festival  kept  to  the  Lord — The  Second 
Coming  of  Clirist — ^Equality  of  Men  with 
Angels — The  Punishment  of  the  Wicked 
Dreadful  and  Interminable. 

We  shall  now  give  an  extract  from  the 
<*  improvement  **  of  the  Sermon,  «The 
Mark  of  Deliverance,^*  both  as  a  speci* 
men,  and  as  appropriate,  in  many  respects, 
to  the  condition  of  our  own  country. 

**  My  hearers,  the  subject  we  have  boen 
considering^  at  all  times  interesting,  is  ren- 
dered peculiarly  so  to  us  by  the  circum- 
stances in  which  we  are  placed.  We  live  in 
a  day  when  the  judgments  of  God  are  abroad 
in  the  earth,  and  the  desolating  flood,  after 
laying  waste  many  nations  and  kingdoms  in  its 
progress,  has  at  length  reached  our  shores, 
and  where  it  will  stop  God  only  knows. 
We  have,  however,  but  too  much  reason  to

expect  the  wont.  The  soioe  sint  wluch  hate 
rained  other  nations,  and  which,  wherever 
they  ejcisty  provoke  the  vengeance  of  heaven, 
evidently  prevail  among  va  in  an  alarming 
degree,  and  give  us  just  occasion  to  fear,  thait 
since  we  resemble  the  old  world  in  its  vioes» 
\ye  shall  share  its  plagnesb  And  even  if  God 
in  mercy  should  avert  merited  ruin,  it  is 
certain  ^t  we  must  all  appear  at  the  judg- 
ment seat  of  Christ,  to  receive  the  things 
done  in  the  body.  It  is^  therefore,  infinitely 
important  for  us,  both  in  a  temporal  and  in  a 
religious  view,  to  ascertain  whether  we  are 
in  the  number  of  those  upon  whom  God  has 
set  a  mark  of  deliverance,  that  Us  deatroying 
aqgel  may  not  touch  them.  From  our  sub- 
ject we  may  learn  this.  If  we  are  in  the 
number  of  those  who  sigh  and  cry  fi)r  all  the 
abomfinations  that  are  committed  among  us,. 
God  has  certainly  set  upon  us  a  mark  of  de- 
Uveranoe  -and  saltation;  tmt  if  not,  if  we 
contemplate  with  indifference,  or  while  we 
profess  to  lament,  make  no  exertion  to  repress 
them,  we  have  reason  to  expect  no^ng 
bat  a  mark  of  reprobation.  Permit  me, 
then,  my  hearers,  to  ask.  How  are  yoa 
affected  with  the  sins  which  prevail  among  us? 
That  there  are  many  such  sins,  sins  sufficient 
to  excite  and  justify  oar  most  pungent  grie^ 
you  need  not  be  toM.  Tou  cannot  but  be 
aware,  that  thronghout  our  country,  vice  and 
impiety  are  awfully  prevalent;  that  God^s 
name  is  most  daringly  profaned ;  that  his  day 
is  by  multitudes  dishonom^  and  n^ected ; 
that  his  friends  and  institutions  are  ridiculed 
and  despised ;  that  the  whirlpool  of  intem- 
perance  is  engulfing  its  thousands  and  tens 
^  tSimisands,  and  that  the  soul  is  almost 
universally  neglected  and  undone.  The  cry 
<tf  our  sins,  hkt  that  of  Sodom  and  Ninevah, 
has  long  since  ascended  up  before  God.  My 
hearers,  how  are  you  affected  with  these 
things?  Are  you  more  disposed  to  weep 
fcr  our  national  sins,  than  for  the  miseries 
which  we  fsel,  and  t)ie  dangers  which  we 
fear?  Are  you  endeavouring  by  your  ex- 
ample, your  exertions,  and  your  prayers,  to 
repress  the  progress  of  vice  and  impiety 
within  your  sphere  of  acting,  and  do  you 
-appear  openly  on  the  Lord^  side,  as  the  bold, 
nnwiawring,  determined  friends  of  religion 
and  morality  ?  These  are  questions  <of  infi- 
nite importance,  but  they  are  questions  which 
"conscience  alone  can  answer.  To  every  man's 
conscience,  then,  we  appeal,  and  ask,  should 
tjod,  preparatory  to  our  destruction,  send  a 
messenger  into  this  house,  to  set  a  mark  on 
sfll  who  are  suitably  affected  with  the  prevail- 
ing sins  of  the  age,  on  whose  foreheads  would 
the  delivering  mark  appear?  Would  it,  I 
address  the  question  to  every  heai'er,  would 
it  appear  upon  thine  ?*'     p.  369^

The  fragment  of  a  sermon  on  Matt.  ix. 
\%  On  the  Art  of  Healing,  is  one  of  the 
most  elegant  specimens  of  English  compo- 
sition we  have  ever  seen.  We  cannot  but 
regard  it  as  one  of  the  happiest  of  all  Mr. 
HalPs  efforts.  The  editor  informs  us,  that 
it  is  part  of  a  sermon  preached  foe  the 
Leicester  Infirmary,  May  29tb,  1825. 

Another  beautiful  article  in  this  volume 
is  (he  Character  of  the  Rev.  John  SutcliiT, 
written  in  1814;  not  published  liefore. 

In  the  last  sentence  but  one^  the  editor, 
we  apprehend,  baa  mistaken  the  word 
usurped  for  some  other  which  probably 
was  not  very  legible.  While  we  admire 
the  fidelity  of  the  portrait,  we  think  Mr. 
Hall  might  have  made  more  promioeot 
Mr.  Sutcliff's  dignity,  courage,  and  firm- 
ness, in  meeting  an  adversary, — and  espe- 
cially if  he  was  an  adversary  to  the  Bap- 
tist Bengal  Mission.  No  features  in  the 
character  of  that  venerable  and  amiable 
man  were  more  striking,  we  may  ao"* 
than  his  faithfulness  and  tenderness  in  re- 
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proof.  Hk  fHipilft  loved  and  revei«d  hkn 
as  tMr  father,  and  foutid,  9ometitne»| 
his  reproof  severely  jtist.  We  liave  seen 
a  young  man,  who  had  received  five  of  six 
lines  from  Mr.  Sutclifl^  thrown  into  tears, 
and  distress,  and  agony«  aod  made  to  feel^ 
through  all  bis  soul,  how  <*  faithful  are  the 
wounds  of  a  friend/' 

Vol.  V.  includes  Notes  of  Sermons  and 
Letters.  The  editor  informs  us,  that  this 
Tolume  is  entirely  composed  of  matter 
hitherto  unpublished. 

Many  of  the  Letters  are  eminently  heau- 
tiful.  The  Notes  are  all  fragments — no 
one  finished  sernion9 — ^hut,  oh!  what  frag- 
ments! Ea;  pede  Herculem,  And  where 
the  outline  is  complete,  it  gives  but  a  very 
inadequate  idea  of  what  he  exhibited. 
Such  power  belongs  to  personal  presence 
and  the  living^  voice. 

We  begin  to  feel  impatient  to  see  the 
last  volume,  and  the  sketch  of  his  literary 
character  fronci  the  pen  of  Sir  James 
Mackintosh. 

Probably,  hel«after,  Trom  these  admi- 
rabte  voKiBoeis  sonae  one  will  dmw  a  body 
of  divinity,  theoretical,  practical,  and  ex- 
perimental, not  forgetting  the  casuistic

Wc  can  recommend  to  *<  Young  Inqui- 
rers," with  much  satis&ction,  the  first  of 
the  above  puhlicatioos,  containing,  as  it 
does,**  inatrucdons''  of  the  greatcstimpor* 
tance,  comraunioated  In  a  serious,  easy, 
and  familiar  style.    ^  Sermons  for  cfaiU 
dreo,'*  though  very  desirable,  are  certainly 
not  of  easy  production.    To  simplify  the 
great  facts  and  prindplea  of  Christianity^ 
so  as  to  present  them  In  an  attractive  and 
impressive  manner  to  the  mind  of  a  chiM, 
seems  to  require  more  than  is  ordinarily 
attained.    We  think,  however,  that   the 
sermons  thasintrodooed  are  quite  entitled 
to  the  patronage  of  parents  and  others 
who  are  aflectionately  concerned  for  the 
eternal  welfare  of  the  young  immortals  in- 
trusted to  their  superintendence. 

The  fourth  volume  of  «  The  Sabbath 
Scholar's  Friend**  is  not  inferior  to  it»  pre- 
decessors. It  contains  a  very  considerable 
number  of   short  articles,  in  prose  and 
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▼me,  many  of  which  cannot  fiul  to  mte- 
rest  the  jurenile  read«nr;  besides  more 
than  forty  wood -cuts,  which  are  tore  to 
form  an  acceptable  addition  to  any  work 
prepared  for  such  youn^  readers.  We  are 
sorry  to  learn  that  the  sale  of  this  little 
periodical  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  encou- 
rage the  peneyerance  of  the  editor ;  and 
should  be  much  notified  if  this  reference 
to  his  well-intentioned  labours  should  pro- 
mote their  more  extended  circulation.

We  are  aaftured  in  the  advertisement,  and 
feel  no  hesitation  in  belicFing,  that  **  with 
unfeigned  diffidence**  the  author  has 
<<  complied  with  the  commands  of  sereral 
of  his  hearers  who  assured  him  that  some 
of  his  former  sermons  ought  to  have  been 
published,  but  that  this  must  r  We  consi- 
der it  certainly  a  felicity  that  all  our  pastors 
do  not  preach  before  such  commanding 
hearers:  because  admitting  them  toprore 
equally  complaisant  with  Mr.  Catton, 
«<  we  suppose  that  even  the  world  itself 
could  not  contain  the  books  that  would 
be  written." 

The  text  on  which  the  sermon  is  founded, 
is  Jonah  iii.  5»  *'  So  the  people  of  Nineveh 
believed  God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast,  and 
pot  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest  of 
them  to  the  least  of  them.** 

Mr.  Catton  in  a  judicious  manner  <*  re- 
views the  iniquities  of  the  present  times  in 
Britain,  and  then  enforces  the  important 
duty  of  repentance.** 

Of  the  first  large  class  which  our  author 
enumerates  and  boldly  exposes,  we  notice 
one.    He  says, 

<*  The  pretenders  to  miraculous  gifts  in  the 
metropolis^  are  obviously  a  race  of  deluded 
fanatics,  whom  we  ahould  pity,  and  for 
whose  recovery  to  tober-mindediiesB,  we  are 
in  duty  bound  fervently  to  pray.  We  are  at 
a  loss  whether  to  ascribe  their  views  and  con- 
duct to  insanity  or  imposture,  or  to  tempta- 
tion from  Satan ;  perhaps,  in  the  leaders  of 
the  par^>  all  these  causes  may  operate  in 
union.  It  is  certain  they  are  a  mere  igniS" 
fcUuus  in  the  church,  the  light  of  which 
must  soon  vanish,  and  which  it  would  be 


fboUsh  to  foUow.  If  any  ef  ifais  sect 
any  degree  of  sober  understanding,  we  reeom- 
mend  to  their  attention  the  fidlowing  admoni- 
tion :  'Woe  unto  the  world  because  of  offences : 
for  it  must  needs  be  that  ofienoes  come ;  bat 
woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the  offsnoe 
Cometh.'"    pp.  9,10. 

Mr.  C.  urges  with  suitable  vehemence, 
the  necessity  of  ^entn'iie,  immediate^  univer- 
sal, practical,  and  persevering  repentance. 
Of  thn  sermon  we  say, — it  is  all  very 
good  so  far  as  it  goes;  but  when  PftuI 
preached  repentance  towards  God,  he 
united  with  it,  *^ faith  towards  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.**  Mr.  C.  has  done  the  for- 
mer, but  entirely  forgotten  the  latter.  We 
would  consent,  in  the  event  of  a  fourth 
edition  being  called  for,  if  this  grand  de- 
fect should  be  supplied,  to  part  with  some 
of  the  long  eulogistic,  if  not  flattering  note, 
p.22.

The  church  in  Hamsterley,  in  the  county 
of  Durham,  venerable  for  its  antiquity 
among  the  Baptist  churches  in  tlie  north 
of  England,  has,  within  these  two  or  three 
years  past,  lost,  by  death,  some  of  the 
most  valuable  of  its  members.  The  names 
of  Jane  Heron  and  John  Toward  were 
amongst  that  number;  both  of  whom 
were  distinguished  for  the  possession  of 
qualities  that  rendered  them  beloved  by 
all  who  knew  tbem.  They  were  pious, 
peaceable,  and  assiduous  in  their  attend- 
ance on  the  means  of  grace ;  and  their 
memory  will  long  be  affectionately  che- 
rished by  their  surviving  friends  and 
neighbours. 

On  the  17th  of  November  last  another 
member  of  the  same  church,  Mrs.  Margaret 
Spence,was  renaoved  from  the  present  state 
of  trial  to  the  heavenly  rest.  Of  the  truth 
of  this  statement  no  doubt  remains  on  the 
mind  of  any  one  that  knew  her:  for 
scarcely  ever  was  an  individual,  especially 
in  her  station  in  life,  more  sincerely,  ar- 
dently, and  generally  esteemed. 

This  excellent  woman,  descended  of 
resper^table  parents,  was  bom  at  Loop,  in 
the  Southside  township  of  the  chapelry  of 
Hamsterley,  in  the  year  1760.  A  short 
time  after  her  birth  her  parents  removed 
to  the  parish  ofWolsingham,  where  they 
rented,  successively,  three  or  four  small 
farms,  and  lived  respected  among  their 
neighbours,  being  esteemed  good  church- 
folk.  About  the  year  1790  a  malignant 
fever  prevailed  in  the  neighbourhood, 
which  proved  fatal  to  many  persons: 
among  others,  one  of  her  three  brothers 
fell  a  sacrifice  to  its  baleful  influence,  and 
in  the  year  following  her  father  also  died. 
In  these  days  of  calamity,  when  few  were 
disposed  to  come  near  or  assist  the  suffer- 
ing families  around,  from  the  natural 
kindness  of  her  disposition,  she  braved 
every  danger  not  only  by  day,  but  also 
by  night.  The  kind  Shepherd  of  Israel, 
who  had  designs  of  mercy  respecting  her. 


protected  her  from  the  influence  of  the 
pestilential  blast.  The  sun  was  not  suf- 
fered to  smite  her  by  day  nor  the  moon  by 
night.  From  this  period,  and  arising 
from  these  circumstances,  she  was  strongly 
inclined  to  attend  on  all  the  means  of 
grace  that  WoUingham  afforded.  Assid- 
uous, however,  as  was  her  attentioo  on 
public  ordinances,  it  did  not  please  the 
Lord  to  render  them  effectual  to  her  con- 
version. That  honour  was  reserved  to  a 
more  humble  instrument,  as  appears  from 
a  brief  manuscript  of  her  own,  in  which 
she  narrates  the  dealings  of  the  Lord  with 
her,  at  this  interesting  periml  of  her  life. 
The  amiable  artlessness  of  the  tale,  the 
sweet  simplicity  of  the  language,  and  the 
heavenly  unction  that  pervades  the  whole, 
will,  it  is  hoped,  render  its  insertion  highly 
acceptable  to  all  that  read  it.  Refers 
mg  to  the  ministers  she  then  heard,  she 
says:— 

"  I  frequented  their  ministry,  though  at 
that  time  I  was  in  darkness,  and  a  stranger 
to  myself:  but  it  pleased  the  Lord  that  a 
relation  of  my  father^s,  an  old  man,  who 
often  visited  our  family,  should,  as  I  believe, 
be  the  instrument  in  his  hand,  to  discover  to 
me  what  I  was  by  nature  and  practice,  and 
that  I  must  seek  an  interest  in  the  blood 
of  a  crucified  Saviour,  or  for  ever  perish. 
My  convictions  of  sin  gradually  increased, 
and  I  saw  myself  to  be  one  of  the  most  sin- 
ful, depraved  creatures.  Sometimes  I  was 
almost  driven  to  despair  of  obtaining  mercy. 
I  thought  I  was  such  a  vile  rebel  against 
God,  that  there  was  no  mercy  for  me.  At 
other  times,  I  was  encouraged  to  hope  for 
mercy  from  the  precious  promises  of  God, 
such  as :  '  They  that  wait  on  the  Lord  shall 
renew  their  strength.*  That  passage  also 
in  John  iii.  was  powerfully  impressed  upon 
my  mind,  where  our  Lord  says  to  Nicodemus, 
'  Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see 
the  kingdom  of  God  ;*  and  it  was  also  im- 
pressed upon  my  mind,  that  except  I  expe- 
rienced dxis  divine  chai^^  unless  my  sins 
were  pardoned,  and  I  was  accepted  of  God, 
I  never  must  know  happiness,  either  in  this 
world,  or  that  which  is  to  come.  As  I  was 
persuaded  all  this  was  attainable,  I  was  de- 
termined, through  divine  grace,  not  to  stop 
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short  of  the  great  bleanng.  I  remembery 
however,  that  I  was  about  two  years  in 
bondage.  But  the  Lord^s  time  for  my  deli- 
verance came,  and  he  manifested  his  pardon- 
ing mercy  to  my  soul.  That  was  a  day 
never  to  be  forgot.  On  the  evening  of  the 
tubbath,  February  16,  1794,  while  engaged 
in  prayer  and  meditation,  the  Lord  qpake 
peace  to  my  troubled  soul,  and  gave  me  to 
fed  I  was  acceptrd  through  the  blood  of 
Christ  shed  for  me.  I  then  experienced  that 
joy  and  consolation  of  spirit,  that  I  think  the 
tongue  of  an  angel  cannot  describe.  I  can 
never,  therefore,  praise  the  Lord  enough  for 
bis  goodness,  who  loosed  me  from  that  state 
of  bondage,  and  gave  me  to  rejoice  in  God 
my  Saviour.  I  thought  if  I  had  a  thousand 
hearts  I  would  give  them  all  to  the  Lord  who 
had  done  so  much  for  me.  O  w^at  I  then 
felt  for  my  near  and  dear  relations.  I  thought 
they  were  strangers  to  the  peace  that  I  en- 
joyed ;  nay,  the  desire  of  my  soul  was  that 
all  the  world  would  come  to  Jesus,  and  ex- 
perience  his  pardoning  love.  I  then  thought 
I  was  done  with  the  burden  of  guilt  and  sin, 
and  that  my  mountain  should  stand  strong 
rejoicing  in  the  Lord  and  the  light  of  his 
countenance,  but  since  then,  alas!  I  have 
found  many  things  to  grapple  with,  and  have 
often  to  mourn  •  over  a  depraved  heart,  and 
to  lament  after  an  absent  God.  Biit  the 
Lord  knows  my  heart,  and  that  it  is  my 
greatest  grief  and  burden,  that  I  live  no  more 
to  his  glory  than  I  do.'* 

It  was  in  the  course  of  the  same  year 
in  which  she  experienced  this  great 
change,  that  she  became  acquainted  wilh 
the  worthy  man,  who  was  afterwards  her 
busbaod,  Mr.  Christopher  SpeDQe»  k»ng  an 
rminently  useful  member  aod  deacon  of 
the  church  in  Hamsterley.  Their  first 
interview,  which  was  always  regarded  by 
them  as  particularly  providential,  led  to 
mutual  esteem  on  christian  principles  A 
correspondence  henceforward  took  place, 
characterized  by  all  that  delicacy  and 
teriousness,  which  become  professors  of 
the  name  of  Christ.  This  continued  ra- 
ther more  than  two  years,  v^hen  they  were 
happily  united  in  closer  relationship,  by 
the  holy  band  of  matrimony,  December  1, 
1796.  In  the  May  following  she  was 
baptised  on  a  profession  of  her  faith,  and 
added  to  the  church  of  which  her  husband 
was  a  member  on  the  2n€l  of  June,  a 
circumstance  which  afibrded  the  greatest 
joy  to  all  the  parties  concerned. 

About  eleven  months  after  her  marriage 


she  became  the  mother  of  a  son,  but  was 
so  reduced  that  her  recovery  was  despaired 
of.  The  utmost  serenity  of  mind  wan, 
howerer,  enjoyed  by  her,  and,  in  answer 
to  many  prayers,  she  was  restored  to 
health.  She  afterwards  became  tbv  mo- 
ther  of  three  other  sons,  one  of  whom  died 
in  infancy,  a  circumstance  which  she  bore 
with  that  equanimity  which  she  so  pre- 
eminently possessed,  and  so  constaoUy 
exhibited.  The  remainiog  period  of  her 
sojourn  on  earth  was  little  varied  from  the 
ordinary  routine  of  village  life,  except  by 
occasional  illness.  This  at  times  was  so 
severe  as  to  endanger  life  itself,  but  it 
pleased  the  Lord  to  raise  her  up  from 
many  a  severe  fit  of  distress,  and  to  pro- 
long her  existence,  till  she  arrived  at 
the  alloted  boundary  of  the  life  of  man, 
three  score  years  and  ten.  It  ws^no  un- 
usual circumstance,  however,  with  her 
to  affirm,  and  that  with  a  modesty  all  her 
own,  when  she  experienced  recovery  from 
severe  indisposition,  that  she  felt  rather 
disappointed.  She  bad  the  expectation 
of  enjoying  a  happy  release  from  a  body 
of  sin  and  death,  and  this  was  combined 
with  a  desire  to  depart  and  to  be  with 
Christ,  which  is  far  better.  Her  wish  was 
at  length  granted.  The  last  illness  did 
come ;— she  was  prepared  for  it  and  ripe 
for  glory.  Her  friends  would  rather,  had 
it  been  the  divhae  will,  that  she  had  stayed 
sometime  longer  among  them,  for  her 
unspeakable  gain  was  their  beary  loss. 
But  this  could  not  be,  the  summons  came, 
and  she  must  put  off  mortality. 

She  attended  the  prayer  meeting  of  the 
church  on  Monday  evening,  when  she 
appeared  as  well  as  usual.  Next  day  she 
took  cold,  but  ventured  out  in  the  even- 
ing to  another  place  of  worship,  and  in 
doing  so  increased  her  previous  indis|io- 
sition.  On  the  Wednesday  she  grew  still 
worse.  She,  however,  continued  to  attend 
to  her  domestic  concerns  and  deeds  of 
charity  in  the  course  of  the  day.  At  eight 
she  retired  to  rest  about  the  usual  hour. 
During  the  night  fever  raged  in  a  high 
degree,  and  in  the  morning,  about  nine 
o*clock,  an  evident  and  unexpected  al- 
teration became  visible.  Her  pastor  wa^ 
sent  for,  and  he  prayed  with  her,  and  soon 
after  intimated  to  ber  and  her  sorrowing 
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bnbnody  tiiat  tlie  trying  moment  of  |>art. 
ing  was  nearly  come.  The  good  old  man 
retired  to  pray,  and  while  he  was  engaged 
in  the  holy  exercise,  the  spirit  of  bis  be- 
loved partner  took  its  flight  to  the  regions 
of  immortality.  She  died  as  she  bad  liyed, 
pladdly  breathing  her  soul  into  the  bands 
of  her  maker. 
On  Sunday,  the  20th  of  NoTember,  her 


mortal  remains  were  committed  to  the 
grave,  and  her  death  was  improved,  to 
the  large  and  attentive  congregation,  who 
assembled  to  evince  their  last  token  of 
respect  for  her  memory,  from  Rev.  xiv. 
13,  14:  <<And  I  beard  a  Toice  from 
heaven,  saying.  Blessed  are  the  dead,** 
ice.

Mercury  will  be  seen  as  a  perfectly  round 
black  spot  on  the  sun  from  two  minutes  sfber 
nine  in  the  morning,  Greenwich  time  by  the 
sun-dial,  till  fifty-three  minutes  afier  three  in 
the  afternoon.  By  a  well  regulated  dock  at 
Greenwich  it  is  expected  that  the  transit  will 
begin  one  minute  before  nine,  by  Mercury's 
entering  on  the  Sun's  eastern  limb  at  three 
quarters  of  the  distance  from  the  top  to  the 
middle  of  that  limb ;  and,  after  passing  to- 
wards the  Sun's  western  limb  for  six  hours 
and  fifty-one  minutes,  Mercui-y  will  quit  that 
limb,  no  more  to  be  seen  in  England  as  croes^ 
ing  the  Sun's  disc  till  Thursday  afternoon. 
May  the  8th,  1845;  and  no  transit  of  Venus 
over  the  Sun's  disc  will  be  visible  in  England 
till  Wednesday  afternoon  the  6th  of  Decern- 
her,  1882.

BAPTIST  CONTINENTAL  SOCIETY. 

(Continued  from  p.  158.) 
( JExtracta  from  Correspondence.  J 

Stnubourg,  February,  I8S2. 
I  arrived  here  macb  later  than  I  expected, 
owing  to  the  badness  of  the  roads  and  some 
days  very  severe  weather.  A  journey  of 
nearly  400  miles  is  not  so  easily  performed, 
especially  at  this  season,  but  it  is  all  past  and 

I  do  rejoice. Recruited  in  strength 

and  revived  in  spirit,  I  sallied  forth  the  next 
morning  in  search  after  Missionary  work.  I 
seldom  go  far  before  opportunities  present 
themselves.  On  arriving  at  the  place  d^  Armes, 
I  found  some  people  assembled^  composed 
chiefty  of  soldiers^  whom  I  began  addressing 
in  French  on  the  subject  of  regeneration. 
They  were  at  first  much  amused  with  the 
novelty  of  the  case,  as  is  general  everywhere, 
but  after  that  their  first  merriments  (to  which 
ihe  missionary  preacher  should  pay  no  atten- 
tion) had  subsided,  they  became,'  by  degrees, 
fli^re  and  more  serious.  The  Lord  enabled 
me  to  preach  for  more  than  an  hour,  and  long 
before  I  concluded,  I  had  the  pleasure,  to 
number  among  my  hearers  seven  young  Ca- 
tholic priests  in  full  canonicals.  I  like  com- 
ing in  contact  with  those  gentlemen.  Some  of 
the  country  people  who  had  listened  came 
and  asked  me  when  I  would  preach  again, 
and  others  lamented  that  they  did  not  under* 
stand  me.  On  inquiry  I  found  that  several 
were  Germans,  and  as  they  seemed  anxiows 
to  hear  the  Gospel,  I  promised  them  if  they 
would  come,  that  I  would  preach  again  in 
German  that  afternoon  in  the  same  place. 

1  sent  an  old  drummer  round  the 

town  giving  notice  that  an  American  Mis- 
sionary would  preach  in  such  place,  at  such 
hour ;  and  never,  with  the  exception  of  De- 
vonshire, had  I  beheld  such  a  concourse 
cf  people. —  I  ascended  an  old  table 

and  again  preached  on  the  necessity  of  regene- 
ratioa.  I  preached  to  the  poor,  and  the  rich 
and  learned  understood  my  meaning  where  an 
expression  was  a  little  wrong.  When  the 
service  was  concluded,  and  after  I  had  offered 
np  gratitude  to  Him  who  had  helped  me,  and 
diroeled  so  many  souls  to  come  to  hear  the 
gotpd  of  salvation,  I  descended,  when  an  old 
pcaaant  requested  permission  to  sing  one  of 
Luther's  psafans,  beginning  (when  translated) 

.*  The  earth  is  sunk  in  soft  repose.* 
It  is  an  evening  hymn,  seemingly  familiar  to 
the  Gfrnjans.     My  dearest  brother,  I   can 


scarcely  describe  any  more — ^my  feelings  were 
carried  away.  Thousand  voices  joined  m  the 
sacred  song.  The  air  is  heavenly,  the  even- 
ing was  fine,  and  with  a  soul  fijnd  of  sacred 
music  I  was  lost  in  admiration.  German  sing- 
iog  and  German  sacred  music — I  dare  say  no 
more.  Oh !  had  the  heart  been  filled  with 
Christian  love  1  am  sure  it  would  have  been 
a  holiday  of  angels.  It  took  me  nearly  an 
hour  and  a  half  before  I  could  get  away,  every 
one  of  the  Germans  would  shake  me  by  the 
hand,  When  will  you  come  again  ?  you  most 
come  to  K  ^  Sir>  to  B-  ,  Sir,  to— to 
«->to— ,  in  £iet,  there  was  no  end  of  names. 
I  promised  to  satisfy  every  one,  and,  the  Lord 
willing,  and  the  Society  permitting,  I  will 
keep  my  promise.  I  was  much  exhausted,  and 
my  mind  greatly  agitated ;  I  therefore  sought 
my  little  room  where,  unperceived  by  men,  I 
could  weep  ia  secret :  nine  were  tears  of  joy 

and  gratitude  mingled  together. i— My 

bountiful  supply  of  Bibles  is  nearly  expended ; 
seven  only  remain,  which  I  intend  to  give 
away  in  Kehl  to-morrow.  I  had  so  nicely  ar- 
ranged it,  that  I  had  Bibles  sent  before  me 
everywhere  in  the  road,  though  the  expenie 
of  carriage  was  rather  heavy.  I  have  met 
with  some  Baptists  here,  but  they  differ  very 
much  from  us ;  they  are,  however,  very  much 
respected.  About  Nancy  they  are  in  great 
numbers,  yet  they  have  no  regular  churches. 
To  Baptism  by  immersion  they  seem  much 
opposed.  Accuse  me  not  of  presumption  whea 
I  assure  you  that  I  intend  and,  the  Lord  wiQ- 
ing,  am  determined  to  form  a  Baptist  church 
on  the  English  plan,  &c 

I  am  just  returned  from  K >  after  a 

preaching  excursion.  Yesterday  beiiij^ 

the  day  appointed  to  ballot  for  conscripts,  I 
went  there  early,  in  the  expectation  to  find 
something  to  do  in  our  Master's  work,  and, 
with  sincerest  gratitude,  rejoice  in  not  beio; 
disappointed.  At  1 1  o'clock  the  young  men 
summoned  appeared  accompanied  by  every 
one  near  and  dear  to  them.  It  was  a  scene 
of  fiunily  sorrow — a  day  of  great  uneasioess 
to  parents  and  children—  to  sisters  and  br<^ 
there — ^to  friends  and  relatives.  The  con- 
course was  large  considering  the  place.  The 
lot  was  soon  to  be  cast  that  wonM  separate 
for  six  years,  perhaps,  forever!  a  beloved 
child  from  an  affectionate  parent.  It  would 
fill  a  volume  were  I  to  attempt  a  description 
of  what  I  witnessed,  besides  that  it  wonU 
require  an  abler  pen  than  ntine;  suffice  it  to 
say>  that  I  beheld  all  the  struggles  of  the 
parental  heart,  and  all  the  agonies  of  tht 
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child,  fesring  lest  it  would  be  torn  from  a 
cherished  home  and  from  every  thing  that 
iiAtiire  can  render  dear.  1 83rmpathised  wiik 
vrerf  sorrow,  and  in  secret  thanked  the  Lord 
who  evidently  had  sent  me  there  to  be  tho 
bearer  of  eoiUMdation  to  some  afflicted  souJL 
Whilst  the  antheritiea  were  preparing  the 
&tal  am  and  the  lots  that  were  to  decide  the 
destinies  of  many,  I  ascended  a  ooantiy  wag« 
gon»  and  requeated  of  €kb  assembled  multitnde 
their  attention  ;  aosne  of  the  cooatry  pMple 
aheady  knew  me.  I  was  soon  generally 
known,  and,  indeed,  they  listened  with  deep 
attention.  My  text  was,  «  Give  unto  Ciesar,*' 
fce.  I  dwdt  partienlarly  (aeeerding  to  the 
occasion)  on  the  datiea  of  obedienee  to  civil 
governments,  whilst  I  impressed  on  the  minds 
sf  asy  hearcn  tlie  necessity  in  the  perform- 
aaee  of  every  duty  wfaeDy  to  give  the  heart 
ap  to  Gkid.  I  strove  to  point  ont  the  way 
Vf  whidi  preifitably  to  serve  both,  and  the 
nwarda  that  would  inevitably  follow,  did  we 
act  with  zeal  and  sincerity.  Christ  ought  to 
be  the  modeL  He  hesitated  not  to  leave  has 
earthly  parents  to  serve  his  heavenly  one ;  and 
I  concluded  by  assuring  them,  that  He  was  in 
the  BBidst  €i  ns^  though  we  could  not  see  liim, 
aod  that  He  would  gladly  attend  to  ear 
prayers  were  they  addi^ssed  to  Him  in  spirit 
and  in  truth*  I  had  myself  prayed  with  all 
esnMstoess  before  I  commenced,  and  yon 
must  have  prayed  for  me  too  for  I  waa  qnito 
at  home — nay,  I  frit  greatly  blessed.  When 
at  last  we  all  joined  in  prayers,  many  a  loud 
amen  fully  proved  that  there  were  some  who 
knew  how  to  pray.  Afterwards  more  than  one 
mother  begged  of  me  once  more  to  speak  to 
her  son.  There  were  only  seventeen  fatal 
lots  out  of  107,  and  yet  I  had  only  Bibles  for 
six  of  thenr ;  to  the  rest  I  gave  tracts  with 
the  promise  that  they  also  should  have  theirs. 
The  whole  of  my  bountiful  supply  is  ex- 
pended. The  demand  after  Bibles  among 
the  poor  is  immense,  tracts  I  have  yet  for  two 

or  thxee  w«eks. Since  I  am  on  the 

subject  of  charity,  allow  me^  my  much  bek>ved 
brother,  to  intreat  you  yet  more  (if  such  a 
thing  is  possible)  to  inculcate  that  principle 
on  the  minds  of  your  precious  flock.  I  begin 
to  think  that  we  can  never  be  too  charitable 
or  too  benevolent ;  you  yoursdf  cannot  know 
what  a  pleasure  it  is  to  receive,  and  how  much 
it  awakens  with  the  natural  feelings  of  grati- 
tude those  of  religion,  since  you  are  accus- 
tomed to  give  only.  But  I,  who  have  for 
aome  years  been  an  object  of  Christian  bene- 
vflieacOj  can  speak  from  experience  ;  1  know, 
therefoce,.what  it  is,  and  how  often  my  poor 
heart  has  been  almost  overpowered  with  joy 
when  I  received,  and  with  sorrow  when  I 
had  nothing  to  give ;  never  yet  did  I  give 
a  shilling  but  that  I  received  two,  and  with 


those  two,  two  vaon  opportunities  to  be  happy 
myself,  and  to  behold  a  suffering  brother  or 
sister  happy  also.     But  I  am  deviating  from 
my  sub^t.     The  whole  of  my  evoiing  yes* 
terday  was  spent  in  prayers  widi  those  fami- 
lies who  were  doomed  to  separate.     There 
was  some  precious  seed  sown.  May  the  Lord 
in  his  mercy  water  it  and  produce  an  increase  I 
At  six  o'clock  this,  morning  I  set  out  to  re- 
turn here.     A  numWr  of  country   i^pU 
were  bringing  their  goods  to  the  maiVel,  l^y* 
.  road  was  lined  with  foot  passengen,  aai  my 
.walk  was  a  continued  sermon  *'  on  the  love 
of  Christ.**  It  rained  heavily  yet  we  did  not 
feel  it  s  our  conversation  wasdcUghtfuL-^-^ 
Tie  other  day  I  assisted  at  a  soldier's  fu, 
•crdi ;  it  \r9a  another  imposing  scene,  and  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  addrees  the  soldiery. 
It  is  the   custom  to  ire  a  salute  over  the 
grave.     The  tri^obmrtd^  aieo  is  waved 
over  it.     I  requested  permission  of  the  h'eu. 
tenant   to  speak   a  few  words,   which  was 
readily  granted.  When  I  dvrelt  on  the  charac- 
ter of  ^e  Christian  soldier,  of  the  celestial 
banner, — endeavoured  to  draw  a  comparison 
betwe«a  a  country's  gratitude  and  a  heavenly 
reward,— >the  one  generally  ceases  at  thefimerid 
tfter  afew  shiMrt-lived  years;  the  other  awaits 
us  in  the  grave  and  never  ends,  I  bade  them 
choose,  and  dosed,  as  usual,  with  pra^^er.    It 
was  scnnethinf  strange,  I  was  requested  to 
visit  some  of  their  sick  friends  in  the  hospital 
who  were  preparing  for  the  long  march.     I 
ask  no  better^  the  task  is  so  pleasing,  notwith- 
standing  that  I   an   in  continual  exercise 
(often  night  and  day)  yet  it  seems  that  I  do 
but  little.     Oh !  how  few  are  our  days,  how 
long  eternity,  and  haw  awful  oux  responsi- 
bility as  servants  of  the  Lend.  Do  our  Chris- 
tien  iMrethren  pray  enough  for  us,  and  do  we 
pray  enough  ourselves?    *'  Watoh  and  pray," 
is  die  command)  Sbc. 


I  have  so  many  reasons  to  be  gratefid,  that 
were  I  ceotinusJIy  ofiering  up  my  praises 
and  dianksg^vings  to  our  gracious  Father  in 
heaven,  and  to  his  dear  Son,  I  should  still  be 
unaUe,  in  Uie  smallest  measiu'e,  duly  to  ac- 
knowledge even  the  slightest  of  h»  blessings. 
The  Lord  manifestly  intends  to  bless  my  la- 
bours, poor  and  humlMe  as  they  are.  I  can 
say,  with  truth,  that  he  does  not  look  to  the 
creature  but  to  the  intentions  of  theheait; 
and  wit^  tenderness,  love,  and  mercy,  he 
leads  me  along,  pointing  out  the  way  where- 
by to  gk)rify  him,  and  the  season  when 
he  wisiMs  me  to  put  the  hand  to  the  plough* 
From  last  Sabbath,  I  think  our  little 
church  in  Strasbourg  may  date  its  birth.—'— 
Friday  and  Satarday  we  made  excursions  in 
ike  country  Ibr  the  purpose  of  inviting  m 
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many  Baptttt  bretbren  u  we  could  meet ', 
with,  and  who  would  feel  an  indination 
to  assist  at  our  little  rdigions  cewmony,  to 
join  us  at  regular  worship.  1  had  engaged 
an  unoccupied  room  (formerly  occupied  as  a 
billiard  room)  as  a  chapel  for  the  day,  and 
expecting  about  forty  members,  had  also 
prorided  that  number  of  chairs.  Sabbath 
morning  at  9  o'clock,  our  congregation 
began  to  assemble,  and  at  10  our  sernoe 
commenced.  We  sang  German  psalms  and 
hymns.  From  the  circumstance  that  many 
of  my  hearers  did  not  understand  German  1 
was  obliged  to  preach  in  French.  My  text. 
Acts  iL  38,  89 :  afterwards  we  proceeded  to 
the  bridge  crossing  the  Rhine,  and  there,  in 
the  presence  of  a  great  many  people,  brother 
W —  became  one  of  ours,  as  he  had  some- 
time been  one  of  Christ's  dear  children. 
Another,  a  German  Baptist,  followed  his  ex- 
ample; I  had  an  excellent  opportunity  to 
address  the  people,  many  of  whom  appeared 
yery  serious.  In  the  afternoon,  at  three 
o'clock,  we  again  met  together,  to  celebrate 
the  Lord's  Supper.  In  the^  evening,  at  six, 
we  had  again  service;  the  room  was  now 
crowded  to  excess:  it  would  contain,  as  I 
suppose,  nearly  three  hundred.  I  was  re- 
quested to  preach  in  French,  and  took  foi 
text  1  Cor.  V.  7,  8  :  '<  Christ,  our  passover, 
is  sacrificed  for  us,  therefore  let  us  keq)  the 
feast  not  with  the  old  leaven,"  &c. 


By  my  letter  firom 


I  informed  you 


of  some  unsuccessful  attempts  to  preach 
there, — ^perseverance  is  always  rewarded, — 
I  had  nothing  in  view  but  my  Lord's  glory, 
and  he  graciously  blessed  my  humble  labours; 
not  only  did  I  obtain  auditors,  but  the  chief 
Cur^  of  that  town,  who  had  three  times  lis- 
tened to  me,  was  so  touched  by  some  of  my 
arguments  on  the  text,  **  Search  the  Scrip- 
tures," that  he  desired  to  mak^  my  acquaint- 
ance, and  the  result  was  an  order  for  one 
hundred  Bibles  and  Testaments,  which  he 
promised  to  distribute,  at  his  own  expense, 
among  ina  parishioners.  Many  of  our  breth- 
ren here  despise  preaching  in  the  air,  still  it 
is  the  only  way  to  come  at  sinners,  and  to 
make  known  God's  infinite  love. 

We  yesterday  passed  across  some  of  the 
mountains,  for  the  sole  object  of  diMOvering 
Baptist  brethren,  whose  habitations  are  scat- 
tered about  everywhere.  Our  journey  was 
not  unsncoeasfol,  although  we  did  not  meet 
with  as  many  as  we  expected,  owing  to 
having  taken  a  wrong  direction  on  our  out- 
set. A  little  dissappointed  in  one  way,  we 
were  happy  in  another,  because  we  had  op- 
portunities of  distributing  tracts  and  testa- 
■lents  to  people  who  seemed  highly  grateful 


to  reodve  ihem.  We  had,  moreover,  very 
interesting  conversations  on  rdigions  subjects 
with  both  Lutherans  and  CatholiGS.  I  wodd 
have  attempted  to  preach,  but  could  not  meet 
with  congregations,  because  the  principd 
part  of  the  inhabitants  were  busy  in  the 
vineyards,  only  the  old,  the  infirm,  and  chil- 
dren were  at  home.  Everywhere  we  fouDd 
that  the  Methodists  have  established  Tract 
Sodeties,  which,  to  all  appearance,  promise 
much  good.  Let  us  praise  the  Lord  fiir  this 
ddigh^ul  work.  One  diing  alone  renders  me 
a  little  unhappy,  that  is,  that  the  Baptists 
seem  not  to  enter  fully  into  the  beauty  and 
exceUency  of  such  a  laudable  undertaking,  or 
that  they  are  not  invited  to  join  in  it. 

Since  my  last  letter,  I  have  been  engaged 
in  much  ddightful  labonr,  eepedally  ammig 
Baptist  brethren.  I  have  convoked  assemblies 
in  different  parts  of  this  neighbourhood, 
and  the  Lord  has  permitted  me  to  address  a 
far  greater  number  than  I  anticipated.  I 
have  spoken  to  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty 
men/ women,  and  children.  I  have  invariably 
found  them  a  simple  pe<^le,  some  extremely 
ignorant,  but  generdly  well  meaning.  I 
must  leave  them  for  some  time,  but  I  tmst 
I  shall  aee  them  again.  They  begin  to  have 
much  more  confidence  in  me  since  they  per- 
odve  that  I  am  redly  in  earnest,  and  eqw- 
dally  because  I  ask  no  money  firom  them. 


DOMESTIC. 

PERSECUTIONS  IN  JAMAICA. 

Our  readers  are  already  aware  that  our 
Missionary  brethren  in  the  above  island, 
have  of  late  been  subject  to  the  most 
bitter  persecutions^-their  lives  endan- 
gered, and  their  places  of  worship  levelled 
to  the  ground.  It  is  not  our  intentioD  to 
detail  the  particulars  connected  with  (bis 
melancholy  specimen  of  human  depravityi 
this  will  be  supplied  from  another  source, 
all  that  we  intend,  and  all  that  we  have 
time  for  at  this  late  period  of  the  month, 
is  simply  to  report  the  proceedings  of  a 
meeting  which  has  been  called  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Baptist  Mitfiooary  So- 
ciety in  reference  to  this  painful  subject 
On  Wednesday  the  26th,  a  Meeting 
was  held  at  the  Rev.  A.  Fletcher's  Cbapel, 
Finsbury.    The    Rev.    E.  Stcane  com- 
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neDced  by  giving  out  Pialm  xWi.,  the 
Kev.  Isaiah  Birt  read  a  portion  of  the 
Scripture  and  prayed,  after  which  Broad- 
ley  Wilson,  Esq.  was  called  to  the  chair ; 
the  Secretary  then  read  the  instructions 
given  by  the  Committee  to  our  MiMioo- 
aries  to  the  West  Indies,  prior  to  their 
leaving  England,  which  are  most  satis- 
factory  in  reference  to  recent  occur- 
rences— and  also  extracts  from  the  letters 
of  our  Missionary  brethren  under  their 
preseut  circuuastances  of  privation  and 
peril. 

After  which  the  fallowing  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted  :— 

Resolution  Ist — amoved  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cox 
and  seconded  by  W.  B.  Gumey,  Esq. — That 
the  information  communicated  to  this  meet- 
ing with  reference  to  the  events  which  have 
recently  befidlen  the  Baptist  Mission  in  Ja- 
maica, calls  for  the  liveliest  sympathy  on 
behalf  of  our  oppressed  and  persecuted 
brethren ;  -while,  at  the  same  time,  fervent 
gratitude  is  due  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
gracious  preservation  of  the  lives  of  them- 
selves and  their  fimiilies  in  the  midst  of  the 
most  appalling  dangers. 

Resolution  2nd — moved  by  Rev.  Caleb 
Birt,  and  seconded  by  J.  Pewtress,  Esq. — 
That  since  the  establishment  of  the  Mission, 
at  the  request  of  a  respectable  proprietor  on 
the  island,  in  the  year  1813,  it  has  been  ren- 
dered, under  the  blessing  of  God,  eminently 
useful  in  diffusing  the  light  of  Divine  Truth 
among  the  n^^ro  and  coloured  population, 
providing  education  for  many  of  their  chil- 
dren, and  effecting  a  decided  improvement  in 
their  inteUectual  character  and  temporal  con- 
dition, and  that  in  these  important  labours, 
seventeen  Missionaries  were  recently  emnloyed, 
who  occupied  more  than  forty  different  sta- 
tions, and  had  nearly  80,000  persons  under 
their  religious  care. 

Resolution  Srd — moved  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bur- 
nett, and  seconded  by  Rev.  Alexander  Fletcher 
— That  although  the  beneficial  tendency  of 
Missionary  labours  in  Jamaica  has  been  ac- 
knowledged by  many  of  the  proprietors,  some 
of  whom  have  spontaneously  contributed  to 
their  support  and  extension,  there  has,  not- 
withstanding, long  existed  a  spirit  of  ground- 
less and  inveterate  hostility,  which,  since  the 
recent  disturbances  in  iJae.  island,  has  in- 
creased to  an  unparalleled  extent — ^loading  the 
characters  of  our  Missionary  brethren  with 
accusations  of  the  most  heinous  crimes,  sub- 
jecting them  to  unjust  and  cruel  imprison- 
ment, placing  their  lives  in  the  most  immi- 
nent danger,  wantonly  and  illegally  destroy- 


ing the  property  of  the  Sodety  to  a  Uvgt 
amount,  and  finally,  devising  measures  to 
expel  our  Missionaries  altogether  fi*om  the 
country. 

Resolution  4th — amoved  by  Rev.W.Groeer, 
and  seconded  by  Rev.  J.  Hoby — That  this 
meeting,  gratefully  acknowledging  the  prompt 
and  eflbctual  protection  afforded  to  Christian 
Misrionaries  on  former  occasions  of  difficulty 
and  danger,  by  His  Majesty's  Government, 
earnestly  appeal  to  the  same  quarter  now, 
imploring  redress  for  the  injuries  sustained 
by  the  Society,  and  security  fi>r  its  Mission- 
aries in  future ;  while  it  commends  these 
brethren  to  the  a£kctionate  and  prayerful 
regards  of  their  fellow  Christians,  and  to  the 
guardian  care  of  Hun  in  whose  service  they 
are  engaged. 

After  these  resolutions  were  passed,  the 
Rev.  J.  Ivimey  delivered  a  voluntary 
address  to  the  IVIeeting,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Dyer  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Minister  and  Trustees  of  the  place  for 
their  loan  of  the  Chapel.  <*  Praise  God,*' 
&c.  was  then  sung  and  the  assembly 
dispersed. 


ANTI  SLAVERY  SOCIETY. 

The  following  energetic  letter,  dated 
April  23dy  1832,  was  written  by  a  most 
benevolent  lady  to  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee  of  the  Anti-Slavery  Society,  sug- 
gesting the  propriety  of  some  further  ex- 
ertions being  made  in  aid  of  the  pro- 
posed measure  of  Mr.  Buxton,  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  House  of  Commons  on  the 
24th  of  May. 

My  dear  Friend, 

Pardon  the  liberty  I  now  take,  in  address- 
ing thee  so  early  after  your  pleasant  visit  to 
us,  and  of  intruding  on  thy  precious  timcj 
but,  as  it  is  on  the  subject  so  near  to  our 
hearts,  perhaps  the  apology,  need  not  extend 
to  another  line. 

Yesterday,  when  walking  through  the 
fields  to  our  evening  meeting,  my  sister  and 
self  were  greeted  by  a  young  man,  whose 
heart  was  warm  with  philanthropy,  and 
what  he  said  gave  rise  to  thoughts  which  so 
expanded  my  own  and  took  such  entire  pos- 
session of  my  mind,  that  passive  waiting 
upon  our  great  Master  was  out  of  the  ques- 
tion, and  my  whole  being  seemed  absorbed 
in  fervent  prayer,  that  it  might  be  the  gra- 
cious will  of  Him  in  whose  hand   are  all 
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things,  to  fvlfil  it-^tiie  immediate^  the  to- 
la/ abolition  of  aiavefy.  The  youth  had 
•aid,  **  What  is  the  reason  we  cannot  have 
a  county  meeting  for  the  abolition  of  alatery? 
I  would  not  mind  going  through  the  county 
myself  to  give  notice  of  it.  I  do  not  think 
it  is  enough  just  to  send  these  resolutions  to 
oar  members ;"  with  more  expressions  need- 
less to  mention,  which  set  the  tune  of  my 
thoughts,  and  raised  than  to  a  purpose  of 
aibolition  of  slavery  before  die  present  Parlia* 
ncnt  is  dissolred ;  that  our  present  mem- 
bers may  have  the  honour  of  being  in- 
strumental in  bringing  it  to  an  end;  that 
as  the  old  system  finished  the  slame  trade 
(nominally)  so  the  old  system  may  finish 
davery,  without  the  humiliation  of  its 
being  sud,  the  old  could  not;  we  were 
obliged  to  have  a  reform  to  do  it:  and  it 
does  not  appear  to  me  enough  just  to  tell  our 
members  to  do  their  duty —it  struck  me  there 
ought  to  be  a  huge  and  new  eflfort  of  the 
British  lion  to  shake  off  these  fetters,— a 
sort  of  convulsive  earthquake  heave,  that 
shall  whirl  slavery  and  slave-holders  into  the 
■ea!  The  conduct  of  the  latter  calls  for 
juttice,  let  this  be  the  justice.  Your 
wrongs  as  Baptists  call  for  the  lifting 
up  of  your  voice :  "  Lift  it  up,  be  not 
afraid;"  let  your  giant  voices  now  be 
heard.  Convene^  send  your  commands  di- 
rectly from  Aldermanbury,  at  once  to  all 
parts  of  the  land,  ehort  and  emphatic,  shew- 
ing die  fidly  of  ofi  amelioration,  the  rdtdRon 
of  the  pUinUra,  the  slaughter  of  the  op- 
pressed.  Parliament  ought  now  to  he  taken 
ty  storm  \  and  as  they  sit  in  divan,  they 
ought  to  be  assailed,  not  as  the  grave  senators 
of  old  were,  who  sat  in  their  chairs  of  justice, 
•and  received  with  dignity,  their  mux'derers; 
but  they,  as  unjust,  should  be  assailed  by 
the  prayers,  t^  commands,  of  the  land,  to 

**  DO   JUSTLY." 

Cannot  this    be,   my  esteemed    friend  ? 

Surely   — -    will  say,  Do  not  let 

it  be  left  to  the  reformers ;  but  let  the  old 
system  retire  from  the  stage  dtnng  one  a<A 
which  may  serve  as  a  counterpoise  to  the 
many  of  their  wrong  deeds.  Whatever  you 
decide  upon  in  this  way,  and  will  promptly 
communicate,  we  hope  to  obey  with  instant 
alacrity ;  the  country  seems  ready.  Pardon 
my  freedom,  but  there  must,  for  this  pur- 
pose, be  a  still  further  personal  surrender  of 
time  on  the  part  of  our  great  guns  i  they 
must  consent  to  lend  their  mighty  roar  in 
the  provinces :  it  cannot  be  done  merely 
by  the  agenta  of  the  Committee ;  you  must 
come  yourselves ;  ~>—  also  shonld  not 
think  our  ..— — —  too  insignificant  for 
the  sacrifice  of  twenty-four  hours. 

Cannot   we   make  one  •  desperate    efibrt, 


by  interesting  some  Moles  to  hold  up  hii 
hands  on  the  mount,  and  an  Aaron  and  Hnr, 
to  support  him«  while  tie  army  struggle  in 
the  plain,  try  if  the  great  Father  will  not  give 
victory  to  the  combat  ?

Mr.  Davey,  of  Bermondsey,  asked  the  usual 
questions,  and  received  the  eonfesaion  of 
fiuth.  Mr.  Eason,  of  Homerton,  ofiered 
up  the  ordination  prayer ;  and  Mr.  Comb, 
of  Oxford  Street,  delivered  a  very  appro- 
priate and  impressive  Charge  to  the  paator» 
from  2  Tim.  iv.  2:  "Preach  the  Word;'* 
and  Mr.  Carpenter,  of  Somer*s  Town,  con» 
doded  the  morning  service  by  prayer.  For 
the  evening,  Mr.  Dickerson,  now  supplying 
at  AyliflEe  Street,  commenced  by  reading  «Bd 
prayer;  and  Mr.  Jones,  of  Mitchell  Street, 
addressed  the  church  from  Cor.  x.

Mr.  Alcott,  of 
Epping,  commenced  the  service  with  read- 
ing and  prayer ;  Mr.  Brawn,  of  Loughton, 
deUvered  the  introductory  discourse  on  the 
constitution  of  a  Christian  church,  and 
asked  the  usual  questions,  which  Mr.  Gipps 
briefly  and  satisfactorily  answered;  Mr. 
Fiach,  of  Harlow,  offered  the  ordination 
prayer;  Mr.  Hargreaves,  of  Wahham  Abbey^ 
delivered  the  Charge  from  1  Tim.  iii.  1 ; 
Mr.  Ivimey,  of  London,  preached  to  the 
people  from  Rom.  xvi.  19,  20 ;  Sir.  South- 
wood,  of  Dunmow,  offered  the  concluding

A  spirit  of  devout  seriousness  pervaded 
the  service,  and  the  congregation,  which 
was  crowded  and  respectable,  appeared  to 
feel  much  interest  and  satisfaction  in  the  so- 
lemnities of  the  day.  After  dinner  at  the 
King's  Head,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  unanim- 
ously presented  to  Mr.  Hargreaves,  for  his 
very  appropriate  and  excellent  Charge,  with 
a  request  that  he  would  publish  the  same, 
either  in  a  separate  form,  or  through  the 
medium  of  the  Baptist  Magazine,  Up- 
wards of  100  copies  were  then  subscribed 
for  by  the  company  present,  and  Mr.  H.

The  old  meeting-houM  was  in  a  very  de- 
cayed state,  and  much  too  small  for  an  in- 
creasing congregation,  which  has  rendered 
the  erectkm  of  a  new  place  abwdately  w- 
cessary.

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At  a  time  wrheii  siicb  a  fierce  controveny  is  rag iag  among  our  countrymen,  both  in 
and  out  of  parliament,  we  shall,  instead  of  aaying  any  tbiof  to  add  fuel  to  the  flamey 
supply  our  friends  with  facts,  for  the  purpose  of  shewioff  the  beneficial  multsof  tbe 
Bible  beUiff  used  as  a  school-book,  both  in  regard  to  the  schoolmasters  tbemscflTes, 
and  the  <4iil«ii>en  under  their  tuition.    We  wish  that  all  persons,  who  take  part  in 
these  warm  dincusAioiM,  werewe^l  acquainted  with  Ireland^  as  it  is,  especially  in  the 
provinces  of  Connaiig^ht  and  Monger,  In  respect  to  the  need  there  is  for  Bible  instruc- 
tion,  and  the  eagerness  of  the  Roman  Catholic  parents  to  obtain  it  for  their  chiidreB. 
Wereq  ueat  the  careful  attention  of  our  friends  to  the  remarkable/acf,  attested  by  the 
antlunni  tesAimony  nf  all  our  agents,  from  the  commencement  of  the  Society,  that  our 
Schools  have  never  been  ^tppoied^  on  4xecouni  of  the  Bible  being  taught  in  them,  hif 
any  class  in  the  Irish  community, except  THE  PRiBSTs!  Mostof^Assi, certainly,  have 
been  the  uncompromising  opponents  of  the  Schools,  not  for  the  alleged  reason  that  ftie 
RiKiian  Catholics  would  not  send  their  children,  on  account  of  the  Bible  being  taught, 
bttt^as  it  •boiild  apipear,  fromiAetV  hatred  of  scriptural  instruction :  in  this  opposition, 
bowcTf^r,  they  have  consistently  acted  wiith  the  principle  enjoined  by  the  Councilor 
Trent,  viz.,  that  the  Bible  was  n«t  a«afe  book  for  the  people  to  rsao  ! 
We  vwisb   those  persons  who  are  so  zealously  encouraging  the  plan  for  the  National 
Schoolalbr  Ireland,  viz.,  substituting  parti  of  Scripture  only  instead  of  the  whole  Bible, 
seriously  to«oiisider  whether  this  measure  will  not  appear  to  «aac/ton  that  sentiment  ? 
Win  not  the  'Roman  Catholic  priests  tell  their  people,  that  the  British  govemaient 
has,  at  length,  adopted  the  grand  principle  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  viz.,  thb  wbocje 
Scriptures  ARE  not  for  the  indiscriminate  use  of  the  people,  but 

ONLVr  SUCH  PARTS  AND  PARCELS  OF  THEM,  AND  TO    RE  USED  IN  SUCH  A  WAT, 
AS  TH B  PRIB8TS  MAY  APPRO  V  E  AND  DIRECT  I 

In  oor  -forthcomhig  pamphlet,  entitled,  <'  Triumph  of  the  Bible  in  Ire- 
land,** &c.  will  be  given  a  table  shewing,  in  distinct  colnmns,  the  aggregate  -numdier 
of  children  in  each  School ;  the  number  actually  present  in  each  at  the  last  inApecticm, 
distii^l^i«hii^  the  compacaUve  aumbecs  of  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  from 
whidi  it  wil]  appear,  that  the  lat(ber  preponderate  in  all  the  schools,  and 
that  in  some  of  those  in  Mayo,  there  is  not  a  single  ProtbstaktI  This  ac- 
count will  furnish  a  silent,  but  demonstrative  refutation,  of  the  oft-repeaAed,  but 
totally  uofoMuded  statement,  that  the  Roman  Catholics  refuse  to  send  their  children  to 
Biblb  JSchooU,

Firmty  as  r^ards  the  Itinerant  and  Sabbath 
Seriptnre  Readers  and  Schools.  There  are 
seven  Itinerant  and  nine  Sabbath  Readers 
under  my  superintendence,  three  of  the  latter 
may  also  be  considered  as  itinerants,  because 
they  devote  much  of  their  time  to  that  work, 
i  nor  can  any  of  them-  be  strictly  called  mere 
Sabbath  Headers.  Three  also  of  the  Sabbath 
Readers  are  also  school  masters,  which  gives 
them  considerable  access  to  the  parents,  and  the 
small  additional  pay  fur  reading  the  Scriptures 
on  the  Lord's  day^betters  their  circumstances. 

Secondly,  The  periods  when  they  were  em- 
pbyed  by  the  Society,  and  the  places  where 
they  reside,  are  as  follows  :  I  will  say  nothing 
about  that  late  worthy  servant  of  the  Lord, 
Thomas  Bush,  nor  of  others  now  employed 
in  the  service  of  other  Societies.  Thomas 
Bush,  though  greatly  persecuted,  served  many 
years  with  devoted  zeal  and  unblemished 
character :  he  and  Mr.  Stephen  Ryan  were 
appointed  Itinerant  Readers  in  December 
1823 ;  they  had  been  both  of  them  decided 
Roman  Catholics.  Patrick  Gunning  was 
first  employed  in  1824,  as  Sabbath  Reader 
and  was  audvanced  to  be  an  Itinerant  Irish 
Reader  in  July  1827,  he  lives  at  Ballycar, 
near  Newmarket-on-Fergus,  in  the  county 
ci  Clare,  which  b  about  fifteen  Englbh  miles 
north-west  of  Limerick;  he  is  under  the  pa^ 
tronage  of  Major  Colpoys :  he  had  been  a  Ro- 
man Catholic  but  is  now  a  pious  and  a  useful 
man.  I  baptized  him  about  five  years  ago. 
All  his  family  are  become  Protestants.  Au« 
gustine  Thynne,  was  first  employed  as  an 
Itinerant  Irish  Reader  in  April  1826 :  he  live^ 
at  Roadfi>rd,  near  Ennis  town,  county  of  Gare, 
near  the  clifib  of  the  Atlantic,  about  forty  miles 
north- north-west  of  Limerick ;  he  is  under 
the  patronage  of  Edward  Synge,  Esq. :  he  it 
was  who  gave  poor  Donellan,  who  was  shot, 
his  first  lessons  of  instruction.  He  too  had 
been  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  declares  that  he 
was  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth 
under  a  sermon  preached  by  me  about  eight 
years  ago,  when  I  preached  at  Moy,  near 
that  place,  from  Gal.  vi.  1 4,  **  God  forbid 
that  I  should  glory  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.*'  He,  and  all  his  £unily  have 
become  Protestants ;  he,  as  well  as  Gunning, 
teach  both  children  and  adults  to  read  the 
Irish  Scriptures. 

John  Nash  was  first  employed  as  a  Sabbath 
Reader  in  182S;  in  1826  as  a  School-master 
and  Irish  Sabbath  Reader,  and  in  July,  1830, 
he  was  appointed  to  be  Itinerant  Irish  Scrip- 
ture Reader.  As  he  is  entirely  Irish  he  is  just 
suited  to  the  work  assigned  him.  He  has 
read  and  circulated  the  Irish  Scriptures  most 
extensively,  and   taught    hundreds   to   read 


them.  Ha  was  a  Roman  Catholic  when  I 
first  met  with  him.  He  is  now  a  pious  de- 
voted man,  and  he  and  all  his  £unily  are  be- 
come Protestants !  He  lives  at  Bog  Mount, 
near  Kilrush,  about  sixty  miles  west  of  Lime- 
rick, in  the  county  of  Cliire,  and  is  under  the 
patronage  of  Captain  Cox:  he  has  snfiered 
great  persecution,  which  is  the  case  with  uur 
agents  in  general  in  this  county. 

Michael  Bush  was  first  employed  as  Sab- 
bath Reader  in  1826,  and  was  advanced  to 
the  itinerant  Irish  readership  at  the  time  of 
his  brother  Thomas'  death  in  1 829 ;  he  lives 
at  Moynoc,  near  Scariff ;  he  and  all  his  fa- 
mily have  become  Protestants.  Moynoc  is 
in  the  county  of  Clare,  about  twenty-four 
miles  north-east  of  Limerick. 

Wm.  Wall  was  employed  in  1 828,  as  Iti- 
nerant Scripture  Reader.  I  trust  I  have  been 
very  useful  to  him  in  bringing  him  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth.  I  cannot  speak  too 
highly  of  his  amiable  disposition,  and  pious 
spirit;  and  indulge  the  hope  that,  with  the 
instructions  which  I  give  him,  and  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Lord,  he  will  be  an  increasingly 
useful  man.  t  can  place  the  greatest  confi- 
dence in  him  with  safety :  he  is  stationed  at 
Limerick,  immediately  under  my  own  super- 
intendence* 

Michael  Lynch  was  engaged  the  1st  of  Octo- 
ber, 1829,  as  Itinerant  Scripture  Reader,  hav- 
ing for  some  time  previously  taught  the  Schotd 
at  Bushy-park.  I  have  removed  him  to  Li- 
merick, that  he  might  be  near  me,  and  re- 
ceive instruction  which  might  fit  him  for  la^ 
hour  of  an  higher  order,  in  connection  with 
his  labours  as  a  Scripture  Reader.  He  ap- 
pears to  possess  most  premising  talents,  and 
has  very  accurate  views  of  divine  truth.  I 
hope  he  will  become  a  useful  pfeacher  of  the 
everlasting  Gospel.  He  was  a  Roman  Ca- 
tholic lad,  born  and  reared  in  Kilmallock, 
county  of  Limerick,  one  of  the  darkest  towns 
in  Ireland.  I  hope  the  Lord  has  made  me  very 
useful  to  him.  His  widowed  mother,  brother, 
and  sister,  have  been  compelled  to  leave  Kil- 
mallock, where  they  were  greatly  persecuted. 

Wm.  Scales  was  engaged  in  February,  1 RS 1 , 
as  an  Itinerant  Scripture  Reader,  in  the  place 
of  Mr.  Ryan  when  he  went  to  England,  and 
who  recently  returned.  Wm.  Scales  is  placed 
under  the  patronage  of  John  B.  Finch,  Esq. 
at  Croagh,  near  Mathkeal,  county  of  Lime- 
rick, about  sixteen  miles  S.  W.  of  this  city. 
Mr.  Finch  gives  him  the  highest  character 
for  good  conduct,  ability,  and  usefulness.  I 
understand  that  a  popish  champion,  with  a 
number  of  others  in  company,  went  one  day 
where  they  expected  William  Scales  would 
read  the  Bible,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  him 
down  by  ai^rument.  Scales  did  not  expect 
the  attack ;  however,  he  completely  silenced 
thf  popish  advocate ;  the  result  was  that  tht 
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jM^e  spfl^itd  to  him  for  EngUvh-Tisitanicnte^ 
which  h«  Bent  to  me  for,  and  they  were  top' 
plied.  He  professes  to  have  been  brought  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth  under  my  preach- 
ing at  Mtbinrnky,  a  remote  and  neglected  place 
in  the  county  of  Clare,  about  eixty-two  miles 
west  from  Limerick,  about  two  years  ago. 
HiB  counn,  Joseph  Scales,  is  a  Sabbath  Reader 
at  Mahinisky;  he  is  a  sensible  man,  and  likely 
to  be  very  useful. 

Wallis  Hacket  was  employed  as  a  Sabbath 
Reader,  but  he  ^imids  much  of  his  time  in 
itinerant  Uiours,  reading  the  Irish  Scriptures. 
He  is  a  very  good  old  man,  and  has,  I  believe, 
been  made  very  unefiil  to  three  or  four  elderly 
people,  who,  I  trust,  died  in  the  Lord.  He 
was  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  is,  I  believe,  a 
real  Christian  ;  he  has  had  no  certain  resi- 
dence  since  the  death  of  his  wife.  He  more 
particularly  visits  the  parishes  of  Doonas,  Bird- 
hiU,  Killaloe,  seven,  twelve,  and  sixteen  miles 
east  of  Limerick;  and  Clonrush  in  the  county 
of  Galway,  thirty-six  miles  north-east  of  Lime- 
rick :  he  has  senred  the  Society  about  five 
years. 

Patrick  Carthy  was  employed  in  1828,  as 
Sabbath  Reader:  much  of  his  time  also  has 
been  employed  in  itinerant  labours.  He  has 
been  deprived  of  employ  at  his  trade  by  the 
persecutions  of  the  priest,  and,  with  a  large 
&mily,  was  left  to  perish.  He  was  a  Roman 
Catholic,  and  he  and  all  his  family  have  left 
popery.  The  Lord  gave  him  fiiith  to  believe 
the  truth,  which  he  heard  from  me.  He 
IiTea  at  Fruer,  about  seventy  miles  north- 
west of  Limerick,  near  thexliflb  of  the  At- 
lantic :  they  would  probably  have  been  swept 
off  the  earth  by  persecution  were  it  not  for  Cap- 
tain Cox,  who  lives  within  about  ten  miles  of 
them,  and  so  might  John  Nash  alsoand  others. 
Michael  Carthy  his  son  is  also  a  Sabbath 
Irish  Reader. 

John  Flanedy  was  appointed  a  Sabbath  Irish 
Reader,  October  1 ,  1827.  He  is  also  a  master 
of  the  Qaiefield  School  undjei  Captain  Cox  of 
Mount  Pleasant,  near  Kilrush,  about  sixty 
niles  west  from  Limerick,  in  the  county  of 
Clare.  He  was  educated  in  one  of  the  So- 
ciety's Schools,  is  very  clever  and  able  to  an- 
iwer  and  confute  any  priest  by  Scripture 
truth.  His  father  dieid  in  the  fidth  after  the 
I^td  had  converted  T.  Bnsh  by  hearing  me 
preach.  He  opened  his  house  for  me  to 
preach  when  Flanedy  heard  the  word  to  his 
•olvation ;  the  whole  family  have  long  since 
left  pqiery ;  if  I  had  room  to  state  his  history 
it  wotdd  be  most  interesting. 

Samuel  Cross  was  appointed  a  Sabbath 
reader  in  October,  18S1.  He  is  also  master 
of  the  Ballycar  School,  in  which  he  himself 
was  educated ;  he  is  a  devit  young  man,  and 
h  under  the  patronage  of  Major  Qrfpoye,  at 
BiUyciry  netr  Newm8rket-<m-FerguS|  i|bout 


fifteen  miles  north-east  of  Limerick,  in  the 
county  of  Clare. 

.James  Walsh,  was  appointed  a  Sabbath 
Reader  in  October  1 829.  Heresides  at  Birdhill, 
about  twelve  miles  east  of  Limerick,  county 
of  Tipperary.  He  was  a  Roman  Catholic  :  I 
baptiited  him  about  two  years  ago.  He  is  a 
very  correct  and  worthy  man,  well  able  to 
read  the  Irish,  and  to  stete  and  defend  the 
truth  and  to  give  a  reason  of  the  hope  that  is 
in  him ;  but  he  cannot,  like  many  others,  put 
his  mind  so  well  on  paper. 

FrancuK  Brenan  is  a  Sabbath  Reader^  and 
school  master  at  Croagh,  county  of  Limerick, 
under  John  FinchyEsq.  The  people  like  him. 
George  Dorcy  has  been  recently  appointed 
atNewmarket-on-Fergus  as  a  Sabbath  Reader: 
the  poor  man  has  been  violently  persecuted 
for  leaving  popery,  but  he  is  not  ashamed  of 
the  Gospel  of  Christ,  having  experienced  it 
to  be  **  the  power  of  God  to  his  salvation.^* 

As  to  the  Schools  under  my  care,  I  mention. 
No.  1.  Bristol  School,  Ballycar;  master,  Sa- 
muel Cross;  patron.  Major  Colpoys.  The 
fifty-two  sdiolars  are  well  instructed. 
2.  Church-street  School,  Walsh-park;  mas- 
ter, J.  Holmes ;  patnm,  Jonathan  Walsh, 
Esq.  county  of  Tipperary,  forty  miles, 
Irish,  north-east  of  Limerick.     It  has 
150  scholars. 
8.  Seven  Oaks  School,  Bushy-park,  Bur- 
riackane;  master,  Adam  Scott;  patron, 
Thomas  Towers,  Esq.  county  of  Tippe- 
rary, twenty-eight  miles  north-east  of 
Limerick.  Thereareeighty-four  scholars. 

4.  Gomer  School,  Bog  Mount,  near  Kilrush, 
fifty  miles  west  of  Limerick,  county  oi 
Clare;  master,  John  Dalton;  patron, 
Captein  Studdart.  There  are  eighty-four 
scholars. 

5.  Hary*8    Philanthropic  School,     Mount 

Shannon,  county  of  Galway,  near  thirty 
miles  north  east  of  Limerick,  county  of 
C3are ;  teacho*,  Mrs.  Ryan.  There  are 
ISO  scholars. 
6-  Norwich  School,  Birr,  King's  County, 
forty  Irish  miles  east  of  Limerick; 
teacher,  Mrs*  Soynard ;  patroness,  Miss 
F.  AntixelL  There  are  seventy-one 
scholars. 

7.  Oarefield  School,  about  fifty-two  milea 
west  of  Limerick,  county  of  Clare;  mas- 
ter, John  Flanedy;  patron,  Captain  Cox. 
There  are  ISO  scholars. 

8.  Mountpelier  Male  School,  near  O'Brieaa 
bridge,  eounty  of  Limerick,  about  nine 
miles  east  of  Limerick ;  master,  John 
McMahon;  patrons,  Hood  and  Boyd, 
Esqs.     There  are  ninety-five  scholars. 

9.  Budcfie'd  School,  county  of  Tipperary, 
.   fifteen  miles  east  of  Limerick;  master, 
.  Pat  Mahmey  ;  pation,  Archdeacon  Gal- 
way.    There  are  1 00  scholars.

14.  Anocanga  School ;  widow  Rutledge, 
teacher;  Miss  Purden,  patroness.  There 
are  thirty  three  scholars :  this  is  almost 
ruined  l^  the  priest  lately.  I  will  esta- 
blish one  which  is  called  for  elsewhere 
instead  of  it. 

15.  Croagh  School,  country  of  Limerick, 
about  fifteen  or  sixteen  miles  sooth  west 
from  Limerick;  teacher,  Francis  Brenan ; 
patron,  John  Finch,  Esq.  There  areforty- 
two  scholars,  all  Roman  Catholics^ 
and  increasing  in  number  very  fast. 

16.  Kilrndi  School,  infant  and  female,  fifty 
miles  west  of  Limerick,  county  of  Clare ; 
teacher,  Mrs.  Hussy;  patroness,  Mrs. 
C.  Studdart.  There  are  forty-four  scho- 
lars, and  increasTi^  in  numbers  fost : 
100  scholars  are  soon  expected. 

Itt  these  sixteen  Schools,  according  to  the 
last  inspectim»,  even  in  very  severe  weather, 
there  were  814  present,  1306  receiving  in- 
atruction,  of  whom  857  were  spelling  and 
alphabet  scholars,  886  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures; the  rcpetitioneis  of  which  repeated 
from  memory,  the  post  quarter,  1087  chapters. 
I  befieve  all  the  teachers  are  conscientious  and 
devoted  people ;  the  children  have  improved 
in  every  respect,  and,  I  hope,  will  praise  the 
Lord  in  time  and  in  eternity  for  the  benevo- 
lent and  merciful  advantages  afforded  them  by 
the  Society.  There  is  no  obstruction  to  the 
progress  of  scriptural  education  but  irmn  the 
priests;  and  it  iswonderfe),  notwithstanding 
this,  how  mnch  has  been  accomplished,  nur 
would  there  boon  the  face  of  the  earth  a  more 
truly  grateful  pec»ple  for  it,  or  receive  the 
Gospel  with  more  gladness  than  the  Irish. 
I  hope  the  Lord's  people  will  persevere  in  the 
good  work,  for  **  in  due  time  they  shall  reap 
if  they  faint  not,"  that  they  may  ^be  stead- 
fast, immoveable,  always  abounding  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  for  as  much  as  they  know 
that  their  labour  shall  not  be  in  vain  in  the 
Lord,**  is  the  prayer  of  the  Socisly's  devoted 
servant  tad  feflew-hibower,  W.  Tjiomas.

CALCUTTA. 

A  Letter  from  our  missionaries  at 
this  station,  dated  October  20,  men- 
tions, that    after  much  deliberation, 
they  had  engaged  a  new  associate  in 
the  service  of  the  Society,   in  the 
person  of  a  Mr.  Henry  Beddy,  raised 
up  in  the  country.     Mr.  B.  is  a  na- 
tive of  Ireland,   but  has  resided  in 
India  about   eighteen  years,  in  the 
service  of  the  £ast  India  Company. 
He  was  brought  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  truth  about  five  years  ago,  and 
baptized  in    Orissa  by  one  of  the 
brethren    connected  with    the   Ge- 
neral Baptist    Missionary    Society. 
On  removing  to  the  neighbourhood 
of  Calcutta,  he  joined  the  Lai  Ba- 
zar  Church;    and  was  led  by  de- 
grees to  engage  in  ministerial  work, 
till  at  length  he  proposed  to  resign 
his  secular   employments,  and  give 
himself  up   altogether  to  the  work, 
of  the  mission.    I'his  offer  our  es- 
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teemed  brethren  thought  it  right  to 
accept,  and  Mr.  Beddy  was,  in  con- 
sequence, publicly  set  apart  to  the 
ministry  on  Thursday,   October  6, 
and   proceeded,  a  few  days   after- 
wards,  up  the   country  into   Hin- 
doostan.    As  our  brethren  were  not, 
at  the  time,  aware  that  Mr.  Law- 
rence had  been  sent  out  for  Digah, 
they  calculated  on  Mr.  Beddy's  set- 
tling there;    but  there  will  be  no 
difficulty  in  finding  another  station 
where  he  may  be  fixed,  sufficiently 
near  to  maintain  useful  intercourse 
and  co-operation  with  our  brethren 
at  Monghyr  and  at  Digah. 

We  have  also  the  gratification  of 
announcing  the  safe  arrival  of  our 
dear  friends,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ellis  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrence,  who  reach- 
ed Calcutta  in  safety  on  the  9th 
of  November. 

Mr.  Lawrence  writes  on  the  18th, 
as  follows  : — 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  inform  you  of  our  safe 
arrival  in  Calcutta  on  the  9th  of  this  month, 
after  a   passage  somewliat  longer   than  is 
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wtiiaUy  madtf  and,  in  mtaaj  respects,  k  has 
been  tedious  and  uncomfortable.  We  bave 
witnessed  almost  every  variety  of  weather, 
firom  the  dead  calm  to  the  severe  gale.  Al- 
together^  we  had,  perhaps,  not  less  than  a 
month  of  light  winds  and  calms.  In  doubling 
the  Cape  and  passing  the  Mozamhique  chan- 
nel we  had  nine  or  ten  days  very  rough 
weather;  and,  coming  up  the  Bay  of  Bengal, 
we  were  overtaken  by  one  of  the  heavitst 
gales  that  have  been  known  there  since  1823. 
The  bulwarks,  bow-sprit,  and  rigging  of  the 
ship  sustained  considerable  injury,  but  I  am 
happy  to  say,  through  a  merciful  Providence, 
the  gale  abated  on  the  fourth  day,  without 
having  caused  any  damage  to  tha  cargo,  or 
hurt  to  any  individual  on  board.  Our  situa- 
tion during  the  storm  appeared  awfully  ter- 
rific. The  sea  was  breaking  over  the  ship 
in  every  part,  and  the  water  found  its  way 
into  most  of  the  cabins.  Several  times  the 
boats  were  nearly  washed  away.  The  sea 
appeared  like  mighty  snow-capt  mountains 
rolling  along  in  rapid  succession,  threatning 
to  overwhelm  every  thing  with  which  tiiiey 
might  come  in  contact.  It  was  astonishing 
to  behold  the  majestic  and  comparatively 
easy  manner  in  which  our  ship  rode  upon  the 
waves.  Considerable  alarm  was  felt  on 
board,  especially  as  the  captain  was  not  able 
to  tell  exactly  where  he  was,  no  observations 
having  been  obtained  for  several  days,  and 
he  was  fearful  lest  we  should  be  driven  on 
the  sands  off  Sangur  Island.  Happily,  how- 
ever, we  found  ourselves  a  few  miles  to  the 
south  of  the  sands.  Had  we  been  sixty 
miles  further  north  when  the  gale  com- 
menced, probably,  like  nuiny  other  vessels, 
our  ship  would  have  been  driven  on  shore. 
We  remembered  and  felt  the  appropriatenesw 
of  the  Psalmists  description  of  the  mariner 
in  Psalm  cvii.,  and,  like  him,  to  the  Lord  we 
directed  our  cry,  and  he  mercifully  delivered 
us.  Oh  that  our  hearts  may  ever  be  dis- 
posed to  praise  him  for  his.  goodness !  When 
we  first  came  on  board  we  suffered  consider- 
ably from  sea-sickness ;  ther  a  few  days*  ill- 
me%H  I  recovered,  but  my  dear  wife  was  ill 
during  the  whole  of  the  passage.  You  wiU 
be  sorry  to  hear  that  the  captain  would  not 
allow  us  to  preach  va  the  quarter-deck  on  the 
Lord^s  day,  in  consequence  of  which  our 
opportunity  of  doing  good  on  board  was  much 
abridged.  But,  that  we  might  have  a  meet- 
ing somewhat  in  accordance  with  our  own 
views,  when  practicable,  we  invited  as  many 
of  the  passengers  as  were  disposed  to  as- 
semble in  our  cabins,  and  brother  Ellis  and 
myself  alternately  delivered  a  short  address. 
The  attendance  was  in  general  as  encourag- 
ing as  we  could  expect.  It  no  doubt  would 
have  bc^n  much  more  so  had  the  captain 
shewn  himself  fiivouraUe  to  tach  exercises. 


After  these  privationi  on  board  shq>,  we  feel 
truly  thankful  in  being  permitted  to  join 
the  society  of  our  brethren  here,  who  hare 
received  us  with  every  mark  of  cordiality  and 
pleasure.  They  appear,  indeed,  to  live  to. 
gether  in  the  bonds  of  holy  love,  and  every 
brother  who  comes  into  their  circle  must 
feel  himself  at  home  and  happy.  We  almost 
reg^t  that  we  are  about  to  leave  them  ro 
soon.  We  intend  to  proceed  to  JMonghjrr  on 
the  29th  instant. 

Mr.  Ellis,  whose  letter  is  da'ed  on 
the  1  nth,  gives  s&me  additional  par- 
ticulars : — 

«  I  have  at  length  the  pleasure  of  writing 
you  from  this  city,  God  in  the  kindness  of  his 
providence  having  led  us  in  safety  over  the 
mighty  waters  which  roll  between  England 
and  India.     We  arrived  here  on  Wednesday 
last,  receiving  an  affectionate  welcome  from 
our  dear  brethren,  whom  we  found  in  tole- 
rable health,  though  their  colourless  counte- 
nances evidence  the  weakening  influence  of 
the  climate.     Since  the  time  of  our  depar- 
ture from  England,  we  have  had  no  opportu- 
nity of  sending  letters  to  those  we  love  in  the 
Lord,  not  having  spoken  an  homeward  bound 
ship  during  the  course  of  the  voyage.   Think- 
ing it  may  not  be  amiss  to  give  you  an  out- 
line of  our  voyage,  I  will  do  so  with  brevity. 
We  sailed  from'  Portsmouth  on  Sunday,  26th 
June,  in  the  forenoon  of  which  day  seven  or 
eight  of  our  fellow  passengers  met  with  us 
for  prayer,  during  which  time  the  ship  got 
under  weigh,  and,  passing  the  Isle  of  Wight, 
proceeded  down  the  Channel.     We  found  it 
good  to  wait  upon  the  Lord  and  commend 
each  other  to  the  guardian  care  of  our  hea- 
venly Father.     It  was  indeed  a  season  of  rest 
and  refreshing  to  our  souls.  We  were  blessed 
with  consolation  suited  to  our  peculiar  feelings 
when  separating  (perhaps  for  ever)  from  the 
scenes,  associations,  and  attachments  of  youth. 
The  God  of  grace  and  love  enabled  us  to  bless 
his  name,  in  that,  whjle  our  dear  friends  on 
shore  were  gone  with  the  multitude  to  the 
house  of  prayer,  there  with  the  voice  of  joy 
and  praise  to  keep  holy  day,  we  also  at  the 
same  hour  were  permitted  to  assemble  in  our 
cabin-room,  and  mingle  with  them  our  sup- 
plications at  the  throne  of  the  heavenly  grace. 
For  two  days  following  we  remained  in  the 
Channel,  in  sight  of  the  sea-beaten  diflb  of 
our  native  land.     On  the  evening  of  die  28th 
England  receded  fast  from   our  view, — the 
LJsard  Point  was  just  perceptible  in  the  dis- 
tance,— a  few  moments  passed  on  and  even 
this  disappeared,  leaving  sea  and  sky  alone 
visible  to  our  eyes.     We  now  felt  a  reality  in 
our  separatiou  which  we  had  not  experienced 
before,  and  could  not  refrain  sheddingf  a  few 
natural  tears ;  bat  Gpd  in  much  mercy  com- 
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fivted  our  hMrti,  and  led  ot  to  Chritt  aa  the 
only  resting  place  for  our  ioiiLs  at  this  painfiil , 
period.   On  the  12  th  July  we  passed  St.  An- 
tonio, one  of  the  Cape  de  Verde  Islands ;  on 
the  6th  September  we  were  off  the  Cape  of 
Good    Hope   (not   near  edough  to  see  the 
land) ;  and  on  the  26th  October  entered  the 
Bay  of  Bengal.     Up  to  this  time  the  weather 
on  the  whole  had  been  favourable.    But  when 
about  the  middle  of  the  Bay  a  violent  storm 
came  on,  which  for  three  or  four  days  seemed 
to  threaten  our  destruction.     The  wind  blew 
almost  an  hurricane,  howling  over  the  masts, 
and  rending  the  sails  in  shreds  by  its  power. 
The  sea  rose  frightfully  high,  washing  over 
the  poop  and  quarter-deck,  pouring  into  the 
cabins,  and  with  its   force  bursting  in  the 
bulwarks  of  the  ship.   The  bow-sprit  quivered 
like  a  reed,   and  was  sprung  in  two  places. 
We  were  obliged  to  run  before  the  wind,  with 
naked  masts ;  and  in  thii  manner,  without  a 
single  sail  to  lead  our  way,  we  were  driven 
3  or  400  miles  by  the  violence  of  the  gale. 
On  the    lat  November  the  storm  gradually 
withdrew,    God  subdued  the  raging  of  the 
lea,  and  we  had  the  happiness  of  finding  our- 
lehres  much  nearer  our  desired  haven  than 
we  had  expected.      Oh  that  we  may  feel  the 
increased  weight  of  our  obligation  to  God  for 
his  preserving  mercy  in  the  time  of  danger, 
and  be  enabled  by  his  grace  to  devote  ourselvss 
anew  to  his  service  and  gloiy.    On  the  morn- 
ing of  November  5,  our  eyes  were  gratified 
and  our  hearts  gladdened  by  the  sight  of  land : 
and  soon  after  we  anchored  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Hoogley,  a  short  distance  from  the  island 
of  Saugor ;  which,  though  a  swampy  waste  of 
jungle,  with  scarce  a  single  habitation,  formed 
an  object  of  interest  to  those  who  had  not 
seen  land  for  upwards  of  four  months.   Having 
proceeded  slowly  up  the  river  toward  Cal- 
cutta, at  day-break  on  the  9th  instant,  we 
Kt  our  feet  on   Indian  ground,  and  in  less 
than  an  hour  reached  the  abode  of  our  dear 
brethren,  Messrs.  W.  H.  Pearce  and  Penney. 
I  am  sorry  to   say  that  our  opportunities  of 
doing  good  unto  our  companions  in  the    ship 
during  the  voyage,  were  less  than  we   had 
hoped,  Capt.    Laws  having  objected  to  our 
preaching  either  in  the  cuddy  or  on  the  quar- 
ter-deck.    Divine  service  was,  ho'wever,  per- 
formed in  one  or  other  of  our  cabins  on  the 
evening  of  the  Sabbath,  and  more  or  less  of 
the  passengers  and   ship*s  company  usually 
attended.     The    little  messengers  of  mercy 
which  the  Tract  Society  kindly  gave  us,  were 
zeceived  with  willingness  and  read  with  atten- 
tion.    We  trust  the  blessing  of  the  Spirit 
will  descend  from  heaven  upon  the  good  seed 
of  the  kingdom  which  has  been  thus  thinly 
Mattered,  and  that  though  *'  sown  in  weakness 
it  will  be  raised  in  power,"*  and  produce  plants 
of  graea  in  the  vineyard  ef  God.     At  the 


commencement  of  the  voyage  we  all  aufibred 
a  little  from  sea-aickness,  but  we  have  much 
reason  for  devout  gratitude  that  our  health 
has  been  preserved,  and  I  think  dear  brother 
Lawrence  and  his  wife,  as  also  ourselves,  are 
in  the  enjoyment  of  as  good  health  as  when 
in  Enghmd.  Befiire  this  reaches  you,  you 
will  have  heard  of  Mr.  Beddy's  having  pro- 
ceeded to  Digah,  and  in  about  ten  days  dear 
brother  Lawrence  will  follow  him,  staying  a 
short  time  at  Monghyr,  on  his  way  up. 
Brought  into  this  land  of  dark  idolatry  by 
the  kind  hand  of  our  heavenly  Father,  we 
would  desire  to  '*  labour  without  fainting.'* 
May  we,  my  very  dear  brother,  entreat  yuur 
prayers,  and  the  prayers  of  our  friends,  that 
out  of  weakness  we  may  be  made  strong  by 
the  Lord, — that  every  Ming,  energy,  and 
opportunity  of  our  lives  may  be  unreservedly 
consecrated  to  the  service  of  the  Redeemer. — 
and  that  while  we  live  we  may  live  weU^  hew 
long  or  short  it  matters  not,  so  that  we  are 
found  good  stewards  of  the  grace  of  God  and 
followers  of  those  who  loved  not  their  live* 
even  unto  death.  May  every  blessing  of 
heaven,  my  dear  brother, -rest  on  you,  and 
may  the  pro^ring  smile  of  God  rest  on  the 
Society's  efforts. 


SULKEA. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jaraet 
Thomas,  dated  July  15,  1831. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  myself 
and  family  are  in  pretty  good  health.  In 
our  work  I  cannot  report  great  things :  we 
have  had,  within  the  present  month,  an  ac- 
cession of  three  to  our  little  church,  by  bap- 
tism ;  one  a  young  female  of  European  de- 
scent by  the  father's  side,  and  recently  mar- 
ried ;  the  other  two  are  the  persons  I  some 
time  ago  mentioned  as  having  applied  for  ad- 
mission into  the  church.  I  for  a  long  time 
hesitated,  but  for  a  considerable  period  they 
have  evinced  a  great  desire  to  hear  and  com- 
prehend the  Word  of  God,  and  I  think  I  may 
add,  to  practise  it.  I  hope  they  will  each 
and  all  prove  true  believers  on  the  Son  of 
God.  The  oongregatioas,  though  fluctuat- 
ing, keep  up ;  and  I  hope  several  are  the 
subjects  of  saving  impressions,  and  that,  after 
a  while,  they  will  declare  themselves  on  the 
Lord's  side.  There  are  some  things  of  a 
rather  trying  nature  in  the  church,  though 
nothing  of  a  very  serious  character.  T^o 
natives  give  reason  to  hope  they  under- 
stand, and,  in  some  measure,  feel  the  lead- 
ing truths  of  the  Gospel ;  and  recently  a 
third  has  come,  and  professes  a  desire  to  be-^ 
come  a  Christian.  How  far  he  Ib  actuated 
by  proper  motives,  I  cannot  say.  My  school 
goes  on  about  aa  usual,  but  I  expect  to  make 
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some  alterations  in  it*  I  hope^  for  the  better. 
Mrs.  Thomases  feoiale  school  continueB  about 
twenty-five,  and  some  come  on  pretty  well. 
Among  the  natives  operations  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent  continue  to  be  carried  almost 
daily;  twice  a  week  in  the  Bungalow,  I 
some  time  ago  erected,  on  the  Benares  road, 
when  the  congregations  are  usually  large: 
but  as  they  are  chiefly  Hindoos,  and  do  not 
understand  Hindoostanee,  I  cannot  do  so 
much  personally  as  I  should  were  they 
Musulmans :  still  I  am  sometimes  occupied 
from  one  to  upwards  of  two  hours  at  a  time. 
On  other  occasions  I  go  into  the  street,  and 
as  I  always  carry  tracts  with  me,  I  make 
them  my  letter  of  introduction  to  those  I 
meet  with ;  indeed,  T  am  often  asked  for 
tracts,  and  several  times  lately  for  tracts  on 
the  Mahomedan  controversy.  Oh,  that 
these  little  messengers  may  prove  the  means 
of  dispelling  the  rfarV^<^*  of  many  minds, 
and  of  leading  them  to  the  Lord ! 

I  some  time  ago  composed  a  tract  in  Hin- 
doostanee on  the  Character  of  Christ,  as  Hu- 
man and  Divine,  principally  with  a  view  to 
prove  him  God  as  well  as  man ;  it  is  now 
going  through  the  press ;  I  hope  it  will  do 
good.  Another,  on  the  Miracles,  is  with  the 
Examining  Committee  of  the  Calcutta  Chris* 
tian  Tract  and  Book  Society,  and  will  pro- 
bably be  ordered  for  the  press  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Committee. 

I  have  now  in  hand  the  revision  of  the 
Gospel  of  St.  Matthew  in  Hindoostanee,  to 
which  I  propose  marginal  references.  This 
is  a  work  very  much  needed,  but  whether 
I  shall  meet  with  any  to  encourage  it,  I  can- 
not tell;  I  however  intend  to  go  through 
Matthew,  and  then  shew  it  my  brethren  and 
consult  with  them  as  to  the  propri<ity  of 
going  on. 


JAMAICA. 

During  the  past  month  our  at- 
tention has  been  painfully  absorbed 
by  the  afflicting  intelligence  which 
has  poured  in  upon  us  from  this 
island.  This  was  of  such  a  nature 
as  to  induce  the  Committee  to  draw 
up  (on  the  1 0th  April)  a  brief  ab- 
stract of  it,  for  insertion  in  the  pub- 
lic journals,  and  to  recommend  that 
the  Baptist  Churches  through  the 
kingdom  should  assemble  on  Fri- 
day, the  20th,  "  for  the  purpose  of 
importunate  and  united  prayer  on 
behalf  of  the  missionaries^  and  to 
give  expression  to  that  Christian 
sympathy  with  them  in  their  perse- 


cations,  which  at  such  a  time  they 
so  especially  need."     We  apprehend 
that  this  call  has  been  very  generally 
complied  with,  and  have  been  not 
a  little  cheered  by  witnessing  many 
proofs  of  lively  sympathetic  interest 
in  the  perilous  condition  of  our  per- 
secuted brethren.     In  order  to  put 
our  friends  more  completely  in  pos- 
session of  the  facts  of  the  case,  a 
public  meeting  has  been  resolved  on, 
to  be  held  on  the  25th  instant ;  but 
as  it  will  not  be  possible  to  get  any 
account  of  the  proceedings  of  that 
meeting  through  the  press  in  time 
for  the  Hetald,  we  shall  briefly  men- 
tion   the    principal    particulars,    of 
which  we  have  been  informed,  well 
knowing    with  what    anxiety    our 
readers  are  waiting  to  receive  them. 
It  was  stated  in  our  last  Num- 
ber,   that,   on  the   arrival    of    our 
friend  Mr.   Burchell,    at  Montego 
Bay,  on  the  7th  of  January,  nearly 
a  fortnight  after  the    disturbances 
had  begun,  he  was  immediately  re- 
moved   in  custody    on  board   the 
Blanche    frigate,    and    his    papers 
sealed  up  for  examination  by  the 
civil   authorities.     The  journal    of 
Mr.  Burchell    has    since   come  to 
hand,  together  with   a  letter  from 
himself,  dated  February  14.     These 
documents   and   others    prove    too 
clearly  with  what  inveterate   rage 
and  fury  this  good  man  has  been  as- 
sailed by  the  white  inhabitants  of 
Montego  Bay  and  its  vicinity.  While 
on  board  the  Blanche,  he  appears 
to  have  been  treated  with  unneces- 
sary harshness,  considering  that  no 
charge   whatever  had  been  legally 
made,    much     less      substantiated, 
against  him.     He  was  allowed  to 
return  to  the  Garland  Grove  on  the 
Idth  of  January,  though  still  treated 
as  a  prisoner,   and  not  suffered  to 
hold  any  intercourse  with  his  friends 
on  shore.     Five  days  afterwards,  he 
received  a  message  from  the  Custos, 
or  chief  magistrate   of  the  parish, 
stating  that  his  papers  had  been  ex- 
amined,  and  that    they    contained 
nothing  objectionable.    This  satis-

factory  admission  was  ac^rompanied 
with  a  recommendation  that,  fur 
his  own  safety^  and  the  safety  of 
the  colony,  he  would  at  once  return 
to  £ngland  !  To  a  proposal  so  ex- 
traordinary, a  sense  of  what  was 
due  to  himself  would  allow  Mr. 
Burchell,  of  course,  to  retiim  but  one 
answer,  "  He  had  not  only  a  private 
character  to  maintain,  but  a  public 
one,  as  connected  with  a  public  reli- 
gious society,  and,  therefore,  could 
not  leave  the  island  in  any  way  that 
might  be  considered  or  represented 
dishonourable.** 

On  Monday,   February  6th,  the 
Governor  issued  a  proclamation  put- 
ting an  end  to  martial  law,  and  this 
termination  of  their  harassing  duties 
as  military   men,   appears  to  have 
been  deemed  a  fit  opportunity  for 
the  whites,   collected  from  the  sur- 
rounding estates,    to    wreak    their 
vengeance,   in  every  possible  mode, 
on  the  **  Sectarians."     Two   days 
afterwards,   the  spacious  chapel   at 
Montego  Bay,    capable  of  holding 
two  thousand  persons,  was  levelled 
with  the  ground  -,  and,  we  are  sorry 
to  add,  that  several  magistrates  were 
present,    and   actively    engaged,  in 
this   illegal   and   atrocious  outrage. 
On  Friday,  February  1 0th,  the  Custos 
wrote,  sayingf  that  as  there  was  no 
evidence   against   Mr.  B.,  he  was 
to  be  detained  in  custody  no  longer; 
but  this  honourable    acquittal    did 
nothing  to  abate  the  mad  fury   of 
his  enemies,  or  to  secure  the  safety 
of  their  intended  victim.     Repeated 
testimonies  of  the  highest  respecta- 
bility concurred  to  assure  him  that, 
if  he  set  his  foot  on  shore,  his  death 
was  certain.      One    "gentleman" 
had  sworn  he  would  never  return 
home  till  he  had  got  his  (Mr.  B.*s) 
heart's  blood;  and  several  had  united 
in  declaring   that   whatever  might 
be    the    consequences,  they  would 
murder  him. 

In  such  a  state  of  things,  not  often 
paralleled  under  a  civihzed  govern- 
ment, what  was  to  be  done  ?  An 
American   vessel,  bound   for  New 


York,  was  to  sail  the  next  day,  and 
Mr.  Burchell,  yielding  to  the  advice 
and  remonstrances  of  his  friends,  de- 
termined to  go  on  board,  and  sail  in 
quest  of  a  land  where  an  innocent 
minister  of  Jesus  Christ  might  breathe 
the  air  of  heaven  without  the  hourly 
dread  of  being  assassinated  in  cold 
blood.  But  no  sooner  was  this  known 
on  shore,  than  a  petition  was  drawn 
up,  begging  that  the  Custos  would 
detain  him  !     This  being  refused,  re- 
course was  had  to  the  last  infamous 
expedient  in  the  power  of  unprin- 
cipled malice  to  devise.     A  fellow 
who  had  been  in  gaol,  on  suspicion 
of  being  concerned  in  the  insurrec- 
tion, was  procured  to  swear  that  he 
had  heard  Mr.  Burchell,  and  Mr. 
Gardner  likewise,  say  to  himself  and 
others  that  the  slaves  were  to  be  free 
after  Christmas,  and  that  they  were 
therefore  to  fight  and  pray  for  the 
same.       On  this   charge   our   said 
brethren  were  arrested,  and  thrown 
into  the  common  gaol,  which,  how- 
ever, Mr.  B.  would  never  have  en- 
tered alive,  but  that  a  body  of  the 
coloured  inhabitants  surrounded  him 
on  his  landing,  and  protected  him 
from  the  rage  of  his  inhuman  adver- 
saries. 

•  When  it  is  recollected  that  these 
furious  and  blood-thirsty  persecutors 
include  persons  accounted  among  the 
most  respectable  in  the  district,  (their 
names  are  in  our  possession)  there 
appears  at  first  sight  too  much  rea- 
son to  fear  lest  the  fatal  deed,  which 
they  were  not  allowed  to  perpetrate 
by  tumultuous  violence,  should  be 
consummated  by  an  audacious  mock- 
ery of  justice.     From  such  fears,  we 
bless  God,  our  minds  have  been  re- 
lieved by  the  paternal  vigilance  of 
His  Majesty's  Government.   We  re- 
joice to  state,  and  we  do  so  with  feel- 
ings of  gratitude  not  easy  to  describe, 
that  the  most  explicit  instructions 
were  forwarded  from  the  Colonial 
ofiice  to  £arl  Belmore,  as  soon  as  the 
disturbances  were  known  there,  '*the 
object  of  which  was  to  secure  for  the 
government  at  home  the  opportunity 
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of  deliberately  considering  the  case 
of  every  missionary  who  might  be 
tried  for  instigating  the  revolt,  before 
the  sentence  against  him  should  be 
carried  into  execution/*  But  we 
have  received,  within  the  present 
week,  intelligence  more  satisfactory 
still, — satisfactory,  at  least,  as  to  its 
aspect  on  our  much  injured  frieuds, 
though  it  fixes  on  their  enemies  such 
a  stain  of  infamy  as  it  is  painful  to 
believe  can  attach  to  any  who  bear 
the  British  name.  The  article  to 
which  we  refer  bears  date  March  3, 
and  is  couched  in  the  following  terms : 

"  ThB     man    who    8W0RE    AGAINST 

Messrs.  Burchell  and  Gardner 
has     acknowledged     that     he 

8W0R:E  FALSELY,  AND  THAT  HE  WAS 

BRIBED  TO  DO  SO.  He  made  this 
confession  before  a  magistrate,  in  the 
presence  of  several  witnesses,  with  a 
hope,  he  said,  of  relieving  his  con' 
science  which  was  wretched.  In  about 
a  week  the  trial  will  take  place/* 
To  return  to  our  narrative.  The 
destruction  of  the  chapel  at  Montego 
Bay  was  the  signal  for  other  depre- 
dations of  the  same  character.  The 
places  of  worship  and  other  property 
at  Falmouth,  Gumey*s  Mount,  Uil- 
lingdon,Salter's  H  ill,Stewart*  sTo  wn, 
Lucea,  Brown's  Town,  Rio  Bueno, 
Savannah- la-Mar,  and  St.  Ann's  Bay 
were  destroyed  in  rapid  succession ; 
and  to  such  a  pitch  of  audacity  did 
the  opposition  arise,  that  an  adver- 
tisement appeared  in  the  Courant  of 
Feb.  11,  dated  from  the  parish  of 
Portland,  announcing  the  formation 
of  a  society,  in  which  no  less  than 
one  hundred  and  three  persons  had 
enrolled  their  names,  having  for  its 
object  the  destruction  of  "  sectaris^n 
chapels.**  A  week  afterwards,  an- 
other advertisement  appeared  in  the 
same  journal,  calling  on  the  Gustos 
to  convene  a  meeting  to  adopt  mea- 
sures for  removing  all  sectarians  from 
the  island.  This  was  the  state  of 
things  when  the  last  packet  left 
Kingston  -,  so  that  it  is  more  than 
possible  outrages  have  since  been 
perpetrated  yet  more  extensive  than 


those  it  has  been  our  painf rI  task  to 
narrate. 

Amidst  these  appalling  scenes  of 
violence  and  danger,  when^  to  quote 
the  forcible  expression  of  our  bro- 
ther Nichols,  *'  humanly  speaking, 
not  (me  life  among  the  Missionaries 
was   worth   insurance   for  a  single 
day,"  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
our  beloved  friends  were  not  utterly 
forsaken.     There  are  gentlemen  at 
Montego  Bay,  and  elsewhere,  whose 
names,  for  the  present,  we  conceal, 
who  have  endeared   themselves   to 
our  hearts,  and  won  the   admiring 
esteem  of  all   who   can   appreciate 
what  is  truly  noble  in  humAD  con- 
duct, by  the  honest  and  intrepid  zeal 
with  which  they  have  stood  forward 
in  defence  of  injured  innocence,  at 
no  small  hazard  to  themselves.    Our 
Missionaries  have   been    sustained, 
too,  by  the  testimony  of  a  good  con- 
science, and  by  a  humble  reliance  on 
that  Almighty  Master  in  whose  cause 
they  are  engaged.     "  Does  my  mo* 
ther  ask  me,'*  writes  one,  "  Do  you 
repent  becoming  a  Missionary  ?    My 
answer    is.    No,     Gladly  would  I 
spend  the  few  remaining  days  of  my 
pilgrimage  in  this  land  were  it  the 
will  of  God.     Of  the  charge  laid 
against  me  I  am  perfectly  innocent. 
Oh  !   this  does  support  me,  my  hea- 
venly Father  knows  it,  and  however 
it  may  issue  on  earth,  I  hope  to  be 
acquitted  when  I  and  those  who  are 
thirsting  for  my  blood  stand  at  the 
tribunal  of  God/'     "  If  it  had  not 
been  the  Lord  who  was  on  our  side," 
says  another,  "  we  should  have  been 
swallowed  up  before  this  time,  and 
for  future  security  we  are  peculiarly 
dependent  upon  him.     If  he   sees 
right,  after  having  honoured  us  with 
a  Missionary's   life,   to  honour  us 
with  a  martyr's  death,  may  but  his 
name  be  glorified,  and  the  welfare 
of  his  church  be  promoted  by  our 
death,  and  then  all  will  be  well." 

That  proceedings,  such  as  it  has 
been  our  painful  duty  to  describe, 
should  awsJien,  throughout  the  king- 
dom, an  intense  feeling  of  indignant 
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interest,  is  per  fleetly  natural  \  and  al- 
though it  has  been  utterly  impossible 
for  the  Secretary,  amidst  the  greatly 
augmented  occupation  of  such  a 
season^  to  reply  to  every  individual 
letter^  soliciting  information  or  ad- 
vice as  to  ulterior  proceedings,  the 
warm  assurances,  from  all  quarters, 
of  hearty  co-operation,  demand 
grateful  acknowledgment;  nor  is  that 
acknowledgment  the  less  sincere 
or  respectful,  because  it  is  of  neces- 
sity tendered  in  so  general  a  form. 
The  loss  of  property  has  been  very 
great,  though  it  is  not  easy,  at  pre- 
sent, to  ascertain  the  precise  amount, 
and  it  may  probably  be  found  that, 
in  the  haste  with  which  the  first  an- 
nouncement w^as  made  to  the  public, 
the  sum  was  overstated.  It  is  ob- 
vious that,  unless  our  mission  is  to 
cease,  and  the  Gospel  is  to  be  with- 
drawn from  many  thousands  of  our 
fellow-immortals,  among  whom  it 
has  been  rendered  so  remarkably 
successful,  the  places  of  worship 
must  be  restored.  But  it  is  equally 
clear  that,  should  the  requisite  sum 
be  deposited  in  our  exhausted  trea- 
sury to-morrow,  no  steps  could  be 
taken  for  its  disbursement  till  we 
had  some  security  against  the  re- 
petition of  such  wanton,  un» 
provoked^  and  illegal  outrages.  The 
case  therefore  is  one  which  Idudly 
calls  for  the  effectual  interposition 
of  the  British  government,  and  to 
that  quarter,  under  heaven,  our  eyes 
must,  in  the  first  instance,  be  di- 
rected. Nor  have  we  any  reason  to 
fear  that  our  just  and  necessary  ap- 
peal will  be  in  vain.  A  deputation 
from  the  Committee  have  already  been 
admitted  to  ain  interview  with  Liord 
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Ooderich,  who  paid  the  most  ready 
and  gratifying  attention  to  their  re- 
presentations, and  assured  them  that 
Government  would  use  every  means 
to  discover  and  punish  the  parties 
who  have  thus  set  at  defiance  all 
law  and  justice.  We  trust  it  will 
very  soon  be  in  our  power  to 
communicate  further  information 
to  our  respected  friends  on  thi> 
subject,  and  .to  indicate  more  ex- 
pressly the  line  of  proceeding  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mittee, it  will  be  desirable  to  pursue. 
In  the  meanwhile,  all  must  be 
aware,  that  new  and  very  heavy  ex- 
penses will  be  incurred,  to  meet 
which  the  only  resource  of  the  So- 
ciety is  in  the  bounty  of  its  friends 
and  supporters.  Nor  will  the  Com- 
mittee allow  themselves  to  imagine, 
that  while  our  missionary  brethren 
are  jeoparding  their  lives,  and  sacri- 
ficing the  whole  of  their  own  little 
property  in  the  sacred  cause,  those 
who  have  sent  them  forth  to  the 
warfare  will  recoil  from  the  much 
smaller  sacrifices  which  God  is  now 
calling  for  by  his  Providence.  Al- 
ready has  the  spirit  of  generous  libe- 
rality begun  to  operate.  A  servant' 
man,  whose  name  the  writer  knows 
not,  has  ,  spontaneously  forwarded 
7^671  Sovereigns  as  a  donation  to- 
wards the  losses  sustained  and  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  late  proceed- 
ings :  let  but  a  similar  exertion  be 
made  by  the  whole  body  interested 
in  the  cause,  and  we  shall  be  able  to 
build  many  more  chapels  than  have 
now  been  destroyed,  and  greatly  to 
reinforce  the  Missionary  band  in 
Jamaica.

Mr.  Hall  bad  long  felt  a  great 
aversion  to  writing,  occasioned  part* 
ly  by  pbysical  causes^  as  the  posi- 
tion wbicb  tbe  act  required  ren- 
dered the  mecbanical  process  very 
painful  to  bim,  and  partly  by  mental 
temperament  which  made  bim  so 
fastidious  that  he  was  never  satisfied 
with  his  own  composition,  having 
framed  to  himself  an  ideal  standard 
which  he .  fancied  he  could  never 
reach.  For  these  reasons  it  will 
not  be  difficult  to  believe  that,  to  set 
his  pen  in  motion,  a  stimulus  of 
greater  strength  would  be  needed 
than  authors  in  general  require. 

Notwithstanding,    however,    his 
reluctance  to  engage  in  writing  for 
the  press,  Mr.  Hall's  long  residence 
at  Leicester,  and  the  occurrence  of 
various  circumstances  which  seemed 
a  call  upon  his  talents,  gave  birth  to 
several   publications  of  importance 
during  that  period.     The  first  was, 
a  sermon  which  he  preached  in  be- 
half of  the  Sunday-school  at  Harvey- 
lane,  and  which  he  entitled  The  Ad- 
vantages of  Knowledge  to  the  Lower 
Classes,     This,  though  not  one  of 
the  most  eloquent  and  profound  of 
Mr.  Hairs  compositions,  shews  with 
what  grace   he   could    discuss   and 
invest    common    topics,  and  with 
what  strength  he  could  enforce  po- 
pular arguments.     It  was  printed  in 
1810. 

In  the  year  1,811,  his  friend,  the 
Rev.  James  Robertson,  though  a 
Psedobaptist,  earnestly  entreated  Mr. 
Hall  to  deliver  the  Charge  at  his 
ordination  over  the  church  at  Stret-

ton-under-Fosse,  in  Warw\cV.sYAtt, 
With  this  request  be  cbeettuWy  eoia- 
plied  5  and  having   again   delivered 
the   substance   of  tbe  discourse  in 
London  at  the   anniversary  of  the 
Baptist  College  at  Stepney,  he  gave 
it  to  the  world  the  following  year 
with  the  title — On  the  Discourage- 
ments and  Supports  of  the  Christian 
Minister.     Both  parts  of  the  subject 
are  treated  with  great  ability,  dis- 
crimination,  and   pathos ;    and   so 
skilfully  is  the  whole  conducted,  that, 
while  the  address  is  professedly  to 
the   minister,  the   private  christian, 
who  seriously  and  devoutly  peruses 
it,  finds  it  as  applicable  to  his  own 
character,  and  as  adapted  to  bis  owji 
improvement,  as  if  it  were  specifi- 
cally addressed  to  himself.     But  the 
display  of  talent  is  not  the  only  ex- 
cellence of  this  sermon  :  a  strain  of 
fervent  and  unaffected  piety  so  tho- 
roughly pervades  it  as  to  endear  it 
to  the  affections  of  every  good  man. 
The  impression  produced  by  its  first 
delivery    was    indescribable :   every 
understanding  was   instructed,   and 
every .  heart  was   n^elted :    nothing 
was  unmoved-^to  use  the  language 
of  one  who  heard  it — but  the  stones 
and  timber  of  the  building.     In  the 
printed  copy,   some  of    the  finest 
bursts  and  most  striking  illustrations 
are  omitted,  probably  because,  being 
struck  off  at  the  moment,  they  did 
not  recur  to  the  author  in  any  form 
of  composition  which   pleased  him. 
Such,   we  doubt  not,  would  have 
been  the  fate  of  many  of  his  most 
splendid  sermons,  had  be   written 
them  afterwards  himself;  and   this 
defect  is  still  more  likely,  though  for 
a  different  reason,  to  have  occurred 
in  those  which  have  been  reported 
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as  taken  down  from  hk  lips  in 
preaching.  Many  such  passages^  no 
doubt,  are  lost  for  ever.  Those  who 
had  taste  and  sensibility  enough  to 
estimate  and  enjoy  them,  were  pre- 
cluded by  that  very  enjoyment  from 
the  power  of  taking  them  down 
correctly. 

The  Leicester  Auxiliary  Bible  So- 
ciety was  established  in  the  year 
181 1.  Mr.  Hall  was  very  active  in 
its  formation,  and  wrote  the  address 
which  was  circulated  to  announce 
and  recommend  it.  Fie  also  deli- 
vered several  excellent  speeches  at 
some  of  the  anniversary  meetings  of 
the  Society,  though  he  was  not  for- 
ward to  speak  on  these  or  any  pub- 
lic occasions,  and  had  much  difficulty 
in  overcoming  his  aversion  to  it. 
In  one  of  these  speeches  he  con- 
tended for  the  distribution  of  the 
Bible  alone,  in  opposition  to  those 
who  thought,  or  affected  to  think, 
it  ought  not  to  be  trusted  without  a 
guide ;  in  another,  he  combated, 
with  equal  success,  the '  strange  as- 
sertions (we  cannot  call  them  argu- 
ments) of  some,  who  ought  to  have 
known  better,  that  selections  from 
the  Bible  were  better  for  general 
circulation  than  the  entire  volume — 
a  direct  impeachmeiit  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  great  Revealer;  and  in  a 
third,  never  to  be  forgotten,  he  drew, 
with  a  master-hand,  the  character  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Robinson,  one  of 
the  warmest  friends  of  the  society, 
with  whom  he  had  long  lived  on 
terms  of  the  strictest  intimacy,  and 
whom,  notwithstaifiding  their  differ- 
ence of  sentiment  on  some  ecclesias- 
tical ^points,  he  ardently  loved  and 
admired  as  a  venerated  servant  of 
the  Most  High  God. 

In  the  year  1813,  the  renewal  of 
the  East  India  Company's  Charter 
engaged  the  attention  of  Parliament 
and  the  nation.  To  the  religious 
public,  and  the  Baptist  denomina- 
tion in  particular,  this  measure  in 
some  of  its  details  was  an  object  of 
peculiar  interest  -,  as  the  Missiona- 


ries sent  to  India  were  obstructed  in 
their  progress,  being  obliged  to  take 
the  circuitous  course  of  America, 
and  were  not  certain  of  protection 
when  they  arrived  at  the  place  of 
their  destination.  In  these  circum- 
stances Mr.  Hall  was  induced  to 
compose  an  Address  to  the  Public  to 
urge  the  "  propriety  of  inserting  a 
clause  in.  the  new  charter,  authoriz- 
ing the  peaceable  dissemination  of 
Christian  principles  in  India,**  re- 
marking that  "  it  must  surely  be 
considered  as  an  extraordinary  fact 
that,  in  a  country  under  the  govern- 
ment of  a  people  professing  Christi- 
anity, that  religion  should  be  the 
only  one  that  is  discountenanced 
and  suppressed.*'  The  pamphlet 
was  composed  with  great  care,  well- 
reasoned,  and  eloquently  applied  to 
the  great  points  of  the  case.  The 
object  for  which  Mr.  Hall,  and  other 
pious  men,  so  earnestly  pleaded,  was 
attained  as  to  its  practical  results; 
though  something  is  still  needed, 
and  may  hereafter  be  procured,  to 
a£Ford  complete  security  to  those 
who  are  devoted  to  this  most  nqUe 
of  services. 

On  the  19th  of  January,  1814, 
the  Rev.  £ustace  Carey  was  desig- 
nf^ted  and  set  apart  as  a  Christian 
Missionary  to  India ;  and  on  this 
occasion  Mr.  Hall  delivered  to  him 
an  admirable  Address,  which  was 
immediately  afterwards  published. 

The  following  year  Mr.  Hall  com- 
menced the  series  of  publications, 
with  which  the  readers  of  this  Ma- 
gazine are  well  acquainted,  on  a 
subject  which  has  long  divided,  and 
still  divides,  the  members  of  the  Bap- 
tist denomination.  His  first  work, 
denoting  the  topic  of  discussion,  ap- 
peared in  1815  with  the  title  "  On 
Terms  of  Communion,  with  a  particu- 
lar view  to  the  case  between  Baptists 
and  Paedobaptists.**  The  next  year 
came  forth  a  further  discussion  of 
The  Essential  difference  between 
Christian  Bapiisfn  and  the  Baptism 
of  John,     In  the  year  1817  he  pub- 
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lished  A  Further  f^indication  of  the 
Practice  of  Free  Communion,  in  re- 
ply to  Mr.  Kinghom  5  and  in  1826 
a  compressed  exhibition  of  his  views 
and  arguments,  in  A  Short  State- 
ment of  the  Reasons  for  Christian  in 
Opposition  to  party  Communion, 

The  death  of  the  Princess  Char- 
lotte  of  Wales,  in  1817j  diffused 
consternation  and  regret  through  the 
whole  empire.  Availing  himself  of 
the  excited  state  of  feeling  which 
prevailed  on  this  occasion,  Mr.  Hall, 
in  common  with  a  vast  multitude  of 
other  ministers,  endeavoured  to  im- 
press upon  the  minds  of  the  British 
people  the  lessons  of  wisdom  and 
piety  which  an  event  so  awful  and 
calamitous  was  adapted  to  teach. 
He  preached,  therefore,  on  the  16th 
of  November,  and  afterwards  printed, 
his  beautiful  and  affecting  Setmon 
on  the  Death  of  the  Princess  Char* 
lotte.  This  most  valuable  produc- 
tion has  had  a  greater  circulation 
than  any  other  of  his  writings, 
though  not,  in  the  author's  opinion, 
and  perhaps  not  in  reahty,  the  best 
of  all  his  compositions.*  It  proba- 
^ly  owed  much  to  the  nature  of  the 
subject,  but  certainly  more  to  its 
own  superior  excellence ;  for  though 
many  valuable  sermons,  and  some  of 
them  eminently  so,  were  printed  on 
the  melancholy  occasion,  and  were 
justly  admired  at  the  time,  this  is  the 
only  one  that  continues  to  be  read. 

In  the  year  1819,  Mr.  Hall  pub- 
lished, anonymously,  a  small  pamph- 
let containing  An  Appeal  to  the 
PubUc  on  tue  Frame-work  Knitters 
Fund:  it  was  soon  recognised  as  his. 
The  trade  of  Leicester  and  the  neigh- 
bourhood, consisting  chiefly  of  the 
stocking  manufacture,  had  suffered  a 
great  depression,  and  the  wages  of 
the  working  classes  were  reduced 
too  low  to  furnish  them  with  the 
means  of  subsistence.  Touched  with 
a  feeling  of  sympathy  for  the  mise-

rable  population  around  him,  Mr.  H. 
issued  this  appeal  in  their  behalf. 
Some  oth^r  writers  pleaded  the  same 
cause }  but  it  met  with  opponents, 
and  among  them  the  celebrated  Wil- 
liam Cobbett,  This  induced  Mr. 
Hall  to  repeat  his  exertions,  and 
again  to  appear  in  support  of  the 
plan,  by  A  Reply  to  the  Objections 
advanced  by  Cobbett  and  others 
against  the  Frame-work  Knitters* 
Friendly  Relief  Society.  In  both 
these  pamphlets,  especially  the  lat- 
ter, he  shews  with  what  facility  he 
could  turn  his  attention  to  a  new 
pursuit,  and  with  what  skill  he  could 
treat  any  subject  to  which  he  applied 
his  wonderful  powers.  To  say  no- 
thing of  the  humanity  which  dic- 
tated this  effort,  and  the  eloquence 
which  "  ever  and  anon*'  sparkles 
and  flashes  on  its  pages,  some  of 
the  main  principles  of  political  eco- 
nomy are  here  stated  and  developed 
with  admirable  precision  and  force. 
Of  the  principal  opponent  of  the  mea- 
sure he  has  given  a  striking  sketch, 
which  many  will  pronounce  to  be  an 
accurate  likeness,  and  all  will  acknow- 
ledge to  be  spirited  and  masterly. 

In  the  year  1821,  Mr.  Hall  re- 
published, with  some  corrections, 
his  Apology  for  the  Freedom  of  the 
Press,  For  nearly  twenty  years  he 
had  not  sent  forth  a  line  on  po- 
litical subjects  ;  nor  would  he  now 
have  broken  the  silence  he  had  so 
long  maintained,  if  he  had  not  been 
informed  that  the  work  would  cer* 
tainly  be  reprinted  whether  he  con- 
sented or  not,  and  if  insinuations 
had  not  reached  him  that  he  Jiad  re- 
linquished the  principles  he  had  for- 
merly thought  so  important.  There 
appeared,  therefore,  to  be  no  alter- 
native if  he  wished  to  preserve  his 
book  from  piracy  or  mutilation,  and 
defend  himself  Irom  the  charge  of 
apostacy.  Upon  these  feelings  he 
acted  in  reprinting  his  admirable 
work ;  and  for  simply  doing  this, 
though  some  of  the  most  violent  ex- 
pressions were  omitted,  he  was  as- 
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sailed  with  a  torrent  of  abuse  in  the ' 
Christian  Guardian.  Of  this  he  would ' 
probably  have  taken  no  notice,  had  , 
It  not,  tor  the  sake  of  annoying  him, 
been  inserted  by  his  scurrilous  neigh- 
bour in  one  of  the  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  Leicester.    On  this  account 
he  deemed  it  right  to  address  a  letter 
to  the  editor  of  the  Leicester  Journal, 
in  reply  to  this  attack,  not  expressed 
in  the  gentlest  mood  certainly,  but 
in  a  style  of  more  dignity  and  man- 
liness than  his  impertinent  opponent 
deserved. 

His  old  and  valued   friend  Mr. 
Toller,  of  Kettering  died  on  26th  of 
February,   1821,   the   day  after  he 
preached  his  last  sermon,  and  Mr.  H. 
uufeignedly  regretted  his  loss.     As  a 
preacher,  with  the  aid  of  his  impres- 
sive delivery,  Mr.  Hall  regarded  him 
as  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  any  of 
his  contemporaries;    and  when,  in 
1824,  a  volume  of  his  sermons  was 
printed,  Mr.  Hall  drew  up  a  memoir 
of  the  author,  with  an  exquisite  de- 
lineation of  his  character.     The  pa- 
rallel between  him  and  Mr.  Fuller, 
though  not  absolutely  perfect,  is  a 
master-piece  of    comparative   criti- 
cism.    None  of  its  readers  can  have 
forgotten  it,  or  have  failed  to  con- 
sider it  as  an  astonishing  specimen 
of  just   discrimination   and   refined 
taste.*     It  is  well  knowti  that  in  his 
funeral  oration  at  the  grave  of  his 
equally  valued    frietid    Mr.   Fuller, 
Mr.  Hall  judged  himself   to   have 
failed,  whatever  others  might  think, 
in  doing  justice  to  his  subject,  and 
therefore  he  refused  to  print  it :  here 
he  has  supplied  the  deficiency,  and 
stamped  with  immortality  his  own 
conception  of  this  parnobilefratrum. 
An  Auxiliary  Anti-Slavery  Society 
was  formed  at  Leicester  in  the  year 
1823.     The    Committee    circulated 
an  animated  Address  on  the  State  of 
Slavery  in  the  West  Indies,  which 
was   the   production  of  Mr.  Hairs

pen,  and  was  worthy  of  its  author. 
It  was  peculiarly  fitting  that  the 
Apologist  of  liberty  should  be  en- 
gaged in  such  a  service. 

The  last  publication  which  he 
printed  at  Leicester,  was  his  Sermon 
occasioned  by  the  Death  of  the  Rev. 
John  Ryland,  D.D.,  preached  at 
Broadmead,  Bristol,  on  the  5tb  of 
June,  1825.  Much  as  he  was  affected 
by  this  solemn  event,  which  deprived 
him  of  one  of  his  earliest  friends, 
and  the  church  of  "  a  burning  and  a 
shining  light,"  he  roused  himself  to 
the  task  of  doing  justice  to  his  me- 
mory ;  and  how  admirably  he  has 
succeeded  those  can  best  judge  who 
by  their  intimate  knowledge  of  that 
eminently  good  man  have  had  the 
best  opportunity  of  comparing  the 
record  with  the  life. 

Beside  the  works  which  have  been 
distinctly  noticed;  Mr.  Hall  com- 
posed at  Leicester  several  other  pieces 
of  which  the  titles  will  be  found  in 
the  catalogue  of  his  writings  given 
as  a  postscript  to  this  memoir ;  and 
many  sketches  and  fragments  which 
have  been  printed  since  his  lamented 
death.  Here  also  he  wrote  all,  ex- 
cept the  first,  of  that  serias  of  able 
articles  which  appeared  in  various 
numbers  of  the  Eclectic  Review, 
which  were  afterwards  collected  into 
a  volume,  and  are  now  reprinted  in 
the  fourth  volume  of  his  works. 

Mr.  Hairs  friends  are  aware  of 
his  growing  attachment  to  evange- 
lical truth,  and  of  his  increasing  con- 
viction of  the  dangerous  and  un- 
scriptural  character  of  Socinian  te- 
nets. When,  therefore,  a  neighbour- 
ing minister  holding  those  senti- 
ments had  publicly  attacked  the  or* 
thodox  system,  it  was  not  a  matter 
of  surprise  to  them,  but  of  high  gra- 
tification, that  Mr.  HslVs  zeal  for 
the  truth  impelled  him  to  ^nter  upon 
a  defence  of  what  he  felt  to  be  the 
vital  doctrines  of  the  Gospel.  With 
this  view  he  delivered,  in  1823,  a 
course  of  twelve  lectures  on  the  prin- 
cipal points  of  the  Socinian  contro- 
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or  stretch  his  powers  so  frequently 
and  hahitually  as  at  an  earlier  stage 
of  his  ministry.  After  all,  it  may 
be  doubted  whether  the  change  was 
so  great  as  Mr.  Hall  supposed.  He 
was  now  more  than  fifty  years  of 
age  :  his  habits,  both  of  thought 
and  of  composition,  must  have  been 
long  formed  and  established;  and 
we  might  conclude,  therefore,  inde- 
pendently of  experience,  that  the 
prime  qualities  of  his  style  would  be 
retained,  with  such  modifications  and 
adjustments  as  circumstances  or  sub- 
jects might  dictate  or  require.  Still 
there  was  a  change — and  that  waa 
for  the  better  :  it  was  such  a  change 
as  we  might  naturally  look  for  in 
one  whose  spirit  was  so  devout, 
whose  hopes  and  aims  were  so 
heavenly,  and  who,  as  he  "  grew  in 
grace*'  himself,  would  throw  more 
of  his  advancing  heavenliness  into 
his  ordinary  ministrations. 

Mr.  Hall's  removal  to  Bristol,  the 
first  and  last  scene  of  his  public 
ministerial  labours,  took  place  in  the 
spring  of  1826.  He  was  warmly 
received  by  his  old  friends  there, 
and  soon  brought  bis  extraordinary 
powers  into  action  among  them.  In 
this  new  situation  he  spent  about 
five  years — too  short  a  period,  alas  ! 
for  the  wishes  of  those  who  invited 
him  thither — ^instructing  and  delight- 
ing the  multitudes  who  thronged  to 
hear  him.  Under  his  pastoral  care 
the  church  abundantly  flourished, 
and  the  congregation  received  nu* 
merous  accessions,  especially  from 
among  the  educated  and  intelligent 
classes  of  society. 

A  new  field  of  usefulness  also 
opened  before  him  in  the  Baptist 
Academical  Institution  of  that  city. 
He  had  no  direct  share  in  the  tu^ 
itioQ  of  the  students,  but  they  had 

to  him   on  various 
frequently  iiH 


versy,  which  excited  great  attention, 
but  which  he  was  in  vain  solicited 
to  publish.  Two  or  three  sermons 
were  afterwards  preached,  hs  supple- 
mentary, relating  to  some  topics  on 
which  he  wished  further  to  enlarge  j 
and  it  appears  that  he  had  a  design 
of  printing  one  or  more  of  these  > 
but  the  manuscript  was  lost,  and 
has  not  since  been  recovered. 

To  the  success  of  his  ministerial 
labours,   during  his  continuance  in 
this  station,  reference  has  been  al* 
ready  made ;   and,  it  is  evident  that 
he  experienced  great  delight  in  his 
work,  and  was  thankful  to  God  for 
the  increasing  usefulness  of  which 
be  was  made  the   instrument.    ^An 
alteration  took  place  in  his  style  of 
preaching,  by  which  it  was  adapted 
more  completely  to  the  audience  he 
was  called  to  address.     To  this  he 
himself  alludes  at  two  distinct  pe- 
riods 5  once  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Phil- 
lips, in  which  he  says  his  "  strain  of 
preaching  is  much  less  elegant,  but 
more  intended   for  conviction,  for 
awakening  the  conscience,  and  car- 
rybg  home  truths  with  power  to  the 
heart*  ;"  and  afterwards,  in  a  letter 
to  Mr.  Bosworth,  in  which  he  states 
that  he  does  not  *'  bestow  near  so 
rauch    attention    on   his   composi- 
tiont,"  but  insists  more  on  "  evan- 
gelical topics'*  than  formerly.     "  A 
greater  savour  of  Jesus  Christ  does" 
now,  he  trnsts,  *'  breathe  through 
his   ministry."     In   his   discourses, 
therefore,  at  this  period  and  after- 
wards, there  was  probably  less  of 
intellect,  at  least  of  elaboration  and 
polish,  but  even  more  of  heart,  and 
more  of  spiritual  feeling)  less  of 
imagination,  but  more  of  reasoning; 
less  that  w»s  sublime,  but  mcMre  tluit 
was  tender,  than  in  previous  years. 
When  he  pleased,  however,  or  the 
occasion  demanded  it,  he  could  rouse ;  friendly  access 
his  faculties  to  their  form^  activity^  oocaaioas,  and 
and  soar  to  the  sublimest  heights  of  vited  to  his  house.     He  took  great 
eloquence ;  though  he  did  not  task  i  interest  in   the  formation  of  their 

r  character  and  the  direction  of  their 
pursuits.    The  advantages  they  48- 
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rived  from  his  conversation  were  of 
incalculable  imporUince  to  them ;  and 
they  had  a  more  formal,  but  equally 
instructive,  meeting  with  him  at  a  con- 
ference usually  held  on  Tuesday  even- 
ings in  the  vestry  at  Broad  mead.  The 
excellent  tutors  in  that  institution 
had^  thus  far,  a  most  efficient  coad- 
jutor in  Mr.  Hall  5  and  long  will  his 
kindness  and  his  services  be  remem- 
bered with  gratitude  by  those  who 
had  the  felicity  of  spending  their 
pupilage  there  during  his  residence 
at  Bristol. 

Not  long  after  his  settlement  in 
that  city,  the  health  of  Mr.  Hall, 
which  had  previously,  at  intervals, 
exhibited  unfavourable  symptoms, 
began  evidently  to  decline.  He  was 
frequently  attacked  by  difficulty  of 
breathing,  accompanied  with  most 
intense  agony.  Such  an  effect  had 
the  repetition  of  these  attacks  pro- 
duced upon  him,  that,  during  his 
last  visit  to  Cambridge,  in  1829,  his 
general  appearance  excited  the  alarm 
of  his  friends  there,  and  raised  in 
their  minds  an  apprehension,  too 
well  founded,  that  they  should  "  see 
his  face  no  more."  On  Thursday, 
the  10th  of  February,  1831,  he  was 
struck  with  a  paroxysm  of  his  dis- 
order, from  which  he  partially  re- 
covered; but  the  attack  was  re- 
newed, and  repeated,  until  his 
strength  being  gradually  exhausted, 
he  expired  in  peace  and  hope  on 
Monday  the  2 1st  of  the  same  month. 
The  closing  scene  is  thus  described 
by  Mr.  J.  M.  Chandler,  his  medical 
attendant,  whose  particular  and  "Au- 
thentic Account  of  the  last  Illness 
and  Death"  of  his  friend  cannot  be 
otherwise  than  painfully  interesting 
to  all  who  knew  and  loved  the  ines- 
timable man  who  is  the  subject  of  it. 

**  In  a  very  short  time,  and  before  I  had 
reached  home,  I  was  summoned  to  behold 
the  last  agonizing  scene  of  this  great  and 
extraordinary  man.  His  difficulty  of 
breathing  had  suddenly  increased  to  a 
dreadful  and  final  paroxysm.  It  seems, 
thb  last  paroxysm  came  on  more  gra- 
dually  than  was  usual  with  those  which 


preceded.  Mr.  Hall  finding  hb  breathing 
becoming  much  worte,  firat  rose  more  on 
his  elbow,  then  raised  liix  body,  supporting 
himself  witA  his  hand,  till  the  increasing 
agitation  obliged  him  to  rise  completely 
on  the  sofa,  and  to  place  his  feet  in  lK>t 
wateiv-the  usual  means  he  resorted  to  for 
relief  in  every  paroxysm.  Mrs.  Hall  ob- 
serving a  fixation  of  his  eyes,  and  an  un. 
usual  expression  on  his  countenance,  and 
indeed  in  his  whole  manner,  became 
alarmed  by  the  sudden  impression  that  he 
was  dying  j  and  evclalraed,  in  great  agi- 
tation, 'This  can*t  be  dying!*  when  he 
replied,  *  It  is  death— it  is  d^th-^eath! 
O  the  suflerinp  of  this  body  !*  ftf  rs.  Hifll 
then  asking  him,  '  But  are  you  comfort- 
able in  your  mind?*  he  immediately  an- 
swered, 'Very  comfortable— very  com- 
fortable :*  and  exclaimed,  *  (.'ome.  Lord 
Jesos— come* — He  then  hesitated,  as  if 
incapable  pf  bringing  out  the  lair|  word ; 
and  one  of  his  daughters,  involantarily  as 
it  were,  anticipated  him  by  saying, 
'  Quickly  !*  on  which  her  departing  fa- 
ther gave  her  a  look  expressive  of  the 
most  complacent  delight. 

On  entering  his  room,   I   foand  him 
sitting  on  the  sofo.,  surrounded    by  his 
lamenting  family;  with  one  foot  in  the 
hot  water,  and  the  other  spasmodically 
grrasping  the  edge  of  the  bath ;  his  frame 
waving    in    violent,    almost   convulsive 
heavings,    sufficiently  indicative    of  the 
process  of  dissolution.    He  said  to  me, 
*  I  am  dying :  death  is  come  at  last :  all 
will  now  be  useless.'    As  I  pressed  upon 
him  draughts  of  stimulants,  he  intimated 
that  he  would  take  them  if  1  wished ;  but 
he  believed  all  was  useless.    On  my  ask- 
ing him  if  he  suffered  much,  he  replied, 
<  Dreadfully.*      The   rapidly  incKasing 
gasping  soon  overpowered  his  ability  to 
swallow,  or  to  speak,  except  in  mono* 
syllables,  few  in  number,  which   I  could 
not  collect;  but  whatever  might  be  tlie 
degree  of  his  suffering  (and  great  it  must 
have  been),  there  was  no  failure  of  his 
mental  vigour  or  composure.    Indeed,  so 
perfect  was  his  consciousness,  that  in  the 
midst  of  these  last  agonies,  he  intimated 
to  me  very  shortly  before  the  close,  with 
his  accustomed  courteousness,  a  fear  lest 
he  should  fatigue  me  by  his  pressure; 
and  when  his  Sunily,  one  after  another, 
gave  way  in  despair,  he  followed  them 
with  sympathizing  looks,  as  they  were 
obliged  to  be  conveyed  from  the  room. 
Hiis  was  his  last  voluntary  movement; 
for  immediately,  a   general    convulsion 
seised  him,  and  be  quickly  expired. 

It  is  not  in  my  power  adequately  to 
represent  the  solemn  and  awful  grandeur 
of  this  last  scene.  Our  beloved  pastor 
died  from  a  ihilure  of  the  vital  powers  of 
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the  hearty  amidst  the  most  vigorous  ener- 
gies of  consciousoeas  and  Yolitionv  his 
placidity  and  complacency  (^spirit  being 
in  strilciug  contrast  with  the  wild  and 
powerful  convulsions  of  a  frame  yielding 
in  its  full  strength.  The  last  straggle 
was  violent,  but  short.  The  pains  ot  dying 
were  extreme :  but  they  were  borne  with 
genuine  Christian  magnanimity.  Peace- 
ftilly  he  closed  those  *  brilliant  eyes  which 
had  so  often  beamed  upon  us  rays  of  be- 
nignity and  intellectual  fire.'  Calmly, 
yet  firmly,  he  sealed  those  Mips  which 
had  so  often  charmed  our  ears  with  mes- 
sages of  divine  mercy  and  grace.'  And 
an  he  lay  a  corpse  over  my  shoulder,  be 
exhibited  *  a  countenance  combining  such 
peace,  benevolence,  and  grandeur,  in  its 
silent  expre&sions,'  as  have  seldom  been 
witnessed  in  the  dead.  Oh  !  what  a  mo* 
meot  was  that  when  we  paused  for  his 
next  breath  —  but  it  came  not  —  and 
all  was .  over !  Our  beloved  friend 
had  separated  from  his  flesh. .  His  faith 
had  terminated  in  sight.  He  was 
present  with  the  Lord,  I  wished  only 
a  glance  of  him,  blessing  us,  I  imagined, 
as  he  passed  away,  fiut  here,  as  on  all 
other  occasions,  we  must  learn  to  live  by 
faith.  All  left  for  us  to  contemplate  were 
the  painful  and  humiliating  facts  and  con- 
sequences  which  death  produced.  The 
lifeless  corpse  of  one  so  great  and  miglity, 
so  afiectionate  and  beloved;  the  failing 
hearts  of  the  widow  and  the  fatherless, 
broken  and  inconsolable;  the  sobbings 
and  lamentations  of  friends;  the  confu* 
sion  spread  through  the  neighbourhood ; 
all  combined  to  provoke  each  other's 
despair  under  so  irreparable  a  loss.  When, 
however,  he  was  transferred  to  his  bed, 
and  we  gazed  upon  that  more  than  ordi- 
aary  composure  of  feature  which  our  de. 
ceasicd  pa«tor  exhibited,  we  felt  the  re 
action  of  faith  on  sensible  objects,  exhila- 
rating us  with  the  consolatory  conviction, 
that  the  gain  of  the  departed  was,  in  a 
seose,  propoitittned  io  the  loss  felt  by  the 
Christian  church. 

I  am  aware  that  the  closing  days  of  this 
truly  excellent  man  were  not  rich  in  those 
expressions  of  sentiment  which  the  eager 
curiosity  of  a  multitude  usually  demands; 
but  it  was  the  manner,  the  dignified  com- 
posure  of  spirit,  the  unclouded  eye  of 
fiuth,  .  the  majestic  demeanour  of  the 
Christian,  which  spoke  what  words  could 
not  intelligibly  communicate,  and  con- 
veyed more  full  and  satisfactory  ideas  to 
the  beholders. 

It  has  lately  been  well  remarked,  by  an 
able  preacher :  ^  His  greatness  was  lost  in 
his  goodness,  the  scholar  in  the  Christian, 
and  the  philosopher  in  the  man  of  God : 
he   rose   by  descending;   his  gentleness 


made  him  great;  and  his  unaffected  sim- 
plicity gave  him  a  moral  grandeur  seldom 
encircling  the  brow  of  a  mortal.'  Never 
did  our  revered  pastor  present  a  more 
softened,  a  more  benig^nt  majesty  of 
deportment  than  in  tlie  last  week  of  his 
life,  in  patience  he  possessed  his  soul : 
with  calm  solemnity  he  awaited  the  com- 
ing of  his  Saviour:  with  humble,  but  as- 
sured hope,  he  longed  for  the  moment 
when  he  should  be  accounted  worthy  to 
stand  before  the  Son  of  Man.  Emptied  of 
self,  he  was  lost  in  admiring  contempla- 
tion of  the  mercies  of  God,  in  the  great 
salvation.  He  was  ever  backward  to 
speak  of  himself,  or  to  dilate  on  his  own 
individual  experience,  l^raly  humble 
and  lowly,  he  saw  himself  not  as  seen  and 
approved  of  men,  but  as  he. actually  was 
in  the  sight  of  an  all-searching,  but  mer- 
ciful God.  From  him,  we  heard  no  un- 
necessary self-depreciations,  no  self-exalt- 
ations  ;  but  be  exercised  a  dispassionate 
view  of  circumstances  in  all  their  bear- 
ings on  the  eternal  future.  The  closing 
scenes  of  his  life  brought  out  io  view  every 
thing  that  was  excellent,  freed  from  every 
trace  of  what  might  be  regarded  as  cor- 
rupting. Every  thing  alloying  seemed  to 
be  depositing  in  his  material  fit  brie,  ready 
to  be  cast  off;  whilst  all  that  was  per- 
fecting appeared  to  be  accumulating  in 
his  mind,  to  fit  him  for  his  departure.  I 
have  never  before  seen,  and  scarcely  shall 
I  again  witness,  a  death,  in  all  its  circum- 
stances, so  grand  and  impressive ;  so  bar- 
monious  with  his  natural  character,  so 
consistent  with  his  spiritual  life.  little 
indeed  was  said;  but  the  expressions  heie 
recorded  contained  so  many  allusions  and 
implications,  that  they  will  convey  much 
to  those  who  heard  him,  and  were  aware 
of  the  circumstances  in  connexion.  'Mark 
the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright  > 
for  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace;'  was 
fully  applicable  to  our  beloved  pastor, 
whilst  the  words  of  his  Saviour,  inaudible 
to  all  but  himself,  were  being  uttered— 
«Come  up  hither!'" 

Thus  lived,  and  thus  died,  the 
most  extraordinary  man  of  his  time, 
whose  wonderful  talents  would  have 
qualified  him  to  excel  and  to  shine  in 
any  department  of  society,  or  in  any 
sphere  of  intellectual  agency,  but 
who  wisely  esteemed  it  bis  highest 
honour  to  be  engaged  in  the  service 
of  God,  in  the  promotion  of  the 
Redeemer's  glory,  and  the  salvation 
of  im mortal  souls.

Mtion  Wat  never  excited  in  tbe  pab- 
lie  mind  by  the  death  of  a  private 
individual^  than  that  which  followed 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Hall.     Good 
men  of  all  denominations,  both  in 
tbe  establishment  and  out  of  it,  were 
forward  to  testify  their  sense  of  his 
eminence   and  worth ;    and  many 
who  did  not  relish  his  piety,  declared 
thdr  admiration  of  his  genius.    Ser- 
mons were  delivered  on  the  occasion 
in  many  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and 
of  this  number  no  fewer  than  eight 
were      published,    namely,     those 
preached  by  Mr.  Hughes,  at  Broad- 
mead,  Bristol,  with  Mr.  Crisp's  Ad- 
dress at  the  Interment ;  by  Dr.  Cox, 
at  Hackney ;  by  Mr.  Jolm  Birt,  at 
Manchester;  by  Mr.  Boswortfa,  at 
Stoke  Newington;    by  Mr.   Cater, 
at  Bath ;  by  Mr.  Giles,  at  Salters* 
Hall ;  by  Mr.  Mursell,  at  Leicester  3 
and  by  Mr.  Swan,  at  Birmingham. 
The  authors  of    these  Discourses, 
amidst  the  variety  that  might  be  ex- 
pected in  their  mode  of  delineation, 
all  concur,  and  vie  with  each  other, 
in  expressions  of  love  and  venera- 
tion.    It  was  once  intended  to  se- 
lect passages  from  each  in  illustra- 
tion of  the  character  of  the  admira- 
ble own  to  whom  they  refer,  and 
several  were  noted  for  the  purpose ; 
but  the  limits  of  a  magazine  forbid 
the  insertion  of  them  all,  and  at  the 
same  time  prescribe  the  necesAity  of 
.auppressifig  many  incidents  and  re- 
marks 'which  m  a  more    extended 
memoir  ought  to  find  a  place. 

But  are  there  no  drawbacks }  Is 
Mr.  Hairs  a  perfect  character  ?  Was 
•he  exempt  from  the  nifirmkies  and 
defects  of  our  common  nature  ?  By 
•no  tneans.  IfMnHallooukl  frown 
in  heavoi,  it  would 'be  upon  the  man 
who  dhoujd  advance  Hodi  a  claim  in 
his  behalf.  But  his  frailties  were 
Bo  few,  and  for  the  most  part  so 
constitutional,  and  Divine  grace  had 
•done  so  much  to  subdue  them,  that, 
in  the  contemplation  of  his  charac- 
ter as  a  whole,  they  are  almost  lost 
in  the  bknoe  of  his  excellencies. . 


He  was  natnrrily  irritable  and  im- 
petuous, and  sometimes  in  moments 
of    high    excitement    would   utter 
things   which  his   sober  judgment 
condemned.     But,  as  Mr.  Birt  has 
well  remarked,   "  in  estimating  Mr. 
Hall,  it  ought  always  to  be  borne  in 
mind,  that  from  boyhood  to  the  close 
of  life,  he  was  subject  to  constant 
and  excruciating  bodily  pain.     From 
seven  years  old,  to  sixty-seven,  when 
he  died,  he  had  scarcely  an  interval 
of  ease,  except  it  was  procured  by 
the  most  powerful  medicine.     It  is 
quite  astonishing  that  this  perpetual 
alternation  of  anguish,  amountmg  to 
torture,  and  of  the  influence  of  me- 
dical '  antidotes,    should    [no  more 
have]  disturbed  the  eqtiaiiimity  of 
his  character,  or  the  gentleness  of 
his  temper.    This  acute  and  rank- 
ling '^  thorn  in  the  flesh,*'  which 
was   always   aggravated    by   bodily 
motion,  restricted  his  personal  exer- 
tions to  much  narrower  limits  than 
accorded  with  the  "  willingness  of 
his  spirit  5*'  and  as  he  found  that  .a 
recumbent  posture  somewhat  abated 
his  sufferings,  to  this    it  may  be 
owing  also  [in    conjunction  with 
other    causes,  alluded    to    above], 
Xhat  the  world  has  not  received  more 
instruction  from  his  pen.*'"^     As  to 
the  latter  point,  it  may  be  remarked 
that,  whoever  will  cast  his  eye  upop 
the  catalogue  of  his  writings,  and 
keep  in  mind  all  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  vHU  be  surprised  and 
thankful    that    he   has   written  so 
much.     Whatever  our  love  of  ex- 
cellence '  may  tempt  us  to  wish,  as 
to  such  a  writer,  it  would  be  both 
unjust  and  ungrateful  to  forget  that 
what  may  be  thought  deficient  in 
the  quantUy,  is  abundantly  compen- 
sated by  the  quaUty,  of  his  produc- 
tions. 

'With  respect  to  the  opinions 
which  he  sometimes  threw  off  has- 
tily, and  which  appeared  either  ex- 
travagant, or  inconsistent  wit^  his 
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sentiments  at  other  times,  two 
things  may  be  observed  j  one  is, 
that  though,  as  he  confesses,  he  was 
*'  too  prone  to  express  himself  in 
the  style  of  hyperbole*,"  his  most 
startling  assertions  were  often  found 
to  be  based  on  truth ;  and  the  other 
is,  that  he  frequently  viewed  the* 
same  subject  in  different  aspects, 
and  would  ascribe  to  it  different 
properties  5  and  more  especially 
would  he  do  this  if  the  person  with 
whom  he  was  conversing  appeared 
to  go  too  far  in  the  direction  oppo- 
site to  his  own,  though  he  would, 
in  other  circumstances,  have  rather 
accompanied  him  to  a  certain  dis- 
tance than  opposed  him. 

This  natural  vivacity,  which  he 
could  not  always  check,  induced 
some  persons  to  question  tlie  solidity 
of  his  judgment.  This  point  is 
skilfully  decided  by  Dr.  Cox  in  the 
following  passage  : — ''A  superficial 
observer  might  have  thought  him 
deficient  in  judgment,  whereas  in 
reality  he  possessed  an  extraordinary 
power  of  discrimination.  That  Mr. 
Hall  would  give  a  hasty  opinion, 
under  the  impulse  of  a  sudden  feel- 
ing or  a  strong  prepossession,  can- 
not be  [denied].  Transient  emo- 
tions or  impulses  of  mind,  which 
many  have  the  dexterity  to  conceal 
till  they  have  arrived  at  a  result, 
would,  in  his  case,  instantly  assume 
the  form  of  words,  and  be  given  at 
once  in  what  might  often  be  deemed. 


degree  the  faculty  of  arriving  at  a 
just  conclusion  through  a  course  of 
accurate  discrimination.  The  sur* 
face  of  his  mind  was  sensitive ;  he 
would  consequently  utter  the  first 
feeling ;  but  its  inward  texture  was 
nicely  adjusted)  his  ultimate  deci- 
sions would,  therefore,  be  generally 
Wise.  * 

Thus  much  for  his  defects  :  but 
who  shall  number  or  describe  his 
excellences?  To  glance  alTonly  a  part 
of  them  is  now  all  that  can  be  at- 
tempted. 

Qualities  which  seem  scarcely  com- 
patible with  each  other,  and  which 
rarely  meet  in  the  same  individual, 
were    associated    in  Mr.  Hall,    in 
happy  combination.     He  was    en- 
dowed with  a  genius  of  the  highest 
order,  sanctified  by  religion  to  the 
noblest  ends — and  united  with  an 
ardour  that  never  cooled,  and  an  in- 
dustry that  never  tired,  in  the  pur- 
suit of  truth  and  knowledge^  In  him 
a  lively  imagination  was  conjoined 
with    patient  thought,-— «  bnlliant 
fancy  with  logical  acumen, — ^the  phi- 
losophical with  the  poetical  tempera- 
ment,—  energy  with  grace,  —  mi- 
nuteness with  comprehension, — ten- 
derness   of   heart    with    invincible 
boldness  of  spirit.     He  inculcated 
themdst  liberal  principles  in  govern- 
ment and  policy,  in  a  time  of  danger, 
long  before  the  public  mind  was  pre- 
pared generally  to  receive    them — 
and  yet  no  man  was  more  free  from 
if  taken  as  bis  real  decisions,  indis- 1  a  factious  temper :  he  was  the  advo- 


creet  language.  His  criticisms  upon 
men  and  things  would  therefore  be 
sometimes  incautious.  £ut,  if  judg- 
ment consist  in  the  power  of  dis- 
cerning the  relations  between  one 
term  or  one  proposition  and  another, 
then  his  judgment  was  most  emi- 
nent ^  for  let  a  subject  have  been 
brought  before  his  serious  attention, 
and  a  deliberate  opinion  have  been 
requested,  and  it  would  soon  appear 
that  no  man  possessed  in  a  greater 
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cate  of  principles,  not  of  party.  He 
was,  on  conviction,  a  Dissenter,  and 
a  Baptist,  without  cherishing  a  sec- 
tarian spirit ;  and  with  a  cordial  at- 
tachment to  the  doctrines  of  grace,  he 
unremittingly  enforced  the  claims  of 
practical  religion,  as  the  fruit  of  faith 
and  the  only  criterion  of  its  existence. 
Devotion  was  the  element  of  his 
being ;  piety  the  spring  and  purifier 
of  his  actions ;  huihility  before  God 
the  constant  habit  of  his  mind.  His 
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whole  character  was  marked  by  frank- 
ness and  simplicity:  his  manners 
were  dignified^  yet  affable  and  polite. 
In  every  relation  of  life, — as  a  son, 
a  husband,  a  father,  a  member  of 
society,  a  faithful  friend,  and  a  Chris- 
tian minister, — he  displayed, exem- 
plary virtues,  and  adorned  his  sacred 
profession. 

For  the  long  space  of  forty  years, 
he  maintained,  as  a  preacher,  a  lofty 
and  increasing  reputation.  It  grew 
continually  brighter  and  larger  in  its 
orb ;  but  It  never  waned]  and  it  set 
at  the  full, 

Ages  will  revolve,  and  the  Eng- 
lish language  become  extinct,  before 
the  name  of  Robert  Hall  will  be 
forgotten,  or  his  virtues  and  his 
talents  cease  to  be  admired.

Tdat  ckeerfiir  submission  to  tl^e 
win  of  our  heatenly  Father,  nnder 
the  varying  occurrences  of  his  Wise 
bat  mysterious  providence  is  the  in- 
dispensable duty  of  his  ehildrto, 
cannbt  be  disputed  b^  any  of  the 
truly  pious.  Yet^  even  tbe  most 
eminent  of  their  number^  will  readily 


acknowledge,  that,  to  assent  to  an 
incontrovertible  axiom,  is  far  easier 
than  to  render  such  obedience  to  its 
clafms  as  consistency  with  its  admis* 
siou  requires. 

It  is,  however,  of  the  very  essence 
of  real  religion,  not  to  be  so  discou- 
raged^ by  difficulty,  as  to  permit  the 
means    adapted  for   overcoming  it 
to  remain  unoccupied  ;  and,  among 
these,  as  applicable  to  a  case  of  sud- 
den and  unexpected  visitation,  claim* 
ing  submission  to  the  will  of  Him 
"  who  doth  according  to  his  will  !n  the 
army  of  heaven,  and  among  the  inha* 
bi^ants  of  the  earthy"  how  important 
may  be  the  influence  of  considering — . 
that  the  event  was  comprdiended  in* 
the  Divine  arrangement  —  accompa* 
nied  by  circumstances  of  signal  mercy 
— ^and  intended  to  accomplish    the 
most  beneficent  design ! 

In  the  divine  arrangement,  there 
can  be  nothing  eithei^  defective  or 
excessive,  though,  to  a  mind  not  en- 
larged -and  strengthened  by  the  ex- 
ercise of  faith,  there  may  seem  to  be 
mfuch  ctf  both :  and,  even  to  those  who 
have  attained  the  clearest  and  most 
comprehensive  views  of  the  Divine 
procedure,  there  will  arise  events  too 
partially  interpretable  j — ^tbat  when 
submitted  to  the  soundest  piinei- 
ples(  shall  fail  to  impart  any  infor- 
mation, so  definite  and  satisfac- 
tory, as  that  which  is  deriVed^  from 
an  entire  and  constant  conviction 
that  **  all  thihgs  are  of  God.*'  The 
flight  ind  fall  of  i  spartow,  may, 
indeed,  appear  too  insignificant  to 
the  pride  of  human  intellect  to^  ad- 
ndt  even  of  a  momentary  confsfder- 
aftion ;  but,  in  the  universal  ildminis^- 
ttation  of  Infinite  Wiidolfi,  these, 
apparently-  fortuitous  and  inconsi- 
derable movements,  may  have  rela- 
\S6qs  which  perfectly  justify  the  n6- 
tice  bestowed  upon  Iherii  by  6ur 
heavenly  Father.  It  is  not  the  power 
of  precisely  determining  what  jftre 
the  occurrences,  in  the  provid^n^e 
of  God,  upon  which  results  the  most 
painful  or  felicitous  depend  3  but  the 
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distinct  and  immoveable  persuasion 
that  every  thing  is  incessantly  sub- 
ordinated to  His  gracious  control^ 
whose  plans  of  government  are 
founded  in  infinite  knowledge,  and 
cx>nducted  with  ineffable  benevo- 
lence^ that  communicates  a  sacred 
calm  to  the  believing  spirit,  and 
produces  that  resignation  to  the  Di- 
vine will,  which  is  one  of  the  most 
conclusive  evidences  that  the  light 
and  love  of  revealed  truth  have  taken 
possession  of  the  heart. 

The  affecting  propensity  to  mag- 
nify trifling  afflictions,  and  diminish 
signal  mercies,  there  is  reason  to 
fear,  extensively  prevails  :  so  that 
to  arouse  the  slumbering  affections 
from  the  torpor  of  their  ingratitude, 
seems  to  require  I  he  sudden  impulse 
of  some  unusual  incident,  which 
shall  place  life  and  death  in  imme- 
diate prospect,  attended  with  such 
an  array  of  circumstances  as  may 
solemnly  impress  the  mind  that  es- 
cape from  the  latter  is  next  to  im- 
possible, and  that  the  continuance 
of  the  former — especially  in  con- 
nexion with  those  essential  attri- 
butes, without  which  it  is  scarcely 
to  be  desired — can  be  nothing  less 
than  marvellous  3  and,  withal,  leav- 
ing a  memento,  sufficiently  impres- 
sive and  durable,  to  prevent  the  ob- 
literation of  the  occurrence  from  the 
page  of  recollection.  In  the  sup- 
posed situation,  leisure  is  soon 
afforded  for  deliberate  retrospection, 
and  the  calm  exercise  of  patient 
reflection.  The  spot,  where  the  peril- 
ous event  took  place,  is  repeatedly 
visited,  and,  while  the  various  cir- 
cumstances, each  of  which,  might 
have  proved  mortally  fatal,  are  tre- 
ipulously  reviewed,  oh  !  with  what 
intense  interest  does  the  mind  fasten 
on  that  manifest  interposition  of 
invisible  Omnipotence,  which,  at 
the  only  moment  when  it  could 
avail,  pronounced,  "  Deliver  him  from 
going  down  to  the  pit/'  The  wel- 
cop^e^  well  knowi),    I'hough   silent 


voice,  was  effectively  heard  5  and 
the  delivered  grateAilly  responds, 
**  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and 
all  that  is  within  me  bless  his  hol]r 
name— who  redeeraeth  thy  life  from 
destruction."  And,  as  to  alL  ap- 
pointed discipline,  which  may  yet 
remain,  he  earnestly  desires  to  yield 
unrepining  subjection  to  his  sove- 
reign will. 

As  it  is  equally  inconsistent  with 
every  scriptural  notion  of  the  wis- 
dom and  goodness  of  the  Infinite 
Being,  to  suppose  that  there  should 
emanate  from  him,  either  by  appoint- 
ment or  permission,  any  event  not  di  - 
rected  and  overruled  for  the  effecting 
of  some  purpose  by  which  the  glories 
of  his  character  may  be  more  fully 
illustrated,  and  his  benignant  inten- 
tions concerning  his  people  pro- 
fan  oted  5  so  the  indulgence  of  any 
such  sentiment,  is  highly  unsuitable 
to  a  Christian  profession.  The  con- 
nexion oi  affliction,  whetlier  sudden 
or  otherwise,  with  the  past,  the  pre- 
sent, or  the  future^  as  designed  to 
convey  reproof,  adnK)nition,  and  in- 
struction, is  one  of  defep  and  delicate 
interest.  It  is  too  often  so  much 
overlooked  by  the  individual,  who, 
it  might  be  supposed,  would  inake 
it  the  subject  of  his  anxious  consi- 
deration, that  the  advantage  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  visitation,  is  entirely 
lost,  or  but  very  partially  realized.  In 
these  inquiries,  however,  there  is  a 
medium  to  be  observed  between 
loose  generalities,  and  minute  appli- 
cation: the  former  is  frequently  to 
be  referred  to  an  indisposedness  to 
close  inspection,  while  the  latter  is 
often  the  offispring  of  presumption. 
But,  when  such  an  examination  is 
devoutly  conducted,  and  brought  to 
a  happy  conclusion,  how  satisfacto- 
rily does  it  appear,  that  "  the  Lord 
doth  not  afflict  willingly,  nor  grieve 
the  children  of  men,"— that  even 
those  "  whom  hc»  loveth  he  chasten- 
eth," — that  "  precept  must  be  upon 
precept,  precept  upon  precept" — and 
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that  every  branchy  in  Uie  living  vine, 
must  be  purged, ''  that  it  may  bring 
forth  more  hiiit." 

After  all,  let  the  writer  and  the 
reader,  with  devout  thankfulness,  re- 
member, that  we  have  not  a  high 
priest  who  cannot  be  touched  with  a 
feeling  of  our  infirmities,  but  one, 
who,  having  himself  suffered,  being 
tempted,  is  able,  also,  to  succour 
them  that  are  tempt^  ;  and  that 
while  his  dominion  is  universal  and 
everlasting,  his  mediation  is  the  ex- 
clusive ground  of  the  believer's  ac- 
ceptance in  the  divine  presence,  and 
the  rich  and  unfailing  source  of  all 
his  spiritual  joys  and  heavenly  pros- 
pects.

To  tke  JSditor  of  the  Baptist  Magazine, 

Sib, 

Having  been  roused,  by  various 
publications  to  the  investigation  of 
the  nature  and  objects  of  those  im- 
portant and  valuable  institutions. 
Temperance  Societies  j  I  am  not  a 
little  surprised  that  pur  Magazine 
has  been  so  silent  on  the  subject. 

Is  it  because  the  evils  of  intem- 
perance are  not  obvious?  this  can- 
not be,  surrounded  as  we  are  with 
pauperism,  crime,  disease,  madness, 
suicides,  and  sudden  deaths,  the 
greatest  portion  of  which  are  the 
result  of  intemperance.  Is.it  because 
there  are  some  who  object  to  the 
constitution  and'  principles  of  these 
societies  ?  There  was  never  a  bene- 
ficent plan  proposed  yet,  which  had 
not  some  objectors,— and  I  conceive 
every  objection  that  has  been  raised 
against  Temperance  Societies,  has 
been  satisfactorily  answered  by  the 
most  eloquent  tongues,  and  the 
most  able  pens.  And  if  there  be  any 
doubt  whether  they  effect  the  good 
they  propose  to  accomplish,  such 
doubts  may  be  removed  by  the  most 
striking  and  authenticated  facts,  fur- 
nished in  the  published  reports  of 


different  societies.  From  all  that  I 
have  seen  of  the  nature  and  the 
utility  of  these  institutions,  I  have 
an  overwhelming  conviction,  that  no 
plan  was  ever  devised  which  was 
better  adapted  to  reclaim  the  intem- 
perate, and  those  who  are  even 
verging  towards  the  vortex  of  dissi- 
pation 5  or  to  preserve  the  rising, 
generation  from  forming  drunken 
habits  which  generally  lead  into 
many  fatal  snares. 
\  When  the  religious  part  of  the 
community  shall  be  brought  to  give 
their  sanction  and  support  to  the 
measure,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
most  beneficial  results,  both  to  the 
chiirch  of  Christ,  and  to  the  nation 
at  large,  will  be  the  consequence. 

My  opinion.  Sir,  fully  coincides 
with  that  of  an  eminent  writer,  who 
says,  *'  Had  societies  of  this  kind' 
never  been  formed  till  this  moment, 
and,  consequently,  had  their  prac- 
tical results  been  wholly  a  matter  of 
probable  calculation,  even  in  this 
case,  the  object  which  they  have  in 
view  is  so  eminently  desirable,  and 
the  likelihood  of  their  doing  good 
so  probable,  that  .we  might  expect, 
every  pious  man  would  cordially  bid 
them  God  speed.'*  But  the  practica- 
bility and  success  of  such  societies 
are  hot  problematical.  They  have 
been  tried,  and  tried  too  on  a  large 
scale  in  America,  where  a  million - 
and  a  half  of  the  people  have  been 
brought  under  their  influence.  The 
consequence  is,  that  in  that  country 
the  consumption  of  ardent  spirits  has 
been  diminished  one  half,  and  mul- 
titudes of  drunkards  have  been  rer 
claimed. 

This  is  a  truly  glorious  reforma- . 
tion,  and  one,  in  effecting  which, 
the  ministers  of  the  Gospel  take  a 
most  decisive  and  active  part.  The 
General  Assembly  of  America,  hav- 
ing 1  GOO  ministers,  and  above  2000 
congregations,  at  their  association  in 
May  last,  unanimously  adopted  the  . 
following  resolutions:

'^Th»t  they  eaiitiestly  recommend^ 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  forftiing  of 
Temperance  Societies  in  the  congre-: 
gations  under  thetr  cafe. 

'*  That,  as  friends  of  the  caose  of 
temperance,  this  assembly  rejoke  to 
lend  the  force  of  their  ebcam^le  to 
that  cause,  as  an  ecclesiastlical  body, 
by  an  entire  abstinence  thetoHehies 
from  the  use  of  ardent  spirits/* 

Now,  Sn*,  Were  the  as8fociatk>ns 
of  the  several  denominations  of 
Christians  in  this  kingdom,  and  were 
the  ministers,  and  deacons,  smd  the 
influential  members  of  our  churches 
tlius  to  act,  ardent  spirits  Would 
soon  be  discarded  (r'&M  the  tables  of 
the  respectable  and  the  religious,*— 
intemperance  would  graduaHy  dimi- 
nish, and  innnmerable  evils  would  be 
banished  from  oar  land. 

The  benefks  that  would  result 
from  imiversally  discontinuing  the 
use  of  intoxicating  liquors  may  be 
thus  briefly  stated  : — 

1.  More  than  tfaree*fourths  of  the 
pauperism  of  the  country  would  be 
prevented,  and  the  poor  s  rates  pro  - 
portiona^ly  diminished. 

2.  The  families  of  the  poor  would 
rise  from  misery  and  degradation 
into  comfort  and  respectabilky ; 
themselves  better  clothed  and  fed, 
their  children  better  instructed  and 
taken  081%  of. 

3i  Three-fourths  of   the   crimes^ 
now  eomndtted  wbuld  be  prevented, 
wtih  aU  their  consequent  miseries ; 
the  principal  cause  of  these  viola- 
tion of  tlvl  law  being  removed* 

4.  The  number,  frequetiey,  and 
severity  of  diseases  in  g&m&i,  v^ovld 
be  lessened,  and  cases- of'  lunacy  in 
poffticulary  greatly  dimiiii(8iifed< 


5.  llierei  would!  be  an  antMral  sav- 
ing of  eighteen  millions^  of  money 
now  spent  in  ardent  spirits,  inf  addi* 
tion  to  what  would  be  saved  m  the 
maintenance  of  the  poor  and  the 
punishment  of  criminals,  which  sum 
might  be  employed  in  promotiiig  t&e 
best  interest  of  the  natiMr. 

6.  The  country  would  ht  tliereby 
freed  from  the  temptation  to  a  vice 
that  is  at  presetit  one  of  its  ^(reiltest 
curses  ;  and  England,  now  noiortou^ 
for  drunkenness,  would  be^oifbe,  not 
only  the  happiest  and  most  prds^r- 
dus  of  nfations,  but  the  admiration 
aiid  envy  of  the  world. 

7.  The  cause  of  religion-— the  ob- 
servance of  the  Christian  Sabbatii  — 
the  saving  of  time,  now  squandered 
in  the  haunts  of  intemperance — ^the 
rescuing  of  sinners  from  the  j^aths 
of  vice,  premature  deatib,.  and 
filial  ruin ; — in  a  word,  the  glory  of 
God,  and  the  best  interests-  of  man 
would  be  greatly  promoted  3 — and  the 
amount  of  efitbrt  now  making  to  se- 
cure these  objects  might  be  expected 
to  realize  double  its  present  effects, 
on  the  removal  of  this  impediment. 

And  is  there  an  individual  In  the 
kingdom  veho  does  6ot  wish  for  this- 
blessed  consummation  ?  Is  there  one 
who  would  not  make  the  trifling 
sacrifice  required,  in  order  t6  accom- 
plish it  ?  Let  every  oiie  join 
the  Tempeitince  Society,  and  this 
great  good  will*  be  Ise^ured.

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the  M\oiwmg  plan  for  establidung 
a  fund  for  so  desirable  and  benevo- 
lent a  purpose. 

1.  Let  a  Cotnnuttee  be  formed  in 
London  to  effect  insurances  on  the 
lives  of  ministers  of  the  different 
Baptist  churches.  Each  church  to 
snbscribe  according  to  its  ability,  the 
minister  also  to  assist  as  far  as  in  his 
power  in  payment  of  the  annual  pre* 
mium  of  insurance,  the  amount 
thereof  to  be  arranged  and  fixed  by 
the  chunch,  who  are  to  hold  them« 
selves  bound  to  the  Committee  for 
the  supply  of  the  money,  as  may  be 
agreed  on  between  themselves. 

2.  If  the  management  of  this  plan 
be  invested  in  the  hands  of  a  Com* 
mittee  it  will  form  a  growing  and 
increasing  fund  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  widows  and  children  of  such 
ministers  whose  destitute  circum* 
stances  make  the  loudest  appeal  for 
relief.  This  plan  will  entirelv  ob- 
viate the  difficulty  respecting  the  re- 
moval of  any  minister  whose  life 
may  be  insured :  and  to  prevent 
any  confusion  that  might  arise, 
let  each  church  continue  the  insu- 
rance of  their  ^minister,  even  should 
he  in  providence  be  removed  to  ano- 
ther diurch. 

3.  In  order  to  meet  the  wants  of 
so  important  an  institution  as  this, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  make  public 
collections  sometimes,  and  solicit 
private  donations,  this  of  course  the 
Committee  will  properly  arrange. 

I  shall  now  leave  this  outline  to 
your  perusal,  I  hope  that  some  more 
able  pen  than  mine  will  give  this 
important  cause  the  attention  it 
merits  and  deserves.  I  have  only 
to  add,  that  it  is  my  firm  opinion, 
that  the  adoption  of  this  plan,  will, 
if  strictly  adhered  to,  ultimately  es- 
tablish a'  very  important  fund.  And 
now  imploring  the  guidance  4)f  him 
without  whose  blessing  oiir  efforts  are 
vam  and  delusive,

To  the  Editor  of  the  SapM  Magaxine. 

Sir, 
There  is  a  province  of  the  king's 
dominions,  situated  a  few  hours  sail 
across  the  channel,  in  which,  owing 
to  several  causes,  there  has  been  for 
a  long  period,  a  dreadful  famine  of 
the  bread  of  life.  Pitying  the  sad 
state  of  these  poor  people,  I  have 
been,  in  common  with  many  of  my 
neighbours  and  countrymen,  sending 
them,  from  time  to  time,  such  sup- 
plies as  we  were  able. 

I  must  inform  you,  Sir,  that  it 
was  one  deplorable  feature  of  the 
character  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
part  of  our  country,  that  though  they 
were  destitute  of  the  provision  to 
which  I  refer ;  and  though  it  was 
manifestly  necessary,  not  only  to 
their  present,  but  also  to  their  future 
and  permanent  felicity,  yet  they 
would  not  receive  it  j  they  even 
persecuted,  and  spake  evil  things  of 
the  benevolent  individuals  who 
brought  it.  This  circumstance  was 
exceedingly  lamentable,  and  rendered 
their  ofise  very  desperate. 

I  am  happy,  however,  to  state. 
Sir,  that  latterly  a  change  has  taken 
place,  and  they  are  desirous  of  re- 
ceiving it;  but  yet  there  is  still 
something  in  their  present  situation 
which  is  a  little  peculiar ;  they  are 
not  willing  to  receive  this  bread  in 
v^hole,  but  in  half  loaves. 

Notwithstanding  this  singularity, 
believing  that  **  half  a  loaf  is  better 
than  no  bread,"  I  cannot  help  think- 
ing it  my  duty  to  unite  with  my 
friends  who  are  of  opinion,  that  it 
should  be  sent  them  in  this  form, 
rather  than  that  the  people  should 
perish.  I  am  happy  to  hear,  that 
our  good  king,  and  his  patriotic  mi- 
nisters, cordially  uni^e  with  us  in 
this  sentiment. 

Now,  Sir,  there  are  many  very 
respectal^le  md  es^cellsnt  persons, 
who  affirm,  that  if  these  famishing 
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.people  will  not  have  the  bread  in 
whole  loaves,  that  they  ought  not  to 
have  it  at  all )  and  they  find  fault, 
and  not  in  very  tempeiate  language, 
of  the  king*s  ministers,  and  of  all 
who  think  differentlv  from  them- 
selves,  in  this  matter.  So  that,  if 
we  really  send  our  half  loaves,,  which 
we  intend,  by  God's  blessing,  we 
may  reckon  on  their  most  entire 
hostility. 

This,  Sir,  appears  to  me  exceed- 
ingly strange,  to  say  the  least  of  it. 
Especially,  as  these  very  people  are 
in  the  constant  habit  of  having  their 
own  tables  served,  not  with  whole 
loaves,  but  with  pieces  of  this  very 
bread,  on  which  they  stamp  the 
Greek  term.  Liturgy.  Moreover, 
their  missionaries  cut  up  the  very 
same  kind  qf  loaf,  and  give  it  away 
piece- meal  in  foreign  lands. 

There  is.  Sir,  a  weighty  consider- 
ation, which  may  well  encourage  us 
to  distribute  even  the  smallest  por- 
tion oi  the  provision  to  which  I  re- 
fer. Half  a  loaf  of  this  bread,  as  it 
is  of  a  peculiarly  excellent  quality, 
or  even  a  little  piece  of  it,  by  the 
divine  blessing,  would,  I  am  sure, 
'save  a  man  from  perishing  by  hun- 


ger^ and  even,  %6  singular  is  its 
virtue,  prevent  his  hungering  any 
more  for  ever.*    , 

Now,  Sir,  will  you,  or  some  of 
your  correspondents,  inform  me, 
whether  the  old  proverb,  "  Half  a 
loaf  is  better  than  no  bread,"  in- 
cludes in  it  a  just  sentiment,  or  not  r 
If  it  does,  will  it  not  follow,  that 
his  Majesty*s  Government  is  amply 
justified  in  its  benevolent  project  of 
aiding  their  fellow-subjects  in  Hi- 
bernia,  according  to  their  desire, 
even  with  half  loaves  ? 

If  the  whole  loaf  be  made  of  the 
finest  of  the  wheat,  and  be  good  and 
useful,  must  not  every  slice,  and 
even  cruinb  of  it  be  good  and  useful 
also? 

Do  not  those.  Sir,  who  refuse  to 
communicate  this  bread  to  the  pe- 
rishing, even  in  half  loaves,  or  slices, 
incur  in  the  sight  of  heaven  an  awful 
responsibility,  since  it  is.  evidently 
the  duty  of  every  individual^  if  he 
cannot  do  all  the  good  he  would,  to 
do  all  the  good  he;  can  ?

-able  accompaniments,  and  religion,in  places 
tooted  in  this  country  for  revivals,  has  been 
sometimes  so  caricatured  and  distorted,

As  for  Mrs.  Trotlope,  who,  io  say  the 
best  of  her,  is,  we  suppose,  prodigiously 
fashionable  and  profoundly  ignorant  of 
religion,  a  witness  whom  it  may  suit  the 
purpose  of  the  Quarterly  Review  to  ap- 
plaud, but  not  of  the  impartial  inquirer  to 
admit  in  evidence — as  for  that  lady  w'e 
reject  atonce  all  her  sneers,  and  inuendoes, 
and  gossip;  and  turn  with  satisfaction 'to 
the  history  of  these  proceedings  in  the 
pages  before  us.  We  have  read  them  at- 
tentively -y  and,  after  some  reflection,  have 
come  to  a  few  general  conclusions,  of  which 
we  have  only  room  here  to  state  two. 

The  first  is,  that  the  different  habits  of 
society  in  England  and  America  will  go 
far  to  explain  the  apparent  discrepancies 
in  tbe  actual  state  of  religion,  and  in  th^ 
character  of  what  in  each  may  in  particular 
places  be  deemed  of  the  nature  of  revivals. 
When  we  consider  the  constitution  of  gd- 
vernment  in  England,  the  long  establish- 
ment of  the  forms  of  worship  here,  tb^ 
general  refinement  of  society,  and  the 
general  (though  with  exceptions,  doubtIess> 
to  an  unhappy  extent)  spread  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  our  principal  cities,  towns,  and  coun- 
ties, religion, — where  ithasa  deep,peryad. 
ing,  and  progressive  hold  of  any  large  por- 
tion of  a  community,— is  less  Kfcely  ihatt 
uoder  other  circumstances  to  manifest  its 
energy  in  strong  external  excitement  It 
witlnecessarilybemodified  by  outward  in- 
fluences and  a  particular  state  of  the  pub- 
lie  character,  or  of  national  peculiarities, 
Here  religion  acts  upon  a  people  whose 
habits  of  thouecht  and  action  are  of  a  more 
fixed  and  sedate  kind  than  in  any  other 
country  perhaps  of  tbe  world,  and  who, 
however  powerfully  they  become  affected, 
are  ip  many  ways  under  more  restraint 
than  mankind  are  fooad  to  be  elsewhere. 
In  America  there  is  a  oK>re  unftttered 
freedom,  a  more  general  association  be- 
tween  the  difierent,  or  what  would  here  ht 
the  different  drders  and  clftsses  of  society, 
and  an  ever  increasing  population,  which 
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from  its  foreign  infusions  is  erery  day  and 
almost  every  hour  altering^  its  complexion. 
It  cannot  yet  be  said  tliat  there  is  any 
settled  state  of  society  in  America,  though 
much  intelligence  is  found  there,  and 
muchy  notwithstanding  the  general  cast  (^ 
the  emigrations,  has  been  imported  there. 
And  the  most  superficial  glance  at  thu 
facty  is  sufficient  to  assure  os,  that  the  in- 

•  fluences  of  religion  will  be  different  in  the 
one  case  and  the  other.  Among  the  woods 
and  in  the  plains  of  America,  they  have 
to  work  their  way  among  a  dense  mass  of 
unsettled  elements,  which  at  first  will  be, 
perhaps,  subject  to  impulses  and  agitation. 
From  this  chaotic  state,  however,  for  how 
long  continued  we  know  not,  there  will 
eventually  come  forth,  as  we  believe, 
under  the  regenerating  and  transforming 
power  of  divine  grace,  a  new  world  of 
order,  beauty,  and  glory.    But  while  we 

•  look  most  favourably  on  the  whole,  and 
with  high  anticipation  as  to  the  final 
result  upon  the  proceedingsof  our  trans- 
atlantic brethren,  and  honour  them  as  the 
instruments  of  accomplishing  great  and  un- 
deniable  good,  we  cancot  help  expressing 
some  doubt  as  io  the  expediency  of  some 
of  the  measures  adopted  in  their  revival- 
meetings — more  especially  the  method  of 
preparing  what  they  term  an  anxious  seat. 
Let  Mr.  C.  describe  it :— <• 

<<  There  is  one  in  extensive  and  habitual 
use  in  the  United  States,  which  it  may  be 
proper  to  mention  and  describe^  though  it  is 
but  a  few  years  since  it  was  introduced.  It 
is  called  the  anxious  seat.  Although  it  came 
into  use  in  seasons  of  revival,  and  has  been 
principally  employed  on  those  occasions,  it  is 
not  exclusively  confined  to  that  use.  It  is 
often  employed  as  a  means  of  originating  a 
revival,  and  sometimes  with  great  success. 
Ordinarily  i^  is  reserved  for  the  extra  seasons 
of  public  worship— for  evening  services,  and 
the  public  prayer  meeting  room,  where  the 
exact  order  of  stated  ordinances  is  .not  consi- 
dered so  important  to  be  observed  The  use 
of  it  is  left  in  the  discretion  of  the  officiating 
minister,  or  ministers, — and  it  is  not  consi- 
dered prudent  to  employ  it,  except  when 
there  is  manifestly  a  special  degree  of  feeling 
in  the  congregation.  On  such  occasions, 
and  ordinarily  towards  the  close  of  the  meet- 
ing, a  challenge  is  formally  made  on  all  those, 
who  are  willing  publicly  to  signify  their 
anxiety  to  secure  an  interest  in  the  great  sal- 
vation— to  separate  themselves  from  the  con- 
gregation, and  come  and  be  seated  by  thenf- 


idves,  that  public  prayer  may  be  oflbred  in 
dieur  behalf,  and  that  they  may  receive  suit- 
able advice  and  exhortation.  And  by  this 
act  they  are  known  as  inquirers,  and  treated 
as  such,  BO  kmg  as  they  denre,  or  need  it. 
None  are  likely  to  comply  with  this  invita- 
tion, except  those  whose  anxiety  is  paramount 
to  their  fear  of  the  world,  and  of  paUic  ob- 
servation. And  every  body  is  aware  that 
such  must  be  the  feeling — such  the  over- 
powering impulse,  which  constoiins  obedience 
to  such  a  caU.  And  no  matter  how  of^  it 
has  been  done— no  matter  though  it  be  a 
thing  of  every  day — ^yet  every  recurrence  of 
the  same  scene  produces  substantially  the 
same  effect,. both  on  a  congregation  and  op 
those  who  go  forward. 

The  individual  who  rises  for  such  a  pur- 
pose, is  apt  to  be  so  overwhelmed  as  to  be 
unable  to  reach  the  place,  without  the  guid- 
ance and  support  of  a  second  person ;  and 
immediately  the  sympathies  of  the  whole 
congr^ation,  except  those  who  are  hardened 
and  resolved  in  sin,  are  roused  to  vnwmited 
energy.  A  second,  and  a  third,  and  perbajis 
a  lar^  number,  rise,  one  after  another,  and 
press' forward,  under  the  same  emotions,  to 
the  same  place.  And  the  common  feelii^ 
increases.  The  anxious  seat  is  Med;  and 
they,  and  the  congregation  with  them,  are 
in  tears.  The  minister  rises,  and  a8kB:<— 
'And  are  there  no  more?  No  more? 
None  others  in  this  congregation  resolved  to 
renounce  the  world,  and  seek  after  heaven  ? 
None  others  here  who  feel  their  need  of  a 
Saviour?  Date  you  wait  till  to-morrow? 
To-morrow,  remember,  is  the  thief  of  time, 
and  the  grave  (tf  souls.**  And  another,  and 
perhaps  another,  and  it  nay  be  yet  a  mua- 
ber,  press  forward  to  claim  a  plaee  with 
those  whose  example  has  decided  them* 
And  now  the  ofier  is  suspended,  and  fervent, 
importunate  prayers  are  offered  up  in  behalf 
of  these  anxious  souls,  who  kneel  weeping 
before  the  altar  of  God.  And  the  congr^ar- 
tion  weep  with  them.  'And  they  are  conn* 
selled,  exhorted,  and  dismissed.  But  their 
names  are  known,  and  they  are  not  forgotten, 
or  neglected.  And  the  effect  of  this  step  on 
those,  who  thus  present  themselves,  ordinarily 
is  a  speedy  conversion.  The  amazing  power 
of  the  circumstances,  instrumentally,  and  the 
Spirit  of  God  accompanying,  bring  their 
fedings — enforce  them  to  the  crisis  of  sub- 
mission  to  God.  And  the  effect  upon  the 
community  is  great.  It  is  sometimes  the 
means  dT  originating,  and  always  the  means 
of  promoting  a  revival. 

*  Not  of-  course  in  -  this  exaet  langiiage, 
but  the  minister- is  accustomed  to  make  some 
such  use  of  the  occasion*  > 
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tVe  admire  the  divine  wlsd<Mn  and  the 
divine  sovereignty,  in   rendering  lubiier- 
▼ient  to  the    naoral  amelioration  of  the 
irorld  and  the  salvation  of  multitudes, 
even  means,  not  always  the   most  fitly 
chosen,  or  instruments,  not  always  the  most 
skilfully  adapted  to  the  end,  so  far  as  man 
is  concerned ;  but  flie  occasional  suceess 
of  a  measare  is  no  sufficient  proof  of  its 
intrmsic  propriety,  especially  if  it  be  at- 
tended  with   danger,  or  liable  to  great 
abuse  ;    above  all,  if  it  be  not  sanctioned 
by  the  practice  or  example  of  primitive 
Christianity.     Good  may  come  even  by 
evil  itself;  but  we  must  not  conlbdnd  the 
overrulings  of  Providence  with  its  direct 
and  scriptural  sanction.    Our  apprehen- 
sion  respecting  the  anxious  seat,  is,  that  it 
is  calculated-  to  render  religion  too  me- 
chanicsal,  too  much  of  the  nature  of  mere 
excitement,  and  too  ostentatious.     It  does 
ttot,  weown,  perfectly  accord  with  our  ideas 
bf  the  reflexive  solicitude  and  retiring  mo- 
desty of  first  impressions,  as  they  have 
usually  presented  themselves  to  our  notice ; 
and  that  the  calling  forth  into  instantane- 
ous action  and  public  exhibition,  the  class 
6foter whelming  feelings  described  by  our 
American  friend,  although  doubtless  ter. 
minating  in  the  best  results  in  many  happy 
instances,  does  not  perfectly  suit  the  so- 
hriety,  the   deep-seated    conviction,    the 
instructed  faith  of  the  soul  converted  to 
God.    We  speak  of  course,  with  the  bis. 
tory  of  Paul  in  our  riew,  and,  therefore, 
with  all  needful  allowances  for  individual 
cases  and  special  seasons.    What  is  chiefly 
Questionable  seems  to  be  the  systematic 
application  of  the  exciting  mechanical  in- 
strumentality.     We  fully  appreciate,  how. 
ever,  the  following  remarks  of  Mr.  C.  and 
wish  fliem  to  produce  their  due  effect— 

"Diffidence  and  appreliension  concerning  re- 
▼ivals  of  religion,  in  those  who  ought  to  be 
lesders  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  are  apt  to  be 
insuperable  obstacles  to  their  occurrence.^ 
and  win  be  so,  so  fiu*  as  their  instrumentality 
is  eoacemed.  I  assume,  that  revivab  of  re- 
ligion are  the  genuine  fruit  of  God's  Spirit—. 
and  that  there  is  such  a  thing,  as  grieving 
and  quenching  the  spirit,  ptMidy  as  well  as, 
individually.  Christians  must  not  be  afraid 
of  God's  Spirit — they  must  not  be  afraid 
that  God*iB  Spirit  will  do  mischief—that  it 
will   derange  tiiev  arraagemeats — disoom* 


pose  ths  order  of  things,  which  they  have 
established,  or  which  they  might  imagine 
is  best.     They  must  not  be  afraid  that  it 
'  will  aiake  too  much  work  for  them— that  it 
will  summon  them  from  their  easy  couches 
into  the  field  of  action,  and  expose  them  to 
giieater  hardships.     So  long  as  such  are  their 
apprehensions  they  may  rest    assured  they 
win  not  be  disturbed — ^unless  the  time  has 
come,  when,  fi>r  reasons  independent  <rf  their 
witt  snd  agency,  God  has  resolved  to  break 
in  upon  their  repose*  and  get  to  himself '  a 
name  and  a  praise,'  in  spite  of  aU  their  oppo- 
sitions.    There  is  as  much  need  of  a  con^ 
version  of  Christians  into  a  belief  and  into 
a  spirit  of  revivals,  as  of  the  world  '  dead  in 
trespasses  and  sins,*  into  the  life  of  holiness 
— and  ordinarily  there  is  as  much  apparent 
difference  in  the  change.     I  have  known 
many  ministers,  and   multitudes   of :  private 
Christians,  after  having  experienced  this  con- 
version (I  b^  leave  to  call  it  so),  honestly 
and  perseveringly  throw  away  aU  their  former 
religion,  as  good  for  nothing,  and  adopt  the 
fnU  belief,  that  their  former  profesrion  was 
an   empty  name ;  —  a  hasty  and    unwar- 
rantable condurion,  I  think,  and  not  bene- 
ficial in  its  tendencies*'— but  yet  honest,  and 
not,    perhaps,  altogether    without-   reason* 
Better  that  they  had  kept  it  to  themselves 
even  though  they  thought  so.     This  change 
is,  however,  what  I  should  be  strongly  in- 
dined  to  call  (could  I  persuade  myself  that 
such  was  the  meaning  of  the  apostle),  a 
*  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost,*  subsequent  to 
the    '  washing  of   regeneration.*      It  b  a 
great  and  stnking  renewal  of  the  Divine 
life  in  the  soul.     And  it  is  best  begotten 
in  the  very  atmosphere  of  a  revival — and 
such  is  ordinarily  its  birth-place. 

"  But  stin  there  may  he  a  eonvictumr-'tk 
deep,   abiding,  thorough-working,   practical 
conviction  in  the  doctrine  of  revivals,  itself 
generative  of  such  a  state  of  things  instru« 
mentaUy,  before  the  most  thorough  renewal 
of  the    mind  upon  this  subject   has  taken 
place.      The  mind  may  be  fully  satisfied,  by 
a  thorough  study  of  the   doctrines,   and  a 
deep  imbibing  of  the  spirit  of  Christianity 
— by  credible  reports  of  this  work  of  God 
in  other  and  distant  regions— and  more  than 
all,  by  the  Spirit  of  God  moving  in  itself, 
and  vigorously  exdting  it  to  habitual  salient 
eflbrts  and   holy  aspirations  after   a  better 
state  of  things — ^by  such  influences,  the  mind 
may  hefuUy  satisfied,  that  there  is  such  an 
economy  of  Divine  Providence  in  the  dis- 
pensations of  Divine  grace,  as  is  ordinarily 
represented  under  the   name  of  revivals  of 
religion.     And  this  is  the  conviction,  which, 
taking  deep  root  and  working  throughly  and 
habitually  in  the  hearts  of  ministers    and 
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ionit^to  tii6^ftiipeii4*tioQpip.fiiefc  of  tine 
or  placc^T-Oicitibg  ihtfia  to  payer  ^ad  mi- 
'  tioog  «£fort  for  tit  epjoymept  of  die  aaioe 
•UeHing  among  thevMehret— -may  be  cxpecied 
4o  be  inatmmental  in  bringiog  it  down  ^nm 
Jbearen.  And  jnat  in  prppoi^n  asminis* 
tetM  ind  Christians  are  diffident  npon  this 
4nbject»  and  mnek  more,  if  diey  are  appro- 
-heosite  of  eonsaqnenoes,  are  tiiey  and  their 
lieopie  nalikdy  to  be  the  mt^jjoU^  of  soeh  a 
.fisitetion.** 

'  The  seoood  general  concfasion  to  which 
we  referred  b»  that  to  which  we  hare  been 
brouisht  by  the  pen««l  of  this  volume,  is, 
that  much,  very  much,  more  may  be  done 
bot^  by  roioistefSi  and  people  in  this  counr 
try  than  has  yet  been  attempted  lor  the 
rerival  of  religion.  This  convietioB  is 
ttreagtbened  by  tiie  remarks  contamed  in 
the  preceding  extract.  Is  it  not  worthy 
of  inquiry  whether  congregations  here  are 
oot  too  self-satisfied— whether  both  minis- 
teraand  people  are  not  contented  more 
than  they  ought  to  be  with  the  existing 
stale  of  religion  among  them,  instead  of 
Ibrgetfing  the  things  that  are  past  and 
^▼en  the  comparative  prosperity  that  may 
te  present,  and  reaching  forth  to  higher 
attainments,  i^od  a  more  vigoruua  and(sel£. 
consecrating  and  individually  wpiking  ae. 
tivity?  Ob  fimahiog  the  |ienisal  of  this 
hook,  which  contains  much  ihterestrbg  in. 
Amnation  and  soand  sentiment^  we  put 
tjiis  question  to  ourselves,  why  cannot 
there  be  a  revival  of  religion  ip  JEogland  as 
well  as  in  An^erica  ?  That  is,  why  cannot 
t)iere  be  more  conversions  and  in  greater 
massies?  And  why  cannot  we  empl&y  other, 
aod  more»  and  better  means  than  we  have 
yet  adopted  ?  Have  we  done  all  we  might 
orcould  do  ?  In  sometimesshunningenthu- 
siasm  have  we  avoided  coldness  ?  In  dread- 
ing extravagaoce  have  we  not  forgotten  or 
neglected  doty  ?  Might  not  preaching  be 
more  practical,  and  effort  more  personal  ? 
Might  not  prayer  be  more  frequent  and 
more  fervent — appeals  more  personal^ 
ni^ethods  of  gaining  access,  not  in  the  pul- 
pit only,  but  in  other  and  more  private 
scenes,  to  individual  minds*  be  more  abun- 
dant and  more  effective  ?  Might  not  each 
one  aim  more  to  stir  up— to  awaken— to 
enkindle  religious  feeling,  rather  than  )>e 
content  to  wait  for  its  manifestations  by 
mere- ordinary  means.

Iriiiiey 
has  a  claim  on  the  gcatitude  of  the  no* 
ligiova  public  for  laying  befi»re  them  a 
large  number  of  fiu;t^  wbi&h  may  he  Betted 
on,  and  which  may  centribfite  nuich  lo 
the  Cbrmation  of  a  (^rreet  judgntcnt  in  a 
case  of  no  .ordinary  importance. 

Whatever  the  Government canddo^  them 
will,  at  all  events,  be  ample  seopo  lefil  4^ 
the  utmost  exertions  of  all  the  EvangeUcal 
Societies  that  have  been  formed  for  the 
diffusion  of  christian  knowledg^e  in  that 
unhappy  country.

knit),  and  twenty-five  evening  schools  fop 
adults  during  the  winter  seasoB-r-the  num-^. 
ber  recently  in  attendance  at  which  waa^ 
about  seven  hundred  persons.  This  .Su- 
ciety  likewise  supports  six  iiinerant  nii*, 
nisters  (four  of  whom  superintend  t|^e 
schools,  and  two  of  them  preach  in  the 
Irish  language),  and  fifty-three  Scripture  • 
readers ;  two  of  these  are  undec  a  course 
;of  instruction  for  the  Christian  miniatryy. 
under  the.  case  of  the  Rev«  Jamea  Allen, 
of  Ratline,  wfao'haa  himself  obtamcd  the 
knowledge  of  the  Irish  language. 

The  Society  has  two  Secretaries^  and 
both  are  gratuitous*  .

Fragments  from  the  Jamiliar  Discourse 
of  that  godlifi  learned  many  andfdmous 
champion  of  God's  truth.  Dr.  Martin 
Luther,  pp.  323.— Longman. 

It  is  impoMible  to  have  read,  with  inter- 
est, the  life  and  writings  of  an  eitraor- 
dinary  man,  without  an  impression  being 
induced,  that,  to  see  such  an  eminent  per- 
son, and  to  hear  his  discourse,  would 
greatly  increase  the  gratification;  and 
though,  in  many  instances,  the  result 
might  be  very  far  from  justifying  the 
anticipation,  there  are  other  cases  in 
which  it  could  not  fail  to  have  the  hap- 
piest effect.  It  is,  however,  obvious  that 
almost  invariable  as  such  a  desire  may  be, 
it  is,  at  the  same  time,  one  whose  accom- 
plishment is  of  rare  occurrence,  owing 
principally  to  circumstances  over  which 
the  most  impassioned  desire  can  exercise 
but  an  eitremely  limited  controul.  For 
reasons,  which  need  not  be  suggested, 
the  conversation  of  some  eminent  persons, 
like  the  sermons  of  some  excellent  divines, 
derives  no  additional  recommendation 
from  the  action  or  the  elocution  of  the 
speaker.  This  single  reflection  may  often 
reconcile  us  to  the  absence  of  the  living 
voice,  when,  in  perusing  certain  authors, 
we  meet  with  passages  so  impressively 
effective  as  to  excite  a  momentary  wish 
that  wc  could  have  been  present  at  their 
utterance.  But  the  reader,  it  may  be 
presumed,  is  too  well  a^uainted  with 
Martin  Luther  to  allow  his  desire  to  see 
and  hear  him,  to  be  quenched  by  these 
qualifying  considerations,  having  ascer- 
tained, upon  evidence  not  to  be  8uq>ected, 
that,  with  whatever  justice  they  may  be 
applied  to  others,  they  are  wholly  inap- 
plicable  to  him. 

After  all,  the  great  German  reformer, 
having  very  long  since  ceased  to  associate 
and  convene  with  the  inhabitants  of  this 
world,  we  can  only  have  access  to  him 
through  the  medium  of  bis  writings, 
which,  by  all  Protestants,  are  regarded 
among  the  most  valuable  of  the  period  in 
which  he  lived. 

The  volume  before  us  contains'  many 
important  sentiments  uttered  by  this  ex- 
traordinary man  in  conversation  with  his 
friends.    On  prayer  he  s|^aks  thus  :— 


''  The  hesrt  and  conscience  (in  this  ae% 
of  praying)  must  not  fly  and  recoil  backward 
by  ressoa  of  sin  and  unworthJness,  it  must 
not  stand  in  doubt,  and  be  scared  away.  We 
must  not  do,**  said  Luther,  as  '*  the  Bavarian 
did,  who,  with  great  devotion,  called  upon 
St.  Leonard,  an  idol  set  up  in  a  chnich  in 
Bavaria,  behind  which  idol  stood  one  who 
answered  the  Bavarian,  in  all  his  prayers, 
saying,  *  Fie  on-  the  Bavarian.*  At  last,  the 
Bavarian,  being  thus  oftentimes  repulsed, 
and  seeing  that  he  could  not  obtain  a  fiit- 
vourable  hearing,  said,  '  Ke  on  tiiee,  Leon- 
ard,* and  so  went  away.  '  We  most  not  do 
so,'  said  Luther,  <  we  must  not  let  it  come 
to  *  Fie  on  thee,'  but  most  certainly  hold, 
conclude,  and  believe  firmly,  that  we  are 
already  heard  in  those  things  for  which  we 
pray  with  faith  in  Christ  TheTefi>re  the 
ancient  finely  describeth  prayer,  that  it  is 
ascensus  animi  ad  Dewn,  a  climbing  up  of 
the  soul  to  Godf  that  is,  the  heart  in 
prayer  lifteth  itself  up,  crieth  and  sigheth 
unto  God.  Neither  I  myself,'  said  Luther, 
'  nor  any  else  that  I  know,  rightly  under- 
stand the  definition  of  this  ascensus.  We 
boasted,  indeed,  and  talked  much  of  ihe 
climbing  up  of  the  heart,  but  we  failed  in 
the  Syntaxy  we  could  not  bring  thereunto 
the  word  Deum;  nay,  we  flew  from  God, 
we  were  afraid  to  draw  near  to  Him,  and 
to  pray  through  Christ,  in  whom  prayer's 
strength  wholly  oonsisteth.  We  always 
prayMl  in  Popedom  conditianaliter,  with 
condition,  uncertainty,  and  at  hap-hasard.' 

"  But  let  us  pray  in  heart,  sometimes 
also  with  our  lips;  for  prayer  (by  our  loving 
God)  supporteth  the  world;  without  prayer 
it  would  stand  in  a  fitf  more  lamentable 
state."  p.  249.

You  make  me  smile,  when  you  talk  of  my 
erratic  modes  of  proceeding :  they  are  in- 
deed of  that  character  which  you  have  given 
tbem,  and  the  only  excuse  I  can  offsr  to  the 
world  for  them,  is,  that  I  never  think  of  the 

world. ^But  you  know  my  history, 

that,  neither  as  a  shepherd  boy,  nor  as  a 
wlor,  had  I  any  opportunity  to  study  ele- 
gance.  ^When  on  board  a  ship,  a  fel- 
low-sailor had    the  misfortune  to  fall  over- 
board, it  would  have  looked  very  strange,  if, 
with  the  will  to  save  his  life,  which,  in  my 
simplicity,  I  considered  in  imminent  danger, 
I  should,  instead  of  immediately  jumping  into 
the  sea,  have  descended  into  the  fore-castle 
■to  make  my  toilet,  and  to  order  a  boat  to  be 
launched,  in  order  that  I  might  not  commit 
a  iMvach  of  discipline  or  order.     It  would, 
I  agree,  have'  appeared  more  regular;  but 
who  can  assure  me,  that,  during  the  interval 
of  these   preparations,    my    fellow-creature 
might  not  have  been  drowned  or  swiUlowed 
up  by  a  shark.      All  mankind,  my  dearest 
friend,   do  not  look  on  objects  through  the 
same  telescope ;  but  if  they  did,  there  would 
be  but  one  opinion  on  this  subject.     I  con- 
sider every   one  who  does  not  know   our 
lovely  Christ  as  in  the  most  imminent  danger 
of  bang  swallowed  up  by  that  old  shark,  the 
devil ;  ought  I,  therefore,  to  weigh  the  means 
employed  for   the  sinner's  salvation  on  the 
goUlen  seals  <^  artificial  civilization  ?     Hfc, 
I  think  I  hear   my  Captain's  voice — Jack, 
there  is  a  fellow  to  be  saved— not  a  moment 
to  be  lost— overboard  with  you — that  's  my 
good  fellow  !  and  in  a  moment  I  obey  that 
voice.     It   happened  to  me  several  times, 
when  on  board  the  man-of-war ;  and  when 
half-drowned  myself,  I  brought  my  fellow- 
messmate  safe  alongside  the  vessel,  neither 
the  officers  nor  the  ship's  company  thought 
of  condemning  -nie»  because  all  was  not  done 
in  the  way  in  which  a  Lord  of  the  Admiralty 
would  have  drawn  up  the  plan^  quietly  seated 


in  his  elegant  drawing-room.—Claasicallyf 
my  brother,  I  say,  ^^Carpe  diem  fngit,  irrt' 
parahUe  tempue;**  -evangelically,  *' Redeem 
time,"  for  our  days  are  lil^  the  flowMrs  of  the 
field.     "  Whatever,  therefore,  thy  hand  (or 
thy  heart)  findeth  to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might, 
for  there  is  no  work,  nor  device,  nor  know- 
ledge, nor  wisdom,  in  the   grave,  whither 
thou  (or  thy  fellow-creature)  goest." 


Otthehn,  April,  S. 
I  partake  strongly  of  your  opinion,  that 
education  and  grace  must  go  together  to 
quaiiiy  one  for  the  ministry.  The  world 
may  sneeringly  ask,  and  many  of  our  friends 
do,  also,  What  education  did  the  apostles  pos- 
sess ?  I  say.  They  knew  the  chief  language^ 
wherever  they  came ;  they  were  acquainted 
with  the  Old  Testament,  which  is  proved 
by  iheir  quoting  it  often ;  and  the  New  Tea- 
tament  was  the  work  of  the  spirit  through 
them.  The  original  languages  are 

altogether  indispensable  in  this  country,  if 
you  wish  to  come  at  the  priests ;  because  if 
you  oppose  to  them  an  argument,  or  quote  a 
passage,  they  say.  But  let  us  see  how  it  is 
translated  ?  Meet  them  on  their.own  ground 
then,  and  you  must  either  finish  by  convinc- 
ing them,  or,  at  all  events,  undermine  their 
filith— you  seldom  make  them  infidels,  for 
they  believe  in  Christ,  though  not  savingly* 
There  are,  however,  exceptions;  the  ignorant ." 
turn  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  because 
they  know  nothing  at  all  of  the  matter: 
they  are  one  thing  to-day,  another  to-morrow^ 
just  as  opportunities  present  themselves. 
———I  should  wish  to  give  you  some 
idea  of  this  country,  and  of  the  state  of  re- 
ligion here  in  general ;  but  it  would  be  too 
punfiil:  yet  there  is  something  that  may 
give  you  and  my  friends  cause  of  rejoicing, 
and  that  is,  that  the  religion  of  the  Qiurch 
of  Rome  is  gradually  dying  a  natural  death. 
It  is  still  lingering,  like  the  uaconverteQ 
sinner,  unwilling  to  depart,  its  gloom  and 
coldness,  like  that  of  the  winter^  in  vain 
resisting  the  dispelling  power  of  a  vernal 
sun— it  makes  vain  efforts  to  rise  again, 
sometimes  violent  efforts,  like  those  of  a"  con- 
vulsive arm,  but  soon  it  fells  without  strong^. 
Were  you  to  aek  me.  Does  Protestantism  fill 
up  its  place  ?  I  would  be  forced  to  answer^ 
No ;  infidelity  generally  carries  the  day. 
What  an  immense  field  for  missionaries— for 
Christian  missionaries  only,  fitted  for  the 
work,  and  sincerely  loving  the  Lord  and  the 
crossi  for  nowhere  will  they  feel  it  heavier— 
nothing  but  out-door  preaching  will  do  in 
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this  country.  The  day  draws  to  its  dose, 
and  so  does  my  letter,  and  so'  do  present 
things  :  we  know  not  but  at  midnight  may 
be  heard  the  cry,  "  Behold  the  Brid^;room 
oomeih."  Everything  that  occurs  seems  to 
seal  the  prophesy,  I  therefore  conclude  with 
your  own  prayer,  "  May  we  and  our  friends 
be  kept  in  the  patient  waiting  for  the  second 
coming  of  the  Lord."

WSSLSTAK  mSSXONART  SOCIETY. 

Thc  Anoiireraary  Meeting  of  ibis  Society 
was  held  at  Exeter  Hall,  on  Monday, 
April  30th,  at  11  o'clock.  Sir  J.Ottley 
being  prevented  by  illness  from  presiding 
at  the  Meeting  as  was  expected,  Lan- 
celot Haslope,  Esq.  was  called  to  the 
tbair.  The  Report,  which  was  very  volu- 
miooue,  was  listened  to  with  great  inte* 
rest  The  following  brief  outline  of  the 
Society's  operations  is  all  our  limits  will 
afford:— 

The  first  station  noticed  was  Ireland,  all  of 
whose  evils  were  attributed  to  the  want  of 
evangelical  piety,  which  teaches  men  to  live 
eoberly,  righteously,  and  godly,  in  the  present 
world.  To  promote  this,  the  Society  appro- 
priated a  portion  of  its  funds,  and  the  mission 
was  proceeding  in  that  country  without  mo- 
lestation, and  with  considerable  success,  al- 
though the  increased  vigilance  of  the  Catho- 
lic priesthood  had  latterly  prevented  many  of 
the  Catholics  from  attending  places  of  wor- 
ship, as  they  had  previously  done.  In  the 
schools,  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  and  valuable 
extracts  from  them,  were  constantly  read  and 
explained  to  the  children  by  catechetical  in- 
struction. There  were  5000  children  under 
instruction,  and  many  of  them  the  subjects  of 
deep  religious  impi'essions. 

In  Continental  Europe,  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean, the  missions  were  generally  prqq)er- 
ing.  In  Stockholm  and  Sweden  there  were 
indications  of  considerable  good.  At  Wir- 
lemburg  there  had  been  some  opposition,  but 
there  were  upwards  of  100  members  joined 
in  Christian  fellowship.  In  France  the  doc- 
trines of  God  our  Saviour  were  widely  spread- 
ing, and  various  new  openings  were  present- 
ing themselves  to  the  Missionaries. 

At  Gibraltar  the  mission  continued  highly 
serviceable  to  die  q>iritual  interests  of  many 
military  men ;  and  these,  after  imbibing  the 
doctrines  of  truth  there,  carried  them  into 
other  parts  of  the  world.  Many  persons 
came  thither  from  Spain  to  obtain  copies  of 


the  Scriptures,  although  they  were  in  this 
exposing  tfaemselv^  to  loss  of  life.     In  this 
way  1 50  fitmilies  had  been  supplied  with  the 
Word  of  God  in  the  Spanirii  language.      The 
stations  at  Malta,  Zante,  and  Corfu,  were 
flourishing.     The  accounts    from    the   east 
still  horrified  them  with  details  of  crudty 
connected  with  the  superstitions  of  ita  inha- 
bitants, many  of  wluch  were  detailed  in  die 
Report.     It   was  not  intended  to   intimate 
that  the  case  of  the  Hindoos  was  hopeless,  or 
that  the  labours  of  the  Missionaries  had  been 
thrown  away;  but  it  should  be  deeply  im- 
pressed upon  the  minds  of  all,  that  the  g^eat 
body  of  that  people  were  still  kept  in  bond- 
age to  the  superstition  of  their  fbrefiuhera. 
In  Continental  India  and  Calcutta  the  Gos- 
pel was  stiys  being  preached  to  the  people,  and 
the  Scriptures  and  portions  of  them  being 
circulated  amongst  them.     New  places   of 
worship    were    being     opened,    and     new 
schools  erected)  through  which   many,  both 
adults  and  children,  were   received  into  the 
church  by  baptism.     In  one   place»  in  the 
Negapatam  district,   150   natives  had  been 
converted  to  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  were 
now  living  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  truth. 
At  the  opening  of  a  chapel  in  another  place 
twenty  heathens  had  received  the  Word  of 
Life,  and  were  baptised;  and  100  Roman 
Catholics  had  puUicly  renounced  the  erroie 
of  their  church.     In  the  south  of  Ceylon, 
similar  circumstances  had  occurred.     At  Ne- 
gombeo  a  Missionary  had  received  under  his 
care  a  whde  village.     He  had  taken  poesee- 
sion  of  their  church,  and  from  the  st^M  sif 
the  altar  had  preached  the  Gospel  to  500  or 
600  persons.     The  idob  had  since  been  given 
to  the  flames.     One  very  important  cireuniH 
stance  connected  with  India  was,   that  the 
Scriptures  were  being  translated  into    the 
native  language  of  the  Buddhista. 

The  South  Sea  missions  were  in  a  vuy 
gratifying  state.  The  recent  accounts  fViMn 
New  South  Wales  and  Van  Diem«!i*s  Laad— ^ 
two  most  important  stations,  in  relation  both 
to  the  colony  and  the  mother  country — indi- 
cated some  improvement.  In  New  Z^hni^ 
two  Missionaries  are  at  present  empli^ed; 
one  in  a  new  district,  where  the  people  had 
shewn  themselves  more  friendly  than  at  the 
old  station. 

In  the  Friendly  Islands  it  was  stated  that 
the  people  were  in  a  state  of  entire  apiriutnal 
darkness  but  a  few  years  since.  Their  pre- 
judices, however,  had  suddenly  given  way, 
and  their  reception  of  the  Go^iel  when  it  was 
proclaimed  amongst  them  shewed  ihat  the 
Lord  had  prepared  ihar  hearts  for  ito  reeefK 
tion.  The  number  of  the  mcifibcro  in  So- 
ciety at  the  last  netunis  was  about  600.  In 
the  Bchoob  there  wdse  686  niideat  and  6i9

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females;  making  a  total  of  10S4  under 
instruction,  some  hundreds  of  whom  read 
with  ease  and  correctnets,  and  some 
wrote  -wiih  facility.  Accounts  had  just 
been  receired  from  the  islands,  down  to  Sep- 
tember, 1881,  and  they  were  of  the  most 
gratifying  description.  InTongo  the  Gos- 
pel had  spread  with  glorious  rapidity.  The 
King,  who  had  formerly  been  so  hostile  to  the 
Missionaries,  had  become  their  warm  friend  and 


catechists  160,  and  the  number  of  gratuitous 
teachers  and  catechists  1400.  8o  that,  in- 
cluding the  wives  of  the  Missbnariss,  who  were 
in  general  most  efficient  labourers  in  the  field, 
there  were  now  nearly  2000  agents  engaged 
in  the  Missionary  field  under  the  direction 
of  the  Society.

In  one  of  them,  upwards  of  100  persons  had 
in  one  day  been  added  to  those  who  acknow- 
ledged and  worshipped  Jehovah^— the  people 
with  one  accord  thus  turning  to  God.  From 
the  island  of  Arvon  the  accounts  were  still ' 
more  extraordinary  ;  ujMrards  of  1000  of  the 
people  having  turned  to  the  true  God.     The

press  idolatry  in  every  part  of  the  island ;  and 
had  d^ring  three  days  burnt  to  the  ground  all 
the  housee  of  the  idols,  with  the  gods  in 
them. 

In  South  Africa  there  were  thirteen  stations, 
and  fifteen  Missionaries  actively  employed,  be- 
sides asostants,  and  the  cause  was,  upon  the 
whole,  going  on  well.     In  the. Mauritius,  the 
state  of  the  miaaion  was  not  encouraging.  One 
Missionary  had  died  in  the  course  of  the  year, 
and  the  oUier  had  been  recalled.     At  Sierra 
leone  the    state  of  the  mission  was  better 
than  it  had  ever   before,  been.     There  are 
316  members    in   Society,  and  fofty-five  ad- 
mitted upon  trial.      In  the  schools  there  are 
apwards  of  200  children  and  adults.     In  the 
West  Indies  tbe  Missionaries  had  to  contend 
with  more  than  ordinary  difficulties,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  degrading  influence  and  efibcts 
of  slavery  on  the  minds  of  the  negroes  and  peo- 
ple of  colour.      There  were  many  honourable 
exceptions  to  the  censurable  character  of  our 
fellow  countrymen  there,  but  the  great  ma- 
jority of  those  who  were  anxious  to  perpe- 


received  from  foreign  stations,  2108/.  from 
the  Hibernian  Missionary  Society;  1209/.

allowed  tJiemielvcs  to  give  utteronoa  to  their 
feelingS)  they  would  have  spoken  in  a  voice 
of  thunder ; — \£,  I  say,  we  have  heea  obliged 
to  impose  silenpe  on  their  tongues,  we  must 
let  ours  loose.  We  are  not  to  forget  that  we 
have  to  do — ^not  with  slave-holders,  but  with 
the  British  people,  parliament,  government ; 
and  before  them  we  have  no  motive  to  bind 
us  to  seciecy,  or  impose  on  us  silence.  To 
these  we  will  speak  our  mind.  Nor  could 
our  silence,  were  we  disposed  to  maintain  it, 
secure  a  single  benefit  to  any  party ;  no,  not 
even  to  the  colousts  themselves.  The  bar- 
rier to  which  allusion  has  been  already  made 
in  the  speech  of  a  previous  speaker, — ^that 
mound  by  which  the  polonista  would  shut  out 
every  thing  like  knowledge  or  liberty,  might 
be  for  a  moment  strengthened ;  but  the  waters 
would  be  rising  behind  it,  till  at  length  with- 
out  premonition,  and  with  the  rush  of  an 
irresistible  stream,  they  would  burst  the  frail 
embankment,  and  sweep,  in  awful  desolation, 
over  the  colonies. 

^  Surely  it  is  utterly  preposterous  to  pretend 
that  these  events  originate  in  missions.  There 
are  other  causes  obvious  as  they  are  powerful. 
The  greatest  of  all  is  slavery  itself.  The  aw- 
ful consequences  by  which  it  is  undeniably 
Itttended,  need  no  other  solution  than  itself; 
and  we  might  well  be  surprised  if  it  ever  bore 
other  fruits.  You  cannot  make  a  man  in 
love  with  chains  and  bondage,  with  unre- 
mitted and  unrewarded  labour.  His  heart 
must  cha&  and  swell,  must  abhor  the  chain 
that  binds  him,  and  the  hated  hand  of  him 
that  imposed  it.  And  not  only  must  slavery, 
uoder  any  circumstances,  exasperate  those 
who  feel  its  oppressive  yoke,  but  here  the 
dave  had  been  taught  to  expect  speedy  eman- 
oipati<m,  and  all  the  customary  horrors  of 
slavery  were  darkened  and  aggravated  by  the 
disappointed  hope  of  freedom.  How  such  a 
hope  came  to  be  entertained  is  by  no  means  a 
mystery.  However  strict  the  jealousy  which 
watehes  over  them — ^however  carefully  closed 
may  bie  the  avenues  by  which  intelligence 
from  Enrope  may  reach  them,  still,  they  can- 
not be  entirely  shut  out  from  floating  rumours, 
vague  and  uncertain  reporto,  which,  in  fact, 
would  do  the  business  yet  more  efifectually 
than  authentic  intelligence.  They  cannot 
but  have  heard  that  they  are  frequently  the 
subject  of  discussion  in  the  legislature  of  the 
mo^r  country,  that  many  of  the  great  and 
the  good  are  interesting  themselves  in  their 
behalf,  that  the  sympathies,  and  compassion, 
and  prayers  of  the  Christian  church  are  in 
their  &vour.  The  voice  of  indignation,  in. 
which  England  has  so  often  expre^ed  its  ab- 
hoTfenoe  of  slavery,  haa  not  wholly  escaped 
their  eara.  But  there  waa  another  cause  of 
their  revolt,  and  thai  waa  the  immediate  one. 


I  mean  the  depr&fin^  the  negroes  of  tB« 
Christmas  holidays — ^whkh  they  had  for  ao 
many  ysars  enjoyed*  This  was  an  iimovation 
which  even  tyranny  could  not  efiect,  and  eren 
slavery  could  not  bear.  This  led  to  the 
movement — ^but  beyond  this — nothing  ooald 
be  traced.  It  seems  moat  reasonable  to  be- 
lieve, that  the  subsequent  progress  of  die  in- 
sttrrection  was  accidental— >the  effect  of  cir- 
cumstances, which  none  could  foresee  and 
none  control.  It  became  a  peU-mell 
And  upon  a  calm  review  can  any  one 
der? — The  attempt  to  emancipate  diey  knew 
was  being  made, — ^the  great,  and  the  wise,  and 
the  good,  they  had  heard,  are  the  frienda  of 
the  slave— -hopes  had  been  entertained— ^th^ 
might  be  extravagant— but  for  that  very 
reavn  they  would  be  the  stronger,— *and  they 
now  saw  the  door  closing  upon  them  agaiof— 
felt  that  <  deferring  of  hope,*  which  maketh 
the  heart  sick — and  the  result  was  inaurreo- 
tion.  Thus  we  ma^r  find  plenty  of  caoaea 
for  these  unhappy  events,  without  affixing 
this  atrocious  guilt  on  a  Christian  Missionary. 
That  our  Missionaries  stand  clear  is  evidently 
admitted;  yet  this  is  simply  owing»  P<^y 
to  the  fact,  that  there  were  very  few  in  the 
disturbed  districts,  partly  that  they  obtained^ 
just  befiMPB  the  insurrection  broke  out*  an  inti- 
mation of  the  storm.  This  enabled  them  to 
visit  their  people,  and  inculcate  those  leaaona 
of  prudence  which  secured  them  againat  the 
evil  day.  The  Baptist  brediren  were  with- 
out  any  such  warning,  and  were  unable  there- 
fore to  adopt  these  wise  precautions.  But 
even  independently  of  this,  no  man  of  eom<« 
mon  sense  would  be  so  absurd  as  to  chaq;e 
these  fearful  proceedings  upon  a  Missionary. 
They  had  every  conceivable  motive  to  deter 
them  from  such  combined  wickedneea  and 
folly,  and  not  one  of  an  opposite  oharacter  !** 
*^  Most  cordially,**  continued  the  doquent 
^aker,  "  most  deeply  do  I  sympathixe  with 
our  brethren  who  have  sustained  anch  loss 
and  such  injury  at  the  hands  of  wanton  out- 
rage; and  if  there  be  no  other  way  of  re- 
pairing this  loss,  I  should  be  glad  that  those 
sanctuaries  of  mercy  which  have  been  laid 
waste  should  be  re-erected  by  our  common 
efforts.  Should  snch  a  step  be  resorted  to« 
I  hope  and  believe  that  we  shall  not  be  found 
wanting."

^ar,  ending  March,  18S1,  they  amounted  to 

46,5842.  I6s.  7d,  ;  but  for  the  year,  ending 

March,  1832,  they  were  only  40,7512.  18t. ;

Committee  had  been  unaUe  to  ilapplythe 
•tations  with  Biiaaionaries,  but  they  weie 
looking  forward  to  form  •tndents  in  the  iaati* 
tution  at  Islington  to  occupy  many  of  its 
stations.

The  Committee,  how- 
ever, anticipated  that  a  few  of  the  branch 
associations  had  not  yet  remitted  their  funds, 
and  that  these  would,  probably,  amount  to 
1 500L    The  esqienditure  for  the  year  1830-1 
waa  43,9412.  and  this  year  it  exceeded  by 
nearly  30002.    the  amount  received ;  and  if 
the  means  of  the  Committee  were  not  aog- 
jnented   by  a  considerable  amount,  it  would 
be  compelled  to  abandon  some  part  of  its 
l^perations. 

The  Report  then  took  a  review  of  the  state 
of  the  missions  in  various  parts  of  the  f[lobe. 
In  Western  Africa  there  were  three  Missiona- 


patience  of  the  native  Indians  who  embraced 
the  Gospel,  but  the  excellency  of  the  princv- 
pies  of  Divine  religion  was  iiiliy  manifested  in 
their  external  conduct.  Lying,  drunkenness^ 
thieving,  and  every  species  of  vice,  had  been 
banished  from  among  them ;  and  they  weie^ 
in  foct,  a  new  creation.  In  the  entire  of  this 
district  there  were  now  nearly  10,000  natives 
under  Christian  tnstnietion.  In  the  8outk 
Seas  the  cause  of  the  Society  was  also  proa- 
pering.  A  second  Missionary  had  been  sent 
to  New  Holland.  In  New  Zealand  there  wm 
a  marked  change  in  the  character  and  condnet 
of  the  people.  Their  savage-mindedness  had 
been  greatly  softened  down ;  and  they  were 
not  only  willing  to  listen  to  the  Missionaries,

cants,  1338  children  in  the  Day-schools,  and 
684  in  the  Sunday-schools.  In  reference  to 
these  stations,  one  of  the  Missionaries  wrote 
that  they  had  schools;  religious  private  meet- 
ings, and  evening  service  once  in  the  week ; 
all  that  was  wanting  was  the  breath  of  the 
Spirit,  to  infuse  into  the  means  the  lifo-giving 
power.

CHBUXIAK   IHSTKUCTION   SOCUTT. 


The  Sei^enth  Anniversary  Meeting  of 
this  Society  was  held  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, May  1,  at  Finsbury  Chapel.  The 
proceedings  were  opened  by  singing  and 
prayer.  Lord  Henley  presided,  and  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  with  great  energy. 

The  Rev.  John  Blackburn,  the  Secretary, 
read   the   Report.      This  interesting  docu- 
ment opened  by  expressing  the  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments   of    the    Committee   to   the 
Father  of  Mercies  for  the  rapid  progress  of 
the  Society  daring  the  first  septennial  period 
of  its  existence.     The  First  Annual  Report 
announced  that  eight  Associations  had  been 
organized,  whose  agents  visited   3,760   fa- 
milies ;  but  now  the  Committee  had  to  re- 
port the  establishment  of  sixty-three  Associ- 
ations, who,  at  the  present  moment,  extended 
their  Christian  sympathy  and  benevolent  so- 
licitude to  more  tlum  38,000  families,  which 
presented,  in  the  metropolis  alone,  an  in- 
crease of  almost  ten-fold  during  six  years; 
while   throughout   the  kingdom   there   had 
arisen,  within  the  same  period,  a  number  jof 
country '  Societies  in  frioidly  correspondence 
with  ^e  Committee,  or.  deriving  direct  as- 
sistance from  the  funds  of  the  Institution, 
fully  equal  in  numbers  and  efficiency  to  the 
Parent  Society  itself. 

The  numbier  of  gratuitous  visitors ;  of  fa- 
milies visited ;  and  of  prayer  meetings  held 
by  the  respective  associations,  in  each  of  the 
fix  great  divisions  of  this  metropolis,  were 
thus  enumerated  :—

From  the  retoms'  made  by  the  visitors  of 
the  N^M^vt  AiaoeiatioBa,  it  appeand  that 


during  the  past  year  1 266  eases  of  distreae 
had  been  relieved;  1966  children  obtained 
for   Sabbath  and  other  schools;    and  628 
copies  of  the  Scriptures  circulated.     Besides 
the  systematic  visitation  of  the  abodes  of  the 
poor  within  the  boundaries  of  the  reqiective 
Associations,  several  of  the  agents  had  visited 
also  the  manufactories,  workhouses,  and  po- 
lice stations,  situated  near  the  scene  of  their 
operations,  where  their  efforts  had  been  very 
gratefully    received.      The    Report    further 
states,  that  at  a  peiiod  when  the  advocates 
of  infidelity  and  atheism  are  bnsily  employed 
in  diffusing  their ,  anti-social   and    delusive 
principles,  the  Committee  felt  that  this  Sos 
ciety  was  placed  by  its  peculiar  oonstitntion 
for  «  the  defence  of  the  Gospel,"  and  there- 
fore  made    arrangements    to    revive    those 
Courses   of  Lectures   on   the   Evidences   of 
Christianity,  which  were  pursued  with  so 
much  advantage^  during  the  first  year  of  its 
establishment.     They  obtained,  therefore,  the 
use  of  Tonbridge   Chapel,    Somers  Town ; 
and  Surrey  Chapel,  Blackfriars  Road,  for  the 
purpose,    those   commodious   chapels    being 
peculiarly  eligible,  from  their  proximity  to 
places  occupied  by  the  moat  busy  propagators 
of  infidel  opinions.     The  able  gratuitous  ser- 
vices of  twenty-one  ministers  were   kindly 
afforded  for  this  good  work,  and  the  two 
courses    of   lectures   on    the   Evidences  of 
Christianity  having  been  sufficiently  adver- 
tised,  were  attended   by  large  and   deeply 
interested    congregations,    that  filled   those 
spacious  places  from  week  to  week.     The 
tent  preaching,  in  connection  widi  this  So- 
ciety, was  continued  during  the  last  annmKr, 
under  circumstances  of  growing  encourage- 
ment ;  at  least  2000  wanderers  having  heard 
the  Gospel  preached  on  each  returning  Lord's 
day  during  the  last  summer  at  these  stations. 
Besides  these  attempts  to  proclaim  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  in  the  *<  highways  and 
hedges,"    the   agents  of  the    Society   have 
resumed  the  labours  of  preceding  summers  in 
«  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,**  early  on 
the  Lord*s-day  morning,  when  the  weather 
permits.     The  Report  relates  several  fiu^ts 
proving  the  advantages  that  have  accrued 
from  these  services.     The  Committee  of  the 
Religious   Tract   Society  have,   during   the 
past  year,  voted  to  the  Institution  a  supply  of 
small  Tracts  and  Hand-bills,  to  the  amount 
of  66/.,  and  at  the  close  of  every  out-of-door 
service  these  publications    are    distributed. 
The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  had 
also  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee^ 
during  the  past  year,  200  Bibles,  and  200 
Testaments,  many  of  which  have  been  be- 
stowed upon  most  worthy  objects.     In  re- 
ference to   Country   Societies,    ihe '  Rtywt 
stated  that  the  Committee  had  assisted.  i«  the 
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fcrmatioa  of  tw«iity^Mveii  new  AMocioHont 
m  vanoiu  parts  «f  the  kingdom,  from  which 
they  have  received  xery  ui^ent  and  afieeting 
appeak.  From  Tarioiu  Cairotian  Instruction 
Societies,  formed  anterior  to  the  last  Annual 
Meeting,  commmiications  had  also  bten  re- 
ceived, containing  pleasing  reports  of  their 
progress.  •

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was 
held  on  Wednesday,  May  2,  at  Exeter 
Hall,  which  was  filled  in  every  part 
long  before  the  proceedings  began.  In 
the  absence  of  Lord  Teignmoutfa,  the 
IVesident,  Lord  Bexley  was  called  to  the 
chair.    The  Hon.  Chairman  observed <— 

A  cause  for  congratulation  and  thankfiU- 
oMs  on  the  present  occasion  arises  in  my 
mind,  when   I  recollect  what  took  place  at 
our  last  meeting  in  this  Hall,  and  when  I 
perceive  the  peaceable  maimer  in  which  we 
are  now  assembled  and  are  likely  to  continue 
throughout   the  day.     I  think  it  a  subject 
of  congratulation  that  we  are  now  assembled 
in  union  and    harmony,  on  the  same  prin- 
ciples which    directed  the   original  consti- 
tution of  the  Society.     I  hope  this  harmony 
will  continue  with  us,  and  I  am  sure  we  shall 
have  no  occasion  to  regret  that  we  have  ad- 
hered to  our  original  constitution. 

the  Report,  after  adverciog  to  the 
same,  subjecr,  —  the  harmony  which  at 
present  prevails  in  the  Societ}',  —  pro- 
ceeded  to  detail   the  operations  of   the 

Committee  and  its  agents  during  the  past 
year  :— 

At  Paris,  177,600  Bibles  and  Testaments 
n«d  been  supplied  to  Professor  Reiflfer.  The 
nwnber  of  books  that  he  had  issued  from  the 
dep6t,  during  the  hist  quarter,  was  60,800, 
being  an  increase  of  10,000  over  the  pre- 
vious quarter.  During  the  year,  he  had 
J«aed  176,000.  Various  applications  had 
been  made  to  the  Committee  tojaupply  copies 
^Jhe  Scriptures  for  the  use  of  schools  in 
Ptois  and  other  parts  of  France ;  and,  under 
tbs  eonrictbn  that  they  could  not  be  ob- 


tamed    from  other   sonrees,   thay  had  not 

refused.     One  very  gratifying  circumsti^oe 

stated  in  connexion  with  this  part  of  the 

Society's  operation*  was,  that  the  minister 

of  puUic  instruction  had  appropriated  10,000 

francs  to  the  purchase  of  the  Scriptures  for 

the  use  of  schools.      Several  letters  were 

also  introduced  into  this  part  of  the  Report, 

written  by  various  of  the  Society's  agents  in 

France,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  dr- 

cuhition  of  the    Scriptures  had  there  been 

tJI^IS^ki"^*^!.*^?  ?^VP-*ti<y«g   results. 
The  Bible,   which  had  hitherto  been  con- 
sidered as  a  Protestant  book,  was  now  verr 
generally  regarded  as  the  reveUtion  of  God 
to  all  Chiistians.     Hence  there  was  a  »eat 
anxiety  m  many  places  to  secure  copies  of  the 
Sacred  Record.     The  Protestant  Bibk  So- 
ciety  of  ParU  had  found  it  necessary,  in  th« 
present  afflicted  state  of  that  city,  'to  poet 
pone   all  th«r  public  meeting.  Tbut  ihefr 
operations  had  not  been  less  extensive  or  use- 
ftil.      Then-  issues  for  the  kst  year  were 
1 1,900  copies  of  the  Scriptures,  or  of  parts 
of  them.     From  the  Frankfort  dep6t  7l!600 
copies  of  the  Bible  and  Testament  had  been 
issued.     Speaking  of  Germany,  i*  was  stated, 
that  from  the  dep6t  at  Munich  9,6S9  Testa- 
ments had   been  issued,   and   also  a  hirire 
number    from    Leipsic.      At    Wurtembu^ 
fourteen  pious  ministers   and    laymen   had 
amie  forward  to  aid  the  exertions  of  Dr. 
Pmkerton,  and  with  whom  he  hoped  to  act 
m  future  in  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures. 
For  Prussia,  the  Society  had  been  asked  for 
Ml  additional  grant  ci  20,000  copies  of  the 
Scriptures,       The    entire    issue    for    that 
wuntry  had  been  630,000.     The  Hon.  Mr. 
Saiene  had  been  on  a  tour  through  Sweden 
and   Norway,   and  had  offered  several  va- 
luable   suggestions    to   the   Cbmmittee,   on 
which  they  intended  to  act,  for  facilitating 
and  extending  the  circulation  of  the  Scrip- 
tures in  those  countries.     A  laige  number 
of  copies  had  been  sent  out  there  during  the 
past  yeac.     In  Sweden,  841,700  copies  of 
the  Scriptures  had  been  printed,   and   the 
New  Testament  was  now  being  printed  in 
the   Finnish  Unguage,  at  Stockhohn.     At 
St.    Petersburg    there    had    been     issued, 
during  the  year,  28,600  copies  of  the  BiUe 
and  Testament     A  huge  supply  had  been 
sent  to  Malta,  and  a  new  translation  of  the 
Maltese  Testament,  as  well  as  one  or  two 
of   the    books     of    the     Testament,     were 
about  to  be  printed  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Jowett.     At  Cknrfu,  2,280  copies  of  the 
New  Testament  had  been  circuUted,  and  at 
Constantinople  and  Smyrna,  6,400  copies. 
It  was  particularly  worthy  of  notice,  that  the 
Bible  dep6t  at  the  former  ptooe  had  bete  pn. 
served  from  the  late  awful  conflagration.    Jm 
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the  Eail  krge  nwnben  of  ihe  ncred  bodkfe 
had  been  cironlated.  A  trantlittion  of  the 
Prophesf  of  Iniah,  in  one  of  the  Eattein  du^ 
leets,  had  been  offered  to  the  Ganimhtee>  but 
tbej  kad  been  nnable  to  proceed  in  ita  ex 
amination  since  the  lamented  death  of  the 
late  enperintendent,  Mr.  Greenfield.  Very 
•trong^  appeals  had  been  made  to  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  printing  of  the  New  Testa^ 
ment  in  Armenian.  A  translation  into  the 
Tartar-Turkish  language  was  being  pro- 
ceeded with.  In  connexion  with  the  details 
rdativa  to  this  field  of  the  Society's  labours, 
the  report  particnlarly  adverted  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  Wilson  to  the  bishopric  of 
Calcutta.  Hia  long-continued  attachment  to 
die  Society,  and  his  perfect  knowledge  of  the 
Committee  and  their  principles^  were  con- 


Ue  and  gratidtoiis  mefkm  In  compMng  ^AM 
Crandation.  The  Gomnnttee  hstd  for  wme 
time  thought  of  appointing  an  ageiat  for  the 
West  Indies,  as  an  inportatft  station,  and 
their  late  af^ent  at  Mexico,  Mr.  J.  Thomp- 
son, had  o^ed  his  services,  and  landed  at 
Antigua,  with  a  good  supply  of  boohs,  at  lint 
latter  end  of  last  year.  An  Auxiliary  had 
been  established  in  that  island,  and  since  its 
geueial  public  meeting,  five  Associations,  on 
as  many  estates,  had  been  formed.  The  Re- 
port stated  that  the  formation  of  four  or  five 
more  was  in  conteraplaticm,  and  it  trusted 
that  soon  there  would  not  be  an  estate  with- 
out one.  Nothing  had  yet  been  don^  in  the 
other  islands ;  but  what  had  been  effected  in 
Antigua  showed  the  importance  of  the  West 
Indies  as  a  station  of  the  Society.     In  South 


ridered  to  aSord  the  strongest  assurances  that   America,  the  translations  in  the  Mexican  and 


the  Society  would  be  honoured  with  his  in- 
fluence as  a  vice-president.  To  Calcutta  the 
Society  had  forwarded  600  English  Bibles 
for  the  use  of  the  schools,  the  governor  hav- 
ing signified  his  intention  to  introduce  this 
language,  in  the  place  of  the  Persian,  into 
the  practice  of  the  civil  courts.  Various  ex- 
ertions were  also  being  made  to  circulate  the 
Scriptures  in  the  places  adjacent  to  Calcutta. 
Fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  copies  of  the 
Scriptures,  or  parts  of  them,  had  been  issued 
from  the  depot  there^     The  Madras  Auxiliary 


other  languages  were  proceeding ;  and  m  the 
city  of  Mexico  alone,  such  was  the  desire  for 
the  Scriptures,  that  more  than  1000  copies 
of  .the  Scriptures  had  been  sold  in  the  course 
of  the  year.  These  circumstances  had  driven 
the  ecclesiastical  authorities  to  get  out  an 
edition  of  the  Bible  in  the  Spanish  language. 
In  North  America,  the  number  of  assoeia*- 
tions  was  unusually  large.  During  the  ywti 
242,000  copies  of  the  Scriptures  had.  been 
issued  there,  making  a  total  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  American  Bible  Society  of 


had  not  fiiUen  off  since  last  year.  It  had-]  71,826,698.  The  Society  was  now  vigour- 
just  printed  12,000  copies  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament in  one  of  the  eastern  languages.  To 
Bombay  and  Colomb  the  Committee  had 
made  grants  of  printing-paper  and  books,  to 
■upply  the  loss  sustained  by  the  wreck  of  a 
vessel  at  sea.  The  printing  of  the  Chinese^ 
Malay,  and  other  Oriental  veiaions  of  the 
Scriptures,  were  proceeding  in  a  satisfactory 


manner;  and  the  Siamese  New  Testament 
had  been  completed,  after  a  careful  reviaon. 
The  printing  of  the  Chinese  Bible  was  draw- 
ing to  a  dose.  Speaking  of  South  Africa, 
the  report  stated  that  the  late  Mr.  Greenfield 
had  been  for  some  time  before  his  death  dili- 
gently preparing  for  tranalationa  of  the  Scrip- 
tures into  some  of  the  languages  spoken  by 
the  natives.  A  translation  has  been  com- 
pleted for  the  Caffine  tribes.  At  Madagascar 
the  translation  and  printing  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament had  been  completed.  Throughout 
Sgypt  the  Scripturea  had  been  circulated  in 
the  Turkish,  Armenian,  Coptic,  Gennan, 
FVench,  and  other  languages ;  and  the  Com^ 
mittee,  in  compliance  with  very  urgent  ap- 
peals, had  ordered  an  edition  of  500  copies  of 
the  Armenian  New  Testament  in  quarto; 
The  Amharic  Bible  wae  in  the  eontae  of 
printing,  and  ihe  Committee  expressed  their 
fmikitiide  to  T.  P.  Pbtt,  Eiq;  for  " 


ously  pursuing  the  work  of  foreign  circula- 
tion. In  the  Esquimaux  language,  the  book 
of  Genesis  had  beien  completed.  Relative  to 
foreign  translations,  the  Report  deeply  la- 
mented the  death  of  Mr.  Greenfield,  the  late 
superintendent  of  this  department  of  the  So- 
ciety's labours.  His  extraordinary  talents, 
combined  with  his  habits  of  business,  ren- 
dered his  services  to  the  Society  of  the  high- 
est value ;  and  his  removal  had  made  them 
more  and  more  tensible  of  the  importance  of 
the  office  which  he  filled,  and  also  of  ihe 
difficulty  of  finding  a  successor.  The  re- 
ceipts of  the  Society  for  the  past  year  were 
stated  to  be  61,785/.  16a.  4«/:,  being  a  di- 
minution on  the  receipts  of  the  preceding 
year  of  13,6882.  This  difierence,  however, 
was  attributable  to  the  variation  in  the 
amount  of  legacies  fidlii^  in;  for  if  these 
were  allowed  for,  the  funds  of  the  Society 
would  present  an  actual  increase  of  647L 
The  expenditure  was  98,4091.  10s.  9d,  The 
issues  were,  160,701  Bibles,  and  182,444 
Testamenta ;  which,  added  to  tfae  issues  on 
the  continent,  made  a  total  of  583,888 ;  be- 
ing an  increase  on  the  issues  of  the  preceding 
year  of  upwards  of  100,000  eopiea  of  the 
sacred  writinga.  The  total  numbisr  of  Bibles 
and  Tcstuncata  imied  from  the  coauoieiiee- 
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jdhH  ot  ihe  Sodety  was  7,608,616;  imi 
-tiie  total  amount  of  moaies  azpended, 
1,8I79,SS2L  16«»  2±  la  conduttom  the 
Bcport  acknowledged  afresh  the  maniibld 
and  signal  merciea  wUdi  had  attended  the 
Society  during  the  past  year,  and  regarded 
them  as  a  source  o£  rejoicing  and  encourage- 
nent. 

The   Bishops    of    Chester,    Calcutta, 
Lichfield  and  CoFentry,  Sodor  and  Man  j 
the  Revds.  Thoa.  Galland,  J.  Campbell, 
J.  W.  Caoaiagbam,  £.  Bickersteth,  Dr. 
SteinkopiF,    and  J.  CiajriOQ,  sen^  deU- 
vered  their  sentiments  on  the  occasioii, 
and  it  is  with  great  pleasore  we  add,  that 
the  Hon.  and  Rev.  Gerard  Noel,  in  se- 
conding one  of  the  resolutions,  took  occa- 
rion  .to.  express  bis  unfeigned  sonrow  at 
the  error  into  which  he  and  ins  brother 
had  fiillen  in   reference  to  this  Society, 
hot  the  passage  is  too  good  to  be  withheld, 
containing,  as  it  does,  a  confession  not  less 
creditable  to  the  piety  and  humility  of  the 
speaker,  than   it   was  gratifying    to  the 
meeting,  and  will  be  to  erery  true  friend 
of  this  noble  Institution. 

Bfflwever  I  might  fed  myself  bound  in 
heart  and  indination  to  support  the  inteisests 
of  the  Society,  I  felt  still  more  bound  to 
abide  by  truth  ;  still  more  bound  to  do  no- 
tliing  that  ^iFOuId  tarnish  the  lustre  of  the 
Chriatiaa  character,  or  rob  the  Saviour  of 
the  honour  which  was  his  due,  or  derive 
men  of  those  large,  dear,  eternal  interests, 
fi>r  the  maintenance  of  which  the  Society 
'^Uyes,  and  moves,  and  has  its  being.*'  I 
confess  I  entertained  at  that  time  apprehen- 
nons  of  tbe  most  formidable  character,  and, 
tiietefore,  was  I  driven  to  treat  the  Society 
with  an  a-pparent  unldndn^s  most  adverse  to 
my  inclinations.  Unkindness  is  practical  in- 
JMstioe.  ^  therefore,  now  come  forward  to 
oflbr  this  Society  the  frank  conHessicm  of 
error.  I  am  bound,  as  a^Christian  friend,  to 
tender  the  Committee  of  the  past  year  the 
tribute  of  my  gratitude  for  the  blessing  which, 
under  the  permission  of  Divine  Providence, 
has  arisen  from  the  exercise  of  their  firmer 
and  calmer  judgment ;  that  judgment  which 
has  savred  tha  Society  from  the  shipwreck  by 
vhich  it  was  threatened ;  and  though  many 
waves  have  .rolled  over  the  vessel,  diat  wis- 
dom has  taught  us  a  deep  and  more  affecting 
leueup— it  has  taught  us  how  much  we  stood 
in  need  of  Him  who  can  control  the  waves ; 
and  may  tins,  noble  vessel  continue  to  pursue 
her  magnificent  course,  dispensing  rich  bless- 
iogs  of  usefulness,  to  the  nations  oi  the  earth. 
I  am  deiusd  and  authorized  by^  my  behived 


broker,  who  seconded  a  resolutioa  this  time 
last  year,   the  effect  of  which  would  have 
been  to  ptoduee  an  important  alteration  in 
the  eonstitutiom  of  this  Society,  to  say,  that 
he  also  is  sensihle  of  the  mistake  he  has  coti- 
mittcd,  and  that  to  prove  the  ainoerity  of  his 
regret,  he  has  resolved  to  undertake  a  journfy 
on  behalf  of  the  object  of  the  Society*     On 
my  own  behalf,  then,  and  on  his,  I  beg  once 
more  to  explun  the  sentiments  which  ani- 
mated OUT  minds,  and  to  correct  the  error 
into  which  we  fell — an  error  which   arose 
more  from  looking  to  the  attendant  and  ad- 
Tentitions  circumstances  oi  the  Society,  than 
to  any  thing  strictly  essential  to  its  oonati^ 
tution. 


SOCIKTT     FOR     PROMOTIlfa     KCCLXSIASTICAL 
XNOWLXDOK. 

The  third  Annual  Meeting  of  this  So- 
citty  was  bdd  at  the  London  Coffee 
House,  Ludgate  Hill,  on  Wednesday  even, 
ing,  the  2d  of  May.  The  Meeting  was 
opened  with  prayer  by  Dr.  Bennett,  after 
which,  Mr.  John  Brown,  of  Wareham, 
was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cox,  one  of  the  Secretaries, 
read  the  Report,  from  which  it  appeared  that 
ths  receipts  for  the  past  year,  including  sub* 
scriptions  and  the  proo^ds  from  the  sale  of 
publications,  amounted  to  442/.  12a.  4j^<2., 
and  the  expenditure  to  442/.  4s.  4<2.  The 
Report  also  stated,  that  the  other  pressing 
engagements  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Vaughan 
and  Price  had  compelled  them  to  withdraw 
from  the  office  of  Secretaries.  Their  best 
wishes,  however,  were  with  the  Society,  and 
the  valuable  services  of  one' of  them  woidd  be 
continued  to  the  Committee.  The  present 
Secretaries  are  Drs.  Cox  and  Bennett.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Wood,  of  Jewin-street,  moved  the 
first  resoluti<Hi,  and  pointed  out,  with  much 
animation,  the  numerous  and  complicated  evils 
resulting  from  an  i^ance  between  church 
and  state.  Alluding  to  America,  he  re- 
marked, that  instead  of  that  people  having  a 
state  religion,  they  had  religion  in  state. 
Dr.  James  Baldwin  Brown  seconded  the  re- 
solution. 

The  remaining  resolntions  were  proposed 
and  supported  by  the  Revds.  J.  Camp, 
bell.  Professor  Hoppus,  J.  Burnett,  Mr. 
Cobbin,  IMr.  Halley,  Dr.  Styles,  and 
Mr.  Beverley.  The  latter  gentleman  ob. 
served,  that 

He  agreed  with  those  gentlemen  who  had 
admitted  that  there  were  many  pious  men  in. 
^K  Church  of  Bngland,  clergymen  aa  well  as 
laymen;    but  he  should  not  point  to  that 
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church  w  a  betatiful  institution  which  had' 
produced  these  men.  They  were  only  the 
exceptions ;  and  when  it  was  considered  that 
there  were  1 6,000  priests  in  the  Church  of 
England,  and  only  8,500  of  them  eyangelical, 
he  thought  the  friends  of  that  church  would 
find  small  reason  to  gratulate  themselves  on 
its  excellency. 


LOKDOV   MISSIONARY   SOCIXTT. 

The  Thirty-eighth  ADoiversary  of  this 
Society   was   held    at  Exeter   Hall,    on 
Thursday,  May  the  10th.    At  an  early 
hour  every  seat  in  the  large  ball  was  oc- 
cupied, and  there  being  hundreds  unable 
to  procure  admission,  it  was  resolved  to 
hold  another  meeting  in  the  small  Hall, 
which  also  was  filled  by  a  highly  respect- 
able audience.     Mr.  Dyer,  Secretary  to 
the  Admiralty,  was  called  to  the  chair. 
The  Meeting  was  commenced  with  singing. 
The  Rev.  T.  Luke,  of  Taunton,  prayed. 
The  Rev.  J.  Clayton,  one  of  the  Secre- 
taries, read  the  Report.     It  opened  by 
announcing  the  death  of  nine  of  this  So- 
ciety's most  valuable  labourers,  and  also 
of  five  of  the  Directors,  including  some  of 
its  earliest  friends.     We  regret  we  cannot 
follow  the  Report  in  its  detail  of  the  several 
stations  of  the  Society — ^a  few  brief  ex- 
tracts  must  sufiice. 

In  the  South  Sea  Islands  there  were, 
when  the  latest  accounts  were  sent  away, 
thirty-nine  stations;  fourteen  Missionaries; 
two  artisans ;  fifty  native  teachers ;  thirty- 
nine  congregations,  the  average  attendance  at 
which  was  S8,000 ;  twenty  churches,  con- 
taining SS7I  members;  thirty-seven  schools, 
and  7000  scholars. 

In  Chinat  Dr.  Morrison  continues  his 
important  labours  in  preaching  in  Chinese 
and  English.  Nor  is  it  less  a  matter  of 
gratitude,  that  his  native  assistants  have 
maintained,  unshaken  and  unsullied,  their 
Christian  profession  amidst  the  temptations 
and  perils  by  which  their  path  has  been  at- 
tendeid.  Since  their  lost  Report  was  pre- 
sented, the  Directors  have  had  the  sati^ac- 
tion  to  learn,  that  three  natives  of  China 
have,  by  the  rite  of  baptism,  been  added  to 
the  church.  Leangaia  has  been  employed  in 
superintending  the  printing  of  6000  copies 
of  Scripture  Lessons,  for  which  the  requisite 
funds  were  raised  in  China. 

Mr.  Beighton  continues  his  indefiitigable 
exertions  in  the  Malay  department  with  more 


encouraging  hopes  of  success  than  heretofara. 
During  the  past  year,  1,051  Bibles,  Testa- 
ments, and  portions  of  the  Scriptures ;  771 
Scripture  Catechisms ;  1;999  Tracts ;  and 
400  tickets  with  texts  of  Scripture  have  been 
put  into  circulation. 

In  the  UUra  OangeSf  there  are  five 
Stations,  eight  Missionaries,  one  European 
^d  three  Native  Assistants,  twenty-five 
schools  and  672  scholars,  and  two  printing 
establishments.  There  have  been  printed 
500  Scripture  Lessons,  11,500  Tracts,  S,0OO 
School-books.  Works  distributed  at  two 
Stations,  152  Bibles,  488  Testaments,  1,570 
portions  of  Scripture,  10,999  Tracts,  and 
10,071  Catechisms,  School-books,  &c. 

In  India,  there  are  pleasing  indications 
that  the  Lord  is  about  to  make  bare  his  holy 
arm.  ^  The  foundations  of  the  popular  super- 
stition are  undermined ;  the  opinions  of  the 
people  undergoing  a  most  extensive  and  im- 
portant change ;  and  the  Lord  is  removing 
many  of  the  barrieiip  to  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel. 

In  JYeyoor,  one  of  the  three  Stations  in 
Travancore,  which  is  under  the  care  of  Mr. 
Mead,  a  number  of  families  in  thirteen  villages 
have  publicly  renounced  idolatry,  or  Ma- 
hometanism,  during  the  past  year.  Some 
have  sunk  their  idols  or  einblems  of  idolatry 
in  the  river;  others  sent  them  to  theMis- 
sionaries,  by  whom  they  have  been  shipped 
for  England,  and  are  now  on  their  way  to 
Austin  Friars.  In  one  village,  the  hedd 
man  and  ten  families  have  renounced  idola- 
try, and  fifty  other  individuals  are  inquiring. 
In  the  three  Stations  in  Travancore,  there 
are  fifty-three  congregations;  about  6000 
individuals  proiiessing  Christianity  and  re- 
ceiving Christian  instructien;  108  schools, 
containing  8,704  scholars. 

In  the  JEast  Indies  there  are :— thirty-two 
Stations  and  out- Stations ;  thirty-five  Mis- 
sionaries ;  five  Eurbpean  Assistants ;  sixty- 
six  Native  Assistants ;  thirteen  Churches ; 
289  Communicants ;  228  Schools,  and  7541 
Scholars;  two  Seminaries;  thirty  .eight 
Students ;  five  Printing  establishments,  at 
two  of  which  have  been  printed  82,000 
parts  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments; 
48,000  Tracts;  6000  School-books;  and 
800  Hymn-books.  Works  distributed  at  the 
five  Stations: — Sixty  Bibles;  twenty  seven 
Testaments;  4961  poi*tions  of  Scriptures; 
and  57,161  Tracts. 

The  Divine  blessing  continues  to  descend 
on  the  labours  of  the  Missionaries  in  St.  Pe- 
tersburg. 

In  South  Africa,  there  are  twenty-three 
Stations  and  out- Stations;  twenty  Mission- 
aries; seven  Catechists  and  Artisans;  one 
Native  Assistant;  fourteen  Churches;  691 
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lf«tf«»  ChttMli-nfeinl^en,  or  Commnneanft; 
VwmUf-^ight  Schools ;  1^,600  Scbolan ;  and 
one  Printing-press. 

There  wore,  "when  tbe  latt  retnmt  were 
sent  home,  in  the  African  Islands,  indndisg 
Madagascar^  and  the  Isle  of  France,  four 
Stotums;  aix  Miasioaaries ;  sixtem  European 
and  Native  Assistanti;  three  Churches; 
181  Native  Members;  iixty<4evea  Schools^ 
and  8720  Scholars. 

The  Church  at  George-Town  contuns 
148  membersy  and  eighteen  or  twenty  per- 
sons are  waiting  for  admission.  The  Oiurch 
at  the  out-station  of  Fort  Island  contains 
forty.  The  Church  and  congregation  have 
defrayed  the  expense  of  enlarging  their  Cha- 
pely  though  it  amounted  to  two-thirds  of  the 
original  cost.  They  are  afiectionate,  united, 
and  peaceful ;  aaid  active  in  promoting  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel.  Fourteen  persons  were 
added  to  the  Church  in  New- Amsterdam  last 
year. 

In   SUnUh  America  there  are  four  Sta- 
tions ;    three   Af  iasionaries,  and  one  Native 
Assistant ;    four    Churches,  containing  349 
native  members  ;  and  four  Schools,  in  which 
1S08  scholars   receive  Christian  instruction. 
In  the  several   parts  of  the  world,  eon- 
neeted  with  the  Society's  operations,  there  ace, 
lis  Stations  and  out^Statioaa.

IS  Printing  establishments^  at  eight  of  which

There  has  been  an  important  increase  in 
the  most  effective  means  of  good ;  and,  un- 
der the  Divine  blessing,  a  proportionate  ad- 
dition  of  fruits,    among  which,  with  deep 
humility  and  holy  gratitude  to  Him  to  whom 
alone  ail  praise  is  due,  the  Directors  would 
notice  the  addition  of  820  converts  to  the 
church  on  earth,  beai4es  the  numbers  who 
have  left   the   most  satis&ctory  grounds  to 
conclude  that  they  have  departed  from  the 
church  on  earth*  to  join  the  spirits  of  just 
men  made  perfect  before  the  throne.

W.  A.  Hankey,  Esq.  presented  ihe  Cash 
Account,  by  which  it  i^peared  that  the  total 
receipts  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  36,568/.  8«.  StL  ;  the  ex- 
penditure to  39,2402.  10s.  Id.  The  Society 
had  been  under  the  necessity  of  selling 
3,7002.  exchequer  bills,  and  was  now  in 
debt  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  882/.  d«.  Id. 
The  income  of  the  Society  has  in  all  its 
branches  been  this  year  6250/.  less  than  it 
was  last  year.  That  portion  resulting  from 
legacies  has  been  abort  2740/. ;  while  the  ex- 
penditure oi  this  year  has  exceeded  the  last 
by  upwards  of  1000/. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  this  partial 
failure  in  the  funds,  tbe  Treasurer,  and  the 
speakers  who  succeeded  him,  uttered  no 
note  of  despondency,  but  rather,  founded 
on  the  good  which  had  been  effected,  and 
the  evidence  of  tbe  Divine  blessing  wblch 
bad  accompanied  their  labours,  a  powerful 
plea  for  renewed  and  increased  exertion. 
W.  A.  Hankey,  Esq.,  ha^  retired  from  the 
office  of  Secretary,  which  he  has  hononr. 
ably  filled  for  sixteen  years,  and  is  sue- 
ceeded  by  Thomas  Wilson,  Esq.,  in  that 
important  and  responsible  station.    The 
Rev.  J.  Leifchild  was  appointed  to  move 
a  vote  of  sympathy  to  the  Baptist  and 
Wesleyan  Missionary  Societies,  on  aceoiHit 
of  the  fierce  and  latal  peraecntions  they 
bad  recently  endured  in  tbe  West  Indies. 
Tbe  Rev.  speaker  observed— 

Shan  we  not  tell  the  Baptist  denomination, 
that  much  maligned  and  persecuted,  but  ho- 
noured, denomination, — that  denomination 
which  has  given  us  one  of  the  ablest  reason- 
ers,  and  one  of  the  most  eloquent  preachers, 
and,  I  will  udd,  the  most  amiable  of  men, 
and  one  of  the  profoundest  and  most  original 
of  writers — a  denomination  whose  success 
has  been  so  extraordinary  in  the  east  and  in 
the  west — shall  we  not  tell  that  denomination 
that  we  sympathize  with  them  now,  and 
with  their  beloved  missionaries,  some  of  whom, 
besides  the  honors  of  colonial  imprisonment, 
have  lost,  for  a  while,  what  is  dearer  to  every 
honourable  mind  than  life  itself — their  good 
name  ?  They  have  been  covered  with  a  cloud 
of  obloquy  and  reproach,  but  in  their  patience 
they  have  possessed  their  souls,  and  committed 
their  cause  to  Him  that  judgeth  righteously. 
Shall  we  not  tell  the  Wesleyan  denomination, 
amongst  whom  some  of  us  (and  we  are  not 
ashamed  to  allow  it)  drew  our  first  religious 
breath,  and  at  whose  flaming  torch  of  zeal 
we  have  often  lighted  our  tapers — AaH  we 
not  tell  them  the  sympathy  we  feel  for  them, 
and  pledge  to  thein  our  affection?

BRITISH  AND   FOREIOK   SCHOOL    SOCIETY. 

The  Twenty-seventh  Anniversary  of  this 
Institution  was  held  on  Monday,  May  the 
7th,  in  Exeter  Hall,  Lord  John  Russell 
in  the  Chair. 

From  the  Report,  it  appears  that  during 
the  past  year  sixty-two  candidates,  either  for 
boys'  or  girls*  model-schools,  have  been  ad- 
mitted ;  thirty-nine  have  been  boarded  and 
instructed  wholly  or  in  part  at  the  expense 
of  the  Society ;  thirty-eight  have  been  ap- 
pointed to  schools;  three  have  sailed  for 
foreign  stations,  and  nineteen  remain  on  the 
list.  Eight  Missionaries  ht^ve  also  attended 
to  learn  the  system.  The  Report  next  ad- 
verted to  the  ignorance  of  the  agricultural 
peasantry,  as  an  incentive  to  exertion  in  the 
work  of  education.  In  September  last,  out 
cf  fifty  prisoners  put  on  trial  at  Bedford,  only 
four  could  read.  In  the  month  of  January 
last  there  were  in  the  same  prison  between 
fifty  and  sixty  awaiting  their  trials,  of  whom 
not  more  than  ten  could  read.  In  Hereford- 
shire, out  of  41,017  individuab  visited,  only 
&4,222  were  able  to  read.  From  these  dis- 
tressing details,  the  Report  turned  to  the  new 
schools  called  into  existence  during  the  past 
year,  amounting  to  twenty-eight  in  number, 
and  embracing  six  counties.  Of  the  schools 
in  and  about  the  metropolis,  the  Report  spoke 
in  very  favourable  terms.  They  amount  to 
ninety-two  in  number,  and  the  average  at- 
tendance of  scholars  was  stated  to  be  14,866. 
Of  the  country  schools,  sixty-three  had  re- 
ported their  proceedings,  which  were  of  a 
favourable  kind. 

We  regret  that  we  cannot  follow  the 
JReport  into  the  detail  of  the  Foreign 
4>peratk>ns  of  the  Society.  These,  how- 
ever, are  happily  cxtendiDjf,  and  encourage 
the  hope,  that  the  seed  now  sown  in  dis- 
tant  quarters  of  the  globe  will  be  pro- 
ductire  of  an  abundant  harvest.

the  finance  accounts,  from  which  it  iqipeand 
that  the  total  receipts  for  the  year,  indndini^ 
100/.  from  the  King,  amounted  to  2bltL 
i0s.8</. ;  andtheexpenditureto2dS8L4s.SdL ; 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Trea- 
surer to  the  amount  of  S42.  6«.  5dL 

The  Revds.  Dr.  Bennett,  J.  Dixon,  the 
Hon.  and  Rev.  Gerard  Noel,  Dr.  Cox, 
J.  Campbell,  R.  Redpath,  of  the  Scotch 
Church,  H.  Pownall,  Esq.,  Dr.  Wahlin, 
&c.,  successively  delivered  their  senti- 
ments on  the  value  of  knowledge,  and  the 
importance  of  extending  its  benefits— aen- 
timents  which  were  fully  recognized  ia 
the  address  of  the  noble  Chairman,  that 
enlightened  legislator  of  his  country, 
and  friend  of  man.— ><<The  liberal  de- 
viseth  liberal  things,  and  by  liberal  things 
shall  be  stand.^' 


SLAVERY. 

The  following  Resolution  having  been 
adopted  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting  of  the 
Anti-Slavery  Society,  at  Exeter  Hall,  on 
the  12th  instant,  James  Stephen,  Eaq. 
Master  in  Chancery,  in  the  Chair  -y  from 
the  lateness  of  the  hour,  and  the  conn- 
paratively  few  people  that  remained, 
Mr.  Ivimey,  who  had  proposed  it»  con- 
sented to  withdraw  the  Petition  founded 
on  it,  and  to  being  it  forward  at  some  other 
meeting. 

**  That  this  Meeting,  availing  itself  of  the 
right  of  the  sulgect,  to  petition  either  branch 
of  the  legislature ;  and  encouraged  by  the 
memorable  dedaratien  of  our  Most  Gracious 
Monarch  King  WiDiam  IV,  on  lus  accea- 
aion  to  the  throne,  vis.  'TwiUy  tinder  the 
blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  protect  the 
rights  and  liberties,  and  promote  the  prot- 
perity  and  happiness  of  aU  classes  of  my 
peoj^  s*  agrees  to  present  a  humble  Pe- 
tition to  His  Majesty,  earnestly  praying  him,  in 
the  due  exercise  of  his  sovereign  prerogative 
to  command  bis  Ministers  forthwith  to  pre- 
pare a  Bill,  and  to  lay  it  before  both  Houses 
of  Parliament  for  their  approbation;  that 
such  a  law  may  be  passed  without  loss  of 
time,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  put  an  end  to 
slavery  in  all  the  colonies  of  Great  Britain, 
and  thus  carry  into  full  operation  His  Ma- 
jesty's most  gracious  pronuse— to  promote 
the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  all  classes  <tf 
his  people !" 

Accordingly  a  meeting  was  held  at  the 
chapel  in  Eagle  Streetyon-theSSrd  inst.

William  Knight,  Haq.»  of  Chdmsford,  one 
of  the' Society  of  Friends,  in  the  chair.  On 
moriog^  the  first  Motion,  *<That  this 
meeting  approve  of  the  Resolution  which 
was  adopted  on  the  12th  instant,  at  Exeter 
HalV  ^r.  I vimey  delivered  the  suhstanoe 
of  the  following^  speech:— 

Mr.  Chairman^ 

'  In  rising.    Sir,    for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting, for  tlie  first  time,  a  Petition  to  His 
Most     Gracious     Majesty    against     colonial 
datery,    my    ^v^ish    and  my  intention  is,   to 
bring   the    subject  of  slavery  to  the  highest 
possible  test,  divine  Itato  :  and  to  shew  that 
the  power  of  the  civil  magistrates  is  regu^ 
lated    and    emforced   hy  the   law   of  God, 
Permit  me    first  to  read  a  short  paragraph 
from  Bi.ackstonk's  Chapter  **  On  the  Aa- 
ture  ofZtaws  in  general,  '     He  says,  "  Con- 
ndering  the  Creator  only  as  a  Being  of  infi- 
nite potcery  he  was  able,  unquestionably,  to 
have  prescribe  whatever  laws  he  pleased  to 
his  creature,  man,  however  unjust  or  severe. 
But  as  he  is  also  a  Being  of  infinite  wisdom, 
he  has  laid   down  only  such  laws  as  were 
founded  in  those  relations  of  justice,  that  ex- 
isted in  the  nature  of  thhigs  antecedent  to 
pontire  precept.      These  are  the  eternal  im- 
mntable  hivrs  of  good  and  evil,  to  which  the 
Creator  himself  in  all  his  dispensations  con- 
forms,   and   which   he  has  enabled   human 
reason  to  discover,  so  fiir  as  they  are  neces- 
sary for  the  conduct  of  human  actions.     Such 
among  others  are   these  principles ;  that  we 
•hould  live    honestly,  shotdd  hurt  nobody, 
and  should  render   to  every  one  his  due  ;  to 
which  three  general  principles  Justinian  has 
reduced  the  whole  doctrine  of  law.       This 
will  of  our  Maker  is  called  thie  law  of  na- 
ture.     This  law  of  nature,  being  coeval  with 
mankind  and  dictated  by  God  himself  is  of 
course  superior  in   obligation  to  any  other. 
It  is  binding  over  the  globe  in  all  countries, 
and  at  all  l^mes ;  no  human  laws  are  of  any 
validity,  if  contrary  to  this;  and  such  of  them 
as  are  valid  derive  all  their  force  and  all  their 
authority,    mediately   or   immediately    from 
their  original."      This  most  judicious  com- 
mentor  upon  the   laws  of  England  thus  pro- 
ceeds:  **  This  has  given  manifold  occasion 
for  the  benign  interposition  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence ;  which,  in  compassion  to  the  frailty, 
the  imperfection,    and  blindness  of  human 
reason,  hath  been  pleased  at  sundry  times  and 
in  divers  manners  to  discover  and  enforce  its 
laws  by  an   immediate  and  direct  revelation. 
The    doctrines    thus  delivered  we    call  the 
revealed,  or  divine  law,  and  they  are  to  be 
found  only  in  *^®  Holy  Scriptures.     These 
precepts,  when  revealed,  are  found  upon  com- 


parison to  be  really  a  part  of  the  original  bw 
of  nature,  as  they  tend  in  all  their  conse- 
quences to  man^s  felicity.  Upon  these  two 
foundations  the  law  of  nature,  and  the  law  of 
revelation,  depend  all  human  laws;  that  is  to 
say,  no  human  laws  should  be  suffered  to 
contradict  them.** 

I  will  now.  Sir,  supply  the  defiect  of  Black- 
stone,  who  ought  to  have  quoted  the  precepts 
which  relate  to  magistracy.  **  For  there  is 
no  power  but  of  God,  for  the  powers  that  be 
are  ordained  of  God.  For  rulers  are  not  a 
terror  to  good  works  but  unto  evil.  Sub- 
mit yourselves  to  every  ordinance  oi  man  for 
the  Lord*s  sake :  whether  it  be  to  the  king 
as  supreme ;  or  unto  governors,  as  unto  them 
that  are  sent  by  him  for  the  punishment  of 
evil  doers,  aud  for  the  praise  of  them  that  do 
well — ^honour  all  men,  love  the  brotherhood. 
Fear  God,  honour  the  king*X  1  Peter ii).  I  will 
now,  Sir,  read  those  precepts  which  are  tha  laws 
binding  upon  .kings,  and  upon  all  magistrates, 
and  by  which  they  are  to  regulate  all  their 
proceedings  from  the  alliance  which  they 
owe  to  the  King  of  kings,  to  the  Governor  of 
the  world,  who  will  surely  call  them  to  ac- 
count for  the  manner  in  which  they  have 
exerci^d  their  authority,  whether  in  protect- 
ing, or  in  oppressing,  those  who  are  sul  ject 
to  their  rule  or  authority. 

The  lawgiver  of  Israel,  Mosxs,  in  his  reca- 
pitulation of  the  history  of  the  Israelites  in  the 
wilderness,  says : — **  And  I  spake  unto  you 
at  that  time,  saying — Take  ye  wise  men  and 
understanding,  and  known  among  your  tribes, 
and  I  will  make  them  rulers  over  you.  And 
ye  answered  me  and  said.  The  thing  which 
thou  hast  spoken  is  good  for  us  to  do.  So 
I  took  the  chief  of  your  tribes,  wise  men  and 
known,  and  made  them  heads  over  you,  and 
officers  among  your  tribes.  And  I  chained 
your  judges  at  that  time  saying.  Hear  the 
causes  between  your  brethren,  and  judge 
righteously  between  every  man  and  his  bro- 
ther, and  the  stranger  that  is  with  him. 
Ye  shall  not  respect  persons  in  judgment,  but 
you  shall  hear  the  small  as  well  as  the  great: 
you  shall  not  be  afraid  of  the  face  of  man  for 
the  judgment  is  God's:  and  the  cause  that  is 
too  hard  for  you  bring  it  unto  me  and  I  wfll 
hear  it.  And  I  commanded  you  at  that  time 
all  the  things  which  ye  should  do."  Again, 
in  regard  to  what  should  be  their  duty  when 
as  a  nation  they  were  settled  in  Canaan  under 
the  sole  monarchy  of  Jehovah  !  "  Judges 
and  officers  shalt  thou  make  thee  in  all  thy 
gates  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee 
throughout  thy  ti-ibes .  and  they  shall  judge 
the  people  with  just  judgment.  Thou  shalt 
not  resist  judgment,  thou  shalt  not  respect 
^  persons,  neither  take  a  gift :  for  a  gift  doth 
blind  the  eyes  of  the  wise,  and  pervert  the 
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words  of  the  righteous.  That  which  is  alto- 
g^ether  just  shaUthou  follow,  that  thou  mayest 
Hve  and  inherit  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy 
Ood  giveth  thee."  The  queen  of  Sheba  thus 
addressed  Solomon:  **  Blessed  be  the  Lord 
thy  God  which  delighted  in  thee,  to  set  thee 
on  the  throne  of  Israel ;  because  the  Lord 
loyed  Israel,  for-  ever,  therefore  made  he  thee 
king,  to  do  judgment  and  ju8tice"(Deut.  i. 
15—18;  zvi.  18,  19;  1  Kings  xi.  10). 

In  addressing  this  Christian  audience  it 
seems  to  be  unnecessary  for  me  to  shew, 
how  these  divine  precepts  apply  to  the  ma- 
gistrates of  our  land  who  are  appointed  to 
their  high  offices,  not  for  their  own  aggran- 
dizement or  secular  profit,  but  '*  to  do  judg- 
ment and  justice**  in  regard  to  the  iniquitous 
slave  trade  !  Need  I  say,  that  if  Charles  I. 
had  consulted  the  revealed  will  of  God,  he 
never  would  have  chartered  the  Roval  African 
Company  in  1662.  Need  I  say,  that  if  these 
precepts  had  been  regarded,  slavery  would 
have  been  abolished  in  the  first  session  of 
Parliament  into  which  the  benevolent  Mr. 
Wilberforce  introduced  it !  Need  I  say,  that 
if  these  precepts  were  now  regarded  by 
our  legislature,  that  our  senators  would  not 
dare  to  mention  the  amelioration  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  slaves,  but  would  instantly  and 
forever  put  slavery  to  a  total  end !  God  says  by 
Moses,  <*  Ye  shall  not  respect  persons  in  judg- 
ment, but  you  shall  hear  the  smal'  as  well 
as  the  great-~judge  righteously  between  every 
man  and  his  brother,  and  the  stranger  tJioi 
it  toith  him — hear  the  causes  between  your 
brethren— judge  the  people  with  just  judg- 
ment— thou  shalt  not  wrest  judgment-  -thou 
fhalt  not  respect  persons— that  which  is  alto- 
gether just  shalt  thou  follow  !*'  But  if  these 
Divine  precepts  were  rejected  as  not  applica- 
ble to  the  case  of  men  held  in  bondage  by 
their  fellow-men, — though  nc^oes  are  surely 
included  in  the  charge  which  regards  "  the 
tmaU  as  well  as  the  great," — ^yet  even  the 
laws  of  nature,  as  defined  by  Justinian,  and 
approved  by  Blackstone,  are  all-sufficient. 
These  teach  mankind  that  "  we  should  live 
honestly,  should  hurt  nobody,  and  should 
render  to  every  one  his  due !"  And  this  is 
an  argument  to  those  deistical  magistrates  or 
legislators  who  *^  have  rejected  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  and  what  wisidom  is  in  them !" 
If  only  those  laws  were  regarded,  and  strictly 
carried  into  e£kct,  davery  would  be  instantly 
abolished.  The  laws  of  nature  teach  men  to 
**  live  honestly ;"  but  do  *'  men-stealers," 
and  those  who  hold  men  as  property  (for  the 
receiver  is  as  bad  as  the  thief),  *'  Uve  ho- 
nestly ?*'  That  "  they  should  do  nobody 
any  harm  " — O  the  *'  knotted  scourges, 
fetters,  blood  •extorting  screws!"  O  the 
red  jpepper,  which  Mrs.  Moss  rubbed  into 


the  eyes  of  her  domestic  slave^  Kate  I  O 
the  brutish  cruelty  of  the  Rev.  George  Wil- 
son Bridges,  towards  his  slave -girl  who  had 
forgotten  his  orders  to  dress  a  turkey  for  his 
dinner  ! — that  they  "  shonld  reader  to  all 
their  due."  Then  let  the  tyrants  who  hold 
their  fellow*men  in  bondage  as  their  "  legal 
property"— their  "freeholds"  (oh  horrible  !) 
regard  what  Blackstone  says,  ''A  man's 
limbs  are  also  the  gifts  of  a  mercifnl  Creator^ 
to  enable  him  to  protect  himself  from  ex- 
ternal injuries  in  a  state  of  nature.  To 
these,  therefore,  he  has  a  natural  inherent 
r^iht,  and  they  cannot  be  wantonly  d^ 
stroyed  or  disabkd,  without  a  manifest 
breach  of  civil  liberty  *\f  If,  then,  you  are 
''to  give  every  man  his  due,"  oh,  let  me 
intreat  you  not  to  invade  the  poor  negro's 
"  own "  limbs,  his  "  own  "  wife,  his  "own** 
children,  his  "embryo"  babe!  And  yet,  iu 
defiance  c^ven  of  the  laws  of  nature,  we  hear 
the  West  Indian  proprietors,  and  even  Mo- 
ravian ministers,  contend  for  a  right  in  their 
negroes  from  generation  to  genesation  and  for 
ever  as  their  "legal  property.** 

I  *have  thought  right.  Sir,  and  in  doing 
so,  I  consider  I  have  not  acted  out  of  cha- 
racter, to  bring  before  the  meeting  die 
grounds  on  which  we  should  proceed  in 
aiming  to  promote  the  abolition  of  slavery ! 
Arguments  drawn  from  policy,  and  expe- 
diency, and  cruelty,  and  humanity  have  been 
employed,  and  have  failed  to  produce  any 
impression !  Of  the  Leviathan  of  co- 
lonial slavery,  we  may  say,  as  of  the  war- 
horse  of  Job :  Sucfi  "  darts  are  counted  aa 
stubble,  he  laugheth  at  the  shaking  of  such 
a  spear.'*  But  we  mean  now  to  try  what 
the  well-tempered  sharpened  two-edged  sword 
of  the  Spirit  will  do :  this  is  pointed  enough, 
and  keen  enough,  to  pierce  its  buffido-hide, 
and  bring  the  LeviaUian  sprawling  to  the 
dust ! 

I  have  been  constrained.  Sir,  to  bring 
forward  the  consideration  of  the  laws  of 
nature  and  of  God,  in  regard  to  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  magistrates.  I  tremble 
for  their  accountability,  when  God  shall 
say  to  them  by  his  messenger,  death, 
"  Give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship,  for 
thou  mayest  be  no  loiter  steward,**  I  feel, 
especially,  on  account  of  the  awful  responsi- 
bility to  God  of  the  chief  magistrate,  the 
Monarch,  lest  by  possibility  he  should  not 
have  observed  the  laws  of  God  which  relate 
to  the  duties  of  his  exalted  office:  or  lest 
the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  keeper  of  the 
King's  conscience,  should,  in  the  multi- 
plicity of  his  other  engagements,  have  for- 
gotten constantly  to  have  reminded  His 
Majesty  that  he  sits  on  the  throne  "to  do 
judgment  and  justice,"  and  that  *<what8o- 
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out  respect  of  persoos."     And  yet  one  would 

indulge    the     hope    tliat    the    Lord    Chaa- 

oeUor, — ^who  pledged  himself  to  the  Yorkshire 

electors  **  never  to   cecue  from  his  labours 

HB  the  chains  »haU  have  dropped  from  the 

hands  of  the  slave  ;***-eannot  have  had  so 

maay  opportunities  to  have  suggested  this  to 

the  King,    as    the    appointed    constitutional 

keeper    of    His     Majesty's    o(mscience»    and 

neglected  to    have  said,  in  reference  to  the 

oppressed    negroes:      ''Year   Majesty  dare 

not  to  respect    persons  in  judgment;     but 

yon  should  hear  the   small  as  well  as  the 

great,  you  should  not  be  afraid  of  the  base 

of  man,  far  the  Judgment  is  God's/"  and 

therefore    your  Majesty  ought,  as  you  will 

answer  it  to  Grod,  to  "  let  the  oppressed  go 

free  and  to  break  every  ycdce.'^     It  is  fmr  these 

reasons.  Sir,  I  wish  to  bring  the  subject  of 

davery   distinctly  under  the  notice  of  our 

mercUul  kii^,  by  the  Petition  about  to  be 

submitted  to  the  Meeting. 

I  feel.  Sir,  the  most  ardent  attachment  to 
the  princes  of  the  House  of  Hanover,  arising 
from  the  regard  they  have  always  shewn  to 
the  laws  of  the  constitution:  and  I  much 
wish  our  present  gracious  Monarch  may, 
by  his  putting  his  hand  to  a  Bill  for  the 
total  and  immediate  abolition  of  slavery, 
entitle  himself  to  a  higher  glory,  to  a  more 
honourable  epithet  to  be  affixed  to  his  name 
than  that  of  any  of  his  royal  namesake  pre- 
decessors—-more  noble  than  William  the 
Conqueror,  than  William  the  JDeUoerer^— 
even  William  the  Emancipator  ! ! 

George  Stephen,  Esq.,  proposed  that 
the  following  Petition,  which  was  read, 
be  adopted  by  the  Meeting : — 

To  the  King*8  Most  Excellent  Majesty, 
The  Petition  of  certain  persons  assem- 
bled at  Eagle-street  Chapel,  on  Wednes- 
day, the  23rd    of   May,  1832,  humbly 
sheweth  :*— 
Sire, 
With  sentiments  of  the  most  profound 
Feneration,  and  feelings  of  the  most  ardent 
loyalty,  your  Petitioners  venture  to  ap- 
proach, earnestly  imploring  your  Majesty 
will  deign  to  lend  your  royal  attention  to 
their  humble,  yet  importunate  supplica- 
ticm. 

Yoar  Petitioners  are  thus  emboldened 

to  approach  your  august  presence  because 

their  hearts  retain  a  lively  and  grateful 

lecollectioii  of    the  patriotic  declaration 

made  by  your  Majesty,  when  it  pleased 

the  aJl-wise  Ruler  of  the  Universe  to  place 


cestors,  and  to  make  you  King  over  the 
vast  and  powerful  empire  of  Great  Britain, 
*<  to  do  judgment  and  justice/*  Your 
Majesty  will  forgive  onr  freedom  for  re- 
peating that  erer-memorable  declaration :

Divine  Providence,  protect  the 
rights  and  liberties,  and  promote 
the  prosperity  and  happiness  op 
all  classes  of  my  people^' 

Suffer  us,  Royal  Sire,  to  remind  your 
Majesty,  that  there  is  one  *^  class  of  your 
Majesty^s  people,*^  subjects  of  your  Ma« 
jesty^s  realm,  whom  being  held  in  bond- 
age as  the  property  of  their  fellow-men, 
cannot  share  the  prosperity  and  happiness 
of  their  fellow-subjects,  and  who  are  de- 
prived'of  *'  their  rights  and  liberties,^*  in 
glaring  defiance  of  the  rights  of  nature 
and  the  claims  of  justice:  that  in  this 
class  9te  comprised  nearly  a  million  of 
your  Majesty *s  people :  they  are  the  op- 
pressed negroes  detained  in  slavery  in 
nearly  all  parts  of  your  Majesty's  domi- 
nions. 

Let  not  the  King  be  offended  with  hb 
humble  Petitioners,  if  under  the  |ieculiar 
circumstances  of  this  most  afflicting,  and 
heart-rending  case,  should  they  now  re- 
sort to  a  measure  by  them  hitherto  un- 
tried, and  which  long  protracted  disap- 
pointment has  suggested  to  their  agitated 
minds:  for  they  have  learnt,  with  inex- 
pressible sorrow,  that  your  Majesty's 
confidential  advisers  have  no  intention 
of  speedily  adopting  the  only  effectual 
measure  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the 
wronged,  and  outrag^,  and  miserable 
negroes.  Amelioration,  may  lighten,  yet 
it  will  more  firmly  rivet  those  chains, 
which  we  most  humbly  represent  it  to 
be,  especially  due  to  the  dignity  of  your 
Majesty's  Crown,  and  the  tranquillity 
of  your  Majesty's  conscience  at  once  and 
for  ever  to  remove. 

We,  therefore,  with  the  most  devoted 
humility  but  in  the  most  earnest  terms 
consistent  with  that  respectful  affection 
which  is  due  to  your  Majesty's  person ; 
intreat  your  Majesty  to  take  this  matter 
into  your  Royal  consideration^  and  in  tUe 
exercise  of  your  Sovereign  Prerogative 
to  command  y«ur  ministers  forthwith  to 
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prepare  a  Bill  and  lay  H  before  both 
Houses  of  the  Legislature  for  their  appro- 
bation, that  such  a  law  may  be  passed 
without  loss  of  time,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  put  an  end  to  Slarery  in  all  the  colonies 
of  Great  Britain,  and  thus  carry  into  full 
operation  your  Migesty^s  most  gracious 
promise  to  *^  promote  the  prosperity  and 
happiness  of  all  classes  of  your  people.*^ 
And  your  Petitioners,  as  in  duty  bound, 
shall  ever  pray. 

The  Meeting  requested  the  Chairman 
and  George  Stf^phen,  £sq.,  would  carry 
the  Petition  to  the  Right  Honourable 
Viscount  Lord  Melbourne,  Secretary  of 
State,  desiring  him  to  present  it  to  His 
Majesty,  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

The  meeting  was  addressed  in  most 
animated  speeches  by  Samuel  Thorow- 
goud,  Esq.,  — -  Gordon,  Esq.,  a  gratle- 
man  deputed  by  the  merchants  of  Liver, 
pool  to  give  evidence  relating  to  the 
East  India  Company's  new  charter;  the 
Rev.  John  Davis,  Joseph  Davis,  John 
Jackson,  late  of  Hebden  Bridge,  and 
William  Davies,  lately  wrecked  off  the 
Canary  Islands.  A  collection  was  made 
at   the    doors,  which  amounted  to  £3* 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  measure  has 
been  adopted  as  the  dernier  re«or/,— it  is, 
in  fact,  an  imitation  of  Paul's  conduct, 
who,  when  he  could  not  obtain  justice 
from  the  inferior  courts,  availed  himself 
of  his  privilege  as  a  Roman  citizen,  and 

said,  <<  1   AFPEAL   UNTO    CjCSAR."

Notwithstanding  the  numerous  and 
successful  efforts  which  have  been  made  in 
our  own  time,  and  doubtless  a  great  work  is 
now  going  forward,  the  increase  of  evangelical

years  ago !  Besides  the  scattered  inhabitants 
of  country  villages,  there  are  immense  multi- 
tudes in  cities  and  large  towns  for  whose  in- 
struction no  adequate  provision  has  yet  been 
made.  In  all  countries  the  tone  of  piety  and 
evangelical  morality  corresponds  exactly  with 
the  number,  and  purity,  and  energy  of  the 
churches  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The 
want  of  this  organized  moral  power  in  many 
parts  of  our  land,  is  most  appalling.-  All 
that  has  yet  been  done  by  Bible  and  Tract 
Societies,  Sabbath  Schools,  and  Home  Mis- 
sions, is  but  as  *'  the^rop  of  a  bucket**  to 
the  ocean.  A  new  and  mighty  effort  is  de- 
manded, especially  in  our  large  towns,  where 
ignorance,  licentiousness,  and  a  lax  profesmon 
of  Christianity,  do  much  to  keep  in  counte- 
nance all  sorts  of  crime.  In  a  land  of  free- 
dom, it  is  by  moral  and  spiritual  means  alone 
that  we  can  hope  to  prevail  against  the  tide 
of  iniquity  which  runs  down  our  streets. 
Legal  enactments  and  external  forms  will 
produce  little  effect,  where  offenders  may  finj 
access  to  the  most  sacred  rites  of  Christianity, 
and  protection  by  the  horns  of  the  altar. 
Until  our  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  are 
made  to  feel  in  every  part  the  liife-giving 
influence  of  the  Gospel,  no  essential  improve- 
ment in  onr  national  character  can  be  ex- 
pected. Fellow  Christians  and  follow  coun- 
trymen !  it  is  for  you  to  prove  that  you  care 
for  the  souls  of  all  mankind,  hy- actually 
providing  instructors  for  those  whom  Divine 
Providence  has  placed  within  your  reach.  • 
The  Committee  have  received  upwards  of 
twenty  applications  for  assistance  during  the 
last  year,  which,  it  is  painful  to  state,  the 
resources  of  the  Society  have  been  entirely 
unable  to  meet:  and  when  it  is  considered 
that  each  of  those  applications  is  on  behalf  of 
at  least  1000  individuals,  the  question  to  be 
decided  at  our  Annual  Meeting  is,  whether 
these  20,000  souls  shall  remain  another  year 
without  a  preached  Gospel,  or  to  what  extent 
your  contributions  will  enable  the  Committee 
to  meet  their  case.  Christians!  look  back 
to  Calvary  !— Look  forward  to  eternity ! — and 
decide !

'  The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  AaaocUtion 
was  held  at  Dunmow,  on  Tueiday  and  Wed- 
nesday, the  15th  and  16th  of  May.  On  the 
Tuesday  evenin^^y  the  Bey.  J.  Hargreaves,  of 
Waltham  Abbey,  preached  firom  Romans  v. 
12.  At  seven  o'clock  on  the  Wednesday 
morning,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Smith,  whose 
services  tbe  Association  have  secured  for  the 
promirang  station  at  Bury,  preached  from 
Malachi  ii.  7.  At  half-past  ten  o'clock, 
another  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bev. 
H.  Howell,  of  Chelm^ord ,  after  which,  the 
letters  from  the  churches,  and  also  the  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Association,  were  read. 
At  this  meeting, — the  whole  of  the  services  of 
which  were  particularly  interesting,— it  was 
resolved  unanimously, 

1 .  That  the  Members  of  this  Association 
feel  deeply  interested  in  the  present  circum^ 
stances  of  the  Baptist  Missionaries  and 
Churches  in  the  Island  of  Jamaica ;  and  that 
while  they  sympathize  with  them  in  their 
su&rings,  and  sincerely  r^et  the  malice 
and  violence  of  their  persecutors,  they  cannot 
but  r^ard  tine  extensive  destruction  of  life 
and  property,  attending  the  recent  endeavour 
of  the  Slaves  to  recover  their  liberty,  as  an 
additional  proof  of  the  necessity  and  wisdom 
of  an  imraedinte  abolition  of  Slavery  through- 
out his  Majesty's  colonies. 

2.  That  the  persecution  of  the  Mission- 
aries, and  the  destruction  of  the  Baptist 
Meeting-houses  in  the  Island,  is  a  most 
flagrant  and  disgraceful  violation  of  the  rights 
of  conscience,  and  the  liberty  of  Christian 
worship ;  and  that  the  Baptist  Missionary 
Society  is  entitled  to  look,  with  confidence, 
to  his  Majesty's  ministers  for  full  redress,  and 
protection  against  future  annoyance  and  in- 
justice.

•bew  the  absurdity  and  injurious  tendency  of  the  proposed  *'  Bill  of  Education  for 
Ireland :"  a  measure  which,  by  substitution^  for  a  school-book  Extracts  from  the 
Bible,  instead  of  the  Bible  itself,  goes  to  repudiate  the  Bible  as  the  oracles  of  God, 
and  to  justify  the  blasphemous  decree  of  the  Council  of  Trent,  that  the  Bible  is  not  a 
iofe  book  to  de  put  indiscriminately  into  the  hands  of  all  persons  whatever  ;  and,  con- 
sequently»  that  the  Government  measure  is  in  direct  opposition  to  the  inspired  de« 
claratioD,  and  adapted  to  defeat  the  ends  mentioned  in  it  for  which  the  Bible  was 
given: — Al«i<  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  Qody  and  is  profitable  for  doC' 
trincj/br  reproofs  for  correction^  for  instruction  in  righteousness:  That  the  man  cf 
Ood  may  be  perfect^  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works.    2  Tim.  iiL  16, 17. 

Is  not  the  inference  from  this  text  unavoidable,  that  without  the  use  of  all  the 
Scripture,  in  all  its  branches,  « the  man  of  God^*  cannot  be  '*  thoroughly  fur* 
nished  '*  cither  for  <•  doctrine^''  for  «*  reprocf^"*  for  "  correction^''  or  for  •<  instruction  in 
righteousness  :''''  nor  be  prepared  to  perform  all  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  him 
in  alt  the  domestic  and  social  relations  of  life,  in  civil  and  religious  society ;   conse- 
quently, he  can  never  exhibit  the  ^* perfect''^  christian  character.    It  is  asserted 
again  in  this  context  that  all  Scripture  will  be  **  pnifitable**  to  effect  all  these 
highly   important  and  essential  purposes,  so  that  **  through  faith  in  Christ  Jesusy* 
the  <<  ffoljf  Scriptures  are  able  to  make  men  wise  unto  salvation.*'    Now  I  respect- 
fully ask,  whether  mutilations  of  the  Sacred  Records  can  be  expected  to  accomplish 
cither  or  all   these  purposes?    but  in  respect  to  this,  it  might  be  said,  time  must  be 
afforded    to   ascertain  its  operation,  and  to  this  test  I  willingly  leave  it.    I  fear  not, 
however,  io  assert,  that  it  is  possible  to  compile  a  book  of  Scripture  Extracts,  which 
will  not  contain  the  requisite  information  to  bring  men  to  believe  in  Jesus  Christ, 
and  thus  to  make  them  wise  unto  salvation 3  for  "faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and  hear* 
ing  by  the   Word  of  God."    But  how  can  they  hear  without  all  the  Scriptures  to 
teach  them  ?      Suppose,  for  instance,  the  <<  doctrine*''  of  the  all-sufficiency  of  the 
Atonement,  without  the  aid  of  human  penances,  and  the  « doctrine**  of  free  jus^ 
tification  through  the  righteousness  of  Christ,  imputed  to  the  ungodly  who  believe 
in  Jesus,  should  not  be  contained  in  those  Extracts,  the  inquirer  will  find  it  to  be 
in  vain  to  consult  it  for  an  answer  to  the  all-important  questions,  <*  How  shall  man  be 
just  with  Chotk  f .   How  shaU  I  escape  from  the  wrath  to  come  f     'What  shall  I  do  to 
be  saved  ?*'     It  is  possible  too  (jbie  Book  of  Extracts  may  not  contain  any  passages  of 
Scripture  that  will  administer. <<repropf*'  to  those  who  blasphemously  style  *<the 
Manof  SifC — ^*the  Antichrist,**  *<Oiir  Lord  God  the  Pope;**  nor  those  who 
believe  in  more  than  one  mediator,  such  as  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  our  English 
rebel,  Thomas  d  Becket!  But  can  anyone  find  acceptance  with  God  by  any  other, 
name  than  that  of  Jesus  Christ  the  only  Mediator  between  God  and  men;  the  man 
Christ  Jesus  f     He  hath  said,  <*  J  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the  life :  no  man 
Cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  me*''''     It  is  possible  this  embryo  Book  of  Extracts, 
also,  may  not  have  any  passage  that  will  either  *'  correct  **  the  errors,  or  declare 
the  threatenings  of  God  against  those  of  whom  *<  The  Spirit  speaketh  expressly  that 
in  the  latter  times  some  shall  depart  from  the  fait  li,  giving  heed  to  seducing  spirits,  and 
doctrines  ofdevUs;  speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy  ;    having  their  conscience  seared  witl^ 
a  hot  iron  J  forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from  meats,  which  Ood 
hath^created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  qfthem  which  believe  and  know  the  truth. 
For  every  creature  qf  God  is  good,  and  nothing  to  be  reused  if  it  be  received  wi^b 
thanksgivings  for  it  is  sanctified  h^  the    Word  qf  God  and  prayer  V*     1  Tim.  ir. 
1—5.     Does  not  every  Protestant  believe  that  this  prediction  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  apostacy  of  the  church  of  Rome  ?   but  can  any  one  believe  that  the  pcpi^h 
commissioner.  Dr.  Murray,  will  ever  consent  it  shall  make  part  of  the  proposed  school- 
book  ?     And  must  not  that  he  a  renegade  Protestant  who  would  consent  to  omit  it 
in  a  book  of  scriptural  instruction  for  tlie  protestant  and  popish  children  of  Ir^. 
land  ?    It   is  very  poa»b^  too  that  the  Book  of  Extracts  will  not  supply  the  pateag^ 
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belt  adapted  ^for  instruction  in  righteousnessj*^  Is  it  at  all  prdbable  that  it  will 
contain  such  as  this:  Romans  iii.  86,  ^  Therefore  we  conclude  that  a  man  is  justified 
by  faith  without  the  works  of  the  law?"  Or  this:  Romans  iv.  4,  5, *<^otc  to 
him  that  worketh  is  the  reward  not  reckoned  of  grace  l>ut  qf  debt.  But  to  Mm  that 
toorketh  not,  hut  believeth  in  him  that  justijielh  the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  for 
righteousness  .»".  Or  this :  2  Thess.  ii.  3—1?,  "  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by '  any 
means :  for  that  day  shall  not  come,  except  there  come  a  falling  away  first,  and 
that  man  qf  sin  he  revealed,  the  son  of  perdition  ;  Who  opposeth  and  exalteth 
himself  above  aU  that  is  called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped ;  so  that  he  as  God  sittethin 
the  temple  cf  God^  shewing  himself  that  he  is  God.  And  then  shall  that  Wicked  he 
revealed,  whom  the  Lord  shall  consume  with  the  breath  of  his  mouth,  and  shall  destroy 
with  the  brightness  of  his  coming;  Even  him,  whose  coming  is  after  the  working  tf^ 
Satan,  with  all  power  and  signs  and  lying  wonders.  And  with  all  deceiveableness  qf 
unrighteousness  in  them  that  perish;  because  they  received  not  the  love  of  truths  that 
they  might  be  saved.  And  for  this  cause  God  shall  send  them  strong  delusion,  that 
they  should  believe  a  lie:  That  they  all  might  be  damned  who  believed  not  the  truth, 
but  had  pleasure  in  unrighteousness,'''^  I  ask  again,  Does  not  every  Protestant  beliere 
that  this  description  refers  tq  the  pope  of  Rome,  and  to  the  damning  doctrines  of 
popery?  But  will  Dr.  Murray  admit  this  Scripture  into  the  Book  of  Extracts?  or 
will  Mr.  Carlile,  the  Presbyterian  Commissioner,  or  Archbishop  Whateley,  dare  to 
consent  that  it  should  be  left  out? 

Now  I  calmly  and  deliberately  put  it  to  the  judgment  and  conscience  of  every 
pious  judicious  Protestant,  whether  a  Book  of  Extracts  that  shall  exclude  such 
Scriptures  as  those  above  recited,  will  be  sufficient  '*  thoroughly  to  furnish**  the 
rising  generation  in  Ireland  with  the  means  of  obtaining  sound  scriptural  principles 
of  religious  instruction  ?  I  ask  again,  if  Tindal  and  his  coadjutors,  had  been  satis- 
fied with  supplying  the  people  of  Fngland  with  translated  Extracts  merely,  instead  of 
the  whole  Bible,  whether  Britain  would  have  ever  thrown  oflT  the  load  of  soperstition 
she  had  carried  for  ages,  and  for  which  she  had  paid  so  dearly  by  the  enslavement 
of  her  monarchs  ;-i>.tbe  sacrifice  of  her  best  sons,  Lord  Cobham,  Tindal,  Frith,  Lati- 
mer, Cranmer,  and  many  others; — by  the  prostration  of  her  intellect;-— by  .the  im- 
poverishment of  her  treasury,  &c.  &c.  There  is  no  fact  made  more  plain  by  the  lights 
of  history  than  this,  that  the  English  Bible,  unaided  by  secular  authority,  yea  in 
direct  opposition  to  it,  singly,  and  alone,  produced  the  Reformation  in  Englaad ! 
Would  a  book  of  Ex  tracts  have  done  so,  compiled  by  a  unioDofpopvibaBd  |irofesiaii^ 
bishops  ?  or  have  produced  any  very  beneficial  effect  to  the  nation,  either  religiously 
or  politically?  Would  not  the  temporiziiig'  policy  which  had  made  comroission«Trs 
of  the  Jesuitical  Tonstal,  and  Hemtk^  and  the  pious  Cranmer^  and  Latimer,  and  the 
accommoilating,  courtly,  political,  half-protestant,  half-papisl  Cromwell,  have  de- 
feated the  Reformation  from  popery,  by  leaving  the  mass  of  the  people  still  under 
its  influence  ?  A  book  of  Scripture  Extracts  in  the  place  of  the  whole  Bible,  would, 
instead  of  knocking  them  off,  have  more  firmly  rivetted  the  galling  fetters  and  cruel 
chains  of  popery.     <*  /  speak  as  unto  wise  wieii,  judge  ye  what  I  sayV 

It  may  be  replied.  But  you  are  condemning  the  Book  of  Extracts  before  you 
have  seen  it;  to  which  it  is  at  present  sufficient  to  say  to  such  an  opponent, 
Neither  have  you  seen  it,  which  you  certainly  ought  to  have  done,  and  carefully 
perused  it  too,  before  you  had  dogmatically  a<!serted  '<  Half  a  loaf  is  better  than  no 
bread  ?**  And  **  will  it  not  be  better  for  the  Roman  Catholic  children  to  have  a  part  of 
the  Bible  than  none  at  all  ?**  Now  these  inquiries  appear  to  be  specious,  but  they  are 
nsi  solid.  They  assume  a  most  improbable  thing,  that  the  popish  and  protestant 
archbishops,  and  their  coadjutors  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  Dublin,  will  agree 
to  divide  into  exact  portions  all  those  passages  of  Scripture  which  teach  the  evan- 
gelical  scheme  of  justification  by  faith,  through  'the  atonement  and  righteousness  of 
Christ  alone,  without  the  deeds  of  the  law,  and  other  equally  e^^ent/a/ articles  of 
belief,  which,  in  the  estimation  of  every  pious  Prote^ttant,  are  neces^«aTy  to  be  re- 
ceived in  **  an  honest  and  good  heart,**  to  secure  the  salvation  of  men.  But 
CTCD  were  this  to  be  done  so  that  the  <*  one  loaf,**  the  Bible,  the  Word  of  TratHi 
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should  be  so  divided  that  *'  one  half*'  only  instead  of  the  whole  should  eompoce  the 
school-book  in  Ireland,  still  1  should  object  to  the  principle  of  giTing^  part  qf  the 
Bibh  only^  if  the  whole  Bible  were  to  be  prohibited  from  entering  the  schools* !  But 
if  such  a  daring  innovation  upon  the  laws  of  heaven  be  attempted  as  to  keep  back 
aqy  pari  of  the  Scriptures  of  Truth,  and  so  far  as  the  schools  in  Ireland  are  con- 
cerned, to  give  the  children"  ^  half  a  loaf  only**  instead  of  the  whole  to  which  they 
are  entitled,  wonld  it  not  be  much  less  insulting  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  were 
tdections  to  be  made;  as  for  instance,  the  whole  of  a  Gospel,  or  the  Epistle  to  the 
Romans,  from  the  second  to  the  close  of  the  fourteenth  chapter;  or  the  whole  Epistlet 
to  the  Galatians  and  to  the  Ephesians  ?  But  who  will  believe  that  Dr.  Murray  would 
agree  to  adopt  ibis  principle  of  selection.  And  if  he  will  not  consent  to  such  a  plan^ 
will  not  every  discerning  Protestant  discover  the  cause  why  Extracts  are  preferred 
culled  from  all  parts  of  the  Bible,  or,  as  I  presume,-tbey  will  be  principally  taken  from 
the  Proverbs  and  JBcclesiasteSy  axid  probably  from  the  books  of  £ccLE8iA8Ticus,7o£t< 
and  his  Dog  J  Bed  and  the  Dragon^  Susannah  and  the  Elders,  &c.,  &c.  And  is  it  to  such  a 
compromise  as  this  the  Protestant  Government  of  England  is  lending  its  powerful  aid, 
aDd.ezpending>  the  Protestant  taxes  ?  I  consider  it  as  being  opposed  to  the  oath  which 
they  have  taken  as  privy  counsellors,  and  as  a  direct  contravention  of  the  coronation 
oath :  as  we  are  sure  it  is  to  the  declaration  made  by  our  gracious  monarch  on  his 
accession  to  the  throne,  June  26, 1829,  before  the  privy  council :— *<  /  wiU,'"  said  his 
Majesty,  ''^under  the  blessing  of  Divine  Protidence  maintain  the  Refo&mbo 
Religion  established  by  Law.'*  But  with  suitable  humility  and  loyalty,  I  ven- 
ture to  ask,  should  His  Majesty  be  induced,  by  the  advice  of  his  ministers,  to  give  his 
royal  sanction  to  the  bijl  of  Mr.  Stanley,  will  that  be  ^to  maintain  the  Reformed 
Religion,  established  by  Law  >^*  Will  it  not  rather  be  to  revive  in  Ireland  the 
dying  popish  religion ;  for  the  suppression  of  which,  and  not  its  resuscitation,  the 
ancestors  of  his  Majesty  were  called  to  the  British  crown  ?  f  Most  earnestly  do  I 
pray,  that  this  nn-protestant,  semi -popish  scheme,  adopted  as  it  should  seem  for  no 
other  end  but  to  conciliate  the  agitators  of  Ireland — ^the  Doyles  and  0*Connells— 
be  soon  withdrawn  from  his  Migesty's  councils*  Had  I  an  opportunity  of  speaking 
so  as  to  be  heard  by  the  monarch  and  his  ministers,  I  utrould  most  respectfully  and 
loyally  urge  it  upon  their  attention,  Whether  in  the  present  divided  and  irreconcHeabU 
state  of  thepeope  of  Ireland  on  religious  subjectsy  the  Oovemment  should  not  resolve  to 
make  no  grant  of  public  money  to  support  education  in  Jrelandj  but  leave  all  pojrties  to 
provide  for  the  education  €f  the  poor  by  their  own  voluntary  contributions  f 

I  have  read  carefully  the  sets  of  Resolutions  passed  by  the  diflTercnt  bodies  of  dis- 
senting minister:^  and  dissepting  deputies,  upon  this  at  present  all-absorbing  subject, 
and  am  constrained  to  apply  to  the  framers  and  supporters  of  them,  the  cutting 
rebuke  of  Job,  to  the  well-intentioned  but  totally  erroneous  reasonings  of  his 
quondam  friends :  <^  How  forcible  are  right  words,  but  what  doth  your  arguing 
reprove?*^  Job  vi.  25.  Never  was  there  a  more  flagrant  instance  of  persons 
who  from  their  care  to  escape  Scylla  have  ran  upon  Chary bfii*!  They  ap- 
pear to  have  been  so  enamoured  with  what  they  call  the  liberality  of  the 
government  plan,  as  to  have  forgotten  their  protestantism^  and  to  have  over- 
looked the  claims  **  of  truth,  of  conscience,  and  of  God.**  To  call  what  is  soi 
evidently  f»  ant  of  zeal  for  fundamental  truth,  liberality y  is  a  misnomer  of  the  worst 
kind  I  I  do  not  hesitate  to  pronounce  it  latitttdinarianism  or  libertinism  !  Surely 
this  complimenting  of  popery  by  the  London  dissenting  ministers  is  most  reproachful 


*  -  It  ^vas  asked  of  me,  with  great  confidence,  a  few  months  since,  by  a  gentleman  of  good 
tenee,  "  But  have  we  not  always  used  extracts  firom  the  Bible  in  our  Spelling-Boon?** 
My  answer  to  this  plausible  inquiry,  which  has  perplexed  some  unthinking  persons,  was, 
«  Yes,  as  introductory  lessons  to  the  use  of  the  whole  Bible,  not  for  the  purpose  of  shutting 
it  out  of  doors  !" 

f  The  celebrated  Lord  Somers,  speaking  of  the  Act  whieh  settled  the  crown  in  iSki 
House  of  Brunswick,  says,  **  Had  not  this  be^  done,  notwithstanding  all  our  advantages, 
our  happiness  had  not  been  lasting,  aa  it  is  now  like  to  be  for  ever ;  and  t^  isthemMfg 
the  crotan  upon  Protestants  and  none  hut  Protestants  "    Tracts,  vol.  -ii.  p.  850. 
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to  the  neoioriei  of  Owen,  and  Howe^  and  Kifin,  and  Bradlmry^  who  would  hare 
preferred  the  martyr^s  crown  to  sQch  a  coqueitiog  with  the  *<  mother  of  harlots  and 
abominatioD»  of  the  earth.**  Where  are  we  to  fiad  men  now,  as  they  were,  **  valiant  for 
truth  .upon  the  earth.'*  What  a  hnmiliatinjc  figure  the  present  race  of  nMuisters  of 
the  Three  Denominations  would  exhibit  were  they  to  preach  on  the  subjef  ts  selected 
by  their  forefathers  in  the  **Moimbg  Lecture/*  or  the  ^'Salterg*  Hall  Lecture 
against  Popery  !**  I  wish  they  had  each,  before  they  had  given  their  Totes^  read 
carefully*  and  prayerfully,  and  understandinglyy  our  Lord's  charge  to  his  disci- 
ples»  Matt  ri.  2S,  23  :  '*  The  Ught  of  the  body  it  the  eye :  if  ther^ore  thine  eye  bt 
tingle  thy  whole  body  thaU  be  fvU  qf  light.  But  if  thine  eye  be  evily  thy  whole  body 
thaU  be  full  of  darknett.  If  therefore  the  light  that  it  in  thee  be  darknfist  how  great 
it  that  darknettr  Alas!  that  I  should  haye  to  repeat  a  sentence  uttered  by  £lihu 
more  than  three  thousand  yean  ago :  ''  Then  was  kindled  the  wrath  of  £libu>  against 
Job  was  his  wrath  kindled,  because  he  justified  himself  rather  than  Qod«  Also 
{tgainst  his  three  friends  was  his  wrath  kindled,  becaute  they  had  found  no  answer 
and  yet  had  condemned  Job  1  *'  <'  But  there  it  a  tpirit  in  man  :  and  the  intpiration 
of  the  Almighty  giveth  under ttanding.  Great  men  are  not  alwayt  wite,  neither 
do  the  aged  underttand  Judgment  /**  Job  xxitiii.  8,  9.  The  judicious  Caryl,  aoongvo* 
gationalist  minister  in  London,  and  one  of  the  ejected  miaisiers  of  1662,  says  on  Ibis 
text,  which  I  apply  to  bis  brethren  of  the  present  day,  in  reference  to  their  sentiments 
on  the  Irish  Education  Bill :  and  as  a  caution  to  all  persons  not  to  suffer  their  jninda 
to  be  warped  by  the  names,  or  numbers,  or  unanimity  of  the  minister^  and  others, 
who  hare  adopted  the  farious  Resolutions  patted  upon  the  subject  of  Mr.  Stanley's 
bill :  *^  The  opinions  of  great  and  ancient  men  are  not  to  be  received  as  oracles  without 
debate ;  we  have  liberty  to  consider  of  them,  and  to  compare  them  witl^  the  rule. 
We  most  prove  all  things  and  hold  fast  that  which  is  good.  A  heathen  gave  that 
dii«ction  to  those  who  hear  philosophical  discourses,  <  You  must  take  off  all  those 
considerations  which  concern  the  person  speaking,  and  only  mind  what  is  spoken.' 
Believe  what  is  said  because  you  judge  it  true,  do  not  believe  it  true  because  such  or 
sucli^'a  man  hath  said  it :  because  an  old  man,  or  a  great  man,  or  a  good  man  bath 
said  it.**  Iota.

I  had  prepared,  and  sent  to  the  press,  a  Pamphlet  to  be  entitled,  <<  Protestant- 
ism St70Ci7MBiNO  TO  PoPERY,**  Scc.  which,  but  for  the  strange  event  which  has 
just  occurred,  would  have  been  published  at  the  end  of  this  month!  I  shall  of 
course  now  lay  it  aside,  hoping  its  publication  may  never  be  necessary.

CALCUTTA. 

Recent  arrivals  from  this  station 
liave  brought  us  intelligence  of  a 
very  pleasing  and  satisfactory  na- 
ture, relating  to  the  progress  of  the 
Gospel  at  Kharee  and  its  vicinity. 
At  this  new  station,  which  is  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Sunderbunds,  up- 
wards of  twenty  have  been  received 
into  the  Christian  church  by  bap- 
tism, while  more  than  120  are  pro- 
fessed Christians,  and  receiving  re- 
tigious  instruction.  In  the  month 
of  August  last,  Messrs.  Yates  and 
W.  U.  Fearce,  visited  Kharee,  and 
fifteen  native  converts  were  baptized 
on  a  profession  of  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ;  The  journal  kept  by 
one   of  the   brethitn   during  their

visit  has  lately  come  to  hand  \  it  is 
too  long  for  insertion  in  the  Herald, 
but  will  be  published  in  the  Appen- 
dix to  the  forthcoming  Report; 
and  we  are  confident  it  will  be  read 
with  much  pleasure  by  all  who  re- 
joice in  the  progress  of  divine 
truth. 

In  a  letter  dated  December  7, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Pearce  states  his  inten- 
tion of  re- visiting  this  part  of  the 
native  church  under  his  care.  He 
mentions,  also,  a  merciful  interpo- 
sition of  Providence  on  the  behalf 
of  himself  and  Mr.  Yates  during 
their  former  excursion : 

Since  the  dispatch  of  the  joamal,  brother 
Yates  and  myself  have  been  led  to  admire  the 
goodness  of  God  in  our  preservation  during 
our  trip.  The  boat  in  which  we  came  up 
the  arm  <tf  the  sea  from  Kharee  to  Chitri- 
gange,  immediately  returned  with  our  na- 
tive brethren  to  the  former  phce ;   but  the 
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moment  it  toached  the  ground,  and  our 
eompanions  liad  landed,  it  sunk  I 

It  appears  to  have  been  an  old  boat,  the 
upper  works  of  which  had  been  repaired 
to  entioe  a  purdiaser,  but  the  lower  parts  left 
untouched,  so  that  the  iron  fiwteningB  which 
held  the  planks  t(^ether  had  been  entirely 
corroded,  and,  in  consequence,  a  plank  of  ten 
feet  in  length  fell  out !  Had  it  parted  when 
we  were  proceeding  in  the  boat  up  the  stream 
I  am  referring  to,  our  escape  would  have 
been  all  but  hopeless :  an  overwhehning  tide, 
with  crocodiles  and  sharks,  would  have  se- 
cured our  destruction  in  the  water,  and  the 
tigers  which  range  the  woods  of  the  unin- 
habited Sunderbunds  on  both  sides,  would 
have  cut  off  the  hope  of  escape  on  land.  But 
our  lives,  and  those  of  our  companions,  are 
mercifully  'rescued  from  destruction.  May 
they  be  spent  to  the  glory  of  their  great 
Presenrer ! 

On  the  22nd  I  hope  to  start  on  another 
visit  to  this  interesting  station.  It  is  pro- 
bable that  brother  G.  Pearce,  who  is  going 
to  Luckyantipore,  will  from  thence  accom- 
pany me.  Six  or  seven  more  families,  near 
Kharee,  have  renounced  heathenism,  and 
have  joined  the  Christian  congregadon  since 
ifhe  date  of  my  Journal ;  and  several  more  are 
proposed  for  baptism,  whom  I  trust  we  may 
f^  it  our  privilege  to  admit  to  the  fellowsfaip 
of  the  Church.  Oh  that  our  friends,  who 
feel  an  interest  in  our  usefulness,  would  bear 
us  and  our  pcartieular  atatiotu  en  their 
hearts,  in  their  private  and  other  devotions ! 
J;  km  persoaded  that  they  would  not  pray  in 
vain,  bat  that  God  would  command  his 
blessing^his  abundant  blessing— in  answer 
to  their  entreaties.  We  have  seen  that  the 
rich  outpouring  of  God*s  holy  spirit  is  as 
effectual  in  the  conversion  of  idolaters  in  India, 
as  of  nominal  Christians  in  Europe ;  and 
thiS)  we  mi|y  rest  assured^  will  be  given,  if 
diligently  and  earnestly  entreated.  Let  our 
dear  friends,  then,  "  pray  without  ceasing  ** 
for  us  and  for  the  dying  souls  around  us ; 
and  they  shall,  without  doubt,  be  rqoiced, 
stwn  or  late,  with  succeM  sufficient  to  delight 
their  hearts,  and  call  forth  their  hearty 
thankagivings. 

Mr.  Ellis  writes  on  the  previous 
(Jay  (6th  December),  as  follows: 

I  wrote  you  under  date  of  the  16th  No- 
vember^  informing  you  of  our  safe  arrival 
here  on  the  9th  ult.  after  experiencing  much 
mercy  of  the  Lord,  in  preserving  our  lives 
during  the  dreadful  storm  which  overtook  us 
in  the  Bay  of  Bengal.  We  are  sorry  to  hear  that 
the  storm  waa  not  confined  to  the  Bay  alone, 
but  swept,  with  awful  violence,  over  a  great 
part  of  the  sur&oe  of  Bengal  and  adjacent 


provinces.  We  find  by  letters  ftom  Ori8aa« 
in  particular,  that  there  it  occasioned  sad 
devastation  of  property,  and  loss  of  life.  On 
the  coast  of  Orissa  the  sea  broke  oyer  the 
ahore,  fiowed  many  miles  in-land,  and  de- 
stroyed upwards  of  200  viHages.  In  the 
district  of  Balasore  it  is  computed  that  not 
less  than  15,000  persons  perished  by  the 
inundation.  Oh  that  our  hearts  may  be 
deeply  a£bct6d  with  a  sense  of  God*s  kind- 
ness in  preventing  our  being  entombed  in 
a  watery  grave.  Our  dear  brother  Lawrence 
and  wife  left  us  for  Digah  last  week ;  they 
were  quite  in  health  and  their  spirits  good. 
Mr.  L.  wrote  you  about  ten  days  since.  We 
have  pleasure  in  stating  the  continued  kind- 
ness of  our  brethren  here,  who  all  treat  us 
with  the  greatest  afiection,  and  seek  every 
opportunity  of  rendering  us  comfiartable.  It 
has  been  arranged  between  dear  brother 
Pearce  and  myself,  that  I  take  the  snper- 
intendanoe  erf"  the  English  department  of  the 
printing  office,  while  he  continues  to  direct 
the  Oriental  part.  I  have  no  doubt  we 
shall  (with  the  blessing  of  our  heavenly 
Father),  move  en  very  happily  together. 
I  cannot  but  sincerely  love  brother  P.,  he 
possesses  so  much  of  that  holy  love  which 
marked  the  character  of  his  fiither.  Last 
week  we  attended  the  examination  of  the 
lihildren  at  Oiitpore.  We  vi€re  very,  very 
pleased  with  the  scholars ;  and  could  our 
friends  at  home  have  heard  these  little  onea 
o^^ng  to  God  the  praises  of  their  tongues, 
for  being  taught  the  way  of  salvation  through 
the  Redeemer,  I  am  sure  it  would  have  filled 
their  souls  with  joy  and  gladness,  and  given 
fresh  feeling  to  their  hearts  and  energy  to  their 
hands  in  seeking  the  blessing:  of  the  Gospel 
of  Christ  to  be  imparted  to  those  who  have 
no  Saviour  and  know  no  Ged*  Mrs.  Ellis 
and  myself  are  both  enjoying  good  healtl% 
and  feel  happy  that  God  has  seen  fit  to  place 
!  us  in  the  delightful  employ  of  telling  to  the 
^  Hindoo  race,  the  gfad  tidings  of  pardon  and 
peace  through  the  Lamb  of  God*  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Yates  are  tolerably  wdi;  and  the  dmreh 
and  congr^ation  at  Cirenhr  Road  Oiapel  |b 
in  a  very  pleasing  state.  I  preached  to  them 
once  last  Sabbath,  and  Sabbath  week,  and 
feel  a  peculiar  interest  in  the  number  of 
country-bom  pious  young  men  who  are 
among  the  oongrcgatioo. 


DINAPORE. 

Extract  of   a   Letter  from   Mr. 
Leslie,  dated  October  29,  1831.

.    I  know  1  am  almost  a  month  later  io  writ- 
ing than  I  ou^kt  to  be,  but  my  presence  at 
this  station  muat  partly  be  my  excuse.     The 
raiment  at  present  stationed  here  is  about 
to  remove  to   a  very  distant  station,  where 
there  is  no  mHwiona  ry ;  I  was,  therefore,  very 
anxious   to  pay  the  diurch  a  parting  visit. 
During   the  fwir  years  the  oorps  has  been 
attached  to  jDinapore,  fifty  or  sixty,  at  least, 
have  been   baptized,   and  although,  as  was 
to  be  expected,  some  have  fallen  away,  yet 
a  goodly  nuonber  remain,  and  I  hope  not  a 
few  are  tke  sincere  followers  of  the  Saviour. 
Every  tiling  has  been  done  that  can  possiUy 
be  accomplished  for  their  keeping  up  worship 
and   discipliDe  after  they  are  removed  from 
under  the  eye  of  a  missionary ;   and  God  has 
been  pleased  at  this  time  to  raise  up,  from 
among  themselves,  a  man  who  seems  to  pos- 
sess both  qualifications   and  a  heart  to  do 
much  good.      I  exptect  tg  baptize  him  in  a 
few  days. 

At  Monghyr  we  have  been  going  on  as 
usnaL     All  the  services,  both  Hmdoosthanee 
and  English,    have  been  kept  regularly  up, 
and,  though  our  success  has  not  been  great, 
yet  I  trust  the  Spirit  has  not  been  absent. 
Since  I  wrote  last  we  have  baptised  a  man 
and  his  wife  ;    the  former  is  a  Gen  too  by 
birth,  thouglx  he  has  Jong  been  a  professor  of 
Christianity.      During  the  last  year,  both  he 
and  his  wife  seem  to  have  discovered  the  way 
of  salvation,    by  attending  on  onr  meetings. 
He   is  a   good  Hindoosthanee  speaker,  and 
promises   to    be  a  very  useful  man.     He  is 
the  occupier  of  some  land  at  the  distance  of 
seven  or  eight  miles  from  Monghyr,  and  I 
have  an  ardent  hope  that  through  his  in- 
ttnimentatity  the  Gospel  will  be  carried  out 
in  that  direction  and  take  root.     I  intend 
soon  to  visit'  the  place,  when  I  hope  I  shall 
be  aUe  to  procure  a  house  for  this  good  man 
to  preach  in  at  r^^ular  times.     I  have  heard 
him  preach  once,  and  both  his  manner  and 
matter  far  exceed  my  utmost  expectations. 

My  schools  are  still  kept  up,  and  they  are 
yewly  sending  forth  a  number  of  youth^  not 
only  ai»le  to  read  the  Scriptures,  but  with  many 
Christian  sentiments  fastened  on  their  minds. 
My  bazaar  visitations  have  been  regularly  con- 
tinued, with  a  very  few  exceptions.  I,  in 
company  with  two  or  three  native  Christians, 
visit  the  markets  two  afternoons  in  the  week, 
when  we  nerer  £aal  to  have  congregationa 
When  I  was  here  last  July,  I  visited  the 
bazaar  of  Dinapore  several  times,  when  I  had 
large  and  attentive  assemblies. 

As  to  my'  own  health,  it  continues  good. 
I  trust  I  feel  gratitude  to  God  for  the  strength 
which  he  imparts.  For  upwards  of  two 
months  recently  Mr.  Moort  was  absent  at 
Calcntttu     The  whole  flsryiceiy  consequently, 


fell  on  me :  and  though  I  never  relinquished 
one,  either  Hindousthanee  or  Eaglliih,  with 
the  exception  of  one  week  when  I  was  ill 
from  a  violent  cold,  yet  I  suffered  no  harm. 
I  do  not  think  I  could  have  gone  through 
more  Ubour  had  I  been  in  England.  This 
shews  my  constitution  is  improved.  My 
chest  continues  weak,  but  much  the  same  as 
when  at  home. 

The  magistrate  whom  I  baptized  some 
months  ago,  has  been  removed  to  a  distant 
part  of  the  country :  but  he  goes  on  his  way 
rejoicing.  He  is  also  bent  on  attempting 
good.  He  ha?,  ex  officio,  five  hundred 
youths  belonging  to  a  government  institu- 
tion under  his  superintendence;  and  he 
intends  to  employ  bis  influence  over  them 
on  the  side  of  Christ.  I  hope  God  has 
raised  him  up  for  extensive  good  in  this 
country.  Mrs,  Chamberlain,  her  daughter, 
and  Mr.  Moore,  are  all  well. 


JAVA. 

In  the  following  letter,  dated  Ba- 
tavia,  October  24,  Mr.  Bruckner  re- 
lates, with  his  accustomed  simplicity, 
the  lively  interest  excited  by  the  dis- 
tribution of  Javanese  tracts,  and  the 
vexatious  interruption  given  him  by 
the  Dutch  police  officers.  A  subae* 
quent  letter  mentions  that  his  hopes 
of  a  favourable  decision  on  the  part 
of  the  Governor  were  fully  realized, 
and  that  he  had  been  permitted  to 
resume  his  labours,  at  Samarang, 
without  further  mole86ati(«. 


After  a  tedious  passage  I  arrived,  at  last, 
the  1 4th  July,  at  Samarang ;  1  found  my 
family  there  in  the  ei^oyment  of  healthj 
rejoicing  over  my  arrival.  A  Sew  day*  after 
I  commenced  my  work  in  some  of  the  vil- 
sages  around ;  the  people  recognised  me  very 
soon,  and  were  very  inquisitive  where  I  had 
been  so  long.  Many  a  one  of  them  to  whom 
I  had  formerly  preached  Christ,  had,  in  tH^ 
meantime,  departed  this  life.  I  began  also 
to  distribute  a  few  tracts  in  two  places. 
These  printed  little  books  engaged  the  attdn- 
tion  of  the  people  so  much,  that  the  cens  of 
them  had  been  circulated  widely  within 
few  days,  and  caused  many  people  to  oall  for 
them  in  my  houAe.  The  first  day  came  aboujt 
fifty  persons  for  them,  to  whom  l^ijivH  ^om 
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gratuStoudy,  but  tbe  following  day  came  al- 
ready hundreds  of  people  at  my  door,  desir- 
ing me  to  give  them  tracts  ;  the  eagerness  for 
them  discovered  by  these  poor  people  was 
remarkable,  it  was  just  as  if  I  had  treasures 
of  money  for  distribution  among  them.  No 
sooner  had  I  taken  a  packet  of  them  under 
my  arm,  and  b^an  distributing,  than  num- 
bers of  hands  were  grasping  for  them,  and 
the  packet  immediately  in  their  possession. 
The  next  day  the  crow4  was  still  greater,  so 
that  I  was  afraid  they  would  break  my  win- 
dows and  door ;  I  b^an  distributing,  and  five 
hundred  tracts  were  received  by  them  in  a 
very  short  time,  and  without  any  appearance 
of  the  crowd's  diminishing  in  the  least.  I 
began  quite  to  despair  of  being  able  to  satisfy 
them.  They  stood  several  hours  looking 
anxiously  forward  to  the  gratification  of  thMr 
desire,  but  as  soon  as  I  appeared  with  a  packet 
of  tracts,  the  throng  towards  me  was  so 
violent  that  I  was  in  danger  of  being  trodden 
under  their  feet.  I  began  now  to  adopt 
another  measure  ;  to  try  every  one  by  caus- 
ing him  to  read  a  little  in  the  tracts,  and 
those  who  could  read  received  tracts,  and  to 
others  who  could  not  I  gave  none.  Thus  I 
went  on  distributing,  in  my  house,  tracts  for 
a  fortnight  nearly  five  thousand  in  number 
of  various  kinds.  At  last  the  crowd  had  so 
diminished*  that  there  would  come,  perhaps, 
two  hundred  persons  a  day;  some  came  from 
a  distance  of  forty  or  fifty  English  miles,  and 
as  the  crowd  was  not  now  so  large,  T  could 
readily  satisfy  their  desire.  I  felt  much 
pleasure  all  the  time,  because  I  saw  that  the 
truth  in  Christ  was  so  anxiously  sought  for 
and  circulating  so  widely;  I  judged  it  al- 
most a  sufficient  reward  for  my  returning  to 
this  place.  After  a  fortnight  of  the  com- 
mencement of  dbtribution,  I  had  but  left  six 
thousand  tracts,  and  even  these  I  might  have 
brought  in  circulation  within  that  space  of 
time  had  I  not  been  so  sparing  with  them, 
because  I  had  no  chance  of  getting  very 
soon  others.  While  all  this  was  going  on 
the  Prince  of  Darkness  had,  however,  not 
been  idle,  it  was  too  good  a  thing  that  it 
should  last ;  after  the  fortnight  mentioned,  I 
was  summoned  before  the  police,  where  in- 
quiry was  made  after  my  tracts,  and  about 
tiie  contents  of  them.  I  received  a  prohibi- 
tion of  distributing  any  more  until  the  will 
of  the  government  should  be  known  in  this 
matter.  I  ceased  accordingly  from  distri- 
buting any  ti'acts,  how  unjust  soever  the 
prohibition  appeared  to  me,  in  order  not  to 
involve  mjrself  into  greater  difficulty.  This 
prohibition  arose  chiefly  from  fear,  that  the 
circulation  of  tracts,  whose  contents  were  so 
widely  diflerent  from  the  once  adopted  no- 
liooa  by  the  natives,  might  cause  disturbances 


among  this  people,  with  whom  just  a  Iffog 
and  destructive  war  had  been  brought  to 
a  termination.  The  police  involved  me  in 
other  difficulties,  which  I  forbear  here  to 
mention,  for  my  distributing  tracts  among 
the  natives.  For  this  reason  I  was  obliged 
to  come  to  Batavia,  in  order  to  try  with 
the  Governor  General  what  might  be  done  for 
the  removal  of  these  difficulties.  I  have 
had  an  interview  with  His  Excellency,  and 
am  led,  from  the  strain  of  his  conversa- 
tion, to  think  that  these  difficulties  will  soon 
be  removed  and  the  evil  remedied.  The 
Governor  appears  very  much  inclined  for  the 
propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  this  country, 
but  some  of  the  members  of  the  council 
appear  to  be  against  it  However  the  truth 
must  prevail  at  last  in  spite  of  all  foes. 


JAMAICA. 

IVJany  of  our  readers  are  aware, 
that,  after  our  last  month's  article 
on  Jamaica  was  sent  to  the  press, 
a  public  meeting  of  the  friends  and 
supporters  of  the  Society  was  held 
at  Finsbury  Chapel,  Moorfields,  for 
the  purpose  of  comraunicatiog  fur- 
ther information  on  the  subject  of 
the  late  insurrection  in  that  island. 
Although,  from  necessity,  this  meet- 
ing was  convened  at  a  short  notice, 
and  by  means  of  congregational  an- 
nouncement only,  the  large  and  re- 
spectable attendance  clearly  shewed 
the  interest  felt  in  the  subject  by  the 
Christian  public.  The  chair  was 
taken  on  this  occasion  by  John 
Broadley  Wilson,  Esq.,  the  much* 
esteemed  Treasurer  of  the  Society  ; 
and  a'ter  prayer  had  been  offered  by 
the  venerable  Isaiah  Birt,  a  state- 
ment was  made  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Society,  comprising  extracts  from 
letters  received  from  several  of  the 
missionaries,  who  have  suffered  more 
or  less  during  the  recent  disturbances. 
These  details  are  far  too  extensive 
for  our  scanty  pages.  A  part  only, 
consisting  of  a  letter  from  our  es- 
teemed friend,  Mr.  Abbott,  narrat- 
ing the  scenes  which  occurred  in  his 
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neigbbourbood^  and  in  a  great  part 
of  wbicb    be  was  personally   con- 
cerned^ baa  been  published  in  a  dis- 
tinct  form  3     and  the  substance  of 
the  wbole  will,  of  course  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Society  in  the  forthcoming 
Keport.     Suffice  it  now  to  say^  that, 
in  addition  to  the  ten  chapels,  enu- 
merated in  our  last  Herald,  as  hav- 
ing been  destroyed,  we  have  since 
learnt  that  the  one  nearly  erected  in 
the  parish  of  Vere,  by  the  exertions 
of    our     missionary    brother,    Mr. 
Taylor,  has  shared  the  same  fate, 
with  one  or  two  others  of  smaller 
dimensions.      Besides  Mr.  Barlow, 
whose  disgraceful  persecution  was 
narrated  in  -our  April  Number,  seven 
of  our    missionaries  have  had  the 
honour   of   suffering,    in   a  greater 
or  less  degree,  in  consequence   of 
the  false  and  malicious  imputations 
which  have  been  so  wantonly  heaped 
upon  them.     Of  these,  Messrs.  Ab* 
bott,    Whitehome,     Nichols,     and 
Taylor,  were  liberated   soon    after 
their    arrest,    no    charge   whatever 
having   been  substantiated  against 
them.     In  the  case  of  Mr.  Taylor, 
indeed,  no  arrest  took  place.      He 
was  merely  requested  to  attend  at 
the  police  office  at  Spanish  Town, 
in  consequence  of  affidavits  sworn 
against  him   by  one   of  his  white 
neighbours,  but  the  allegations  were 
so  completely  refuted,  that  the  ma- 
gistrates immediately  dismissed  the 
charge,  and  left  the  perjured  accuser 
to  the  contempt  and  indignation  of 
the  coloured  inhabitants. 

Of  the  still  more  atrocious  attempt 
to  destroy  Mr.  Burchell,  under  co- 
lour of  law,  our  readers  were  briefly 
informed  in  our  last  Number.     We 
have  since  received  further  particu- 
lars  of  that   infamous  transaction, 
and  know,  not  only  the  price  stipu- 
lated to  be  given  for  the  testimony 
to  be  borne  against  him,  but  the 
names  of  the  parties  by  whom  the 
bargain  ^vas  made.     The  conduct  of 
one  of  these  gentlemen  was  through- 
out so  consistent  with  itself  as  to 


merit  distinct  notice.  We  are  in- 
formed, on  good  authority,  that  he 
was  very  active  in  demolishing  Mon- 
tego  Bay  Chapel,  and  threatened 
that  the  house  of  any  person  who 
should  shelter  the  missionaries  that 
night  should  be  destroyed  also. 
Then,  lest  Mr.  Burchell  should  es- 
cape, he  suborns  perjury  for  his 
ruin  ;  on  the  strength  of  the  affidavit 
thus  procured,  issues  his  warrant,  as 
a  magistrate,  for  the  apprehension 
of  his  victim,  and,  after  hearing  the 
false  testimony  he  had  prompted, 
coolly  signed  his  commitment  to  the 
common  gaol.  Such  is  a  specimen 
of  Jamaica  magistracy  ;  and  these 
are  the  men  who  denounce  our  mis- 
sionaries as  blood'thirsttf  incendiariei 
and  dmgning  hypocrites ! 

The  bill  against  Mr.  B.  was 
thrown  out  by  the  grand  jury,  no 
other  evidence  being  offered  to  sup- 
port it  than  that  of  the  wretch  whom 
conscience  compelled,  before  them 
all,  to  become  his  own  accuser. 
But  even  here  the  rage  of  the  per- 
secutors did  not  cease.  They  beset 
Mr.  Burchell  in  his  lodgings,  de- 
manding his  person,  in  other  words, 
his  life ;  on  which  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice advised  him  to  leave  the  island ; 
and,  having  procured  a  detachment 
of  the  84th  regiment,  to  guard  him 
through  the  streets,  personally  ac- 
companied our  friend  to  the  beach. 

The  next  evening  he  embarked 
on  board  a  small  vessel  for  Balti- 
more, from  which  port  a  letter  has 
arrived  this  morning  (May  23),  an- 
nouncing his  safe  arrival  there. 

Respecting  Messrs.  Gardner  and 
Knibb,  of  whom  the  former  was  de- 
tained in  prison  after  Mr.  Burchell 
was  liberated,  and  the  latter  taken 
into  custody  subsecfuently  on  some 
new  charge,  we  have  had  no  direct 
information  5  but  a  paragraph  in 
the  Jamaica  Courant  of  the  30th  of 
March,  states  that  they  had  been  ac- 
quitted of  the  charges  made  against 
them,  the  Attorney  General,  after  eo?- 
amining  three  witnesses  for  the  pro- 
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$eeution,  finding  the  case  so  little  sus- 
tained that  he  threw  up  his  brief  I 

Such  then  is  the  issue  of  the  vio- 
lent accusations  brought  against  our 
suffering  brethren  in  Jamaica — such 
the  mortifying  disappointment  ex- 
perienced by  those  who  eagerly  an- 
ticipated the  hour  when  their  bo- 
dies, suspended  on  the  *'  fine  hanging 
woods"  of  Trelawney,  would  agree- 
ably diversify  tlie  scene!  It  re- 
mains now  to  be  seen  what  redress 
an  earthly  government  will  afford 
for  injuries  wantonly  and  illegally 
inflicted  on  the  innocent  benefactors 
of  Jamaica ;  and  in  what  mode  the 
Supreme  Ruler  will  overrule  this 
most  awful  display  of  human  de- 
pravity so  as  to  promote  the  glory 
of  his  name  and  the  advancement  of 
his  cause. 

We  have  only  room  to  add,  that,, 
at  the  public  meeting  mentioned  at 
the  head  of  this  article,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  were  passed,  having 
been  introduced  and  supported  by 
appropriate  speeches  from  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Cox,  and  \V»  B*  Gumey,  Esq.  j 
Rev.  C.  E.  Birt  and  Thomas  Pew-. 
tress,  Esq. ;  Rev.  John  Burnett  and 
Rev.  Alexander  Fletcher;  and  the 
Rev.  William  Groser  and  Rev.  James 
Hoby. 

I.  That  the  information  communicated  to 
this  meeting,  with  reference  to  the  events 
which  have  recently  befaUen  the  Baptist 
Mittion  in  Jamaica,  calls  for  the  liveliest 
sympathy  on  behalf  of  onr  oppressed  and  per- 
secuted brethren ;  while^  at  the  same  time, 
fervent  gratitude  is  due  to  Almighty  God  for 
the  gracious  preservation  of  the  lives  of  them- 
sdyes  and  their  families  in  the  midst  of  the 
most  appalling  dangers. 

n.  That  since  the  establishnient  of  the 
Mission,  at  the  request  of  a  respectable  pro- 
prietor on  the  island,  in  the  year  1613,  it 
hiB  been  rendered,  tinder  the  blessing  of  God, 
eminently  useful  in  difiusing  the  light  of  Di- 
vine Truth  among  the  n^[ro  and  coloured 
population,  providing  education  for  many 
of  their  children,  and  effecting  a  decided  im- 
provement in  their  intellectual  character  and 
temporal  condition,  and  that  in  these  im- 
portant labours,  seventeen  misaionaries  were 
XfwaHy  employed,  who  occupied  more  than 


forty  di&rent  stations,  and  had  nearly  -30,000 
persons  under  their  religious  care. 

III.  Tbat  although  the  beneficial  ten- 
dency of  missionary  labours  in  Jamaica  has 
been  acknowledged  by  many  of  the  pro- 
prietors, some  of  whom  have  spontaneoutdy 
contributed  'to  their  support  ai^  e»fceuaiou, 
there  has,  notwithstanding,  long  existed  a 
spirit  of  groondlesB  and  inveterate  hoatility, 
whidi,  since  the  recent  disturbances  in  the 
island,  has  increased  to  an  unparalleled  ex- 
tent— ^loading  the  characters  of  our  mission- 
ary brethren  with  accusations  of  the  moot 
heinous  crimes,  subjecting  them  to  vnjust 
and  cruel  imprisonment,  placing  their  lives 
in  the  most  imminent  danger,  wantmdy  and 
illegally  destroying  the  property  of  the  So- 
ciety to  a  large  amount,  and,  finally,  devising 
measures  to  expel  our  missionaries  altogether 
from  the  country. 

.  IV.  That  this  meeting,  gratefully  acknow- 
ledging the  prompt  and  effectual  protection 
afforded  to  Christian  missionaries  on  former 
occasions  of  difficulty  and  danger,  by  His 
Majesty's  Government,  earnestly  appeal  te 
the  sane  quarter  now*  imploring  redress  fer 
the  injuries  sustained  by  the  Society,  and 
security  for  its  missionaries  in  future ;  while 
it  commends  these  brethren  to  the  affisction- 
ate  and  prayerful  regards  of  their  fellow- 
Christians,  and  to  the  guardian  care  of  Him 
in  whose  service  th^  are  engaged.

BATH. 

A  public  meeting  was  held,  April  SOth,  in 
Corn  Street  chapel,  Bath,  in  consequence  of 
the  outrages  committed  on  our  Missionaries 
in  Jamaica,  as  well  m  to  transact  the  usual 
business  of  the  Auxiliary  Society  to  the  Bap>- 
tist  Mission,  in  connexion  with  the  con- 
gregation under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  O.

The  Meeting  having  been  opened  with 
prayer,  Joseph  Pearsony  £^.  was  ciDed  to 
the  chair.  Mr*  Thomas  Lai^bn»  one  of 
the  Secretaries,  read  the  ReporL 

The  various  Resolutions  were  introduced 
and  supported  by  addresses  from  Arthur 
Stanley,  Esq.,  Captain  Stuart,  and  the  Rev. 
E.  Guey,  E.  Dewdney,  Richaids,  Neyee, 
Heodnniy  and  Obiike.     Om  of  the 
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lutions  pledged  tlie  meeting  "to  unite  in

The  interest  manifested  by  members-  of 
different  denominations  in  reference  to  the 
recent  proceedings  in  Jamaica)  was  of  the 
kindest  description.  Several  donations  have 
been  received  since  the  meeting.

J.  8.  HfMlson,  Printer, Cro»i  Street,  Nation  liardeii. 
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A  Brief  Memoir  of  the  late 
Rev.  William  Hague,  the 
Founder,  and  for  Forty-eight 
Years  the  Pastor,  of  the  Bap- 
tist Church  at  Scarborough. 

[  Taken  from  a  Funeral  Sermon  preached 
November  6,  1831,  hy  his  successor t  the 
Rev,  S.  Evans,"] 

Mr.  Hague  was  born  at  Malton, 
in  the  year  1736,  of  parents  neither 
distinguished  for  wealth  nor  piety. 
His  youth  passed  without  any  thing 
peculiar;  and,  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen, he  was  bound  apprentice  in 
his  native  town.  At  the  close  of 
the  term,  he  engaged  himself  to  the 
captain  of  a  small  vessel  for  three 
years,  and  during  this  period,  his 
mind  received  those  deep  and  se- 
rious impressions  which  terminated 
in  the  conversion  of  his  soul  to 
God.  His  first  religious  connexion 
was  with  the  Wesleyan  Methodists, 
who  some  time  before  had  succeeded 
in  estajblishing  a  congregation  in 
this  town.  Various  circumstances 
conspired  to  alter  his  views  upon 
some  parts  of  divine  truth,  which  led 
at  last  to  his  separation  from  this 
body.  No  act  in  his  whole  life 
was  so  eventful  as  this :  it  gave  a 
new  aspect  to  his  future  prospects, 
and  the  results  are  witnessed  this 
day.. 

At  that  period  a  Baptist  was  un- 
known in  this  town,  and  the  views 
which  he  adopted  upon  this  ques- 
tion were  not  from  intercourse  with 
any  of  this  hody,'^for  at  that  time,  I 
betieve.  he  did  not  know  that  anv 
such  were  in  existence ;  but  from  a 
careful  perusal  of  the  word  of  God. 
Soon  after  the  adoption  of  these 
views,  he  obtained  intelligence  that 
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at  Bridlington  there  was  a  Church 
professing  similar  principles.     This 
induced  him  to  visit  them,  and  ulti- 
niately  he  united  with   them.     This 
relationship     continued     for    some 
time,  and  our  venerable  friend  was 
in  the  habit  of  walking  to  Bridlin*'- 
ton,   hearing   two  sermons  on  the 
Sabbath,   and   returning   the   same 
evening,   a  journey  of  nearly  forty 
miles.     He  was  soon  after  invited 
by    a    few    friends    to    commence  * 
preaching    at    Scarborough  ^     and, 
after  he   had    consulted    witH    his 
Pastor  and  the  Church,  he  complied, 
and    thus    originated    the    Baptist 
cause  in  this  town.     Their  efforts  at 
first  were  necessarily  limited,   and 
opposition  and  contempt  were  ma- 
nifested in  a  public  manner.     The 
first  place  in  which  they  worshipped, 
for  about  ten  years,  was  a  school- 
room in  the  lower  part  of  the  town. 
During  this  period  a  Church  was 
formed,  and  our  venerable  brother 
was  publicly  recognised  as  the  Pas- 
tor.    The  increase  of  the  congrega- 
tion rendered  it   necessary  to  have 
a  larger   place  of  worship;  and  a 
stranger,    I    believe,    suggested   to 
them   the   propriety   of  building  a 
small  meeting-house.     To  this  de- 
termination  they   came  after   long 
deliberation,  and   succeeded  in  ob- 
taining the  piece  of  ground  contigu- 
ous to  the  place   in    which  we  are 
met  this  evening,   and  which  now 
forms  part  of  our  burying-ground. 
In  reference   to   this    undertaking, 
I  have  often  heard  the  good  man 
say,  that   after   they   had   paid  the 
purchase- money,  they  had  nothing 
with  which  to  commence  building  j 
but  in  the  name  of  the  Xiord  they 
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went  fon^ard,  and  Ood  did  abun- 
dantly bless  them.  Three  times  the 
old  place  has  been  enlarged,  and 
now  we  have  a  new  one  far  more 
commodious  and  substantial.  To 
enter  into  further  details  will  only 
be  to  narrate  the  history  of  the 
Church,  and  anticipate  what  may 
afterwards  be  given  in  a  more  dis- 
tinct form. 

In  attempting  to  give  an  estimate 
of  his  character,  I  feel  myself  placed 
in  rather  unfavourable  circum* 
stances.  I  have  only  seen  him  in 
retirement,  and  under  the  influence 
of  those  imperfectiotis  and  decays 
which  are  the  inseparable  attend- 
ants of  old  age.  But,  even  under 
disadvantages  of  this  kind,  it  was 
impossible  not  to  be  pleased  with 
the  venerable  man.  The  ruins  of  a 
fabric  may  not  give  us  any  adequate 
idea  of  its  splendour,  yet  it  is  im- 
possible to  witness  here  and  there  a 
solitary  column,  or  the  fragments 
of  its  noble  arches,  without  admit- 
ting that  if  there  was  an  agreement 
in  all  its  parts  with  what  we  see,  it 
was  a  noble  and  majestic  structure. 

The  mind  of  our  venerated  father 
was  of  a  very  strong  and  masculine 
character.  Unhappily  for  him,  it 
was  uncultivated  in  his  youth  ;  but 
the  moment  he  felt  the  importance 
of  knowledge,  especially  that  which 
relates  to  the  Bible,  he  rose  supe- 
rior to  difficulties  which  would  have 
not  only  damped,  but  held  in  the 
chains  of  perpetual  ignorance,  minds 
of  a  common  character.  After  he 
was  twenty-three,  he  had  to  learn 
the  first  elements  of  language ;  and 
I  know  that  he  used  to  sit  up  night 
after  night,  learning  to  read.  And 
after  his  connexion  with  a  Christian 
church,  and  especially  after  he  en* 
tered  upon  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
his  application  was  constant  and 
untiring ;  and  to  such  a  degree,  that 
for  whole  days  he  lias  scarcely  been 
known  to  leave  his  study.  The  re- 
sult was,  that  although  in  many 
branches  of  interesting  and  impor- 


tant knowledge  many  were  his  su- 
periors, yet  in  divine  knowledge  he 
had  few  equals.  We  cheerfully 
confess  he  was  illiterate,  but  still 
maintain  he  was  not  ignorant  of 
that  which  makes  wise  unto  salva- 
tion. 

As  a  man  of  firm  integrity  and 
unbending  principle,  he  had  few 
equals  and  no  superiors.  Having 
once  decided,  nothing  but  the 
plainest,  the  most  palpable  evidence 
would  convince  him.  The  doctrine 
of  expediency  had  no  re8ting-pla<« 
in  his  heart.  "  Consequences !" 
he  would  say,  *'  what  have  I  to  do 
with  consequences}  the  path  of 
duty  is  mine }  the  consequences  I 
must  leave  with  God.*'  It  was 
under  the  influence  of  these  feelings 
that  he  became  a  Dissenter,  and 
especially  a  Baptist,  though  it  ex- 
posed him  to  the  ridicule  of  a 
wicked  and  ignorant  multitude. 
Some  said  he  was  mad^  others  that 
he  had  found  out  a  religion  which 
nobody  ever  heard  any  thing  about 
before :  but  none  of  these  things 
moved  him. 

His  religious  views  were  strictly 
evangelical,  though  what  some 
would  denominate  highly  Calvin- 
istic.  But,  though  sincerely  at- 
tached to  these,  he  was  utterly  op- 
posed to  every  thing  like  Antino- 
mianism ;  and,  as  you  heard  from 
my  esteemed  brother  Harness,  on  the 
day  of  the  funeral  (who  has  Tinown 
him  for  upwards  of  thirty  years), 
he  inculcated  the  duty  of  all  men 
to  repent  and  believe  the  Gos- 
pel. As  a  minister,  what  shall  f 
say  ?  You,  my  brethren,  who  have 
known  him  so  long,  and  heard  him 
so  often,  are  better  able  to  conceive 
than  I  am  to  describe  him.  It  was 
not  my  happiness  to  hear  him  but 
once,  and  that,  I  think,  when  for 
the  first  time  I  commemorated  the 
dying  love  of  the  Saviour  with  you. 
That  scene  is  still  before  me :  it 
exists  with  a  freshness,  as  though 
it  was  but  yesterday,  and  will,  I  be- 
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lieve,  continue  (o  exist  whilst  me- 
mory lasts.     His  trembling  body  I 
see  now  before  me — I  hear  his  fal- 
tering accents,  as  he  described  to  us 
the  character  of  Him  who  has  gone 
to  heaven  as  our  forerunner.     This, 
my  brethren,  was,  I  believe,  his  con- 
stant theme  :  like  the  Apostle,  he 
gloried  in  the  cross  of   our  Lord 
Jesus   Christ.      Whatever  deficien- 
cies his  sermons  might  have  exhi- 
bited in  the   ornaments  of    style, 
imagination,    or    eloquent  display, 
yet  they  possessed,  in  no  common 
degree,  the  rooj'e  valuable  ingredients 
of  simplicity  and  truth.     One  who 
knew  him  well  describes  him  as  a 
living     concordance ;    another,    (a 
Clergyman  of   the  Establishment), 
who  used  to  hear  him,  informed  me 
that  he  never  heard  a  man   who 
seemed  so  thoroughly  to  understand 
the  Scriptures ;  and  a  late  learned, 
pious,  and  celebrated  Episcopal  mi- 
nister once  said  to  him,  "  Mr.  Hague, 
I  have  human  learning  enough  for 
any  man ;  I  wish  I  had  some  more 
of  yours."     These  testimonies  do 
all  parties   credit.     In   addition  to 
this,  all  of  you  vecoUect,  that  when 
deprived  of  his  sight,  such  was  his 
extensive  and  correct  acquaintance 
with  the  Word  of  God,   that  the 
regular  portions   of  Divine  Truth 
were  repeated  by  him,  just  the  same 
as  though  he  had  perfect  vision  to 
read  them.     A  mind  so  familiar  with 
the  oracles  of  God  must,  of  neces- 
sity,   imbibe    something    of  •  their 
spirit.  '    In   this   case  it   was   so  : 
though  strongly  attached  to  his  own 
peculiarities  as  a  Baptist  and  a  Dis- 
senter, yet  it  did  not  limit  his  affec- 
tions to,  or  absorb  his  spirit  in,  one 
section  of     the   Christian  church. 
He  constantly  evinced  how  attach- 
ment to   principle,  and  love  to  all 
the  friends  of  Zion,  could  exist  in 
the  same  breast.    To  you  who  re'- 
coJlect  that,  for  the  space  of  half  a 
century,  he   lived  in  harmony  and 
peace  with  our  late  venerable  friend 
BaHomley  —  that     with    Conyers, 


Thornton,  King,  and  I  will  add 
Buchanan y  of  the  Establishment,  he 
was  upon  the  most  friendly  terms — 
that  he  often  invited  the  ministers 
and  friends  of  the  Wesleyan  con- 
nexion to  fill  his  pulpit  and  assist 
him  in  his  labours  5  no  other  proof 
will  be  wanting. 

To  enlarge  further  does  not  ap- 
pear necessary ;  yet  I  cannot  close 
this  very  imperfect  outline  without 
just  adverting  to  the  closing  scene 
of  his  life.  It  is  delightful  to  con- 
template the  last  days  of  the  de- 
voted Christian.  'Tis  often  like  the 
sun  setting  in  the  western  sky ; 
there  is  ever  a  degree  of  chastened 
and  uncommon  glory.  It  may  not 
be  so  bright  or  so  dazzling  as  when 
in  its  meridian,  but  there  is  a  higher 
degree  of  richness  and  variety  \  and 
you  contemplate  it  with  greater 
pleasure  and  calmer  delight.  In 
the  retirement,  of  our  venerable  fa* 
ther  for  upwards  of  ten  years,  he 
has  continued  to  exemplify  the 
holy  influence  of  those  truths  he  so 
long  and  so  faithfully  taught  you. 
He  has  left  a  bright  path,  and  has 
set  at  last  surrounded  with  a  blaze 
of  attractive  excellences.  Were  I  to 
describe  his  state  of  mind  in  one 
sentence,  I  should  say,  he  was  re- 
signed, and  waiting  with  joyful  an- 
ticipation the  moment  when  he 
would  be  dismissed  from  the  body, 
and  "  be  with  Christ,  which  is  far 
better.**  The  first  expression  with 
which  we  were  almost  invariably  sa- 
luted,  on  calling  to  see  him,  was, "  I 
long  to  be  gone,  I  long  to  be  gone." 
On  one  occasion  he  said  to  me, 
"  Pray  for  my  departure,  for  I  wish 
to  leave  this  world.*'  "  But,"  I  said, 
"  you  only  wish  me  to  pray  that 
you  may  be  dismissed  in  die  Lord's 
time?"  "Yes,"  he  said,  "the 
Lord*s  time :  I  know  my  days  are 
all  numbered,  and  the  number  of  my 
months  is  with  him:  he  has  set 
boundaries  to  my  habitation,  and  I 
>sha*nt  go  one  minute  before,  nor 
stay  a  minute  after  his  time." 
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Some  few  weeks  before  his  de- 
parture, I  remember  being  highly 
pleased  and  gratified  with  his  con- 
versation. Accosting  me  as  usual, 
he  said^  "  O  Sir,  I  long  to  be  gone ; 
I  long  to  depart  and  to  be  with 
Christ,  which  is  far,  very  far  better." 
'*  To  oae  in  your  circumstances,*' 
I  said,  "  the  change  must  be  glori- 
ous." "  O  yes,"  he  said,  "  I  know 
it  will :  I  have  no  doubt  of  it.  I 
have  no  fear  of  death.  What  a  glo- 
rious promise  that  is.  Whosoever — 
not  one,  but  all,"  said  he,  ''  Who- 
soever believeth  in  me,  though  he 
were  dead  yet  shall  he  live,  and  I 
will  raise  hun  up  again  at  the  last 
day.  And  what  a  many  more ;  yes, 
there  are  many  great,  very  many 
great  and  precious  promises."  "  You 
must  now  feel  their  value."  "Yes, 
I  do,  I  do,"  was  his  reply. 

During'  his  last  illness,  his  in- 
creasing  weakness  and  distressing 
cough  almost  prevented  that  conver- 
sation with  him  which  many  desired. 
Yet,  amidst  his  increasing  infirmi- 
ties, he  was  enabled  to  express  his 
unlimited  confidence  in  the  Saviour. 
The  substance  of  his  daily  prayer 
was,  "  O  !  my  blessed,  blessed  X.ord, 
I  long  to  be  gone ;  to  '  depart  and 
to  be  with  Christ,  which  is  far,  very 
far,  better.'  But  my  days  are  all 
numbered ;  '  there  is  ttn  appointed 
time  for  man  upon  earth,'  and  I 
must  wait  patiently  '  till  my  change 
come.' "  To  one  of  his  grand- chil- 
dren, who  had  been  performing 
some  little  office  of  a£Fection,  he 
said,  "  O  !  my  dear  ,  I  love 

you  for  your  kindness,  yet  not  so 
much  as  to  wish  to  stay  in  this 
world  with  you  j  I  long  to  go  to 
my  dear  Jesus." 

His  confidence  in  God  was  firm  and 
unshaken.  The  Divine  promises  were 
constantly  upon  his  lips,  and  he  was 
often  repeating  such  as  these,  '*  As 
thy  day  is,  so  shall  thy  strength  be ;' ' 
*'  I  will  never  leave  thee  nor  forsake 
thee  J "  **  Where  I  am,  there  shall 
also  my  servant  be." 


As  his  weakness  increased,  his 
voice  and  hb  powers  of  articulatioii 
became  more  inaudible.  His  last 
words,  I  believe,  were  to  hb  grand- 
daughter, who  said,  "  I  think  you 
are  worse :"  *'  O  yes,"  he  said,  "I 
am  worse ;  I  shafi  soon  be  gone.** 
He  has  gone,  and  hb  end  was  peace. 
Thus  lived,  and'  thus  died,  a  great 
and  good  man.  *^  Mark  the  perfect 
man,  and  behold  the  upright;  for 
the  end,  of  that  man  is  peace/*

THEM. 

It  has  been  the  good  pleasure  of 
God  to  utter  some  predictions,  and 
to  establish  some  types,  with  exactly 
such  a  portion  of  light  as  has  been 
of  essential  service  to  those  endued 
with   spiritual  discernment,   whilst 
the    spiritually   blind    have,    as    a 
righteous  judgment,  been  left  to  sub- 
stitute error  for  truth.     Even  the 
first  promise  to  fallen  man  was  thus 
a  pillar  of  fire  to  the  just^  and  a  pil- 
lar of  cloud  to  the  unjust.     Such  a 
man  as  Abel,   therefore,  becoming 
acquainted  with  what   is  now    re-' 
corded  in  Gen.  iiL  15,  and  consider^ 
ing  that  the  seed  or  offspring  of  the 
woman  was  called  it,  or  rather  hs, 
(and  not  they,)  would  thereby  be 
led  to  have  confidence  in  One  mighty 
to  save,  concluding  as  Paul  does  in 
reference  to  another  prediction,  "  Je- 
hovah  saith  not.  And  to  seeds,  as  of 
many  3  but,  as  of  one.  And  to  thy 
!»eed,  which  is  Chrbt,"  Gal.  iii^l6. 
That  a  remarkable  individual,  and 
not  the  human  race  in  general,  was 
anticipated  by  some  ^tedihivians 
as  £ve*s  offspring,  or  ''  the  Son  of 
the  man,"  seems  obvious  from  the 
expectations  raised  by  the  birth  of  a 
prommng  son.  ThusinGen.v.28,29, 
we  read,  "  Lamech  had  a  son,  and 
called  him  Noak,  (or  Comforter,) 
saying.  This  same  individual  shall 
comfort  us  concerning  our  work 
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and  toil  of  our  hands  because  of  the 
ground  which  Jehovah  hath  cursed." 
Nevertheless^  wherever  there  was  an 
absence  of  that  faith  which  prepares 
persons  to  enter,  in  some  measure, 
into  the  views  of  Jehovah,  it  was 
easy  for  things  revealed  to  babes  to 
be  bid  from  the  wise  and  prudent. 


case,  his  infinite  dignity  so  enhanced 
the  value  of  his  sufferings,  that  his 
**  tasting  death  for  every  man,"  as 
described  in  Heb.  ii.  9,  was  intrin- 
sically an  equivalent  for  the  eternal 
death  of  unnumbered  millions,  though 
available  in  eternity  to  those  only  to 
whose  sanctification  it  avails  in  time 


Nay,  even  Satan  himself,  with  the  1  tliTough  sovereign  grace  and  Divine 


gigantic  intellect  of  an  archangel, 
seems  to  have  been  misled  from  the 
want  of  spiritual  discernment,  and 
to  have  thus  mistaken  the  times 
when  the  serpent  lurks  in  the  grass 
and  bites  man  s  heel  for  that  period 
when  the  Saviour  said  to  his  adver- 
saries, **  This  is  your  hour,  and  the 
power  of  darkness,"  Luke  jcxii.  53. 
Such  erroneous  interpretation  too 
must  have  derived  mudi  of  its  plau- 
sibility from  the  fact  that  the  ser- 
pent race  no  longer  retained  their 
original  rank  in  creation,  whatever 
it  might  have  been,  but  were  doomed 
to  a  disadvantageous  chuige  of  po- 
sition and  of  food.  For,  in  refe- 
rence to  the  seductive  medium  to 
which  Satan  had  recourse^  Jehovah 
said,  ''  Upon  thy  belly  shalt  thou 
go,  and  dust  shalt  thou  eat  all  the 
days  of  thy  life,"  Gen.  iii.  14.  Per- 
ceiving, therefore,  that,  in  addition 
to  the  eiunity  between  man  and  the 
serpent  race,  the  curse  placed  that 
race  in  a  position  to  have  their  heads 
crushed  by  man,  he  who  in  Rev.xii.  9, 
is  styled,  ''  That  Old  Serpent  called 
the  Devil  and  Satan,"  seems  to  have 
overlooked  that  part  of  the  curse 
which  related  to  himself.  Hence, 
like  a  serpent  by  the  way,  or  an 
adder  in  the  path,  he  attacked  the 
olject  of  his  enmity  to  the  full  ex- 
tent of  the  opportunity  afforded, 
which,  however,  was  so  limited  that 
ihe  Saviour  said,  *'  It  is  finished, 
and  bowing  bis  head,  yielded  up  his 
spirit."  When,  indeed,  a  wicked 
man  dies,  his  death-pangs  are  but 
the  taste  or  anticipation  of  that 
death  of  which  he  is  to  drink,  as  the 


influence. 

Thus  in  wounding  the  heel  of 
"the  son  of  the  man,"  the  "Old 
Serpent"  had  done  his  worst,  and 
little  thought  of  the  series  of  attacks 
he  was  doomed  to  receive  on  his 
own  head  in  return,  even  from  Im« 
manuel's  first  triumph  aft^r  his  re- 
surrection to  the  day  when  all  thines 
shall  be  subdued  to  him  amidst  the 
wreck  of  nature  and  the  crush  of 
worlds,  and  when  the  great  enemy 
shall  become  powerless  as  a  slaugh^ 
tered  serpent,  no  more  infesting  the 
camp  of  the  saints,  nor  exalting 
himself  against  Him  who  is  King  or 
kings,  as  to  this  world,  and  Lord  of 
lords,  as  to  the  world  of  spirits. 

Like  the  first  promise,  the  rite  of 
circumcision  also  seems  to  have 
pointed  out  glorious  things  to  the 
righteous,  whilstit  left  the  unrenewed 
groping  in  the  regions  of  darkness. 
To  a  thinking  mind  it  is  obvious 
that  a  rite  for  a  nation* s  observance 
on  the  eighth  day,  must,  at  first,  be 
observed  by  many  later  than  the 
eighth  day,  since  it  is  beyond  the 
power  of  the  aged  to  make  them- 
selves young.  Nevertheless,  as  even 
the  Jewish  sabbath  was  not  allowed 
to  occasion  the  deferring  of  circum* 
cision  till  the  ninth  day,  we  perceive 
that  the  eighth  day  was  an  essential 
part  of  the  type.  As,  therefore,  a 
male  child  bom  on  one  sabbath  and 
circumdsed  the  next,  was  circum- 
cised in  connexion  with  an  entrance 
on  the  second  period  of  existence  j 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  first  week  of 
life  was  typical  of  man*s  abode  in 
this  present  evil  world,  and  that  the

after  death.  Thh  reminds  us  of 
Naaman's  being  required  to  dip  him- 
self seven  times  in  the  Jordan^  a 
river  more  excellent  than  Abana  and 
Fharpar,  rivers  of  Damascus,  inas- 
much as  it  was  nearer  Calvary.  But, 
if  Naaman  had  dipped  himself  six 
times  only,  be*would  have  come  out 
of  the  water  a  loathsome  leper ;  and, 
in  a  moral  view  likewise,  the  per- 
fected just  in  the  realms  of  bliss  are 
those  only  who  endure  to  the  end. 
That  "  singleness  of  heart*,"  there- 
fore, which  characterizes  those  who 
enter  the  regions  of  the  perfected 
just  is  that  ultimate  spirituality  to 
which  circumcision  had  reference. 
Hence  in  contemplating  the  penitent 
Jews  of  the  latter  days,  Moses  says, 
"  The  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise 
thy  heart,  and  the  heart  of  thy  off- 
spring,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  that  ihou  mayest  live,'*  Deut. 
XXX.  6.  The  covenant  made  with 
Abraham  was  virtually  the  Gospel 
Covenant,  not  annulled  by  what  was 
afterwards  national  5  and  one  item 
in  that  covenant  is,  "  Without  holi- 
ness no  one  shall  see  the  Lord," 
Heb.  xii.  14.  Abraham,  therefore, 
being  one  of  those  who  have  faith 
that  purifies  the  heart,  and  who  con- 
sequently "  hunger  and  thirst  for 
righteousness"  ^'  walked  in  all  the 
commandments  and  ordinances  of 
the  Lord  blameless,"  even  to  the 
intentional  sacrifice  of  his  own  son. 
To  him,  therefore,  of  whom  the 
Apostle  says,  "  He  looked  for  the 
city  which  hath  the  foundations," 
(Heb.  xi.  10,)  it  was  no  unmeaning 


*  David,  as  a  king,  knew  the  value  of 
such  men  as  espoused  bis  cause  with  a  mind 
so  freed  from  other  oonnderations,  as  not  to 
turn  bask  in  the  day  of  battle.

thing  to  make  signal  of  his  hope 
according  to  the  commandment  of 
Jehovah.  "  He  received  the  sign  of 
qircumclsion,  a  seal  of  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  faith,  which  he  had  yet 
being  undrcumcised,"  Rom.  iv.  11. 
Moreover,  it  is  sud  in  reference 
to  any  male  who  viilfuUy  rejected 
circumcision,  or  in  whose  case  cir- 
cumcision was  wilfully  rejected, 
"  That  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his 
people:  he  hath  broken  my  cove- 
nant." Thus  we  behold  the  Land 
of  Canaan  so  established  as  a  type 
of  the  HEAVENLY  WORLD  as  for  the 
terms  THE  land*;  Jehovah*  SRSSTf, 

THE    I/AND  OF   I8RABL,'JeRUSALBH, 

ZioN,  &c.  to  mean,  under  different 
modifications;  the  regions  of  etemsl 
bliss :  and  in  connexion  with  soch 
modes  of  speaking  the  pure  in  heart 
who    make   no  attempt   to    serve 
Mammon  or  Fame,  as  well  as  God, 
are  accounted  circumcised.    Jnthis 
world  those  who  are   growing  in 
grace  are  washing  in  the  Jordan 
seven  times ;  and  when  this  process 
shall  be  completed,  happy  anticipa- 
tion !    the   leprosy  shall    no  more 
cleave  to  them  for  ever..  But,  as  to 
those  who  never  surmount  the  for- 
malist's reserve  for  what  is  sublu- 
nary, though  they  may  escape  beiog 
cut  off  from  the  people  of  the  earthly 
Canaan^  according  to  the  procedure 
under  the  Jewish  dispensation,  yet 
they  must  inevitably  experience  what 
is  the  substance  of  which  that  sha- 
dow gave  intimation,  and  thus  find 
themselves  excluded  for  ever  ftook 
"  Mount  Zion,  the  city  of  the  living 
God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  and 
from  ten  thousands    of   angels, — 
from    the    general    assembly   snd 
church   of  the  first-born,  who  are 
enrolled  in  heaven,  and  from  God 
the  judge  of  all,  and  from  just  men

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made  perfect^-— from  Jesus  also^  the 
mediator  of  the  new  covenant,  and 
from  the  blood  of  sprinkling  which 
speaketh  better  things  than  that  of 
Abel." 

In  the  Hebrew  language,  Venus, 
that  pre-eminently  bright  star  which 
the  morning  produces,  is  called, ''  Son 
of  the  Morning."     A  city  likewise, 
being  regarded  as    producing  such 
citizens  as  are  contemplated  in  a  de- 
tached point  of  view,  and  being  ac- 
counted a  female  by  the  Hebrews,  in 
whose  language   every  object  was 
either  he  or  she,  it  was  natural  that 
Jerusalem,  or  Zion  within  its  pre- 
cincts, should  be  accounted  a  mother. 
Heuce  females  of  the  holy  city  are 
called  '^  daughters  of  Jerusalem  j" 
and  males  interested  in  the  moun- 
tain of  the  L«ord*s  bouse,  *'  sous  of 
Zion.*'     On  this  principle  too   the 
Apostle  Paul   speaks  of  two  Jeru- 
sdems.    "  Hagar,"  says  he, "  serves 
to  illustrate  Mount  Sinai  in  Arabia, 
and  answereth  to  Jerusalem  which 
now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her 
children.     But  Jerusalem  which  is 
above,  is  free,  which  is  the  mother 
of  us  all,'*  Gal.  iv.  25,  26.     A  Jew, 
therefore,    became    a    son    of    the 
heavenly    Jerusalem,    or    came    to 
mount  Zion  as  expressed  in  Heb.  xii. 
22,  when   he   turned  his  back  on 
Jerusalem  in  bondage  as  Bunyan*s 
pilgrim  turned  his  back  on  the  city 
of  destruction,  or  when,  to  use  our 
Lord's  expression  in  Matt.  xi.  12, 
''  He  took  possession  of  the  king- 
dom of   heaven    by  force."     Nor 
should   it  be   forgotten  that  Holy 
Writ  declares  that  the  Gentiles  shall 
come  to  Mount  Zion  as  well  as  the 
Jews.     "In.the  latter  days,**  says 
Jehovah,     **  the   mountain   of    the 
Lord's  house   shall  be  established 
on  the  top  of  the  mountains  3  and 
it  shall  be  exalted  above  the  hills  : 
and  ALL  NATIONS  shall ,  flow  unto 
it,**  Is.   ii.    2.      From  the    strong 
terms,  therefore,  in  which  the  Apos- 
tle Paul  speaks  of  the  conversion  of 
the  Jews  in  days  yet  future,  we  may 


infer  that  the  Jews  will  come  to 
Mount  Zion  as  Gentile  converts  did 
in  the  Apostolic  age,  and  as  the  ful- 
ness of  the  Gentiles  will  do  in  the 
days  of  the  Millennium. 

The  Church  Militant  being,  in 
some  respects,-  one  with  the  Church 
Triumphant,  the  spiritual  good  at- 
tained in  this  world  is  regarded  as 
being  eternally  perpetuated.  Hence 
the  same  mountains  of  Israel  that 
the  Jews  inhabit  before  the  era  of 
Gog  and  Magog*s  violence,  are  for 
ever  afterwards  their  undisturbed 
possession.  To  have  recourse  to  a 
type  established  406  years  later  than 
that  already  adverted  to,  it  may  be 
observed  that  in  this  world  true  be- 
lievers enter  the  Holy  Place,  and  eat 
of  the  shew^bread :  and  in  Uie  world 
to  come  they  enter  the  Holy  of 
Holies,  andpartake  of  "  the  hidden  ' 
manna.'*  Ine  body,  therefore,  that 
gravitates  towards  the  earth's  centre, 
is  the  veil  that  for  a  time,  intercepts 
the  believer*s  flight  to  the  celestial 
regions  :  and,  when  this  veil  is  re- 
moved, there  is  a  transition  from 
the  light  of  seven  lamps  in  the  Holy 
Place  to  the  inexpressibly  glorious 
light  "  within  the  veil,  whither  a 
forerunner  is  for  us  entered,  even 
Jesus,  made  a  high  priest  for  ever 
after  the  order  of  Melchizedek." 

Both  Jews  and  Gentiles,  there- 
fore, will  at  last  be  found  no  longer 
within  gunshot  of  the  sons  of  strife, 
whose  former  tumultuous  rage  will 
be  like  the  howling  of  the  northern 
blasts  in  the  ears  of  the  traveller 
safely  arrived  at  home,  and  enjoying 
the  genial  warmth  and  efficient  pro<^ 
tection  of  his  own  habitation.  For 
the  tribes  of  Israel,  therefore,  to  be 
where  the  wicked  cease  from  trou- 
bling, and  where  the  weary  are  at 
rest,  and  thus  to  contrast  former 
dangers  with  subsequent  safety,  is 
to  be  in  their  own  land  in  the  sub- 
limest  sense,  and  to  witness  what  is 
predicted  in  Is.  Ixvi.  23,  24.  "  It 
shall  come  to  pass,'*  says  Jehovah, 
''  that  from  one  new  moon  to  ano- 
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ther,  and  from  one  Sabbath  to  ano- 
ther, all  flesh  shall  come  to  worship 
before  me ;  and  they  shall  go  forth, 
and  look  upon  the  carcasses  of  the 
men  that  transgressed  against  me  : 
for  their  worm  shall  not  die,  neither 
shall  their  fire  be  quenched,  and  they 
shall  be  an  abhorrence  to  all  flesh.  * 
Of  every  earthly  inheritance  men 
mast  be  dispossessed,  for  "here 
have  we  no  continuing  city  :**  but 
the  land  in  reserve  for  the  Jews  is 
an  eternal  possession.  "  1  will  plant 
them  in  their  land,  and  ihey  shall  no 
more  be  rooted  out  of  their  land 
which  I  have  given  them,  saith  the 
Lord  God.'*  Amos  ix.  15. 

We  cannot  say,  however,  that  the 
Jews  will  not  again  inherit  the 
earthly  Canaan,  laying  aside  the 
pomp  and  ritual  worship  of  former 
ages,  and  manifesting  the  same 
Christian  simplicity  as  the  Waldenses 
and  Albigenses  did  in  their  seques- 
tered retreats.  In  short,  we  cannot 
say  that  any  nation  will  not  take 
possession  of  that  once  highly  fa- 
voured country^  because  we  know 
not  the  specific  designs  of  Jehovah. 
But  as  the  great  bulk  of  the  Jews 
have  once  lost  an  interest  in  Imma- 
nueVs  kingdom  through  an  inordi- 
nate fondness  for  things  temporal, 
let  us  not  contribute  to  their  spUttmg 
again  upon  the  same  rock,  by  our  ex- 
citing expectations  incompatible  with 
those  trials  which,  by  unerring  wis- 
dom, are  allotted  to  those  who  are 
pilgrims  and  strangers  j  and  who, 
instead  of  cleaving  to  the  world, 
have  a  faith  that   overcometh  the 

world. 

In  2  Kings  xxiv.  14,  we  read  con- 
cerning Nebuchadnezzar,  "  He  car- 
ried away  all  Jerusalem  :**  and 
as  Jerusalem  was  thus  eventually  be- 
held in  Babylonian  territories,  so 
the  present  Jerusalem  in  bondage  is 
scattered  among  the  Gentiles,*  whose 


conduct  in  the  days  of  the  Millen- 
nium, instead  of  making  infidels,  and 
hardening  them  when  made,  will 
have  the  influence  of  miracles  in  at- 
testing the  Divine  origin  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion.    Then,  as  suggested 
in  Rom.  xi.  11,  may  the  Gentiles 
hope   to  provoke  the  Jews  to  jea- 
lousy.    Thus  when  multitudes  not 
descended  'from  Abraham  shall  be 
beheld   participating  in  the  loving- 
kindness  of  Jehovah  there  will  be  a 
fulfilment  of  what    is    written    in 
Is.  xlix.  14—"  But  ZiON  saith  Je- 
hovah hath   forsaken  mr,  and  my 
Lord  hath  forgotten  me  :*'  to  which 
unfounded  conclusion  Jehovah  re- 
plies,  "Can   a  woman  forget  her 
sucking  child,  that  she  should  not 
have  compassion  on  the  son  of  her 
womb?  yea,  they  may  forget,  but 
I  will  not  forget  thee.     Behcdd  I 
have  delineated  thee  on  the  palms  of 
my  hands  5  and  thus  thy  walls  con- 
tinually present  themselves  to  my 
view."  J«  F-

On  returning  home,  after  a  length- 
ened absence  occasioned  by  indis- 
position, 1  availed  myself  of  the 
first  season  of  leisure  to  walk  to  a 
neighbouring  village  to  see  an  aged 
pilgrim  whom  I  had  left  in  a  state 
of  increasing  feebleness  and  decay.

I  left  him  longing  for  the 
repose  of  the  blessed,  and  now  his

Moreover,  when 
formalists  and  persecutors  overran  the  church, 
it  was  the  holy  city  trodden  under  foot  by  the 
Gentiles,  or  profane  sinners  of  Sodom  and

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sainCed  spirit  was  wafted  to  the 
bowers  of  paradise.  How  different 
now  the  condition  of  his  emanci- 
pated soul,  and  the  worn  out  tene- 
ment from  which  it  had  recently 
escaped, — the  one  all  rapture  in  the 
presence  of  Jesus,  the  other  about 
to  be  consigned  to  the  humiliations 
of  the  grave. 

Approaching  the  humble  cottage 
of  the  deceased,  I  found  his  remains 
in  their  last  enclosure,  placed  before 
the  door,  and  many  of  the  villagers 
grouped  around.

It  was  sung  with  much  solemnity, 
and  at  the  conclusion,  the  humble 
procession  slowly  moved  away  to- 
wards the  house  appointed  for  all 
living. 

Retiring  from  this  instructive 
scene,  my  attention  was  attracted  to 
a  fine  youth  who  had  just  quitted 
the  same  spot,  and  whose '  appear* 
ance  indicated  the  ravages  of  some 
fatal  disease.  "  My  friend,'*  said  I, 
'•  you  appear  to  be  very  ill."  '*  Yes, 
Sir,  I  have  been  ill  for  many  months. 
I  took  a  violent  cold  which  has 
brought  me  into  a  decline,  and  the 
doctors  can  do  nothing  more  for 
me."  "  Have  you  lived  here  long  ? 
I  do  not  recollect  to  have  seen  you 
in  our  little  congregation."  "  Oh  ! 
yes.  Sir,  I  have  often  heard  you 
preach  in  the  room,  and  last  summer 
in  the  open  air  at  the  bottom  of  the 
village."  '*  Well,  I  hope  you  have 
thought  about  the  salvation  of  your 
soul."  "  Yes,  Sir,  I  am  seeking 
the  Lord,  and  hope  I  shall  find 
him.".  After  further  conversation 
I  gave  him  some  tracts,  and  pro- 
mised to  see  him  again.

Aged  reader  !  is  thy  house  in  order, 
for  thou  shalt  die  soon  and  not  live  ? 
Hast  thou  fled  for  refuge  to  Jesus, 
the  only  hope  set  before  thee?  Art 
thou  meetening  for  the  inheritance 
of  the  saints  in  light }  If  this  is  not 
thy  state,  remember  that  thou  must 
be  born  again,  even  when  thou  art 
old,  or  thou  canst  not  enter  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

Youthful  reader!  the  bloom  of 
thy  countenance  may  soon  be  ex* 
changed  for  the  pale  hues  of  death. 
Be  affectionately  admonished  to  give 
thy  heart  to  the  Saviour,  without 
delay.  As  a  sinner,  believe  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt 
be  saved.  Life  will  then  be  holy 
and  happy,  and  death,  whether  in 
youth  or  age,  will  be  triumphant.

**  And  whether  one  member  suffer,  all  the 
members  sufier  with  it." 

Where  can  be  found  another  repre* 
sentation  of  sympathy  so  concise,  so 
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correct,  and  yet  id  impressive }  P^o- 
▼idence  affords  special  oppoVtunities 
for  receiving  the  evidence  of  its  just 
ness^  and,  on  all  such  occasions,  nature 
uniformly  confirms  the  depositions. 
Perhaps,  however,  while  the  mind, 
attentively  examining  the  operations 
,  of  this  sytapathy,  in  its  influtsnce  on 
the  collective  members  of  the  bodv, 
entirely  concurs  in  the  inspired  con- 
clusion, it  may  be  constrained,  when 
called  to  consider  it  in  its  applica- 
tion to  the  Christian  church,  to  ac- 
knowledge that  so  it  should  be, 
rather  than  so  it  is. 

When  suffering  is  inflicted  on  any 
member  of  the  human  body  hoW'  si- 
multaneous is  the  impression  upon 
all  the  rest !  Notice  is  instantly  con- 
veyed through  the  whole  system  j 
and  every  part  begins  to  suffer.  The 
first  impulse  may,  indeed,  be  local, 
and,  in  that  part,  the  principal  seat 
of  anguish  may  continue ;  but,  such 
is  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  sym- 
pathy immediately  excited,  that  not 
a  single  member  allows  itself  to  be- 
tray insensibility,  or  to  remain,  for 
a  moment,  in  isolated  repose.  And, 
in  proportion  as  the  church  is  assi- 
milated into  his  likeness  of  whom 
it  is  said,  "  In  all  their  affliction  he 
was  afflicted,**  Isa.  Ixiii.  9,  will  be 
the  exercise  of  affectionate  sympathy 
among  its  members;  until,  in  the 
language  of  him  who  "  was  not  a 
whit  behind  the  very  chiefest  apos- 
tles," every  one  will  say,  **  Who  is 
weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ;  who  is 
offended  and  I  bum  not?**  2  Cor. 
xi.29. 

No  sooner  is  an  injury  sustained 
by  one  member  of  the  body,  than  a 
minute  inquiry  seems  to  be  instituted 
by  all  the  rest,  to  ascertain  the  cause, 
nature,  extent,  and  probable  conse- 
quence. From  this  deliberative  coun- 
cil, suddenly  summoned,  no  one  is 
absent^  or  attempts  to  hide  itself 
from  the  calamity  which  requires  the 
sympathy  of  its  prompt  attendance. 
In  this  convention,  too,  every  one 
will  be  found  contributing  the  full 


proportion  of  its  appropriate  aid,  to 
conduct  the  inquiry  to  a  sound  and 
beneficial  termination.  The  eye 
closely  inspects,  the  ear  attentively 
listens,  the  fingers  tenderly  toadii 
the  tongue  circumstantially  describes. 
In  short,  all  continue  in  anxious  con- 
clave till  the  examination  is  com- 
pleted, and  the  result  announced. 
And,  to  illustrate  the  motto  of  oar 
meditation,  should  not  something 
more  analogous  to  this  be  exhibited 
in  the  Christian  church  than  is  ordi« 
narily  seen?  May  there  not  be 
reason  to  fear,  that,  in  seasons  of 
affliction,  some  have  stood  aloof 
from  inquiry  lest  information  should 
impose  duties  to  whose  discharge 
there  is  little  or  no  inclination.  Con- 
cerning such  persons,  as  it  respects 
the  suffering  of  their  brethren,  it 
might  be  truly  said,  "  of  this  they 
are  willingly  ignorant."  But,  to 
such  unlovely  conduct,  what  a  de- 
lightful contrast  is  presteted  in  the 
ancient  example  of^one  who  emi- 
nently  feared  the  Lord.  "  The  cause 
which  I  knew  not  I  searched  out." 
Jobxxix.  16. 

How,  also,  is  this  sympathy, 
among  the  members  of  the  body,  dis- 
covered by  the  exercise  of  ampai" 
sion  towards  an  individual  sufferer. 
The  countenance  often  assumes  a 
death- like  paleness ;  its  general  ex- 
pression indicates  distress  or  alarm, 
and  every  feature  seems  to  attest  its 
fellowship  in  commiseration.  Uni- 
versal tremor  and  faintness  bespeak 
the  tender  and  deep  interest  excited 
in  every  member,  by  the  afflictive 
event.  While  the  varying  pulsation 
impressively  intimates,  that  the  sym^ 
pathy  has  extended  to  the  heart; 
which,  it  may  be,  still  more  percep- 
tibly signifies  its  participation,  in  this 
intensity  of  feeling,  in  the  chilling 
and  profuse  evaporation  produced  by 
its  perturbed  and  irregular  move- 
ments. For  the  honour  of  Chris- 
tianity let  it  be  hoped,  that  in  no 
one  of  its  churches  a  suffering  mem* 
her  is  left  lo  exclaim,  "  Have  pity 
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upon  me,  have  pity  upon  me,  O  ye 
iny  friends,  for  the  hand  of  God 
hath  touched  me.*'  Job  xix.  21.  The 
promptings  of  compassion  should  be 
speedy  in  tendering  their  balmy  alle- 
viation, and,  to  the  utmost  reach  of 
their  kindly  yearnings,  unite  in  an- 
ticipating, if  possible,  the  pungency 
of  grief,  arising,  whether  from  real 
or  supposed  neglect.     "  Finally,  be 
ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compas- 
sion one  of  another  -,  love  as  brethren, 
'he  pitiful,  be  courteous."  1  Pet.  iii.  8. 
When  one  member  of  the  body 
suffers,  does  there  not  appear,  on  the 
part  of  all  the  others,  something  like 
contrivance  to  administer  relief  ?    An 
inquiry  has  already  been  concluded 
as    to    the  amount  of  injury  sus- 
tained, which  has  induced  genuine 
compassion :  the  question,  therefore, 
now  is,  what  can  most  speedily  and 
efficiently  be  accomplished  to  meet 
the  existing  emergency  ?     A  survey 
is  instantly  taken  of  the  other  mem- 
bers,, as  to  their  health  or  indispo- 
sition, strength  or  feebleness,  pliancy 
or   vigour,   contiguity  or  distance. 
Each  presents  a  faithful  report  of  its 
own  con/iition  and  resources,  and, 
from  the  whole,  plans  of  assistance 
are   immediately  constructed,    pre- 
senting such  a  cheering  prospect  of 
combined  effort  as,  in  no  inconsider- 
able degree,  to  diminish  the  distress 
of  the  painful  visitation.     And  no 
less  should  the   members    of  our 
Christian  communities,  collectively 
and  individually,  be  concerned  to 
contrive  for  the  advantage  of  the 
whole,  and  the  comfort  of  any  op- 
pressed  and   afflicted  part    of    the 
church.     "  Look  not  every  man  on 
his  own  things,  but  every  man,  also, 
on  the  things  of  others."  Phil.  ii.  4. 
"  That  the  members  should  have  the 
same  care  one  for  another."  1  Cor. 
xii.  25,     '*  For  as  w^  Jiave  many 
members  in  one  body,  and  all  mem- 
bers have  not  the  same  office  5  so  we, 
being  many,  are  one  body  in  Christ, 
and  every  one  members  one  of  ano- 
ther.    Having  then  gifts,  differing 


according  to  the  grace  that  is  given 
to  us,"  &c.  Rom.  xii.  4,  5,  6. 

But  how  evident  is  the  sympa- 
thy of  the  several  members  of 
the  body  in  their  uuited  exertions  on 
behalf  of  that  which,  it  may  be,  for 
a  time  at  least,  is  reduced  to  utter 
helplessness.  Aware  that  the  ordi- 
nary contribution  of  support,  from 
the  individual  members,  will  not  now 
be  sufficient,  each  willingly  offers 
itself  to  sustain  a  proportion  of  the 
surplus  burden,  occasioned  by  the 
incompetency  of  the  sufferer  to  take 
its  accustomed  share.  The  ^es 
must  ponder  the  path  of  the  feet 
with  an  increased  vigilance :  the 
hands,  together  with  the  arms,  be- 
sides performing  their  wonted  im- 
portant service,  must  now,  grasping 
with  a  firmer  tenacity,  liberally  im- 
part-their  unreserved  strength,  to 
preserve  and  uphold,  especially  when 
in  motion,  the  other  parts  of  the 
body.  And 'with  what  surprising 
facility  and  admirable  effect  these 
extra  efforts  are  applied,  is  best  of 
all  known  where  extreme  urgency 
has  called  them  into  requisition.  In 
such  cases,  how  manifest  it  is>  that 
"  the  eye  cannot  say  unto  the  hand, 
1  have  no  need  of  thee  5  nor  again, 
the  head  to  the  feet,  1  have  no  need 
of  you  :  nay,  much  more  those  mem- 
bers of  the'  body,  which  seem  to  be 
more  feeble  are  necessary."  1  Cor. 
xii.  21,  22.  Let  then  the  churches 
of  the  adorable  Redeemer  devoutly 
reflect  on  these  statements  of  inspi- 
ration >  and,  as  cases  of  frequent  re- 
currence invite  their  practical  appli- 
cation, let  them  also,  remember  tp 
whom,  and  by  whom,  it  was  said, 
"Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens, 
and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ." 
Gal.  vi.  2. 

Yet,  beyond  all  this,  when  one 
member  suffers,  there  remains  for 
the  rest  an  exercise  of  sympathy, 
neither  more  easy  nor  less  important 
than  any  of  the  preceding}  which 
consists  in  mbmission.  The  head, 
the  hand,  th^  foot,  though  perfectly 
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willing,  and  eager  to  supply  more 
than  their  ordinary  contribution  to- 
wards  sustaining   the   animal   eco- 
nomy in  health  and  useful  operation, 
are  now  required  to  place  themselves 
under  certain  restraints,  differing  in 
degree,  from  partial  activity  to  en- 
tire passiveness  ;  just  as  the  varying 
circumstances  of  the  case  may  pre- 
scribe.    The  discharge  of  this  duty 
becomes'  arduous  in   proportion  to 
the  constitutional  vigour   of  those 
members,   and   the  duration  of  the 
period  through  which  such  inaction 
may  be  deemed  essential  to  the  full 
and  effective  expression  of  their  sym- 
pathy.    So,  in  the  train  of  Christian 
virtues,  forbearance,  though  it  may 
excite  much  less  of  public  attention 
than  some  others,  is,  nevertheless, 
of    incalculable  importance  in   the 
church  of  Christ.     How  highly  dis- 
tinguished must  he  be,  who,  on  a 
proper  occasion,  can  gay,  "  Why  is 
mv  liberty  judged  of  another  man's 
conscience  ?"  1  Cor.  x.  29,  and  yet, 
when  it  is  necessary,  can  determine, 
**  if  meat  make  my*  brother  to  offend, 
I  will  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world 
standeth,  lest  I  make  my  brother  to 
offend."  1  Cor.  viii.  13.     With  what 
cordial  deference  should  he  be  heard 
when  he  says,  "  We  then  that  are 
strong,  ought  to  bear  the  infinnities 
of  the  weak,  and  not  to  please  our- 
selves.    Let  every  one  of  us  please 
his  neighbour  for  his  good  to  edifi- 
cation." Rom.  XV.    I,  2.     Let   the 
pious  reader  remember,  that  this  is 
the  appointed  season  to  "  weep  with 
"them    that    weep."  Rom.  xii.    15. 
Soon  will  that,  which  in  vision  the 
beloved  disciple  saw  and  heard,  be 
realized,    "They    shall  hunger   no 
more,  neither  thirst  any  morej   nei- 
ther shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor 
any  heat :  for  the  Lamb,  which  is 
in  the  midst   of  the   throne,   shall 
feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto 
Jiving  fountains  of  waters  3  and  God 
shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their 
eyes."  Rev.  vii.  16,  17. 


A  Letter  to  a  FftiENp  on'tss 
Way  of  Saltation. 

My  dear  Friend, 

I  trust  you  are  convinced  that  the 
salvation  of  the  soul  is  einphatically 
"  the  one  thing  needful;"  that  the 
acquisition  of  wealth,  the  transac- 
tion of  the  most  important  worldly 
affairs,  the  procuring  of  the  comforts, 
and  even  the  necessaries  of  life,  are 
'*  trifles  light  as  air,"  when  put  in 
competition  with  the  soul's  eternal 
welfare.  If  so,  it  will  afford  me  un- 
speakable satisfaction  to  be  the 
means  of  directing  your  inquiries 
after  the  momentous  object  of  your 
pursuit. 

The  first  step  toward  the  attain- 
ment of  an  object  is  a  conviction  of 
its  importance  ;  and  this  will  be  feh 
just  in  proportion  to  the  sense  we 
have  of  its  necessity.  As  you  feel 
that  you  are  the  subject  of  depravity, 
and  exposed  to  the  wrath  which  is 
to  come,  you  will  be  concerned  to 
be  delivered  from  the  degrading  in- 
fluence of  the  former,  and  preserved 
from  the  misery  of  the  latter. 

When  you  were  in  a  st^te  of  in- 
difference to  real  religion,  Satan  ex- 
erted all  his  power  and  cunning 
to  keep  you  in  that  state.  He  then 
sought  to  divert  your  mind  with  the 
trifles  of  time,  to  conceal  from  your 
view  the  heinousness  of  sin,  and  to 
banish  from  your  thoughts  the  so- 
lemn subjects  of  death  and  judg- 
ment. Now  he  will  bring  before 
you  the  magnitude  of  your  guilt,  and 
seek  to  hide  from  your  eyes  the  only 
way  in  which  you  can  be  saved.  Or, 
if  he  does  not  sink  you  into  a  state 
of  gloom  and  despondency,. he  will 
tempt  you  to  be  satisfied  with  mere 
convictions  of  sin,  or  to  trust  in  an 
external  reformation.^ 

Permit  me  to  tell  you  that  nothing 
which  you  either  feel  or  do,  either 
now  or  at  any  future  period,  must 
be  the  object  of  your  trust,  the 
ground  of  your  confidence  before 
God.     Your,  sin  never  will  be  re- 
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mitte^^  yottr  soul  never  justified,  on 
account  of  any  thing  which  God  sees 
in  you.     It  is  not  for  your  sake,  but 
for  the   sake  of  his   Son,  that  the 
Father  of  mercies  has  promised  to 
hlot  out  your  sins  as  a  cloud,  and 
your  iniquities  as  a  thick  cloud.  Con- 
viction of  sin,  and  holiness  of  life,  if 
genuine,  are  both  parts  of  real  reli- 
gion ;    but  their  genuine  character 
depends  upon  their  being  linked  to- 
gether by  faith  in  the  divinity  and 
atonement  of  Christ,  in  the  sacrifice 
and  righteousness  of  the  Son  of  God. 
.  Without  this,  the  one  is  but  a  spu- 
rious repentance,  and  the   other  a 
heartless  and  unacceptable  obedience. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
you  should  rightly  understand  the 
design  of  the  Kedeemer*s  mission 
into  this  world,  or,  in  other  words, 
the  intention  of  his  incarnation  and 
death.  He  lived  a  holy  life,  not 
simply  to  teach  us  how  to  live,  but 
to  honour  the  law  which  we  had 
violated  3  he  died  an  ignominious 
death,  not  merely  as  a  martyr  to  the 
truth,  but  to  satisfy  the  claims  of 
offended  justice,  to  exhibit  the  purity 
of  the  divine  character,  and  to  open 
the  way  for  the  display  of  that  grace 
which  reigns  through  righ'teousness 
unto  eternal  life.  By  the  death  of 
Christ,  every  impediment  to  the  ma- 
nifestation of  divine  mercy  has, been 
removed.  Now  God  can  be  just 
and  the  justifier  of  him  who  be- 
lieveth.  Now  he  can  maintain  all 
the  claims  of  a  righteous  lawgiver, 
and  exhibit  all  the  benevolence  of 
the  Father  of  mercies. 

You  will  bear  in  mind,  that  the 
faith  with  which  pardon,  justification, 
salvation,  and  eternal  life  are  con- 
nected, is  emphatically  faith  in  Christ, 
It  is  the  belief  of  the  word,  not 
merely  in  its  authenticity  and  divi- 
nity, but  especially  in  the  testimony 
wluch  it  bears  to  the  person  and 
work  of  the  Son  of  God.  It  is  the 
belief  that  he  is  the  only  Saviour, 
that  he  is  .an  all-sufficient  Saviour, 
and'  that  he  is  as  willing  as  he  is 


able.  This  faith  renounces  every 
other  object  of  dependance,  and 
clings  to  the  cross  of  Christ.  It  is 
in-wrought  in  the  soul  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  is  produced  by 
the  regenerating  influence  of  the 
sacred  Comforter.  It  is  the  faith  of 
God's  elect.  It  rejects  with  abhor- 
rence all  confidence  in  the  flesh,  and 
glories  only  in.  the  Redeemer  as  Je- 
hovah our  righteousness. 

While  true  and  saving  faith  does 
not  associate  any  thing  with  Christ 
as  the  foundation  of  a  sinner's  ac- 
ceptance with  God  5  while  it  relies 
upon  his  infinitely  meritorious  sacri- 
fice, and  imputed  righteousness,  as  a 
full  and  eternal  equivalent  to  divine 
justice  for  all  the  demerit  of  sin,  it 
is  far  from  a  barren  or  speculative 
belief.  It  is  the  gift  of  God,  and 
must  bear  sonie  resemblance  to  the 
source  from  which  it  flows.  It  is  a 
fruit  of  the  Spirit,  and  must  corre- 
spond with  the  holy  character  of  its 
author.  Hence  we  read  that  it 
works  by  love,  overcomes  the  world, 
and  purifies  the  heart.  It  submits 
to  all  that  the  Head  of  the  church 
has  commanded ;  but  it  fetches  every 
motive  to  obedience  from  his  dying 
love.  It  is  inseparably  connected 
with  that  hope  which  blooms  with 
immortality ;  and  with  that  love 
which  shall  animate  the  bosoms  of 
the  redeemed  when  faith  ends  in 
sight,  and  hope  terminates  in  full 
and  exquisite  enjoyment. 

That  you  may  rightly  understand 
the  way  of  salvation,  allow  me^  to 
remind  you  of  the  great  importance 
of  searching  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
and  of  praying  for  divine  teaching. 
If  the  Holy  Spirit  has  taught  you 
the  importance  of  salvation,  look  up 
to  him  to  teach  you  the  scriptural 
way  of  salvation.  If  he  has  con- 
vinced, you  of  sin,  beseech  him  to 
enable  you  to  trust  in  the  Saviour. 
If  he  has  enlightened  your  under- 
standing, entreat  him  to  subjugate 
your  will,  and  to  raise  your  affections 
to  things  divine. 
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Remember  that  salvation  it  a  oom- 
prebenaive  term.  In  its  spuitoal 
application,  it  includes,  not  onty 
presenration  from  the  wrath  which 
is  to  come,  but  deliverance  from 
a  state  of  natore  to  a  state  of  grace. 
It  denotes  deliverance  from  the 
condemnation  of  a  holy  law,  and 
from  the  guilt,  the  dominion,  and 
the  love  of  sin.  It  embraces  the 
work  of  Christ  for  you,  and  the 
work  of  the  Spirit  in  you.  It  com- 
prehends a  title  to  heaven,  and  a 
meetness  for  it. 

As  you  become  acquainted  with 
the  Gospel,  you  will  see  that  salva- 
tion originated  in  the  grace  of  God, 
that  it  is  a  fruit  of  Divine  love,  and 
the  offspring  of  unmerited  mercy. 
And  in  proportion  to  the  influence  of 
the  Gospel  on  your  heart,  you  will 
give  all  the  glorv  of  salvation  to  God. 
You  will  experience,  as  well  as  read 


the  aentiment  of  the  Apostlf,  **  Br 
the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am. 
You  will  bow  to  the  soverdgnty  of 
that  grace  which  reigns  through 
righteousness  unto  eternal  life  by 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.*' 

That  you  may  rightly  understand 
the  import  and  subject  of  this  letter; 
that  you  may  believe  to  the  saviug 
of  your  soul  J  that  you  may  enjoy 
the  consolation  which  the  Gospel  is 
calculated  to  give;  that  yon  may 
live  under  its  holy  influence;  that 
your  life  may  be  useful  and-  your 
death  happy;  and  that  you  ms^  ul- 
timately join  in  the  song  of  the 
blessed,  "  Salvation  to  him  that 
sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto 
the  Lamb,  is  the  prayer  of  him  who 
now  subscribes  himself.

Vol.  II.  which  contains  *  The  Gospel 
wordiy  of  an  acceptation' — Defence  of  the 
tame  in  reply-  to  Mr.  Button  and  Philan- 
thropoe — The  Beality  and  Efficacy  of  Dmne 
Grace,  &c  by  Agnostos — Strictures  on  San- 
demanianism,'  in  Twelve  Letters  to  a  Friend

communion.  There  is  also  an  interesting 
letter  on  this  subject  which  was  addressed 
to  the  Editor  of  the  <<  Instructor,"  January 
28, 1814. 

Thii  edition  is  greatly  enriched  by  a 
General  Index  w  hich  must  have  been  to 
the  Editor  a  work  of  considerable  labour. 

We  congratulate  Mr.  A.  G.  Fuller  on 
his  having  completed  an  arduous  task,  and 
we  heartily  wish  he  may  live  to  receive  a 
just  and  ample  compensation  for  all  the 
time  and  labour  he  has  bestowed  on  these 
closely  printed  volumes.  At  all  events, 
he  will  have  a  high  reward  in  the  satis- 
faction  of  his  own  heart,  in  ha\dng  raised 
an  imperishable  monument  to  the  memory 
of  his  own  venerable  father.  Rarely,  in- 
deed, in  the  annals  of  the  world  has  it  ever 
occurred,  that  a  son  could  evince  his  filial 
affection  and  gratitude  by  republishing 
the  works  of  such  a  father.  May  we  not 
hope  that  his  own  mind  has  been  power- 
fully invigorated  by  the  task  be  hfts  now 
gone  through,  and  prepared  for  any  other 
service  which  may  be  allotted  to  him  by 
the  Great  Head  of  the  church? 

Who  could  have  imagined— certainly 
not  Mr.  Fuller  himself,  in  his  twentieth 
year,  when  he  was  working  on  a  little  farm 
in  Cambridgeshire— that  he,  an  unedu- 
cated man,  should  live  to  write  what  now 
appears  to  be  nothing  less  than  a  whole 
library  of  Theology— a  Cyclopaedia  of 
sacred  science,  which  will  bear  comparison 
with  the  *<  Works'*  of  any  Theologian, 
British  or  Foreign. 

Here  we  have  a  body  of  doctrinal,  prac- 
tical, and  polemical  divinity— many  cases 
of  conscience  most  judiciously  handled-— 
Expositions  of  Scripture,  extensive,  and 
rich  with  heavenly  unction— solutions^  of 
knotty  questions,  which  few  besides  him- 
self could  have  untied— discussions  that 
contain  milk  for  babes,  and  meat  for  strong 
men—- Letters,  in  which  he  opens  all  his 
heart  to  his  most  intimate  friends— -long 
trains  of  reasoning,  clear,  compact,  and 
convincing— short,  pithy,  shrewd  remark^ 


sometimes  replete  with  wit  and  humour- 
Sermons,  full  of  tender  and  meltmg  ex- 
postulation— Conversations,  full  of  edify- 
ing truth— and  Dialogues,  ingeniously 
contrived  to  impart  the  most  importauit 
information  in  the  most  agreeable  manner. 

We  have  often  thought  with  admira- 
tion of  that  wonderful  combination  of  ex- 
cellences which  appeared  in  Mr.  Fuller. 
We  have  known  some  ministers  who  could 
reason,  but  if  it  was  with  clearness,  it  was 
also  with  coldness  like  that  of  a  frosty 
night  in  winter.  We  have  heard  others^ 
who  exhibited  a  string  glow  of  feeling  and 
could  touch  the  tenderest  passions — ^but  it 
seemed  all  impression  and  little  or  no  in- 
struction.  But  Mr.  F.  could  reason  with 
bis  pen,  and  melt  with  his  tongue.  In  a 
surprising  manner.  In  hb  ordinary  ser- 
mons, bis  good  sense  led  him  to  avoid  en- 
tering into  profound  argumentation,  which 
he  well  knew  would  be  lost  on  a  mixed  mul- 
titude. If,  indeed,  the  occasion  required, 
he  could  delight  the  most  powerful  minds 
with  the  originality  of  his  thoughts  and 
the  depth  of  his  penetration  into  subjects 
the  most  abstruse  and  inlricate. 

A  great,  part  of  all  this  vast  labour  was 
performed  in  the  midst  of  trials  and  temp- 
tations of  every  shape  and  name,  in  sick- 
ness and  sorrow,  in  journeying  and  weari- 
ness ;  and  often,  while  he  was  employed  in 
building  the  wall,  some  were  aiming  to 
stab  him  in  the  back  | 

We  cannot  look  at  these  volumes  with- 
out being  reminded  that  the  author  was 
one  of  the  eai-lie?t,  steadiest,  and  most  va- 
luable coadjutors  we  ever  had  in  promot- 
ing the  objects  of  the  Baptist  Magazine. 
Always  present  at  our  Annual  Meetings, 
always  alive  to  the  interest  of  the  widows 
intended  to  be  benefitted ;  he  contributed 
also  very  largely  with  his  pen,  which  every 
one  knows  was  '<the  pen  of  a  ready 
writer.*'  For  some  months  previous  to  his 
lamented  death,  he  wrote  far  more  than 
any  other  correspoi^dent  \  and  one  of  the 
last  things  he  sent  was  a  paper  containing 
a  review  of  «*  The  Voice  of  Years."  On 
the  principles  so  ably  maintained  and  de- 
fended in  these  five  volumes,  we, trust  our 
work  will  be  conducted,  long  after  those 
who  are  now  actively  engaged  in  it  have 
been  covered  with  the  dust  of  the  grave.

Treatises,  both  learned  and  popular,  on 
the  evidences  of  Christianity  are  exceed- 
ing^ly  numerous,  bat  not  so  numerous  as 
to  supersede  the  necessity  of  new  publi- 
cations.      Wants    which   are  peculiarly 
local,  catechumens  who  are  continually 
arisiog,  as  well  as  a  variety  of  other  cir- 
cumstances render  it  desirable  to  provide 
new  books  of  instruction  adapted  to  such 
exigencies.     The  author  of  these  lectures 
has  recrently  entered  upon  pastoral  duties, 
as  the  successor  of  the  R«v.  £.  Daniel,  the 
indefatigable  and  devoted  Missionary  in 
Ceylon.     Mr.  B.  is  solicitous  to  convince 
the  irreligious  part  of  the  community,  that, 
notwithstanding  their  Christian  name,  and 
even  though  some  of  them  may  profess- 
edly dissent  from  the  established  form  of 
Christianity,  they  are  still  practical  un- 
believers, and  as  such  are  exposed  to  all 
the  wrath  whichGod  basthreatened  against 
them  in  the  Scriptures.   He  is  at  the  same 
thne  equally  anxious  with  regard  to  real

which  is  in  them,  with  meekness  and  fear. 
It  will  afford   such  persons  pleasure  to 
know  that   Christianity  can  never  be  at- 
tacked with  success;  that  the  gates  of  hell 
cannot  prevail  against  the  foundation  on 
which  they  have  rested  their  hopes ;  and 
that  the  stream,  by  which  they  are  so 
often  refreshed  and  strengthened  by  the 
way,  flows  unmixed  and  pure  from  the 
fountain  of  living  waters.    Such  is  the 
object  of  this  performance.    And  as  the 
unhappy  votaries  of  infidelity  are  dissemi- 
nating their  pernicious  principles  with  un- 
abated  diligence,  it  surely  becomes  the 
friends  of  religion  to  give  every  just  en- 
couragement to  those  publications  which 
are  calculated  to  promote  the  influence  of 
Christian  troth  and  holiness.

These  topics  are  discussed  in  a  clear  and 
comprehensive  manner ;  many  important 
ideas  are  placed  in  an  useful  point  of  view ; 
the  author  uniformly  preserves  great  se- 
riousness of  spirit,  frequently  appeals  in  a 
forcible  manner  to  the  conscience  of  his 
readers,  and,  not  forgetting  that  he  writes 
for  plain  people,  he  constantly  uses  plain- 
ness  of  speech. 

As  a  specimen  of  his  manner  we  give 
the  following  extract  from  his  lecture  on 
the  Danger  of  Infidelity.  In  illustrating 
the  sentiment,  that  the  punishment  of  un- 
belief is  not  always  inflicted  in  the  present 
life,  he  thus  proceeds— 

"Persons  of  distinguished  wealth,  and 
honour,  and  wisdom,  are  often  the  promoters 
of  infidel  opinions ;  kings,  princes,  and  rulers 
have  rejected  the  autWity  of  heaven,  pub- 
licly despised  its  commands,  and  insulted  and 
persecuted  such  as  were  obedient  to  the  King 
of  kings :  yet  crowns  have  still  adorned  their 
heads,  and  gold,  and  silver,  and  precious  stones 
still  decorate  their  dwellings.  Even  the  base 
hypocrisy  of  insincere  ministers  of  the  Gos- 
pel is  not  connected  with  present  punishment, 
although  their  unbelief  is  of  the  most  unparr 
donable  kind.  The  sacred  history,  indeed, 
presents  us  with  a  striking  instance  of  the 
Divine  displeasure,  in  the  destruction  of 
Nadab  and  Abihu,  who  offered  strange  fire 
before  the  Lord  ;  but  this  is  rather  intended 
to  shew  us  what  God  can  do,  than  to  furnish 
us  with  the  rule  of  his  conduct  in  similar 
cases  of  disobedience.  Thus  temporal  pros- 
perity accompanies  such  false  professors: — 
men  who  love  to  be  called  Rabbi,  and  to  be 
considered  as  the  supporters  and  teachers  of 
religion,  but  whose  actions  evince  the  base- 
ness of  their  principles  and  the  infidelity 
which  lurks  within  their  hearts.  Notwith- 
standing their  claim  to  the  characters  of 
teachers,  they  permit  the  peop>le  to  perish 
for  lack  of  knowledge ;  and  while  they  take 
their  gold,  deceive  their  souls  in  exdiange 
for  it,  caring  more  for  the  fleece  than  for  the 
flock  committed  to  their  charge ;  yet  these 
men  have  extensive  mansions,  sumptuous 
tables,  and  the  ^smile  of.  hilarity  plays  upon 
their  features. . 

"  Lest  we  should  pass  over  ourselves  whifs 
2s 
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we  bUune  tiw  fkolt  of  otben,  are  tkere  not 
unbdievert  present,  into  whoee  lap  the  plea*- 
furea  of  life  are  profoadjr  poured  ?  Widiout 
A  breach  of  charity  we  eoold  point  to  some 
who  are  diatingnished  bjr  the  gifta  of  heaTcn, 
which  thqr  repay  with  ingratitude;  who 
enjoy  the  faxowny.  bat  poaaeaa  not  the  looe 
of  God.  Sorronnded  with  opportanitiea  of 
being  aaTed,  and  abundantly  furnished  with 
the  meana  of  grace,  the  fidlow  ground  -haa 
never  yet  been  broken  up,  and  their  hearts 
hare  nerer  produced  dw  fimiti  of  righteoua- 
nesa ;  but  thorns  and  brierst  and  raidc  weeds 
of  riUf  bear  witneas  to  the  soil  of  infidelity 
from  which  they  grow.  Let  such  bewar^ 
lest  sudden  destruction  should  overtake  them, 
and  not  rejoice  in  their  safety  because  they 
have  hitherto  sinned  with  impunity;  the 
calmness  of  their  sky  only  indicates  the 
coming  storm,  and  thrir  ruin  will  be  more 
■evere  in  proportion  aa  it  waa  least  ex- 
pected." p.  6a. 

The  compoaitioD  ia  remarkably  eaay, 
botoccaaiooally  betrays  indications  of  haate 
and  careUasness.  Some  aeateDces  might 
have  been  greatly  improved  by  the  omia. 
•ioo  or  iraoapoaition  of  a  few  words.  The 
«ty  le  is,  however,  perfectly  free  from  affec- 
tation ;  plain,  perapicooua,  and  not  defec- 
tive in  strength.  We  can  cordially  recom- 
taiend  this  volume  aa  well  adapted  to  pro- 
mote the  purpose  designed  by  its  author. 
In  our  manufacturing  districts,  especially, 
where  a  taat^  for  reading  is  extensively 
diffused  among  the  people,  and  where  our 
congregations  are  usually  large  and  nu. 
merous,  we  hope  that  it  will  obtain  a  wide 
circulation.  The  object  proposed  is,  to 
enable  those  who  believe  the  Gospel  to 
prove  the  strength  of  the  foundation  on 
which  they  rest  their  hopes,  and  to  con- 
vince persona  of  iolidel  principles,  that 
Christianity  is  the  glorious  Gospel  of  the 
blessed  God.

The  anetioneer  reckoned,  that  if  the  slaves 
mere  let  out  fin:  iis^  as  we  let  oat  horses  to 
hire,   they  would   prpdnce    the    pirtrhnsor 
SOOO/L   per   annum.     Englishmen    seemed 
horrorHBtruck  at  suck  a  sale  of  human  beings, 
as  though  they  were  beasts.     There  was  a 
death-like  silence  in  the  auction  room.     At 
length  some  one  onieen  exclaimed,  '  I  should 
fear  a  curse  upon  it.'     The  auctioneer  tried 
to  joke  away  the  impression  of  this  remark, 
but  in  vain.     The  few  bidders  stopped  at 
10,400  guineas,  tm  these  persons  were  sup- 
posed to  have  been  some  who  were  merely 
there  to  set  the  sale  foing ;  and  so  the  slaves 
were  not  really  sold  ti  purduMsrs,  but  bonght 
in  for  iheur  «wnflr%  who  could  not  obtsin 
thepiiee." 

May  we  not  hope  that  when  our  youth 
read  this  horrid  tale,  either  now  or  at  some 
future  period,  theirhonest  English  hearts 
wflllead  them  to  execrate  the  auctioneer 
who  eould  joke  on  such  a  subject;  and 
exult,  that  in  1931,  England  would  not 
.  find  parchasersof  human  and  other  cattle !

The  text  on  which  this  Sermon  is  founded 
is  taken  from  the  Lamentations  of  Jere- 
miahy  i.  7,  and  the  design  of  the  preacher 
is  to  offer  **•  some  remarks  on  the  Dutt 
OP  KEEPING  THX  Sabbath  DAY/*  These 
remarks  are  arranged  under  three  divi- 
sions :  how  the  pious  Jews  observed  it 
at  the  period  to  which  the  text  refers; 
how  believers  ought  now  to  keep  the 
Cliristian  Sabbath;  and  the  guilt  and 
danger  incurred  by  those  who  are  found 
amongst  the  mockers  and  despisers  of  that 
hallowed  day.  The  sermon  has  been  pub- 
lished by  request,  and  consists  of  plain, 
pk>us,  and  practical  observations,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  specimen : — 

'<  You  know,  my  hearers,  that  there  ore 
persons  who  never  thus  anticipate  or  enjoy 
the  services  of  God's  house,  on  his  holy  day. 
It  ia  any  thing  but  a  delight  to  their  worldly 
minds,  their  eold  affections,  or  their  carnal 
hearts;  they  would  feel  greater  delight  to 
have  a  ride  into  the  country,  or  even  to 
gossip  away  the  day  in  idle  chit-chat,  than  in 
worshipping  God  in  his  house,  or  inquiring  in 
bis  temple.  And  you  know  such  too,  who,  on 
the  Sabbath-day,  feel  as  Jacob  did  when  at 
Bethel;  "  Surdy  this  is  none  other  than  the 
house  of  God,  and  this  isihe  gate  of  heaven."

MBA.Le  Frank  having  lost  her  mother 
in  her  infancy,  was  kindly  taken  by  her 
annt^and  treated  as  her  own  child,  of  whom 
she  always  spoke  with  tender  afiection. 
It  wai  not  until  after  her  marriage  that 
she  had  anyserioas  thonghti  abont  her 
iKMil.  A  friend  she  very  highly  esteemed, 
lent  her  Russeirs  Sermons  j  she  read  them 
atteniiirely,  and  was  greatly  alarmed  by 
reading  that  on  the  unpardonable  sin,  fear, 
ing  she  had  cximmitted  it.  So  great  was 
her  distress  thai  she  conld  not  take  her 
regular  repose:  she  was,  indeed,  most 
wretched,  and  knew  not  what  to  do.  Being 
advised  to  have  a  clergyman  yirit  her,  she 
told  him  the  state  of  her  mind ;  but  his 
advice  affording  her  no  relief,  she  was  still 
the  prey  of  deep  despair ;  when  her  case 
being  made  known  to  a  pioas  individual 
in  the  village  where  she  resided,  he  visited 
her,  and  pointed  her  to  the  Lamb  of  God 
that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world  3  and 
his  kind  and  Christian  instructions  were 
the  means  of  conveying  relief  to  her 
wounded  spirit.  She  spoke  of  this  erent 
as  being  much  blessed  to  her  in  bringing 
her  under  the  sound  of  the  Gospel.  Hav- 
ing attended  on  the  means  with  pleasure 
and  profit,  she  became  desirous  of  follow- 
ing the  Lord  Jesus  in  the  ordinance  of  be- 
lievers* baptism,  and  united  herself  to  the 
church  at  Ingham  in  Norfolk,  where  she 
was  enabled  to  maintain,  a  good  report, 
adorning  the  doctrine  of  God  her  Saviour. 
After  her  second  marriage  she  had  a 
long  afflicttoo,  which  she  considered  as  a 
means  of  quickening  her  in  the  divine  life : 
she  was  often  filled  with  doubts  and  fears 3 
bnt,  notwithstanding  her  faith  wasseverely 
exercised,  she  continued  a  steady  follower 
of  her  Lord  and  Saviour.  She  feltextremely 
anziotts  for  the  salvation  of  her  near  and 
dear  friends  and  those  who  were  so  kind 
to  her  in  early  life*  whose  a£fectionate  re- 
spect ibr  her  was  manifested  to  its  close. 
She  was  a  conatant  attendant  on  the 


means  of  grace,  being  very  often  found 
waiting  in  the  house  of  God  three  times  on 
the  Sabbath,  and  00  the  weekly  meetings 
whenever  she  was  able ;  saying  she  was 
a  poor  creature,  but  she  hoped  she  did 
love  the  Lord,  and  felt  it  her  duty  and 
privilege  to  wait  on  him.  For  a  yearor  two 
before  her  death  she  lamented  that  the 
cares  of  the  world,— arising  from  the  build- 
ing of  a  dwelling-house,— were  a  great  bin. 
drance  to  her,  but  she  hoped,  after  these 
were  over,  she  should  be  at  liberty  both  In 
body  and  mind  to  attend  more  to  spiritual 
things.    Such,  however,  is  the  uncertainty 
of  all  earthly  enjoyments,  that  just  as  her 
habitation  was  completed,  and  the  time 
came  for  her  to  reap  the  anticipated  fruit 
of  her  care  and  labours,  and  to  possess 
the  promised  leisure  for  spiritual  duties, 
she  began  to  feel  symptoms  of  a  disorder 
which  ended  in  her  death.    At  the  begin- 
ningof  her  affliction  she  felt  desirous  of  life, 
and  some  fears,  as  to  the  safety  of  her  state; 
but  her  minister  and  Christian  friends  re- 
garded her  as  *<  an  Israelite  mdeed,*^  and 
the  thought  that  the  church  below  must 
soon  lose  so  valuable  a  member,  filled 
their  minds  with  pain.     It  gave  her  great 
pleasure  and   satisfaction   to    have   the 
prayers  and  conversation  of  her  serioos 
friends  in    her  illness.    In  conversation 
with  one  of  them,  as  to  her  manner  of  life, 
she  said  she  had  been  a  poor  short-coming 
follower  of  Christ  if  she  were  one  at  all, 
but  she  had  in  her  poor  way  kept  up 
family  prayer  for  some  years,  and  then,  at 
the  request  of  the  friend  to  whom  the 
above  was    in    confidence  related,  she 
sweetly  offered  up  a  prayer  for  various 
blessings,  and  humbly  confessed  her  sins 
and  short  comings,  and  her  reliance  on 
her  blessed  Jesus  for  pardon  and  salvation. 
In  the  latter  stages  of  her  very  painful 
affliction  she  was  quite  weaned  from  the 
world,  and  longed  to  depart  to  be  with 
Christ,  saying,  she  hoped  she  had  not  de- 
ceived herself,  her  whole  dependance  was 
on  the  Saviour! 
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At  one  season  the  ofaserred,  ^  Thu  world 
is  nothing  to  me ;  nor  are  any  of  the  com- 
forts of  this  life  (and  Rhe  had  maay)  any 
thing  to  me  now ;  I  can  gladly  leave  them 
all.  My  poor  husband  (said  she)  will 
miss  me,  but  I  have  given  him  the  best 
advice  1  coald's  I  liave  prayed  with  him 
and  for  him,  and  I  hope  he  will  never  for<^ 
sake  the  public  worship  of  God.*'  Her 
anxious  concern  for  the  souls  of  all  her  re- 
latives-was manifest  to  the  last,  and  fear, 
ing  lest  attendance  on  her  should  deprive 
them  of  the  means  of  grace,  she  expressed 
wish  that  not  any  shonld  be'  detained 
from  the  house  of  God~but  what  necessity 
leqaired.  She  begged  her  husband  and 
a  relative  to  go  to  chapel  the  Sabbatii  ere 
she  left  this  vale  of  tears,  and  It  seemed 
to  give  her  pleasure  to  know  that  they, 
were  attending  the  means  of  grace,  how- 
ever she  was  racked  with  pain  at  home., 
There -was  one  friend  in'  particular  who 
visited  her  at  this  season,  and  who  was  as 
a  sister  to  her,  forwhdse  eternal  welfare 
she  was  much  concerned.  She  observed  to 
one  near  her,  ^  I  talked  very  faithfully  to 
Mrs.  R.  when  she  was  here,  and  told  her 
that  she  and  I  had  not  long  to  be  in  this 
world;  that  though  likely  I  should  begone 
first,  1  hoped  she  would  give  up  the  world 
more,  leave  off  visiting  on  Sundays,  and 
attend  to  the  things  which  would  benefit 
her  soul.'* 

Nature  being  nearly  worn  out  by  her 
agonizing  disorder,  which  ended  in  dropsy, 
she  could  talk  but  little,  but  delighted  in 
having  prayer  offered  up  with  and  for  her 
as  long  as  she  could  attend  to  it,  and 
would  frequently  indicate  that  she  had  a 
good  hope  through  grace;  that  Jesus  was 
the  rock  on  which  she  built,  and  that  she 
should  findthat^- 

**  A  feeble  saint  should  win  the  day, 
«  Tho*  death  and  hell  ohstmct  the  way.** 

She  died  in  faith,  January  18th,  1831, 
aged  &6  years,  leaving  no  children,  but  a 
very  kind  husband  to  lament  her  1o8s»  Her 
mortal  remains  were  interred  in  the  burial 
ground  at  Ingham  chapel,  when  her  pastor, 
the  Rev.  James  Yenimore,  addressed  an 
afiected  audience  from  Micah  vl.  9,  last 
clause,  and  the  following  Sabbath  preach- 
ed her  funeral  sermon  from  Jonah  iv.  9, 
first  clhUfte.  It  may  truly  be  said  she 
lived  icspccted  and  died  lamented. 


MRS.  HANNAH  COLMAN,  GUlLS- 

BOROUGH. 
Mrs.  Hannah  Colman  was  baptixed  by 
the  late  Rev.  John  Edmonds,  of  Guils- 
boroogh,  and  stood  an  honorable  member 
of  the  church  in  that  place  about  five>and 
twenty  years.  Her  last  H  loess  was  short 
—she  was  at  the  Lord's  table  on  the  first 
Sabbath  in  April,  and  died  on  the  lOlh  of 
the  same  month,  in  the  fhitb  and  hope  of 
the  Gospel.  Mrs.  Colman  was  of  a  peace- 
able disposition— silent  on  the  defects  of 
others,  but  exulted  in  all  she  heard  to 
their  credit  and  honour.  She  was  regu- 
larly in  her  place  at  social  and  public 
worship,  and  never  required  an  exhorta* 
tion  firom  her  pastor  to  this  duty.  She 
possessed  a  liberal  spirit.  She  was  indeed 
very  poor  in  her  woridfy  drcumstances,  but 
infiiithand  good  works,  she  was  truly  rich. 
On  every  occasion  she  was  the  first  to 
give,  and  if  she  could  not  bring  her  mite, 
she  would  send  it,  and  has  often  f  umbbed 
her  grand-children  with  pence  for  public 
colliections,  for  the  purpose  of  training 
them  to  habits  of  liberality.  Above  all, 
she  was  a  good  woman,  and  feared  God 
above  many.  She  was  silent,  but  efficient, 
•^retired,  but  well-known— mild,  but  firm 
as  a  pillar  of  the  earth,  and  uniform  as  the 
course  of  time.  Her  memory  is  blessed 
and  embalmed  in  the  recollectioD  of  all 
who  knew  her.  Her  piety  had  no  super, 
stition— her  morality  had  no  ostentatioD 
—her  humility  had  no  meanness — her  pa- 
tience no  apathy— nor  her  zeal  any  rash- 
ness. In  a  word,  her  piety  was  a  tme 
portion  of  celestial  fire— -while  it  enlight- 
ened her  understanding,  it  warmed  her 
heart— and  she  died,  in  the  71st  year  of 
her  age,  j  ust  as  quietly  as  she  had  lived,  pa^ 
tient,  calm,  cheerful,  and  happy.  There 
was  a  firmness  in  her  faith — an  immorta- 
lity in  her  hope— a  migesty  and  glory  in 
her  death.  Oh !  «<  let  me  die  the  death  of 
the  righteous,  and  let  my  last  end  be  like 
bis."  Mrs.  Colman  was  interred  hi  the 
burying  ground  belonging  to  the  Baptist 
church  at  Guilsborough,  on  the  ISth  idt., 
and  her  funeral  sermon  was  pieadied  on 
the  following  Sabbath  by  her  pastor,  the 
Rev.  James  Clark,  from  Job  t.  ^  ^llioa 
shalt  come  to  thy  grave  in  a  full  age,  like 
as  a  shock  of  com  cometh  IB  m  hb  teaaott.'*

« Intelligence  has  been  received  that  daring 
their  ishort  stay  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
a  Public  Meeting  was  held,  at  which  the 
Rev.    Dr.   Philip  presided,  and  which  has 


for  distribution.  In  London  alone  more  than 
700,000  have  been  printed — ^in  addition  to 
above  260,000  small  hand-bill  tracts,  ex- 
plaining the  principles  or  promoting  the  ob- 
ject of  the  Society,  which,  with  27,000 
copies  of  the  ^'British  and  Foreign  Teniper- 
aiiee  Herald,**  make  a  total  of  995,000  pub- 
lications :  independently  of  many  large  edi- 
tions of  tratets  issued  from  provincial  presses. 
**  The  Committee  has  not  been  aUe  to  spread 
more  than  a  very  small  proportion  of  these 
by  gratuitous  distribution.  To  the  ext^t 
of  their  power,  they  have  readily  met  appli- 
cations of  this  nature;  and,  among  many 


ance  Society  at  Cape  Town.  We  find}  also, 
that  similar  Societies  are  now  established  at 
Graham's  Town,  and  among  the  Hottentots 
on  the  Kat  river:  a  class  of  men,  who,  but 
a  short  time  before,  had  been  declared,  by 
their  neighbours  at  the  Cape,  to  be  "  beyond 
the  teach  of  good  example."  Sevoi  hundred 
Hottentots  had  become  members,  and  they 
had  addressed  ^  Governor,  petitioning  thi^ 
not  any  licenses  for  canteens  (equivalent  to 
our  public-houses)  should  be  granted  for  their 
new  settlement. 

"  The  Fourth  Report  of  the  American  Tem- 
peiaaoe  Society,  replete  with  information  of 
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tht  biglmt  intereit  legarding  <h«  pragw  of 
Temperance  Societiee  abroad^  haa  been  re- 
pnbluhed  in  Lmidon.  From  thia  document 
we  learn  that  *  in  tbe  island  of  Oahu  ia  a 
Society  of  more  than  1000  members,  all  of 
whom  engage  not  to  ine  or  to  traffic  in  ardent 
spirits,  or  in  any  way  to  furnish  them  iw  the 
the  use  of  others.* 

"  The  objection,  once  sincerely  urged  by 
some  ejcoeUent  persona,  that  Temperance  Sc^ 
detiea  might  be  set  in  the  place  of  the  Goupti, 
is  daily  yielding  to  dearer  views  of  their  na- 
ture tind  office.  It  ia  practically  refuted  by 
the  countenance  of  the  wise  and  the  good, 
and  by  the  zealous  co-operation  of  clergymen 
and  ministers  of  all  denominations,  who  re- 
joice in  the  success  to  which  their  own  effinrts 
have  most  powerfully  contributed. 

**  The  necessity  of  strenuous  e£B»rts,  to  stem 
the  advancing  tide  of  immorality,  is  apparent 
from  the  simple  fact  that,  in  the  course  of 
last  year,  81,353  persons  have  been  found 
in  such  a  state  of  drunken  insensibility  as  to 
be  taken  into  custody  on  this  account  alone, 
by  the  metropolitan  police.  How  many  thou- 
sands mor^  under  a  much  smaller  d^free  of 
intoxicating  excitement,  have  been  betrayed 
into  the  commission  of  sins  for  which  they 
must  render  awful  account  at  the  bar  of 
Eternal  Justice  ? 

**  To  those  who  sincerely  doubt  whether 
the  simple  system  of  the  Temperance  Society 
can  be  effectually  opposed  to  this  mighty 
mass  of  evil,  the  Committee  would  uphold 
the  encQuragipg  evidence  of  reformation  in 
America,  where  half  a  million  of  persons  are 
united  in  Temperance  Societies  (according  to 
the  latest  account) ;  'producing,  by  their 
efforts  and  influence,  a  diminution  of  above 
one-third  of  the  consumption  of  distiHed 
spirits  throughout  the  whole  United  States ; 
—they  would  point  to  more  than  90,000 
British  subjects  already  enrolled  as  members 
of  these  societies;  —they  would  adduce 
the  testimony  of  commercial  men  in- 
terested in   the   sale    of  spirituous  liquors; 

an4   they  would  appeid   to   the    incon- 

tr9vertible  evidence  of  public  documents, 
proving  that  the  duties  paid  upon  distilled 
spirits  have,  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  year 
only,  diminished  to  the  amount  of  £255,000; 
while,  during  the  same  three  months,  an  aug- 
mentation of  th^  amount  of  dutieaupon  other 
exciseable  articles,  chiefly  of  substantial  com- 
fort, has  more  than  countehrtuled  ihis  large 
defidcation  upon  spirit*,  notwithstanding  the 
general  piiessure  of  distress  upon  the  great 
of  consumers.** 


The  Right  Rer.  Prelates  above  men- 
tioned, the  Rev.  Dr.  Bennett,  J.  M«Lean 
(of  Sheffield),  Dr.  Rye  Smith,  J,  W.  Can*> 


nlnghaai^  alioSir  J.  WeU^P.  C.Cnuop* 
ton,  Eaq.  (Solidtor  General  for  Ireland), 
Capt.  Brenton,  R.  N.  H.  Pownall,  Eaq. 
Mr.  Brougbton  (one  of  tbe  Mag^trates  at 
Worship  Street)  severally  advocated  tiie 
claims  of  the  Society,  and  disposed  of  tbe 
objections  nsnally  niiged  against  K. 

Oar  readers  will  perceive  from  the  fol- 
lowing specimen,  which  is  all  our  limiti 
will  afford*,  that  the  argumenls  employed 
on  this  occasion  were  ooiwitructed  of  more 
solid  materials  than  figsaents  of  fancy  or 
figures  of  rhetoric.  Thus  reasoned  the 
Solicitor  General  for  Ireland:— 

**  There  is  sn  dbjeetion  whieh  I  bstve  heard 
from  persons  of  grssf  respectability,  fWan 
persons  of  giMt  infonnatba,  of  great  talent, 
persons  who  are  poKtieal  eoonomists,  persons 
who  are  financiers,  and  persons  who  are  pa- 
triots to  boot,  and  the  objection  is  thus  sti^ 
— ><  I  approve  of  yoor  prineiples ;  your  So- 
ciety hassKcdlent  obytets  hi  view,  but  I  feu 
itssuoeess,  Ihu  Ibrths  atata^  England, 
I  dread  that  the  snceess  of  the  Temperaaos 
Society  will  be  the  ruin  of  our  revenue,'  aad 
thrt  indeed  is  a  most  serious  matter  for  con- 
sideratian.  We  are  told,  and  truly  told,  that 
we  have  a  debt  of  900^00,0002.  on  the 
nation-M-we  are  toM.  that  it  reqaives  no  less 
than  28,000,0()02.  a  year  to  .pay  the  intsrest 
of  the  debt — and  we  are  toid  that  it  vequiies 
no  less  than  about  22,000,0001.  to  pay  the 
annual  «xpen<Kture  afitcr  paying  the  interest 
of  the  debt ;  and  thus  50,000^000/.  most  be 
raised  annually  in  order  to  miintsiri  Engiand 
in  the  proud  and  gloiious  position  in  which 
she  stands  among  the  nations  of  the  eaiih. 
l^ow  the  revenue  from  ^rits  annnally 
amounts  to  nearly  an  eighth  pert  of  Ihe  whole 
revenue  of  the  country. .  It  is^a^monstsoas 
fact  that  the  revenuQ  of  spirits  alone  amounts 
to  about  6,000,0002.  in  the  year.  The 
financier  aays^  Will  you  cr^iple  the  ifsmunH 
of  the  country  ?  .  How  are  we  to  meet  our 
debt  ?  How  are.  we  to  meet  the  axpenditeR 
and  avoid  national  nun  aad  puhlio  tMak- 
ruptcy  ?  But  in  conseqnsneeof  your  Soeietyy 
he  adds,  (and  I  admit,*  truly  .it  is  a  most 
important  fact),  in  the  last  year  €be  rnrenne 
firom  spirits  haa  iallen  aS  thorangfaont  the 
United  Kingdom,  in  Goasequeneejofthe.dn- 
ficiency  of  consumption  sa  osnqpared  udth 
former  years,  noik  lesa  thsu-a-qnartsr  mi-  a 

*'  A  full  report  of  the  proceediogs  of  the

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mUU<m  i>f  money.     Nearty  lOO^OOO  giticmi 
vi  gm  leas  hmrm    hetn  oonsttmed.     Is  this 
OtrUnitaliiB  to  Teoopcranoe  Societies?     Not 
lltogeliiAr,  bnt  unqnestioiiably  it  is  in  some 
dBgwc»  and  in  s  gnat  degree.     But  dieO) 
lays  tbc  financier,   fbn  are  arguing  against 
your  own  eause,  yon  are  supplying  me  with 
a  «tt<mg  aigiunent  against  Temperance  So- 
cieties ;  lor,  if  you  go  on  making  progress, 
the  result  will  be,   not  2A6,000/.  deficient, 
but  the  whole  of  the  6,000,0002.  will  be  lost, 
and  with  that  the  country  is  lost.     Now  this 
queation  does  deserve  consideration,  because 
every  man  who  feels  an  interest  in  tliis  great 
and  glorious  country  must  feel  that,  the  mo- 
ment &ith  is  broken  with  the  nation^  credi-* 
tor,  that  moment  the  glories  of  England  are 
gaw  Ar  ever ;  and  therefore  I  meet  the  <^ 
^ction^     it  ddea  not  come  from  one  of  those 
patriots  who  drink  liar  the  good  of  their  conn- 
try ^it  does  not  come  from  one  of  those  meki 

whose  patriotisnii    is    proportionate    to  the 
capacity  of  his  stomach — ^whose  patriotism  is 
as  wide  as  his  swallow,  and  as  exhaustless  as 
his  thirst.     That  is  not  the  person  it  comes 
frMxi._it  comes  from  the  sober  financier,  a 
man  too  wise  to  drink  himself, .  but  so  wise 
that  he  tlunks  people  ought  to  drink  in  order 
to  produce  a  revenue  to  the  country.     Now, 
first,  is  it  possiUe  that  the  principles  of  mo- 
nli^  and  religion  can  be  found  in  direct  con- 
tradiction to  die  principles  of  political  econo- 
my?    Is  there   any.  Scotch  philosopher,  or 
philosopher  of  any  country,  who  would  main- 
tain that  doctrine    in  general?       I  would 
just  ask  this  objector.  Whence  the  revenue  of 
the  country  comes.     Does  not  the  revenue 
arise  out  of  the  total  wealth  of  the  country? 
and  will  any  man  conscientiously  tell  me  that 
that  which  produces  the  pauperism  of  the 
individuals  can  enrich  the  mass  ? — ^that  that 
which  diminishes  private  prc^rty  shall  make 
the  public  wealth  ?     I  say  it  is  impossible-^ 
I  say  it  is  absurd  ;  and  from  general  princi- 
ples, the  principle  of  morality  and  religion, 
I  would  give    the  position  a  direct  doiial. 
But  I  am  not  satisfied  with  dealing  in  gene- 
rals.    I  wish  to  come  to  pai-ticulars,  to  dose 
quarters  with  n^  adversary  on  the  subject. 
First,  I  put  down  on  the  financier's  creditor 
side  of  the  account  six  millions  for  ardent 
spirit,  which  is  the  revmue  aribing  firom  it 
to  the  country.     Now  do  you  know  how 
much  it  costs  the  nation  to  provide  this  poi- 
son for  0ur  people  ?  90  less  than  fifteen  mil- 
lions are  annually  expended  for  that  purpose, 
so  that  ardent  qpirit  takes  no  less  thui  fifteen 
millions  per  annum  out  cl  the  pockets  of  the 
nation*  and  puts  six  miilions  a  year  into  the 
pocket  of  the  nation.     Is  there  any  one  who 
mderstands  common  arithmstic  that  oan  mist- 
take  th^  argumest?     I  take  it  that  if  yon 
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subtract  sht  millions  from  Jiftoen  millions 
there  will  remain  a  considerable  batanoe  lA 
favour  of  the  debtor  side  of  the  account—^ 
namely,  nine  millions.  Now  what  is  the 
next  item  to  be  put  down  in  the  account  ? 
You  have  heard,  and  heard  most  truly,  that 
at  leist  three-fourths  of  the  crimes  that  are 
committed  throughout  this  great  empire  are 
perpetrated  under  the  influence  and  at  the  in- 
stigation of  ardent  spirit.  Now  what  doel 
the  produce  of  crime  cost  the  nation  ?  What 
are  the  costs  of  prosecutions,  gaols,  and  trans- 
portations? How  many  persons  are  there 
in  penitentiaries,  in  poor-houses,  in  hospitals, 
from  circumstances  attendant  upon  and  re- 
sulting from  the  commission  of  crime  ?  Is 
there  any  man  that  can  calculate  them  ? 

'*  But  to  come  to  particulars  again.  "What 
was  the  amount  of  poor's  rates  in  England 
last  year  ?  I  speak  in  round  numbers,  but  I 
am  near  the  amount :  8,000,0002.  of  money. 
How  much,  I  would  ask,  of  this  pauperism 
has  been  caused  by  ardent  spirit?  Ihat  is 
a  simple  argument  to  any  man  acquainted 
with  the  lowest  grades  of  human  society. 
Let  him  go  to  the  parish  authorities  in  this 
town — ^let  him  investigate,  let  him  inquire, 
and  ask  each  man  he  finds,  the  history  of  his 
downfall,  his  first  temptation,  his  first  act  of 
imprudence,  his  first  crime,  and  he  will  find 
in  every  instance,  as  I  have  done  where  I 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  arriving  at  in- 
formation on  the  subject,  that  it  is  traced  home 
to  the  great  criminal,  ardent  spirit.  I  speak 
moderately  when  I  say  that,  three-fourths  of 
this  pauperism  are  produced  by  ardent  spirits ; 
but  take  one  half  of  the  amount,  and  add 
that  to  the  9,000,OOOZ.  and  yon  have  a  ba- 
lance on  the  debtor  side  of  the  account  to  the 
amount  of  1S,000,000Z.  But  is  there  no- 
thing more?  What  are  the  expenses  of  all 
our  hospitals  and  lunatic  asylums?  Look 
again  at  all  our  charitable  foundations,  the 
glory  of  England — ^what  makes  all  these  ne- 
cessary ?  There  is  always  enough  of  misfor- 
tune, but  the  greater  part  of  the  objects  of 
these  institutions  have  been  rendered  depen- 
dent upon  them  in  consequence  of  ardent 
spirit  ?  How  much  more  is  to  be  put  down 
on  that  account  ?  But  as  I  am  addressing  a 
political  economist,  who  talks  ifiuch  and  well' 
about  the  value  of  time  and  labour,  I  would 
ask  him,  What  is  the  value  of  time  and  labour 
annually  wasted  in  consequence  of  ardent 
spirit?  How  much  health  is  consumed? 
How  mueh  of  morals  are  depraved?  How 
many  souls  are  lost  through  ardent  spirit  ? 
AO  these  chaiges  I  bring  then  to  swdl  the 
debtor  side  of  this  account.  Their  moral 
magnitude  defies  estimation ;  $ha31 1  exagge- 
rate if  I  state  their  pecuniary  amount  at  no 
l^s  than  SO^00a,000/. ?    What    th6i  be-'

comet  of  th«  argument  about  the  revenue? 
Must  not  the  taxation  be  proportionate  to 
the  whole  wealth  of  the  population? 

"  See  then  what  the  tuocesa  of  the  Temper- 
ance Societies  will  accomplish.  It  will  re- 
lieve the  people  of  the  united  empire  of  the 
annual  pressure  of  80,000,0002.  What  sig- 
nify  your  6,000,000/.  when  put  in  compe-* 
tition  with  this  80,000,0002.  Is  there  not 
an  abundant  material  for  taxation — a  taxation 
that  will  not  be  felt.  You  may  improve  the 
health,  the  comfort,  the  happiness,  the  morals, 
and  the  religion  of  your  population,  and  after 
all  rid  them  of  80,000,000/.  of  annual  pres- 
sure. 

<*  But  before  I  leave  it  I  would  press  the 
matter  a  little  farther,  and  bring  it  directly 
home  to  the  capacity  of  every  individual.     I 
find,  by  the  excise  returns  for  the  last  year, 
this  remarkable  fact,  which  has,  I  must  say, 
been  very  ably  and  most  usefully  commented 
upon  by  "  the  Times**  newspaper,  and  I  de- 
light to  find  that  great  engine  operating  on 
the  public  mind,  embarked  in  so  great  and 
good  a  cause.     The  excise  within  the  last 
year  has  increased  beyond  that  of  the  former 
year,  although  in  the  article  of  spirits  there 
has  been,  as  I  before  stated,  a  diminution  of 
855,0002.  or  thereabouts.     The  excise  on 
every  article  of  consumption,  except  spirits, 
has  increased.     Now  does  not  this  fact  go  as 
a  direct  answer  to  the  financier  ?     As  you 
cut  off  the  revenue  on  spirits  you  will  increase 
it  in  every  other  way,  because  you  increase 
the  comforts  of  the  poor.     You  cut  off  the 
chief  cause  which  tempts  to  vicious  expen- 
diture ;  you  induce  habits  of  order,  of  clean- 
liness, and  saving ;  you  give  the  poor  a  taste 
for  better  things ;  and  tbe  result  is,  as  has 
been  stated  in  a  particular  instance,  they  go 
to  the  grocers,   they  go  to  other  than  the 
poison  shops  and  purchase  little  luxuries,  but 
wholesome  luxuries,    luxuries    beneficial   to 
themselves  and  profitable  to  the  state.     I 
would  beg  to  read  an  extract  to  the  meeting, 
or  rather   a  note  appended  to  an  article  in  a 
Useful  work,  which  must  be  known  to  a  great 
many  present.     I  allude  to  Mr.  Colquhoun*s 
work  on  the  Police  of  the  Metropolis,  a  work 
published  many  years  before  Temperance  So- 
cieties were   thought   of.      Mr.  Colquhoun 
says,  <  It  is  a  curious  and  important  fact  that 
during    the    period   when    distilleries    were 
stopped  in  1796-7,  although  bread  and  every 
necessary  of  life  wek'e  considerably  higher  than 
during  the  preceding  year,  yet  in  that  quarter 
of  the  town  where  the  poor  chiefly  reside  they 
were  apparently  more  comfortable,  paid  their 
rents  more  regularly,   and  were  better  fed 
than    at   any  other   period   for  some  years 
before.       This,'  says  Mr.  Colquhoun,    'can 
only  be  accounted  for  by  their  being  denied 


tha  indulgence  of  gin,  which  in  het  was  ia  i 
great  measure  inacoesaiUe  from  it»  high  price. 
Yet,  during  the  greater  part  of  this  period^ 
bread  was  fifteen  pence  the  quartern  loaf,  and 
meat  higher  in  price  than  during  the  preced- 
ing years.*     I  do  think  this  fact  is  very  va- 
luable, and  this  gentleman  has  here  antici- 
pated what  Temperance.  Societies  oookl  ae- 
complbh.     He  has  shown  that  the  only  war 
in  which  you  can  rdieve  the  country  is  by 
making   ardent  spirits   inaccessible   to    the 
people.     One  gentleman  says,    '  Bring  in  a 
law,   and  put  a  high  duty,  upon  them,  10*. 
a  quart.*     I  remember  a  period  when  in 
L'eland  there  was  a  very  high  duty  on  spirits* 
and   what  was  the  consequence?     It   was 
drunk  almost  as  much  as  ever.     Smuggling 
then  commenced  and  was  carried  on  to  an 
immense  extent,  and  in  the  end  violence,  and 
perjury,  and  crime,  were  increased  to  a  de- 
gree that  desolated  a  portion  of  the  country. 
Thus  you  see  the  dilemma  in  which  you  are 
placed.     The  law  cannot  hdp  you.     If  you 
lay  on  a  heavy  duty,  smugglii^  commences  ; 
if  you  take  off  the  duty,  cheapness  invites  to 
consumption.     Therefore  it  is  voluntary  as- 
sociation only  that  can  meet  the  evil. 

Another  objection  lo  ijiniting  with  the 
Society,  and  tba^  perhaps,  one  the  moNt 
cooBOionly  urged  by  the  temperate  portion 
of  the  community,  Mr.  M*Lean  thu<«  sah- 
mitted  to  the  test  of  experience  and  an- 
swered by  an  appeal  to  facty  shewing  the 

insidious  character  of  the  evil  complained  of. 

<'  Some  say,**  he  observed,  « they  will  not 
join  us  because  they  are  in  no  darker.  I  will 
not  dwell  upon  this  topic,  but  I  cannot  say  I 
am  in  no  dttiger.  I  would  not  be  the  man 
who  would  come  boldly  forward  and  say,  *  I 
am  not  in  danger.'  I  remember,  and  so 
must  many  of  you,  that  many  persons  just  as 
unlikely  to  become  intemperate  as  the  most 
temperate  person  in  this  hall,  have  degraded 
themselves  by  this  sin,  and  there  is  no  icer- 
tainty  against  temptation.  I  cannot  describe 
to  you  how  I  have  been  a£feeted  this  last  week 
by  a  statemmt  which  I  have  heard  concern- 
ing an  individual  eminent  ibr  literary  endow- 
ments, who  was  the  last  man  that  I  should 
have  expected  to  beoome  a  prey  to  intemper- 
anoe,  but  who  has  disgraced  his  profisasion  by 
giving  way  to  several  acts  of  intemperance ; 
and,  after  that  individual  has  so  acted,  from 
what  I  know  of  him,  I  cannot  but  feel  that 
the  best  of  men  is  not  beyond  ^  reach  of 
danger.  But  even  if  they  were  in  no  danger 
— ^if  you  could  have  spirits  on  your  taUe,  and 
take  them  after  dinner  without  being  neoes- 
sarily  pushed  on  the  verge  of  intemperance— 
if  your  religious  principles  kept  yon  within 
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iae  Testralot,  and  yon  never  increaaed  the 
(quantity  and  therefore  never  became  drunk- 
ards— do  you  know,  are  you  aware,  whether 
your  ton  who  sees  you  drink  them,  and  is 
recommended  by  yonr  practice  to  this  per- 
niciotts  Bubetanoef  has  the  same  strength  of 
principle  ?  Are  yon  sure  that  every  person 
to  whom  you  recommend  these  substances  at 
your  table,  is  armed  with  the  principle  that 
arms  you?  You  are  not  sure  of  it.  Alas ! 
many  religious  parents,  there  is  great  reason 
to  fear,  have  become  unconsciously  the  ruin 
of  theh*  children  ;  but  they  cannot  be  so  any 
knger,  since  the  light  of  Tempeituice  Societies 
has  been  cast  over  the  land.  Many  religious 
parents  have  unconsciously  made  drunkards 
of  their  children,  and  th«ir  children  have 
afterwards  beggared  them  in  their  circum- 
stances and  broken  their  hearts.  Oh !  let  us 
remember  that  we  are  not  only  responsible 
with  reference  to  ourselves,  but  in  a  certain 
sense  with  reference  to  others.  A  respectable 
gentleman  at  Edinburgh  relates  a  most  affect- 
ing fiust,  which  I  will  briefly  repeat  A  re- 
ligtous  Udy  at  Edinburgh  was  sent  to  visit 
a  woman  who  was  dying  in  consequence  of 
disease  snperindnoed  by  habits  of  intemper- 
ance. The  woman  had  formerly  been  in  the 
habit  of  washing  in  this  lady's  family,  and 
when  she  came  to  the  dying  woman  she  re- 
monstrated wilh  her  on  the  folly  and  wicked- 
ness of  her  conduct,  in  giving  way  to  so 
dreadful  a  sin  as  that  of  intemperance.  The 
dying  wonun  said,  <  You  have  been  the 
anthor  of  my  intemperance.'  <  What  did 
you  say?'  with  pious  horror  exclaimed  the 
lady — '  I  the  anthor  of  your  intemperance  !' 
'  Yes,  Ma'am,  I  never  drank  whiskey  till  I 
came  to  wash  in  yonr  femily :  you  gi^ve  me 
some  and  said  it  would  do  me  good.  I  felt 
invigorated,  and  you  gave  it  me  again.  When 
I  was  at  otlier  houses  not  so  hospitable  as 
yours  I  purchased  a  little,  and  by  and  by  I 
found  my  way  to  the  spirit  shop,  and  thought 
it  was  necessary  to  carry  me  through  my 
hard  work ;  and  by  little  and  little  I  became 
what  you  now  see  me.'  Yon  may  conceive 
what  this  lady  felt.  If  any  of  us  may  uncon- 
scionsly  have  been  guilty  of  similar  deeds, 
the  times  of  this  ignorance  God,  we  trust,  hath 
winked  at;  but  coacerning  this  ofifence  he 
certainly  now  commaadeth  all  men  every 
where  to  repent,^* 


*  We  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  Aisso- 
ciations  of  the  Yorkriiire  and  Lancashire 
Baptist  churches,  at  their  late  Meeting  at 
Salendine  Hook  near  Hnddersfidd*  passed  a 
leeolation  on  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  James 
Lister,  of  Liverpool,  seconded  by  the  Rev.

The  Bishop  of  Chester  moved,  **  That  it 
appearing  desirable  to  render  the  form  of  de- 
claration more  simple,  the  following  be 
adopted,  and  recommended  to  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties:.— 

"  We  agree  to  abstain  from  distilled  spirits, 
except  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  to  dis- 
countenance the  causes  and  practice  of  in- 
temperance.*^ 

The  resolution  was  seconded  by  P.  C 
Crampton,  Esq.  and  carried  unanimously. 
The  collection  amounted  to  113/.  9«.  ll^d. 


BAPTIST  nXNOMIKATIONAL  MKRIN6. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  June  21,  the 
usual  meeting  was  held  at  Church  Street, 
Blackfriars,  and  was  more  numerously  at- 
tended than  for  some  years  past.  The 
Rev.  James  Upton  was  called  to  tba 
Chair,  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rer. 
James  Pilkington  of  Rayleigh,  a  Report 
which  he  had  been  appointed  tu  draw  up, 
was  read  by  Mr.  Belcher  of  Chelsea,  and 
the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted:— 

L  That  the  Report  now  read  be  received; 
that  the  Editors  of  the  Baptist  Magazines  be 
respectfully  requested  to  print  it  in  their  re- 
spective works  for  the  ensuing  month,  and 
that  the  ministers  and  members  of  our  several 
churches  be  aflfectionafely  invited  to  direct 
their  attention  to  the  inqportant  fects  it  de- 
vel(^ 

II.  That  the  Secretaries  of  our  country  As- 
sociations and  public  Societies  be  req;)ectfttUy 
solicited  to  forward  duplicates  of  their  Circular 
Letters,  Reports,  &c  to  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bel- 
cher, and  that  he  be  request^  to  prepare  a  far- 
ther Report,  under  the  direction  of  the  Baptist 
Board,  to  be  submitted  to  a  General  Meeting 
to  be  held  in  June,  16S8. 

III.  That  a  subscription  be  now  com- 
menced to  defray  the  unavoidaUe  expenses  of 
correqx>ndence  connected  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  next  Report ;  and  that  this  Meet- 
ing would  strongly  press  on  all  our  churches 
the  importance  of  cultivating  an  increased 
degree  of  brotherly  love,  and  the  manifestation 
of  the  union  cherished  by  the  Gospel. 

IV.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be 
affectionately  presented  to  Mr.  Belcher,  for 
the  care  and  seal  manifested  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Report^  and  that  he  be  requested 
to  act  as  6ea«tary  in  all  aifeirs  connected 
with  these  meetings.

REPORT. 

Beloved  Brethren, 

It  will  be  in  the  recoUection  of  some  of 
yoa,  that  at  a  meeting  of  many  of  our  minis- 
tering brethren,  principally  from  the  coontry, 
held  in  this  metropolis,  in  Jane  of  last  year, 
the  Londpo  Bsiptist  Miniatera  w«re  requested 
to  prepare  for  the  present  assembly  a  Report 
of  the  state  of  rdigion  in  tlie  Denomination 
at  large*  In  pursuance  of  that  request  a 
special  Meeting  of  the  Baptist  Board  was  con- 
vened dnrii]^  the  month-  of  Oetolber,  when 
arraageoienta  wei»  mads  for  the  acoomplish- 
n^e^^  of  the  task  committed  to  us;  aod  it 
now  beoomes  our  duty  to  lay  belixre  you  the 
little  we  have  been  able  to  e^et.  - 

To  those  of  our  brethren  who  have  made 
the  statistics  of  our  body  a  subject  of  their 
study,  it  must  'foe  very  eirident  that  our  un- 
dertaliing  is  surrounded  with  no  or^nary 
diffic^lt}9&>  The  task  is  psrfectiy  new ;  and 
WfKCe  w^  ^y  to  stittA  Uie  changes  whieiii  have 
ooQurred  amfmg  us  dsriag  the  past  twelve 
monthst  it  woujd  be<  giving  but  a.  very  im- 
per£ect  account  of  the  real  state  of  affiiirs  in 
the .  DenomimNkiea*  Bssidss  this,  sumy  of 
Qttc.  bi:e^Qep»  not  uudefstandiog  our  precise 
object^  or  not  fuUy  alive  to  its  importaiiee> 
haye  ipai>jfeHted  some  veiactaziee  to  €h(B  com- 
mupii^tijRn-  of  tnloirmMaoB;'  or  evea  if  this 
iMd.oot.besA.the  case^  not  the  half  of  our 
chui^s^.ari;  united  m  AssociatieBS,  and  how 
coidd  wie  obCava  full  inlormation  of  those  who 
«re.  only.kpowJi.iA  their  isolated  capacity? 
Moceovcr,  ^h^K  m«A  among  ua  possesses  so 
general  a  kuowledge.  of  our  churches  as  to  be 
able  to  range  in  imagination  over  the  whole 
]|iiigd«MQE^.to^i«ss  from.  O0e  to  aaother^  and 
fbel.  entire  competency  to  state  ytn^  'confi- 
dence  nind  caudoiur:  the  iofarmation  he  had 
acqwrsd?  Aftt^  not  to  mentioe  too  many 
q|»sUcl^»  to  ni^etithe  expenses  which  a  full 
wad  ciorrfucitAPCiomit  would  neeettsrHy  incur, 
no  frnxUfk  whatever  hftve  been,  provided. 
Ainid^t  these  and  •other  diiieiilties,  it  has 
appet^  to.  us  4«|ii««b]»  to  take  a.  velrospec- 
tive.  ^i^w  o^.th«  state  ol  thugs  among  us  for 
the  last  fiarlgryeami  ^  *^<>*  something  of 
the. Divine  goodness  to  us  as  a  body,  that 
while  we  £^1  we  have  abwadaat  reason  to 
weep  over  the  little  we- have  personally  done 
to  promote  the  cause  of  the  Lord  -Jesus,  we 
miiy  mark  the  wonders  of  HU  Inmd)  tii^  be 


encouraged  fully  io  devote  qurselves,.. to  Ins 
service,  and  aid  the  farther  triumph^  ef  our 
Redeemer's  cross.  We  propose  then  to  ta^e 
a  general  view  of  the  Denomination  in  the 
year  1790,  and  compare  it  with  its  preseAt 
condition.  Should  this  prove  interesting  tP 
our  brethren  generally^  we  trust  they  will 
feel  induced  to  furnish  us  with  informatioii 
of  facts  as  they  pccur,  diat  in  future  years 
we  may  be  enabled  more  fully  to  state  the 
progress  of  the  truth,  and  the  advancement 
of  our  prosperity.  We  trust  that  a  variety 
of  events  now  passing  in  the  world  and  the 
church,  will  combine  with  the  best  feelings 
of  the  pious  heart,  and  the  peculiar  emotions 
of  the  Christian  pastor,  to  invest,  this  subject 
with  interest. 

In  the  very  Kasty  sketch  we  shall  jiqfwf 
present,  tre  cannot,  perhaps,  do  better  thai^ 
adopt  the  vaxious  counties  in  their  alphas 
betical  order.  Beginning  then  with,  ^sor 
FORDSHiRE,  a  county  interesting  to,  us,  both 
as  the  scene  of  the  birth  and  the  labours  o| 
our  immortal  J^unyaa,  and  a^  coi 
more  Baptist  churches  than  are  tp  be  fpunc 
in  the  same  extent  of  population  in  ^ny  pthejc 
part  of  the  kingdom;  we  observe,  t^t  i|| 
1790,  Bedfordshire  contained  ^eventeep^ 
churches,  and  fourteen  pastors ;  every  on* 
of  which  pastors  have  long  ago  bee^,  le^ 
moved  from  the  places  they  th^n  occmpiefly 
and,  witli  one  exception,  have  entered  ou 
their  eternal  rest.  This  county  no^y  incluide^ 
twenty'two  churches  and  about  eigftteet^ 
pastors.  Eleven  of  these  churches  are  united 
in  an  Association,  formed  in  IS  15,  and  in4 
eluding  also  the  churches  at  Halewe^tpn  and 
Newport  Pagnel;  in  their  statement  of  1,831 
they  report  only  a  clear  in^ease  of,  et^^^ 
members. 

Passing  oil  to  Berkshire,  the  ss^ajt  ot 
some  of  the  most  ancient  of  our  churches,  we 
see  a  more  encouraging  aspect.  Forty  )ceftf9 
ago  it  presented  but  six  churches,  s^n^  'ififf*% 
pastors;  we  have  now  fourteen  o^^^th^ 
former,  and  thirteen  of  the  latter,  ^ouf,  ol 
these  churches  are  united  in  the  Serka  aif4^ 
West  London  Association,  estoblislvad  ij^ 
1826,  with  six  other  neighbouring  churche9; 
their  clear  increase  last  year  was  forty-one. 

Next  in  order  is  Buckingham^irje, 
where  we  have  indeed  to  present,  dux'mg  thn 
period  comprehended  inthis  statement^  a  higbr, 
ly  gratifying  progress.  In  1790  this  county 
contained  eleven  churches,  all  of  whom  seexa 
to  have  had  pastors ;  now  it  presents  ua  i^ith 
f Atr^y-09ie  of  the  former^  and  twenfy- seven  of 
the  latter.  In  1814,  the  JBuckinghdmshir^ 
Association  tvas  formed,  and  fourteeA  of  its 
churches,  with  the  one  at  New  Mill,  Herts.  ^ 
are  united  in  it.  These  churches  last  yeair 
reported  a  clear  increase  of  82  members. 
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We  pasp  oyer  now  to  CAHJi»i90s«mBB» 
When,  thmxgh  there  is  lew  risible  umoAthftn  in 
some  other  counties,  as  it  contains  no  association 
oi Baptist  churches,  no  small  degree  of  pros* 
perity  has  been  afibrded.  In  1790,  Un 
churches  existed  here  of  our  denomioalioii* 
and  Jive  pastors ;  it  has  now  tw^nt^'tisB 
ekurehes,  and  about  eighteen  pastors. 

The  next  county  in  alphal)etical  order  is 
Chkshirk,  where  we  hare,  dnting  the  paat 
forty  years,  more  than  doubled.  From  ^ree 
churches  and  one  pastor,  we  have  seen  an  in- 
crease to  six  churches  and  six  pastors.  We 
believe  that  no  association  exists  in  this 
county. 

We  now  pass  to  a  far  distant  part  ci  the 
kingdom  from  the  one  of  which  we  have  just 
spoken, — the  county  of  Cornwall*  Ueie 
we  have  now  thirteen  chm-chee,  and  nine  or 
ten  pastors,  while  in  1 790,  we  had  but  two 
of  the  former  and  one  of  the  latter*  Ovr 
brethren  in  that  neighbourhood  have  thtiv 
periodical  meetings  to  promote  the  inteieata 
of  our  Home  Missionary  Society. 

In  CuMBERLAKn  alooe  have  we  within 
our  specified  limits  to  report  a  decrease. 
That  county  seems  to  have  hfid  forty  years 
ago  two  churches,  each  of  which  had  a  pastor,; 
at  present  the  church  at  Broughton,  ia  the 
only  OTie  in  the  county.  The  exertions*  how«> 
ever,  of  our  Home  Missionary  Society,  wiU, 
we  trust,  as  the  blessing  of  heaven  may  de- 
scenid  on  its  labours,  enable  na  to  rejoiae  e)» 
bng  in  the  existence  of  others* 

DxBBrsHiAje  presents  a  very  £ur  larger 
number  of  Baptists^  though  but  few  <tf  them 
are  atttached  to  our  Denomination*  Since 
1790  we  have,  however,  increased  from  two 
churches  to  six, 

Bevonsi; IRE  affords  us  a  scene  on  which 
we  can  dwell  with  iiiterest.  Forty-two  years 
ago  this  county  could  shew  us  but  dwen 
churches  and  aeoeTi  pastors,  it  has  now  forty- 
two  clHirches,  and  we  beheve  that  not  W 
than  thirty  three  of  them  are  settled  with 
pastors.  About  sixteen  of  these  churches,  in 
connexion  with  twentyrfour  others  of  Dorset- 
shire,, Somersetshire,  &c*  are  united  in  the 
Western  Jissociation,  These  forty  churches 
hut  jrear  ^joyeda  dear  increase  of  163 
members. 

Of  poRSETSHiRE  WO  havc  hut  little  to 
report:  that  little,  however,  is  pleasing*  In 
forty  years  it  has  doubled  its  numbem*  It 
has  now  six  churches,  each  of  whom  has  its 
pastor*. 

Turning  again  to.  Uie  norths  we  hava-to  re^. 
joice  in  the  very  [leasing,  addition  made  to 
our  numbers  ia  the  county  of  DuRS^Mr  Ia 
1790,  only  two  chi:Lrches  of  our  order  wsi^  to 
be  ibund  in  that  county.  We,  haye-  now. 
abo^  tent  moat  of  which  axe  j^ppljiafi  with 


pastors*  Sevsnl  of  these  churches  are  united 
in  the  Nor^em  Associatum,  the  oldest 
body  of  this  kind  in  the  kingdom.  Not 
having  been  finnmred  with  ^eir  circular 
letters,  we  are  maMe  to  report  particularly 
on  their  presentsCate. 

We  are  now  conducted  into  Essex,  where 
our  brediren  have  neither  lacked  diligence 
nor  auooeas  in  the  labours  they  have  pursued 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer*s  cause. 
1790  pcosented  to  us  fen  churches,  nearly  all 
of  whom  had  pastors;  now  we  ean'happfly 
number  tkirty-omB  ehur<^ies,  and,  we  believe, 
not  less  than  twewty'-eigkt  pastors.  We 
should  have  been  happy  to  have  reported  the 
state  of  thei»  churahes  had  we  been  ikvonred 
with  their  last  eireular  lettier. 

Passix^  on  to  OLoircESTEKBHrRx,  wehavef 
again  to  rgoioo  in  the  kindness  of  God  as 
shewn  in  the  increase  of  his  kifagdom.  Forty 
years  ago,  we  could  number  sixteen  churches, 
and  about  twelve  pastors;  we  have  now  xa 
rgoice  in  double  the  number  of  the  fbrmer; 
very  few  indeed  of  which  are  destitute  of 
one  to  rule  over  them  in  the  Lord.  Several 
of  theae  churdMs,  in  connexion  with  many 
others  in  W6i«*stershire,  Warwickshire, 
Staffiipdshire,  &e*  are  attached  to  the  Mid- 
land Assoeiation,  veneraUe'  ibr  Its  antiquity, 
and  bonmiraUe  far  its  nseftilnes;  bAt  witR 
the  present  state  of  its  chut^cKes-  we  are* 
not  acqwinted,  not  hanngt  se^n  their  cir- 
cular* ■    ' 

We  turn  now  to  HaKPSHnt*,  noir  can  wH 
scarcely  go  to  any  pert^  of    the 'kingdom 
where  our  increase  has  been  larger  than  in 
this  county..    In  1799  we  -had  but  seven' 
ohunxhes;   we  have  now  Skbotit  tkh^-six,' 
and  prabably  ^Ati^y -pastors^     Many  of  ou'i*' 
brethren  in  this  county  are  united  with  d£hers, 
composing  the  Southern  AssociitHon,  but  of 
their  exact  condition  we  are  igfncHiuit,  friim 
the  same  oause  which  pre*r«ttis  dor  tomMiriii- 
cating  fiirther    information  of  so^e   other 
parts  of  our  xonntryk  '  "" 

It  is  not  in  onr  pow«r  to  say  kbueh  of' 
HsAi»ORMBiax>   excepting'  ^tAt'  w^  have 
maikifd  its.  growth  froni  two  tihiirches  'to 
eleven  as  Uodve^'  nearly  all  of  whom  are  fa- 
voured with  pastors.     Pew  of  lihem^  werbei 
lieve,  are  united  with  any  local  A«so<n^tion*    ' 
Nearly  as  email  wiU  be  thedegree  of  infor- 
mation we   can  give   of  HxnTFOiitrsHllKE'/^ 
Oar  brethren  there  have*  nO-distinctS^e  bond 
of  union,  hut  we  report  wi^  pleasure,   thfifi ' 
they  have  increased'  from  m^c  churchesr'  to-*' 
ffteen*  * 

HuvsiKODOMSHtRlt  prcstots  agahi  a  prd. ' 
greasy  thongh  far  less  tluiri  sonie  other  coun-  ^ 
ties.     Fj»f*f  ynawago  it  had  er^f  churches; 
ithaanamebMn*- 

W«  turn  now  to  Kxnt^     IWre,  in  1790,  ' 
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vert  #iarlei»  churalMS ;  it  hat  now  not  ie» 
than  thirty  eight,  ntarly  all  of  vhidi  hat 
pastors.  Twent/'-three  of  these  churches, 
with  five  in  SuMaeXf  compote  the  Xent  and 
Sussex  Assocmtion,  formed  in  1779*  and 
whidilatt  year  reported  ui  increaie  of  118 
members. 

Lancasbirx  next  claims  oar  attention. 
Here  we  are  gratified  to  report  the  existence 
of  thirty-four  churches,  being  an  increase  on 
the  number  which  existed  forty  years  ago  of 
about  twenty.  Some  of  these  churches  form, 
with  others  in  the  adjoining  county,  the 
Yorkshire  and Xiancaghire  Associatitmf  but 
we  do  not  possess  their  last  letter. 

LxicssTxxsBiKX  is  another  county  where 
we  have  very  happily  incretsed  in  number, 
and  this,  though  it  is  the  principal  teat  of 
our  General  Baptist  brethren.  In  1790 
sevefi  churdies  were  reported  in  this  county, 
we  have  now  nineUen ;  some  of  whom  are 
united  with  the  NorthampUmshire  Asso- 
ciation, 

In  LiHCOLVsHnx,  though  this  also  is  oc- 
cupied by  a  large  number  of  our  General 
Baptist  brethren,  we  are  happy  to  say  the 
cause  has  made  very  pleasing  progress. 
While  our  fiithert  eoidd  only  have  told  of 
four  churchet  within  itt  limits,  we  can  refer 
to  fifften  or  sixteen.  Few  of  them  are 
coonected  with  any  Association. 

We  turn  now,  and,  on  some  accounts, 
with  deep  regret,  to  Lokdon  :  for  though, 
within  the  last  forty  yearsi  we  have  teen  our 
churchet  advance  from  twenty-three  to  thirty- 
nine,  we  feel  that,  in  proportion  to  the  vast 
increase  of  its  population,  they  have  increased 
far  dower  than  in  almost  any  other  part  of 
the  kingdom.  We  trust  that  the  period  is 
not  for  distant  xrhen  an  efieetive  Association 
shall  be  formed,  which,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  shall  enable  us  to  meet  the  urgent 
demands  of  London  for  a  vast  addition  of 
spiritual  instruction. 

.  To  the  parts  of  Middlksxx,  of  which  we 
are  to  speak  as  distinct  from  London,  we 
are  enabled  to  refer  with  for  more  pteasure 
than  to  London  itself.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  period  of  which  we  have  all 
along  been  epeakingy  Middlesex  had  but 
three  churches  and  one  pastor,  it  now  con* 
tfiins  twenty-fimr  churches,  and  about  twenty 
poMtors* 

We  now  travel  in  imagination  to  the  con- 
fines  of  another  oonntiy,  and  place  our  friends 
in  llbiiMouTHtHiaB.  About  <ice2pe  churches 
existed  in  this  county  in  1790,  now  there 
ase  vdMtiy  forty,  and  about  the  tame  number 
of  pastors.  Though  our  Welsh  brethren  are 
more  gtntrally  united  in  Assoeiations  than  we 
are  in  England,  and  we  apprehend  that  many 
ti  oiir  BfoomonththiM  friendt  are  eonntelfd 


with  them,  we  have  no  opportunity  of  giving 
the  particulars  of  their  state. 

We  turn  now  to  Norfolk,  which  affords  ua 
very  gratifying  feelings  when  we  again  see  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  stretched  out  for  our  in« 
crease.  Forty  years  ago,  and  we  could  only 
count  deven  churches  in  that  large  county ; 
we  can  now  visit  nearly  forty.  Some  of  these 
churches,  with  others  in  Suffolk,  have  long 
had  an  Association,  but  we  do  not  possess  any 
particulars  of  their  present  condition.  We 
believe  that  a  second  Association  also  exists 
in  this  county,  but  we  know  not  its  extent  or 
state. 

With  NoRTHAMFTONSHiRX  many  of  our 
best  feelings  are  associated,  as  the  birth-place 
of  our  Foreign  Mission,  and  as  the  residence 
of  several  in  years  that  are  past,  whose  his- 
tory IB  identified  with  that  of  the  Denomina- 
tion. Nineteen  churches  were  found  in  this 
county  in  1790,  it  now  nambers  forty-^ree. 
Its  Association  has  long  been  respectable  in 
numben  and  usefolness,  but  we  have  been 
able  to  obtain  no  particulars  of  their  state. 

Of  NoRTHUMBBRLAKD  wc  cau  say  nothing 
more  than  that  its  churches  have  increased 
from  two  to  four  within  the  limits  of  the 
period  we  have  taken  for  our  comparison. 

Of  NoTTiMOUAMSHiRX  a  similar  remark 
may  be  made.  It  had  in  1790  three  churches 
of  our  Denomination,  it  has  now  six. 

The  increase  of  Oxfordshirx  has  been 
very  far  greater.  Instead  of  Jive  churches, 
we  can  enumerate  thirteen  or  fourteen ;  some 
of  whom  are  united  with  others  in  associa- 
tion, but  they  have  not  favoured  us  with  a 
copy  of  their  last  letter. 

Of  Rutlandshire  we  cannot  say  mora 
than  that  its  number  of  churches  has  not  in- 
creased. We  believe  that  we  never  had  more 
than  one  church  of  our  Denomination  in  that 
county. 

A  view  of  Sbrofshirx  will  again  tend  to 
cheer  us.  From  four  churches  which  die 
county  contained  forty  years  ago,  it  has  in- 
creased to  seventeen ;  but  whether  its  Asso- 
ciation be  now  in  existence  or  not  we  are 
unable  to  tell.  If  it  be,  we  hope  we  shall 
again  hear  of  our  friends,  and  if  it  lye  not,  we 
should  be  happy  to  hear  of  its  rerivaL 

Turn  we  to  Somxrsktshirx,  nor  can  we 
do  this  without  gratefol  emotions ;  for  instead 
o!  fifteen  churches,  which  existed  in  1790^ 
we  now  ntimber  forty-eight^  maxky  of  which 
are  large,  and  nearly  the  whde  of  them  are 
supplied  with  pastors.  In  addition  to  the 
Weetem  Association,  to  which  many  of  the 
Somersetshire  churches  are  attached,  there  is 
another,  whidi  derives  its  name  from  Briitot; 
the  particulan  of  which  we  hope  to  potsett 
another  year. 

STArroRDsi^iRi,  igiun,  fhmialMt  matter 
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for  Joy.      TiPO  churebn  only  existed  forty 
years  ago;  there  are  now  about  seventeen. 

Still  more  gratifying  has  (leen  the  increase 
in  Suffolk,  which  has  risen  within  the 
period  of  which  we  are  speaking  from  three 
churches  to  thirti/- seven,  some  of  which  are 
laige.  Of  its  two  Associations  we  haw  no 
particulars. 

Nor  can  we  turn  to  SuaaEV  without  a 
measure  of  the  same  gratifying  feelings.  In 
this  county*  as  distinct  from  London,  there 
existed  in  1790  but  two  churches  and  one 
pastor ;  we  now  know  of  nearly  twenty. 

Of  Sussex  it  is  not  in  our  power  to  say  so 
much  as  of  the  several  counties  last  named. 
From  eiffht  churches,  however,  it  has  in- 
creased  to  tht/  teen. 

Warwickshire  has  been  somewhat  more 
fruitful.  Its  seven  churches  have  risen  to 
eifffiteen. 

Wiltshire    has   a  yet    more  gratifying 
aspect.     It  contained  forty  years  since  -thir' 
¥     teen  churches,  and  not  more  than  seven  pas- 
tors; it  has   now  upwards  of  forty  of  the 
former,  and  about  thirty-Jive  of  the  latter. 

Of  Worcestershire,  we  have  tu  report 
an  increase  of  Its  churches  fron^  nine  to 
iwenty-twoy  nearly  the  whole  of  which  are 
supplied  with  pastors., 

YoRKSHiiLS  appears  the  last  in  our  list, 
but  certainly  not  the  least  in  importance. 
We  have  seen  it  rise  from  twenty^etght 
churches  to  nearly  sixty,  by  very  far  the 
largest  number  of  any  county  in  England. 
In  addition  to  the  Association  referred  to 
in  connexion  with  Lancashire,  eight  of  the 
churches  in  Yorkshire  are  united  in  a  new 
Institution,  called  The  East  and  North- 
RUiing  Aesociation.  Their  clear  increase 
last  year  was  thirteen, 
■  It  must  be  known  to  most'of  our  brethren, 
Aat  a  respectable  branch  of  our  denomina^ 
tion  were  formerly  convinced  of  the  duty  of 
observing  the  seventh  day  as  the  sabbath  of 
the  Lord  ;  this  section  of  our  body  is  now 
reduced  to  three  churches,  two  in  London, 
and  one  in  Gloucestershire,  all  of  which  are 
b  a  low  state. 

We  fear,  beloved  brethren,  however  brief 
have  been  our  statements,  that  this  detail 
of  mere  numbers  may  have  been  unin- 
teresting; but  surely  it  must  gratify  every 
heart  to  s^e  that  in  this  comparatively  short 
period  the  number  of  our  churches,  to  say 
nothing  of  congr^ations  where  no  churches 
are  formed,  has  increased  nearly  three-fold. 
If  this  has  been  ^ected  by  the  feeble  efforts 
we  have  emplpyed>  what  might  not  have  been 
expected  from  the  hand  of  God  had  Zion  put 
iiHK  l|er  full  strength!  Surely  we  have 
abundalit  reasoti  both  for'hiimility  and  con- 
Mcnce.     Cordiallf  as  we  must  r^oice  in  the 


increase  of  other  denominations  of  Oiristians 
being  eqva!  with  oar  own,  it  surely  becomes 
us  diligently  to  extend  what  we  believe  to  be 
the  purest  system  of  faith,  and  the  most  scrip- 
tural form  of  discipline. 

A  variety  of  impressive  and  afiecting  re- 
marks might  be  drawn  from  the  "statement 
we  have  thus  furnished,  imperfect  as  it  is. 
How  solemn  the  fact  that  not  twelve  minis- 
ters who  sustained  the  pastoral  office  in  our 
churches  forty-two  years  ago  are  now  living, 
nor  six  occupying  the  stations  they  then 
filled!  In  how  short  a  time  will  every 
Christian  pastor  new  present  be  called  to  ren- 
der his  account  to  his  great  Master !  In 
what  manner,  then,  shoiUd  our  lives  be  spent, 
and  our  ministry  discharged  ! 

If  we  do  not  place  before  this  meeting  in- 
teresting statements  in  rrference  to  the  pro- 
gress of  our  Denomination  in  Wales,  in  Scot- 
land, and  in  Ireland,  it  arises  (Hincipally  from 
the  want  of  information  which  some  of  our 
esteemed  brethren  could  have  furnished,  and 
which  may  probably  be  communicated  for  fu- 
ture reports.  Should  the  brethren  now  pn- 
sent  resolve  on  a  continuation  of  this  method 
of  conveying  infonnation,  they  will,  probably, 
devise  some  plan  by  which  it  may  be  obtained ; 
nor  should  theywbe  unmindful  of  the  fiict  that 
nothing  like  an  improper  interfierence  in  the 
affiiirs  of  our  Churches  or  Associations  is 
wished ;  no  authority  is  desired ;  our  only 
object  is  to  receive  and  impart  the  information 
which  may  be  of  mutual  advantage* 

Itispresumed  that  no  statement,  like  the  pre- 
sent, would  be  considered  «ompIete^  if  it  did  not  ^ 
make,  at  least,  a  brief  reference  to  some  of  the 
principal  societies  among  us  for  the  extension 
of  the  knowledge  of  Christ.  First,  then,  in  the 
list  must  be  placed  the  Baptist  Fund,  estab- 
lished so  long  ago  as  1717,  for  the  purposes 
of  a£brding  aid  to  the  poorer  churches  in  the 
country,  of  educating  pious  young  men  for  the 
ministry,  and  of  fuinishii^  ministers  with 
books..  To  these  important  objects  it  continues 
to  devote  about  2,700Z.  annu^y. 

Our  Academies  will  next  come  under  our 
notice.  That  at  Bristol  has  existed  ever 
since  the  year  1770  ;  the  other  three  hare 
all  originated  within  the  last  thirty  years. 
Together  they  devote  about  4000^  per  An- 
num to  the  gseat  objeet>  an^  there  are 
probably  not  less  than  SSO  ministers,  who 
studied  under  thejur  patronagennow  labouring 
as .  pastors  of  our  churches^  and  difiusing 
around  them  the  light  they  have  received 
from  their  great  Lord. 

To  our  more  public  Institutions,^  as  they 
are  now  folding  their  anniversaries,  it  does 
not  appear  des^able  that  we  should  advert, 
farther  than  to  say*  that  we  trust  our  Foreign, 
our  Home,  our  Irish,  and  onr  Continental

Mianoiw,  uid  our  Londoa  Boildiag  Fandt 
will  oontioue  to  grow  in  the  wteem  of  the 
pttblicy  and  especially  of  our  own  churchea ) 
nor  ought  it  to  be  foi^otten,  by  those  who 
would  desire  information  as  to  the  efibrts.we 
employ  to  diffuse  the  savour  of  the  knowledge 
of  Chris^  that  most  of  the  country  Associa- 
tions to  which  reference  has  been,  made,  have 
their  funds  for  the  promotion  of  religion  in 
their  own  immediate  localities;  while  we 
hope  that  our  brethren  are  nowhere  defident 
in  the  promotion  of  those  great  otjects  which 
now  so  happily  enjoy  the  patronage  and  sup- 
port of  Christians  generally. 

We  cannot,  beloved  brethren,  close  tliis 
brief  summary,  without  directing  your  atten- 
tion for  a  moment  or  two  to  the  vast  impor> 
tanoe  o(  renewed  and  increaned  labours  in 
our  holy  cause.  Our  churches  report,  in 
their  individual  state,  but  comparatively 
small  additions ;  thousands  and  tens  of  thou- 
sands are  dying  around  us  ignorant  of  Christ; 
the  world  is  in  a  state  of  motion,  and  needs 
the  gospel  to  restore  it  to  peace ;  and  we  are 
soon  to  be  called  from  our  work  to  render 
our  account  to  our  great  Master*  Let  us 
'  then  labour — ^let  us  unite — let  us  report  to 
each  other  our  sorrows  and  our  joys—-  let  us 
sympathize  and  mingle  together  sll  the  holi- 
est and  best  feelings  of  our  hearts — ^let  us 
cultivate  the  spirit  of  the  Redeemer  in  the 
prosecution  of  our  work — ^let  us  be  depen- 
dant on  the  Spirit  of  Jehovah  for  the  pros- 
peiity  we  ardently  desire;— ^ and  **  God, 
even  our  own  God,  shall  bless  us,  and  all 
the  ends  of  the  earth  jshall  fear  him.'*

Walton,  of  Trowbridge,  pri^h^  to  thf 
church  from  1  These,  v.  12,  13.  Mr. 
Williams,  of  Forest  Green,  (IndepO  closed 
the  services  of  the  day  with  a  fervent  and 
affectionate  prayer.

ceasingly bless  him,  and  make  him  a  blessing.

tXttttti  9tntii. 

Died  on  Tuesday,  the  89tb  of  May,  at 
the  house  of  his  fon,  in  Bruoswick  Square, 
in^his  80th  year,  the  Rev.  O.  Burder,  the 
author  of  *'  Village  Sermons,**  —  Senior 
Minister  of  Fetter  Lane  chapel, — and,  for 
many  years,  gratuitous  Secretary  of  the  Lon- 
don Mifsbnary  Society. 

On  the  following  Tuesday  the  funeral  of 
this  venerable  and  esteemed  servant  of  Christ 
took  place  in  Bunhill  Fields  burial  ground. 
City-road,  and  was  attended  by  a  very  large 
number  of  persons  of  the  various  congn^a* 
tions  in  and  about  the  metropolis.  At  about 
half-past  one  o'clock,  the  procession,  consist- 
ing of  the  hearse,  twelve  mourning  coaches, 
and  four  private  carriages,  reached  the  Wes- 
leyan chapel.  City  Road,  which  had  been 
kindly  lent  for  the  purpose,  and  in  which  the 
directors  of  the  London  Missionary  Society 
had  been  previously  assembled.  Six  of  the 
directors  received  the  corpse  at  the  gates, 
which,  preceded  by  six  mourners,  and  fol- 
lowed by  between  forty  and  fifty,  consisting 
of  dissenting  ministers  and  the  private  friends 
of  the  deceased,  was  carried  into  the  chapel, 
the  directors  bearing  the  pall.  Mr.  Morns 
read  the  usual  selections  of  Scripture,  and 
gave  out  the  hymns,  after  which  Pr.  Winter 
delivered  the  address. 

At  the  conclusion  of  these  services,  the 
corpse  was  carried  from  the  chapel,  attended 
as  upon  its  entrance,  to  the  burying  ground 
opposite,  and  followed  by  a  large  concourse 
of  persons,  who  observed  the  strictest  deco- 
rum. After  the  coffin  had  been  lowered 
into  the  grave,  the  Rev.  George  CoUison,  of 
Hackney,  oflfered  up  a  most  serious  and  im- 
pressive prayer  to  Almighty  God ;  and  thus 
concluded  the  solemnities  of  the  service. 
The  foneral  sermon  was  preached  on  Sunday 
morning,  at  the  chapel  in  Fetter-lane,  by  the 
Rev.  £^.  Fleteher,  from  Jude  21,  ''Looking 
for  the  mercy,**  &c. 

On  Wednesday  morning.  May  SO,  at  his 
house  in  Langham  Place,  Sir  James  Mack- 
intosh, M.P.  The  health  of  Sir  James  had 
for  some  time  been  declining,  but  it  was  not 
till  within  the  last  ten  days  that  hia  life  was 
despaired  of. 

Whether  considered  as  a  politician  or  as  a 
roan  of  letters,  he  was  unquestionably  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  men  of  his  time.  By 
his  death  many  hopes  will  be  disappointed 
relative  to  the  anticipated  productions  of  hia 
illustrious  pen.  The  pn^essive  history  ot 
his  native  country  must  now  be  completed  by 
some  other  hand ;  and  the  promised  **  Brief 
Memoir  and  Sketch  of  the  Literary  Charac- 
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ler"  of  his  friend  and  fellow-student  at  Aber- 
deen, the  late  Rev.  R.  Hall,  which  was  to 
have  been  appended  to  the  Works  of  that 
fre-eininent  writer,  he  is  for  erer  iiiiabk!  to 
furnish,  hb  own  character  now  awaiting  from 
the  fidelity  of  friendship  the  discharge  of  a 
hindred  duty.  Thus  human  projects  are 
vlten  broken  in  upon,  and  prematurely  ter- 
minated, by  the  last  enemy  :  what  a  mercy 
is  it  for  man,  that  the  greatest  work  ever  un- 
dertaken for  his  benefit  on  earth,  could  not  be 
interrupted,  but  was  consummated  by  death. 
It  was  not  till  the  Redeemer  had  said — "  It 
IS  riMiSHED," — ^that  "  he  bowed  his  head, 
and  gave  up  the  Ghost." 


Died,  on  sabbath-day,  June  1 7,  the  Rev. 
Richard  Davis,  late  pastor  of  the  Baptist 
Church  in  East  Street,  Walworth,  in  the 
65th  year  of  his  age.  His  disease  was  con- 
sumption, which  made  its  first  manifest 
approaches  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  and  thus  took  nearly  six  months  for 
the  accomplishment  of  its  slow  but  suie 
work. — His  frame  of  mind  during  his  whole 
illness  was  eminently  spiritual,  and  at  the 
latter  end  most  peaceful.  The  last  words 
which  could  be  distinctly  made  out  were, 
"  Lord,  have  mercy  on  me  now/* 

Further  particulars  would  here  be  fur- 
nished, but  it  is  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
bereaved  family,  for  their  own  solace,  and  for 
the  gratification  of  a  widely  extended  circle 
of  friends,  to  prepare  a  brief  memoir  of  the 
deceased.  Should  it  be  found  practicable, 
which  as  yet  is  matter  of  doubt,  a  few  of  his 
sermons,  or  outlines  of  them,  will  be  append- 
ed. His  epistolary  correspondence  was  not 
large.  It  is  thought,  however,  that  some  of 
his  friends  are  in  possession  of  documents 
which  would  greatly  add  to  the  interest  of 
the  little  memorial.  If  those  who  hold  ma- 
terials of  this  kind,  would  allow  the  use  of 
them  to  the  family  for  the  above  purpose,  they 
would  feel  deeply  obliged.  The  manuscripts 
should  be  carefully  preserved,  and  duly  re- 
turned.

In  the  next  Numb(>r  of  the  Irish  Chruoicle  our  readers  wUl  be  presented  with  the 
resolutions  unanimously  adopted  at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and 
an  abstract  of  the  aQimat^d  addresses  then  delirered.  Thff  present  will  supply  a 
few  extracts  from  the  Eighteenth  Report  of  the  Socicty*s  proceedings,  and  a  lirt  of 
Such  contribations  as  have  been  received  during  the  last  month,  in  which,  should  any 
omissions  or  errors  be  detected,  their  being  referred  to,  for  the  purpose  of  correction, 
will  be  esteemed  a  tavour. 

The  interei^t  of  thi?  public  meeting  was  considerably  iDcreased  hy  the  presence  and 
statemeats  of  the  Rev.  James  Allen,  of  Ballina.  His  account  of  the  effects  of  th« 
Society's  operations,  and  of  the  progressively  extending  prospect  of  succesa  iNii 
highly  encouraging ;  and  it  would  be  exceedingly  desirable,  if,  during  his  short 
visit  to  this  cpuntry,  he  were  assisted  to  improve  the  funds  of  the  institution,  by 
being  allowed  to  plead  the  caune  of  Ireland  in  some  of  the  pulpits  of  our  ministering 
brethren,  either  in  the  metropolis  or  the  country;  especially  as  it  appears  thai  iht 
balance  in  the  Treasurer's  account  is  against  the  Society  to  the  amount  of  several 
hundred  pounds.  Any  intimation  or  arrangements,  favourable  to  this  olject,  the 
Secretaries  will  be  most  happy  to  receive  and  promote. 

Our  esteemed  friends  at  Norwich,  and  elsewhere,  are  reapectfuUy  informed,  thai 
their  comnuinications  have  been  received,  and  they  may  be  assured  that,  aa  ti>  the 
subject  to  which  they  refer,  they  \\  ill  not  foil  to  secure  the  practical  attention  t« 
which  they  are  justly  entitled. 


Extracts  from  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Baptist  Society  fir  Promoting  <ft« 
Gohpel  in  Irelandy  read  at  the  City  ofZiondon  Tavern,  Bishops^att  Street,  on  Friday^ 
th^  22nd  ofJMne,  1832  :  Richixrd  FotteTfjun,  Esq.  in  the  chair. 

"  It  was  mentioned  at  the  l^st  aiinu(il  meeting,  that  a  most  distrestsing  and  alanaing 
famine  had  broken  out  among  the  schools  in.  th^e  whole  of  the  county  oJt'Mayo,  and.  parts 
of  Sligo :  and  that  it  was  int^ded  to  appeal  to  our  chuiches  in  London,  to  make  eoUec- 
tioos  towards  the  relief  of  the  starvii^  children  belonging  to  the  Society :  this  pioposal 
was  afterwards  extended  to  the  parents  and  other  hrandUs  of  those  families,  and  ultimately 
to  all  persons  who  applied  for  assistance  in  the  vicinities  of  the  schools*  It  was  first 
thought,  that  fifty  pounds  per  week  was  the  extreme  limit  to  which,  we  coald  go  in 
granting  the  proposed  assistance;  hut  it  was  not  long  be&re,  owing  to.  the  unbounded 
and  prompt  liberality  with  which  our  churches  generally,  throughout  the  countiy,  re- 
^nded  to  the  call  of  the  Secretaries,  that  we  had  the  pleasure  of  sending  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  time  JtS&O*  per  week. 

**  In  addition  to  the  extensive  good  thus  done  to  the  bodies,  there  is  reason  to  indulge 
the  hope,  that  much  more  spiritual  good  has  been  communicated  to  the  souls  of  the 
people  of  M^yo  than  would  have  been  otherwise  efiected ;  as  the  impartiality  shewn  hy 
Mr.  Allen  in  the  distribution  of  the  oatmeal»  making  no  distinctioa.  as  to.  religious  ^ta; 
when  contrasted  with  the  cruelty  of  some  of  the  Roman  Catholic  priestS;  who  endeavoured 
to  prevent  their  flocks  from  partaking  of  the  "  Baptist,  meal  ;**  urging  them,  rather  to 
piefer  dying  by  starvation  than  to  receive  relief  from  such  heretics,  has  efiectually  removed 
prejudice  from  the  romds  of  manyi  so  that  those  who  would  mt^  before  the  famine,  have 
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littened  to  tbc  readers  of  the  Scripturet,  now  inTite  ihem  to  tbeir  hontes,  and  are  moet 
anxioua  to  receive  instructions  fiom  them  respecting  the  true  foundation  of  a  sinner's 
hope.  ... 

**  As  regards  the  nintty-otu  Day  Schoob  for  children,  prineipaUy  of  Roman  Catholioa, 
and  twenty-Jive  Ntghi  SchooU  for  adutts,  the  former  having  increased  to  more  than 
10,000  scholars,  aoji  the  latter  having  communicated  elementary  and  scriptural  instmctioii 
to  about  700  persons,  Mr.  Allen  says,  of  those  under  his  superintendence,  what  is 
equally  applicable  to  all  of  them,  in  a  letter  dated  Ballina,  February  17,  18S2  : — *  From 
the  journals  of  the  readers,  you  will  see,  that  God  is  not  leaving  them  without  tokeiM 
for  good,  in  their  constant  and  important  labouis.  The  schools  are  well  attended ;  the 
masters  are  industrious ;  the  children  are,  upon  the  whole,  making  tolerable  profidcney  ; 
and  the  Bible,  in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of  its  enemies,  is  gaining  considerable- ground  : 
in  fact,  turn  to  whatever  department  of  the  80<nety*s  labours  you  may,  in  this  diwtrict, 
you  will  find  abundant  cause  for  gratitude  to  God,  and  continued  reason  to  rejoice,  though 
with  trembling.' 

**  The  Committee  are  happy  to  state,  that  the  Rev.  Joeiah  Wilson,  has,  sihoe  the  laet 
Annual  Meeting,  fitted  up  a  small  meeting-house  in  Sligo ;  he  has  baptized  several  persona 
and  formed  a  church  with  very  encouraging  prospects. 

<<  The  Rev.  Isaac  McCarthy  continues  to  pursue  his  most  extensive  and  useful  itineraiit 
exertions ;  he  meets  with  occasional  interruptions  from  persons  of  difierent  communiooa^ 
but  being  valiant  fiv  the  truth,  and  using  the  Biblk  only  as  his  sword,  they  only  make 
him  more  attached  to,  and  courageous  in,  the  sefvice  of  his  Lord  and  Master. 

"  The  Rev.  Wm.  Thomas,  of  Limerick,  deserves  the  highest  praise,  for  his  laborioua 
exertions  in  travelling  very  extennvely,  both  to  superintend  the  schools  and  to  preach  the 
Gospel.  He  is  highly  esteemed  by  all  the  Protestant  ministers  and  gentry,  who  shew  ^^m 
strong  marks  of  their  continued  and  increased  respect ;  his  seal  is  most  ardent,  his  labovrs 
Tery  abundant,  and  his  success  far  beyond  either  his  own  or  the  Committee's  expectatiana. 

<*  Since  their  last  meeting,  the  Committee  had  taken  into  the  service  of  the  Society,  Mr. 
Haddow,  formerly  a  minister  of  the  Irish  Evangelical  Society,  who  bad  been  baptuvd  by 
Mc.  McCarthy.  He  was  stationed  at  Abbyleix,  but  not  having  success  equal  to  his  wishee^ 
he  has  lately  relinquished  his  connexion,  and  has  proceeded  to  America,  with  the  approbatkm 
and  good  wishes  of  the  Committee. 

<<  They  have  also  engaged  Mr.  Stephen  Ryan,  as  an  Irish  minister,  to  reside  at  his  former 
place.  Mount  Shannon,  in  the  county  of  Limerick.  For  this  purpose  he  was  public^  Art 
apart  to  that  office  at  £agle>street  meeting,  and  they  are  happy  to  add,  that  his  miniateriAt 
U)ours,  since  his  return,  have  been  very  acceptable  among  those  to  whom  he  had  formerly 
been  a  reader  of  the  Irish  Bible. 

"  They  feel  pleasure  in  repeating,  that  the  small  seminary  at  Ballina,  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Allen,  promises  to  be  a  most  usefol  institution,  in  which  young  men,  members  of  onr 
churches  in  Ireland,  and  called  by  them  to  the  ministry,  may  *  be  tought  the  Word  of  God 
more  perfectly,'  even  while  employed  as  readers  of  the  Irish  Bible.  This  Institution  is 
without  charge  to  the  Society,  the  additional  expense  necessary,  being  paid  by  the  tnintujs 
of  a  fond  left  for  that  purpose  to  the  church  in  Swift's-alley,  Dublin. 

«  As  it  was  thought  unlikely  that  sufficient  funds  for  meeting  the  expenditure  of  tht 
Society,  in  the  present  embarrassed  state  of  trade  and  commerce,  would  be  raised  at  hooa^ 
the  Committee  have  accepted  the  voluntary  oflbr  of  their  moat  respectable  ind  sealous  agent, 
Mr.  I>avis,  of  Qonmell,  to  visit  the  Baptists  in  America,  amounting  to  two  and  a  half 
minkma^  toaoUcit  their  pecuniary  assistance.  Mr.  D.  is  now  on  his  voyage,  having  sailed 
firom  Briatoli  followed,  they  doubt  not,  with  ihe  best  wishes  and  fervent  prayers  of  aU  the 
friends  of  the  Society.

«Tbe  Committee  kindly  thank  the  Rev.  William  Giles,  of  Chatham,  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Gsntlow,  one  of  the  Jamaica  missionaries,  the  Rev.  Robt.  Harness,  of  Bridlington,  in 
Yorkshire,  and  the  Rev.  B.  Evans,  of  Scarborough,  who  have  collected  on  behalf  of  the 
Society  in  difiisrent  parts  of  the  kingdom. 

'*  And  now,  in  condnding  their  Eighteenth  Report,  the  Committee  feel  bound  to  adopt, 
respecting  the  whole  range  of  the  Society's  labours,  what  was  said  of  the  ancient  church 
at  one  period  of  its  history :  *  And  in  Judah  thinps  went  welL*  The  ministers,  the 
readers,  and  tbe  school-masters,  end  school-mistresses,  have  all  filled  up  their  respective 
stations,  and  performed  their  various  duties  to  the  satisCsdion,  and  to  the  honour  of  the 
Society.  And  in  regard  to  the  silent  but  powerful  influence  of  their  Scriptursl  labours, 
we  may  adopt,  as  a  fit  representation  of  t)ie  commencement,  the  progress,  and  what  they 
doubt  not  will  be,  the  final  results  of  the  Society's  attempt  to  evangelise  the  provinces 
of  Connaught  and  Munster,  the  two  beautiful  paraUes  of  our  Lord :  '  Another  parable  put 
he  forth  unto  them,  saying,  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mustard  seed, 
which  a  man  took  and  sowed  in  his  field.  Which  indeed  is  the  least  of  all  seeds ;  but 
when  it  is  grown,  it  is  greatest  among  herbs,  and  becometh  a  tree :  so  that  the  birds  of  the 
air  come  and  lodge  in  the  branches  thereof.  Another  parable  spake  he  unto  them.  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three  measures 
of  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened. '**(Matt.  xiii.

^sjtemfi  might  fall  that  wese  not  founded 
on.  the  doctrinefr  of  inspiration.  Haying; 
ascertained  the  great  mefal  and  spiritual 
deatitotion  of  their  Continental  aeighhoura, 
the  committee,  considered  that  the  most 
appropriate  agentfr  would  he  converted 
loreig^iera;  and  men  acquainted  with,  the 
languagea^  the  modee»  Sec.  of  the  continent 
were  aoea  diBeoy«ed>thiough  the  formation 
of  thift  Society.  What  lew  of  men  these 
were,  the  aocouats  to.  he  presented  woaM 
shew.. 

M.  Boet  of  Garouge,  neno:  Qeneya»  was 
selected:  in  the  finst  instance,  as  &  oorrei^nd- 
ing  agent»  and  has  been  suhsequeutly  ^n^ 
I^o^ed  also,  in  itinerant  ministrations,  ia  his 
idoini^. 

In  Montbeliard,  and  the  surrounding  disr 
triot,  M#  Vieme  ia  pegularly  and  uselul^ 
engaged  in  MissionarT  labours.  He  haa 
been  highly  recommended,  and  his  comnui*- 
nications  verify  the  cecommendations. 

M.  Clouz,  of  Lanaanne,  has  been  received 
under  the  auspioes.  q£  the  Committee^  who 
have  determined  to  plaoe  him  for  a  few 
months  under  the  peraiHial  superintendance 
ttid  direction  of  the  Seoaretary)  that  he  may 
he  fu%  initiated  into  the  theological  prin- 
ciples.  and  general  meUioda  of  procedure 
adopted  in  the  Baptist  chur^ies  of?  England. 
His  education  has  been  already  good  in  the 
I&atitution  at  Baale«  and  he  haa  had  some 
ezperienoe  of  a  Missionax^  life  in  one  year's 
labour  in  Upper  Canada. 

M.  FscBlich  was  educated,  as  \  clergyman 
in  the  Eatablished  Chuxoh,  in  Switzerland, 
and  for  some  years  laboured  faithfully  and 
eucoeatfully  ia  that  character  in  the  canton 
of  Airgovie ;  about  two  years  ago.  he  wa« 
ejected  for  preaching  the  truth,  and  has 
since  that  time  suffered,  much  pexaeeution 
for  the  sake,  of  the  gospel.  He  has  been 
employed  of  lale  in  Missionary  labours  in 
the  same,  district*  which  have  been,  crowned 
with  an  abundant  bleasing.  There  is  reason 
to  fear  howievec,  that  the  violence  o£  apposi- 
tion, may  Siffoe  him.  to  quit  hie  present 
state.

But  that  auj^eratitimi  waa  relaxing,  and 
ejreig^  thing  in  the  Providence  of  God 
pointed  o«t  this  aa«  the  tiiae.  to.  make 
a  grand  and  vigc^ous  attack  on  the  powers 
of  darkxie  w»  aiidtio  fied&  the  salvation  of  men. 

The  B^.  Dr.  Co3^  rese  to  give  some  ao- 
iionnt  oft  the  Society.  He  would  not  read 
a  report,  hut  pvesent  partly,  a  verbal  and 
partly  a  wnttea  atatement.  It  waa  impor- 
tant to  remember.lihat  the  Baptist  Continex^ 
tal  Soeiaty*  thoac^i  a  distinct^  was  not  a 
s^Gtaimn  institution*  He  hoped,  the  time 
would  soon  oona  when  all  such  names 
would  be  ahandosaed ;  he  would  not  saoxir 
fioe.  any  portioi^  of  what  he  oonsideBed 
to.  he  trath»  nor  would  he  needlessly  se- 
parate fxom  other  christians:^  but  rather 
cheiiah  jaaitinga.  of  hi^  love  to  all  who  love 
thaSavioar..  The,  Society,  originated  ia  a 
dssiie  to  preaefa.  the  gospel  on  the  Con- 
tineat*  and  to  fo^m  ohriatian.  churches  01^ 
theapostoUo  plaD«  .htappearedto  thefsiends 
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On  the  other  side  of  France,  in  the 
department  of  Nord,  are  the  following 
agents : — 

M.  Thiefiry  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Saalzoir.  He  has  a  large  and  important 
■pbore,  and  is  animated  bj  the  right  spirit. 

M.  Haimey,  of  Genlis.  Recent  commu- 
nications shew  that  he  is  made  instrumental 
of  good,  and  manifests  great  zeal  in  the  work. 
■  M.  Ponlain  is  labouring  at  Bertry,  in 
which  Tioinity  many  favourable  opportunities 
for  exertion  present  themselves. 

M.  Lorriaaz  is  a  young  man  who  has 
been  placed  for  some  months  under  the  in- 
struction of  M.  Monod,  of  St.  Qaentin,with 
a  view  to  qualify  him  for  missionary  servic  e . 

M.  De  Valmont  has  been  engaged  in  la- 
bours of  an  important  nature  m  different 
parts  of  France,  especially  in  the  district  of 
A-lsaoe.  His  correspondence,  extracts  from 
which  hare  already  been  published,  have 
furnished  much  interesting  information. 
Both  in  preaching  and  in  the  distribution  of 
Bibles  and  tracts  he  has  been  occupied  with 
gteat  diligence,  and  not  withont  some  cheer- 
klg  'indications  of  success.  The  transient 
acquaintance  which  a  missionary,  passing 
tktough  a  country,  can  form  with  individual^ 
wiio  may  be  impressed  under  his  ministr3r, 
'6«M  not  allow  that  confidence  to  be  used  in 
speaking  of  their  conversion,  which  more 
ittVDttraMe  circumstances  of  observation 
Wl>«ld  justify ;  but  it  is  not  too  much  t6 
state  that  in  several  instances  sufficient  evi- 
dence was  afibrded  to  excite  very  delightful 
bopds  tiiat  souls  have  been  won  to  Christ. 
S«z  bufve  been  baptised  on  a  profession  of 
ftith  in  Christ. 

It  would  be  observed,  the  speaker  re- 
lAilrked,  tJiat  one  part  of  the  plan  of  the 
•sciety  was  to  educate  suitable  young  men 
ibr  its  operatiotis,  and  to  make  them  ac- 
quainted with  the  modes  and  principles  of 
the  EnglisB  Baptist  churches.  Some  of  those 
^o  were  engaged,  had  been  tried  by  per- 
asoutlon,  and  had  acted  as  Christians.  The 
Society  had  not  been  idle ;  the  Treasurer 
and  Committee  had  willingly  lent  their 
assistaHee.  and  no  appeal  had  yet  been  made 
tor  the  public.  He  hailed  it  as  a  token  for 
good,  that  BO  many  friends  had  now  assem- 
bled to  support  this  cause,  and  that  at  the 
dose  of  a  week  when  so  many  demands  had 
been  made  npon  them.  The  scene  of  their 
Mours  was  the  country  of  Voltaire,  Rosseau, 
and  IXAlembert,  who  predicted  by  this  time 
tfhe  downfall  of  Christianity.  But  our  ob- 
ject was  to  give  that  gospel  to  their  descend- 
ants, that  they  might  be  saved. 

These  various  and  extensive  operations 
require  of  course  considerable  pecuniary  aid. 
The  Committee  have  expended  and  more 
thim  expended  the  contributions  at  first  ob- 
tained ;  and  have  now  in  reliance  on  the 
benevolent  zeal  of  their  fellow  Christians 


engaged  with  these  agents  to  the  amount  of 
nearly  «^300  per  annum.  They  have  lite- 
rally nothing  in  hand  and  little  in  promise ; 
hot  they  have  been  induced  to  proceed 
and  incur  these  pecuniary  liabilities  in  the 
full  persuasion  that  all  our  churches  as  well  as 
individuals  will  afford  prompt  assistance  in 
this  great  and  good  work.  Few  objects  per- 
haps have  stronger  claims  on  CInistian 
liberality  ;  and  they  confidently  hope  it  will 
be  abunduitly  mamfested. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Thompson,  of  Cosely, 
moved : — 

*'That  the  substance  of  Ae  statement, 
which  has  now  been  given,  be  printed  for 
the  purpose  of  general  circulation ;  append- 
ing to  it  such  extracts  of  letters  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  deem  important." 

He  remarked  that'  the  oironmstatibee  in 
which  he  was  placed  were  of  a  novel  kind, 
and  that  he  was  persuaded,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  M.  De  Valmont*s,  Uie  best  speeches 
would  be  the  shortest.  Strange  revolirtions 
were  taking  place  in  the  world,  whidh  re- 
minded us  of  our  first  receiving  Christi- 
anity from  the  east,  to  which  we  had  sent 
it  back.  So  at  the  reformation,  we  received 
pure  religion  from  the  very  continent  to 
which  we  were  now  called  to  send  it  in  re* 
turn.  That  continent  had  of  late  yean  as- 
sumed a  very  singular  aspect,  and  the  mind 
was  impressed  witli  the  conviction  that  God 
was  about  to  emancipate  the  worldl  We 
were  called  to  enter  on  this  work  with  faith 
and  prayer;  thus  should  we  have  success  in 
raising  Christ  to  his  throne,  and  exAltingthe 
world  to  the  enjoyment  of  blessings  far 
superior  to  those  known  in  ancient  Eden. 

The  Rev.  James  Hoby,  of  Birmingham 
seconded  the  resolution.  He  would  begm 
by  presenting  a  cheque  of  £20,  given  him 
by  a  friend,  in  aid  of  the  fixnds  of  tMs 
Society.  He  confessed  himself  both  sur- 
prised and  gratified  at  the  character  of  the 
agency  of  the  Society.  He  had  no  idea  that 
such  efficient  agents  could  have  been  so  soon 
obtained.  Indeed,  at  one  period  he  bad  not 
been  without  serious  apprehensions  as  to  the 
success  of  the  Society,  on  account  of  the  in- 
numerable claimants  on  the  public  purse.  The 
field  vraa  important ;  and  it  yna  very  desirable 
that  Christians  should  be  foimd  keeping  pace 
with  the  dispensations  of  Divine  Providence. 
The  Continent  was  deluged  with  moral  cor- 
ruption ;  and,  as  God  opens  a  door  for  the 
spread  of  the  gospel,  we  sh6uld  be  ready  to 
cany  it.  We  have  been  told  that  Christianity 
cannot  co-exist  witii  many  of  the  evils  oYer 
which,  we  weep  ;  such,  for  instance  as  sla- 
very. Let  us  then  teach  man  that  he  is 
mined,  and  make  aggressive  war  on  his 
enemies  by  the  publication  of  the  truth'; 
and  that  truth  shall  gradually  disperse  error. 
The  Rev.  John  Birt,  of  Manchester, 
submitted  the  second  resolution:—' 
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"  That  eT<en  the  brief  experience  of  one 
year  has  shown  that  many  facilities  exist  for 
the  diffasion  of  the  gospel  in  France  and 
other  parts  of  the  Continent ;  and  that  the 
Society  feel   it  iDoambent  to  adopt  erery 
practical  means  of  employing  these  facilities. 
He  observed   that  the  motion  so  entirely 
'Commended  itself  to  the  reason  and  Christ- 
ian feelings  of  the  assembly  as  to  need  no 
aigument  to  enforce  it.     When  a  door  was 
opened  to  the  introdnetion  of  the  gospel,  it 
was  oar    duty  to  enter  by  it.      He   hsd 
hitherto  known  little  of  the  Society,  bat 
cordially  rejoiced  to  hear  of  its    fii^ities 
for  doing  good.    Allegiance  to  otir  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  demanded  ^at  w«  siioald  go 
on ;  nor 'were  oar  obligatioo#in  this  case  a 
little  inereased  by  our  being  Baptists,    As 
early  as  tiie  days  of  Richard  II.  Baptists 
came  from  the  Continent  to  this  country  to 
extend  religion  among  us,  and  were  per- 
seonted,  imprnMlied,  and  burnt.    He  trusted 
the  agenta  of  this  Society  would  meet  with 
far   difievmt    treatment;    but  they    musjt 
reokoB  on  a  degree  of  opposition.    He  re- 
joiced in  this  being  a  Cknuinetital  Society ; 
for  by  labcMiring  among  these,  our  neighbours, 
we  mighty  before  long,  expect  a  vast  ac- 
cession of  allies  to  our  Foreign  Missions. 
Britain  had  too  long  laboured  alone  in  this 
department ;  others  must  soon  be  brought 
in  to  help  her.    Nor  need  he  be  ashamed  to 
say  that  he  loved  it  the  more  for  being  a 
Baptitt  Continental  Society.    He  was  not 
alarmed  at  the  word  uct^  for  it  was  closely 
allied  with  the  term  tection ;  and  he  thought 
that  an  army  divided  into  different  compa- 
nies, and  having  a  variety  of  colours,  might 
have,  better  opportunities  of  knowing  each 
other.    And,  finally,  he  would  express  his 
gratification  in  the  wisdom  and  prudence  of 
the   Society's  employing  native  preachers; 
for,    though  the   guspel  was  first  spread 
among  the  nations  by  Foreigners,  it  had 
always  been  peipetuated  in  a  countxy  by  the 
exertions  of  those  who  were  bom  in  it. 

The  Rev.  J.  £.  Giles  said  that  he  had 
been  constrained  to  second  the  motion,  be- 
cause the  Secretary  said  the  meeting  was 
held  in  his  chapel.    As  we  were  indebted 
to  our  Continental  neighbours  for  the  gospel, 
he  thought  this   claim  should  be  pressed 
home,  till  British  zeal  illumined  those  coun- 
tries with  the  glorious  light  of  heaven.    He 
<xmld  not  forget  that  our  Baptist  forefathers 
were  indebted  to  the  persecuted  inhabitants 
of  the  Vallies  of  Piedmont.    He  had  felt 
stroDgly  when  looking  from  Dover  at  the 
white,  difib'  of  France,  and  had  asked  why 
.did  they  not  worship  God  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  ourselves,  and  experience  the  same 
hs^piaess  1      He  then  referred  to  the  suc- 
cess that  must  attend,  the  labours  of  holy 
and  devoted  men.    When  the  church  of 
Christ  was  far  more  sleepy  than  at  present 


one  man  roused  it  from  its  slumben  • 
what  may  then  be  expected  when  all  the 
different  classes  of  Christians  are  united 
in  their  efforts  1  If  the  ^nemy  is  trembling 
when  the  battering  ram  is  only  at  the  gate, 
what  results  may  not  be  expected  when  we 
go  forth  in  the  strength  of  God  ! 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  Treasurer's 
account,  presenting  subscriptions  and  dona- 
tions to  the  amount  of  «£l71  Ot.  6d,,  and 
SXpences  to  the  extent  of  £l99  14t.  6d. ; 
showing  a  balance  due  to  the  Treasurer  of 
£2S  Us.  Od. 

The  Rev.  C.  Db  Valmont  proposed  the 
third  resolution : — 

"  That  the  present  is  a  crisis  in  the  histoiy 
of  European  nations  which  peculiarly  de« 
mands  the  active  exertions  or  Christians  to 
disseminate  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and 
the  formation  of  Christian  churches  on  the 
Continent." 

He  commenced  by  saying  he  felt  ex- 
tremely happy  in  standing  up  to  move  a 
resolution  with  which  he  very  fully  ao« 
corded.    He  would  now  state  a  few  facts 
connected  with  his  labours  in  the  service  of 
the  Society.    He  entered  on  this  part  of  his 
duty  vrith  a  deep  conviction  of  its  impor- 
tance.    He    had   been  called  upon  some 
months  ago  to  go  and  see  if  an  opportunity, 
presented  itself  for  the  introduction  of  the 
gospel  on  the  Continent.'    He  went,  sus* 
tained   by    the  prayers  of    his  Christian, 
friends,  and  the  strength  of  God.  On  arriving 
at  Calais,  on  the  28th  of  December  last,  he 
found  he  could  not  go  directiy  to  Pariis,  and 
so    he   began  at  once    to    preach.     The. 
Catholic  Rector  sent  to  arrest  him,  but  he 
was  protected  by  the  National  Guard.    He 
founa  an  opportunity  to  escape,  and  getting 
on  board  a  Swedish  vessel,  he  preached, 
from  the  top  of  the  main- top,  a  very.  fine, 
pulpit,  to  a  large  congregation.    He  arrived, 
at  Paris  the  1st  of  January,  and  soon  comr* 
menced  preaching  to  the  people.    He  was 
here  again  interrupted  by  the  police,  boi 
finding  there  was  no  law  against  preaching 
in  the  streets,  he  persevered,  in  defiance  of 
opposition,  and  delivered  his  testimony  to 
the  truth  in  various  places.     On  one  oc- 
casion he  delivered  several  tracts  wrapped 
up  in  the  form  of  birds,  &c.  to  the  children 
in  the  gardens  of  the  TuiUeries,  and  two  days 
after  a  note  was  sent  him  enclosing  100 
francs  from  the    mother  of    one    of    the 
children,  a  lady  of    rank,  who  had  been 
strongly  impressed  with  the  truths  of  the 
tract  she  had  seen,  and  who  was  now  (m  her 
wav  to  Christ. 

The  speaker  farther  stated,  that  the  first 
time  he  preached  in  Paris  he  saw  a  young 
priest,  and  observed  that  he  always  after- 
wards attended  on  his  ministry.  Thkt 
priest  was  now  going  out  to  India  as  a  Mis- 
sionary.     An    American    gentleman  from 
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Bdtimor9«  wa9  aUo  one  of  his  ^earen,  i^nA

Meeting  n 
Qeneral,  whomhe  haa  long  known*  he  ojbtam- 
ed  his  consent  to  preach  to  the  spldiers,  which 
be  did  with  grea^t  pleasure — a  ^ij^Geiman 
closing  with  singing  a  psalnv  in  which  the 
wiiole  congregation  united*  Several  CathO" 
Ifc  priests  heai^d  hin^  preaph,  and  he  wa«^ 
soon  sent  for  by  their  bishop*  This  vener 
rable  man  received  hin^  with  great  poU/e^ 
nesSf  invited  him  to  dine  Yfim  hin^,  i^pd 
introduced  him  to  a  college  of  3.Q0  young 
priests,  with,  whom  he  disputed  on  tihe 
dubiect  01  transubstantiation.. 

Proceeding  toAUaw,  he  preached  in  the 
pulpit  fixed  in  the  wall,  over  a.  butcher's 
shop,  which  the  refornkers  once  occupied.

HOME  PROCEEDINGS. 
ANNUAL  MEETUia. 

HaWNO  ODoe  more  eoijoyed  the  privileges 
cooneoted  with  the  Public  Awiirenanet 
«f  4Hir  DeBOBMMLtioii,  we  are  called  to  tbe 
pleaHiD^  doty  <if  g^vini^  a  brief  sketch  of 
<bat  part  of  the  proceediogs  more  espe- 
citfly  pertainiDjg^  to  the  MissioD.  On  some 
accounib,  ve  admily  tbe  present  is  a  season 
of  difliiGiiftiy  anddistMss,  but,  as  far  as  ve 
have  bec«  able  to  aaeertain,  tbe  services 
Ibroogfaoat  baHre  been  stfti»fiictory  and 
cheering^  in  an  unusual  degree. 

The  '  Committee   met  their   esteemed 
brethren  from  the  country,  as  osaal,  on 
Tucsdaj>  momuii;,  June  19,  when  tbe  dnwr 
was  occupied  bf  the  venerable  Or.  Stead- 
man,  pRsident  of  tbe  Theological  Aca- 
demy at  Bradford.     At  this  meeting  a  va- 
rfety  of  information  was  communicated 
respecting  the  afl&irs  of  the  Society  during 
<he  past  year;  and  it  was  also  addressed, 
at  considerable  length,  by  our  much  es- 
teemed Missiuaary  brother,  Mr.  Knlbb, 
libo  bad  arriw«d  from  Jamaica  bat  a  few 
days  beibire,  and  whose  narrative  of  the 
fofferings  he  bad  undergone,  and  respect- 
iog  the  general  state  of  the  Mission  in  that 
island^  awakened    the    deqpest  interest. 
Prayer  was  oficred,  at  the  hegianiag  of 
Ibis  lleeting,  by  the  JReov.  Joseph  King- 
bora  of  Norwich,  and  at  tbe  close  by  tbe 
Cbidraan. 

The  first  sermon  wjus  delivered  in  the 
Poultry  Chapelf  which  was  again  very  kindly 
bat  for  the  use  of  the  Society^  on  Wednesday 
morning  the  20th.  The  Rev.  Charles  Thomp- 
son, of  Goseley*  ssad  the  Scriptures  and  pre- 
sented devout  supplication  to  God,  and  the 
Rev.  James  Hohy  delivered  an  able  sermon, 
in  which  "ihe  friendr  of  Missions  were  in- 


vited to  contemplate  the  miseries  of  idolatiyt 
together  with  the  certainty  of  its  destruction* 
and  were  thus  encouraged  to  preserve  in  the 
great  cause  they  had  undertaken.  The  pas- 
sage on  which  his  discourse  was  fennded  was 
Jerem.  xvi.  1 9.  **  The  Gentile$  $haU  come 
unto  thee  from  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and 
ehaU  eay,  Surefy  our  fathers  inherited  /iei, 
vanih/,  and  things  utherHn  there  is  no 
profit.**   From  which  the  preacher  proposed* 

I.  To  describe  the  emotions  appropriate 
to  the  contemplation  of  idolatry ; 

n.  The  corresponding  disooveries  which 
the  heathen  shall  themselves  make ;  and, 

III.  To  fiiiew  that  this  desirable  result 
shall  be  accomplished  by  means  which  shall 
display  and  glorify  God  himself. 

In  illustrating  the  first  head  of  his  dis- 
course, the  preacher  remarked,  that   while 
philosophers  and  others  had  speculated  much 
on  the  nature  of  Idolatry,  and  on  its  identity 
in  different  parts  of  the  world,  it  was  our. 
duty  to  consider  it  in  the  light  of  revelatdon  ; 
and  that  the  prophets  Jeremiah  and  Ezeki^ 
afforded  us  much  instruction  on  the  subject. 
"  Shall  a  man  make  gods  unto  himself  and 
they  are  no  gods?"  Here  are(l8t)  emotions  of 
utter  astonishment.     Were  we  unacquainted 
till  now  with  the  existence  of  idolatry,  we 
should  be  filled  with  amazement.     Could  we 
imagine  an  assembly  of  all  the  different  idols 
of  the  earth,  and  see  man  worshipping  the 
sun,  the  moon,  his  fellow 'men,  beasts,  and 
insects,   we  should  be  disposed  to  say  that 
man  had  nuzdly  made  gods  for  himself  to 
worship.     Nor  could  we  fieel  any  thing  less 
than  (2dyindignation,  when, as  those  who  love 
Jehovah,  we  saw  our  race  insulting  him,  and 
setting  him  at  defiance,  after  he  has  sud» 
**  O  do  not  this  abominable  thing  that  I 
hate.**     We  thus  saw  them   plunging  into 
darkness  which  only  a  reprobate  mind  could 
choose;  and  as  we  beheld  them  perpetrating 
the  foulest  of  crimes,  we  were  ready  to  ex- 
claim, '*  Confounded  be  all  they  that  worship 
graven  images !"     But  we  must  contemplate 
this    idolatry,  the  preacher  remarked  (Srd} 
with  pity.     Our  heavenly  Father  looks  down 
upon  it  with  compassion,  angels  weep  MB  they 
see  men  worshippmg  Satan,  and  we  iheet  to 
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cultirate  the  tenderncM  of  the  Saviour.  He 
lamented  that  the  ordinAy  course  of  edaea- 
tion  in  the  higher  circles  of  life  tended  to 
lessen  in  our  estimadon  the  eoormity  of  the 
sin  of  idolatry ;  and  presented  a  very  graphic 
view  of  the  misery  which  the  awftil  system 
has  introduced  among  the  six  hundred  mil- 
lions who  are  yet  devoted  to  it. 

In  directing  the  attention  of  his  auditory 
to  the  discoveries  corresponding  with  these 
feeling^  which  the  heathen  shall  themselves 
make,  the  preacher  remarked  that  the  text 
thus  presents  us  with  a  view  of  falsehood 
detected,  **  Surely  our  fathers  have  inhe- 
rited lies.**  Here  a  contrast  was  drawn  be- 
tween the  systems  of  Paganism  and  the  truth 
of  the  Gospel,  illustrating  the  origin,  the 
weakness,  the  impurity,  and  the  darkness  of 
idolatry  ;  all  of  which  shall  be  made  evident 
to  the  heathen  themselves.  The  text  farther 
shews  us  foUy  discovered.  The  heathen 
shall  see,  and  shall  be  ashamed  when  they 
know  how  they  have  been  imposed  upon. 
The  folly  of  their  self-inflicted  tortures,  and 
the  various  delusions  of  Paganism  were  here 
very  forcibly  illustrated.  They  shall  ascer- 
tain, too,  and  deplore  the  injury  they  have 
received.  These  things  were  not  merely 
without  profit,  but  their  fruit  was  death. 
Infernal  ingenuity  had  been  at  work  in  de- 
stroying the  happiness  and  lives  of  millions ; 
all  of  which  shall  be  known  by  mankind,  and 
removed  from  them. 

It  was  shewn,  finally,  that  this  most  de- 
sirable result  should  be  accomplished  by  means 
which  shall  manifest  and  glorify  the  blessed 
God.  Neither  philosophy  of  old,  nor  secular 
policy  in  modern  times,  had  done  any  thing  to 
abolish  idolatry.  But  the  stone  cut  out  of 
the  mountain  without  hands  shall  universally 
destroy  it.  Britain,  notwithstanding  the  ex- 
tent of  her  empire,  and  the  power  she  pos- 
sesses, had  been  found  making  the  practices 
of  Hindooism  tributary  to  the  state,  thus  pa- 
tronizing idolatry  rather  than  destroying  it. 
Hence  then,  saith  Jehovah,  "  I  will  this  once 
cause  them  to  know  mine  hand  and  my  might ; 
and  they  shall  know  that  my  name  is  the  Lonn.  *' 
It  is  indeed  time  for  Jehovah  to  work,  for 
men  have  made  void  his  law.  After  shew- 
ing that  the  prophecy  of  the  text  was  in  per- 
fect harmony  with  other  parts  of  the  inspired 
word,  in  accordance  with  the  character  and 
designs  of  God,  and  with  the  great  scheme  of 
redemption,  and  that  we  had  no  reason  to  ex- 
pect that  it  would  be  brought  about  by  abso- 
lute miracles,  the  preacher  fixed  the  attention 
of  his  hearers  on  the  instruments  sanctioned 
by  the  blessed  God:  He  might  have  accom- 
plished his  purposes  by  the  elements  of  na- 
ture, and  have  called  on  the  thunder  to  alarm 
a  guilty  world,  but  he  employed  means  more 


worthy  of  himself,  and  by  the  truth — ^Sm 
truth  of  the  cross,-— subdued  mn.  The 
agency  he  employs  equally  illusfratea  his 
glory.  Men  of  like  passions  with  us  do  his 
work,  but  in  a  way  which  leads  us  to  admiva 
God.  Our  Missionary  agents  go  not  forth 
with  the  power  of  worldly  governments  on 
their  side,  but  are  humble,  feel  their  incom- 
petency, and  are  the  objects  of  scorn ;  but  in 
the  east  and  in  the  west,  God  has  enabled 
them  to  manifest  fortitude,  resignation,  and 
patient  perseveraifce ;  and  when  they  opposed 
idolatry  they  conquered,  and  equally  shall 
they  subdue  the  brute  force  now  employed  in 
the  west  against  them.  Nor  do  the  resources 
provided  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  ob- 
ject in  view  shew  less  of  God.  Silver  and 
gold  are  his,  but  he  acts,  and  teaches  us  to 
work  chiefly  hy  love.  In  this  way  we  must 
carry  on  our  conflict.  The  church,  then, 
depending  upon  Grod,  must  go  forward  to  do 
that  which  even  Christian  nations  have  not 
done.  The  disciples  of  Christ  have  done  far 
the  world  the  greater  part  of  what  has 
contributed  to  its  happiness.  As  God  has 
thus  confided  his  glory  to  his  church,  the 
preacher  called  on  his  auditory  by  the  gen- 
tleness of  Christ,  by  the  spirit  of  our  Mission- 
aries, by  the  wrongs  of  the  slave,  and  by  the 
certainty  of  the  accomplishment  of  the  Divine 
designs  to  come  forward  and  participate  in 
the  honour  of  the  mighty  results  which  are 
at  hand.  The  Rev.  T.  Middleditch,  of  Big- 
gleswade, read  the  hymns  during  the  service^ 
which  was  closed  with  prayer  by  the  Rey. 
James  Phiiippo,    from  Jamaica* 

In  the  evening  the  second  service  was  held, 
as  usual,  at  Surrey  Chapel.  The  Rev. 
W.  Copley,  of  Oxford  read  the  Scriptures 
and  prayed ;  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Nichol- 
son, of  Plymouth,  delivered  a  discourse  most 
impressively  presenting  to  the  view  of  the 
Christian  the  sublime  motives  by  which  the 
whole  of  his  conduct  should  be  governed,  and 
the  glory  with  which  his  effi>rti»  for  the  Re- 
deemer's honour  shall  be  crowned.  The 
passage  selected  for  this  purpose  was  Matt. 
XXV.  23,  "  £nter  thou  into  the  Joy  of  thy 
l^ord,"  He  commenced  by  remarking  that 
Christians  were  required,  both  in  their  atten- 
tion to  their  own  souls,  and  the  souls  of 
others,  to  make  many  sacrifices;  and  that 
nothing  of  a  temporal  kind  was  ever  per- 
mitted to  be  brought  into  competition  with 
their  spiritual  duties.  The  apostle,  in  his 
epistle  to  the  Hebrews  had  incidentally  hinted 
at  the  extent  to  which  Christian  duty  goes, 
**  Ye  have  not  yet  resisted  unto  blood,  striv- 
ing against  sin  ;"  besides  which,  holy  men  of 
•Id  were  beheaded  for  the  Word  of  God  and 
for  his  testimony.  It  was  important  that 
adequate  motives  to  duty  should  bepreaented; 
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dmt  wen  drswn'  la  tlw  Word  of  God  from 
tteraity;  and  presaited  in  no  fieeUe  mumer 
in  tiie  text.  After  illiutratiiig  tlw  general 
doctrine  of  ihe  paraU^  he  obeenred  that  the 
text  taught — -  That  the  graeioui  rteompen/ee 
hettawed  by  Christ  on  hU  urvant$  it  a  pat'' 
tidpation  of  his  glory.  The  preacher  then 
propoaedy  finty  to  offisr  a  few  remarks  illiu- 
trating  in  general  terms  the  meaning  of  thia 
giory ;  and»  aeoondly,  a  more  particular  view 
of  the  lymp^hy  of  Christiana  with  Christ  in 
the  enjoyment  of  it.  In  the  illustration  of 
his  first  head,  he  drew  from  several  events  of 
Kfe  the  general  idea  of  the  text.  There  ia 
joy  of  sympathy  or  reflection  in  the  heart  of 
a  childy  where  he  sees  the  happiness  of  his 
parents  ;  there  is  again  the  participation  of 
another^B  joy  when  persons  rejoice  on  the 
same  occasion ;  but  this  mutual  joy  is  more 
striking  when  we  rejoice  for  the  same  reasons 
and  in  the  same  manner*  In  such  a  caacy 
there  is  a  similarity  of  character^  principle^ 
and  feeling.  These  remarks  were  illustrated 
from  the  context ;  where  a  merchant  entrusts 
hii  goods  to  his  servants,  and  those  who  were 
fiuthfrd  to  their  trust  njoice  with  him.  So 
also  Scripture  represented  a  holy  sympathy 
between  Christ  and  his  people.  "  If  we 
waBa  with  him, .  we  shall  also  reign  with 
him;'* — ^^  we  shall  be  glorified  together;" — 
"  to  him  that  overcometh  will  I  give  to  sit 
down  with  me  on  my  throne,  even  as  also 
I  luwe  overcome,  and  have  sat  down  wish 
my  Father  on  his  throne.** 

The  preacher  then  proceeded,  according  to 
his  previona  proposal,  to  take  a  more  parti- 
cular view  of  this  sympathy  between  Christ 
and  his  people  ;  and  remarked  that  it  should 
be  made  most  evident  at  the  last  day ;  when, 
as  the  gradona  reward  of  their  exertions,  the 
Saviour  should  bestow  upon  them  the  bless- 
ings of  the  heavenly  world.  He  observed 
that  the  nature  of  Christ's  joy  might  be  in- 
ferred from  the  character  of  his  sorrows. 
He  wept  over  the  city  devoted  to  ruin,  he 
grieved  ove^  the  hardness  of  men's  hearts, 
and  was  sorrowful  on  account  of  his  last 
sufiSsrings.  But  we  know  also  the'  cause  of 
his  joys  in  heaven.  He  asks  that  the  heathen 
may  be  given  him  for  his  inheritance; — that 
his  people  may  be  united,  sanctified,  and 
glorified.  When  these  things  awaken  the 
joy  of  Christ,  should  they  not  call  forth  the 
best  emotions  of  his  people  ?  In  proceeding 
to  the  particular  grounds  of  this  joy,  it  was 
proposed  to  oontemplate-> 

L  The  results  of  the  great  enterprise  in 
which  he  is  engaged,  and  in  whidi  they 
labour  with  him.  He  contemplated  the  con- 
version of  a  sinner,  and  traced  his  progress 
through  the  world,  and  shewed  that  though 
men  may  dcapiw  him,  yet  that  Christ  would 


gbriiy  him  befiira  tht  univMi^  and  icjotct 
in  his  salvation.  So  should  the  Christian 
enter  into  his  joy;  becaaae  Satan  would  be 
for  ever  silenced,  the  good  man  would  enjoy 
acceptance  with  God,  perfect  security,  con-- 
formity  to  the  Divine  image,  and  the  posses 
sion  of  the  Holy  Spirit*  The  Saviour  antici- 
pates the  entire  perfection  of  all  this,  and  re- 
joiees  with  '*  exceieding  joy. "  He  remarked  that 
this  joy  would  be  increased  by  the  recollec- 
tion of  the  contrast  which  will  ever  be  pre- 
sent to  the  riew  of  the  good  man,  between 
the  state  in  which  he  once  stood,  and  what 
he  shall  hereafter  know.  Having  considered 
these  important  fects  in  connexion  with  a 
single  individoal,  the  preacher  directed  hia 
hearers  to  multiply  this  case  by  a  multitude 
that  no  man  could  number,  and  remarked 
that  in  such  a  case  all  thought  is  lost.  From 
every  nation  should  persons  come,  all  whose 
afRections  should  centre  in  Chrut,  and  should 
present  a  delightful  fellowship.  In  Uiis  mul- 
titude Christ  should  rejoice,  and  that  multi- 
tude shall  rejoice  in  him^  The  preacher  ob- 
served— 

U.  Nor  would  the  joy  be  lessened  by  a  con- 
sideration of  the  means  by  which  these  re- 
sults are  accomplished.  All  are  connected 
with  Christ,  springing  from  and  carried  on 
even  to  completion  by  him.  He  himself  felt 
interested  in  them.  «  And  I  if  I  be  lifted 
up,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me ; — the  Son  of 
Man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to 
minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for 
many,"  &c.  Equally  desirous  was  the  Chria- 
that  Me  should  wear  the  crown  of  glory  to 
whom  it  bdongs.  Christ  must  sustain  the 
whole  honour  of  our  salvation.  The  good 
man  feels  complacency  in  the  recompence 
secured  to  Christ,  in  seeing  the  travail  of  his 
soul,  and  rejoices  in  the  aspect  of  the  scheme 
of  salvation  on  himself,  as  presenting  to  him 
a  moral  portraiture  after  confermity  to  which 
he  felt  he  ought  to  aspire.  He  shewed  that 
the  means  which  God  employed  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  his  designs  were  precisely  those 
best  adapted  to  defeat  the  purposes  of  Satan. 
In  the  very  scene  in  which  the  enemy  ex- 
pected to  triumph  was  the  destruction  of  his 
kingdom.  Lastly,  'hUr.  N.  observed,  that, 
-  VL\.  The  mutual  joy  of  Christ  and  his 
people  would  be  increued  by  the  previous 
disappointment  experienced.  The  personal 
ministry  of  Christ  was  small  in  its  results, 
but  it  had  been  foDowed  with  delightful  ef- 
fects, which  called  both  for  his  joy  and  for 
ours.  In  this  respect  our  labours  often  re- 
semble his,  and  we  shall  in  the  end  expe- 
rience joy  after  our  sorrow 

In  drawing  to  the  close  of  his  sermon,  the 
preacher  remarked  that  his  subject  incidentally 
taught  the  nature  of  true  religion ;  insamuch 
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avwsmdrt  mJbmat  m  nkdu  to  Ctakt  bdnv 
w»  cmddbeoBttie  lik  Mrvttts,  tad  tlomAf  «p- 
pMled  t»  th«  coQBcitMw  of  Mi  bttnn  n  to 
tkfir  poiBCMoB  ef  troe  devolednevto  the  Sa- 
Ttoor,  Slid  thcif  fcadinew  to  give  proof  of 
beiag  hitw     Be  tuMnmed  tlie  coatrito  peai- 
tonts,  UMuring  them  that  tbeir  MlratioB  wae 
tlie  joy  of  Chriet,  umI  that  to  dtetraet  wm 
to  dishooenr  him ;  aaA  hairing  again  exhibit- 
ed the  delightful  MiTiose  to  whieh  Chrie- 
tiaaa  are  eiUed»  m  aympathiiiiig  with  him  m 
liie  eooverrioB  of  the  worlds  dned,  with  i«p- 
MMttting  the  Redeener  inaRy  addrettiag  hie 
•ervaDtty  **  Sympathiae  m  my  joy**-^**  Enter 
Aon  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord.*'  The  hymna 
during  thia  eenrioe  were  road  by  the  Rev. 
Meten.   Saffnry,   Tyao,   and  Dyer,  and  the 
eonohiding  prayer  oifcred  by  the  Rev.  John 
Edwards,  of  Watford. 

At  the  wual  prayer  meeting  on  Thursday 
Boming,  at  Eagle  Street,  the  Rer.  Menre. 
Allen,  of  Ballina,  in  Ireland ;  Tyao,  of  Wal- 
lingford;  and  Thompmn,  of  Coteley,  en- 
gaged in  the  devotional  exerdeea.  An  ap- 
propriate address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev. 
J.  M.  Cramp,  ci  St  Peter's,  who  alao  eloeed 
iikt  service  in  prayer. 

At  eleven  o'elock  the  -Annual  Meeting  waa 
held  at  Spa  Fields  Chapel,  when  a  numerous 
and  respectable  audience  assembled*  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Cox  read  a  psalm,  and  the  Rev.  J. 
'Smith,  of  Dford,  prayed,  after  which 

JRichard  Foster,  jun,  JStq,  of  Cambridge^ 
being   called  to   the  chair,   observed,   that 
during  the  present  week  we  had  met  to  devise 
means  for  the  more  extensive  spread  of  re^ 
ligion  in  our  own  land ;   but  that  now  our 
attention  was  to  be  directed  to  the  impor- 
tance of  sending  the  Gospel  to  600,000,000 
tHT  more  of  our  feQow-men,  who  were  perish- 
ing in  idolatry.     Under  such  circumstances 
we  were  ready  to  ask,  **  Who  is  sufficient  for 
these  things?"  Certain,  however,  it  was,  that 
God  was  pleased  to  make  us  of  human  instru- 
mentality.   The  Saviour  came  into  the  world 
that  a»  man  he  might  lay  the  foundation  of 
his  kingdom,  and  from  the  period  of  his  ascen- 
sion he  had    raised  up  snecesaivu  human 
instrumento  to  carry  on  his  cause.     It  might 
not  be  improper  to  consider  the  nature  of 
those  evangelical  blessings  we  were  desirous 
of  disseminating:  but  who  could  tell  the  full 
import  of  what  the  Saviour  meant  when  he 
spoke  of  giving  his  people  <*  eternal  lifo?" 
His  sheep,  not  yet  gathered  into  his  fold, 
were  to  be  drawn  there  by  their  fellow-men ; 
hence  arose  the  necessity  of  sending  them  the 
Gospel.     We  should  recollect  that  the  Gospel 
had  not  been  sent  either  to  the  east  or  the 
west  in  vain ;'  and  though  we  might  hear  of 
calamities,  we  ought  not  to  be  dispirited,  for 
the  strength  of  God  should  be  perfected  in 
our  weakness.

The  first  Resolution, 

That  the  Report  now  read  be  received  awV 
printed  under  the  direction  of  the  CenMnitic# 
and  thai  this  Meeting  hanUy  acknowledge  tlw 
dWtne  ffoodnes9,  which  has  Litberto  sostahied 
the  Society  in  its  efforts  to  propsfrate  the  Oosp^ 
assong  tke  Heathen,  and  the  Beaswre  of  sneteaa 
by  which  these  efforts  have  been  crowned  : 

WW  moved  by  the  llirv.  Jmtpk  Kbuj^arm^ 
who  observed^  that  such  a  docMMWt  aa  th* 
preaent  Report  had  never  before  been  pf»« 
sented  to  the  world,  and  that  it  must  escito 
very  powerfol  feelinge.     We  bad  ahandand 
cause  for  thuddnfateea;  for  thoogh  hiotociaM. 
could  not  ten  us  all  the  goad  whkk  had  bees 
done,  Christiaii  hope  knowa  that  0very  thaog 
tends  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Church.     Aa 
in  the  primitive  ages,  though  for  dma  kaa* 
dred  years  the  govermmnte  of  the  worid  op* 
posed  ehriethmity,  yet  it  proved  the  power  of 
God  to  salvation,  and  finally  ovavtunscd  th* 
iddatry  of  Rome.     When  we  laok  at  the 
Word  of  Jehovah,  we  muat  axpact  mighty 
moral  earthquakes  shortly,  to  iBtrodvea  aeenos 
of  unpareHded  glory.     For  however  goed 
men  might  di£for  in  theb  viewa  off  piophoqry 
they  were  all  agieed  aa  to  the  certaiaty  off 
his  glory  filKng  the  world.     Chriat  wiU  ride 
on  hie  white  horse,  till  all  hiaeneaaiea  an  de- 
stroyed. Hence,  then,  are  we  called  to  labour^ 
till,  as  we  heard  on  the  paat  evening,  vpft  are 
invited  to  **  enter  into  the  joy  of  our  Lord.** 
The  Jiev,  James  JPhUippOy  firom  Jaaaica» 
roae  to  second  the  Resolution,  and  remaikad, 
that  he  should  be  ashamed,  if,  after  hiarmU 
dence  among  the  negroes,   he  did  aot  foti 
strongly  on  this  occasion.     He  deeply  aympa- 
thixed  with  his  beloved  friends,  but  waa  sure 
that  God  would  help.     The  etatiouB  in  Ja- 
maica must  not   be  deserted;   the   ehapeb 
must  be  re-built,  and  the  Missionary  band  ft- 
stored;  for  the  God  who  establiahed  Bfiasioas 
win  carry  them  on ;  indeed,  every  thing  In 
the  spkit  of  British  Chriatiane,  the  British 
government,  and  the  present  Meetmg,   <  aaM, 
the  cause  must  go  on.     Bat  reparation  was 
not  enough ;  more  Missionaries  nHwt  be  atnt 
into  the  field.     He  had  elken  leiterated  this 
cry,  and  must  repeat  it  now.     Before  he  kft 
Jamaica,  the  slaves  intreated  kim  to  b^  that 
more  Missionariea  might  be  sent.     God  had 
blessed  them  with  sueoees, — ^fhe  intellect  uf 
the  slavea  had  been  raised, — superstitian  waa 
falling,— and  the  eemmon  peeple,  as  in  the 
days  of    Christ,   heard  the   Goepel  ^adfy' 
Among  the  different  denominationB  of  Chris- 
tians, not  less  than  from  fifty  to  rixty  thou- 
sand souls  had  been  converted,  and  frein 
eighty  to  one  hundred  thousand  persene  are 
now  inquiring  the  way  to  Zion.     If  the  va- 
lue of  one  smtl  be  .inconceivable,  who  shall 
tell  the  amount  of  good  done?     The  speaker 
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•bewing  the  readineis  ti  ihm  slave  popidation 
to  \mUe»  to  dmae  tnith»  the  tacfifiocs  they 
made  for  the  purpose  of  attendmg  pablic 
wonb^,  and  their  lefcl  in  labouring  for  the 
■[Mritnal  wdl£tfe  ef  othen;  and  then  directed 
the  attentioa  of  the  Heetiag  to  the  prospeets 
before  the  efauxcfa.  God  was  eridently  going 
before  thein» — cKspottng  men  to  recekre  the 
Ooepelt  natave  hdxmrers  were  being  raised  np 
to  work  among  the  negroes;  all  ef  those  who 
beliered,  in  varioaeways,  beeome  missionaries 
to  others,  whiley  from  its  peculiar  sitnatiom 
ia  the  midst  of  the  Athmtic,  Jamaica  was  one 
of  the  most  prominng  voMioiiary  stationa  in 
the  world.  When  the  approadihiig  jnbilee 
ihsll  arrive,  the  slaves  diall  retnm  to  Africa, 
and  carry  ba^  l^e  wmid  ef  the  Gospel.  The 
ipesker  conclnded  by  declaring  his  readinesi 
to  return  and  die  in  Jamaica,  and  espreMing 
his  earnest  desires  that  recent  events  might 
be  overrated  for  the  lorthersaee  of  the 
GospeL 

The  Jiev,  W,  Ji^tbb,  one  of  our  perse- 
coted  brethren,  also  from  Jamaica*  jnst  ar- 
rived from  that  idand,  came  forward  to  sop- 
pwt  the  motion.     He  remarked  that,  stand- 
iag  in  the  presence  ef  ii  Britbh  Christian 
aswmbiy,  he  sfaonld  cmisider  any  thing  Hke 
spotegy  improper.     If  ever  the  month  spoke 
out  t4  the  abundance  of  the  heart,  he  did 
so  at  present.     He  was  entirely  willing  to 
Ibfgive  those  who   would  have  killed  him, 
and  feh  unwiUii^  to  make   the  exposures 
which  must  be  made ;  but  he  must  folly  and 
boldly  declare  that  lAe  Sodety't  minwnary 
itoHcns  cmdd  no  longer  exitt  in  Jamaica 
without  the  ontire  and  immediaie  abolition 
o^  skivery*      He  had  been  requested   to  be 
moderate,  bat  he  could  not  restrain  himself 
from  speaking  the  truth.     The   Christians 
in  that  island,  had  always  been  quiet,  and 
never  had  he  there  expressed  an  opinien  on 
davery;  nor  wooM  he  now   have   spoken, 
but  diat  their   persecutors  had  taken  from 
them  th^r  rel%ions  privil^es.     But  amidst 
all,  the  piety  and  afetion  of  the  Chritti&n 
davcs  had  supported  the   missioBaTies^  and 
they  anticipated  spending  an  eternity  with 
them,  where  none  could  offer  molestation. 
He  had  for  nearly  eight  years  trod  the  burn- 
ing soil  of  that  island,  and  often  had  that 
meeting  been  gi'atified  with  the  tidings  of 
success ;  but  aU  now  had  passed  away,  and 
they  had  hang  their  harps  on  the  wiUc^vs. 
Axes  and  hammers  had   demolished    their 
chapeb;    «   Churdi   Cdbnial   Society  bad 
been  formed ;  the  ministers  were  threatened 
with  destruction  ;    and  infidels,  clergymen, 
and   magistrates,    had    been    combined    to 
banish  Christianity  from  the  island.       He 
could  assure  'the  meeting  that  leaves  would 


never  be  dtowed  to  'wcinliip  Qed  till  slavery 
had  been  abelished.  Even  if  it  were  at  the 
risk  of  his  eonnexiott  with  the  Society,  he 
would  avow  this;  and  if  the  friends  of 
missions  would  not  hear  him,  he  would  tnrtt 
aad  teU'  it  to  his  God ;  nor  wonld  he  ever 
desist  till  this  greatest  of  curses  w«re  re- 
moved, and  '<' glory  to  God  in  (he  highest* 
inscribed  on  the  British  fiag. 

The  speaker  remarked,  that  in  proceed- 
ing to  state  ^cujtfj,  he  shouM  ask  no  fovour. 
He  was  qnits  ready  to  prove  all  he'  had  to 
say.     Britons  mi^t  have  their  parliaments, 
and  might  make  laws»  but  till  they  allewed 
slaws  to  be  men,  and  tell  than  what  slavery 
is,  they  would  never  know  it.     He  could 
not  tell  a  tithe  of  the  fiicts  he  knewy  but  noW, 
being  a  free  man,  he  ceuki  assure  them  that 
every  law  which  issued  from  a«Britisli  king 
and  his  ministers,  was  treated   in  Jamaica 
with  contempt;  and  whoi  he  left  the  island 
the  whites  were  rejoicing   that  Earl  Gtey 
had  been  removed  from  His  Majesty's  coun- 
cils.     A  fow    months  -before  he  left  die 
iriand,   seme    of  the  slaves  came  to  him« 
and  asked  him  whether  they  would  be  free 
after  Christmas?     He  told  them,  no.     They 
said  that   Bruckna  told   them,  when   they 
were  laid  down  to  be  flogged,  they  would 
be  free  after  Christmas,  and  so  he  would  flog 
them  more  now.       He  was  then   told   by 
parties  whose    names  he   mentioned,    thrt 
the  slaves  would  not  work  unless  they  were 
paid  for  it.     He  expostulated  with  th^*  and 
assured  them  from  the  pulpit  en  the  sabbath 
day  that  no  free  papers  were  come.     He  tiien 
read  smne  passages  from  the  defence  he  had 
intended  to  make  on  his  trial,  to  shew  thilt 
he  had  never  interfered  between  the  slaves  and 
their  masters.     In  addition  to  the  advice  he 
gave  to  the  slaves  in  his  own  neighbourhood 
to  go  to  w(H'k,  he  sent  to  seventy  estates ; 
and  in  but  one  instance  had  any  of  them 
joined  in  the  insurrection  ;  and  that  one  was 
caused  by  a  woman  named  Williams  being 
flogged  till  her  back  was  one  mass  of  gore, 
because  she  refused  to  surrender  her  person 
to  the  overseer.     He  then  proceeded  to  de- 
tail, at  some  length,  his  being  compelled  to 
join  the  militia,  his  imprisonment,  and  the 
dreadful  oppressions  and  sufferings  to  which 
he  was  subjected;  and  asked,  if  a  white  man 
was  thus  treated,  what  might  the  slave  ex- 
pect at  such  hands?     He  then  related  the 
facts  connected  with  his  trial ;   remarking 
that  the  Attorney  General  founded  his  in- 
dictment on  evidence  which  had  been  pre- 
viously rejected,  that  three  witnesses  out  Of 
four  declared  to  him  that  he  was  innocent, 
and  that  his  horses  were  stolen  from  him  hy 
an  English  officer  which  greatly  increased  hJbi 
difficulty  in  the  collection  of  Evidence.     HaiF- 
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lag  himtelf  btoi  fttedy  ha  wai  employed  to 
get  at  the  fiu:ts  connected  with  the  rebeUion, 
and  read  eome  of  the  information  he  had 
received,  to  the  efiect  that  while  the  mie^ 
lionaiies  encouraged  them  to  work,  the 
white  I  told  them  they  would  be  free  after 
Christmas,  but  that  they  would  spill  their 
blood  rather  than  they  should  have  their 
liberty.  The  real  cause  of  the  rebellion,  he 
stated,  was  giving  the  n^roes  an  idea  that 
they  )R  ould  be  fr«e,  in  which  the  missionsries 
had  ro  concern  whatever.  Among  other 
instant  es  of  cruelty  practised  on  the  slaves, 
in  ord«ir  to  extort  information,  they  took 
one  of  the  fiuthful  servants  of  Mr.  Bnrchell, 
and  sh  it  him  up  in  a  close  room  with  a  pan 
of  buri  ing  brimstone,  for  twenty-four  hours, 
telling  him  he  should  have  a  teste  of  hell  be- 
fore lur  got^there.  He  then  read  a  letter 
address.*d  by  his  congr^ation,  to  the  friends 
of  the  Mission,  shewing  their  gratitude  for 
the  Gospel,  and  their  strong  desire  for  its 
continu/mce ;  and  closed  by  saying,  that  be 
stood  on  that  platform  as  tlie  feeble  advocate 
of  20,0  >0  Baptists,  who  would  be  flogged 
if  they  ilared  to  pray;  that  he  wished  to 
return  t  j  his  church  of  980  members,  and 
2600  ii'quijrers  sfter  salvation,  2000  of 
whom  he  had  often  seen  at  the  six  o'clock 
prayer-m'eting  on  the  sabbath  morning,  but 
that  he  would  not  return  till  slavery  was 
destroyed;  and  ended  a  long,  but  deeply- 
interesting  and  impressive  speech,  by  urging 
on  every  class  of  the  assembly,  the  most 
a£fecting  considerations,  rousing  them  to 
action. 

The  jBet  •  Dr,  Steadman  in  moving  the 
aecond  Resolution, 

That  this  Meeting  has  beard,  with  the  Hvelii>st 
reirret  and  indignation,  of  the  late  unlawful 
outrage*  in  J bmaica.  wherein  the  personal  rights 
and  privilege*  of  the  Missionaries,  as  unoffend- 
ing British  subjects,  were  wantonly  and  mali- 
ciously invaded  ;  and  missionary  property,  to  a 
large  amonnt,  feloniously  destroyed ;  and  grate- 
fully aclcnowleJges  the  watchful  superintending 
care  of  Divine  Providence,  in  preserving  the 
lives  uf  the  Mis-ionaries  amidst  imininent.danger, 
and  in  rescuing  their  characters  from  the  base 
accusations  wli  h  which  they  were  loaded.  The 
Meeting  adverss,  with  the  most  grateful  satis- 
faction  to  the  s.'^ntiments  avowed,  and  the  con- 
duet  adopted  by  His  Majesty's  government  on 
this  painful  oerasion,  and  cherishes  tlie  convic- 
tion that  the  Just  claims  of  the  Society  for 
redress  will  not  have  been  preferred  in  vain : 

said  that  he  me  mt  to  be  very  short,  as  what 
had  been  urged  must  have  greatly  impressed 
the  meeting  witli  indignation  for  injustice  en- 
dured, gratitude  for  the  good  which  had  been 
done,  and  humility  that  so  little  had  been  ef- 
fected at  home.  We  need  not  indulge  des- 
pair, for  in  imminent  danger  God  had  pre- 
served his  servants  for  future  usefulness.  It 
had  often  been  seen  that  the  bitterest  oppo- 
sition of  hell  was  made  to  overturn  its  own 


dcaigna.  He  eouU  not  retire  witfioat  nfia$ 
that  as  our  government  had  shewn  na  S9 
much  kindness,  it  should  have  our  wanneet 
attachment. 

The  Mev.  SamwH  IRehoUon,  in  second* 
ing  the  resolution,  observed,  that  amidst  so 
much  excitement,  it  woidd  be  well  to  remem- 
ber that  ''the  wrath  of  man  wmrketb  not 
the  righteousness  of  God.**  There  was  na 
great  need  of  ind^nation  to  r^  in  the  hearts 
of  those  who  were  followers  of  Him  **  who 
when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again;** 
and  who  V  threatened  not,  but  oominitted 
himself  to  Him  that  jndgeth  righteously."  It 
was  well  to  ranember  that  the  spirit  w» 
manifested  would  indicate  to^  the  world  the 
character  of  our  cause.  We  should  go  forth 
as  old  warriors  selected  for  a  perilous  enter* 
prise ;  fieeling  the  victory  as  certainly  ours, 
we  should  act  under  the  impression.  Oar 
adversaries  shewed  the  badness  of  their  cause 
by  the  calumnies  and  ontragss  of  which  they 
were  guilty.  Mr.  N.  read  some  extracts  from 
Lord  Goderich*s  recent  diqpatehes  to  Jamaica, 
remarking  their  perfect  accordsnce  with 
scripture ;  he  rejoiced  in  the  kindness  of  Di- 
vine Providence  which  would  ere  long  des- 
troy a  system  which  was  increasing  his  anger 
against  it ;  and  dosed  by  assuring  the  meet- 
ing of  the  existence  of  a  very  warm  feeling 
of  attachment  to  the  Mission  in  the  part  of 
the  kingdom  in  which  he  resided. 

W.  B.  Gumey,  JBsq.  said  that  he  did 
not  rise  to  address  the  Assembly,  but  it  had 
been  proposed  at  the  commencement  of  the 
meeting  that  we  shotdd  prove  ourselTes  in 
earnest.  There  was  a  debt  of  about  3000L, 
and  he  had  received  a  note  requesting  that 
the  present  opportunity  of  removing  it  might 
not  be  allowed  to  pass  by.  He  would  not 
dictate  the  manner  in  which  the  payment^ 
should  be  eflBected,  but  three  years  ago  the 
Society  did  in  that  place  pay  its  debts.  The 
claims  upon  the  chapels  in  Jamaica  were  not 
less  than  8000^.,  and  goods  to  the  amount  of 
2000/.  more  had  been  stolen.  A  donation 
of  1000/.  had  been  made  to  the  Society  in 
the  last  year.  The  secretary  had  been  ap- 
prised by  another  kind  friend  of  his  istentiea 
to  present  1000/.  towards  the  payment  of  the 
debt,  and  500/.  would  be  forthcoming  from 
another  quarter,  provided  the  other  half  of 
the  debt  should  be  raised. 

Mr,  JTntM  rose  to  present  to  the  meeting 
a  two  dollar  piece,  which  had  been  given  to- 
wards relieving  the  emetgoides  of  the  Soci- 
ety by  a  poor  female  slave  named  Msry. 

The  JRm.  John.  Siany,  a  Weel^an  Mis- 
sionary, from  Jamaica,  in  submitting  the 
third  Resolution, 

That  it  has  afforded  this  meeting  peculiar  de- 
light to  learn  that,  while  onr.brethreu  iu  Jamaica 
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wcrt  eadnrins  'ucb  violrat  p^necntiont  firom 
their  own  countrymen,  they  wer«  coantenaQced 
and  defended  by  sevpral  gentlemen  of  colonr, 
and  the  friends  of  religious  liberty  in  the  co- 
lony ;  and  that  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  are 
especially  due  to  those  individualH,  many  of 
vnom  exposed  their  li-ves,  and  have  Inst  tlielr 

Itroperty,  by  their  exertions  on  behalf  of  the 
nnocent  and  defenceless  : 

said  that    he  had    intended    irr^^olarly    to 
have    presented  a  motion  in  exact  accord* 
anoe  with   it ;  it  waa  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the      gentlemen      of     colour    in     Jamaica 
who  had   protected    our  MianonarieB.      He 
remarked  that   he  had  seen   this  protection 
affioided    in   the  city  of  Kingston,  and  had 
heard  free  blacks  and  coloured  men  resolve 
that  if  auy  attempt  waa  made  to  injure  the 
Misaionariesy     they     would     defend    them. 
He  felt,  as  his  friend  Mr.  Knibb  did,  that  the 
whole  truth  in  reference  to  Jamaica  must  now 
be  told  ;    and  that  a  crisis  had  arrived  in  its 
history.      In  the  year  1887  he  was  himself 
examined  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  order 
to  prove  that  Missionaries  were  guilty  of  im- 
proprietiea.      He  felt  more  than  ever   that 
this  was  a  common  cause,  and  as  such  it 
ought    to  be   considered.     The  slaves   had 
been  ahameliilly  traduced  and  misrepresented. 
He  knew  a  white  who  had  declared  on  oath, 
that  religious  slaves  would   not  work,,  and 
that  he  now  had  not  more  work  done  by 
fifiteen  persona  than  he  formerly  exacted  from 
four.     Hearing  this  statement  he  had  care- 
fully aacertained  how  many  of  the  slaves  be- 
longing to  this  man  professed  religion,  and 
he  found   that  he  had  but  one  pioua  slave, 
who  was  old,  blindy  and  deserted.     In  the 
House  of   Assembly  he  once  saw  Cruden't 
Concordance,    which  had  been  introduced 
that  it  might  be  seen  whether  the  Bible  con- 
tained  the  words  Feut  and  Faatingy  for  they 
had  heard  ihat  the  Methodists  and  Baptists 
had  enjoined  such  a  duty   on  the   slaves, 
but  knew  not,  without  the  aid  of  the  Concor- 
dance, ^whether  the  words  were  to  be  found 
in  the  Bible  at  alL     He  told  another  anecdote 
ef  a  nnnister  who  applied  to  the  sessions  for  a 
license  to  preach.     The  custos  desired  him  to 
.    tell  the  slaves  to  be  industrious  and  quiet,  &c. , 
but  not  to  tell  them  anything  about  Jfaith, 
for  they  Icnew  nothing  of  it  in  Jamaica. 
The    speaker    avowed   his   full    persuasion, 
that  but  for  the  interference  of  the  blacks  and 
free  n^^roes,  no  Missionary  would  ever  have 
lived  to  return  to  England.     No  laws  were 
pbeerved    there;   the  white  mob  considered 
themselves  above  the  government.     He  gave 
them  a  farther  account  of  the  late  rebellion, 
and    related  that  when  once   seeing  some 
negroes  met  together  near  a  chapel,  he  ad- 
dressed thnn  on   the  importance  of  acting 
with  great  caution,  when  they  replied,  **  Sir, 
ve  axe  here ;  we  with  white  people  would 


oome  to  pull  down  our  ohapdi^  for  we  wish 
to  try  our  strength."  He  fully  confirmed 
the  statement  of  Mr.  Knibb,  and  avon*- 
ed  htB  entire  conviction  that  Christi- 
anity would  never  flourish,  as  it  other* 
wise  would  do,  till  slavery  waa  aboliBhed. 
He  stated  that  while  the  slaves  f^t  that 
the  Missionaries  had  raised  the  tone  of 
their  intellect  and  character,  the  whites 
dreaded  the  success  of  representation  at  home, 
for  they  knew  that  Britons  would  not  allow 
of  the  continuance  of  slavery.  It  had  been 
gravely  moved  in  the  Houae  of  Assembly 
that  he  should  not  come  home;  so  much 
were  they  afraid  of  the  result,  that  they  very 
kindly  o^red  him  a  bribe  to  stay.  It  had  been 
said  in  Jamaica  that  both  the  Biaptist  cause 
and  the  Methodist  were  insolvent;  but  the 
parties  little  knew  the  hold  which  •  missions 
had  on  the  intelligence  and  piety  of  the 
world;  nor  could  they  understand  that  as  God 
was  the  great  pource  of  missionary  exertions, 
aa  he  lives  that  cause  must  live,  and  the 
slaves  soon  be  positively  and  morally  free. . 

The  Bev.  Charles  Stovell,  of  Prescott 
Street,  seconded  the  resolution.  He  had  long 
felt  veneration  for  the  Society,  and  would 
sympathize  with  it,  and  help  it  if  he  could. 
It  had  been  said  by  some,  that  we  felt  too 
much,  but  he  thought  that  when'  we  remem- 
bered that  Christ  demanded  feeling,  and  that 
the  cause  was  sure  of  success;  when  we  re- 
membered the  fects  which  had  recently  oc- 
curred, the  general  objects  of  the  Society, 
the  degradmg  nature  ef  idolatry,  and  the 
gratitude  we  owed  to  God,  he  thought  that 
we  could  no  more  feel  too  much  than  an  ice- 
berg could  produce  a  conflagration.  The 
glory  of  God  was  so  infinite,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  the  misery  of  man,  on  the  other,  that  in 
such  a  cause  a  well  r^^lated  mind  must  feel 
strongly.  But  he  confessed  that  when  he 
came  to  touch  the  facts  which  had  that  day 
been  stated,  he  was  almost  afraid  of  feeling  too 
much.  Was  it  indeed  true,  that  the  pious 
slaves  were  not  allowed  to  pray  on  the  ground 
where  their  chapels  had  stood  without  being 
exposed  to  the  lash?  ("  Yes/*  from  Mr 
Knibb).  Was  there  then  nothing  to  be  done 
by  us?  Was  there  no  king  in  Britain?  no 
throne  at  which  we  could  present  our  peti- 
tion? He  had  looked  with  delight  on  the 
Missionaries  who  had  returned  from  Jamaica. 
Some  of  those  he  knew  before  they  left  this 
country;  he  then  admired  their  feelings,  but 
now  he  loved  them  better  than  ever  he  had 
done  before.  They  did  not  feel  too  much, 
any  more  than  the  mother  would  whose 
child  was  torn  horn  her  tender  embrace. 
He  rqoiced,  too,  in  the  character  of  the  So- 
ciety. It  waa  distrnguished  for  its  energy 
and  prudence,  for  a  happy  union  of  firmness

^appointing  the  offices  and  Committee  for  the 
ensuing  year,  would  be  very  short.     He  bad, 
bowever,  beeu  greatly  astonished  at  what  he 
had  heard.     Was  it  indeed  true,  that  a  man 
was  to  be  sent  home  from  Jamaica  for  oppos- 
ing slavery?     Would  England  or  Sco<:land  be 
persuaded  to  approve  of  it  ?     That  Meeting, 
he  observed,  would  be  celebrated  for  hundreds 
of  years  to  come,  as  a  commencement  of  a 
new  era  in  the  moral  history  of  the  world. 
He  rejoiced  tbat  he  had  often  lately  attended 
meetings  of  a  similar  chai*acter,  and  that  pa- 
triots combined  with  Christians  to  make  the 
oppressed  free.     He  was  happy  in  the  im- 
pression, that  the  time  was  new  come  when 
Britons  must  either  destroy  slavery  or  per- 
petuate it ;  and  was  grateful  that  prudence 
did  not,  in  our  happy  land,  prevent  us  fi'om 
speaking  out.     He  boped  that  all  those  who 
would   soon  have  the  opportunity  of  exer- 
cisiog  the  elective  franchise,  would  take  care 
to  send  such  persons  only  to  parliament  who

Christians.  The  fires  ef  Beiigal  hnd  boen 
eztinguidied  by   British  teen;    the  Kbeitjr 

I  of  South  Africa  had  been  obtained  by  a 
British  missionary;  fere,  slavery^  and  mtuder 
had  been  restrained  by  r^resentatxvea  of 
British  Christians  in  Africa;  And  he  now 
cailed  on  than  to  bid  the  oppressed  slave  go 
fnoe.  In  this  warfajve  we  must  neither  give 
quarter  nor  take  it,  but  must  be  invineiblir 
re6<dute,  utt  parties  must  here  be  unitod» 
He  had  been  forcibly  reminded  df  the  ]w»- 
sage,^*  OppMBsion  maketk  a  wise  mam  mad/* 
and  could  have  ^ipoken  tvhen  Mr.  Knibb  had 
addressed  ttie  meeting,  and  said  to  him* 
**  Never  return  to  Jamaica  till  you  hvn 
abolished  slavery,  abd  can  go  bock  to  fret  • 
men;  go  over  the  whole  covmtry^  mA  fM. 
attention  to  the  subjecty  and  you  may  then 
return  to  yo9r  statieps  in  the  land  of  free- 
dom.   . 

The  Rev,  JSutfyice  (Jarty  aeoonded  tito 
resolution,  remaxkiag  ti^t  ab  aikcient  proineri} 
had  said,  **  There  is  a  time  to  be  oifent,'*  m 
well  as  '*  a  time  to  speak."  Ail  futaeat 
must  hove  felt  a  deep  intesest  in  this  meot- 
iqg ;  and  it  would  now  be  well  that  ben6f«»« 
lenoe  eheidd  produce  good  frwits.  He  baped 
the  prepoeal  of  Mr.  Giarney  would  be  a0»> 
cempliHhed,  and  the  debt  of  the  Society  Im 
removed.  In  reference  to  the  subject  oi 
Slav^,  which  had  been  ae  fuMy  devetoped,

The  subject  of  this  memoir  has 
long  been  known  in  a  select  circle 
of  the  religious  worlds  but  more 
particularly  in  the  earlier  part  of  his 
life,  when  the  infirmities  of  age  did 
not  prevent  his  ardent  zeal  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  Those 
\yoTthie8  of  the  Baptist  denomina- 
tion. Booths  Martin,  Penny,  Davis, 
of  Reading,  with  many  others  whom 
he  has  now  met  in  a  higher  state  of 
existence^  could  all  bear  testimony 
to  his  unwearied  anxiety  that  the 
cause  of  God  every  where  might 
prosper^  but  more  particularly  in  the 
church  with  which  he  was  so  long 
honourably  connected. 

It  was  his  privilege  to  have  descend- 
ed from  parents  devoted  to  God  5 
his  grandfather  and  father  each  hav- 
ing sustained  the  office  of  deacon 
for  many  years  in  the  Baptist  Church 
at  Rea^ng,  where  our  late  friend 
was  bom,  and  where  he  began  to 
walk  with  God;  as  wiH  be  seen 
from  the  following  extract  from  his 
diary,  which  he  regularly  kept  for 
the  long  period  of  sixty- one  years, 
the  whole  of  which  has  been  pre- 
served. 

"  I  was  born  Dec.  6,  .1754,  in  the  town 
of  Reading,  in  Berks.,  and  trained  up  in  the 
nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  so  that, 
I  cannot  remember  any  particular  time  of  my 
ooDversion ;  but  I  have  often  experienced  the 
light  of  God*8  countenance,  though  but  young ; . 
aal  have  enjoyed  many  an  opportunity  of  his 
grace,  although  I  did  not  underytand  the  pUn 
of  salvation  distinctly,  until  Mr.  Thos.  Davis 
came  to  Reading,  which  was  in  May  1767. 
But,  oh!  I  troft  I  am  now  saved,  now  wash- 
ed in  his  blood,  and  clothed  in  his  spotless 
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righteousness;  therefore,  as  a  token  of  my' 
love  to  him,  I  was  baptized  March  18, 1770, 
by  Mr.  Davis,  and  added  to  the  church." 

It  is  to  be  lamented  that  very  few 
attain  to  the  high  degree  of  devoted- 
ness  to  God  and  separation  from  the 
world,  with  which  he  was  privileged. 

A  further  extract  will  shew  that 
very  early  in  life  he  made  a  covenant 
with  God,  that  as  long  as  he  was 
spared  he  would  retire  three  times  a 
dayfor  meditation  and  prayer,  found- 
ed on  the  words  of  the  Psalmist, 
"  Evening,  and  morning,  and  at  noon 
virill  I  pray."  When  veiV,  young,  at 
Reading,  he  had  a  little  room  to 
which  he  used  to  retire ;  and  after 
his  removal  to  Hammersmith,  he 
built  another,  which  he  consecrated 
to  God  :  and  his  family  can  testify, 
to  the  many  cries  that  were  present* 
ed  there.  If  any  trouble  surprised' 
him,  there  he  retired  to  pour  forth 
his  sorrows  and  unburden  his  heart 
to  his  God  5  and  if  any  lEhing  pleasing 
transpired,  there  his  thanksgivings 
were  returned,  and  a  memorial  of 
them  inserted  in  his  diary. 

«  April  6,  1772.  Why  should  I  be  at 
a  distance  from  my  Father,  when  he  says* 
*'Come  boldly  to  the  throne  of  my  grace?" 
I  win  nowy  from  hence,  enter  my  chamber 
thr$e  Hmu  a  day,  addressmg  the  Lord  in  thc^ 
morning,  afternoon,  and  night;  to  this  I  will 
s^ously  and  solemnly  set  my  hand  for  ever 
to  perform,  and  the  Lord  assist  me  and  re- 
fresh me  thereby.

«  April  9,  177S.  I  will  from  this  day 
£yrA,  whea  I  enter  my  chamber  in  the  aftef -• 
noon,  read  a  chapter,  if  time  permits,  before 
I  engage  id  prayer  to  the  Lord,  beginning  ihe 
New  Testament  and  reading  it  throughont, 
as  a  mean  for  my  fortheraslablkhiiaeftt  islSitf- 
thixigs  of  God.  I  now  aotomaly  agree  M'pe-» 
rose  the  Old  Testaant  in 
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prayer,  finding  the  morniog  refreshing  to  my 
touL" 

And  he  kept  a  regular  account 
when  he  finished  the  Old  or  New 
Testament  in  his  private  retirements : 
we  will  insert  the  last  memorandum 

_  • 

to  that  effect. 

«  Lord's  day,  May  8,  18S1.  Have,  at 
this  time,  once  more  begun  the  New  Testa^ 
ment,  the  sixty- second  time,  and  have  a 
strong  presentiment  this  will  be  the  last  time, 
finding  great  weakness  of  body ;  and  then, 
(oh!  then)  I  shall  behold  the  King  in  all  his 
glory !  but  as  all  our  times  are  in  his  hands, 
I  desire  to  wait  all  his  appointed  time,  till 
my  happy  change  thaU  come  I  even  so  Lord 
Jesus.     Amen  and  Amen." 

It  was  his  delight,  while  he  had 

strength,  to  attend  the  early  prayer- 

ineetings,    hoth    at    Reading    and 

elsewhere^  as  may  he  seen  from  the 

following  :— 

"  Lord's  day  doming,  six  o'clock,  Dec.  27, 
1 772.  Thus  far  am  I  advanced  through  this 
vale  of  tears;  Lord,  what  will  the  eternal 
^  weight  of  glory  be !  Oh  for  the  time  when  I ' 
shall  quit  sin  and  go  there !  I  am  now  i 
going  to  the  Lo<  d's  house,  as  we  meet  there 
at  hslf-past  six  o'clock,  to  pray  and  praise. 
Amen." 

In  Nov.  1 782,  he  left  his  father's 
house  at  Reading,  and  came  to 
London,  not  knowing  where  the 
Lord  might  direct  his  steps :  an  ex' 
tract  will  shew  how  his  dependance 
was  placed  on  God  to  direct  him ; 
and  that  he  was  led  and  guided  to 
Hammersmith,  where  he  was  to  he 
so  eminently  useful ;  and  where, 
after  a  long  life^  he  closed  his  eyes 
in  peace. 

"Lord's  day,  Nov.  3,  1782.  I  intend, 
God  willins:,  to  be  in  London  on  Tuesday 
ensuing,  there  to  begin  a  new  scene  of  life, 
God  helping  me ;  and  I  beseech  the  Lord  to 
lead  me  and  guide  me  in  his  way,  and  to 
fulfil  his  will  concerning  me.  The  passages 
which  came  in  course  this  day  are  pleasing ; 
I  will  here  record  them,  Prov.  iv.  10, 1 1, 12. 
I  am,*in  some  measure,  like  Abraham,  going 
I  know  not  whither. 

<*  London,  Thursday,  Nov.  7.  O,  my  Fa- 
ther, '  let  thy  presence  and  blessing  attend 
^ie  this  day, '  henceforth,  and  for  eirermore. 
Amen.-' 

In  tlie  January  following  he  was 


married,  and  his  afflicted  widow 
still  remains  to 'mourn  the  loss  of 
one  who  was  so  truly  fitted  to  he 
the  earthly  guide  of  her  youth,  and 
the  staff  of  her  old  age.  He  joined 
the  church  then  assembling  in  Hog 
Lane,  Hammersmith,  in  the  same 
year,  and  was  chosen  to  the  dea- 
con's office  immediately.  This 
church  afterwards  became  extinct  \ 
and  the  anxiety  of  his  mind  on  that 
account,  will  be  better  known  from 
his  own  words. 

"  Jnly  15,  1792.  I  have  fi>und  some 
liberty  in  beseeching  the  Lord  to  make  bare 
his  holy  arm  at  the  old  Baptist  meeting 
that  has  been  so  long  tossed  about ;  and  may 
the  Lord  appear  there  in  his  glory,  and  hasten 
the  time  when  he  will  have  mercy  upon  her 
for  Jesus'  sake.     Amen." 

Here  a  striking  extract  will  shew 
how  he  regularly  observed  every  pe- 
riod of  time. 

"  Jail.  1,  1793.  Another  year  of  days 
rolled  back  into  eternity!  Another  year  of 
trials  passed  by !  Another  year  of  days  nearer 
the  blessed  haven  of  rest !  Oh !  I  trust  the 
Lord  my  God  will  care  for  us  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  even  unto  the  end ;  even 
so.  Amen  and  Amen." 

On  Nov.  10,  1793,  a  new  church 
was  formed  at  Hammersmith,  in  the 
place  where  it  continues  to  assemble, 
and  he  was  again  chosen  to  the 
deacon's  office.  His  desire  for  the 
church's  increase  and  prosperity  will 
be  seen  by  the  following  notice  of  it* 

^<Nov.  10,  179S.  This  evening,  after 
lecture  at  the  new  Baptist  Meeting  House, 
in  Hammersmith,  thirteen  baptized  persons 
met  in  the  vestry ;  and,  I  trust,  according  to 
the  will  of  God,  were  embodied  and  organ- 
ised together  as  a  church  of  Jesus  Christ. 
This  is  a  most  pleasing  token  of  the  Lord's 
hearing  prayer,  as  when  all  hc^e  seemed  cut 
off,  then  the  Lord  appeared ;  and  we  now 
wait  his  will  for  his  wise  and  powerful  arm 
to  help  and  direct  us,  and  to  add  daily  unto 
us  such  as  shall  be  saved.     Amen. 

<<  Nov:  24.  Four  friends  were  added  to 
us  as  a  church  this  day.  Being  most  unani- 
mously chosen  deacon,  I  reluctantly  complied 
with  their  urgent  requests. 

"  Friday,  Nov.  29.     Oh!  the  Lord  has* 
done  wonderful  things  for  us,  whereof  ws 
have  reason  to  be  glad.     Eight  more,  I  trust, 
of  God's  chosen  people  are  joined  to  us  u  a 
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'cfaaixsh ;  and  three  are,   God  wiUing,  to  be 
baptiied  on  Lord's  day  emuing. 

"  Lord*8  day,  Dec.  1.  Tliis  day  appears 
almost  like  a  resurrection  ^^ay,  respecting  the 
cause  and  interest  of  Jesus  Christ  in  this 
place !  !  The  ordinance  of  baptism  was 
administered  with  great  solemnity;  and  I 
trust  the  Lord^s  sweet  and  sacred  presence 
was  felt  in  it,  and  at  the  table  of  the  Lord 
also.  Great  things  have  we  seen  to  day ! 
Oh  \  wonders  of  grace  to  God  belong  !  The 
instruments  are  so  weak  and  feeble,  that  the 
power  and  wisdom  of  God  are  most  evidently 
discovered.  Oh!  that  his  name  may  be 
abundantly  glorified  for  Jesus*  sake.    Amen." 

These  extracts  are  sufficient  to 
shew  how  he  hailed  every  appear- 
ance of  success  in  the  church  of  God. 
A  very  similar  insertion  is  made  on 
the  ordination  of  the  present  much 
esteemed  and  valuable  pastor,  to 
whom  he  continued  steadfastly  at- 
tached to  the  latest  period  of  his 
existence. 

His  mind,  about  this  time,  was 
greatly  agitated  with  respect  to  his 
exercising  his  gifts  for  the  ministry ; 
and  he  was  finally  approved  of  by 
the  church,  and  did,  occasionally, 
preach  with  very  great  acceptance. 

He  had  many  domestic  trials,  but 
in  great  patience  he  possessed  his 
soul.  He  had  a  family  of  thirteen 
children;  and  out  of  that  number 
only  four  survive  him ;  but  he  had 
the  satisfaction  to  believe  that  he 
should  meet  them  all  again.  Four 
died  in  infancy,  and  the  others  have 
left  a  pleasing  testimony  that  they 
departed  in  the  faith.  Indeed,  the 
words  of  the  Psalmist  were  veri- 
fied in-  him,  Ps.  cxxviii.  "  He  shall 
see  his  children's  children,  and  peace 
upon  Israel.** 

Towards  the  close  of  his  life,  his 
weakness  was  so  great,  that  it  was 
with  difficulty  he  could  be  led  to  the 
house  of  God^  but  there  he  would  be 
once  a  day,  if  not  prevented  by  se- 
vere indisposition. 

On  Saturday,  the  last  day  of  1H3 1 , 
thefamily  assembled,  as  usual,  around 
his  bed  in  the  morning,  for  family 
prayer,  little  thinking  that  the  con- 
clusion of  the  year  was  to  be  accom- 


panied with  his  concluding  petitions 
for  them.  After  reading  the  21st 
chapter  of  Revelations, — which  came 
in  course, — like  an  aged  patriarch  he 
sat  up  in  his  bed,  and  commended 
the  whole  family  collectively  to  God 
for  the  ensuing  year ;  and  then,  in  a 
peculiar  manner,  prayed  that  useful 
lives  might  be  spared,  but  that  those 
whose  work  appeared  to-be  done, 
might  be  taken  to  Christ's  eternal 
kingdom  and  glory. 

He  was  as  well  as  usual  on  that 
day  3  and,  after  supper,  lamented  that 
his  strength  would  not  allow  him  to 
keep  a  watch  until  the  new  year 
dawned,  which  had  been  the  custom 
of  the  family  for  many  years ;  but 
after  hearing  a  suitable  portion  of 
Scripture  read,  he  joined  in  singing 
a  hymn,  which  had  been  always  sung 
on  similar  occasions,  and  it  was 
remarkable  how  fervently  he  sung 
the  last  line  of  the  following  verse : — 

"  Oh !  that  each  from  the  Lord, 
"  May  receive  the  glad  word,— 
«  <  Well  and  ftithfuUy  done ! 
«  <  Enter  into  my  joy,  and  sit  down  on  my 
throne.* " 

Half  an  hour  afterwards  he  was 
seized  with  the  complaint  which  ter- 
minated his  life. 

Throughout  the  Lord^s  day  he 
suffered  much,  but  was  perfectly  col- 
lected, frequently  saymg  to  those 
about  him,  '*The  end  is  come;'*  and 
was  concerned  at  keeping  some  of 
the  family  from  the  Lord's  table  in 
the  afternoon,  as  it  was  the  first 
sabbath  in  the  year.  He  consented 
to  undergo  a  surgical  operation  on 
the  Monday  morning,  looking  up  to 
the  Lord  for  support,  and  requested 
his  son  to  pray  that  he  might  have 
God*»  presence  during  the  operation. 
The  medical  men  were  astonished  at 
the  firmness  he  manifested,  and  re- 
marked that  his  composure  of  mind 
was  a  great  thing  in  his  favour. 
But  as  he  said,  <*The  end  was  come** 
and  he  sunk  under  the  weight  of 
his  infirmities.  On  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, January  3rd,  at  about  a  quarter 
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pasl  ten  o'clock^  he  peacefully 
breathed  his  soul  into  the  hands  of 
his  long-loved  Saviour,  surrounded 
by  most  of  hb  family,  and  two  or 
three  friends  who  were  joining  his 
esteemed  pastor  in  be^ng  God  to 
give  him  an  easy  dismission,  which 
was  wonderfally  granted. 

An  extract  from  the  funeral  ser- 
mon preached  on  the  15th  of  the 
same  month,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Uppa- 
dine,  will  fully  confirm  the  preceding 
atatements. 

*'  What  shall  I  say  of  the  charac- 
ter of  our  departed  friend?     1  do 
not  stand  here  to  speak  of  his  per- 
fections, but  there  is  a  comparative 
perfection.       Sincerity    was    con- 
spicuous in  his  character,  and  every 
day  you  saw  the  same  man.     I  have 
been  gratified  since  his  decease,  with 
hearing  one  and  another  speak  re- 
specting him.     One  has  said, '  Ah  ! 
your  old  friend  is  gone!*     Another, 
'  Well,  he  has  worn  well.'    These 
and  other  circumstances  render  it 
unnecessary  to  make  much  enlarge- 
ment.    Who  can  add  to  the  beauty 
of  the  pea-bluom?     Who  can  in- 
crease the  odour  of  the  hyacinth? 
Who  can  improve  the  fragrance  of 
the  rose?     All  attempts  would  be 
liefeated,  and  hope  disappointed, — 
all  that  art  can  do  is  to  produce 
something  similar,  but  it  has  not  its 
fragrance.    Nor  can  the  minister  in 
delineating  the  character  of  the  de- 
ceased, fully  succeed.    He  has  been 
living  a  hidden  Kfe.    Your  life  (says 
the  apostle)  is  hid  with  Christ, — and 
Stephen  Mnndy  (I  fear  no  contra- 
diction in  saying),  I  believe,  knew 
more  what  that  hidden  life  was,  than 
many  professors. 

''Reading  was  the  place  of  his 
birth.  Few  towns  were  more  hon- 
oured with  faithful  preachers.  It 
had  a  nobleman  for  its  minister  in 
the  Establishment,  the  Hon.  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Cadogan ;  and  the  Bap- 
tist congregation  was  in  a  high  state 
of  prosperity.  Our  deceased  friend 
the  Baptist  Church  at  the  age 


of  16, — a  mere  kd^    Onr  departed 
friend  could  not  look  back  to  his 
early  days  without  receiving  conso- 
lation.   He  made  a  public  profession 
above  61  years  out  of  77.     It  is 
ddightful,  it  is  cheering,  to  think 
of  this.     He  is  now  gone  to  that 
region  where  he  will  not  be  sony 
that  he  began  so  soon  to  walk  in 
the  ways  of  God.    He  resided  in 
this  neighbourhood  about  49  years^ 
and  during  that  49  years,  what  was 
he  as  a  tradesman  r     No  trickery — 
no  fraud  —  the  man  was  honest. 
What  was  he  as  a  husband?     Fi^ 
delity  was  his  characteristic.     His 
affection  continued  to  the  latest  mo- 
ment.    What  was  he  as  a  father  > 
Anxious  to  promote  the  temporal 
prosperity  of  his  children,  but  more 
(as  I  firmly  believe)  their  spiritual 
interest.     A  good  master — a  good 
husband — ^a  good  father.     I  know 
he  would   blame    me   if  he  were 
standing  by  me,  but  I  must  speak ; 
we  do  not  often  have  an  opportunity 
of  noticing  such  consistency.     His 
life  was  a  life  of  faith,  '  The  just 
shall  live  by  faith.'     His  life  may 
be  considered  a  pilgrimage.     I  know 
he  had  eccentricities,  bot  these  put 
into  the  balance  would  be  weighed 
down  by  his  unassuming  character. 
"He  was  a  man  of  prayer, — he 
was  accustomed  to  call  his  famOy 
together  for  prayer  twice  a  day.     I 
can  tell  you  more— he  possessed  a 
great  gift,  and  he  enjoyea  eminently 
the  grace  of  prayer.     When  1  firs(t 
came  here  and  heard  him  engage,  it 
operated  as  a  discouragement  to  me, 
to  find  a  member  possessed  of  such 
gifts.    Three  times  a  day  (and  mark 
this,  for  I  believe  the  majority  of 
professors  are  living  without  prayer), 
three  times  a  day  he  was  accustomed 
to  retire  to  engage  in  this  exercise ; 
and  to  aecompUsh  this  -he  rose  «t 
^ve  o'clock.     He  kept  a  list  of  the 
members  of  this  chiKch,  and  used 
to  take  their  names  and  pray  for 
them  in  rotation,  and  this  through  a 
series  of  years }  and  I  naturally  sup^ 
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pose  that  my  narne^  as  a  member  of 
the  church,  was  in  this  list}  and 
who  knows  how  mqch  I  may  have 
received  throagh  this.  I  have  com- 
mitted four  of  his  children  to  the 
dust  5  and,  perhaps,  his  prayers  on 
their  hehalf,  may  have  been  the 
means  of  their  conversion. 

**  He  was  a  man  of  benevolence. 
Whatever  the  peculiar  mdde  of  ex- 
hibiting it  might  be,  he  was  of  a 
benevolent  mind.    He  was  generally 
emphatic  in  remembering  the  poor 
in  his  prayers.    May  we  not  intro- 
duce here,  as  connected  with  this 
subject,  the  Society  for  the  Distri- 
bution of  Bread.'**'     This  was  the 
project  of  Stephen  Mundy.     It  ori- 
ginated with  him,  and  he  managed 
it  for  years.     Seven  thousand  quar- 
tern loaves  have  been  distributed  since 
its  formation  in  1813.     Many  poor 
creatures   would  have  gone   home 
hungry,   while  we  were  surround- 
ed widi  every  comfort,  but  for  this 
Society.    O  ye  poor,  go  to  his  grave 
and  say.  Here  lies  the  man  that  has 
so  often  fed  me,  and  clothed  me, 
and  instructed  me. 

**  Our  departed  friend  filled  three 
offices  in  this  church,  and  I  am  not 
afraid  to  speak  of  him  in  either. 
He  filled  the  office  of  clerk  for  a 
number  of  years  3  and  he  had  a  pe- 
culiar ability  in  selecting  the  hymns. 
The  hymn  after  ^e  sermon,  was 
generally  appropriate;  and  I  have 
often  heard  peoj^e  remark,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  service,  *  What 
a  choice  of  hymns  good  old  Mr. 
Mundy  has/  He  filled  the  office 
of  deacon,  and  here  he  manifested 
the  character  of  an  upright  man. 
£ven  when  he  was  actively  engaged 
in  business,  he  did  not  neglect  the 
sanctuary.  He  filled  the  office  of  a 
preacher.     It  is  true  he  did  not  often

exercise  his  gifts,  biit  his  .  name 
stands  on  the  church  books  as  regu- 
larly chosen  |o  the  work^ 

''He  was  spared  to  a  good  old  age, 
77.  And  then,  the  dying  bed, — Uie 
grave, — the  throne  of  heaven,-— 
songs  of  praises,  delivered  from 
affliction  and  pain, — and  earth  ex- 
changed for  heaven,  and  that  for 
ever  and  ever. 

"  What  was  his  death  ?  Why  a 
falling  asleep.  It  is  reported  of 
Stephen  that  he  fell  asleep  and  de- 
vout men  carried  him  to  his  burial 
and  made  great  lamentation  over 
him.  Our  deceased  friend's  name 
was  Stephen,  and  it  will  not  soon 
be  forgotten  the  deep  feeling  mani- 
fested at  his  interment  by  the  nume- 
rous assemblage.  And,  indeed,  lam 
a  personal  witness  that  his  death 
was'  a  falling  asleep.  I  was  on  my 
knees  by  his  dying  bed,  and  while 
ofiering  ihy  petitions  on  his  behalf; 
I  caught  a  glimpse  of  him,  and  saw 
his  breath  become  shorter  and 
shorter  till  he  drew  his  last.  There 
was  no  remarkable  excitement  in 
his  dying  moments,  but  there  was 
peace  and  serenity. 

**  Some  stars  when  they  sink  be- 
neath the  horizon  are  lost  sight  of 
immediately;  not  so  with  others: — 
their  rays  reflect  for  a  considerable 
time  : — so  will  it  be  with  our  friend 
Stephen  Mundy.  Twenty-three 
years  ago  I  was  preset  at  the  dying 
bed  of  his  eldest  daughter,  and  she 
made  this  request,  '  Sir,  if  you  im- 
prove my  demise,  I  wish  you  to 
preach  from  1  John  i.  7.*  Our  de- 
parted friend  left  two  passages  for 
my  choice.  Psalm  li.  1,  and  the  same 
as  his  daughter.  I  have  preached 
from  them  both,  and  if  his  spirit  is 
witness  to  the  transactions  of  this 
evening,  I  trust  it  will  meet  with 
his  approbation.  Here  we  leave 
him  till  the  resurrection  mom. 
Amen.'* 
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On  THB  MvNiFiCBNCs  or  God. 

The  character  and  procedure  of 
the  Most  High  are  in  every  respect 
so  excellent,  that  the  more  attentively 
and  profoundly  they  are  considered, 
the  more  absorbing  is  the  interest 
they  excite,  and  the  deeper,  the  more 
felicitous  and  lasting,  the  admiration, 
gratitude,  and  love  they  foster  in  the 
devoutly  contemplative  mind.  His 
word  reveals  his  character  $  his  works 
develop  or  illustrate  his  perfections; 
and  his  providential  dispensations 
prove  that  "  he  is  good,'*  supremely 
good,  and  that  **  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever." 

In  offering  a  few  remarks  on  the 
Divine  munificence  (a  subject  to 
which  the  present  season  especially 
invites  our  attention),  we  notice. 

First  J  The  unwersalily  of  Jeho- 
vah's bounty. — Man,  sometimes  ap- 
pears in  the  amiable,  the  god-like 
character  of  a  benefactor :  and  there 
have  been  some  whose  deeds  of 
kindness  and  liberality  will  embalm 
their  names  to  the  remotest  period. 
But  so  limited  are  the  resources  .of 
the  most  affluent,— so  contracted  the 
knowledge,  or  so  partial  the  sympa- 
thies of  the  most  benevolent, — that 
liuman  munificence  in  its  widest 
range  is  confined  within  a  very  nar- 
row sphere.  That  which  is  divine 
IS,  however,  universal  and  impartial. 
The  Father  of  creation  sustains  the 
highest  angel,  and  at  the  same 
instant  feeds  the  minutest  insect. 
Whether  his  creatures  are  corporeal 
or  spiritual, — whether  they  inhabit 
the  heaven,  the  air,  the  earth,  or 
the  sea,  they  are  pensioners  on  his 
bounty :  nor  do  they  cry  or  look  to 
him  iti  vain.  None  are  so  high  as 
to  be  independent  of  his  care  ^  none 
so  mean  as  that  they  are  unworthy 
of  his  regard.  ''The  eyes  of  all 
wait  upon  him,  and  he  giveth  them 
iheir  meat  in  due  season :  for  he  is 
good  to  all,  and  his  tender  mercies 
are  over  all  his  works.**  I'his  leads 
us  to  consider. 


Secondly ;     The     multUudt    of 
creatures  dependant  upon  him. 

To  form  anything  like  an  accu- 
rate estimate  of  the  number  of 
animated  beings  on  the  earth  we 
inhabit,  is  utterly  impossible.  Na-> 
turalists  have  endeavoured  to  arrange 
them  in  different  classes,  each  class 
divided  into  several  orders,  each 
order  comprehending  various  genera, 
and  not  unfrequently  a  single  genus 
including  hundreds  of  distinct  spe- 
cies ;  but  who  can  enumerate  the 
millions  of  individuals  which  one 
species  ofttimes  contains}  Every 
individual  of  this  innumerable  host 
is  unceasingly  supported  by  our  God. 
To  these  too  must  be  added  the 
millions  of  millions  of  creatures  un- 
discovered and  indiscoverable  on 
account  of  their  minuteness.  For 
each  of  these  the  munificent  Creator 
constantly  provides.  £ut  the  earth 
is  only  a  speck  when  compared  with 
the  vast  dominions  of  its  Maker. 
Located  as  we  are  on  this  diminu- 
tive island  in  the  ocean  of  space, 
we  can  nevertheless  discern  other 
worlds,  some  greater,  some  smaller, 
than  our  own.  Beyond  the  bound- 
aries of  the  solar  system  we  can  see 
thousands  of  luminaries  which  are 
probably  the  centres  around  which 
other  globes  are  performing  their 
appointed  revolutions.  Far  beyond 
the  circle  which  unassisted  vision 
can  command,  the  telescope  dis- 
covers other  suns  and  other  con- 
stellations ;  and  without  the  sphere 
which  mortal  gaze,  aided  by  the  ut- 
most efforts  of  art^  can  penetrate, 
reason  conjectures  there  are  other 
worlds  rolling  in  majestic  grandeur 
in  the  immensity  of  space.  What- 
ever may  be  the  nature  or  the  powers 
of  the  inhabitants  of  these  countless 
orbs  (if  they  are  inhabited),  they 
are  all  dependant  upon  God,  and 
**  in  him  live,  move,  and  have  their 
being.**     We  notice, 

li^irdly,  the  abundance  of  that 
supply  which  he  provides.  We  are 
little  aware  of  the  amount  of  food  |:e- 
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quisite  for  the  support  of  animated 
existence.  Were  all  the  provision 
which  will  be  consumed  in  one  year 
by  the  human  inhabitants  of  only  one 
county  collected  before  u^,we  should 
no  doubt  be  astonisHed  at  the  great- 
ness of  the  quantity.  Yet  how 
many  creatures  would  exist  in  that 
coimty  for  which  the  accumulated 
store  would  afford  no  provision. 
How  much  then  must  be  required 
for  the  whole  country, — ^how  much 
for  the  whole  world ;  and  for  those 
unnumbered  worlds  to  which  we 
have  alluded !  Nevertheless,  how 
ample, — ^how  Godlike  the  supply  ! 
At  the  board  of  the  universal  Parent, 
plenty  is  the  general  rule,  scarcity 
and  jfamine  the  exceptions.  "He 
opens  his  hand  and  satisfies  the  desire 
of  every  living  thing."  Nothing 
like  parsimony,  no  symptoms  of  in- 
digence accompany  the  donations  of 
our  heavenly  Father:  on  the  con- 
trary, he  proves  himself  "  abundant 
in  goodness;**  for  "  the  earth  is  full 
of  his  riches,**  and  all  animated  na- 
ture is  ''filled  with  food  and  glad- 
ness.** 

Fourthly,  the  constancy  and  per- 
petuity  of  this  munificence. — Some 
creatures  can  exist  for  several  days 
without  food;  others  for  months, 
others  for  years  ;  and,  in  a  few  ex- 
traordinar)'  instances,  for  centuries ; 
but  generally  the  supply  is  needed 
every  few  hours;  and,  in  many  cases, 
several  times  in  every  hour  ;  while 
even  the  most  torpid  animals,  and 
those  which  possess  the  power  of 
abstinence  in  the  greatest  degree, 
must,  in  common  with  all  the  rest, 
incessantly  require  the  supply  of 
those  things  (and  perhaps  they  are 
not  few)  which  are  essential  to  vita- 
lity^ And  how  constantly  is  the  re- 
quisite supply  vouchsafed !  By  night 
and  by  day,  sleeping  and  waking, 
every  one  of  his  creatures  is  under 
the  watchful  care  of  its  Maker,  who 
not  only  relieves,  but  anticipates  its 
wants  by  the  ample  and  uninter- 
mitted  supply  he  distributes  from  the 


stores  of  his  benevolence.  Through 
how  many  ages  has  this  distribution 
been  continued !  Yet  the  store  is 
still  unexhausted!  And  inexhaus- 
tible it  will  ever  be,  for  "  the  good- 
ness of  God  endureth  continually." 
Psalm  lii.  1 . 

Thus  far  we  have  taken  a  general 
view  of  the  divine  munificence. 
But  in  its  extension  to  the  hu- 
man race,  this  munificence  assumes 
a  pecuUar  aspect,  and  claims  a  more 
specific  observance.  To  us,  the 
bounties  of  Providence  are  imparted, 
not  as  rewards  of  virtue  given  by  the 
hands  of  justice ;  nor  as  the  dona- 
tions of  goodness  for  the  supjjort  of 
grateful  innocence ;  but  as  the  free 
and  sovereign  bestowments  of  mercy 
on  the  vile,  the  fallen,  and  the 
wretched.  Freely  have  they  been 
conferred ;  but  in  the  vast  majority 
of  instances,  not  a  spark  of  grati- 
tude have  they  enkindled  !  Liberally 
have  they  still  been  given,  and  as 
fast  and  as  far  as  possible  have  they 
been  returned  in  insults,  blasphemies, 
and  acts  of  rebellion !  Copious  and 
refreshing  have  been  the  showers  of 
blessings  which  have  descended  to 
the  earth, — dense  and  destructive  the 
noxious  exhalations  which  have  as- 
cended to  the  skies.  To  such  a 
world  does  divine  munificence  un- 
ceasingly extend !  Upon  us,  the  most 
rebellious  and  ungrateful  of  his  crea- 
tures, his  richest  favours  are  inces- 
santly bestowed.  Not  a  sense  has 
he  given  us  that  is  unprovided  with 
its  appropriate  gratification.  For  us 
the  flowers  distil  their  fragrant  aro- 
ma; for  us  the  fruits  assimilate 
their  mellifluous  juices ;  for  us,  the 
feathered  songsters  peal  their  en- 
chanting melodies;  for  us  the  air 
emits  its  cooling  breezes ;  for  U9  the 
fields  are  decked  with  flowers,  and 
creation  is  presented  in  forms  of 
grandeur  or  of  beauty.  The  winter 
is  sent  that  we  may  be  invigorated ; 
the  spring  that  we  may  be  delighted; 
the  summer  that  our  wants  may  be 
supplied ;  the  autumn,  that  om  an- 
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nual  suppler  nifty  be  matured.  And 
surely  when  (as  at  the  present  sea* 
son)  we  are  surrounded  on  every 
liand  by  the  gifts  of  supreme  benevo- 
lence^ — ^when  thousands  of  our  fel* 
low-countrymen  are  hourly  employed 
in  collecting  the  abundant  produce  of 
another  year,  we  ought  to  cherish 
the  devout  and  grateful  feeling  whi^h 
induced  the  exclamation, 

*'  Thy  works  prononiice  thy  pow*r  divine, 
**  (Ter  evVy  fidd  thy  glories  shine ; 
*<  Throngh  er'ry  monA  thy  gifts  appear, 
"  Great  God  !   thy  goodness  crowns  the 
year." 

He  who  has  thus  provided  for  our 
eorpweal  wants  and  our  sensual  en- 
joyment, has  not  forgotten  the  in* 
tellectual  powers  with  which  he  has 
endowed   us.      To  these  also  an 
ample  feast  i^  presented.      Truth, 
the  aliment  of  reason,  is,  like  the 
light,  diffused  on  every  side.     Mys* 
teries,  difficulties,  wonders,  and  fre* 
quently  recurring  novelties,  feed  our 
admiration,  and  strengthen  curiosity. 
Isolated  hints,  cloudcapt  discoveries, 
and  probable  conjectures,  sustain  the 
imagination,  assist  her  to  extend  her 
pinions,  and  to  create  for  herself 
a  universe  of  delight.    In  circum- 
stances like  those  we  occupy,  had 
not  sin  depraved  the  moral  taste, 
every  faculty   and  passion   of   the 
soul  must  have  found  itself  sporting 
in  a  paradise  of  enjoyment.     Nor 
has  he  who  has  been  thus  mindful 
of  us  as   corporeal  and  intelligent 
beings,  forgotten^  or  been  reluctant 
to  bestow,  that  peculiar  good  we  need 
as  sinners.    He  has  not  only  opened 
his  mouth  in  creation,  and  his  hand 
in  providence,  but  his  heart  in  the 
accomplishmentofrecfefftp^n.  Here 
his  characteristic    munificence  has 
been  transcendently  displayed :  for 
"  God  so  loved  the  world  as  to  give 
his  only  begotten  son  ;'*  and  '^  with 
him*'  and  'Mn  him  he  has  freely 
given  us  all  things !"     The  wonder- 
working influences  of  his  spirit,  the 
exceeding  great  and  precious  pro- 


blessings  of  his  grace  communicated, 
in  the  present  world,  and  the  frui- 
tion of  holiness  and  happiness  which 
will  for  ever  be  participated  by 
countless  millions  of  redeemed  sin- 
ners, bespeak  the  Gospel  to  be  the 
production  of  none  other  than  that 
God  ''who  giveth  us  richly  all  things 
to  enjoy.*'  Happy  for  us  if  we  be- 
long to  the  number  of  those  who 
can  truly  exclaim,  ''  Blessed  be  the

We  read  in  1  Chron.  xvi.  of  a  nu* 
merously  attended  public  meeting.

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bdd  on  an  important  occaskili,  and 
in  the  dosing  Terse  we  are  informed 
that  "All  the  people  departed  every 
man  to  his  house:  and  David 
returned  to  bless  his  house."  The 
meetings  of  the  retigious  public  held 
in  the  months  of  May  and  June, 
have  been,  on  various  accounts,  pe- 
culiarly interesting  and  important, 
and  though  still  attended  with  many 
imperfections,  and  susceptible  of  va* 
rious  improvements,  have  neverthe- 
less proved  to  many — seasons  of 
refreshment  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  But  shall  all  the  people  de- 
part every  man  to  his  house  without 
serious  reflection?  We  trust  not: 
and  the  design  of  this  communica- 
tion is  to  assist  in  the  recal  of  past 
impressions,  and  the  formation  of 
senous  resolutions.  Perhaps,  the 
example  of  David  may  be  usciul  to 
us  in  this  connexion — ^''and  David 
returned  to  bless  his  house/' 

Oh  !  let  it  be  remembered  that 
when  the  public  meetings  are  over, 
the  eye  of  the  omnjscient  God  fol- 
lows every  individual  into  his  own 
circle,  and  he  whose  eyes  run  to 
and  fro  throughout  the  whole  earth, 
knows  accurately  how  many  return 
to  bless  their  houses. 

Is  there  not  reason  to  fear  that 
some  return  and  forget  almost  all 
they  have  heard — others  to  censure 
and  condemn  what  they  could  not 
equal— others  to  disgrace  by  their 
ungodly  conduct  the  cause  which  by 
their  presence  they  have  appeared 
to  sanction.  What  a  scandal  for  a 
man  to  return  to  trouble  his  house, 
—to  be  the  tvrant  and  tormentor  of 
his  family,  aiter  professedly  saying 
with  great  zeal.  Thy  kmgdom  come! 
Surely  such  an  one  might  be  very 
properly  requested  to  point  out  from 
his  own  case,  those  fruits  which  ren- 
dered ^  conspicuouriy  desirable  the 
universal  diffusion  of  divine  truth 
throughout  the  world.  Let  the  wri- 
ter and  reader  say, — Lord  is  it  I  ? 
.  But  it  is  pleasing  lo  recollect  that 
there  are  not  a  few  who  retire  from 


these  meetings  widi  minds  deeply 
and  properly  impressed,  and  who 
arerc^dy  to  say — "Oh!  that  I  knew 
how  I  might  most  successfully  imi- 
tate David.  Oh  that  my  attendance 
on  the  public  meetings  may  produce 
much  fruit  to  the  glory  of  God,  and 
the  benefit  of  those  with  whom  I  am 
most  plosely  connected.*'  Such  per- 
sons will  not  disdain  the  followinf^ 
thoughts,  which  are  designed  to  aid 
them  in  carrying  into  efiect  8u<^ 
holy  desires. 

1 .  Return  to  pray  for  a  blessing 
on  what  you  have  seen  and  heard. 

2.  Return  to  examine  your  own 
heart,  and  to  scrutinize  your  own 
motives. 

3.  Return  to  mourn  over  time 
roispent,  and  now  lost  and  gone  for 
ever. 

4.  Return  to  circulate  the  inform- 
ation you  have  obtained  respecting 
the  actual  condition  and  wants  of 
the  different  societies. 

5*  Return  to  excite  your  Christ- 
ian friends  to  increased  activity  in 
the  best  of  causes. 

6.  Return  to  diffuse  around  a 
more  determined  hatred  of  slavery, 
amongst  all  to  whom  you  can  gain 
access,  not  forgetting  to  pray  for 
the  slaves. 

7.  Return  to  make  some  new 
attempt  for  the  divine  glory  in  your 
own  immediate  vicinity. 

And  remember  that  there  is  a 
period  coming,  and  God  only  knows 
how  near  it  may  be,  when  you  will 
be  carried  forth  by  others,  and  it 
will  be  said  «  of  you, — He  shall 
return  no  more  to  his  house.

Tbib  is  a  work  of  a  singular  kind,  and  00 
serious  mind  can    look  into  it   without 

;  mr etii^  with  spmething  that  will  surprise 
him.  The  geqeral  character  of  Bradford, 
as  a  man  devoted  to  God,  is  well  known, 

'  but  that  extended  and  repeated  evidence 
of  it  which  this  work  contains,  is  very 

■  little  known.  We  have  a  brief  Memoir 
of  Braclfordf  but  the  great  end  of  the 

'  writer  was  to  bring  forward  Bradford's 

.  letters  and  Examinations  the  former  of 
which  particularly,  from  their  number  and 
length,  form  the  chief  part  of  this  volume, 
and  are,  above  every  thing  else  in  it,  the 
most  remarkable.  Our  limits  forbid  an 
analysis,  but  a  few  general  observations 
must  not  be  omitted. 

*"  Every  serious  reader  of  these  Letters 
must  be  struck  with  the  deep  piety  of  their 
author.  Some  sentiments  may  occasionally 
occur,  apd  some  modes  of  expression 
may  here  and  there  meet  his  eye,  which 
he  wiU  probably  think  might  have  been 
exchanged  for  others  of  more  correct 
character,  but    still  he  will    feel,    and 

'strongly  feel,  that  Bradford  was  a  man  of 
God,  UviDg  in  the  view  of  a  future  world, 
and  viewing  all  things  in  the  light  of 
eternity. 

We  see  in  these  Letters  a  strong  evi- 
denoe  of  the  doctrinal  aentiments  of  the 
early  sapportersof  the  Prbtestant  English 
Establifihmettt.  We  have  often  been  sur. 
prised  that  men  of  information  should 
ev^fc  venture  to  aaseri  that  the  Church  of 
England  wa»  in  Its  docirine  Armenian; 
even  iii  ito  origin ;  and  that  the  introduc.,| 


tion  of  what  is  called  the  Calvinistic  inter- 
pretation of  its  formularies  was  a  deriva- 
tion  from  ilieir  original  meaning.  Brad- 
ford  was  of  a  diffi»eat  opinion,  evidently; 
be  does  not  enter  into  the  subject  as  if  it 
was  supposed  not  to  be  the  doctrine  of  the 
church,  but  in  some  of  his  letters  to  his 
friends  who  had  difficulties  on  the  sub- 
ject, he  clearly  shews  his  own  sentimeots 
and  feelings  \  and  what  gratified  us  more 
than  all  his  arguments  for  the  doctrine  of 
election  abstractedly,  is,  that  he  pleads 
for  its  practical^  sanctifying  tendency, 
shews  the  influence  it  has  on  a  good  man's 
mind,  who  receives  this  part  of  the  troth 
in  the' love  of  it,  and  thus  gives  the  best 
denial  of  the  charges  laid  agaimt  the 
doctrine,  by  the  deep  rooted  ArmeniaDism 
of  the  human  heart,  and  of  too  many  in 
the  professing  christian  world. 

But  that  which  will  surprise  all  who 
look  into  this  volume  with  any  degree  of 
attention  (though  they  may  not  read  the 
whole  of  it),  is,  the  numerous  and  long 
letters  which  he  wrote  to  friends  individu- 
ally, and  to  the  professors  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  coUectivdy,  during  his  iraprisoD- 
ment,  and  in  the  immediate  expectatiuD  of 
his  martyrdom.  As  if  quite  at  bis  ease  io 
the  enjoyment  of  liberty  and  all  the  com- 
forts of  life,  he  wrote  with  a  ft-eedom  and 
earnestness  which  shewed  he  looked  not  at 
things  which  are  seen,  but  at  those  which 
are  unseen  and  eternal.  There  are  no 
skrinkings  of  feeling,  no  fearful  apprehen- 
sions of  the  fiery  trial  that  awaited  him. 
He  looked  forward  to  it  as  to  an  event 
which  would  be  to  him  of  great  conse- 
quence, but  which  occasioned  no  terron, 
and  he  rejoiced  that  he  was  thought 
worthy  to  suffer  for  the  name  of  the  Lor4 
Jesus.  As  is  remarked  by  the  editor»  he 
has  shewn  us  a  fine  specimen  of  the  spirit 
of  the  primitive  martyrs.  He  finished  his 
course  at  the  stake,  in  company  with  a 
young  maU)  an  apprentice,  whose  naide 
was  John  Leafe,  in  July,  15S5.

Our  readers  will  all  remember,  that  Oar' 
diner   and    Bonner    (especially  Bonner), 
were  the  af^eots  in  the  fiery  persecution  in 
Queen  Mary^s  reign;   but  in  the  time  of 
Henry  the  Sih  they  would  plead  for  his 
departure  from  Rome,  and  when  Mary, 
a  bloody-minded  Fapist,  ascended  the 
throne, — then  they  could  return  with  a 
▼iolenoe  which  has  given  them  an  immo^ 
tality  of  infamy.    Such  were  the  great 
men  of  the  Romish  Church  in   former 
days !  We  could  easily  add  the  reflections 
which  will  occur  to  the  generality  of  our 
readers,  but  our  limitsforbid.  This  oration, 
entitled  ^  Ve  vera  obedientia,**  it  seems, 
was  often  referred  to  by  the  Reformers, 
and  no  wonder  it  should,  like  some  other 
things,   become  very  scarce.  But  in  the 
days  of  Mary  it  was  well  known,  and  also 
a  translation  was  published  by  Michael 
Woody  a  printer,  of  which  there  are  two 
editions.     These  are  now  very  seldom  to 
be  met  with  ;  but  as  Ifr.  Stevens  has  fa- 
voured the  public  with  a  copy,  the  En- 
glish reader  can  form  his  own  opinion, 
both  of  the  authors  and  of  their  argu» 
ments.    This  work  is  mentioned  by  Fox  in 
his  martyro logy,  and  extracts  are  given 
from  it  in  vol.  ii.  p.  338,  &c.,  and  in  the 
examinations    of  Saunders   and     Taylor 
these  martyrs  referred  tf»  it  to  Oardiner* s 
great  annoyance.    See  Fox,  vol.  iii.  p. 
134  and  109.     In  closing  our  brief  notice 
of  this  large  volume,  we  heartily  thank 
the  editor  for  a  work,  which  at  all  times 
may  be  read  with  profit,  and  at  the  present 
time  is  peculiarly  seasonable ;  when  it  is 
■^desirable  that  Protestants  should  know 
what  Popery  was,  and  from  its  nature, 
what  it  always  toiU  he. 


Indian  RecoUection$.  By  J^  Statham. 
London,  Samuel  Bagster,  Paternoster 
Row."   1832.     12mo.— pp.  468. 

This  invaluable  work  appears  before  the 
public  with  the  modest  title  of  «  Indian 
Recollections":  and  had  it'  been  added, 
**  relating  to  a  thousand  wonderful  things,** 
the  contents  of  the  volume  would  have 
fully  home  out  the  assertion.  Not  that 
we  intend  by  the  term  wonderful  to  con- 
vey the  idea  that  any  of  them  are  incredi-l 
ble:  though  we  do  not  disguise  ouir  feelhig 
that  nothing  but  our  knowledge  of  the 
high  character  of  the  author  for  piety  and 
straight-forward  integrity,  could  have 
secured  so  much  implicit  faith  as  is  rer 
quired  to  give  full  credence  to  all  its 
statements.  We  therefore  say  at  onoen 
that  so  far  as  Mr.  Statbam  has  given  his 
own  '<  recollections,**  and  has  not  related 
incidents  upon  the  credit  of  others,  we 
give  the  most  entire  credit  to  his  instruc- 
tive information  respecting  the  East 
Indies. 
In  a  short  prefiice  Mr.  S.  says :-« 

''  At  a  time  like  ihe  present,  when  mission- 
ary operations  are  attended  to  with  so  much 
interest  by  some,  i^nd  so  scomfiiUy  derided  by 
others,  the  author  of  the  fbllowiog  pages' 
thought  his  recollections  of  India  might  not 
he  unacceptable  to  the  former,  and  at  the 
same  time  not  altogether  useless  in  removing 
the  prejudices  of  the  latter.  If  but  one  friend 
be  gained  to  the  missionary  cause  by  the 
publication  of  this  volume,  the  author  will 
abundantly  rgoice. 

<<  Another  reason  which  induced  him  thus

ness,are  a  lively  eomraenlary  upon  the  as- 
sertion of  the  pialmist,  ''The  dark  placea 
of  the  earth  are  full  of  the  habitations, 
of  cruelty.**  The  awful  representation, 
given  of  heathenisni  by  the  apostle  in  the 
first  chapter  to  the  Romans,  is  pot  \f^ 
strong  to  be  applied  to  those  in  India 
«<who  worship  the  crfaUre«  more;  tha^ 
the  C/Mlw.**.  . 
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-ttevUu>»'^Civilixation^  Ife,  of  South  Africa. 


To  those  pertoDi  ciRpecially,  who  knew 
the  late  Rer.  John  Lawson  of  Calcutta, 
Bf  r.  Statham^s  mo§t  afiecting  narratiTe  of 
that  distinguished  Christian  poet  and 
missionary^  will  he  read  with  peculiar 
emotions. 

It  will  he  proper  to  gire  an  extract  as 
a  specimen  of  Mr.  Statham*s  style  and 
spirit :— we  select  the  commencement  of 
chapter  xxii.  p.  408, 409. 

'*  Daring  the  time  that  the  deputation 
from  the  Loodoa  Misrionary  Society  was  in 
Gslctttta,  a  very  plessing  circumstance  occur- 
edy  which  was  no  other  than  the  opening  of 
a  natiye  chapel  where  an  idol  temple  had 
stood.     The  day  was  indeed   an  hallowed 
ftstival,  and  Messrs.  Bennett  and  Tyerman 
aeemed  highly  to  enjoy  it.      It  was  the 
celebration  of  a  signsl  victory  obtained  over 
the  powers  of  darkness.     This  chapel  was 
situated  at  Rammalcael-shoke,  a  village  about 
nine  miles  south  of  Calcutta.     Ramjee,  a 
land-owner,  was  the  proprietcnr  of  the  temple, 
which  had  been  erected  by  his  forefathers,  in 
honour  to,  and  as  the  residence  of,  Sbeeb. 
This  man  heard  the  Gospel  preached  by  Mr. 
Trawin,  one  of  the  missionaries,  of  the  London 
Blissionary  Society ;  and  such  was  the  eftct 
produced,  under  a  Divine  blessing,  that  he 
determined  to  destroy  the  temple,  and  give 
up  the  idol  to  the  missioaary  to  be  sent  to 
the  museum  in  London.     On  the  20th  of 
March,  1825,  the  idol  was  hurled  from  its 
throne^  and  given  to  Mr.  Trawin,  thus  ful- 
filling the  .prophecy,  <  The  gods  who  made 
not  ^  heavens  and  the  earth,  shall  perish 
from  under  those  heavens,  and  from  off  that 
earth  !*     The  effect  of  its  removal  was,  as 
might  have  been  anticipated,  most  peculiar. 
The  officiating  Brahmin  stood  as  if  petrified 
with  horror ;  and  raising  both  his  hands,  ex- 
pressed   himself    almost    literally,     in    the 
language  of  Micah,  when  his  seraphim  was 
stolen  :  <  Ye  have  taken  away  my  god,  and 
iHiat  have  I  more.*   The  people  ran  together, 
aome  crying  one  thing  and  some  another, 
but  all  its  wretched  and  deluded  votaries 
seemed  with  one  voice  to 
Sheeb  of  the  Hindoos."*

quotations  from  the  poetical  works  of  Mr. 
Lawson.  From  what  we  have  already 
expressed  respecting  this  excellent  work 
our  reitden  will  gather  that  we  wish  them 
to  purchase  it.

To  speak  to  any  ^ 
them  [the  Hottentots]  upon  the  subject,  was 
little  less  than  sacrilege;  and  latterljr  the 
aversion  of  the  boors  to  their  instnictioa 
was  such,  that  on  some  of  the  charehei  in 
the  interior,  boards  were  affixed  upon  their 
doors,  on  which  was  insciibed,  'No  Hotten- 
tots or  dogs  admitted.'  p.  46. 

"It  was  perfectly  natural  'that  these  infi- 
dehy  as  Boeving  calls  the  Hottentots,  'shew

"The  colonists  declared  the  Hottentots  to 
be  incapable  of  receiving  instruction,  and  the 
Dutch  gave  up  their  attempts  to  make  them 
Christians  in  despair ! 

"In  the  year  17S6,  the  Moravisns  at 
Hermhttth  complied  with  a  request  made  by 
two  merchants  at  Amsterdam,  and  sent  their 
brother,  George  Schimdt,  to  settle  in  Africa.

The  history  of  the  labours  of  the  Tcoe- 
rable  Dr.  Vanderkemp  and  bis  colleagues 
is  full  of  interest ;  demonstrating,  that 
preacbini^  the  Gospel  to  barbarians  is 
the  only  effective  plan  to  promote  civiliza- 
tion, that, 

"  Nations  the  learned  and  the  rude. 
Are  by  those  heavenly  arms  subdued." 

Sir  Darid  Baird  took  the  final  possession 
of  the  colony  from  the  contracted  Dutch 
in  1805,  and  here  the  narrative  ends.  We 
hope  the  intelligent  author  will  soon  let 
the  public  have  another  promised  volume, 
bringing  down  the  history  of  the  ^  Civili- 
zation and  Ckristianization  of  Africa,  to 
the  present  period,*^  as  the  visits  of  the 
Rev.  John  Gambol  1  to  Africa,  and  es- 
pecially the  labours  of  the  Rev,  Dr. 
Phillip  at  the  Cape,  have  been  lately 
succeeded  in  procuring  the  object  so  much 
desired  by  Dr.  Vanderkemp, — the  entire 
emancipation  of  those  most  degraded  of 
human  beings — the  Hottentots. 


The  Utter  Extinction  of  Slavery  an  Object 
of  Scripture  Prophecy :  a  Lecture^  the 
substance  qf  which  was  delivered  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  *  Chelmsford 
Ladies'  Anti- Slavery  Association*  in  ike 
Friend's  Meeting  HousSf  on  Tuesday^ 
the  VTth  qf  Aprils  183a.  By  Joseph 
IviMBT,  a  Member  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Anti-Slavery  Society,  pp.  74.— 
London :  Wightman,  Paternoster  Row. 

We  have  read  this  lecture,  together 
with  its  accompaniments,  with  much  inter- 
est. The  subject  on  which  it  treats  is 
at  all  timet  of  commanding  importance; 
but  especially  at  this  moment,  when  the 
system  of  slavery  is  better  understood,  and 
more  heartily  hated  by  the  British  public 
than  at  any  former  period — when  the 
boon  of  emancipation  has  actually  been 
cooferred  on  a  portion,  though  a  com- 
paratively small  one,  of  the  800,000 
wretched  beings  so  long  oppressed— when 
the  determinatien  to  be  free  has  taken 


such  deep  root  in  the  bosoms  of  the  great 
mass  of  the  negro  population  of  Jamaica 
—and  when  government  itself  has  been 
constrained  to  entertain  the  qnestion  of 
colonial  bondage,  and  to  grant  inquiry  at 
least,  though  it  has  not  gone  those  lengths 
which  it  must  finally  go— if,  perchance, 
the  captive  thousands  of  the  west  do  not 
anticipate  its  measures,  and,  by  achieving 
the  victory  of  liberty  for  themselves, 
place  it  beyond  the  power  of  a  British 
cabinet  to  acquire  honour  by  doing  them 
justice.  While,  therefore,  the  subject  of 
this  pamphlet  cannot  fail  to  attract  a  con- 
siderable share  of  attention,  the  manner 
in  which  it  is  treated  will  well  repay  that 
attention.  Mr.  I.  has  condensed  a  good 
deal  of  information  into  a  small  compass. 
This  he  has  more  particularly  done  in  the 
former  part  of  his  lecture ;  in  which  he 
has  given  an  account  of  *<the  origin  of 
colonial  slavery,  and  the  present  condition 
of  those  wretched  beings  who  are  called 
slaves  in  the  West  India  Islands,**  and 
introduced  a  train  of  reasoning  tending  to 
demonstrate  the  illegality  and  iniquity  of 
slavery.  In  the  latter  part,  our  views  arc 
directed  to  the  indications  of  prophecy  on 
this  subject,  and  some  of  the  means  are 
enumerated  by  which  it  is  probable  iha«te 
indications  will  be  realized.  Of  the  pro- 
priety of  the  application  of  one  of  the 
prophetic  passages  quoted,  Isaiah  xlv. 
14,  15,  we  a  little  doubt.  On  the  whole, 
however,  Mr,  I.  has  made  out  his  case 
with  great  clearness  and  irresistible 
strength  of  evidence.  Indeed  the  po^t 
of  light  in  which  he  has  placed  the  matter 
is  so  obvious,  and,  at  the  same  time,  so 
encouraging,  that  it  is  surprising  it  has 
not  before  been  distinctly  noticed,  or,  if 
noticed,  that  it  has  not  been  contemplated 
more  at  large.  It  is  plain  enough  that,  in 
despite  of  the  opposition  of  the  planters, 
and  the  tardiness  of  movement  manifested 
by  men  in  power,  colonial  oppression  must 
soon  be  ^^a  tale  of  yesterday ^^^  that  our 
slaves  must  soon  rejoice  in  the  blessings 
of  freedom,  while  the  soil  on  which  they 
tread,  so  long  and  so  deeply  polluted  by 
the  cruel  reign  of  tyranny,  shall  itself, 
like  that  of  our  own  beloved  lapd,  be 
consecrated  to  the  purposes  of  liberty. 
The  style  of  Mr.  I.»8  pamphlet,  tike  that 
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of  bis  other  wriiings,  is  plain,  fearless,  and 
straight-forward.  1  Is  character  of  feeling 
is  in  perfect  keeping  with  itssuLject, — it 
bums  with  indignation— it  melts  with 
compassion^ it  exults  in  hope.  We  wish 
it  an  extensive  circulation  ;  it  appears  to 
us  not  unworthy  of  the  cause  to  which  it 
is  dedicated,  and  eminently  adapted  to 
aid  and  promote  it.

^-basy  .in  this  pamphlet,  exposed,  in  its 
proper  form,  the  opposition,  made  by  the 
slave-holders  there,  to  the  propagation  of 
Christianity.

p.  9,  of  those  most  respectable  magistrates^ 
(fourteen  of  them  I)  who  were  actively 
engaged  in  pulling  down  the  chapels  at 
Montego-bay  :  we  feel  confident  that  the 
noble  lord  Goderich  will  do  justice  in  this 
case.

guilt  A  gentleman  from  America,  who 
saw  one  of  them  tried  and  hung,  said  to  roe, 
I  hope  to  meet  him  in  heaven;  he  died  for 
being  a  baptist."*     P.  37.

Not  to  eulogize  the  dead,  bat  to  excite  a 
desire  to  imitaM  what  was  praiseworthy 
and  lovely  in  the  character  of  the  de- 
ceased, has  induced  the  writer  to  present 
the  following  brief  memoir  of  a  departed 
sister. 

Hannah  Hawkins  ^the  maiden  name  of 
the  deceased— was  the  daughter  of  pious 
parents  at  Pightlestone,  near  Ivinghoe, 
Bucks.       In    early    life,    she    was   the 
tubject  of  deep  convictions,  but  according 
to  her  own  account  they  were  like  "the 
morning  cloud  and  early  dew  that  passeth 
away."  In  the  year  1826,  she  was,  through 
the  providence  of  God,  removed  to  Led- 
burn,  where   she  attended  at  the  Bap- 
tist meeting  at  Leighton.     Here  she  was 
aroused  afresh  to  a  sense  of  her  danger, 
and  received  benefit  from  the  ministry  of 
Mr.  Turner  of  Great  Brickhill,  who  oc- 
casionally preached  there.    But  she  did 
not  find  solid  and  lasting  peace  until  her 
return  home,  when  her  mind  was  power- 
fully affected  by  a  sermon  preached  by 
Mr.  Clarabut,  pastor  of  the  church  at  New 
Mill.    The  text  selected  on  that  occasion 
was  from   Matt.  xv.  21—28.      She  re- 
marked, on  returning  home,  how   very 
suitable  the  discourse  was  to  her  case,  and 
from  that  time  she  adopted  the  prayer  of 
the  poor  woman  as  her  own,  the  continual 
desire  of  her  soul  was  expressed  in  those 
words,  <<  Lord,  help  me,"  and  she  soon 
found  in  her  own  experience  that  God  is 
a  '*  God  hearing  and  answering  prayer.*' 
She  then  began  to  see  that  Jesus  Christ 
was  just  the  Saviour  she  needed, — was 
enabled  by  faith  to  rely  entirely  upon  him, 
and  thus  obtained  peace  with  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."    The  reality  of 
her  conversion  was  evidenced  by  the  great 
change  wrought  in  her  temper  and  feel- 
ings :    formerly    her    temper    had    been 
hasty  aud  ungovernable,  but  now  she  ex- 
hibited great  meekness  and  gentleness  in 
her  deportment ;  yet  she  displayed  much 
warmth  of  feeling  in  opposing  whatever 
appeared  siiifuli  and  in  keeping  up  a  holy 
jealousy  over  her  own  heart.     After  she 


had  thus  experienced  the  grace  of  God  in 
her  soul,  she  felt  a  desire  to  honour  her 
Saviour  by  openly  declaring  herself  to  be 
one  of  his  disciples,  and  after  imploring 
his  wisdom  to  direct  her,  she  joined  the 
church  at  New- Mill,  being  baptized  July 
1828;  Her  career  was  short ;  but  during 
its  continuance,  her  attendance  on  tbe 
means  of  grace,  consistent  walk,  affection 
for  her  pastor,  and  devotedness  to  the 
interests  of  Zion,  were  such,  as  to  render 
her  highly  esteemed  by  that  Christian 
society,  and  to  recommend  tbe  faith  she 
professed  to  others. 

On  the  3rd  of  June,  1829,  she  w&s  united 
by  marriage  to  Mr.  William  Hiley  of 
Wing,  Bucks,  a  pious  young  man,  with 
whom  she  had  b^en  acquainted  fh>i&  tbe 
time  of  her  being  decidedly  for  God,  and 
as  they  had  implored  the  Divine  blessing^ 
on  their  marriage,  the  connection  proved 
to  them  a  source  of  comfort.  A  friend 
has  remarked  that  she  never  knew  a  more 
conscientious  person  in  her  dealings  with 
others  than  Mrs.  H.,  and  her  heart  traly 
sympathized  with  the  distressed,  fbr  she 
pitied  the  woes,  and  felt  for  the  sorrows  of 
her  fellow-creatures :  but  more  especially 
did  her  heart  glow  with  love  towards  tbe 
followers  of  Jesus.  She  was  happily  pre-' 
sefved  from  $.  sectariad  spirit,  and  In  the 
expansiveness  of  her  benevolent  feelings 
she  discovered  touch  of  the  tetopet  and 
spirit  of  her  Bedeemer. 

Shortly  after  her  msrriage,  she  was 
called  to  endure  a  Idng  and  protracted 
illness,  symptoms  indicative  of  consump* 
tion  appeared.  She  became,  however, 
the  mother  of  4  living  child,  (who  survirei 
her),  and  hopes  were  entertained  of  her 
recovery  5  but  they  proved  delusive, 
her  medical  attendant  gave  no  hope. 
She  lamented  that  she  could  Hot  so 
entirely  as  she  could  wish,  give  op  h«* 
dear  child,  who,  being  very  w«kly» 
especially  needed  a  mother's  tender  aire: 
yet  it  was  manifest  that  she  felt  increasia^ 
deadness  to  the  world,  and  a  more  con- 
stant desire  towards  heaven  and  divine 
things.  Upon  one  occasion  when  weeping, 
she  observed  to  a  friend,  that  hers  uer* 
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not  tears  of  sorrow,  but  tears  of  joy,  for 
she  could  exercise  strong  confidence  in 
God,    and    though    she   was   sometimes 
tempted  to  fear,  yet  she  would  exclaim, 
**My  heart  is  fixed,  trusting  in  the  Lord.** 
The  time   was  now  fast  approaching 
when  she  must  bid  adieu  to  every  earthly 
connexion :    when   the"*  loving    husband 
must  take  a  farewell  of  her  who  was  the 
dearest  part  of  himself,  and  the  tender 
babe  must  lose  the  friend  who,  had  her 
life  been  spared,  would  have  taught  it  to 
lisp  the  name  of  that  kind  Saviour  **  who 
is  able  and  willing  to  save  unto  the  utter- 
most all  that  come  unto  God  by  him." 
But  though  the  ways  of  Providence  are 
mysterious  to  our  finite  conceptions,  idfi- 
nite  Goodness   and  Wisdom  cannot  err; 
*<  Clouds  and  darkness  are  round  about 
him,  but  righteousness  and  judgment  are 
the  habitation  of  his  throne.*'  On  Friday, 
May  13,  she  became  much  worse  ',  I  Was 
sent  for  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day. 
When  1  entered  the  room  the  altered  ap- 
pearance of  my  dear  sister  so  shocked  me, 
that  I  could  not  restrain  my  sorrow,  but 
wept   bitterly.     The    dear  sufferer    was 
propped  up  in  the  bed,  and  almost  as  if  in 
the  last  struggle    with  drath:    yet  she 
soothed  my   mind  by  saying,  <'Do  not 
weep ;  but  praise  the  Lord  for  bis  good- 
ness.    He  lays  no  more  upon  me  than  he 
enables  me  to  bear.**    She  then  told  me 
that  she  had  resigned  her  helpless  babe, 
and  all  her  concerns,  into  the  hands  of  a 
faithful  God,  had  it  been  his  will  to  have 
spared  her,  she  hoped  to  have  trained  up 
her  child  in  '*  the  nurture  and  admonition 
of  the  Lord  ;**  but  that  he  needed  not  her 
help,  but  could  change  its  heart,  though 
she  was  gone.    Although  her  mind  was 
subject  to  change,  yet  she  was  not  left  in 
darkness,  she  told  her  dear  husband  and 
myself,  as  we  were  sitting  by  the  bedside, 
that  she  was  waiting  for  the  fulfilment  of 
the  Ist  verse    of  the    550th  hymn    of 
Rippon*8  selection  :— 

<<  If  I  must  ^ie,  as  die  I  must, 
Let  some  kind  seraph  come, 
And  bear  me  on  his  friondly  wing 
To  my  eternal  home." 

On  Sabbath  day.  May  17,  she  was  very 
happy  :  she  spake  of  God  in  Christ  as  all 
her  joy  and  support.    She  told  me  in  the 


morning  that  she  expected  to  spend  part 
of  the  Sabbath  in  heaveii,  we  thought  the 
same,  as  she  lay  convulsed  for  several 
hours.  When  a  little  recovered  she  said, 
*<The  Lord's  time  is  the  best:**  «« all  the 
days  of  my  appointed  lime  will  1  wait  till 
my  change  come,**  and  then  improved  th6 
short  interval  (as  far  as  she  was  able)  by 
a  serious  address  to  her  dear  relatives 
around  her  bed,  upon  the  concerns  of 
their  never-dying  souls.  Methinks  I  now 
see  her  take  each  by  the  hand,  and  for- 
getting her  own  weakness,  pour  out  her 
desire  for  their  spiritual  welfare.  She 
would  often  call  upon  some  of  her  friends 
to  pray,  adding,  «« Praise  the  Lord  too, — 
there  is  great  room  for  praise.**  When 
asked  how  she  was,  she  replied,  «His  grace 
is  sufficient,  the  Lord  enables  me  to 
bear  my  affliction.  The  righteousness 
of  Christ  alone  is  my  hope,  f  dare 
not  appear  before  God  without  the 
wedding  garment,— the  robe  Christ  has 
wrought  out, — for  I  am  unworthy ;"  and 
added,  *<  Tell  Mr.  C.  when  he  improves 
my  death,  not  to  speak  much  of  me,  ex- 
cept  to  say,  that  as  one  so  vile  as  myself 
had  obtained  mercy, -^since  1  was  not  cast 
out,-«none  need  to  despair.**  She  then  ex- 
pressed a  wish  that  her  death  might  be 
sanctified  to  her  relatives  as  well  as  others. 
«*  Oh  !*'  she  exclaimed,  «  will  it  not  cause 
you  who  have  tasted  that  the  Lord  is  gra. 
cioos,  to  press  on  with  renewed  vigour  t 
and  oh!  that  those  who  have  hitherto 
lived  without  God  in  the  world  may  be  led 
to  pray  for  mercy.** 

My  sister,  when  able  to  attend)  loved 
to  hear  the  Word  of  God  read,  and  some 
of  Dr.  Watts*  hymns,  particularly  Psalm 
103,  2nd  part,  which  she  said  was  fulfilled 
in  her  experience.  After  having  passed  a 
night  of  severe  suffering,  she  observed, 
'<  she  had  enjoyed  sweet  seasons,  and  had 
had  fresh  manifestations  of  the  love  of 
God  to  her  soul.**  She  feared  lest  she  should 
become  impatient,  and  often  requested 
us  to  pray  that  her  patience  might  not 
fail  (and  God  granted  her  request)  y  she 
would  say  after  a  sharp  struggle  for  breath, 
<<  One  struggle  less,  a  little  more  faith  and 
patience»  the  Lord*s  time  toiU  come,  every 
hour  brings  it  nearer.** 

On  another  occasion  she  said,  "  All  is 
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peace  vitliiii,  I  Aall  oome  off 
conqueror,  thioagli  the  Mood  of  tliej 
Lamb.**  On  my  nyin^,  ^O  death,  wiicre  = 
Mtbj  iitsof  ?  Ognwe^  where  is  thy  ric- ; 
lory  ?  the  stioi^  of  death  it  no,  and  (be  i 
•traigth  of  sio  ii  the  law*' — the  eagerly  ^ 
caof  ht  the  last  word*  before  I  had  otter. ' 
cd  tbca^  **  But  thaoks  be  to  God  who 
pretb  uf  the  rictory  throo|^h  our  Lord 
JesosCbritt'* 

On  the  last  Sabbath  that  the  spent  in 
this  world,  she  bad  distreM  of  mind  which 
proceeded,  she  beliered,  from  the  enemy 
of  her  K>ul,  ibe  called  upon  me  to  pray; 
I  aiMured  her  that  I  did  ;  **  pray  earnest- 
/y,**  fbe  added;  and  for  three  or  four 
bonrt  she  kept  her  poor  iritbered  hands 
Hasped  as  tboo^^b  in  earnest  prayer.  1 
awoke  her  husband,  who  was  taking  a 
little  rest,  to  join  with  me  in  calling  upon 
the  name  of  the  Lord  on  her  behalf.  Af- 
ter this  exercise  she  told  me  she  felt  her 
standing  firm;  we  had  reason  to  say, 
*<  Verily,  God  beareth  and  answeretb 
prayer.*'  She  bad,  during  the  previous 
day  and  night,  been  grappling  with  death, 
and  she  felt  that  her  departure  wan  near. 
I  bad  hoped  to  have  witnessed  her  last 
moments,  and  to  have  watched  her  painfu! 
conflict  to  its  close ;  and  this  was  the  wish 
of  my  sister  also,  but  an  all- wise  and  gra- 
cious Gud  ordered  it  otherwise.  1  was 
under  the  necessity  of  leaving  her,  and  as 
she  bad  hitherto  unreservedly  submitted 
to  the  Divine  will,  I  did  not  fear  tu  in- 
form her  of  it.  She  made  no  complaint, 
but  meekly  replied,  <<  All  is  right."  On 
Monday  morning  I  asked  her  if  she  felt 


quite  «illii«lhat  I  sboold  leave  her;  to 
which  she  leplird,  <<  Te%  yoar  departure 
cannot  take  away  the  predonsness  m 
Christ.  If  1  am  building  on  the  rock  of 
ages,  Dothli^  can  move  me.**  She  further 
said  (although  her  qicecb  fislterrd),  «  The 
Lord  is  on  my  right  hand,  I  shall  not  be 
greatly  moved,**  a*d  she  endeavoured  to 
speak  further  of  his  great  goodnessi  hot 
was  onable.  I  faid,  <<  My  dear,  do  not 
try  yourself;  I  suppose  \oo  wish  to  tell 
me  how  predous  Christ  is  ?^  to  which,  she 
replii-d  in  the  affirmative;  ihen  takiog^ 
my  hand,  with  grt at  composure  she  said, 
<<  Good  bye.**  But  to  me  it  was  a  far 
more  severe  trial  to  leave  her.  She  coo- 
tinned  until  balf-|>ast  one  o'clock  io  a 
severe  struggle  with  the  enemy.  She 
was  seized  with  delirium,  and  Satan  made 
another  attempt,  and  that  a  mighty  one; 
but  blessed  be  God,  she  was  enabled  to 
say,  *^  that  the  enemy  had  departed  aod 
dared  not  affright  her  any  more,"  and  io 
about  an  hour  and  a  half  afterwanis,  she 
quietly  resigned  her  soul  into  the  bands 
of  her  Rrdefmer. 

It  is  not  the  design  of  the  writer  io  re- 
present the  subject  of  this  memoir  as  per- 
fect; she  was  acquainted  with  her  own 
imperfections,  and  it  was  her  desire  to 
attribute  her  salvation  to  free  grace 
abounding  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Her  pastor  attempted  the  improvement 
of  her  deaths  from  a  portion  of  Scripture 
frequently  repeated  in  her  sickness,  **  1* 
there  not  an  appointed  time  to  roan  upon 
earth  ?"  May  those  who  beard  and  those 
who  read,  **  Be  al*®  ready," 
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Extract  from  a  Letter  to  Mr,  J,  Franks 
qf  Kingston  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet.

cations  as  promptly  and  liberally  as  they  de- 
serve. 

Permit  me,  therefore,  Sir,  through  tha 
medium  of  your  Magaxine,  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  your  wealthy  and  liberal  readers  who 
have  not  yet  contributed  to  the  support  of 
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the  fimdt  to  the  peculiar  advantages  which  it 
is  calculated  to  secure  as  they  are  stated  in 
th^  report  read  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of 
the  society.  The  committee  say,  '*  that  so 
far  as  the  principles  of  this  institution  have 
been  adopted,  the  numeroos  domestic  incon- 
veniences resulting  from  the  long  absence  of 
teinisters  from  their  families,  are  now  pre- 
vented— that  the  serious  evils  accruing  to 
churches  from  the  want  of  the  pastor's  pre- 
sence and  oversight  are  obviated — that  the 
heavy  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  travel- 
ling, collecting,  supplying,  &c.  are  almost 
entirely  avoided — that  the  distressing  mental 
anxiety  and  bodily  exhaustion  generally  at- 
tending personal  applications  are  superseded 
— ^that  liberal  gentlemen  engaged  in  trade 
and  commerce  are  relieved  from  the  painful 
interruptions  to  which  they  used  to  be  sub- 
jected in  the  midst  of  their  worldly  avoca- 
tions— that  cases  are  aided  according  to  a 
deliberate  and  impartial  judgment  on  their 
respective  merits,  whereas  formerly  the 
amount  obtained  depended  chiefly  on  the  skill 
and  address,  the  importunity  and  perseve- 
rance of  the  applicants — and  that  notwith- 
standing the  paucity  of  subscribers,  there  is 
reason  to  conclude  that  after  deducting  aU 
expenses,  the  average  amount  of  exhibitions 
inade  by  this  society  is  about  equal  to  what 
Was  resized  by  the  twelve  cases  which  the 
board  annually  admitted." 

Trusting  that  these  things  will  be  duly 
considered  by  your  readers,  and  that  some 
who  have  not  yet  done  any  thing  in  aid  of 
this  institution,  will  be  induced  thus  to  con- 
tribute according  to  their  ability  to  the  relief 
of  poor  churches  in  the  country.

JAMAICA   PSaSECUTIONS. 

At  a  special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Baptist  Ministers,  held  at  Fen  Court,  July 
lOtb,  183?}  to  take  into  consideraiion  the 
outrages  lately  perpetrated  on  the  persooa 
and  property  of  the  Baptist  Missionaries  io 
Jamaica.— The  Rey.  W.  Newman  D.D. 
to  the  Chair. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved, 

I.  That  this  Board  fully  convinced  that  the 


principles  which  have  uuifiormly  guided  the 
proceedings  of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society, 
have  strictly  accorded  with  the  paci6c  spirit 
of  the  Gospel,  and  equally  satisfied  that  their 
Missionaries  in  Jamaica,  have  acted  in  con- 
formity to  the  instructions  given  them  by  the 
Socie^,  view  with  indignation  the  attempt  to 
criminate  those  Missionaries  as  parties  in  the 
late  insurrections;  and  congratulate  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  whole  Christian  public,  on  the 
signally  triumphant  manner,  in  which  these 
base  charges  have  been  refuted. 

II.  That  the  serious  losses  sustained  in  the 
destruction  of  the  Society's  property,  together 
with  the  violent  and  illegal  outrages  on  the 
persons  and  families  of  the  Missionaries,  call 
for  the  liveliest  sympathy,  and  this  Board 
confidently  trusts,  that  the  appeal  which  has 
been  made  to  the  British  Government,  for  pro- 
tection  and  redress  will  be  efiectu^;  more 
especially,  as  such  proceedings  are  directly  at 
variance  with  the  British  constitution,  and 
an  insult  to  the  dignity  of  the  throne. 

IIL  That  the  decided  hostility  which  has 
been  shewn  on  former  occasions,  as  well  as  oa 
the  present,  by  slave  holders  to  the  labours  of 
Christian  Missionaries,  affords  a  convincing 
proof,  that  the  system  is  irreconcileably 
opposed  to  the  progress  of  the  Gospel,  and 
ought  therefore  no  longer  to  be  protected  by 
the  British  Government. 

IV.  That  a  petition  founded  oa  the  fore* 
going  resolutions,  be  forthwith  presented  to 
both  houses  of  Parliament.*  And  that  as  a 
genera]  election  is  expected  speedily  to  take 
place,  thia  Board  call  upon  their  iriends 
posaessing  the  elective  franchise  throughout 
the  United  Kingdom,  to  support  such  candi- 
dates only  as  will  pledge  themselves  to  pro- 
mote the  immediate  and  entire  abolition  of 
skvery.

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sprung,  and  in  tlie  ipirit  by  which  it  has  been 
marked,  as  leads  at  onee  to  the  concluaion, 
that  the  existence  of  Cfaristianity  is  incom- 
patible any  longer  with  the  existence  of 
slavery,  and  that  one  or  the  other  in  that 
colony  must  cease.  The  ensuing  elections 
will  a£brd  an  opportunity  of  all  others  the 
most  feiTourable,  for  the  eaqnression  of  feelings 
on  the  subject,  and  such  is  the  state  of  the 
public  mind,  that  nothing  more  seems  required, 
than  for  the  various  communities  of  Dis> 
senters  to  act  in  concert  on  the  occasion, 
to  secure  such  a  return  of  members  to  the 
G>mmon*8  House  of  Parliament  as  will  give 
the  fairest  promise  of  effiicting  the  entire  and 
speedy  extinction  of  the  negro* i  wrongt,  I  am 
therefore  desired  to  represent  to  you  the  great 
importance  of  bringing  the  subject  distinctly 
under  the  notice  of  your  friends  at  this  parti- 
cular cris^ ;  that  all  of  them  who  may  now 
have  to  exercise  the  elective  franchise,  may 
require  a  pledge  from  the  candidates  to  whom 
their  votes  are  given,  that  they  will  support 
the  cause  of  immediate  emancipation.

higher  importance  to  a  christian  mind,  the 
Agency  Committee  feel  warranted  in  urging 
this  appeal  most  earnestly  upon  those  who 
like   themselves  profess  to  be  governed  by 
Christian   principles.     The   Committee    are 
exerting    themselves   most  strenuously,  and 
are  labouring    indefiitigably    in   the    cause. 
Their  immediate  object  is  to  arouse  the  pub- 
lic attention— -to  inform  the  public  mind,  and, 
above  all,  to  stimulate  their  friends  through- 
out the  country  to  combined  and  uniform, 
as  well  as  to  active  exertion.     They  are  well 
convinced  that  an  united  demonstration  of 
moral  strength  is  the  only  means  under  God 
of  making  a  decided  impression  on  the  l^is- 
lature,  and  that  to  effect  this  their  provincial 
co-adjtttors  must  be  persuaded  to  surrender 
all  minor  tlifferences  of  opinion,  and  harmo- 
niously co-operate  to  support  the  cause  under 
the  advice  and  guidance  of  the  Coitral  Com- 
mittee, without  which  aU  hope  of  a  great 
national  and  rimultaneout    expression  of 
feeling  is  mstonary* 

*'  This  then  is  the  time  for  prompt  and 
energetic  exertion.  Every  real  friend  of  the 
cause  ought  to  act  upon  the  conviction  that 
a  temporary  but  absolute  seff-devotion  to  it 
is  indispensable. 

<<It  is  scarcely  possible  that  on  a  subject 
so  extensive,  and  involving  directly  and  col- 
laterally the  personal  interest  of  so  many  io- 
dividuds,  great  variety  of  opinion  should  not 
obtain  as  to  the  manner  of  emancipation ; 
but  there  is  one  point  upon  which  all  are 
agreed, — ^that,  it  being  a  crime  in  the  sight 
of  God  to  uphold  it,  sUvery  must  be  aboUshed 
without  reference  to  any  other  consideration 
than  the  personal  safety  of  the  parties  into* 
rested,  and  the  means  of  substituting  judicial 
for  private  and  irresjponsible  restraint. 

**  Upon  this  principle,  none  who  have 
really  the  cause  at  heart  will  hesitate  to  come 
forward  at  the  present  crisis  with  determined 
and  irresistible  seal,  and  presuming  that  this 
will  be  the  case,  the  Agency  Committee  offer 
the  following  suggestions  respectfully,  but 
most  earnestly,  to  your  attention. 

**  It  is  expected  that  the  present  Parlia- 
ment will  very  speedily  be  dissolved,  and  it  is 
notorious  that  in  that  expectation  a  canvass

public  attention  to  this  mass  of  crime,  this 
dreadful  load  of  national  guilt,  it  would  be  an 
unpardonable  omission  in  those  who  have 
hitherto  Mood  forward  as  the  public  advocates 
of  the  slave  to  neglect  it.  It  is  agreed  on  all 
sides  that  the  colonial  question  is  the  most 
important,  as  it  will  probably  be  the  first 
that  will  come  before  a  reformed  parliament ; 
and  as,  whatever  may  be  its  political  charac- 
ter,  it  involves  considerations  of  infinitely 


"The  first  important  point  then  is  to 
ascertain  the  principles  of  candidates  upon 
the  question  of  abolition. 

«  Your  course  should  be  to  appoint  a  de- 
putation to  wait  upon  every  individual  who 
has  declared  himself,  or  by  common  report  it 
expected  to  declare  himself,  a  candid|ite  for 
the  representation  of  your  place.  Inquire  of 
such  candidate  whether  he  will  promise  dis- 
tinctly  and  explicity  to  vote /or  any  motion 
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ihathufor  ito  object  the  unmedute  abolitioii 
of  Colonial  Slavery,  at  the  earliest  period 
oompatible  with  the  peraoqal  aafetj  of  all 
claaiea.  If  he  demon,  or  qualifies  his  pro- 
mise by  such  words  as  "  regard  to  all  par- 
ties,** ''consideratioii  for  vested  interests,** 
or  **  fitness  tor  freedom/*  and  so  forth,  look 
upon  him  as  an  enemy,  and  tell  him  so; 
lor  the  abolition  of  a  n^tiftnal  crime  must  be 
impeded  by  no  such  doubts.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  his  promise  is  unqualified,  support  him 
and  promise  him  your  support ;  and  remem- 
ber that  this  may  be  done  with  propriety, 
for  now  that  the  Reform  Bill  is  carried,  it  is 
impossible  to  mention  a  matter  of  more  im- 
portance that  can  come  before  the  British 
legisUture. 

**  If  you  can  discover  no  candidate  in  the 
field  that  will  pledge  himself  without  qualifi- 
cation in  the  manner  \ihich  luis  been  deS'

■CCI.BIIAinCAL   nCPOfllTIOXS. 

Extracts  from  "A  Brief  SStatzicent  of 
the  reasons  why  the  Society  of  Friends 
object  to  the  payment  of  Tithes,  and  other 
demands  of  an  JEctJesiasticai  nature  : 
issued  by  Vie  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety, held  in  London^  in  the  Fifth 
Month,  1832.** 

"  We  have  uniformly  entertained  thebelief^ 
on  the  authority  of  Holy  Scripture,  that  when, 
in  theTulness  of  time,  according  to  the  allwise 
purposes  of  God,  our  Messed  Lord  and  Sariour 
appeared  personally  upon  earth,  he  introduced 
a  dispensation  pure  and  spiritual  in  its  c!ia- 
racter.     He  taught  by  his  own  holy  example 
and  divine  precepts  that  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel  is  to  be  witjiout  pecuniary  remunera- 
tion.    As  the  gift  is  free,  the  exercise  of  it  is 
to  be  free  also :  the  office  is  to  be  filled  by 
those  only  who  are  called  of  God  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  who,  in  their 
preaching,  as  well  as  in  their  circumspect 
lives  and  conversation,  are  giving  proof  of  this 
call.     The  foroed  maintenuioe  of  die  minis- 
ters of  religion  is^  in  our  view,  a  violation  of 
those  great  privileges  which  God,  in  hii  wis- 
doni  and  goodness,  bestowed  upon  the  human 
race,  when  he  sent  his  Son  to  redeem  the 
world,  and,  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
to  lead  and  guide  mankind  into  all  trutL 

<'  Our  blessed  Lord  put  an  end  to  that 
priesthood,  and  to  aU  those  ceremonial  usages 
connected  therewith,  which  were  before  di- 
vinely ordained   under   the  Law  of  Moses. 
The  present  system  of  tithes  was  not  in  any 
way  instituted  by  him,  our  holy  Head,  and 
High  Priest,  the  great  Christian  Law-giver. 
It  had  no  existence  in  the  purest  and  earliest 
ages  of  his  church,  but  was  gradually  intro- 
duced, as  superstition  and  apostacy  vfrtui 
over  professing  Christendom,  andwasivbie'' 
quently  enforced  by  legal  authority^    And  it 
further  appears  to  us,  that  in  thus  enforciiig 
as  due*   <  to  God  and  Holv  Church,*  a  titbe 
upon  the  produce  of  the  earth,  and  upon  the 
increase  of  the  herds  of  the  field,  an  attempt 
was  made  to  uphold  and  perpetuate  a  Divine 
institution,  appointed  only  for  a  time,  but 
which  was  linogated  by  the  coming  in  the 
flesh  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,     the  vesting 
of  power  by  the  laws  of  the  land  in  the  Idogt 
a$»isted  by  his  council,  whereby  articles  si 
belief  have  been  framed  for  the  adoptioR^ 
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hi*  mbjeetiy  and  under  which  the  inpport  of 
the  teachers  of  these  artides  is  enforced,  is, 
in  oor  judgmeaty  a  procedure  atTariance  witib 
the  whole  seope  and  design  of  the  Gospel; 
and  as  it  violates  the  rights  of  private  judg- 
ment, so  it  interferes  with4hat  responsibility 
bj  which  man  is  bound  to  his  Oeator. 

^'  In  accordcLnce  with  what  has  been  al- 
ready stated,  we,  of  course^  conscientiously 
object  -ako  to  all  demands  made  upon  us  in 
lieu  of  tithes.  We  likewise  object  to  whit 
are  termed  Eanter-dues,  demands  originally 
made  by  the  priests  of  the  Church  of  Rome, 
but  con^ued.  .n  the  Protestant  Church  of 
England^  for  services  which  we  cannot 
receive.  We  ali$o  object  to  Mortuaries,  sums 
applied  for  and  still  enforced  in  some  places, 
as  due  to  the  incumbent  of  a  parish  on  the 
death  of  the  head  of  a  family.  Neither  do 
we  findj  in  the  example  or  precepts  of  our 
blessed  Lord  and  his  Apostles,  any  authority 
for  these  claims,  or  others  of  a  kindred  na- 
ture, which  all  had  their  origin  in  times  of 
the  darkness  and  corruption  of  the  Christian 
church.  And  we,  further  consider,  that  to 
be  compelled  to  unite  in  the  support .  of 
I'li'hlings,  where  a  mode  of  religious  worship 
is  ofaseryed  in  which  we  cannot  conscien- 
tiously unite,  and  in  paying  for  appurte- 
nances attached  to  that  mode  of  worship 
^rom  which  we  alike  dissent,  is  subversive 
of  that  freedom  which  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
hti  conferred  upon  all. 

"  In  their  support  of  these  views,  our  pious 
predecessors  underwent  many  and  grievous 
sofferings,  w^hich  they  bore  with  Christian 
meekness  and  patience.  Their  loss  of  pro- 
perty was  ottea  excessive;  they  were  sub- 
jected to  cmd  and  vexatious  prosecutions; 
they  endured  long  and  painful  imprisonments ; 
and  not  a  few,  who  were  thus  deprived  of 
thdr  liberty,  manifested  the  sincerity  of  their 
feith  by  patientiy  su^bring  this  imprisonment 
imto  cbath.  •  Soon  alter  the  accesuon  of 
Williaiyi  III.  to  the  throne  of  this  kingdom, 
more  lenient  laws  were  made  by  the  govern- 
ment ibr  the  recovery  of  these  demands,  im- 
pri^nment  .became  less  frequent,  and  the 
execution  of  the  law  less  severe.  Subsequent 
l^islative  enactments,  under  the  mild  sway 
of  the  p«sent  reigning  family,  have  still 
further  mitigated  its  force.  We  are  sensible 
that  our  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due 
for  these  things,  and  we  thus  publicly  express 
them.  At  the  same  time,  we  feel  that  there 
are  laws  still  unrepealed,  by  which  we  might, 
in  the  snpport  of  these  our  Christian  prin- 
ciples, be  subjected  to  great  loss  of  property, 
and  to  imprisonment  for  life;  and  in  the 
execution  of  the  law,  as  it  now  exists,  much 
pecuniary  suffering,  and  many  oppressive 
proceedings,  may  be  and  are  inflicted.     And 


here  we  v^ould  observe,^  that  eaeh  individual 
amongst  us  wholly  sustains  the  amount  of  the 
distraint  made  upon  him,  and  of  all  the  con- 
sequent expenses :  we  have  no  fiiud  out  of 
which  a  reimbursement  takes  place,  aq  some 
have  erroneously  supposed* 

"  We  desire  that  the  existing  evils  may, 
under  the  Divine  blessing,  be  remedied  by 
the  increase  of  Christian  light  and  know- 
ledge^ and  that  it  may  please  our  heavenly 
Father,  in  the  ordering  of  his  Pruvideu'e,  so 
to  influence  all  the  legislative  proceedings  of 
our  govonunent,  en  this  deeply  imp9rtaot 
subject,  as  that  diey  may  tend  to  the  fiirth«r- 
anoe  of  the  church  of  Christ,  and  the  in- 
crease of  godliness  in  the  nation.  And  it  is ' 
our  firm  conviction,  that  in  proportion  as 
the  heavenly  precepts,  and  the  blessed  ex- 
ample of  the  Son  of  God,  who  is  given  of  the 
Father  to  be  I^ord  of  all,  spread  and  prevail, 
and  efiectually  rule  in  the  hearts  and  con- 
sciences of  men,— in  proportion  as  the  pure 
doctrines  of  the  Gospd  gain  the  ascendancy, 
— ^it  wiU  be  seen,  that  to  uphold  any  church 
establishment  by  compulsory  laws,  which 
oppress  the  consciences  of  sincere  believers 
in  the  Lord  Jesus,  is  at  variance  with  his 
holy  law,  and  is  calculated  to  retard  the  uni- 
venal  spreading  of  bis  reign.* 

**  In  conclusion,  it  is  our  earnest  prayer, 
that  it  may  please  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the 
universe  to  hasten  the  coming  of  that  period 
when  the  light  of  the  glorious  Gospel  of  Christ 
shaH  shine  forth  with  unclouded  brightness ; 
when  righteousness  shall  cover  the  earth  as 
the  waters  cover  the  sea,  and  when  the  king- 
doms <^  this  world  shall  become  the  kingdoms. 
of  our  Lord  and  of  hb  Christ." 

STXPNET    COLLEGE. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  friends . 
and  supporters  of  this  Institution  was  held  at 
the  King's  Head  in  the  Poultry,  on  Tuesday 
evening,  June  26,  when  the  chair  was  taken 
by  W.  B.  Gurn^,  Esq.  the  treasurer. 

The  Report  stated  that  twenty-four  young 
men  had  enjoyed  the  patronage  of  the  Insti- 
tution during  the  year,  and  that  in  the  same 
period  four  had  left  to-  occupy  diflerent  sta- 
tions of  mimsterial  labour. 

Reports  were  presented  of  a  satisfactory 
character  from  the  tutors  and  examiners  bear- 
ing testimony  to  the  good  conduct,  diligence, 
and  success  of  the  students  in  the  different 
branches  of  their  learning- 

The  attention  of  the  meeting  was  then 
called  to  the  state  of  the  finances.  From  the 
treasurer's  account  it  appeared  that  there  had 
been  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  the  income 
of  1 95/.  This  sum  added  to  the  f>alance  due 
on  former  accounts  left  the  coUege  5881.  in 
debt 
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Beeides  the  obligatfon  thus  incurred  it  was 
stated  tbat  to  oontim'e  the  institution  in  itn 
present  state  of  efficiency,  the  regular  income 
would  require  to  be  increased  about  2002.  per 
annum.  Under  these  circumstances  the  meet- 
ing passed  the  following  resolution : — 

"  That  the  committee  be  requested  to  take 
every  means  of  enforcing  on  the  religious 
public  in  the  metropolis,  and  on  those  churches 
in  the  country  which  are  deriving  benefit 
from  this  Institution,  the  importance  and  ne- 
cessity of  giving  to  it  an  increased  support, 
that  the  number  of  students  may  not  be  dim- 
inished, but  rather  augmented." 

The  office-bearers  were  re-elected,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Ourney  appointed  joint  Secretary 
with  Rev.  E.  Steane. 


ASSOCIATIONS. 


SUFFOLK. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Association  was 
held  at  Glenuesford,  on  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday, the  6th  and  6th  days  of  June,  18S2. 
The  Association  sermons  were  preached  by 
brother  Wilson,  of  Tunstall,  from  Psalta 
XXV.  14,  and  brother  Cole,  of  Otley, 
from  3  John,  2nd  verse.  Several  other 
Sermons  were  preached,  and  during  the 
various  services,  the  universal  feeling  ap- 
peared to  be  that  of  the  disciples  on  mount 
Tabor,  "It  is  good  for  us  to  be  here." — 
No  idle  controversies,  no  jarring  discords, 
marred  our  union,  but  all  was  peace  and  love.

The  Circular  Letter  on  ♦*  The  Signs  of  the 
Times,"  written  by  brother  Elven,  was 
adopted,  and  the  one  for  next  year,  on  "  The 
Obligation  to  observe  the  Christian  Sabbath," 
is  to  be  written  by  brother  Sprigg,  of  Ipswich. 
The  circumstances  of  our  mission  in  the 
West  Indies,  and  other  topics  connected  with 
civil  and  religious  liberty,  were  discussed  in 
so  firm  and  decided  a  tone,  as  to  shew  that 
the  Suffolk  Baptists  will  be  found  at  their 
post  whenever  their  pecuniary  or  moral  en- 
ergies are  required  to  aid  in  the  sacred  cause 
pf /reedbm  and  piety  throughout  the  world.

Hambledon  is  a  eon«deraUe  village^ 
situate  at  a  great  distance  from  any  towny 
and  in  years  paat  has  been  remarkable  in  its 
resistance  of  all  attempts  to  introdooe  the 
Gospel  there; — Christiana  of  different  de- 
nominations having  for  more  than  fifty  years 
tried  in  vain  to  do  so.  • 

The  zealous  eflEbrts  of  the  Rev.  H.  Cross- 
man,  of  Anmore,  one  of  the  missionaries  of 
the  Baptist  Home  Missionary  Society,  have, 
however,  succeeding  in  raising  a  considerable 
congr^gatiout  and  his  labours  there  appear 
to  be  acceptable  and  useful. 

The  exfeaaea  in  fitting  up  the  place  are 
about  7(tf.,  the  greater  part  of  which  have 
been  raised  in  the  neighbourhood,  through 
the  exertions  of  Mr.  Crossnian.

T.   H.  Facer   (late  of  Bradford  Academy ), 
is  now  engaged  in  tbis  sphere  of  labour  with  , 
pleasing  prospects  of  success. 

The  expenses  incurred  by  the  erection  of 
galleries^  together  with  the  debt  previously 
existing,  constitute  a  burden  the  people  are 
ill  able  to  bear :  and  while  it  may  truly  be 
said  concerning  them,  they  have  done  what 
^ey  could^  the  poverty  of  their  circum- 
stances will  render  an  early  appeal  to  the 
generosity  of  the  Christian  public  absolutely 
requisite,  and  the  hope  is  cherished  that  such 
an  appeal  will  not  be  made  in  vain.

Ireland;  and  more  especially  in  those  which  contemplate  its  moral  and  spiritoal 
elevation. 

The  friends  of  the  Society,  we  trust,  will  be  disposed  and  assisted  gratefully  to  ac- 
knowledge the  Divine  goodness  in  preserving  our  esteemed  brother,  Mr.  Davis,    f 
Clonmei,  during  bis  voyage  to  the  western  world,  where, «« after  a  passage  of  six  weeks 
and  three   days,"  it  appears  by  a  letter  to  Mr.  Ivimey,  given  in   a  subsequent 
page  of  this  Chronicle,  he  has  safely  arrived.    It  is  also  hoped  that  the  Scripture 
reference  wbich  closes  his  communication  will  be  practically  remembered.

BAPTIST  IRISH  SOCIETY. 

The  Eighteenth  Anniversary  of  this 
Society  was  held  at  the  City  of  London 
Tavern,  Bishopsgate  Street,at  7  o'clock  on 
Friday  morning,  Richard  Foster,  jun. 
Ksq.  in  the  Chair.  After  the  meeting  had 
been  opened  by  singing  and  prayer. 

The  Chairman  explained  the  nature  and 
oljects  of  the  Society.  Ireland,  he  remarked, 
was  a  country  that  had  long  engaged  the  at- 
tention and  affections  of  British  Christians  of 
every  denomination.  Many  and  great  ef- 
forts had  been  made  to  dispel  the  gross  igno- 
rance and  wickedness  existing  in  that  other- 
wise favoured  country;  but  they  still  had  to 
lament  the  immense  mass  of  misery,  ignorance, 
and  superstition,  by  which  she  was  bestridden. 
Every  effort  that  could  be  brought  to  bear 
on  that  mass — every  engine  that  could  be  put 
in  motion  to  diminish  it — should  be  hailed  as 
an  auxiliary  in  the  great  battle  with  the  pow- 
ers of  darkness  there.  He  did  not  make  this 
remark  for  the  purpose  of  touching  upon  a 
.topic  on  which  there  might  be  some  diversity 
of  opinion,  but  to  make  an  observation  which 
was  the  result  of  some  experience  in  the  busi- 
ness  of  education,  as  carried  on  in  this 
country.  He  was  old  enough  to  recollect, 
when  in  some  parts  of  the  country  there  was 
00  such  thing  as  a  sunday-school.  These 
institutions  were  commenced  about  fifty  years 
since,  and  as  soon,  as  they  promised  to  be  use- 
ful, other  schools  were  set  on  foot,  which 
were  called  Lancasterian  schools.  Some  of 
the  conductors  of  Sunday  schools  became  ap- 
prehensive that  the  number  of  children  would 


be  diminished  in  consequence ;  but  no  such 
thing  was   the   result.     Then  came   infant 
schools — and  a  most  interesting  mode  of  in- 
struction it  was, — ^but  so  far  from  any  of 
these  new  efforts  being  prejudicial  to  Sunday 
schools,  as  was  feared  by  many,  these  institu- 
tions greatly  increased,  and  the  number  of 
their  scholars  was  greatly  multiplied.     He 
would  apply  this  to  Ireland.     Let  every  kind^ 
of  morid  instruction  be  brought  to  bear  on 
that  ignorance  that  was  the  basis  of  popish 
superstition ;  and  let  every  such  effort  he  en- 
couraged.    He  was  satisfied  that  no  such  ef- 
fort would  injure  this  Society,  or  interfere 
with  Its  field  of  operation ;  or  if  it.  did,  then 
it  might  devote  its  funds  and  energies  to  some 
other  beneficial  purpose.     If  the  necessity  of 
its  present  mode  of  procedure  should  be  su- 
perseded by  something  better,  then  it  might 
look  out  for  the  next  best  thing  to  employ  it- 
self in.     The  chairman  concluded  by  calling 
upon  the  Rev.  Mr.   Pritchard,  one  of  the 
Secrtaries,  to  r^ad  the  Report. 

The  Hev,  J,  JBirt,  of  Manchester,  moved 
the  first  resolution,  as  follows  : — *^  That  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  at  the  Eighteenth 
Anniversary  of  the  Baptist  Irish  Society,  af- 
fording gratifying  evidence  of  the  diligence 
and  devotedness  of  its  agents,  the  adaptation 
of  their  plans  of  exertion  to  the  moral  and 
spiritual  necessities  of  the  population  among 
whom  they  labour,— and  the  encouraging 
success  which,  through  the  Divine  blessing, 
has  attended  their  efforts  during  the  past  year, 
this  meeting  approves  of .  its  being  adopted* 
and  circulated  at  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee," The  reverend  gentleman  remarked, 
that  at  the  Eighteenth  Anniversary  of  the 
Society,  it  was  too  late  to  suppose  it  necessary 
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to  czplaiii  its  nftinrt  and  oonttitution,  es- 
pecially to  an  aawmbly  like  the  preaent,  that 
had  manifested  its  attachment  to  it,  under 
such  nnfavoarable  circumstaoees  u  the  wea- 
ther then  preseDted.     He  should  only,  there- 


and    iht  establishment  of  the    Redeeanv's 
kingdom. 

The  JRev,  71  T^onuu  seeooded  the  repo- 
lution.  He  approved  of  the  princtpfes  on 
which  the  Society  was  founded,  becuse  he

of  the   Society,    that     he  rejoiced  to  find 
that  it  was  stiU  consistent  with  itsdf ;  it  ad- 
hcred  to  the  same  principles  and  views  that 
had  commanded  the  attachment  of  its  friends 
in  preceding  years.    But  there  n^ht  be  some 
present  who  wanted  information  as  to  whether 
the  agents  employed  by  the  Society  were  dili- 
gent, faithful,  and  devoted  men;  and  it  most 
be  aBowed  that,  without  this,  the  wisdom  and 
prudence  of  the  managers  would  be  as  no- 
thing.    But  the  foct  was,  that  in  this  Society 
almost  every  thing  done  by  the  agents  was 
done  so  immediately  under  the  eyes  of  the 
managers,  that  it  might  be  said  to  be  done  by 
tikemselves.     The  information  possessed  upon 
that    subject    was  of  the  most  satisfactory 
kind,  and  such  as  ought  to  satisfy  every  can- 
did mind.     Among  those  agents  were  minis- 
ters.  Scripture  readers,  and  schooinnasters 
and  schoolnniitresses— allactivdyandsatisfoc- 
torily  employed,  in  season  and  out  of  season, 
teaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ.     One  very 
important  feature  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  was,  that  it  taught  the  Irish  peof^ 
in  their  own  language.     But  it  was  necessary 
-  to  know  whether  the  agents  were  prosecuting 
their  objects  on  a  judicious  plan,  as  affirmed 
in  tibe  resolution.     Food  was  the  appropriate 
means  of  satisfying  hunger ;  and  it  was  cer- 
tain that  the  circulation  of  the  Seriptures  and 
the  eommnnieation  of  religious  knowle^, 
ware  as  well  adapted  to  the  moral  and  rdi- 
gions  ncoessities  of  the  Irish  people.    He  ranch 
ngretted  that  the  Catholic  priest  of  Erris, 
'  named  in  the  Report,  should  have  been  found 
to  oppose  the  poor  people  partaking  of  the 
Baptist  meal,  as  it  was  called,  when  they  were 
in  a  state  of  starvation ;  for  he  well  recol- 
lected that  when  he  came  over  to  this  country 
to  solicit  charity  for  his  people,  he  professed 
the  modt  catholic  principles,  and  the  strongest 
attachment  to  Christians  of  every  name ;  and 
he  was   assisted   aooording  to  the  alnlity  of 
those  to  whom  he  applied.     The  reverend 
gentleman  then  adverted  to  other  eflforta  that 
were   being   made   to  enlighten  the    Irish 
people,  and  expressed  his  belief  that  none  of 
them  would  supersede  or  interfere  with  the 
operations  of  this  Society.     He  was  glad  to 
find  that  the  Baptist  Irish  Society  was  perse- 
vering on  this  principle ;  and  hence  the  reso- 
lution spoke  of  its  **  continued  soeoess,'^  but 
which  it  also  took  care  to  ascribe  to  the 
blessing  of  God.      The  weapons   of  their 
war&re  were  not  carnal,  but  mighty,  through 
Qod,  to  the  pulling  down  of  strong,  htdds, 


They  recognised  the  supreme  and  infellible  an- 
thority  of  the  holy  Sciiptures,  as  the  rule  of 
foith  and  practice.     Th^  recogniaed  the  au- 
thority of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Lord 
and  Head  of  the  church ;  and  they  reeogniaed 
the  spirituality  of  the  kingdom  of  that  great 
Lord  of  the  church.    The  apparatus  of  means 
which  it  employed  for  the  aooomplishment  of 
its  object  was  truly  simple  in  ite  eharaeter. 
Thore  was  here  nothing  like  a  curabrona  reli- 
gious establishment.     There  waa  nothii^  re- 
sembling civil  government ;  nothing  that  di- 
verted the  attention  from  the  simplicity  of  the 
Gospel   of  Christ,  and   those   great  ohgecto 
which  it  at  all  times  became  a  Christian  to 
labour  to  promote.    The  Society  had  recourse 
to  no  coercive  measures  to  carry  on  its  plans 
and  designs.      That  religion  (if  it  deserved 
the  name  of  religion)  which  it  was  the  object 
of  the  Society  to  overthrow,  was  of  an  en- 
tirely diffiarent  character.     P<^ry  ha^  been 
established  by  coercive  means ;   it  had  arisen 
amid  bloodshed,  and  had  always  resorted  to 
measures  which  reflected  no  honour  on  those 
who  were  the  authors  of  them.     All  false  re- 
ligions had  recourse  to  the  same  means ;   hot 
the  Baptist  Irish  Society  had  weapons  which 
were  not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God. 
He  trusted  it  would  continue  to  preserve  ite 
simplicity,  and  to  carry  on  ite  plans  as  it  had 
hitherto  done.     He  trusted  that  it  would 
preserve  ite  original  spirit,  tend  keep  ite  eye 
fixed  on  ite  glorious  object,  till  that  blessed 
day  when   degraded  and  moraDy  enslaved 
Ireland  should   be    emancipated   fit>m   her 
chains,  and  celebrate  with  all  the  aatnto  tba 
wonders  of  redeeming  love.    They  had  abun- 
dant encouragement  to  go  on  in  this  work« 
The  signs  of  the  times  were  in  their  favour. 
The  liberal  spirit  of  the  age  should  have  a 
favourable  eflect  on  their  minds.     Popery 
did  not  reign  dominant.     They  had  not  to 
contend  with  the  mighty  opposition  wsged 
against   Luther,   Wycliff,  and    Melancthon, 
and  the  other  heroes  of  the  Reformation.  The 
opposition  made  to  their  agente  in  Ireland  waa 
not   that  formidable   cqppositien  with  wMeh 
those  great  reformers  had  to  contend  when 
endeavouring  to  emancipate  ehrtttendomfrom 
the  mother  of  harlots.    The  man  of  sin,  who 
had  seated  himself  in'  the  tei6ple  oi  God,  and 
shewn  himself  as  though  he  were  God,  exhi- 
bited his  power  as  greatly  en  the  deeHne,  and 
gave  numerous  indicdtions  of  his  ^yproadhii^ 
dissolution.     Let  them  look  to^the^  eontinent 
What  was  the  condition  of  popery  in  neaee? 
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it  wu  tbflre  no^iiag  bat  ihtibAdow  of  adiad*. 
In  Ireland^  a  ^iiit  «f  inqniry  had  been  ex- 
cited, which  they  might  defy,  the  powers 
of  darkness  to  suppress ;  and  the  agents  of 
the  Society  would  g^  on,  in  spite  t^aJl  opposi* 
tion,  till  the  minds  of  that  pe(^»le  should  be 
freed  from  ignorance  and  superstition,  and 
their  hearts  oJeansed  from  pollution,  and  made 
to  rejoipe  in  the  £iTour  of  God.  The  resolu- 
tion spoke  of  the  constitution  and  plans  of 
tbe  Society^  as  being  adapted  to  the  moral 
wants  of  Ireland.  The  Bible,  and  the 
Bible  only,  was  the  religion  of  Protestants ; 
and  while  the  Baptist  Irish  Society  had  such 
men  ••  they  now  possessed,  to  explain  the 
doctrines  and  enforce  the  precepts  of  the 
Go8pelB9  who  eould  predict  the  efifocts  that 
must  raaiUt  from  their  labours.  | 

The  Secietajry  announced,  that  before  the 
motion  was  put  from  the  chair, 

The  ^eo.  Jamet  AUen,  of  BalUna,  one  of  the 
agents  of  the  Society,  would  address  the  jneet- 
ing.    The  reverend  gentleman  rose^  and,  after 
some  apologetic  remarlu,  proceeded  to  address 
himself  to  the  business  of  ths  Society.  In  many 
of  the  schooIa>  he  proceeded  to  state,  not  on^ 
were  the  Scriptures  taught  and  committed  to 
memory,  but  the  girls  were  taught  to  sew 
and  kxut,  and  do  other  useful  thin^.     (Tht 
reverend  gentleman  here  handed  round  several 
excellent  specimens  of  knitting,   lace,    and 
worked  muslin,  that  had  been  worked  in  the 
schools,  and  which  were  greatly  admired).  In 
reference  to    the   Scripture  readers,  he  re- 
marked,  that  in  his  opinion,  they  were  the 
most  efficient  class  of  labourers  in  Ireland } 
and  gave  eome  interesting  specimens  of  the 
manner  in  which  they  prosecuted  their  la- 
bours.    For  this  work  the  Society  selected 
men    whose  .hearts  were   engaged   in    the 
work,  and  who,  from  love  to  the  Saviour, 
were  disponed  to  spread  abroad  the  knowledge 
of  his  name.     They  went  abroad  amongst  the 
people,  aad   sat  down  and  conversed  with 
them  in  a  familiar  and  fidthful  manner.   They 
were  in  general  well  received,  because  they 
went  with    the    Irish    Scriptures  in  their 
hands.     Such  was   the   attachment  of  the 
poor  people  to  their  own  language,  that  they 
scarcely  ever  refused  to  listen  to  the  Gospel 
when  it  was  read  to  them  in  it:    and  he  be- 
lieved that  no  great  good  would  be  effected  in 
what  he  might  call  the  back  settlements  of 
Ireland,  but  by  means  of  the  Iriih  lai^uage. 
They  might  travel  over  a  laige  district ,  and 
scarcely  find  a  person  wbo  could  converse  in 
any  other  tongue.     It  had  beeii  the  policy 
of  the  British  government, .  in  past  times,  to 
exterminate  the  Irish  language.     Their  at- 
tempts  were,  however,    in  vain,    and    the 
people  were  now  as  much  attached  to  their 
•wn  huigMge  as  at  aiiy&nner  ptiiod  of  their 


hiitory ;  and  two  millions  of  then  were  in- 
capable of  instruction  through  any  other  m»* 
dium.  In  proof  of  their  attachment  to  theic 
vernacular  tongue,  he  remarked,  that  the  ve« 
nerable  Bedel,  who  was  the  first  man  that 
translated  the  Scriptures  into  it,  was  dearly 
loved  and  venerated  by  them.  At  his  burisl, 
although  the  country  was  in  a  state  of  rebellion,  ^ 
the  chief  of  the  rebels  came  to  his  grave,  ond 
with  his  followers  did'  him  funeral  honours  ; 
praying  that  the  soul  of  Bedel  might  rest  in 
peace,  and  that  their  souls  might  rest  with 
him.  As  a  proof  of  the  want  of  translations 
into  the  Irish  tongue,  Mr  AUen  stated,  that 
he  ■  knew  of  but  two  religious  books  in  the 
Irish  tongue,  throughout  a  lai^e  district  of  the 
country.  The  one  was  a  small  tract,  and  tht 
other  a  dnodecimo  volume,  which  he  held  in 
his  hand.  The  latter,  he  remarked,  was  the 
source  whence  the  whole  of  the  Catholic 
priests  drew  tljp  matter  for  their  sermons, 
and  many  of  them  took  sermons  from  it  ver- 
batim. To  shew  the  nature  of  its  doctrines, 
he  read  two  or  three  passsges,  which  were  of 
the  most  pernicious  character.  In  one  of 
them  the  "holy  virgin"  was  represented  as 
being  exalted  to  the  throne  of  God.  The  Re- 
deemer  is  thus  represented  as  addressing  the 
Father : — *'  Here,  Father,  is  the  woman  you 
chose  from  eternity  to  be  my  mother.  Here 
is  the  woman  who  did  your  will,  and  that 
never  indined  to  break  your  law.  Here  is 
the  woman  who  is  a  pattern  and  example  of 
chastity  to  man  and  woman.'*  *<  Because,** 
says  the  Father,  «  O  Mary !  that  thou  didst 
my  will  on  earth,  and  never  d^ledst  thy  con- 
science with  sin,  I  give  you  as  a  present  and 
reward,  to  be  a  partaker  in  my  power." 
**  I  give  to  you,"  says  the  Son,  **  to  be  the 
mistress  of  my  mercy."  "  1  give  to  you,** 
says  the  Holy  Spirit,  "  to  be  a  partaker  in  my 
wisdom  and  goodness."  *'  We  raise  you  up," 
says  the  Holy  Trinity,  "  to  be  queen  over  the 
angels,  and  to  rule  all  angels  and  saints  in 
paradise."  **  O  Mary  !"  exclaims  the  people, 
*<  thou  queen  of  the  earth !  we  praise  you  with 
our  whok  heart,  and  soul,  and  will.*'  Another 
passage  shewed  that  the  virgin  was  really  put 
in  the  place  of  Christ,  as  the  intercessor  with 
God.  It  ran  thus : — "  Go  on  in  the  service 
of  Mary;  put  your  trust  in  her,  and  say  that 
prayer  frequently, — <  O  holy  mother  of  God ! 
pray  for  us  now,  and  in  the  hour  oi  death.' 
If  you  do  this,  Mary  shall  give  yon  assistance 
in  this  world,  and  through  her  intercession, 
you  shall  get  ewlasting  life  in  paradise.^ 
Such  was  the  character  of  the  book  that  waa 
hitherto  to  be  fi>und  on  the  tid>le  in  every 
wake^house.  But  the  Word  of  God  had  now 
got  access  into  those  places,  and  would  ulti«> 
mately  supplant  the  other  univertally,  and 
teach  the  people  that  there  was  sahratieB  ealy 
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in  the  uubm  of  Jctns.     The  reyerend  gentle- 
man then  read  eztraett  from  aeverd  letters 
addreeeed  to  him  by  persons  who  had  been 
eonrerted  fiiom  the  errors  of  popery,  and  were 
now  engaged  as  agents  of  the  Sodety.     One 
of  these  stated,  that  when  the  writer  bq;an 
his  labours  in  the  parish,  diere  were  only 
three  Bibles  within  it,  and  that  no  more  dian 
ten  perMtts  ooold   read.      Now,   however, 
there  were  upwards   of  fifty  Bibles   to  be 
found,  and  more  than  four  hundred  of  the 
population  could  read  them.     In  referring  to 
his  controversy  with  the  Catholic  priest  of 
Erris  (the   Rev.   Mr.  Lyon),  the  reverend 
gentleman  remarked,  that  all  the  charges- he 
(Blr.   A.)  had    then   brought  against  him 
had  now  been  confirmed  by  his  own  parish- 
ioners, in  a  document  which  they  had  pre- 
sented to  the  Catholic  bishop,  praying  for  his 
removal,  and  which  had  been  published  in  a 
Mayo  newspaper.     Reverting  again  to  the 
Society,  the  reverend  gentleman  said,  much 
had  been  attempted  for  Ireland,  and  much  had 
been  effected.     The  Report  contained  several 
pleasing  fiicts  in  proof  of  this ;  but  in  addition 
to  what  appeared  there,    the    Society  had 
exercised  a  general  moral  and  religious  influ- 
ence over  tl^  Irish  people.  It  had  lowered  the 
tone  of  opposition  to  the  Word  of  God :  so 
that  now  the  people  often  said.  If  the  prif  sts 
stood  between  them  and  the  Word  of  God, 
they  would  stand  between  the  priests  and  the 
altar.     Much,  however,  remained  to  be  done. 
Within  thirty  yards  of  his  own  house,  there 
was  a  holy  well,  around  which  devotees  were 
to  be  seen  walking  from  morning  till  night. 
In  conclusion,  the  reverend  gentleman  ex- 
pressed his  strong  and  unaltered  affection  for 
Ireland  and  her  people,  and  said,  if  he  could 
do  so,  he  would  write  on  the  tablet  of  the 
skies,   her  own  natural  motto— *<  Erin  go 
bragh." 

The  Chairman,  before  putting  the  resolu- 
tion to  the  meeting,  remarked,  that  they 
must  all  have  been  greatly  interested  by  the 
details  they  had  just  heard ;  •  and  he  thought 
they  must  be  more  and  more  convinced  from 
the  facts  they  had  listened  to,  of  the  impor- 
tance of  a  truly  scriptural  education  in  Ire- 
land. There  could  scarcely  be  a  difference 
of  opinion  as  to  the  principle  of  the  Irish 
Society,  and  as  little  as  to  the  importance  of 
going  on,  like  Gideon's  army,  merely  with 
earthen  vessels,  and  the  light  of  truth  burn- 
ing within  them.  The  resolution  was  then  put 
from  the  chair,  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  Rev.  E.  GHes,  of  Salter's  HaU, 
moved  the  second  resolution : — **  That  not- 
withstanding the  numerous  and  important 
benefits  which  the  benevolent  instrumentality 
of  this  and  similar  institutions  have  conferred 
QU  multitudes  of  the  youthful  and  adult  inha- 


bitants of  the  sister  eonntry,  little  more  eom- 
parativdy  has  hitherto  been  eflfected  than  to 
discover  that  the  urgent  claims  to  extended, 
patient,  and  persevering  endeavours,  fully  jus- 
tify the  most  ardent  supplications  for  Divine 
influence,  require  an  increase  of  generous  con- 
tribution, and  stimulate  to  unwearied  acti- 
vity.**    The  reverend  gentleman  said,  he  pro- 
posed that  resolution  with  great  satisfiiction, 
fully  concurring  and  folly  rejoicing  with  it, 
because  he  had  seen,  from  the  statement  of 
their  Irish   ag^nt,  that  the  resolution   was 
founded  in  truth.     The  agents  of  the  So- 
ciety, instead  of  receding  on  account  of  the 
opposition  by  which  they  were  assailed,  only 
made  the  place  on  which  they  stood  an  eleva- 
tion, from   which  they  might  look    around 
them;   and   as   the  soenerey   expanded    on 
every  hand,  they  determined  to  traverse  it  in 
the  strength  of  the  Most  High.     He  rejoiced 
that  frtim  both  their  sorrows  and  pleasures 
they  gathered  seeds  which  they  might  scatter 
on  that  otherwise  dark  foturity  which  hangs 
over  Ireland.     The  reverend  gentleman  then 
took  a  review  of  the  state  of  Ireland,  and 
shewed  that  it  was  in  a  triple  shade  of  civil, 
mental,  and  moral  death,  notwithstanding  the 
superabundant  natural  and  providential  bless- 
ings she  enjoyed.     It  became  them  upon  this 
occasion,  he  remarked,  to  give  a  loud  expres- 
sion of  their  opinion  as  to  the  necessities  of 
Ireland,  and  also  as  to  the  'efficiency  of  the 
means  employed  to  meet  them.     The  only 
measures  which  would  be  found  efficient  were 
those  that  embraced  the  instruction  of  the 
young  and  the  poor.     They  must  do  what 
Christ  and  his  apostles  did,  and  the  victory 
was  their   own.       Let   them  carry   to   the 
poor  Irish  the  bread  of  life;  and  when  they 
had  tasted  its  sweetness,  they  would  no  longer 
repair  to  penance  and  counting  of  beads,  but 
would  say,  "  Evermore  give  us  this  bread  !** 
Let  them  carry  them  to  the  Great  Physician, 
and  get  their  wounds  dressed  by  him  ;   and 
they  would  never  again  put  fiiith  in   the 
quackeries  and   nostrums  of  popery.     They 
would  henceforth  say,  *'  Is  there  not  balm 
in  Gilead?  Is  there  not  a  physician  there?** 
These  were  the  instruments  that  in  former 
days  shook  the  fabric  of  popery  to  its  found- 
ation; and  we  had  only  to  employ  them  in 
the  present  day,  to  shake  that  fabric  to  its 
fall.      Everything  in   Ireland   conspired  to 
give  them  encouragement.     The  people  de- 
sired the  Scriptures,  and  the  priests  opposed 
them.     The  one  knew  their  friends,  and  the 
other  their  enemies  ;  and  the  Society  would 
be  guilty  before  God  if  it  did  not  go  for- 
ward. 

The  Hev.  Charles  Thornton  seconded  the 
resolution.  After  adverting  to  what  had 
been  said  of  the  darkness,  degradation,  and 
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wretchedneas  of  Ireland,  the  reverend  gentle- 
man remarked,  that  the  question  ought  ever 
to  be  suggested  and  cherished  in  our  minds, 
Whence  did  that  ignorance  and  wretchedness 
arise  ?      Hew  was  that  degradation  entailed  ? 
What  was  it  that  called  for  our  interposition 
to  save  Ireland  from  her  wretclied  and  de> 
graded  state  ?    If  we  referred  to  past  his- 
tory, to  England's  own  historians,  even — ^the 
answer  would  be  found  here— -The  cause  of 
Ireland's   w^retchedness  was    England's    ty- 
ranny;- her  forgetfulness  towaids  Ireland  of  all 
that  was  great  in  mind,  and  mighty  in  the 
feelings    of   immortal  man.     This  was  the 
cause  of  Ireland's  ignorance  and  degradation. 
For  some  years  there  seemed  to  be  something 
like  the  enjoyment  of  an  equality  df  liberty  in 
that   country :    but  a  very  serious    change 
took  place  upon  the  expulsion  of  the  second 
James  from  the  throne  of  England.   He  took 
refuge  in  Ireland ;   whither  he  was  followed 
by  William,  who  returned  to  this  country  as  a 
conqueror,    w^ith   the   liberty   and  glory   of 
Ireland  chained  to  his  chariot  wheels ;  and 
there  they  had  ever  since  been  held — Ireland 
remaining  a    neglected  and  forgotten  land. 
Adverting  to  the  Baptist  Irish  Society,  the 
reverend  gentleman  asked,  What  agency  had 
been  set  on   foot  for  Ireland  before  it  had 
been  formed  ?     It  was  true  there  were  some; 
but  they  were  perfectly  sectarian  in  their  cha- 
racter.     Their  object  was  to  perpetuate  and 
consolidate  the  prejudices  which  already  ex- 
isted on  the  subject  of  religion.     They  would 
enslave    those   who   happened    to   differ   in 
opinion  with  themselves.     Since  the  forma- 
tion of  this  Society,  however,  there  had  been 
a  growing  light  in  reference  to  that  country 
which  was  the  object  and  scene  of  its  labours. 
Ireland  had  been  called  one  vast  commonage, 
which  brought  forth  nothing  but  noxious  weeds, 
while,  as  was  said  by  one  of  her  own  eloquent 
sons,   it   had    been  forgotten,  that  if  those 
weeds  were  once  rooted  out,  there  would  re- 
main a  rich  soil  worthy  of  cultivation.     The 
resolution  referred  to  the  divine  iufluence; 
and  that  was  the  object  on  which  they  should 
set  their  hearts.     If  the  Almighty  would  but 
stretch  out  his  hand,  they  would  see.  that 
Irdand's  sons  were  not  to  be  viewed  with 
contempt,  but  as  men  whose  hearts  were 
filled   with  generous   emotions,   and    whose 
energies  and   feelings  were  capable  of  being 
brought   into  full  and  honourable  manifes- 
tation. 

The  resolution  was  then  put  and  carried 
unanimously.  The  Rev,  C  Stavel  moved 
the  next  resolution: — "  That  the  most  ardent ' 
and  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  that  j 
infinite  benevolence  which,  during  a  recent ' 
period  of  deep  affliction,  occasioned  by  an  | 
alarming  deficiency  in  the  ordinary  support  of 
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the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  West  of  Ireland, 
so  eflfectually  wrought  upon  the  compassion 
of  their  friends  in  this  county  as  to  ccmvey, 
through  the  Committee  of  this  Society,  more 
than  2000?.  for  the  relief  of  their  temporal 
distress ;    thus  demonstrating  that  the  influ- 
ence of  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ,  while 
principally  occupied  in  attempts  to  secure  the 
salvation  of  the  soul,  is,  at  the  same  time, 
prompt  and  efiective  in  alleviating  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  body."     Ireland,  he  remarked, 
presented    the  result  of  a  great  number  of 
those  experiments  that  were  sometimes  made 
in  the  histories  of  nations,  and  which,  when 
made,  and  fully  made,  may  afford  important 
data  in  forming   an   estimate  of  the  value 
of  the  different  parts  of  human  affairs.    Early 
in  the  history  of  Christianity  ii^  these  coun- 
tries she  took  her  stand  in   Ireland,    and 
somehow  or  other,  whether  from  the  peculiar 
generosity  of  the  people,    or  what  else,  the 
church  there  established  under  the  Romish 
hierarchy  accumulated  greater  riches,  in  pro- 
portion to  her  surface,  than  in  any  other  na- 
tion on  the  face  of  the  globe.    And  what  was 
the    consequence?   the   degradation    of    the 
country.     She  sunk  under  the  pressure  of 
the  mighty  possessions  of  the  church.     But 
there  was  another  experiment: — It  had  been 
objected,  in  reply  to  what  was  just  said,  that 
the  property  was  in  ill  hands.     Well;   it 
had  changed  hands ;   it  had  been  transferred 
from  the  Romish  clergy  to  the  Protestant 
clergy.     But  Ireland  was  still  in  the  same 
degradation.     There  was  a  third  experiment 
going  on :   there  were  in  Ireland  two  con- 
flicting churches — ^the   Protestant,    rich   in 
wealth  and  power ;   the  Catholic,   stripped 
of  its  possessions.     It  remained  to  be  seen 
how  &r  the  hierarchy  of  Rome  can  accom- 
plish its  purpose,  where   the  prejudices  of 
the  people   are    on  its   side,  by    appealing 
merely  to  their  good  feeling.     After   some 
remarks  on  the  extraordinary  and  afifecttng 
anomaly  of  the  people  of  Ireland  almost  an- 
nually sending  over  here  for  a  few  hundreds 
in  alms,  to  keep  her  people  from  starvation,  • 
while  two  millions  were  drawn  from    her 
own  land,  nine-tenths  of  which  were  spent 
out  of  her  limits.      The  reverend  gentleman 
remarked,  that  it  must  be  by  gradual  and 
well-devised  means  that  she  must  be  raised 
from  her  present  condition.     Human  affidrs 
soon  get  wrong,  but  they  were  not  so  soon 
to  be  righted.     Ireland  had  acquired  a  great 
force,   which  was    still   accelerating  in  its 
descent ;  and  if  we  presented  some  sudden 
check  to  stop  it,  the  \dolence  of  the  descend- 
ing force  would  carry  it  through  it.      She 
must   be   assailed    by   those   means   which 
should,  by  patient  effort,  secure  an  alteration 
in  the  state  of  the  people's  minds. 
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The  Am.  Jonpk  Kinghofn^  of  Norwieli» 
■eeonded  the  retolutioa,  and  tpoke  in  high 
terms  of  the  seal  and  efficiency  of  Mr. 
Ivimey. 

The  reaolntion  was  then  put  and  carried. 

The  Ret.  Ih.  Steadman  moved  the  next 
icadvtion : — *^  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this 
meeting  are  presented  to  Wm.  Napier,  Esq., 
tiie  treasurer,  and  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ivimey 
and  Pritchard)  the  gratuitous  secretaries,  for 
their  yalnaUe  senrices  during  the  past  year ; 
that  they  be  requested  to  continue  the  same  for 
the  ensuing  year ;  that  the  following  gentle- 
men  be  the  Committee  for  the  next  year ; 
and  diat  Messrs.  Stock  and  Wilkinson  be 
the  auditors.

The  active  part  he  took  in 
the  formation  of  this  Society,  of  which  he  may 
be  styled  the  parent,  more  than  ever  endeared 
him  to  me ;  and  the  success  with  which  his 
unwearied  efforts  in  its  support  have  been  at- 
tended, has  been  cause  of  unoeanng  thankful- 
ness. As  the  late  exceUent  Andrew  Fuller 
aaid,  ^  he  has  been  himself  an  host  ;'^  and 
every  principle  of  justice^  and  wisdom,  and 
friendship  to  the  Society  and  to  him,  will 
conspire  to  convince  us,  that  the  services  of 
•nt  who  has  been  of  such  yTMm^f"Tftb»ff  import- 


ance) must  be  by  no  meatM  dispensed  with.*' 
— I  therefore  most  cordially  move^  the  reso- 
lution* 

The  Reo,  John  Edwarda,  of  Watford, 
in  seconding  the  Resolution,  said,  "  I  rise 
with  great  plessure  to  second  and  support 
this  resolution.  In  the  absence  of  our  re- 
spected friend  Afr.  Ivimey,  it  would  not  be 
doing  justice  to  the  feelings  of  this  assembly, 
to  pass  over  in  general  terms,  the  important 
serrices  of  one  who»  as  an  officer  and  contri- 
butor, fronv  the  first  day  the  '  Irish  Society* 
was  thought  of  until  new,  has  been  wi^ 
them.  I  have  been  reminded  of  the  apostles' 
^>peal  to  the  Corinthian  Church,  *'  Although 
you  have  10,000  instructors  in  Christ,  yet 
have  ye  not  many  fathers.'* — So  it  may  be 
said  qH  the  Society.  It  has,  I  trust,  many 
thousand  friends,  but  I  have  always  con- 
sidered brother  Ivimey  the  father  of  it 
Our  worthy  friend  is  most  happily  united 
with  a  worthy  colleague  (the  Rev.  Mr. 
Pritchard)  who  is  remarkable  for  his  drcnm- 
spection, — ^in  the  re-appointment  of  thoee 
brethren  aa  the  Secretaries  the  Society  have 
fervour  and  prudence,  the  two  great  qnalities 
of  progress  and  good  management. 

The  resolutioii  was  then  put,  and  carried 
unanimottsly ;  and  William  Napier,  Esq.,  the 
treasurer,  came  forward,  and  expressed  his 
unaltered  attachment  to  the  Society.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Pritchard  aUo  acknowledged  the 
vote  of  thanks  just  past  to  the  secretaries; 
spoke  of  the  ability  and  activity  of  his  col- 
league, Mr.  Ivimey,  and  dedared  his  willing- 
ness, if  his  services  could  be  of  any  use  to 
that  gentleman,  to  continue  them  with  cheer- 
fulness. 

The  Rtv,  Ih;  Newman  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  chairman,  which  was  seconded 
by  the  Rev.  Charles  Keen,  and  carried. 

The  Chmrman  returned  thanks  and  the 
meeting  separated,  after  singing  the  doxo- 
logy. 

We  had  forgotten  to  state,  that  before 
the  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  waa  put, 
the  cash  account  was  read  ;  from  which  it 
appeared  that  the  cash  in  the  banker^s  hands 
amounted  to  482. ;  the  subscriptions  received 
during  the  week,  and  at  the  meeting,  were 
S47/. ;  making,  in  the  whole,  8952.  On  the 
other  side,  3002.  were  required  for  a  bill  due 
on  the  Sdth ;  and  3702.  for  the  immediate 
use  of  Mr.  West.

AOaniie  Oown^  June  4th,  188S. 
Mr  SKA  a  Sin, 
I  have  had  a  letter  written  and  sealed 
more  than  a  fortnight,  in  hepctof  aseng  i 
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•hip  for  EngUttd.  hf  which  to  inform  you  of 
our  progress,  iMit  hitherto  have  been  disap- 
pointed.      We  hav«  teen  very  few  ships  since 
we  left  Bristol  (four  weeks  to  da}  )« and  none 
by  which  we  could  send  ktlen.    I  hope,  how- 
ever, as  we  are  now  near  the  banks  of  New- 
foundland, we  shall  have  that  pleasure  shortly. 
We  are  not  yet  two-thirds  of  the  way  to  New 
York,  and  the  wind,  which  has  been  contrary 
for  more  than  a  fortnight,  is  the  same  at  this 
moment.   We  have,  however,  had  no  storm  of 
ooDsequenoe,  and  although  a  great  many  of 
the  passengers  have  suffered  very  greatly  from 
the  sickness,  I  have  experienced  very  little  of  it. 
A  constant  nausea  at  the  .stomach,  which  is 
very  disagreeable,  is  my  principal  inconveni- 
ence.  Our  captain  is  very  attentive,  and  is  up 
the  whole  night  together  very  frequently.  My 
fellow  passengers  are  also  friendly,  and  respect- 
ful;  and  I   have  preached  on  three  Lord's 
days  out  of  the  four  upon  the  deck  to  attentive 
auditories.      Two  children  have  died,  aboat  a 
fortnight  apart  from  each  other,  of  ordinary 
onnplaints;     and  have  been  solemnly  com- 
mitted to  the  great  deep.     The  bodies  were 
sewed   in   canvass,    and   laid   on  the   deck, 
covered  with  the  union  jack,  while  I  addressed 
the  spectators,  and  every  thing  was  conducted 
with  great  decorum.     I  have  written  an  ap- 
peal for  our  Society,  which  I  intend  to  print 
as  soon  as  I  arrive  at  New  York ;  and  will 
lend  you  a  copy.     I  have  also  read  Dwight*s 
Travels  with  interest,  and  Gaptun  Hall's,  and 
Birkbeth's,   and  Cobbett's,  lent  by  a  follow 
pasienger.  I  am  glad  to  understand  the  London 
papers  are^regularly  filed  at  New  York,  &c. ; 
so  that  I  expect,  in  doe  time,  to  learn  every 
thii^  of  importance  respecting  my  dear  native 
land,  and  Ireland.     1  feel,  of  course,  very 
anxious  about  the  latter  country  particularly ; 
but,  I  trust,  and  have  no  doubt,  that  my  sons 
who  dwell  there,  will  take  every  care  in  their 
power  of  their  dear  mother  and  sisters ;  and 
I  shall   hasten  back  as  soon  as    my  work 
can  be  -acconplished  to  my  satisfaction ;  and 
I  trust  the   same  gracious  Providence  that 
has  been  near  my  family  during  my  frequent 
absences  in  England,  will  protect  them  now 
also,  and  bring  my  dear  partner  and  myself 
t(^her  again  in  peace  and  comfort.     Dr. 
Dwight  mentions  a  wretch  that  crossed  the 
Atlantic  fourteen  times  to  get  one  of  the  States 
deprived  of  its  charter;  I  ought  not,  therefore, 
to  be  disconcerted  at  crossing  it  once  in  my 
life  to  serve  the  cause  of  my  dear  Redeemer, 
and  the  country  which  I  have  adopted,  and 
the  Society  which  I  wish  to  see  prosper.     I 
hope  you  remember  me  in  your  prayers,  at 
least  occasionally,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  believe 
there  are  various  who  remember  me  in  the 
asms  way,  in  places  distant  from  each  other, 
and,  more  than  all,  is  it  delightful  to  reflect 


diai  Jesus,  to  whom  I  have  long  sines  som- 
mitted  the  keeping  of  my  soul,  lives  for  ever 
at  his  Father's  right  hand,  as  the  friend  of  all 
that  trust  in  him.  May  you  and  Mrs.  Ivi- 
mey,  and  all  my  dear  fHends,  experience  his 
constant  care  and  blessing.

I  preached  on  deck  twice  yesterday,  with 
considerable  pleasure,  to  good  congregations, 
and  I  am  happy  to  think  we  have  a  [goodly 
number  of  praying  souls  on  board,  beyond 
what  I  imagine  is  often  found  in  such  situa- 
tioDS.  We  have  a  very  worthy  Wesleyan 
minister  in  our  cabin,  but  his  wife  has  been  ill 
the  whole  time,  and  he  has  in  consequence 
felt  himself  unable  to  take  any  part  in  the 
public  exercises.  The  weather  was  beautiful 
yesterday,  and  is  the  same  to  day,  but  we  an 
still  about  800  miles  short  of  New  York.

New  Jersey,  June  23rd. 
We  arrived  in  the  bay  here  two  nighto' 
»ince,  after  a  passage  of  six  weeks  and  three 
days.  We  are  not  allowed  to  land,  because 
the  cholera  is  in  Canada  from  some  emigranto, 
but  the  doctor  and  other  officers  visited  us 
yesterday,  and  have  certified  their  perfect 
tatiafaction  with  our  state.  Indeed,  we  could 
hardly  be  more  healthy.  We  hope  to  be 
allowed  to  land  early  next  month,  and  then 
go  to  New  York ;  but  the  fears  of  the  cholera 
are  driving  many  from  the  city.  I  shall  write 
to  you  again  riuurtly.  1  These,  v.  25.

Mt  ukar  FanvDs, 
I  trust  I  have  endeavoured  to  be  as  useful 
as  possible,  not.only  in  preaching  the  Gospel, 
and  attending  very  important  meetings,  but 
in  conversing  with  a  number  of  individu^ 
who  appeared  to  be  more  willing  to  hear 
than  ever,  having  death  and  terror  b^re  their 
eyes.     Indeed,  the  destroying  angel  with  the 
pestilential  sword  is  apparently  executing  his 
commission  with  awfol  fury.     The  cholera 
commenced  ite    malignant  and    destructive 
rage  in  Limerick  a  little  better  than  three 
weeks  ago.    The  deaths  in  the  hospitals  were, 
as  near  as  I  can  judge,  from  thirty-five  to  six- 
ty-one each  day,  not  including  the  numben 
that  could  not  be  received  into  hospitals,  nor 
those  in  private  families,  which  are  a  great 
number.     All  business  is  suspended;  thoaa 
who  are  yet  spared  sit  in  sorrow  and  in  terror 
in  their  rooms  and  windows,  with  their  recUn- 
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iag  headir  upon  tlieir  hands.  Aod  u  reluioiu 
and  friends  leparate  each  time  and  night, 
they  bid  farewel  for  ever,  not  expecting  to 
meet  again  in  this  world.  The  cases  have 
been  up  to  seventy-six  per  day ;  the  people 
fall  in  the  streets:  few  as  possible  appear 
except  the  dead  carried  to  their  long  homes. 
The  cholera  has  also  visited  Ennis,  the 
principal  town  of  the  county  of  Clare,  and 
the  village  of  Clare,  and  has  made  awful 
havoc.  Several  persons  fell  round  one  of 
the  Society's  reulers  who  was  in  the  town  of 
Ennis ;  a  few  days  ago  he  helped  them  up. 
It  is  impossible  to  conceive  the  distress  and 
misery  of  these  creatures  who  have  been 
turned  out  of  the  hospitals  and  have  recover- 
ed. The  miserable  clothing  they  had  was 
burned.  And  other  poor  creatures  can  get 
no  employment,  and  the  markets  raised  to  an 
uncommon  height,  as  the  country  people  are 
afraid  to  come  with  provisions  and  fuel.  Some 
who  have  caught  the  disease,  returned  and 
died.  Never  was  such  an  awful  visitation  in 
this  cx>untry ;  never  was  such  an  opportunity 
iov  the  kind-hearted  and  benevolent  to  shew 
their  pity  and  their  compassion  for  their  suf- 
fering fellow- creatures,  for  there  was  never 
such  a  time  of  want,  dissappointment,  death, 
and  heart-rending  sorrow.  But  it  is  all 
right,  and  justly  deserved.  The  Lord  has 
b^n  greatly  offended,  his  laws  violated,  his 
truth  rejected,  his  salvation  despised,  his 
people  and  his  ministers  abused,  insulted, 
and  persecuted.  O  may  the  Lord  have  pity 
and  mercy,  for  vain  is  the  help  of  man !  With 
this  I  send  the  schools^  statement  for  the  quar- 
ter, and  the  Scripture  readers*  monthly  jour- 
nals, which  I  hope  will  be  satisfactory.  I  was 
greatly  delighted  last  week  in  visiting  the 
Kilrush  School,  and  particularly  with  the  in- 
fant department.  The  most  important  in- 
struction is  communicated  ;  the  teacher,  Mrs. 
Hussey,  is  very  active  and  clever ;  there  are 
147  children  in  attendance.  If  a  society  was 
instituted  for  the  support  of  this  School  only 
it  would  be  a  grand  object ;  it  is  a  great  credit 
to  our  Society.  As  I  was  going  to  preach 
last  Lord's  day,  between  Kilrush  and  Cahircal- 
la,  there  were  two  large  parties  bowl-playing. 
1  thought  it  my  duty  to  reprove  their  wick- 
edness even  at  the  hazard  of  my  life.  I 
came  off  better  than  was  expected.

FOREIGN   INTELLIGENCE. 


CALCUTTA. 

We  have  lately  received  a  copy  of 
the  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Cal- 
cutta Baptist  Female  School  Society ; 
from  which  we  insert  the  following 
observations  on  the  state  of  that 
portion  of  the  Hindoo  community, 
to  whose  welfare  the  labours  of  that 
institution  are  devoted.  We  hope  to 
give  the  substance  of  the  report  itself 
in  our  next  number.  Death  has 
lately  deprived  our  Missionary  circle 
at  Calcutta  of  a  valuable  friend^  whose 
heart  was  deeply  interested  in  these 
labours  of  love  —  Mrs.  Jonathan 
Carey,  formerly  Miss  Anna  Pearce. 
This  amiable  and  exemplary  Chris- 
tian terminated  her  earthly  course, 
after  a  short  illness,  on  the  20th  of 
January  last.  All  who  knew  her  will 
immediately  feel  both  that  her  family 
and  connexions  have  sustained,  by 
her  removal,  no  ordinary  loss,  and 
that  to  the  departed  saint  herself,  to 
die  was  inconceivable  gain  ! 

The  Report  observes  : — 

'  "  To  form  correct  ideas  of  the  deplorable 
circumstances  of  Hindoo  ifemales,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  consider  them  from  their  entrance  on 
the  stage  of  being.  Stripped,  as  they  are,  of 
almost  every  amiable  and  valuable  quality,  it 
will  easily  be  conceived,  that  they  bold  but  a 
very  low  place  in  the  esteem  of  the  other,  or 
even  of  their  own  aex. 

*'  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say,  that  they 
enter  the  world,  for  the  most  part,  under  the 
frowns  of  them  who  gave  them  birth  ;  Hin- 
doo women,  as  well  as  their  husbands,  wish 
for,  hope  for,  make  vows,  and  pray  to  be 
blessed  with  sons,  and  receive  the  gift  of  a 
duighter  with  disappointment,  and  too  fre- 
quently with  murmurs. 


"A  reception  of  this  nature  augurs  bdt' 
little  for  their  future  treatment  and  happi^ 
ness :  it  serves  to  explain,  however,  in  some 
measure,  how  it  is,  that  a  whole  tribe  have 
consented,  and  continue  so  long  to  consign 
to  death,  every  infiint  daughter;  and  why 
numbers  of  others  hastened,  without  remorse, 
to  deliver  to  the  grasp  of  the  fierce  tiger,  and 
rapacious  alligator,  their  own  innocent  female 
oflEspring.  Thus,  alas !  through  want  of 
education,  mothers  may,  ifadeed,  *monstei8 
prove.* 

From  the  age  of  eight  years,  and  not  un- 
frequently  at  an  earlier  period,  Hindoo  girls 
are  disposed  of  in  marriage.  In  this  import- 
ant affair  they  have  no  choice;  and  if  they 
had,  it  could,  at  this  infant  period,  avail 
them  nothing.  Deeply  as  marriage  must 
affect  their  condition  for  life,  their  happiness 
is  not,  in  one  instance  in  a  hundred,  at  all 
considered.  Honour  and  money  are  the  ob* 
jects  chiefly  sought  in  the  marriage  of  daugh- 
ters, and  frequently,  among  the  lower  classes 
especially,  relief  only  from  the  burden  of  sup- 
porting them. 

*'  After  marriage,  their  condition  under- 
goes little  change  for  the  better.  Hindoo 
women  are  rather  the  servants  than  the  com- 
panions of  their  husbands.  Their  employ- 
ments are  altogether  of  a  menial  character. 
In  various  ways  they  are  made  to  feel  their 
inferiority  in  the  most  marked  manner. 
Custom  compels  them  to  hold  their  husband's 
name  sacred,  and  no  consideration  will  in- 
duce them  to  mention  it.  At  meals  they  are 
not  permitted  to  eat  with  their  husbands; 
their  duty  being  to  stand  as  servants  behind 
their  lords,  and  wait  upon  them.  After  the 
men  have  regaled  themselves,  the  women 
partake  of  what  remains.  That  rational 
intercourse  also,  in  which,  in  Christian  coun- 
tries, the  husband  becomes  the  counselling, 
comforting,  cheering,  and  endearing  friend  of 
his  wife,  is  unknown  among  the  Hindoos; 
and  the  man  who  should  discover  any  decided 
preference  for  the  society  of  his  wife,  would 
assuredly  expose  himself  to  ridicule.  Equally 
destitute  are  they,  for  the  most  part,  of  res- 
pect from  their  children,  and  controul  over 
them ;  youth,  and  the  want  of  knowledge, 
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iocapocitatB  tlitBi  ht  UiA  imtroelioa  of  tkeiv 
o&pring,  while  nnivenal  practice  teaches 
them,  that  this  £Dnns  no  part  of  their  domes- 
tic duties ;  conseqneatly,  their  children  soon 
oeaae  to  r^^ard  and  obey  them,  and  in  many 
instances  go  so  far  as  to  treat  them  with 
abuse  and  violence. 

"Polygamy,  abo,  is  a  fruitful  source  of 
misery  to  Hindoo  females.  Among  Brahmins, 
particularly  the  Kooleen,  it  is  customary  to 
marry  several  wives,  sometimes  as  many  as 
eight  or  ten.  In  such  cases,  the  greater  part 
of  the  females  thus  married,  neeer  leave  the 
parental  roof;  the  only  object  in  giving  them 
in  marriage,  being  to  advance  the  honour  cf 
their  &mily-  In  this  way  numbers  are  de- 
prived, for  life,  of  that  protection,  nourish- 
ment, affection,  and  other  blessings  which 
the  institution  of  the  conjugal  union  was 
designed  to  impart.  It  is  by  no  means  un- 
common, however,  to  find  two  or  more  wives, 
of  one  husband,  residing  together  under  the 
same  roof.  Such  unhappy  beings,  with  few 
exceptions,  spend  their  ill-fated  lives  in  mu- 
tual jealousy,  hatred,  the  most  bitter  conten- 
tions, and  in  suffering  a  thousand  other  evils 
consequent  on  polygamy. 

"  On  the  death  of  their  husbands,  widows 
are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  marriage  state 
again.  The  law,  on  this  subject,  is  peculiarly 
eruel  and  oppressive,  as  it  includes  even 
those  who  have  only  been  betrothed.  Until 
the  last  year,  when  the  enlightened  and 
Christian  policy  of  Lord  William  Bentinck 
put  an  end  to  the  murderous  rite  of  the 
Suttee,  many  were  compelled  to  fellow  their 
departed  husbands  through  the  flames ;  but 
although  this  diabolical  practice  no  longer 
exists  in  this  part  of  the  empire,  it  is  evident 
tiiat  the  condition  r.f  Hindoo  widows  is  yet 
pitiable  and  distressing  in  the  extreme,  and 
that  many  must  inevitably  be  driven,  by  this 
unnatural  and  unjust  law,  into  the  paths  of 
vice  and  ruin. 

**  As  to  the  morals  of  Hindoo  females,  little 
can  be  expected  in  their  fevour.  Prone  as  the 
human  mbd  is  to  go  astray,  when  blessed 
with  all  possible  advantages,  how  much  more 
so  must  it  be  when  its  moral  cultivation  is 
entirely  neglected? — ^nay  more,  when  it  sees 
nothiug,  hears  nothing,  is  conversant  with 
nothing,  but  principles  and  conduct  spring- 
ing from  the  most  abominable  system  of 
idolatry  the  world  ever  witnessed  ?  It  cannot 
be  supposed,  thi^  the  general  character  of  the 
femate  population  of  India,  surpasses  in  ex- 
cellence that  of  the  men,  which,  alas !  is  sunk 
deep,  indeed,  in  the  depths  of  iniquity.  But 
on  thi«  painful  subject  it  would  be  improper 
to  enlarge ;  suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  pri- 
son-like appearance  of  Hindoo  houses,  and 
the  restraint  put  upon  the  liberty  of  native 


females,  proclaim  but  toa  loiidfy  the  epinioa 
entertained  of  their  general  character." 


JAMAICA. 

The  seasonable  return  of  our  mis- 
sionaiy  brother,  Mr.  Knibb,  from 
Jamaica,  who  arrived  just  in  time 
to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society,  has  added  to  our  stock  of  in- 
formation respecting  the  state  of  the 
mission  in  that  island,  and  tended  not 
a  little  to  excite  public  attention  to 
the  nature  of  those  impediments 
which  obstruct  the  progress  of  the 
Gospel  there.  For  a  variety  of  in- 
teresting details  on  this  very  impor- 
tant subject  we  refer,  not  only  to  the 
speeches  of  Mr.  Knibb,  and  Mr.  Barry, 
as  reported  in  our  last  number; 
but  to  a  pamphlet,  which  has  just  ap- 
peared, entitled,  "  Facts  and  Docu- 
meots  connected  with  the  late  insur- 
rection in  Jamaica,  and  the  violations 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty  arising 
out  of  it.'**  This  pamphlet  has 
appeared  at  the  request  of  many 
esteemed  friends,  who  thought  it 
very  desirable  that  the  British  public 
at  large  should  be  more  fiilly  ^u:* 
quainted  with  the  nature  and  origin 
of  the  recent  disturbances  3  especially 
in  their  aspect  on  the  religious  in- 
struction of  the  negroes.  It  com- 
prises, first,  a  memorial  and  state* 
ment  of  the  missionaries  themselves, 
as  addressed  to  the  governor.  Earl 
Belmore,  on  the  1 9th  of  April  last ; 
the  latter  condensing  into  one  view 
the  various  acts  of  outrage  and  spo-< 
liation  which  have  been  committed. 
To  this  is  subjoined,  an  estimate  of 
the  amount  required  in  order  to  re- 
build, at  the  lowest  possible  rate,  the 
places  of  worship  destroyed,  with 
two  or  three  additional  items  of  the 
same  character.  The  sum  total,  with- 
out including  the  heavy  legal  ex- 
penses incurred    in    defending   the

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accused  missionaries^  is^  in  Jamaica 
currency  23,250i,  or  about  17,000/. 
sterling.  The  remaining  sections  of 
the  pamphlet  refer  to  the  "  causes  of 
the  insurrection** — "the  conduct  and 
sentiments  of  the  colonists  towards 
the  British  government  and  the  Sec- 
tarians**— "  the  conduct  of  the  mis- 
sionaries and  religious  slaves  during 
the  insurrection" — and  "  the  appre- 
hended illegality  of  the  summary  pro- 
ceedings against  the  slaves  during 
martial  law."  On  each  of  these 
points,  much  interesting  information 
is  given,  and  undoubtedly  the  effect 
of  the  whole  must  be  to  convince 
every  unprejudiced  reader,  that  the 
system  of  negro  slavery  is  the  great 
impediment  to  the  propagation  of 
the  Gospel  in  our  colonies,  and  to 
rouse  all  the  friends  of  humanity, 
freedom,  and  religion,  to  vigorous 
and  persevering  efforts  for  its  extinc- 
tion. 

The  disclosures  which  have  lately 
been  made  of  the  state  of  society, 
among  the  .great  majority  of  the 
white  population  of  Jamaica,  cannot 
fail  to  excite  lively  compassion  on 
their  behalf,  as  well  as  on  the  behalf 
of  their  degraded  bondmen.  We  well 
know  the  indignant  sneer  with  which 
such  a  remark  will  be  received  by  the 
parties  in  question  3  but  let  any  man 
who  seriously  believes  in  Christi- 
anity, read  the  extracts  from  the 
island  newspapers,  given  in  the  pam- 
phlet we  have  mentioned,  and  say 
whether  these  alone  are  not  amply 
sufficient  to  justify  it.  A  community, 
of  which  the  general  state  of  feeling 
is  correctly  exhibited  in  the  columns 
of  the  Jamaica  Courant  and  the 
Cornwall  Courier,  ought  surely  to 
be  contemplated,  .by  every  well  regu- 
lated  mind,  with  emotions  of  the 
profoundest  pity.  May  the  period 
of  their  emancipation  speedily  arrive, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  fellow  immor- 
tals at  present  subject  to  their  sway! 

Our  hopes  that  better  times,  in 
every  sense  of  the  phrase,  are  ap- 
proaching, both  for  the  slaves  and 


their  masters,  are  strengthened  by 
observing,  that  light  seems  to  be 
springing  up  in  every  quarter,  direct- 
ing towards  a  favourable  issue.  If 
we  are  rightly  informed,  the  convic- 
tion is  gaining  ground,  in  this 
country,  even  among  the  holders  of 
West  Indian  property  themselves, 
that  the  present  system  cannot  be 
maintained  3  and  we  observe  that 
Lord  Belmore  himself,  in  his  parting 
address  to  the  House  of  Assembly, 
does  not  scruple  to  affirm, — "The 
cause  of  your  present  distress  results 
from  that  policy  by  which  slavery 
was  originally  established ;  and  this 
fine  island  can  never  develope  the 
abundance  of  its  resources  while 
slavery  continues."  No  one  will 
suspect  his  lordship  of  any  bias 
towards  the  abolitionists  3  his  testi- 
mony is  as  impartial  as  it  is  clear 
and  decisive;  and  therefore,  when 
political  considerations  come  in  aid 
of  morals  and  religion,  it  may  surely 
be  hoped,  that  the  balance  will,  ere 
long,  incline  on  the  right  side. 

In  penning  these  hasty  remarks,  we 
by  no  means  intend  to  intimate,  that 
there  should  be  the  least  relaxation 
of  effort  on  the  part  of  those  who  are 
endeavouring  to  remove  from  our 
country  the  foul  stain  of  negro 
slavery.  Let  this  great  object  be 
pursued  by  every  legitimate  means  | 
and  especially,  in  the  spirit  of  the 
master  we  profess  to  serve.  That 
spirit  will  allow  us  to  cherish  no 
hostile  feelings  towards  our  oppo- 
nents,— and  it  will  induce  us  calmly 
to  investigate  the  subject  in  all  its 
bearings,  from  the  earnest  desire 
that  justice  and  kindness  may  be 
dealt  out  to  all  parties.  Such  an  in- 
vestigation may  shew,  that  greater 
practical  difficulties  surround  the 
question  than  many  are  aware  of; 
and  that  some  time  will  probably  be 
requisite  to  bring  into  safe  operation 
a  plan  changing  the  whole  aspect  of 
colonial  society :  but  we  think  it 
would  also  shew,  that  to  defer  eman- 
cipation a  single  day  longer  than 
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is  required  by  a  due  regard  Co  the 
welfare  of  the  negroes  themselves, 
would  be  as  politically  unwise  as  it 
is  morally  unjust. 


It  has  already  been  stated,  that 
apphcation  has  been  made  to  His 
Majesty*s  Government  for  compen- 
sation for  the  loss  sustained  by  the 
demolition  of  our  chapels.  On  this 
subject  we  introduce,  with  much 
pleasure,  an  extract  from  a  dispatch 
addressed  by  Lord  Goderich  to  Earl 
Behnore,  dated  19th  of  May  last, 
the  last  paragraph  of  which  bears 
directly  on  the  point. 

*<  The  occurrence  of  the  disgraceful  tumults 
in  which  the  Biptists' chapels  were  destroyed, 
must  be  a  subject  of  deep  regret  to  the  re- 
spectable inhabitants  of  the  colony,  as  well  as  to 
your  Lordship  and  His  Majesty's  Government, 
which  is  not  a  little  increased  by  the  circum- 
stance stated  by  Mr.  Barrett,  that  the  Crowd 
by  which  the  outrage  was  committed  at  Mon- 
tego  Bay,  included  free  inhabitants  of  all  classes. 

"  I  trust  that  your  Lordship  has  followed  up 
your  proclamation  of  the  ISth  February,  by 
the  most  active  measures  for  detecting  and 
bringing  to  punishment  those  who  were  prin- 
cipally guilty  of  these  offences;  and  I  inclose 
to  you  for  your  assistance  in  this  endeavour, 
copies  of  certain  communications  which  have 
been  made  to  me  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Bap- 
tist Missionary  Society.  Your  lordship  will 
perceive  that  the  names  of  several  magistrates 
are  mentioned  as  having  been  present  in  the 
tumult  in  Montego  Bay.  I  rely  upon  your 
utmost  efforts  being  employed  for  bringing  to 
justice  in  due  course  of  law  all  parties  who 
are  implicated;  and  should  you  from  any 
cause  fail  to  procure  a  legal  conviction  of  the 
offenders,  I  must  request  your  lordship  never- 
theless to  institute,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
attorney-general,  such  an  investigation  into 
the  conduct  of  the  magistrates  who  are  accus- 
ed of  having  been  present,  as  shall  appear  to 
be  necessary;  and  your  lordship  will  report 
to  me  your  opinion  whether  it  is  proper  that 
these  individuals,  or  any  of  them,  should  be 
removed  from  the  commission  of  the  peaces 

"You  will  be  pleased  also  to  furnish  me 
with  the  information,  by  which  ypu  may  be 
guided  in  the  opinions  which  you  may  form 
on  this  subjict. 

"  It  will  of  course  be  necessary  that  the 
Baptist  Society  should  be  reimbursed  for  the 
losses  which  they  have  sustained  by  the  de- 


struction' of  their  chapels.  I  know  not- 
whether  there  be  any  provision  made  by  the 
laws  in  force  in  Jamaica,  as  in  this  countr)> 
for  the  compensation  of  parties  thus  injured, 
at  the  expense  of  the  district  in  which  the 
tumult  shall  have  occurred ;  but  if  no  such 
enactment  exists,  yon  will  call  upon  the  oolo' 
nial  legislature  to  provide  by  special  legislation 
for  the  indemnification  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  chapels." 


A  few  letters  have  recently  arrived 
from  Jamaica,  of  various  dates  up  to 
the  1st  of  June.  The  brethren 
were  beginning  to  form  plans  for  re- 
suming their  labours,  although  much 
prejudice  continued  to  prevail,  and 
strenuous  efforts  were  used  to  pre- 
vent the  negroes  from  assembling 
for  Divine  worship.  Messrs.  Nichols 
and  Abbott  had  resolved  to  go  back 
to  Montego  Bay,  to  recommence 
their  labours  at  that  important  sta- 
tion, and  had  notified  their  intention 
to  the  governor,  claiming  his  protec- 
tion. Mr,  Whitehome,  it  is  probable, 
has  gone  back  also  to  the  northward. 
Mr.  Taylor  was  proceeding  in  his 
duties  at  and  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Spanish  Town  ;  and  Mr.  Burton 
writes  in  a  tone  of  cheerful  expecta- 
tion from  the  appearances  at  the 
various  stations  under  his  care  :  be 
was  suffering,  however,  under  do- 
mestic affliction,  Mrs.  Burton  and 
their  only  child  being  in  a  very  weak 
state  of  health.  Mrs.  Bay  lis,  also, 
was  suffering  severely  from  the  ef- 
fects of  the  cruel  assault  made  on 
their  solitary  habitation  on  the  7th 
of  April,  of  which  we  have  already 
published  the  particulars.  On  the 
whole,  the  cause  may  be  con- 
sidered as  beginning  to  revive  j  and 
we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  com- 
municate intelligence  more  decidedly 
cheering. 

Mr.  Burchell  and  his  family  have 
not  yet  arrived  from  America,  but 
are  daily  expected. 
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HOME  PROCEEDINGS. 


FINANCES  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

On  making  up  the  annual  accounts 
of  the  Society,  for  the  year  ending 
3 1  St  May  last,  it  was  found  that  the 
payments  had  exceeded  the  income, 
by  the  sum  of  2820/.  We  are  thank- 
ful to  state,  that  this  deficiency  did 
not  arise  from  a  diminution  of  the 
receipts  :  these,  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  mission,  having  been 
largely  aided  at  various  periods  of  the 
year,  by  the  generous  and  unsoli- 
cited kindness  of  a  few  friends,  whose 
names  we  must  not  mention,  had 
been  more  than  usual.  The  excess 
arose  from  the  still  increasing  de- 
mands, under  various  heads  of  expen- 
diture, for  oar  West  Indian  Mission, 
and  it  i^ill  occasion  no  regret,  when 
the  beneficial  results  of  that  mission 
are  duly  considered. 

As  to  the  losses  which  the  Society 
has  sustained  by  the  wanton  and  de- 
liberate destruction  of  their  chapels, 
the  Committee  do  not  anticipate  the 
necessity  of  any  appeal  to  the  libe- 
rality of  their  friends  and  the  Chris- 
tian public  of  Great  Britain.  The 
whole  case  is  before  His  Majesty's 
Government,  who  have  canSidiy  ad- 
mitted the  justice  of  our  claim  for  re- 
dress 3  and  we  feel  assured,  that,  even 
if  the  Jamaica  House  of  Assembly 
should  refuse  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quisition addressed  to  them  on  the 
subject  by  Lord  Goderich,  other 
means  ivill  be  found  to  satisfy  our 
fair  demands,  and  to  shew,  that  un- 
offending British  subjects,  engaged  in 
the  arduous  and  sacred  employment 
of  evangelizing  their  fellow  men,  are 
not  to  be  plundered  and  maltreated 
with  impunity  at  the  will  of  such 
persons  as  composed  the  white  mobs 
of  St.  James's  and  Trelawney.  But, 
independently  of  rebuilding  our  dila- 
pidated, chapels,  the  circumstances 
which  have  recently  occurred  in 
Jamaica,  will  unavoidably  tend  to 
augment,  rather  than  diminish,  our 


pecuniary  calls  from  that  quarter. 
Hence  it  is  peculiarly  desirable 
to  extinguish,  without  delay,  the 
balance  already  mentioned  as  having 
accrued  during  the  year  now  closed, 
and  the  Committee  feel  justified  and 
encouraged  in  inviting  their  friends 
to  the  effort  by  the  spontaneous  libe- 
rality which  has  already  been  mani- 
fested by  a  few  of  their  long  tried 
friends.  One  of  these  has  commid«- 
sioned  the  Secretary  to  announce  a 
contribution  ofone  thousand  pounds  -, 
two  others  have  expressed  their  cheer- 
ful readiness  to  unite  in  presenting 
Jive  hundred  pounds,  provided  the 
whole  sum  be  raised  3  and  a  few 
other  donations,  as  by  the  following 
list,  have  already  been  received,  al- 
though the  Secretary  has  been  too 
incessantly  occupied,  since  the  An- 
nual Meeting,  by  other  matters,  to 
bring  the  subject  forward  at  an 
earlier  date.

Nothing  but  tiie  continual  neces- 
sity for  introducing  information  from 
another  quarter  has  prevented  our 
adverting  more  particularly  than  we 
have  yet  done,  to  the  incidents  con- 
nected with  the  departure  of  our 
friend,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davies,  with  his 
family,  for  Graham's  Town. 

It  is  known  to  many  that,  about 
a  month  after  their  sailing  in  the 
Eclipse,  they  were  shipwrecked  on 
the  rocky  shores  of  Palma,  one  of 
the  Cape  Verd  Islands.  Through 
the  mercy  of  God,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Davies  escaped  with  their  lives,  but 
nearly  all  their  baggage  was  lost,  and 
their  only  child,  about  two  years  of 
age,  was  washed  from  his  father's 
arms  into  the  mighty  deep.  After 
sustaining  various  hardships  on  the 
island  (in  the  midst  of  which,  Mrs. 
D.  was  confined  with  twins),  they 
returned  to  London  3  but  with  un- 
abated desire  to  go  forward  in  the 
work  to  which  they  have  been  ap- 
pointed. A  passage  was  therefore 
engaged  for  them  as  far  as  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  on  board  the  "Alex- 
ander Robertson,**  Captain  J.  Gray, 
and  on  Monday,  July  16  th,  they 
went  on  board  that  vessel,  and 
reached  the  Downs  in  safety  the 
next  evening.  May  it  please  that 
God  whom  the  winds  and  the  waves 
obey,  to  guard  them  in  safety  across 
the  ocean,  and  to  smile  on  this 
new  effort  to  promote  the  enlarge* 
ment  of  his  kingdom !

Memoir  of  Mrs.  Gbsenwood^ 
Rrlict  of  th|;  late  James 
Greenwood,  Esq.  of  Bridge 
House,  Haworth,  Yorkshire. 

Mrs.  Greenwood  was  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Mary  Clapham,  of  Utt- 
ley,  near  Keighley^  ana  was  bom  on 
the  18th  of  March,  1766.  Her  pa- 
rents were  eminently  pious,  and  both 
of  them  members  of  an  Independent 
church.  They  endeavoured  to  train 
up  their  children  in  the  fear  of  the 
Lord,  and  seconded  their  precepts 
by  the  greater  force  of  their  example. 
They  were  blessed  with  seven  chil- 
dren, two  of  whom  still  survive  in 
an  honorable  old  age. 

The  subject  of  this  memoir  en- 
tered on  the  duties  and  cares  of  ma- 
trimonial life  at  a  very  early  period, 
being   united  in   marriage   to   Mr. 
James  Greenwood,  in  1783,  before 
she  had   completed  her  18th  year. 
But  her   whole    deportment,   even 
at   that  age,  was   such   as   to  ex- 
die   the   admiration   and  conciliate 
the  esteem   of  all  who   knew  her. 
The  diligence  and  prudence  she  then 
displayed,  gave  hopeful  promise  of  a 
future  honorable  career }  and  the  opi- 
nion then  entertained  was  fully  con- 
firmed by  subsequent  conduct.     The 
union  thus   early  formed  was  con- 
tinued    through    forty  years,    and 
proved  the  source  of  as  much  do- 
mestic happiness  as  can  be  expected 
to  fall  to  the  lot  of  mortals.     This 
affectionate  pair  had  eight  children, 
three  sons  and  five  daughters,  all 
of  whom  are  now  living  to  mourn 
their  loss. 

Although  the  early  days  of  our 

deceased  friend  were  not  marked  by 

any  gross  immoralities,  yet  it  does 

not  appear  that  she  became  decidedly

pious,  at  least  she  madeno  public  pro- 
fession of  it,  till  several  years  after  her 
marriage.  But  the  religious  educa- 
tion she  had  received  left  some  se- 
rious impressions  on  her  mind. 
There  is  sufficient  reason  to  believe 
that  before  she  became  a  mother  a 
work  of  grace  had  been  begun  in 
her  soul,  as  she  was  in  the  habit  o{ 
retiring  for  private  devotion. 

The  precise  time  when  an  effec- 
tual change  was  wrought,  and  the 
particular  means  employed  in  its  ac- 
complishment, the  writer  of  this 
cannot  correctly  ascertain.  It  may, 
however,  be  proper  to  state,  that  the 
death  of  a  beloved  brother,  nearly 
thirty  years  ago,  deeply  affected  her 
mind.  The  event  was  much  blessed 
to  her,  and  ultimately  led  her  to 
make  a  public  profession  of  her  faith 
in  Christ.  Having  long  been  con- 
vinced that  the  baptism  of  believers 
by  immersion  was  scriptural,  she 
was  constrained  speedily  to  obey  the 
command  and  follow  the  example 
of  her  Lord  ^  being  baptized  by  the 
Rev.  M.  Oddy  of  Haworth,  and 
united  to  the  church  of  which  he 
was  the  honourable  pastor  more  than 
forty  years.  She  continued  an  ex- 
emplary and  useful  member  of  that 
church  till  early  in  the  year  182], 
when  the  formation  of  a  new  interest 
having  been  attempted,  and  many 
being  brought  to  hear  the  word, 
Mrs.  Greenwood  united  with  five 
other  of  her  fellow  members  to  form 
a  second  Baptist  church  in  this  po- 
pulous village. 

To  make  any  lengthened  observa- 
tio  ns,  on  the  conduct  of  our  departed 
fr  'end  through  a  long  series  of  years, 
is  not  compatible  with  the  limits 
prescribed  for  this  sketch.  It  may, 
however,  be  mentioned  that  in  1817

band.     But  the  Lord  was  (leased  I  evident,  that  she  had  very  abamg 


to  raise  her  up  again  to  fill  her  im-> 
portant  station,  although  she  never 
completely  regained  her  former 
strength,  nor  was  she  ever  subse- 
quently able  to  make  her  usual  ex- 
ertions. The  disorder  left  a  gene- 
ral debility  in  the  system  which  gra- 
dually increased  with  advancing  age. 
Another  circumstance  which  greatly 
tended  to  break  down  her  constitu- 
tion was,  the  protracted  illness  and 
subsequent  death  of  her  beloved 
partner,  who,  after  several  years  of 
affliction  and  confinement,  left  this 
world  of  sin  and  sorrow,  in  the 
blessed  hope  of  eternal  life,  25th  of 
March,  1824.  Almost  incessant  at- 
tendance on  him  by  day,  besides 
frequent  night- watchings,  and  the 
anxious  solicitude  inseparable  from 
conjugal  affection  and  tenderness 
could  not  but  waste  the  powers  of 
human  life:  it  was  indeed  evident 
to  all  that  she  never  entirely  reco- 
vered from  the  shock  which  his 
death  occasioned.

The  writer  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  almost  daily  intercourse  with 
the  subject  of  this  memoir  about 
eight  years  previous  to  her  de- 
mise, and  of  course  had  numerous 
opportunities  of  observing  her  spirit 
and  character;  and  can  truly  say 
that  he  never  knew  any  person  who 
possessed,  in  a  more  eminent  degree, 
all  those  qualities  that  are  calcu- 
lated to  produce  habitual  respect 
and  lasting  esteem. 

Mrs.  Greenwood  was  not  of  a 
talkative  disposition — and  least  of 
all  was  she  inclined  to  speak  of  her- 
self.  Hence  it  required  some  pains 
and  skill  to  elicit  from  her  much 
that  related  to  her  own  religious 
views  and  feelings.     On  this  head. 


viewsofher$e^asawMerm  Although 
to  human  observation  few  lives  ap- 
pear to  have  been  freer  from  blame, 
yet  her  frequent  sayings  were  indi- 
cative of  the  strong  sense  she  enter- 
tained of  her  guilt  and  nnworthiness 
before  God.  Conviction  of  sin, 
which  is  the  ground  work  of  real 
religion,  was  deeply  laid  in  her 
soul. 

With  this  abiding  sense  of  the 
evil  of  sin  she  was  fully  aware,  of 
the  hearths  deceitfulness.  The  exten- 
sive acquaintance  she  had  with  both 
these,  furnished  a  kind  of  ballast  to 
her  mind  amply  sufficient  to  check 
any  approach  to  a  light  or  presump* 
tuous  spirit.     Hence  she  seldom  rose 
above  a  serene  and  placid  cheerful- 
ness.    When  in  tolerable  health,  the 
general  tone  of  her  temper  and  feel- 
ing was  a  happy  medium  between 
undue  elevation  on  the  one  hand 
and  painful  depression  on  the  other. 
But  as  her  distressing  disorder  in- 
creased, her  self- suspicion,  doubts, 
and  fears,  were  sometimes  ascendant. 
At  such  seasons  she  would  some- 
times  say,  "O  how  dismal  would 
be  my  case,  if,  after  all,  I  should  be 
deceived,  and  prove  only  a  hypocrite. 
I  feel  the  need  of  more  faith — and 
want  a  livelier  sense  of  my  interest 
in  Christ.    Verily — to  have  the  heart 
changed — to  be   thoroughly  turned 
from  sin  to  God,  is  a  thing  so  great 
and  important  as  to  make  me  trem- 
ble lest  I  should  come  short.'*     This 
was  the  strain  in  which  she  fre- 
quently spake.   But  surely  the  pious 
reader  will  be  ready  to  say,  that  this 
jealousy  and  these  suspicions  are  no 
signs  of  hypocrisy. 
Notwithstanding  the  numerous  and 
important  engagements  of  Mrs.  G. 
she  was  resolved  to  find  timejor  pro- 
fitable reading.    The  books  she  read 
were   all  of  a   serious  cast.      The 
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Bible  was  her  daOy  and  choice  com- 
panioD.  Much  and  oftax  did  she 
peruse  the  sacred  page;  and  that 
she  pondered  what  she  read  was  ob- 
vious from  the  questions  she  some* 
times  put  to  her  pastor ;  and  our  de- 
ceased friend  furnished  one  instance 
among  many^  to  prove^  that  a  good 
acquaintance  with  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures under  the  influence  of  a  devo- 
tional aphdi  will  go  very  far  towards 
making  a  well-inrormea^  a  judicious, 
and  a  steady  Christian. 

Nor  wcu  Mrs.  Greenwood  a  stran^ 
ger  to  the  religion  of  ike  closet.  The 
morning  lights  and  the  evening 
shade^  and  other  seasons  witnessed 
her  bowing  the  knee  before  Him 
who  sees  in  secret.  None  of  the 
affairs  of  time  were  allowed  to  justle 
out  those  of  eternity.  Business  might 
be  urgent^  and  other  things  might 
press,  bat  to  her  beloved  retreat  she 
would  retire,  being  fixed  in  her  re- 
solve to  secure  a  daily  opportunity 
to  read  the  lively  oracles  and  seek 
the  blessing  of  God.  Thus  proving 
that  when  the  mind  is  fully  oent  on 
serving  the  Lord,  obstacles  give  way 
and  difficulties  vanish. 

The  public  worship  of  God  was  a 
service  in  which  she  greatly  deUghted, 
and  to  his  house  she  constantly  re- 
sorted on  the  welcome  Sabbath  day. 
To  behold  eight  children  attending 
their  revered  parents  to  the  place 
where  prayer  was  wont  to  be  made^ 
was  both  a  lovely  sight,  and  an  edi- 
fying example.  In  ruling  her  chil- 
dren and  domestics^  no  one  knew 
better  than  Mrs.  G.  how  to  combine 
gentleness  with  dignity.  She  com- 
manded her  children  and  her  house- 
hold after  her,  not  with  the  stem 
voice  of  authority,  but  with  the  mild 
acc^its  of  .persuasion. 

Several  years  before  the  decease 
of  our  friend,  she  had  frequent  attacks 
of  the  disorder  which  ended  her 
days.;  but  it  was  not  till  the  last 
four, months  that  the  most  alarming 
symptovfis  made  their  appearance. 
And  evcaii,  almosti  to  the  very  last^ 


her  dear  family  cherished  a  hope 
that  she  would  be  spared  to  them  a 
little  longer.  Nor  was  it  without 
reason,  for  the  very  last  Sabbath  but 
one  before  she  died,  she  was  twice 
found  in  her  accustomed  pew,  listen- 
ing to  the  word  of  life  from  the 
pulpit.  On  the  following  day  she 
began  to  feel  increased  pain,  and 
respiration  more  difficult.  And  the 
next  week  she  was  released  from 
the  body  to  join  the  spirits  of  the 
just  made  perfect. 

Our  departed  friend  endured  much 
physical  suffering.  Her  complaint, 
(dropsy  of  the  chest)  depressed  her 
spirits,  as  is  common  in  such  cases^ 
in  an  extreme  degree.  Violent  and 
disfaressing  palpitation  of  the  heart-p- 
very  laborious  breathing — and  fre- 
quent rigours  of  the  whole  frame, 
could  not  but  generate  much  fear- 
fulness  and  gloom.  When  those 
symptoms  were  absent  or  less  ser 
vere,  her  soul  was  usually  calm  and 
trusting  in  God.  But  in  all  her 
agonies  she  was  never  heard  to  utter 
a  single  complaint,  or  shew  a  fretful 
disposition.  Sometimes  when  asked 
how  she  felt,  she  said»  "  Low,  very 
low,  and  poorly — cast  down,  yet 
hoping : — pray  for  me — I  want  every 
body  to  pray  for  we."  When  re^ 
minded  of  the  Divine  compassion, 
faithfuhxeas,  and  care,  she  replied-^ 
while  her  eye  was  juoistened  by  the 
tear  of  penitence,  and  her  voice  sof- 
tened to  a  tone  of  the  humblest  sub- 
mission— "  O  !  yes,  the  Lord  died 
for  me."  Her  memory  was  well 
stored  with  pwDions  of  Scripture^ 
and  she  often  repeated  such  as  were 
suitable  to  her  case,  chiding  herseljf 
for  giving  way  to  unbelieving  fear? 
when  God  had  given  so  many  pre- 
cious promises.  At  one  time  she 
complained  of  great  darkness,  and 
said,  "  My  heart  feels  hard,  and  I 
cannot  find  liberty  in  prayer— but 
seem  shut  up — dull — stupid."  When 
reminded  of  the  patience  and  love  of 
Christ,  the  virtue  of  his  blood,  the 
freeness  and  self-sufficiency  of  bi# 
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grsce,  the  rejoined,  '' Ah  !  I  know 
all  that — am  quite  snre  of  that — ^I 
never  douhted  his  goodness — ^he  is 
long- suffering — ^but  I  am  such  a  sin- 
ner— ^my  heart  so  deceitful — what 
if  I  should  not  be  found  right  at 
last!" 

Nor  was  she  unannoyed  by  Satan  s 
suggestions.  One  of  the  most  pain- 
ful seasons  was*  the  8abbath-night 
before  she  died.  The  enemy  made 
a  terrible  onset — ^it  was  indeed  "  the 
hour  and  power  of  darkness/'  and 
thinking  probably  his  time  was  short, 
he  tried  his  utmost  to  tempt  to  despair. 
The  sufferings  of  the  dying  saint  | 
were  now  greatly  augmented^  as  was 
manifest  by  the  unusual  agitations 
of  her  body.  In  great  mental  agony 
she  cried  out,  ''  O !  I  am  cut  off — I 
have  no  hope — ^I  shall  be  cast  away.'* 
During  this  struggle  with  the  ene- 
my, a  beloved  daughter  who  was  in 
the  room,  went  to  her  bedside:  "  O  ! 
Rebecca,"  exclaimed  the  mother,  *'  I 
know  not  what  to  do — such  tempta- 
tions— some  evil  influence  has  hold 
of  me — ^what  can  it  be?  Dear  Jesus, 
don't  leave  me — ^precious  Jesus,  don't 
leave  me— leave  me  not  a  moment  /" 
These  and  similar  expressions  were 
reiterated  again  and  again.  At  length 
faith  prevailed — the  Lord  sent  re- 
lief— ^the  weapon  of  prayer  obtained 
the  victory — the  devil  fled  wounded 
and  vanquished  to  return  no  more. 
The  conflict  being  ended  she  became 
calm,  oft  repeating  the  passage,  *^  All 
the  days  of  my  appointed  time 
will  I  wait  till  my  change  come." 
From  that  hour  to  the  closing  scene, 
she  was  favoured  with  sweet  peace 
of  mind,  and  holy  confidence  in 
God. 

Late  in  the  evening  before  her 
decease,  she  was  visited  by  the 
writer  of  these  lines :  she  seemed  to 
be  fast  sinking  into  the  arms  of 
death,  and  could  hardly  articulate  at 
all.  \Vhen  she  saw  me,  she  ex- 
tended her  hand  and  gently  clasped 
mine.  While  retaining  her  hold  she 
b^;an  to  speak  5  it  was  difficnlt  to 


understand  what  she    said,   but  I 
could  plainly  perceive  she  was  offer- 
ing a  prayer  and    pronouncing  a 
blessing,    of    which    these    words 
were  distinctly  heard,   "  The  Lord 
bless  you — make  you  a  blessing- 
be  vnth  you — guide — keep  you  in 
all  your  ways."    It  was  an  affect- 
ing scene.     One  said  to  her  you 
suffer  greatly — *'  Yes,  yes,"  she  said 
feebly :    then  instantly  raising  both 
hands  exclaimed,  with  peculiar  em- 
phasis, '*  My  Lord  and  my  GodT 
A  friend  in  the  room  took  up  the 
thought,  and  said,  **  Yes,  your  Lord, 
your  faithful  and  covenant  God,  who 
has  promised  never  to  leave  you: 
what  a  mercy  that  the  changes  we 
undergo  in  our  condition  and  our 
feelings,  do  not  alter  his  love,  nor 
remove  his  kindness  from  the  weak- 
est of  his  children!"    She  replied, 
with  much  earnestness,   ''No,  no, 
no."       And  then,  with    animated 
countenance,  added,  "  Jesus  Christ 
the  same,  yesterday,  to  day,  and  for 
ever."     For  a  time  she  seemed  en- 
gaged in  prayer,  and  tried  to  sing 
part  of  a  hymn — then  sunk  into  a 
kind  of  slumber,  and  in  a  few  hours 
softly  fell   asleep  in  Jesus.       Her 
pastor  preached  a  funeral  discourse 
to  a  crowded  audience  from  Heb. 
xiii.  8. 

Thus  died  one  of  the  excellent  of 
the  earth,  one  who  will  long  be  em- 
balmed in  the  grateful  memory  of 
her  bereaved  family,  and  in  that  of 
the  church  of  which  she  was  a  dis- 
tinguished ornament.  The  neigh- 
bourhood and  the  denomination  have 
sustained  a  heavy  loss.  The  life  of 
Mrs.  Greenwood  would  afford  many 
topics  of  useful  remark — ^but  the 
limits  of  this  paper  forbid.  The  lead- 
ing features  of  her  character  were 
mtegrity  —  beneoolenee — tmaffected 
piety — ^and  practical  wisdom  j  these 
qualities  were  possessed  by  the  de- 
ceased in  no  ordinary  d^ree.  In 
fact  she  cast  a  steady  lustre  on  every 
situation  which  she  filled.  Whe- 
ther viewed  as  a  member  ci  society. 
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or  as  mistress  of  a  large  house- 
hold— as  a  wife,  or  as  a  mother — as 
a  relative  or  a  friend — or  as  a  pro- 
fessing Christian  and  member  of  a 
churchy  it  may  be  safely  affirmed 
that  she  adorned  the  sphere  in  which 
she  moved^  and  presented  an  exam- 
ple worthy  of  imitation. 

Does  any  reader  inquire^  Had  she 
no  faults  ?  The  reply  is.  Certainly 
she  had;  no  human  being  is  free 
from  defects.  But  the  writer  of  this, 
after  many  years  acquaintance,  has 
yet  to  learn  what  were  her  particu- 
lar failings.  It  is  well  known  that 
she  deeply  lamented  her  short  com- 
ings, and  confessed  her  unworthi- 
ness.  And  in  reference  to  the  in- 
fluence of  religion  in  her  heart  and 
life,  none  was  more  ready  to  say, 
"  By  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what 
I  am."  Let  the  reader  and  the 
writer  remember  that  the  time  is 
short.  May  we  labour  while  it  is 
called  to  day,  and  be  followers  of 
them  who  through  faith  and  pa- 
tience inherit  the  promises.

Human  Depravity. 

Man  is  undoubtedly  the  only  being 
in  the  world  that  is  capable  of  un- 
derstanding the  nature  of  moral  ob- 
ligation 5  that  has  any  knowledge 
of  God  'y  and  that  is  the  subject  of 
moral  responsibility.  But  what  is  the 
idea  to  be  attached  to  the  term  re- 
sponsibility ?  Is  it  not,  that  man  is 
accountable  to  his  Maker  for  his 
conduct  >  If  so,  when  is  it  supposed 
that  an  account  must  be  given  ?  All 
those  who  admit  such  accountability 
seem  to  allow  that  it  will  not  take 
place  till  after  the  close  of  the  pre- 
sent Ufe.  If  future  responsibility 
attaches  to  every  man  for  his  morstl 
actions,  does  not  this  imply  the  pos- 
sibility >hat  those  actions  may  not 
be  according  to  the  vnll  of  the  Su- 
preme Judge?  and  what  if  they 
should  not  5  can  it  be  supposed  that 


they  will  not  subject  the  perpetrator 
of  them  to  blame  or  censure  ?  and 
then  will  the  matter  terminate  here, 
or  be  followed  by  other  consequences? 
If  the  latter,  what  may  those  conse- 
quences be? — ^anything  in  the  shape 
of  punishment  ? — if  not,  what  be- 
comes of  responsibiUty  }*  The  be- 
ings who  are  supposed  to  be  respon- 
sible, if  they  are  in  no  danger  of 
future  punishment,  are  responsible 
for  nothing ;  that  is,  not  responsible 
at  all.  Hence,  the  very  idea  of 
human  responsibility  involves  in  it 
liability  to  future  punishment ;  or, 
if  there  is  no  such  exposedness  to 
punishment,  the  notion  of  respon- 
sibility appears  perfectly  ridiculous* 
But  it  may  be  safely  taken  for 
granted  that  man  is  a  responsible 
agent  5  and  if  so,  his  liability  to 
punishment  must  necessarily  follow 
if  his  actions  should  not  in  every 
respect  be  in  accordance  with  the 
rule  of  duty,  whatever  that  rule  is 
supposed  to  be :  but  some  rule 
there  must  be,  without  which  all 
actions  are  alike  indifferent.  Ac- 
cording to  the  notions  of  Deists^ 
it  seems  hard  to  conceive  what  is 
the  standard  of  right  and  wrong,  in 
conformity  or  disconformity  with 
which  this  '  or  that  is  to  be  pro- 
nounced good  or  bad:  yet,  while 
they  talk  of  right  and  wrong,  if  they 
are  at  all  consistent  with  themselves, 
they  must  have  a  standard  of  some 
kind  or  other :  and,  whatever  that 
standard  may  be,  they  will  allow,- it 
is  presumed,  that  most  men,  if  not 
all,  occasionally  deviate  from  the 
proper  line  of  rectitude ;  that  such 
deviation  is  a  breach  of  some  law  of 
their  Creator ;  and  that  this  breach 

*  When  tke  abore  wu  firet  oommitted  to

How,  or  wkm  he  became  so^  is  not 
necessarily  involved  in  the  present 
ibquiry :  that  he  »  a  sinner^  is  evi- 
dent 3  and  having  ascertained  the 
fact^  it  may  be  affirmed^  without  fear 
of  successful  contradiction,  that  sin 
most  have  had  anor^in,  under  what 
circumstances  soever  it  may  be  pre- 
sumed to  have  originated. 

It  is  certain  that  man's  conduct  is 
depraved;  and  that  his  disposition 
must  be  so,  is  equally  as  certain*  or 
ft  must  be  maintained  that  man  VO' 
luntAfily  does  wrong  without  a  dis- 
position in(^ning  him  to  it.  It  is 
impossible  for  any  man  voluntarily 
to  do  wrong  without  having  a  de^ 
praved  wilL  FnrdKr>  when  the  ex- 
alted character  of  the  Eternal  is  con- 
templated by  the  human  mind,  ii 
must  instantly  appear  that  the  match* 
less  perfections  of  God  are  infinitely 
more  worthy  of  mans  supreme  re- 
gard than  any  thing  in  this  world ; 
and  if  so,  should  not  the  Almighty 
be  loved  in  preference  to  every  other 
object }  but  is  this  the  case  ?  nay, 
it  is  manifest  that  it  is  not.  Hence, 
it  is  abundantly  clear  that  man*s 
affections  are  depraved.  And  again, 
when  it  is  considered  that  Jehovah 
Is  a  being  possessed  of  infinite  ho- 
liness, justice,  omnipotence,  omni- 
presence, and  ^omniscience,  does, 
yea,  can  the  man  who  is  a  nnner 
delight  to  reflect  on  said  contemplate 
diose  glorious  and  divine  perfec- 
tions ?  Must  not  such  an  individual 
naturally  dread  ^e  idea  of  being 
ever  surrounded  by  the  all-pervading 
presence  of  Him  who  cannot  but  be 
every  where  ?  Whcaa  in  connection 
with  these  things  it  is  also  consi- 
dered that  tSod  is  nrraed  with  al- 
mighty power,  and  Ihat  the  dinner 
is  consdoiis  of  this,  lie  must  be  '4&011- 
vinced  ihsA  the  great  'Creator  cannot 
want  ability  to  punish  him  in  a 
manner  that  lie  knows  his  sins  de- 
aerve.  And  when,  in  addition  to 
^is,  ^e  justice  -of  itfae  -Divane  IBeiog 
is  taken  into  account,  It  >iauB4  be 


perceived  that  a  distinction  between 
virtuous  and  vicious  intelligences 
must  be  made :  or,  if  not,  what  ^- 
comes  of  justice  ?  Besides  all  this, 
there  is  likewise  the  holiness  of  God, 
which  certainly  makes  it  necessary 
that  man  should  be  holy,  without 
which,  in  the  very  nature  of  things, 
he  cannot  possibly  be  happy,  because 
his  happiness  must  consist  in  hav- 
ii^  communion  with  his  Maker } 
but  this  can  never  be  unless  a  change 
take  place  either  in  God  or  in  the 
sinner :  in  the  former  it  cannot  take 
place,  it  must  therefore  take  place 
in  the  latter :  which  is  as  much  a 
dictate  of  common  sense,  as  it  is 
that  of  the  sacred  Scriptures. 

The  above  is,  at  least  in  part,  the 
character  of  the  Divine  Being  as  par* 
tially  discovered  in  creation  and  pro? 
vidence.  Something  of  these  thmgf 
may  be  learned  by  the  study  and 
contemplation  of  nature:  but  this 
b  that  to  which  the  sinner  can  never 
feel  reconciled;  this  is  that  for 
which  he  can  have  no  cordial  relish  9 
thid  must  needs  make  him  niis&- 
rable  3  yea,  this  is  a  character  which 
he  cannot  but  hate,  while  he  loves 
his  sins,  and  cannot  forbear  wishing 
that  it  were  different  from  what  it 
is :  for  the  man  that  loves  sin  caa 
never  love  holiness  ;*  therefore,  in  the 
s^ctest  sense  of  the  phrase,  he  isfi 
?ULier  of  God,,  notwithstandii^  aH 
the  ridicule  and  contemp^  with 
which  that  scriptural  declaration  has 
been  treated,  "  The  carnal  mind  is 
enmity  against  God«**  Bat,  what  a 
monstrous,  what  a  dreadful  charac- 
ter I  Again,  thousands  and  miilioas 
of  the  human  family,;  it  is  but  too 
evident,  have  no  jwtt  conceptions  or 
proper  knowUdge  of  God  4  there- 
fore the  understanding  must  be  cte- 
praved.  And  again,  that  the  tne- 
mory  is.  depraved,  needs  no  other 
proof  than  this,  ihe  almost  total 
forgetfulness  which  is  manifested  by 
a  vast  majority  of  mankind^  both  •£ 
God  and  of .  tbeir .  own  future  state ; 
Which  is  absolutely  unaeooatitabljs* 
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except  on  tbe  ground  of  their  ndtU' 
vol  depravity.  Though,  as  is  hinted 
hy  a  certain  writer,  man  is  made  for 
a  state  of  everlasting  and  unalter- 
able  existence,  and  he  knows,  feels, 
and  dreads  it,  yet  no  provision  is 
made  for  it.  That  man's  reason  is 
likewise  depraved  must  be  evident 
to  every  attentive  observer  of  the 
wretched  manner  in  which  most 
men  reason  concerning  things  which 
constantly  come  under  their  notice. 

In  short,  that  man  is  altogether  de^ 
praved  is  abundantly  clear  from  ^the 
whole  of  human  conduct  in  general ; 
and  even  where  this  in  form  is  de- 
nied, it  is  yet  acknowledged  in  a 
variety  of  ways.  For  example,  why 
does  the  traveller  arm  himself  with 
a  brace  of  pistols  ?  Is  he  the  sub- 
ject of  fear  ?  Of  what  is  he  afraid  ? 
of  the  prowKng  wolf,  or  of  the  fe- 
rocious tiger  ?  no ;  of  what  then  is 
he  afraid  ?  Is  it  of  a  creature  of  his 
own  kind  ?  yes,  of  his  fellow-man : 
but,  could  this  be  were  man  an  in- 
nocent creature?  Surely  not.  A 
similar  remark  may  be  made  relative 
to  the  man  of  opulence,  who  places 
ihe  house-dog  about  him  to  guard 
both  his  person  and  property  during 
the  midnight  hour,  that  he  may  be 
kept  in  safety  and  be  preserved  from 
danger  of  which  he  is  apprehensive 
from  the  nocturnal  depredator.  The 
simple  fact  is,  the  melancholy  truth 
here  maintained  must  be  either  vo- 
luntarily or  involuntarily  acknow- 
ledged by  all.  If  a  survey  be  taken 
of  man  in  general,  it  will  be  appa- 
rent that  his  sayings,  his  doings,  his 
intercourse  with  his  fellow- creatures, 
his  conduct  relative  toGod,  loudly  pro- 
claim the  awful  truth  contended  for. 

And  is  this  the  state  of  mankind? 
Alas,  an  appeal  to  facts  furnishes 
the  mind  with  proof  upon  proof, 
and  that  with  awful  certitude  :  but, 
is  there  no  remedy  ?  none,  if  Chris- 
tianity be  not  true.  Is  this  what 
might  naturally  have  been  looked 
for,  and  humbly  expected  from  the 
hands  of  a  kind,  gracious,  and  boun- . 


tiful  Creator,  whole  Icfida'  mercies 
are  over  all  his  works }  It  is  true 
indeed  that  mai\  has  no  claim  on  his 
Maker  for  any  thing,  yet  the  God  of 
all  grace  has  bestowed  on  him  in- 
numerable favours.  A  remedy  has 
been  provided  for  the  human  body, 
but  is  there  none  for  the  mind  ?  Has 
competent  provision  been  made  for 
man's  corporeal  necessities,  but  none 
for  the  soul  ?  Migl^  not  one  almost 
instinctively  have  thought,  have 
hoped,  and  have  believed  the  con<- 
trary.  It  is  matter  of  rejoicing  to 
all  good  men  that  the  contrary  is 
the  truth.

A  Letter  to  a  Young  Minister. 

My  bear  Son, 

Next  to  being  made  a  partaker  of 
living  faith  through  the  influence  <rf 
the  Holy  Spirit,  it  is  beyond  all 
question  the  highest  honour  that 
can  be  put  upon  a  sinful  worm  of  the 
dust,  to  be  indulged  with  grace  for 
the  Christian  ministry ;  and  as  yon 
appear  to  be  favoured  with  a  measure 
of  talent,  I  greatly  rejoice  that  you 
have  the  disposition  also  to  devote 
yourself  to  the  Lord's  service.  A 
serious  attention  to  the  following 
hints,  dictated  by  hearty  affection, 
will,  I  trust,  be  profitable  to  you  in 
your  new  and  very  important  en- 
gagement. 

First, — ^Be  particularly  attentive 
to  live  near  to  God,  by  a  daily  walk 
of  holy  obedience  to  him.  I)o  not 
satisfy  yourself  that  all  is  right  be- 
cause you  feel  a  degree  of  pleasure 
in  employing  yourself  with  the 
things  of  religion,  and  have  your 
passions  occasionally  excited  by 
them.  This  may  be  while  the  heart 
IS  very  far  from  being  right  with 
God,  and  you  may  even  do  "  won- 
derful works  in  Christ's  name,"  and 
be  disapproved  by  him  at  the  samiR 
moment !  (Matt.  vii.  22,  23.)  As 
profession  does  not  necessarily  im* 
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ply  poBsesuon^  so  talodts  are  one 
thing  and  grace  is  another.  Judas 
was  an  apostle  as  well  as  John. 
And  it  should  always  be  remem- 
bered^ ''He  that  is  joined  to  the 
Lord  is  one  spirit,**  And  "  herein 
(says  our  blessed  Lord)  is  my  Father 
glorified,  that  ye  bear  much  fruit,  so 
shall  ye  be  my  disdples"  By  care- 
fully imitating  the  example  of  the 
Redeemer  it  is  Impossible  but  that 
God  will  be  honoured,  and  your  fe- 
licity abundantly  promoted. 

Secondly, — Let  the  great  design 
of  the  Gospel  ministry  be  kept  con- 
stantly before  your  mind.  What  is 
this?  To  provide  you  with  a  re- 
spectable livelihood,  or  to  give  you 
an  opportunity  of  exhibiting  your 
capabilities  to  admiring  auditories  ? 
I  trust  you  have  not  so  learned 
Christ.  On  the  contrary,  you  are 
sensible  that  it  is  intended  to  pro- 
mote the  Saviour's  glory  in  the  con- 
version of  sinners,  and  the  edifica- 
tion of  believers.  If  these  objects 
are  not  properly  regarded  we  have 
no  just  reason  to  expect  the  Holy 
Spirit's  assistance,  or  Christ's  ap- 
probation j  therefore,  they  shouldgive 
the  principal  tone  to  all  our  studies, 
and  all  our  discourses.  Christ  in  his 
death,  and  Christ  in  his  life ;  heaven 
and  hell  in  their  important  realities ; 
and  thefcwour  of  God  in  this  world, 
and  in  the  future:  these  are  the  sub- 
jects to  which  our  attention  must  be 
undeviatingly  directed ;  and  the  mi- 
nister that  is  most  faithful  in  these 
things  is  the  most  likely  to  hear 
from  his  Lord  in  the  judgment, 
*'  Well  done  good  and  faithful  ser- 
vant." 

Thirdly, — Do  not  satisfy  yourself 
with  getting  through  your  work,  but 
diligently  set  yourself  to  discharge  the 
office  you  have  undertaken  to  the  very 
best  of  your  ability.  The  Divine 
direction  to  Timothy  was  "Study 
to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God, 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed  |  rightly  dividing  the  word 
of  truth.**     Merely  to  fill  up  the  al- 


lotted time  is  a  poor  thing  indeed ; 
or  only  to  say  some  good  things 
upon  the  text  to  which  you  profess 
to  engage  your  hearers*  attention. 
Be  determined  thoroughly  to  under- 
stand  your  subject,  and  to  bring 
forth  in  the  most  perspicuous  man- 
ner in  your  power  those  things  that 
are  calculated  by  the  Divine  blessing 
to  weigh  with  every  portion  of  your 
auditory.  "  Cursed  (saith  God)  be 
the  deceiver  which  hath  in  his  flock 
a  male,  and  voweth  and  sacrificeth 
unto  the  Lord  a  corrupt  thing.*' 
Some  preachers  have  been  known  to 
boast  how  little  trouble  their  ser- 
mons have  cost  them !  but  it  is 
surely  more  to  honour,  and  more 
likely  to  please  our  Master,  and  do 
good,  when  we  have  taken  pains  to 
prepare  ourselves  for  the  service  of 
God  in  all  that  is  expected  from  us  -, 
and  we  are  most  likely  to  be  divinely 
assisted  and  succeeded,  not  when  we 
have  left  it  until  we  come  into  the 
pulpit  before  we  present  our  peti- 
tions, but  when  we  are  least  charge- 
able with  negligence  in  our  previous 
preparations. 

Fourthly, — ^Do  not  aim  at  popu- 
larity but  usefulness.  It  is  a  natural 
consequence  of  outward  respecta- 
bility to  make  the  approbation  of 
the  multitude,  and  especially  of 
those  who  abound  in  worldly  wealth 
and  may  benefit  our  outward  condi- 
tion, a  particular  object  of  regard ; 
and,  alas !  how  many  that  appeared 
very  promising  in  their  commence- 
ment, have  seriously  injured,  if  they 
have  not  totallv  ruined  themselves, 
by  courtmg  popular  applause,  or  at 
least  the  favour  of  those  who  are 
distinguished  by  their  outward  cir- 
cumstances. Rant  will  generally 
please  the  multitude;  and  a  cold 
moral  essay  with  finely  rounded 
periods,  delivered  without  action, 
and  in  a  whisper,  is  now  the  general 
price  of  the  favour  of  those  who 
pride  themselves  upon  their  intellec- 
tuality :  but  both  preaching  and 
hearing  are  alike  vain,  unless  the 
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«otil  is  made  more  contrite  before 
God,  and  Christ  and  holiness  are 
made  more  precious  to  the  hearty 
and  we  become  more  transformed 
into  the  Divine  likeness,  by  the  re- 
newing of  the  spirit  of  oar  minds. 
This  is  the  fruit  that  is  required  to 
be  produced  in  ourselves,  and  our 
hearers  3  and  as  only  good  fruit, 
and  in  a  tolerable  quantity  too,  will 
satisfy  a  good  husbandman,  this  only 
will  satisfy  a  minister  that  is  worthy 
of  encouragement. 

Fifthly, — Be  constantly  concerned 
to  set  before  your  hearers  a  proper 
example.  Our  lives  are  books  which 
our  hearers  may  easily  read,  and  the 
censorious,  especially,  will  be  likely 
to  look  at  us,  however  much  they 
may  neglect  themselves.  It  will  be 
in  vain  for  us  to  recommend  holi- 
ness, meekness,  benevolence,  &c.  to 
others,  if  they  are  not  exhibited  in 
our  own  character.  For  a  minister 
to  be  justly  chargeable  with  high- 
mindedness,  pride,  passion,  covet- 
ousness,  the  love  of  the  world,  or  a 
dogmatizing  spirit,  is  equally  as  dis- 
graceful as  it  is  to  be  chargeable 
with  drunkenness,  adultery,  or  inde- 
cent levity }  and  if  Satan  can  obtain 
an  advantage  in  any  way  against  a 
minister  of  respectable  talents,  he 
will  not  be  wanting  in  his  efforts  to 
do  it;  and  the  human  heart,  in  mi- 
nisters equally  with  others  (secure 
only  as  "  kept  by  the  mighty  power 
of  God,")  is  inconceivably  "  deceit- 
ful,*' so  that  we  have  constant  need 
for  prayer  and  watchfulness ;  and 
it  is  only  as  both  these  are  carefully 
regarded^  that  we  can  be  honourable 
before  God  and  the  world.  What- 
ever graces  we  recommend,  instead  of 
merely  exhorting  others,  we  should 
always  say.  Let  us  do  thus  and  thus; 
and  we  should  constantly  give  such 
an  example  as  will  be  calculated  to 
convince  candid  hearers  of  our  sin- 
cerity. 

Sixthly, — ^Always  remember  that 
you  are  merely  a  servant  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  he  is  the  churches* 
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only  Lord  and  Master,  What  ter* 
rible  confusion  has  resulted  from  the 
practical  neglect  of  this  obvious  and 
very  important  consideration;  and 
how  many  good  men,  even,  instead 
of  being  circumspect  in  their  regard 
to  Christ's  revealed  will,  to  build 
upon  the  Gospel  foundation  '*  silver 
and  gold,"  have  overloaded  it  with 
a  fearful  heap  of  ''  wood,  hay,  and 
stubble."  Too  many  like  Nadab 
and  Abihu  seem  to  consider  it  of  no 
account  whether  they  light  their 
censers  from  God's  altar  or  from  a 
common  fire.  If  they  can  obtain 
favour  to  themselves  among  their 
respectable  hearers,  it  is  of  small 
consequence  in  their  estimation 
whether  Christ's  appointments  are 
properly  r^arded  according  to  the 
New  Testament  order,  or  otherwise : 
and  the  war-whoop  against  bigotry 
is  uniformlv  raised,  wherever  their 
unauthorised  practice  is  disallowed. 
But  if  God  was  jealous  of  his  own 
glory  among  the  Jews,  there  can  be 
no  just  reason  to  suppose  that  Christ 
is  less  so  under  the  Christian  dispen- 
sation. The  New  Testament  is  the 
statute  book  of  his  kingdom,  to  be 
undeviatingly  regarded  by  his  dis- 
ciples ;  and  notwithstanding  he  does 
not  mark  his  displeasure  outwardly, 
he  has  forewarned  us  of  a  future 
retribution,  and  has  assured  us,  *'  ye 
are  my  friends  if  ye  do  whatsoever 
I  command  you."  Therefore  to 
talk  of  non-essentials  where  his  au* 
thority  is  concerned,  is  nothing  short 
of  rebellion  against  him  as  our 
sovereign. 

Seventhly, — Be  as  respectful  as 
possible  towards  all  with  whom  you 
may  have  to  do.  There  are  persons 
whom  it  is  impossible  to  esteem, 
and  with  whom  therefore  friendship 
cannot  be  cultivated ;  but  even  that 
is  no  reason  why  they  should  be 
treated  with  contumely.  On  the 
contrary,  we  should  still  try  to  do 
them  good,  and  take  every  possible 
care  to  give  them  no  reasonable 
ground  to  speak  against  us.   Christ's 
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rule  is,  *'  Bless  them  that  curse  you, 
do  good  to  them  that  hate  you^  and 
pray  for  them  that  despitefully  use 
you,  and  persecute  you.*'  And  this 
conduct,  through  God's  hlessing^ 
has  turned  many  into  cordial  friends 
who  might  otherwise  have  been  im- 
placable enemies ;  and  where  it  has 
not  produced  this  blessed  effect,  it 
has  still  been  of  incalculable  benefit 
to  the  individual  who  has  properly 
regarded  it,  and  has  saved  his  per- 
sonal feelings  from  wounds  which 
others  have  felt  to  be  incurable. 

Eighthly,*— Follow  your  public 
ministrations  as  much  as  possible 
with  suitable  private  instrucHons  and 
admonitions.  This  is,  perhaps,  one 
of  the  most  difficult  parts  of  the 
minister's  office,  and,  in  some  in- 
stances, it  is  quite  impracticable, 
from  various  causes  i  but,  wherever 
it  can  be  attended  to,  it  should  upon 
no  account  be  neglected,  and  the 
best  effects  have  often  followed  its 
diligent  observance. 

My  paper  warns  me  to  conclude, 
out  your  own'  good  sense  upon  a 
careful  and  prayerful  examination  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures  will  suggest  a 
variety  of  other  considerations  equally 
deserving  your  regard.  May  a  large 
measure  of  the  spirit  of  wisdom  aud 
of  grace  be  imparted  to  you,  and 
may  the  blessing  of  God  rest  upon 
yourself,  and  upon  all  your  exertions 
for  the  Divine  glory,  and  the  best 
interests  of  your  fellow  men.

To  Sabbath  School  Teachers. 

Accept,  dear  friends,  the  warm  de- 
sires of  an  advocate  of  Sabbath- 
schools,  that  the  late  scenes  of  the 
Jubilee  may  have  left  on  your  minds 
a  sanctified  and  profitable  effect — 
This  will  be  the  best  evidenced  by 
more  diligence  and  punctuality  in 
attendance — an  increased  spirit  of 
prayer, — renewed  zeal,  affection,  and 


petseveratice :  such  should  he  the 
result  of  all  public  or  private  meet- 
ings of  this  kind.  Although  the  prin- 
ciple of  love  to  the  Saviour,  which 
first  drew  you  to  engage  in  the 
blessed  work,  ought  to  be  aUoaye 
suffidently  powerful  to  ensure  love 
to  the  souls  of  the  children  for  his 
sake,  yet,  while  the  human  heart 
is  so  prone  to  grow  cold  and  luke- 
warm, we  should  be  thankful  for 
these  occasional  helps  to  quicken  lu 
in  our  undertaking,  and  arotiae  us 
afresh  to  the  consideration  cyf  our 
glorious  object. 

It  may  be  profitable  again  to  re- 
view   the  primary    end  which,  as 
teachers,  we  have  in  view : — \l  is  well 
often  to  refer   to  first   principles. 
And  let  us  not  forget  that  the  main 
object  of  Sabbath-school  instruction 
is  to  lead  the  children  to  the  know- 
ledge of  themselves  as  siimers*— to 
shew  them  their  need  of  a  Savioiv 
— ^to  speak  of  the  danger  they  are  in 
while  unconverted-?--and  to  tell  them 
of  that  gracious  Saviour,  provided 
to  take  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of 
himself;— *to  assure  them  that  his 
blood  cleanseth  from  all  sin*— and 
that  he  is  able  and  willing  to  save 
their  souls  ;-*— the  need  of  divine  teach- 
ing by  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  change 
their  hearts,  to  renew  them  in  holi- 
ness, and  to  meeten  them  for  heaven  5 
— while  the  shortness  of  time — ^liie 
uncertainty  of  life — the  solemnities 
of  death,  judgment,  and  eternity,  are 
to  be  spoken  of  to  them  as  subjects 
in  which  they  have  a  deep  and  per- 
sonal interest.     These  truths  are  all 
connected  with  the  salvation  of  the 
precious  soul,  and  therefore  ought 
to  bear  a  part  of  the  ccmstant  in- 
structions of  the  faithful  teacher, 
whose  end  and  aim  the  salvation  of 
the  soul  must  unceasingly  be. 

To  teach  these,  truths  plainly  and 
perseveringly  will  require  much 
faith,  simplicity,  patience,  affection, 
and  prayer.  Yes,  faith  will  be  needed 
in  the  belief  of  the  Divine  promise, 
thatyour  labour  shallnot  bein  vain:— 
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the  indifference  of  the  children  will 
lead  you>  sometimes^  to  fear  that  it  is 
useless  to  tidk  to  them  of  those  so- 
lemn truths.  Unbelief  will  creep  in 
and  suggest  that  it  is  vain  to  plant, 
or  sow,  or  water,  one  day  in  seven  ^ 
that  the  influence  of  bad  example 
during  six  days,  and  their  forgetful- 
nes8>  will  surely  render  all  your  la- 
bours unavailing.  Thus  faith  will 
be  of  real  service  to  make  you  per- 
severing. 

SmpUdty  is  also  especially  need- 
ful to  render  what  is  said  easy  to  their 
understandings  —  that  teacher  will 
fail  in  the  desired  end  who  does  not 
use  *'  great  plainness  of  speech  ;** — 
the  precept  must  be  upon  precept, 
line  upon  line,  little  by  little  as  they 
are  able  to  bear  it,  after  the  example 
of  the  condescending  Saviour  who 
thus  taught  his  disciples.  It  is  to 
be  feared  that  some  teachers  aim 
rather  to  use  lofty  words  and  supe- 
rior language,  with  the  idea  of  rais> 
ing  in  the  minds  of  the  children,  a 
notion  of  their  superior  understand- 
ing;— ^but,  alas !  the  time  of  the  Sab- 
bath is  too  short,  and  the  souls  of 
the  children  too  precious,  and  their 
lives  and  opportunities  too  uncertain 
for  such  a  project  to  form  a  part 
of  Sabbath-school  labours.  Every 
moment  is  a  prize,  which  a  teacher 
should  regard  as  such,  to  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  dear  children  the 
knowledge  of  that  treasure  which 
endureth  to  everlasting  life. 

PaHence  must  be  added  to  faith  and 
simplicity.  This,  a  very  little  expe- 
rience will  prove  to  be  exceedingly 
needful.  Without  this  precious  grace 
in  exercise,  human  nature  will  shew 
itself  in  the  ruffled  temper  of  the 
teaeher,  and  in  the  hasty  words,  or 
proud  angry  looks,  that  will,  perhaps, 
eonnteract  all  the  effects  of  previous 
instruction  in  the  minds  of  the  class. 
Patience  should  be  prayed  for  vnth 
great  fervour  by  every  teacher  who 
desires  to  be  the  means  of  leading 
souls  to  the  Saviour.  The  soul  is 
so  vast  an  object   in  importance. 


that  it  should  never  be  lost  sight  of 
for  a  moment — and,  surely,  when 
its  value  is  considered,  it  will  have 
an  abiding  effect  on  the  teacher,  in 
leading  him  to  endure  patiently  every 
obstacle  and  disappointment .  while 
promoting  this  great  end. 

Affection  will  be  found  alike  ne- 
cessary to  ensure  success  *,  yes,  the 
children  must  be  led  to  see  that  all 
the  labours  of  their  teachers  proceed 
from  love  to  their  souls.  Affection 
visible  in  every  word  and  action, 
will  give  additional  weight  and  in- 
fluence to  them;  love  to  ihe  souls 
of  the  children,  when  it  proceeds 
from  love  to  the  Saviour  as  its 
source,  will  so  unite  with  the  other 
principles  of  action  named,  as  to 
form  a  holy  union  of  effort  that  vrill 
not  fail  to  ensure  success — ^followed 
and  proceeded  by  the  last  named 
qualification,  a  spirit  of  fervent  and 
ardent  prayer.  Continued  experience 
will  prove  how  vain  are  the  best  de- 
vised plans,  or  the  most  punctual  per- 
severing labours  without  Divine  in- 
fluence to  give  them  effect.  Jifstly 
may  Sabbath-school  labours,  in  this 
point  of  view,  be  likened  to  the  field 
in  which  is  sowed  the  precious 
grain,  it  may  be  attended  to  with 
the  utmost  care,  and  watched  by  the 
most  diligent  experienced  husband- 
man, but  unless  watered  with  the 
rain  and  ripened  by  the  sun,  it  will 
not  yield  the  desired  and  abundant 
harvest;  and  these  are  blessings 
which  no  skill  or  industry  can  en- 
sure or  command  :  yet  the  blessing 
is  nevertheless  ardently  sought,  and 
fervently  and  constantly  desired  by 
the  laborious  and  diligent  husband- 
man. As  teachers,  our  duty  is 
plainly  to  seek  a  similar  blessing, 
the  Holy  Spirit*s  effectual  blessing  is 
promised  to  be  given  in  answer  to 
prayer.  What  an  encouragement 
should  this  be  to  promote  our  per- 
severing in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 
A  deep  conviction  of  this  faithful 
promise,  would  greatly  tend  to  make 
our  work  become  a  delight — ^help  ui 
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to  tttrmoimt  difficulties  —  encoim- 
ter  oppositioii — Uiinklittle  of  n^lect 
or  mdifference,  to  be  accounted 
fidthful^  and  to  become  successful. 

And  the  great  and  glorious  end  of 
our  labours  would  heighten  in  im- 
portance when  we  properly  reflected 
that  God  himself  would  6e  glorified 
in  them,  while  for  us  to  be  the  ho- 
noured means  of  saving  one  soul 
from  death — to  be  the  bearers  of 
spiritual  knowledge  to  one  child, 
though  the  poorest  of  the  poor,  will 
be  ii^eed  an  object  that,  in  the  light 
of  eternity,  we  shall  account  all  our 
labours  as  but  small  and  insignificant 
to  have  attained.  Oh !  let  us  for- 
get not  then  the  glorious  object  we 
have  before  us — the  salvation  of  the 
human  soul  $  we  cannot  dwell  upon 
k  too  much ;  its  deliverance  from 
misery^  by  a  blessing  on  our  feeble 
efforts,  and  its  being  fitted  for  the 
enjoyment  of  perfect  and  everlasting 
happiness,  are  fruits  that  will  am- 
ply repay  the  teacher's  toil,  and  re- 
compense his  labours.  Even  the 
thought  of  this  is  animating,  but 
what  will  the  realization  of  it  be, 
when  the  teacher  is  honoured  to 
meet  the  redeemed  soul  of  a  poor 
child  before  the  throne  of  God ! 
Similar  feelings  of  wonder  and  un- 
worthiness  will  fill  his  mind  with 
those  we  read  of,  in  the  twenty* 
fifth  chapter  of  Matthew,  where  the 
righteous  are  represented  as  asto- 
nished to  find  the  fruits  of  their 
humble  labours  graciously  accepted, 
and  crowned  with  the  I)ivine  be- 
nediction* Let  us  think  of  such 
scenes  to  draw  forth  our  hopes  and 
desires,  that  we  may  be  the  blessed 
partakers  of  them  in  that  day  :  and 
as  we  should  then  wish,  if  permitted 
again  to  return  to  earth,  to  redouble 
our  energies — to  be  more  laborious, 
more  faithful,  persevering,  prayerful, 
and  affectionate, — so  let  us  labour 
now — now  that  we  have  the  oppor- 
tunity, now  that  souls  are  perishing 
in  ignorance — now  while  there  is 
hope  that  tbey  niny  be   instructed 


and  saved  by  the  means  pat  into 
oar  hands  to  employ.  If  soch  re- 
doubled efforts  arising  from  these 
and  similar  reflections  are  the  prae' 
tical  effects  of  the  Jubilee,  U  wiU  be 
a  time  to  be  remembered.  We  were 
then  called  upon  to  rgoice  in  what 
had  been  wrought  by  Sabbath- 
schools,  it  now  remains  for  as  to 
renew  our  efforts  that  more  may  be 
effected.  The  work  was  small  at 
first  like  the  grain  of  mustard  seed 
but  now  a  tree  wide  and  spreading 
has  arisen.  Oh !  that  it  may  M 
the  earth,  and  that  in  every  land, 
on  every  shore  its  branches  may  be 
fruitful,  and  its  leaves,  like  those  of 
the  tree  of  life,  be  ''  for  the  healing 
of  the  nations.**  Oh !  may  we 
unite  in  prayer  that  the  Lord  may 
pour  out  his  Spirit,  and  make  Sain 
bath-schools  a  universal  blessing  to 
the  whole  world.

Biblical  and  Theological  Terms 
Defined. 

Dr.  Watts  teaches  us  in  his  logic 
that  a  definition  marks  out  the  boun« 
daries  of  a  thing,  by  giving  us  the 
genus  and  the  differentia.  It  should 
be  clear,  concise,  universal  or  ade- 
quate, and  particular,  that  is,  shew- 
ing the  specific  difference.  Whether 
the  writer  of  this  paper  has  suc- 
ceeded in  the  following  alphabetical 
arrangement,  which  will  be  found  to 
include  all  Uie  principal  terms,  he 
must  leave  it  to  others  to  determine. 

1.  Adoption  is  an  act  of  God's 
grace,  by  which  a  sinner  is  taken 
into  his  family,  indulged,  in  this 
world,  with  all  the  privileges  of  a 
child,  and,  in  the  world  to  come, 
admitted  to  the  inheritance  of  ever- 
lasting life.  See  Witsius*s  CCco- 
nomy-— Owen  on  Communicm^- 
Hairs  Help  to  Zion*s  Travellers. 

2.  Angel, — ^An  angel  is  a  rational 
creature  of  the  highest  class,  not 
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usually  incarnate  and  visible,  em- 
ployed by  Christ  to  manage  the 
afiiEdrs  of  secular  empires,  and  more 
especially  to  minister  to  the  heirs 
of  salvation. 

3.  Apostle. — ^An  apostle  is  a 
preacher  of  the  Gospel^  sent  out  as 
an  ambassador  immediately  by  Christ 
whom  he  has  seen  with  his  own 
eyes:^  having  received  from  him 
the  power  of  working  miracles,  and 
also  the  privilege  of  communicating 
miraculous  powers  to  others. 

4.  Atonement, — The  atonement 
of  Christ  is  the  infinite  satisfaction 
made  by  his  obedience  and  death  to 
the  government  of  God,  published 
through  the  world  by  the  trumpet  of 
the  Gospelt>  and  by  which  believers 
are  exempted  from  the  penalty  an- 
nexed to  all  transgressions. 

5.  Baptism  is  an  ordinance  of 
Christ,  binding  on  those  only  who 
make  a  credible  profession  of  repen- 
tance and  faith;  and  Is  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  burying  the  body  in 
water,  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

6.  Bishop. — ^A  bishop  is  an  over- 
seer, elder,  or  pastor,  chosen  by  a 
church  of  Christ  to  preach  the 
word,  to  administer  the  ordinances, 
to  preside  in  its  meetings  for  disci- 
pline, and  to  superintend  all  its 
afiairs.. 

7.  Blasphemy  is  reproachful  lan- 
guage uttered  against  God,  designed 
and  adapted  to  dishonour  him  before 
men. 

8.  Charity  is  a  grace  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  which  induces  us  to  love  God 
supremely  and  our  fellow  creatures 
equally  for  his  sake  5  and  especially 
to  love  all  the  disciples  of  Christ  for 
Christ's  sake,  and  in  proportion  as 
they  bear  his  image. 

9.  Church, — ^A  Christian  church 
is  a  voluntary  Society  of  professed 
Christians,  meeting  in  one  place, 
under  the  authority  of  Christ  their

only  'Soverdgn,  to  celebrate  divine 
worship  and  ordinances  ^  to  pro- 
mote their  own  edification ;  and  to 
diffuse  around  them  the  knowledge 
of  Christ,  with  a  view  to  the  con- 
version of  the  worid. 

10.  Conscience  is  that  power  of 
the  soul  which  passes  a  secret  judg- 
ment on  its  own  thoughts,  words, 
and  actions,  accusing  or  excusing, 
according  to  its  knowledge  of  the 
will  of  God,  and  with  reference  to 
the  judgment  of  the  last  day.  That 
it  includes  more  than  conscUmsness 
and  something  beyond  simple  judg" 
ment  the  reader  may  see  in  Dr. 
Owen  on  Heb.  v.  14. 

11.  Deacon. — A  deacon  is  an 
officer,  chosen  by  a  church  of  Christ, 
to  assist  the  pastor,  by  attending 
constantly  to  all  its  secular  affairs, 
and  particularly  by  caring  for  the 
poor. 

12.  Death  is  the  separation  of 
the  soul  from  the  body,  with  the 
entire  cessation  of  all  the  animal 
functions. 

13.  Devil. — ^The  devil  is  an  apos- 
tate angel,  the  prince  and  leader  of 
all  other  apostate  angels,  the  god  of 
this  world,  the  tempter,  and  the 
accuser  of  the  brethren. 

14.  Election  is  an  eternal,  sove- 
reign, and  immutable  act  of  God*s 
grace,  by  which  a  certain  number  of 
sinners  of  all  nations  were  chosen  in 
Christ,  through  faith  and  sanctifi* 
cation,  to  everlasting  life. 

15.  Experience  consists  ih  the 
various  exercises  of  the  Christian's 
mind,  in  joy  or  sorrow,  which  re- 
sult ^om  the  influence  of  the  truth 
he  believes,  and  from  the  dispen- 
sations of  Providence  by  which  he 
is  affected  in  every  walk  of  life. 

1 6.  Faith  is  an  act  of  the  mind, 
under  the  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  which  gives  cordial  credit  to 
the  testimony  concerning  Christ,  and 
to  the  promises  made  to  all  who 
trust  in  him. 

17.  Gospel. — ^The  Gospel  is  the 
good  news  of  the  grace  of  God  in 
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the  salmtimi  of  sinners  hj  Christy 
pabliahed  by  the  Chrintian  ministqr, 
according  to  the  proclamations  of 
the  eternal  king^  which  are  foand  in 
his  word. 

18.  Grace  (in  the  heart)  is  the 
firee  favour  of  God,  originating  in 
the  sovereign  pleasure  of  his  will, 
and  conferred  through  Christ,  upon 
the  unworthy,  as  a  pledge  of  their 
final  salvation. 

19.  Heaven  is  that  state  of  enjoy- 
ment in  the  immediate  presence  of 
God  and  of  holy  angels,  into  which 
good  men,  freed  from  sin,  enter  at 
death,  and  which  is  consummated  at 
the  resurrection,  and  then  will  be 
progressive  for  ever. 

20.  Hell  is  that  state  of  punish- 
ment in  the  invisible  world,  where 
the  wicked  endure  the  wrath  of  God, 
the  accusations  of  conscience,  and 
the  tormenting  society  of  the  devil 
and  his  angels ;  which  cannot,  how- 
ever, reach  its  consummation  till 
after  the  resurrection,  and  then  will 
continue  for  ever  progressive. 

21 .  Heresy  is  the  sin  of  those  who 
renounce  fellowship  with  a  Christian 
church,  in  consequence  of  having 
first  renounced  one  or  more  of  the 
essential  doctrines  of  Christianity 
maintained  bv  that  church. 

N.B. — ^This  includes  schism  also, 
88  that  term  is  used  in  the  New 
Testament.  See  Dr.  Campbell*s  Dis- 
sertations. 

22.  Hope  is  a  grace  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  consisting  in  the  union  of 
desire  and  expectation,  in  reference 
to  the  promises  of  God. 

23.  Humility  is  a  Christian  grace, 
consisting  in  lowliness  of  heart  be- 
fore God,  and  in  not  arrogating  to 
ourselves  excellence^  which  we  pos- 
sess not,  nor  overvaluing  any  thing 
we  have  or  do. 

24.  Hypocrisy  is  a  man*s  pretended 
attachment  to  religion,  which  he  en* 
deavouis  to  make  appear  real,  by 
performing  some  external  duties, 
with  a  design  to  deceive  others,  and^ 
to  promote  his  ovm  interest. 


25.  Imputation  (generally)  is  attii- 
bnting  or  cha]^;ing  to  a  man  his  own 
actions  or  the  actions  of  another. 

^-of  original  sin,  is  that  act  of 
God,  the  sovereign  ruler  of  the 
world,  by  which  the  sin  of  Adam 
is  placed  to  the  account  of  all  his 
posterity,  who,  in  the  coveliant  of 
works,  were  considered  as  one  with 
him,  and  were  represented  by  him — 
he  being  their  natural  and  federal 
head. 

—of  Christ*  s  righteousness,  is  that 
grradous  act  of  God  by  which  the 
obedience  of  Christ  is  placed  to  the 
account  of  all  who  believe)  and  they 
are  treated  as  if  they  had  been 
righteous,  for  his  sake  —  he  being 
their  spiritual  and  federal  head. 

On  this  article  the  reader  may 
consult,  with  advantage.

26.  Just^cation  is  a  judicial  and 
gracious  act  of  God,  by  which  every 
believer  is  acquitted  from  condem- 
nation, and  entitled  to  eternal  life, 
solely  for  the  sake  of  the  obedience 
of  Christ,  which  is  imputed  to  him. 

27.  Law  (generally)  is  a  rule  of 
action  prescribed  by  the  Supreme 
Magistrate,  and  enforced  by  a  pe- 
nalty. See  Blackstone*s  Commen- 
taries. 

The  moral  law  is  that  role  of 
action  which  binds  all  men  to  love 
God  supremely,  and  their  fellow- 
creatures  equally,  for  his  sake;  and 
is  enforced  by  the  penalty  of  death, 
temporal  and  eternal. 

28.  Miracle,  A  miracle  is  an  act 
of  Divine  power,  producing  instan- 
taneously an  effect  above,  beyond, 
or  contrary  to  the  laws  of  nature; 
and  appeahug  to  the  senses  of  those 
who  are  spectators,  for  the  purpose 
of  accrediting  a  Divine  messenger. 

29.  Prophecy  is  a  declaration  of  the 
Divine  will,  in  which  future,  and  even 
the  most  ccmtingent  events,  ure  fore« 
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told  by  a  Divine  messenger,  to  accre- 
dit him^  and  authenticate  his  message 
to  the  world. 

30.  Redemption  is  the  work  of 
Christ  the  Redeemer^  by  which  the 
deliverance  of  the  church  from  hell 
is  effected^  through  the  shedding  of 
his  bloody  which  is  the  ransom  or 
price  of  deliverance. 

31.  Regeneration  is  an  act  of  the 
Holy  Spirit^  producing  by  the  word 
of  truth  the  entire  renovation  of 
the  hearty  whereby  we  are  rendered 
capable  of  living  and  acting  for 
God. 

32.  Repentance  is  an  exercise  of 
the  soul,  including  conviction  of  sin, 
sorrow  on  account  of  it^  and  that 
detestation  of  it  in  the  heart,  which 
secures  refonnation  of  life. 

33.  Sanetification  is  that  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  which  commences 
in  regeneration,  gradually  purifies 
the  soul  of  the  believer,  transforms 
it  into  the  image  of  Christ,  and  ter- 
minates in  glorification. 

34.  Truth,  in   ontology,  is  the 


agreement  between  our  perceptions 
and  the  things  perceived.  Truth,  in 
theology,  is  the  system  of  doctrines 
contained  in  the  volume  of  divine 
revelation :  or,  it  is  that  perfection 
of  God  which  is  glorified  in  the  ac- 
complishment of  his  promises  and 
his  threatenings.  Truth,  in  ethics, 
is  the  agreement  between  the  con- 
science and  the  lips,  in  verbal  decla- 
rations. 

N.B. — ^This  is  distinguished  from 
fidelity  and  justice,  and  opposed  to 
lying.  See  Dr.  Edwards  on  Truth 
and  Error — Beattie  on  Truth. 

35.  Worship  is  the  act  of  a  ra- 
tional creature,  which  consists  in  the 
adoration  of  God,  as  God — expressed 
by  prayer,  or  by  praise. 

Worship  is  internal  or  external— 
moral  or  ritual — private  or  public. 
The  rea4er  will  see  also  that  it  is 
important  to  distinguish  between  the 
worship  of  Adam  in  innocence,  and 
that  of  Adam  the  sinner.

It  is  a  remark  that  has  been  often  made, 
and  very  justly,  that  education  does  not 
commence  soon  enong^h.  And  what  is 
the  consequence?  The  twig  not  being 
bent  the  right  way,  while  green  and  ten- 
der, is  so  stiffened  and  hardened  by  time  in 
its  growth,  that  it  will  continue  to  appear 
very  onsightly,  and,  perhaps,  to  bend  is 
to  break  it.  Bitter  was  the  exclamation 
of  a  poor  woman,  a  few  weeks  ago,  when 
lamenting  the  boldness  and  profligacy 
and  cruel  bdiaviour  of  her  daughter: 
«<  Ah,**  she  said,  « if  I  had  ruled  her  when 
she  was  a  child,  she  would  not  have  ruled 
me  now .'" 

The  children  of  onr  Sunday-schools  are 
often,  through  the  neglect  and  evil  ex- 
ample of  impious  parents,  so  hardened 
in  evil  habitB  — so  obstinately  bent  on 
having  their  own  will  and  their  own  way 
—-and  so  entirely  destitute  of  all  self- 
controul,  meekness,  and  subordination, 
that  the  task  of  the  teacher  who  can 
superintend  them  only  for  a  few  short 
hours  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  is  a 
very  arduous  and  trying  one,  and  fre- 
qaently  almost  insupportable.  Had  they 
been  taken  by  the  hand  at  an  early  period, 
they  might  not  now  have  appeared  rough 
as  young  savages,  and  fierce  as  young 
demons.  The  Infieint  School  system  b 
therefore  entitled  to  the  patronage  of  the 
Christian  public  on  many  accounts.  It 
aflfords  essential  relief  to  the  poor  mother 
who  is  over-hardened  with  the  charge  of 
numerous  children;  and  it  trains  them 
up  for  the  Sunday-school  or  the  charity- 
school,  in  habits  of  cleanliness,  decency, 
and  order,  and  all  good  discipline.  The 
instruction  imparted  is  not  inconsiderable ; 
but  if  that  were  out  of  the  question^  the 


spirit  and  temper  of  it  must  he  invaloahler 
Nar  «aa  It  he  said  tba  thing  ia  jnsiiracti- 
cabte.  it  is  not  now  to  he  rq^arded  as 
an  aiiy  specolBtilla, «  an  ontried  theory : 
we  have  the  eVidenee  of  facts. 

It  Is  generally  known  that  the  system 
of  Infant  Schools  originated  chiefly  with 
Mr.  Wilderspin.  The  systems  of  Bell  and 
Lancaster  were,  indeed,  in  operation ;  but, 
in  them,  the  lowest  age  was  seven.;  and 
Mr.  Wilderspin*s  attention  was  attracted 
to  the  treatment  of  childien  under  that 
age.  His  first  essay,  accordingly,  to  form 
an  Infimt  School,  was  limited  to  children, 
between  the  ages  of  two  and  seven.  His 
aoooont  of  his  first  attempt  is  very  annis- 
ing:— 

''As  soon  B»  the  mothen  had  kft  ths  pre- 
misss,  I  attemptsd  to  cngsge  the  attention 
of  their  ofibpriog.  I  shall  never  forget  the 
eflkcL  A  few,  who  had  been  previonsly  at 
a  dame-school,  sat  quietly;  but  the  rest, 
missing  their  parents,  crowded  about  the 
door.  One  litde  fieDow,,  finding  he  eoold  not 
open  it,  set  up  a  loud  cry  of  'Blammy! 
mammy  1'  aad  in  raiang  this  delightinl 
sound,  all  the  rest  simultaneously,  joined. 
My  wife,  who,  though  reluctant  at  first, 
had  determined,  on  my  accepting  the  situ- 
ation, to  give  me  her  utmost  aid,  tried  with 
myself  to  calm  the  tumult,  but  oar  eAvts 
were  utterly  in  vain.  The  paroxysm  of  sor- 
row increased  instead  of  subsidiag,  and  so 
intolerable  did  it  become,  that  she  eoaU 
endure  it  no  longer,  and  left  the  room ;  and 
at  length,  exhausted  by  eflbrt,  anxiety,  and 
noise,  I  was  compelled  to  follow  her  example, 
leaving  my  unfortunate  pupils  in  ooe  dense 
msss,  crying,  yelling^  imi  kicking  against 
the  door !  I  will  not  attempt  to  describe  my 
feelings,  but,  ruminating  on  what  I  then 
considered  <^^;ious  folly,  in  supposing  that 
any  two  persons  could  manage  so  large  a 
number  of  infimts,  I  was  struck  by  the  sight 
of  a  cap  of  my  wife's,  adorned  with  a  co- 
loured ribbon,  lying  on  the  table,  and  ob- 
serving firom  the  window  a  clothes-prop,  it 
occurred  that  I  might  put  the  cap  upon  it, 
return  to  the  school,  aad  try  the  eflbct.  The 
eonfiision  when  I  enterpd  was  tremendous;

Mrs.  Hands  was  boro  at  PaoleFpnry, 
Nortbamptonshirey  in  (he  year  1756.  Sbe 
was  not  privileged  with  pious  parents, 
but  was  the  subject  of  serious  impres- 
sions at  an  early  age.    Residing  from 
home  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  some  pious 
persona  lent  her  boolLS,  invited  her  to 
their  family  worship,  and  to  attend  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  which  bad  been 
recently  introduced  into  the  village;  but 
on  returning  to  reside  with   her  father, 
be  prohibited  her  attendance  on  a  dis- 
senting   ministry.

Her  father  threatened  that  if  sbe  did  not 
reiarn  to  ibeciraKb  be  would  turn  her 
out  of  bis  baas^«    Sbe  was  obedient  in 
all  otb«r  ^efpccU,  bat  in  this  case  deter- 
mined to  obisy.  God  rather  than  man.    On 
returning  fro«t  worship  soon  after  this, 
she  found  the  dOor  closed  against  her ; 
but  her  nund  was  graciously  supported 
by  her  heavenly  Father,  who  also  pro- 
vided her  with  kind  fsi^nds.    About  thid 
time  Mrs.  H.  became   acquainted  with 
Mr.  Smith,  the  late  pious  and  highly  es- 
teemed pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  at 
Campden  in    Gloucestershire,  and  also 
with    Mr.  Cavers,   the    eminently  de- 
voted missionary  at  Serampore.   By  their 
spiritual  Inferos) arse  these  distinguished 
individuals  were  helpers  of  each  other  in 
the  kingdom  and  patience  of  the  Lord 
Jesos.    At  the  age  oT  twenty  Mrs,  Hands 
put  on  Christ  in  the  ordinance  of  bap> 
tism,  and  united  with  the  church  at  Tow- 
cestef)  then  under  the  pttatoral  care  o/ 
Mr.  8taDger»  mid  fbr  womt  tfane  she  went 


on  her  way  rejoicing.  But  in  a  paper 
of  ber*8  now  before  the  writer  of  this, 
she  sa J  s,— 

'*  My    minister    and    Christian    friends 
knowing  the  severe  trial  I  bad  passed  through 
made  too  much  of  me,  and  I  was  tempted  to 
think  too  highly  of  myself.     However,  the 
Lord  was  pleased  to  discover  to  roe  my  un- 
worthiness,  which,  together  with  the  bufiet- 
ings  of  the  enemy  of  souls,  almost  drove  me 
to  despair :  while  the  Redeemer  appeared  to 
me  unspeakably  lovely,  yet  I  feared 'I  had  no 
interest   in  him   and   that  I  had  not  expe- 
rienced  a   true   and   saving  chang&     But, 
blessed  be  his  name,  he  sustained  me  during 
the  painful  conflict,  and  in  due  time  mani- 
fested himself  to  me  as  he  does  not  to  the 
world,  granting  me  *  beauty  for  ashes,  the  oil 
of  joy  for  mourning,  and  the  garment'of  praise 
for   the   sphit  of  heaviness*     Daring  the 
above  mentioned  struggle  I  attained  those 
views  of  my  wretchedness  as  a  sinner,  of  the 
suitableness  and  infinite  preciousness  of  Christ, 
and  the  wisdom  and  gprace  displayed  in  the 
glorious  gospel  of  our  salvation,  that  were  of 
immense  and  permanent  advant'ige  to  me* 

On  her  marriage,  Mrs.  H.  united  with 
the  cborch  at  Road,  under  the  care  of 
the  Rev«  W.  Heigh  ton,  who,  after  a  very 
long  and  useful  period  of  labour,  entered 
into  his  rest  but  a  few  months  before  the 
subject  of  this  memoir.     In  the  church 
at  Road,  Mrs.  H.  continued  a  humble, 
steady,  and  active  member  till  removed 
to  the  church  triumphant  above,    .  M^r. 
and  Mrs.  H.  had  ten  ehildien,  fivi&  cf 
whom  died  in  infancy,  and  one  ^she  wka 
called  to  follow  to  the  grave  #h6  had 
attained  the  age  of  fourteen  years.  Undeir 
this  painful  stroke  her  heart  was  com- 
forted  by  the  pleasing  evidence  he  had 
given  of  being  a  subject  of  JDivioc  gnnse. 
AH  of  the  children  who  survive^  afford 
good  ground  to  believe  that  they  are  fol- 
lowers of  them  who  through  fiiith  and 
patience  inherit  the  promises.    She  ten- 
derly loved  h«r  children,— wrestled  much 
^ith  God  in  prayer  on  their  behalf  ftod 
together  wil^  to..  hn$bao4  labooMd  i» 
every  p^nsi^lev  way  to  train  tbem  np  in 
the  nuriiire'  aqd  admooitieni  of  the  Lonf . 
The  proapcei  of  mceliof  all  her  children 
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in  heaven  often  filled  her  heart  with  joy 
and  her  month  with  praise.  In  1809,  she 
was  called  to  give  up  her  eldest  son  as 
a  missionary  to  the  heathen.  The  part- 
ing with  a  belored  son,  with  scarcely  a 
hope  of  seeing  him  again  in  the  flesh,  was 
indeed  a  severe  trial,  but  the  piety  and 
zeal  of  the  Christian,  triumphed  over  the 
feelings  of  the  mother,  and  she*  was  en- 
abled cheerfully  to  make  the  sacrifice  for 
Him  who  had  given  himself  a  sacrifice 
for  her.  In  a  letter  written  to  her  son 
while  at  the  missionary  seminary,  she 
says  I— 

"  How  very,  very  often  do  I  think  of  you, 
and  sometimes  with  tears.  I  do  not  mourn 
because  you  have  embarked  in  such  an  ho- 
nourable cause,  and  have  devoted  yourself  to 
the  service  of  Him  whose  glory  I  esteem  it 
my  highest  ambition  to  promote;  no,  but 
I  weep  when  I  think  of  the  distance  that  will 
soon  separate  us  from  each  other,  and  pro- 
bably till  death.  But  I  would  not  say  any 
thing  to  discourage  you,  no,  if  the  Lord  has 
called  you  to  carry  the  glad  tidings  of  salva- 
tion to  distant  lands,  who  dare  oppose,  and 
who  would  wish  to  do  so,  who  loves  the 
Lord  Jesus,  and  longs  that  the  whole  earth 
may  be  filled  with  his  glory.  Was  it,  my 
dear  son,  any  worldly  business,  or  temporal 
emolument  that  indmed  you  to  go  abroad, 
how  would  I  urge  every  argument  in  my 
power  to  dissuade  you  from  it,  but  in  the 
present  case  I  must  submit.  My  being  re- 
signed to  your  going  is  not  from  want  of 
tender  affection  to  you ;  no,  I  can  truly  say 
you  were  never  so  much  in  my  thoughts 
as  of  late,  and  the  more  I  see  of  the  image  of 
Christ  in  you,  the  more  I  love  you.  But, 
oh  1  how  pleasant  to  anticipate  the  time  when 
we  shall  meet  in  heaven  to  part  no  more. 
Oh !  may  we  feel  more  and  more  of  the  love 
of  Christ  constraining  us  to  do  all  in  our 
power  to  glorify  his  g^eat  name.  May  you, 
my  dear  son,  feel  much  of  his  soul-reviving 
presence,  drink  deep  into  the  spirit  of  his 
gospel,  be  daily  more  and  more  transformed 
into  his  image,  and  be  enabled  to  count  all 
things  but  loss  for  his  knowledge." 

An  her  letters  to  her  son  prove  how 
much  her  heart  was  with  him:  she  sym- 
pathised with  him  in  his  trials,  encouraged 
liini  by- her  counsels^  shared  and  rejoiced 
^witii  him  In  every  instance  of  success. 
'About  eighteen  months  before  her  de. 
^oease,  death  removed  her  beloved  part- 
ner^ this  was  indeed  a  painfbl  stroke,  for 
Iheylrad  walked  together  as  fellow-pil- 


grims for  nearly  half  a  century,  but  she 
was  wonderfully  supported,  and  rejoiced 
that  the  day  of  her  own  redemption  was 
drawing  nigh.  During  the  last  six  years 
of  her  pilgrimage  she  suffered  much  bo- 
dily pain,  and  many  wearisome  days  and 
nights  were  apiiointed  to  her,  hot  patience 
had  its  perfect  work.  No  murmur  was 
known  to  C2»cnpe  from  her  lips.  Daring 
her  long  affliction  she  abounded  in  those 
fruits  of  righteousness  that  are  to  the 
praise  and  glory  of  divine  grace.  She 
held  diligent  and  delightful  converse  with 
her  God  and  Saviour,  and  with  the  word 
of  his  grace,  and  all  her  conversation  was 
expressive  of  lively  gratitude  and  hope. 
In  a  letter  dictated  to  one  of  her  daugh- 
ters, and  addressed  to  her  son  in  India  a 
short  time  before  her  departure,  she  says, 

"  I  want  to  tell  you  something  of  the 
goodness  of  our  gracious  God  to  me  during 
my  affliction.  He  has  indeed  ever  since  I 
came  into  being  encompassed  me  about  with 
his  goodness,  but  more  especially  have  I  ex- 
perienced it  since  he  has  laid  upon  me  his 
gentle,  his  loving,  his  afflicting  hand. 

^  When  my  sufferings  have  been  great,  how 
mercifully  has  he  mitigated  them,  and  sup- 
ported me  under  them,  I  have  no  g^reat  ele- 
vations nor  depressions,  but,  through  rich 
grace,  a  humble  hope  in  Christ.  He  is  very 
precious  to  my  soul.  O  !  the  merits  of  his 
precious  blood  !  the  glory  of  his  all  perfect 
righteousness  !  Here  is  the  ground  of  all  my 
hope :  the  view  of  Watts  suits  me.  welly 

<<  A  guilty  weak  and  helpless  worm, 

*<  On  thy  kind  arms  I  fell, 
"  Be  thou  my  strength  and  righteousness, 

*'  My  Jesus,  and  my  all :" 

and  ihat  charming  hymn, 

"Jesus  lover  of  my  soul,**  &c. 

sweetly  harmonizes  with  the  feelings 
and  wishes  of  my  heart.  Words  fail 
to  express  what  I  feel  r>f  the  greatness 
and  worth  of  these  blessings :  **  O  mag- 
nify the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  exalt 
his  name  together."  After  speaking  of 
the  great  goodness  of  God  to  her  family, 
and  of  the  kindness  of  her  children  and 
friends,  she  adds,— 

«  Bnt  more  especially  would  I  praise  him 
that  he  has,  I  trust,  united  us  all  to  himself 
m  that  union  which  can  never  be  dissolved, 
and  in  that  everlasting  covenant  which  shall 
never  be  forgotten.  I  trust  that  in  the  Ust 
great  day  we  shall    oil  stand  complete  ia 
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Christy  and  unite  in  tinging  the  praises  of 
the  blessed  three  in  otae,  through  the  count* 
less  age^  of  eternity.*' 

Her  death  took  place  on  the  5th  of  June, 
1838.  The  last  words  she  was  heard  to 
articulate  were,  **  Come,  Lord  Jesu^y 
come  qaickly  :**  her  prayer  was  heard. 


and  she  was  soon  after  released  from  the 
burden  of  .mortality  and  received  into  the 
joy  of  her  Lord.  To  her  to  live  was 
Christ  and  to  die  gain;  and,  oh !  may  the 
writer  and  reader  of  these  lines  have  grace 
to  be  followers  of  them  who  through  faith 
and  patience  inherit  the  promises.

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SPANISH    TOWK,   JAMAICA. 

Heport  of  the  Schools  composed  of  the 
Negro  and  Free  Poptdation,  for  the  year 
ending  May,  1 83 1 .  ^ 

Dqking  a  residence  of  eight  years  in  Spanish 
^own,  as  an  agent  of  the  Baptist  Missionary 
Society,  Mr.  Philippo,  in  addition  to  his  mi- 
nisterial exertions,  has  succeeded  in  founding 
a  Sabbath  School  in  1823,  a  day  School  for 
the  tuition  of  needy  children,  whether  bond 
or  free,  in   1825,  and  subsequently  a  School 
of  Industry  for  the  purpose  of  training  the 
young  in  the  knowledge  of  useful  and  pro- 
dactive  arts.      The  day  School  is  formed  after 
the  model  and  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the   principles  of  the  British  and   Foreign 
School  Society,  while  the  system  of  the  In- 
ffint  Schools  so  deservedly  popular  in  England, 
is  recognized   in  the  Sunday  institution,  in 
which  the  children  are  for  the  most  part 
slaves,  many  of  whom  have  no  other  oppor- 
tunity of  instruction. 

In  respectfully  reporting  to  the  British 
public  the  history  of  these  Schools  during  the 
year  1831,  J-  Philippo  will  not  attempt  to 
enumerate  the  difficulties  which  have  ob- 
structed or  the  dangers  which  have  threatened 
them,  but  rather  advert  without  delay  to  the 
encouragement  with  which,  through  the  bles- 
sing of  God,  they  have  been  attended,  and 
which  he  is  happy  to  acknowledge  has  not 
been  surpassed  in  any  previous  stage  of  their 
progress.  Numerous  proofe  of  the  benefit  of 
these  institutions,  accompanied  with  cheering 
presages  of  future  success,  supply  at  this  mo- 
ment the  most  powerful  inducements  to 
strenuous  and  persevering  exertions. 

Since  the  report  for  1830,  49  children 
have  been  added  to  the  day  School  while  SO 
have  been  dismissed  to  engage  in  various 
trades,  and  some  from  other  causes,  making

a  clear  increase  of  19  scholars  during  th^ 
year.  The  total  number  now  in  the  School 
is  169,  and  the  average  attendance  when  the 
inhabitants  are  exempt  from  any  prevalent 
sickness,  is  120.  The  regular  and  punctual 
presence  of  the  scholars  in  connection  with 
the  order  which  prevails  throughout  the 
Schools,  would  ]Nrove  highly  ornamental  to 
similar  institutions  in  the  most  enlightened 
country  in  the  world,  while  the  progress 
which  the  pupils  have  made  in  their  several 
departments  of  learning,  fully  justifies  the 
most  sanguine  expectations  of  their  friends. 
Their  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  is  accurate 
and  extensive,  and  their  enunciation  in  the 
English  tongue  natural  and  correct,  an  attain- 
ment which  is  not  very  usually  or  easily 
reached,  but  which  in  Jamaica  is  conudered 
an  elegant  acquisition.  Their  proficiency  in 
writing  is  astonishing,  and  is  only  equalled  by 
their  skill  in  various  branches  of  arithmetic, 
wl^le  many  of  them  are  well  grounded  in  the 
elements  of  geography,  mathematics,  and  as- 
tronomy. Forty -nine  children  are  taught  to 
write  on  paper,  and  the  rest  on  slates ;  there 
are  17  pupils  at  pi-esent  in  the  rule  of  Re- 
duction, and  8  who  have  reached  to  Vulgar 
Fractions;  13  are  reading  the  Grecian  with 
other  European  histories;  6  are  pursuing  Ira- 
sons  from  the  Smptures  in  general ;  and  the 
rest  (excepting  the  first  and  second  classes) 
are  reading  the  New  Testament  writings. 

It  is  with  pain  that  J.  Philippo  proceeds 
to  advert  to  the  School  of  Industry,  whidi 
the  British  puUic  will  regret  to  hear  has 
been  discontinued  through  want  of  funds, 
while  he  will  refrain  from  an  attempt  to  con- 
vey to  the  humane  and  benevolent  heart  any 
idea  of  the  sorrow  with  which  he  reluctantly 
closed  its  doors  against  the  children  of  neces- 
sity and  distress.  In  this  School  ingenuity 
was  illicited,  habits  of  diligence  were  induced, 
and  the  o£&pring  of  the  poor  were  taught  to 
aspire  to  an  honourable  independency,  to  that 
ascendency  over  circumstance  which  is  the 
companion  of  art  and  the  reward  of  personal 
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iadortf/,  wlule  it  k  ol>?]<mi  that  they  were 
yrepuiiig  for  the  ■pprpach  of  that  afritit  of 
chvnge  which,  nrQeping  acroH  nughty  eon- 
tinentB  and  breathing  in  the  face  of  ancient 
and  parent  dynasties,  is  destined  in  its  course 
to  reach  and  to  unsettle  the  remotest  islands 
bf  the  sea.  The  advantages  resulting  to  the 
rinng  race  from  such  an  institution  could  it 
be  extended  and  founded  upon  a  permanent 
baais  would  be  incalculable  in  any  country, 
but  must  prove  pre-eminently  so  among  the 
neglected  chikben  of  the  West;  it  comes 
recommended  by  its  expediency  as  well  as  its 
vtility,  and  is  sanctioned  at  once  by  the  voice 
of  humanity  and  by  the  spirit  of  true  religion. 
During  the  temporary  existence  of  the 
SehooL  of  Industry,  several  young  persons 
Attained  to  various  d^rees  of  mechanical 
akill,  while  onto  entire  family  of  children  ao- 
4|Birad  ability  to  make  nearly  every  article  of 
ftheir  wearing  apparel  as  weU  as  other  useful 
IdwiatlionB,  and  as  their  domestic  resources 
Jitve  been  dried  tip  through  the  decease  of 
their  father,  they  are  at  this  time  procuring 
^  eomlbrtdi>le  and  reputable  subsistence  in  the 
mmdnavM  enlttvation  of  these  arts.  In  con- 
fenaCioa  of  this  statement  it  may  be  satisfac- 
iery  to  ionie  to  read  an  extract  from  a  letter 
which,  was  written  by  the  parent  of  these 
•childfen,  who  was  a  man  of  colour,  and 
which  before  his  death  was  inserted  in  the 
.fiiittt  Jago  Oaaette : — 

**  About  two  years  and  a  half  ago,  I  came 
to  this  town  wi^  a  household,  consisting  of 
ten  children,  and  being  anxious  to  have  them 
instructed,  I  applied  to  Mr.  Philippe,  al- 
ihongh  a  perfect  stranger,  for  the  purpose. 
•Upon  stating  my  wishes,  he  readily  con- 
eented ;  but  I  candidly  declaired  to  him  that 
<aiy  funds  would  not  enable  me  to  pay  the 
ecqwncea  of  so  many  children ;  he  then  aiked 
hliw  many  I  could  afibrd  to  pay  for,  I  replied 
sbent  half;  he  then  replied,  the  whole  shall 
the  ebhool,  upon  you  paying  for  only 


*<  In  addition  to  the  daily  Sabbath  Schools, 
there  is  added  a^  School  of  Industry.  This  is 
a  moat  useful  Institation :  I  have  since  taken 
bene  three'  of  the  eldest  girls,  conceiving 
them  suAciendy  instructed  to  answer  persons 
in  Aeir  sphere  of  life.  One  of  the  boys, 
about  ten  years  of  age,  is  capable  of  making 
my  shoes.  The  oldest  makes  his  own  clothes; 
a  yeui^er  is  one  ctf  the  first  straw-hat  makers 
in  this  town ;  and  one  of  the  girls  has 
wreoght  a  most  beautiful  veil,  these  articles 
are  now  in  my  possession,  and  may  be  aeen 
by  any  peraon  wishing  to  gtatify  his  cu- 
riosity." 

This  brief  summary  of  the  pursuits  of  the 
children  of  the  slave  as  well  as  of  the  indigent 
ftee  papulation,  is  enough,  it  ia  presumed,  to 


confute  the  doctrine  of  the  native  inferiority 
of  the  Negro  race,  and  by  establishing  their 
daim  to  an  honourable  place  in  the  intel- 
lectual world,  to  defeat  the  purposes  of  those 
who  have  studied  to  stultify  and  to  degrade 
them  ;  it  is  evident  to  those  who  are  occupied 
in  their  education,  that  they  may  be  conduct- 
ed through  every  stage  of  mental  discipline, 
and  taught  to  arrive  at  a  condition  of  im- 
provement equal  to  that  towards  which  the 
more  privileged  classes  of  society  aspire.  In 
corroboration  of  the  foots  which  have  been 
recorded,  and  in  support  of  the  inference 
which  is  deduced,  it  may  be  expedient  to  sub- 
mit the  testimony  of  a  gentleman  who  was 
present  at  the  last  yearly  examination,  and 
who  has  expressed  hu  sentiments  in  a  letter 
which  was  inserted  in  the  public  prints  of 
the  Island* 

**  Hearing  there  was  to  be  a  public  exam- 
ination of  the  children  belonging  to  the  Sain 
bath  and  day  Schools,  founded  by  the  Rev.  J. 
M.  Philippo,  Baptist  Minister,  in  Spanish 
Town,  on  Monday,  the  1 9th  of  July,  I  felt  a 
desire  to  attend  it,  and  without  further  pre- 
foce,  I  now  proceed  to  give  you  a  detaQ  of 
what  I  witnessed  with  so  much  pleasure.  I 
entered  the  School  Room,  and  was  much  gra- 
tified at  beholding,  I  should  suppose,  about 
150  children,  all  attired  in  their  best,  while 
the  glow  of  cheerfulness  upon  each  counte- 
nance plainly  indicated  their  inward  joy.  I 
witnessed  the  examination  of  the  children  in 
the  lower  classes  with  peculiar  pleasure  and 
interest;  but  those  children  of  maturer  years 
in  the  upper  classes,  truly  excited  my  mind 
with  wonder  and  admiration.  After  reading 
portions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  die  his- 
tory of  Greece,  they  wer  every  minutdy  inter- 
rogated on  those  portions,  and  their  answers 
were  so  correct,  that  I  could  scarcely  help 
blushing  at  my  own  ignorance.  Their  foci- 
lity  in  arithmetic  was  surprising — sums  in 
Reduction,  Proportion,  Practice,  Fellowship 
and  Vulgar  Fractions,  were  worked  with  such 
rapidity,  that  the  examiner  could  not  keep 
pace  with  them.  In  the  sdenoe  of  geogra- 
phy, the  whole  School  appeared  enAusiastic, 
the  whole  world,  as  it  wen  in  a  moment, 
was  divided  into  continents,  islands,  oceans, 
seas  and  lakes,  zones,  latitude  and  longitude, 
the  twelve  signs  of  the  lodiac,  motions  of  the 
earth,  and  its  distance  from  the  sun.  Upon 
the  whole,  it  for  surpassed  all  that  I  ever  saw 
in  England.  It  is  said  that  *  men  are  but 
children  of  a  larger  growth ;'  but  here,  Bfr. 
Editor,  I  found  a  gigantic  mind  in  infont 
steture.  The  examination  lasted  upwards 
of  four  hours,  when  the  children  returned; 
and  in  the  afiemoon  they  re-assembled  for 
the  purpose  of  being  rewarded;  and  here 
again  I  w«  fotfaer  gnlified  wil3i  the  choice 
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of  %o6kB  made  by  the  €bililrenr-.tlie  Bible 
was  asked  for  by  them  in  preference  to  any 
other  book ;  tbia  reminded  me  of  Solomon's 
choice — ^*  Ask  what  I  shall  give  thee ;"  be 
chose  wisdom*— and  they  chose  the  book  of 
wisdom.  On  returning  home,  I  could 
not  help  reflecting  on  the  benefidal  results 
which  might  arise  jErom  such  a  valuable  and 
promising  Institution.  I  beheld  in  the  ju- 
venile assembly,  the  parents  of  a  future  gene- 
ration being  trained  up  in  the  path  of  virtue, 
industry,  active  usefulness  and  religion — thus 
preparing  tbem  for  a  life  of  usefulness  here, 
and  an  eternity  of  glory  hereafter.  I  there- 
fore would  call  the  attention  of  every  well- 
wisher  and  true  patriot  to  his  country,  to 
support  and  encourage  .this  and  all  similar 
Institutions;  being  fully  persuaded  that  its 
happy  influence  will  he  acknowledged  and 
appreciated  tbrough  all  succeeding  ages.'* 

It  is  highly  gratifying  to  the  conductors 
of  these  Schools,  to  have  it  in  their  power  to 
add  to  Uieir  own  testimony  the  spontaneous 
attestations  of  others,  and  to  explode,  by  an 
array  of  incontrovertible  facts,  the  theory  of 
mental  incapacity,  which  has  been  so  long 
associated  with  this  injured  people,  especially 
as  they  are  convinced,  that  in  e^^ting  this 
they  are  assisting  to  remove  one  obstacle  to 
the  diaritable  diffusion  of  knowledge  in  the 
West.  Measured,  there  is  reason  to  fear,  by 
an  invidious  and  erroneous  standard,  the  ne- 
gro has  appeared  in  the  popular  eye  as  the 
dwarf  of  the  rational  world,  as  a  sort  of  me- 
diate being  i^opointed  to  connect  the  animal 
and  the  intellectual  economies,  neither  doom- 
ed to  tbe  exdttsiveness  of  the  one  nor  permit- 
ted to  rise  to  tbe  honoan  and  enjoyments  of 
the  other.  Through  this  delusion  they  have» 
even  by  the  humane,  been  pitied  rather  than 
relieved,  and  have  awakened  an  instinctive 
instead  of  an  enlightened  commiseration ; 
looked  down  on  as  from  an  eminence,  they 
have  appeared  to  civilized  society  as  insigni- 
ficant and  debased,  and  if  the  footsteps  of  phi- 
lanthropy have  occasionally- descended  to  tbeir 
level,  there  has  been  a  prevailing  feeling 
that  it  Would  be  idle  and  fruitless  to  attempt 
to  raise  them  to  a  high  and  honourable  place 
among  tbe  nations  of  mankind.  Persuaded 
that  l^is  is  altogether  deceptive,  and  that  the 
superiority  of  the  white  population  is  assumed 
and  artificial,  that  it  has  its  foundation  in  cir- 
cumstances and  not  in  creation,  the  managers 
of  these  Schools  are  ambitious  of  the  honour 
of  contributing  to  break  this  fatal  charm,  and 
to  x«move  a  stigma  from  a  people  who  are 
obviously  endowed  with  every  variety  of  na  • 
toral  ability  and  are  clearly  capable  of  acquir- 
ing every  degree  of  knowledge  whether  it  be 
useful  or  ornate. 

Admitting  tka«  the  segra  woA  indigent 


'pppidatlon  whoso  cauM  k  pleaded  in  this  Re^ 
port  is  a»  capable  of  mental  discipline  as  any 
other,  it  would  lie  superfluous  to  descant  oik 
the  general  advantages  which  must  accrue 
from  it,  since  those  arguments  which  sustain 
education  at  home,  apply  with  equal  force 
abroad,  for  if  ignorance  lie  regarded  as  a 
blemish  in  England,  it  is  difficult  to  imagine 
by  what  law  it  can  be  esteemed  a  beauty 
elsewhere.  But  the  usual  reasons  in  fa^'our 
of  popular  instruction  are  strengthened  in  the 
case  of  the  Western  Idands  by  powerful  local 
inducements,  and  that,  which  in  ordinary  in<. 
stances  presents  itself  as  a  claim,  assumes  in 
the  case  before  us  the  light  of  obligation  and 
duty.  Through  the  avarice,  indolence,  and 
neglect  tsi  others,  the  negro  inhabitants  of 
the  West  have  been  most  culpably  abused  and 
reduced  to  a  state  of  intellectual  torpor  and 
moral  d^radation,  which  it  is  alike  aflecting 
and  appalling  to  contemplate,  and  the  more 
so  as  it  affords  a  pretext  for  the  favourite  no^ 
tion  of  their  natural  inferiority.  In  thik 
condition  nothing  can  be  conferred  on  them, 
(next  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,)  compa- 
rable to  juvenile  tuition,  and  surely  this  caa 
never  been  deemed  too  extravagant  a  boon 
when  viewed  as  compensative  of  the  wrongs 
which  they  have  endured  :  b^des  its  own 
positive  excellence  it  wiU  quicken  them  to 
perceive  every  other  good,  it  will  elevate  their 
standard  of  thought ;  while  under  its  agency 
their  powers  will  strangely  revive  like  the 
fivm  of  their  first  parents  when  it  imbibed 
from  its  Maker  the  breath  of  life.  In  eon^ 
uection  with  its  personal  advantages  it  is  mn 
tural  to  contemplate  its  social  fruits,  the 
coroplindon  it  must  impart  to  the  commu* 
nity  at  large.  Knowledge  cast  into  a  mass 
of  ignorance  is  like  leaven  which  gradually 
or  more  speedily  leavens  the  whole  lump ; 
spreading  itself  from  mind  to  mind,  it  dis* 
^aces  error  and  deposits  the  rudiments  oi 
truth,  and  in  a  sphere  so  comparatively  limit- 
ed as  Jamaica,  it  will,  when  once  in  action, 
soon  extend  itself  from  the  centre  to  the  surface^ 
Of  its  beneficial  influence  on  the  free  popula- 
tion scarcely  any  will  entertain  a  doubt ;  but 
if  useful  to  it  why  not  to  the  less  fortunate 
section  of  society  :  if  it  be  right  to  instruet 
I  men  the  moment  they  are  free,  what  but 
selfishness  and  caprice  can  withhold  it  from 
them  simply  because  they  are  bond  ?  That 
cannot  surely  be  an  evil,  but  a  good,  which 
would  render  the  slave  respectable  while  he 
is  dependant,  and  prepare  him  for  any  change 
in  his  history  which  the  progress  of  eventi 
might  effect. 

But  the  advocates  and  friends  of  education 
have  alreadv  committed  themselves  in  *Vvi# 
great  work,  nor  can  they  witbdraw  from  it 
with  impunity  or  with  honour.     Roused  by 
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th«  orj  of  oeoesuty  they  have  ▼ohintarUy  and 
cheerAilly  listened  to  the  appeal,  and  the  du- 
ties to  which  they  have  been  summoned*  so 
far  from  proving  unsucceseful,  have  been  ac- 
compani«i  by  unexpected  results.  Multitudes 
.of  miuds  have  already  revived  under  the  ra* 
diance  of  wholesome  instruction,  while  a 
taste  for  knowledge  has  been  imparted,  which 
they  are  bound  in  justice  to  gratify:  those 
who  were  "  sitting  in  darkness  have  beheld 
a  great  light,**  and  allured  by  it,  are  anxiously 
groping  their  way  from  amidst  the  surround- 
ing shadows ;  thousands  have  been  unsettled 
in  their  slumbers  and  rendered  restless  in 
their  ignorance,  and  shall  we  leave  them  now 
to  the  bitterness  of  disappointment  and  to  the 
fiullenness  of  despair  ?  It  is  obviously  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  the  impressions  which 
have  been  made  on  the  miuds  and  morals  of 
this  people  should  be  deepened  and  perpetu- 
ated, and  that  the  conflict  which  has  been 
commenced  between  hereditary  ignorance  and 
enlightened  sentiments  should  no  longer  re- 
main in  suspense^  but  be  conducted,  if  possi- 
.Ue,  to  a  glorious  issue.  It  is  evident,  how- 
ever, that  unless  some  system  be  organized 
and  vigorously  and  promptly  pursued,  the 
effect  of  educational  exertion  will  soon  dis- 
appear; that  though  separate  and  insulated 
jninds  may  retain  its  beneflts,  society  will  be 
deprived  of  its  advantages,  and  that  while 
^e  present  generation  may  partially  walk 
in  its  light,  posterity  will  lapse  into  gloom. 
The  efforts  of  benevolence  have  been,  as  yet, 
feeble  and  confined,  so  that  the  great  body  of 
the  people  remain  to  this  hour  totally  uuin- 
fprmed,  while  powerful  counteractive  forces 
ore  in  vigilant  operation ;  and  unless  we  be- 
come '*  instant  in  season  and  out  of  season*' 
the  course  of  time  will  era^e  the  faint  im- 
pression of  tuition,  as  the  tide  obliterated  the 
diagram  which  the  anxious  philosopher  had 
described  upon  the  sand.  Impressed  with 
the  importance  of  this  work,  and  deeply  in- 
j^rested  in  the  fate  of  the  Negro,  the  con- 
ductors of  these  schools  beg  most  respect  > 
fully  to  intercede  with  this  enlightened  nation 
and  to  confide  in  its  prompt  and  generous 
sympathy,  convinced  that  the  prayer  of  thou- 
sand!} emerging  from  a  long  and  dreary  night, 
and  imploring  from  British  hands  the  lamp 
p|  knowledge,  will  not  be  long  delayed ;  la- 
bourers are  already  in  the  field,  the  people 
pant  for  instruction,  and  nothing  is  required 
beyond  a.  suitable  supply  of  fundar!  The 
vi^xy  thought  that  this  great  work  must  be 
ybandoqed  is  oppressive  to  every  generous 
breast,  to  every  one  who  longs  for  the  g^i>er^ 
spread  of  intelligence  and  rel^ion^  because  Ja^ 
Qiaica  can  not  participate  this  blessing  alone  : 
^ntiguous  to  the  islands  of  Domingo,  and  of 
jplibf^  %oc|  to  tha  vast  and  neglected  coativent 


of  &tiih  Ameam,  tlks  may  becocne  the  Pk- 
ceptress  of  millions,  and  like  a  fire  kindled 
amidst  the  waters,  pour  her  light  on  every 
side,  and  dispense  the  luxuriant  £ruita  of  Bri- 
tish exertions  and  benevolence  to  the  teeming 
inhabitants  of  surrounding  lands,  wbich  are 
''  sitting  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of 
death.** 


POPBKT  XK  THE  UKITED  STATES. 

It  is  not  perhaps  so  generally  known  in  this 
country,  as  it  should  be,  that  in  consequence 
of  the  immense  tide  of  emigration  which  is 
rolling  on 'towards  the  shores  of  the  western 
world,  from  Ireland,  and  other  parts  of  the 
Papal  Dominion,  Popery,  that  system  of  im- 
piety and  imposture,  is  moat  alarmingly  on 
the  increase  in  that  country ;  and  tbreatens, 
by  pursuing  a  course  of  rigorous  and  artful 
proselytism,  to  undermine  the  foundation  of 
Christianity,  and  root  up  the  tree  of  liberty, 
which  has  afforded  its  grateful  shade  to  so 
many  thousands  of  our  own  and  other  dimes. 
In  America,  so  highly  distinguished  for  the 
gracious  and  sovereign  outpourings  of  the 
Spirit  of  God,  there  are  ludf  a  miilion 
Papists,  ready,  at  a  moment*s  warning,  to 
take  up  arms  in  defence  of  their  unhallowed 
religion,  and  spread  desolation  and  death 
throughout  that  now  peaceful  and  flourishing 
quarter  of  the  globe; — and  every  wave- that 
lashes  the  western  shores  of  the  Atlantic, 
bears  on  its  bosom  a  reiaferoement  to  tiua 
already  formidable  army. 

Protestants,  however,  are  not  all  asleep. 
There  are  many  in  whom  breathes  the  inspi- 
ration of  Luther,  and  Melanethon,  and  Huss, 
and  Wickliff,  upon  whom  the  mantle  of  their 
noble  reformer  has  fidlen,  and  who  dare  to 
make  a  firm  and  uncompromising  stand  against 
this  hydra  of  AntichrisL 

In  the  war,  however,  which  is  now  carry-, 
ing  on  with  the  Papists  in  this  country,  they 
feel  most  lamentably  the  want  of  standard 
works  on  the  Popish  Clontroversy,  as  books 
of  evidence,  reference,  &e.  • 

The  object  of  the  wnter,  in  making  thw 
communication,  is  to  lay  before  Christian 
ministers  and  others,  the  difficulties  under 
which  our  Americas  friends  labour  in  pur- 
suing this  contest,  from  tiie  above  cause;

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tHK    APrROACHINO    GENERAL    ELECTION. 

The  fuliowing  extracta  from  *<  An  Ap- 
peal to  the  Cbri«tian  £lectc«r8  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  on  their  obligations,  in 
reference  to  the  ensuing  Election  of  Mem- 
bars  of  Parliament,**  are  «  ell  worthy  the 
consideration  of  our  readert  at  the  present 
importaiit  crisis. 

<',The- attention  of  all  classes  of  the  popu- 
Ifttion  h^  been,  of  late,  strongly  fixed  on 
matters  of  £^islatiun  and  Government;  and 
large  bodies  of  men  have  acquired  an  influ- 
ence in  the  ch<Hce  of  Representatives  in  Par- 
liament which  they  did  not  possess  before. 
Ilus  influence  renders  all  sndi  persons  more 
diieetiy  responsible  for  the  character  of  the 
Government  and  the   La^tis,  because  they 


hate  aoquired,  ki  iSam  right  of  Election  of  Re- 
presentatives, an  immediate  controul  over 
both.  This  is  an  important  power  entrusted 
to  their  hands ;  and  it  cannot  but  be  hoped, 
that  no  conscientious  person  throughout  tlte 
United  Kingdom  will  fiiil  to  claim  and  to  ex- 
ercise this  power;  for  on  the  manner  in 
which  it  shall  be  exercised  will  depend,  under 
Divine  Providence,  the  ruin  or  the  real  ag- 
grandisement of  our  cotintr}'. 

"  Let  the  friends  of  order  and  piety  then 
put  themselves  forth  at  this  period,  in  faith 
of  the  Divine  blessing  on  their  endeavours. 
Let  them  unite  with  persons  like-minded,  ih 
their  respective  neighbourhoods  and  towns, 
or  in  larger  spheres-— cement  their  union 
with  frequent  and  fervent  prayer  and  mutual 
encouragement— and  then  proceed  to  consider 
in  what  way  they  may  best  promote  the  elec- 
tion of  fit  persons  to  serve  as  Members  in  the 
ensuing  Parliament ;  and,  whether  they  may 
or  may  not  be  able  to  influeiice  the  Elections 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  bring  in  the  men 
whom  they  would  wish  to  be  appointed ;  let 
them  use  every  means,  in  their  power  or  in

the  conduct  of  every  eonscientious  L^slatorC 

'<  That  he  endeavour  to  act  in  all  things 
to  the  glory  of  God,  looking  for  guidance 
from  above  in  this  course  of  acting. 

*^  That  he  judge  of  all  meaftures  accord- 
ing to  the  great  princii^es  of  Truth  and 
Equity  enjoined  in  the  Revealed  Will  of  God> 
and  sacrifice  to  these  principles  all  considera* 
tions  of  mere  worldly  or  temporary  expedi- 
ency. 

"  That  he  support  every  improvement 
in  the  Laws  relative  to  the  Lord's  Day, 
which  may  tend  to  secure  such  observance  isf 
that  day  as  the  Scriptures  enjoin  and  the  best 
interests  of  Society  require. 

«  That  he  labour  after  the  due  adjust- 
ment of  the  Interests  of  all  Classes  of  thte 
Community;  and,  for  that  end,  promote — - 
the  Scriptural  Education  of  the  whole  popu- 
lation—the Personal  Liberty  of  every  indivi- 
dual, if  not  forfeited  by  crime  ;  Including  a)! 
Slaves  throughout  the  British  Dominions-^' 
the  amendment  of  our  Colonial  Policy,  where 
opposed  to  the  plain  dictates  of  Christianity— - 
the  doe  apportioning  and  strict  infliction  oif 
necessary  Punishments  for  Crime-^tbe  Pre- 
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hour — and  the  preventing  of  all  Injurious  and 
Selfish  Combinations  on  the  part  either  of ' 
the  Employed  or  the  Employers,  I 

<<  That  he  keep  a    watchful    eye  on  all , 
Fiscal  Regulations,  with  the  view  of  promo-  I 
.  ting  such  as  may  diminish  or  prevent  moral 
evili  and  of  opposing  such  as  may  afifoid  in-  ! 
creased  temptations  or  facilities  to  Intempe- 
rance or  other  Crimes. 

<<  That  he  favour  all  measures  for  securing 
to  the  Press  the  utmost  degree  of  liberty 
compatible  with  the  well-being  of  society ; 
but  firmly  repress  the  abuse  of  it,  in  inflam- 
ing the  passions  by  profaneness  or  obscenity,  j 

'<  That  it  be  his  settled  aim  to  aid,  in 
purifying  all  the  departments  of  Revenue, 
Commerce,  and  Government,  from  Peculation 
and  Fraud,  and  from  the  irreverence  of  need- 
less Oaths. 

"  That  he  assist  in  restraining  the  ebul- 
litions of  National  Pride  and  of  all  Morbid 
Sensibilities,  and  in  cultivating,  to  the  ut- 
most. Peace  with  all  Nations ;  maintaining 
the  strictest  integrity  and  equity  in  all  inter- 
course with  the  people  of  other  lands. 

**  In  order,  however,  to  give  full  efficiency 
to  tliese  exertions,  it  is  felt  to  be  a  matter  oif 
importance  to  urge  on  the  Friends  of  Reli« 
gion  and  Order  unamimitt  on  sssbntxals; 
Jest,    in    spending  strength    on    disputable 
points,  they  should  diminish  the  force  of  tlut 
general  effort,   which  should   be    made  by 
Christian  Electors  on   the  Members  of  the 
New  Parliament.     This  effort,  though  pro- 
ceeding from  parties  in  different  and  distant 
quarters  of  the  United  Kingdom,   and  un- 
connected except  by  a   common  principle, 
will  act  with  the  force  of  a  combined  move- 
ment.      How  powerful  that  force  may  be  if 
the  effort  be  universally  made  and  well  sus- 
tained may  be  inferred  from  the  consideration, 
that,  notwithstanding  the  abounding  and  dar« 
ing  impiety  of  the  times,  there  can  be  no  rea^ 
aonable  doubt  that  the  number  of  conscientloua 
persons  who  live  and  act  in  the  kax  of  QoA  is 
very  great — ^far  inferior,  indeed,  numerically^ 
to  those  who  have  no  true  Jfear  of  God ;  but 
>  noble  company,  when  considered  in  the  ag- 
gregate ;  and  of  a  moral  power  only  short 
of  irresistible,  if  wisely  and  steadily  acting 
toward  a  proper  point,  in  reliance  on  the 
Divine  blessing.      Nor  can  it  be   doubted, 
that  if  the  Reformed  Parliament  shall  collect 
an  increased  number  of  Members  with  feel- 
ings hostile  to  the  interests  of  True  Christi- 
anity and  Reb'gious  Ordec,  it  will  present  on 
the  other  hand  increased  facilities  for    the 
impartial  discussion  of  topics  connected  with 
the   cause   of  social  improvement,   of  hu- 
manity, and  of  pure  religion."

It  is  not  without  design  that  we  have  con- 
pled  together  slavery  and  persecution   in  the 
above  title ;  for  they  are  not  only  united  in 
the  sympathies  of  their  nature,  as  injustice 
and  impiety  were  in   the  character  of   the 
''judge  which  feared  not  God,  neither  re- 
garded man ;"  but  this  alliance  has  been  re- 
cently published  to  the  world  and  awfully 
celebrated  in  the  persecutions  of  that  unhap- 
py Island.       It  was  not  enough   that  our 
Missionaries  remained  the  silent  spectators  of 
a  system  of  oppression  most  abhorrent  to  their 
feelings ;  it  is  now  at  their  peril  any  longer  to 
proclaim  the  gospel  of  salvation  in  the  ears 
of  slaves.      Persecution  has   put   forth   her 
hand  against  them.     The  members  of  their 
churches    have   been  scattered    abroad,     as 
sheep  having  no  shepherd — their  places   of 
worship  demolished— «nd  their  liberties,  and 
even  their  lives  "  are  in  jeopardy  every  hour." 
But  why  do  the  people  thus  "rage,  and  set 
themselves  against  the  Lord  and  against  his 
anointed  ?"     May  not  slavery  and  Christian- 
ity be  allowed  to  go  hand  in  hand  through 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  colony  ?     If 
their  respective  principles  will  not  entwine, 
like  the  ivy  and  the  oak,  by  a  friendly  coal- 
escence, may  they  not  be  permitted  to  grow 
side  by  side  upon  the  sune  soil  ?   *<  No  !'*  say 
the  colonists, "  it  must  not  be ;  if  the  n^roes 
are  once  enlightened  by  the  principles  of  the 
gospel,  we  cannot  long  detain  them  in  uq<* 
righteous  bondage.     The  diffusion  of  Chris- 
tianity will  be  the  destruction  of  alavezy**.* 
We  deny  not  the  correctness  of  this  inference. 
We  disguise  not  our  conviction  that  the  most 
,  cautious  reserve  on  the  part  of  our  Mission- 
aries, with  respect  to  slavery,  will  not  prevent 
the  silent  operation  of  the  divine  principles  they 
are  diffusing  to  effect  its  overthrow.    ''  Know- 
ledge," says  Lord  Bacon,  *'  is  power,*'  and  it 
is  a  power  against  which  injustice  and  op- 
pression are  unable  to  contend.    Happy  is 
that  people  of  whom  it  may  be  said,  "  Wi»n 
dam  and    hfwwledge  shall  be  the   stability 
of  thy  times,  and  strength  of  salvation.**    But 
in  Jamaica  it  is  not  so:  ''the  vested  rights*' 
of  the  planters,  of  which  we  hear  so  much, 
it  appears,  are  secured  to  them  by  the  reign 
of  opposite  principles.     This  is  an  important 
concession  on  their  part,  but  it  is  the  truth* 
Either   the  minds  of  slaves  must  oontinue 
to  be  held  in  bondage,  or  their  bodifsa  must

So  far,  tiherefore,  it  appears,  all  parties  are 
agreed.  But  then  comes  the  alternative — 
Which  shall  be  retained  ?  and  which  shall  be 
relinquished  ?  Shall  slavery  be  cherished  and 
Christianity  expelled  ?  The  white  population 
of  Jamaica,  supported  by  its  magistracy,  have, 
alas !  decided  in  Dsivour  of  the  former.  They 
have  made  their  election, — ^they  have  acknow- 
ledged their  preference — and,  in  the  spiiit  of 
some  of  old,  they  have  cried  out,  '<  Not  this 
man  but  Barabbas,  now  JBarahbas  was  a  rob- 
ber." Yes,  the  friends  of  slavery,  we  say, 
in  their  recent  persecutions,  have  unequivo- 
cally expressed  their  preference.  It  now  re- 
mains for  the  friends  of  Christianity  to  ex- 
press theirs.  Let  them  be  as  prompt,  as  de- 
cisive, as  unanimous  as  are  tbeir  opponents. 
Let  the  enlightened  population  of  the 
British  Empire,  supported  by  an  enlightened 
government,  prove  themselves  to  be  the  un- 
compromising enemies  of  slavery,  and  the 
friends  of  those  who  are  held  in  bondage. 
'*  On  the  side  of  their  oppressors  there  is 
power** — shall  it  be  said,  '*  and  they  have  no 
comforter?" 

By  the  recent  persecution  of  our  brethren, 
intolerance  has  been  added  to  egression,  and 
those  who  have  long  trampled  on  the  rights 
of  their  fellow-man,  have  dared  to  invade  the 
pKrogativea  of  God.  **  Let  the  potsherd 
strive  with  the  p<^herds  of  the  earth,  but 
woe  unto  him  that  striveth  with  his  Maker." 
In  addition  to  the  inherent  evils  of  slavery, 
a  new  motive  has  thus  been  soppUed  to  the 
followers  of  the  Redeemer  to  seek  its  ex- 
tirpation, liet  the  friends  of  truth  and 
righteousness  then  gird  on  their  armour, 
and  ''  come  forth  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to 
&e  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty." 
The  present  is  a  crisis  in  the  history  of 
riavery.  Surdy  liie  principles  of  justaice  have 
been  long  enough  outraged — man  has  no 
right  of  property  in  his  fellow-man— and  the 
past  wrongs  azid  cruelties  inflicted  by  this 
merciless  system  may  well  suffice.  *<  The  cries 
of  them  which  have  reaped  are  entered  into 
^  ears  of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth.'*  And  shall 
not  the  supplications  of  the  righteous  ascend 
to  the  Fountain  of  Mercy,  "  that  the  man 
of  the  earth  may  no  more  oppress  ?^*  Shall 
not  Christians  oombine  their  efforts  and  their 
pnyem;—<{»iit  forth  every  power,  and  seize  on 
every  en^ent  which  sh^l  hasten  the  down&l 
€i  thi*  syatam  of  fAxnainations  ?  Let  the 
GIn&Btiaa  world  then  arise  aad  ihake  off  its 
sapineBeasy^aadiVMiYe  ia  4lie  sane  and  in 
the  strength  of  the  God  of  atemal  truth  and

Slavery  I  will  be  thy  destruction.  * 

A  paper  has  just  been  pot  into  our  hands, 
signed,  "  A  Layman,"  pointing  out  the 
mode  best  adapted  to  realize  the  object  con- 
templated in  the  preceding  observations — the 
utter  and  immediate  extirpation  of  slavery 
from  the  British  Colonies;— we  subjoin  the 
following  passage: — 

It  is  **  recommended  that  friends  t\vTO\ig)k- 
out  the  country,  avail  themselves  of  the  pre- 
sent crisis,  to  exact  a  pledge  from  parliament- 
ary candidates,  that  they  will,  in  their  places 
in  parliament,  support  the  cause  of  immediate 
emancipation.  This  pledge  should  be  de- 
manded and  received  with  distinctness,  so  as 
to  leave  no  honourable  way  of  escape  from 
the  principle  to  be  supported — ^the  methods 
to  be  adopted,  and  the  fitting  opportunity 
for  action,  being  the  only  alternatives  to  be 
left  at  the  discretion  of  the  representative. 

"  On  the  ensuing  general  election^  and  on 
every  future  election,  this  course  should  be 
pursued  with  vigour  and  perseverence.  If  a 
candidate  be  unwilling  thus  to  pledge  him- 
self, or  be  incompetent  to  form  a  decided 
judgment,  from  not  having  carefully  inves- 
tigated the  subject,  he  should  be  at  once 
rejected.  The  great  body  of  the  nation  is 
now  convinced  that  slavery  must  cease.  It 
becomes  them,  therefore,  through  the  me- 
dium of  their  representativei,  to  cause  their 
voice  to  be  heard,  and  so  heard  that  it  shall 
have  that  constitutional  influence  in  the  new 
parliament,  which,  under  the  blessing  of  God^ 
shall  lead  to  the  consummation  of  our  wishes. 
Too  long,  Idas  !  have  -the  sufferings  and  the 
Uood  of  our  fellow-sttlijects  stained  the  pages 
of  our  history,  and  now,  those  stains  have 
beoome  more  deep  and  foul,  by  an  admixture 
of  religious  persecution!  At  such  a  crisb 
of  our  affiiirs,  how  can  ministers  of  the  gos- 
pel better  subserve  the  great  cause  to  which 
their  lives  are  devoted,  than  by  taking  a 
prominent  share  in  efforts  so  just  and  mer- 
oifril  as' those  now  contemplated.  Let  them 
persevere  with  the  utmost  vigour,  and  be  as- 
sured that  in  such  a  course  of  conduct,  they 
shall  ever  meet  the  grateful  and  zealous 
co-operation  of  their  brethren  in  other  sta- 
tions. *'

Under  date  29tli  May  Mr.  Macintosh  of 
Lochgilpheard  thus  writes:-— 

**  Left  Craignish  on  Wednesday  morning. 
Walked  on  all  day-— b&d  very  few  opportu- 
nities of  speaking  to  any  about  the  concerns 
of  their  souls — and  arrived  late  in  the  even- 
ing at  Oban.  Here  the  friends  rqoioed  very 
much  at  my  arrival.  Thursday— -I  was 
fully  employed  among  the  friends.  Ezft- 
mined  one  of  the  converts  who  had  oome  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth  since  I  had  been 
there  last,  and  preached  in  the  evening  in 
Mr.  Campbell's  chapel.  I  always  find  Mr. 
C  most  obliging ;  and,  though  we  differ  in 
our  sentiments  on  baptism^  treat  each  other 
as  Christian  brethren.  I  crossed  over  on 
Friday  to  the  island  of  Cerera — ^preached 
and  examined  another  of  the  converts  who 
had  found  peace  of  mind  the  former  time  1 
was  at  Oban.  Saturday  morning^Ex- 
amined  another  candidate  for  baptism,  a 
young  girl  residing  with  her  aged  mother. 
She  ascribed  her  conviction  of  sin  and  her 
conversion  to  God,  to  the  reading  of  her 
Bible.  By  it  she  was  awakened  some  time 
last  winter,  and  found  peace  to  her  guilty 
conscience  through  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus 


roa  I  foundation  of  her  hope,  but  I  do  not  remesf« 
her  it  now.     Her  knowledge  of  the  plan  of 
salvation  was  more  extensive  than  could  be 
reasonably  expected,  and  her  Christian  ex- 
perience    very     satisfactory. — Returned    to 
Oban,  and  immediately  proceeded  to  Claigh, 
and  preached  in  the  evening  to  a  pretty  fiill 
oongr^ation.     Indeed,  I  was  astonished  to 
see  so  many  turning   out  on    a   Saturday 
evening.     Aher  sermon,  examined  two  other 
candidates  fot  baptism,  and  two  more  waited 
to  a  late  hour,  expecting  to  be  examined ; 
but,  as  the  labours  of  the  Sabbath  were  be- 
fore me,  and  the  body  required  a  little  rest, 
we  concluded  the  exercise  by  family-worship, 
and  retired  a  few  hours.     Sabbath  morning 
— Though  wearied  in  body,  yet  happy  in 
mind.     After  fiunily  worship,   we  proceeded 
to  Srointoillair,  where  we  had  an  appoint- 
ment for  noon ;  and,  about  eleven  o'dock, 
the  scene  was  truly  grand.      The  day  was 
good — the   people  flowing  from   every  di- 
rection—companies descending  the  declirities 
of  the  hills,  and  others  moving,  along  the 
valleys.     About  twelve  o'clock,  a  numerous 
audience  sat  down  on  the  grass,  the  most  of 
them  with  their  Bibles  in  their  hand,  and 
cheerful  countenances,  which  indicated  their 
anxiety  to  hear  and  witness  the  exerdaes  of 
the  dav.     We  conunenced  divine  service,  and 
preached  from  Mark  xvi.    15,  16.     I  rea- 
soned on  the  second  part  of  the  commission, 
*  Baptising  them  in  the  name,*  &C     I  ooidd 
not  discern  any  symptom  of  impatimoe,  or 
any  appearance  of  an  individual  being  olkid- 
ed.     Many  of  them   turned    up    with  me 
every  passage  quoted  in  proving  the  subjects, 
mode,  and  end  of  baptism.     After  sermon, 
we  turned  to  the  water,  and,  after  the  exam- 
ple of  Jesus,  five  individuals  went  down  into 
the  water,  and  were  baptised.     We  then  at- 
tended to  the  Lord's  supper,  when  these  con- 
verts were  received  into  the  bosom  of  the 
church.— I  preached  again  in  the  evening,  in 
Mr.  C.*s  chapel  at  Oban,  to  a  pretty  fiifl 
congregation. 

**  In  addition  to  those  I  mentioned  in  my 
bust  letter,  who  appeared  hopefol,  and  stifl 
continue  so,  I  had  a  conversation,  last  Lord's 
day  evening,  with  a  young  wcnnan,  who 
professes  to  have  been  awakened  the  Sabbath 
before  I  went  to  Oban  last.  She  appears  to 
be  in  a  very  distressed  state  of  .mind — ^has 
got  no  peace  yet.  It  is  only  the  sick  tbat 
value  a  physician ;  and  we  can,  with  a  mix- 
ture of  joy  and  sympathy,  direct  die  awaked 
sinner  to  the  I«amb  of  God.  I  hope  tke 
Lord  is  about  doing  great  dkittgs  in  the 
Highlands.  The  fields  aie  white  for  harvest 
Let  the  friends  of  Jesus  be  stimulated  to 


Christ.     She  told  me  the  passage  of  scrip-  •.  come  forth  to  the  help  of  the  Lord ;  let  eaeh 


tore  by  which  ihe  was  led  to  Jesus  as  the 


stand  foithfoUy  at  his  poat»  lahoar  wtthall 
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liis  rniglit)  and  look  to  Ood  alone  for  success. 
Many  people  are  not  only  willing,  but  anxi- 
ous to  hear,  and  woe  onto  us  if  we  keep  back 
the  bread  of  life  from  hungry  souls  !"

"  June  12,  1832. 

"  At  our  last  church-meeting  at  Tober- 
mory,  it  was  agreed  that  we  would  meet 
again  on  the  25th  March,  at  Ross-Mull,  to 
observe  the  Lord's  Supper ;  but  the  weather 
was  so  stormy  when  the  time  anived,  that 
the  ftrimds  at  Ardnamurchaa  and  at  Tober- 
mory, could  not  accompany  me,  and  I  was 
obliged  to  proceed  to  Ross  with  only  one  of 
the  brethren.  On  our  arrival  at  Ross,  se- 
veral persons  applied  to  us  for  admission  into 
the  church  ;  and  of  that  number,  6ve  were 
approved  and  baptised.  I  remained  there 
two  weeks,  and  preached  frequently  to  pretty 
lai^e  and  attentive  audiences ;  and  the  Lord 
seemed  to  bear  testimony  to  the  word  of  his 
grace ;  for  several  persons  who  were  quite 
careleK  seemed  to  be  deeply  concerned  about 
the  salvation  of  their  souls,  before  I  left  the 
place. 

''  On  Saturday  the  dth  instant,  a  consider- 
able number  of  friends  from  Ardnamurchan, 
Tiree>  Ross,  and  other  parts  of  Mull,  arrived 
at  Tobermory,  and  twenty-six  of  us  sat  down 
on  the  first  day  of  the  week  to  break  bread 
in  remembrance  ^f  our  Lord*s  death.  The 
meeting  was  not  so  numerously  attended  as 
we  expected ;  yet  I  cftn  truly  say  that  I  have 
never  aittwsded  a  more  lovely  nor  a  more  joy- 
ful meting  in  my  life. 

'   TBX   KOETUBRN   BAPTIST   EDUCATION 
SOCIETY. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  subscribers  and 
friends  of  the  Institution,  was  held  in  West- 
gate  Chapel,  Bradford,  York,  on  Wednesday* 
August  1,  1832. 

After  two  of  the  students  had  gone  through 
their  exercise^  the  report  was  read,  which 
stated  that  eighteen  young  men  had  enjoyed 
the  ptttroni^  of  the  Institution  during  the 
year,  and  that,  in  the  same  period,  several 
had  left  to  occupy  important  stations  of  mi- 
oisterial  labour. 

The  reports  presented  by  the  tutors,  and 
by  tiie  examining  committee,  were  of  a 
highly  satisfactory  nature.  The  general  good 
ccmduct,  application,  imd  attainments  of  the 
students  in  the  difierent  departments  of  study, 
were  much  to  their  credit. 

From  the  Treasurer's  statement,  it  ap- 
peared that  there  was  a  small  balance  in 
favour  of  the  Society,  but  that  this  was  oe- 
casioned,  partly  by  the  great  reduction  made 
in  the  number  of  young  men  admitted,  and 
partly  by  the  application  of  5002.  of  the 
Society's  small  capital  to  the  liquidation  of 


the  debt  last  year.  It  was  also  stated  that, 
in  order  to  maintain  the  Institution  on  its 
present  reduced  scale,  increased  contributions 
were  necessary. 

The  Rev.  W.  Copley  was  chosen  to  preach 
the  annual  sermon,  and,  in  case  of  failure, 
the  Rev.  F.  A.  Cox,  LL.D.  The  respective 
office-bearers  were  re-elected — the  general 
and  examinisg  committees  appointed — and 
various  resolutions  passed, — among  which 
was  one  of  condolence  on  the  decease  of  the 
Rev.  I.  Mann,  who  had  been  the  long-tried 
and  useful  friend  of  the  Society.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  given  to  Joseph  Hanson,  Esq.  of 
Clapham,  for  past  services  rendered  the  In- 
stitution ;  and  the  same  gentleman  was 
requested  to. succeed  Mr.  Mann,  as  the  cor- 
responding Secretary  for  London  and  its  vi- 
cinity. 

The  next  general  annual  meeting  was 
appointed  to  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  August,  1833. 

FIRB  AT  BRADVINCU,  DXVOMSHiax, 

July  18,  1832. 

An  alarming  and  destructive  fire  broke 
out  this  jnoming  in  the  Town  of  Bradninch, 
which  has  totally  destroyed  forty-eight 
dwelling  houses,  whereby  a  great  many  poor 
families  have  been  rendered  houseless,  and 
reduced  to  the  greatest  state  of  distress. 

This  awful  fire  has  been  attended  with  an 
immense  loss  of  property,  and  the  sacrifice 
of  human  life.  Severd  persoiu  have  alao 
been  much  injured. 

A  Baptist  Chapel  and  a  School-Room 
adjoining  (just  erected  at  a  great  expense) 
where  upwards  of  150  poor  children  were 
taught  on  the  sabbath,  have  been  reduced 
to  ashes. 

A  subscription  was  immediately  entered 
into  for  the  relief  of  the  sufierers,  and  the 
further  contributions  of  the  charitable  are 
earnestly  solicited.

and  18th,  1832.  Sermons  were  preached  l^  | 
brother  HameM,  of  Bridlington  (Ps.  ciL  | 
16);  Brother  HcPheanon,  of  Hull  (2 
Kings,  ii.  14).  Snbject  of  the  circolar — 
'*  The  cauMB  ofdecleniirm,  and  the  beat  meaas 
of  promoting  a  rcrival  of  religion  in  the 
churches,**  drawn  up  by  Brother  Evans. 
State  of  the  chnrches--bapti8ed  62,  by  letter 
7,  restored  8,  dismtned  8,  deaths  11,  ex- 
cluded 8,  eUar  increase  50.  A  society  was 
also  formed  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  of 
the  ministers  connected  with  the  Association. 
At  the  close  of  the  public  Meeting  for  the 
Itinerant  Society  connected  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, the  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously adopted :  — 

«That  this  Meeting  deeply  sympathises  with 
{he  Baptist  Missionaries  in  the  West  Indies, 
in  the  sufferings  which  a  cruel  persecution 
has  recently  brought  upon  them :  and  as  it  is 
conceived  that  these  sufferings  have  resulted 
from  the  ^stem  of  Vegro  Slavery,  this  meet- 
ing would  wish,  in  every  possible  way,  to  op- 
pose that  system  :  particularly  by  withholding 
their  votes  from  those  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment, who  will  not  pledge  themselves  to  the 
tmm  ef  immediate  emandpation.  This 
MootiBg;  would  also  express  its  readiness  to 
aid)  according  to  its  ability,  towards  the  re- 
buUding  of  the  Chapels  and  the  renewal  of 
Missionary  effort  in  the  island  of  Jamaica.** 

The  interesting  decision  of  the  Association 
was  closed  by  the  eelebrafSon  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  Brother  Evans  presided.  Brother 
Marston  addressed  the  Members  of  the 
Church,  and  Brother  McPhearson  the  spec- 
tators.

KXV.  DB..  ADAM  CLABKX. 

This  melaneholy  and  unexpected  event  oc- 
curred at  a  quarter  past  eleven  o'clock  on 
Sunday  night,  26th  inst.  and  was  occasioned 
by  the  mysterious  disease  to  which  so  many 
of  all  classes  have  fallen  a  saci'ifice.  The 
venerable  Doetor  was  expected  to  preach  at 
Bayswater  on  Sunday  morning,  and,  as  usual, 
a  large  congregation  was  assembled  to  hear 
him;  but  while  they  were  lost  in  conjectures 
as  to  the  cause  of  their  disappointuient,  in- 
telligence  arrived  that  he  had  been  taken  sud- 
denly ill  and  was  not  expected  to  survive  the 
attack.  Mr.  Walmcsl^  preached  in  his 
stead,  and  alluded  to  the  melancholy  cir- 
cumstance in  an  a£fecting  manner.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  doctor  had  been  relaxed  as  to 
his  bowels  for  a  Week  past,  and  that  he  was 
attadced  with  ahraing  symptoms  about  six 


o'dock  on  Sonday  nomii^.  AD  that 
be  done  by  the  united  skill  and  exertion  of 
several  medical  attendants  was  don^  but  hu- 
man effirat  proved  unavailing. 

Thus  siiddenly  died  this  great  and  excel- 
lent man,  a  man  who  had  passtd  throogh  a 
long  life  in  remarkable  exemption  from  the 
multitudinous  diseases  incident  to  human  na- 
ture— "  broke  by  sickness  in  a  day.**  The 
doctor  was  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age,  and  had 
been  for  more  than  hsdf  a  century  one  of  the 
brightest  ornaments  of  the  respectable  deno- 
mination to  which  he  belonged. 

On  the  28th  ult.,  after  a  short  illoess,  EExa, 
the  wife  of  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Soule  of  Lewes; 
highly  esteemed  and  deeply  regretted  in  the 
circle  of  her  acquaintance.  We  hope  to  be 
able  to  present  our  readers  with  some  further 
particulars  of  this  excellent  individual  in  a 
future  number.

Bociety  which,  for  so  long  a  period,  I  have  cherished  and  promoted  to  the  best  of  my 
ability. 

In  reference  to  my  conduct  in  haying  opposed  the  Goyemment  plan  of  education 
for  Ireland,  In  the  fiionthly  Chronicle,  I  shall  repeat  what  I  published,  while  out  of 
office,  in  a  pamplet,  entitled,  **  Protestantism  succumbing  to  Popery,*'  &c. — (p.  5.) 
**  If  the  Irish  Chronicle  were  intended  to  commonicate  the  inteUigettee  merely  of 
that  Society,  then  he  [the  Secretary]  docs  not  attempt  to  ymdioate  himself  against 
the  charge  of  haying  made  an  <  unwarrantable  use  of  the  official  publication  of  the 
Baptist  Irish  Society,  by  attacking  the  plan  of  Government  education  in  Ireland,* 
But  if  that  official  oigan,  which  he  acknowledges  it  is^  was  intended  to  promote  the 
intere$t»  qf  the  Society,  according  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  Secretaries,  upon  whom 
the  conductiog  it  deyolred,  then  to  haye  defended  the  doctrine*  qf  the  Rqformatidn, 
which  the  Society  was  formed  to  propagate,  is  not  at  variance,  but  in  entire  accord- 
ance  with  its  avowed  design ;  and  under  that  impression  he  wrote  the  article  which 
has  given  to  several  persons  so  much  offence  j  the  sentiments  of  wbidi  he  will  not 
retract.  To  avoid  the  possibility  of  the  Committee  being  at  all  implicated,  he  affixed 
hb  usual  signature  to  that  article.  But  as  it  appears  a  majority  of  the  Committee 
disapprove  of  those  sentiment^  he  will  not  again  use  the  organ  of  the  Society  to  defend 
them.'* 

.  I  hope  this  explanation  will  fully  prove  that  neither  the  Committee,  nor  the  Society, 
were  committed  by  the  expression  which  I  gave  to  my  opinions  in  the  Chronicle ; 
and,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  necessary  *  they  should,  by  a  public  official  act,  disavow 
the  political  opinionift  of  its  Secretary  in  the  May  and  June  numbers,  and  declare 
itself  to  be  nentral.'  As  the  CommiHee  had  no  participation  in  the  act,  why  should 
they  be  required  to  disavow  my  opInioQS,  especially  as  I  have  publicly  declared  that 
I  wiU,  in  future,  confine  myself  to  the  communication  of  intelligence  in  the  pages  of 
the  Irish  Chronicle?  My  only  reason  for  resigning  the  office  of  Secretary,  was,  be* 
cause  1  considered  that  I  had  lost  the  ces^fidenoe  of  the  Committee;  but  as  that  impres* 
•ion  has  been  now  satiafoctorlly  removed,  I  again  devote  myself  to  the  business  of  the 
Society,  without  seeking  or  expecting  any  other  reward  than  the  pleasure  of  assisting 
to  promote  the  object  orighially  avowed— -<<  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  in  Ireland."

New  York.  The  report  firom  that  city  is  iocieasingly  distiessiBg :  there  w^ere  160  new- 
eases,  and  94  deaths,  in  twenty-four  hours,  on  Moaday !  If  it^doas  net  <ason  decline,  er  if 
it  spreads  tor  odier  places  in  my  contemplated  route,  I  fear  it  will  greatly  hinder  my  saocssii 
sod  may  compel  me  to  return  earlier  than  I  intended^  but  you  mi^  depend  1  will  do  what 
I  can,  and  not  leave  until  I  find  it  useless  to  conidnue.  **6,  Davis." 


From  the  Rev,  Mr.  Yhomas,  to  the 
Seeretariet. 

JKUrush,  July  19,  1832. 
.  Mt  Dear  F&iekds, 

t  am  now  in  the  western  part  of  the 
comity  of  Oare,  and'have  preached  in  several 
places  whmh  were  quite  destitute  of  the  gospel. 
I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Linrd  haa 
ble88e4  his  own  Word,  which  he  has  pro- 
mised^'* shall  not  return  to  him  void:'*  to  his 
promises  we  must  look,  and  on  his  power 
we  must  rely  for  the  accomplishment  of  his 
gracious  purpose,  which  he  purposed  in  Christ 
Jestis  before  the  world  began. 

I  went  to  Rahinisky,  about  eight  miles  west 
firom  Kilrush,  and  preached  to  a  good  and  very 
attentive  congregation;  a  great  number  of 
whOBi  came  some  miles,  and  crossed  and  re- 
crossed  a  wide  and  dangereous  ferry,  the  last 
three  Lord's  day  evenings,  to  hear  me  preach 
at  Caher  Oslla :  I  was  not  a  little  surprised, 
as  die  weather,  two  of  the  eveniogs,  were 
very  tempestuous,  and  they  were  obliged  to 
come  in  an  old  boat.  There  were  such  a 
crowd  that  the  farm-house  could  not  hold 
them,  and  I  preached  in  the  open  air. 

The  last  Lord's  day  evening,  my  subject 
was  on  the  opening  ^of  the  heart  of  Lydia. 


When  I  came  to  a  certain  part  of  the  sermon, 
viz. -on  the  heart  being  shut  against  the  suf- 
fering love  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  I  was  much 
affected  at  seeing  a  great  part  pf  the  congre-' 
gation  in  a  shower  of  tears,  and  the  rest 
deeply  solemnized,  with  their  faces  to  the 
ground.  I  hope  the  Lord  opened  many 
hearts.  I  repeatedly  preached  to  a  house  foil 
of  poor  people  at  Bog  Mount;  and,  on  my 
way  to  it,  I  oen^recf  to  address  a  number  of 
people  who  were  worshipping  at  a  well  in 
''honour  of  Saint  Simon.*'  More  debasing 
idolatry  there  is  not  in  the  world ;  nor  does 
any  heathen  nation  require  the  gospel  and 
the  power  of  God  more  to  destroy  the  in- 
fluence of  Popish  priestcraft — the  worst  of 
all  ci'aft.  Since  I  commenced  this  letter,  I 
preached  at  Cappa,  near  Kilrush,  where  I 
have  preached  the  last  three  Lord's  day  morn- 
ings, and  where  nothing  but  darkness  prevails. 
The  Society  School  at  Kilrush  was  most 
flourishing — 157  scholars  until  the  cholera 
set  in,  when  many  of  the  people  and  their 
children  fled  from  the  town.  I  trust  it  will 
soon  flourish  again.  O,  my  dear  friends,  the 
righteous  displeasure  of  the  Lord  has  been 
manifest:  more  than  1000  of  our  poor 
fellow-creatures  in  the  city  t)f  Limerick  have 
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been  swept  intp  eternity  in  lew  ihan  lerea 
treekfly  and  more  than  8077  hospital  eases 
np  to  last  week,  besides  those  in  private 
bouses.  I  was  credibly  informed  that  bslf 
lbs  inhabitimts  of  Snnis,  the  princq^  town 
of  CSarej  have  been  cut  down  that  remained ; 
and  many  of  those  who  fled^  took  it  with 
them  and  died.  The  small  town  of  Clare 
got  a  dreadfnl  sweeping — it  is  going  on  in 
s  twrifie  way  in  many  plaoes.  We  are  still 
praservedy  the  Lord  be  praised  for  his  great 
goodness  and  merdAil  care.       W.  Thokas.

Mountshannonf  July  2S,  1888. 
.  EmnucD  SiRSy 

I  am  again  in  mercy  pennitted  to  address 
you ;  I  have,  since  my  last,  itinerated  through 
parts  of  the  counties  of  Galway  and  Clare. 
Immediately  after  my  return  firom  the  county 
Tipperary>  I  went  into  the  county  Galway, 
and  remained  there  ten  days,  during  which 
tiune  I  preached  eighteen  sermons  in  various 
villages  to  wit,  Luscan,  Qonooe,  Woodford, 
BalmakiU,  Lyss,  &c.  On  my  return,  I  only 
stayed  to  preach  once  at  Balanagouch,  and 
twice  at  Mbuntsbannon;  and  went  to  visit 
tbe  Schools  and  preach  through  many  parts 
of  the  county  Caace.  J  left  this  on  the  16th 
instant;  I  was  so  fiunt  and  weary  that  I 
was  constrained  to  hire  a  horse ;  and  went 
to  Monntpelier  and  inspected  the  male  and 
female  Sdiools  there.  The  male  School  is 
in  a  very  flourishing  state,  though  many  dif* 
fieulties  present  thraiselves  at  present;  there 
are  90  on  the  list,  and  there  were  86  pre- 
sent :  the  master,  a  Romanist,  appears  to  be 
doing  his  duty,  for  the  children  read  and 
repeated  the  Scriptures  fluently.  I  next 
vent  to  Ardnacrusha*  within  one  mile  of 
Limerick,  and  preached  there  in  the  police 
barrack  to  a  good  congr^tion  at  night; 
and  in  the  momiog  went  into  Limerick, 
visited  many  of  my  former  acquaintances 
lliere,  rode  back  to  Broadford  (nine  miles), 
and  preached  there  at  night,  and  in  the 
morning,  to  good  oongr^tions,  who  were 
unanimous  in  making  arrangementi  to  have 
me  visit  them,  if  possible,  once  a  fortnight. 
I  next  rode  to  Newmarket,  visiting  Calaghan's 
Ifills  and  Kilkishin,  and  preached  in  the 
evening  at  a  man's  house  (named  John  Mo- 
lony)  to  a  good  congx^ation.  I  never  saw 
in  my  life  more  tears  at  one  time  than  I 
witnessed  on  that  occasion,  while  I  endea- 
voured to  set  before  them  the  love  and  suf- 
ferings of  Jesus  Christ.  I  preached  the  next 
morning  at  Major  Coltpoys,  and  such  was 
tlie  visible  desire  nianifested  by  the  people, 
that  the  major  requested  me  to  stop  till 
twelve  o*clocl^  and  that  he  would  give  them 
an  hour  to  hear  again,  which  I  did.

.haa  not  been  able  to  speak  in  so  favourable 
•ieras  as  in  MMneifonMr  yeaisi  owing  to  the 
in&'nities  and  frvquent  iUnesses  of  the  aged 
-flchool  mistreaa,  mmI  to  the  difficulty  of  ob- 
taining «uutaUe  ffohstitutesducing  her  abaence 
.from  the  school.  The  attainments  of  some 
of  the  Bchtlani  hnve^  nevettheless,  been  very 
pleaaing.  They  have  learned  to  read  the 
Testamenty  and  have  .committed  to  memory 
the  Second  Catechism,  in  Bengalee  :  a  book 
-that  oontainw  a  comprehensive  vieiv  of  the 
facts,  dootooes,  and  practical  parts  of  the 
Chriatian  system.  To  these  acquiaitiona  may 
be  added  writing,  and  some  knowledge  of 
Geography. 

No.  2.  This  school  is  situated  near  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Yatea,  and  enjoys  the  ad- 
vantages  of  her  immediate  inspection ;  it  was 
estaUiahed  about  eighteen  montha  since. 
Jt  has,  in  regular  attendance,  from  fifty  to 
aixty  children.  About  ten  of  them  can  nad 
in  the  *  First  Reading  Book,*  and  two  in  the 
Xaatameat.  The  others  are  learnbg  the  al- 
phabet, compound  letters,  &c.,  and  £ot  the 
•time  they  have  been  in  the  school,  have  made 
aatia&ctory  progress.  Two  of  the  Hurcarrah 
women  are  learning  to  read,  and  as  they  learn, 
help  in  teaching  others. 

No,  S«  Thia  institution  continnes  to  yield 


much  aatis&ction  to  our  anperinleiitet, 
though  sickness  and  death  here,  as  in  other 
schools,  have  thinned  the  numbers,  and  re- 
tarded improvement.  The  first  class,  in  thia 
school,  are  reading  the  Gospel  of  Luke,  and 
learning  Pearson's  Geography,  having  pre- 
viously gone  through  anoUier  book  on  the 
same  subject.  They  have  also  leamt,  b^ 
art,  a  poetical  tract,  entitled  "  The  Aline  qS 
Salvation,"  and  are  going  through  another, 
denominated  Scriptural  Instruction.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year,  three  children  that  had 
made  very  pleasing  attainments,  have  left  the 
school ;  it  is  hoped  that  the  knowledge  thegr 
kave  gained  wifl  not  be  lost  upon  them : 
another,  who  could  read  in  Henry  and  his 
Bearer,  has  been  removed  by  death.  SeveriA 
little  girls  of  this  school  can  do  plain  seW' 
iing  very  neatly. 

No.  4.  The  nunri)er  of  childrm  under  in- 
struction in  thia  seminary  is  about  twenty, 
who  appear,  from  the  last  Report  received,  to 
be  getting  on  in  a  satiafiictoty  manner.  Tfae 
books  with  which  their  attention  has  been 
occupied,  are  the  Borno  Mala,  First  Reading 
Bode,  Mother  and  Daughter,  Sec(md  Cate- 
chism, Scriptural  Instruction,  and  some 
others.  Two  children,  who  had  made  gra^ 
itifying  progress,  have  disappointed  the  hopea 
cherished  respecting  them,  by  leaving  the 
school. 

No.  5.  This  school  su£fered  much  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  by  the  absence  of  the 
master  for  a  loi^  time,  who  obtained  leave 
for  a  few  days  only,  to  visit  his  8i(&  mother^ 
but  did  not  return  for  several  weeks:  on 
resuming  his  work  again,  the  school  some- 
what revived,  but  to  the  date  of  the  Super- 
intendent's Report,  it  did  not  give  her  the 
satisfaction  she  could  desire.  The  childimi 
.under  instruction  here  are  about  sixteen. 

No.  6.  With  r^ard  to  this  school  it  ia 
painful  to  the  Committee  to  be  under  the 
necessity  of  reporting  unfavourably  of  its 
condition.  As,  however,  much  in  eveiy 
pursuit,  and  especially  in  promoting  female 
educatipn,  dep^ids  on  perseverance ;  and  as 
the  establishment  of  a  school  necessarily  .in- 
curs a  good  deal  of  expense,  it  has  appeared 
better  for  a  time  to  struggle  with  difficulties, 
S  tf 
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than  hastUy  to  abandoa  the  ichool,  although 
hitherto  unpropitious.  It  is  atlll  hoped  tlut 
its  condition  will  improve.

No,  7.    The  Central  School. 

According  to  the  intimation  given  in  the 
last  Report,  that  a  change  would  probably 
take  place  in  the  ensuing  year  in  some  of  the 
schools,  with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  a  more 
efficient  mode  of  instruction  than  was  then 
pursued,  the  schools  situated  in  this  neigh- 
•bourhood,  t.  e.  the  Broadmead)  the  PhUa- 
delphia,  the  Nailsworth,  the  Glasgow,  the 
Maze  Pond,  the  Boston,  and  the  Boardman 
Schools  have  been  broken  up*,  and  the  chil- 
dren belonging  to  them,  brought  together 
into  one  establishment,  bearing  the  name  of 
the  Central  School.     This  measure  had,  for 


•  On  the  giving  up  the  schools  at  Ghitpore 
'for  the  formation  of  the  Central  School,  the 
Committee  resolved  (as  they  had  long  wished 
to  do)  to  suppress  the  names  by  which  the 
schools  under  their  superintendence  had,  to 
that  period,  been  distinguished;  a  measure 
.which  they  feel  persuaded  will  be  attended 
with  great  advantage  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  object  they  have  in  view.  The  generous 
friends  who  have  hitherto  subscribed  for  the 
support  of  particular  schoots,  wiU  not,  how- 
ever, from  this  measure,  have  any  reason  to 
feel  less  interest  in  the  cause  of  native  fe- 
male education.  By  adverting  to  the  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Society,  it  will  be  seen, 
•that  the  average  number  of  children  belong- 
.iag  to  a  school,  has  been  about  20 ;  and  as  the 
total  number  of  children  under  instruction  is 
560  (which  is,  at  the  average  above  men- 
tioned, equal  to  87  schools)*  the  friends  at 
Bristol  (Broadmead),  Bath,  Shortwood, 
Tewkesbury,  Monmouthshire,  Glasgow,  Maze 
Pond,  Liverpool,  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Read- 
ing, Leicester,  Leeds,  Newcastle,  and  the 
Potteries,  Birmingham,  (Cannon  Street,  and 
Bond  Street),  Boston,  Salem,  and  Philadel- 
phia, in  all  19  Auxiliaries,  may  respectively 
consider  themselves  as  educating  20  children, 
as  formerly,  while  the  remaining  170  chil- 
dren, or  eight  Schools,  must  be  considered  as 
supported  from  other  sources,  such  as  the 
contiibution  of  Mr.  Deakin,  Mrs.  Farwcll, 
Mrs.  Batcheller,  the  Whitchurch  family,  and 
the  small  sums  which  are  contributed  to  the 
general  purposes  of  female  education,  in 
.  Great  Britain  and  India.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  statement  will  satisfactorily  account  for 
the  use  of  figures,  instead  of  names,  in  the 
notices  of  the  schools  in  this  Report. 


several  reasons,  long  been  thought  denrafale^ 
but  was  deferred,  pardy  on  account  of  an 
unwillingness  to  relinquish  the  small  schools, 
until  their  patrons,  in  £ngland  and  America, 
had  been  apprised  of  the  wish  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  time  allowed  to  forward  their 
sentiments  respecting  it :  and  partly  through 
doubts  of  the  practicability  of  success.  As, 
however,  none  of  the  supporters  of  the 
schools  in  question  have  expressed  an  objec- 
tion to  the  changes  contemplated,  and  as  a 
favorable  period  presented  itself  for  the  exe- 
cution of  the  plan,  in  the  month  of  April 
last,  the  above  mentioned  schools  were  closed, 
and  the  Central  School  opened.  At  first,  as 
might  be  expected,  the  teachers  employed  in 
the  former  schools  refused  to  jigree  to  the 
conditions  of  the  new  one,  supposing  that 
their  interests  might  be  injured  thereby;  bat 
after  standing  out  for  a  few  days,  they  all 
assented,  and  the  Superintendent  had  the 
pleasure  of  witnessing  the  commencement  of 
the  school,  with  about  seventy  children. 

The  experience  of  several  weeks  having 
sliewn  that  the  plan  was  practicable,  and 
that  there  was  every  prospect  of  success,  it 
was  judged  advisable  to  erect  a  suitable 
school  room,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  Jane  a 
commodious  building  was  opened,  capable  of 
containing  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
children. 

Respecting  the  attendance  ef  the  children, 
the  Committee  are  happy  to  say,  th«t  it  has 
exceeded  their  most  sanguine  expectations. 
From  the  opening  of  the  new  sidiool  it>om,  to 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  nambers  that  have 
been  daily  present  have  averaged  about  one 
hundred  and  thirty,  which,  withovt  doabt, 
far  exceeds  the  aggregate  attendance  in  the 
schools  that  have  been  relinqvidied. 

The  progress  of  the  children,  the  Com- 
mittee are  happy  to  say,  is  decidedly  grati- 
fying. 

The  first  class,  which  contains  seven  chil- 
dren, have  read  through,  repeatedly,  the 
Sobdo  Mala,  the  Gospel  of  Alatthew,  the 
History  of  Joseph,  and  are  now  engaged  in 
going  through  Pearson's  Geography :  hence 
the  number  of  pages  read  by  these  children, 
within  eight  months,  is  not  less  than  200; 
consequently,  they  can  now  read  at  sight, 
with  ease,  any  book  not  more  difficult  than 
those  above  mentioned.  Two  of  the  girls  of 
thu  class,  have  recently  been  promoted  as 
monitors.  The  other  classes  according  to  their 
standing,  have  made  corresponding  {Mmgress. 
The  second  class,  containing  10  children,  are 
reading  the  Gospel  of  Matthew  a  third  time. 
The  third  class,  consisting  of  8  children,  are 
engaged  with  the  Sobdo  Mak.  The  fi>nrth 
class,  of  10  children,  are  reading  the  First 
Reading  Book.     The  remaining  classes  are  in 
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die  Alphabet  and  the  compound  fetfeen.  In 
addition  to  what  they  have  done  at  school, 
several  of  the  children  have  committed  to 
memory,  at  home,  a  good  number  of  Hynms, 
portioos  of  Catechism,  and  Poetical  Tracts; 
for  these  voluntary  extra  lessons  they  are  re- 
warded. Writing- also  is  taught  in  six  of  the 
classes ;  about  half  an  hour,  daily,  is  spent  in 
this  exercise ;  the  first  class  write  in  copy 
books,  the  rest  oa  tins.  For  about  a  quarter  of 
an  hour,  before  the  school  closes,  the  whole  of 
the  children  are  taught  the  Addition,  Multi- 
plication, and  other  tables  of  weights  and 
measures,  current  in  the  country. 

Having,  therefore,  met  with  more  than  an- 
ticipated success,  the  committee  trust  that 
the  meaaure  will  meet  with  decided  approba* 
^on;  since  while  much  has  been  gained, 
nothing 'of  the  former  schools  has  been  lost, 
but  their  names. 

SULKSA. 

Superintendent.^ — ^Mrs.  Thohas. 

N04.  8.  In  order  the  better  to  promote 
its  prosperity,  the  Superintendent  has  kindly 
allowed  this  school  to  be  conducted  on  her 
own  premises.  The  following  is  an  extract 
from  her  Rq>ort  of  its  progress,  to  the 
middle  of  July ;  a  subsequent  Report  at  the 
dose  of  the  year,  gives  not  quite  so  favorid»le 
an  aeeount  of  its  condition,  in  ronsequence  of 
the  death  of  its  teadier. 

<«  The  number  of  ehildrsn,  whose  names 
are  on. the  list,  in  the  school  at  Sulkea,  is 
thirty-one;  bnt  out  of  this  number  not  more 
t>vin  from  eighteen  to  twenty  are  in  daily 
attendance*  Of  these,  six  oan  read  and  spell 
the  fust  Lessons;  they  have  likewise  read  a 
little  in  ''  Conversations  between  a  Mother 
and  her  Daughter;"  they  can  also  repeat 
about  half  the  First  Catechism  tolerably  well. 
Five  other  children  have  begun  to  spellt  the 
rest  are  still  in  the  alphabets  Most  of  the 
children  are  very  young,  yet  some  of  them 
are  very  interesting;  appear  much  pleased 
with  coming  to  school,  and  seem  desirous  to 
improve  in  their  learning.  Four  of  the  elder 
girb,  who  were  my  first  scholars,  and  had 
learned  to  read  very  nicely,  have  left  the 
schooL*' 

CUTWA. 

Superintendent. — Mils.  W.  Ca&by. 
Four  Schools. 
No.  9.  The  first  class  in  this  school, 
have  read  the  Gospels  once,  and  both  parts 
of  the  Neeti  Kotha.  They  have  committed 
to  memory  the  First  and  Second  Catechisms, 
and  *'  Mother  and  Daughter,"  and  are 
reading  the  Gospels  a  second  time ;  they 
write  also  portions  from  books  and  letters. 
The  2nd  class  have  finished   reading   both 


patts  of  the  Neeti  Kotha,  and  Mother  and 
Daughter;  are  now  reading  the  parables, 
and  committing  to  memory  the  first  cate- 
chism. The  other  cbsses  are  making  cor- 
responding progress.  The  number  of  child- 
ren in  this  school  is  86. 

No.  10.  The  first  class  here  having  fin- 
ished two  or  three  other  easier  books,  are 
now  reading  the  gospels,  and  committing  to 
memory  the  second  catechism.  The  second 
class  having  finished  the  Primer,  The  Mother 
and  Daughter,  and  the  1st  part  of  tie  Neeti 
Kotha,  are  reading  the  8nd  part  of  the  Neeti 
Kotha,  and  committing  to  memory  the  First. 
Catechism.  The  3rd,  4th,  5th,  and  6ih 
classes  are  engaged  with  the  Spdling  Book. 
The  more  advanced  girls  of  this  school  write 
on  paper,  the  rest  on  leaves  aod  on  the 
ground.     The  number  of  scholars  is  87. 

No.  1 1.     The  1st  cbss  of  this  school  are 
now  reading  the  Gospels  a  second  time,  hav- 
ing read  also  the  Life  and  Death  of  Lady  Jane 
Grey,  and  Little  Henry  and  his  fiearer;  and 
committed '  to  memory  the  First  and  S^ond 
Catechisms.     The  2nd  class  have  finished 
reading  the  Spelling,  and  1st  Redding  Book, 
saxd  have  commenced  others  more  difficult. 
The   number  of  children  is  88. 
.  No.  12.     In  this  school  the  Gospels,  as  far 
as  the  commencement  of  John,  have  been  gone 
through  by  the  Ist  doss;  they  haVe  read  other 
books  besides^  tad  committed  to  memory  the 
First  Catechism.     Both  parts  of  the  Neeti 
Kotha,  with  Mother  and  Daughter,  have  been 
read  by  the  2nd  class.     They  have  also  com- 
menced the  Parables,  and  are  committing  to 
memoiy  the    Second  Catechism.     The   re- 
maining classes  have  made  equally  pleasing 
progress.   A  young  woman  attends  this  school, 
who  was  brought  here  by  her  husband ;  on 
loaving  her,  he  gave  strict  orders  to  the  teacher 
to  take  pains  with  her,  and  make  her  a  pro- 
ficient in  learning.     She  has  accordingly,  at- 
tended very   regularly  ever  since,  and  has 
made  rapid  .progress.     This  incident  proves 
that  natives  are  beginning  to  perceive  that 
learning  is  valuable  to  females,  as  w  ell  as  to 
men.     The  superintendent  aptly  observes : 
^*  1(  all  native  husbands  had  as  much  sense 
as  the  above  person,  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
for  the  poor  women." 


Beerbhoom. 
Superintendent. — Mrs.'WiLLiAMsoK. 
Five  schools. 
Of  the  particular  condition  of  the  several 
schools  at  this  station  the  committee  can  give 
no  distinct  account.      The  following  extract 
of  a  letter  from  Mrs.  W, ,  which  refers  to  them 
collectively  only,  will  be  read  with  interest. 

"  Including  the  christian,  we  have  at  this' 
station  d  schools,  the  average  attendance  ia 
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rary  munarous  «Bd  vtoy  IriU ;  I  have  ften 
many  «f  them,  but  I  never  had  afty  coxdidu- 
ncatiMt  with  them  until  my  veceot  visit  to 
Bhaagulpore^  where  they  moet  frequently 
eomc.  Feetinf^  that  •omethiug  ought  to  be 
attempted  on  their  behalf,  I  have  procured 
one  of  them  who  imderetanda  a  good  deal  of 
Hindooathaneey  to  come  and  live  with  me; 
and  with  him  I  have  wt  down  to  learn  hia 
gibberish.  I  am  getting  on  a  little  ;  and  if 
I  can  only  prevail  on  him  to  become  tame, 
and  not  run  off  to  has  hilla^  I  think  I  shall, 
in  time,  pick  up  their  language:  could  I 
master  this  point,  I  would  then  endeavoui*  to 
penetrate  into  their  wild  recesses,  and  lift  up 
the  standard  of  the  cross.  A  Mr.  Christian, 
a  fiew  years  ago,  of  the  Propagation  Society, 
went  several  times  among  them ;  but  he  fell 
»  victim  to  the  climate  b^re  he  had  time  to 
be  of  much  use.  It  u  only  at  certain  seasons 
of  the  year  that  any  European  can,  but  at  the 
risk  of  hia  life,  ascend  the  hills. 

Our  congregations  are  as  much  thronged 
as  every  but  little  is  doing  efiectually.  1  am 
ofientimes  greatly  distressed  at  the  want  of 
sttcceflSy  and  ready  to  fear  that  God  is  angry 
with  me,  and  will  not  use  me  as  an  instrument 
of  good  in  his  hand.  Gould  I  see  the  people 
converted,  I  think  I  should  be  happy ;  but  I 
am  not  happy.  Yet  I  would  not  give  up  my 
work;  and  never,  whilst  I  can  move  my 
tongue,  shall  I  return  to  England,  umlesa  you 
imperatively  call  me* 

JAMAICA. 


We  readily  comply  with  the  request  of  our 
esteemed  brother,  Mr.  Knibb,  by  inserting 
the  following  Resolution,  passed  by  our  Mis- 
sionaries, assembled  in  Kingston  on  the  11  th 
of  April  last,  in  reference  to  his  voyage  to 

England : — 

"  Considering  fbe  f resent  dlstresRed  jtate  of 
oorMiHion-^theimpoBtlMlity  of  occupying  seve- 
ral of  our  stations — the  consequent  redundancy 
of  Missionaries — ^tlie  manifest  Improljahility  of 
oMsltting  redress  berf,*— we  deem  it  expedient. 
for  tbe  jast  revresentation  of  our  wrongs,  and 
tJie  advancement  of  tbe  Society's  funds,  that  one 
of  our  brethren  be  appointed  as  a  deputation  to 
proceed  forthwitb  to  Bnirland,  to  set  ander  the 
direstion  of  the  oosiniiueet  and  (bat  brother 
Knibb.  on  account  of  bii*  intimate  acquaintance 
with  the  Mission  In  the  disturbed  part  of  the 
Island,  and  bis  knowledge  of  circnmstsnces Im- 
mediately cMineeted  with  the  rebellion,  be  ap< 
pointed  for  that  purpose." 

Letters  have  just  arrived  from  several  of 

our  brethren  in  the  Island,  from  which  we 

had  intended  to  make  extracts ;  but  the  late 

period  at  which  we  are  preparing  for  the 

preas»  and  the  variety  of  intelligence  of  other 

kinds  already  set  up  for  the  present  Herald, 

compel  ua  to  give  a  mere  outline  of  their 

sontenta* 


Sam.  Sharpe,  who  was  tho  prioc^  in- 
stigator of  the  late  tumultuous  rising,  was 
executed  at  Montego  Bay  on  the  SOth  of 
May;  attesting,  with  his  last  breath,  the 
innocence  of  the  missionaries;  and  owning 
that,  had  he  listened  to  their  instructions^ 
he  never  would  have  eome  to  that  awful  end. 

It  was  rumoured  in  Kingston  that  direc- 
tions had  been  received  from  the  Colonial 
Office,  to  prosecute  all  who  had  been  engaged 
in  demelialung  the  chapels;  on  which  the 
Camrant  asks — "  Does  Lord  Goderich  really 
wish  to  make  himself  more  truly  ridiculous 
than  he  has  already  done,  by  his  total  igno* 
ranee  of  the  stote  of  the  Colonies  ?  Let  the 
attempt  be  mad^  and  we  shall  report  the 
issue — ^we  know  what  the  result  must  be.*' 

A  few  days  after  this  insolent  taunt,  a 
practical  explanation  was  given  of  its  mean- 
ing. Bills  were  preferred  against  several 
persons  for  the  offences  in  question,  but  th« 
grand  jury  ignored  them  aU.  Not  content 
with  this,  the  grand  jury  of  Cornwall  actually 
ignored  the  bUl  sent  in  to  them,  against  the 
ruffians  who  entered  the  dwelling-house  of 
Mr.  BlebytWesleyas  Missionaiy^at  Falmouth, 
assaulted  him  and  his  family,  tarred  him  and 
his  infent  child,  and  then  attempted  to  set 
him  on  fire !  Well  may  the  editor  of  the 
Watehman  remark — '<  This  act  of  the  grand 
jury  will  shew  the  people  of  England,  Scot- 
land, and  Ireland,  that,  in  Jamaica,  redress 
for  mob  violence  is  not  to  be  obtained  by  a 
Briton  and  a  white  man ;  and  this  being  the 
case,  they  may  easily  omceive  what  sort  of 
redress  the  lHaek  fitv€$  are  likely  to  receive 
for  the  persecution  and  oppression  th^  are 
called  upon  to  endure  for  conscience  sake.*' 

But  the  coloniste  do  not  content  themselveo 
with  thus  openly  denying  justice  }— they  avow 
their  unchanged  determination  to  oppose  the 
"  Sectarians*'  to  the  utmost.  On  June  16th, 
a  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Ann's;  Jas. -Lau- 
rence Hilton,  colonel  of  the  militia,  a  magia- 
trate,  and  member  of  Assembly,  iu  the  chair; 
at  which  it  was  "  resolved,  collectively  and 
individually,  to  use  all  means  in  their  power 
to  expel  the  Sectarian  preachers,  and  wiU 
hazard  their  Uvea  in  fulfilling  an  object  so 
necessary,"  &c.  Nine  days  after,  a  similar 
meeting  was  held  at  Mont^;o  Bay,  when  Dr. 
G.  MTarquhar  Lawson,  colond  of  militi% 
a  magistrate,  and  a  judge  of  the  Cornwall 
Assize  Court,  presided.  These  gentlemea 
have  shewn  that  they  meant  what  they  said* 
Mr.  Abbot,  who  returned  to  Montego  Bay 
in  order  to  recommence  the  worship  of  God 
there,  was  interrupted  by  order  of  the  ma- 
gistrates, cited  before  them  to  answer  for  his 
conduct;  and  it  was  finally  determined  to 
indict  him  as  a  vagrant.  Mrs.  Renwick,  a 
highly  respectoble  free  woman  of  colour,  was 
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■bo  to  be  indicted  for  allowiiig  an  illegal 
meeting  in  her  lurasey  althoogh  it  had  beoi 
duly  Festered  for  preaching.  Mr.  Kingdon 
was  intermpted  while  holding  a  prayer-meet- 
ing in  Saraona-la-Afar,  and  boond  over  to 
take  his  trial  at  the  avitts.  Mr.  Barton 
had  applied  in  yain  to  the  magistrates  of 
St.  Thomas  in  the  East,  for  a  license;  it 
was  refused  on  the  ground  of  the  mischi^ 
Tons  nature  of  the  doctrines  he  preached! 
Finally,  Mr.  Greenwood,  Wesleyan  mission- 
ary, after  preaching  on  Lord's  day,  July  8th, 
in  a  duly  registered  place  of  worship,  being 
himself  in  possession  of  an  Island  license,  Tvas 
arrested  the  next  day;  and  because  he  re- 
fused to  enter  into  recognizances  not  to 
preach  again,  was  committed  to  Port  Maria 
gaol,  where  he  remained  when  the  account 
was  dated. 

We  have  neither  time  nor  space  to  com- 
ment on  these  facts :  indeed,  no  comment  is 
required.  Our  readers  will  "remember  them 
that  are  in  bonds,  as  bound  with  them." 
They  will  pray  on  their  behalf;  and  they 
will  act  too*  Every  oonsideration  that  can 
move  a  Christian  heart  will  stir  them  up  to 
grapple  with  a  system  which  thus  audaeiously 
aims  to  extinguish  the  light  of  the  go^I; 
and  let  the  Christians  of  Great  Britain  only 
gird  themselves  to  the  efibrt,  and  the  system 
must  fally  to  rise  no  more ! 

HOME   PROCEEDINGS. 

PUBLIC  MEETING  AT  EXETER  HALL. 

Ok  Wednesday,  August  15th,  a  public  meet- 
ing of  friends  of  Christian  Missions  was 
held  in  the  great  room,  Exeter  Hall,  to  con- 
sider the  intelligence,  lately  reoeived  from 
Jamaica,  of  the  outrages  and  persecutions 
endured  by  Missionaries  and  their  converts 
in  that  island,  and  to  adopt  such  measures 
thereon  as  may  be  deemed  advisable*  The 
meeting  was  most  numerously  and  respect- 
ably attended. 

Precisely  at  twelve,  the  hour  appointed  in 
the  advertisement,  the  chair  was  taken,  on 
the  proposal  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Hughes,  of 
Battersea,  by  the  Right  Honourable  Lord 
Henley,  who  called  on  the  Hon.  and  Rev. 
Gerard  T.  Noel  to  commence  the  proceedings 
with  prayer;  after  which  the  noble  Chairman 
proceeded  to  explain  the  objects  for  which 
the  Meeting  had  been  called,  and  concluded 
by  calling  the  attention  of  the  audience  to 
the  statements  of  facts  about  to  be  made  by 
two  Missionaries  just  returned  from  Jamaica. 

The  Rev.  Peter  Duncan^  a  Wesleyan 
Bfissionary,  commenced  by  observing,  that, 
having  been  requested  to  relate  to  the  Meet- 
ing the  facts  connected  with,  the  recent  dis- 


tnrbaaMB  in  Jamaica  he  woald  cadetvoiir  to 
do  so  as  edm^  and  disptanonatdiy  as  he  was 
able,  avoiding  all  refarenee  to  oontiovcrted 
qnestioiis.  Mr.  D.  fwooeedcd  to  give  a  Indd 
statement  of  the  various  iaterraptioni  with 
which  Misaionaiy  eflforts  had  had  to  contend, 
from  their  very  oommeneement  in  Jamaica^ 
and  then  narrated  the  principal  dreomatanoes 
of  the  late  insnrrectioii,  as  &r  as  Ae  Wca- 
leyan  Missionaries  and  their  people  were  am- 
cerned.  He  concluded  an  interesting  speech, 
of  more  than  an  hour  in  length,  by  remark- 
ing- that  the  only  hope  of  the  Missionaries, 
under  God,  rested  on  the  justice  of  the  British 
public. 

The  Rev.  Wmiam  Knihb  followed  Mr. 
Duncan,  and  powerfully  excited  the  audience 
by  a  deeply  affecting  recital  of  numerous  frets 
which  had  frllen  under  his  own  observation, 
tending  to  elucidate  the  causes  of  the  late 
insurrection— the  state  of  the  negro  popu- 
lation— the  enmity  cherished  by  the  great 
body  of  the  planters  against  the  religious  in- 
struction of  their  slaves—the  impoesibility  of 
succeeding,  to  any  great  extent,  while  slavery 
is  su&red  to  continue— and  the  groundless- 
ness of  those  apprehensions.which  many  a£fect 
to  feel  in  reference  to  immediate  emancipao 
tion.  Mr.  Ki's  address  was  received  through- 
out with  much  approbation,  and  the  frets  he 
related  could  not  fail  to  arouse  the  sympa- 
thies of  every  heart  not  wholly  caUons  to  the 
impressions  of  religion  and  humanity. 

The  Hon.  and  Rev.  Gtrard  Nod  moved* 

"That  this  mtreting  regard,  with  regret  asd 
indignatinn,the  cru(>1  and  determined  opposition 
made  to  the  religious  instraction  of  the  negroes 
in  the  West  Iudte9,  particularly  in  Jamaica,  as 
well  as  the  disaracefol  outrages  lately  committed 
in  that  Island  on  tlie  persons  and  property  of 
innocent  and  nno£fending  IMissionaries,  in  open 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  British  Bmpire.  and 
in  direct  contravention  of  the  Diyine  command 
to  preach  the  govpel  to  every  creature." 

He  was  convinced  that  no  appeal  made  to 
human  beings  ever  Ibuad  a  waimer  response 
than  the  present.  He  rejoiced  as  a  minister 
of  Christ,  and  of  the  national  church,  to  have 
an  oppmrtanity  of  supporting  such  a  resolo- 
tion,  and  to  unite  with  ministers  of  other 
denominations  in  this  cause.  He  felt  here 
that  all  minor  distinctions  were  forgotten ; 
and  he  hailed  those  Missionaries,  whether 
Wesleyan  or  Baptist,  as  his  brother  ministers 
and  Christians,  with  all  the  warm  feelings  of 
his  indignant  heart. 

The  resolution  was  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
John  Burnet,  of  Camberwell,  who  aUy  des- 
canted on  the  facte  which  had  been  laid  be- 
fore the  meeting,  and  further  illustrated  the 
temper  and  spirit  of  the  Jamaica  public  by 
various  extracto  from  the  Coilonial  new^Mi. 
pers.  Hence  he  argued  the  imperative  duty^ 
of  all  Christians  to  do  their  utmost  to  pro- 
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tect   tfaeir  feDow   Christians  from  renewed 

peraecution  by  the  most  earnest  and  resolute 

eflforts  for  the  abolitioii  of  Slavery  altogether. 

In  proposing  the  second  resolution, 
"  Tbat,  in  the  judgment  of  this  meeting,  tlie 
proceedings  in  question  fullv  demonstrate  that 
the  system  Of  slavery  is  utterly  repugnant  to  th/ 
spirit  and  precepts  of  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  and 
tliat,  while  it  is  allowed  to  subsist,  there  can  be 
»o  adequate  security  against  the  renewal  of  the 
pers>Pcution8  of  whirh  we  complain  :" 

The  Rev.  James  Dixon,  of  the  Wes- 
leyan  connexion,  adverted  to  the  very  serious 
pecuniary  losses  which  have  been  sustained 
by  the  demolition  of  the  Chapels  in  Jamaica, 
and  forcibly  repelled  the  arguments  some- 
times advanced  by  the  advocates  of  Slavery, 
from  Scriptural  history  and  prophecies. 

The  Rev.  John  Macdonaldf  of  the  Scotch 
National  Church,  remarked  that  we  were 
too  apt  to  adopt  the  question,  "  Am  I  my 
brother's  keeper?^*  as  an  excuse  for  inattention 
to  the  sufferings  of  others.  In  these  latter 
days,  the  God  of  this  world  was  using  every 
exertion  for  the  maintenance  of  his  kingdom: 
slavery  was  one  of  his  strong  holds,  and 
therefore  Christians  were  especially  called  up- 
on to  combat  him  in  his  retreat,  and  by 
seeking  to  abolish  the  system,  prepare  the 
way  for  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  He  ex- 
pressed his  high  gratification  in  appearing  on 
that  occasion  as  the  representative  of  the 
Scotch  National  Church. 

The  Rev.  John  JDyer  moved  the  thii'd  re- 
solution, 

"That,  influenced  by  these  considerations, 
this  ineeting'feel  it  t«  be  their  solemn  and  im- 
perative duty  to  utge  upon  the  legislature  and 
tlie  government  the  adoption  of  all  suitable 
means  for  rlie  complete  and  immediate  extinction 
of  slavery  throughout  the  Britifth  dominions:" 

which  was  most  eoei^liieally  seconded  by 
the  Rev.  John  Campbell,  of  the  Tabernacle; 
.  after  which,  thanks  to  the  noble  Chairman 
were  moved  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Hughes, 
seconded  by  Henry  Waymouth,  Esq.,  and 
voted  with  hearty  acclamation. 

Lord-  Henley  acknowlec^fed,  with  evi- 
dent feeling*  tiie  tribute  of  respect  which 
had  been  .paid  him.  Oiiten  as  he  had  had 
the  pleasure  of  assisting  at  such  meetings,  he 
had  never  received  more  gratification,  nor  had 
ever  before  learnt  such  lessons  as  he  had 
learned  that  day.  What  he  had  then  heard 
from  living  witnesses  would  remain  till  his 
dying  day  upon  his  heart.  Friend  has  Jie 
had  before  been  to  Missions,  and  to  the  ex- 
ertions of  Anti  Slavery  Societies,  from  this 
hour  he  avowed  himself  the  determined  and 
uncompromising  friend  of  emancipation.  No 
short-lived,  temporary,  palliative  expedient 
should  satisfy  him.  Nothing  but  total,  uni- 
versal, unequivocal  abolition  would  suffice. 
To  act  under  the  influence  of  any  motives 
or  considerations  of  a  pecuniary  nature, 
would   be  only  doing  evil  that  good  might 


come.     He  thought,  therefore,  that  it  wob 
the  bounden  duty  of  all  who  had  a  voice  in 
returning  men  to  Parliament  to  recollect  this 
subject;  no  suffrage  should  be  given  to  any 
man,  whatever  his  talents,  unless  he  would 
pledge  himself,  hand  and  foot,  to  aim  at  im- 
mediately abolishing  for  ever  this  inhuman, 
this  abominable  system  of  West  Indian  Slavery. 
The  previous  outline  will  convey 
to  the  reader  but  a  very  imperfect 
idea  of  the  meeting ;  nor  is  it  pos- 
sible  for  any  written  description  to 
do  justice  to  it.     Six  different  deno- 
rainations,  it  will  be  remarked,  were 
represented  by  the  speakers-,    and 
but,  for  important  engagements  else- 
where, a  highly- valued  member  of  the 
Society  of  Friends  would  have  appear- 
ed   to  testify  the  concurrence  of  that 
body  of  Christians  also.     One  of  the 
public  journals,  in  recording  the  pro- 
ceedings, has  remarked  that  a  chord 
was  touchedwhich  will  vibrate  through 
the  empire,  and  we  fully  accord  with 
the  sentiment.    Hitherto,  the  friends 
of  missions,  intent  on  the  one  great 
object  of  conveying   to   the   negro 
population  the  words  of  eternal  life, 
have  left  the  question  of  colonial 
bondage,  in  a  great  degree,  to  those 
who  contemplated  it  rather  in  its 
aspect  on  the  present  world,  than  as 
affecting  the  eternal  interests  of  iu 
victims.     If  they  could  only  be  per- 
mitted  peaceably  to  discharge  their 
obligations  as  servants  of  Christ,  by 
preaching  his  gospel,  they  were  quite 
ready  to  bear  all  the  contempt  which 
might  be  poured  upon  them  by  men 
ignorant  alike  of  their  motives  and 
their  object,  and  to  endure  the  much 
greater  affliction  of  witnessing  their 
brethren  and  sisters  in  the  faith  pi».>g 
under  the  heavy  yoke  of  bondage. 
But  this  forbearance  has  been  egre- 
giously  misunderstood.     Slavery  has 
bid  defiance  to  the  gospel  ^  and  plant- 
ing herself  on  the  blood- stained  shores 
of  Jamaica,  has  dared  to  exclaim,  as 
the  Jebusites  of  old  to  the  monarch 
of  Israel,  "  Thou  shalt  not  come  in 
hither.''     She  will  leave  no  means 
untried  to  fulfil  the  impious  menace^ 
—with  what  success,  a  few  months 
will  determine.

STONy  INTHB  IsLAND  OF  JAMAICA. 

Biography  is  a  branch  of  literattire 
in  which  Che  reader  is  but  too  often 
imposed  on— ^tn  somis  c^a^es  aTmost 
in  toto  5  while  in  others,  the  partiality 
of  the  narrator  confirms  the  maxim 
of  the  poet,  **  we  praise  of  censore 
as  we  love  the  man.**  These  con- 
siderations ought  not,  however,  to 
discourage  the  main  design  of  bio- 
graphic writing  as  intended  to  pre- 
serve from  oblivion  the  names  of 
worthy  individaals,  and,  in  some 
cases,  to  place  on  record,  for  the 
imitation  of  survivors,  heroic  acts  of 
self-devotedness  in  the  cause  of  God 
and  man — lives  of  eminent  piety — 
or  a  course  of  singular  usefulness  as 
a  minister  of  Christ.  Who  can  read 
the  names  of  Howard,  or  Thornton; 
or  Whitfield  without  feeling  a  plea- 
surable thrill  ?  The  writer,  how- 
ever«  does  not  hereby  insinuate  that 
the  brief  memoir  he  is*  going  to  sub- 
rait  has  any  thing  about  it  of  the 
magnificent,  and  yet  he  will  venture 
to  assert  that  much  wilt  be  found 
in  the  character  delineated  to  ad- 
mire and  imitate  —  and  especially 
does  tirfe  abundant  grace  of  God  ap-> 
pear  in  directing  the  devious  course 
of  this  favoured  individual  tof  his 
own  glory. 

The  Rev;  John  Shoveller,  jun., 
was  born  in  London  on  the  4  th  of 
Augttst,  1796/  and,  in  very  early 
infancy,  he  was  brought,  by  his  pa- 
rents* removal,  to  Portsmouth,  where 
be  resided  till  his  fifteenth  year. 
The  opinion  of  parents  in  reference 
to  die'  capacities  of  their  children  is 
liable  to  be  overrated,  but^  auxiliary 
to  the  opinion  of  the  parents,  t^is 
child  was  considered  by  those  whose 
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intercourse  with  the  family  brought 
them  into  contact  with  him  to-  pos- 
sess a  precocity  of  genius  and  a  so* 
lidity  rarely  to  be  met  with.     As 
soon  as  he  was  able  to  read,  a  re* 
markable  attachment  to  books  was 
evinced  5  and  while  he  discovered 
no  reluctance  to  the  perusal  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  writings  on  sacred 
subjects,  in  which  all  his  spare  time 
on  Sabbath  days  was  employed,  he 
drank  with  peculiar  avidity  at  the 
springs  of  sclencse^  in  allitheh:  variety 
and  pro£undit^4     His  ^eetrical  ma* 
chine  was  a  favourite  subject  6f  en-? 
tertainment  for  himself  and  his  fond 
parents  and  friends.    At' about  ten 
years  of  age  he  compofsed  a  lecture 
on  the  abstruse  science  of  astrd* 
nomy^  and  exhibited  the  solar  sys* 
Item,  with  an  humble  apparatus  of  hia 
own  preparing,  to  considerable  ad«* 
mhing  parries.     He'  likewise^  at  this 
tender  age,  composed  a  sucdnct  yet' 
luminous*  series  of  Roman  history* 
from  his  own  reading;  which  he  iilso 
,used  to  repeat  with  the  gravity  of  a; 
sage.   And,  in  addition  to  these  and 
similar  indications  of  talent  and  su^  ^ 
perior  intelleci,  his  parents  were  de-; 
lighted  in  perceiving  a  rigid  adhe*' 
rence  to  moral'  principle — -a  strict 
regard  to  truth,  and  every  appear- 
ance of  a  tender  conscience,  and 
they  pleased  themselves  with   the 
persuasion  that  he  was  like 'Samuel, 
sanctified  to  God  from  the' womb. 
Never  was  he  in  one  instmice  de- 
tected, oreven  suspected  by  them,  of 
uttering  a  falsehood-^a  vice  so  com* 
mon  among  children.    He  was  pe- 
culiarly happy  in  his  early  associates. 
The  late  Bev.  John  Griffin,  jun., 
pastor  of  the  Independent  diurch  at 
Exeter-— the  ^ate  Alfrad   Buckland, 
Esq.,  \ht  pious  and  ingentoas^au*

thor  of  an  Enay  on  Early  Rising—  i 
and  William  Buckland^  esq.,  his 
brothel^,  were  the  companions  of 
his  boyhood.  Educated  at  the  same 
seminary,  belonging  to  the  same 
class,  and  of  congenial  minds,  they 
contributed  largely  at  the  anniver- 
sary exhibitions  to  the  respectability 
of  the  establishment.  Their  birth- 
day visits,  still  fresh  in  the  recol- 
lection of  the  writer,  presented 
amidst  the  innocent  sallies  of  youth 
an  intellectual  feast.  Hannah 
Moore's  Sacred  Dramas  were  by 
these  lovely  aspirants  done  ample 
justice  to.  His  appearance  as  a 
Sunday-school  teacher  at  about  nine 
or  ten  years  of  age,  and  particularly 
as  being  rather  short  of  stature,  pro- 
duced a  feeling  of  surprise ;  but  he 
pursued  the  tenor  of  his  way  as  un- 
moved as  though  he  had  been  among 
the  elders  of  that  meritorious  occu- 
pation. -At  fifteen  years  of  age  he 
was  articled  to  the  trade  of  a  chem- 
ist and  druggist,  at  Newport,  in  the 
Isle  of  Wight,  which  business  was 
selected  for  him  as  being  in  a  great 
measure  congenial  with  his  taste,  as 
be  had  studied  the  science  of  chem- 
istry, and  was  as  familiar  with  all 
its  technicalities  as  he  was  with  the 
most  ordiniary  terms  of  general  in- 
tercourse. 

Scientific  research,  however,  and 
'an  apparent  admiration  of  the 
works  of  God,  attended  with  the 
most  amiable  demeanour,  and  even 
a  pure  morality,  fall  far  short  of 
genuine  Christianity  ;  for,  while  his 
friends  were  congratulating  them- 
selves, oil  the  qualities  of  his  heart 
and  mind,  the  time  approached  when 
he  was  to  see  himself  in  the  light  of 
divine  truth,  and  in  the  glass  of 
God*s  most  righteous  law,  when  his 
self  complacency  should  depart,  and 
he  be  reduced  to  the  situation  of 
the  publican,  to  seek  for  mercy  as 
the  chief  of  sinners..  The  means 
which  produced  this  blessed  revolu- 
tion in  his  feelings  and  views  was 
an  occasional  sermon  in  the  Isle  of 


Wight,  preached  by  die  Rer.  John 
Mitchel,  then  of  Warminster.  He 
was  now  seventeen  years  of  age, 
and  having  himself  tasted  that  die 
Lord  is  gracious,  and  felt  something 
of  the  sweetness  of  communion 
with  God,  his  very  soul  burned  with 
desire  to  make  known  the  savour  of 
the  name  of  Jesus  to  those  who 
were  perishing  around.  Having 
consulted  his  father  and  some  ju- 
dicious friends  for  advice  in  diis 
matter,  he  commenced  a  career  of 
the  most  laborious  usefulness, — 
walking  twenty -five  miles  in  the 
course  of  the  Sabbath  day,  and 
preaching  in  three  different  villages. 
In  the  year  1815,  he  visited  his  pa- 
rents, then  residing  at  Pool,  in  Dor- 
setshire, when  his  father  had  the 
high  gratification  of  baptizing  him, 
and  afterwards  the  whole  house- 
hold.— ^The  grand- mother,  ninety 
years  of  age,  father,  mother,  cousin, 
and  servant  sat  down  together  in 
one  of  the  heavenly  places  of  Zion, 
to  commemorate  the  love  of  Christ 
at  his  mystical  board.  These  were 
joys  of  no  common  character. 

Arrangements  were  now  made 
for  his  redemption  from  the  :e- 
mainder  of  his  servitude,  that  he 
might  pursue  some  preparatory  stu« 
dies  at  Bristol  academy,  whither  he 
soon  repaired,  and  where  he  was 
much  respected  by  both  his  precep* 
tors  and  his  fellow- students.  While 
here  he  sustained  a  severe  domestic 
loss  in  the  death  of  a  beloved  mo* 
ther,  a  woman  of  eminent  piety, 
and  whom  he  most  ardently  loved. 
He  was  in  this,  as  in  many  subse- 
quent trials,  supported  by  christian 
principle.  Having  entered  thi^  seat 
of  learning  with  a  good  store  of 
classical  knowledge,  and  suffering 
from  intense  application  by  a  com- 
plaint he  then  laboured  under  in  his 
eyes,  he  had  the  consent  of  his  tutor 
and  the  committee  to  leave  the 
academy  somewhat  before  the  r^u- 
lar  period  arrived.  Being  invited  to 
visit  Liverpool,  he  went  thither  and 
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preached  in  a  part  of  the  town 
where  the  gospel  had  not  been 
heard^  and  in  a  chapel  formerly  be- 
longing to  the  Catholics,  procured 
by  a  benevolent  individuaj.  He  la- 
boured a  little  more  than  a  year, 
not  without  success^  particularly 
among  the  young,  whom  he  delight- 
ed specially  to  address  on  their  im- 
mortal interests.  Here  there  was 
no  prospect  of  a  permanent  settle- 
ment, and^  as  he  felt  anxious  to 
consummate  a  union  which  had 
been  for  some  time  comtemplated, 
he  intimated  his  intention  of  remov- 
ing. Several  destitute  churches 
were  now  proposed  to  his  attention, 
— he  visited  Laiigham  in  Suffolk^ 
and  Melksham  in  Wiltshire.  From 
both  these  churches  he  received  an 
invitation  to  settle^  and  the  latter 
was  preferred,  on  account  of  its 
nearer  vicinity  to  the  neighbourhood 
of  his  friends,  and  those  of  his  in- 
tended bride. 

His  ordination  took  place  in 
Aprils  1 8 1 9  3  and  in  the  same  month 
he  was  married  to  Eliza,  the  young- 
est daughter  of  the  Rev.  Richard 
Horsey,  of  Taunton,  Somerset. 
Nursed  and  nurtured  in  the  house 
of  a  man  of  God, — ^herself  decidedly 
pious,  and  possessing  a  well-fumish- 
ed  mind,  she  proved  a  help -meet  for 
her  husband,  and  an  example  to 
those  around  her  ip  those  things 
which  are  lovely  and  of  good  report. 
She  bore  him  four  children  -,  two  of 
either  sex.  Here  he  laboured  for 
^ve  years,  and  was  useful  to  the 
conversion  of  several  persons,  and 
was,  by  the  discerning  part  of  his 
congregation,  greatly  esteemed :  but 
a  tide  of  hypercalvinistic  declamation 
set  in  against  him,  which  greatly 
disturbed  his  mind,  particularly  as  it 
tended  to  neutralize  his  best  efforts 
for  the  good  of  souls.  In  order  to 
counteract  the  insidious  poison,  he 
published  his  *^  Plain  Dialogues,** 
on  the  system  of  revealed  truth. 
This  book  was  well  received.  The 
late  Rev*  Robert  Hall  offered,  in 


the  event  of  a  new  edition,  to  write 
a  recommendatory  preface,  so  much 
was  he  pleased  with  it.  Notwith- 
standing his  mild  and  pleasing  de- 
meanour, the  ground  here  became 
utterly  untenable,  although  he  still 
had  many  friends  in  this  place. 

Providence  soon  directed  his 
course  to  Bridgenorth,  in  Shrop- 
shire, in  the  year  1823.  Here  he 
bent  his  whole  strength  to  the  work 
before  him,  and,  in  the  course  of  a 
short  time,  the  interest,  which  had 
been  declining,  became  greatly  re- 
vived and  increased,  and  an  enlarge- 
ment of  the  place  was  the  conse- 
quence. He  laboured  here  both  in 
season  and  out  of  season;  for  in 
different  parts  of  the  town  he  opened 
houses  for  preaching,  and  determin- 
ed that  all,  if  possible,  should  hear 
the  gospel,  which  he  knew  to  be  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation.  The 
climate  of  this  place  was  evidently 
uncongenial  with  the  already  un- 
sound constitution  of  his  wife,  and 
also  of  his  children,  who  partook  of 
the  mother's  physical  delicacy  5  and 
in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  the 
mother,  with  her  three  children, 
were  all  enfolded  in  the  arms  of 
death.  He  found  himself  in  a  state 
of  perfect  desolation,  and  the  town 
became  to  him  a  sort  of  aceldama. 

Having  about  this  time  been 
called  to  spend  a  Sabbath  or  two  at 
Penzance  in  Cornwall,  and  Bridge- 
north,  in  his  present  bereaved  con- 
dition, being  enveloped  in  a  kind  of 
gloom,  he  accepted  a  pressing  and 
reiterated  invitation  to  settle  with 
the  church  meeting  in  Jordan  Chapel 
at  Penzance,  which  was  done  with 
the  most  cordial  feeling  of  friend- 
ship and  pastoral  affection  for  the 
church  he  was  now  leaving;  His 
labours  at  Penzance  were  not  only 
more  abundant,  but  the  success  at- 
tending his  efforts  was  most  flatter- 
ing. It  has  been  computed  that 
during  his  stay  at  this  place,  which 
was  not  more  than  three  years,  he 
'  had  been  useful  in  the  conversion  of 
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fiSiy  pecsons.    WhUe  residing  here 
lie  formed  a  matrimonial  connexion 
with    Miss    Dorothy    Tomes,     of 
£xeter«  a  young  lady  of  eminent 
piety,  and  of  every  amiable  accom- 
plishment, and  who  was  very  active 
in  promoting  the  cause  of  the  Re- 
deemer, by  a  sedulous  attention  to 
the  female  Sunday-school,  as  also 
by  a  conversation  which  shed  a  lus- 
tre on  the  Christian  profession.    He 
not  only  preached  statedly   at  his 
own  chapel  on  Lord's  days^  and  in 
the  week«  but  also  at  a  place  near 
the  shore,  to  sailors,  more  especially 
of  a  week   evening,  and   also    at 
^ewlyn,  a  place  about  three  miles 
distant;  and  prayer-meetings  were 
instituted  in  almost  every  part  of  the 
town.    His  usefulness  here  was  in- 
deed very  great,  and  the  increase  of 
members  to  this  church  exceeded, 
by  the  breviates  of  the  association 
letter,  the  increase  of  all  the  other 
associated  chiirche^    put    together. 
In  the  midst,  ho  wever*  of  this  career 
of  usefulness,  Satan  hindered  him  3 
and  from  the  embraces  of  an  affec- 
tionate   growing  church    he    was 
forced  by    the    stress    of    worldly 
policy,  as  unfrqitful  in  its  issue  as  it 
was  unjustifiable  in  its  proceeding. 
A*  legal  measures  had  been  resorted 
to  in  order  to  eject  him  from  the 
occapation  of  the  chapel,  his  friends, 
and  among  them  a  respectable  and 
pious  attorney*  advised  him  to  quit. 
Having  visited  Chester^,  where  his 
st^y  was  short*  he  was  invited  to 
Henley-on-Thames,  where  the  bap- 
tist interest  was  very  low.     Here  he 
employed  his  best  energies  to  revive 
the    expiring  embers  of    religious 
Reeling;  and  while  he  saw  that  a 
hurge  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town    and    neighbourhood,  so 
beautified  by  '*  nature's  decorations,** 
lyere   living   without    God  in  the 
world,   and  that  he  could  get  no 
possible  access   to  their  ears — de- 
termined, if  possible,  by  any  means, 
to   save  some,    he  composed  and 
printed  a  small  circular,   entitled*

Henley-on-Thames,**  and  took  care 
that  there  should  not  be  one  family 
but  should  be  supplied  therewith  : 
and  so  much  was  nis  mind  set  upon 
fulfilling  the  ministry  committed  to 
him,    and    such    concern    did    he 
possess  for  the  souls  of  those  related 
to  him  by  the  ties  of  blood,  that  he 
not  only  sent  each  of  them  a  copy 
of  the  foregoing  address,  but  also 
penned  to   them  some  afiectionate 
considerations  on  the  importance  of 
religion,  and  the   pecessity   of  an 
interest  in  the  atonement  and  right- 
eousness of  the  Lord  Jesus  for  par- 
don and  salvation.     While  residing 
in  this  place,  his  mind,  and  that  of 
his  amiable  companion,  became  par- 
ticularly interested  about  the  condi- 
tion  of  mankind  on  an   extended 
scale,  and  felt  a  desire  to  engage  in 
Missionary  exertions,   and  to  go  far 
hence,    among    those    of    another 
colour,  and  another  clime,  to  make 
known  unto  them  the  ''unsearch. 
able  riches  of  Christ."     Herein  ap- 
peared a  striking  coincidence  1  ior 
some  of  the  leading  persons  in  the 
direction  of  the  Baptist  Missionary 
Society    were   at    that    very    time 
thinking  that  it  would  be  a  conside- 
rable acquisition  could  he  be  pre- 
vailed on  to  fill  the  station  about  to 
be  vacated  at  Kingston,  in  Jamai(:a, 
by    the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Coultart,  occasioned  by  a  series  of 
ill    health,    bot^   of    himself    and 
wife.     When  the  qaomentous  sub- 
ject was  proposed  to  him  he  enter- 
tained it  most  conscientiously,  con- 
sulted his  friends,   and  made  it  a 
matter  of  serious  and  earnest  prayer; 
and  so  anxious  was  he  to  see  the 
hand  of  God,  and  to  move  only  ac- 
cording to  his  will,  that  he  says  in  a 
letter,  "I  have  spent  hours   at  a 
throne  of  grace  on  that  point.*'     At 
the  close  of  the  year  1830  the  sub- 
ject was  postponed  until  after  the 
shortly  expected  confinement  of  his 
wife  should  take  place — that  time 
arrived*  and    no   portentous    fears 
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seemed  to  possess  either  their  own 
oiinds,  or  those  of  their  friends — 
bat^  Idas  !  the  expected  hour  of  joy 
was  beclouded  with  sadness — and 
the  lovely  wife  with  her  son  found  a 
premature  grave. "i^  His  feelings  of 
grief  were  aiost  pungent^  yet  he  felt 
as  a  man  of  God^  and  it  was  re- 
marked by  several  of  his  friends, 
that  more  piety,  unafiFected  piety, 
and  Christian  submission,  was  but 
rarely  witnessed.  He  bore  his  heavy 
loss  as  a  Christian  should,  and  at 
once  decided  on  the  undertaking 
which  had  for  sometime  occupied 
his  mind. 

In  the  middle  ot  March,  he  set 
sail  for  Jamaica,  in  the  ship  Thames, 
and  arrived  at  Kingston  on  the  last 
day   of  April.     On  his   voyage  he 
forgot  not  either  his  character  as 
a  Christian^   or  his  vocation  as  a 
minister  of  Jesus  Christ ;  the  Sab* 
bath  days  were>  Uierefore,  hallowed 
by  public  religious  "service,  the  pas- 
sengers felt  interested,  and  the  con- 
version of  at  least  one  was  calculat- 
ed  on.     The  crew  were  also  very 
attentive,     and   read  with    interest 
the    tracts    he    distributed    among 
them ;  and  the  mate,  who  died  im- 
mediately on  his  arrival,  was  much 
impressed.     At  Kingston  the  urba- 
nity of  his  disposition  had  obtained 
him  the  friendship  of  several  very 
excellent  individuals  of  great  respect- 
ability ;  and  while  he  preached  the 
gospel  with  an  energy  peculiarly  his 
own,  and  commended  himself  to  the 
understandings  and  consciences  of 
his  numerous  auditors,  as  one  who 
watched  for  their  souls,  he  also  felt 
sn  increasing  desire  to  raise,  if  pos- 
sible, the  standard  of  mind  among 
a  people  who  had  scarcely  dared,  on 
any  pointy  to  think  for  themselves ; 
and  for   the  combined  purpose  of 
informing  the  illiterate  and  of  allur-

iog  the  higher  classes  of  that  dissi* 
pated  city,  he  commenced  his  lectures 
on  astronomy,  with  gratuitous  ad- 
mission, which  were  numerously  at- 
tended, and  well  received,  by  gentle- 
men of  the  army  and  ^navy,  and  of 
the  learned  professions. 

In  thevcry  meridian,  however,  of  his 
activity  and  usefulness,  he  was  ar- 
rested by  the  hand  of  death.  He 
preached  on  Thursday  evening,  Dec. 
8th,  from  Gen.  xxviii.  17,  "This 
is  the  house  of  God,  and  this  is  the 
gate  of  heaven."  He  had  been 
somewhat  indisposed  in  the  course 
of  the  day,  and  it  is  more  |  than  pro* 
bable  that  his  exertion  in  preaching 
on  the  evening  might  have  hastened 
the  latent  principle  of  disease  into 
action  \  for  in  the  night  he  got 
worse,  and  the  next  day  symptoms 
appeared  which  baffled  all  medical 
interposition,  and  in  the  course  of  a 
few  days  laid  his  frail  tabernacle  in 
the  dust  of  death.  As  he  lived,  so 
he  died  $  for  during  the  absence  of 
delirium,  which  does  not  appear 
greatly  to  have  interrupted  him,  he 
was  constantly  employed  in  exhort* 
ing  those  around  him  to  activity  in 
the  Redeemer* s  cause,  or  encou- 
raging against  fear  and  difficulty,  or 
in  .earnest  prayer ;  and  thus  he  fell 
asleep  in  Jesus.  Three  thousand 
persons  attended  his  funeral,  when 
his  pall  was  borne  by  two  clergymen 
of  the  Established  Church,  and  four 
ministers  of  the  Weslevan  con- 
nexion,  the  ministers  of  his  own 
denomination  attending  as  mourners. 
His  end  was  peace.

My  dear  Friend, 

I  recdved  your  letter  in  which  I 
do  not  see  any  thing  to  encourage 
uie  to  keep  up  any  further  corres- 
pondence, as  you  seem  to  haye  no 
jealousy  lest  you  should  be  found  to 
have  forsaken  the  real  doctrines  of 
revelation,  and  may,  perhaps,  wander 
further  and  further  from  the  truth. 
As  my  time  has  ever  been  much  occu- 
pied, so  my  strength  is  now  much  de^ 
cayed,  and  I  am  not  able  to  main- 
tain a  long  discussion  on  the  whole 
body  of  divinity.  If  all  that  you 
have  formerly  read  on  the  important 
subjects  respecting  which  your  sen- 
timents are  so  changed,  has  no 
weight  in  your  estimation,  it  is  not 
likely  that  what  I  can  find  time  to 
write  will  make  a  greater  impression 
on  your  mind. 

It  seems  to  me  very  unreasonable 
to  say,  that  in  discussing  the  merits 
of  any  particular  doctrine  of  reve- 
lation, we  must  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  the  truth  or  falsehood  of  that 
revelation  as  undetermined.  At  this 
rate,  God  cannot  be  supposed  to 
have  revealed  any  truth  to  us,  unless 
it  be  of  such  a  nature,  that  the  bare 
statement  shall  recommend  it  to  us, 
independently  of  the  authority  of  the 
revealer. 

If  you  can  conceive  of  no  contrast 
between  the  existence  of  deities 
whose  characters  and  inclinations 
are  opposed  to  each  other,  and  the 
Christian  trinity  in  unity,  I  should 
think  it  as  fruitless  to  reason  with 
you  as  with  Ram  Mohun  Roy,  who 
can  compare  the  miracles  of  Ugni, 
&c  with  those  of  Christy  and  give 
the  former  the  preference. 

According  to  your  present  views 
of  the  person  of  Christ,  he  must 
have  been  at  least  the  most  unfor- 
tunate and  unsuccessful  of  all  the 
teachers  that  God  sent  to  mankind  *, 
nor  do  I  see  how  he  can  be  vindi« 
,    cated  from  the  charge  of  being  the 


most^  incautious  and  unguarded.  If 
he  would  only  have  explained  him- 
self, as  Mr.  Kowe  would  have  ex- 
plained his  words  for  him,  and  have 
told  the  Jews  that  he  merely  claimed 
to  be  the  Son  of  God  by  adoption, 
as  all  other  good  men  are,  he  might 
have  saved  his  own  life,  and  have 
preserved  millions  of  his  followers 
from  the  great  sin  of  idolatry.  Nei- 
ther Moses  nor  any  other  prophet 
was  ever  so  misunderstood  as  he 
has  been,  according  to  your  hypo" 
thesis,  nor  did  they  ever  become  the 
objects  of  idolatrous  worship.  And 
if  Mary  and  Peter  have  been  unduly 
exalted,  it  has  not  been  owing  to 
their  saying  that  all  men  ought  to 
h6nour  them  as  they  honour  the 
Father.  *'  He  that  hath  the  bride 
is  the  bridegroom,"  but  bow  one 
good  man  should  stand  in  that  rela- 
tion to  the  whole  collective  body  of 
good  men,  in  which  the  brid^room 
stands  to  the  bride  is  to  me  unac- 
countable !  Why  should  John  the 
Baptist  make  such  a  difference  be- 
tween Jesus  and  himself?  John  iii.  29, 
31 ;  see  also  xxxvi.  13.  Why  should 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  be  compared 
to  a  feast  made  by  a  king  for  the 
nuptials  of  his  son  ?  Matt.  xxii.  2. 
Why  should  the  same  metaphor  be 
introduced,  not  into  a  poem,  but  a 
plain  didactic  epistle }  Ephes.  v.  23, 
—33,  especially  25,  26,  27. 

When  I  can  believe  that  a  mere 
man  can  have  all  things  delivered 
into  his  hands,  and  can  truly  say, 
all  things  that  the  Father  hath  are 
mine ;  can  have  all  power  in  heaven 
and  earth,  can  have  all  judgment 
committed  to  him,  can  seardi  all 
hearts  and  decide  on  all  characters, 
I  shall  be  able  also  to  believe  tran- 
substantiation,  orevenUgni*s  drink- 
ing up  the  sea. 

How  is  it  that  Paul  so  often  in- 
vokes grace  and  peace  from  Christ, 
equally  as  from  God  the  Father. 
No  wish  or  prayer  is  contained  in 
the  Old  Testament  for  grace  from 
God  our  Father  and  from  Moses  or 
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Abraham,  nor  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment from  Stephen  and  James  after 
their  death.  No  Protestant  would 
pray  for  grace,  mercy,  and  peace 
from  Luther  and  Calvin.  No  So- 
cinian  would  implore  grace  from 
Socinus  or  Dr.  Priestley.  If  it  be 
said  they  are  supposed  to  have  no 
power  or  consciousness  till  after  the 
resurrection,  still,  I  ask,  what  could 
Jesus  do  more  than  Enoch  or  Elijah  ? 
They  were  good  and  holy  men 
whose  bodies  are  probably  in  the 
same  part  of  the  universe  with  the 
body  of  Jesus ;  but  if  that  were  in 
the  nearest  part  of  the  solar  system 
I  must  believe  a  strange  mystery  if 
I  fancied  they  could  impart  grace, 
mercy,  or  peace  to  any  one  who  is 
still  an  inhabitant  of  the  earth. 

I  saw  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  your 
brother,  in  which  you  profess  to 
retain  an  attachment  to  the  Gospel, 
But  I  wish  to  know  what  you  now 
call  by  the  name  of  Gospel  ? 

Does  it  all  amount  to  this  only  ? 
"  That  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  being 
a  mere  man  who  came  into  the 
world  when  he  could  not  help  it, 
has  been  so  good  as  to  assure  us 
that  God  will  reward  the  virtuous 
and  forgive  the  penitent,  which  we 
might  have  reasonably  believed  if 
he  had  never  existed,  since  it  would 
have  been  a  dishonour  to  God  for 
him  to  have  done  otherwise." 

Or  do  you  mean  by  Gospel, 

''  Glad  tidings  of  great  joy,  that 
God  will  pardon  those  whom  he 
might  most  justly  have  condemned, 
though  he  has  taken  care  to  do  it  in 
such  a  way  as  shall  shew  his  abhor- 
rence of  sin  as  fiiUy  as  if  they  had 
suffered  everlasting  punishment.*' 

In  fact,  I  would  wish  to  trace  the 
business  still  farther  back. 

Do  you  believe  the  Law  ? 

Do  you  believe  the  moral  govern- 
ment of  God  >  that  his  law  is  spi* 
ritual,  holy,  just,  and  good  ?  that  he 
requires  every  creature  to  love  him 
supremely  and  to  love  his  neighbour 
as  himself?  that  every  thing  incon- 


sistent with  this,  every  thing  that 
falls  short  of  this  is  sin,  and  exposes 
the  soul  to  that  curse  which  is  de- 
nounced against  every  one  that  con- 
tinueth  not  in  all  things  written  in 
the  book  of  the  law,  to  do  them  ? 

This  is  the  foundation  of  all  my 
religion. 

On  these  two  commandments 
hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. 
Hence  arises  my  conviction  of  the 
universal  depravity  and  lost  condi- 
tion of  mankind. 

Hence  arises  my  conviction  of  the 
need  of  salvation  by  grcLce  alone, 
and  the  need  of  a  Saviour  and  a 
Sanctifier.  A  Saviour  of  infinite  dig- 
nity who  has  put  away  sin  by.  the 
sacrifice  of  himself. 

A  Sanctifier  of  infinite  efficacy 
who  can  quicken  theni  who  were 
dead  in  trespasses  and  sins. 

Other  foundation  for  ray  hope  no 
one  can  lay.  This  Gospel  contains 
all  my  salvation  and  all  my  desire. 
"  With  this  hope,"  I  can  say  with 
my  dear  brother  Fuller  when  dying, 
"  I  am  not  afraid  to  plunge  into 
eternity.** 

A  Socinian  minister  in  this  city 
was  lately  declaiming  against  the 
unscriptural  term  *'  Satisfaction.** 
He  might  as  well  have  inveighed 
against  the  unscriptural  term  "  Pro- 
vidence.** The  latter  occurs  but 
once  in  our  translation  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  then  in  a  very  different 
sense  from  that  in  which  it  is  used 
by  divines,  referring  only  to  human 
forethought.  Acts  xxiv.  2.  The  for- 
mer is  used  twice  in  a  sense  much 
nearer  to  that  in  which  we  employ 
it.  Numb.  XXXV.  31,  32.  Ye  shall 
take  no  satisfaction  for  the  life  of 
a  murderer,  nor  for  him  that  is  fled 
to  the  city  of  refuge  that  he  should 
return  home  before  the  death  of  the 
high  priest.  The  same  word  is  often 
rendered  atonement. 

The  non-occurrence  of  the  word 
providence  is  no  proof  that  the 
doctrine  of  Providence  is  not 
taught    in    the     Bible.      Nor    is 
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ihe  want  of  the  word  .satisfac- 
tion any  evidence  that  the  doC' 
trine  of  Christ's  satisfaction  is  not 
taught  there. 

What  is  satisfaction  hut  doing 
enough  ? 

Did  Christ  do  any  thing  for  our 
salvation  ? 

Did  he  do  enough } 

Did  he  suffer  any  thing  for  our 
salvation  ? 

Did  he  suffer  enough } 

Then  he  made  satisfaction*  And 
if  the  doctrine  of  satisfaction  is 
scriptural,  it  is  idle  to  cavil  at  the 
term,  unless  we  ought  to  expunge 
from  our  language,  or  at  least  from 
theological  discourse,  every  word 
not  inserted  in  the  English  Bihie. 

I  can  only  pity  you  and  pray  for 
you.  I  have  no.  time  for  further 
debate.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  lead 
you  into  all  the  truth.

Thb  Importance  of  a  Compre- 
HENSiVR  View  of  the  Divine 
Procedure. 

To  remain  in  ignorance  when  the 
means  of  acquiring  knowledge  are 
afforded  us,  or  to  rest  satisfied  with 
contracted  perceptions  when  more 
extensive  views  are  attainable,  indi- 
cates a  degree  of  mental  indolence 
or  imbecility  highly  dishonourable 
and  injurious  to  its  possessor. 

Every  one  who  has  accustomed 
himself  to  observe  the  emottcms  of 
his  own  mind,  must  be  aware  that 
our  most  pleasing  sensations  are  not 
usually  excited  by  the  analyzation  or 
minute  inspection  of  the  objects 
which  present  themselves  to  our  no- 
tice, but  by  the  impression  which  in 
their  individual  entireness  those  ob- 
jects are  found  to  produce.  The 
enchanting  landscape,  the  interest  > 
ing  poem,  the  harmonious  concert, 
the  magnificent  edifice,  the  eleguit 


part^ire,  with  the  moai  happy  jpto- 
ductioDs  of  the  chisel  or  the  crayon,- 
derive  their  power  of  pleasing  not 
solely  nor  chiefly  from  the  beauty 
of  their  different  parts  (though  these 
may  be   exquisitely  beautiful),   but 
from  those  parts  being  so  propor- 
tioned and  adjusted  as   that  their 
varied  and  united  beauty  imparts  the 
highest  pleasure  and  delight.     No 
person  who  is  ignorant  of  this  fact 
will  long  succeed  in  imparting  gra* 
tification  to  others  $    and,   on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  extremely  nncandid 
and  unfair  to  refuse  to  be  gratified 
because  some  things  are  presented 
to  us,  which,  in  their  isolated  cha- 
racter seem  at  variance  with  pro- 
priety. The  musical  composer  knows 
how  to  avail  himself  of  a  jar  or  a 
discord;  the  lapidary  places  the  foil 
beside  his  jewels  to  enhance  their 
apparent  lustre  -,  the  artist  so  intro- 
duces his  shadows  and  backgrounds 
as  to  increase  the  effect  of  the  more 
prominent  portions  of  his  painting. 
So  well  is  this  understood -to  be  the 
case,  that,  were  any  one  to  advert  to 
the  inferior  parts  in  proof  of  the 
worthlessneSs  of  the  v/hole,   it  is 
certain    he    would    be    univ^^ally 
treated  with  contempt.     In  things 
of  the  greatest  moment,  however, 
such  conduct  has    not  only  been 
deemed  allowable,  but  too  frequently 
noticed  with  approbation.     Isolated 
passages  of  sacred  writ>  have  with- 
out the  least  regard  to  the  connexion 
in  which  they  occur,  been  by  some 
made  the  basis  of  a  creed,  and  by 
others  the  theme  of  ridicule  or  the 
butt  of  opposition.    Some  scriptaral 
doctrines  too,  instead  of  their  being 
viewed  in  their  relation  to  the  entire 
system  of  truth,  have,  in  some  cases, 
obtained  a  disproportionate  eleva« 
tion,  and  in  others  been  rejected  as 
incompatible  with  the  character  of 
God. 

In  a  similar  manner  have  the  dis- 
pensations of  Divine  Providence 
been  regarded :  and,  knowing  as  we 
do,  how  natural  it  is  to  take  this 
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partial  and  disjointed  view,  and  how 
difficult  it  is  to  stretch  the  mind  to 
any  thing  like  an  enlarged  and  com- 
prehensive contemplation  of  Jeho- 
vah's operations^  it  is  the  design  of 
the  present  essay  to  notice  some  of 
tliose  motives  which  should  induce 
us  to  desire,  and  hahitually  to  aim 
at  attaining,  that  holy  expansion  of 
soul  in  which  both  our  duty  and  our 
happiness  are  involved. 

First, — The  more  comprehensive 
are  our  views  of  the  Divine  Proce- 
dure the  more  are  those  views  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  reality  of  things. 
It  is  unnecessary  to  prove  that  the 
design  of  Him  "  who  inhabits  eter- 
nity," whom  ''  the  heaven  of  hea- 
vens cannot  contain,**  must  be  formed 
on  the  most  extensive  scale,  embrac- 
ing in  its  illimitable  range  every  event 
which  has  occurred,  or  ever  will 
occur,  in  this  or  any  other  world. 
Every  pleasure  that  delights  us, 
every  sorrow  that  distresses  us, 
every  action  we  perform,  and  every 
emotion  that  we  feel,  is  a  part — a 
minute  but  essential  part— of  what 
he  intended  should  transpire.  What- 
ever be  our  views  of  things,  the 
things  themselves  remain  the  same. 
The  mistakes  of  the  thoughtless  will 
not  alter  them,  nor  can  the  concep- 
tions of  the  most  exalted  mind  equal 
their  reality :  but  if  we  deliberately 
prefer  ignorance  to  knowledge,  and 
error  to  truth,  we  shall  well  deserve 
to  have  ignorance  and  error,  with 
their  concomitant  misery,  distrust, 
and  despair,  as  our  portion  now,  and 
for  ever. 

Secondly,*— The  more  comprehen- 
sive our  views  are  of  the  Divine 
Procedure,  the  more  exalted  and  ra- 
tional will  he  our  conceptions  of-  the 
character  of  God,  To  nothing  are 
we  more  prone  than  to  *'  limit  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel.**  From  this, 
many  of  our  sins,  our  sorrows,  and 
mistakes  arise.  Did  we,  however, 
accustom  ourselves  to  take  more  en- 
larged views  of  his  operations,  we 
could  not  fail  to  possess  more  ele* 
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vated  conceptions  of  his  character. 
Did  we  consider  that  at  the  v€ry 
moment  he  is  guiding  the  wing  of 
an  insect,  he  is  also  managing  the 
affairs  of  ten  thousand  times  ten 
thousand  worlds,  and  that  the  mi- 
nutest event  which  is  taking  place 
in  the  most  distant  of  these  worlds 
is  inseparably  connected  with  oar 
own  future  destiny  and  the  destiny 
of  every  other  intelligent  being ;  did 
we  view  him  as  having  permitted 
moral  evil  to  enter  his  creation, — 
and  arresting  its  progress  by  a  mer- 
ciful interposition, — ^permitting  that 
mercy  to  become  the  occasion  of  a 
greater  sin, — overraling  that  sin  for 
the  salvation  of  a  world, — and  thus 
suffering  good  and  evil  to  alternate 
with  each  other  for  thousands  of  years 
until  the  protracted  struggle  issues 
in  his  everlasting  glory, — we  should 
feel  our  minds  filled  with  wonder, 
reverence,  adoration,  and  praise. 

Thirdly, — A  Comprehensive  View 
of  the  Divine  Procedure  will  enable 
tis  properly  to  appreciate  the  inter* 
position  of  mercy  in  effecting  our  re-' 
demptum,  and  increase  our  grati" 
tude  for  every  favour  we  receive. 
Those  who  imagine  that  the  globe 
we  inhabit  is  a  very  considerable 
part  of  Jehovah*s  em{»re,  cannot  be 
much  suiprised  at  the  uninterrupted 
supply  of  their  temporal  wants,  or 
at  the  adoption  of  an  expedient  for 
their  recovery  from  eternal  ruin.  But 
those  who  realize  the  feet  that  all 
nations  of  men  are  comparatively  as 
nothing  in  his  sight — that  the  earth 
on  which  they  dwell  is  accounted  by 
him  as  the  small  dust  of  the  balance 
*— >that  the  extent  of  his  universe  far 
surpasses  human  conception — and 
that  he  himself  is  infinitely  greater 
than  the  universe  he  has  made  and 
governs,-^— will,  in  the  depth  of  their 
astonishment,  exclaim,  '^  Will  God 
in  very  deed  dwell  with  man  i^oon 
the  earth  ?"  ''  Lord,  what  is  man 
that  thou  art  mindful  of  him,  or  the 
son  of  man  that  thou  visitest  him?** 
and  will  feel  the   forcibleness  and 
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propriety  of  the  Savloar^t  declaration, 
**  God  80  loved  the  world  that  he 
gave  his  only  begotten  Son^  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.*' 
Fourthly, — It  will  remove  many 
of  those  olyectUms  n^hkh  arise  against 
the  government  of  God,  and  be  pro- 
duclive  of  submission  to  his  wUL 
When  we  look  around  us  and  be- 
hold the  prevalence  of  vice,  and  the 
heart*rending  torrent  of  suffering 
which  follows  in  its  train,  we  are  at 
times  tempted  to  question  the  exist- 
ence, the  ability,  or  the  goodness  of 
the  supreme  Disposer  of  all  things. 
But  to  this  scepticism  we  find  a 
powerful  autidote  in  the  consider- 
ation that  the  measure  of  natural 
and  moral  evil  wluch  exists  in  the 
present  world,  and  in  the  state  of 
final  retribution,  probably,  bears  al- 
most the  smallest  possible  propor- 
tion to  the  holiness  and  happiness  of 
the  entire  creation^  and  that  the 
inhabitants  of  innumerable  worlds, 
may,  possibly,  obtain  an  Indefinite 
augmentation  and  an  eternal  secure- 
ment  of  their  felicity,  from  an  ac- 
quaintance with  the  events  which 
have  transpired  on  earth.  Clouds 
and  daikness  may  now  envelop  the 
Eternal,  but  we  doubt  not  that 
it  will  be  hereafter  seen  that  righte- 
ousness and  judgment  have  .ever 
been  the  habitation  of  his  throne. 
The      same    consideration    which 

•  strengthens  and  comforts  die  soul 

•  when  agitated  by  what  it  discovers 
in  the  world  at  large,  is  calculated  to 
soothe  and  support  it  amidst  its  in- 
dividual trials.  Why  do  we  now 
groan  being  burdenea  ?  because  this 
is  requisite  to  prepare  us  for  a  state 
of  immortal  enjoyment.     If  in  our 

/trouble  we  are  influenced  chiefly  by 
4he  perceptions  of  sense,  we  shall 
:be  ready  to  say  with  the  Uzzian  pa- 
itriarch,  '*  Oh !  that  my  grief  were 
thoroughly  weighed,  and  my  cala- 
4nity  laid  in  the  balance  together ; 
for  it  would  be  heavier  than  the 
<sand  of  the  sea:"  but  if  by  faith 


we  look  at  the  things  which  are  in- 
visible and  eternal,  we  shall  perceive 
the  accuracv  of  the  estimate  made 
by  him  who  reckoned  "  that  the 
sufferings  of  this  present  time  are 
not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the 
glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us.** 
Then  will  ''  our  light  affliction, 
which  is  but  for  a  moment,  work 
for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and 
eternal  weight  of  glory.** 

The  Christian  has  not  only  per- 
sonal afflictions,  but  others  of  a  re- 
lative kind  ;  and  aome  which  arise 
from  his  character  as  a  citizen  of 
Zion.  When  he  sees  those  with 
whom  he  is  connected,  or  whom  he 
has  long  and  cordially  esteemed, 
walking  in  an  inconsistent  path; 
when  those  who  have  been  useful 
in  the  church  are  removed  by  Pro- 
vidence to  a  distant  sphere,  or  sum- 
moned to  the  heavenly  kingdom; 
his  heart  sinks  within  lum,  while  in 
the  bitterness  of  his  soul  he  ex* 
claims,  "  Lover  and  friend  hast  thou 
put  far  from  me.**  But  when  he 
remembers  that  the  fall  of  one  pro- 
fessor has  taught  many  others  to 
feel  more  deeply  their  obligations  to 
upholding  grace,  made  them  more 
watchful  and  more  earnest  in  prayer; 
that  the  church  of  Christ  on  earth 
and  in  heaven  is  but  one,  and  that 
the  interest  of  any  part  is  the  inte- 
rest of  the  whole ;  he  feels  resigned 
to  the  disposals  of  its  illustrious  and 
unerring  Head,  and  is  constrained  to 
acknowledge  that  "  he  doeth  all 
things  well.*' 

Fifthly, — It  enstamps  a  deep  and 
solemn  interest  on  our  present  state. 
If  the  things  of  time  have  an  inevi- 
table bearing  on  those  of  eternity ; 
if  actions  or  expressions,  which  to 
us  appear  extremely  insignificant, 
may  hereafter  be  found  to  have  ex- 
erted such  an  influence  upon  others 
as  to  render  them  productive  of 
the  most  important  consequences, 
"  what  manner  of  persons  ought  we 
to  be  in  all  holy  conversation  and 
godliness  ?** 
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SixtMy^-— J^t  h  a  desirable  prepa* 
ratwefor  the  employment  of  heaven. 
In  the  present  world  we  are,  as  it 
were,  immured  in  a  dungeon  ;  and, 
though  the  God  of  grace  has  bat- 
tered the  walls  of  our  prison,  ad- 
mitted the  Ught  of  truth  into  our 
cell,   and    furnished   us  with    that 
faith  which,  like  a  telescope,  enables 
us  to  discern   **  the  land  which  is 
very  far  oflF,"  yet  are  we  so  busily 
engaged  with  die  dust  and  cobwebs 
which   encircle  us,   that  we    have 
scarcely  time  or  inclination  to  ayail 
ourselves   of    the  advantages  with 
which  we  are  favoured^  or  to  con* 
template    and  enjoy   the  extensive 
and     delightful      prospect     which 
stretches  all  around  us.     Very  diffe- 
rent, however,  will  be  our  feelings 
and  employments  in  the  heavenly 
state.     The    shadows  which    now 
envelop  us  will  then  have  passed 
away  for  ever.    The  trifles  which 
now  attract  us  will  then  appear  in 
their  intrinsic  nothingness.    Then, 
instead  of  being  incarcerated  in  a 
prison,  the  walls  of  which  are  the 
Iwundary  of  our  perceptions  and  our 
thoughts,  we  shall  soar  **  high  in 
salvation  and  the  climes  of  bliss.'* 
There,  the  majestic  design  and  the 
wondrous    operations  of   Jdiovah, 
will  assume    an   appearance  more 
nearly  approaching  to  their  real  am* 
plituae :  and  though  we  may  never 
be  able  to  ascertain  all  the  bearings, 
ramifications,  and  results  of  any  event 
that  occurs  under  his  administration, 
we  shall  discover  enough  to  fill  our 
souls  with  astonishment,  and  *'  with 
joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory.'* 
If  we  are  Christians,  let  us  walk 
more  worthy  of  the  high  vocation 
wherewith  we  are  called,  and  of  the 
glorious  and  exhilarating  prospects 
which  spread  themselves  before  us. 
Let  us   endeavour  to  prepare  our 
souls  for  their  future  engagements, 
by  seeking  in  the  exercise  of  patient 
thought  and  lively  faith  to  connect 
all  that  we  perform  and  all  that  we 
experience,  with  the  sublime  reali- 
ties of  eternity.    When  temptations 


assail  us,  or  trials  befal  us,— when 
friends  forsake  or  enemies  annoy,-— 
when  youth  is  possessed  or  manhood 
attained, — when  old  age  has  arrived, 
or  death  is  approaching, — ^let  us  in 
them  recognize  the  appointments  of 
our  heavenly  Father,  knowing,  that 
whatever  be  our  condition  or  our 
prospects  on  earth,  '*  our  times  are  in 
hii  hand,*'  who  cannot  be  mistaken, 
and  who  will  not  be  unkind  j  but 
whose  wise  and  benevolent  plan 
embraces  unlimited  extent  as  its 
sphere,  and  endless  duration  as  its 
period.  "  Of  Him,  and  through 
Him,  and  to  Him  are  all  things,  to 
whom  be  glory  for  ever.  Amen."

My  dear  Young  Friend, 
I  cannot  refrain  from  addressing 
you  on  the  great  loss  you  have  sus-

Nature  will  vent  its  sorrows,  and  right 
it  is  that  you  should  feel  the  deepest 
degree  of  sorrow  that  the  grave  now 
contains  that  dear  parent  so  fondly 
beloved  by  you  and  your  dear  sbters. 
— It  would  be  wrong  not  to  mourn, 
and  to  feel  a  great  loss  when  such 
an  invaluable  friend,  and  guide,  and 
blessiug  is  taken  away  from  you : — 
the  absence  of  sorrow  on  such  an 
occasion  would  be  (to  use  the  senti- 
ment of  Dr.  Mason)  a  species  of 
ingratitude  to  God  for  having  given 
you  such  a  blessed  treasure  to  pos- 
sess for  so  long  a  time ;  yet  while 
I  allow  you  to  weep,  and  to  weep 
bitterly,  that  your  dear  and  onty  sur^ 
viving  parent  is  for  ever  removed 
from  your  enjoyment  and  society, 
I  am  very  anxious  to  remind  you  of 
those  excellences  which  made  her  so 
valuable  a  friend  to  you— of  the 
many  important  blessings  she  longed 
for  you  to  enjoy — and  of  the  vast 
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excellence  of  that  religion  which  en- 
abled her  to  live  like  a  Christian — 
to  die  in  peace,  even  to  triumph  in 
death,  '*  knowing  in  whom  she  had 
believed."

your  welfare  J  while  I  remind  you  of 
her  uniform  excellences  in  general, 
I  think  you  will  be  led  to  reflect 
how  they  were  all  united  for  your 
benefit,  and  how,  amidst  all  her  works 
of  love  and  patience  of  hope,  exer- 
cised in  those  active  services  she  en- 
gaged in  for  the  Redeemer's  glory 
in  the  world,  she  never  forgot  the 
frior  claim  of  the  souls  of  her  own 
dear  children,  that  they  needed  cul- 
ture, prayers,  and  tears — that  they 
tvere  by  nature  the  children  of  wrath 
even  as  others,  and   that  while  it 
was  her  duty  to  attend  to  the  claims 
of  the  world  at  large,  and  to  love  her 
neighbour  as  herself,  yet  the  other, 
the  welfare  of  her  immediate  circle 
was  not  passed  by.     Ah !  no,  my 
dear     young    friend,    whether    or 
not  she  meets  you  with  joy  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God  it 
will  not  be  to  bring  a  reproach  upon 
her  then — even  if  you  are  found  on 
the  left  hand  you  will  admit  that  she 
was  faithful — ^you  will  not  be  able 
to  cast  a  look  of  jealous  indignation 


on  those  who  will  own  her  as  their 
spiritual  parent  in  that  day.     Oh ! 
no — while  many,  we  believe,  will  ac- 
knowledge her  instructions  and'  la- 
bours as  the  means  of  leading  them 
to  the  throne  of  God,  there  will  not 
be  reflection  that  they  were  saved 
through  exertions  which  her  own 
children  did  not  partake  of,  did  not 
enjoy ;  you  will  be  the  first  to  ac- 
knowledge, should  such  an  awfiil  si- 
tuation &en  be  youra  (but  which  I 
cannot  bear  to  think  of),  that  she 
will  be  dear  of  your  blood — ^that  she 
warned,  entreated,  and  invited  you 
— that  she  agonised  with  you  on  her 
knees  befcHre  the    Lord,    but  that 
*'  you  despised  counsel — ^you    neg- 
lected salvation  —  you   would    not 
come  to  the  Saviour  that  you  might 
have  life:'* — ^and  that  while  the  chil- 
dren of  strangers  listened  to  her  en- 
treaties— took  warning  in  '*  the  ac- 
cepted time,"  and  fled  to  the  Saviour, 
you  hardened  your  heart  and  said 
unto  the  Lord,   ^'  Depart  from  me, 
I  deme  not  the  knowledge  of  thy 
ways."  Oh !  my  dear  young  friend, 
let  me  beseech  you  to  reflect  on  such 
a  prospect— think  of  it : — a  meeting 
you  will  have  again  with  your  de- 
parted mother,  and  if  it  is  not  with 
joy  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Sa- 
viour, it  must  be,  with  the  tenfold 
aggravation  of  what  I  have  described* 
on  his  left.    Yes,  marvel  not  at  my 
earnestness,  for  "  the  dead  must  be 
raised,  and  small  and  great   stand 
before  God."   Oh!  pause  and  trem- 
ble;  you  affect  to  disbelieve  these 
things,  yet  they  will — they  will,  take 
place  I  your  eye  mttst  see  the  Judge — 
you  must  give  account  of  yourself 
before    him — ^you   must  meet  her 
you  deplore  in  that  day.    Oh  !  that 
the  Holy  Spirit    may  attend  this 
feeble  effort  with  his  mighty  energy 
to  the  conversion  of  your  soul ;  and 
while  affection  for  the  memory  of 
my     departed    friend     makes     me 
anxious  to  vindicate  the  example 
she  set,  the  rdigion  she  professed, 
and  the  excell^cy  which   adorned 
her  eharaeter  as  the  fruit  and  effect 
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of  ^^mne  grace  in  her  hearty  it  is 
united  with  an  earnest  prayer  for 
your  salvation,  that  now,  while  your 
heart  hleeds  from  natural  feelings 
for  the  loss  of  your  mother^  you 
may  be  led  to  seek  spiritual  blessings 
from  the  source  which  enabled  her 
to  sing  victory  over  the  last  enemy, 
and  to  rejoice  in  hope  of  glory. 

Here   I  am  constrained  to  say. 
Oh  !  that  your  last  end  may  be  like 
hers  5  but  must  remind  you,  then,  that 
her  Bible  must  be  fully  believed  and 
received  by  you — ^tbet  her  Saviour 
must  be  trusted  and  adored  by  you, 
and  liie   Holy  Spirit  her  sanctifier 
and  teacher,  become  the  regenerator 
of  your  soul  and  impart  spiritual  life 
and  light  to  you.     Yes,  and  blessed 
be  God,  it  is  not  too  late  for  you  to 
seek  these  precious  gifts.    The  door 
of  mercy  is  not  shut^  for  the  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ  stUl  cleanseth  from 
all  sin — the  Divine  teaching  is  not 
inaccessible — ^for   "God  giveth  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him;'* 
it  is  not  too  late,  for  God  to  have 
mercy  upon  you  5  for  the  sake  of 
Jesus  Christ  the  Saviour^  "  his  deai^ 
Son,**   he  will  receive  the  chief  of 
sinners,  and  *^  him  that  cometh  shall 
be  in  nowise  cast  out."     "  God  so 
loved  the  world,* 'that "  he  spared  not 
his  own  Son  but  freely  gave  him  up*' 
to   death,   even  the  death   of    the 
cross,  *^  that  he  might  save  even  to 
the  uttermost."  Oh!  my  dear  young 
friend^   listen  to  the  entreaties  of 
your  mother's  friend,  and  hear  from 
her  newly-closed  grave  the  warning 
voice.     "  See  that  ye  refuse  not  him 
that  speaketh.**    "  How  can    you 
escape  if  you  neglect  so  great  salva- 
tion.'*   Her  prayers  for  you  are  now 
for   ever  enrfcd-— she  will  no  more 
cry,  "  God  be  merciful  to  my  son, 
my  only  son — Lord,  save  my  son  and 
make  him  thy  servant,  by  regenerate 
ing  grace.**    You  have  now  for  ever 
lost  the  further  benefit  of  her  inter- 
cession>  and  it  is  a  loss  indeed.  No 
earthly  riches  can  at  all  compensate 
for  the  prayers  of  a  godly  mother — 
no  treasures^  or  honour^  or  worldly 


advantage  can  supply  the  place;  let' 
then  such  reflections  be  attended  to 
with  seriousness  by  you.  You  are  a 
little  withdrawn  from  your  accus- 
tomed engagements  by  this  bereav* 
ing  stroke,  and  do  me  the  favour  to 
take  this  letter  into  your  retirement, 
and  to  meditate  upon  it :  could  your 
dear  mother  add    another    request 
from  her  heavenly  abode,  it  would 
be  this^  I  am  sure,  to  enforce  my 
.earnest  request  to  you. — Yea,  she 
would  say,  do  meditate  on  it  my  son^ 
and  let  the  one  thing  needful  be  be- 
lieved as  needful  for  you. 

But  I  must  close,  and  bid  you 
farewell,  yet  I  hardly  know  how  to 
leave  you  :  may  I  indulge  the  hope 
that  you  will  *'  consider  your  ways," 
and  give  heed  to  instruction,  and  cry 
unto  God  for  salvation; — then  happy 
indeed  shall  I  be,  that  I  undertook 
this  task  on  your  behalf.     You  will, 
I  hope,  still  continue  your  attend- 
ance^; on  the  means  of  grace;  you 
dared  not  absent  yourself  from  them 
during  the  lifetime  of    your  dear 
mother  from  a  regard  to  her  feelings. 
Let    me  beg  and  venture  to  hope 
that  respect  for  hermemory  will  ope- 
rate now  she  is  dead,  in  the  absence 
of  a  higher  motive ;  do  gratify  me 
in  this  request.      While  under   the 
sound  of  mercy  and  use  of  means, 
there  is  hope;   oh,  do  attend  them 
lest  you  should  be  hardened  in  un- 
belief, and  at  last  sit  down  in  the 
scomer's  chair. 

Let  me  finally  give  you  the  re- 
flections of  an  unconverted  child  in 
the  family  pew,  given  by  a  living 
minister  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  add,  that  similar  reflections 
passed  through  the  mind  of  one 
well  known  to  me  years  ago,  not 
altogether  without  profit. 

'*  In  this  seat  I  well  remember  sat 
my  aged  father.  With  what  atten- 
tion did  he  listen  to  divine  truth-r— 
what  devotion  sat  upon  his  couute? 
nance.  By  his  side  was  my  vene- 
rable mother,  freqently  did  the  silent 
tear  steal  down  her  cheek  while  the 
love  of  Jesus  was  shed  abroad  in 
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her  heart: — in  that  pew,  my  beloved 
parent  often  stood  up  to  pray,  and 
the  holy  fervour  of  his  soul  will  not 
be  forgotten  by  me  while  memory 
holds  her  seat.  How  did  he  pray  for 
the  church,  for  the  world,  and  pob 
ME !  that  Christ  might  be  formed  in 
me,  and  that  when  he  should  be 
gathered  to  his  fathers,  this  child, 
might  occupy  his  place,  and  call  the 
Saviour  blessed.  But,  alas  for  me, 
here  I  am,  with  no  more  devotion 
in  my  soul  than  the  seat  I  occupy. 
'  The  sons  of  strangers  have  come 
and  joined  themselves  to  the  Lord 
in  a  perpetual  covenant,'  but  I  who 
seemed  to  be  as  one  of  the  children 
of  the  kingdom,  am  in  danger  of 
being  cast  out /or  ever,  .How  into- 
lerable will  be  my  anguish  in  a  fu« 
ture  world,  if  I  should  lift  up  my 
eyes  and  behold  my  beloved  friends 
with  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven,  while  the 
impassable  gulf  forbids  the  hope  of 
my  ever  joining  their  blessed  society.** 
May  these  reflections  be  blessed 
in  leading  you  to  remember  that 
though  hopeless  in  the  judgment, 
yet  it  is  not  so  now — "  yet  there  is 
room** — and  while  it  is  called  to- 
day, "  is  the  accepted  timei**  there 
is  an  advocate  with  the  Father';  God 
is  just,  yet  the  justifier  of  him  that 
believeth  in  Jesus — and  believing  on 
him  you  shall  never  perish,  but  shall 
have  everlasting  life.  With  earnest 
desire  for  your  salvation^  1  sub* 
scribe.

Address  to  British  Christians 
respecting  slavery. 

My  Fellow  Christians, 

There  are  in  the  island  of  Jamaica 
300,000  British  slaves. 

Fifteen  thousand  of  them  at  least, 
are  the  children  of  Englishmen  and 
Scotchmen. 

Under  this  cruel  system,  the  agri-  ^ 
cultural  part  of  the  slave  population  i 
are  rapidly  decreasing  by  death.  Fe-  I 


males  are  flogged  in  the  most  inde- 
cent and  disgusting  manner,  at  the 
will  of  their  oppressors.  I  have 
seen  it. 

The  decrease  on  the  sugar  estates 
by  death,  in  the  parish  of  Trelawney, 
from  1817  to  1829  was  1394. 
Deaths  6739— Births  5345. 

Even  on  Christian  proprietor's  es- 
tates  it  is  the  same. 

Thousands  of  these  deeply  injured 
and  helpless  beings  are  your  brethren 
and  sisters  in  Christ,  and  they  are 
now  forbidden  to  worship  God. 

In  the  small  town  where  I  and 
my  brother  missionaries  were  priso- 
ners, during  the  late  struggle  for 
freedom,  more  than  100  were  hung 
on  one  gallows,  many  were  shot, 
and  about  300  men  and  women 
flogged  underneath  it,  till  the  ground 
was  covered  with  their  blood  j  of 
which  flogging  several  died. 

They  are  an  interesting  and  an 
affectionate  people  when  treated  like 
human  beings,  and  it  is  in  your 
power  to  give  them  civil  and  reli- 
gions liberty  if  you  will  eonscien- 
tiottsly  adopt  the  following  reso- 
lutions :-— 

1 .  Meet  once  in  every  month  to 
pray  for  the  immediate  and  total  abo' 
lition  of  slavery. 

2.  Conscientiously  abstain  from 
ever  using  any  produce  reused  by 
slave  labour.  Oh,  that  Christians 
would  all  do  this  (and  what  a  tri- 
fling sacrifice  at  the  altar  of  m^vy), 
then  must  the  system  fall. 

3.  Vote  for  no  man  who  will  not 
give  a  distinct  pledge  that  he  will 
vote  for  the  entire  and  immediate 
abolition  of  slavery. 

4.  Petition  Christian  Slaveholders 
to  commence  this  work  oj  Mercy. 
It  is  in  their  power  so  to  do,  men 
could  be  found  who  would  conduct 
their  estates  with  free  labour,  and, 
instead  of  having  the  curse  they 
would  enjoy  the  blessing  of  the 
Father  of  the  oppressed  upon  their 
properties. 

5.  Use  all  your  influence  to  pro- 
mulgate these  principles.

The  scene  at  Jamaica  is  indeed 
appalling,    I    never  witnessed   any 


thing  of  the  kind  before.  I  was 
present  at  the  trial  of  a  number  of 
the  individuals,  against  whom  they 
could,  or  did,  bring  no  accusation, 
except  that  they  were  Baptists,  and 
they  died  Stephen  like.  I  have  heard 
also  of  mobs  but  never  witnessed  one 
until  the  demolition  of  the  chapel  at 
St.  James*s,  which  was  too  much  for 
me  to  bear.  The  six  missionaries, 
with  whom  I  became  acquainted, 
named  within,  I  very  highly  esteem, 
and  believe  they  were  in  nowise 
engaged  in  the  rebellion,  or  instru- 
mental to  it — they  appear  to  be  de- 
voted humble  followers  of  the  Lamb, 
but  suflfer  the  most  persecution  (the 
Rev.  Mr.  Burchell  in  particular)  of 
any  individuals  within  my  acquaint- 
ance. I  add  no  more.  Accept  through 
Christian  friendship,  of  the  best 
wishes  of  your  humble  servant, 
Philemon  Hoaoley.

David  demanded  of  Uriah  <  how  the  war 
prospered.*  It  cannot  yet  be  said,  in 
every  sense,  of  the  Christian  charch,  that 
**  her  warfisire  is  accomplished,*'  for  there 
are  many  believers  in  Jeans,  who,  by  the 
strengthening  influences  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  are  now  fighting  «<  the  good  fight.*' 

The  author  of  this  volume  has  entitled 
himself  by  his  well  known  publications  to 
a  very  respectful  attention,  whatever  may 
be  the  topic  on  which  he  chooses  to  em- 
ploy his  useful  pen.  And  such  attention, 
we  doubt  not,  be  will  receive  from  a  large 
portion  of  the  Christian  world. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  highly  impor- 
tant subject  of  the  volume  now  before  us, 
his  acquaintance  with  the  world,  and  with 
the  church  j  with  the  Bible,  and  with  all 
the  governing  principles  of  good  and  bad 
men,  appears  to  great  advantage.

He  discourses  in  the  first  three 
preliminary  chapters  on  <*  Human  Depra- 
vity— Justification— and  Spiritual  Influ- 
ences.** Twelve  chapters  follow  on  «  The 
Christian  War&re  as  connected  with  Be- 
lieving'—  Repentance  —  Private  Devo- 
tion—Public Duty —  Persecution  — Re- 
ligious Declension— Despondency— Occu- 
pation— Retirementp— Prosperity— Adver- 
sity—The  Fear  of  Death.**  The  sixteenth 
chapter  conclades  with  **  The  daims  of 
the  Christian  WarAire.**

sages for  extracts,  but  our  limits  will  not 
permit  us  to  do  more  than  to  select  the 
following,  which  may  give  our  readers 
a  taste  of  the  entertainment  provided  for 
them.

**  Our  leisure,  our  etpacities,  and  our  pro- 
perty, all  are  talents ;  and  gloomy  are  the 
prospects  of  that  man  who,  having  ten,  is 
content  with  the  employment  of  oasb  We 
have  reason  to  fear  that  there  are  not  a  few 
men,  calling  themselves  Christians^  who  die 
much  too  rich  to  be  found  Christians  at  last. 
No  truly  devout  mind  would  stand  in  their 
souls*  stead  for  their  treasure  muldplied  a 
thousand  fold  One  thing  is  sure ;  it  has 
not  been  their  practice,  having  food  and 
raimenty  therewith  to  be  content ;  nor  is  it 
without  alarm  that  we  think  of  them  ascend- 
ing to  the  presence  of  that  Judge  who 
praised  the  conduct  of  the  widow  in  present- 
ing the  oflering  which  consisted  of  her  last 
mite.  The  life  of  Martin  Luther  supplies  a 
beautiful  exemplification  of  these  great  lessons. 
His  time  and  his  talents  were  readily  conse- 
crated to  the  good  of  the  human  raee;  and 
though  long  known  as  the  csmpanioa  of 
princes,  and  the  r^enerator  of  Christendom, 
he  chose  to  leave  his  own  fiunily  in  oompsta- 
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tive  poverty,  confident  that  the  Ood  to  whose 
cause  he  had  been  so  long  devoted,  would 
not  forsake  the  seed  o£  his  servant.**

*<  Now  the  Gospel  is  not  only  the  great, 
it  is  the  only  means  by  which  the  overthrow 
and  the  ultimate  desb^ction  of  this  guilty 
selfishness  can  be  secured.  It  has  been  ad- 
justed to  this  end  by  infinite  wisdom.  To 
this  end  it  is  sent  into  the  world ;  and  the 
more  we  are  brought  under  its  influence,  the 
more  do  we  escape  firom  this  bondage  which 
has  come  upon  us.  In  the  love  which  it 
discloses,  there  is  a  manifestation  oi  so  much 
that  is  condescending  and  disinterested,  that 
the  man  who  receives  it  becomes  imbued 
with  its  own  generous  element ;  and  is  con- 
strained, by  the  new  impulse  which  it  creates 
within  him,  to  look  beyond  his  own  things 
to  the  things  of  others.

And  assuredly  it  is  not  too  much  to 
expect  that  our  reception  of  infinite  good  in 
the  place  of  infinite  evil,  and  this  through 
the  medium  of  an  infinite  sacrifice,  should 
call  forth  something  of  that  nobleness  of  na- 
ture in  us  by  which  we  find  ourselves  to 
have  been  so  marvellously  befriended.  J7e- 
hcMing  as  in  a  glass  the  glory  of  the  Lord, 
we  are  charged  into  the  same  image,  from 
glorjf  to  glory,  as  hy  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord, 
It  is  not  merely  because  we  have  received 
much,  that  much  is  to  be  expected  from  us ; 
but  because  we  are  also  promised  much,  and 
because  in  due  time  toe  shall  reap,  if  we 
faint  not."  p.  162,  163. 

In  p.  14,  Mr.  Vaughan  says — 

^  Hia  holiness  is  only  another  aspect  of 
his  benevolence,— -his  ben^olence  being  that 
property  of  his  nature  of  .which  every  other 
is  merely  a  modification.      Ood  is  love." 

Perhaps  it  would  be  more  correct— evi- 
dently more  in  accordance  with  the  sacred 
words  just  quoted— to  say,  Ood  is  love,  and 
bis  holiness,  justice,  truth,  and  faithful* 
ness,  and  bis  goodness  in  all  its  varied 
aspects,  whether  of  grace  to  the  unworthy, 
kindness  to  the  destitute,  mercy  to  the 
rebellious,  or  compassion  to  the  wretched, 
—all  are  bat  modifications  of  love. 

The  typography  is  excellent— the  book 
IS  in  all  respects  well  got  up-- and  w^  take 
leave  of  Mr.  Vaughan  with  a  cheerful 
hope  that  we  shall,  ere  long,  have  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  him. again.

A  delightful  little  work  for  those  who  *  aie 
frequently  unable  to  read  much,  or  bear 
much  to  be  read  to  them.*  The  com- 
mittee have  judiciously  employed  a  large 
and  clear  type.  We  rejoice  to  think  that 
many  a  weary  soul  will  be  refieibed  by  i1^ 
and  that  it  will  awaken  many  a  song  in 
the  night.  The  following  brief  extracts 
will  shew  what  precioiM  materials  of 
thought  are  found  in  it  :— 

*'  That  eminently  pious  man,  the  Rev.  John 
Dod,  who  died  in  Northamptonshire,  in  1646, 
at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-six,  used  to  say

The  LcHrd  wiU  be  sure  to  support  us  under 
them.  6.  They  are  not  too  many,  too 
heavy,  or  too  long,  as  Satan  would  have 
them;  nor  too  few,  too  short,  or  too  light, 
as  our  corrupt  nature  would  have  them. 
6.  Their  end  is  a  weight  of  glory,  and  the

of  tbk  nost  iraloaUe  «^CbaqpB,''  has 
^0tMt6A  and  enforced/*  «be  pcstorV  work 
wftb  gteid  correctness,  and  tery  consider- 
able ability,  !n  reference  to  the  duties 
«  of  the  Pulpit,  the  Study,  the  Pas- 
tor's Cbair,  and  the  Visit iMO  of  the 
people."  As  the  most  difficult  part,  pro* 
baUyy  of  the  pastor's  work  in  regard  to 
pfe9etw\og  the  peace^  and  poriiy^  and 
prosperity  of  the  church,  relates  to  what 
Mr.  Hargreaves  calU  the  <<  Pastor's 
Chairy'*  we  shall  copy  bis  remarks  on  that 
subject :— - 

«  Thb^,  on  yonr  doty,  in  the  Pastor's 
Oudr. — This  is  of  great  importanee  to  the 
wen  beii^  of  the  eommnnity  erer  trhich  you 
are  called  to  preside.  As  the  bishop  or 
overseer,  H  wilt  be  yoar  province  to  take 
care  that  '  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in 
order.'  Yoa  must  magnify,  not  yonraelf, 
but  yonr  office.  It  will  be  necMiary  that 
you  know  peisonaHy,  the  whole  church,  and 
each  individual  member :  *  Be  then  diligent 
to  know  the  stals  of  thy  0oek,  and  look  well 
to  thv  herds.'  Yon  wiH  need  great  wisdom 
and  fidelity,  naucAi  aifeetioo,  and  some  autho- 
rity, in  the  discharge  of  this  part  of  jrour 
pastoral  duty.  There  must  be  no  base  cbm- 
l^iAtijsiMi  to  gratify  the  hnmour  or  lordly  am- 
bition of  say  Diotrephes,  nor  any  urorpation 
«f  unjust  autiiority  to  subdue  or  conquer  the 
wesk*  In  my  observations  on  mintsters  and 
churches,  it  has  appeared  to  me,  that  very 
&w  ministers  hold  the  place  which  the  New 
Testament  has  assigned  them.     They  gene- 


rally exercise  eiiAer  too  much,  or  too  fittle 
power'!  they  efther  tnanple  upon  osiers,  or 
are  tranifAetf  ttpon  tfaemselvetf.      They  are 
either  tools  of  the  people,  or  tyrants; — 
cfdier  lords  or  shives.     They  are  generally 
so  tempted  by  the  conduct  of  the  people,  as 
to  render  it  exceedSngly  diillcnlt  to  find  and 
keep  the  happy  medrum.     Some  lord-bro- 
ther in  the  chureh,  enamoored  by  power 
and  inffoence,  endesvoorsto  seuke  the  rems  of 
government,  and   to  drive  or  draw  every 
thing  hn  own  way.     He  has  no  particular 
oljeetion  to  the  ndnister  ruling  the  people,  if 
he  may  rule  and  £xect  Ibe  minister.     Here 
is  the  trial  of  the  pastor's  prudence,  patience, 
and  fortitude.      He  must  resist   or  yidd. 
If  he  resist,  he  may,  perhaps,  in  the  struggle, 
get  a  step  or  two  too  h%h,  and  in  subju- 
gating one,  assume  too  much  power  over  the 
rest.      Too  jnany  minveeiR,  perhaps,  ifear 
to  combat  such  opponents  to  1^  church's 
purity  and  peace ;  and  from  a  soft,  a  kind, 
and  gentfe  heart,  yield  the  power  into  im- 
proper han^  hopmg  the  b«it,  and  leaving 
consequences  widi  God.      These  ministers 
afterwards  become  like  the   hands  of  the 
dock — and  are    tttmed  backwards  or  for- 
wards at  the  pleasure  of  their  lord.     But  I 
hope  that  here  the  pastor  end  the  people  wiH 
know  and  be  omtent  to  occupy  their  own 
places.     Do  you,  my  brother,  exercise  impar- 
tiality in  the  nse  of  your   ruling    power. 
This  win  often  be  required  in  recoving,  re- 
proving, and  excluding  members.     The  peo- 
ple cannot^  perhaps,  in  some  cases,  all  see, 
or  feel,   or  be  interested  alike.      Fear  or 
ftvour,  prejudice  or  afiectkm,  wiB  have  in- 
ftienee  o^t  some  of  them.     Now  your  ut- 
most prudence  will  be  put  into  >requisitM>n : 
in  many  cases  self-dsnial  must  be  practised 
to  a  very  great  d^;ree.     Yoar  feelings,  and 
even  your  jnc^^ineBt,  must  be  denied,  ana 
saerificed  fer  the  sake  of  peace.     Yield  asad 
to  go  witik  the  nujority,  but  on  no  aooount 
whatever    sacrifice    oenseienee    aaul  tratfa. 
Sometimes  you  may  find  it  an  act  ef  pru- 
dence to  conceal  your  own  opinion  of  a  mat- 
tee,  and  on  some  occasions  equally  wise  to 
consult  a  few  friends  befitre  it  is  brought  to 
the  diurch  meeting.     But,  whatoiver  pba 
yon  adopt,  ever  rettsmbsr,  that,   m    the 
exercise  of  yoor  paslsssl  authori^,  years  is 
not  a  rod  of  iron,  but  the  shepherd's  crook. 
You  are  not  to  lord  it  over  God's  heritage, 
nor  to  assume    dominion  over  their   fiuth. 
You   may   be    laudably  concerned   for  the 
nnmbers,    respectability,   and  honour,    and 
peace  of  the  chumh ;  but  even  iteoe  are  not 
to  be  sought  at  tho  expense. of  truth  aad 
purity.     While  you  pvesida  ia  the  pastor's 
chair,  let  the  rules  of  the  New  Tsatamsnt  be 
preserved  inviolate."

'^  It  is  of  such  high  importanoBy  that  .a 
pastor  possess  the  government  of  his  own 
temper,  and  a  toleraUe  share  of  prudence, 
when  presiding  in  the  management  of  chnrch 
aflhirs;  that,  withoat  these,  his  general  in- 
tegrity, though  undisputed,  and  Us  benevo- 
lence, though  usually  considered  as  exem- 
plary, will  be  in  daqger  of  impeachment 
ainong  his  people.  Nay,  notwithstanding 
the  fickleness  and  caprice  of  many  private 
professors  with  regard  to  their  ministers,  it 
has  long  appeared  probdl>le  to  me,  that  a 
majority  ot  tnose  uueasuesses,  animonwes,  ana 
separations,  which  to  thodisgraos  of^rtligisn, 
take  pUuDe  between  paaCsra  and  their  several 
churches,  may  be  traced  up,  either  to  the 
unchristian  tempecs,  to  thegross  imprudence, 
or  to  the  laxiness  and  n^lects  of  the .  paators 
themselves.*'

The  horribfe  devastations  committed  .jn 
8cio  by  the  Turks  in  1822,  were  so  dread- 
ful as  to  change  ^  the  Garden. of  Eden,  to 
a  desolate  wilderness.**  p.  18^,  184. 

The  description  of  Jerusalem  and  the 
scenes  of  idolatry  and  superstition  he  there 
witnessed)  will  supply  many  materials  ibr 
melancholy  reflection.  The  .legendary 
tales  which  are  told  the  credulous  traveller, 
excites  one*s  indignation  against  that 
anti-christiansystem.by  which  tbey  were 
invoked,  and  those  spiritual  merchants  of 
that  corrupted  church  who  have  turned 
them  to  so  prqfitable  a  purpose.

countenance,  suddenly  turned  aside  and  went 
to  an  open  casement.  Thither  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  one  of  his  companions,  who,  seeing 
tears  mnning  down  his  cheeks,  asked  the 
cause.  'Oh  !'  he  repGed,  <it  will  not  do  to 
look  at  that  pietnrc,  and  afterwards  go  into 
the  ooek-pit.'  *'

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Tke  Juvenile  PhUdtopher.      By  Thomas 
Keyworth. 

This  is  a  very  pretty  little  book,  and 
exactly  adapted  to  the  young  people  for 
whom  it  is  intended.  Religion  and  phi- 
losophy are  properly  blended.  The  sub- 
j ccts  are  fevr'^  but,  perhaps,  the  chief  val ue 
of  the  book  consists  in  directions  giyen  to 
the  juvenile  reader  to  construct  little 
philosophical  instruments  for  the  illustra- 
tion of  principles  at  a  trifling  expense. 
The  author^s  own  preface,  however,  is 
sufficiently  explanatory  :— 

**  As  in  drawing  up  the  Scripture  and  the 
British  Chronology,  the  author  was  induced 
to  resort  to  the  plans  there  stated  firom  a 
wish  to  facilitate  the  progress  of  his  own 
children,  and  to  render  those  studies  enter- 
taining which,  as  usually  conducted,  are  dry 
and  uninteresting  to  the  young;  so  the  little 
contrivances  explained  in  the  present  pub- 
lication, were  devised  for  similar  reasons. 
One  recommendation  of  the  plans  detailed 
in  the  foflowingpsges  is,  that  nearly  all  the 
apparatus  are  of  such  a  description,  that  they 
may  be  provided  and  constructed  by  young 
persons  themselves,  at  the  trifling  cost  of  a 
few  pence ;  and  thus  find  an  innocent  and 
instructive  amusement  for  many  a  vacant 
hour.**

JULIA  COCKSw 
JVI.IA  Cocks,  eldest  daughter  of  John 
Cocks»  Baplkt  Mioister  of  Minebead,  So- 
merset,  was  removed  fvom  this  iaauatary 
state  on  the  Sth  July,  1830,  ia  die  19th 
year  of  her  age.  That  religwa  will  fur- 
niah  coasalalion  wbra  every  stream  of 
earthly  comfort  is  dried  up,  the  aged 
and  ajgOcted  Christian  can  testify;  aad 
this  sacred  prmciple  displays  its  efficacy 
in  no  ordinary  degree,  when  we  sea  a 
yoathfal  mind  renouncing  its  earthly 
hopes  and  the  vain  pleasures  of  an  alluring 
world,  and  fixing  its  dependance  for  hap- 
piness and  peace  on  Christ  alone.  This 
was  tbe  happy  state  of  her  i^rdiog  who  is 
the  subject  of  this  short  memoir. 

That  outward  morality  is  amiable  and 
deserving  of  universal  imitation  Is  readily 
acknowledged,  but  morality  may  exist 
where  the  individual  is  a  total  stranger  to 
aeAoi^e  ilfhearif  aad  a  laviag  acqnain* 
lance  with  Christ  as  the  only  8avi&ur  of 
sinners.  Let  not  the  amiable  youths  of 
our  congregations,  therefore,  build  their 
hopes  for  heaven  on  their  peaceable  and 
obliging  dispositions,  their  regular  attend- 
aace  on  the  means  of  grace— their  dotiftil 
obedience  to  their  parenii,-»or  on  any  ex- 
temal  deportment  however  engaging  and 
lovely.  We  are  all  bom  in  sin  and  need 
tbe  n'aahing  of  regenemtioo  and  renewing 
of  the  Holy  Spit  it.  There  is  bnt  one  way 
of  salvation  fbr  the  most  profligate  and 
the  most  amiable,  and  that  is  the  merito- 
rious blood  and  righteousness  of  Jesus 
Christ.  To  the  solemn  declaration  of 
sacred  Writ  no  exception  can  be  taken  ; 
<*  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other : 
for  there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven 
given  among  men  whereby  we  must  be 
saved.**  Through  this  divine  Saviour  the 
amiable  subject  whose  death  is  here  re- 
carded,  obtauied  mercy  aad  eternal  life.

Such,  indeed,  was 
the  sweetness  of  her  temper,  that  she 
gained  the  esteem  of  all  who  knew  her» 


aad  nan  J  respeeiaUe  persoa*  at  Mine* 
head,  gave  sKire  than  verbal  evidence  of 
their  attadmeafc  tahtr.  On  Ike  eeieem 
of  her  follow  msttalH  however,  or  on  any 
tiiiag  in  henel^  sbe  did  not  build  her 
hopes  for  another  woiM.  Her  fothety 
anxious  U>  know  the  state  of  her  Baind  in 
this  respect}  one  day  asked  her  what  laaa 
the  foaadation  of  hrr  kepe  asapeetiag 
eternity  I  She  wept^  and  aaid  that  she 
felt  herself  to  be  a  poor  guilty  siciner,  but 
that  her  hope  of  eternal  life  was  in  Jesus 
Christ,  the  friend  of  sinners.  They  then 
bowed  together  and  poured  out  their 
united  supplications  at  the  throne  of  grace. 
Two  days  alter  this  mterview  she  took  an 
afiectionate  leave  of  her  dear  and  afflicted* 
father,  never  to  return  to  hb  paternal 
embraces  more. 

Having  completed  her  appicntaoediip 
to  the  dress^making,  she  obtained  a  situ- 
ation in  a  respectable    establishment  in 
Bristol,  and  left   home    to    enter  upon 
it;    her  parents  received  a   letter  fh>m 
her,  stating  her  safe  arrival  and  com- 
fortable   prospects.    But  about  a  week 
afterwards  her  mistress  wrote  to  convey 
the  distressing  intelligence  that  she  was 
dangerously  ill.    Her  affectionate  mother 
set  off  immediately  for  Bristol,  where  she 
arrived  in  time  to  see  and  converse  with 
the  object  of  ber  solicitude  ;  and  her  dear 
child  was  permitted  to  expire  in  her  arms. 

A  few  days  before  her  death  her  mother 
spake  to  her  respecting  the  state  of  her 
mind,  ^e  replied—

obedient  to  her  parents,  and  attenilTe  to 
the  external  duties  of  religion;  she  replied,

was  going  to  engage  in  prayer,  she  asked 
her  what  she  wished  her  to  pray  for;  she 
repKed,  **  that  the  Lord  would  prepare  her 
for  himself."  She  said  she  had  long  had 
an  impression  that  she  should  die  young, 
and  seemed  to  wish  to  live  a  little  longer; 
her  mother  said,  **  1  hope,  my  dear,  you 
are  resigned  to  the  will  of  the  Lord  ?**  she 
replied,  •*<  Yes.'**  She  complained  much 
of  a  pain  in  her  throat,  so  that  it  was  diflli- 


ctdt  for  her  to  speak.  Jast  before  she 
expired,  she  desired  to  sit  up  and  be  sup- 
ported in  her  mother^s  arms ;  this  she  did 
for  la  short  time,  but  soon  reclined  again, 
then  sat  up  for  a  few  moment^  fetched  two 
deep  sighs,  and  resigned  her  soul  into  the 
hands  of  the  Saviour  who  had  redeemed  it.

OV  THK  PESVILEMCB. 

{From  the  Invettigaior  of  March  hut  J. 

That  we  are  living  in  eventful  times,  all 
must  acknowledge ;  let  us,  however,  for  the 
present,  take  one  particular  subject;  and 
briefly  consider  "  the  pestilence  that  walketh 
in  darkness.**  This  is  a  theme  that  will  yet, 
I  fear,  speak  home  to  the  hearts  and  feelings 
of  all.  We  know  not  how  soon  it  may  be 
written  in  characters  of  blood  befoi  e  our  eyes ; 
and  it  will  not  be  the  less  terrible,  because 
God  has  for  a  time  stayed  his  destroying 
angel,  so  that  the  disease  has  not  pursued  its 
course  with  its  wonted  giant  strides, — ^because 
the  Lord  has  in  his  mercy  held  back  the 
sword,  and  thus,  as  it  were,  given  to  Britain 
a  short  time  to  repent  and  to  turn  from  her 
iniquities.  But  we  know  not  how  long  his 
mercy  may  wait :  perhaps,  even  now,  the  dis- 
ease may  be  extending  its  roots  slowly  and 
steadily^  and  ere  many  weeks  shaU  have 
passed  over  our  heads,  it  may  rise  up  like  a 
tree ;  and  as  the  yew  o'erspreads  the  village 
churchyard,  so  may  this  awful  pestilence 
overspread  our  land  in  its  leng^th  and  breadth, 
so  that  the  voice  of  mourning  and  lamenta- 
tion will  be  heard  throughout  our  cities : — 
Yes!  in  those  very  streets  which  now  re- 
sound with  the  shout  and  the  laugh  of  a  God- 
forgetting  people.  Now  is  the  time  for  the 
Christian  to  go  forward,  and  to  warn  sinners 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come ; — now  is  the 
time  for  every  one,  who  has  tasted  of  the 
good  things  of  Christ,  to  stand  between  the 
people  and  the  destruction  that  is  coming  on 


them ; — ^to  call  upon  all  who  do  not  know 
the  Lord  Jesus  as  their  Saviour  and  Re- 
deemer, to  come  now  to  the  true  Bethesda, 
and  wash  in  that  fountain  opened  for  sin  and 
for  undeanness.  This  is  not  a  time  for  any 
to  lurk  in  comers  and  to  hide  those  talents 
which  God  has  committed  to  tiieir  charge. 
Shall  we  now  be  either  afrud  or  ashamed  to 
acknowledge  Jesus?  shall  we  hesitate  to 
preach  ''  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord,** 
when  that  very  year  is  swifily  approaching  in 
the  hope  of  which  Enoch  rgoioed,  saying, 
"  The  Lord  oometh  with  ten  thousands  of 
his  saints  ?** — that  very  time  to  which  Paul 
was  looking,  and  in  the  hope  of  which  he 
exhorted  the  disciples  to  "  comfort  one  ano- 
ther*' under  their  afiSictions,  since  '*  the  Lord 
himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a 
shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangels  and 
with  the  trump  of  God,  and  the  dead  in 
Christ  shall  rise  first.** 

But  there  is  one  thing  which,  as  it  appears 
to  me.  Christians  ought  now  particularly  to 
shew  both  by  their  word  and  in  deed,  vis., 
that  they  do  not  for  themselves  fear  the  pes- 
tilence, awfol  though  it  be.  Let  every  be- 
liever evince  that  he  believes  "  that  no  evil 
can  come  nigh  him ;  and  even  if  a  thousand 
should  foil  at  his  side,  and  ten  thousand  at 
his  right  hand,  yet  he  is  safe  under  ibe  winga 
of  the  Almighty,**  (see  Ps.  xcL ),  knowing 
that  if  death  does  not  touch  him  he  remains 
to  serve  the  Lord;  and  that  if  it  docs,  he 
dies  only  to  depart  and  wait  in  a  state  of 
j  happiness  until,  with  all  the  saints,  he  return 
to  a  purified  and  honoured  world,  there,  bar- 
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log  veoeived  a  redeemed  and  glorified  body)  to 
reign  with  Christ.  Oh !  tben  let  ua  lift  up  oar 
heads  and  be  glad ;  for  what  bare  we  to  fear  ? 
These  things,  terrible  though  they  be,  are 
but  the  filling  up  of  that  picture  of  which  an 
Almighty  hand  has  sketched  the  oudine, — 
are  but  the  reality  of  that  pattern  which  we 
may  beh«»ld  in  the  prophetic  Scriptures. 
May  the  Lord  hasten  the  time,  when  our 
earth  shall  be  purified  from  the  slime  of  the 
serpent ;  when  the  itronig  man  armed,  who 
hath  so  long  «  kept  the  house,*'  shall  be  forced 
to  yield,  and  to  confess  that  a  sti-onger  than 
he  has  come !  May  aH  who  love  the  Lord 
Jesus  in  sinoeri^  and  truth  be  strengthened 
agunst  these  periioas  times,  and  be  enaUed  to 
see  and  believe  that  these  '<  pestilences  and 
diseases,"  these  "wars  and  rumours  of  wars,** 
though  causing  discordant  sounds,  are  but  as 
the  tuning  of  instruments  before  a  c<mcert, 
and  to  last  but  for  a  short  time ;  and  then 


one  glorious  hymir  of  joy  and  rejoicing  shall 
peal  forth  from  the  whole  redeemed  creation^ 
and  while  men  shall  beat  their  swords  and 
their  spears  into  ploughshares  and  pruning 
hooflcs,  they '  shall  shout  aloud — **  Allduia ! 
Alleluia!  for  the  Lord  God  Omnipotent 
reigneth!^

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ECCLESIASTICAL    REFORM. 

{From  the  Patriot,  Wednesday,  Sept.  19. J 

We  publish  in  to-day's  paper  two  or  three 
matters  which  will  be  deeply  interesting  to 
■every  church-reformer.  The  cry  of  eccle- 
siastical reform  is,  indeed,  spreading  with 
«ven  greater  celerity  than  any  one  could  have 
anticipated  a  few  months  ago.  Even  the 
clergy  are  becoming  quite  alive  to  the  perils 
of  their  situation.  This  fact  alone,  speaks 
volumes.  We  may  be  sure,  when  they  begin 
to  stir,  there  are  vast  hosts  gone  on  before, 
ais  they  have  uniformly  been  in  the  rear  of 
every  great  movement. 

The  clergy  of  Durham,  it  will  be  seen  in 
another  column,  have  memorialized  hb  Ma- 
jesty for  a  reform  in  the  diurch—- apparently 
on  Lord  Henley's  **  plan.**  The  clergy  of 
Newcastle,  and  some  parts  of  the  Principality, 
have  also  met,  and  have  intimated  their  con- 
currence in  the  views  of  the  memorialists. 

The  people  of  Birmingham,  as  our  readers 
will  see,  have  again  met  on  the  subject  ot  the 
church  rates.  At  Ashton  Church,  it  appears 
that  a  Committee  previously  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  had  cut  down  the  rate  from 
sixpence  to  twopence;  while,  not  content 
with  this,  the  foUowiqg  resolution  was  pro- 
posed amidst  the  loudest  applause. 

*<  It  was  unscriptural  to  support  religion 
by  compulsory  payments— that  church  rates 
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are  anti-scriptural  in  principle,  and  oppress 
sive  in  practice— that  the  church  and  chapel- 
wardens  be  requested  to  commence  a  volun- 
tary subscription  amongst  th^  frequenters  of 
the  church — and- that  this  meeting  do  now 
adjourn  till  the  Slst  of  October,  then  to  re- 
ceive their  report  respecting  the  said  sub- 
scriptions.*' 

But,  as  it  is  was  very  pathetically  repre- 
sented that  without  a  rate  the  "  cleaners," 
&c.  of  the  church  would  go  unpaid,  the  pa.* 
rishioners  very  properly  submitted  to  the  im^ 
position  of  a  twopenny  rate— ^^  this  bnee. 

"By  a  paragraph  in  another  part  of  oiir 
paper  it  will  be  seen,  that  a  meeting  was 
held  last  night  at  the  Grecian  Coffee  House, 
for  the  formation  of  another  "  Church  Re- 
forming Society."  All  these  are  no  very 
equivocal  "signs  of  the  times.*'

Tha 
humble)  unpfeMivet  and  eloquent  appeal 
which  he  made  to  the  meeting  waa  oalealated 
to  aronae  the  lukewarm  and  indifierent.  He 
partienlarly  dwelt  on  aeveral  instancea  which 
had  come  under  hie  eapeeial  notice,  wherein 
even  ikunkarda  had  been  reelaimad>  and  had 
b«Bi«atored  from  the  moat  tarriUe  md  de» 
praved  a£  tiia  human  aptciea  to  a  atation  of 
ooBBfiKt  and  hart^irteai*  Tbia  he  pathetically 
contrnted  wil^  their  former  aitnatkm  of 
wreteheduem  and  miaery,  adding  that  iheas 
poor  individuala  were  now  in  the  regular 
practioe  of  attending  at  the  church.  He  waa 
fiidbwed  by  a  diaeentbg  miniateri  who  fiurly 
and  candidly  confiemed  it  was  aome  time  Ins 
fore  he  could  make  up  his  mind  to  join  the 
Society :  indeed  he  appeara  to  haye  tried  the 
fleece*  both  wet  and  dry,  and  carefully  to  have 
examined  every  argument  both  for  and  against 
these  institutions ;  he  had,  however,  now  for 
Bome  time  concluded  that  they  were  entitled 
to  hia  warmest  approbation  and  support. 

"  The  last  speaker  I  shall  refer  to  is 
W.  Cruickshank :  hia  powerful  addreas  wna 
enough  to  alarm  the  moat  inveterate  drunk- 
ard, and  the  terrible  effects  whidi  he  feelingly 
pourtrayed  to  the  helpksa  and  too  often  desti- 
tiita  wife  and  children  aa  resnlting  from  this 
^«adfnl  propennty,  were  calculated  to  mdt 
the  hardest  heart,  aqd  may  we  hope  that, 
under  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty,  such  (if 
any  were  present)  would  be  aroused,  and  be 
induced,  in  deep  humility,  to  crave  his  assist- 
ance to  enable  them  to  overcome  thia  dreadful 
eviL 

**  It  waa  W!^  and  truly  stated  that  thia 
Sociaty  ia  an  exoallent  pioneer  t9  rdigSou ; 
and  surely  we  may  adopt  this  construction  if 
it  be  true  that  there  haa  been  a  great  revival 
aince  tiie  estabfishment  of  these  institutions 
in  the  DniCad  States  of  America,  and  that  the 
largest  theatre  in  Philadelphia  is  now  epn- 
verted  into  a  place  of  worship.

One  of  the  meat  numeroua  and  respectable 
meetings  ever  held  in  Lancashire  on  behalf 
of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society,  took  place 
in  Manchester,  on  the  30th  July.  The  large 
Independent  Chapd,  where  the  late  vener- 
able William  Boby  so  long  and  saoeeadidly 
laboured,  was  very  kindly  lent  for  the  occa- 
sion to  the  eongr^ation  aaaembling  ia 
Geof^e  Street,  1^  the  Rev.  R.  Fletcher 
and  his  friends.  It  having  been  eztensivdy 
announced  that  the  Rev.  W.  Kxiibb  and  G. 
Thompson,  Esq.,  the  eloquent  advocates  of 
the  oppressed  negro,  were  to  be  present,  the 
most  intense  interest  was  excited.  The  chair 
was  taken  at  half-past  six  by  Thomaa  Har- 
bottle,  Esq.  -  Eneigetic  speeches  were  deli- 
vered by  Rev.  £.  Carey,  Rev.  R.  Fletcher, 
and  Rev.  J.  Coombs.  Mr.  Knibb  then 
stood  forward,  and  his  heart-stirring  appeals 
received  the  most  unbounded  applanse.  Oa 
Mr.  Thompson's  reaching  the  platform  (he 
having  hastened  to  the  Meeting  frt>m  a 
neighboering  town  immediately  after  lec- 
turing on  slavery),  the  cheers  he  received 
were  absc^utely  deafening,  so  enthusiastically 
attached  are  the  inhabitants  of  Manchester  to 
this  gentleman  for  his  unrivaUed  advocacy  of 
the  anti-slavery  cause.  After  .Mr.  Thomp- 
son, Samitel  Fletcher,  Esq.,  Rev.  -James 
Groyther,  Rev.  John  Aldis,  Dr.  Jehns,  and 
ReV.  William  Gadsby,  severally  addressed  the 
Meeting — and  to  dose  the  whole,  Mark 
Philips,  Esq.,  the  favourite  candidate  to 
represent  the  new  borough  of  Manchester, 
spontaneously  rose  first  in  the  body  of  the 
chapel,  and  afterwards  on  the  platform,  and 
dechtfed  that,  from  a  previous  interview  with 
Mr.  Knibb,  as  well  as  from  what  he  had 
heard  that  evening,  he  was  resolved,  in  the 
event  of  his  being  returned  to  parliament,  to 
give  an  unqualified  vote  for  the  immediate 
and  entire  abolition  of  slavery.  The  en- 
thusiasm of  all  the  speakers  was  at  its 
height^-  and  never  will  be  forgotten  by  any 
one  of  the  vast  multitucle  present  the  delight- 
fol  feelings  which  occupied  every  heart  ea 
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the  oeeaaiDii.  About  One  MtTtdred  P<mMd$ 
were  collected — and  the  Meeting  linger- 
iogly  separatedt  after  singing,  <*  Praise  Qod 
from  whom  all  blessii^  flow.^'  Among  the 
persons  present  were  a  great  nvmber  of  the 
most  respectable  "  Society  of  Friends."

On  Wednesday,  August  Ist,  Mr.  J.  P.  Bris- 
coe, was  publicly  set  apart  to  the  pastoral 
office,  over  the  Particular  Baptist  Church,  at 
Mill  Bay,  Folkestone.  - 

The  services  of  the  day  were  commenced 
by  a  prayer  meeting  before  break&st.  At 
the  ordination  service  the  Rev.  John  Claik 
began  with  reading  the  Scripture^  and  prayer. 
Rev.  W.  Crambrook  delivered  the  introduc- 
tory discourse,  requested  one  of  the  deacons 
to  relate  the  leadings  of  Providence  that  in- 
duced them  to  invite  Mr.  Briscoe,  and  also 
requested  Mr.  B.  to  state  his  reasons  for  ac- 
cepting their  invitation.  The  church  then 
signified  their  call,  and  Mr.  B.  his  acceptance 
of  it,  by  holding  up  the  right  hand.  Then 
followed  the  confession  of  faith,  after  which 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Welsh  of  Newbury,  oflered 
the  ordination  prayer  with  laymg  on  of  hands.

In  the  evening  the  Rev.  Mr.  May  com- 
menced with  reading  and  prayer,  and  the 
Rev.  William  Paine,  of  Eythorn,  preached  to 
the  people,  from  Isaiah  Iii.

WALSALL. 

On  Tuesday  the  7th  August,  1832,  anew 
Baptist  Church  was  formed  in  the  town  of 
Walsall.  The  service  was  introduced  by  the 
Rev.  J.  Hoby,  of  Birmingham,  who  read 
suitable  portions  of  Scripture  and  prayed. 
The  Rev.  C.  Thompson,  of  Coseley,  delivered 
an  introductory  discourse  on  the  general 
principles  of  nonconformity,  and  the  pecu- 
liarities of  the  Baptists,  after  which  he  called 
on  the  candidates  for  communion  to  signify 
if  they  assented  to  the  principles  laid  down, 
which  they  did  by  rising  fi^m  their  seats. 
They  then  gave  to  each  other  the  right  hand 
of  fi^owship.  One  of  their  number  was  re- 
quested to  state  the  circumstances  which  led  to 
this  event,  which  was  done.  The  Rev. 
T.  Morgan,  of  Birmingham,  then  addressed 
the  church  on  the  duties  which  now  devolved 
on  the  members.  The  attendance  was  large, 
including  several  ministers  and  friends  from 
the  neighbourhood ;  and  a  happy  and  holy 
feeling  seemed  to  pervade  the  meeting.  This 
is  the  first  attempt  at  the  formation  of  a  Bap- 
tist Church  in  Walsall,  and  the  prospects  are 
very  encouraging. 

They  at  present  occupy  a  large  room,  but 
ground  has  been  purchased  for  the  erection 
of  a  chapel.  The  Rev.  J.  Maurice,  late  of 
Providence  Chapel,  Coseley,  is  their  minister.

CHAPEL  OPENED. 

SOHAMi  CAMBRIDGESRIRV. 

A  iMw  B(4iti8t  Bleeting-house  was  opened 
for  divine  worship  at  the  above  place,  on 
Friday,  July  27th,  1832,  when  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Kinghorn  of  Norwich  preached  in 
the  morning,  from  Psalm  czxxii.  7. ;  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Alexander  (Indep.)  of  Nor- 
wich in  the  afternoon,  from  Acts  xiv.  7. 
Mr.  Kinghorn  preached  again  in  the  even- 
ing, from  Paalm  cxviii.  25.  The  Rev. 
Messrs.   Shepherd  of  Burwdl  (L.   H.  C), 


Mays  of  Fordham  (Indep.),  Hoyden  af 
Mildenhall  (Wesleyan  Methodiat)»  Reynolds 
of  Isleham,  Buekpitt  of  Burwell  (Indqp.), 
Ellington  of  Westrow,  Mildenhall*  and  Sqn^ 
of  Ely  (L.  H.  C),  engaged  in  the  devotional 
exercises  and  read  the  hymns. 

The  church,  in  connection  with  the  above 
place  of  worship,  hps  been  established  eighty 
years.  Mr.  John  Eve,  a  gifted  member  of 
the  Church  at  Cambridge,  was  their  fiist 
pastor,  and  continued  there  nineteen  yean. 
Subsequently,  the  late  Rev.  Andrew  Fuller 
of  ICettering,  preached  his  first  sermon  there 
before  he  attuned  the  age  of  eighteen.     He 
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utM  orUatd  May  8,  t77ftf  pntUki  anr 
the  duirbh  aad  congregatiim  iewn  ywn» 
when  lie  ramoved  to  Kettering;  but  wm  an 
inraloable  Iriend  to  tibe  Baptist  caiiae  at 
Soham  during  hit  life. 

The  old  place  of  wonhip  was  taken  dowii 
last   March,  being  in  a  dilapidated*  damp^ 
and  imoomfortable   state,   and  incapable  of 
holding  more  than  two-thirds    of  the  pre- 
sent oongr^ation.     The  premises  have  re- 
cently  been    made  freehold   property,    and 
yetted    in    the    hands    of   fifteen    trustees. 
Some  freehold  land  has  been  purchased  and 
added  thereto  i  and  the  present  neat  phice  .of 
worship   is  capable   of  accommodating  up- 
wards of  five  hundred  people.     The  duirch 
and  congregation  have  subscribed  according 
to  their  ability,  and  continue  to  contribute 
weekly  towards  the  erection  of  the  place; 
yet,  as    a   considerable  debt  remains  upon 
the  place,  they  will  be  under  the  necessity  of 
making  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  liberality  of 
the  rebgiouB  public,  aiid  trui(t  the  appeal  will 
not  be  made  in  vain. 

Both  the  church  and  congregation  are  cm 
the  increase,  and  nearly  double  Uieir  number, 
since  the  close  of  the  year  18S0,  and  we 
rgoice  to  say  the  cause  continues  to  prosper 
under  their  present  minister. 

The  people  are  in  general  poor,  but  there 
are  many  pious  praying  people  among  them, 
who  have  reason  to  say,  **  What  hath  God 
rought." 


mtttnt  BtatH 

On  Friday  evening.  Sept  7,  died,  at  his 
fedginga  in  South  Shields,  the  Rev.  W.  H. 
Angas.  The  cholera  seiied  him,  wi^  great 
▼ioleoes,  about  one  o'dodc  in  the  morning ; 
and  (all  medical  skill  fiuling)  he  expired  about 
eight  in  the  evening.  The  next  day,  in  the 
afternoon,  he  was  buried  in  his  venerable 
&ther's  grave,  at  Newcastle.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Pei^ly  performed  the  funeral  service,  as- 
nsted  by  brethren  Williamson  and  Sample. 
Three  or  four  worthy  young  men,  whom  he 
had  been  instructing,  walked  up  from  South 
Ghields  to  have  the  mournful  satisCutbn  of 
seeing  their  afiectionate  teacher  laid  in  his  last 
rcsting-|dace.  Mr.  Angas  was  quite  sensible 
during  the  nineteen  hours  of  his  illness,  com- 
posed, resigned,  and  willing  to  depart,  and* 
at  last,  triumphant  in  the  proqwct  so  sud- 
denly opened ! 

We  hope  Mr.  PengiUy,  or  some  member 
of  the  family,  will  &vour  us  w^th  a  memoir 
of  our  departed  brother,  who  was  occasionally 
a  valuable  contributor  to  this  work.  But  it 
will  require  a  considerable  volume  to  describe 


his  lifo  and  hi*  UMmn,  etpeeiaBy  doriBg  the 
Uttt  twenty  years.  We  sincerely  condole 
with  the  surviving  members  of  his  £unily» 
We  shall  long  remember  his  fine,  open,  manly 
deportment,  his  cheerful,  conciliating,  tni^ 
christian  temper,  and  his  alacrity  in  every 
good  work. 

He  was  the  guide  and  the  companion  of 
our  illustrious  missionary  Ward,  through 
Holland.  His  journeys  on  the  Continent 
were  frequent  and  extensive.  Always  at 
home,  on  sea  or  on  shore,  no  man  was  better 
qualified  to  give  and  to  receive  information 
concerning  the  kingdom  of  God.  In  French, 
and  German,  and  Dutch,  he  could  speak,  as 
the  occasion  required.  His  late  visit  to  all 
our  missionary  stations  in  the  West  Indies, 
was  a  noble  specimen  of  that  ardent,  dis- 
interested seal,  in  the  service  of  Christ,  for 
which  he  was  remarkably  distinguished.  No|r 
can  we  foi^[et  that  he  was  the  friend  and  the 
patron  of  Daniel  Sclatter,  of  Mr.  Tauchnitz, 
and  many  others.  His  correspondence  with 
some  of  the  professors  in  the  Universities  of 
Holland,  and  with  various  individuals  in  this 
country,  and  the  journals  he  kept  of  his 
own  travels  and  voyages,  will  probably  sup- 
ply very  ample  materials  to  his  biographer. 

May  the  Lord  raise  up  many  who  shall  hp 
Jike-minded  with  our  beloved  and  now  glori- 
fied brother  Angas !  Many  tears  of  sorrow 
and  sympathy  have  slready  been  shed  at  this 
report  of  his  lamented  removal ;  and  many 
wUl  be  induced  to  say,  "  Help,  Lord,  for  the 
godly  man  ceaseth;  the  faithful  fail  from 
among  the  children  of  men.**  Ps.  xiL  1.

On  the  2d  of  April  last,  the  Rev.  John 
Herring,  for  upwards  of  twenty  yean  pastor 
of  the  Baptist  Church  at  CwligaH)  South 
Wales,  departed  this  fleeting  and  transitory 
world,  having  been  greatly  afflicted  for  seve- 
ral years ;  and  on  the  82d  of  the  same  month, 
his  widow  was  very  suddenly  and  unexpect- 
edly summoned  to  follow  her  husband  to  eter« 
nity,  leaving  seven  children  wholly  unpro- 
vided for ;  and  five  of  them  totally  incapable 
of  doing  any  thing  for  their  own  support, 
whose  names  and  ages  are  as  follow : — Ann, 
aged  1 2  (who  is  blind  and  deatitute  of  reason  );

TiSB  Gammitlee  have  thk  month  to  communicate  to  the  friends  of  the  Society,  the 
painful  intelligenGe  of  the  death,  by  cholera,  of  their  much  respected  and  useful 
agent,  the  Rev.  Josiah  Wilson,  of  Sligo,  in  the  47th  year  of  his  age.    The  letter  of 
the  Rev.  James  Allen  ot  Ballina,  given  below,  will  state  the  particulars,  so  far  as 
he  then  knew  of  this  painful  event ;  hy  which  the  excellent  widow  of  Mr.  Wilson 
and  five  children  ate  left  in  a  state  of  bereavement;  the  church  at  Sligo,  of  which 
he  was  pastor,  and  the  schools,  and  readers  of  the  Scriptures,  are  deprived  of  his 
zealous  superintendence.    In  order,  so  far  as  possible,  to  meet  the  exigency  of  the 
case,  in  regard  to  the  schools  and  readers,  the  Committee  have  agreed,  at  a  special 
Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  to  request  Mr.  Allen  to  undertake  the  superinten- 
dence^ ui  connection  with  those  in  his  own  district,  for  the  present,  availing  himself 
of  all  the  assistance  which  the  two  young  ministers,  Messrs.  Berry  and  MuUarky 
who  are  under  his  tuition,  can  render  him.    The  respect  which  has  been  shewn  to 
Mr.  Wilson^s  character,  as  mentioned  in  Mr.  Jackman^s  letter,  will  be  doubtless  read 
with  great  satisfaction. 

The  friends  of  the  Society  are  respectfully  reminded,  that  the  ftinds,  at  the  end  of 
this  quarter,  will  be  nearly  nine  hundred  pounds  in  arrears ;  it  will  be  seen,  therefore, 
their  prayers  are  greatly  needed,  that  He  to  whom  the  silver  and  gold  belong  may 
again  appear  for  our  help  and  deliverance. 


From  the  JRep,  James  ARen,  to  Mr,  Ivimey, 
Ballina,  SepL  1, 1882. 

Mr  DEAK  BaOTHSR, 

I  am  so  overwlielmed  with  surprise  and 
grief,  I  know  not  how  to  address  you.  Our 
dear,  dear  brother  Wilson  is  no  more.  I 
know  no  particulars  as  yet,  except  that  he 
died  this  morning  at  half  past  three  o'clock, 
and  that  he  was  interred  before  the  coach  left 
Sligo,  which  was  at  ten.  It  appears  that  he 
had  but  a  few  hours  illness^  which  was  ex- 
ceedingly severe ;  but,  I  presume,  he 'died  in 
a  happy  frame  of  mind. 

It  is  right  for  me  to  say,  perhaps,  that 
when  the  disease  first  broke  out  in  Sligo, 
both  Mrs.  Allen  and  myself  wrote  for  him, 
Mrs.  W.  and  their  family,  should  they  be 
alarmed  at  the  disease,  to  come  and  stay  with 
us  tin  its  virulence  had  in  some  measure 
abated.  In  brother  Wilson's  reply,  he  says, 
*<  I  cannot  tell,  but  I  sometimes  think,  that, 
if  in  the  midst  of  the  disease,  I  should,  by  a 
peculiar  Providence,  escape  an  attack,  yet 
that  I  shall  die  from  sympathi/,*''  And 
<%aio,  "  I  desire  to  be  thankful  that  I  can 
cheerfully  leave  myi^  at  the  disposal  of  my 
heayenly  Father,  and  also  that  my  dear 
partaer^s  confidence  is  equally  strong.*'  Since 
the  date  of  the  above  I  have  received  three 
other  letters,  one  of  them  written  on  Wednes- 
day night  or  Thursday  morning  last,  breath- 
ing the  same  spirit  of  devetedness  to  his 
Master^s  work,  and  resignation  to  his  will. 
The  feeling  produced  in  this  town,  in  which 


he  was  extensively  known  and  highly  es- 
teemed, is  that  of  deep  and  pungent  grief  fen: 
his  loss.  But,  blessed  be  God,  we  who  know 
him  best  are  persuaded  that  our  loss  is  his 
(Vernal  gain.  Of  his  poor  widow,  I  know 
not  what  nor  how  to  write.  He  has  left, 
with  four  others,  one  child  scarcely  three 
months  old.  May  God  be  "  a  Father  to  the 
fatherless,  and  a  Husband  to  the  widow." 

The  cholera  has  reached  our  town.  As 
yet  we  have  had  but  three  decided  cases. 
The  people  on  every  side  are  leaving  us. 
But,  blessed  be  God,  both  my  dear  partner 
and  myself  are  free  from  every  anxious  fear. 
We  have  committed  ourselves  to  Him  whose 
we  are,  and  whom  we  serve.  We  have  a 
meeting  for  prayer  at  twelve  o^cIock  every 
day,  at  which  many  attend.  We  could  not, 
we  dare  not,  think  of  leaving;  nor  have  we 
a  solitary  wish  to  do  so. 

**  Not  a  single  shaft  can  hit, 
"  Till  the  God  of  love  sees  fit." 

My  dear  brother,  let  me  earnestly  intreat 
your  prayers  for  ourselves,  for  our  family, 
our  church,  our  town.  Let  us  have  the 
prayers  of  your  church  too.  Should  I  be 
spared  to  address  you  again,  I  will  endeavour 
to  communicate  particulars.

I  forward  to  you  an  acdount  of  my  U^Qur  W 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  duriqg  the  pant  month: 
June  18,  on  diwsoareing  with  a  Roman  Catho- 
lip,  he  quoted  from  hit  prayw-boek,  eayij^y 
that  one  maw,  truly  beUflrod  oa,  waa  of  nan 
value  to  the  aool  than  if  a  pev^oo  gftve  thi» 
world*8  goods,  as  alm%  or  ai)y  other  good 
work  he  could  do.  I  asked  him,  what  did 
h»  mean  by  the  mass?  Re  said  it  was  the 
saoriftoe  af  Christ  aftrsd  by  the  priest,  as 
a«  atonement  Ibr  iho  sins  af  the  living  and 
the  dead.  I  asked  him,  did  not  he  tliink 
that  the  one  atonement  which  was  made  by 
Christ  himself  was  sufficient  to  atone  for  the 
sins  of  mankind?  He  said  that  that  atone- 
ment was  to  deanse  us  from  mortal  sin. 
Why,  iwd  I|  aU  MB  If  viontii),  «ibr  sin  la 
the  transgression  of  the  law;"  vid  we  are 
told  in  Scripture,  "that  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  deanseth  ns  ttam.  all  sin."  I  read 
to  him  the  9th  and  10th  chapters  of  He- 
brews, proving  to  him,  from  different  verses, 
that  by  the  one  offering  of  Christ  he  hath 
obtained  eternal  redemption  for  all  who  truly 
believe  in  him ;  and,  said  I,  in  that  offbring 
vribioh  the  prieat  oiers,  there  is  no  blood; 
and  we  are  told  in  the  29nd  verse  of  this 
9th  chapter,  <'  tiiat  without  shedding  of  blood 
thai*  is  no  remission." 

July  84th  being  the  sabbaib-day,  on  speak- 
ing to  five  persons  on  diftrent  subjects,  one 
of  them  said  that  it  was  a  proper  thing  to 
go  to  pray,  and  give  rounds  at  a  phca  cdled 
Fcnloe,  with  an  expectation  of  keeping  off 
the  cholera.

this  penanoe-wonhip  which  the  Lord  de- 
lights in,  but  they  which  worship  him 
must  worship  him  in  spuit  and  in  truth; 
referring  them  to  Blatdiew  zviii.  80,  and 
1  Tim.  ii.  8. 

July  1st  being  tiie  sabbath-day,  on  rea- 
eoning  with  seven  persons  in  Newmarket, 
pointmg  out  to  them  their  inability  to  save

SULKEA. 

Extract   of  a    Letter  from  Mr. 
Thomas  to  Mr.  Dyer,  dated, 

Sulkeay  2\8t  Fth,  1832. 
Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 
During  the  cold  season  now    ending,  I 
have  Areqaently  gone  over  to  Calcutta,  to  at- 
tend our  Bazar  Chapel,  where  the  hearers  are 
mostly^   Mussulmans.      I  have   been  many 
tunes  pleased  and  encouraged  by  what   has 
taken.,  place;    thongh  I  am    afraid  to  say 
that   coBversion   has    actually  taken   place. 
The  latter  end  of  January  and  beginning  of 
this  month  was  spent  by  Brother  Carepeit 
and  myself  in  a  missionary  excursion  up  the 
river.      We  went  out  Am:  the  sake  of  the 
MnssnlmanSi  and  when  we  could  meet  with 
any   we    directed   our   attention    chiefly   to 
them,  though  among  the  Hindoos  we  circu- 
lated about  1000  tracts,  besides  gospels,  and 
might  have  circulated  many  more>  had  we 
pMaessed  them.     I  expected  some  unpleasant 
treatment  from   the  followers   of  the  false 
prophet,  but  with  very  few  exceptions  we 
were  very  well  received,  and  much  readiness 
was  evinced  by  many  to  receive  our  tracts! 
and  copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.     We  pur- 
posely went  among  the  most  respectable  and 
learned  we  could  find,  that  it  might  not 
be  said,  we  took  advantage  of  the  ignorance 
of  our  hearers,  and  were  afraid  to  meet  their 
learned  men.      We  had  many  very  interest- 
ing and  spirited  conversations.     Some  ap- 
peared  at  first  very  haughty  and  overbearing 
who  afterwards  became  very  kind  and  gentle. 
We  were  enabled,  I  trust  in  some  measure, 
to  exhibit  something  of  the   meekness  and 
gentleness  of  the  gospel,  and  thus  to  gain  a 
much  more  candid  attention  to  our  message 
than  would  otherwise  have  been  given  to  it. 
At  Chinsurah  we  met  with  one  of  the  editors 
of  an  edition  of  the  Koran,  in  Arabic  and 
Hindoostanee,   a    staunch  Mussulman,    and 
possessed,  as  he  supposed,  of  pxt»ds  of  Maho^ 


met's  mission  from  our  scriptures.     He  said 
he   had  a  copy  of  the  New    Testament  ia 
Hindoostanee,  in  which  he  had  seen  predic- 
tions which  relate  to  Mahomet.    I  requested 
him  to  bring  the  book  that  we  may  examine 
the  subject  more  folly.     He  did  so,  and  as  he 
could  not  readily  find  the  place,  1  requested 
him  to  allow  me  to  do  it,  as  I  thought  I 
knew   to  what  he  referred.     He  consented, 
and  I  turned  to  John  xiv.,  &c.      He  had 
marked  a  nijmbar  of  passages,  where    the 
Holy  Spirit  is  promised ;  and  to  shew  him 
that  those  expressions  could    not  refer  to 
Mahomet,    I  read  several  poitions  of  Johi^ 
xiv.,  XV.,  and  xvi.,  and  Acts  i.  and  ii.,  and 
also  other  places  where  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
spoken  of  as   actually  communicated.     Ht 
seemed  confounded,  and  gave  up  the  point, 
but  could  not  understand  what  is  meant  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  as  the  actions  ascribed  to 
him  suppose  him  to   be    an  agent,  of    th€( 
human  species,  and  he  could  not  conceive  how 
a  spirit,  distinct  from  matter,  could  operate 
on  men,  so  as  to  be  said  to  teach  them,  &c 
&c»     He  took  copies  of  most  of  our  books, 
and  afterwards  talked  of  writing  an  answes 
to  some  of  them,  only  said  he  feared  the 
government.        We    said.   Let    government 
alone,  confine  yourself  strictly  to  religion,  and 
you  may  write  and  publish  what  you  like  • 
and  that  we  wished  he,  or  some  other,  would 
write  and  Jet  us  know  their  sentiments  upon. 
what  we    had  written.      At    Hoogly,    we. 
called  on  a  Nawaub,  who  proved  a  man  of 
very  gentlemanly  deportment,  and  said  his 
Moulavee   (a  kind   of   domestic    chaplain) 
should  converse  with  us.     He  was  accord- 
ingly  called;    when    Brother   Carapeit  re-* 
quested  him  to  inform  us  why  or  wherefore 
he  believed  Mahomet  to  be  a  prophet  of  God, 
and  the  Koran  to  be  the  Word  of  God.     He 
gave  one  reason,  viz.  the  testimony  of  multi- 
tudes iu  many   diftrent  countries,  &c.,   an 
argument  of  redly  no  weight  at  all.     Bufc 
he  at  length  professed  to  have  got  by  him  aa 
answer  to  one  of  our  tracts.     To  obtain  this, 
we  engaged  to  pay  for  its  being  copied^  apd) 
gave  him  a  note  to  that  effect  to  the  Rev., 
Mr.  Higgsof  Chinsurah.    We  have  not  heard 
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any  more  aboiit  it»  and  I  ioppose  it  wn  only 
a  maocearre  to  put  us  ofL  The  Nawaub 
had  a  beautiful  copy  of  the  PenUtennh  in 
Arabic,  ia  maauscript,  which  he  Mid  he  had 
porehased.  He  read  and  traualated  into 
Hindoostanee  a  few  ▼cnM»  and  from  his 
conversatitMi,  I  coojectnred  that  he  must 
hare  read  a  good  part,  if  not  the  whok  of  the 
Tolume.  To  him  we  gave  »ome  tracts  and 
the  Psalms,  Isaiah,  and  the  New  Testament ; 
and  among  the  people  about  the  premises 
we  distributed  a  goodly  number  of  tracts. 
Oh!  that  there,  and  ia  every  other  place, 
the  word  of  the  Lord  may  have  free  course 
and  be  glorified. 

COLOMBO,  (Ceylon.) 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Da- 
niel^ dated, 

Colombo,  Sitt  Oct.  18S1. 

Mt  txby  Dxab  Brothxr, 

About  a  month  since,  I  sent  you  a  letter 
containing  my  quarterly  statement,  and  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  year,  I  shall  have  again 
officially  to  write  to  you ;  I  do  not,  therefore, 
intend  this  aa  a  missionary  eommunication ; 
but  as  I  have  a  apace  in  my  paper  to  spare, 
I  do  not  know  that  I  can  better  occupy  it, 
than  by  giving  you  a  short  account  of  a  visit 
1  some  time  ago  made  to  the  idol  feast  of 
Boodha,  at  Colauy,  in  order  to  improve  the 
opportunity,  which  the  visit  of  so  many 
thousands  of  pilgrims  affords  to  make  known 
to  them  the  way  of  salvation. 

On  one  of  the  great  festival  days,  I  pro- 
vided myself  with  a  stock  of  tracts,  aud, 
taking  with  me  two  of  my  friends  as  inter- 
preters, besides  being  attended  with  others 
who  wished  to  join  us,  one  of  whom  had 
been  a  Boodhist  priest,  and  therefore  well 
qualified  to  cope  with  the  artifices  of  the 
priests,  I  commenced  my  journey.  It  was 
really  afieeting  to  see  on  the  road  in  all  parts 
'  of  it  the  number  of  votaries  who  were  return- 
ing, after  having  presented  their  ofiferings, 
and  the  multitude  who  were  going  with 
their  offerings  there.  Thousands  upon 
thousands  we  saw  at  the  scite  of  the  idol; 
and  on  the  road  thither,  wherever  we  could 
induce  the  people  to  stop  and  hear  us,  we 
halted,  distributed  to  them  tracts,  and  deli- 
vered to  them  short  discounses  on  the  foUy  and 
ainfulness  of  idolatry ;  on  the  necessity  of  re- 
nouncing it^  and  on  the  only  way  of  salva- 
tion by  Jesus  Christ.  Both  at  Colany,  and 
on  the  road,  we  preached  fourteen  or  fifteen 
different  times,  and  were  heard  at  some  of. 
the  places  with  considerable  attention;  in 
#ther»  with  derision.      Some  of  the  people 


aaid,  if  audi  nvmbait  of  people  were  goibag  to 
hell  for  worshipping  Buddha,  they  would  go 
thither  likewise.  At  Colany,  in  a  school- 
room near  the  temple,  a  member  of  our 
church,  who  had  been  a  Boodhiat  priest, 
delivered  a  very  good  sennon  with  canwdw- 
able  flneucy  and  energy.  We  had  several 
encounters  with  the  priests.  Many  of  them 
did  not  at  all  wish  to  dispute  on  the  myste- 
ries of  their  superstition.  I  told  them  of  the 
great  guilt  they  contracted  in  worshipping 
any  god  but  the  true  God  ;  and  their  awful 
responsibility  in  leading  so  many  souls  astray. 
One  of  the  priests  was  singularly  hardened 
and  impious.  He  admitted  that  Boodha  was 
dead ;  and  said  he  would  believe  in  our 
God,  if  we  could  shew  him  unto  him.  I 
asked  him  if  he  ever  saw  Boodha — he  ac- 
knowledged he  had  not,  but  had  seen  his 
image.  I  assured  him  we  could  see  the  true 
God  in  his  works.  He  inquired,  if  all  things 
were  made  by  God,  how  any  thing  pernicious 
could  be  found  in  the  work  of  a  good  God  ? 
e.  g.  How  a  man  could  be  killed  by  eating 
a  mixture  of  di£ferent  things  specified  by  him  ? 
Wishing  to  silence  him  on  his  own  principles, 
I  asked  him  if  any  thing  in  this  world  was 
good.  But  he  denied  that  a  knife  was  good, 
or  food,  or  a  horse,  or  the  sun  itself.  At 
length  our  friend,  who  had  been  a  priest, 
took  him  in  hand,  and  made  him  deny  the 
common  assertions  of  his  own  sacred  books, 
and  completely  vanquished  him.  He  said  in 
the  conclusion)  that  he  never  prayed,  and 
that  he  was  greater  than  God.  I  then 
turned  to  the  people,  who  were  witnesses  of 
the  contest,  and  said,  "  Here  is  a  man,  not 
twenty-four  years  of  age,  who  has  the  auda^ 
city  to  say  he  is  greater  than  God.**  I  tore 
off  a  little  bit  of  paper  I  held  in  my  hand, 
and  said,  that  without  materials  to  work  on, 
he  could  not  make  even  that  bit  of  paper, 
and  yet  he  declared  he  was  greater  than  God, 
who  had,  out  of  nothing,  made  the  sun,  the 
earth,  the  moon,  and  the  stars.  I  then 
shewed  to  them  the  folly  of  following  the 
directiona  of  such  a  person,  and  taking  thdr 
o&rings  to  him,  and  exhorted  them  and  him 
to  repent  of  sin,  to  Abandon  idolatry,  and  to 
believe  in  Christ,  that  they  might  be  saved. 
The  Lord  bless  the  exertions  of  Ihe  day  to 
the  gl(My  of  his  holy  name,  and  the  salvation 
of  souls.  A  missionary,  I  am  peranaded, 
need  to  be  instant  in  season  and  out  of 
season. 


JAMAICA. 

Since  our  last  number,  further  in- 
telligence has  arrived  from  the  north 
side   of  Jamaica,    more    especially 
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respecting  the  proceedkigs  of  what  is 
now  termed  "The  Colonial  Union*' 
— the  epithet  '^ church  **  having  been, 
for  some  reason  or  other^  omitted. 
Disgusting  as  these  proceedings  must 
be    to   every  honourable  mind^   we 
deem  it  right  to  put  them  on  record  -, 
they  may,   hereafter,  when  the  sys 
tcm  which  has  inspired  them  shall 
have  been  added  to  the  list  of  ob- 
solete abominations,  be  referred  to 
as  admonitory  proofs  of  the  almost 
inconceivable  baseness  and  folly  to 
which  it  could  reduce  its  abettors. 
That  the  doom  of  colonial  bondage 
is  sealed^  and   that  its   destruction 
became  inevitable  when  it  dared  to 
lift  its  puny  arm   against  the  ser- 
vants of  Christ,  are  facts,  .we  be- 
lieve, well  known  to  those  among 
its  supporters  who  have   the  least 
penetration.      Nor  is  it   surprising 
that     our     leading    daily   journals 
should  begin  at  length   to  re-echo 
the  public  opinion  on  this  point.  In 
illustration    of   these   remarks,    we 
shall  now  lay   before  our    readers 
an   extract   from  a  Jamaica  paper, 
giving  an  account  of  a  meeting  held 
at  Falmouth,  tbe   town   in    which 
Mr.  Knibb  resided,  on  the  first  day 
of  August  last  J  and  add,  by  way  of 
supplement,  the  remarks  upon  this 
article  in  the  "Times'*  and  *•  Morn- 
ing  Herald"   of  the  fifteenth  and 
seventeenth  of  this  month  (Septem- 
ber).

Falmouth,  Aug.  1. 

On  Saturday  a  general  meeting  of  the 
Colonial  Union  of  the  north-side  pariahes, 
was  held  at  the  Court-house  in  this  town. 
James  L.  Hilton,  Esq.  in  the  chair. 

The  chairman,  in  commencing  the  busi- 
ness of  the  day,  observed  that  he  felt  deeply 
the  compliment  they  had  paid  him  in  calling 
him  to  the  chair  on  that  important  occasion, 
more  especially  when  he  saw  opposite  to  him 
the  worthy  custos  of  Trelawny.  He  congra- 
tulated the  meeting,  and  the  island  at  large, 
on  the  respectability  and  strength  of  the  pre- 
sent assemUage,  which  he  hoped  would  come 
to  such  resolutions  as  would  do  honour  to 
the  island  of  Jamaica.  (Cheers.)  He  would 
dk>  his  dfitf  with  thi  utmost  impartiality, 


and  if  any  gentleman  had   oome  pnspared 
with   resolutions,    he  hoped  they  would  be 
submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  meet* 
ing;  but  he  anticipated  there  would  be  but 
little  occasion  for  discussion,  as  he  was  sure 
there  was  no  difiference  of  opinion  among  any 
gentlemen  present  as  to  the  necessity  and  ex- 
pediency of  the  Union.     They  all  knew  the 
full  object  which  it  had  in  view,  as  it  had 
been  expressed  in  the  resolntions  entered  into 
at  the  different  parochial  meetings,    which 
were  on  the  table  before  him.     He  could  not 
conclude  without  adverting  to  the  many  ques- 
tions that  had  been  put  to  himi  as  father  of 
the  Union,  as  to  what  were  the  duties  re- 
quired of  the  membei'Sji^  he  had  committed 
to  writing  what  he  considered  them  to  be, 
and  which  he  would   read,  vis. — Firat,  to 
support  the  Established  Churches  of  England 
and  Scotland.     Secondly,  to  expel  the  sec- 
tarians,   and   other   incendiaries,    from   the 
island.     He  said  other  incendiaries,  because 
thcf  e  are  men  not  clothed  in  the  garb  of  re- 
ligion,   who  are  promulgating   treason  and 
rebellion,  and  who  are  enrolled  in  the  ranks 
of  our  bitterest  enemies.     Thirdly,  to  give 
no  employment  to  any  of  their  proselytes. 
Fourthly,  to  hold  every  man  an  enemy  who 
fosters  or  encourages  them.     It  is  requisite 
to  do  so,  that  they  should  be  taught  to  feel 
that  they  will  not  be  allowed  to  foster  these 
canters  to  the  destruction  of  the  island.     He 
was  sure  that  if  this  resolution  were  strictly 
adhered  to,  they  would  drive  them  away. 
Fifthly,  to  be  ready  and  prompt  in  assembling 
on  every  requisite  occasion.   This  was  a  most 
important  part ;  and  it  had  afibrded  him  con- 
siderable gratification  to  witness  the  immense 
number  that  had  gathered  together  in   24 
hours  on  a  recent  occasion  in  St.  Ann's ;  and 
he  trusted  that  a  similar  alacrity  would  be 
everywhere    displayed   whenever  it    should 
prove  necessary.     Sixthly,  to  risk  their  lives 
in  expelling  the  enemies  of  the  country.  And, 
finaHy,  to  strain  every  nerve  to  preserve  this 
island  to  our  graciouA  sovereign  King  William 
the  Fourth.  These  he  considered  as  the  prin- 
cipal duties  of  the  members  of  the  Colonial 
Union,  and   he   hoped   every  man   present 
would  act  up  to  them.    (Loud  cheers.) 

The  Hon.  W.  Miller  then  read  a  series  of 
resolutions,  entitled  a  solemn  declaration  of 
the  Union. 

Dr.  Neilson  and  Dr.  Lawson,  jun.,  also 
read  resolutions. 

Some  desultory  conversation  then  ensued^ 
which  ended  in  appointing  a  sub-committee^ 
for  the  purpose  of  preparing  resolutions  for 
the  consideration  of  the  meeting.  Previous 
to  the  appointment  of  the  sub-committee, 

Mr.  H.  Brown  rose  and  moved,  that  a 
letter^  which  had  been  sent  from  th€  Kiog^ 
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hoBse)  to  th*  cuttoi  of  St.  Aon*8»  for  the 
purpote  of  intimidating  them^,  be  read.  This 
was  carried  by  accUunatioo,  and  the  hon. 
gentleman  proceeded  to  read  the  letter,  which 
was  as  follows  :-~- 

*<  King*8-hoiiae,  July  18. 

*'  Sir,-^  am  directed  by  his  Honour,  the 
Presidentf  administering  the  government,  to 
•cqount  youy  that  having  observed  in  the 
public  prints  certain  resolutions  entered  into 
an  the  16th  of  June,  at  a  meeting  (d  the 
Colonial  Church  Union  at  St.  Ann*s-bay»  the 
second  of  which  particularly  attracted  hia 
Honour*8  notice,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Attorney- General  to  the  sub- 
ject generally. 

"  The  opinion  of  the  Attomey-Oeneral 
bebg,  that  in  the  original  object  of  this 
Union  he  sees  nothing  ill^al,  but  that  the  se- 
cond of  the  resolutions  above  alluded  to  is  ille- 
gal, his  Honour  submitted  this  report  to  his 
Council ;  and  I  am  fx>mmanded  by  his  Ho- 
nour to  call  upon  you  to  admonish  the  parties 
who  have  entered  into  the  resolution  stated  to 
be  illegal,  and  his  Honour  expects  you  will 
take  proper  steps  to  prevent  any  breach  of 
the  peace  ensuing  on  such  resolution. 
**  I  have  the  honour  to  be.  Sir, 

'*  Your  obedient  servant, 

«  W.  G.  NuMs. 
"  Cnstos  or  Senior  Magistrate, 
"  St.  Ann*s." 

Mr.  Brown  continued. — So  then  we  are 
lo  be  admonished  forsooth !  The  paper  pre- 
tends to  have  been  written  to  prevent  any 
breach  of  the  peace;  but  it  was  solely  meant 
to  intimidate  them,  and  prevent  them  from 
entering  into  resolutions ;  but  the  President 
would  find  himself  very  much  mistaken,  for 
they  would  not  be  intimidated  by  such  non- 
sense.   (Cheers.) 

Mr.  Watt. — I  hope  no  one  in  thb  house 
cares  one  straw  for  that  letter.  (Cheers.) 

The  sub-committee  was  then  appointed, 
and  retired  for  the  purpose  of  framing  reso- 
lutions. After  an  absence  of  an  hour  and  a 
half,  they  returned,  and  the  solemn  declar- 
ation they  drew  up  was,  after  some  verbal 
amendments,  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Mr.  H.  Brown  said,  that  a  circumstance 
oame  to  his  knowledge  a  few  days  ago,  which 
he  considered  was  deserving  of  the  utmost 
publicity.  In  Qarendcm  no  sectarian  of  any 
description  had  ever  once  got  a  footing; 
they  often  tried  to  get  in,  but  never  could 
accomplish  it ;  in  consequence,  not  a  single 
n^o  in  that  parish  was  implicated  in  the 
late  rebellion— not  one  shewed  any  symptoms 
of  insubordination.  He  had  learned  this  fact 
ffom  the  junior  member  for  Clarendon,  Mr. 
Turuer,  and  if  ti)is  did  not  shew  the  guilt  ol 


the  sectarians,  he  (Mr.  Brown)  knew  not 
what  would. 

Mr.  Hilton  suggested  that  the  committees 
of  the  different  parishes  ^onld  take  upon 
themselves  to  send  copies  tA  the  resolntioBS  to 
different  persons  in  their  respective  parishes, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  signatures.  Tlus 
suggestion  was  acted  upon. 

The  Hon.  W.  Miller  was  added  to  the 
standing  committee  of  the  Trehwny  Union. 

Thanks  were  thm  voted  to  the  chairman, 
and  the  meeting  separated. 


{From  the  Times,) 

Public  attention  was  drawn,  in  ibe 
course  of  yesterday,  to  intelligence  from 
Jamaica,  respecting  certain  resolutions 
which  a  body  of  planters  in  the  northern 
division  of  that  important  island  had 
passed  ;  and  which,  we  are  bound  to  say, 
for  daring  illegality  and  monstrous  in- 
justice, have  never  been  exceeded  by  any 
act,  however  o^nsive  or  unreasonable, 
on  the  records  of  colonial  violence. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  sectarian  mis- 
sionaries, who  have  gone  forth  from  this 
country  to  preach  Christiauity  to  the 
West  India  negroes,  have  been  for  many 
years  objects  of  extreme  jealousy  to 
what  is  termed,  ^  the  West  India  in- 
terest f*  and  that  no  instance  of  insubor- 
dination or  outrage  has  ever  occurred 
throughout  those  colonies  since  the  abo- 
litiou  of  the  slave  trade,  whence  prompt 
occasion  was  not  taken  to  charge  the  guilt 
of  it  upon  the  unfortunate  missionaries. 
In  Demerara,  not  many  years  since,  a 
preacher  was  tried  by  court-martial  for 
an  allied  particii)ation  in,'  or  promotion 
o^  the  rebellion  of  the  blacks ;  and,  if  we 
remember  right,  the  po«r  Dian*a  life  fell 
a  sacrifice  to  the  severity  with  wbidi  be 
was  treated  in  prison.  In  the  late  insur- 
rection of  Jamaica,  some  missionaries 
were  subjected  to  trial  under  similar 
charges;  but,  notwithstanding  the  cla- 
mour raised  against  them,  and  the  esicite* 
ment  then  prevailing  in  the  ial«iKl,  no 
misconduct  was  sobstanliated  against  any 
one  of  them,— not  one  conviction  conld 
be  obtained,  however  ardently  it  was 
wished  for,  and  diligently  sought.  The 
bitterness,  however,  vvttich  has  been  che- 
rished against  tbe«pv«^uu)»f  Ims'beea 
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apparoaily  ttNi^tli^Ded  by  the  bad  sue- 
cem  of  its  andertakingsj  and  the  planters 
composing'    "the  colonial  union  of  the 
north-side  parishes "    of  Jamaica,  have 
signalized    the  impotency  of  their  pre- 
ceding attempts  against  the  missionaries, 
by  the   resolutions    to  which    we    have 
already  ailaded,  and  which  will  be  found 
in  thw  day*s  paper.    It  is  possible  that 
some  of  the  Baptist  missionaries  may  be 
men  indifferently  educated, — some,  pos- 
sibly, not  of  the  highest  prudence,— and 
that  on  one  or  two  occasions  the  language 
employed  by  them  fur  religious  instruct 
tion  or  exhortation  may,  as  is  not  infre- 
quent here  in  England  (ay,  and  in  the 
fiBtablished  Church,  moreover),  have  been 
ignorantly  perverted  by  their  half* taught 
hearers    to    temporal    and    mischievous 
meanings.     But  that  does  not  make  men 
inoen4iaries  or  rebels.     Rebels  and  incen- 
diaries  may  be  punished  by  law.     Why 
have  not  the  missionaries  been    so  pu- 
nished?    It  is  plain  that  if  they  could 
have  been   fairly  exposed  to  any  legal 
penalty,    the   planters  would  never,  in 
their  desperation,  have  adopted  as  one  of 
their  resolutions,  a  pledge  ^  to  expel  the 
sectarians  and  other  incendiaries  from  the 
island.**     Why,  the  men  are  raving  mad ! 
What  power  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in 
any  colony  under  the  crown  of  Britain, 
can  lawfully  .expel  the  meanest  human 
being  from  ite  territory,  w^en  he  has  com- 
mitted no  crime  acknowledged  by  the  law 
of  England  ?    Bat  what  despot,  known  to 
Europe  or  Asia,  hais,  in  modern  times,  so 
sinned  against  the  human   race,    as  to 
banish  a  man  because  of  the  peculiar  sect 
of  Chrirtianity  of  which  he  was  a  mem- 
ber?    The   Grand  Turk,— nay,  old  Alt 
Pacha  himself,  the  monster  of  Joannina, 
. — would   have  spat  upon  the  Janissary 
who  proposed  it.     Expel  all   sectarians 
from  Jamaica  !    Try  it,  gentlemen  ;  but 
prepare  for  a  trial  of  strength,  the  next 
nomeatf  with  the  people  and  reformed 
parlianaent  of  England,  and  see  who  will 
first  be  **•  expelled  *' — ^the  missionaries  or 
their  hateful  persecutors. 

The  truth  must  be  told.  These  planters 
will  not  suffer  their  slaves  to  emerge,  by 
the  avenue  of  knowledge  of  any  descrip* 
Um,  fiKNtt  the  level  of  beasts,  to  which 


a  long  course  of  degtadiog  treaimoBt  has 
reduced  them.  If  men  be  once  educated, 
or  even  shewn  the  road  to  education, 
however  imperfect,  they  will  no  longer 
endure  the  condition  of  quadrupeds.  The 
Jamaica  planters  are  well  aware  of  this. 
Their  resolutions  are  worthy  of  their  sys- 
tem, but  the  Attorney*General  has  com- 
menced the  lesson  of  'tow,  which  remains 
to  be  completed  by  the  Government  and 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain. 

(From  the  Morning  Herald.) 

The  sentence  of  banishment  passed  against 
all  sectarians  by  the  Colonial  Union  of  the 
Northside  parishes  in  Jamaica  is  a  tolerable 
stretch  of  power  on  the  part  of  those  who 
are  constantly  complaining  of  oppression. 
Their  answer  to  the  President's  remonstrance 
against  such  sentence,  from  such  a  body,  as 
irreconcilable  with  the  laws  and  constitution 
of  England,  is  an  instance  of  the  deferential 
respect  which  they  entertain  towards  Go- 
vernment when  its  opinions  happen  to  clash 
with  their  own.  Not  content  with  pledging 
themselves,  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives,  "  not 
to  Bu£fer  any  Baptist  or  other  sectarian  to 
teach  or  preach'  within  their  dislrict,"  they 
proceed  to  justify  the  engagement  by  declar- 
ing the  remonstrance  to  be  nonsense.  Whether 
it  was  the  law  and  constitution  of  the  country, 
or  the  opinions'  of  the  President  and  the  At- 
torney-General, or  the  whole  taken  together, 
that  they  meant  to  characterise  by  this  cour- 
teous expression,  does  not  distinctly  appear  y 
but  that  neither  law  nor  justice,  nor  any 
functionaries  who  endeavour  to  uphold  them, 
can  command  much  respect  from  the  Union- 
ists in  their  present  temper,  may  be  inferred 
without  much  precipitancy  from  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  meeting.  And  these  are  the  men 
who,  through  their  agents  in  this  country, 
are  perpetually  preaching  up  calmness  and 
ddiberation  as  the  dispositions  in  which  the 
great  question  ought  to  be  met !  What  a  pity 
that  their  example  does  not  inculcate  the 
same  doctrine !  They  had  already  tried  their 
strength  with  the  sectarians  on  the  question 
of  guilt  or  innocence  as  to  the  charge  of 
exciting  the  black  population,  and  they  had 
failed*— signally  and  ignominiously  failed. 
They  hod  attacked  the  characters,  attempted 
the  lives,  and  destroyed  the  property  of  inno- 
cent men— -for  innocent  they  w^ere  of  every 
thing,  except  the  crime  of  religious  instruc- 
tion. Sill  there  was  not  a  tribunal  to  be 
found,  even  in  Jamaica,  base  enough  to  con- 
vict persons,  in  the  teeth  of  evidence,  who 
^had  doas  nothing  contrary  to  laws  divine  or 
'httflum.     But,  though  acquitted  by  tbetri- 
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Imaalif  (here  was,  it  neine,  t  povar  bqronil 

tb«  lav,  in  the  Jadgment  of  which  an  ac< 
quittal  was  no  discharge,  and  accordingly  the 
Union  of  Slave-owners  took  upon  itself  the 
responsibility  of  exercising  that  power  with 
appropriate  violence  of  language.  Whether 
they  wilt  attempt  to  follow  up  their  decision  by 
any  act,  it  is  impossible  to  say  at  present ;  but 
they  have  already  done  enough  to  shew  that 
the  sectarians  require  protection,  and  that 
the  slavesi  for  whose  sake  the  sectarians  are 
persecuted,  cannot  be  very  safe  from  ill  usage 
without  the  constant  vigilance  of  the  ruling 
power,  backed  by  the  authorities  at  home. 
The  slave-owners  cannot  now  retort  the 
charge  of  intemperance  upon  the  Govern- 
ment at  home,  as  they  attempted  to  do  before. 
The  provocative  in  this  case  was  the  acquittal 
of  innocent  men,  whom  they  had  nuirked  out 
for  vengeance.  If  they  seriously  believe  the 
doctrine  which  they  have  avowed  to  be  tena- 
ble, and  the  attempt  to  prevent  its  application 
nonsense,  we  can  only  say  that  there  are 
others  in  the  colonies  biwides  the  slaves  who 
remain  in  a  state  of  depbrable  ignorance; 
and  that  if  the  latter  are,  by  that  circum- 
stance, unfitted  for  freedom,  the  former  are 
unfitted  for  command. 

We  briefly  mentioned  in  our  last 
that  Mr.  Abbott  had  been  forcibly 
prevented  from  resuming  his  minis- 
terial labours  at  Montego  Bay.  We 
now  publish  Ihat  portion  of  bis  let- 
ter which  narrates  this  new  act  of 
violence  and  oppression,  under  the 
garb  of  law : — 

Montego  Bay,  Jamaica,  Julg  6,  1838. 

Mt  dear  Sol, 

.  Since  I  last  addressed  you,  1  have  had  to 
contend  with  difficulties  of  the  most  pain&l 
kind,  to  which  I  shall  now  direct  your  atten- 
tion as  briefly  as  possible.  Mrs.  Abbott  and 
myself  landed  here  on  the  1 6th  June,  (brother 
Nichols  having  been  detained  in  Kingston  for 
a  few  weeks),  and  found  our  friends .  desirous 
of  having  service  on  the  following  day,  which 
was  the  sabbath.  I  accordingly  made  arrange- 
ments for  holding  a  prayer-meeting  at  half  past 
1 0,  A. M. ,  and  for  preaching  at  S,  P.M.  About 
10,  A.M.  the  head  constable  came  to  the 
house  belonging  to  Mrs*  Renwick,  in  which 
we  reside,  and  stated  that  the  magistrates  had 
sent  him  to  say,  the  meeting  I  had  collected 
was  an  iUt^al  one»  and  unless  I  dispersed  it, 
they  would  issue  a  warrant  for  my  apprehen- 
sion. Several  messages  paased  between  the 
magistrates  and  myself,  in  the  course  of  which 
I  gave  them  to  understand  that  the  meeting 
was  not  an  illegal  one.  I  sent  them  a  certi- 
ficate of  the  house  having  been  registered  in 


the  BIshop'a  oAflB^  but  Ikef  telrilf  dloegMd- 
ed  both  the  certificate  and  my  ezplanatfoo, 
and  at  length  sent  the  ooostable  to  wait  in 
the  house,  ordering  him  to  apprehend  me  if  I 
commenced  service.     I  consulted  with  some 
of  my  friends  and  with  John  Manderson, 
Esq.  who  is  a  magistrate   and  member  of 
assembly  for  this  parish,  who  advised  me  te 
disperse  the  people*  and  not  preach  on  that 
day.     I  followed  that  advice,  but  foaring  it 
would  be  a  bad  precedent,  and  that  we  might 
lose  ground  in  coosequenoe,  I  requested  the 
constable  to  inform  the  magistrates  that  I  had 
dispersed  the  meeting,  not  because  I  considered 
it  an  illegal  one,  but  as  they  had  sent  to  me 
profossedly  in  a  legal  manner,  altfamigh  I  con- 
sidered their  intcrforenoe  uncalled  for  and 
illegal,  I  would  shew  my  peaaeaMe  .diapoeition 
by  not  opposing  them  until  t^  matter  has 
been  investigated,  and  that  I  was  willing  to 
meet  them  at  any  time  they  might  appoint 
for  the  purpose  of  coming  to  an  explanation. 
They  appointed  the  following  momiaig  for 
that  purpose.     I  met  them  on  the  Monday, 
produced  my  certificate,  and  offered  to  pieve 
it  was  the  kind  of  certificate  required  by  the 
toleration  act,  which  is  in  force  in  this  island, 
but  the  majority  of  the  magistrates  seemed 
determined  to  prevent  the  preaching  of  the 
goepd  eitiier  with  the  law  or  wiikomt  it;  nor 
is  this  to  be  wondered  a^  when  I  flasnre  yeo, 
without  any  fear  of  being  contradicted,  that  a 
great  proportion  of  the  St.  James's  magis- 
tracy are  members  of  an  anti-christian,  sedi- 
tious, and  illegal  society,  known  by  the  name 
of  '<  Colonial  Church  Union*' — the  grand 
object  of  which  society,  is,  aa  stated  in  their 
resolutiona,  to  ezpell  all  sectarians  firom  the 
country.     Such  being  the  case  I  was  not 
allowed  to  explain,  nor  would  they  refer  to 
the  laws  themselves.      Violent  and  abusive 
knguage  was  used.     Mr.  Robert  Watt  (a 
magistrate)  said  I  should  be  indicted  as  a 
vagrant  /     Dr.  Lawson,  aen.  who  is  an  as- 
sistant judge  of  the  Aaaise  Coart,  and  oohmd 
of  the  St.  James's  militia  said  that  "they 
ought  one  and  all  to  aaerifiee  theix  lives  and 
property  to  prevent  our  reintroduction.**    I 
told  them  (when  they  became  quiet),  that  I 
did  not  come  to  the  town  for  any  politicsl 
purpose,  nor  did  I  attend  that  meeting  to 
enter  into  any  political  discussion, — that  I 
came  there  simply  to  state  and  prove  that  I 
had  not  collected  an  illegal  meeting,  and  oaUed 
upon  them  to  shew,  if  they  could,  some  l^al 
reason  why  I  should  not  follow  my  dutieaas 
a  minister  of  the  gospeL     I  then  left  the 
meeting,  after  which  it  was  resolved,  that 
Mrs.  Renwick  and  myself  should  be  indicted 
for  the  next  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions.     Mr. 
Manderson  and  one  or  two  other  gentlemen 
o]qposod  the  majority  in  their  illegal  and  nft> 
just  proceedings^  but  it  appeaas  thef  wws 
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detWBiiaad  sot  onlf  to  prerfltti  mf  preachiag, 
but  that  I  sliotild  be  driven  out  of  the  parish, 
and  thiB  they  would  have  done  had  not  the 
loyal  and  humane  coloured  inhabitants  (as  in 
Brother  Burcheirs  case)  been  equally  deter- 
mined to  protect  me.  From  the  18th  to  the 
25  th  of  June,  every  means  which  their  de- 
praved hearts  could  suggest  was  employed  to 
expel  me  from  the  parish.  Placards  were 
posted  about  the  town,  several  of  which  are 
in  my  possession,  but  for  want  of  room  I  can 
only  send  you  the  following  copy  of  one  of 
them.  "  To  Mr.  Abbot,  Baptist  Missionary, 
quit  this  parish  by  any  posttible  means  ere 
Monday,  as  the  parishioners  have  resolved  that 
you  must  then  do.  Should  you  foolhardily 
disregard  this  notice,  beware  of  the  conse- 
quences.— ^M<mt8go  Bay,  St.  James's,  22nd 
of  June,  1888.*'  Of  course  I  disregarded 
these  notices,  for  as  a  British  subject  I  had  a 
right  to  remain.  Several  of  our  coloured 
friends  slept  in  the  house  every  night,  indeed 
they  still  continue  to  do  so,  to  act  on  the 
de£n»ive  la  tine  event  of  an  attack  by  the 
white  rebels.  On  Monday  the  25th  it  was 
stated  that  they  intended  to  put  their  threats 
into  execution,  and  it  being  muster  day  they 
seemed  to  make  sure  of  succeeding  in  their 
attempt,  bnt  our  trust  was  in  God,  our  souls 
were  stayed*on  him,  and  he  did  not  deliver  us 
into  the  hands  of  our  enemies.  After  the 
muster,  a  meeting  of  the  "  Colonial  Union" 
was  held  at  the  court  house  at  which  Mr. 
Coates  (a  magistrate)  presided;  when  it 
was  seriously  proposed  by  the  worthy  chair- 
man, a  conservator  of  the  peace,  "  that  I 
should  be  driven  out  of  the  parish.'*  This 
proposition  was  warmly  supported  by  the 
faction,  but  t^tpMed  by  Samuel  Manderson, 
Esq.  (a  coloured  gentleman)  who  said  that 
I  was  a  British  subject,  and  might  live  where 
I  chose,  and  that  they  could  not  and  shotdd 
not  eject  me  out  of  the  parish.  They  soon 
found  that  those  were  the  sentiments  of  a 
great  mass  of  the  coloured  population,  with 
whom  they  were  ill-prepared  to  come  into 
contact,  ai^  no  attack  was  made  on  my  per- 
son, nor  on  the  dwelling  house  which,  it  was 
said,  they  intended  to  raze  to  the  ground. 

The  designs  of  God  are  indeed  inscrutable 
— are  now  particularly  so — ^yet  we  cannot 
but  adore  and  praise  him  for  his  goodness 
and  care.  When  all  appeared  dark  and 
mysterious,  and  when  our  infuriated  enemies 
were  thirsting  for  our  blood,  God  appeared 
for  us,  and  raised  up  friends  to  protect  us 
from  the  grasp  of  lawless  power.  On  the 
evening  of.  the  ever-to-be-remembered  June 
25,  about  the  time  the  attack  was  to  have 
been  made  on  me,  a  medical  gentleman,  to 
me  a  perfoct  stranger*  called  on  me  and  said, 
he  understood  my  life  was  in  danger,  and 
that  a  party  intended  to  mob  my  house  that 


night;  tibat  hia  hausc  was  open  to  myself 
and  Mrs.  A.,  and  if  we  would  accept  his 
offer  he  would  defend  us  with  his  life,  t 
would  mention  this  gentleman's  name,  but 
were  it  known  here  that  such  an  offer  had 
been  made  by  him,  it  would  only  expose  him 
to  the  wrath  of  the  would-be  great  men,  and 
probably  end  in  the  loss  of  his  practice. 
Such  is  the  state  of  society  here  at  the 
present  day.  Our  indefatigable  friend,  Mr. 
Lewin,  and  others,  have  already  suffered  in 
this  way  for  defending  us.  It  is  necessary 
for  me  to  observe,  in  reference  to  this  station, 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  Falmouth  and 
Lucea,  that  your  missionaries*  lives  wiH  be 
constantly  in  danger,  unless  more  protection 
is  afforded  us  by  the  British  government. 
It  is  no  longer  questionable,  whether  or  not 
magistrates  were  engaged  in  the  demolition 
of  our  chapels ;  they  do  not  deny  it,  but 
rather  glory  in  it;  and  those  magistrates, 
who  were  most  actively  engaged  in  that 
work,  say  they  are  determined  to  risk  their 
lives  and  property  to  prevent  our  preaching. 
Were  I  to  attempt  to  preach  now,  I  fear  it 
would  involve  the  inhabitants  in  a  civil  war ; 
and  there  will  be  equal  danger  of  this  when- 
ever the  attempt  be  made,  unless  the  perpe- 
trators of  villany,  who  now  think  they  may 
persevere  in  infringing  on  the  rights  of  Bri- 
ti^  subjects  with  impunity,  are  made  to 
suflfer  that  punishment  they  so  richly  merit. 
It  is  of  no  use  for  Jamaica  to  boast  of  having 
uncorrupted  juries,  as  the  following  fact,  as 
well  as  others,  will  prove.  Bills  were  sent 
in  to  the  grand  jury  by  the  Wesleyans  against 
the  persons  who  destroyed  the  chapels  and 
assaidted  their  ministers,  and  though  the 
evidence  was  unquestionable,  aU  the  bills 
were  ignored  !  We  have  not  sent  in  any, 
nor  do  we  think  it  would  be  of  any  ser- 
vice to  do  so.  Mrs.  Renwick  is  bound 
over  to  take  her  trial,  for  allowing  me  to 
have  a  meeting  in  her  house,  at  the  next 
court  of  quarter  sessions.  They  are  keeping 
me  in  ignorance  of  their  intentions  respecting 
myself.  Brother  Kingdon  was  interrupted 
while  holding  a  prayer  meeting  at  Savanna- 
la-Mar,  brought  before  the  magistrates,  and 
bound  over  to  take  his  trial  at  the  assizes 
held  in  this  town,  but  the  court  was  closed 
this  day  without  his  being  called  upon ;  and 
whether  they  intend  to  do  any  thing  with  his 
case  at  a  future  period  we  do  not  know. 
Such,  my  dear  sir,  is  our  situation  at  the 
present  moment.  We  propose  obtaining  the 
opinion  of  the  new  Attorney-General  on  our 
case ;  and,  being  satisfied  as  to  the  law  on 
the  subject,  to  proceed  with  our  work  as  soon 
as  it  may  be  safe  and  prudent  to  do  so ;  but 
we  are  anxiously  expecting  redress  and  pro- 
tection from  the  British  government.

Under  date  of  July  4,  Mr.  Tki- 
Bon  mentiona  the  follawiog  case  of 
individual  persecution.  It  is  pain* 
ful  to  think  hoi^  many  of  the  ne- 
groes are  at  this  moment  exposed  to 
similar  treatment : — 

Some  time  ago,  I  mentioDed  to  yoa  the 
case  of  a  young  man  who  had  been  put  into 
the  trorklumaey  fledged,  and  worked  in  chains, 
lor  being  at  chapel  on  the  aabbath.  A  few 
days  ago,  the  same  young  mui  was  taken 
before  the  magistrates  by  his  master,  who 
saidy  as  he  entered  the  court-house,  he 
wished  he  could  have  him  transported — a 
villain — a  rascal — and  this  before  he  had 
stated  the  offence  which  had  put  him  into 
such  a  towering  passion.  The  magistrates, 
seeing  him  in  such  a  rage,  asked  what  was 
the  matter?  What  had  he  done?  Has  he 
been  stealing?  No.  Is  he  a  runaway?  No. 
He  has  too  much  religion  in  him.  "  But 
we  cannot  send  him  into  the  workhouse  for 
his  religion."  ^  Well,  I'll  find  some  way  to 
take  the  Methodism  out  of  him :  he  is  always 
preaching  out  of  a  big  Bible,  instead  of 
minding  his  wmk — ^he  is  idle."  The  poor 
fellow  was  oitlered  to  the  workhouse,  and  is 
BOW  working  in  chains  in  the  public  streets. 


and  may  be  chuned  (should  the  diiver  thlak 
proper)  to  dbe  of  the  vilest  characters  in  tha 
whole  gang.  As  to  the  man*s  being  a 
preacher,  nothing  can  be  more  false — ^he  is 
not  even  a  leader — but  he  is  anxious  to  read ; 
and  one  day  his  master  found  him,  after  he 
had  leffc  work,  with  a  book,  a  New  Testa^ 
ment,  I  believe,  trying  to  decipher  some  of 
its  contents.  This,  with  his  going  to  chapel 
on  the  sabbath,  was  the  head  and  froitt  of 
his  offending.  The  circumstance  I  haire  re- 
lated  took  place  in  the  court-house,  and  was 
told  me  by  a  respectable  person  who  was 
present  and  witnessed  the  whole.

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MSMOIR    OF    THE    LATS  ReY.  WiL- 

LiAM  AiKiN,  London. 

The  Rev.  William  Aikin  was  born 
of  pious  parents  at  East  Green- 
wich, Kent,  August  26,  1770.  His 
father,  Mr.  Thomas  Aikin,  though 
in  humble  life,  was  of  good  reputa- 
tion, and  many  years  an  honourable 
member  and  useful  deacon  of  the 
tabernacle  at  Greenwich.  Our  de- 
ceased friend  was  early  instructed  in 
the  princi  pies  of  Christianity ;  though, 
having  lost  his  parents  in  early  life, 
he  received  but  a  limited  edu- 
cation. He  had  a  brother,  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Aikin,  deceased,  who  was  an 
Independent  Minister  at  £  vers  ton. 
The  late  medical  Dr.  Aikin  and  Mrs, 
Barbauld  were  his  first  cousins. 
Ml*.  A.  was  apprenticed  at  the  usual 
age  to  Mr,  George  Armstead,  a  glass 
engraver ;  his  master  leaving  busi- 
ness he  was  turned  over  to  Mr.  Pye, 
with  whom  he  served  the  last  year 
or  two  of  his  apprenticeship,  and 
was  afterwards  in  his  employ 
about  fifteen  years.  The  morn- 
ing of  his  days  appears  to  have  been 
preserved  from  the  follies  and  vani- 
ties incident  to  youth,  and  was  cha- 
racterized by  a  diligent,  regular,  and 
moral  course  of  conduct.  He  formed 
acquaintance  with  some  serious 
young  persons  who  heard  the  Gos- 
pel with  him  under  the  ministry  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Wills,  B.A.,  at 
Spa  Fields  Chapel.  At  this  period 
Mr.  A.  appears  to  have  been  deeply 
impressed  with  a  sense  of  the  infi- 
nite importance  of  eternal  things, 
and  of  the  necessity  of  personal  reli- 
gion. We  learn  by  a  brief  account 
in  his  own  hand- writing,  the  follow- 
ing particulars  of  his  early  expe-, 
rience.

**  Being  born  of  plons  parents  I  received 
a  religious  education,  and  was  trained  to  re- 
gular attendance  on  the  means  of  grace,  and 
constantly  heard  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel. 
At  fourteen  year9  of  age  I  began  my  appren- 
ticeship, and  used  at  that  time  to  attend  on 
Lord*8  days  at  Spa  Fields  Chapel,  in  the 
forenoon  and  evening,  and  in  the  afternoon 
I  heard  Mr,  Rippon,  at  Carter  Lane,  South- 
wark.  I  was  much  impressed  with  the  fol- 
lowing sentiment  delivered  in  one  of  hit 
sermons  :— 

'*  *  Sinner,  if  ever  thou  art  saved,  it  must 
be  entirely  by  the  free  and  sovereign  grace  of 
God,  but  if  thou  art  lost,  it  will  be  entirely 
thine  own  fault.*  Not  then  understanding 
the  meaning  of  the  word  grace,  and  not 
knowing  that  I  was  by  nature  in  a  fallen  and 
lost  condition,  I  resolved  to  do  what  I  could 
to  save  myself,  that  it  might  not  be  my  own 
fault  if  I  were  finally  lost ;  I  therefore  con- 
stantly continued  with  earnestness  and  prayer 
to  attend  the  means  of  grace,  and  had  a  pre- 
vailing desire  to  understand  the  word  of  God, 
and,  I  "hope,  I  had  some  love  to  it.  There 
was  an  expression  frequently  employed  in 
Mr.  Rippon*8  prayers  that  occasioned  me 
considerable  anxiety  and  uneasiness,  which, 
from  my  inexperience  and  ignorance,  I  could 
neither  understand  nor  accede  to  at  that 
time,  it  was  the  following  :  <  We  have  all  of 
us,  O  Lord !  totally  ruined  and  destroyed 
ourselves,  and  it  would  be  righteous  in  thee 
to  banish  us  for  ever  from  thy  blissful  pre- 
sence.' This  gave  me  much  concern,  because 
I  did  not  then  perceive  that  it  would  be  just 
in  God  to  banish  me  for  ever  from  heaven; 
as  a  panishment  for  my  sin.  I  did  not  think 
I  had  been  guilty  of  such  sins  as  deserved  it, 
for  I  knew  I  had  not  committed  the  atrocioni 
crimes  of  swearing*  sabbath  breaking,  or  in- 
temperance, &ic.  I  continued  with  similar 
views  and  feelings  till  the  year  1 792,  when 
hearing  Mr.  Rippon  preach  on  John  iii.  14, 15, 
from  which  he  shewed  that  as  Moses  lifted 
up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness  for  the  cure 
of  the  Israelites  who  were  mortally  stung,  lo 
Christ  is  exhibited  and  proclaimed  in  the 
Gospel  for  the  salvation  of  sinners — ^he  then 
proved  that  all  his  hearers  (whether  con- 
scious of  it  or  not)  were  fatally  wounded  by 
sin  and  must  for  ever  perish,  if  they  did  not 
look  to  and  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
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tar  t^W  pardon  d  fSkith  nns  tod  eternal  liiie, 
Mr.'  tt  aolemnly  appealed  to  all  hie  beaiers, 
aerlonelf  to  inqaire  whether  tliey  were  not 
eanwioua  of  their  being  goUty  of  tranagrm 
ing  the  rigfateoualaw  of  God ;  if  8o»  thej  were 
all  in  a  atate  of  condemnatiooy  Ibr  the  word 
of  God  declarei,  the  sonl  that  ainneth  shall 
die.  Deeply  sensible  that  I  had  sinned  against 
God,  in  thought,  word,  and  action,  the  len- 
tenee  of  death  sunk  into  my  soul,  and  I  was 
now  convinced  in  my  conscience  that  I  had 
iacurxed  the  Divine  displeasure,  and  righte- 
ously deserved  everlasting  death.  I  knew 
this  in  theory  before,  but  never  felt  the  power 
of  this  truth  till  then.  Two  lines  of  Dr. 
Watta  immediately  rushed  into  my  mind, 

*  And  if  my  soul  were  sent  to  hdS, 

'  Thy  righteous  law  approves  it  well  :* 

a  very  powerful  and  solemn  awe  impressed 
my  spirit  though  I  did  not  &el  that  horror 
of  soul  which,  in  similar  circumstances, 
some  persons  lave  experienced,  a  beam  of 
hope  in  the  divine  mercy  pervaded  my  tnind, 
aad  I  was  oonsobns  of  a  prevailing  and 
aiaious  desire  fiir  an  interest  in  Christ.  I 
c^o^tly  jprayed  for  it,  and  for  deliverance 
from  ttie  wrath  to  come.  I  idost  carefully 
an<d  constantly  embraced  every  opportunity 
of  attending  the  means  of  grace,  social  and 
pnblie^  and  felt  earnest  desires  of  soul  under 
the  miniatry  of  the  Gospel  to  hear  what 
ipigiit  be  suitable  to  my  own  case  and  cir- 
cumatai^Des,  and  my  mind  was  particu- 
larly interested  when  I  heard  any  Scripture 
cviidences  of  genuine  conversion  stated  and 
csrplained,  because  1  felt  greatly  concerned  to 
ascertain  that  I  was  born  again,  nor  was  I 
IMrely  desirous  of  kxMwing  my  personal  con- 
versioti,  but  earnestly  longed  and  prayed  for 
^e  salvation  of  others*  For  about  two  years, 
ttQm  this  time,  I  was  much  perplexed  with 
doubts  and  fears  respecting  my  interest  in 
Christ,  and  the  following  verse  was  often  the 
language  of  my  heart : 

*  Oh !  might  I  hear  thy  heavenly  tongue^ 

*■  But  whisper  thou  art  mine ; 

*  Those  gentle  words  wonUl  raiie  my  iong« 
/    <  To  notes  almoato  divifle^' 

Under  great  concern  of  soul  about  this  time 
I  seemed  to  want  and  wish  for  something 
voce  than  the  revealed  Word  of  God  to  rest 
upon  for  satisfaction  and  comfort.  I  waited 
a^d  ei^pected  to  receive,  in  some  way  or  other, 
a  demonstration  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  my 
mind  to  assure  me  of  my  salvation.  Soon 
after  this  I  had  my  doubU  considerably  re- 
moved, and  was  much  relieved  from  a  8er<« 
iQon  I  heard  preached  by  Rev.  Mr.  Towers 
in  a  lecture  he  delivered  at  Walworth,  in 
which  he  said,  '  You  cannot  have  a  sincere 


heart-^ring  denre  to  love  and  eerre  God, 
without  poBBMsing  a  Scripture  evideooe  ibat 
you  are  the  subject  ef  divine  grace  and  aihidl 
never    pertdi.*      Thia  greatly  rgoiced   ay 
soul,  becaoae  I  was  certain  I  pnwacsaed  a  ain* 
cere  hearty  desire  to  love,  pleaae,  and  obey 
God.     Such  was  die  satisfaction  and  joy  I 
felt  from  a  consaouaness  that  I  had  tlua  evi- 
dence of  an  interest  in  Christ,  that  I  thought 
I  could  do,  bear,  or  suffer  any  thing  for  God 
in  which  I  eonld  manifest  my  kMr0  to  him 
and  concern  for  hi«  glory.     Such  were  wnj 
enjoyments  that  I  used  to  long  and  pimy  fie 
wings  like  a  dove  that  I  might  fly  away  and 
be  at  rest.     I  wanted  to  depart  and  be  widi 
Chriat,  and  join  the  holy  happy  sodety  lit 
heavm,    where    I   shonld  never  mote  liit 
against  God.    I  than  longed  for  idie  retwn 
of  Lord's  day,  and  was  always  aony  whe9.it 
closed  ;  thought  I  should  soon  be  .in  heavpn, 
and  that  all  my  days  on  earth  would  be 
crowned  with  joy  and  triumph.     I  concetred 
I  coold  conquer  all  myoormptiona  amfxyver- 
come  all  the  tamptalkms  of  fiatiai'and  thi 
wofld ;  but,  alas !  I  aeon  iaamt  by  experience 
it  waa  much  oUierwiie— that  A»  pveeetit  Bfe 
is  a  state  of  probation  and  warfere,  and  that  if 
is  through  much  tribulation  we  must  enter 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.     I  ioon  found  the 
life  of  a  CSuwtian  to-  be  a  constant  domnm  of 
conflict,  and  sometimes  fean^  I  w»  ttoft'i 
partaker  of  Divine  giioe^  beeanse  I  felt  m 
much  opposition  from  without  and  ivl^hin  in 
my  journey  to  heaven.     In  Qonseqmnce  of 
this,  and  because  I  could  not  witn  liberty 
express  my  case  and  feelings  in  pram,  I  had 
much  darknem  and  distnen  'of  miid,  Whidi 
indnced  me  to  think  thct  I  skoM  disfaononr 
my  profession  ef  piety;  and  apoatoliye  ;  bo^ 
though  depressed  and  disooaragedy  |  atiU  cop«> 
tinned  to  attend  the   means  of  jpaoe,  an^ 
thereby  I  became  better  acquainted  wi^  the 
plan  of  salvation — ^the  doctrinea   of  divine 
giawi  'tiie  oMflicti  of  the  Chrlstiitt  Ufe^  rite; 
Idevived  eneoaragem^t  and*  eouifon  fiom 
the  conviction  tfaM  my  Mkhaion  did  mat  de- 
pend on  the  state  of  my  firamm  and  foelings,  but 
00  the  immutable  bve  of  God-^the  exceed- 
ingly great  and  precious  promises)  and  the 
Bupply  of  the  spirit  of  Chi^t  Jesos  my  Loid. 
These  ooitsidettttioai  eneooraged  me  to  yet* 
severe  J  I  leaaoned  «itli  myself  *  tkw^God 
ia  feithfol  who  hath  promised  grace  and  gfatj 
to  those  who  sincoely  seek  him,  and   bo 
would  not  have  given  me  an  eameat  deaire  to 
seek  his  feoe  and  fevour — ^to  love,  please,  and 
serve  him,  if  he  had  not  designs  of  mercy 
towards  m<l     He  woold  not  hat^  drawB'ifay 
heart,  to  himself  and  gi«ea  me  an  ettmsC 
desire  for  holiness  aad  haavmb  if  he  had.  in* 
tended  to  aeparate  me    from  himscif  for 
eveft" 
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Our  friend's  acooQBt  of  bis  early  ^ 
experience  closes  here,  and  it  pleas- 
ingly testifies  his  ardent  piety  and 
sincere  devotedness  to  God.  At  a 
subsequent  period  be  kept  a  diary 
for  a  little  time^  which  familiarly  ex- 
presses the  conflicts,  crosses,  and 
comforts  incid^it  to  the  Christian 
life. 

About  the  year  1798,  he  sought 
communi<m  with  the  Particnlar  Bap- 
tist Church,  then  assembling  in  Car- 
ter  Lane,  Southwark,  he  was  ac- 
cepted— ^baptized  by  Mr.  (now  Dr.) 
Bippon,  and  became  a  highly  es« 
teemed  and  usefal  church  member, 
and  continued  so  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  about  thirty-four  years.  His 
Christian  temper,  consistent  conver- 
satioi^ .  and  ardent  piety,  did  not 
long  pass  unnoticed  by  his  pastor^ 
or-  his  fellow-^members;  he  attended 
social'^moetiOgs  for  prayer  and  con- 
ference^ was  regular  in  his  attend- 
ance on  Lord's  day,  and  was  also  in 
the  habit  of  calling  upon  the  sick 
and.a£9icted  poor.  In  those  riswts 
of  mercy  •  lie  would  often  speak  a 
word  in  nesson,  which  relieved  and 
consoled  the  sorrowful  and  slinking 
mind. 

In  the  year  1 799,  his  pastor^  peri* 
ceiving  him-  to  possess  promising  ta* 
lents,  affectionately  invited  him  t» 
the  work  ctf  the  Christian  ministry* 
ft&.  A.  at  first  declined  the  pro- 
posal, assigning  as  his  reason  the 
deep  consciousness  he  had  of  his 
utter  inability^  His  best  friends, 
hoEwever,  thought '  otherwise,  end 
entreated  him  thoroughly  to  recon* 
sider  it.  He  appears  to  have  acted 
on  the  advice  given  -,  and  encouraged  ^ 
by  his  friends,  he  accepted  the  .invi« 
tation  of.  his  pastor  to  exercise  his 
gifia  with  a  view  to  this  important 
work.  He  accordingly  spoke  from 
texts  of  Scripture  several  times  at 
meetings  of  the  church,  and  was 
unanimously  called  to  the  ministry. 
Soon  after  this  it  was  considered  ad* 
visable  that  our  friend  should  avail 
himsdf  of  a  course'  of  academical 


studies. at  ^stol,  he  therefore  en- 
tered the. academy,  of  which  i5r,', 
Ryland  was  then  divinity  tutor. 
About  the  same  period  there  were 
several  other  brethren  called  to 
the  ministry  from  the  church  at 
Carter  Lane,  who  were  in  associa- 
tion with  him,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Atkin- 
son, late  of  Margate  i  Mr.  Coxhead^ 
Mr.  Douglas,  and  Mr..  Keeley ;  the 
last  of  whom  ultimately  settled 
in  America.  Mr.  A.  not  having 
been  accustonaed  to  literary  pur- 
suits, did  not  continue  long  at  the 
academy,  he  felt  his  mind  en- 
cumbered and.  oppressed  with  the 
course  of  studies  appointed  for 
him. 

On  leaving  the  academy  he  re- 
turned to  London,  applied  himself^ 
as  opportunity  offered,  to  reading 
and  us^ul  intercourse, .  and  spoke 
occasionally  from  Scripture  in  so* 
cieties  of  Christians.  Though  he  did 
not  resume  his  own  trade,  Mr.  A.  was 
successively  employed  in  several  cfDmr 
mercial  engagements,  auiong  whicby 
for  about  nine  years,  he  was  an  assisit 
tairt  in  the  counting  house  of  his 
highly  esteemed  friend  Henry  Teape^ 
Esq.,  of  Tower  Hill,  who  recom- 
mended him  to  supply  the  pulpit  in 
several  places,  one  of  which  was 
Zion  Chapel  5  he  also  preached  at 
Woodford,  Plaistow,  Stratford', 
Bromley  in  Kent,  Putney,  &c. 

He  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Ann 
Shanksy  a  member  of  the  church 
to  which  he  belonged,  and  the  only 
daughter  of  Mr.  James  Shanks^  la^e 
of  Bermondsey  Street,  where  he  re- 
sided some  years.  Subsequently  to 
the  death  of  h'S  father-in-law,  Mr.  A. 
was  froed  from  the  necessity  of  con- 
tinuing his  business  engagements^, 
which  enabled  him  to  devote  himself 
exclusively  to  sacred  duties,  and^' 
like  his  Divine  Master,  "  he  went 
about  doing  good,'*  and  was  always 
willing  to  render  any  one  a  service. 
The  mildness  and  suarity  of  hi* 
temper  and  deportment  endeared  our 
friend  to  all  who  knew  him,  for  he 
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iras,  as  one  of  his  friends  in  a  letter 
justly  describes  him,  "  characterized 
by  all  that  is  meek,  peaceful,  hum- 
ble, and  pious.*' 

His  discourses,  though  seldom,  or 
never  exclusively  doctrinal,  were 
truly  evangelical,  experimental,  and 
practical.  The  duties,  the  graces, 
Ihe  conflicts,  and  the  comforts  of 
the  Christian  life  and  character, 
mingled  with  scriptural  encourage- 
ments and  directions,  were  the  pre- 
vailing subjects  of  his  sermons,  which 
he  always  prepared  with  devout  care, 
and,  to  secure  his  recollection,  he 
invariably  wrote  a  pretty  full  outline 
of  bis  suDJect,  and,  perhaps,  scarcely 
ever  allowed  himself  to  deviate  from 
it ;  he  never  seemed  to  venture  on 
any  new  or  untried  ground,  but  con- 
scientiously kept  in  the  good  old 
path,  which  is  generally  the  most 
useful  His  style  was  plain  and 
scriptural;  the  most  illiterate  could 
understand  him  :  he  never  aimed  at 
ornament  or  pomp  ;  and,  though  sel- 
dom pathetic,  he  was  always  earnest, 
affectionate,  and  impressive,  and  his 
delivery  was  clear,  deliberate,  and 
regular. 

His  death  was  sudden  and  un- 
expected :  although  he  had,  for  a 
short  time  been  indisposed,  no  one 
apprehended  any  danger.  He  had 
been  walking  the  evening  previous 
to  the  night  in  which  he  was  seized 
with  the  usual  symptoms  of  malig- 
nant cholera ;  at  four  in  the  morning 
of  the  1 6th  August,  the  disease  be- 
came alarming,  medical  aid  was  ob- 
tained :  the  friend,  who  writes  this, 
was  at  his  bedside  about  nine  o'clock, 
and  perceiving  his  affliction,  enter- 
tained little  hopes  of  his  recovery,  and 
the  physician  soon  afterwards  confirm- 
ed this  apprehension.  The  requisite 
arrangement  of  his  temporal  affairs 
having  been  settled,  his  friends  with 
affectionate  solicitude  attended  him 
through  the  day,  during  which  he 
had  powerful  paroxysms  of  cramp  in 
the  limbs  and  bowels  j  he  was  quite 
conscious  of  his  condition,  and  never 


once  lost  his  recoBectiony  but  Ids 
physical  strength  rapidly  declined, 
and  he  could  converse  but  very  little, 
yet  he  was  evidently  serene  and 
happy  in  his  mind.  He  entreated 
his  friends  not  to  inhale  his  breath, 
lest  it  shonld  prove  injurious;  his 
fingers  turned  blue  while  held  by  his 
friend :  he  solemnly  charged  Uie  fe» 
male  servant  never  to  neglect  the 
Saviour,  of  whom  she  had  often 
heard  him  speak  in  reading,  conver- 
sation, and  prayer.  On  being  asked 
by  a  friend  whether  he  experienced 
Divine  support  and  the  presence  of 
God,  he  said  "  Yes,  all  is  well."  At 
another  time  his  friend  inquired 
what  his  views  find  feelings  were 
now  be  was  on  the  verge  of  eternity 
— he  stretched  out  and  held  up  both 
his  arms,  having  his  eyes  fixed  up- 
wards, and  said,  *'  Oh  !  brother, 
what  indescribably  bright  and  blessed 
scenes  vrill  soon  open  to  my  view  in 
the  eternal  world!'*  Subseqnently 
to  this  he  was  asked,  whether  he 
could  mention  any  text  or  sentiment 
which  consoled  his  mind,  and  might 
be  encouraging  to  his  friends;  he 
replied,  in  a  faint  and  feeble  tone, 
'^  My  flesh  and  my  heart  fail,  but 
God  is  the  strength  of  — '*  bere  he 
paused,  not  having  power  to  finish 
the  sentence.  From  this  time  his 
breathing  became  shorter  and  move 
laborious ;  he  scarcely  spoke  afta** 
wards  or  took  notice  of  any  one 
around  him.  His  pastor  being  in- 
formed that  Mr.  A.  was  dying 
(though  himself  very  feeble)  reserved 
to  go  and  see  him  immediately,  say* 
ing,  it  would  be  a  holy  gratificatioB 
to  him,  if  he  could  but  place  his  hand 
on  ourfnend*sforehead  beforehedied. 
On  its  being  intimated  that  he  was 
unable  to  walk  so  far,  and  had  better 
have  his  coach  ordered,  he  replied, 
"  Coach  child,  no,  for  before  the 
horses  are  put  to,  brother  Aikin  may 
be  in  heaven.**  Leaning  on  die 
arms  of  two  of  his  members.  Dr.  R. 
walked  about  half  a  mite  and  accom- 
plished  his  wish,  laid  his  hand  on 
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the  cold  and  djin^  forehead  of  his 
friend,  affectionately  pronouncing  his 
final  farewell  benediction,  and  in 
about  half  an  hour  afterwards  our 
brother  breathed  his  last,  without  a 
struggle  or  a  sigh,  on  the  evening  of 
August  16,  1832,  aged  62,  leaving 
his  disconsolate  widow  to  lament 
her  loss.  He  was  interred  on  Sa- 
turday the  1 8th,  in  the  family  vault, 
Bunhili  Fields,  and  on  the  first 
Lord's  day  in  September  his  pastor 
delivered  a  discourse  on  the  occasion 
from  1  Thess.  iv.  16 — 18, 

"  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  iu 
the  Lord."

Address  to  thosb  who  are  con- 
cerned TO  UNITE  WITH  A  CHRIS- 
TIAN Church. 

Dear  Friends, 

We  congratulate  you  as  the  sub- 
jects of  holy  desires  and  affections — 
as  minding  not  the  things  of  the 
flesh  but  the  things  of  the  spirit :  as 
raised  in  affection  above  what  is 
earthly,  and  bent  on  participating  the 
honours  and  felicities  of  the  family 
of  God.  We  therefore  take  occasion 
to  remind  you  of  the  kindness  of  the 
God  of  grace  in  putting  this  differ- 
ence between  you  and  the  unbeliev- 
ing world,  and  we  beseech  you  to 
give  him  all  the  praise.  .  We  do  not 
wonder  that  you  should  be  anxious 
for  such  views  of  Christian  doctrine 
and  Christian  practice  as  perfectly 
accord  with  the  will  of  God  -,  nor 
are  we  surprised  that  you  should  be 
seeking  the  most  intimate  fellow- 
ship with  Christ  and  his  church, 
because  these  holy  desires  and  affec- 
tions have  ever  marked  those  "  who 
have  received,  not  the  spirit  of  the 
world  but  the  spirit  which  is  of 
God." 

In  proceeding  to  answer  the  in- 
quiry that  now  so  deeply  interests 
your  best  feelings,  we  urge  upon 
you  the  importance  of  coming  at 
once  to  the  pure  Source  of  light  and 
knowledge^  and  receiving  with  sim- 


plicity of  mind  what  the  Holy  Spirit 
teaches.  In  religion,  the  sacred 
Scriptures  constitute  the  test  to 
which  all  our  opinions  should  be. 
brought,  and  no  opinion,  however 
ancient,  plausible,  or  prevalent,  that 
will  not  bear  the  closest  application 
to  this,  should  be  relied  on.  Hu- 
man authority  must  never  be  put  in 
competition  with  that  which  is  di- 
vine, and  preconceived  ideas  in  reli- 
gion, however  they  may  harmonize 
with  the  views  of  beloved  Christian 
friends,  and  the  prejudices  of  early 
education,  should  be  rejected  as  soon 
as  they  are  found  to  be  at  variance 
with  the  Word  of  God,  otherwise  it 
cannot  be  admitted  that  the  mind 
yields  that  subjection  to  the  will  of 
Christ  which  his  authority  claims. 

The  church  of  God,  to  which  you 
are  desiring  to  be  scripturally  united, 
is  the  gift  of  the  Fatherj  thp  portion 
of  Jesus  Christy  the  purchase  of 
his  redeeming  work  j  and  by  a  voice 
from  the  excellent  glory  is  charged  to 
pay  supreme  regard  to  him  (Matt, 
xvii).  He  speaks  by  his  Gospel, 
requiring  those  that  are  his  to  come 
put  from  the  world  and  to  be  sepa- 
rate : — to  confess  him  before  men  : 
— to  avow  their  attachment  to  each 
other,  and  to  form  themselves  into  re» 
ligious  associations,  called  "  Churches 
of  Christ,**  that  by  so  doing  they 
might  enjoy  the  privileges  of  Chris- 
tian intercourse  and  happy  fellow- 
ship in  the  means  of  grace.  Such 
churches  we.  read  of  at  Jerusalem, 
and  Corinth,  and  other  places,  con- 
stituted under  the  ministry  of  the 
apostles,  and  of  the  Lord  shewing 
his  approbation  of  tbem  while  the)^ 
continued  steadfast  in  the  apostles* 
doctrine,  and  in  fellowship,  and  in 
breaking  of  bread  and  in  prayers,  by 
adding  daily  to  their  numbers  of 
such  as  should  be  saved.  And  we 
hope  there  are  many  such  churches  in 
our  own  day  and  in  our  own  land. 

We  shall  be  perfectly  silent,  be- 
cause the  sacred  Scriptures  are,  about 
the  administration  of  this  ordinance 
to- any  other  subjects  than  professed 
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betierecs  in  Cbris^  tfid  at  afiy  other 
fMitf'l^an  when  that  profession  is 
fint  publicly  made ;  linis  restricted, 
as  it'is  hj  our  Dtnne  legislator,  its 
obserrance  is  full  of  important  mean- 
ing. It  teaches  spectators  the  ne- 
cessity of  spiritual  bfessings,  such  as 
sanctifieation  by  the  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  a  resurrection  with 
Christ  Jesus  to  newness  of  life;  and 
Y&,  on  the  part  of  him  who  submits 
to  it,  a  humble  profession  of  hope  of 
liiterest  in  these  blessings  5 — a  pro- 
fession which  neither  infants  nor 
unbelievers  can  be  supposed  capable 
6f  making,  but  which  believers  in 
Christ  Jestfs  are  by  the  Gospel  re- 
quired to  make,  aim  In  doing  it  re- 
spect should  always  be  paid  to  the 
pattern  set  before  them  in  the  Word 
of  God.  Innovations  in  the  ctrcum- 
staiittds  of  religious  worship  are  al- 
ways dangerous,  and  wherever  hu- 
iban  imaginations  have  concluded 
lliat  by  additions  or  coirections  they 
could  improve  what  the  Gospel  re- 
vt^ls  they  have  always  done  mis* 
chief.  Not  willing  to  alter  what  is 
revealed  rebtave  to  this  ordinanee^ 
we  observe  that  the  places  chosen 
by  our  Lord  and  his  apostles 
as  suitable  for  its  adminfstnition ; 
the  figurative  aHusions  made  ia  it  in 
apostolic  writings,  and  the  generaHy 
adnritted  meaning  of  the  original 
word,  all  umte  to  assmre  us  that  im- 
mersion akme  is  the  scriptural 
mode. 

When  the  Saviour  submitted  to 
this  ordinaace,  he  tiid  not  permit 
Jt^n  to  bring  water  to  him  for  that 
purpose,  but  he  went  to  the  water, 
<hren  '^  to  the  river  where  John  was 
baptizing  others"-— «nd  when  the 
eunuch  was  baptized  by  Philip,  Uiey 
both  aliffhted  from  their  carriage, 
"  went  down  both  into  the  water," 
and  "  came  up  out  of  the  water,"  all 
which  circumstances  naturally  be- 
speak immersion  to  be  the  mode  ob- 
served, and  forbid  the  idea  that  a 
part  only  of  the  body  was  wet  with 
water,  inasmuch  as  the  sacred  histo- 
Han  here,  as  fan  a&  other  places,  tells  I 


us  the  penom  were  baptized^  "  die 
men  and  women."  And  that  the 
whole  body  was  intended,  is  con- 
firmed by  the  figurative  allusions 
made  to  this  ordinance.  Be- 
lievers are  said  to  be  *'  buried 
with  Christ  by  baptism,"  and  as 
no  figure  but  that  of  immersion 
bears  any  analogy  to  a  burial,  and  a 
burial  always  supposes  the  interment 
of  the  whole  body,  we  conclude  that 
baptism  intends  the  immersion  of 
the  whole  body  in  water.  Again, 
our  blessed  Redeemer,  referring  to 
his  expected  sufferings,  says,  **  I  have 
a  baptism  to  be  baptized  with,"  and 
the  prophet  represents  him  thus  de- 
scribing those  soffierings,  ''  I  am 
come  into  deep  waters  where  the 
floods  overflow  me;**  language, 
with  which  we  cannot  naturally  as- 
sociate any  other  idea  but  that  of 
immersion,  without  robbing  it  of  all 
that  is  instructive  and  impressive  re- 
lative to  the  deeply  interesting  sub- 
ject alluded  to.  We  are  fully  aware 
that  the  nataral  import  of  the 
Greek  word,  from  which  this  or- 
dinance takes  its  name,  has  Been 
called  into  dispute,  but  oumot  be- 
lieve it  has  been  because  its  import 
is  really  questionable  or  difficult,  or 
we  should  not  find,  as  we  do,  the 
most  able  scholars  and  divines,  such 
as  Selden,  the  celebrated  Greek  critic. 
Dr.  Whitby,  Dr.  Campbell,  Calvin, 
Dr.  Doddridge,  Dr.  Wall,  Bishop 
Hoadley,  Macknight  and  others  alike 
eminent  for  erudition,  uniting  to  as- 
sure us  that  its  primary  meaning  ia 
"  to  immerse"  Thus  confirmed  in 
our  views  of  Scripture  relative  to  this 
ordinance,  by  the  testimonies  of  the 
learned,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  we  consider  immersion  only  to 
be  Scripture  baptism,  at  least  so  far 
as  the  mode  is  concerned. 

And  now,  dear  friends,  remember 
that  decision  in  reference  to  every 
branch  of  Christian  practice  is  closely 
connected  with  your  own  enjoyment 
in  the  ways  of  God,  as  well  as  with 
the  glory  6f  God  and  the  welfare  of 
those  around  you.    S<Hne  who  h^ve 
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aUowed  indecision  may,  by  marking 
your  determined  surrender  to    the 
will  of  Chris t»  be  constrained  to  imi- 
tate your  example^  and  so  the  gloiiy 
of  God  be   promoted.    The  more 
close  the   relation  into  which  you 
enter  with  Christ  and  his  church, 
the  more  endeared  will  be  the  fellow- 
ship that  yon  enjoy  with  these.     As 
your   love   to  Christ  abounds,  we 
know  that  with  meekness  and  sim- 
plicity you  will  be  concerned  to  yield 
subjection    to    the  whole  will    of 
Christ  £    and  that  the  language  of 
your  hearts  will  be  "  we  are  ready 
to  do  whatsoever  my  lord  the .  king 
shall    appoint.**      The    aftectionate 
heart  cannot  be  conscious  of  any 
neglect  of  obedience,  without  being 
pained'   at    its    remembrance,    and 
therefore  will  be  very  jealous,. .  lest 
by  \\A  own  corruptions  it  may  be  al- 
lowed  to  choose  a  path  in  which 
this  evil  may  overtake  it.    Mistaken 
judgments  and  cold  hearts  may  talk 
about  the  non-essen^iak  in  Christian 
practice,  but  the  spirit  of  love  will 
consider  the  ^application  of  such  a 
term  to  any  appointra«it  of  Jesus 
Chrisi,  affironting  to  his  wisdom  and 
power  as  the  great  l^slator  in  his 
church.     This  spirit  excludes  obe- 
dience in  all  cases  aa  the  ground  of 
hope,  but  requires  its  mamfestatipn 
oh  all  proper  occasiona  as.  an  evi- 
dence of  .  gracious    attachment    to 
Christ,  and  excites/  the  child  of  God 
unchecked  by  the  fear  of  difficulties 
to  go  forward  in  the  path  of  duty. 
The  history  of  God*  s  ancient  church 
seta  before  us  many  instances  .of  de? 
termined  surrender  to  the  will  .of 
God  in  services   that  involved  the 
most  painful  self-denial.     Abraham 
did  not  refuse  to  give  up  his  be- 
loved Isaac  when  the  Lord  called  on 
him  to  do  so.     The  people  did  not 
refuse  submission  to  the  painful  rite 
of  drcumcisipn  when  .the  law  of 
God  enjoined  it :  nor  did  they  with- 
hold from  the  altar  the.  most  costly 
sacrifices  and  attempt  to  pi;it  God  off 
with  'those  that  ^ere  of  fesfier.  valu^ 


to  them :  nor  did  Israel  hesitate  to 
walk  scores  of  miles  in  order  to  be 
present  at  the  worship  of  God  in 
Jerusalem  at  the  annual  feasts.  And 
the  New  Testament  wiU  furnish  us 
with  instances  of  the  same  spirit  of 
devotion  to  God,  equally,  if  not 
more  transcendently  eminent.  Look 
at  the  lives  and  practices  of  the 
apostles  of  Jesus  Christ  and  of  the 
first  Christians.  They  did  not  at- 
tempt to  mould  the  injunctions  of 
Christ  to  their  own  taste,  or  the 
world*a  taste,  but  took  them  simply 
as  he  gave  tthem,  and  were  only  con- 
cerned to  shew  obedience  to  them« 
They  conferred  not  with  flesh  and 
blood,  nor  did  tthey.  count  life  dear 
to  them;  so  that  they  pight  finish 
their  course  with  ^of.  .  They.eo^ 
countered  real  dangen  and  painful 
sufferings,  believing  tha^..as  they 
were  called  to  these  in  the  service  .of 
Christ,  he  would  support  them  under. 
their  pressure  and  conduct^  through 
them  to  the  crown  of  glory,; and  so 
he  did..  r

And  will  you  not  j6ut  diemf  Then 
do  not  expect  that  he  wha  has  tried 
1(he  fiidth  of  his  people  in  all  ages^by 
precepts  of  the  same  sdf-denyiii]g 
character  ceases  to  doit  now.  Con- 
fide in  his  all-sufficient  grace  and 
faithfulness,  and  then,  regardless  of 
apprehended  incon^^enience  connect- 
ed  with  tiie  ordinanee  of'  Christnil 
baptism  $  and  regardless  of  llie  opi«i 
nions  or  the  reproach  of  a  world 
that  approves  nothing  but  what  is 
pleasing  to  the  flesh,  say,  - 

**  Through  floods  or  flames,  if  Jesus  lead,' 
«  ru  foUow  where  he  goes.'* 

And  then,  under  the  influence  of  this 
conclusioDi  let  vs  see  yQu  imitating 
the  first  Christiana  .in  :your  profes- 
sion of  faith  in  Christ' Jesus>.  and' 
uniting  yourselves  tO:  the  church  of 
Qodf  mi  WiQ  Jtrust  God  will  cause 
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'you  to  go  on  yoixr  way  rejoicing, 
■and  to  have  this  song  upcm  your

Essay  on  the  Duties  of  Churches 
TO  THEIR  Deacons. 

When  a  chorch  has  exercised  their 
right  by  selecting  certain  brethren  to 
the  important  office  of  deacons,  they 
naturally  expect  those  who  under- 
take the  trust  to  be  active  and  dili- 
gent in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
nor  are  they  in  general  very  slow  in 
discovering  any  deficiency  in  the 
conduct  of  those  who  bear  office 
among  them ;  and  it  cannot  be  de- 
nied that  in  some  cases  more  has 
been  expected  than  was  reasonable. 
Without  attempting,  however,  to  jus- 
tify any  thing  which  is  really  im- 
proper in  the  conduct  of  deacons, 
and,  on  the  contrary,  cheerfully  al- 
lowing that  in  some  cases  the  com- 
plaints, of  those  who  have  appointed 
them  are  far  from  groundless,  it 
may  still  be  remarked,  that  there  is 
great  danger  lest  the  private  mem- 
bers of  churches  should  so  dwell  on 
the  duties  of  deacons  towards  them 
and  towards  the  pastor^  as  to  over- 
look^ in  a  certain  degree,  their  own 
individual  duty  towards  both.  They 
will,  however,  cheerfully  allow  that 
the  title  of  this  paper  does  not  refer 
to  a  nonentity,  and,  perhaps,  the  fol- 
lowing hints  may  stir  up  their  pure 
minds  by  way  of  remembrance. 
Members  of  churches  are  bound  to 

pray  for  their  deacons. — Perhaps,  in 
most  instances,  when  they  acceded 
to  the  wishes  of  their  friends  they 
requested  their  prayers — and  they 
need   them   still — ^but  are   they  as 

;  constantly  and  as  affectionately  men- 
tioned in  secret  and  at  the  family 
altar,  and  at  the  social  prayer  meet- 

'ing,  as  they  once  were  and  ought' 


stm  tobe?  If  there  be  a  falling  oflF 
here — ^if  this  important  mean  be 
partially  neglected,  have  not  the 
members  reason  to  reproach  diem- 
selves  for  having  slighted  the  very 
best  means  of  obtaining  good  dea- 
cons, since,  after  all,  it  is  God  who 
worketh  in  them  as  well  as  others  to 
WILL  and  no  of  his  good  pleasure, 
and  he  alone  can  enable  them  to  use 
their  office  well. 

Members  of  churches  are  hound  to 
hear  with  iheir  deacons. — Like  their 
brethren,  deacons  are  sinful  and  im- 
perfect creatures,  besides  which  they 
find  much  which  requires  forbear* 
ance  on  their  part  towards  the  church 
and  congregation — ^sometimes  after 
their  best  attempts  to  do  that  which  is 
right,  they  find,  to  their  surprize md 
grief,  that  in  some  quarter  or  odier 
they  have  given  offence.  Now  as 
these  things  are  veiy  trying,  churches 
should  learn  to  make  allowances  for 
them  when  looking  at  the  conduct 
of  deacons,  they  will  not  Aen  be 
disposed  to  magnify  every  little 
fault,  but  wisely  remembering  that 
for  every  good  work  a  man  is  envied 
of  his  neighbour,  they  will  aim  to 
put  the  best  construction  they  can 
on  the  conduct  of  those  who,  it  may 
be  fairly  presumed,  are  at  least  aim" 
ing  at  the  general  good. 

Members  of  churches  are  bound  to 
honour  their  deacons.  Oh  !  but  they 
are  the  servants  of  the  churchi  and 
the  very  name  of  their  office  sup- 
poses it,  say  some — and  this  is  true 
— but  they  ought  to  be  treated  with 
great  respect — they  are  disinterested 
servants — and  their  office,  and  in  many 
cases  their  wisdom  and  experience, 
ought  to  secure  from  them  a  good 
degree  of  respect,  especially  from 
the  junior  members.  There  are 
many  ways  in  which  this  respect 
may  be  manifested  which  need  not 
be  specified,  since  they  only  require 
a  little  good  sense  and  a  little  con- 
sideration as  to  what  the  individual 
would  expect  in  the  like  case.  To 
general  respect  ought  to  be  added  a 
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parliijuUr  esrpra^sl^n  of  covfidbkcb. 
If  ibe  .church  did  not  consider  them 
worthy  of  confidence^  why  appoint 
them  to  an  office  which  implies  it  ? 
and  having  done  this,  why  view 
them  with  any  thing  like  mean  8\js- 
picion  ?  Deacons  are  viewed  by  some 
members  of  churches  with  a  sort  of 
ml  eye  as  though  they  were  a  race 
of  bemga  who  bad  some  objects  to 
promote  separate  from  the  welfare 
of  tbe  body  at  large.  Now  a  want 
of  confidence  in  the  general  good  in- 
tentions of  deacons  is  not  only  truly 
disceuraging  to  an  upright  mind^  but 
caonQt  fail  to  produce  die  very  worst 
effects  in  any  Christian  church. 

Members  of  churches  are  bound  to 
cQrOperaie  with  their  deacons, — There 
ace  many  ways  of  doing  this  to 
jpffieat.  ad  vantage,  a&d  many  ways  in 
which  the  neglect  of  it  will  be  ex- 
ceedingly iojurious.     But  it  may  be 
observed   as    peculiarly    important^ 
that  deacons  are  entitled  to  the  siap- 
poft  0Kxd  co-operation  of  their  bre- 
thren in  maintaining  the  peace,  or- 
dsr«-,apd  discipline  <af  the  hou^  of 
G^9d» .    How  lamentable  that  there 
should  ever  have  been  found  igno- 
rant luwi  .self-willed  men^  wbo,  in- 
stead of  acting  thus,  have  appeared 
toothers  as  if  they  took  delight  in 
thwarting  and  rendering  useless  the 
best  plans  and  endeavours  of  the 
very  nsen  whom  they  b^ve  united  ^o 
int|r;ast  witK  so  important  a  charge  as 
that  of  acting  for  the  peace  of  Zion. 
.  Members  qf  churclies   are  hound 
faithfulli^.  to  fulfil  thm  pecuniary  en- 
j^istn^ft^i*—- This  has  immediately 
to  do  with  the  deacon's  office  :  on 
such  a  subject  it  might  be  supposed 
jdothing  need  be  said.  Who  can  doubt 
but  they  do  this  ? — that  they  feel  it  an 
bonour  and  a  privilege  to  do  this  \  In 
jnany  cases  it  is  thus :  there  are  not 
a  few  who  view  the  pecuniary  en- 
.gagemeols  pertaining  to  the  church 
as  .so.  sacred  thatvthey  dare  not  trifle 
.with    tbemj  aj^d   who    would    be 
«sbaa>^   to  give  unnecessary  pain 
and  trouble  to  those  who  are  ap- 
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pointed    to   reeeive  their  free-will 
offerings.     But  what  shall  be  said  of 
many  others?  do  they  not  forget 
that  the  deacens  can  only  fulfil  their 
engagements  as  the  people  furnish  the 
means  ?  do  they  consider  that  the  dea<* 
COBS  are  firequently  men  engaged  in: 
business  whose  time  ought  not  to  be 
needlessly  broken  in  upon  ?  do  they 
not  know  that  much  of  that  heart- 
consuming  anxiety  which  many  pas^ 
tors  are  permitted  to  feel,  arises  sim*^ 
ply  from  that  heedless  and  criminal 
want    of  .punctuality  with   which 
those  are  chargeable  for  whose  good 
they  labour  ?     Surely  these  things 
ought  not  so   to  be.     It  would  be 
wdU  if  they  did  not  exist ;  but  while 
they  do,  let  them  be  faithfully  pointed 
out  in  order   to    their  speedy  re« 
nskovaL 

In  conclusion,  let  all  the  members 
of  our  churches  seriously  ask  them- 
selves how.  they,  individually,  perform 
their  own  duties,  both  towards  their 
respective  pastors  and  deacons:-— «nd 
if  they  be  found  increasingly  exem-? 
plary  here,  it  is  certain  that  their 
honour  will  be  augmented,  and  it  is 
not  improbable  that  their  complaints 
will  be  dimiiushed.

Christian  reader^  wouldst  thou  be 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Xord,

Oh  !  let  such  a  de« 
elaration  lead  you  to  examine  wdl 
your  state  before  him.    **  How  dwell* 
eth  the  love  of  God  in  you  ?*'  It  is  of 
great  importance  that  you  should  be 
fiving  to  the  Lord )  &is  will  give 
vigour  to  your  operations — ^patience, 
zeal,  and  unremitting  perseverance 
to  all  you  undertake ;  and  surely  the 
glory  of  Gody  and  the  miseries  of 
a  perishing  world,  loudly  call  for 
such  an  expression  of  your  love  to 
God,  and  to  your  neighbour.     Abid- 
ing in  Christ  will  draw  forth  those 
principles  and  influences  which  are 
absolutely  needful  to  qualify  us  for 
labouring  in  his   vineyard.     If  we 
abide  in  Him,  we  shall  be  much  in 
prayer,  it  will  be  the  delight  of  our. 
souls  to  go  to  him  for  direction,  for 
support,  for  ability,  to  engage  in  his 
service.

He  will  give  us  a  word  in  season. — 
He  will  encourage  us,   as  he  did 
his  first  ministers  with  that  ample 
promise,  **  ho,  I  am  with  you  al- 
ways.**   '^  Have  not  I  commanded 
thee.  Be  strong  and  of  good  cou- 
rage V*  "  I  will  never  leave  thee,  nor 
forsake  thee.**     "  Thou  shatt  speak 
my  words  unto  them :"    ''be  not 
afraid,  neither  dismayed  for  the  Lord 
thy  God  is  with  thee  whithersoever 
thou  goest."    Do  we  ask  the  8&* 
viour  for  ability  to  go  forward  with 
the  work  ?— he  will  supply  us— we 
ahall  not  be  sent  a  warfare  at  our 
own  charges — he  will  "  be  with  ouir 


spirits,**  and  we  shall  be  animated 
thereby  to    encounter   the  fiercest 
foes,  and  **  come  off  more  than  con- 
querors through  him  that  loved  us." 
Oh!  how   gracious    and    conde* 
scending  is  the  Saviour  to  work  by 
such  means  I  and  whOe  he  puts  ho- 
nour upon  us  by  allowing  our  out- 
ward evidence  of  love  to  him  by 
such  efforts  as  these,  at  the  same 
time  to  give  us  so  freely  of  that  a£i* 
lity  which  is  requisite ;  truly  may  the 
Christian  in  these  latter  days,  in 
aiding  to  carry  forward  the  spirftnal 
temple,  feel  and  say,  as  David  ^M 
in  viewing    the  provision    for'^e 
earthly  one,  "  Lord,  all  this  sto^e 
Cometh  of  thee,  and  of  thine  own 
have  we  given  thee." 

Let  the  active  Christian  ht  enctjfd^ 
raged  by  these  reflections  not  to 
grow  weary  in  well-doh^,  and  be 
led  to  make  yet  increasing  efforts  f^ 
the  divine  glory.  Much  patiettee 
and  perseverance  is  needful,  and 
thdse  labourers  are  pronounced 
"  blessed,  who  sow  beside  sXL 
waters,**  who  are  ''  instant  in  season 
and  out  of  season/*  who  *''  sow^^e 
seed  in  the  morning  and  withhold 
not  their  hand  in  the  evenSng." 
Much,  very  much  remains  to  Be 
done,  the  world  is  yet  comparatively 
a  desert,  vdth  here  and  diere  a  di- 
vinely cultivated  enclosure; — as  in 
the  days  of  the  Saviour,  ''  the  haivest 
Is  plenteous,  but  labourers  are  few  :** 
let  none  then  retire  from  the  field, 
but  be  resolved  to  labour  till  they 
die,  remembering  that  with  oar 
glowing  prospects  there  must' h^Yiio 
rest  to  Christians  of  the  nineteenth 
century  till  they  rest  in  heilveii, 
then  shall  it  be  said,  ''Call  the 
labourers  and  give  them  their  hire.*' 
Let  the  timid  Christian  he  ttveou* 
raged  to  labour  for  the  Lord ;  Moses 
was  at  one  time  backward  to  '"Bpesk 
for  God;  but  the  same  assistaxioe 
which  upheld  him  before  thd  un- 
godly monarch  of  Egypt,  shidl  en- 
able the  timid  in  these  days,  to  ''put 
to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish 
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XBtn^**  and  Co  use  the  powers  of 
speech  in  poiating  sinners  to  the 
Ijamb  of  God.  None  who  go 
forth  thus  in  the  strength  of  the 
JLord  shall  be  confounded — abiding 
in  .Christ  Jesus»  such  shall  be 
strengthened  and  divinely  qualified 
for  the  work  and  labour  whatever  it 
may  be. 

And,  oh !  Ui  all  who  believe  in 
the  name  of  Christ  in  these  eventful 
days»  be  deeply  concerned  for  his 
glory*  Much  remains  to  be  done — 
bmidredsy  it  is  to  be  feared,  have 
Iteen  sw^t  away  by  the.  pestilence 
who  were  unprepared  for  death  and 
judgment^  and  many  of  them  had 
not  been  objects  of  care  to  their 
christian  neighbours^  and  but  too 
justly  may  they  take  up  their  dole- 
ful lanientation  in  the  {dace  of  eter- 
pal  wailing— "We  fell  by  the  cholera 
ifk  England;  yes,  in  London,  the 
iQodem  Jerusalem^  the  land  of  gos- 
pel light  to  the  heathen  world,  but 
no.  .man  cared  for  our  souls.*'  Ah ! 
SMch  reflectioiis  should  arouse  us  to 
action.  Are  there  yet  tho$e  .who 
fwve  not  done  anything  for  the  iSo- 
vtoarP  who  have  never  invited  a 
neighbour  to  the  house  of  mercy  ? 
yrho  have  never  warned  a  sinner  to 
flee  from  the  i^rath  to  cpme }  who 
have  nepp'  placed  a  Bible  in  the 
dwelling  of  the  destitute,  or  pointed 
a  dying  sinner  to  the  Lamb  of 
God?  Why,  oh!  why  is  it  such 
indifference  exists  }  Why  does  the 
world  and  self  hold  such  an  influ* 
ence  over  energies  that  might  be 
consecrated  to  the  noblest  ends  ? — 
Yes>  the  noblest  ends ;  for  what  can 
be  compared  with  the  salvation  of 
the  soul — the  precious  never-dying 
soul }  Oh !  let  all  awake  from  the 
slumber  of  selfish  indifference,  and 
as  Jesus  ''  loved  us,  and  gave  him' 
$elf  for  us,"  so  let  us  bearing  hu 
name,  breathing  his.  spirit,  and 
'^abiding  in  him,"  be  active  and  di- 
ligent, "  steadfast  and  unmoveable," 
"  doin^  whatsoever  our  hands  find 
for  ua  to  do.  with  all  our  might,  for 


there  is  no  work,  knowledge,  nor 
device  in  the  grave,  whither  we  are 
going."  Let  us  then  "  work  while 
it  is  called  to-day,  for  the  night 
Cometh  when  no  man  can  work." 
Promptly  let  us  labour,  and  with 
our  strength  derived  from  Him  that 
is  mighty,  '*  our  work  shall  be  re« 
warded,"  our  "  labour  shall  not  be 
in  vain  ;"  God  will  be  glorified  and 
siimers  saved.

RBHARK8  EXPLANATORY  OF 

HEB.  vii.  3. 

Ik  the  fifth  and  two  following  chap- 
ters of  this  epistle,  the  object  of  the 
Apostle  is  to  exhibit  the  superior 
dignity  and  glory  of  Christ  under 
the  character  of  a  great  High  Priest, 
which  he  illustrates  in  a  variety  of 
respects,  and  by  a  variety  of  pecu- 
liar and  interesting  circumstances; 
one  of  which  is  a  quotation  from 
the  1 10th  Psalm,  ''Thou  art  a  priest 
for  ever  after  the  order  of  Melchis- 
cdec,*'  of  whom,  says  Paul,  we  have 
many  things  to  say,  and  hard  to  be 
uttered,  seeing  ye  are  dull  of  hear- 
ing; and,  after  noticing  a  variety  of 
other  circumstances,  he  again  ob- 
serves, in  the  last  verse  of  chap,  vi., 
that  ''Jesns  was  made  an  High 
Friesi  oftter  the  order  of  Mdchisedec;  *' 
aad  in  the  verses  immediately  fol- 
lowing he  gives  a  description  of  the 
names,  titles,  and  official  character 
of  this  Melchisedec,  and  proceeds 
by  marking  the  points  of  resem- 
blance between  him  and  the  great 
High  Priest  o£  our  pn^ession,  ChriBt 


Jesus,  vHiose  official  character  is  pe- 
culiarly illustrated  by  these  points  d 
resembbnoe  when  properly  under- 
stood. It  cannot,  however,  be  de- 
nied, that  from  the  manner  in  which 
these  points  are  stated  and  left,  there 
are  some  things  still  hard  to  be  im* 
derstood,  at  least  to  a  common 
English  reader;  for  instance,  in 
chap.  vii«  3,  this  Melchisedec  is  said 
to  be  "without  father,  without 
mother,  without  descent,  having 
neither  beginning  of  days  nor  end  of 
life,"  *'  but  made  like  unto  the  Son 
of  God,  abideth  a  priest  oontiB' 
ually.** 

In  order  to  understand  these 
passages  correctly  it  is  necessary 
that  we  consider,  1.  That  the  apos- 
tles object  is  to  shew  the  superiority 
of  the  f>riestkood  of  Christ ;  2.  That 
all  that  is  said  of  this  Melduscdeois 
brought  forward-  to  ^  illastmte  tlM 
office  of  Christ  as  the  HighPrMtiA 
oar  profession ;  and,  3.  That  .t/b  his 
official  character  alone  it  is  appUed. 
Let  these  considerataoss  be  kept  in 
view  and  «very  apparent  diffisalty 
connected  with  this  passage  -will 
immediately  vanish. 

The  first  point  of  view  in  which 
the  superiority  of  the  priesthood  ol 
Christ  is  regarded  by  the  apostle, 
has  a  reference  to  his  natijce  digm^* 
Melchisedec  is  said  to  have  been 
"  king  of  Salem  and  priest  of  the 
most  high  God  :'*he  is  the  only  one 
mentioned  in  the  Old  Testament, 
who  was  at  once  a  king  and  a  priest 
by  divine  appointment,  and  in  this 
respect  he  resembles  him  who  is  the 
divinely  appointed  King  of  Zion 
and  High  Priest  of  our  profession ; 
and  one  sense  at  least  is  thn8r«ppa- 
rent,  in  whidi  Christ,  as  a  Priest,-  is 
superior  to  any  of  the  descendanta  of 
Aaron  being  himself  a  Royal  Prieit, 
as  was  Melchisedec. 

The  second  point  in  which  Paul 
is  aiming  to  mark  the  superiority  of 
Christ  has  a  reference  to  the  obdsb 
of  his  priesthood*  Amongst  the 
Jews  no>  otie  could  officiate  as  a 
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priest  who  was  not  a  descendant  of 
Aaron.     This  order  was  established 
by  the  Lord  when  Aaron  was  ap- 
pointed  to  that  office,  and  no  one 
could  break  or  disturb  that  order 
without   a  special   command  from 
he»ven^    for  **no  man  taketh   this 
honor   unto  himself  but  he  that  is 
called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron.**  "  So 
Christ  also  glorified  not  himself  to  be 
•made  an  high  priest,  but  was  called 
isf  God  an  High  Priest/'  not  after 
the   order  of  Aaron,  but  after  the 
order  oi  Melchisedec,  "  without  fa- 
ther, -without  mother,  without  de- 
scent/*    The  order  of  Melchisedec 
was,    in    this  respect,   peculiar  to 
itself.     For,  let  it  be  remembered,  it 
was  a$  a  priest  and  not  as  a  man, 
ihtit  he   was   literally   and  strictly 
without    progenitors    and   without 
descendants,  he  was  the  beginning 
said   ending  of  his  own  order  of 
priesthood,  and,  in  the  same  sense, 
aur  Lord  is  without  £ettfaer,  without 
mother,  -without  descent  (chap.  vii. 
6)  :  *'  For  it  is  evident  that  our  Lord 
sprang  out  of  Judah,  of  which  tribe 
Meses   spake    nothing    concerning 
priesthood,**  and  as  he  had  no  pro- 
genitors in  the  priesthood  so  he  will 
have  no  descendants,  for  "  he  was 
made  an  High'  Priest ybr  ever,**  and 
alndeth  aJPriest  continually.    Thus 
we  see  in  what  sense  Christ  was 
made  an  High  Priest  after  the  order 
of    Melchisedec. — Having    neither 
"  b^ixming  of  days  nor  end  of  life." 
This  expression  alludes  to  another 
circumstance  peculiar  to  the  priest- 
hood  of  Melchisedec,  who   had  no 
ancestors  in  the  priesthood,  nor  any 
of  his  descendants,  so  neither  was 
his  •  offiee  limited  to   any  period  in 
his  life.    The  Levites  were  not  al- 
lowed to  enter  on  the  service  pro- 
per to  the  high  priest  till  they  were 
thirty  years  old  (see  Num.  iv.  3), 
which  was  the  beginning '  of  days 
of  their  priesthood,  and  they  con- 
tinued to  officiate  till  they  were  fifty 
years  of  age,  at  which  time  their 
work  terminated,   which  was   the 


end  of  life  to  them  as  officiating 
priests :  but  the  priesthood  of  Mel- 
chisedec was  under  no  limitation  of 
years  or  of  age,  either  at  its  begin- 
ning or  ending,  *'but  made  like 
unto  the  Son  of  God,  abideth  a 
priest  continually  all  through  his 
life,  and  in  this  respect  illustrated 
the  priesthood  of  the  Son  of  God, 
who  is  said  to  have  been  made  an 
High  Priestybr.«?cr,  after  the  order 
of  Melchisedec,'*  v.  17. 

Nothing  can  be  more  evident 
than  the  apo3tle*s  object  in  this 
chapter  being  to  represent  at  once 
the  superiority  and  perpetuity  of  the 
priesthood  of  Christ,  and  that  the 
offidal  character  oi  Melchisedec  is 
amongst  those  things  that  were 
calculated,  and  by  Paul  intended,  to 
illustrate  this  point  is  evident,  and 
for  this  purpose  alone  is  it  intro- 
duced in  this  place  by  the  sacred 
writer.

ELIOT,    THE    APOSTLE    TO    THE 
INniANS. 

He  liked  no  preaching  but  what 
had  been  well  studied  for  -,  and  he 
would  very  much  commend  a  ser- 
mon which  he  could  perceive  had 
required  some  good  thinking  and 
reading  in  the  author  of  it.  1  have 
heard  him  thus  express  himself,  says 
Dr.  Cotton  Mather,  "  Brother,  there 
was  oil  required  for  the  service  of 
the  sanctuary;  but  it  was  to  be 
beaten  oil,  I  praise  God  that  1  saw 
your  oil  so  well  beaten  to-day ;  the 
Lord  help  us  always,  by  good  study, 
to  beat  our  oil,  that  there  may  be  no 
knots  in-  our  sermons  left  undissolv*- 
ed  5  and  that  there  may  be  a  clear 
light  thereby  given  to  the  house  of 
God.**  .He  also  looked  for  some- 
thing in  a  sermon  beside,  and  be- 
yond the  mere  study  of  man;  he 
was  for  having  the  Spirit  of  God 
breathing  in  it,  and  wkh  it ;  and  he 
was  for  speaking  those  things  from 
thos^  impressions,  and  with  those 
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•ffectkms^  which  might  compel  the 
hearer  to  say,  "  The  Spirit  of  God 
u>4U  here" 

I  have  heard  him  complain^  ''It 
is  a  sad  thing  when  a  sermon  shall 
have  this  one  thing,  the  SpirU  of 
God,  wanting  in  it/' — ^Thus  wrote 
and  spoke  one  who  laboured  ''  in 
season  and  out  o(  season/*  to  bring 
tinners  to  the  Saviour,  and  whose 
labours  were  greatly  blessed  to  the 
souls  of  the.  Indians*  His  motto 
waSf  "  Prayer  and  pains^  with  faith 
IB  Christ  Jesus,  will  do  everything.** 
Let  all  pray  for  a  double  portion  of 
his  Spirit  to  rest  upon  us. 

THOUGHTS  ON  PRAYER  CONNECTED 
WITH  PREACHING  BT  A  CONVERT- 
ED HEATHEN. 

A  converted  Brahmaa  attempted 
to  make  some  remarks  on  ^e  para- 
ble of  the  talents ;  but  not  clearly 
iinflerstaading  it,  Paunchoo,  a  con- 
verted heathen,  added,  ''The 
meaning  of  it  was,  to  teach  us 
faitfifulness  in  the  Lord's  service. 
We  are  very  id/e,"  said  he ;  "  our 
Lord  used  to  pray  mhoU  mghie^^vre 
with'  difficulty  pray  an  hour,— we 
slMold  pray  more.— -Truly,  if  great 
thingi  in  the  healing  of  bodily  dis- 
tempers were  not  to  be  expected 
without  prayer  and  fasting,  what 
can  we  reasonably  look  for  in  the 
way  of  conversions  among  such  a 
people  as  it  falls  to  our  lot  to  labour 
among,  without  an  increased  spirit 
effaath  and  prayer.*' 

This  remark  fully  applies  to  the 
success  of  A  preached  gospel  at 
home,  as  well  as  in  India :— ^here  as 
ihere,  "the  carnal  mind  is  enmity 
^Hainst  God,"  and  the  word  preached 
will  not  profit  unless  mixed  with 
iaith  in  those  who  hear  it.-  May 
we  not  as  members  of  Christian 
diurches  fed  that  one  reason  why 
we  have  so  few  conversions,  and  see 
so  little  of  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit,  is,  because  we  pray  so  UUle^ 
Alas!  horn  celdfy.dowe  oben,  at 


our  social  prayer  meetings,  pray  for 
the  success  of  the  word  preached; 
how  backward  are  we  often  in  at- 
tending them : — ^is  it,  therefore,  to 
be  wondered  at,  either  that  onr 
heasts  are  not .  enlarged  to  long  for 
the  conversion  of  souls,  or  that  we 
see  so  few  displays  of  converting 
grace  when  we.  think  how  iniquity 
abounds. 

Prayer,  fervent  prayer  in  a  church, 
ought  to  increase  exactly  in  propor- 
tion to  the  increase  of  effort  that  is 
made  3  therefore  the  more  active  a 
minister  is  in  his  exertions  the  more 
fervent  and  frequent  should  be  the 
prayers  of  his  members  : — ^thus  as 
out  door  preaching  is  adopted  by 
many,  it  ought  to  call  forth  a  re- 
newed spirit  .of  prayer   to   give  it 
success — in  .some  cases  it  is  to  be 
feared  the  contrary  has  been  the 
case.    Also  in  our  viutiag  different 
neighbourhoods ;  the  more  effort  is 
made  in  this  way,  the  more  shoiild 
it  call  forth  meetings  for  prayer, 
that  a  blessing  juight  rest  upon  them 
— a  failure  in  this  way,  it  is  to  b« 
feared,,  will  soon  lead  to  an  aban* 
domment  of  efforts,  which,  if  perse- 
vered in^  and  united  with  prayer, 
might  be    productive   of    good  to 
soujs,  and. glory  to  the.   Savioar* 
Let  us  look    around,    review   the 
labours  of  our  ministers  aiid  dea* 
cons  in  the  various  ways  the  duties 
of  their  studies  call  them,  and  see  if 
we  cannot  help  them  by  oor  in* 
creased,  prayers,  although  it  call  fat 
a  sacrifice  of  our   time  and  con- 
venience.   Snrdy  the  early  prayer- 
meetings   on   a   Sabbath    mormng 
might  be  more  numerously  attended 
if  we  felt  as  we  eugM  the  worQi  of 
prayer — the   worth  <^   doula— the 
vahie  of  laborious   efforts,  or   re- 
garded, as  Paundioo  did,  the  exam- 
ple of  the  Saviour  who  spent  whole 
nights  in  prayer — then  should  we 
be  early  to  the  house  of  the  Lord, 
and  oooatant  in  calling  upon  him, 
for  the.  Holy  Spirit  to  &  poured  out 
from  on  .high. 
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The  Life  qf  Andrew  Marvell,  the  cekhrmted 
Patriot:  with  Extracts  and  Selections 
Jrom  his  Prose  tmd  Poetical  Works. 
By  John  Dove.— Simpkin  and  Mar- 
shall. 

We  shall  rejoice  to  hear  that  the  present 
memoir  is  favourably  received^  because 
ihe  editor  informs  as  **  it  is  his  intention 
to  publish)  at  distant  intervals^  the  Lives 
of  some  of  the  most  eminent  Yorkshiremen 
— 4br  which  he  possesses  ample  materials.** 
Andrew  Marvell  was  a  patriot,  a  scholar, 
a  poet,  "and  a  satirist,  and  what  is  more 
and  above  all,  he  appears  to  have  been  a 
Christian.  Hewas  bom  at  Kingston-upon- 
HqII,  in  1620,  and  at  the  early  ag^e  of 
Afleeii  was'seht  to'niuityCJolle^,  Cam- 
bridgpe.  LeaTittg  college  in  1642^  he  com- 
menced his  travels  in  Europe;  and  iq 
Italy  made  his  first  acquaintance  with 
Milton.  It  appears  from  a  letter  written 
by  Miltoo  to  Bradshawe  on  behalf  of  M ar^ 
vtfll,  Ml  1062,  that  be  was  then  an  nnsno* 
ccssftil- candidate  for  the  office  of  Lnthi 
Secrcflary  to  the  PMItodor.  But  to  this 
application  he  no  doubt  owed,  in  1657,  hli 
introdnction  into  that  office  as  assistant  (o 
Milton.  In  1653^  Marvell  was  appointed 
by  Cromwell  to  be  tutor  to  his  nepbew^ 
Mr,Duit«i.  In  1600  he  cawe.  forward 
i»  his'parliameBtary'dianusler,aifed-  oon* 
tintted  cauttous,  circumspect,  and  steady 
for  nearly  twenty  years.  To  what  a  height 
corruption  bad  arrived  in  the  teign  of 
Charles  the  Second,  we  may  imagine  from 
a  letter  which  Marvell  wrote  to  a  friend  in 
1675,  in  which  he  says,««^    ^  •    - 

**  The  king  hsving,  upOn  -  pretence  of  the 
greitt  preparations  of  his  ne^bonrs,  d»> 
mandcd  800,0002.  for  his  nivy  (though  in 
conclosion  he  hath  not  sent  Out  any),  and 
that  the  parKament  should  pay  his  debts, 
wUefa  the  ministers  woidd  never  particular- 
ise to  the  House  of  Common^  our  house  gave 
several  bills.  Yon  see  how  filff  things  were 
stretched  beyond  reason,  there  bong  no  satis- 
faction how  those  debts  were  contracted,  and 
all  men  foreseeing  that  what  was  given  would 
not  be  applied  to  discharge  the  debts,  which 


I  hear  are  at  this  day  risen  to  four  mSaien$» 
Nevertheless  sach  was  the  number  of  the 
constant  courtiers,  increased  by  the  apostate 
patriots,  who  were  bought  off  for  that  tum« 
some  at  six,  others  at  ten,  one  at  15,000/., 
in  money;  besides  what  oifioes,  lands,  and 
levumkius,  to  olhsis,  that  it  is  a  mercy  they 
gave  not  away  the  whole  land  and  Uberty  of 
England.  TheDukeof^ckbgham  is  again 
140,0002.  in  debt,  and,  by  this  prorogationy 
his  creditors  have  time  to  tsar  all  his  land  in 
pieces*  The  House  el  Omnmons  has  run 
almost  to  the  end  of  their  time,  and  are 
grown  extremely  chargeable  to  the  king,  and 
odious  to  the  people.  They  have  si^ed  and 
sealed  10,0002.  a-year  more  to  the  Dnchess 
of  Oevebmd,  who  has  likewise  nssr  10,00011 
out  of  the  excise  of  beer  and  ale ;  5^0002. 
a  year  out  of  the  post  office:  sod,  they  say^ 
the  reversion  of  all  the  king's  leases ;  the  re* 
vcrsien  ef  all  plaoes  in  the  coston-honse  t 
and, indeed,  whatnot?  AU ptometions, i|fa 
rUtud  and  temporal,  pass  andsr  her  eog»* 


In  November,  1675,  Marvell  writes  td 
the  mayor  aad  oorporalton  of  Hall  v  <<  I 
am  here  in  good-  hea|^  and  vigonr,  .re«dy 
totake  that  etttUoa  .in  the  homsa,  rn^Uk 
I  obtehi  by  yaor  favooi^aEdlMMeao  mtmf 
years  continued ;  and^  therefore,  deare  that 
you  will  consider  whether  there  be  any 
thing  that  particularly  relates  to  the  state 
pf  your  town  I  shall  strive  to  promote 
it  to  the  best^f  my  doty  ;  and  in  theatoff 
general  conoenis  of  the  aatioB^  shall  mai«* 
toin  the  same  uncorrapt  mind,  and  dear 
conscience,  free  from  fiiction^  or  any  s^& 
ends,  which,  by  the  grace  of  God,  I  have 
hitherte  preserved.**  We  agree  with  Mr* 
Dove,  when  he  adds,  <*  There  are  not 
many  men  at  the  present  day  who  would 
obtain  credit  with  their  constituents,,  wei« 
they  to  speak  thus  of  themselves  j  l^ut 
Marvell  had  for  many  years  given  such 
convincing  proofs  of  the  purity  of  his 
mind,  that  his  words  were  an  oracle  to  all 
who  knew  him.**  We  cannot  help,  tranl 
scribing  an  anecdote  here :— • 

**  MarveH  haviag  once  been  honoured  wiih 
an  evening*s  entertainment  by  his  Majesty,  the 
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latter  was  so  clianned  with  the  ease  of  his 
manner,  the  soundness  of  his  judgment,  and 
the  keenness  of  his  wit,  that  the  following 
'morning,  to  shew  him  his  pJgard,  he  sent  the 
Lord  IVeasurcr  Danby  to  wait  upon  him  with 
a  particular  message.     His  lordship,  with 
tome  difficulty,  found  Marvell*8  ekvated  re- 
treat on  the  second  floor  in  a  court  nehr  the 
l^nnd.     Lord  Daoby,  from  the  darkness  of 
the  staircase,  and  its  narrowness,  abruptly 
burst  open  the  door,  and  suddenly  entered 
the  room  in  which  he  found  Marvell  writing. 
Afltooished  at  the  sight  of  so  noble  and  nnez- 
peoted  a  visitor,  Marvell  asked  his  lordship, 
witb  a  smile,  if  he  had  not  miataken  hit  way. 
«  No ;'  he  replied  with  a  bow,  *  not  since 
I  have  found  Mr.  Marvell,*  continuing,  that 
he  came  with  a  message  from  the  king,  who 
wished  to  do  him  some  signal  service,  on  ac- 
count of  the  high  opinion  his  Majesty  had  of 
his  merits.     Marvell  replied  with  his  usual 
pleasantry  tluit  his  Majesty  had  it  not  in  his 
p<vwer  to  serve  him.     But  becoming  more 
•erious,  he  told  the  Lord  Treasurer  that  he 
knew  the  nature  of  courts  too  well,  not  to  be 
lensible,   that  whoever  is  distinguished   by 
a  Prince's  favour  is  expected  to  vote  in  his 
interest.     The  Lord  Danby  told  him  hie  Ma- 
jesty only  desired  to  know  whether  there  was 
any  place  at  Court  he  would  accept    He  told 
the  Lord  TiMMuer  he  could  not  aoeept  any 


he  waa  obliged  to  use  great  caution,  to  ap- 
pear seldom  in  public,  and  frequently  to  ooo- 
ceal  the  place  of  his  abode :  but  all  his  care 
proved  ineffectual  to  preserve  him  from  their 
vengeance;  for  he  died  on  the  1 6th  of  Au- 
gust, 1678,  aged  58  years,  not  without  strong 
suspicions  (as  his  constitution  waa  entire  and 
vigorous)  of  having  snfiEered  under  the  effect 
of/WMon." 

But  whether  fate  or  art  untwin*d  hia  thread 
Remains  in  doubt.     Fame's  lasting  register 
Shall  leave  his  name  enrolled,  as  great  as  those 
Who  at  Philippi  for  their  country  fell. 

It  appears  from  p.  84,  that  Mr.  Dove 
suspects  that  Parker  had  a  **  guilty  know- 
ledge of  Marvell's  death.**  But  we  need 
not  be  anxious  to  lift  up  the  veil  that  lies 
upon  this  matter:  *•  the  day  will  de- 
clare it." 

We  shall  ctonclude  this  article  by  tran- 
scribing the  greater  part  of  the  beautiful 
and  tender  letter  which  he  wrote  to  Sir 
John  Trott  on  the  death  of  his  son. 
**  Honoured  Sir, 

"  I  have  not  that  vanity  to  believe,  if  yov 
weigh  your  late  loss  by  the  conunon  balance, 
that  any  thing  I  can  write  to  you  should 
lighten  your  resentments ;  nor  if  you  measure 
things  by  the  rules  of  Christianity,  do  I  thijik

grateful  to  the  king  in  voting  against  him,  or 
false  to  his  country  in  giving  in  to  the  mea- 
sures of  the  Court ;  therefore  the  only  fevour 
h^  begged  of  his  Majesty  was,  that  he  would 
flbteem  himasduttfulasafajectasaByhehMi, 
and  mon  in  his  proper  interest,  in  renting 
his  ofiers  than  if  he  had  accepted  them.  The 
l4)rd  Danby  findmg  that  no  arguments  could 
prevail,  told  Marvell  that  the  king  requested 
his  acceptance  of  1000/. ;  but  this  was  re- 
jected with  the  same  steadiness ;  though  soon 
after  the  departure  of  his  noble  visitor,  he  was 
oKBged  to  borrow  a  guinea  from  a  friend." 

In  1672,  Marvell  engaged  in  a  contro- 
versy with  Dr.  Samuel  Parker  (afterwards 
Bishop  of  Oxford),  who  had  exerted  him- 
self  very  much  in  persecuting  the  Noncon- 
formists. This  occasioned  the  publication 
of  his  •*  Rehearsal  Transprosed,"  one  of 
the  finest  specimens  of  argument,  com- 
bined with  wit  and  humour,  to  be  found 
in  our  language. 

« Marvell  had  rendered  himself  so  ob- 
noxious to  fhe  venal  friends  of  a  corrupt  court, 
and  to  the  heir  presumptive,  James,  Duke  of: 
York  (a  bigotted  Papist),  that  he  was  beset 
on  an  sides  by  powerful  enemie%  who  cpven 
'  proceeded  so  £ur  as  to  menace  his  life.    Hence 


your  son's  happiness.  Only  having  a  great 
esteem  and  afilbotion  for  you,  and  the  gratefol 
memory  of  him  that  ii  departed  be^stitt 
green  and  fresh  upon  my  spirit,  X  camitt  for- 
bear to  inquire  how  you  have  stood  the  second 
shock  at  your  sad  meeting  of  friends  in  the 
country.  I  know  that  the  very  sight  of  those 
who  have  been  witnesses  of  our  better  fortune 
dothbnt  serve  to  reinforce  a  calamity.  I 
know  the  contagion  of  giie^  and-  inlectioa  of 
tears;  and  especially  whenit  runs  ia  a  Jdood. 
Anil  I  myself  could  sooner  imitate  than 
blame  those  innocent  relentings  of  nature,  so 
that  they  spring  from  tenderness  only  and 
humanity,  not  from  an  xmplacaMe  sorrow. 
The  tears  of  a  ftanily  may  flow  togeAer  like 
those  little  drops  that  compact  the  rainbow, 
and  if  they  be  phuxd  with  the  same  advan- 
tage towards  heaven,  as  those  are  to  the  son, 
they  too  have  their  splendour ;  and,  like  that 
bow,  while  they  uab»d  into  seasonable 
showers,  yet  they  promise  that  there  shall 
not  be  a  second  flood.     But  the  dissQlateiMss 

of  grief the  prodigality  of  sorrow-— is  neither 

to  be  indulged  in  a  man's  self,  nor  complied 
with  in  others.

He  that  gave  '  ^og  rays  passed  through  immcasureable 
his  own  Son,  may  he  not  take  ours?  It  is  '  space,  exciting  the  admiring  gratitude  of 
pride  that  makes  a  rebel ;  and  nothing  but '  the  devout  beholder.  We  have  presumed 
the  overweening  of  ourselves,  and  our  own   ^  introduce*  this    prefatory    paragraph 


things,  that  raises  us  against  Divine  provi- 
dence.     Whereas  Abraham's  obedience  was 
better  than  sacrifice.     And  if  God  please  to 
accept  both,  it  is  indeed  a  farther  tryal,  but 
a  great  honour.     We  abound  with  precept, 
but  we  want  examples.     You,  Sir,  that  have 
an   these  things  in  your  memory,  and  the 
deAmess  of  whose  judgment  is  not  to  be  ob- 
scured by  any  greater  interposition,  should 
be  exemplary  to  others  in  your  own  practice. 
'Tis  true,  it  is  a  hard  task  to  learn  and  teach 
at  the  same  time.     And  where  yourselves  are 
the  experiment,  it  is  as  if  a  man  should  dis- 
sect his  own  body,  and  read  .the  anatomy  lec- 
ture.    But  I  will  not  heighten  the  difficulty, 
while   I  advise   the   attempt.     Only,  as   in 
difficult  things,  you  would  do  well   to  make 
use  of  ^1  that  may  strengthen  and  assist  you ; 
the  Word  of  God,  the  society  of  good  men, 
and  the  books  of  the  ancients ;  there  is  one 
way  more  which  is,  by  diversion,  business, 
and  activity,  which  are  also  necessary  to  be 
used  in  iheir  season.     But  I,  who  live  to  so 


that  we  might  not  too  suddenly  draw 
upon  Christian  sympathy,!^  abroptty  ex- 
claiming, <*  Your  fathers,  where  are  ibeyi^' 
and  the  prophets,  do  they  lire  for  ever! 
Ah !  how  lengthened,  and  how  rapid- 
ly lengthening,  is  the  list  of  those  who, 
during  tbeir  ^appointed  time,"  having 
shone  with  such  chastened  and  beneficial 
splendour,  in  the  moral  firmament  of  this 
world,  are  now  removed  to  shine,  in  full 
orbed  glory,  in  that  ineffable  expanse 
from  which  they  shall  never  be  dis- 
placed. 

The  eminently  distinguished  minister, 
whose  lamented  <lemise  has  occasioned  the 
instructive  and  impressive  discourse  w« 
are  now  to  notice,  was  as  highly  esteenEied 
as  he  was  eTctenslvely  known.  To  say 
nothing  of  his  erudition,  such  was  his  ac- 
knowledged power  of  thinking  closely  and

The  Mourning  Congregation  reminded  of 
the  Work  of  their  Deceased  Minister  :  a, 
Funeral  Sermon  for  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Kinghorn,  preached  in  St.  Mary*s  Meet- 
ing  House,  Norwich^  on  Sunday  After- 
noon, September  9M,  1832.  By  Jork 
Alexandfr.  p.  25  —  Wigbtman,  Lon- 
don;  Wilkin,  Norwich. 

Astronomers  tell  us,  that  certain  lumi- 
naries which,  in  earlier  times,  were  de- 
scribed as  forming  in  the  vast  concave  of 
the  aspectable  heavens  a  part  of  its**  mid- 
night glory,"  are  no  longer  visible.  But 
they  add,  that  others,  then  undiscovered, 
may  now  be  seen  emitting  their  mild  radi- 
anceand  performing  tiieir  appointed  revo- 
lutions. As  inning  as  a  faci,  what  must 
have  supplied  ample  occasion  for  ooigec- 
ture  and  hypothesis,  we  may  safely  con- 


eliciting  truth,  of  pruning  the  extraneous 
and  preserving  the  essential,  of  judiciously 
selecting  and    forcibly    exhibiting — and 
above  all,  so  unquestionable  and  truly  ex- 
emplary was  his  piety,  the  hallowed  result 
of  copious  effusions  of  divine  influence, 
graciously    communicated     througii     a 
lengthened  period,  and  evidently  effect- 
ing considerable  maturity  of  experience, 
that  whenever  he  arose  to  deliver  his  sen- 
timents, whether  in  the  pulpit,    on  the 
platform,  or  in  the  Committee-room,  he 
was  uniformly  received  with  respect,  and 
heard    with     attention.     When,    in    the 
month  of  June  last,  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Baptist  Irish   Society,  as  he  stood 
forward  to  advocate  the  claims  of  that 
Institution,  of  which  he  had  long  been  a 
cordial  friend  and  supporter,  we  surveyed 
the  erectness  of  his  person,  the  gravity  of 
his  attire,  and  the  animation  of  his  coun- 
tenance, little  did  we  suppose  that  we  then 
were  looking  upon  bin  lor  the  last  time.

This  jodioious  and  most  appropciute 
sermoo  is  tended  on  S  Peter  i.  12,  Id. 
In  iotffoductng  -bis  sultf^^  ^^  preacher 
^marks  :«— 

''These  words,  my  brethren,  Are  inb- 
pressitely  suitable  to  the  present  solemnity, 
especially  when  you  consider  that,  if  the 
life  And  health  of  your  beloved  pastor  had 
been  prolonged  till  to-day  he  would  probably 
'have  made  them  the  subject  of  his  own  dis- 
course. Having  been  engaged,  for  some 
time  past,  in  preaching  a  course  of  sermons 
on  some  of  the  Epistles,  he  had  proceeded  in 
his  ezpesitions  as  far  ss  the  eighth  verse  of 
this  chapter  ;  and,  by  this  time,  perhaps,  he 
would  have  addressed  you  on  the  following 
verses,  including  those  of  our  text.'* 

Bir.  Aleaander  afterwards  observes : 

''  His  own  remarlts  on  this  passage  would 
probably  have  included  the  language  of  de- 
terminatum  and  antitipation ;  ours,  alas ! 
must  include  principally  the  language  of  re- 
flection and  remembrance.  Let  us  therefore 
consider  the  work  in  which  he  was  engaged, 
the  decease  by  which  it  has  been  terminated, 
and  the  remembrance  of  it  which  it  now 
becomes  you  to  cherish.**  p.  S. 

Uuder  the  first  of  these  particulars  it  is 
stated  that, ''he endeavoured  to  discharge 
his  work  diligently,  impressivelt, 
and  PERSETERiNGLY.*'  Much  that  lis 
excellent  under  these  subdivisions  we  must 
necessarily  omit,  to  make  room  for  a  brief 
but  interesting  sketch  of  the  history  of  our 
la,te  highly  revered  friend  which  occurs 
under  the  second  head  of  this  valuable 
funeral  record. 

"The  Bev.  Joseph  Kinghom»  the 
youngest  chiU  of  David  and  Elizabeth  King- 
horn,  appears  to  have  been  born  x&  New- 
castle, Northumberland,  on  the  17th  January, 
1766.  His  father  was,  from  about  four 
years  after  the  birth  of  his  son,  pastor  (tf  a 
small  congregation  of  Baptists  in  Bishop 
'Burtoni  in  Yorkshire,   wlsBre  he 


till  he  and  his  vensBshlB  partner  ^trae  to  re- 
side with  him  in  this  city.  Their  son  was 
in  early  life  engaged  in  the  emj»loy  of  Messrs. 
Fishwick  snd  Co.,  of  Newcsstk,  manofae- 
turers  of  white  lead ;  and  whilst  there  he 
became  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church. 
His  qnalifical^na  fiir  public  osefulaeas  were 
soon  recognized'^  his  brethren,  with  whose 
concurrence  he  was  sent,  at  the  joint  expense 
of  Mr.  Ward  and  Mr.  Fishwick,  to  enter  on 
a  course  of  study  in  the  Bristol  Acadennr, 
under  the  oare  of  Dr.  Caleb  Evans,  the  ^ 
vinity  tutor,  and  of  the  Rev.  Sir.  Newtop, 
the  classical  tut<»,  who  was  succeed^  in  that 
office  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Hall,  a  short  time 
before  Mr.  Kinghorn  left  the  academy. 

'*  At  the  close  of  his  studies  Mr.  King- 
horn  visited  Fairfqrd,  in  Glouoestershiie,  and 
preached  there  for  some  time  as  a  candidate 
for  the  .pastoral  office,  but  was  prevented 
from  settling  among  them  by  an  unwarrant- 
able suspicion,  entertained  by  some  of  the 
people,  respecting  his  orthodoxy,  which  ap- 
pears to  have  harassed  his  mind  and  injured 
his  health.  At  that  time  his  friend,  Mr. 
Fishwick,  happened  to  be  in  Norwich  on 
business ;  and  having  been  informed  that  the 
church  here  was  destitute  of  a  pastor,  he 
warmly  recommended  his  young  friend  as  a 
candidate ;  in  consequence  of  which,  an  invi- 
tation was  sent  from  the  chur<^  to  Mr. 
Kinghorn^  requesting  .his  services  for  a  few 
weeks ;  and  he  arrived  in  Norwich  cm  the 
88th  March,  1789,  and  preached  his  first 
sermon  here  on  the  following  Lord*s-day, 
March  SOth*  from  Romans  v.  10,  'For if 
when  we  were  eupmies  we  were  reconciled  ts 
God  by  the  d«ath  of  his  Son,  much  more, 
being  reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his 
lifij.* 

"Mr.  Kinghom's  immediate  predecessor 
in  this  church,  was  the  Rev.  Bees  David, 
who  served  with  fidelity  and  usefulness  for 
eleven  years,  when  he  was  cut  off  by  a  fiever, 
in  the  February  of  1788.  The  high  degree 
of  r^ard  whidi  Mr.  David  enjoyed,  from 
the  integrity  of  his  ch^acter,  his  seal  for 
the  cause  of  religion  and  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  and  from  the  energy  and  power  of 
his  preaching,  rendered  it  no  small  difficulty 
to  obtain  a  snooeasor  scceptable  to  the  desti- 
tute church,  and  though  a  minister  of  ocm- 
sidersUe  talents  had  bem  supplying  the  va^ 
cant  pulpit  lor  sasw  months  after  Mr. 
David's  death,  yet  opinions  respecting  him 
were  so  much  divided,  as  to  bring  the  con- 
gregation  into  a  very  uncomfortable  stale. 
It  was  at  this  crisis  Uiat  Mr.  Kinghorn  ar- 
rived ;  and  though  much  enfisebled  and  dis- 
tressed when  he  came,  yet  in  the  society  of 
the  late  3kfr.  and  Mrs.  WiHiam  Wilkis,  he 
fiHuid  the  eonsolsfioBS  of  a  nncere  and 
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Hieir  ooimtiy  rendence,  he  looh  regdned  tbe 
tone  both  of  liit  body  and  mind.  In  aftser 
Kib  he  testified  his  sense  of  obligation  to  their 
Idndness,  by  accepting  the  charge  of  tbeir 
young-  and  orphan  children,  over  whom,  as 
you  well  know,  he  watched  with  aflfectionate 
and  parental  care. 

<*  After  having  pfeached'  in  Norwich  for 
several  sabbaths,  he  received  an  invitatfoit 
from  th6  church  to  becottie  its  pastor,  which 
he  accepted  in  January,  1799.  On  the 
80th  of  the  followitig  May,  he  was  ordained 
tb  the  pastoral  office ;  on  which  ocicasion  the 
Her.  Zenas  Trivett  commen<ied  the  service ; 
his  fkther  the  Rev.  David  Kinghom,  gave 
the  Charge  from  Tim.  iv.  IS :  '  Give  attend- 
ince  to  reading,  to  exhortation,  to  doctrine  ;* 
and  the  Rev.  Wt.  Richards,  oif  Lynn, 
preached  the  sermon  to  the  church  aUd  con- 
gr^atibn^ 

<*TMd'er  his  miAfstry,  the  ooagregatiou  hav- 
ing iniireas^  in  nutebtfrs  and  respectability,  it 
WBs'determined  t6  pnU  down  the  old  meeting 
house  ;  and  suma  (rf*  money>  sufficient  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  place,  having  been  liberally 
subscribed  by  the  people,  the  present  pkoe  of 
worship  was  erected,  and  opened  for  divine 
worship,  on  THursday,  Ji)hfeS5,  18r2 ;  on 
whiehr  iirteveStlug  occasioiiv  Mr.  Rtughom 
pretched'iii  the'momiiig'ikQm'PMdmxei  17; 
and  tJk»  Revw  Willianor  Hull,  in  the  tvcuiiig, 
fvom  Fsalm  zcv.  1,  8„S. 

<'  In  the  lattar  period  of  his  life,  he  had  the 
happiness  of  being  again  united  to  his  aged 
parents,  and  of  comforting  (heir  declining 
years';  for  When  ch-cumstanccfs  rendered  it 
necessary  for  his  firtfher  to  resign  his  pasttoral 
oharge,  th«  rnerabfe  pflgrhns  tMMb  to  this 
city,  as  Jacob  journeyed  to*  Egypt,  to  see  the 
prosperity  of  that  son  from,  whom  they  had 
been  separated  so  many  years.  You  know 
how  tenderly  he  fulfilled  towaids  them  every 
filial  duty,  ho\^  anxiously  he  watched  over 
them,  and  how  carefully  he  supplied  their 
necessities.  And  when  he  had'clo^  their 
eyes,  and  had  girear  dtrectioiis  eoneefning 
thor  remains^  you  well  remember  how  he 
addxieaied  to  you  tbe  affecting  declaration, 
</  am  now  loosened  from  every  earthhf  tie, 
and  have  no  other  care  but  you.  Hence" 
forth  youy  the  members  of  this  church,  shall 
be  my  bfother,  and  my  sister,  my  father,  and 
my  mother.***  p.p*  1©— 80. 

Concerning  the  circumstances  of  Mr. 
KlDghorn''8  dealhy  Mr.  Alexander  states  as 
follows :  — 

<*  His  decease  had  been  mercifully  pre- 
ceded by  a  long  life  oi  health  and  labour, 
and  mace  than  sixty-six  years  had  elapsed 
from  his  birth  to  his  departure.     Some  of 


the'fbhner  of  thfosb  yeasi  were  eonmcilid 
with  oocaaional  attkcfaof  siekness,  which 
sometimes  led  him  to  expect  an  early  graven' 
BO  that  at  the  time  of  his   ordination,  op- 
wards  of  forty  years  ago,  he  said  to  his  ftt- 
ther,  '  You  are  come  to' ordain  a  dying' matt;" 
and  subsequently  tb  that  period,  hs  waif  oi^c^ 
vMted  with  a  severe  afid   alarming  illness. 
Nor  is  it  improbable  that  these  occasional 
admonitions  of  his  mortality  were  the  means, 
under   the  blessing   of  God,   of  producing 
much  of  that  seriousness  of  spirit  by  whfdh 
his  mind  was   pervaded.     Stilt  hir  was  a 
Kfe  of  comparative  health ;  and' when  T  visits' 
ed  hhn,  during  the  week  in'  which  htf  died, 
he  totd  me  that,  tin  then,  be  had  not  been 
kept  out  of  his  pulpit,  by  iltnesd,  for  a  singlie 
sabbath,    daring  a  period  of  twehty-eight' 
years.     His  last  illness,  aS  you  aV^  aware, 
was  confined  to  one   short  week.     It  com- 
menced on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  August 
25th,  and  concluded  in   his  death,'  oh  the' 
evening  of  fcfae-SatuAlay'  followiBgl— yef^ilf  is 
prabable  that  the  fever  which  at  laM  cob^ 
sumed  hmi^  hadv  for'  some  time  previously, 
been  aooumulating  its  exhausting  fires.     His 
illness  was  so  short,  and  df  such  a  nature,  as 
to  afford  scarcely  any  opportunities  of  con- 
vNsatioh  with  him  in  onder  to  ascertain  the 
state  of  his  mind««~indeed  those  around  him' 
littfe  expected  that  death  was-  so  near  at 
hand.     Thisi  hnweT«fV  is  <  flir*ufflstaiMft  oa 
which  we  reflect  with  ao  feelings  of  auaiiety. 
His  soul,  and  all  ita  eternal  interests,  had 
long  been  committed  to  the  Saviour.     For 
him  to  live  had  been  Christ ;  for  him-  to  die 
was  gain.     During  nearly  twelve  hours  be* 
fore  his  departure,,  he  was  apparently  inat- 
tentive to   every  su^ounding  object.     His 
body  and  his  mind  seemed  to  be  in  a  state  of 
perfect  peace.     Not  a  word  was  spoken-—. 
not  a  limb  stirred  —not  a  sympton  of  pain 
appeared.     The  tide  of  life  gently  and  si- 
lently ebbed  away,  till  at  length  his  breathiqg 
ceased  and  his   countenance  feded  into  the 
paleness  of  death,

Under  the  last  division  of  the  dlscduc^ 
the  following  striking  passage  occurs  :•— 

"  Some  of  you  have,  perhapsn  lor  manir 
years  sat  under  the  sound  of  that  gpapeL 
which,  during  every  year,  has  been  to  yon 
*  the  savour  of  death  unto  death.*  Through- 
out the  whole  course  of  his  ministry  you 
are  the  persons  who  occasioned  his  keenest  - 
anxieties  and  bis  bitterest  disappointments; 
for,  so  &r  as  you  were  concerned,  he  seemed 
to  labour  in  vain,  and  to  spend  his  sticsi|^ 
for  nought.     Yet  he  warned,  and  exh<niMd, 
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mad  wimontihfid  you  to  the  lastf  and  it 
should  be  to  youy  day  and  nigHt,  an  awfiil 
and  awakeoing  remembrance^  that  the  very 
last  text  from  which  he  preached,  was  the 
subject  of  a  sermon  emphatically  addressed  to 
you;  for  its  language  was,  * Notwithstakd- 

ING  I  HAVX  SFOKKN  UNTO  TOU>  USING 
XA&LY  AND   SFBAKINO,  YZT  T£  WOULD  NOT 

HBABJUN  UNTO  MK.*  And  these  words, 
the  last  which  he  addressed  to  you  on  earth, 
were,  perhaps,  the  first  which  he  repeated 
eonoerning  you  at  the  bar  of  God.  Ah ! 
way  brethren,  were  it  possible  for  any 
thought  to  disturb  his  peaceful  breast  in 
heaven,  it  would  be  the  recollection  of  the 
state  of  guilt  and  impenitence  in  which  he 
Las  left  you  on  earth — ^it  would  be  the 
thought  that  now,  perhaps,  you  and  he  are 
separated  for  ever.*'  p.  20. 

But  we  must  soon  forbear.   In  the  final 
paragraph  Mr.  Alexander  remarks, 

.  *'  You  shuMdd  cherish  the  remembrance  of 
these  things  by  oiaouLATiNG  the  goepel 
which  he  preached.  This  also,  my  faareth- 
rep,  was  one  o£  the  things  which  your  min- 
ister endeavoured  that  you  should  have  in 
your  remembrance  after  his  decease — ^for  the 
Ttady*  and  efl&cient  assistance  which  he  gave 
to  many  of  the  nligioua  institutions  in  this 
city-rN-tiie  cfi>rt9  which  be  made  to  extend 
the  gospel  in  the  cownty  and  the  labonoos 
zeal  with  which  he  endeavoured  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  Baptist  Missionary  So- 
ciety^—^1  shew  bow  desirous  he  was  to  ad- 
vance the  kingdom  of  Christ  in  the  world. 


'  *  The  Committee  of  the  Baptist  Mission- 
aiy  Society,  at  its  meeting,  September  13, 
16SS,  passed  the  following  resolution : — 
*'  Resolved,  That  this  Committee  have  heard 
with  mach  regret  of  the  unexpected  decease 
of  their  venerable  friend  and  Christian  brother 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Kiughom,  who  hod,  for 
many  years,  been  associated  with  them  in 
conducting  the  affairs  of  this  Society ;  and 
whose  activity  of  mind,  extensive  informa- 
tion, and  sound  judgment,  in  .connexion 
widbi  his  deep  and  una£^ted  piety,  rendered 
him  eminently  useful  as  a  member  of  the 
cotomittee.  Nor  can  they  forget  the  serious 
loss  sustained,  on  this  mournful  occasion,  by 
file  church  and  congregation,  who  enjoyed 
the  pastoral  labours  of  their  deceased  friend 
dttring  [the  lengthened  period  of  forty-three 
years.  Earnestly  would  they  pray  the 
Great  Head  of  the  church,  speedily  to  repair 
the  breach  occasioned  by  this  solemn  provi- 
dence, and  to  grant  that  many  may  profit  by 
the  impressive  admonition  it  conveys,  to 
woik'while  it  is  day.'* 


Go  pMf  my  bntheen,  and  do  fflwwJM. 
Never  become  weary  of  labouring  in  the 
cause  of  Christ.  And  remember  for  your 
encouragement,  that  though  the  priests  are 
not  suffered  to  continue  by  reason  of  death, 
though  ministers  of  the  gospel  are  as  mortal 
as  their  hearers,  and  though  all  fle^  is  grass, 
there  is,  nevertheless,  one  thing  stable  and 
eternal  in  the  midst  of  this  moving  and  this 
dying  world,  and  this  one  thing  is  '  the  word 
(^  the  Lord,  that  endureth  forever.*  The 
church  lives,  though  the  pastor  dies.  The 
church'  must  increase,  thougk  he  has  de- 
creased. One  generation  shall  pass  away  and 
another  generation  shall  succeed,  '  till  time 
and  nature  die. ''But  during  all  this  mortality 
and  change,  *  Jesus  Christ  is  the  same  yes- 
terday, to  day,  and  for  ever,*  and  his  wor4 
shaU  have  free  course  and  be  glorified .  till  it 
cover  and  crown  the  world,  and  till  Uie 
kingdoms  of  this  world  shaU  become  the 
kingdoms  of  our  God  and  of  his  Christ,  and 
he  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.^*  p.  24f, 

Who  that  with  snitaUe  considerattoD 
peruses  this  discourse,  especially  amoog 
the  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  seriously 
reflects  on  the  sudden  and  unexpected 
manner  in  which  the  event,  whose  pious 
recollectiun  it  is  designed  to  perpetuate^ 
took  plaoe,^  but  must  feel,  with  deepened 
impwsrioD,  the  unspeakable  importanoe 
of  constantly  attempting  to  follow  oat  the 
scriptural  injunction,  in  all  the  exteat  of 
its  practical  interpretation,  *<  Occupy  till 
I  come  ? "  As  a  writer,  the  memorials  we 
possess  of  Mr.  Kinghor^  are  neither  so 
numerous  nor  so  enlarged  as  we  could 
hav!e  wished,  considering  the  strength  of 
his  mind,  the  rang^  of  bis  iDfornmtioB,  tb^ 
correctness  of  hb  seatiments,  and  the  vi. 
gour  of  his  pen.  Enough,  however,  in 
this  department  of  his  exertion  has  beea 
accomplished,  to  impart  to  his  name  and 
character  a  high  measure  of  respect,  and, 
on  some  particular  points,  essential  to  the 
truth  and  purity  of  Christian  doctrine  and 
discipline,  it  will,  in  effect,  be  long  said  of 
him,  <<  He  being  dead  yet  speaketh.^' 
*«*  Mr.  Kinghorn  was  for  many  years,  a 
frequent  and  an-  able  contributor  to  the 
pages  of  this  Magazine.

From  this  long  title  page,  which  we  have 
carefully  transcribed,  our  readers  may 
guess  at  the  multifarious  contents  of  the 
interesting  publication  before  ug.  The 
writer  (whoever  he  may  be)  is  not  only 
witty  himself,  but  as  the  poet  said  of 
Falstaff,  he  will  be  the  cause  of  wit  in 
others.  This  half-crown  pamphlet  will  be 
followed,  we  expect,  by  a  variety  of  smaller 
and  larger  replies.  The  author  says,  <«  he 
thinks  it  probable  that  some  of  bothihe 
great  parties  to  which  his  remarks  refer, 
will  read  them;  buthedoesjio^ think  that 
cither  will  be  satisfied."  In  this  we  faav« 
no  doubt  he  is  perfectly  right;  for  he  has 
«*  thrown  together  thoughts  and  reflections 
of  various  kinds''  respecting  a  great  many 
points  of  doubtful  disputation. 

Many  a  churchman  will  still  maintain 
that  he  has  gone  too  far  in  condemninj^ 
the  Establishment ;  and  that  he  has  not 
gone  far  enough  in  finding  fault  with  his 
own  ecclesiastical  community.  He  ap- 
peaw  to  think  that  Church  of  Englandism 
is  not  right ;  that  Dissenterism  is  in  va- 
rious particulars  wrong;  and  that  some, 
thing  better  than  either  may  yet  be  seen 
—that "  truth  is,  at  present,  somewhere  in 
the  space  between  them."  p.  53. 
We  read  with  regret  his  avowal  in  p.51. 

"  I  do  not  regard  any  system  of  church, 
government,  at  present  existing,  as  of  divine 
nght.  I  much  doubt  whether  there  is  any 
entire  model,  pattern,  or  platform  in  the  New 
Testament,  intended  to  be  universally  bmd- 
Mg-  I  am  mclined  to  think  that  there  are 
important  general  principles  involved  or  re- 
cognized, which,  in  their  essence,  are  to  be 
regarded  m  our  conduct ,  but  which,  in  their 
mode  of  operation,  admit  of  being  adapted  to 
circumstances  under  a  wise  and  holy  expe- 
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We  haT«  not  time  or  ipaoe  Jmt  now  ta 
^o  into  a  lengthened  discumion  of  the 
principle  of  this  sweeping  declarati6n. 
Perhaps  another  occasion,  may  arise  ere 

long. 

After  what  hw  been  quoted  above,  our 
readem  will  not  be  surprised  to  learn  that 
this  author  contends  for  reform  among  his 
own  brethren.  While  he  maintains,  with 
the  wannest  fleal,  the  necessity  of  reform  in 
the  church,  Ir  endeavouis  toconvhiceus 
that  dissent  is  not  quite  apostolical  in 
theory,  and  much  less  so  In  practice.  He 
telh  theBaptists  and  the  Psedobaptists  that 
they,  should  not  constitute  separate  bodies^ 
and  in  short,  he  seems  to  hold  thai  all 
sects  must  be  consumed  in  one  fire,  and 
that  sognc  phoenix  will  arise  from  the  ashca 

of  all. 

We  cannot  forbear  adding  that  his  ap- 
peal to  the  consciences  of  Messrs.  Howels, 
Phillips,  Melvillcj  &c.  who  seceded  from 
tiie  Bible  Society  for  conscience  sake, 
while  they  refiise  to  secede  from  the 
Chorch  of  England,  is  one  of  the  finest 
spedmens  of  the  argumentum  ad  komiimn 
we  hare  ever  read.  Here  we  tiunk  the 
author,  who  is  evidently  a  man  of  lugis 
moral  feeling,  appears  to  the  greatest  pos- 
sible advantage. 

He  writes  with  ease  and  freedom,  and 
oandouv,  and,  if  thew  be  great  boldness, 
Uiere  is  the  absence  of  bitterness,  and 
strong  marks  of  warm  afiection  for  all 
those  who  loVe  onv  Lovd  Jesus  Christ  m. 

siaoerity. 

We  anticipate  for  the  author  the  usual 
fate  of  reconcilers  and  harmonists  among 
the  sectaries,  namely,  that  of  him  who  in- 
terposes between  a  man  and  his  wife  when 
they  differ.

Oh  Satarday,  Oct.  6th,  Mrs.  £.  Paxon, 
the  wife  of'W.  PaKon,  Eiq ,  Secfetary  to 
the  Baptist  Fund,  departed  this  We  and 
entered  into  the  joy  of  her  Lord,  at  the 
age  of  47  years.  This  highly  respected 
christian  was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Adams,  who  were  for  many  years 
members  of  the  church  under  the  pas- 
toral care  of  the  Rev.  Ban  Taylor,  in 
Church  tdine,  White  Chapel.  Although 
Miss  Adams  was  of  a  cheerful  temper, 
she  was  disposed  to  be  serious  from  her 
childhood,  and  much  averse  to  anything 
light  and  trifling.  She  sat  under  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  from  her  earliest 
yeacs,  and  soon  began  to  have  a  relish  for 
divine  things,  so  that  her  heart  was 
gradually  opened  to  receive  the  words  of 
eternal  life. 

8he  attended  the  ministry  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Winter,  at  New  Court,  from  the 
yn«r  lSd6  io  ldO£^  with  much  spiritual 
^ofit';  4iatas  ber  ssotiments  respecting 
iMftptisiu  did  not  >coccfsspond  with  those 
ftf  4hat  church,  she  could  not  copscien- 
¥«»»rtyJiWi*'  QntbeJRev.  Thos.  Wa- 
Iats  bj|ing  sf^tled  as  tb^  pastor  of  the 
cbAfcTch  in  Little  Wild  Street,  in  the  year 
I809t,  ber  pajrents  with  herself  attended 
his  ministry,  which  was  greatly  blessed  to 
her  soMUaod  in  March,*1810,she  became 
a  candidate  for  baptism  and  communion 
with  that  church.  On  the  27th.  of  May, 
•he,  her  eldest  brother,  and  I\Ir.  Faxon, 
Willi  several  others,  were  baptized  by  Mr. 
'Waters^  and,  on  the  3rd  of  June  following, 
Ihey  were  received  into  the  church. 

Op».Uie  2lst  March,  1812,  she  was 
initfid  in  marriage  to  Mr.  Paxon.  Of 
this  happy  connection  9  children  were  the 
fruit,  and  of  these  7  survive  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  holy,  prudent,  and  affec- 
tionate mother.  She  was  indeed  a  great 
blessing  to  her  husband  and  his  young 
family.  Home  was  the  sphere  where  her 
virtues  shone,  and  there  ber  excellences 


were  duly  appreciated.  The  natural 
modesty  of  her  disposition  and  the  impe- 
rative claims  of  her  numerous  family 
prevented  her  from  taking  a  very  prom- 
inent part  in  the  church  with  which  she 
was  connected,  yet  she  possessed  virtues 
which,  while  they  shrunk  from  observa- 
tion, endeared  her  to  all  her  friends,  and 
the  remembrance  of  which  will  be  long 
and  affectionately  cherished. 

Her  ardent  love  qf  truth  and  habitual 
converse  with  death  deserve  to  be  men- 
tioned as  characteristic  of  Mrs.  Paxon's 
life.  Even  in  childhood,  if  a  book  were 
presented  to  ber,  her  first  inquiry  was^ 
« Is  it  truef  and  if  she  found  it  to  be 
mere  fiction,  it  failed  to  interest  her  feeU 
ings  and  engage  her  favorable  attention. 
Hence  the  words  of  truth  contained  ia 
the  Holy  Scriptures  became  her  constant 
''delight  and  counsellors."  Her  fami- 
liarity with  death  is  also  worthy  of  uni- 
versisil  hnitation.  She  often  obserred  to 
her  husband,  darmg  the  few  last  years  of 
her  life,  that  the  subject  of  death  fre- 
quently occupied  her  mind— that  not  a 
day  past  but  she  thought  of  it  several 
times — so  that  in  her  pious  meditations 
on  this  solemn  event,  she  might  have  said, 
in  the  language  of  the  apostle,  <<  I  die 
daily  }'*  thus  was  she  habitually  pre- 
pared for  the  final  change  which  ushered 
her  immortal  Spirit  into  the  presence  of 
her  Saviour  and  her  Judge. 

The  progress  of  the  disease  which  te^. 
niinated  Mrs.  P.*s  valuable  life  was  rapiil 
and  *  violent,  affording  an  Impresave 
warning  to  those  thoughtless  soUls  who 
make  such  extravagant  calculations  with 
regard  to  a  death-bed  repentance.  She 
attended  public  worship  at  the  Rev.  Caleb 
Morris's,  Fetter  Lane,  on  Lord^s  day  the 
30th  of  September.  On  Monday  she 
complained  of  eold  and  sore  tiiroat, 
which  increased  considerably  for  some 
tinqe  ',  but  on  Thursday  morning  she  was 
so  much  better  that  hopes  were  enter- 
tained of  her  speedy  recovery.    Bat  in 
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the  eremof  a  oM  Mvexvog  ctme  on — 
Mirium  laGceeded — ^tbe  ferer  bad  at- 
tacked the  brain—death  bad  crideatly 
received  his  commission.  She  cnotinned 
in  a  distressing  state  of  derangement  till 
two  o^clock  on  Saturday  morning,  when 
she  sank  into  a  state  of  lethargy,  and  in 
twelve  hours  more,  without  a  struggle  or 
a  groan,  she  gently  fell  asleep  in  the  arms 
of  her  adorable  Redeemer.  Having  been 
favoured  with  but  few  and  short  intervals 
of  reason,  little  could  be  ascertained  res- 
|>€cti|ig  the  state  of  her  mind  duriog  her 
last  affliction.  On  being  asked  if  she 
thought  she  should  die,  she  said,  *'  Yes  j^^ 
^nd  at  times  she  was  heard  to  repeat  seve- 
ral texts  of  scripture,  as  *'  Fools  make,  a 
iBiOck  of  sin/'  '<  Whea  thou  passest 
through  the  iwatfrs,  1  wiU  he  with  thee,'' 
Uc*  But  those  who  knew  her  best  can 
testify  .tlttt>  ^r  walk  aod  cooversatipn 
.were  vcoipisteiit  vith.  her  christian  pro* 
itmwo^  ^9' lo^ed  her  Savionr»she  loved 
to  boun^ihis  ordioanccs,  and  his  word, 
and  it  >is  coufidently  h(^d  th^t  slie  is 
ttow  in  his  presence  to  go  no  more  out 
for  ewer.

In  some  parts  of  Jamaica,  as  the  panshes 
of  Manchester,  St.  Ann's,  &c.,  where  the 
cultivation  is  extensive^  directed  to  co£Gae, 
psataare^  &c«y  and  whidi  are  remote  from 
fiigar  plantations  and  from  markets,  a  variety 
of  sacpedieots  are  resorted  to  by  the  slaves  in 


order  to  procure  sagar,  or  some  substitute 
.for  that  grateful  article.  A  band-mill  ii^. 
vented  by  a  planter,  some  years  ago,  for  ex- 
*  pressing  the  juice  of  £he  sugar  cane  is  in  fre- 
queni  use,  in  the  negro  villages,  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  juice  expressed  by  the  hand-mill 
was  not  usnally  made  into  gruiulated  sug(^r» 
but  boiled  into  a  thick  syrup*  the  iron  p^t 
ordinarily  used  in  cooking  being  the  utensjll 
employed  for  concentrating  the  liquor,  oiid 
being  but  ill  adapted  for  the  process.  Lat- 
terly, however,  an  ingenious  and  industriotiB 
slave  erected  a  cane-milf  with  vertical  rdllefft*

limujiy  it  rooMl,  ^«t  of  »  ciipadt^  equal  to 
^bouk  &  eoe>iicirM  power.  Tki  suae  alawe 
•vbo  ereeted  this  mill  tuooeeded  obo  ia  im- 
proving hi0  method  of  boiling.  By  the  kind- 
rftegi  of  a  neigliboariDg  gentJeman  be  pro- 
fured  small  iron  boikn»  wbixni  be  fixed  up 
with  maaoa  work  and  fitted  with  proper 
flues.  He  had  previously  planted  his  cane 
ftttohesi  and}  wkhea-his  maehinery  was  ready 
«nd  hit  oanee  ripo)  he  and  bis  wifr  {for  he 
was  a  married  man)*  with  help  hired  from 
•moog  his  fellow-skives,  began  to  cut  and 
farry  to  the  mill  his  caaes,  on  the  morning 
«f  the  Saturday  allowed  for  cnltivating  their 
■grounda,  or  on  the  Friday  night  preceding ; 
•ad>  when  a  suffieient  quantity  of  juice  was 
aj^peesspdi  he  began,  the  boiling  of  it,  which 
was  continued  aU  nighty  aad»  it  appear**  till  a 
Jate  hour  on  Sunday*  Though  he  was  a 
professor  of  religion,  it  is  impossible  to  cen- 
sure very  hcavUy  this  circumstance  in  a 
country  where  the  laws  and  cnstomr,  and 
4h»  necesskiea  of  the  ri«v«»  coaapelled  hin, 
^om  infiMcy  and  through  lifii,  .to  violato  te 
lest  /pf .  the  Sabballi*  Scarcely  any,  even 
jQbristiim  slaves,  in  Jamaica  an  able  to  avoid 
this  desecration. 

Biit  to  return.  The  quantity  of  sugar 
•thus  obtained,  and  which  was  of  a  very  fair 
quality,  faUy  r^Madthe  cost  of  the  itoproved 
<«pparatas,  and  this  ^vo  suppliad  the  wants 
not  only  of  fain  ftUow*alavai>  hat  of  th« 
whites  on  the  estatp  (a  coffiM  estate  we  pre- 
ifume)  to  which  he  wna  attoebed  as  a  sUve. 

Before  this  slave  had  thus  turned  sugar- 
planter  he  had,  by  his  skill  and  diligence, 
acquired  some  property^  which  he  had  cara> 
folly  laid  by,  hoping  to  be  able  ere  long  to 
purchase  b^  freedom,  and  thusito  procure 
jnore  time  for  hia  sugar  speouladon*  He 
accordingly  applied  to  the  attorney  of  the 
ee^,  when  be  judged  he  had  aeeumnlated 
enough  for  that  purpose^  The  attorney^ 
reply  was  that  the  proprietor  had  recently 
written  to  say  that  **  he  would  manamit  no 
piore  of  hia  slaves  of  any  colour.**  Uh 
plane  for  the  future  were  thus  in  one  mo- 
inent  comqpletely  Masted.    - 

The  refieotiona  in  tbo  Christian  Record  on 
^his  transaction  are  marked  with  the  usual 
|cood  sense  of  that  work^  and  ara  calculated 
|o  shew  the  untractable  nature  of  slavery  in 
'Jbmaica.  There  was  of  course  no  appeal 
jErom  this  harsh  decision ;  but  would  it  not, 
}t  is  asked,  bavo  been  much  better  to  have 
tali^e^  the  lairly-appraited  value  of  this  man, 
ajod  to  have  given  him  his  fi:tedom^  allowing 
him.  ^till,  as  a  tenant  at  a  fidr  rent,  to  ocdupy 
'  )us  house  and  garden,  and  a  certain  portion 
pflaod?  As  to  quitting  hi*  hdnse^'or  re- 
XDoving  h4s  sugar' mill  (iha  chSd'of -his  in.* 
^Ui|{ence  and  industry),  or  abandoning  bis 


cane  patcHtts,  InMl^dlied  ainota^  luv  ptofi' 
sion  grounds  ;  sncK  an  intentioa  was  proba- 
bly never  entertaiped  by  him.     And,  bendc* 
the  value  of  his  dferts  to  himself,  what  an 
example  to  the  alavee  ai>onnd  him  would  have 
been  given  byiiis  manuiniseion  and  success  \ 
But,  alas  !  this  would  have  been  rc^garded  as 
sapping    Jamaica  phmfeership  atthe  h)ot 
That  ^ratem  cannot   endure  'tittt  a  slave 
should  have  one  conception,  or  one  dcsir^ 
beyond  the  orders  of  his  master  cor  overseer. 
Tho  writer  thus  proceeds  :•— 
''During  our  late  trouUes,  I  have  felt 
some    degree    of   interest    in     ascertaining^ 
whether  the^peopfe  on  the  prcfpettf  to  whiclr 
Aia  cultivator  of  *  free  labour  a^r'  %tiM|$8 
rjBtanied  to  their  woric  m  asaal  sfker  Chrislp^ 
mas;  and,  especially,  whether  the  *wgax 
planter*  himsetf  did  se.     Aa  the  name  of  the 
property  has  not,  so  far  as  I  have  observed, 
been  numbered  in  the  newspapers  among  the 
rebellious,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that   he  is  IstSI 
pursuing  tfato  even  teAor'of  hia  way.

But  just  as  far  be  it  firom  me 
to  speak»  or  think,  lightly  of  the  acts  of  un- 
r^enting  tyrannv  and  oppression  vi^hicb,  I 
fearlenly  maintara,  in  setting  the  rules  df 
faamanity  and  equity  atdefiaaoej  abov^  aU  i« 
dose  barring  the  door  of  he)w«ipen4imD» 
have 'been  the  principal  goad  to  <3»e  itir 
madnesa  of  the  people.

sometimes  depriving  hims^  of  rest  at  night 
—here  is  a  man,  I  say,  who,  by  such  in- 
dustry persevered  in,  collects  a  sum  of  money 
which  he  thinks  may  be  sufficient  for  the 
pnrehate  ef  his  fi«edom.'  He  proposes  'Aie 
bnsittess  to  the  attorney,  and  then  he  h 
told  that  his  master  has  sonified  his  intention 
tiiat  no  other  of  his  slaves  eain  be  attowcd 
€9eh  io  purchase  th^  mnnumisBion ! !  HJw 
long  shall  this  be  ?^

•S*  Tfant^  eapaciaHy  in  tina  view  of  tho 
caie, '  tbejr  serionaly  acAaiotrlcdge  it  to  be  their 
boimden  doty  to  coatimie  in  ^  vae  of  every 
eonstkntional  meant  fbr  the  eariy  and  total 
aitolilioB  of  slavery  tfanragfaout  the  Britiah 
doBonoioiia ;  and  they  earnestly  caH  on  their 
brethren  in  the  same  ministry,  and  the  oon- 
gregaiioBa  committed  to  their  chaige,  to  aid 
them  in  this  holy  cause ;  they  invite  them 
to  give  and  receive  a  pledge  of  unwearied  de- 
votednesa  to  this  aervice,  till  not  a  man  living 
vnder  the  British  sceptre  shall  sigh  beneath 
the  bonds  of  his  fellow-msn— -131  tUa  crying 
ofifence  shall  be  blotted  otlt  firom  the  list  of 
our  national  tranegrsanoos.

happiness  of  being-  much  in  his  cmnpmy  A 
few  days  previous  to  hia  last  illness,  and  hav«- 
ing  received  an  account  of  his  last  momenta 
from  (Hie  that  waa  wi  A  him,  and  witnasaed 
the  triumph  of  his  fsitii  over  the  laat  enemy^ 
this  brief  notice  may  prove  interesting  and. 
useful  to  many  of  your  readers*     **  We  have, 
indeed  (says  the  writer)  sustained  a  great 
loss  by  the  departure  of  our  beloved  brother 
to  hia  happy  hone.     It  pleased  God  to  call 
him  away  very  unexpectedly  to  us,  and  wa 
would  fain  have  detained  him  here  a  little 
longer.     We  might  have  hoped  his  Mastn* 
had  more  work  for  him  in  the  vineyard,  and 
that  he  was  to  be  instrumental  in  bringing 
into  better  eircuoistances  the  little  Christian 
Society  for  which  he  felt  so  deep  an  interest, 
and  whose  cause  he  was  about  to  plead  in 
various  towns  and  counties.     Our  dear  bn>«- 
ther  bad  intended  going  forth  the  following 
week  with  the  Sou  A  iShields  case  $  his  heart 
was  much  set  on  liquidating  the  debt  and 
preparing  the  people  for  a  settled  ministea. 
Anticipating  an  absence  of  a  few  weeks  hA 
was  preparing  a  kind  of  fcarew^  disoonrae 
from  those  words,   '  Finijly  brethren,  fere-» 
well,*  &c.  but  this  waa  not  permitted— 4iaM 
was  not  dlowed   to  say  Adieu.' — No,  ''at 
midnight  a  cry  was  made.  Behold,  the  bride* 
groem  cometh,*  asid  it  waa  hia  happinesa  tq 
be  found  with    hia    lamp  ready  trimmed* 
When  he  called  up  the  woman  with  whom 
he  lodged,  he  told  her  he  was  seized  with 
cholera,  and  believed  he  should  die  with  her, 
but  added,  he  vraa  quite  ready,  and  then  ex^ 
horted  her  to  prepare  for  death,  aa  her  turn 
woald   come.     He  was  quite  composed  in 
mind  and  only  widb^ed  Mr.  Williamson,  hia 
brother,  and   myaelf  to  be  sent  for.      He 
aofiered  severely  from   cramp.     When  I  ar- 
ri?«d  there,  an  hour  after  Mr.  A.,  his  pain

tabernacle  be  diatolTcd,  /  have  a  building  of 
God,  a  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in 
the-heaTeas.'     'Hope  is  my  anchor  firm 
and'  strong.*     '  7*Am  hop*  I  have  as  an 
anchor  to  my  aotd  keeping  me  sure  and  stead- 
jEasty'  ko.     He  attempted  to  sing  the  hymn 
beginning  with    '  Jesus  at   thy  command, 
I  Uvach  into  the  deep/  but  soon  the  powers 
of  nature  failed^— he  was  to  sing  no  more  till 
he  ahould  unite  with  the   glorified    spirits 
balbre  the   throne  in   unging,     *  Salvation 
unto  our  Ood  and  unto  the  Lamb.'     Mr. 
WilliaOMon  visited — amongst  other  things  he 
said  to  him, '  Christ  is  precious  to  me  now — 
never  so  precious  befois — a]l  my  salvation — 
aH  my  desire.*     He  was  per^tly  easy  to 
the  last,  and  moat  gcntlvfell  ashsep  in  Jesus 
aboot  half-past  seven  on  Friday  evening,  the 
7th  iost.)  bnt  it  could  scarcely  be  known  when 
he  oeaaed  to  breathe.     It  was  indeed  very 
painlul  to  onr  natural  feelings  to  see  our  dear 
brothCT  die,  yet  it  was  cheering  and  consoling 
to  inagine^   '  the  moment  after  death/  being 
assured  he  was  then  completely  blessed  in  the 
immediate  presence  of  his  Saviour  and  his 
God.     O  how  glorious  does  the  gospel  and 
the  support  it  gives— the  hopes  it  inspires, 
appear  in  such  trying  circumstances.     Most 
feelingly  are  we  then  led  to  adopt  the  lan- 
guage oi  the  Apostle,  *  Thanks  be  unto  God 
for  his  unspeakable  gift  !*      I  am  thankful  to 
have  heavd  since,  that  one  of  his  medical  at- 
tendants was  much  struck  with  the  fortitude 
and  composure  of  his  patient:  he- observed  to 
a  gentleman,  that  in  all  his  practice  he  never 
met  widi  such  an  instance,  and  he  was  quite 
at  a  loss  to  account  for  it.     The  person  to 
whom  he  made  the  remark,  told  him  he 
coald  acoonnt  for  it.     Our  dear  brother  ut- 
tered soma  things  indistinctly.     At  one  time 
he  seemed  to  ba  pra3ring,  and  we  could  just 
catch  the  words  *  This  death —the  life.*     I 
thought  he  seemed  to  be  expressing  a  desire 
that  his  death  might  be  for  the  spiritual  life 
of  aome.     If  ao»  then  ahall  we  see  a  part  of 
God's  graoioua  and  wise  design  in  this  afflic- 
tive dispensation  here  below.*'* 

Thus  has  fallen  one  of  the  most  spiritually- 
minded  fihriatianq,  and  one  of  the  most  sea- 
loua  servants  of  Chiigt  the  writer  ever  knew. 
In  public  and  in  private,  in  the  social  circle 
and  in  the  pulpit,  one  grand  object  filled  his

heart,  the  ndvBOMiiieiit  <tf  tbo  Redeemer's 
kingdom  in  the  salvation  of  sonls.  It  was 
impossible  to  be  in  his  society  without  feeling 
assured  that  he  was  a  man  of  God,  that  he 
was  in  earnest,  that  he  was  sincere  in  prose- 
cuting the  great  work  to  which  he  had  been 
caUed.  His  odiw^  firinnda  whom  ht  highly 
valued,  and  to  whom  he  pfuid  his  last  vbife 
only  a  few  days  before  hia  deaths  have  ofben 
spoken  of  it  as  a  kind  of  special  ptwridaoos 
that,  he  was  permitted  to  come  among  theoi ; 
and  long  will  they  and  the  writer  remember 
with  tenderness  his  afiectionate  and  benevo- 
lent spirit  How  inscrutaUfi  are  the  wages  ol 
Providence !  It  was  in  the  midat  of  the  saoat 
sealous  exertions,  and  when  his  head  and 
heart  were  full  of  benevolent  schenaea  for  the 
welfare  of  the  people  of  his  charge,  that  his 
Divine  Master  suddenly  summoned  him.  &am. 
the  vineyard  to  his  eternal  reat.  JSut  hia  work 
was  done,  he  has  entered  into  the  joy  of  his 
Lord,  he  haa  joined  the  spirits  Mace  the 
throne,  his  flash  rests  in  hope  .:•— and  in  that 
day  when  the  secrets  of  aU  hearts  nre  xevcekd, 
not  only  what  he  accomplished,  but  udmfe  he 
wished  to  do  will  be  fully  and  etemoily  »- 
warded.  <<  Let  me  die  the  death  of  the

We  most  anxiously  wait  for  his  remittances, 
at  the  very  embarrassed  state  of  the  funds  makes  it  exeeediogly  desirable  that  Vtkt 
Society  might  be  relieved  by  our  American  brethren.  We  are  not,  however,  without 
hope,  that  naafiy  of  our  English  and  Wekih  churches  will  liberally  come  forward,  as  in 
fimea  past,  with  their  pecuniary  assistance.

Well  may  I  take  up  the  language  of  tke 
weeping  prophet  and  say,  '*  I  am  the  man 
that  hath  wen  aflfietion ;"«  b«t  ^ry  to  ray 
Ood  in  whom  I  truttecl,  when  fear  waa  in 
the  way,  the  doors  rirnt,  and  the  mourners 
going  about  the  streets,  and  the  arrows  of 
death  flying  round  and  about  me  in  every 
tKrectiott,  that  he  still  spared  me  to  giye  an 
affsmmt  of  the  melaneholy  state  of  SI%o  for 
the  past  month. 

The  disease  made  its  appearance  on  the 
1 1th  of  August,  and  no  colours  can  be  found 
lirely  enough  to  give  you  a  graphic  repre- 
sentation of  our  doleful  state ;  for  the  first 
fortnight  after  we  saw  nothing  scarcely,  but 
the  bier  and  hearse,  the  mortuary  carriers, 
running  here  and  there  conveying  the  dying 
to  the  hospital,  and  the  dead  to  the  **jntf** 
after  the  churchyards  were  r^ted  np.  I 
have  before  me  a  document  written  by  a 
member  of  the  Independent  church,  who  was 
and  is  employed  as  cholera  porter,  an  extract 
from  whid),  will  give  you  an  idea  of  the  mor- 
tality here :  ^  In  feet,"  says  he»  <<  as  quick 
as  twelve  men  and  two  horses  could  bring 
Ihem  to  the  hospital,  without  Masing  day  or 
^ht,  they  w«re  taken  out-dead  and  stretched 
in  the  yard  !'*  It  is  said  that  1400  of  our 
ifihabitaats  wei«  swept  away.  (The  hospital 
does  not  nport  so  many)  |  and  I  have  not 
heard  of  one  truly  pious  character  among  the 
mimber,  but  our  bdoved  and  jus^  lamented 
hrother  and  paster  Mr.  Wibon.  When  the 
plague  m6de  ittf  appearanee  Mr.  W.  was  re- 
quested to  retire  to  the  country.  But  what 
W&8  hh  answer?  '<My  going  now  would 
1  under  my  foture  usefulness  in  town ;  stop 
I  -wtUy  bo  the  consequence  what  it  may." 
Besides  preacliing  four  times  a  week  in  our 
own  chapel,  he  frequently  presided  at  the 
prayer  meetings  at  the  Independent  house. 
But  his  labours  did  not  end  here ;  no,  his 
philanthropy  constrained  him  to  vint  and 
administer  medicine  to  the  poor,  and  he  had 
been  eminently  successful  in  the  recovery  of 
many,  from  the  mortal  eifecta  of  tiie  dktful 
contagion. 

'  On  th6  S  Ist  of  August,  at  noon,  he  preached 
from  Rev.  vi.  7,  8,  to  an  attentive  congre- 
gation. It  is  easier  to  coAceive  than  to  de- 
tctihe  fhe  awful  soleixmity  that  appeared  in 
his  cotmtenanoe  abd  pervaded,  the  as^mbly, 
wliile  he  pourtrayed  the  characteristics  of 
<' Death,  and  Hades."  In  the  evening  he 
#rote  to  Mr.- Moore,  I  have  the  letter  now 
before  me,  in  which  he  said,  **  We  are  now 
rejoicing  in  the  prosptfct  of  thij  awfiil  Judg- 
ment being  removed ;  but  I  am  sure  it  be- 
oomei  ua  to  rejoice  with  trembUng.     May 


the  Lord  hear  the  prayer  of  his  peopfe  for  usf 
and  for  all  afflicted  with  the  deadly  malady.*' 
This  I  beHeve  to  be  the  last  he  ever  wrote. 
At  one  o*dock  that  night  he  sent  for  me,  he 
then  was  in  the  spasmodic  stage;  he  was  Di- 
stantly cramped  at  the  jaw  and  atomachy  it 
was  painfid  for  him  to  speak,  bn*  sndh  was 
the  urbanity  of  his  disposition  that,  in  the 
most  excruciatiDg  pain,  he  said  to  the  women 
who  attended  him,  "  I  will  do  all  that  I  can 
to  be  agreeable."  When  the  doctor  pro- 
nounced inevitriile  death  for .  faimr  I  eodea-i 
voured  to  eneourage  him  in  the  proapfct  of 
eternity.  When  I  kneeled  to  pray,  he  turned' 
his  eyes  to  heaven  and  so '  they  remained  till 
closed  in  death.  Thus  flmshed  he  hit  morlal 
career  in  the  most .  exeruciating  pam^'flpd 
boDB  all  with  calmaeas  and  resignation  to>  the 
will  of  Him  who  said  "  Well  done,  good  and 
faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joys  oi 
thy  Lord." 

To  eulogii»  his  character,  is  unneeesssry. 
His  moral  charaolsr  was  '*  wl.  living  efkfd» 
known  and  lead  of  all  men.*^  He  is  de- 
servedly lamented  by  the  nobility  and  gentiy 
of  ^e  country.  fThe  Society  lost  a  sriaMos 
and  an  active  agent,  and  we  a  loving  and 
aftotionate  pastor ;  but  now  he  ie  gone>  we 
mourn,  but  not  as  those  without  Im^  :  may 
the  Lord,  for  Jesus'  sake,  send  us  aae  trtio 
will  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God. oar  .Saviour 
in  all  things  as  he  did,  and  take  the  oversight 
of  the  little  ieek  here  with  a  single  eye  to.die 
ghny  of  the  Redeemer. 

Our  prayer  raeetingB  are  remarkably  well 
attended,  we  have  a  meetiifg  every  n%lit  in 
the  meeting  house,  and  fecial  jwayar  ow^ 
ings,  as  usual,  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  at 
2  o'clock.  May  the  stre&gth  of  die  Loffd  be 
made  perfect  in  my  weakness^  I  have  difier- 
ent  other  places  of  meeting  in  many,  parts  of 
the  town  and  suburbs  wliicdi  I  utteuA  alter* 
nately  through  the  day ;  this  was  Mr.  W.'s 
advice,  not  to  go  from  house  to  iiomey  tiUthe 
pestilence  would  go  from  us.  The  Lord  has 
blessed  miy  labours,  I  trubt»  in  the  conversion 
of  many  since  my  last,  particularly  one  wo- 
man, a  Roman  Catholic,  who  was  anointed  by 
the  priest,  and  afterwards  seat  fur  me^  mA 
died  in  the  communion  of  the  Established 
dmrch. 

The  calls  were  so  frequent  firom  tiie  dying 
beds  of  my  acqnamtances  at  night,  and  the 
people  so  importunate  that  I  had  to  heep  on 
my  hose  and  trowsera  for  nineteen  n^its. 
This^  in  connexion  with  the  stight.  sttack 
I  hadr  of  cholera,  weakened  my  oonsHtution 
very  much;  but^  glory  to  my  Redeemery  I 
am  daily  gaining  strength.  Denring  an  in- 
terest in  your  prayers  that  God  would  spare 
us,  and  remove  the  noisome  pestQence  from 
'our  streets,  I  remaiki,  yours,  ke.

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 

JAMAICA. 

Recent  arrivals  from  Jamaica  have 
furnished  new  proofs  of  the  out- 
rageous animosity  which  continues 
to  prevail  in  that  island  against  our 
Missionaries,  and  all  who  in  any 
way  favour  or  protect  them.  A  most 
flagrant  instance  of  this  occurred,  in 
July  and  August  last,  at  Savanna- la- 
Mar,  of  which  full  particulars  will 
be  found,  in  letters  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kingdon,  in  a  following  page. 
It  has  become  quite  evident,  that 
unless  strong  and  decisive  measures 
are  adopted  by  the  local  government 
to  put  down  the  Colonial  Union,  all 
Missionary  operations  beyond  the 
precincts  of  Kingston  and  Spanish 
Town  must  be  suspended.  It  will 
shortly  be  seen  whether  the  new 
governor  is  disposed  to  act  as  the 
urgency  of  the  case  requires. 

Shortly  after  Earl  Mulgrave  had 
entered  on  his  Office,  he  was  waited 
on  with  addresses  of  congratulation 
by  various  bodies  of  the  white  and 
coloured  inhabitants.  Among  the 
rest  a  deputation  from  our  Mission- 
ary brethren  presented  an  address 
which,  with  his  Excellency's  answer, 
we  subjoin.

Wci  the  Baptist  Missionariesy  connected 
with  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society  in  £og-  - 
land,  while  desiring  to  secure  ourselves  fraa 
the  charge  of  intrusion,  deen  it  an  act  of 
duty  and  respect  to  our  Sovereign^  as  well  aa 
to  your  Excellency^  as  his  chosen  Represen- 
tative in  this  colony,  to  approach  your  Excel- 
lency on  the  present  ocoaaion* 

We  beg  permission  to  prseent  our  humble, 
yet  cordial  congratulations  to  your  EzoeUency, 
on  your  safe  arrival  in  Jamaica.  We  believe 
that  none  have  greater  cause  for  offering  con^* 
gratulations,  and  that  for  the  opportunity  of 
offering  them,  &w  are  more  thankful  to  God 
than  ourselves.  We  have  had  peculiar  rea^ 
son  to  look  forwai'd  to  this  event  with  much 
anxiety  and  hope  $  and  now  it  is  our  ardent 
desire  and  prayer,  that  as  much  as  possible 
of  prosperity,  and  as  little  as  possible  of  dis- 
quietude, m^  attend  your  Excellency's  ad- 
ministration. 

We  cannot   but  r^et  that  the  present 
state  of  society  affords  little  prospect  of  free* 
dom  from  solicitude,  and  evinces  the  difficuU 
ties>  as  clearly  as  the  importance^  of  your 
Excellency's  high  and  responsible  situation 
as  the  representative  of  our  King.     Whilfl, 
therefore,   it  will  be  our  constant  care   to 
guard  against  increasing  the  difficulties  of 
your  Excellency's  government,  we  fully  anti- 
cipate the  absolute  necessity  of  an  early  repre- 
sentation to  your  ExceUency  of  oar  many  and 
great  grievances,  yet  unredressed,  and  of  an 
application  for  protection,  in  the  discharge  of 
our  sacred  duties ;  and  for  tlw)  security  of 
those  privileges  which   have  been  graciously 
confirmed  unto  Protestant  Dissenters,  by  Uib 
successive  Kings  and  Parliaments  of  Great 
Britain.     For  whatever  mental  annoyances 
we  may  be  constrained  to  endure,  we  fttA, 
ourselves  bound  to  the  Society  which  sent  ua 
out,  to  abide  at  our  posts,  unless,  as  already 
threatened,  expelled  from  the  island  by  vio.  ' 
lence-— an  event  which  must  involve  an  ac- 
knowledgment, that  -  Britain's  authority  is 
inadequate   to  tike  protection  of   her  loyal 
subjects,   whSe    peaceably  and   heuowaUy 
parsuiBg  Ibe  dntiesof  their  calling.

I  return  you  my  best  thanks  for  the  ex- 
pression of  your  cordial  congratulations  upon 
my  arrival  in  this  island. 

I  have  always  advocated  the  perfect  free- 
dom of  religious  opinion,  and  therefore  I  shall 
not  be  misunderstood  when,  in  reference  to 
your  assurance  that  it  will  be  your  constant 
care  to  guard  against  increasing  the  difRcul- 
ties  of  my  government,  I  remind  you,  that, 
as  religions  toleration  has  ever  been  most 
secure  in  seasons  of  political  tranquillity,  none 
can  be  expected  to  feel  more  strongly  than 
yourselves,  that,  as  preachers  of  the  Gospel  of 
peace,  all  topics  had  best  be  avoided  which 
might  have  the  eflfect  of  aggravating  civil 
discord,  or  of  propagating  ideas  tending  to 
disorganise  the  established  frame  of  society. 

With  respect  to  the  apprehensions  you  ex- 
press of  personal  violence,  it  will  be  my  duty, 
in  the  exercise  of  that  power  entrusted  to  me, 
and  which  I  have  no  doubt  will  be  adequate 
to  its  objects,  to  protect  alike  from  outrage, 
all  classes  of  his  Majesty's  subjects,  who  will 
best  merit  that  protection  by  an  implicit 
obedience  to  the  laws ;  and  with  rq;ard  to 
any  regulation  limiting  the  exercise  of  yoi)r 
sacred  calling,  which  the  constitution  may 
have  reserved,  I  cannot  too  strongly  recom- 
mend on  your  parts  submissive  deference,  in 
the  first  instance,  to  the  decisions  of  those 
authorities  to  whom  the  administration  of 
the  laws  is  entrusted,  and  who  are  themselves 
responsible  for  the  due  exercise  of  the  frtnc- 
tions  committed  to  their  chai^. 

At  the  same  time  I  need  not  assure  you, 
that  it  will  ever  be  my  wish,  that  the  inva- 
luable blessings  of  the  Gospel  may  be  widely 
and  uninterruptedly  difiused  throughout  the 
island,  which  is  und^  my  government.  | 


We  inserted  fn  our  last,  a  statemen 
of  the  Meeting  of  the  Colonial  Union 
held  at  Falmouth  on  the  28th  Jaly 
last.  We  are  now  enabled  to  add 
the  document  which  was  drawn  up 
at  that  Meeting,  and  afterwards  pub- 
lished in  the  island  newspapers.  It 
is  entitled— 

**  The  solemn  declaration  of  the  Committee 
and  Members  of  the  Colonial  Union  for  the 
parishes  of  St.  Mary,  St.  Ann,  TreUwney, 
St.  James,  and  Hanover,  at  a  general  Meet- 
ing held  at  the  Court  House,  in  the  town  of 
Falmouth,  on  Saturday ,the  28th  July,  1832. 
^-James  L  Hylton,  Esq.  in  the  Chair. 

We,  the  undersigned,  most  solemnly  declare 
that  we  are  resolved  at  the  hazard  of  our 
lives  not  to  suffer  any  Baptist  or  other  sec- 
tarian preacher  or  teacher,  or  any  person  pro- 
frssedly  belonging  to  those  sects  to  preach,  or 
to  teach  in  any  house  in  towns,  or  in  any 
districts  of  the  country  where  the  influence 
of  the  Co^.onial  Union  extends :  and  this  we 
do  maintaining  the  purest  loyalty  to  his 
Majesty,  King  William  the  Fourth,  as  well  as 
the  highest  veneration  for  the  es'tabliahed  re- 
ligion, in  defence  of  social  order,  and  in  strict 
conformity  with  the  laws,  for  the  preservation 
of  the  public  peace,  to  shield  this  portion  of 
his  Majesty's  Island  of  Jamaica  against  insur- 
rection and  future  destruction,  and  these  are 
our  reasons : — 

1.  Because  we  have  tiie  most  undeniable 
and  unequivocal  proofr  that  the  Baptists  and 
other  sectarians  have  instilled  into  the  minds 
of  our  hitherto  contented  and  happy  slave 
population,  opinions  that  they  are  and  have 
been  an  oppressed  and  injured  people. 

2.  Because  they  have  falsely  propagated 
among  our  slaves  an  opinion  that  the  King 
of  Engkind  had  made  them  free,  which  so  be- 
wildered their  minds  as  utterly  to  destroy 
every  tie  of  aflection  for  their  maaten  and 
owners. 

5.  Because  the  chief  and  principal  ring- 
leaders in  the  recent  rebellion  were  mostly 
class  leaders  of  the  sect  called  Baptist^  who 
not  only  preached  sediticm  buHB^Mrced  rebeU 
liott  on  ^e.pEoperties  which  were  diirtiojml 
by  fire. 

4.  Because  sectarians  generally  have  under 
the  guise  of  religion  taught  the  alaves  to  throw 
off  all  political  restraint,  and  to  assert  their 
independence,  which  they  attempted  by  re- 
bellion, murder,  rape,  and  arson. 

6.  Because  we  wish  to  mftintft^n,  and  pre- 
serve from  foiling  into  the  hands  of  other 
nations,  or  into  the  hands  .of  a  demi-bar 
barous  people  this  fair  portion  of  his  Ma 
jesty's  dominions,  which,  by  allowing  the 
sectarians  to  propagate  their  dangerona  an 
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iunUnotft  dosiniMBy  vnUi  en  hn^  be  cfibcted 
^th  the  most  feaxfiil  consequences. 

6.  Althoogli  in  this  solemn  declaration  we 
disdaim  beings  actuated  by  any  spirit  of  in- 
tolerance in  respect  of  the  religious  sentiments 
of  our  £dlow-sabjectSt  yet  we  are  determined 
to  discountenance  all  those  who  profess  and 
disseminate  doctrines  so  pernicious  and  so  de- 
ddedly  subversiTe  of  all  order  and  subordi- 
nation, and  confide  in  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  the  Lord  Bishop  and  Clergy  of  the  esta- 
Uished  diurehes  of  England  and  Scotland. 

7.  Because  it  is  necessary  that  a  stop 
should  be  put  to  the  further  propagation  of 
the  pernicious  doctrines  of  these  sectarians^ 
we  consider  it  necessary  to  withdraw  all  sup- 
port and  intercourse  whatever  from  any  who 
may  either  adopt  the  destructive  principles  of 
the  Baptist  or  other  sectarian  preachers  in 
this  island,  or  countenance  them  or  their  fol- 
lowers in  any  degree,  and  pledged  as  the 
members  of  the  Colonial  Union  are  to  stand 
by  each  other  from  a  due  regard  to  public 
welfare,  the  fullest  reliance  is  entertain^  that 
they  will  hold  the  observance  of  these  and 
every  otiber  obligation  of  the  Union  under  all 
cifcumstaaces  paramount  to  every  other  con- 
sideration, and  will  use  every  exertion  to  in- 
sure their  fulfilment. 

8.  That  a  book  be  kept  in  each  parish  in 
which  the  resolutions  of  the  Union  shall  be 
entered,  and  that  every  member  of  the  Union 
be  required  to  a£Sz  his  signature  to  them, 
and  by  doing  so,  acknowledge  without  any 
reservatioDy  that  he  is  bound  by  the  most 
sdlema  pledge  which  he  can  c£kr  to  preserve 
ibem  inviolate. 

9.  That  these  resolutions  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  such  Members  of  the  Union  as 
ore  present  at  the  Meeting." 

We  find  it  stated  in  the  "  Watch- 
man*' of  September  1^  that  this  same 
Hylton^  at  a  late  muster  of  the 
Su  Ann's  Western  interior  regiment 
of  militia,  of  which  he  is  Colonel, 
required  the  men  to  sign  a  scroll, 
enrolling  themselves  in  the  Colonial 
Union,  when  such  as  had  virtue  and 
independence  enough  to  refuse  were 
imoiediately  deprived  of  their  arms. 
If  this  statement  be  correct,  the  fact 
will  surely  arouse  the  island  authori- 
ties from  the  supineness  they  appear 
hitherto  to  have  indulged  in. 

The  transactions  at  Savanna  la 
Mar  are  of  such  a  description  as  to 
require  full  narration.  We  add, 
ther^re,  the  various  letters  which 


Kate  reached  fw  on  die  gnbjeet,  trtth- 
out  weakening  tlieir  effect  by  any 
comment  of  our  own.  We  only  beg 
our  readers  to  remember  that,  in  a 
few  days  after  this  Herald  leaves 
the  press^  our  much  injured  brother 
Kingdpn  will  be  put  on  his  trial  nl 
Montego  Bay !  When  we  think  of 
the  materials  which  will  most  pro- 
bably compose  the  jury,  we  are  con- 
strained to  feel  that  our  hope  must 
be  in  the  LfOrd  alone.  He  inter- 
fered, however,  wonderfully  to  rescue 
the  innocent  in  the  case  of  our  much 
esteemed  brethren  Burchell,  Knibb, 
and  Gardner,  and  we  trust  he  will 
again  mercifully  appear  to  shield  a 
defenceless  missionary  from  the  cruel 
rage  of  those  who  thirst  for  his 
blood.  Prayer  will  doubtless  be 
offered  by  many  on  his  behalf.

In  my  last,  I  mentioned  that  the  brethren 
who  could  conveniently  meet  in  Kingston 
after  the  General  Meeting  thought  we  might 
attempt  to  re-occupy  tiiis  station.  It  is 
painful  to  me  to  state  that  though  we  have 
been  here  nearly  two  months,  we  have  been 
unable  to  do  much  for  the  cause  of  God, 
owing  to  the  dreadful  hostility  which  still 
exists  against  our  denomination  here. 

We  arrived  on  the  4th  June,  and  were  im- 
mediately threatened  with  *'  tarring  and  fea- 
thering,** and  even  death  if  I  held  any  meet- 
ings. It  was  very  providential  that  Mr. 
John  Deleon  (an  Episcopalian)  became  our 
determined  friend,  and  used  all  his  influence 
to  prevent  any  injury  being  done  us ;  and  yet 
I  was  several  times  grossly  abused  while 
walking  the  streets,  though  never  fallen  upon. 
As  soon  as  I  arrived,  one  of  our  members 
kindly  oflfered  her  house  for  public  worship, 
although  threatened  to  have  it  destroyed; 
and  I  procured  its  registration  in  the  Bishop's 
Ck>urt.  Before  the  licence  arrived,  I  held  no 
meetings ;  and  even  afterwai'ds  I  did  nothing 
further  than  hold  prayer  ^meetings  and  teach 
the  people  to  read,  in  consequence  of  a  magis- 
trate's saying  the  licence  was  not  sufficient. 
On  the  17th  ult.  we  were  not  interrupted; 
but  the  next  sabbath,  84th,  during  morning 
service  we  were  informed  that  Thomas  Mit- 
chener,  one  of  the  chapel  breakers,  was  col- 
lecting a  force  to  pull  down  the  house  we 
were  in  and  assault  us ;  we  learnt,  after  the 
prayer  meeting  was  over,  that  he  could  not 
SQoooed  in  pwrnading  his  friends.     The  nast 
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day  Ad  OiatM  and  Ave  other  mac^tntsB 
bound  me  oyer  to  take  my  trial,  under  j 
4S  Geo.  3,  at  the  Cornwall  ABsizes,  held  at 
Iffontego  Bay,  9d  instant;  bnt  the  matter 
waa  not  brought  forward  there,  though  the 
Deputy  Attorney  General  had  an  interview 
widi  the  witnenca :  the  law  waa  never  aane- 
flioned  by  the  king. 

On  the  10th  instant,  Mrai  Robe*  the  owner 
of  the  house,  waa  tried  at  the  Quarter  Sessions 
far  this  parish,  first,  for  having  suffered  an 
nnlawfol  assembly  of  slaves  at  her  house, 
and,  aeeondly,  for  having  attended  the  same, 
pursuant  to  the  66th  and  8ith  elauses  re- 
spectively of  the  late  slave  code.  She  was 
found  gmlty  of  both  charges ;  and  fined  £25 
and  £5  currency  to  the  Deputy  Marshal. 
But  it  is  the  most  flagrant  abuse  of  power 
that  has  been  employed  in  the  matter ;  for 
the  former  clause  does  not  specify  what  is  an 
unlawful  assembly,  but  it  means  in  other 
clauses  a  riotous  assemblage  of  them  using 
martial  music :  and  the  latter  was  expressly 
enacted  to  prevent  nightly  and  other  private 
meetings  of  them.  Had  I  not  promised  to 
pay  the  fine  for  her,  this  elderly  and  infirm 
Christian  would  have  been  plunged  into  gaol, 
for  ahe  is  quite  poor. 

After  the  tritd  was  over,  I  applied  to  the 
bench  to  licence  the  house,  but  they  refused 
on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  dangerous  to 
grant  one  to  me.  And  when  I  reminded 
them  of  its  being  a  lawful  request,  the  Custos 
replied,  "  We  take  the  responsibility  on  our- 
selves; we  mtist  sometimet  act  without  law, 
under  peculiar  circumstances."  So  then, 
they  will  neither  admit  the  legality  of  the 
bishop's  licence,  nor  grant  one  themselves, 
and  they  will  not  allow  slaves  to  attend  even 
prayer-meetings.  It  is  painful  beyond  ex- 
pression to  be  thus  prevented  preaching  when 
there  are  multitudes  in  the  country  and  on 
the  bays  wishing  to  hear  the  Gospel,  for  other 
brethren  have  been  stopped  too,  as  you  are 
aware. 

The  enemies  positively  declare  I  shall  not 
stay;  and  last  muster  day,  14th  instant,  as 
many  whites  were  on  the  bay,  they  deter- 
mined to  get  rid  of  me :  but  God  was  our 
*'  refuge  and  shield,**  so  that  their  efforts 
proved  abortive.  A  little  before  noon,  a 
number  of  these  militia  officers  came  into  the 
shop  and  hall  below  our  apartments ;  and  but 
for  the  resolute  conduct  of  Miss  Deleon  they 
would  have  oome  up  stairs,  and  fallen  upon 
me.  She  kept  them  below,  till  her  brother, 
our  kind  friend  Mr.  John  Deleon,  arrived; 
in  the  meantime.  Dr.  Harvey,  a  magistrate, 
came  up  from  them  to  me :  he  stated  that  he 
came  as  delegate  to  state  that  there  was  a 
very^  strong  feeling  existing  against  me  as  a 
Baptist,  in  oonsequenca  of  recent  events,  and 


that  it  wottU  be  better  for  nw  to  !>■?«. 
I  told  him  that  the  charges  against  the  Ifia- 
aiooariea  had  not  been  verified,  and  that  they 
could  not  be;  that  1  had  an  indiapntaUe 
right  to  live  here*  being  a  British  anbjefct; 
and  that  the  magisttatea  must  protect  me,  if 
in  danger.     Finding  he  eoold  not  prevail,  he 
left,  saying,  '<  I  have  done  my  dn^  ;*'  and  on 
hie  comrades  hearing  my  reply,  they  would 
certainly  have  mahed  up  and  butchered  me^ 
if  Mr.  John  Deleon  had  not  arrived  a  few 
momenta  before,  and  qnestioned  them  below 
as  to  the  object  of  their  conoing  hither,  and 
compelled  Dr.  Harvey,  as  a  magistrate,  to  dis- 
perse the  mob.     A  number  of  Mr.  Deleim^ 
frienda  soon  rallied  about  ua,  and  the  party 
who  were  to  renew  the  visit  at  night  were 
thus  induced  to  lay  aside  the  plan  for  a  future 
time.     They  have  not  troubled  us  since ;  bnt 
^eir  threats  are  perpetually  renewed :  next 
muster  day  is  appointed  by  them  for  wreak- 
ing their  wrath  on  both  Mr.  Deleon  and  nc: 
but  we  do  not  fear  them  at  all,  **  greater  is 
He  that  is  for  us  than  all  they  that  are  against 
us.**     We  hope  yet  to  aee  the  Goapel  flourish 
throughout  this  island,  and  to  see  ^e  broke»- 
hearted  alave  hearing  it  every  Sunday,     'Tii 
enough  to  move  any  one  bnt  a  monster,  to 
see  how  bitterly  the  religions  negroes  are  per> 
eecuted ;  but  I  trust  the  reign  of  atheum  and 
petty  despotism    is    near    its  termiaatioo. 
It  gladdens  our  hearts  to  find  that  the  govei^ 
nor.  Lord  Mu^^ve,  has  at  length  arrived; 
we  shall  now  anxiously  memorialise   himi 
and  we  rejoice  to  hear  tibat  the  free  oolovred 
population  will  address  him,  expressing  tfaeir 
determination    to     support     his    moasnrBS. 
Through  the  state  of  feeling  here,  we  have 
been  unable  to  do  more  than  convene  with 
individuals  as  they  called  on  us  from  the 
country,  and   the  few  on  the  bay  ;  this  they 
tell  us   is  their  only  outward   consolation. 
Mrs.  Kingdon  has  occupied  her  mornings  in 
teaching  a  few  children  to  read,  bnt  I  trust 
we  shall  from  this  time  have  more  focilities 
afforded  us. 

Savanna-la^Mar,  Aug,  17,  1832. 

Mt  Dkar  Sir, 
Since  we  came  down  from  Kii^ston,  Juiie 
4th,  threata  and  insults  have  bem  dealt  out 
againat  me  with  an  unsparing  hand,  on  the 
ground  of  my  being  a  Bt^taat:  sometinaes  it 
has  been  only  said,  I  should  be  sent  a^board 
ship  and  sent  off;  sometimes,  tarred  and 
feathered ;  sometimes,  murdered ;  Messrs. 
John  and  Aaron  Deleon  too  have  been  perpe- 
tually told  their  houste  should  be  pulled 
down,  fcc.,  &0.,  because  I  loi%ed  in  a  house  of 
the  latter,  and  have  received  innnmerable 
kind  attentions  from  them  both.  These 
threats  have  been,  in  most  instances,  made  by 
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wbo  Ikroke  •  down   tbe  ohapel    Here. 
Last   Tuesday   eveniag,  the   7th,  my  dear 
wife  and  I  took  a  walk  up  the  Bay,  and  as 
we  passed  a  few  young  men,  they  said,  "  He 
may  well  walk  the  streets  to-night,  for  to- 
morrow we  will  make  him  walk  the  decks.*' 
Being  familiarized  to  such  menaces,  we  took 
no  particular  care  about  it.     On  the  mom- 
Jng  of  the  8th»  a  meeting  of  the   ColoniaT 
Church  Union  was  held  at  the  Court  House 
on  the  Bay;  the  Custos  did  not  preside  at 
it,  nor  would  he  give  up  the  papers  received 
from  the  other  parishes*  meetings  (possibly 
in  Goxisequenoe  of  my  having  claimed  his 
protection  from  '*a  faction,  whose  avowed 
purpose  is  the  expulsion  of  dissenting  mis- 
sionaries/' and  Iklr.  A.  Deleon's  having  men- 
tioned to  him  that  his  houses  were  likely  to  be 
pulled  down).    At  this  meeting,  it  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Whitelock,  a  magistrate,  and  se- 
conded by  Mr.  YickerS)  an  overseer  of  a  pen, 
that  they  should  expel  all  sectarians,  t.  e.,  mis- 
sionaries  and  their  friends.     It  was  also  pro- 
.posed  by  Mr.  W*,  that  a  resolution  be  adopt- 
ed expressive    of  contempt  for    the  Custos, 
because  he  did  not  attend  the  meeting,  &c. 
On  a  person's  refosing  to  sign  these  resolu- 
tions, some  one  proposed  to  tar  and  feather 
him  ;  but  it  was  replied,  <*  No,  let  him  alone, 
the  Baptist  parson  is  the  man ;  and  have  him 
we  will  this  day."     The  whites,  for  the  most 
part,  went  away  as  if  to  the  country,  soon 
after  the  meeting ;  Irat  it  was  rumoured  that 
they  wer^  gone  to  the  barracks  (about  a  mile 
and  a  quarter  from  the    Bay),   and    were 
to  come  down  in  the  evening.     Though  we 
hoped  this  would  prove  false,  we  thought  it 
right  to  be  on  the  look  out,  and  have  our 
friends  about  us ;  this  did,  on  a  former  occa- 
sion, prevent  the  attack,  viz.,  on  the  evening 
of  the  14thult.  About  7  p.u*  there  appeared 
a  party  in  the  street  who  walked  up  and 
down  at  considerable  intervals;  finding  their 
numbers  to  increase,  I  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Custos    (carried  by  mistake  to  his  brother 
William,  a  magistrate),  and  another  to  Pr. 
Distin,  a  magistrate,  requesting  them  to  come 
down  to  us,  as  a  mob  were  assembling  to  in- 
jure me.    Mr.  W.  Williams  was  unfortunately 
not  at  home,  came  afterwards,  but  too  late ; 
Dr.  Distiut  though  at  home,  refused,  on  the 
ground  of  his  wife's  indisposition.      About 
nine  o'^clock,  the  party,  in  disguise  and  armed, 
to  the   number  of  perhaps  fifty  ^or   sixty, 
marched  up  the  street,  crying  out,  "Unbn 
for  overs"  *'  Gq  it,  go  it,"  &c  ;'andy  wheeling 
about  in  front  of  onr  lodgings^  they  com- 
menced a  most  furious  attack  on  the  firont 
door  and  windows.     Some  females  in  our 
apartments,  in  the  front  room  of  the  upper 
story,  threw  out  upon  them  boiling  water, 
jirhi«d»,  by  the  kind  interposition  of  God  our 
hi^v^lj  Fathei;,  |>ttt  «ut  an  %ai«jed  roeket 


placed  beneath  to  blow  us  up.     Imioediate^ 
after,  the  assailants  opened  a  fire  into  the  win- 
dows of  the  front  and  side   rooms  in  the 
upper  story,  which  they  kept  up  for  sonie 
minutes,  during  which,  some  shots  were  fir^ 
on  them  by  our  party,  but  not  till  we  had 
been  fired  on  fiist.      Three  of  them  were* 
wounded,  but  none  of  us ;  though  shots  came 
into  both  windows  of  the  small  study  Mrs* 
K.  and  I  were  in,  we  were  mercifully  pre- 
served.     While  in  that  room,  ceztainly  no 
shots  were  fired  from  thence,  but  plenty  into 
it.     Before  Ihe  firii^  wss  over,  our  friends 
advised  my  dear  wife  and  me  to  ciscape,  if 
possible,  as  my  murder  Was  plainly  designed. 
Here  the  enemies  went  away  for  the  cannon 
at  the  Court  House,  but  they  could  not  get 
it  out  of  the  yard.     This  we  did,  running 
first  to  some  negro  houses  behind,  and  thence 
to  another  house  that  was  unfinished ;  while 
here,  Mr.  Williams,  the  said  magistrate,  ar- 
rived at  our  lodgings  with  a  Mr.  Evelyn, 
who  both  attempted  to  pacify  the  mob  who 
beat  to  arms  to  increase  their  numbera  after 
the  first  volley ;  the  mob  promised  to  desist, 
if  Messrs.  A.   and  J.  Deleon  and  I  would 
leave  the  house.     As  Messrs.  D.  were  leav- 
ing, and  our  other  friends  dispersing,   the 
treacherous  mob  fired  upon  all,  the  former  in 
particular  ;    through    mercy  they  did   not 
shoot  any,  but  one  of  their  own  blood-thirsty 
party,  and  him  not  mortally,  I  hope.     Again 
we  had  to  flee,  and  our  friends,  to  jdaces  of 
concealment ;  and,  as  the  foes  were  too  in- 
tent on  finding  me  in  the  house,  and  on 
breaking  every  thing  to  pieces,  we  escaped 
being  pursued,  under  a  heavy  fire  however. 
The  next  morning  they  doclared  they  wouM 
have  down  every  house  on  the  Bay  but  they 
would   have  Messrs.    D.   and  me.      About 
two  F.  M.  the  Custos  sent  his  brothei  for  me, 
having  exacted   a  promise  from  the  people 
to  allow  me  to  ccmie  to  the  Court  House  ua- 
mplested;  and,  for  that  purpose,  sent  tile 
ringleader  with  his  brother  (for,  there  being 
no  regular  soldiers  here,  he  had  not  power 
beyond  his  personal  influence)  to  escort  me 
thither.      Under  these    circumstances,  and 
seeing  many  foes  on  every  hand,  I  did  not 
expect  tQ  reach  the  Court  House ;  but  Mr. 
W.   using  his  best  exertions,  they  did  not 
attack  me.      The  Custos,  surrounded  by  n 
down  magistrates,  or  more,  and  many  of  the 
assailants,  requested  me  to  niake  any  deposi- 
tion I  chose  on  the  matter.     Remembering 
how  great  the  pr<judice  was  against  Baptist 
missionaries,  I  stated  that  my  object  in  com- 
ing to  this  part  of  the  island  was  to  preach 
the  gospel,  enjoining  on  slaves,  as  opportu- 
nity ofiiered,  the  duty  of  obedienoe  to  masterly 
as  weU  as  other  duties;  that  since  my  arrr- 
val  I  had  been  exposed  to  insults  and  threat^, 
bttt  had  not  leplied ;  tiiat,  wAule  my  fnends 
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and  I  were  ooDvtnoed  theee  threats  would  be 
ftilfiUed  if  I  liad  no  friends  about  me,  we 
believed  the  opposed  party  would  be  deterred 
if  friends  did  rally  about  me ;  that  had  I 
really  believed  the  attack  would  be  made,  I 
would  (after  the  example  of  the  apostles) 
have  fled  to  another  place,  and  that  I  deeply 
deplored  what  had  taken  place ;  that,  while 
in  my  study,  no  firing  from  thence  occurred, 
but  many  shots  were  fired  into  it,  and  that 
I  was  convinced  the  firing  was  commenced 
frmn  without,  though,  from  being  in  that 
room,  I  was  prevented  speaking  positively. 
After  this,   the  Gustos  adced  me  if  I  were 
willing  to  leave  the  Bay,  as  a  riot  would 
take  place  if  I  did  not;  I  consented  to  do  so. 
But  the  people,  and  some  of  the  magistrates, 
would  not  be    pacified  without  a  promise 
from  me  not  to  return  to  this  parish  again ; 
this,  too,  I  promised,  under  the  conviction 
that  I  should  be  butchered  even  in    the 
Court  House  if  I  refused,  and  being  assured 
you  would  send  another  missionary  here  to 
the  poor  people,  and  knowing  there  were 
21  parishes  besides,  in  one  of  which  I  might 
be  usefully  employed.     This  was  not  enough, 
but  they  would  not  have  me  stay  a  night  on 
the  Bay;   and   the  Custos,    kindly  saying 
Mrs.  K.  and  I  should  remain  at  his  house  at 
Anglesea  if  we  pleased,  requested  his  brother 
to  take  me  thither  at  once,  he  himself  guard- 
ing me  to  the  gig,  and  sending  a  friend  for 
Mrs.  K.     We  had  enjoyed  but  a  few  hours 
comparative  ease,  when  the  constable  came 
with  a  warrant  from  Mr.  Whitelock  (who  on 
tibe  fiirmer  day  proposed  the  said  resolutions). 
As    Mr.   W.  Williams  (the  Custgs*s    bro- 
ther) seemed  apprehensive  I  might  be  inter- 
cepted and  murdered,  he  detained  me  for  a 
few  hours  and  then  brought  me  down  to  the 
Court  House,  from  whence  I  was  brought 
here  to  gaol  with  my  kind  friends  Messrs. 
A.  and  J.  Deleon,  who  with  many  others  had 
been  sent  hither  the  night  brfore.      The 
rioters  renewed  their  work  of  destruction, 
Thursday  night,  and  wholly  destroyed  the 
house  we  had  lodged  in,  and  nearly  destroyed 
that  of  Mr.  John  Deleon,— .and  this,  in  the 
presence  of,  and  in  spite  of  every  exertion 
made  by,  the   Gustos  and  others.     Friday 
night  too,  was  spent  in  destroying  the  houses 
of  Sam  Swiney  (whom  you  redeemed)  and 
Cornelius  Gammon,  one  of  the  friends  who 
came  to  my  help.     As  the  head  gaolers  are 
our  mortal  enemies   (one,  Dawson,  assisted 
lately  in  destroying  the  chapel;  the  other, 
Burlton,  assisted  in  demolishing  Mr.  J.  De- 
leon*s  house)  and  as  reports  of  our  being  at- 
tacked in  gaol  and  murdered  i-eached  us,*  we 
were  every  night,  till  the  last  two,  on  the 
Watch  and  much  alarmed  \  but  now  a  com- 
pany of  regulars  have  reached  us,  and  we 
need  not  thenfore  few  this.  Our  emuiiei^  who 


are  at  large  stUl,  ate  making  the  moit  fidse 
affidavits;  but  we  expect  that  the  Attorney 
General  will,  on  seemg  our  affidavits,  decide 
on  prosecuting  our  fees  and  rdeasing  us. 
We  have  the  most  frill  and  distinct  testimo- 
nies that  can  be  desired ;  and,  if  justice  pre- 
vail, we  shall  be  cleared,  and  our  enemies 
severely  punished.  In  our  present  circum- 
stances, we  cannot  feil  to  remember  how  God 
appeared  on  behalf  of  dear  brother  Burehdl 
and  the  other  brethren ;  nor  can  we  doubt 
that  God  will  appear  for  us  too,  confounding 
the  counsels  of  the  wicked :  already  he  has, 
in  many  ways  interposed  between  us  and  our 
persecutors  in  the  most  wonderful  manner, 
and  He  will,  we  believe,  do  yet  mime  for  us. 
The  Assizes  next  occur  eariy  in  November, 
at  Montego  Bay,  fiir  this  county,  Cornwall.

Savanna  la  Mat  l^ritoitf 

Aufftut2h  1888. 
Mr  ssAU  Frickd, 
I  hope  you  have  received  Mr.  Kingdon's 
last  letter,  dated  July  SI,  as  that  ccmtained 
some  particulars  of  our  recent  triak.     He 
has  written  you  a  short  letter,  by  this  packet, 
but  he  had  not  time  to  give  you  any  aocomit 
of  our  present  situation.     On  the  8th  instant 
a  Meeting  of  the  Colonial  Church  Vmou 
took  place,  at  which  it  was  proposed  by  Mr* 
Whitelocl^  a  magistrate,  seconded  by  a  man 
named  Vickers,  that  tibey  should   expd  sH 
sectarians.     One  of  them  wished  to  prevent 
an  attack  on  a  person  who  refused  to  sign 
these  resolutions,  when  some  of  them  cried 
out,  **  Let  him  alone,  *tis  the  Baptist  parson 
we  want,  and  have  him  we  will  this  day.* 
Then  Mr.  Whitelock  said,  <<  The  Costoa  has 
not  only  disented  himself  from  the  Moetingi 
but  kept  back  the  papers  received  from  other 
branches  of  the  Union."     He  ther^Bre*|m)- 
posed  a  resolution  expressive  of  their  eon- 
tempt  of  the  Gustos.     Alter  the  Meetittg  we 
heard  that  the  Unionists  had  gone  to  the 
barracks  and  would  come  In  the  evening  to 
pull  down  the  house  in  which  we  hidged  and 
drive  us  away.     In  conseqnmce  of  the  above 
resolution  (corresponding  with  what  has  been 
adopted  by  other  pariri^es),  we  wnsfnibltd  a 
few  friends  with  the  view  of  preventing  an 
attack  being  made  on  ns,  as  we  had  6am 
before.     Seeing  a  number  of  the  Colonial 
Church  Union  men  with  others  panuling  the 
streets,  during,  the  evening,  Mr.  K.  wrote  to 
Dr.  Distin,  a  magistrate,  residing  near  the 
Bay,  for  him  to  come  down  to  ns,  as  a  mob 
was  ecSkcifing  to  do  us  injury ;  he  was  at 
home  and  might  have  come  down  in  time' (at 
the    messenger  returned  before  the  attaiak 
commenced),  but  he  declined  on  aoeount  of 
his  wife's  indisporitioii.     The  other  magis- 
trate^ to  whom  B^Uoailbii  w«a  made  at  the 
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Bftme  tfin6»  «iaie  at  soon  as  poarfbl*  after- 
wards, though  not  tiD  tho  affirsf  had  began. 
During  the  evening,  they  passed,  and  repassed 
several  times;  once  they  stopped  near  the 
house.  Mr.  Rickets,  a  friend,  attempted  to 
pacify  them,  when  they  stabbed  at  him  with- 
out any  provocation,  for  our  friends  were  all 
On  the  premises  belonging  to  the  house.  They 
commenced  a  fririous  attack  on  the  house 
where  we  lodged,  occupied  by  Miss  Mahone. 
It  belonged  to  Mr.  A.  Deleon,  jun.,  they  en- 
deavoured to  break  open  the  front  door  and 
to  break  in  the  windows.  On  this  attack 
being  made  some  females,  who  were  in  our 
apartments,  threw  out  some  boiling  water 
upon  the  assailants,  which  not  only  happily 
extinguished  an  explosive  rocket  placed  un- 
derneath the  house  to  blow  us  up,  but  also 
drove  them  back  a  moment.  They  then 
fired  in  at  the  windows.  Mr.  K.  and  I  had 
just  retired  to  the  study,  to  commit  ourselves 
into  the  hands  of  God,  as  our  whole  depend- 
ance  was  on  Him  alone — ^we  had  no  other 
refuge — ^we  earnestly  sought  Divine  aid  and 
support,  and  our  prayers  were^^ciously  heard 
and  answered.  I  think  not  less  than  ten  or 
twelve  shots  were  fired  in  at  the  windows. 
In  my  fright,  I  endeavoured  to  jump  out  of 
window :  I  was  prevented  by  my  servimt, 
who  UxAi  me  by  the  waist  and  dragged  me 
from  the  window.  Almost  at  the  same  mo- 
ment a  shot  came  through  the  window,  which 
would  have  struck  my  iace  had  I  remained 
a  minnte  longer.  Mr.  K.  stepped  towards 
the  table — ^I  called  to  him  to  stoop ;  while  he 
was  stooping,  a  shot  passed  over  his  head. 
Their  determination  was  to  murder  Mr.  K. 
and  Messrs.  Deleon.  We  were  then  advised 
to  make  our  escape — ^it  was  in  vain  to  resist 
them  much  longer.  We  accordingly  escaped 
in  disguise  to  a  ntgro  hut.  We  had  not  long 
been  there  when  we  were  told  we  were  not 
sale,  we  therefore  fled  to  another  place  for 
safety.  By  this  time  the  magistrate  arrived, 
but  the  civil  power  was  of  no  use.  They 
cursed  the  king,  and  said  that  they  were 
%hting  under  America.  During  the  attack 
the  rebels  sent  for  the  cannon  from  the  Court 
House^  but  the  gates  were  too  strong  for  them; 
it  was  to  blow  up  the  house,  as  many  of  the 
foes  thought  we  were  still  there.  A  friend 
eame  to  our  place  of  refuge  and  told  us  that 
some  of  the  rebels  thought  we  were  «n  that 
direction.  The  magistrates  thought  they  had 
prevailed  on  the  mob  to  let  the  Messrs.  De- 
leon pass  with  them,  and  that  they  could  take 
them  away — ^butthey  had  not  advanced  more 
than  four  steps  each,  taking  hold  o^  the  ma- 
gistrates* arm,  when  the  Unionists  fired  upon 
them,  and  they  nnd  the  magistrate  were 
obliged  to  escape  fw  their  lifo.  At  this  time 
Mr.  K.  and  I  were  just  leaving  our  second 


hidbg-plaoe,  when  the  shots  oame  flying  in 
all  directions.  I  now  began  to  feel  almost 
exhausted  with  fatigue  and  fright ;  I  scarcely 
knew  where  I  stood.  The  drum  was  beat- 
ing, the  guns  firing,  the  females  screaming. 
In  my  fright  I  lost  Mr.  K.  as  I  took  a  difie- 
rent  path ;  I  also  lost  my  shoes,  and  was 
obliged  to  pass  through  bush  and  water  bare- 
footy  as  some  of  our  poor  Baptist  friends  took 
me  to  a  place  of  safety  at  some  distance. 
After  the  second  firing  they  began  to  break 
down  the  house.  They  entered  it,  and  broke 
and  destroyed  all  the  furniture.  The  house 
was  too  strong  for  them  without  aaces,  so  they 
lef^  it  till  the  next  night.  I  cannot  express, 
my  dear  friend,  the  anguish  of  my  mind  for 
some  hours.  I  thought  in  all  probability  my 
husband  had  been  taken  and  murdered  by  his 
enemies.  About  two  or  three  o'clock  two 
females,  my  own  servant  and  another  black 
woman,  found  me  and  told  me  that  my  dear 
Mr.K.  was  safe.  They  took  me  away  and  led 
me  to  a  negro  hut,  when  I  was  given  to  the 
care  of  another  ncgress  who  conducted  me  to 
Mr.  Deleoii*s,  sen.  where  we  soon  found  our- 
selves in  each  other's  society.  Thankful 
indeed  were  we  to  that  gracious  God  who 
had  so  mercifully  delivered  us  so  far  from  tha 
hands  of  blood-thirsty  men.  He  was  evi- 
dently with  us  in  all  our  distress  and 
strengthened  and  supported  us  during  all  the 
danger  we  were  in.  His  countenance  cheered 
us  even  in  the  darkest  moment.  He  alone 
was  all  our  trust.  I  felt  that  I  could  die  in 
the  cause  of  my  Redeemer,  but  to  see  my 
husband  put  to  an  ignominious  death  in  my 
presence  seemed  insupportaUe,  and  this  was 
what  I  expected  every  moment.  I  can  now 
sing  of  mercy  and  goodness ;  they  have  surely 
followed  me  all  the  dajrs  of  my  life.  We  re- 
mained in  a  state  of  great  anxiety  lest  we 
should  be  discovered.  Mr.  A.  Deleon  and 
his  wife  were  concealed  with  us.  They 
threatened  to  pull  down  all  the  houses  in  the 
Bay  in  order  to  find  Messrs.  Deleon  and 
Mr.  K.  The  Gustos  knew  where  they  were, 
and  knowing  that  their  lives  were  in  immi- 
nent danger,  sent  for  Mr.  K.  to  the  Court 
House ;  he  got  the  ringleader  to  pledge  his 
word  that  the  mob  should  not  hurt  him. 
This  Walter  Young  accompanied  Mr.  Wil. 
liams,  the  Custos^s  brother,  a  magistrate,  and 
took  Mr.  K.  to  the  Court  House.  It  was 
with  the  greatest  difficulty  they  could  keep 
the  mob  from  falling  on  him.  The  Gustos 
seeing  our  danger,  kindly,  offered  Mr.  K. 
protection  in  his  house,  a  distance  of  six 
miles  from  the  Bay,  and  that  Mr.  Eveling 
should  fetch  me  in  his  gig  and  take  me  after 
him.  I  had  indeed  taken  my  leave  of  my 
husband  thinking  it  almost  impossible  he 
should  escape  with  his-  life.     In  less  than

with  anxiety  and  fatigue  we  retired  early  ta 
irest — ^we  had  ju>t  fallen  asleep  when  some 
one  came  to  the  hed-room  door  and  said  that 
Mr.   Grant,  the  magistrate  wish«d    to  see 
]^»  K. :  he  dressed  and  weat  down;     This 
gentleman  said  that  Mr*  Whiteiock,  the  per- 
son I.  haye  before  motioned,  had  issued  a 
warrant  for  Mr.  K.'s  apprehension,  and  that 
the  mob  said,  that  if  he  was  not  brought 
and  put  into  prison  they  would  oome  and  pull 
down-  ths.

Mr.  Steane,  though  not  occupying 
any  station  of  eminence  by  which 
public  attention  would  be  attracted 
to  his  name,  was  known  to  a  con- 
siderable circle  of  friends  in  the 
Christian  world,  and,  wherever 
known,  both  respected  and  loved. 
The  dignity  of  his  character,  and  the 
Christian  courtesy  of  his  manners, 
apparent  in  all  his  intercourse  with 
society,  procured  him  the  friendship 
of  many,  and  the  esteem  of  all. 
His  life  was  uniformly  holy,  and  his 
death  delightfully  tranquil;  and, 
now  that  he  is  gone,  his  virtues 
seem  to  blossom  afresh,  and  to  shed 
forth  a  sweeter  fragrance  than 
before. 

His  native  village  was  Husband's 
BoswOrth,  in  Leicestershire,  where 
his  ancestors  had  long  resided,  fol- 
lowing the  occupation  of  husband- 
men. He  was  bom  February  2, 
1 77 1 .  Of  his  childhood  and  youth 
nothing  requires  to  be  said.  They 
were  spent  amidst  the  scenes  of  his 
birth-place :  and  as  he  was  the 
eldest  of  a  large  family,  he  was  early 
engaged  in  labour. .  At  this  period, 
it  may,  however,  be  stated,  that  he 
often  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  hear- 
ing the  Gospel  in  a  small  chapel  on 
his  grandfathers  estate,  from  the 
lips  of  those  venerable  men,  Mr. 
Robert  Hall,  sen.,  Mr.  Ryland,  and 
his  son,  the  late  Dr.  Ryland,  of 
Bristol. 

It  appears  from  his  private  papers, 
that  his  mind  had  often  during  his 
youth,  been  very  powerfully  exer- 
cised with  convictions  of  sin.  He 
felt  himself  to  be  guilty,  and  lost — 
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and  at  times  many  vows  and  reso- 
lutions were  made  by  him .  of  a  re- 
ligious nature.  But  his  heart  was 
unrenewed  till  the  twenty- third  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  then  visited 
with  a  severe  fit  of  illness,  whidi, 
under  the  gracious  influences  of  the 
Spirit,  became  the  means  of  bringing 
him  to  an  enlightened  and  sincere 
faith  in  the  Gospel.  To  this  afflic- 
tion, which  was  so  nearly  proving 
fatal,  that  he  lav  for  a  considerable 
time  speechless,  senseless,  and  in 
the  judgment  of  those  around  him 
really  dead,  he  always  looked  back 
with  feelings  of  lively  gratitude. 
His  experience  during  its  continu- 
ance, first,  of '  the  terrors  of  an 
alarmed  conscience,  and  afterwards 
of  the  sweet  sense  of  reconciliatidn 
through  the  atoning  blood  of  Jesu9, 
left  an  impression  upon  his  mind, 
which  no  subsequent  years  or  cir- 
cumstances could  erase.  He  looked 
upon  it  as  the  commencement  of  a 
new  era  in  his  existence — the  be- 
ginning of  that  spiritual  life  over 
which  time  and  death  have  no 
power.  Like  many  more  of  the 
people  of  God,  he  was  chosen  in 
the  furnace  of  affliction.  When 
providence  placed  him  in  it,  he  was 
**  a  child  of  wrath,  even  as  others," 
but  he  came  out  of  it  ^'  a  new 
creature  in  Christ  Jesus.'*  Sudi  am 
the  methods  of  that  grace  which  is 
alike  sovereign  in  its  dispensation 
and  free  in  its  exercise.  "  I  will 
cause  you  to  pass  under  the  rod, 
and  I  will  bring  you  into  the  bond 
of  the  covenant." 

On  his  recovery,  Mr.  Steane  went 
to  reside  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Coventry,  and  soon  united  himself 
to  the  Baptist  church  in  that  city, 
then  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Mr. 
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Botterwottfa,  beuu:  b^ptimd  ob 
Lord's  dtiy,  November  29tli,  1795. 
He  seems,  from  his  very  entrance 
into  the  Christian  church,  to  have 
been  distinguuhed  by  solidity  of 
character  and  fervour  of  devoti<»al 
piety;  His  attendance  on  the  pnb- 
Mc  means  of  grace  iros  pmctQal  and 
constant,  and  he  took  great  dcJi^t 
•in  meetiDg  with  any  <^  his  feUow- 
aiembcrs,  who  were  spiritvatty- 
mhidcd  like  himself,  to  interchange 
in  the  .conlirifnff  and  freedom  of 
hroflieiiy  love»  those  exercises  of  the 
heart  whidi  conslitate  Christian 
cxperieDce. 

Not  long  after  joining  the  church, 
he  was  denred  to  engage  in  prayer 
at  their  meetings  for  social  worship. 
This  at  ftrat  was  a  severe  trial  to 
him  for  he  was  naturally  of  a  diffi- 
J«it  temper;  hut,  on  one  such  oc- 
fsinii,  after  having  declined  to  do 
40  when  requested  by  his-pastor,  he 
Tsflec^  upon  himself  for  the  pain 
he  had  given  him  by  refusing,  and 
the  opportwiity  he  had  thus  lost  of 
oontrioiiting,  in  however  humble  a 
.degne^  to  &  edi6cafti(m  and  com* 
Ibrt  of   ins  fiBttow-Chiistaans,  and 

thwAing^  npnm  wn^ummmtWm^  that  his 

•refusal  aaose  more  from  the  latent 
mide  of  'his  heart,  than  fromany 
jnatifiahle  cause,  he  then  determined 
that  he  would  never  shrink  from  the 
duty  from  that  time  forward,  when- 
ever it  might  be  devolved  upon  him 
— a  determination  which  he  stead- 
•tetiy  maiuiained,  much  to  the  sub- 
acquent  tranquiUity  of  his  own 
mind,  and  greatly  to  the  spiritunl 
advintage  of  others. 

In  the  following  year  a  few  Chris- 
tian friends  were  formed  into  a 
ohureh  at  Bedworth,  a  village  not 
far  from  Coventry,  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Bdmonds,  <d  Bkmfaigham.  They 
h«d  previouriy  consuksd  Mr.  Steane 
on  their  prooaedii^s»  and  songjit  his 
advice  and  assistanoe^  He  took  an 
aiAolaDnate  and  warm  interest  in 
their  plun%  tnaomagadtham  in  their 
dMkolite^SMl  ofaftaiKd  far 


«ooep|abfe  wgffym,  and  at  length, 
in  oomfdianoe  with  their  earnest  so- 
licitation, consented  to  take  the 
office  of  deacon  among  themi  in 
order  to  which  with  much  mutual 
r^;rety  he  was  dismissed  from  the 
church  at  Coventry.  At  so  early  an 
age  did  be  attain  toieaainence  among 
his  brethren.  His  omnions  even 
then  were  revpe^ted  for  thieir  wis- 
dom, his  diakaeter  admired  for  its 
stsbttity,  and  his  piety  loved  foe  its 
scriptural  simplicity  and  urdour. 

But  the  bounds  of  his  habitatioa 
werenotyeiasoertained.  There  were 
other  stations  whpch  he  nraa  destiaed 
to  fill,  other  and  wider  apfaeies  of 
usefulness  in  which  )ie  wea  ta  move* 
Scarcely  had  three  moQitiia.eta||s^ 
before  he  was  carried  by  Divipe 
Providence   to    reside    «t    Oxfigi^ 
where  he  subsequently  becanie  so 
valui^blean  acquisition  to  the  i^mdi 
then  under  the   pastosat^    of  ti^ 
Rev.  J.  Hinton.     But  at  this  penod 
he  held  the  principles  of  strict  com- 
munion,  and  was    thus   conscien- 
tiously prevented  from  uniting,  him- 
self to    that   society.       He  went, 
tiierefore,   to  WaUingford,  on   the 
ordinance  days,  and  sat  dovm.  vidth 
the  Baptist  churdi  in  thai  town. 
Shortly  after,  he  removed  there»  .and 
was    then  rpoeived    by  disnussion 
from  Bedworth  into  the  oqounaniqa 
of  the  church,  ''  Mr.  Jxyv^grove  the 
pastor  (he  says  in  hisdiary)  ut  the 
same    time    proposed    me   for   a 
deacon.'*     Contrary^   however,   to 
his  expectation,  he    resided   theie 
only  a  year,  when  he  returned  to 
Oxford,  and  oontinved  in  that  city 
till  his  removal  to  *'  the  heavenly 
Jerusalem,   the  city  (^   the  Iroi^ 
God.- 

Before  he  went  to  Wallingford 
Mr.  Stsane  had  entered  into  the  mar- 
ried  state  with  his  present  widow ; 
who  survives  to  cherish  the  remem- 
brance of  five  and  thirty  years  ci  nn- 
intenrnpted  afiection,  to  deplore  the 
event  which  has  deprived  bar  of  so 
endeared  an  associate  ,a<»i  to  fioUow 
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him  with  a  turn  aoeetemCail  tlep  l»|  sows  of  tke  day  of  rest  vkk  fea&igs 
the  world  of  re-nnioii  and  ^ternil  I  approadiitfg  to  those  which  hiealfae 


joy.  His  fEimily  increased  and  he* 
came  numerous^  and^  with  the  eac* 
ceptipQ  of  hid  eldest  daughter,  who 
died  in  inteicy,  they  all  survive  him 
to  venemteiiis  character,  to  imitate 
his  txtimplk,  mid'  to  reap  the  henefit 
of  his  prayers. 

From  this  period  his  value  began 
to  he  increasingly  ft'It  both  by  Mr. 
Hintoil  and    the  Christian  society 
over  which  he  presided.     He  took 
an  active  part  in  thor  prayer- meet- 
ings,    Sunday-scheolft^    village    la- 
bours, and  other  plans  for  advancing 
the  divine  g^ory,  in  the  extension  €^ 
the  Gospd.    But  he  sliil  went  to 
Waffingford  on  the  montUy  sabblrthw 
He  had  conceived  a  very  sincere 
affection    for    Mr.   Lovegrove,    by 
wLom    his    friendship   was    much 
▼alaed,  and  for  several  of  the  mem* 
bers  of  his  church.    They  were  his- 
most  intimate  fHends.     With  some 
of  them  he  enjoyed,  in  a  very  exqui- 
site degree,  the  '^  fellowship  of  kin- 
dred minds.'*    They  admitted  each 
other*  to  the  interior  of  their  souU, 
and  reciprocated  their  thoughts  and 
fedihgs  wfth  a  generous  and  mutual 
confidence.    Very  copious  and  de- 
lightful memorials  remain  of  one  of 
the    most    endeared    and    elevated 
friendships,  -which,    perhaps,    was 
ever  formed  in  thia  vale  of  tears. 
At  thi^  time,  his  piety  had  attained 
to  no  common  standard.    The  tone 
of  his  mind  was  habitually  devout, 
and  hia    conversation    and    corre- 
spondence   were  pervaded  with    a 
sweet  savour  of  Christ.     Ue  lived 
much  in  converse  with  the  invisible 
world,  and  walked  humbly  with  Ood. 
His  company  was  sought  by  Chris- 
tians of  various  communions,   and 
his  prayers  were  engaged  in  almost 
ev^  society  wilh  wkidi  he  mii^led. 
His  family  devotions  were  remark* 
ably  fervent^  and  often  affbrcfed  to 
himself  seasons  of  hallowed   joy. 
Oki  Saturday  evenings,  especially,  he 
seeoMd  to  aaticipaie  fhe  holy  plea- 


throtigh  the  hymns  of  the  church 
above.  Closing  the  business  of  the 
wedc  as  early  aa  he  could^.itwaa 
hia  practice  to  secure  a  season  of  re- 
tirement till  peihaps  seven  or  eight 
o'clock,  and  then  to  come  down  into 
his  family ;  whidi  he  often  did  as 
with  the  air  of  a  man  who  had  been 
admitted  into  the  secret  place  of 
the  Most  High.  His  appearance  waa 
Uie  signal  for  the  putting  away  of 
ev«ry  secular  and  domeslac  occupa# 
tion.  The  family  circle  was  formed 
— the  Word  of  God  u'as  read— «• 
sweet  psalmody  succeeded : 

*  Then  kneeliiig  down,  to  Heaven's  eter- 
nal King 

**  The  Mint,  tiie  fttlier,  tndrthe  husbttid 
prayed.** 

Sabbath  days  thus  ushered  in,  could 
be  no  other  than  seasons  of  peace 
and  happiness. 

For  several  years  Mr,  Steane  kept 
a  dtairy,  to  which  he  has  recorded 
with    evident    ingenoDosness,    tim 
varying  states  of  his  mind,  and  oe* 
casionally  some  incident  occurring 
in  his  family  or  in  his  intercourse 
witb  society,  which  he  deemed  wor<« 
thy  of  speoal  observation  from  the 
inftuence  it  had  upon  his  fedings  or 
his  conduct.    Such  records  are  an 
invaluable  treasure  to  children  who 
know  from  their  own^  recoUectiona 
that  the  devotions   of    a  parent's 
closet  Were  but  in  coincidence  with 
the  holiness  of  his  life ',  and  even 
beyond  the  limits  of  family  affec- 
tion   they  might   not    be  without 
their  use,  and  that  of  no  inconsider* 
able  importanee  in  furnishing  ano- 
ther   and    beautiful  illustration  of 
those  mental  exercises  in  wlHok  bo 
much  of  the  life  of  rdigion  consists. 
In  making  a  few  extracts  I '  cannot 
but  feel  as  tboi^  I  were  carrying 
the  reader  with"^  me  into  a  sanctoary, 
which  my  dear  Must  hdd. sacred 
from   "every   inimsioii.     Never,  m 
writing  these  memonida,  did  heiraa* 
gtae  they  woold  he  thus  submitted 
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to  the  pubBc'eye ;  yet,  I  venture  to 
think  his  "  blest  shade/*  were  it 
now  cognizant  of  the  liberty  I  am 
using,  would  at  least  but  gently 
ehide  that  filial  piety  which  seeks  in 
hifti  to  magnify  the  riches  of  a  Sa- 
viour's grace. 

«  1803,  Sept.  ]  1. — Sabbttth  mondng. 
In  private  prayer  enjoyed  great  seriousness 
and  earnestness,  and,  1  hope,  communion 
with  God.  Longed  and  prayed  that  great 
things  might  he  done  this  day  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.     Felt  and  prayed 

that — -  and  — — might  hare 

H  glorious  day  at  Wallingford,  and  that  our 
pastor  might  be  set  at  a  happy  liberty,  and 
enjoy  much  of  the  presence  of  his  Lord. 
I  am  truly  griered  and  puned  in  ray  heart 
and  soul  to  hear  how  few  attend  the  prayer* 
meetings  there.  O  Lord,  stir  them  up  to 
pray.  Give  them  a  praying,  wresHiag,  pre- 
vailing spirit,  and  may  thy  dear  servant  have 
the  happinesB  to  see  a  great  revival  in  expe- 
rimental religion  among  the  members.  Two 
carnal  people  in  my  house :  called  them  and 
my  children  to  prayer.  Read  Pb^lm  czzxix, 
and  part  of  John  iii.,  hoping  the  Lord  would 
bless  hit  own  word  to  their  souls  ;  afterwards 
engaged  in  prayer,  ibmid  great  liberty  end 
earnestness  of  desire  that  the  Lord  would 
Uees  them  with  the  divine  knowledge  of 
himself.  O,  the  worth  of  the  immortal 
sou] !  Lord,  make  me  instrumental  of  good 
to  precious  souls !  O  give  me  wisdom,  grace, 
Teal,  courage,  and*  fortitude  to  reprove  sin  in 
^bers,  to  hate  it  in  myself  to  flee  from  it 
and  walk  in  tkf  ccMumands,  which  are  de- 
lightful, that  my  life  may  be  spent  in  thy 
service,  O  my  God ! 

"  12th,  Monday* — A  sweet  seriousness  in 
my  mind, '  and  my  soul  thirsting  aft^  Gt>d, 
the  living  God,  this  morning:  O,  how  I 
long  io  oome  near  him  even  to  his  seat,  and 
eonvcarse  with  him  as  a  man  converseth  with 
his  friend.  O  for  a  holy  familiarity  with 
my  God !  O  what  rich  condescension  in  him  ; 
he  calls  me  to  his  throng,  he  shows  me  his 
grace,  love,  and  glory,  and  says,  *  This  is 
yours,  Jesus  is  yours,  all  is  youtB,  and  ye 
are  Christ's,  and  Christ  is  God's.'

«  AprU  4th,  1 804 — Wedneeday.-^My  soul 
is  grieved  at  the  conduct  of  aome  ^  mf 
fellow-m«nbers.  Lord,  look  upon  them, 
enable  me  to  pray  for  them,  to  speak  to 
them  in  love  and  faithfulness,  and  with  great 
affection,  and  O  do  thou  bless  it  to  then. 
Gracious  God,  enable  me  ^also  *n  t^^m^  my 
own  aoul,  and  keep  me  from  all  aia  and  ener, 
the  love  and  spirit  of  the  world,  and  give  me 
much  of  the  mind  that  was  in  Jesus,  and 
hold  thou  me  up,  or  I  shall  fall. 

"May  6,  1805. — Monday. — Yesterday 
morning  had  a  pleasant  ride  to  WalliUgford, 
but  a  barren  mind.  Reached  Wallingford 
soon  Miough  for  the  early  prayer-meeting ; 
engaged  in  prayer ;  a  solonn  season  to  my 
soul ;  some  liberty,  and  I  hope  nearness  to 
God.  How  pleasant  it  is  to  meet  with  dear 
Christian  friends,  whom  we  peculiariy  esteem 
in  the  house  of  prayer.  Break&sted  at  my 
dear  pastor's.  Prayed  in  the  &mily,  those 
being  present  who  were  going  to  be  baptiaed, 
and  other  Christian  friends.  Had  a  mdtiag 
sense  of  the  goodness  of  God  to  poor  sinaeis, 
and  that  he  heard  the  prayov  of  his  people 
and  enlarged  Zion. 

13th. — ^Monday.*^!  am  now  entering 
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00  oMliwr  wwk  of  #oridly  biMineM*-  BliiMed 
W  God,  I  <lo  it  witb  pt«y«r.  O  that  I  may 
be  kept  feom  a  light  and  trifliiag  apirifct  and 
be  enabled  to  give  my  hands  to  my  daily 
employ,  and  my  heart  onto  God. 

Jnly  8. — Wednetday. — Blessed  be  the 
Lord,  he  has  pat  an  opportunity  into  my 
lianda*  and  enabled  me  to  nheve  the  dif- 
titmed  ti»-day.  To  thy  name,  Omy  God, 
be  all  the  glory.     O  that  I  could  iisel  all 

1  am,  and  all  I  have  were  the  Lord's  and 
wholly  devoted  to  his  service,  and  the  calls 
of  his  providence. 

N<Mr.  10,  1806. — Monday. — Yesterday 
morning  in  priyate)  I  hope  mj  soul  dnew 
near  the  Lovd.  I  enjoyed  a  sacred  pleasure 
and  holy  liberty,  and  my  desires  all  tending 
upwards,  longing  to  be  more  like  Jesus,  and 
more  detached  from  the  world  and  surround- 
ing objects.  I  saw  and  felt  a  true  happiness 
in  devDtednen  to  God  ;  found  prayer  to  be 
a  atwcet  employ,  and  wished  to  be  m<Mre  than 
ever  eqgaged  in  it :  realised  the  sabbath  to  be 
a  great  blessing  and  privilege,  and  found  sweet 
pjeasure  in  anticipating  the  eternal  sabbath. 
The  Word  of  God  was  a  source  of  delight, 
and  my  heart  was  warmed  with  the  love  of 
Jesus.  O  how  should  I  like  to  remain  in 
SBch  a  £raae  as  this.  In  fiunily  prayer  had 
a  good  time.  Went  to  the  ten  o'clock  pf  ayep- 
meeting,  where  that  hymn  from  Dr.  Watts 
was  sung :-~

I  quite  enjoyed  it.  Afikerwards  was  called 
upon  to  engage  in  prayer.

.  «<  March  24,  1807. — Tuesday. — I  have 
been  much  exercised  with  violent  rheumatic 
pains  in  my  head.  Blessed  be  God,  not  one 
pain  too  much !  What  did  Jesus  undergo  for 
me.  O  gracious  Lord,  ever  keep  me  patient 
and  humble,  and  enable  me  to  trusfcinthee  and 


hope  to  the  end.  Soon  I  shaU.  have  done 
with  these  light  momentary  afflictions,  every 
pain  leaves  the  number  less,  and  another  day 
is  gone.  This  morning  in  retirement  felt 
much  affected  and  melted  with  the  thought 
of  that  endearing  title  which  the  Lord  is 
pleased  to  bear  to  his  people,  and  permits  ami 
oicourages  tbem  to  use  in  their  addresses  to 
him : — '  Father.*  O  he  is  my  Father  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ !  He  will  hear  m»-« 
he  will  do  that  which  is  best  for  me  and  for 
my  family ;  he  will  not  fail  to  preserve  and 
keep  me  while  in  the  wilderness  and  at  last 
take  me  to  himself.  I  feel  a  greater  pleasure 
and  love  in  his  ways;  his  word  which  I  read, 
I  feel  mom  of  its  preciousness ;  at  times 
prayer  is  a  most  delightfiil  and  sweet  employ : 
when  in  retirement,  aji^d  my  soul  is  enabled 
to  get  near  to  God,  O  I  would  not  be  de- 
barred of  prayer  for  ten  thousand  worlds ;  it 
is  the  very  breath  of  my  soul.  Often  through 
the  day  while  in  my  business,  my  desires  and 
prayers  are- going  up  to  the  I^ord. .  W]hile  I' 
view  things  around  me,  and  think  my  eyes 
ace  closing  for.  ever,  upon  them,  then  my  soul 
in  prayer  flies  to  God.     (Interrupted)." 

These  passages  will  "be  safficient 
to  $bew  the  character  of  the  piety 
for  whkh  my  dear  parent  was  so 
honourably  distinguished  aaaong  the 
people  of  Godj  and  they  will  <tis- 
close  to  his  former  associates  in  the 
Christian  church,  the  source  whence 
are  derived  that  humble  and  tender 
spirit,  those  affectionate  and  digni- 
fied manners,  and  that  life  and  power 
of  godliness,  which  they  were  all  ac- 
customed to  remark:  in  him. 

Although  not  at  this  time  a  mem* 
her  of  the  church  at  Oxford,  he  took 
a  deep  interest  in  its  welfare,  was 
consulted  on  many  important  occa- 
sions by  the  pastor  and  deacons, 
often  performed  the  duties  of  the 
latter  -,  lived  in  habits  of  cordial  in- 
timacy  with  most  of  the  members, 
aTid  laboured  much  for  its  pros 
perity.  On  repented  occasions  he 
was  solicited  to  unite  hinself  in  its 
fellowship,  while  Mr.  Hinton  .-^ften 
endeavoured  to  remove  the  principal 
obstruction  by  aiming  to  convince 
him  of  the  scriptural  character  of 
open  communion.  His  mind  was 
long  and  painfully  exercised  on  the 
subject.    He  carried  it  to  the  throne 
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of  giace,  tofhh  oidy  aasi^  w«»  to 
asceruin  the  patli  of  clufty*  If  kc 
conld  be  satisfied  of  tlds,  ererj  otber 
consideration  woald  soon  give  way, 
for  he  was  habituated  to  that  self 
control  by  which  opinions,  how- 
ever long  cherished,  or  deeply  rooted, 
if  they  are  shown  to  be  erroneoni 
are  made  to  feeede  from  the  mind, 
and  give  place  to  the  truth.  At 
length,  the  force  of  sound  argument 
prevailed*  ;  and  in  the  year  1812  he 
removed  his  communion  to  Ojiford* 
The  chureh  now  proceeded,  by  &^ 
election  of  new  deacons,  to  fill  up  «i 
vacancy  which  had  been  **  long  and 
painfully  feltf/'  when  he  was  una- 
nimously chosen  to  the  office.  The 
drcumstance  is  thus  mentioned  in 
the  Life  of  Mr.  Hmton,  by  his 
6oYi. 

«  Among  the  new  office  bearers  was  a  very 
Taluable  friend  whotai  Mr.  Hinton  had  loifg 
4emted  to  see  in  ihat  elation,  but  whose  ap- 
pointment had  been  prevented  by  his  holding 
the  prindples  of  atrict  eommonion,  whi^ 
indeed  preehided  sHogefher  )d»  fefiowship 
with  the  dhui^h.  SeV^al  yearn  was  this* 
subject  under  his  eonsideration:  and  while 
he  ean  bear  witness  to  the  impartiality  and 
oandour  with  which  his  inquiries  were  aided, 
no  person  who  knows  him  will  question  for 
a  moment  whedier  the  change  of  his  views 
was  actuated  by  a  simple  regard  to  the  wiU 
of  his  Lord.** 

From  this  period  it  may  in  truth  be 
affirmed  of  him  that  he  seamed  to 
live  only  for  the  fulfilment  of  the 
duties  of  his  office.  Having-  his 
time  much  at  command,  and  his 
heart  warmly  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  church,  he  devoted  him- 
self with  increased  and  unwearied 
activity  to  its  service.  In  addition 
to  what  may  be  strictly  considered 
as  devolving  upon  a  deacon,  he  tcjo^ 
dered  impor.Aht  aid  in  the  province

gagemente  of  Mr:  GRMM'piedtided 
him  from  mach  of  that  domestic 
and  personal  intercowse  with  his 
members^  which  it  ia  «o  deairahie 
for  a  pastor  to  mtiftftn,  bat  he 
foulkd  a  vahiable  ooadjolor  in  loM 
friend.  Bvery  family  regardted  the 
visits  of  Mr.  Steane  as  seasons  of 
spiritual  instruction.  Parents  were 
mtified  by  his  affectionate  notice  of 
weir  children,  his  judicioiia'  mataaa 
of  speaking  to  thdm  on'  diviae 
thiiigs,  and  his  earnest  pleading  for 
them  at  the  throne  of  grace,  when 
he  conducted  their  fEonily  devotsonsi 
while  the  children  themsdvea  hived 
and  ravei^  hk  very  nane*  ^o 
servants  he  aiways  spoke  inr  the 
kindest  language,  and  to  the  pov 
never  with  the  pride  of  a  sapoior» 
but  with  unaffected  cordiality  and 
humbleness  of  mkid.  At  ]»ayer 
mtieting^,  ilSi  the  pastor's  afaseneeyhe 
commonly  presided,  vdien,  thott^ 
he  seldom  ventured  toeidiort  Us 
fellow^christians,  there  was  always 
something,  dther  in  (he  portions  of 
Scripture  and  hymns  he  adeeted,  or 
in  his  manner  of  reading  theofe.^r 
in  his  doshig  prayer,  which  touched 
every  heart,  and  made  aH  piesenC 
feel  that  they  were  enjoying  the 
communion  of  saints.  Dear  and 
veneiated  parent !  how  doea  ny 
heart  kindle,  aa  if  with  a  new  affeo* 
tion,  while  I  look  bsek  upon  those 
hallowed  seasons !  J&ven  now  die 
heavenliness  of  thy  countenance, 
the  melody  of  thy  voice,  the  sweet 
gravity  of  thy  mannersy  said' the 
benignity  ijf  thy  very  iS&rm  and 
expression,  are  all  present  to  my 
mind,  as  1  have  seen  thee  in  the 
house  of  God,  leadiLg^  the  devotions 
of  his  people. 

The  death  of  Mt«  Hiofr^n,  in 
1823,  called  forth  still  inore  tlie  re- 
sources  of  his  spirituahtr  and  jadg* 
menti  for,  upon  him  by  common 
conseut  the  management  of  the 
churchj  and  jtbe  supplpag  of  theva* 
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eBi^  rpuifit  devohned*  Those  who 
hftve  Imscb  placed  ih  simflar  civeam* 
ttvnceft  will  be  best  able  to  cstimale 
the  dIblicBCf  and  difficnhy  of  such  a 
•itnatiod.  Tbe  removal  of  a  pastor 
cadeared  to  ihis  people,  by  ibirty-six 
years  of  ^ectioDate  labours  among 
them>  and,  distinguished  as  Mr. 
Uinton  was  by  ministerial  gifts  of 
the  behest  urder>  imposed  no  light 
burden  .upon  the  acting  deacon, 
jftut  Mr.  Steane  abewoi  himself 
worthy  of  the  isoofidence  which  his 
bcethren  reposed  in  hin^.  3y  his 
judicioiis.and  discreet  measures,  his  ^ 
iipright  and  condliatory  conduct^  |  j^^ndsT 
a^d  bis  affiectioiiate  attention^  to  all 
the.oiembeiB^  the  church  was  pre« 
seized,  Msder  the  Divine  blessings 
in  undtminiahBd  prosperity  and  un- 
interrupted ^poaee ;  and,  at  lengthy 
settled  with  comfort  under  the  pre- 
m^t  pastor. 

The.  latter  yeais  of  his  life  wit- 
Iteased  no  relaxation  of  effort,  no  di- 
nrinution .  c^-  love  in  the  service  of 
Us  heaKenly  master.  His  attach- 
ment to  tfa«  cause  of  Christ,  with 
which  he  had  been  so  long  and  so 
honorably  identified  was  -put  to  a 
severe  test,  but  remained  unshatei. 
It  kd  bim  to  abandon  commercial 
eom^exions  which  he  had  held  for 
niore  than  thirty  years,  and  to  enter, 
at  an  advanced  period  of  life,  upon 
ai|  entirely  new  line  o£  business,  at 
a  great  sacrifice  of  property  and  pet- 
aonai  cc^ie^oit,  tallier  than  accept  a 
•itoatiosi  wh/ere  Us  means  of  usefuK 
ness  would  be  abriMged,  aaidhehim- 
seif  separated  fyom  the  friends  to 
m^cmi  his  so^  was  united  in 
iihiiatian  love.  But  he  had  his  re- 
ward. Jnibddidon  to  the  numerous 
tesdmoniea  of  esteem  which  the 
cijeeum^Uce  adverted  to  called  forth 
from  his  religious  friends,  and  from 
p^fiona  tvitb  whom,  he  had  no  other 
jioltercour^e  than  that  of  general  so* 
<4b^.  kis  mind  was  eonaentaly  eom«> 
forted.«it  tbe  throne  of  grace*  In  a 
kiiU^  chichi' reoeiired  from  him  at 
Hk^j^mt^  idtodikig  to  Us  tnals,  he

signifiicaQt  do  all  things  aod  circumstanew 
here  below  then  appear.  I  do  not  think  that 
for  many  years  I  have  experienced  such  ezr 
qtdsittf  plessnre,  pure  delight,  holy  joy,  peaee, 
kbA  serenity,  in  oomniittipg,  by  prayer,  my- 
self, fionily,  and  all  my  earthly  coneerns,  into 
the  hands  of  my  heavenly  leather,  as  in  the 
midst  of  these  troubles.  I  always  can  say, 
when  the  tronbles  of  myheut  are  enlai^^ed, 
'  I  will  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord.'  He 
has  never  disappointed  me,  and*  I  am  confi- 
dent he  never  will.  And,  niy  dear  soin, 
whilewe  pray  to  him  in  our  afflietipns,  pever, 
never  let  us  forget  the  niimbeilesa  fovours  we 
have  had,  and  are  constantly  receiving  at  his 


The  gratitude  expressed  at  the 
close  of  this  passage  was  his  ha- 
bitual feeUng,  The  dispensations 
of  providence  were  always  in  his 
mind  connected  with  the  patemd 
love  of  God.  Affiictions,  especially, 
he  delighted  to  consider  as  flowing 
from  tlds  source,  and  as  affording 
therefore,  to  the  child  of  God  a 
sweet  and  consolatory  evidencie  of 
adoption.  Hence  one  of  his  fa- 
vourite chapters  was  the  xiith  of 
Hebrews*  Many  of  those  who 
were  his  '' companions  in  the  king- 
dom and  patience  of  Jesus  Christ," 
will  long  remember  the  animated 
emphasis,  the  tone  of  deep  and  joy- 
ous feeling,  he  would  throw  into 
certain  parts  of  that  chapter  as  he 
read  it  among  them  at  their  prayer- 
meetings  ;  followed  perhaps  by  a 
few  words  full  of  love,  and  rich  ex- 
perience. ''How  spiritual  and 
heavenly  minded  dew*  Mr.  Steane 
was  to-night."  "Yes,"  and  another 
has  rejoined  as  they  have  walked  to- 
gether ^  down  the  meeting-yard, 
^^We  have,  indeed,  found  it  good  to 
be  here ;  but  we  shall  not  have  him 
with  us  long  3  he  is  ripening  fast  for 
glory. 

This  impression  that  my  belored 
father  was  growing  rapidly  in  meet- 
ness  for  heaven,  was  entertained  by 
all  wtio  were  conversant  with  him, 
during  the  two  or  three  la9t  years 
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a€kit  Mfe,  aoi cteft  VMwe  tfaaA  his  and  oveiflowfld  in  «till  isore  .ani- 
4fi^jfnii>g  beaut  •eenaed  to^  gire  an*  siated  atraioa.  'T  have  beeo  sing^

parture  was  at  hand.  How  often 
kasit  been  thna  obacrved  when 
some  distinguished  Christian  has 
heen  dmwing  near  to.  the  end  of  his 
ooarse,  that  his  lamp  has  brightened 
and  shone  forth  with  an  unwonted 
brilliance.  There  has  been  at  such 
a  time  so  spiritual,  so  chastened,  so 
^igffffi^  a .  temper ;  a  mind  so  sub- 
dv^  and  heavenly  3  an  experience 
so  mellowed  and  flavoured  with  the 
deep  things  of  God ;  manners  so 
gentle  and  benign ;  feeKnga  so  ele- 
vated and  sometimes  rapturous ;  and 
a  oTH^versatian  sa  affluent  in  all  that 
couM  inturuot^  admonishi,  and  com- 
iotkt  as  to  &i(  the  conviction  ii^  the 
niii^s  of  pbserversy  that,  with  so 
much  meetness  £1^  heaven  the  saiat 
could  not  long  be  detained  from  its 
joy!s.  While,  in  the  family  or  tbe 
ehorch^  be  haa  been  pouring  forth 
atraina  of  fervent  supplicationi  or 
singing  with  gladness  of  .heart  the 
hymn  of-  praisis^  the  presentiment 
has  passed,  from  bosom  to  bosooi, 
that  the  voice:  to  which  idl  were  .lis- 
tening vfonU  soon  cease  from  its 
earthly  melodies,  and  be  tuned  to 
the  music  of  golden  harps.  This 
was  eminjQntly  the  case  .  with  the 
subject  of  this  memoir.  The  illness 
which  terminated  in  his  death  was 
very  gradual  in  reaching  its  ultimate 
xesulti  and  never  secluded  him  foom 
Ihe^  society  of  his  friends.  Duriog 
its  process  his  intercourse  with 
them  was  bfut  little  into-rupted,  and 
opportunities  were  thus  irequently 
enjoyed  by  them  of  witnessing  the 
iilGie^singfervoar  of.  hii  piety.  His 
disposition  was  alvrays  cheerful,  and 
at  almost  all  pairts  of  tbe.d^y,  either 
in  company  with  ^^owe  of  hia  chil- 
dren (or  alone.might  be  be  heard  ex- 
pseiiing  \A%  hapf  iftkesa  with  the 
voice  9f  praise*  .But,  c^s  he  dvew 
newer  to  th«  «^6»e8(  of  etatnity, 
his  happiness  became  more  intense.

Bdt  hC'  had  itow :  nc»a?ty  reac^ied 
the  pteX  \  not),  however,  in  his  own 
apprehension,  nor  in  that  of  his 
frieada,  for  he  both  appeared  and 
felt  better.  This  momentaiy  im- 
provement was  produced  by  an  al- 
teration in  tbe  medical  tnatment, 
and  it  seemedvfar  a'fevf  da^a'to 
promise  his  recovery.  I^i^  heaft, 
however,  was  mucb'diaengagod  Irom 
earthly  objecia^  While  h^  sfCt^e 
of  the  probability  o^  retumng  bf^^ 
with  evident  e0<)ttoiis  of  ^pfeaiiiire, 
estfpresaions  woul^jk  sQittetiBMiali 
froqahiS'lifi^/^ich  ^shoifKed.  AiP>i^ 
was  not  wi Ao^  a  fibel|i|g^  alM^t  of 
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regret  tfaat  be  received  on  this  ac- 
count die  congratulations  of  his 
£iends.  ''I  am  certainly  much 
better^**  he  said  to  one  of  them  ; 
"my  voice  is  stronger,  and  I  can 
walk  with  less  fatigue  3  this  medi- 
cine has  done  me  great  service  3** 
and  then  in  a  tone  of  pleasantry 
added,  "but,  O  Mrs.  L.,  I  hope  it 
will  not  make  ipe  live  for  ever,  I 
would  not  live  alivay/*  Like  the 
patriarch,  to  whose  words  he  re- 
ferred, he  felt  how  little  there  was  in 
the  present  life  to  compensate  the 
believer  for  being  detained  from  a 
better,  and  with  the  Apostle  could 
have  said,  "  I  am  in  a  strait  betwixt 
two,  having  a  desire  to  depart.** 
The  following  Lord'^s  day,  January 
1st,  ifi  the  present  year,  he  rose  with 
the  intention  of  appearing  in  his 
apcoslomed  place  in  the  scynctuary. 
It  was  ordinance-day,  and  he  had 
been  looking  forward  tq  renew  the 
enjoyment  which  he  had  so  oflen 
experienced,  while  conveying  to  hi^ 
fellow-ai4ax^)ers,  uid  partakii^  with 
ihem>  "llie  bread  broken,  and  the 
wine  poured  out/'  the  symbols  of 
ake  Saviour's  death.  But  he  was 
no  more  to  "  drink  of  this  fruit  of 
the  vine  until  that  dav  w^en  he 
should  drink  it  new  in  his  Father's 
kingdom.**  After  breakfast  he  feU 
himself  too  weak  to  go  out,  and  sent 
away  his  family  without  him.  He 
never'  afterwards  r^ained  his 
strength,  though  still  none  looked 
upon  him  as  a  dying  man.  During 
the  week,  he  attended  at  intervals 
to  business,  but  was^  obliged  often 
to  recline  on  the  sofa.  On  the 
Wednesday  a  friend  called  upon 
him,  when  he  was  in  great  pain. 
"There  is  need,*'  he  said,  '*  of  va^ch 
'chastisement,  or  my  heavenly  Father 
wou^d  not  inflict  it.  O  for  patience, 
that  I  may  be  kept  from  repining !" 
His  friend  expressing  a  kind  wish 
Ihat  he  might  soon  be  relieved  from 
the  pain,  "Ratiber,"  he  replied, 
"tliat  affliction  may  be  sanctified 
than  removed."  He  iz^quired  if  she

was  going  to  church*meetiz^,  and, 
finding  that  she  was,  lie^'fgdiiied,] 
"Ah,  there  is  another  church- tneel- 
ing  coming, 

'  Nor  siekivsBB,  nor  bustness,  sor  length  olj 

tbewaj, 
<  Shall  keep  from  tbat  meetb^  one  brother 

away.'  " 

Tliursday  and  Friday  he  grew 
weaker.  In  the  evening  of  the  lat- 
ter, Mr.  Copley  called  to  consult 
with  him  on  some  church  business, 
and,  at  his  request,  stayed  to  conduct 
family  worship.  At  the  conclusion 
he  appeared  very  ill,  and  sunk  back 
in  his  chair  in  a  state  of  exhaustion. 
Then,  for  the  first  time,  they  were 
all  alarmed.  With  great  difficulty, 
and  leaning  on  his  pastor's  arm,  he 
went  up  stairs.  His  heart  and  his 
flesh  failed  him,  but  God  was  the 
strengtb  of  his  heart,  and  is  now  his 
portion  for  ever.  He  passed  a  dis- 
tressing liight,  but  as  the  morning 
advanced  the  jpain  subsided,  and 
about  noon  entirely  left  him.  This, 
however,  wa3  soon  sem  to  be  the 
symptooi  of  approaching  dissolution,' 
WhUe  lie  was  suffering,  he  turned 
to  Mrs.  Copley,  who  was  standing 
by  his  bed,^and  gently  grasping  her 
hand,  said,  "  O  my  dear  friend,  if  it 
should  please  God  to  bring  me 
through  this,  I  hope  I  shall  live 
more  than  ever  to  his  glory  both  in 
the  church  and  iii  the'  world.* 
These  were  his  last  words.  His 
family  hastily  gathered  round  him, 
but  he  could  not  speak  to  them. 
His  pastor  came  in,  biit  he  could 
not  see  him.  And  the  physiciali, 
whose  finger  was  on  his  pulse,  in  a 
minute  or  two  said,  "  He  is  gone  1*^ 
Thus  peacefully  he  fell  asleep  in 
Jesus. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Steane  produc- 
ed a  great  sensation  in  Oxford. 
Every  body  spoke  of  it  as  a  public 
loss.  The  uniform  integrity  and 
benevolence  of  his  life  had  procured 
him  the  esteem  gf  his  fellow-citissieus, 
and  conciliated  universal  respect  in 
a  place   where,   n'erhaps  beyond  all 
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dihers,  &is  prindpleg  mr^KtscnCer 
would  be  felt  to  be  espediedly  obnox- 
ions.  By  the  members  of  his  own 
religioas  community  he  was  affec- 
tionately loved.  They  wiH  long 
cherish  the  recollection  of  Ms  coun- 
sels^ his  devotions^  and  his  exampte. 
By  a  long  series  of  kind  offices  he 
had  endeared  himself  to  their  hearts, 
and  every  family  felt  as  though  the 
loss  were  their  own.  They  all  knew 
his  worth,  for  they  had  dl  experi- 
enced on  different  occasions  the 
beneficial  influence  of  his  eminent 
piety.  He  had  lived  among  them 
as  their  common  friend.  While  he 
neglected  nfone  to  whom  his  atten- 
tions were  du%,  of  the  necessities 
of  the  poor  and  the  sorrows  of  the 
afflictea  he  had  always  been  tbost 
fenderly  considerate.  The  bounty 
of  the  church  was  distributed  by  him 
.  neither  with  hatighthiess  nor  parti« 
ality,  nd»  Was  it  ever  perverted  to 
t9ie  corrupt  purpose  of  aggrandizing 
his  personal  influetice,  or  of  estab- 
lishing official  domination.  He  knew 
how  to  unite  brotherly  kindness  with 
charity,  and  to  pervade  every  act  of 
beneficence  with  the  sympathy  of 
Christian  love.  In  the  chamber  of 
affliction  his  visits  were  welcomed, 
for  he  came  with  the  gravity  of  an 
elder,  and  the  gentleness  of  a  friend'. 
In  cases  of  difficulty  his  advice  was 
sought,  and  his  judgment  relied  on 
in  doubtful  matters.  If  contentions 
arose,  he  was  the  peacemaker )  and, 
in  a  word,  to  the  weight  of  his  cha- 
racter,  to  his  sound  wisdom  and  dis* 
cretion,  to  die  transparent  integrity 
of  his  conduct,  and  to  his  eminent 
piety,  all  bear  testimony,  now  that 
he  is  departed,  as  ell  paid  deference 
while  he  lived.  Seldom  has  a  pri- 
vate individual  been  equally,  perhaps 
never  more  generally  and  sincerely, 
lamented.  Congenial  as  it  is  to  the 
feelings  of  a  bereaved  family,  at  such 
a  tlme>  to  conduct  with  as  much 
privacy  as  may  be  the  last  funereal 
•rites  which  affection  as  well  asjie- 
^essity  prompts,  In  this  inslanee  it. 


WIS  iiaposdl^  The  reqneat  wa^ 
so  generally  expressed  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  church,  and  other 
friends,  to  be  allowed  to  follow  hi» 
remains  to  the  tomb,  that  it  was  not 
deemed  right  to  deny  them  the 
gratification  of  shewing  this  last 
evidence  of  their  respect  and  love. 
Great  numbers  consequently  attend- 
ed and  Walked  in  procession  as 
voluntary  mourners.  Ministers 
came  in  from  neighbouring  towns, 
and  paid  this  tribute  of  affection  to 
his  dear  memory,  in  common  with 
Christians  of  every  denominatiou  in 
Oxford.  Thus  ^'devout  men  carried 
him  to  his  burial,  and  made  ^eat 
lamentation  over  him." 

His  precious  dust  n  deposited  m 
the  vault  under  the  Kew  B,oad  Cha- 
pel,  where  it  reposes  ii^  ]|Ope  liy  tbe 
side  of  that  of  his  late,  pastor^  ]^. 
Hinton,  and  of  two  cf  hia  br^tbrfn 
in  office,  one  of  whombat)  preoed^, 
and  the  other  has  fottow^  him  to 
glory. 

On  the  next  Lord's  ^day  evening, 
Mr.  Copley  preached  a  feneral  dis- 
course to  one  of  thejai^est  dobgre- 
gations  ever  convened  in  that  cha- 
pel. The  pews,  the  ai&les«  the 
vestries,  were  crowded,  to  excess, 
and  hundreds  went  away,,  not  being 
able  to  find  admission.  The  subject 
of  discourse  was,  the  character  and 
reward  of  the  good  soldier  pi  Jesus 
Christ : — '*  Be  thou  faithful  unto 
death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  erowa 
of  life."     Rev.  if.  10.

fiOveFS  of  Christy  loveis  of  hos- 
pitality, loitrers  of  the  brethren,  give 
kind  entertainment  to  my  tongue 
this  day;  and  unfolding  your  ears  as 
gates,  by  them  give  entrance  to  my 
/discourse,  and  receive  from  me  the 
preaching  of  salvation  cono^ning 
•the  overwhelming  (x«rftjW^fo^()  of 
ii^rist  in  the  river  Jordan ;  that  so 
^eat  a  Master,  to  us  S9  condesoend- 
ing,  ye  may  more  efflmestly  desire. 
;Foi^  though  the  celebilation  of  our 
Saviours  ttivent  is  now  pa«t,  yet  the

he  had  known  and  wor^Mpp^ed, 
from  his  in£ancy-<~]aiowing  4l}is  tp 
be  the  very  person  for  the  3ake  of 
whom  he  had  leaped  while  in  tht^ 
womb,  surpassix^  the  bouada  of  na- 
Aur^e-^he  drew  his  right-hand  withifi 
.the  foldings  of  his  mantle, and. hum- 
bly bowing  hid  head  «as  a  servant 
that  revered  iiia  master,  he  addressed 
J^us  In  ibese  words : 

I-hage  need  io.be  haptmd.  qf  thfie 
and  <iomeit  thm*  tmio  me?  What 
doest  thou>  Lord  ?  Why  chao@»ft 
thou  the  order  oi  things }  Why  wiih 
the  servants  seekest  thou  Srom  jA 
servant  things  which  pertain  to  ser- 
vants }  Why  wouldest.  thou  recdne 
what  thou  neeffest  ni»t  I  Why  bur- 
denest  thou  me  thy  servant  with 
this  vast  condescension^  I  have 
need  to  be  baptized  by  thee  but  thou 
hast  )io  need  to  be  baptized  by  me. 
The  less  is  blessed  by  the  greater 
but  the  greater  is  not  sanctified  by 
iheless.>  The  candle  is  outshone 
hy  the  suabu^  the  sun  is  not  itiu- 
minaLed  >by  the  dim  t^£r»  The 
day  is  fashioned  by  th^  potter  but 
tiie  potter  isjsot  formed  by  the^clay. 
The  /^.eatare  is  jrenewed  by  .the 
creator  but  the  creator  is  ;a^  ri^ified 
by  the  creatfire*  The ; .  patient  is 
healed  by  the  physiqiai^Wtth^  phy- 
sician is  not  direeted  by  the  pati^t. 
The  indigent  borraws  of  theiiv«aUby 
bpt  the  wea^hy  r^eives  £Q(^,<ilms 
from  the  indigent*.  I  am  .not  igno- 
rant who  thou  art>.an4  ir<UB  whence 
thou  hast  sbjO«e  forth,  ;  Though 
thou  hast  been  born  for  my  sake  .yet 
I  deny  not  the  greatness  tpf  thy 
Deity.  Though  thou  hast  ^  far 
condescended,  as  to  be  near  me  in 
iht  body,  aiid  in  tbys^  bear^st  my 
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whole  natoK  tiut  ihoa  nayesl  Mve 
the  whole  man^  yet  I  do  not  over- 
look the  acknowledged  Godhead  on 
account  of  the  visible  body.  Though 
for  my  salvatioti  thov  hast  put  on 
the  garb  of  fleshy  do  I  not  perceive 
thee  clothed  with  light  as  with  a 
garment  >  Though  thou  bearest  kin- 
dred flesh  and  art  shewti  to  men  in 
a  visible  form,  is  the  splendour  of  thy 
'shining  Deity  hidden  from  me? 
Though  1  behold  thee  in  my  own 
form,  dp  I  forget  thy  divine  invisi- 
ble and  incomprehensible  existence  ? 
1  know  thee,  Lord^  distinctly;  I 
know  tliee  having  been  taught  of 
thee.  I  saw  thee  spiritually  before 
I  saw  this  perceptible  light.  If, 
therefore,  prior  to  my  burth,  I  fore- 
told thy  coming^,  should  I,  after  my 
birth,  be  ignorant  of  thy  presence  ? 
U,  then,  I  taught  thy  presence,  shall 
I  act  the  infant  now  being  arrived 
at  mature  knowledge?  I  cannot 
but  revere  thee  who  art  worshipped 
by  the  whole  creation,  I  cannot 
but  proclaim  thee  whom  the  heaven 
shewed  by  a  star — and  the  earth 
glorified  by  the  magi — and  the  re* 
joicing  choirs  of  angels  celebrated 
from  heaven  —  and  the  shepherds 
watching  in  the  field  praised  as  the 
chief  Shepherd  of  the  spiritual  flock. 
When  thou  art  present  I  cannot  be 
silent-«*for  I  am  a  voice,  the  voice 
of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
"  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord.** 
I  am  a  man  only — a  partaker  o^ 
grace  divme«-thou  art  God  and  roan,i 
the  wondrous  person  bom  full  of 
grace.'  I  have  need  to  be  baptized 
of  thee  and  coraest  thou  unto  me  ? 
Thout— being  in  the  begitming,  and 
being  with  God — and  being  God  ! 
Tnou — *he  brightness  of  the  Fa- 
ther's glory  !  Thou — the  perfect  re- 
sembl^Q  of  the  perfect  Father ! 
Thou — the  true  light  that  enlight- 
ei^eth  every  man  that  cometh  into 
the  world!  Taou — that  being  in 
the  world  earnest  Drhere  thou  wast  1 
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Tai>u-*-(hitt  being  made  fleah  art  not 
changed  into  flesh  I  Thou — ihat  hav- 
ing tabernacled  among  ns  hast  ap- 
peared to  thy  servants  in  a  servant's 
xorm  !  Thou — that  with  thy  sacred 
body  hast,  as  with  a  .wonderful 
bridge,  joined  heaven  and  earth! 
Comest  THOU  tp  xne  ?  One  so  great 
unto  one  so  mean  !  The  King  to  the 
herald?  The  Lord  to  the  servant? 
But  if  thou  art  not  ashamed  in  the

lowly  degrees  of  thy  humanity,  I 
cannot  sustain  to  pass  the  measures 
of  my  own  nature.  I  know  the 
vast  disparity  between  the  earth  and 
its  Maker.  I  know  how  vast  the 
difference  between  the  clay  and  the 
fashioner.  I  know  how  much  su- 
perior thou — the  Sun  of  Righteous- 
ness, to  me  the  candle  of  thy  grace. 
And  if  thon  art  invested  with  the 
pure  cloud  of  the  body  still  I  ac- 
knowledge, I  confess,  thy  soyereignty 
-7-1  own  my  servitude  and  thy  inag- 
nificence.  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose 
the  latchet  of  thy  thoe,  and  how 
shall  I  dare  to  touch  ihy  hallowed 
head?  How  stretch  forth  my  .right- 
hand  upon  thee  who  extendest  the 
heaven  as  a  covering,  and  establishest 
the  earth  upon  the  waters'?  How 
strelxrh  forth  my  servile  fingers  upon 
thy  divine  head  ?  How  ihall  I  wash 
the  spotleis  and  the  sinless  >  How  il- 
luminate Ae  light?  What  prayer 
shall  I  offer  over  him  that  receiveth 
the  prayers  of  the  simple  ?  Others 
I  baptize  in  thy  name  that  they  may 
believe  in  thee  ihat  comest  with 
glory — of  whom  shall  I  make  men* 
tion  when  baptizing  thee  r  In  whose 
name  baptize  thee?^-that  of  the 
Father  ?  All  the  Father  thou  hast  in 
thyself  and  thou  art  all  in  the  Fa- 
ther. That  of  the  Son  ?  But  be- 
sides thee  is  no  other  Son  in  the 
nature  of  €rod.  In  that  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  ?  But  he  is  present  in  thee 
continually — one  existence— one  vrill 
—one  mind— one  power — one  ho- 
nour— and  with  thee  receiveth  wor- 
ship from  all.  Baptize  me  therefore, 
Lord^  if  it  please  thee — baptize  me 
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the  Baptist— retiew  Aic  whbtti  tlioi 
badt  caused  to  exist.  Extend  tliy 
mighty  right  hai^d,  'virhich'  he  hath 
biade  strotig  for  hftnself^  and  crowh 
my  head  with  thy  touch,  that  ron- 
ning  crowned  as  the  heraTd  of  thy 
kingdom,  1  may  publish  good  tid- 
ings to  sinners,  crying  unto  Ihem, 
"Behold,  the  Lamb  of  Qxi^  that 
taketh  awaV  the  sin  of  £he  world.**' 

'  iy  river  Jordan  1  rejoice"  With  me, 
dance  6x\iltingly,  arid  widdymdve 
ihy  waves  as  the  steps*  of  him  tfifet 
leapetti  for  ^Joy,  'for  thy  'Creator  is 
present' in 'the  body.  Once  thtth 
sawest'  Isfael  passing  through  thee, 
and  dividing  thewkters;  ihou  stood - 
est  awaitiilg  the  passage  6f  the 
people.  "Now  flow  abroad  Widely,-^ 
move  on'geht!y, — ^and  fold  ihyself 
found  the  spotli^s  limhs  of  Hito 
thkt  of  old  made  the  Jews  pass 
through,  'Ye  'mountains  and  hills, 
valleys  and  brooks,  seas  and  rivers, 
bless  the  Lord  (hat  htith  come  to  the 
river  Jordan,  -  for  through  these 
traters,  he"  seuds  purification  unto 
all  waters. 

Jestis  dn$weriffg  said'urtto^him,  Skf' 
ferii  to  be  sd^iiofw^fofthusifb^corfiM 
us  to  fuffil  alt  righteousness.  "8tifl&r 
now,^-graiit  it,  O  Baptist,  with 'si- 
lence, in  the  time  of  my  dispensation. 
Learn  to  make  my  wm  thine,  and  do 
not  curiously  scrutinize  what  I  deter- 
mine. Suffer  n6w;-^db  not  yet  pdb- 
tfsh  niy  Deity,— nor  yet  put  the 
trumpet  to  thy  lips  to  .proclaim  itny 
kingdom,  lest  the  tyrant  (Heroid) 
hearing,  khbuld  accelerate  his  counsel 
asainst  me.  Siiflfer  the  devil,  •  as  it 
must  come  to  pass,  to  approach  and 
attack  me,  and  receive  the  timely 
stroke.  Suffer  me  to  fulfil *the- pur- 
pose fof  which  I  came  upon  earth. 
A  solemn  ordinance  must  this  day  be 
performed  in  Jordan.  The  myste- 
ries belong  to  myself  and  to  mine, 
^Tiis  mystery  is  not  intended  for  my 
own  necessity,  but  [for]  calling  to 
mhid  the  healing  of  the  wourided.

■deuce,**  in  five  cbapten.  *'She  had  in- 
tended, during^  her  last  illness,  to  have 
Nviied  it  for  publication.  But  increasing 
weakness,  and  the  OTerwbelming  impres- 
sion of  the  near  prospect  of  eternity  com- 
pelled her  to  reUoqaisb  her  design." 

She  was  still  more  eminent  in  Christian 
knowledge  and  in  conformity  to  the 
blessed  Redeemer,  of  which  there  is 
abundant  evidence  in  this  Tolume.  The 
Editor  expatiates  <^elightfully  on  her  com- 
passion for  the  unconverted— her  love  to 
her  Saviour*— her  love  to  the  whole  word 
of  God— her  love  tathe  brethren,,  and  to 
the  ordinances  of  Christ. 

The  situation  of  her  cousin  reminds  us 
that  theie  is  a  large  and  interesting  class 
of  young  females,  of  cnltirated  mmds, 
who  are  employed  as  govemeises  in  private 
families^  and  many  also  in  large  semi- 
naries as  teachers.  Few  books,  among 
those  we  have  met  with,  could  be  more 
appropriately  put  into  their  hands  than 
that  which  we  have  here  briefly  noticed.

MRS.  ANN  MOORE,  ILFORD. 

TV1R8.  Ann  Moore  died  at  Ilfiwd  in  Essex, 
August  25, 1832,  aged  about 78  years.  It 
appears  by  some  papers  found  after  ber 
decease,  that  ber  parents  were  Roman  Ca- 
tbolics  at  Lynn,  in  Norfolk  3  tbat  for  more 
than  thirty  years  sbe  was  a  stranger  to  re- 
ligion, and  was  devoted  to  tbe  amusements 
and  vanities  of  tbe  world ;  tbat  wben  it 
pleased  God  to  cbange  ber  beart  sbe  en- 
dured considerable  opposition  from  two 
.  fond  brotbers,  but  tbrougb  grace  was  en- 
abled to  persevere  and  prevail.  In  tbe 
year  1800  sbe  was  baptized  at  Eagle  Street, 
and  joined  tbat  cburcb,  of  wbich  Mr. 
Smitb  was  then  pastor.  On  bis  decease 
she  removed  ber  communion  to  Keppel 
Street,  where  her  membership  continued 
till  deatb.  Tbe  last  twelve  or  fourteen 
years  of  ber  life  were  spent  cbiefly  at 
llford,  where  sbe  enjoyed  occasional  com- 
muniont  and  was  much  attached  to  the 
ministry  and  to  several  of  the  members  of 
tbe  cburcb.  On  tbe  Lord^s  day  previous 
to  her  death,  she  attended  public  worship 
three  times,  and  a  prayer  meeting  on  the 
Monday  evening.  On  the  Friday,  bearing 
sbe  was  unwell,  I  called  to  see  ber,  and 
instantly  perceived  that  deatb  was  near. 
In  reply  to  my  inquiries,  sbe  said,  <<  I  am 
almost   well — almost    home— 'flesh   and 


beart  are  failing  \  it  is  needful  tbey  sbouldy 
they  are  not  fit  for  heaven.  Thank  the 
Lord  I  am  not  now  asking, for  tbe  first 
time,  *  What  must  I  do  tobesaved,*  tbat  bas 
been  settled  long  ago.^*  Sbe  requested  me 
to  write  a  few  lines  for  ber  to  ber  daugh- 
ter, saying,  ^  My  band  refuses  to  bold  tbe 
pen."  On  my  making  a  f^w  observatioot 
upon  some  of  tbe  first  wrses  of  John  sir. 
and  praying  with  her,  sbe  said,  ^  Tbaak 
you  —  'tis  very  refreshing.**  On  ttiy 
proposing  to  go  and  fetch  ber  daughter, 
as  I  thought  ber  end  was  very  near,  sbe 
said,  <*  1 1  it  unnecessary ;  if  yovt  write'  she 
will  eome  to  morrow ;  every  thing  k 
settled :  if  I  den*t  see  here  ber  I  shall  see 
her  in  heaven  .**  Without  delay,  however^  I 
fetched  ber  daughter  (tbe  wife  of  tbe  Rev* 
Wm.  Ragsdell,  now  of  Brentford),  who 
had  the  mournful  gratification  of  witness- 
ing the  last  peaceful  moments  of  ber  be- 
loved mother  early  on  the  Saturday  morn- 
ing. Her  deatb  was  improvjed  according  to- 
ber  desire,  from  Ezek.  xvi.  8.  A  text 
which  was  blessed  to  ber  conversion  be- 
tween forty  and  fifty  years  ago.  Thus  the 
promise  made  to  Abraham  has  been  ful- 
filled to  her,  as  well  as  to  many  other  old 
disciples,  <*  Thou  shall  go  to  thy  fathers 
in  peace,  thou  shalt  be  buried  in  a  goed 
old  age.'*

cious  life  for  me  that  I  might  he  delivered 
from  si*  and  dsstructian,  and  not  for  me 
only,  but  for  the  whole  world,  that  whosoever 
bdieveth  in  him  should  not  perish  but  have 
everlasting  life**  The  old  brahmtia  having 
fassrd  him  qaietly,  laid,  '  Well,  as  you  are  de- 
teroained  to  make  a  public  profession  of 
Chrietiaiuty,  you  will  be  deprived  of  your 
inheritance,  and  also  the  pension  you  are 
aUowed  by  the  Rajah  of  Chiturcot.*  To 
which  he  replied,  *  What  will  it  profit  me  if 
I  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  my  own 
soul  f*  After  this  the  old  brahmun  requested 
me  to  persuade  his  son-in-law  to  return 
home*  I  said,  *  If  he  is  willing  to  go  with 
yott,  you  may  take  him,  I  have  no  power  to 
restrain  him.'  The  old  man  then  said,  f  Oh 
Sir !  I  know  not  what  you  have  done  to  hira^ 
.  for  all  my  entreaties  are  in  vain.'  Aliber  this 
the  old  brahmtm  made  his  salam  and  went 
away." 


Letter  from  Dr.  Carey  to  Mr,  Hope, 

Serampore,  March  S,  1832. 

'<  Mr  DxAH  Sir, 

Many  thanks  to  you  for  all  the  letters  you 
have  so  kindly  favoured  me  with.  I  believe 
the  last,  by  the  Princess  Charlotte,  was  dated 
August  16th.  The  bills  on  Cockerell  and 
Co.  which  were  enclosed,  will  be  acknow- 
ledged by  Mr.  John  Marshman  or  brother 
Mack.  For  these  supplies  I  trust  wc  are 
truly  thankful  to  God,  and  to  our  friends 
whom  he  has  stirred  up  to  contribute  towards 
carrying  forward  his  work  in  this  country. 
On  receiving  the  order  for  the  last  sum,  we 
had  a  meetings  and  after  prayer  to  God>  chose 
brother  Robinson,  who  was  then  at  Seram- 
pore, as  a  member  of  the  committee  to  man - 
ftge  the  affairs  of  the  mission  as  connected 
with  us.  This  step  has  given  me  much  plea- 
sure, and  will,  I  hope,  tend  to  increase  the 
confidence  of  our  friends  in  England  in  our 
management. 

"  I'hrough  great  mercy  my  health  is  now 
perfectly  restored,  and  I  am  considerably 
better  than  I  was  through  the  past  year ;  I 
have  resumed  my  customary  avocations,  and 
hope  I  may  be  enabled  to  continue  the  labours 
Iq  which  I  Am  engaged.     We  had  lately  seve- 


ral persons  joined  to  the  tthurch  by  baptism, 
and  have  now  one  proposed  to  the  ehurch,  a 
granddaughter  of  our  long-tried  brother 
Gordon,  a  deacon  of  the  church.  The  re- 
ports from  the  different  churches  in  the  coun- 
try are,  on  the  whole,  encouraging.  A  young 
man  (Mr.  Paul)  who  had  been  at  Seram- 
pore for  several  months,  was  sent  to  Dacca, 
to  assist  brother  Leonard  ;  and  Mr.  Parry  is 
now  in  Jessore  to  fill  the  post  vacated  by  tihtt 
death  of  brother  Buckingham.  Mr.  William- 
son could  not  find  his  mind  easy  to  leave 
Beerbhoom  unsupplied,  and  therefore  returned 
to  that  station,  from  whence  we  have  heard 
of  his  safe  arrival.  Our  hope  of  success  it 
founded  upon  the  power  and  faithfulness  of 
God  ;  and  the  atoning  sacrifice  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  ground  of  our  expectation, 
that  all  that  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  shall  be  amply  accomplished,  for  all 
the  promises  are  in  »him,  yea,  and  in  hini 
Amen. 

"  I  have  anxiously  desired  to  finish  the 
new  edition  of  the  Bengalee  Scriptures  before 
my  death.  There  is  now  a  considerable 
hope  that  this  favour  may  be  granted;  a 
proof  sheet  now  lying  by  me  brings  it  to 
2  Cor.xii.  15,  and  another  since  brought 
carries  it  to  Ephes.  iii.  17.  I  thereforo 
like  Paul,  when  he  saw  thebrethren  from 
Rome,  seeing  it  brought  thus  far  through 
the  preas,  thank  God  and  take  courage.'*

relation  to  this  important  subject  !•— ^c  first 
is  taken  from  a  journal  which  is  universally 
regarded  as  a  sort  of  political  barometer — a 
correct  indication  of  the  national  feeling.

The  existing  establishment  of  the  Church 
of  England  is  now  in  serious  peril,  and  that 
peril  becomes  every  hour  more  imminent,  it 
was  all  very  well  so  long  as  the  question  of 
tithes  and  church  rates  appeared  to  haw 
stirred  up  agitation  in  Ireland  only.  The 
Irish  Protestant  church  has  for  centuries 
formed  part  and  parcel  of  the  great  fabric  of 
English  Government,  and  as  a  prominent 
member  of  those  institutions,  to  the  aggre- 
gate of  %\  hich  the  native  Irish  people  hove 
all  along  imputed  the  mass  of  their  manifold 
sufferingHy  the    Chutvh,    unknown  to  the 
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Catholic  inhabitants  but  by  itsimposta,  hu 
never  ceased  to  be  beld  in  abomination. 

Tbe  Established  Church  of  Ireland,  there- 
fore, being  objected  to,  specifically,  because  of 
its  affording  to  those  who  maintained  it  no 
countervailing  benefit,  inasmuch  as  the 
Catholics  were  forced  to  subsist  their  own 
ministering  clergy  as  well  as  the  clergy  of  the 
Protestant  state,  who  never  troubled  them- 
selves at  all  about  the  pastoral  office  but  at 
shearing  time ;  this  church,  we  say,  might 
be  attacked  and  overturned  upon  principles 
not  involving,  in  the  eyes  of  an  ordinary  ob- 
server, the  stability  of  the  Established  Church 
of  England.  The  Irish  Catholics,  constitut- 
ing 4-5ths  of  the  nation,  might  well  remon- 
strate with  the  legislature  upon  the  hai'sh- 
ness  ef  loading  them  with  the  support  of  a 
Protestant  church  establishment,  vast  enough 
in  jfirame  and  machinery  to  serve  the  whole 
kingdom,  had  it  been  of  a  single  faith ;  and 
still  the  opposition  to  such  a  church  implied, 
seemingly,  no  rottenness  in  the  foundations  of 
that  of  England,  where*  it  was  said,  the  bulk 
of  the  people,  being  Protestmt,  could  urge 
no  complaint  against  a  homogeneous 
hierarchy.  But  it  has  not  so  turned  out. 
The  English  people  may  be  Protestant,  but 
a  very  lai^e  portion  are  not  Protestants  of 
the  Church  cf  England,  and  by  those  who 
dissent  from  her  doctrines,  and  have  aban- 
doned her  rites,  the  Irish  Catbolic  argument 
begins  now  to  be  generally  adopted,  viz.,  that 
the  Protestant  congregations  of  the  Establish- 
ed Church  ought  to  support  that  church 
from  their  own  resources  exclusively ;  those 
who  partake  of  the  benefit,  and  they  alone, 
being  rightfully  chargeable  with  the  burden : 
therefore,  that  Protestants,  in  a  state  of  dissent, 
liave  a  title  to  be  discharged  from  all  rates 
and  contributions  for  the  support  of  the 
church,  heretofore  levied  on  them  and  on 
established  churchmen  indiscriminately. 
This  sentiment  spreads  through  the  country 
vitb  fearful  apeed,  and  tends,  by  no  indirect 
or  circuitous  operation,  to  the  overthrow  of  a 
uniform  church  establishment.  That  church 
rates  are  prescribed  by  ^aw  is  certain;  so 
were  the  Catholic  disabilities ;  and  so  were 
the  rotten  boroughs.  It  will  therefore  be  a 
question  of  high  state  policy  with  the  Go- 
vernment, whether  to  .press  the  enforcement 
of  the  law  in  this  case  upon  a  determined 
people,  at  the  risk  of  their  inveterate  resist- 
ance, or  to  make  a  timely  and  substantial 
eoncession  to  the  public  voice,  and  lay  the 
charge  of  supporting  the  current  church  ex- 
penses on  the  shoulders  of  those  who  con- 
tinue to  be  members  of  the  establishment. 
The  meeting  which  took  place  the  oth  er  day 
at  Birmingham,  where  chnrcb-rateS)  not 
amounting  to  more  than  900!.,  were  poai- 


tivtly  refitsed  b]E  the  parodiisi  repMieata- 
tives  of  100,000  people,  and  in  ^bt  te^  of 
an  undisputed  statement,  that  tbere  were  not 
funds  in  hand  to  meet  the  expenses  of  more 
than  a  single  week;  there  is  nothing  satiscfao- 
tory  in  such  an  occurrence ;  there  is  mudi  to 
inspire  uneasiness.  It  helps,  with  other 
facts  well  known,  to  enforce  the  necessity  of 
instantaneous  measures,  at  the  very  first  mo- 
ment after  Parliament  meets,  to  settle,  on 
just  principles,  the  affiiirs  of  the  Church  in 
both  divisions  of  the  kingdom,  on  pain  of 
seeing  its  most  important  interests  thrown 
into  the  hands  of  those  who  will  treat  ttem 
the  reverse  of  tenderly,  or  sacrificed  amidst 
uproar  and  confusion.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  prevalence  of  corrupt  patronage 
throughout  the  whole  of  our  ecclesiastical 
system,  the  subserviency  of  bishops  to  mi- 
nisters and  patrons,  and  the  political  cfaano- 
ter  thence  imparted  to  the  whole  institution, 
must  be  regarded  as  the  main  and  Kvmg 
source  of  that '  strong  current  of  aniraonty 
with  which  most  church  offences  have  been 
contemplated.  It  is  not  merely  the  reason  of 
the  country  which  rejects  what  is  indcfousi- 
ble  in  the  groundwork  of  the  system,  but  its 
indignation,  which  is  justiy  roused  at  the 
viteness  of  the  ends,  and  of  many  of  the  par- 
ties for  whose  sake  these  abstract  vices  in  the 
ecclesiastical  constitution  have  been  cherished. 
It  will  be  Wrested  out  of  their  guidance,  if 
Government  and  the  legislature  do  not 
grapple  with  this  grave  subject  at  once.  The 
connexion  of  Church  and  State,  instead  of  a 
maxim  of  policy,  has  already  become  a  popu- 
lar by-word.

They  think  that  the  surest  mode  of  fttfi««'*"g 
this  end  is  some  prompt  and  holy  effort,  un- 
der the  Divine  blessing,  to  ■  reform  existing 
ecclesiastical  abuses ;  and  they  ^desire  to 
such  effort  conducted  by  persons  who  are 
flueooed  by  reiigious  rather  than  by  political 
considerations. 

**  The  Provisional  Committee  earnestly  so- 
licit any  observations  or  suggestions  which 
you  may  be  pleased-  to-eoUMQUAieatef  and 
will  be  gratified  by  your  becoming  a

'*  The  Proviaional  Committee  of  the 
Church  Reformation  Society,  in  pursuance 
of  resolutions  passed  at  a  meeting  held  at 
Exeter^  hall,  on  the  6th  of  September,  183)^, 
submit  for  consideration  the  following  sum- 
mai-y  of  the  principles  of  the  Society,  and  the 
objects  it  has  in  view. 

"It  recognises  as  essential  principles  of 
its  constitution,  the  firmest  attachment  to,' 
•and  maintenanqe  of,  the  articles,  doctrines, 
and  liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England ;  the 
-inviolability  of  the  national  Church  as  by 
law  established ;  the  inalienable  nature  of 
church  property  from  ecclesiastical  purposes  ; 
•the  integrity  of  all  vested  rights  therein ;  and 
the  support  of  the  episcopal  order  as  of 
scriptural  and  apostolical  institution. 

"  Convinced  that  a  strong  and  general  de- 
sire exists  in  the  country  ibr  a  reform  in  the 

.  administration  of  the  Church,  and  fearfal 
lest  that  desire  should  manifest  itself  in  a 
manner  injurious  to  the  cause  of  religion,  this 
Society  will  be  careful  to  prevent  its  proceed* 
ings  from  assuming  a  political  character,  and 
will  seek  to  place  any  measure  of  reformation 
which  it  may  propose,  upon  a  purely  scrip- 
tural and  religious  foundation. 

"As  it  considers  that  the  bishops  and 
clergy  should  be  themselves  instrumental  in 
preparing  such  measures  as  shall  be  brought 
before  the  legislature,  the  Society  will,  in  the 
£rst  instance,  in  order  more  effectually  to  ad- 

'  vance  its  objects,  recommend  the  presentation 
of  petitiona  to  his  Majesty  and  both  Houses 
of  Parliament  for  such  enactments  as  may 
render  the  convocation  an  efficient  ecclesias- 
tical synod,  affording  a  full  and  fair  represen- 
tation of  the  clergy.

groundlessly  entertained. 

"  1 5.  To  promote  petitions  to  his  Majesty 
and  both  Houses  of  Parliament ;  and  memo- 
rials to  the  archbishops  and  bishops, '  as' to 
the  various  measures  necessary  for  the  \i«slfare 
of  the  church.^*

«  Sir, — A  good  deal  of  attention  has  been 

excited  lately  by  a  letter  which  ^rst  Mppeai^ed 
in  the  Bucks  GazHte^  on  the  question^  of 
compelling  Dissenters  to  support  the  Estab- 
lished Church.  I  ^m  glad  that  the  5iub|pct 
has  just  now  been  broached,  although  ;|he 
course  recommended  by  "  Fides,"  the  wriij«r 
of  that  letter,  does  not  seem  to  me  the  .wji»>st 
which  tlie  Dissenters  could  adopt.  If  t|ey 
can  accomplish  their  object  without  setting 
the  law  at  defiance,  and  without  exciting  ^all 
that  ill  blood  which  now,  from  the  sante 
cause,  exists  in  Ireland,  it  would  surely  pae 
wise  to  avoid  doing  so.  The  Dissenters  and 
the  Indiffereutists,  who  would  readily  ipin 
the  Dissenters^  form,  there. ea^'  be  no  doi;)»t, 
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this  country ;  wha^  thAn*  is  to  prevent  d»em> 
i£  thejr  act  with  leal  and  prudence,  from 
■ending  to  the  next  parliament  men  vho» 
in  additi<m  to  other  recommendations,  are 
eminent  for  their  lore  of  religioui  liberty,  and 
who  would  be  zealous  in  their  exertions  to 
relieve  all  who  are  not  churchmen  from  the 
degradation  of  supporting  a  religious  estab* 
lishment  from  which  they  derive  no  benefit, 
and  which  they  think  it  their  duty  heartily 
to  oppose  ?  Mind,  in  recommending  such  a 
eourse  to  Dissenters,  I  do  not  think  that 
everything  ehe  should  be  sacrificed  to  this 
one  object,  and  that  they  should  select  men 
whose  only  claim  to  support  is  an  acknow- 
ledgement of  the  principle  for  which  they 
and  their  fatheis  have  always  contended  ;  but 
I  do  think,  if  they  have  any  regard  for  con- 
sistency, and  are  really  attached  to  the  doc- 
trines they  profess,  it  is  a  duty  they  owe  to 
themselves  and  to  their  children,  not  to  neg- 
lect an  opportunity  of  getting  rid  of  what 
they  must  fael  to  be  a  gross  injustice,  and 
which,  let  it  be  remembered,  tbey  have  al- 
ways declared  to  be  most  injurious  to  the  in^ 
terssta  of  real  religion.  I,  for  one,  wish  my 
faith  .to  be  supported  by  those  only  who  con- 
scientiously approve  of  it.  If  it  cannot  find 
such  support,  I  aay  honestly,  let  it  become 
extinct.  Am  I  unreasonable  in  asking  my 
follow  professor  to  yield  me  the  same  mea- 
sure of  justice,  and  not  compel  me  to  assist  in 
supporting  his  faith  ?  And  if  he  is  not  dis« 
posed  to  grant  my  request,  am  I  not  justified 
in  using  my  best  endeavours,  fairly  and  con- 
atitutionally,  to  be  relieved  from  so  humiliat- 
ing a^  burden?  I  ask  for  no  exclusive 
privileges  ;  I  wish  only,  as  regarda  civil  and 
regions  freedom,  to  be  pbeed  on  a  footing 
of  equality  with  all  my  fiellow-countrymea. 
More  than  this  I  neither  ask  nor  desire ; 
with  le£s  than  this,  as  a  man  and  au 
Eo^ishipan,  I  cannot  and  ought  not  to  be 
sfiti«fied.

IIL  That,  therefore,  whibt  they  admire 
the  patience  with  which  their  forefathers 
endured  those  disadvantages  which  etiU  r»> 
main  on  the  Dissenters,  yet  they  are  com- 
pelled to  declare  that  those  disadvantages 
are  unjust ;  since  God  has  ordained  that  re* 
ligion  should  be  free. 

IV.  That  they,  therefore,  feel  it  a  natter 
of  injustice  to  be  compelled  by  law  to  support 
a  religion  from  which  they  oonscieationsly 
dissent,  convinced  as  they  are  that  the  ex- 
pense attending  the  support  of  Christian 
ministers,  the  celebration  of  Christian  wor- 
ship, and  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom  should  not  be  compulsory  but  free^ 
and  that  the  most  honourable  mainteDancs 
any  man  can  enjoy,  is  that  of  the  Christian 
minister,  when,  like  his  Saviour,  he  derives 
it  from  the  spontaneous,  liberal,  and  affec- 
tionate contributions  of  those  who  leceivs 
spiritual  advantage  from  his  instructions. 

V.  That  the  employment  of  religion  as  an 
instrument  for  purposes  of  political  govern- 
ment, and  the  employment  of  political  foros 
in  the  support  of  religion,  are  alike  unjust  ts 
the  people,  and  derogatory  from  the  dignity 
and  worth  of  religion  itself.

*''  Tlie  committee  of  tliis  Ifistitution  ag^ain 
efitteat  the  devout  regard  of  their  Christian 
friends  to  the  home  department  of  the  mis- 
aionary  field  at  the  present  time.  Not  only 
are  the  'fields  white  and  ready/  but  the 
state  of  public  feeling  is  eager  and  restless, 
*  fast  ripening  for  good  or  for  evil;'  and  re- 
quiring the  minister  to  be  at  his  post,  and  in 
a  state  of  constant  preparation.  Whilst  there 
is  reason  to  hope  that  some  public  measures 
will  lead  to  results  most  favourable  to  the 
liberty,  purity,  and  usefulness  of  future  gene- 
rations ;  there  is  also  reason  to  apprehend 
that  political  agitations  will  operate  against 
the  immediate  spread  and  growth  of  piety. 
With  these  feelings,  the  officers  of  this  so- 
ciety earnestly  intreat  the  agents  under  their 
direction  to  abstain  as  mach  as  possible  from 
ail  prominence  in  the  approaching  election  of 
menibers  of  parliament.  Without  interfering 
with  the  rights  of  any  man's  conscience,  or 
presttmhig  to  dictate  the  course  which  stated 
pastors  ought  to  pursue  among  the  people  of 
their  charge,  this  committee  would  feel  want-

On  Tuesday  11th,  and  Sunday  16th,  of 
September,  a  new  Baptist  Chapel  was  opened 
at'lSastfield-side,  in  the  Parish  of  Sutton 
Ift  Asfafield,  by  the  Rev.  Messirs.  J.  Ed- 
*w&rd#,  of  Nottingham,  and  W.  Hawkins 
tjf  Derby.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Weaver  and 
Ftibter  (hideps.  of  Mansfield),  and  the  Rev. 
T.  Roome  (Indep.  of  Sutton),  conducted 
"  the  devotional  services,  and,  in  other  respects, 
liave  kindly  assisted  in  the  establishment  of 
this  entirely  new  interest. 

It  may  be    gratifying  to   the  friends  of 
Home  Missionary  exertions  to  state,  that  the 
erection  of  tiie  Eastfield  chapel  has  (H'iginated 
ijokly  frbm  the  mere  casual  efforts  of  out- 
door  preaching  J  since  the  close  of  the  summer, 
1631  ; — that  the  prospects  of  usefulness  are 
exe<^ding1y  encouraging ; — that  a   Sabbath 
School,    now    containing   upwards  of   170 
chihiren,  has  been  formed,  and  that  additions 
are  every  Sabbath  making  to   the   number 
already  admitted.     The  population  of  East- 
•  -  field  is  estimated  at  about  six  hundred,   and 
contiguous  to  this,  is  another  village  con-

from  the  fact,   that,  in  addition^  to  the  aid 
aiEiirded  by  the  free  nse  of  their  teams  in 
carrying  materials  to  the  building,  they  have

Httle  foreign  help)  upwards  of  one  third  of 
the     total     expenditure.     The     chapel     at 
Eastfield  has  been  built  on  ground  belonging 
to  the  church  at  Sutton  ;  and  the  congrega- 
fhM,   &e.   having  been  collected  chiefly  by 
.^'exertions  of  the  Rev.   C.  Nott  (the.Sut- 
'  toA-  Minister),  the  new  place   will  be  con-

amidst  many  discouragements  arising  from 
their  poverty  they  have  erected  a  plain  sub- 
stantial building,  without  pews  ;  their  p^tor 
has  been  raised  up  among  themselves,  and 
labours  with  a  veiy  small  income.  Their 
former  place  of  worship  was  only  an  en- 
closed shed,  and  was '  much  too  small,  a^d 
they  were  thus  compelled  to  incur  a  debt, 
for  the  liquidation  of  which  they  must  short- 
ly appeal  to  the  religious  public. 


LEAMINGTON  ANNIVXRSAUV. 

The  first  anniversary  of  the  Baptist  chapel, 
Leamington  Spa,  was  held  on  Lord's  day, 
October  28,  when  three  sermons  were 
preached  by  the  Rev.  £.  Steane,  of  Cam- 
berwell.  Both  the  attendance  and  the  col- 
lections were  very  encouragmg-  The  in- 
crease of  the  congregation  and  church  assem- 
bling in  this  Chapel,  furnishes  satisfactory 
assurances  of  the  Divine  blessing  upon  their 
peaceful  and  united  efforts.  They  anticipate, 
with  earnestness,  the  enlargt^ment  of/i^he 
building  ;  but  in  order  to  realize  this  object 
an  appeal  must  be  made  to  Christian  libertd- 
ity.

may  yet  be  done.  God  blesses  those  means

Frequently  when  I  go  out  hito  the  country  f 
preach  twice  on  the  same  journey,  at  two 
different  places ;  ^(lis  fo  dbne  to  save  expense 
aa  wdl  as  to  economixe  tie  tiniei  Journeys 
here  cannot  be  takeaaa  in  England :  without 
a  covered  conveyance  iuothe  mnidle./Qf  the 
defy  tiie  heat  of  ttav^ngtweuU  soon  lay  ihe 
stnmgest  Englishman  on  (he  bed  6f  deknessk 
and  some  of  the  tolls  we  are  to  pass  are 
charged  very  hi|;h,  so  that  we  are  obliged  U^ 
do  the  roost  work  we  can  in  a  given  proper* 
timi  oi  time.        *         -  < 

In  villiige- excuraiona  the  distnbntion  9i 
religious  Itracti  forms  an  impOBtant  jiert  of 
our  kbomrs.  Wi^  these  I  have  been  libe- 
Wfiiy  mipplied  both  1^  the  Colombo  Be- 
Ugioue  t^mcl  .fiocietyi  asweU  as  by  the 
(^roh  Miadonarksr  at  Gotta.  Some  thou^ 
sands  of  these  important  amoHasies  of  mis*» 
sionapy  labour  I  have  put  into  eireidatioasii^ee 
I  have  been  in  this  country.  In  me  of  our 
village  exoursions  during  the  month,  we  met 
a  priest-^I  mean  aBoodhistpsiestx  one  tmot 
being  presented. to  him  en  Boodfaism^  I  asked 
him  if  Boodha  knew  of  the  wership  and 
offerings  presented,  to  him?  He  conlbised  he 
did  not.  Then  i  inquired  of  him  how  he  oeuld 
encourage .  people  to  eome  and  worship  •  an 
image  which  coidd  pay  no  afctentiott  te  .him  ? 
He  sud  su<^  things  were  reqtnred  in  their 
sacred  books,!  and,  therefore,  thiey  attended  to 
them.  I  asked  of 'tim  vdiat  good  -  weuldiaccruc 
to  the  wemhippers  in  eonsequenee  of  such 
service?  He  ratted,  they  would  aogmetit 
their  kusal,  or  merit.  I  enquired,  siqee

if  mea  believed  as  tha  Boodhiat  believed* 
things  would  happen  to  them  accordingly, 
I  attempted  to  mention  the  folly  of  conclud- 
ing that  a  man*8  believing  a  lie,  could  make 
tKatKe  a  truth ;  e.  g.  if  a  Baa  took  a  quan- 
tity of  poison,  supposing  it  to  be  a  good  thing, 
wouM  it  not,  on  that  account,  kill  him  ?  He 
allowed  he  must  die,  notwithstanding  his  falw 
belief.  So  I  assured  him,  that  if  he  persist- 
ed in  idfdatry,  though  he  m^ht  eondudc  it 
was  harmleas,  it  wonld  be  followed  with  eter- 
nal woe.  '  I  then  beggedhim  to  bear  me  with 
attention,  and  preached  to  him  the  true  God, 
and  the  way  of  salvation  by  Christ.  I  told 
bkn  if  he  received  and  foHowed  what  I  deli- 
Tfered,  good  would  come  to  him  ;  if  not,  his 
blood  was  on  his  own  head,  I  had  delivered 
myaoal.  On  parting  with  him,  he  promised 
earefully  to  consider  these  thinge. 


JAMAICA. 

.  Since  pur  last  Number  was  pub* 
Inhed,  the  following  letter  has 
feached  us  from  Mr.  Kingdon,  car- 
rying forward  the  history  of  the  af- 
fair at  Savanna-la-Mar  up  to  the 
lOih  of  September,  the  day  on  which 
it  was  dated  at  Kingston. 

My  last  letter  informed  you  of  the  im- 
prisonment of  a  number  of  my  friends  and 
myself,  for  having,  as  was  alleged,  fired  upon 
a  party  assembM  to  attack  us,  &e.  It  was 
not  tUilait  Monday  that  we  were  liberated  on 
hail>  to  take  our  trial  at  the  Mont^fo  Bay 
assises,  which  will  commence  November  bth. 
On  the  88th  ult.  a  Mr.  Davies,  whom  the 
attorney-general  had  sent  down,  commenced 
an  examination  of  us  prisoners,  as  to  what 
we  knew  of  the  occurrence  on  the  8th  ult, 
with  the  view,  as  he  said,  to  the  attomey- 
generars  deciding  which  party  should  be 
prosecuted.  From  several  circumstances  we 
perceived  in  him  adiayniition  to  act  un6tirly ; 
he  put  questions  which  were  designed  to 
criminate  the  perMn  anKwering,  and  in  many 
cases  the  evidence  given  was  somewhat 
differently  stated  by  him*  in  writing.  Although 
he  did  examine  our  witnesses,  much  they 
had  to  %^y  he  suppressed,  and  threatened  s6me 
of  theih ;  but,  besides  aU  this,  he  did  not  ex- 
amine one  opponent,  though  he  had  promised 
to  do  so,  resting  satisfied  with  their  affidavits 
which  had  been  prepared  by  the  clerk  of  the 
peace,  our  enemy.  We  were  bailed,  it  is 
true ;  Messirs.  John  and  Aaron  Deleon  and  T, 
in  500f .   ourselves  respeetively,  and  5002.  In 


sfuttief,  and  our   odkeV  friencb  In  imaflct 
sums  :  so  that  after  aU  the  threats,  insuhi^ 
and  murderous  attacks  made  upon  ns,  and 
nearly    a    month's    imprisonment     (during 
which  we  were  exposed  to  the  tyranny  of  a 
jailor,  who  assisted  both  in  destroying  the 
chapel  and  Mr.  John  Deleon*s  hoiwe,  tod 
were    for    many    n%htB    expecting    to   be 
butchered  by  the  sanguinary  white  moh),  we 
are  held  forth  to  the  world  as  felons,  and  are 
to  be  tried  as  such.     Every  obstacle  was 
thrown  in  the  way  of  our  being  buled  ;  Dr. 
Distin  said  Mr.  Deleon,  sen.   should  not  ba3 
to  a  greater  amount  'than    10002.  in   all, 
though  he  could  have  done  so  to  ten  times 
that  sum.     As  the  mob  were  greatly  exas- 
perated at  our  libei^tion,  I  was  obl*ged  to 
ask  permission  to  remain  in  jail  tiU  a  means 
of  escaping  might  be  found  ;   but  my  kind 
friends,  the  Deleons  and  others,  said  I  should 
not  remain  there  alone,  lest  the  mob  should 
break  into  it  according  to  their  rotv,  and  so 
they  stayed  in  jail  Monday  night.      As  our 
kind  friends,  Messrs.  Lewin  and  Manderson, 
were  pursued  on  their  return  to  Montego 
Bay  from  visiting  us,  and  escaped  being  mur- 
dered by  going  an  unusual  way,  we  fonnd  h 
necessary  to  escape  by  water  if  passible  ;  so 
we' hired  a  canoe  to  take  us  to  Black  Kver, 
that  there  we  might  get  into  a  larger  Tessd 
if  we  found  one,  or  if  there  were  none,  to 
proceed  hither  by  the  canoe.     On  Tuesd^ 
morning,    the   4th    instant,    while    nearly 
twentv  of  bur  bitterest  enemies  were  at  tiie 
Court    House  to    answer    to  a  complaint 
against  them  by  a  Mr.  Case,  whom  th^  had 
assaulted,  we  made  our '  escape,  first,  to  a 
dwelling  house  from  jail,  and  next  to  the  sea 
shore,  having  heard  that   the    canoe    was 
ready.     As  we  proceeded  down  a  back  street . 
to  the  sea,  onr  faith  was  put  to  the  ttat,  on 
seeing  some  of  our  enemies,  on  observing  vSf 
run   away  towards  the  firont  street  as  if  to 
get  up  a  mob ;  and  as  we  went  oniiirtliir  vri 
were  insulted  by  some  eneml^,  Irat  not  ^ 
tacked.     When,  however,   we   rcachedf  the 
shore,  the  canoe  had  not  come  roond ;  and 
for  a  full  quarter  of  an  hour  were  we  detained 
there,  during  which  the  number  of  peofk 
were  increasing  abodt  ns,  and'  we  fufly  ex- 
pected that  the  posse  of  assailants  wcmld)  in 
being  conducted  to  jail,  discover  us,  and  kcak 
away  from  the  constables  and  take  revenge. 
But  our  gracious  Father  rescued  ns  on  Ais 
occasion ;  and  we  left,  with  deep  regret  for 
an  affectionate  and  sorrowful  flock,  Savamia-ls- 
Mar,  on  the  day  three  months  that  we  ar- 
rived.    Why  we  were  permitted  to  go  tbitfaer 
where  it  proved  vain  to  attempt  to  iroilc,  we 
know  not ;  and  yM  my  dear  wife  and  I  have 
experienced  so  mnch  of  the  goodness  of  God 
in  delivering  ns  from  onr  wieaigi,  aadt

fouling  om  lu»rt%  iix«t  we  are  thankfelan 
our  accoiiJBfc  we  wire  taken  thither  :  bat  it 
is  painful  to  think  of  having  occasioned  a  bit- 
terer persecution  against  the  female  membei's 
0f  the  churchy,  who  reside  at  Savaona*  la*Mar, 
4uid  the  poor  skives  on  the  estates,  and  for 
Jbaring  occasioned  our  friends  the  Deleons 
And  others  great  losses.  I  should  hope  that 
if  justice  be  not  dooe  here^  it  may  be  obtain* 
ed  at  home  ;  but  for  the  generous  exertions  of 
Mr.  John  Delepn  and  other  friends,  we 
mifst    have  sunk   under  an  impious  gang 

long  ago^ 

I  know  tot  but  that  some  persons  will 
censure  me  for  remaming  at  my  post  after 
my  lodgings  were  mobbed,  on  the  14th  July  $ 
but  I  might  assiure  them  it  would  have  been 
Ur  easier  to  flesh  and  blood  to  have  gone  away, 
than  to  abide  the  perpetual  menaces  of  a 
rabble  of  whites :  yet  ,it  was  our  trust  that 
^jMitack  might  be  prevented  by  my  friends' 
nteeting  on  pnblio  days,  as  on  the  evening  of 
the  I4th  July,  and  we  hoped  that  the  poor 
souls  might  again  have  the  gospel  preached 
Amongst  them,  and  to  have  left  them  would 
have  greatly  encouraged  the  enemy.  We 
|iave  abundance  of  testimony  that  the  attack 
was  commenced  on  us,  and  that,  also,  the 
other  party  ired  on  us ;  there  were,  I  believe, 
two  or  tha'cc  shots  returned  by  some  one  af- 
ter they  received  the  volley,  but  certainly  I 
iieither  did  fire,  nor  see  any  of  our  friends 
fire  at  alU  It  appears  that  the  rocket  was 
not  on  fire  when  placed  underneath,  and  that 
the  water  prevented  their  setting  it  on  fire ; 
■s  soon  9»  the  first  volley  was  over,  a  pai'ty 
went  off  for  a  cannon,  which  is  kept  in  the 
Court  House  yard,  that  they  might  blow 
down  our  house,  but  through  mercy  they 
fiould  not  get  it  out.  There  were  but  two 
persons  wounded,  one  of  them  by  the  oppo* 
aifce  party ;  but  both  are  quite  well  again. 

We  have  little  to  hope  from  man  in  the  en- 
suing trials,  although  our  evidence  is  abundant 
and  highly  credible ;  but  God  will  be  with 
us,  I  doubt  not,  and  be  equal  to  our  wants 
and  circumstances.  From  what  we  hear 
there  will  be  counter  prosecutions, — both 
parties  will  be  tried ;  but  the  utmost  we  can 
hope  dfor  is,  that  we  shall  be  honorably  ac« 
quitted.  It  is  not  at  all  likely  that  &  true 
bill  wUl  be  found  against  our  assailants,  who 
also  demolished  so  much  property — Since 
our  arrival  here,  on  Saturday  the  Sth,  we 
have  not  beard  from  our  kind  friends,  and 
are  anxiouidy  waiting  the  next  post,  as  it  is 
sfidone  of.the  Deleons  has  been  obliged  te 
esoape,  and  the  other  remains  ia  jail  with 
his  sack  wife. — We  hear  this  morning  that 
brother  Taylor  is  stopped,  at  Old  Harbour  by 
the  Magistrates ;  jond  1  fear  th^t  very  shortly 
ajU[  ^he  brethren  will  bf. 


The  f ollpwing  extract  from  Mr. 
Titison^  dated  Jaly  4th,  deserved  at? 
tention,  not  only  for  the  information 
it  commanicates,  but  also  for  th^ 
spirit  which  it  breathes. 

It  is  also  very  pleasing  to  know  that  we  are 
considered  guiltless  of  rebellion  by  tlie  BHf 
tish  government.  I  hope,  as  British  subjects, 
we  shall  neither  do  nor  say  anything  to 
forfeit  those  kindly  feelings  they  appear  to  en« 
tertain  concerning  ns.  There  are  many  here 
among  the  free,  coloured,  and  black  popular 
tion,  who  are  not  religious,  ready  to  protect 
us,  as  innocent  but  injured  men ;  these  de- 
serve oar  gratitude,  but  our  trust  must  be  ip 
God.  They  wonld  fight  for  us,  but  ve 
want  a  bloodless  victory.  Never  did  We  so 
much  need  the  special  guidance  of  God.  J 
do  hope,  our  friends  at  home  will  not  cease 
to  pray  that  we  Siay  have  muek  of  the  wis- 
dom that  is  from  above,  which  is  both  pme 
and  peaceable.  I  am  confident  tliat  our  ene- 
mies, particularly  in  the  west  of  the  island, 
would  rejoice  in  a.  sMrmish  iDr  the  protection 
of  a  missionary ;  but  should  such  an  event 
oocinf,  I  do  not  think  itwduld  end  )n  a 
skirmish.  There  is  no  dalcoloting  on'  ilk 
issue.  Once  lei  sliiJ  the  dogs  of  civil  war 
amongst  the  enfrajachised,  and  there  are 
thousands  who  would  instantly  unite  in  a 
crusade  of  revenge  against  their  former  op- 
pressors :  the  slaves  would  be  sure  to  join 
them,  and  terrible  anardiy  would  follow.   ' 

Our  readers  will  learn  with  plea- 
sure, though  without  surprise,  that 
the  decidedly  favourable  opinion  en^ 
tertained  by  his  Majesty's  Govern^ 
inent  as  to  the  entire  innocence  of 
our  Missionaries  of  the  crimes  basely 
laid  to  their  charge  has  been  con- 
6rnied  by  all  the  subsequent  inform 
mation  received  at  the  ColonialOffice. 
The  writer  states  this  on  the  very 
best  authority.

It  was  most  gratifying  to  witness 
the  spirit  which  pervaded  this  Meet- 
ing, and  to  listen  to  theconstitafcionai 
sentiments  which  were  uttered  on 
the  occasion.  We  have  reason  to 
think  that  meetings  of  a  similar  cha- 
racter will  be  held  elsewhere.  In* 
deed,  it  is  impossible  that'  the  syste- 
matic violations  of  English  liberty, 
which  have  now  for  several  months 
been  permitted  to  disgrace  the  islaxid 
of  Jamaica,  can  be  continued  with^ 
out  roasuig^  the  indignation  of  all 
genuine  patriots  throughout  the 
kingdom.

The  subject  of  this  memoir,  was 
bora  at  Sandy,  Bedfordshire^  April  9, 
1774.  His  parents,  John  and  JSli^* 
beth,  were,  at  the  time  of  his  birth, 
professed  fpllp.wers  of  the  JUdeemer, 
and  atthiat  period  regukc  attondants 
op  ^tiie  ministry  of  die  venerable 
Berridge,  the  late  vicar  of  Overton. 
Their  pious  efforts  in  training  up 
their 'diildren  in  the  fear  of  God, 
appear  to  have  been  productive  of 
salutary  effects  in  several  instsuices^ 
and  Vere  manifest  in  their  son  Ro* 
bert,  for  at  a  very  early  age  he  was 
the  subject  of  religious  impressions. 
He  states  that  when  about  eight 
years  old,  he  was  the  subject  of 
strong  and  frequent  convictions  of 
sin,  with  earnest  desires  of  forgive- 
ness. Neither  was  he,  at  this  early 
age,  ignorant  of  the  necessity  of 
8  change  of  heart  3   the  language  of 


of  Divine  favour.  At  length,  wearied 
wi^  bis  futile  efforts,  he  endeavour^ 
to  persuade  himself  that^eHg^  Waff 
a  viiin  thing,  or,  lit  the  least,  un- 
seasonable in  youth,  and  attempted 
to  divest  Iximself  of  the  restramts 
which  an  observance  of  its  duties 
luiA  JikikiHlb  imposed.  Unhappily, 
to  a  painful  extent  he  succeeded,  for^ 
bf  the  cdm^juM  %Eifld^6e  of  innsite 
depravity,  and  external  t€imptati9ns.

the  giddy  multitude  to  do  evih  In

heart,  O  God,  and  renew  a  right 
spirit  within  me,'*  being  the  basis  of 
frequent  and  eamest  supplications 
at  the  throne  of  divine  mercy.  But 
though  not  unacquainted  with  the 
depravity  of  the  human  heart,  nor 
insensible  to  the  importance  of  a 
divine  renovation,  his  views  wer^ 
confused  as  to  the  way  of  salvation 
through  the  blood  of  atonement,  for, 
instead  of  coming  immediately 
through  Christ,  and  thus  having 
access  to  the  Father,  we  find  him  for 
many,  subsequent  months  engaged 
in  a  course  of  laboripus  diuties,  in 
order  to  render  himself  a  fit  recipient 
Vol..

A  circumstance  now  transpired 
which  had  an  important  influence  on 
Mr.  Skilliter,  not  only  on  his  future 
views  and  conduct  as  a  disciple  of 


the  Psalmist,  '^Create  inme^  a  deftu  'Christ,  but  as  a  minister  of  the  Gos- 


pel. Mr.  Emery,  the  pastor  of  the 
Baptist  church  at  Little  Staughton, 
was  not  only  eminently  useful,  but 
at  this  period  possessed  considerable 
local  popularity,  and  the  venerable 
parents  of  our  friend  having  heard 
of  his  fame,  had,  notwithstanding 
the  distance  of  ten  miles  between 
their  residence  and  Staughton,  re« 
solved  to  go  and  hear  him ;  but  what 
Mr.  Skilliter  remarks  in  his  diary  as 
singular,  is,  that  for  several  years 
past  thev  had  formed  this  determi- 
nation, but  had  never  found  a  con« 
veaioit  lioie  u&ttl  Uie  present  pe- 
riod :  Divine  Providence  now  not

only  afforded  them  an  opportunity, 
but  so  ordered  it  that  their  son  Ro- 
bert should  accompany  them,  and 
who,  in  reference  to  the  events  of 
the  day,  thus  expresses  himself : 

<*  At  length  we  arrived  at  tbe  place,  and, 
to  my  flurpriie,  we  saw  a  gnat  number  of 
pec^le  in  the  jrard  wbo  had  just  left  the 
meeting-houae  where  they  had  assembled  for 
prayer." 

He  adds, 

"  Now  I  b^iBB  to  have  all  my  religioaa 
(SselingB  about  me  again,  and  thought,  alas ! 
I  am  certainly  wrong,  there  is  after  all  some* 
thing  valuable  and  important  in  religion,  for 
these  people  seem  all  of  them  tamestly  en- 
gaged in  its  pursuit.** 

The^e  convictions  became  increas- 
ingly powerful  as  the  services  of  the 
day  proceeded.  In  the  course  of  the 
sennon,from  Solomon's  Song,  (chap, 
ii.  10,  11, 12,)  Mr.  Emery  delivered 
an  animating  and  affectionate  address 
to  the  young  people,  exhorting  them 
to  arise  and  sing,  referring  to  the 
metaphor  in  the  text.  Relative  to 
this  Mr.  Skilliter  writes,  "  When  he 
said  that,  ray  heart  sunk  within  me, 
concluding  I  had  no  cause  to  sing 
but  weep."  The  limits  of  this  paper 
will  only  permit  us  to  add,  respectmg 
this  part  of  our  friend's  experience, 
that  an  impression  was  produced 
that  day  too  deep  to  he  easily  effaced, 
— that  his  convictions  continued  until 
by  faith  he  was  able  to  bring  the 
burden  of  his  sins  to  the  foot  of  the 
cross, — until  his  sorrow  was  turned 
into  joy.  The  means  which  infinite 
wisdom  employed  to  effect  this 
happy  change,  seem  to  have  been 
that  book  which  is  able  to  make 
wise  unto  salvation.  The  ministra- 
tion of  it  by  Mr.  Emery,  and  .Mr. 
Newton's  hymns,  particularly  ■  the 
one  that  has-  for  its  title, 

*«  Behold,  I  am  vile," 

with  the  following   verse,  appears 
to  have  been  peculiarly  blessed, 

'*0  Lbrdy  how  vile  am  I, 

**  Unholy  and  uncleaii, 
'*  How  can  I  dare  to  venture  nigh, 

"  With  such  a  load  of  sin  ? 


**  U  this  polhited  heart 
«  A  dwelling  fit  for  tliee? 
Swarming,  daa,  in  every  part, 
«  What  evils  do  I  see! 


« 


**  And  must  I  then,  indeed, 
«  Sink  in  despair  and  die  ? — 

"  Fain  would  I  hope  that  thou  did^at  bleed 
"  For  such  a  wretch  as  I.*' 

As  to  the  former  instruments  in  pro- 
ducing joy  and  peace  in  believing, 
the  writer  can  but  regard  the  foUow- 
ing  striking  coincidence  as  illustra^ 
tive  of  an  overruling  Providence. 
For  several  days  the  mind  of  Mr. 
Skilliter  had  been  particularly  exer- 
cised   and    comforted    by    reading 
Isaiah  xl.  10.  On  the  Lord* s  day  fol- 
lowing, his  favourite  minister,  Mr. 
Emery,  delivered  a  sermon  from  the 
same  passage,  which  was  pecuiiarly 
blessed  in  imparting  fVeedom   and 
joy.     Having  been  repeatedly  thus 
profited  by  the  labours  of  Mr.  Emery 
he  began  to  feel  strong  attachment 
to  his  ministry,  but  owing  to  pow- 
erful prepossessions  in  favour  of  the 
Established  Church,  where   he  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  worshipping 
from  his  infancy,  and  violent  preju- 
dices against  dissenters,  he  felt  great 
reluctance  in  giving  up  his  connect 
tion  with  the  former.     The    time, 
however,  had  now  nearly  arrived, 
when  feeling  must  be  sacrifii^ed  to 
principle,  for  after  having  seardied 
m  vain  for  either  precedent  or  pre- 
cept in  the  primitive  churches  of 
Christ,  for  the  institution  and  dis- 
cipline of  national  establishments, 
he  came  to  the  determination  of 
quitting  the  latter,  and,  as  he  ex- 
presses it,  "  to  return  no   more." 
Though  this  difficulty  was  now  sur- 
mounted, and  he  had  become  a  re- 
gular attendant  at  Staughton,  with 
an  earnest  desire  to  join  the  dinrch, 
he  had  not  left  all  his  prejudices  be- 
hind him,  but  was  strongly  opposed 
to  baptism  by  immersion.     On   this 
subject  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  search 
the  New  Testament,  but  at  the  com- 
mencement of  this  investigation  he 
states  that  he  felt  fully  persuaded. 
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that  he  could  not  submit  to  the  or- 
dinance 5  at  the  same  time  indulging 
an  earnest  hope  that  he  should  not 
find  it  a  scriptural  tenet  5  but  the 
more  he  read,  thought^  and  prayed 
on  this  subject,  the  more  he  became 
convinced,  that  it  was  not  only  of 
divine  institution,  but  that  it  was  his 
duty  to  comply  with  the  command 
to  **  arise  and  be  baptized,"  and  he 
8aya»  ''  I  did  attend  to  it,  calling 
upon  Jesus  to  wash  away  sins*'  by 
hi8  hlood,  September  2,  1*792. 

For  about  two  years^  subsequent 
to  our  friend's  joining  the  church  at 
Little  Staughton^  he  enjoyed  much 
of  the  Divine  presence ; .  towards 
the  end  of  this  period  some  circum*- 
stances  occurred  which  interrupted 
his  peace,  and  which,  considering 
the  results^  may  appear  singalar.   At 
different  seasons  during  this  period 
he  had  felt  his  mind  powerfully  ex- 
ercised respecting  the  ministry,  and 
while   nothing  transpired    to    give 
publicity  to  these  feelings,  they  did 
not  materially  disturb  his  happiness, 
but  the  time  had  now  arrived  when 
several    friends    thought    he   gave 
proofs  of  possessing  talents  for  more 
extensive  usefulness.     Having  come 
to  this  conclusion,  they  felt  it  their 
duty  to  confer  with  him  on  the  sub- 
ject,  and    their  soliciting    him    to 
make  trial  of  bis  abilities  before  the 
oharch  appears  to  have  been  produc- 
*tive  of  very  distressing  fears :  on  this 
subject  he  writes,  **  The  fear  I  had 
of  running  into  the  work  without 
having  God  with  me,  was  so  great 
that  I  trembled  at  the  thought,  as 
much  as  though  I  had  committed 
the  most  horrid  crime  and  was  going 
to  execution."    At  other  times,  it  is 
Isvident,  he  was  favoured  with  en- 
couragement.    On  one  occasion  he 
states,  "  My  pastor  preached  from 
1  Sam.  iii.  S*,  '  And  Eli  perceived  the 
Lord  called  the  child.*  '     He  adds, 
'*  very  much  was  this  blessed  to  my 
soul,     particularly    the      minister's 
observing  '  that  die  call  of  Samuel 
wai^ficst  perceived  by£li/'  and  add- 


ing, "  that  this  was  usually,  the  case 
with  respect  to  young  .ministers; 
who  are  afraid  that  the  Lord  has  not 
called  them."  Relative  to  this  Mr. 
SkilKter  continues: — "  For  a  little 
time  I  thought  that  I  should  be  wilL-i 
ing  to  preach  if  the  Lord  called  me, 
but,  alas !  soon  felt  greater  reluct* 
ance  than  before."  To  such  an  ex« 
tent  did  this  opposition  to  the  call 
of  Providence  prevail,  that  when 
his  friend  and  pastor,  a  short  time 
afterwards,  earnestly  pressed  him  to 
speak  in  the  presence  of  the  church, 
he  came  to  the  determination  to 
leave  Staughton  and  go  to  reside  in 
London:  this  resolution,  without 
daring  to  apprise  them  of  the  cir« 
cumstance,  he  put  into  practice.  In 
reference  to  this  event  he  says, 
'*  Jonah  like,  I  commenced  my  jour- 
ney and  was  afterwards  called  to 
pay  the  fare  with  many  bitter  pangs." 
The  circumstances  that  befel  him  in 
London  we  must  pass  in  silence, 
though  some  of  them  were  of  an  in- 
teresting character,  and  can  only  re- 
mark, that,  after  a  short  residence 
there,  he  was  induced  by  the  warm 
solicitation  of  his  friends  to  return 
into  the  country.  Having  arrived 
at  Staughton  again,  the  wishes  of 
his  minister,  and  fellow-members 
were  not  long  resisted,  and  his  first 
eflfort  was  made  from  Psalm  ciii.  10, 
"  Thy  people  shall  be  willing  in 
the  day  of  thy  power."  A  passage 
on  which  he  makes  this  remark,  "  A 
more  suitable  one  I  have  since 
thought  could  not  have  been  found, 
for  had  it  not  been  for  the  power 
of  God,  I  think  that  all  the  men 
in  the  world,  or  alt  the  things 
in  the  world,  could  not  have  induced 
me  to  engage  in  the  work."*  Shortly 
after  he  received  a  call  to  supply  the 
church  at  Ridgemont,  Bedfordshire. 

At  the  commencement  of  his  pas- 
toral career  Mr.  Skilliter  anticipated 
that  the  greatest  difficulty  with  which 
he  should  have  to  contend,  would 
arise  in  finding  a  sufficient  variety  of 
subjects,  or  fixing,  upon  appropriate 
4h2 
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texts  for  the  senrioes  of  the  sane- 
taary.  In  this  he  afterwards  ac- 
kfiowledges  that  he  was  mistaken. 
From  the  period  of  his  oonyersion, 
to  the  beginning  of  his  public  la- 
boors,  he  was  favoured  with  an  «■- 
waal  degree  of  rdigious  enjoyment, 
hoUmg  almost  uninterrupted  com- 
munion with  heaven,  and  ieeling  but 
little  of  the  deceitfulness  of  the  hu- 
man heart,  so  that  he  could  scarcely 
sympathise  with  those  who  com- 
plained of  Satan's  temptations,  and 
were  sorrowing  under  a  sense  of 
human  depravity.  But  he  laments 
that  he  had  not  long  been  engaged 
in  the  duties  of  his  office  before  he 
felt  himself  exposed  to  the  malignant 
,  darts  of  his  spiritual  enemy,  as  well 
*  OB  taught  to  mourn  on  account  of 
besetting  sins  and  external  difficul- 
ties in  various  forms,  so  that  he  was 
cpnstrained  to  say — 

^<I  IbMl  daily  tbe  tratii  hK  Ood*s'word, 
tilat  tins  ii  not  our  i^est  I  hnVerMMii  to 
rqtent  OTer  all  my  poor  sorieei^— over  wlut 
I  do  as  impecfectf  and  oyer  what  I  leave  un- 
done, as  a  proof  of  my  depravity.  It  is  the 
pleasure  of  the  Lord  to  set  the  day  of  pros- 
perity over  agunst  the  day  of  adversity,  that 
We  should  find  nothing  n£lxr  him,  nothing  im- 
perftet,  nothing  wrong,  nothing  but  what  shall 
glorify  him :  indeed,  I  live  in  a  hilly  country, 
and  there  is  no  oontinuanoe  of  prosperity, 
whether  it  respecti  our  sods  or  churches ; 
but  as  in  nature  light  follows  darkness,  so 
after  a  night  of  weeping  comes  the  morning  of 
Itjoidng.*" 

Neither  was  he  entirely  mistaken  in 
his  conclusion,  for  the  divine  bless- 
ing so  far  accpmpanied  his  labours 
as  to  render  it  necessary  to  erect  a 
front*  gallery  in  the  meeting-house 
about  the  year  1807.  On  which 
Account  many  pious  reflections  and 
expressions  of  gratitude  occur  in  his 
diary.  Shortly  after  this  period  he 
again  complains  of  great  discourage- 
ments in  his  work.    He  writes — 

« I  still  find  I  am  not  exempt  from  heavy 
crosses,  yet  wish  to  persevere ;  but  distress- 
ing fears  prevail,  lest  I  should  at  length  lay 
ande  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Sometimes 
I  think  I  cannot,  at  other  times,  I  will  not, 
and  again,  that  I  most.    There  are  seasons," 


he  adds,  <<  whep  I  am  plmtiag  h^w  I  nsf 
do  it,  and  not  dishonomr  Qod  ;  or,  if  I  most 
keep  on  in  a  stated  ministry,  itastonxahes  me 
to  think  what  will  be  the  means  of  my  perse- 
verance; the  cau*,  I  know,  is  God's,  but 
still  I  cannot  coaisiDphMe  tbefaMn  witlrtat 
Innbling." 

Many  of  these  distressing  feetfngs 
atose,  alas!  from  a  ciiase  with 
which  many  country  ministers  are 
too  familiar^-^an  increasing  Ikmily 
and  fearful  apprehensions'  of  not 
possessing  the  meiins  of  hcmoti^bly 
providing  for  them.  Oarbi'dthet  on 
this  will  best  speak  for  himself: — 

''I  ihink  I  may  say,  that  T  have  past 
fhnxigh  two  of  the  darkest  and  most  stonny 
years  I  ever  spent  on  ^ttrni ;  bit  fitfi^y  has 
inenesed  to  six  chUdrcn ;  my  iranfts  have  in- 
creased with  them:  by  the adviee  of  frindi 
I  have  heen  for  two  years  engaged  in  a  »- 
cular  employment.*** 

<*  I  ani  sensible  that  there  is  a  proneness 
in  the  creature  to  lean  to  self,  ratUef  titan 
to  trust  in  the  Creator:  In  my  lyim  cine 
tiie  difficulty  has  been,  wheAer,  whfle 
my  temporal  wants  have  increased,  with- 
out an  increase  of  means  to  supply  Aem, 
it  was  my  duty  simply  to  trust  in  God,  snd 
leave  the  evjent ;  or  to  employ  the  only  means 
then  apparent,  and  to  trust  ftr  the  Divbe 
Usssing  upon  them. '  While  grappfing  wiHi 
this  difficulty,  the  sacred  inpmetiea,  'Pro- 
vide things  honestly  in  the  sight  of  a&  men,* 
forced  itself  upon  my  mind,  and  led  me  to 
conclude,  that  it  was  for  me  to  make  the  at- 
tempt, and  for  the  Lord  to  give  his  Messing; 
neither  could  I  forget  the  apostle's  aseertiOD, 
'That  he  who  neglects  to  provide -ftir  his 
own  house  is  worse  than  an  infidel,'  and 
began  to  fear  that  I  sinned  in  not  attempt- 
ing to  make  provision  for  my  fiunily,  knowing 
that  my  C^stian  friends  could  Hot" 

The  example  of  the  apostle  Paul 
ministering  to  his  necessities,  and, 
above  all,  the  circumstance  of  the 
blessed  Redeemer  attending  to  secu- 
lar concerns,  seems  to  have  infla- 
enced  his  decision.  But,  however 
necessary,  and  necessary  it  undoubt- 
edly was,  it  was  a  source  of  great 
disquietude,  for  we  find  him  utt^ang 
his  complaints  as  follows  t — 


*  As  di£Eerent  opinions  were  entertained 
at  the  time  respecting  this  undertaking,  it  is 
but  jostioe  to  our  departed  friend  to  reeoid 
his  views  and  proceedings  on- Aiaeitbieiit. 
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**Tlm  liwdai  of  my  haafy, 
cliildreiit  the  eldest  on^  seven  yean  of  age ; 
the  harden  of  the  church,  not  all  being  re- 
conciled to  my  temporal  employments ,  the 
bnrden  of  the  ministerial  work,  having  bnt 
fittle  time  to  prepare  ftte  th*  services  of  the 
8«netiittry»  causes  me '  to  reel  to  and  fro  like 
a  dnmkard,*  and  to  be  at  my  wits  end." 

At  this  distressing  period  great 
domfort  was  derived  from  a  book 
which-  an  overruling  Providence  put 
within  his  reachif  where  the  writer^ 
addressing  himself  to  the  great  Au- 
thor of  events,  thus  expresses  him- 
self:—^ 

**  O  thou  great  Husbandman,  I  am  in 
thine  hand,  and  rejoice  that  I  am  in  thy 
akilfol  hand.  Thou  knowest  my  ways,  and 
ia  all  respwti  wha|  is  beat  for  me ;  uppOHit 
mv  Bpasonsi  allot  mv  oirr Bwnifcanofs i  •ml 
Older  and  proportion  my  comforts  and 
crosses.  If  afflictions  are  necessary,  I  refose 
them  not  { I  know  they  will  not  be  joyous,  but 
grifvons>  «nd  foel  sense  ready  to  retract  ny 
prayer;  but  I  renew  my  petitioa.  The  flesh 
sin^  at  the  pnepeotr  but  much  msre  when 
it  foels  afflicfeioBS :  but  I  have  nobler  ioterest 
to  r^ard,  aud  I  would  weigh  matters  in  the 
balance  of  foith.  If  afflictions  oome,  let  them 
be  in  Bieroy,*-let  them  be  the  fruits  of  thy 
peevKar  caN^— ?let  ibem  be  protracted,  li- 
mited, mitigated)  as  seems  best  to  that  wis- 
dom which  never  errs ;  let  supports  be  pro- 
portioned to  the  pressures,  cordials  to  my 
faintings,  grace  to  my  temptations,  and  let 
the  Spirit  of  wisdom  and  holiness  enforce  thy 
providential  arguments,  that  they  may  come 
with  A  salutary  power  and  a  real  efficacy  to 
myaouL*' 

While  the  adoption  of  such  a  prayer 
affords  us  an  evidence  of  his  devo- 
tional character,  the  following  re- 
flections, which  are  dated  July  21, 
1811,  serve  to  shew  the  holy  jea- 
lousy with  which  he  watched  his 
progress  to  the  heavenly  world ;  he 
writes — 

'*  Time  is  fost  moving, -•- eternity  ap- 
proaches,  and  yet  O  how  slow  I  move  to 
reach  those  great  things  which  are  laid  up 
for  God'i  dear  people.  O,  how  vile  I  am ! 
-M«ure,  the  most  unworthy.  I  feel  the 
need  of  great  foith;*  yet,  aUs!  how  small 
the  portion  I  possess.  O  the  sorrows  of 
this  world!  how  distressing  its  cares!  I 
sometimes  think,  if  I  had  now  time,  I 
should  make  more  progress  in  tny  Christian 
race." 


Though  exposied  lo  so  many  trials 
Mr.  Skilliter  was  not  wiUioot  his 
consolations,  and  when  the  work  of 
the  Lord  prospered  in  his  hands,  and 
he  enjoyed  a  measure  of  tranquillity 
amidst  the  conflicts  of  life,  he  knew 
to  whom  he  must  ascribe  the  glory* 
Thus,  on  one  occasion,  he  continues 
his  narrative  by  saying— 

"  I  think  it  would  be  highly  dishonouring 
to  my  dear  Lord,  wefe  I  not  to  say,  that  I 
have,  on  some  occasions,  at  present  moro 
hght  into  the  word  of  God,  with  two  «r 
three  hours*  doee  study,  tiuia  in  tinw  past, 
afiber  thinking  on  a  text  for  a  week  togetfier. 
I  hope,  with  humble  gratitude,  to  ascribe  to 
him  who  opens,  and  no  man  can  shut.  I 
have  for  some  time,  I  trust,  seen  that  God 
has  faeeli  with  me }  as  a  Ohrietian,  I  never 
folt  more  solid  sstiafootion  is  i)^gi«B^^-*more 
joy  an  believing,  more  pleasure  at  thiyAhrone 
of  grace; — ^have  eojeyed  the  word  of  Go4»aad 
seldom  preached  it  without  tasting  itq  sweet" 
ness.  I  love  to  have  a  single  eye  to  the 
Divine  glory,  and  such  I  trust  has  been  the 
osae.  God  has  remarkably  appeaifMy^-*our 
congregation  has  inereaaed*  md  aoula  sva 
converted."  . 

From  1813  to  1817,  but  few  of 
the  scenes  through  which  our  friend 
passed  are  noticed,  but  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  was  with  him, 
not  only  to  bless  him,  but  to  make 
him  a  blessing,  for  in  1818,  he 
writes — 

^<  There  appears  in  the  oongrcgatioa  a 
spirit^  for  hearing  the  word  of  God,  and  our 
meeting  is  quite  fnU.  While  I  feel  giuat  de- 
light m  the  sanctnary  worship,  my  natural 
strength  seems  to  decrease,  beii^  afflicted 
with  sueh  a  painfol  swimming  in  my  head, 
and  depression  in  my  sphits,  that  I  aomfr- 
times  fear  it  will  be  impossible  to  continue  in 
the  ministry,  but  have  mercifully  been  &• 
voured,  for  some  time  past,  with  a  steady 
enjoyment  of  the  Divine  presence,  so  that 
I  havebeen  tempted  to  ilynk,  that  the  Lord  in 
his  wisdom  will  permit  some  severe  trial  to 
befal  me,  or  HaA  my  solemn  end  is  n%h; 
whichever  is  his  will  I  cannot  tell.  I  eoi^ss 
in  meeting  heavy  trials  I  am  the  coward,  and 
the  pangs  of  death  I  dread ;  this,  with  the 
thought  of  entering  into  a  world  of  spirits,  of 
whose  language,  employment,  and  subsist* 
ence  I  know  so  little,  eauaea  many  distressing 
fears. 

'  Ojfchat  the  Lord  would  make  me  meet 
*  For  the  assembly  near  his  feet  !*  *' 
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Believing  that  in  many  instances 
his  case  was  not  singular,  the  follow- 
ing reflections,  which  occurred  on 
Saturday  evening,  September  15, 
1821,  cannot  be  passed  over : — 

^  This  day  my  bodilj  weaknen  h  great, 
my  mind  cast  down,  my  hard  heart  woaH 
let  me  pray  with  lading;  my  diepeahmis  are 
umanctified ;  my  God  hidei  his  face.  T^ 
moimw  u  the  Sabbath, — ^what  must  I  do  ? 
I  hava  nmnberf  of  passages  of  Scripture  in 
my  thoughts,  but,  alas !  cannot  fix  on  any : 
my  mind  is  foil  of  confusion.  All  would 
be  easy  if  my  God  would  but  return  again ; 
he  can  give  a  tat  and  furnish  the  mind 
with  suitable '  ideas  in  an  instant  so  that 
I  am  aUe  to  say.  It  ia  enoogh-^eaos 
fives. 

**  Nothing  connected  with  the  difficul- 
ties and  trbls  of  a  large  fiimily  distremes 
me  so  much  as  the  thought  diat  they  are 
iCraogerf  to  God.  As  linr  their  temporal 
eirandistanoesy  I  know  not  what  to  do,  or 
which  way  to  look  oa  earth,  but  am  daily 
waiting  and  looking  up  to  heaven  for  direc- 
tion ;  but  of  all  my  trials  nothing  gives  me 
more  pain  than  the  low  condition  of  the 
church   among  asr->«no  revivals^  no  oen- 


From  this  period,  1822,  to  the  ter- 
mination of  his  mortal  career^  many 
painful  scenes  awaited  him.  On 
one  occasion,  after  endeavouring  to 
draw  consolation  from  the  recollec- 
tion of  past  mercies  and  the  divine 
immutability,  he  proceeds.— 

**  Though  this  is  the  case,  how  can  I  con- 
tend with  the  troubles  of  the  world,  the  in- 
creasing and  pressing  wants  of  my  growing 
family,  whose  eyes  are  up  to  me  a  poor 
helpless  worm,  but  of  whom,  for  the  pre- 
sent, I  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  one  of 
them  looks  up  to  God.  Some  years  ago, 
when  I  met  with  great  discouragements  in  the 
work  of  the  ministryi  I  sometimes  feared  that 
my  boys  might  be  called  to  enter  the  sacred 
office  ;  but  O  how  it  grieves  me  now,  that,  so 
for  from  being  ministers,  there  is  not  cmc  rie- 
fiously  ooncffned'  about  his  soul*.  O,  my 
moet  gracious  God^  that  took  me  from  my 
fother's  house,  that  separated  me  from  my 
brethren,  that  hath,  unworthy  as  I  am,  put 
me  into  the  ministry,  and,  I  trust,  hath  given 
me  numerous  pnx^  that  thou  hast  been  with 
me,  I  pray  Utat  thou  wilt  never  leave  me, 
nor  give  up  mine  into  the  hands  of  the 
world,  sin,  or  Satan,  but  call  them  by  thy 
graoe.  Bless  them>  O  my  Father  and  my 
God.- 


A  desife,  at  least  in  one  instance, 

happily  realized,  for  he  had  die  pd- 

vilege  shortly  after  of  receiviDg  his 

eldest  daughter   into    the    churcdi. 

May  the  Lord  grant  that  in  otlftcn 

it  may  be  speedily  aooomf>lislied. 

In  the  year  1828,  it  faeased  God 

to  aflHict  turn  with  a  painfal  disease, 

which    laid    the   fonndation    of  a 

bowel  complaint,   and  which  after 

protracted  suffering  brought  him  to 

the  grave.     On  a  Lord's  day  mom- 

ing  in  the  summer  of  this  year,  he 

again  records  his   feelings   relieve 

to  the  affairs  of  his  people,  and  his 

family : — 

"The  work  of  the  Lord  is  dear  to  mit; 
bat  I  feel  so  weak  in  my  body,  that  I  caaaot 
tell  how  to  paraM  it.  How  gveaft  m  privi- 
lege is  a  healthy  body,  but  a  apiritnal  mind 
donUy  so.  I  expect  to^lay  the  assistance  of 
Mr.  O.  May  the  Lord  come  with  kim.  I 
love  to  wait  upon  God,  yet  ancb  is  tiio  strte 
of  my  constitution,  that  it  muck  afiboln  ny 
mind.  I  know  not  what  tfaon  dooot  now,  O 
thou  best  of  beings,  but  I  hope  to  know  with 
ddight  hereafker.  The  spiritual  weifexe  of 
my  femily  is  near  my  heart,  but  fed  almost 
discouraged  to  pray  for  them,  seeing  but  fittU 
appearance  of  seriousness,  except  in  one  of 
them." 

From  this  period  it  may  be  said 
that  ourfriend*s  path  was  encompass- 
ed with  clouds  and  darkness.  Laid 
aside  from  the  active  duties  of  the 
sanctuary,  the  church  and  congre- 
gation continued  to  dedtnc,— -triiJs 
in  his  family  multiplied  :— ^In  other 
instances  he  was  wounded -in  the 
house  of  his  friends,  but  his  record 
is  on  high.  In  one  of  the  last-  ef* 
forts  of  his  pen,  taking  a  retrospect 
of  the  past,  he  writes  : — 

«I  never  knew  such  a  year  of  bodfly 
Buflbring  before,  nor  yet  of  ao  much  oompo- 
sure  of  mind.  I  have  experienced  strength 
equal  to  my  day.  At  present  my  mind  is 
more  resigned  to  the  will  of  my  heavenly 
Father  than  for  some  time  past.  I  feel 
weary  of  the  world ;  my  great  wish  is  to  see 
the  work  of  the  Lord  prosper;  compared  with 
this,  other  things  look  little  and  dimimilfve. 
Through  rich  grace,  I  am  hsqypy;  aometiaus 
ao  mudi,  that  my  cup  runs  over." 

In  the  last  note  of  his  di7.ry  he 
thankfully  acknowledges    the  gia- 
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tuilou«  iisststaiice  of  his  bret^ren^ 
aEDd  expresses  his  ardent  desire  to 
once  more  see  the  church  prospe- 
rous^ and  sinners  converted,  but 
adds^  ''It  grieves  me  that  such  is 
my  affliction^  that  I  cai^  do  nothing 
for  God  in  his  pubUc  services;*' 
The  writer  will  not  easily  forget 
die  Bgonizing  concern  he  manifested 
m  his  last  interview,  on  behalf  of 
•Ms  dear,  ccmipanion, — ^his  pious  de- 
sires towards  his  diiidren-^-and  the 
ohuvdii* 

On  the  6tfa  of  September,  1831, 
he  bid  adieu  to  the  cares  and  sor- 
rows of  time,  and,  we  trust,  entered 
kHo  the  joys  and  glories  of  el^emity, 
bemg'  tn  ihe  6Stk  year  of  his  age. 
On  the  following  Monday  his  re- 
mains were  deposited  in  the  meet- 
ing-house beneath  the  table  pew, 
in  the  presence  of  his  bereaved 
family,  several  neighbouring  minis- 
ters, and  a  numerous  congregation. 
The  Rev.  T.  Middleditch  delivered 
an  impressive  discourse  on  the 
occasion,  from  Isaiah  xl.  6,  7,  8. 
Circumstances  will  scarce  permit 
a  summary  of  the  character  of  our 
friend,  As  a  minister  he  laboured 
under  the  disadvantages  which  arise 
from  the  want  of  early  cultivation, 
hut,  notwithstanding  this,  perhaps  it 
^ay  be  justly  said,  that  his  talents, 
both  natural  and  acquired,  were 
such  .as  well  qualified  him  for  the 
station  he  occupied  at  Gransden^ 
his  usefulness  was  very  considera- 
ble ;  he  found  the  cause  at  Grans- 
den  in  a  very  low  and  destitute 
condition  ;  the  people  in  the  winter 
months,  previous  to  his  coming, 
assembling  for  Divine  worship  in 
the  vestry.  He  lived  to  see  the 
meeting  house  twice  enlarged  and 
yet  wdl  filled  ^  his  labours  in  the 
villages,  in  the  prime  of  life,  were 
frequent  and  very  useful :  in  one  in- 
stance where  he  was  the  instrument 
of  establishing  an  evening  lecture 
on  the  Sabbath,  the  ipea&s  are  now 
enjoyed  the  whole  of  the  day«  As  to 
his  doctrinal  sjentimif^t^  it  y^s  de- 


cidedly Calvinistic,  at  one  time 
bordering  on  the  hyper.  We  ap- 
prehend it  is  in  reference  to  the 
spirit  engendered  by  this  system, 
that  he  says,  at  a  later  period  of  his 
life,  "  I  am  sorry  to  have  occasion 
to  say,  some  years  since  I  possessed 
too  confined  a  spirit,  from  which, 
by  long  trial,  I  am  delivered.**  Of 
late  years  the  cause  at  Gransden 
has  declined,  and  which,~-the  writer 
can  attest, — was  a  source  of  poignant 
grief  to  GQd*s  servant.  As  far  as 
human  agency  is  concerned,  two 
causes  for  this  declension  are  appa- 
rent : — ^The  heavy  bodily  affliction 
of  our  friend,  and  the  great  temporal 
dijQ^ulties  he  had  to  grapple  with^ 
arising  from  the  poverty  of  his  peo- 
]de,  and  the  genisral  pressure  of  his 
circumstances.  As  a  man  he  pos-* 
sessed  naturally  an  irritable  temper, 
which  rendered  him,  on  some  oc- 
casions, impatient  of  control,  this, 
in  his  diary,  he  characterizes  as  bis 
besetting  sin,  and  on  that  account 
the  writer  has  been  a  witness  to  his 
tears.  As  a  Christian  he  was  hum- 
ble and  devotional,  zealous  for  the 
cause  of  God  and  truth  3  to  his  own 
imperfections  no  stranger,  and  as  to 
his  virtues^  ever  ready  to  ascribe 
unto  God  die  glory.

me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die  is 
gain  ?*'  If  so,  then  rejoice  that  thy 
foundation  is  on  the  rock, — the  rock 
of  ages :  rejoice  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
will  never  suffer  one  of  his  sheep  to 
perish.  He  who  has  given  you  grace 
will  surely  give  you  glory.  Rejoice

Not  being  able  to  visit  you  fn 
this  season  of  painful  bei^eavement,

But  while  1  desire  that  the  little 
ones  in  the  family  may  seek  the 
Lord  early,  I  write  parlicularlv  to 
you,  my  dear  Mary,  as  the  eldest 
of  die  family,  and  would  aim  to  re- 
mind you  of  the  solemn  charge 
which  the  death  of  your  dear  mother 
has  caused  to  rest  upon  you— of 
how  much  importance  is  your  ex- 
ample before  them ;  every  word  and 
action  will  have  some  influence  5 
and  your  faithful  discbarge  of 
domestic  duties  will  be  aO'i^cted  by 
the  state  of  your  heart  before  Goa. 
in  writing  thus  I  wish  yon  to  feel 
that  1  am  your  firiend fbtr  Itoth  worlds 
— that  I  wish  you  to  be  dillge&t  in 
business,  particulariy  anxious  to 
render  to  your  surviving  parent  dttti- 
fol,  affectionate  obedience,  and  con^ 
slant  attention :  to  he  kind/  and 
diKgentv  and  tender  in  ministering  t6 
^e  daily  wants  of  the  yoifngeV 
ones ;  sdid  futhfully  preserving  all 
committed  to  your  charge,  that  ycMi 
may  be  trustworthy  in  al]  things-^ 
that  servants  and  labonners  maybe 
influenced  by  you:  you  will  hate 
need  Of-  patience  and  forbearande  j 
and  this  leads  me  to  remind  fOM^ 
that  unless  thenar  of  ^e  Lord  rules 

Sur'heart,  and  his  holy  word  regu- 
es«yovr  principles,  and  its  pre^- 
4i 
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(epto  inftuence  your  coodoct*  you 
will,  probably,  nil  in  the  faithful 
persevering  discharge  of  those  du- 
ties which  will  afiect  the  comforts 
of  the  whole  family.  Surely  this  is 
a  consideration  that  should  deeply 
influence  you,  and  draw  forth  the 
earnest  desire  that  you  may  be 
helped  by  wisdom  from  on  high, 
to  become  a  blessing  in  the  famUy, 
to  your  parent,  and  friends. 

But,  my  dear  Mary,  there  is  yet 
another  view  of  your  situation 
which  renders  you  responsible,  and 
should  lead  you  to  think  seriously  and 
deeply  about  the  things  of  eteri^ity. 
— Your  life  is  also  uncertain;  your 
death  may  be  as  sudden  as  that  of 
your  dear  mother's, — and,  oh  !  if  not 
prepared,  as  she  was,  by  a  change  of 
heart,  for  the  enjoyments  of  heaven, 
you  will  be  unfit  to  die — and  hope- 
less eternal  woe  and  torment  will  be 
your  miserable  portion  for  ever. 
Such  thoughts  as  these,  have  a  pe- 
culiar claim  upon  you  at  this  time : 
— it  is  true  that  at  all  times  we 
should  ''  so  number  our  days  as  to 
apply  our  hearts  to  wisdom,*'  but 
now  the  voice  of  Providence  has 
loudly  called  you  to  prepare  fur 
death  and  heaven ; — more  espe- 
cially as  in  times  past  yon  Jiave 
felt  a  conviction  of  your  state  as  a 
sinner  before  God :— there  have 
been  seasons  when  the  word 
preached  has  made  you  tremble — 
you  have  sometimes  prayed  for 
mercy,  but  these  convictions  have 
not  been  abiding: — and,  again, 
you  have  proved  a  "forgetful 
Ixearer,"  and  have  not  called  upon 
God«  Surely  this  is*  a  loud  call 
ibr  you  to  seek  the  Lord.  It 
may  be  the  last  warning  you  will 
receive.  Oh !  if  the  stroke  had 
been  sent  to  you,  instead  of  your 
departed  mother,  where,  my  dear 
Mary,  where  would  your  soul  be  ? 
•—think  of  this  inquiry  3  go  upon 
your  knees  and  think  upon  it,  and 
offer  up  the  prayer  which  she  has' 
to  many  times  offered  for  you,  that 


you  might  live  before  God:-  Db 
not  be  contented  to  close  your  eyes 
in  sleep,  without  seeking  salvation 
through  the  Lord  Jesus. 

I  am  acquainted  with  a  solemn 
fact  which  took  place  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  year.  A  pious 
mo&er  was;  after  a  very  short  ill- 
ness, removed  like  yonr  dew  mother 
from  the  charge  of  a  large  famity 
by  the  hand  of  death  : — one  daugh- 
ter was  about  your  own  age,  die 
had  had  convictions,  bat  they  had 
not  led  her  to  the  Lord  Jesus  for 
refuge — the  death  of  ber  godly  ex- 
cellent mother  was  the  means  of 
drawing  her  to  the  Saviour — she 
sought  merey  through  hi»  atoning 
blood,  and  found  peace  in  befieving 
on  him  to  the  saving  of  hex  soul. 
Ah !  dear  Mary,  het  course  was 
almost  run — ^her  choice  was  a  happy 
one — the  time  of  tridi  was  the  only 
time  for  her,  and  had  she  neglected 
the  call  then,  it  would  have  been 
too  late  for  eoer : — but  she  em^ 
braced  the  offered  salvation:  she 
did  incline  her  heart  to  attend  to 
the  heavenly  warning  and  invitation, 
and  found  it  the  acceptable  time,  the 
day  of  grace  and  salvation.  A 
short  illness  terminated  the  work 
of  grace,  and  her  mortal  life,  in  less 
than  two  months  after  her  mother's 
death.  Oh  !  what  a  blessed  meet- 
ing have  they  had  in  glory  !  Oh  ! 
my  dear  Mary,  do  pray  that  you 

may  be'  similarly  blessed,  and  that 
the  death  of  your  parent  may  prove 
a  message  from  God  to  your  soul, 
and  be  sanctified  to  your  conversion. 
— ^The  way  of  salvation,  you  well 
know,  for  **from  a  child  you 
have  read  and  heard  the  Holy 
Scriptures  ;"  you  have  learned  many 
portions,  and  yon  have  not  igno- 
rance to  plead  as  an  excuse  for  not 
seeking  the  Lord.  No  5  early  were 
you  told  that  your  heart  was  sinful, 
and  that  the  Redeemer  said,  ''Ye 
mwt  be  born  again," — while  a  child 
the  love  of  God  was  told  you  of — 
that  he  so   loved    the  world  as  to 
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give  his-  dear  bo&  to  be  crucified  as 
an  offerijig  for  poor  sinners.  You 
early  read  of  his  sufferings^  that  he 
was  crucified  by  the  Jews — that  his 
soul  was  exceeding  sorrowful — that 
it  was  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  God*8 
holy  law  which  sinners  had  broken, 
that  he  might  be  just  and  yet  save 
the  imgodly;  and  you  were  told 
how  he  saved  one  who  was  crucified 
with  him,  and  heard  also  that  still 
his  precious  blood  cleanseth  from 
all  sin.  Yes,  these  were  truths,  my 
dear  Mary,  that  you  can  recollect 
from  your  earliest  years — the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  you  also  know> 
is  needful  to  change  the  hard  and 
sinful  heart,  and  that  it  is  promised 
to  all  who  ask  it  -,  and,  oh !  you 
have  heard  too  of  a  large  number 
who  have  sought  this  offered  grace 
and  obtained  it : — you  have  wept 
to  hear  the  dying  experience  of 
youthful  Christiaus,  and  have  lis* 
tened  with  attention  while  you  have 
been  urged  to  follow  them  as  they 
followed  the  Saviour  in  their  early 
days.  Oh !  what  excuse  can  you 
make  if  you  live  neglecting  this 
great  salvation  }^~early  instruction, 
the  prayers  and  tears  of  a  godly 
mother — the  blessed  examples  of 
those  who  were  early  converted — 
and  the  solemn  loud  call  which 
death  has  made,  added  to  the  con- 
viction already  felt,  all  these  will  in- 
deed rise  to  condemn  you,  if  you 
live  regardless  of  your  soul  any  lon- 
ger ',  if  you  do  not  seek  for  salva- 
tion with  your  whole  heart. 

While  I  thus  write  on  the  ad- 
vantages of  religion  in  the  hour  of 
death,  I  wish  you  to  think  of  the 
souls  ot  your  sisters  and  brothers, 
and  to  feel  how  much  they  also  need 
a  Saviour :  and,  oh  I  what  an  honor 
will  it  be,  if  your  conversion  should 
be  the  means  of  theirs — if  your 
holy,  consistent,  happy  disposition, 
should  lead  them  to  love  the 
Saviour,  should  induce  them  to  be 
alike  happy  and  blessed  in  the  en- 
joyment of  the  same  grace.     Grace 


is  compared  to  leaven,  and  to  ''  a 
grain  of  mustard  seed  ;*'  it.  is  de*. 
signed  to  spread  ;  its  influence  will 
be  felt  by  others,  fpr  its  effects, 
when  real,  upon  the  heart  and  life, 
cannot  be  hid.  If  you  are  now,  the 
eldest  of  the  family,  hopefully  con- 
verted,  who  shall  say  but  that  it 
will  be  the  earnest  of  the  rest? — 
how  cheering  to  your,  father,  in  his 
declining  years,  to  see  you  a  spi* 
ritual  mother  to  his  children,  teach- 
ing them  the  way  to  heaven  both  by 
precept  and  example ;  praying  with 
and  for  them,  and  using  every 
method  likely  to  promote  their  sal- 
vation* But  reflect  for  a  moment 
on  the  sad  reverse  of  all  this^-if  you 
are  without  grace,  your  example 
will  be  decidedly  injurious  in  the 
family,  and,  instead  of  leading  them 
to  the  Saviour,  you  will  do  them 
harm,  and  become  a  stumbling 
block  in.  their  way  to  heaven — you 
will  be  a  source  of  unceasing  anxiety 
and  sorrow  to  your  dear  father, 
and,  oh !  if  sorrow  could  enter  into 
heaven,  it  would,  in  the  day  of 
judgment,  fill  your  glorified  mother, 
at  missing  you, — her  hope,  her  rep- 
resentative, the  object  of  ten  thousand 
prayers  and  tears,^ — at  the  right  hand 
of  the  Judge.

A  coNSinsRATioN'  of  the  immense 
sums  which  annually  are  subscribed 
to  the  various  religiouB  institutions, 
both  foreign  and  domestic,  and  the 
occasional  reading  of  the  dumerous 
lists  of  subscribers,  in  nearly  aH  of 
which  the  same  names  are  regularly 
found,  naturally  impress  the  mind 
with  a  high  idea  of  general  benevo- 
lence.

Our  readers  will  find  in  each  of  these 
tracts  some  things  which  merit  their  most

not  write  so  perspicuously  as  might  be 
wished,  but  he  is  evidently  anxious,  as 
every  Christian  should  be,  that  revealed 
Iroth  may  become  the  exclusive  guide  in 
"all  iliatters  of  religions  obedience. 

In  the  '<  Vindication,'*  it  must  be  ac- 
knowledged, much  more    ability  is  dis- 
played, but  then,  unhappily,  the  acescent 
so  prevails^  as  to  neutralize',  we  fear,  the 
inflnence  of  what  might,  otherwise,  have 
proved    in  no  small  degree    beneficial. 
We  are  determined,   however,   to  give 
truth  our  cordial  welcome  and  hearty  .re- 
commendation whenever  it  is  presented 
to  us,  even  though  it  be  found  in  associa- 
tion with  that  which  is  as  unlike  itself  as 
it  is  unlikely  to  secure  its  reception  and 
extend  its  triumph.    ^A  Presbyter"  is 
evidently  an  adept  at  drawing  in  carica- 
ture, but  then  we  suspect  he  has  by  this 
time  laboured  long  enough  in  the  depart, 
metit  of  distorted  representation  to  have 
ascertained  that  it  is  not  the  most  certain 
method  ^  effecting  conversion.

It  aflfbrdfl  us    unfeigned  satisfaction  to 
find  that  this  excellent  compilation  is  in- 
tended ^  for  private  use/*    Hymn-books, 
for  oongrregational  worship,  faave^  within 
the  last  few  years  multiplied  to  an  extent 
which  might  almost  justify  the  application 
of  the  apostolic  inquiry,  '^  How  is  it,  then, 
brethren  ?  when  ye  come  together  every 
one  of  you  hath  a  psalm"    We  ^are  no 
advocates  for  insipid  monotony,  or  vain 
repetition ;  but  we  cannot  help  thinking, 
that  when  numerous  changes  are  to  be 
rung,  especially  when  the  pence  of  the 
poor,  which  are  needed  for  much  more 
important  purposes,  are  to  be  expended 
in  pulling  the  ropes,  the  effect  8houId  be 
not  only  an  acknowledged  hut  a  consider- 
able improvement.    Whereas  we  are  ap- 
prehensive, were  an  examination  institut- 
ed, It  would  be  fonnd,  that,  in  a  majority 
of  instances,  where  a  change  of  hymn- 
bboks  has  occurred,  that  which  has  par- 
tially or  entirely  superseded  its  predeces- 
flor,  is  inferior  to  it  in  all  respects,  and  in 
many  degrees.

.  ^flcB'  taken   with   our    most  approved 
focmalaries  of  praiee^   exhibited,  in  the 
•shape   of  omisskms^   inlefpelationa»  and 
varioos  readings;  sometimes    ofatcaring 
.  theaentioMnt,  at  other  times  destroying 
the  sense,  and    uniformly    iiguring  the 
harmony  of  what  has  been  thus  recklessly 
metamorphosed .

suaded,   will    hesitate  to  adopt.     Mooe 
will  refuse  to  sing  with  the  doctor 
«  There  is  a  house,**  &c. 
but,  when  H  is  altered,  by  Mr  Jooea,  to 

"  A  house  we  have,"  &c. 
many  will  remain  silent  And  what  is 
the  valuable  object  which  is  to  be  secured 
by  this  change  r  Simply  this,  Mr.  J. 
having  determined  to  arranfjc  his  com- 
pilation alphabetically,  so  that  the  hymim, 
which  are  placed  first,  should  all  com- 
mence with  A,  and  so  on,  through  the 
whole  alphabet,  it  became  imperative  to 
effect  such  variations  as  the  acconaptish- 
mentofthis  design  required.  Upon  the 
whole,  we  cannot  hot  express  our  hope 
that  this  volume  of  devout  poUtry  nnray 
obtain  an  extensive  circulation,  and  he 
made  the  means  of  enkindling  and  sus- 
taining the  flame  of  ardent  piety  in  nu- 
merous instances  of  individual,  domestic, 
and  social  worship.

'The  subject  of  this  brief  memoir*,  Mr. 
Joseph  Such,  was  born  at  Billcricay,  in 
£ssex,  June  7th,  1746,  O.  8.}  one  of  the 
first  thin^  remembered  by  him  was  an 
earthquake,  when  he  was  only  four  years 
old  5  which  circumstance  very  much  agi- 
tated his  father,  and  though  he  was  young, 
it  struck  him  with  a  profound  awe  at  the 
thoughts  tii  God's  power.  He  wan  much 
exposed  through  bis  youth  to  every  class 
of  persons;— his  father,  being  a  currier 
and  publican.  He  sa^s  in  a  sketch  of  his 
life,- 

''  I  knew  not  what  a  sabbath  was,  being 
a  stranger  to  rest,  both  body  and  soul ;  work- 
ing harder  on  a  sabbath-day  than  any  other 
day  in  the  week.  I  had  some  learning  at  a 
•oh«»l  belonging  to  the  Brewer's  Company, 
where  the  Bible  was  read,  and  prayers  ofiered, 
which  gav«  me  a  very  fsvourable  impression 
of  the  Bible.  But  my  Anther's  company 
often  requiring  of  me  a  song,  I  was  mnch 
exposed  to  evil  society;  yet,  I  preferred 
leaming^to  any  society.  My  fkther,  fearing  the 
neglect  of  hiis  business,  forbade  my  reading. 
I  seldom  attended  any  place  of  worship, 
though  I  remember  hearing  Mr.  George 
Whi^eld,  in  Moorfields,  preaching  to  a  large 
Gongr^ation,  when  a  stone  struck  his  fore- 
head and  caused  a  profusion  of  blood.  I 
married  young,  and  under  very  confined  cir- 
cumstances ;  we  were  a  pair  of  thoughtless 
awds.  I  was  induced  from  a  friend's  sugges- 
tion  to  go  to  Whitfield's  Tabernacle,  and  also 
to  {tear  Mr.  Romaine,  whose  |H:eachiag  pene- 
trated my  heart,  1768 :  his  text  was 
James  iv.  14,  '  What  is  your  life?'  1  well 
remember  the  place  where  I  stood,  and  could 
point  to  the  spot  in  St.  Dunstan's  Church 
eveti  BOW.  In  the  application  of  that  dia- 
oourse  1  was  truly  a£kcted ;  my  knees  smote 
against  each  other,  of  which  1  felt  ashamed : 
l  Would  have  escaped,  but  the  crowd  pre* 

*  That  portion  of  our  Magazme  usually 
allotted  to  Memoirs  haviog  been  previously 
promised,  we  had  no  alternative  but  to  place 
tins,  brief  memorial  in  our  Obituary,  or  to 
dehiy  its  insertion;  we  preferred  the  latter. 


vented  me.  I  left  that  place  of  worshij) 
deeply  impressed  with  my  guilt  and  dangdf, 
as  a  hell-deserving  sinner.  I  can  say  that 
a  savour  of  that  sermon  has  followed  me,  more 
or  less,  ever  since.  Adversity  in  worldly 
affairs  prised  upon  me  very  closely,  which 
deepened  the  work  of  conviction. 

*'  A  reconciliation  with  my  father  brought 
me  again  into  a  world  of  temptations,  and  to 
accommodate  myself  to  his  business,  I  stifled 
convictions  and  nearly  all  serious  impression]^ 
wore  ofif,    though  not  entirely;  yet  1  cottld 
not  get  comfortable  nor  feel  happy.  I  thought 
my  father's  house  wOuld  be  a  good  home ; 
but  he  who  *  fixes  the  bounds  of  our  habitat 
tion'  thought  otherwise.     The  recollection 
occasionally,  of  *  What  is  your  life,'  re-im- 
pressed my  mind,  and,  on  one  or  two  occa- 
sions, so  shook  my  frame  as  to  disturb  my 
rest.     One  day  my  father  left  home  ^11,  but 
never  returned  alive.     *  What  is  yoUr  lift,' 
was  thus  practically  illustrated  to  me. 

**  On  the  death  of  my  fiither,  new  difficul- 
ties arose: — the  care  of  the  business,  and 
the  weight  of  the  family  fell  on  me,  wilh 
the  embarrassments  of  my  lather's  accounts ; 
bdt  I  bless  God,  he  found  me  a  business  that 
ehabled  me  to  pilt  my  brother  to  a  trade,  add 
support  my  aged  mother  thirty  years.  My 
wife  sought  a  business,  but  at  the  expense  of 
the  sanctity  of  the  sabbath.  On  renewing 
my  attendance  on  Mr.  ttomaine's  preaching, 
I  saw  the  importance  of  spiritual  things,  and 
felt  keenly  for  the  souls  of  those  about  me ; 
I  therefore  caused  my  wife  to  dose  her  shop, 
not  bearing  the  thought  of  professing  re- 
ligion, and  yet  desecrating  the  sabbath  by 
my  wife's  business.  My  wife  thought  from 
my  attending  so  frequently  religious  places  of 
worship,  that  our  worldly  afi^rs  Would  be 
ruined ;  her  fears  brought  her  into  severe 
bodily  affliction,  but  the  Lord  in  mercy  re- 
stored her  again  to  health. 

"  Harvey's  Theron  and  Aspasia  gave  me  t6 
see  the  way  of  salvation  more  clearly.  1 774, 
the  first  number  of  the  Gospel  Magazine 
appeared,  my  prejudices  ran  high  against  it, 
from  the  portraits  being  alternately  a  clergy- 
man and  dissenter  ;  but  I'  resold,  out  of 
curiosity,  to  hear  all  those  ministers  whose 
likenesses  appeared  in  this  periodical,  and 
after  hearing  dissenters,  I  said — 

*'  Let  names  and  sects  and  parties  fall, 
«  And  thou,  O  Christ,  be  all  in  alL'' 

*'  I  now  frequently  ventured  among  dissen- 
ters.    I  heard  Mr.  Joes  at  the  Tabernac^ef

**  I  now  felt  keenly  for  my  dear  wife*  but 
•he  looked  on  me  with  pity,  as  one  religions 
overmuch.  I  used  erery  means  to  win  her 
to  my  news»  bat  her  prejudices  ran  high 
against  dissenters.  She  consented  to  go  with 
me  to  the  Mulberry  Gardens  on  one  occasion ; 
the  hymi^  '  O  <;ome  ye  sinners,'  &c.  was 
^Ten  out ;  the  whole  congr^tion  appeared 
to  unite  in  singing  it,  the  air  seemed  filled 
with  melody,  and  my  wife's  heart  was 
touched.  She  returned  home  quite  a  diffe- 
rent woman.  Now  we  were  united  together 
indeed,  'striving  together  for  the  faith  of 
the  GoepeL' 

"  At  this  time  I  became  acquainted  with 
many  dissenters,  and  united  with  them  on 
public  occasions.  I  was,  alter  some  years* 
intercourse  with  the  brethren,  solicited  to 
take  a  prominent  part  in  conducting  prayer 
meetings,  and  visiting  the  sick :  this  last  em- 
ployment introduced  me  into  hospitals,  where. 
Instead  of  speaking  to  individuals,  I  was  re- 
quested to  address  the  inmates  of  the  wards, 
which  brought  me  to  public  speaking. 

**  I  now  had  to  encounter  new  trials  of  a 
domestic  nature,  and  the  Lord  was  pleased 
to  shew  me  more  of  the  innate '  mischief  of 
x^Y  own.  heart,  the  discovery  of  which,  made 
me  go  many  days  mourning.  I  was  both  a 
grief  and  burden  to  myself.  I  concluded  it 
was  needless  for  me  to  attend  the  public 
worship  of  God  under  such  wretched  disoo- 
irerica ;  but  found,  on  reflection,  that  it  was 
hmmfMaWf  to  lun  away  from  myself.  In 
tKia  frame  of  mind  I  ventured  to  the  Taber- 
pcle,  Moorfields ;  Mr.  R.  Hill  said  in  his 
discourse,  *  Those  sins  that  grieve  you,  shall 
never  damn  you.*  I  felt  some  comfort, 
knowing  my  corruptions  were  my  grief.  I 
sutured  to  unite  with  members  at  Surrey 
Chapel,  so  soon  as  it  was  built. 

.<*  I  lost,  in  the  space  of  fourteen  days,  three 
children ;  yes,  I  can  say,  *  His  shaft  flew 
thricef  and  thrice  my  peace  was  broken.* 
The  rebellion  of  my  heart  increased  with  the 
death  of  my  two  eldest  sons,  but  when  the 
Lord  took  the  third,  he  sanctified  the  stroke, 
and  I  could  then  have  thanked  him,  had  he 
struck  all  my  comforts  dead.  Under  these 
privations  I  met  with  some  kind  sympathizing 
firiends.  1  attended  more  particularly  to  the 
Wretched  in  gaols,  hospitals,  and  alleys. 
However  humble  my  endeavours  were,  God 
owned  them  in  more  instances  than  one. 

"  I  was  called  to  experience  such  trials  now, 
«s  mftde  it  very  difficult  to  reconcile  God's 
pDromise  and  providence.  During  one  trial,  my 
iaind  wte  exercised  with   *  Love  not   the 


world;*  uukr  ^MMdwdblei  mj  wBb  U 
sicky  and  her  life  was  despaired  of,  but  God 
tenderly  dealt  with  «s  and  raised  her  i^n ; 
she  gave  proof,  during  her  illness,  ef  her  hav- 
ing an  interest  in  the  dear  Redeemer. 

*'  I  was  never  snccessfol  in  business,  nor 
could  I  prosper  in  the  world.  I  had  engaged 
to  spesk  onee  a  month  before  a  congregation 
of  Bissentsrs,  at  BrsBtwood ;  aad  tile  wtj 
appeared  for  me  to  go  and  reside  in  that 
neighbourhood.  I  embraced  the  opportiaBlgf^ 
opened  a  shop,  and  preached  ic^^ulaj^  at 
Barking,  and  Brentwood,  and  lDgatesV>ne,  on 
sabbath  days,  in  which  last  place  a  church 
was  formed.  After  some  time,  I  was  called 
to  reside  at  Ingmtestone  and  preside  over  this 
new  interest.  I  was  aocofdingly  ordained 
over  the  Independent  olmrch  at  the  above 
place,  in  1797,  and  eontinned  there  alKMit 
five  years.  I  received  from  the  people  about 
^12  per  annum,  which,  with  a  saoall  school, 
allowed  me  only  coi^ned  means. 

"  When  called  on  tosprinkle  iafonls,  I  dis- 
covered no  authaity  for  the  practice  in  God's 
word,  and  was  oompdkd  to  renouiice  i^ 
and  leave  the  people.  I  wias  baptiaed,  on  a 
profession  of  foith,  by  Mr.  Homblower>  of 
Braintree. 

**  I  was  now  without  a  prospect  of  employ 
and  of-  liviag;  bat  heainig  'Of  a  daatifuts 
Baptist  ckmehf  near  Bedfotd,  where  a  daugh- 
ter of  mine  was  settled,  I  consented  to  visit  it, 
if  Providence  concurred.  AD  things  being 
considefed,  and  Divine  direotioa  aeairbi,  I 
accepted  their  invitation^  ami  booaose.the 
pastor  of  the  old  Baptist  interest  at  Steven- 
ton,  1802.  On  the  5th  of  June,  1804,  I  was 
ordained  over  them,—- twenty-two  ministers 
being  present. 

''  I  had  numy  trials  to  encoanter  frooa  *the 
character  of  some  in  the  chuxehy  but  the 
Lord  gave  me  courage  to  encounter  and 
overcome  every  sinful  oomhinatioo. 

^  I.  lost  ny  dear  wife  in  1806,  lyrhieh  ii^ 
creased  my  difficulties ;  bub  the  Lord  led  me 
to  another,  which  healed  the  breach.  I  soon 
after  this  discovered  Uie  necessity  of  new 
deeds  being  made  for  the  meeting  house,  the 
old  trusts  being  sll  dead,  as  the  property  was 
daimed  by  private  individuals.  I  succeeded 
in  ny  efforts,  and  the  meeting-house  under- 
went alteration  in  repairing,  &c.  I  have 
collected  the  money  nearly  to  pay  for  rqwirs. 
Twenty-three  members  formed  the  church 
when  I  came,  and  a  smaH  oongr^;ation,-««b«t 
the  Lord  gave  us  prosperity  and  increase. 
My  allowance  from  the  people  and  friends 
was  only  20/.  per  annum.  I  have  not  been 
without  trials,  nor  do  I  expect  to  be  long 
without  them.  I  am  liow  in  my  seventy- 
seventh  year,  lind  it  is  my  desire  to  say—*

.  Our  departed  brother  contioued  to  la^ 
bour  at  Steveaton  till  within  one  year  of 
lua  death,  which  took  piare  Nov.  13, 
IS31,  in  bis  eighty-sixth  year.  He  was 
cniiifortably  supported,  af%er  his  work 
^as  done,  by  the  London  Funds  and 
ih«  County  Provident  Society. 

During  his  last  illness  he  was  perfectly 
collected,  and  at  intervals,  when  free  from 
(WTere  pains,  would  repeat  his  confidence 
in  the  Redeemer.    He  said— 

.  «  <  I  know  that  my  Redeemer  livetii,'  &c 
I  shall  soon  be  gone ;  bat  God  will  be  with 
yon,  my  dear  wife,— J ifcnoio  he  will;  I  com- 
mit  you  and  my  dear  daughter  into  his 
bands.  My  dear  boy  is  gone ;  I  hope  he  is 
In  heuwBy— I  shall  soon  be  tha«: 

'  Then  shall  I  sing  more  sweet,  more  loud, 
'  And  Christ  shall  be  my  song. 

*  Oh !  cease  yonr  tears,  ye  weak  bdievers, 
*  Jesus  Christ  is  still  the  same. 

'  Blood  hath  a  voice  to  pierce  the  skies.'  ** 

He  said  to  bis  kind  medical  friend 
who  attended  bini-~ 

"  Jesus  Christ  is  my  Redeemer,  my  Re- 
deemer, and  you  may,  if  you  please,  tell 
all  the  world  so.'*

*  **  My  dear  daughter,  I  am  going  to  heaven, 
and  I  leave  you  in  the  hands  of  God.

To  evince  the  general  state  of  bis 
mind,  I  would  copy  from  a  book,  in 
which  is  minuted  down  his  affairs  and 
ilselings  during  a  begging  excursion  :-t* 

'*  Called  and  dined  with  brother  Gill,  who 
entertained  us  kindly,  and  promised  to  lay 
our  case  before  his  church.  How  thankful 
we  ought  to  be,  that  our  Jesus  eptertains  us 
kindly,  and  not  only  promises  to  recommend 
our  cases,  but  is  continually  pleading  our 
cause  before  the  throne  of  God,  shewing  his 
wounds  and  scars  on  our  behalf. 

"  Mr.  B.  not  at  home,  — must  conse- 
quently call  again  or  wait.  Whatever  friend 
may  be  from  home,  our  Jesus  is  near.  He 
says  to  all  weak  believers,  '  Knock,  and  it 
shall  be  opened.*—^  Come  in,  thou  blessed  of 
the  Lord.' 

'*  May  the  dear  Lord  be  with  my  people 
to-day.  Interceded  this  morning  in  our 
chamber,  although  the  floor  was  so  dirty  w9 
could  not  kneel  down.  Persons  of  a  cleanly 
disposition  canpot  delight  in  dirty  things  or 
dirty  places,-7-no  more  can  the  Christian, 
having  a  new  nature  which  is  a  cleanly  onep 
he  has  his  fruit  unto  holiness,"  &c. 

Many  of  a  corresponding  tone  could  be 
selected,  but  brevity  is  necessary. 

His  funeral  was  attended  by  eight  neigh- 
bouriDg  mini&teray  who  provided  their  own 
symbok  on  the  occasion  $  Mr.  Knight,  of 
Staugbtoo,  gave  the  address,  and  M& 
Hillyard  preached  from  Acts  xx.  24. 

P.  S.  He  realized  an  answer  to  hit 
prayers,  in  the  revival  and '  prosperity  of 
the  cause,  before  his  departure ',  also,  in 
the  removal  of  all  fears  at  the  approach  of 
death.

not  having  any  belU  therein  (trumpets  l)ei^g 
the  only  beUs  oi  the  Hebrews  to  summon 
their  assemblies),  and  that  otherwise  it 
was  no  service.  But  know,  that  is .  no^ 
empty  which  is  full  of  ornament;  nor  idle, 
which  stands  both  for  strength  and  state*  || 
an  elegant  exordium  be  so  uJseful  in  an  pra* 
tion,  to  gai|i  the  ears  of  the.  audjitorsi  no  1^ 
graceful  a  fair  firont  in  a  building,  to  win  ihe 
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eyee  of  the  behoMen.  Kor  wat  iolomon 
minded,  like  many  in  after  ages,  wb«  cnt 
d9vn  a^l  top  masts  from  the  ship  of  Christ's 
church  (publicly  pretending  a  tempest,  and 
that  all  is  done  for  her  safety),  and  make  her 
close  notted  to  the  very  keel,  but  his  large 
heart  and  hand  eared  not  what  he  expended 
on  the  magnificence  of  Qod^s  house. 

10.  But  as  for  the  remainder  of  the 
yesaels  of  the  temple,  with  the  manifold  tra- 
ditions concerning  them,  the  reader  is  referred 
to  the  learned  pains  of  my  industrious  friend, 
Mr,  John  Lightfoot,  who,  as  I  understand, 
intends  an  entire  treatise  thereof.  Far  be  it 
from  me,  that  our  pens  should  fall  out,  like  the 
herdsmen  of  Lot  and  Abraham,  the  land  be- 
ing not  able  to  bear  them  both,  that  they 
might  dwell  together.  No  such  want  of 
room  in  this  subject,  being  of  such  latitude 
and  receipt,  that  both  and  hundreds  more 
buried  together  therein,  may  severally  lose 
ourselves  in  a  subject  of  such  capacity.  The 
rather  because  we  embrace  several  courses  in 
this  our  description  ;  it  being  my  desire  and 
delight  to  stick  only  to  the  written  word  of 
God  ;  whilst  my  worthy  friend  takes  in  the 
choicest  Rabbinical  and  Talmudical  relations, 
being  so  well  seen  in  those  studies,  that  it  is 
questionable  whether  his  skill  or  my  igno- 
rance be  the  greater  therein. 

11.  Simeon  is  seconded  by  Anna,  a  pro- 
phetess of  a  hundred  years  old  (temperance 
is  the  best  prolonger  of  the  candle  of  life), 
and  herein  she  exceeded  Simeon.  He  came 
but  into  the  temple.. — she  departed  not  from 
the  temple,  bat  serred  Qod  thercm  with 
ftstbg  and  pvayvr.  She  alee  epalw  of  Christ 
to  all  that  iMked  £pc  redemption*  Aqd  thus 
Chrift  was  proclaimed  in  the  temple  by 
two  heralds  of  different  sexes,  while  his  pa- 
rents kept  the  copies  of  their  several  procla- 
piations,  aa  trusting  in  no  other  cabinet  than 
their  own  hearts. 

12.  We  must  not  forget  that,  a  little  be- 
fore his  passion,  Christ  the  second  time 
purged  the  temple.  Three  years  since  he 
cast  all  merchants  and  their  appurtenances 
out  of  God's  house,  which  now,  notwith- 
standing that  ejection,  had  gotten  unlawful 
poesesaion  therein.  Devils  he  cast  out  of 
men  so  finally,  that  they  entered  no  more 
into  them;  but  wicked  men  once  thrown 
out  of  the  temple,  recovered  their  stations 
therein  again.  Abuses  in  the  church  de- 
part not  tiU  they  are  driven,  and  then  go 
away  unwillingly,  with  full  intent  to  em- 
brace the  next  opportunity  to  return.  What 
oeed  hatli  reformation  itself  to  be  frequently 
reformed,  seeing  corruption  will  so  quickly 
creep  thereinto!  Christ  the  second  time 
cast  those  vermia  out  of  the  temple. 

13.  Three  days  they  wander  without

See  here 
sudden  vicissitudes .

On  Tuesday,  IStb,  it  was  slated  by 
(Mr.  Baring,  in  tbe  House  of  Commons, 
rtkat  ^  tbe  communications  with  the  Duke 
«f  W«Uiagton  for  the  formation  of  a  new 
administration  were  entirely  at  an  endP'* 
an  announcement  which  was  received 
amidst  loud  and  continued  cheers. 

Earl  Grey*  in  the  other  House,  simply 
stated  that  **■  he  had  received  a  oommuoi- 
cation  from  His  Majesty,"  and  made  that 
fact  tbe  ground  of  a  motion  to  af^oum 
u«  til  Thursday. 

On  Tbuiaday  it  was  stated  that  **  there 
wans  reasonable  groond  for  hoping  that  a 


satisfactory  arrangement  would  soon  take 
place  ;**  at  (he  same  time  it  was  confessed 
that  matters  were  not  yet  settled.  With 
this  statement  was  coupled  a  distinct  as- 
surance that  Earl  Grey  and  his  colleagues 
would  not  resume  the  government  with- 
out possessing  JuU  powers  from  His  Ma- 
jesty to  carry  the  unmutilated  Bill, 

On  the  following  evening,  the'  IBth,  the 
Ministers  of  the  Grown,  in  both  Houses  of 
Parliament,  annoonced,1n1anguage%vhic1i 
spread  joy  throughout  the  empire,  thai 
*<  having  now,  frOm  the  Means  placed 
at  their  disposal,  iot  confident  expectation  ei 
being  enabled  to  carry  Titis  BiiLl  without 
a  diminution  of  its  efficiency,  they  had 
agreed  to  return  tO  offi^ce.'*  This  confident 
expectation  of  the  Ministry  was  doubtless 
sustained,  either  by  the  anticipated  exer- 
cise of  the  Royal  prerogative  in  the  crea- 
tion of  Peers,  in  order  to  turn  the'  balance 
in  their  favour;  or  an  understanding  that 
tlie  liostile  party  would  -retii^'froni  tbe 
field,  and  withdraw  their  opposition  tb  the 
essential  points  of  tbe  Bill>}  and^  peiliaps, 
the  known  permission  to  employ*  Ibe 
former  means,  if  necessary,  readefed  the 
latter  effectual  withput  them. 

On  Monday,  May  21,  tbe  contmitiBe  of 
tbe  House  of  Lords  resumed  tlie  diaeas- 
aion  of  that   important  measure,  wbidi, 
a  fortnight  before,  had  been  so  abruptly 
and  unhappily  arrested.    Jl  is  no  part  vf 
our  business  to.  speci^te  on  tbe  emtitiuns 
of  the  nokble  I«ord0:jN»«at«slsinblioig  oteler 
circumstancea-  8a<peeii>iaf  and  miireA^*^ 
ours  is  a  record  of  facts.    It  was  evident, 
however,  that  their  Lordships  had  learnt 
something  iVom  past  eKperiente.'    They 
had   become    enlightened^  pavlially    at 
leasts  aa  to  the  fact,  thai  they-  wcfleeapfeiMl- 
ing  their  energies  in  abopelesa  struggle, 
and  that  it  would  be  impossible  much 
longer  to  withhold  a  charter  that  a  nation^- 
whose  will  bad  been  unequivocally,  if  not 
universally  ex  pressed,  ~« bad    determined 
on  receiving.    Had  their  Lordships  earlier 
made  this  discovery,  had  they  been  able 
more  promptly  to  have  read  «<  tbe  signs  of 
the  times,"  they  might  have  ooncealed  a 
powerless  hostility  by  a  timcrly  concesiiaia 
and  have  yielded  with  a  grace  what  recedt 
e3K|>erience  bad  taught  them  it  was  irapom 
aible  to  withhold.    All  objects,  however, 
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n  lUitiire  arc  not  of  a  texture,  ard  not  in  a 
situation,  equally  favourable  to  the  recep- 
tion or  the  transmission  of  lij^ht;  and 
snmethingf  nnnlagous  to  this  well-known 
principle  in  science,  will  help  to  solve  many 
a  phenomena,  both  in  the  moral  and  in  the 
political  world. 

Havinfif,  however,  at  last  discovered 
that  opposition  would  be  uselesB,  many  of 
the  Noble  Lords  withdrew  entirely  from 
the  field  of  contest,  while  most  of  those 
who  remained,  tboafiht  proper  to  lower  the 
tone  of  their  opposition.  But  little  show 
of  battle  was  afterwards  made,  the  Bill 
steadily »  thoofh  slovrlys  advanced  in  the 
Committee,  its  several  clauses  were  di^- 
cussed,  and  some  minor  alterations  were 
efiected,  but  it  came  out  of  the  Committee 
substantially  the  same,  unchanged  in  its 
character,  and  rather  extended  than  con 
tracted  in  Us  original  provisions. 

On  Friday,  May  S&tb,  the  Parliament 
was  adjourned  till  the  following  Wednes- 
day, and  on  that  day,  the  30tl|>  the  Bill 
rompleted  its  progress  through  the  Com- 
iPiittee. 

On  Friday,  June  1st,  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Reform  Bjll  was 
*  presented  to  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
bfougbt  to  the  threshold  .of  the  third  read- 
ing, which  was  fixed  for  the  following 
Monday ;  and  on  that  day,  June  4th,  Earl 
Grey  moved  *'  that  the  Rill  do  now  pass,^^ 
when  there  appeared-^

Against  it 
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^  A  number  of  noble  Peers,**  it  is  said 
'*  imroediatelv  surrounded  Earl  Grey, 
.apparently  congratulating  his  Lordship 
upon  the  succjessful  termination  of  hisar- 
.duons.  Iabours'*-f-efflotions  that  were  not 
.long  confined  witbip  the  walls  of  that 
House,  but  soon  found  a  grateful  and  an 
audible    response    from    the    assembled 

crowds  without,  and.  we  may  add,  were 
•aoon  almost  universally  shared  by  the 
distinterested,  enlightened,  and  patriotic 
throughout  the  United  Kingdoms.  On  the 
aide  of  lit»erty  a  glorious  conquest  had 
;beeo  obtained,  fraught  with  incalculable 
.blessings,  and  unstained  by  human  blood, 
unless,  indeed,  tfa  e  case  of  Bristol,  and  simi- 


lar iiiitancca  of  anvful.ontraipe  rtc  in  be 
taken  an  exceptions  to  this  gratulation. 
The   Bill  now  only  awaited  the  Royal  as* 
(ient  to  become  the  law  of  the  land.    The 
Magna  Charta  of  England  was  signed 
June  15, 1^15.    The  REFOaM  Bii^  re- 
ceived the  Royal  assent,  which  wa<(  given 
by  commissioii,  on  Thursday,  J  one  7, 1832- 
Go  Monday,  Dec.  3d,  the  Parliaosent 
was  dissolved  \  and  before  this  is  in  the 
hands  of  our  readers,  the  new  powers  which 
the  Bill  has  created  will  have  been  called 
into  active  operation.    The  real. benefits 
to  be  derived  from  the  BilLi,  it  must  ever 
be  remembered,  r^st  at  last,  coder  Pro* 
vidence,  with  the  people  themselves.    By 
their  united  energy  it  haft  been  obtained, 
by  their  practical  wi«dom  alone  can  its  in. 
tended  benefits  be  aecured.    The  late  Mr. 
Pitt,  in  a  'powerful  and  brilliant  speech, 
delivered  in  Parliament,  April  I8ib,l785, 
in  favour  of    Ueforbi*  makes   the  fol* 
lowing  remarkable  declaratioR.    In  reply 
to  the  question :  ^  What  practical  benefit 
can  the  country  receive  from  RefomB  V* 
lie  observes: — 

**  If  there  faad  slways  been  a  House  «f 
Commons  who  ware  the  fivlihIU  slmmlB  of 

the  interests  of  their  oonatry,  the  ^iSHgfi*

**  He,'*  Mr.  Pitt,  *'  considerod  it  as  one  of 
the  most  indisputable  doctrines  of  antiquity, 
that  the  state  of  the  representation  was  to  be 
changed  with  tlie  change  of  circumstances. 
He  would  submit  to  the  world  which  of  the 
two  were  most  anxious  for  the  preservation 
of  the  original  principles  of  the  eonstitatioo, 
—he  who  was  for  maintaining  the  exterior  and 
name  of  representatiou  when  the  sulMtsncse 
was  gone,  or  he  who,  preferring  the  sub- 
stance of  representation  to  the  name  and  ex- 
terior, was  solicitous  of  changing  its  seat 
from  one  part  of  the  country  to  another,  as 
one  place  might  flourish  and  another  decay  ?'* 

The  above  testimony  in  favour  of  Re- 
form w  ill  not,  it  U  presumed,  be  referred 
to  popular  influence,  political  bias,  or  a 
leaning  to  rerolntionar y  principles.  Atfbis 
period  of  his  life,  at  least,  it  hi  evident  that 
Mr.  Pitt  regarded  Parliamentary  Reform 
in  the  light  of  a  great  national  blessing.

»■  ^"f  report  of  the  progress  and  consatn-

.  reached  to  an  extent  we  did  not  antici- 
rate,  and  wSH  notr  preciade  us  from  mak- 
wgr  those  reflectioo.  of  a  reHgions  charac- 
ter with  which  we  inNni«K*d  to  close  it. 
These  the  pious  reader  will  supply.  While 
iluly  and  §:ratefully  appreciating  the  in- 
•trumentality  of  human  agents,  we  would

»«Jgrtaeiits  to  Him.  from  whom  politi. 
cal  as  well  as  personal  fenovaHons  do

.  Aa  every  chnrdbi  d^her  has,  or  ought  to 
have*  its  archives,  that  is,  some  chest,  or 
other  place,  whitre  its  records  and  papers  are 
carefully  preserved  together,  notfaii^  would 
be  easier  than  to  deposit  there  a  correct  copy 
ofitstmst  deed,  with  an  intimation  where 
the  Ofiginal-  might  be  fonnd.  This  would 
serve  bit  most  purposes  of  referenee,  om  the 
«ppt.  The  proper  cu9tody,  l|oweiwiv  of  the 
erigioal  deed  would  still  remain  to  be  pro- 
vided for }  and  references  wonld  sometimes 
be  necessary,  for  which  a  copy  could  not 
suffice. 

How  then  can  the  objects  contemplated 
be  most  advantageously  accomplished  ?

^legei  was  ordained  pAstor  over  the  Bap- 
tist church}  Halstead,  Essex.     The  Rev.  — 
^teera  (Indwp.),  Castle    Hedingham,  com- 
,qHMic«4  the  services  by  prayer.     The  Rev. 
$.    Tomkins,  A.M.t  Stepney   College,   de- 
scribed  the  nature  of  a  Christian  church. 
The  Rev    G.  Francis,  of  G)lche8ter,  asked 
the  usual  questions.     The  Rev.  J.  Pilking- 
ton«    of  Rayleigh,    offered    the    ordination 
prayer.     Thie  Rev.  W.  H.  Murch,  Stepney 
IpoUeg^  delivered  the  Charge,  from  2  Cor. 
iv.  5  ;  and  the  Rev.  S.  Wilkinson,  A.M., 
$affroa    Walden,  preached   to   the  church, 
from   Hcb.    xiii.  20,  21.     The    Rev.    J. 
Sibxee  (Ind^),  Wethersfield,  prayed.     The 
Rev.  Messis.   Smith,  of  Bures,  Humphries, 
of  Braiatree,  and  Reynolds,  of  Earls  Colne, 
engaged  in  other  parts  of  the  services. 
. ,  Th»  Baptist  Church  of  Halstead,  appears 
to  ^  of  an  early  •origin,  for  although  no  par- 
,tiQular  records  remain  of  its  early  transac- 
tions, yet  is  its  existence  recognized  so  soon 
4U>  1706,  by  tlie  last  will  of  Thomas  Rip- 
ptnghall,  by  which  a  legacy  was  left  to  be 
distributed  among  ita  poorer  members.     It 
was  then  and  £[)f  many  years  afterwards  of 
.tfaft    General  Baptist  denomination,   which, 
t^ere  is  reason  to  think,  was  the  case  with 
xaost^f  the  Baptist  churches  in  the  county  ; 
hnt  on  the  death  of  the  Rev,  D.  Wilkin,  the 
last  pastor  of  that   persuasion,  it  embraced 
Jt]^  doctrine  of  particular  redemption,  with 
i>ther  doctrines  connected   therewith.     This 
•^ange  was  effected  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Hal- 
lowbread,    the  sonin-Uw   and  successor  of 
Mv,  Wilkin,  and  on  the  24>th  of  June,  1789, 
the  church,  after  fasting  and  prayer»  agreed  to 
anb^ribe  a  confusion  of  their  faith,  aiuiilar 
to  that  drawn  up  by  Dr.   Gill.     Mr.  Hal- 
iowbread  continued  pastor  until  1799.     The 
j:hurch  then  consisted  of  thirty-eight  mem- 
bers.    Mr.   H.  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
C.    Cardinal,    who   continued    pastor   until 
1806.     During  his  ministry  many  additions 
were  made,  and  at  the  time  of  his  removal 
the  number  of  members  was  sixty-four.     In 
the  same  year,  the  Rev.  John  King,  its  late 
pastor,  was  invited  to  become  the  minister, 
and  in  1808   was  ordained  pastor.     Under 
his   ministry  the   cliurch  and   coogi'egation 
were  raised  considerably.     A  Sunday-school, 
containing   upwards  of  200   children,  was 
begun  in   1806  ;  and  the  church  increased 
to    ISO    members.     In   1815,    the    former 
place  of  worship  tiaving  become  too  small,  it 
wttltaadneeetBary  to  erect  another,  which 


■Me.  JSing  i6tk  in  htmA,  and.  f)ii%iii(h  ifiiMSh 
fatigue  and  labour,  aoeceeded  in  getting  dear 
t)f  debt.  This  excellent  fikau  laboared 
amongst  iixt  people  for  upwards  of  twenty- 
five  years,  when  having  gone  to  a  neighbour- 
ing church  to  administer  the  LordV  Supper, 
in  retnmiog  he  took  cold,  which  terminated 
in  his  death,  in  January  of  the  pf  eseat  year. 
He  was  a  man  moeh  reelected  in  the  county, 
and  hia  judgment  ever  regarded  as  solid  and 
judicione.  The  chnrcb  and  congregcrtiob 
much  regret  his  lose,  whilst  tkoie  minkters 
with  whom  he  had  been  associated  l»r  •• 
many  years,  uniformly  venerate  his  memory^ 
and  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  his  charae* 
ter  and  conduct.  This  ancitint  church  hav* 
ing  thus  gradually  arisen  from  ebscurtty 
through  the  successive  labours  of  four  pasier^y 
and  the  erection  of  tkrce  new  places  of  woivhip, 
at  present  aferds  pleaung  prospects  of  oontiU 
nued  prosperity.  The  present  meeting- 
house, which  is  a  commodious  one,  is  uni- 
formly filled,  and  frequently  crowded  to  ea^- 
oess.  At  present  the  number  in  the  Subbatk* 
school  is  about  i^OO,  and  upwards  of  lOO 
members  in  the  church,  with  the  prospect  of 
an  addition  ehortly  of  more  by  bi^tism.  The. 
services  en  the  day  of  ordinatioc  wef«  pecu- 
liarly interesting  and  well  attended.

CHAPELS  OPENED.

"[j^he  Baptists  had  been  preaching  at 
Llanfant  ffrald,  as  early  as  the  year  1805; 
but  as  the  cause  at  Cynwyd,  which  was  be- 
gan by  the  same  individual,  (Rev.  T.  Davis^ 
then  of  Cefn-bychan,)  and,  at  the  same  time, 
appeared  more  promising,  the  former  station 
was  relinquished  that  more  attention  might 
be  paid  to  thaiatter. 

In  the  year  1926,  the  Baptists  com- 
menoed  preaching  here  a  second  time ;  at 
that  period  no  preaching  connected  with 
dissenters  was  found  in  the  village.  The 
interest  of  Christ  came  to  this  place  in  a 
humble  manner,  like  the  coming  of  its  au- 
thor^^lft  the  world  :  Christ  made  his  appear- 
ance in,  a  stable,  his  cause  here  in  the  old 
prisMt  of  OweiBL  Qyn-dwr. 

Qennawt  Afraid,  being  a  populous  placc; 
with  ^  bridge  joining  the  t\^o  side^  q|  the , 
river  Dee,  the  prison  soon  became  crowded 


witk  spiriMitf  t»i4«oiier^  t^  hnita*  Ibe  gbd 
tidings  of  liberty  to  tli«fa  that  'o^eK  Iwond. 
We  were  l>rottgiit,  very  eawif  torfeei  gitet  ua- 
oonvenieiiee,  from   the  dai^neas    and    |he 
lowness  of  the  prison,  to  teach  the  ^mmbe^ 
of  children  that  attended  ouf  school  •  aari 
the  congregation  also  felt  very  oficomibrtaUe 
from  the  over^Mftted  state  of  the  pljtoa,  tiiair 
was  crowded  to  excess.     But  '^  Mttld  Hoa 
thmk  of  buDding  a  diapel,  Ibr  the  Baptist 
Association,  very  prudently,  had  given  oat  a 
report  that  no  ^apel  Was  to  be  bnflt,.  and 
the  expense  thrown  on  the  AssociatioB,   till 
a  good  part  of  the  debt,  then  standing,  was 
paid  unless,  something  of  uaeomnioii  interest 
called  for  a  place  of  worship;  then  the  Asao-. 
ciation  might  give  permission  to  build'.      We 
applied  several  times,  but  the  feai*  of  the 
d«ht  made  the  brethren  to  advise  «a  tD  de- 
sist. 

Thus,  things  went  on  till  1831,  whpn  the 
Calvinistic  Methodists  built  a  chapel  within 
half  a  furlong  of  the  place  wheza  we  held  our 
meetings ;  and  brought  their  meetings  to  the 
new  chapd  from  the  old   station,  which  was 
,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  distant.      A  spirit 
of  herring  the  gospel  being   on   the  increasse 
in  the  neighbourlioud,  we  were  toTd  by  those 
of  our  hearers  that  were  most  zealous  ibr  th^ 
success  of  the  gospel,  that  the  time  had  come 
when  we  ought  to  build  a  chapel,  and  un- 
less  we  were   to  erect  one  the   Methodists 
would  be  under  the  necessity  of  pulling  down 
their  new  chdpel  in  order  to  enlarge  iL      In 
this  state  of  things  four  men  offered  to  biiild 
a  chapel  for   the   Baptists,  on  these  condi- 
tions : — To  take  the  whole  care  of  building 
upon   themselves,  and  pay  the  interest,  and 
so  much  as  possible  of  the  capital,  if  they  were 
allowed  to  have  the  rent  arising  from  the 
dwelling- house  and  the  pews^  and  to  conti- 
nue thus  for  five  years ;  but,   at  the  end   of 
this  period,   to  be  allowed  to  give  up  their 
responsibility  and   the  whole   affair  to   the 
church,  or  branch  of  a  church,   meeting  in 
the  place;  or  to  the  North  Wales   Associa- 
tion.    Their  offer  was  accepted,  and  a  meet- 
ing-house, with  a  dwelling-house  underneath 
(the  ground  being  steep,  it  was  adviseable  to 
have  a  building  under  the  chapel),  have  been 
completed  and  made,  by  a  trust  deed,  the  pro* 
perty  of  the  Particulai-  Baptists.    The  groantl 
and  the  building  cost  about  ^SOO ;  about 
i50  has  been  obtained  by  oarriagey  woik, 
and  cash  in  the  neighbeurhoodb 

On  the  6th  and  7th  of  Auguati  the  ebapel 
was  opened.  On  the  first  evming  brother

The  Rev.  Thos.  Harpur  of  Walworth,  the 
respected  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Congre- 
gational Ministers,  waa  summoned  to  his  rest 
on  Sunday,  November  1 1  th,  in  the  seventieth 
year  oi  his  age.  His  remain*  were  depovited 
in  Bunhill  Helds,  on  the,  l^th^  wl^n  the 
Rev.  T.  Ru^ael  d^ivi^d  the  address,  and 
the  Rev.  G.  Clayton.  olTered  iip  the  ^nqrer. 


Died   early  on  £ord*8  day  'morning  the 
18th  November,  the  Rev.  Wm.  How^els,  the 
highly  esteemed  minister  of  the  Spiseopal 
Chapel  in  Long  Acre.     He  was  seited  on 
the  pi-eceding  Thursday  with  symptoms  of  an 
inflammatory  nature,  which  baffled  allmedicsl , 
skilly  and  speedily  terminated  his  valualde  life. 
The  sensation  occasioned  by  his  death,  espe- 
cially among  his  own  people,  was  iimisimlly 
great,  increased,  doubtless,  by  the  stuMdnhess 
of  his   removal.     The  chapel-wantenr  had 
put  up  an  announceinent  of  his  death  In  the 
porch  of  the  chapel,  and  itaaoy  of  the  oongre- 
gation  on  assembling  for  wonhip,  teartat,  for 
the  lirst'time,  by  this  means  that  hewasgune. 
Some,  however,  it  appears  had  enteted  the 
chapel  without  observing  this  notice,  and 
when  in  the  course  of  his  sermon  tie  offi- 
ciatittg  nmoeter  alkuied  to  their  <^diepaHed 
minister**  two  or  three  voices  were  beird  ex- 
claiming, <« Ishe  dead?-^is  he  dead  ?-ti  he 
dead^*'  and  immediately  thnmgh  thewl^ 
assembly  ihtn  was  an  anfiMe'eaprestiiD^  of 
the  most  heartfelt    kmentCtfaM.     -M^.  H.
